Theſe Miniſters were thought 
to Incline moltly to the fide of the Remonſlrants, and confequently to be the leſs 
diſpoſed to receive the Canons. I hey likewiſe deliberated upon the caſe of thoſe 
Clergymen, who contrary to the Decrees of the Synod of Harderwick, had crept 
into the Miniſtry in contiderable numbers, fince the year 1512, and conſulted how 
they ſhould proceed with them. But after ſome debate it was refolved, that almoſt 
all of them ſhould be ſuffered to continue in the exerciſe of their fpirituzl fun&ions, | 

without a new examination, foraſmuch as they appeared found in dofirine, How- 

Some Minifers ever Henry de Brune, Miniſter of Aferden, one of thoſe whom they declared to 
"gu 144 03- have cot into Orders irregularly, was deprived by the Synod, he having refuſed to 
dale and ol ſubſcribe the Canons. Roger van Rieme, Miniſter of Zelkhem, objected ag11nft 
«eprived. ſome Articles of the Canons, as being above his comprehenſion ; but ſubmitting to 
inſtruction, he became ſatisfied 3 and having obtained a day's time to conlider, (igned 
the {aid Canons, and continued in his office. Engelbertus Aividins van Enpelen, 
Miniſter of 4rnbeim, who had before ſcrupled to ſubſcribe the Canons when called 
upon by the Claſſes, and whom they had allowed to conlider of it till the meeting 
of this Synod, found himſelf {till under the ſame fcruples, and prayed a further 
reſpit of ſome weeks : but his requeſt was deny'd him, and they offered to inform 
lim better, if they could, in caſe he would propoſe his objxions. He ſtill preft, 
and very earneſtly too, for a little more time, that he might examine more fully 
into the deep point of Predeſtination. For this purpoſe he thould endeavour, he 
ſaid, in the tirſt place, ro inform himſelf in what manner the National Synod 
explained certain palſ#ges of Scripture, and confuted the opinion of the Remon-

Thus was the faid Apidins deprived, after having ſerved the Church of Arnheim 
tor above the ſpace of ten years. And in certain remarks upon this Sentence of the 
Synod, we find kim grievouſly complaining of the partiality they diſcovered by this 
Dentence, in which he 1s {tiled the Miniſter of Ofterbeck, as if he had never been, 
or ought not to have been owned for the Miniſter of Arnbeim, where he had been 
lawfully called and ſettled.

The offer of due information | 
or inſtruction, in caſe he would proceed to particulars, ſhowed that no inſtruction NY 
was offered him, but on condition of his entering into a detail of matters; which, 
as he underſtood 1t, tended to oblige him to ſubmit to an examination upon every 
article in particular, and to declare 1mmediately what he approved, or diſap- 
proved, in order to 1ts being forthwith regiſtered by the pen of a partial Scribe 2 
What elle could they intend by all this, but either to infnare him by captious 
queſtions, or by inſiſting upon ſmaller matters, to ſhifr off the principal buſineſs? * 
Thus did he defend himſelt again!t the Sentence of the Synod, 
Godfridus Cornelius, and Reinier Lyſjelius, Remonſtrant Miniſters of Yelp and 
Hoovelaken, refuſed likewiſe to ſign the Canons; for which cauſe they were the 
ſame day ſentenced to be deprived; as was Samuel YVeltins, Miniſter of Wichem, 
ſoon after on the fare account. But beſides the above-named tive Clergymen, 
whom the Synod deprived, there were many more 1n the Province of Gel4erland 
who loſt their Livings about the ſame time, having either quitted them of thcir 
own accord, upon their perceiving the ſtorm which threatned both the Church and 
State, or being diſpoſleſt by the Magiſtracy after the Revolution in the Government, 
or elſe being deprived by the Deputies of the Synod of Arnheim in the year 1618, or 
by the Claſles that now met. The number of which, as far as has come to my 
knowledge, was about ſix and twenty, whoſe names are as follow : Gerardus Li- | 
vius, Fohannes Coitſus, Henricus Leſfierus, all three Miniſters of Nimegnen, | 
diſmiſſed from their offices the laſt year > Henricus Brumannus, and Henricus Mei- } 
lingius, Miniſters of Arnheim , of whom the firſt was deprived by the Claflis of 
Over-veluw, at the end of the year 1617, on accouut of Remonſtrantiſm ; and the 
ſecond, who would never hear of ſubſcribing either the Catechiſm or Confe/ron, 
voluntarily reſigned his benefice. Allardus de Freeſe, Miniſter of Tiel, who was 
ſuppoſed to be the Compiler of the famous Ten Pofirions, was deprived in the year 
1618, by the Deputies of the Synod : Henricus Leo, and Fobannes Narſins, Mi- 
niſters of Bommel ; the former of which, as has been already related, was deprived by 
the National Synod, together with the reſt that had been cited thither ; the latter did 
not ſtay to be treated after the ſame manner : Henricus Hollingerus, and Godefridus 
Paludanus, hoth Miniſters of the Grave > the one depoſed likewiſe at Dors, the 
other after the end of the National. Synod : Beſides theſe, there were 1V/illiam 
Isfording, Miniſter of Elft ; Jobannes Leurius of St. Andrews, Henricus Fredeus, 
of Skenkenſchans ; Marcus Notheus, of Hemert and Varik  ———— |eyerus, of 
Ryſwick, in the Betuw 5, Adolph Brookbuſen, of Haren and Herwen ; Facobus Bon- 
tebal, of : Gerardus Oudbuſius, of Wilbelmus Remautins, Chap- 
lain to the French Regiments at Bommel , Bernerus Vezekius, of Echtelt, who was 
deprived together with the reſt at Dore 5 and Simon Byſterus, of Ingen, in the Be- 
uw; yet all theſe Miniſters, *tis ſaid, had not fully declared themſelves for the Party 
of the Remonſtrants ;, but fome of them were deprived for their promoting a mutual 
Toleration, and endeavouring to hinder a ſchiſm among the Claſles, or elſe for fre- 
quenting the Aſſemblies of the Remonſtrants after the ſeparation. One or two of | 
them were accuſed of Impurity, and the Sentence of Deprivation was ground-. 
ed upon that, tho' it was thought there was not ſufficient evidence to convidt

She proteſted ſolemnly, that ſhe had never ſaid fo, 
Upon which there was a declaration drawn up in writing, and not only ſigned by 
het; but atteſted by two other perfons. But no ſooner was ſhe gone from him, but 
ſhe renewed the charge (the had before diſowned, and affirmed 1t in the preſence of 
a Magiſtrate. This matter was brought afterwards before the Claſhs, which was 
then ſplit in two. That part which had made the ſeparation, conſiſting of Con- 
traremonſtrants, immediately ſuſpended him from his Mimſtry, without giving him 
the leaſt notice. Upon which, he addrelſed himſelf to the Civil Magiſtrates, with 
4 written Petition, 1n which he prayed leave to clear himſelf publickly ; but there 
was nothing done about it. He alked fone of the Gentlemen who were in the Go- 
vernment, why his Petition was reje&ted ? who anſwered, the Amptman ( or chief 
Magiſtrate) is your enemy, and all your endeavours will be to no purpoſe. It is 
related of the ſaid Amptman, that he was one of the moſt zealous Promoters and 
Ringleaders of the Separation of that part of the Claiſhis, which in all things adhered 
to the intereſt of the Contraremonſtrants, The Miniſter finding himſelf in this di- 
ſtreſs, did all he could to clear up his innocency, and cited his accuſer before the 
Magiſtrates. She wonld not appear ; nay, the left the place, without his being able 
to diſcover whither ſhe was gone. Thus was he obliged to ſtop there, without pro- 
ceeding any further, In the mean time the Synod of Gelderland met ; and he be- 
ing cited before them by the Conrraremonſtrant party (which was then acknow- 
ledged for the only Claſſis) his ſuſpenſion was there confirmed. His cafe beins 
afterwards referred to the Synodical Deputies, he produced the afore- mentioned 
proofs of his innocency, He Ikewife took notice of ſeveral Miniſters of the Claſis 
to which he belonged, and of that of Bommel, who were reported to have led 
ſcandalous lives, and offered to make good the charge ; but they would not hear 
him, bur cry'd, That des not concern you ,, we know what we have to do, In fine, 
they entirely deprived him of his facred FunQtion, and upon no other pretence, but 
that of the aforeſaid accuſation, without making any mention of the relizious dif- 
ferences in the Sentence pronounced againſt him. This happened in the foregoing year. 
[t was ſuſpected by the Remonſtrants, that ſeveral of the remaining Clergy of

reſolutions upon the particular Gravamina of this Synod. But their Deputies ac-**"" 
quainted them, that the States-General had ordered, that none of the Tranſations 
of the National Synod, beſides thoſe already mentioned, ſhould be made publick ; 
and as for the Gravamina which concerned this Synod, the Deputies declared, 
that tho? they had done their beſt at the National Synod, to procure redreſs for all 
of them, yet it could not be obtained, becauſe the Lords the States fo earneſtly in- 
{iſted on their breaking up ; but that nevertheleſs ſome reſulutions had been taken 
upon certain of thoſe Gravamina, which they then related, The Synod was fatil- 
fied, and the Deputies were ſolemnly thanked for their ſervice and patns, The reſt 
of the buſineſs tranſated in this Synod, which broke up the 2d of September, OQ. S. 
was of too ſmall importance to merit a place here. 

All the above-mentioned Remon{trant Clergy of Gelderland being deprived, many 
of them ſubſcribed the Ac of Ceſſation among whom were Alardus de Freeſe, 
G. Livius, 7. Coit/ius, H. Lefierus, E. E. van Engelen, G. Paludanus, R, Lyſſelius, 
and others, but ſome of them revoked their ſubſcription not long after. Some few 
betook themſelves immediately to the office of preaching in private Meetings of the 
Remonſtlrants, notwithſtanding their being prohibited by the Placart of the States- 
General. There were two Miniſters efpectally, who diſtinguithed themſelves by 
their courage in this matter, namely, Bernerus Vezerrus of Echtelt \ and Simon By- 
ſterus of Ingen. And accordingly, as ſhall be ſhown hereafter, theſe two ſuffered 
more than others, both of them being impriſoned ; the former, who was twice 
ſeized, had his zeal rewarded with an impriſonment of ſeven, and the latter with 
one of ten years. There were likewiſe ſeveral others who (after their revoking the 
promiſe of a ceſſation) taught in private among the Remonſtrants, particularly 
Paludanus, Lyſſelius, &#c. who did 1t ſoon after : and Wilbelmus Isfording, Gode- 
fridus Elbertus, and Engelberius van Engelen, wo did it not till after ſome years. 
It is related of the laſt of theſe, that he made no ſcruple of promoting the cauſe 
of the Kemonſirants, even before his revoking the Ceſſation. He harboured the 
Miniſters, lent them his houſe to preach in, and frequented their Meetings ; upon 
which the Officers of Juſtice diſtrained his goods, carried them out of his houſe, 
and fold them at Zurphen, to anſwer the ſum of money he was fined to pay. But 
Livius, Coitfius, Leflerus and Veltius, quitted the intereſt of their Party entirely, 
ſigned the Canons, and were admitted into the Miniſtry again by the Conrraremon- 
firants. Some of thoſe who {gned the AF? of Ceſſation, applied themſelves to other 
Profeſſions, Callings or Trades. A/ardus de Freeſe, concerning whoſe Depriva- 
tion the Deputies of the Synod of Gelderland, who diſcharged him, declared, 
That it was neither for his ill Morals nor Principles (as appears by a Cintificate of 
ten perſons, who were either Elders or Deacons of Tiel ) applied himſelf to the 
trade of a Grocer; but with ſo little ſucceſs at firſt, that ſome of the moſt violent 
Contraremonſirants made a jeſt of 1t, telling him, Tor will be glad to come and beg your 
bread among us. Burt it fell out quite otherwiſe : For in time his trade, "we the

Remonſtrant In the Province of Over-Y/el they took the following method, 1n order to put in 
es. og execution the Decrees of the National Synod againſt the Remonſ{rants, and oblige 
Over-Yilel. them to ſubſcribe the Canons. The Clailes met, and the Canons, or elſe the A& 
of Agreement and Obligation, were tendered to the Miniſters, who were com- 
manded to {ign the ſame. They that did it preſently and willingly, continged in 
their office : but thoſe among the Remonſlrants, who declined or refufed it, were 
immediately deprived. Gerardus Arſenius, and Engelbers Por, Miniſters of Blan- 
kenhem and Gerehorn, were turned out the preceding year by the Synod of Yollen- 
hove ; and Jobannes Meilingins, and Henricus Brumſenius, Miniſters of Genemuden 
and Ens, were deprived by the Deputies of the ſame Synod. The like trextment 
fell now to the lot of Martinus Johannes, Miniſter of Rowvene, in the Claſſts of 
Zwol. The four Miniſters of Kampen, namely, Marthiſtus, Goſwinius Foſkule, 
and Schotlerns, had been deprived before by the National Synod, and the two for- 

mer conveyed out of the land, together with the others that were cited to Doxre. 
Remarkable Nicolas Lachterop, Miniſter of Kampervene, which 1s under the Cliſhs of Kam- 
Coftency of pen, relates in his Memoirs, that three Articles were offered to, and required of 
Minifters, him by the ſaid Clafhs : Firſt, That he ſhould fign the Canons, or Aq of Agree- 
ment. Secondly, That he ſhould reje& and diſclaim the opinions of the Remon. 
ſtrants. And, Thirdly, That he {ſhould ſtand under the Pulpit in the Church of the 
Friery at Kamper, and publickly confeſs his faults on account of his former doctrine 
and behaviour. He deſired time for another peruſal of the Canons, and fur confider- 
ing of the demand of the Claſlis : and having, with great dithiculty, obtained the ſpace 
of twenty-four hours, he returned for anſwer, that he was not averſe to ſubſcribing 
the Canons on the following condition, ſo far as they agreed with the Word of God. 
But the Gentlemen of the Claſhs told him, Tou muſt ſubſcribe and receive them as 
the Word of God. He reply'd, *Iis a humane Writing \ the Compilers of it were 
no Apoſtles, on whom God had beſtowed the gift of Infall;bility ; therefore I cannot 
fron them as the Word of God. Tour demand is unreaſonable, In proceeding after 
this manner, you fall into the path of Popery. which puts humane Compoſures upon 
a level with the Word of God. They then aſked him, whether he pretended to be 
wiſer than ſo many learned men, who had drawn up thoſe Canons ? He faid, that 
the authors of them were no more than men, who were fable both fingly and 
colle&ively, As to the ſecond Article, which they preſt upon him, his anſwer was, 
I cannot rejed the opinions of the Remonltrants, wichour rejecting the Word of 
God ; being perſwaded that thoſe opinions are conformable to Scripture, and to the 
Do&rine of the Fathers, as well as of ſeveral of the moſt eminent Reformers, But 
if I can be convinced of my miſtake, I am always ready to ſubmit to ruth, As to 
the third Article, he delired to know 1n what his crime conſiſted 2 They told him, 
You muſt confeſs your fault in having adhered till now to the opinions of the Re- 
monſlrants, But, ſaid he, 1 muſt be firſt convitted of having erred, and of having 
wilftully erred, The Clatlis not contented with this anſwer, allowed him turther 
time to conſider of the matter, till the meeting of the Provincial Synod at Deventer, 
which was to be in Augrft following. In the mezn while the poor man underwent 
no ſmall temptations from his friends, eſpecially from his Wite. 'Lhey begged him 
to ſign the Canons, , tho* with intention to go on to preach the Word of God as 
formerly, They repreſented to him 1n the moſt affecting manner what a ſharp 
weapon poverty was, and how he, who was deſtituteof all kind of means of main- 
taining himſelf, his Wife and fix Children, would be immediately reduced to the ut- 
moſt neceflity, in caſe he did not ſubſcribe ; and that aJl this might be avoided by 
one {troke of his Pen, This was a ſevere combat ; but he ſtood it out couragioully, 
and oppoſed his tempters with the following arguments : Zour counſel, my Friends, 
ts 
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God whom I ſerve is ſuſficiently able to provide for me. He is faithful and true: 
and I rely upon his all-wiſe government and care, He has promiſed a reward to bis 
faithful ſervants, and the unfaithful be will puniſh, Being after this cited before 
the Synod at Deventer, he writ them a Letter, in which he gave an account of 
what had been required of him by the Claſſhs, and his anfwer, to which he adhered: 
praying that the Brethren of the Synod would be fatisfied with what he had offered : 
and that they would take ſome pity upon him and his, remembering that there 
would come a day of judgment, in which an account mu{t be given of all the {en- 
tences which one man pronounces and executes in this vain and tranſitory world, 
over and upon another. After they had read this Letter, the whole Synod declared 
their opinion, that he ought either to comply with what the Claſhs required of him, 
or otherwiſe fubinit to a Deprivation. Thus was he turned out, upon his refuſing 
to fign. The Synod declared, that on account of his unſoundneſs in principles, his 
ſcandalous refletions on the doctrine of the Church, and contemptuous diſobedi- 
ence to that Afembly (appearing by the Letters he ſent thither, ) as alſo on account 
of his refuſing to recede from the opimons of the Remonſtrants, and ſubſcribe the 
As of the National Synod, he ought, by virtue of the Decree of the ſaid Synod, 
to remain deprived of his miniſterial funion. Aﬀter which they cauſed his name 
to be poſted up at Kampen, on the Gates of the Vown, and cited him to come and 
ſubſcribe the A& of Ceilation before the Deputies of the States. He ſignitied to 
them, that he could not do 1t, and fo was baniſhed with ſeveral others for the fame 
reaſon. In the mean while they cauſed the Scout of Kampervene, to lead his Wiſe 
and Children out of his houſe by the arm, and carry his goods into the ſtreet. 

This Deventer-Synod cited likewife before them the learned Marcus Gualter:s, 
Recor of the Latin-School at Kampen, by the following Letter : 


Domine Marce Gualthere, 


c Y OU are hereby required on the behalf of the venerable Synod to appear to 

© morrow, being the 19th inſtant, at their meeting here in Deventer, in or- 
* der to anſwer what ſhall be objected againſt you by the ſaid Synod, Ani fo ex- 
* peQing your attendance, they recommend you to the protection of the Almighty. 


Dated from our Provincial Synod this preſent 18th of Avguſt, 161g. 
By Order of the Synod. 
JoHANNES VOLCERUS, Synod Scriba, or Secretary. 


Upon which, the above-named ReQor returned for anſwer to Yolcerus, Miniſter of 
Voilenhoven, * That he had received his ſhort Letter, writ by order of the Synod ; 
«* but that he could not own ſuch a Hierarchy, or Church-Sovereignty, as was 
© poſſeſt of a legal authority to cite any Burgher at pleaſure out of a free Republick, 
* and cauſe him to appear before us I ribunal, to be there interrogated and diſciplin'd 
* after ſuch a manner : That he therefore, as a Burgher of Xampen, infilted in this 
* matter upon the right de non Evocando ;, or of ſtaying where he was, and being 
* tried before a proper Court ; not doubting but his Magiſtrates would ſupport him 
* in the uſe of that privilege. However (leſt any ſhould think he fought evaſions, 
* or was conlcious of guilt) he was very ready to glve full fatisfation to all perſons 
* that had any complaint againſt him, 1n a full Aſſembly of thoſe Civil Governors, 
* under whole juriſdiction he lived. Immediately, upon this Letter, enfued his De- 
privation, which was ſignified to him in theſe terms :

G H E Provincial Synod having ſeen your Letter, and ſeriouſly conſidered of 

* your caſe, have, in purſuance of the Decree of the National Synod, thought 
* fit to deprive you of the office or employment of Rector of the School of XKympen,

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Ax*Dowm. But Grnaltherns, without taking any notice of this ſentence, went on in the exer- 
1619. Cife of his office, till the Deputies of the Synud preſented a Memorial againſt him 
SI >- to the Civil Magiſtrates. "The names of the faid Deputies were Sibelins, Vopelins, 
Plancins and Volcerus, Mimſters of Deventer, Swol, Kampen and Volenhoven. 
But Volcerus, and one Daniel Goykerus, formerly his Pupil and Boarder, were looked 
upon by hun as his greateſt enemies, tho*, as he himfelt writes, he never offended 
any of them all, by thought, word, or deed. Theſe Deputics prayed the Magi- 
ſtrates to diſcharge him from their ſervice, according to the Synodical Sentence ; 
giving them at the ſame time to underſtand, that if their dcfire were rejected, they 
ſhould find themſelves obhged to acquaint the Lords the States-General, and his Ex- 
cellency the Prince of Orange with the matter, [his produced the wiſh'd-for effed ; 
fo that on the 15th of Seprember he was diſcharged by the Burgomaſters, who at 
that time were the Heers Lauwick and Hyf;, and Daniel Pipard, Miniſter of the | 
IWallogn Congregation, was afterwards, at the requeſt of the Clergy, admitted 1n his | 
room, Thus dcar did the zeal which Gualtherus had formerly ſhown for the Ke- 
monſlrants and their opinions coſt him. About three years before this he had pub- 
lickly refuted in a Latin Treatiſe, a little Book of Johannes Urbanus, Miniſter of 
Hattem, about the neceſ/ity and contingency of Adam's Fall, "The Title of his ſaid 
Treatiſe was Temeritas Recalcitrans ;, 1 being a Dialogue between ſound Reaſon, 
and fooliſÞ Temerity. In that book he oppoſed the opinion of ſuch as maintained, | 
that God not only permitted and over-ruled the evilof” fin, but alſo that he willed it, | 
powerfully moving, urging, and compelling men toir. He hikewiſe oppoſed the rigid | 
Supralapſarian Predeſtinatinn, | Tt appears L009, from the Letters Of Epiſcopins, 
that Gualcheruvs had been aflifting, in order to the eſtabliſhment of a mutual Tolera- 
tion, with reſpett to the Five Points among the Clergy of the Province of Over-7//21. 
He was born in the Palarinare, and made ConreRor of the School of Kampen in the 
year 1605, and ReQtor in 1605. The Magiſtrates made him and his family Deni- 
Zens or Burghers in the year 1617, and the Conliſtory choſe him an Elder for two 
years together, but he was likewiſe deprived of that ofiice before the expiration of 
the ſecond year. 

The fame Synod ſummoned before them two Burghers, Facob Gelinſyn, and Peter 
Berentſon, who, for want of Miniſters, had officiated as Readers in the Meetings of 
the Remonſ{rants, charging them with having difobeyed the Decrees of the National 
Synod, :nd the Commands of their Governors ; but they refuſed to appear. Upon 
which the Syned agreed to deſire the Magiſtrates of Kampen to proceed againſt them, 
as obſtrucors of Eccleſiaſtical diſcipline, and perions who had had the boldneſs to 
aſlume the oftice of Miniſters without a lawful Call; and to take care that the 
Church might not ſuffer any prejudice from them for the future. 

Johannes Wedde1s did publick penance on account of Remonſtrantiſm, and aſked 
pardon of thoſe whom he might have ſcandalized. Bur 1t does not appear whether 
he had promoted the cauſe of the Remonſtrants, or whether he had only maintained 
communion with them. "The A@ or Form of his acknowledging his fault was pub- 
lickly read for him by order of the Conſiſtory, and with the approbation of the Claſlis. 
But this was not ſufhcient to remove the diſlatisfation of the Members of the Church. 
The Conſiſtory was obliged to explain this A, and then the aforeſaid Synod ordered, 
that both Parties ſhould hold themſelves contented, unlefs after the reconciliation 
ſome new ſubje& of complaint ſhould occur. But the Claſſis of Swyl declared at 
the enſuing Synod, that this affair was fully adjuſted ; and the Brethren of the ſame 
place acknowledged that they lived in peace and friendſhip with each other. 

None of the deprived Clergy in Over-T/ſel were prevailed upon, as far as I can 
learn, to ſubſcribe the A& of Ceſſation, except Gerardius Arſenius, and Johannes 
Meilingius. "The firſt of theſe ſettled at Kampen ;, the other, who alterwards re 
voked his ſubſcription, reſided for a while at Genemnden, gctting a livelyhood by the 
Trade of Brewing, till they refuſed to let him ſtay there any longer ; upon which 
he retired to Grol, but returned afterwards into this Country to ferve the Remon- 

flrant Churches. 

There were likewiſe two Miniſters afterwards deprived in Free/land, by the De- 
puties of the Synod of Leenuwarden, for refuling to fign the Canons of Dorr ; but

Such were the fruits of the Eccleftaſtical diffentions, and the conſequences 14 lagodury 
thoſe mutual avimoſities, which were much regreted by many good-tempered Chri- ed « ani 
{tians : and even ſome of the great promoters of the ſeparation, and of the condemna- © 
tion of the Remonſtrants, when they reflzed on their behaviour, were aſhamed of 
their own warmth and violence. And to this 1t 1s that ſome aſcribe the defpairing 
condition of two Brothers, men of learning ; an account of which we may read 
for our warning in the Writings of Fobhn van Beverwick, 
Fhere were about ſeventy of the deprived Clergy that figned the At of Ce//ation, 
of whom twenty at leaſt recanted afterwards. Above for,y Miniſters left the Remyn 
frrants, and moſt of them went over then, and afterwards to the Contraremon- 
flrants ; excepting ſome few who either turned Papiſts, or fell into a vicious courſe 
of life ; or laſtly, kept to themſelves without joining with any particular Se& of 
Chriſtians 
But, that we may not entircly neglect the affairs of Freeſland, we are to obſerve, 
that a great pother was made there, both at the Aſſembly of the States, and the Pro- 
vincial Synod, about the Eccleſiaſtical Conſtitution eſtabliſhed by the National Sy- 
nod, which the Clergy endeavoured to introduce into that Country : There were 
likewiſe many things objected againſt Bogerman, late Preſident of the Synod of Dyrc, 
infomuch that he ran the riſque of being deprived. But the chief particulars of 
thoſe tranſ1cions are mentioned in a certain Letter writ at that time by an antient 
Friſian Magiſtrate to his Son, of which an authentick Copy has happened to fall 
into my hands, which [| ſhall communicate to the Reader, as containing a plain ac- 
count of thole fads. |

Beſides this account, there is fallen into my hands another Letter, writ from 
Harlingen the 23d of September of the ſame year, which relates the matter ſome- 
what differently : Of theditterence in circumſtances, and the probability of the whole, 
I leave cvery man to judge as he ſhall think reaſonable.

To which the other replied, And you do not deſerve to be counted any 
longer among our number, for having gone beyond your inſlruttions at Dort : Tou who 
were bred up at the publick charge, endeavour to lord it over H ph and Low, Clergy 
and Laity, and want to be a Primate or Patriarch over us, which we will never endure, 
This happened at the meeting of the States : And at the Provincial Synod the Coun- 
cllor Harinxma, who was likewile at the Synod of Dore, and was now invited to ap- 
pear at this, charged him with having deſerted him and the other Committioners at 
the National Synod, and;concerted with the Foreigners, whom he ſway'das he pleaſed. 
He reproached him too with having repreſented the tranſaQtions of the Synod of 
Dort to the States of Freeſland after a different manner than he did to the Provin- 
cial Synod, and required him to produce his Inſtrutions. —— In ſhort they fell 
upon him as upon a common enemy ; fo that in the Letter which was writ from 
Leenwarden, and which | ſaw, 1t 1s truly faid, that Hamen is fallen, How they 
will like this at the Hague, time muſt ſhow. Many mens eyes are now open 
here, finding that people were amuſed with fictions in Holland, in order to con- 
ceal the wicked deſigns which were at the bottom. "They tind now, that in reality 
the defign of ſome people 1s to deprive the country of 1ts liberty, and to agoran- 
dize themſelves. I] was further told by an honeit Clergyman, on the 224d of Sep- 
cember, that which follows. When the Deputies of the Country and Towns were 
aſſembled, Bogerman came, in company of the Counſellors Fobn van Hamel and 
Aitſma, to the Allembly, where he ſpeeched 1t for two hours at leaſt in praiſe of 
the Synod of Dort, till it was time to go to dinner, extolling them to the higheſt 
degree, 1n order to perſwade the Members to receive the Eccleſiaſtical Conſtitution. 
But ſome of the Deputies faid, let us fend for the reſt of the Gentlemen that were 
likewiſe at Dore, and hear what they {ay to theſe things. "Theſe accuſed him of 
the matters above-mentioned ; and among others, that he had behaved himſelf 
haughtily at Dorc, that when they delired to ſpeak to him, he had the confidence to 
anſwer, 1 cannot flay : I am buſie with the affairs of the Synod, They likewiſe 
charged him with having exceeded his Commiſhon, by writing to the King of Enp- 
land without conſulting them. L1hen the queſtion was put, how ſuch a man 
ought to be uſed ? One ſaid, He ought to be turned out ; another, That he dsz- 
* ſerved to be baniſped : But others replied, Should a man that has ſuch noble talents, 
* and has done ſervice to his country, be treated after this manner 2 Let him be re- 
* primanded, and forgiven for this time ;, but let bis behaviour be recorded. This 
* modcrate counſel prevailed, and the affair was entered upon the books of the Synod. 
* However, it would have been agreeable to many to have ſeen him baniſhed the Pro- 
« vince; that would have heartened all the friends of the Cauſe ; but now, ſay they, 
* he will endeavour to revenge himſelf, When, after many declamations againſt Bo- 
* german, the queſtion was going to be put 1n our Synod concerning the Eccleſiaſti- 
* cal Conſtitution ; the Preſident ſaid, that it was contrary to Scripture : Upon which 
* jt was rejeted by the majority of the ſix Claſſes, and then Bogerman was heard 
* to ſay, That as he did not queſtion but the Poly Ghoſt was peſent at this AC: 
« ſembly, he ſhould not p2eſume to oppole tt. 
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From all this, which is tranſcribed verbatim from the above-mentioned Letter, 
it may at leaſt be obſerved, how variable 1s the ſtate of humane affairs, and what 
a riſque he, who cenſures and pre-judges others, runs of being condemned himſclf. 
The Remonſtrants were of opinion, that his patſionate and domineering treatment of 
them and others at the Synod of Dort, began now to come home to him. And he 
even fell at this time into ſo great contempt with many of the Freeſlanders, that in- 
ſtead of Bogerman, they nick-named him Boſerman ; that is, a vile fellow, and the 
chief of all villains. 

Having proceeded thus far in this Hiſtory, there fell into my hands a Copy of the 
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laid alide without being regarded. Bogerman made a long harangue to induce the An" Do ,,

the Deputics of the National Synod appeared at this Provincial one; that they made che $ynedica! 
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4 report of what had happened, delivered fome papers into the hands of the Pretj- 


dent, and then after ſalutations and wilhes of happineſs departed. As for the Heers 
Erneſt van Aylva, Erneſt van Harinxma, and Yonker Tak van Ayſma, it is only ſaid 
of them, that appearing there at the requeſt of the Synod, they gave ſome account 
of the reſolutions taken at Dorc about the Conſtitution : So that it appears to have 
been the delien, at that time, by taking no notice of the contents of theſe Letters 
relating to Bogerman, to ſtifle the remembrance of that whole affair. 

But as to the affair of the Conſtitution, we find more particulars in theſe Syno- 
dical Ads : For on the 16th of September 1t was agreed, that three of the Mem- 
bers of the Synod ſhould be deputed to the Commiſſioners of the States, to defire a 
copy of the reſolution taken about the ſaid Eceleſtaſtical Conſtitution, On the 
17th, the Ads relating to the ſaid Conſtitution were read, tho' not all, but onl 
ſuch of them in which any alterations were made 'at the late National Synod of 
Dort ;, upon which they came to the following reſolution : 


C Hereas the affair of the Eccleſiaſtical Conſtitution, or form of Church-CGo- 
* verniment, as eſtabliſhed at the Synod of Dorz this current year, 1619, 
© has been communicated to us the Provincial Synod of Freefland aſſembled at Leeu- 
© warden the 15th of September of the fame year; and our approbation has been 
defired by our dear and worthy Brethren, who were deputed to the {tid National 
* Synod; we therefore the preſent Synod, having 1n the tear of the Lord ferioufly 
* 3nd maturely weighed and conlidered all matters relating thereto, which deſerved 
* our attention, have unanimouſly agreed, as we do hereby, to adhere to ſo much 
© thereof as agrees with the formerly-received Eccleftaſtical Government, which has 
* now been long, received, tried and praiſed with edification. But we will by no 
* means receive, admit, or approve of any things that have not been 1n uſe before, 
* but that may now of Jate have been introduced, by means oft which ſchiſms may 
« ariſe in the Church, or any diſturbance in this our Province, or any diffidence or 
« diſtruſt between the Noble and Mighty Lords rhe States of this Province, and the 
« Clergy thereof ; foraſmuch as the ſaid States have already ſettled this affair. The 
© hearty thanks of this Aſſembly are neverth-leſs return'd to theſe their worthy Brethren 
© the Deputies for their good intentions, and the trouble they way have taken in this 
< matter. And in order to prevent any negled or remineſs of the Claſles, with reſpe& to 
© the Miniſters, Confiſtories, or Schoolmaliters, under thetr reſpective juriſdictions, 
© all the Claſſes are hereby commanded to inquire into, and take cognizance of all 
* irregularities that may be commuted in any places within their bounds ; conſulting 
in all things the honour of God, and the edification of the Church.

At this Synod they likewiſe treated about a Gravamen, or Article of Grievance of 
the Claſlis of Leenwarden, to the following purpoſe : Whether the Reſolutions taken 
by the National Synod, ought not to have been communicated by the Deputies to their 
Principals, before they were preſented to the Civil Magiſtrates for their approbation 
and confirmation £ | he Synod adjourned the diſcuſſion of this matter till rhe report 
of the Deputies of the National Synod ; but having received further information 
from the Stares Commiſhoners, the Heers Abraham van Roorda, and Hypolitus Krak, 
they remained fatis1ed. The third Gravamen of the Claſhis of Bolſwart imported 
their deſire, That the Conventicles of the Remonſtrants, as /ikewiſe of the Papiſts, 
and other fcandalous Secs, might be prevented. Upon which it was reſolved, 
That the Deputtes of the Synod ſhould preſs the Deputies of the States, to the end 
that the Placard, promulgated by the States-General, might be put in execution. 
Þhe Synod having been Iikewiſe informed, that the Papifts of Over-T//#1 held their 
accuſtomed meetings in the juriſdition of Yollenhoven, direted their Deputies to 
apply to the Deputies of the States of Freeſland, and pray them to write to the 
Droft, or chief Magiſtrate of the ſaid place ; or in cale of his negleda, to the States 
of Over-7//el, that the ſame might be prevented. 

On the 16th of the atoreſaid month, the Canons of the National Synod were 
read tn this Frovinclal one, and approved and confirmed, as being ſufficiently founded 
on the Word of God. After which, the form of ſubſcribing was tendered to all 
the Brethren of the Synod, and unanimouſly ſigned by all, as well Miniſters as 
Elders, but perſonally by each, without concluding their reſpedive Claſtfes. This

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ſi9ning was performed by twelve Miniſters, and eleven ders, the twelfth being ab- Ax" Dow 


ſent. Among theſe ſubſcribers was likewile Abraham Dominicus Fenflra, Miniſter 


at Heren-vene, in the Claſſis of Seventovlden, who afterwards gave great proofs of LR 


his moderation and diſcretion 1n matters of religion, and took ſuch pains in promoting 
chriſtian peace and unity, that he fell into utter diſgrace with Bogerman, He writ ſome 
papers upon the foundation of unity and peace among Chriſtians, or concerning the 
Chara#teriſtics, whereby we may diſtinguiſh between things neceſſary and unneceſſary 
in matters of religion. 1 He gave theſe Papers to Barleus, the late Vice-Regent of 
the Divinity-College at Leyden, who declared that he had never, till then, read an 
thing upon that ſubje& ſo perfect or ſo ſtrongly penn'd. Hitherto, ſays the ſame 
Barleus, there have been but few among the Clergy who have in earneſt conſidered 
the different importance of dodrines, and the neceſlity of practical duties, From 
hence it comes, that the Schools and Temples ring with unneceflary diſputes, and the 
Church groans under the burden of needleſs cuſtoms and 1mpofitions. But now this 
Miniſter ſhows the differznce of the weight of things, and which are thoſe that bear 
the value of gold and filver, and precious-ſtones, and which are of no more worth 
than wood, hay, and ſtubble. He likewiſe writ an account of the impriſonment 
of the Heers van Oldenbarnevelt, Grotius, and Hogerbeets, whoſe misfortunes he 
lamented in fifteen hundred Latin verſes ; but none of thefe papers were ever pub- 
liſhed. 

[t was likewiſe reſolved in the Synod of Leenwarden, that the Deputies of the 
Synod ſhould, with all expedition, either jointly, or by turns, promote among the 
Claſſes the ſub{cription of the Formulary agreed upon in the faid Synod ; and in 
caſe they found it neceilary, ſhould addreſs to the Committee of the States, and 
pray them to add foine of their own number, as had been practiſed in other Pro- 


vinces, By virtue of this commiſſion, Hajo Lambertus, and Petrus Hermanus, Mi- Two Miniſters 


niſters of Dokkum, were deprived by the Deputies of the Synod of Leeuwarden, 


deprived for 
refuſing to ſub- 


They had held with the Remonſtrants in the buſineſs of Predeſtination, but behaved /:rib- rh: 
themſelves with that temper and prudence, that there was neither ſchiſm nor diſpute ©” 


among their people. But now they ſcrupled ſigning the Canons of the Synod of 
Dorc, and the form of Conſent. The reaſons they gave for their refuſal were, that 
the Sentence of the National Synod excuſed them from ſubſcribing, as perſons who 
were ſtill in the exerciſe of their fun&ion, and whoſe reputation was unblemiſhed : 
That there was no law or order either of the States-General, or Provincial, which 
obliged them to it ; and thzt they found even in the Act itſelf fome dithculties which 
hindered them from ſigning, without a further explanation, LThey added, that 
when the Deputies ſhould have qualified the aforeſaid Formulary, or A& of Con- 
ſent by ſome gentle interpretation, they would be ready to ſubmit and conform to it 
for the ſake of peace, provided they might but be indulged in one point, and not 
compelled publickly to profeſs or teach, That God Had decreed from all eternity, 
to bzing every ſingle perſon, by an unavoidable way, either to ſalvation, o2 damna- 
tion ; tnſomuch, tyat by vertue of the eternal Occree of God's Election, ſome par- 
ticular perſons, neceſſarily and unavoidably believed, and (o were converted and 
ſaved ; and others, on the contrary, by vertue of the eternal Oecree of Rep2oba- 
tion. could never believe no2 be converted, but (ſhouſd continue neceſſarily and un- 
avoidably in unbeltef and hardneſs of heart, and conſequently be damned, 

It is faid of Hermanus, that he offered to {ign without any other condition, pro- 
vided he might be allowed to profeſs, That Adam /nned freely, and not of neceſſity - 
And both of them promiſed to behave themſelves decently, to keep their opinions 
to themſelves, and to enter into no diſputes to the diſturbance of the Church about 
thoſe matters. Some ſay too, that Petrus Hermanus actually fubſcribed upon a cer- 
tain declaration, and with the approbation of the Deputies ; but that the Synod after- 
wards rejected the ſaid declaration, and deprived him for adhering to his opinion. 
The deprivation of theſe two Miniſters gave great offence, of which we (hall ſpeat: 
hereafter. 


We ſhall now proceed to give ſome account of what happened to the Remon/trants, 


both in, and out of the country. Uitenbogarr, who reſided at Antwerp, was at this Vrenbogart 


time conſulting with Grevinkhovius about ſettling at Staden, where they hoped to 


form a Deſign 


obtain ſome liberty for the Remonſtrants, In this they had been incouraged by the Leng, as 
Heer aucTlh,

1619. would have ſtipulated ſafe conduct for his perſon, the Council made a ſcruple of 
GW ranting it, The Lutheran Clergy had got ſome notice of this requeſt of ſafe con- 
dut, and immediately took the alarm, addreſiing themſelves to ſome of the Mem- 
bers of the Council, and repreſenting their iears, leaſt Uzrenbopart coming to Staden, 
ſhould likewiſe diſturb the peace of the Church in that place. This out-cry of the 
Clergy prevailed fo far, that the Council or Senate of the ſaid Town durſt not come 
to any reſolution in favour of the Romonſtrants ;, for the Magiſtracy there was awed 
by the clamour of the Churchmen, and found it hard enough to ſecure a toleration 
for the Fews and Anabaptiſts, Belides, there was at this time fuch an alliance be- 
tween the States-General and that Town, that Uitenbogart could not promite himſelf 
much cafety there, in caſe the ſaid States ſhould infiſt upon their giving him up. 
And what increaſed his apprehenfions was, that thoſe of Scaden ſtood in the greateſt 
need imaginable of the favour of the States, to ſupport them againſt the Ham- 
burghers. 
11is Conference About the end of Fune his Excellency Prince Frederick- Henry came to Ant- 
with Prone werp In his way to France, * Uitenbogart deſired leave to wait on and pay his re- 
Henry ,» {pets ro him 5 which was granted, and the Prince heard him with great demonſtra- 
Antwerp. tions of friendihip, favour and compathon. What he faid was only to juſtify him- 
ſelf, and to ſhow at the ſame time how wuch his Brother, Prince Maurice, had 
been impoſed upon by many informations which had been given him. He told him 
further, that notwithſtanding the wrong which had been done him, he would (till 
continue the ſame as ever, and ſhow himſelf a hearty lover of his country, and a 
true ſervant to both their Excellencies. The Prince, on the other hand, comforted 
and incouraged him, and faid, I am your friend, and when [ return I will diſcourſe 
with you further, not doubting of your integrity. Tou ſhould yield a little to the 
wickedneſs of the times, and now put in prattice thoſe leſſons of patience which you 
have taught me and others. It was about noon when this diſcourſe paſt between the 
Prince and Utitenbogart ; alter which his Excellency being about to fit down, invited 
the latter to dine with him 5 but Uztenbogarr humbly thanked the Prince, telling 
him it was not proper, and ſo wiſhing him a happy journey, killed his hand, and 
took his leave. This paſled at the inn, called the Bee-Hzve, in a chamber next the 
ſtreet, with the windows open ; ſo that the people who were under 1t in great num- 
bers, could ſee the favourable reception which the Prince gave to Uzenbogarr, 
which was a great comfort to the old Exile, and procured him the more reſpe& at 
Antwerp, But a few days after he got notice again, that there was a plot laid to 
ſc1ze him 5 and that Prince Maurice had been heard to ſay, That he berray'd the 
Country at Bruſſels, and blew the coals at home. But in a Letter which he writ on 
that occaſion, he called God to witneſs to his innocency, and declared, that he had 
been obliged to travel to Bruſſels, in order to inform the Government there of the 
wrong ther was done to the Remonſtrants at Antwerp, The Court at Bruſſels had 
beer informed that there were ten or twelve of their Miniſters at Antwerp, and that 
they preached there, and held ſecret Aﬀſemblies. Hereupon a Letter was ſent to the 
Biſhop of that City, that he ſhould caule Utenbogarr and his Brethren to leave the 
place in three weeks, his he was acquainted with ; but he declared that the Remon- 
{rants had never preached there, and with great dithculty obtained permiſſion for them 
toſtay. All theſe troubles were brought upon them, by the rumours and flanders 
raiſed ap2inſt them by ſome of the Reformed living at Antwerp, who would have been 
glad to ſee them obliged to quit the town : Nor were they leſs perſecuted by the 
molt violent among the Papiſts, who endeavoured to make them odtous to the Arch- 
duke, and to per{wade him, that their ſtay in Brabant was dangerous to the Spaniſh 
intereſt, and to the Church of Rome. 2 It came to paſs, after this, that Del Ro, 
the Biſhop's Vicar, tendered an A& or Inſtrument to Uzcenbogart, which he deſired 
him to ſubſcribe in the name of all the Remonſ{rant Miniſters then at Antwerp, and 
thereby to promiſe on behalf of them all, That chey [pould not preach, nor exerciſe 
their religion in any manner, This was clvilly refuſed by Uztenhogart, who anſwer- 
ed, That be woald rather depart immediately, than fisn any ſuch obligation, This 
he did for ſeveral rcafons, and for theſe among others, becauſe the Remonſtrants ha 4 


refuſed

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vernment, and becauſe it would therefore logk V2ry ill jor them to promiſe that in 
Brabant, which they bad denied in Holland. To which he added, that the Remor- 
{rants knew well enough where they were, and what Placards were againlt them ; 
for which reaſon, 1f they tranſgretled the fame, they mult bear the puniſtment 
with patience ; but it would ſound ſirange for them to promiſe before-hand, not to 
do fo, and he pray'd him not to urge it any further, upon which the propotal was 
dropped. But Uitenbogart was obliged to notity from time to time, what Miniſters 
were at Antwerp, or arrived there, and to ove a lift of their chriſtian and ſurnames 
to the Biſhop's Vicar, or tne Penſionary of the City. Soon after, the Prince of 
Orange was heard to ſay, 1 There /irs Uitenbogart, and Cuckoos ar Antwerp. Are 
there no other towns but that © One may eaſtly ſee what Ley drive at. I know well 
enough what is batching at Bruſſels ; what letters are writ there, and how they ſtir 
up the people here with their libels an 4 pamphlets, But when a certain Engliſh Envoy, 

upon his return home from Germany, paſled through the Hapgrne, and alked the 
Prince, whether he would give his conſent that Uitenbogart ſhould retire into Enpg- 


land, his Excellency made anſwer, He is well where be ts, and it is beſt be ſhould 
flay Ss 
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In the mean while the number of the baniſhed Remon/trants increaſed daily at 4 ac: 


IValwick, for the place was very convenient on account of its (ituation, both for their 


feeding their flocks within the (even Provinces, and for their being fed by them. It ct Eo 


15 not to be expreſſed what a concourſe of people there continually was from all parts 
far and near, of friends and ſtrangers, to fee, to ſpeak with, to comfort and contirm 
them, Lhey were viſited from morning till night by all lorts of perſons. None of 
them could have ever [imagined that they had ſo many Patrons 1n the Provinces, .as 
they now found by experience in their adverſity. 'This brought great trade, and 
much benefit to the Village, and endeared theſe Refugees extreamly to the Lord 
of Walwick, who did all he could to keep them with him, notwithſtanding the cla- 
mours of ſome people. It happened in Zuly that the Biſhop of Boiſleduc (under 
whoſe ſpiritual juriſdiction the place lay) made a tour that way, 1n order to vilit a 
Nunnery which was in the ſaid Village. The Lord of Ialwick adviſed the Remon- 
ftrants to apply to him for leave to ſtay there. Accordingly the Profeſſor EprJcopins, 
and the Miniſter Carolus Niellins, were deputed to that end. The Biſhop received 
them kindly, and defired they would come and fee him at Boiſleduc, telling them 
that he had no convenience to entertain them all at Walwick ; yet earneſtly deſiring 


that three or four of their number would dine with him the 4A day in the Clotſter, 75 


1hey civilly declined it, to avoid giving offence. But the Sunday after, being the, 


14th of the month, he ſent the Lord of the Village again to Epiſcopius, to invite che chief Re- 
him, and thoſe whoa he had a mind to bring with him to dinner, againſt Monday, onitrants: c0 


aſſuring him there ſhould be no diſputes, and that it was only the effe& of his eſteem* 
for them, His urging them, and repeating his requeſt ſo often, brought thoſe Re- 
monſlrants (who well knew they could not ſtay there without the permiſſion of the 
Biſhop) at laſt to his table, tho' much againſt their wills. Nay, NMellins, who, 
together with Epiſcopius, was intreated by the reſt of the Remon/lrants, to comply 
with the deſire of the Biſhop, wiſhed rather to have undergone a year's impriſon- 
"ment, than to be one of his gueſts; ſo apprehenſive was he. leaft their enemies 10 


Holland ſhould give a wrong turn to this action, Epiſcopius and Niel/ivs being ar- ' 


rived at the Cloiſter, found there, with the Biſhop, the Lord of Walwick, two Je- 
{uits, two Dominicans, a Licentiate Canon, and the Father Confeſfor of the Nuns. 
That which happened to them there, and which Nie#zus, for the help of his me- 


wmory, writ down as ſoon as he came home, and afterwards communicated to the Heer 
Rombour Hogerbeets, 1s worthy our notice. 


The Bithop received them very friendly, ſhaking them by the hand, and greeting # civic, 
them with the following expreiſions in the hearing of all the company : © You are 7 udg- 
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* heartily welcome, Brethren. I call you Brethren, tho' we differ in many points Suferings and 
© of religion for we all of us ſeek for ſalvation by one Lord Feſus Chriſt, Your Cauſe of #48

Thetwo Feſuits agreed to what he ſaid; but the Dominicans obſerving him thus to de- 

claim againſt a notion which many Inquiſitor: of their Order in the main agreed to, tho? 

they propoſed It with greater caution, could not forbear changing countenance, and 

ſaying, © That the errors of the Calviniſts were to be oppoſed with difcretion ; and 

* that care ſhould be taken, leaſt while men zealouſly oppoſed the ſame, they ſhould 

« fall into the pernicious errors of the Pelagians.” The Biſhop repi ly'd, * In this 

© caſe I have no regard to the niceties and ſubtilties of the ſchools 3; but in my opi- 

* nion, to aſſert that God is angry with men, and damns them fo2 a fault which 

* they cannot poſſibly avoid; 1s an abominable blaſphemy.” The Jeſuirs, who hke- 

wiſe ſhewed a good countenance to the Kemonſtrants, agreed entirely with the Bi- 

ſhop in this matter. The Dominicans, on the contrary, were ready to burſt with 

rage, tho' they durit not ſay any more. However, they fought their revenge after a 

different manner, by ſtirring up the Paſtor of the Village to fajll upon the Re- 

The Pariſh monſtrants the next Sunday , which he did with great vehemency 11 his Pulpit, 
_ Mot rating them for Semi-pelagians, and warning the people againſt them, as being more 
againſt the Crafty and dangerous Hereticks than the Calviniſts, By tuch violent preaching the 
—_— people who were before very civil and courteous, were filled with hatred and 11l- 
will to the Remon/{rants. 'The Lord of W alwick forbad him ſeveral times to treat 

theſe Exiles in ſuch a manner, but in vain ; upon which, tho* without their appli- 

cation, he complained to the Biſhop, who ſent for the Paſtor, and reprimanded him 

ſeverely. But the Paſtor, who was a Monk of the Convent of Tongerls, appealed 

to his own Abbot, telling the Biſhop that he had no juriſdiction over him, with 

reſpe& to his preaching ; to which the other anſwered, that he did not pretend to 

interfere with the Abbot, 1n relation to his authority over his Monks, but that the 

Pariſh of Walwick was within the Biſhoprick of Boifleduc; and that if he who was 

the Paſtor of it would proceed in his railing againſt the imaginary Semi-pela- 

gians, he ſhould get him gone to his Cloiſter, and there ſtoutly battle thoſe long- 

lince extin& and antiquated Hereticks among his Brethren, till they were tired with 

The Biſbop for» hearing him : but as tor Walwick, he forbad him to aſcend the Pulpit again, unleſs 
Sao he would promiſe: to ceaſe railing. Beſides this, the Biſhop ſent a learned Monk of 
the Order of St. Auſlin to preach there the next Sunday, who induſtrioully refuted 

all that the other had charged upon the Remon/trants, and exhorted his Auditors to 

treat the Exiles with charity and compaliton. He aſſerted, that they had been very 

unjuſtly treated; that they were a learned, honeſt, and good ſort of people, who 

indeed had been educated In an erroneous religion ; but that, however, the opinion 

for which they ſuffered, was an antient Catholick Truth : * Shew them, my Friends, 

© (tbeſe were his expreſſions) ſhew them not only that your faith 1s more orthodox 

* than that of the Hererticks, but alſo that you lead more chriſtian lives ; and thar 

* the Catholick Teachers inſtru&t you better, and exhort you more carneitly to love, 

* civility and compaſſion towards the oppreſſed, than the heretical Miniſters do their 

* people. If in Holland they ſee a Prieſt or Jeſuit who 1s known for ſuch, going 

* along the ſtreets, they halloo the Mob upon him, and the Miniſters infuſe into 
< their people ſuch a hatred againſt the Eccicfiaſticks of our f1de, that all forts of 

* perſons think it a meritorious work to hoot at and abufe us. Show theretore, both 

* by word and deed, to thoſe who. have taken ſhelter among us, how much better 

* men you are, than ſuch hot-headed Dereticks, Chriſt commands you, 7s love your 

© enemies, and to do good to them that perſecute you. This 1s more meritorious than 

© it you were kind to your fellow Catholicks : For thus the doQrine of Truth is 

* honoured among its very adverſaries. To ſerve their friends 1s the practice of the 

* very Heathens and Publicans ; but to return good for evil, 1s peculir to a true 
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« Chriſtian At the {ame time he warned them againlt the errors of the Remon- Ax" Doy 
ſflrants. Afterwards the old Paſtor, having been as ſeverely reprimanded by his 16519. 
Abbot, as he had been before by the Biſhop, was ſuffered to return ro Walwick, on SW 
condition that he ſhould no more concern himſelf with the Remonſtrants. 

Niellius having related this furious zeal of the Dominicans, and of the Paſtor of 
Ialwick, ſubjoins, that he was the more particular in theſe matters, to ſhow, That 
there were not in all the wozld a ſet of moze uncharitable perſons, 02 greater per- 
ſecuto2s than thole very men who were wont to maintain, that Hereticks did not 
receive from God a ſufficient meaſure of G2ace, to enable them to repent and fo2- 
fake their herefics ; and who bzanded with the title of Semi-pelagians all thaſe who 
did not make ſtocks and blocks of mankind, and under p2etence of Gzace, impute 
to God the moſt irrational and abſurd of all tyrannies. 

Upon the Remonſirants preſenting a Petition to the Biſhop of Boiſleduc, that they 
might remain at Walwick a little longer, there was a favourable anſwer returned, and 
leave granted them for the prefent, to ſtay there three months z but in the Biſhop's 
written Permiſſion, it was ſaid, That they muſt abſtain in the mean time from the ex- 
erciſe of their religion, and give no ſcandal or offence, Yet this was only according 
to the uſual ſtile in Brabanr ; for there was no anſwer nor declaration exiRed from 
the Remonſtrants, nor made by them. 

Whilſt they were together thus at Walwick, to the number of two and twenty 
(which number, by their travelling forwards and backwards, was ſometimes 
leflened, and ſometimes increaſed ) they met regularly twice a-day, before and after 
noon, in order to regulate and adjuſt their common affairs, as far as poſſible, upon 
the ſame foot, and eſpecially as to the miniſtring to ſome of their Congregations, 
which preſſed them for Teachers, both by Letters and Meſſengers. At theſe Ailem- 
blies, the Antidote, or further diſcovery of the peculiar opinion of the National 
Synod (writ by Epiſcopius) was read, approved, and prepared for the Preſs, as 
were likewiſe ſeveral other Ireatiſes drawn up in juſtification of them, and publiſhed 
in time. They likewiſe kept a conſtant correſpondence by letters and meſſages with 
Uitenbogart and other Miniſters who reſided at Antwerp, They deliberated alſo at 
WWalwick what was to be done in relation to the perſon of Slatius, who only deſired 
to be provided for after the ſame manner as other Members of the Fraternity of the 
Remonſtrants, Hereupon they came to the following reſolution on the 17th- of 
Auguſt : © It 1s agreed by the Brethren, that the fame proviſion ſhall be made for 
« Slatius as for others, ſo far as our income will extend : but they do not ſee how 
* they can employ him at preſent without offence, ſince he is eſteemed by all that 
© know him, as an untraQable or ungovernable perſon : They therefore witht he 
< would break himſelf of that failing, to the end that he may be uſeful to the 
* Churches. But having conſidered of this buſineſs again, ſome weeks after, it was 
thought proper, To adhere to the firſt reſolution about him, with this addition, 
that when they came to Antwerp ( where the Remonſirant Miniſters were to meet ) 
they ſhould firſt diſcourſe privately with the Brethren who were there, about the gene- 
ral diſſatisfaftion which had been occaſioned by bis untratlableneſs, and indecent be- 
haviour, in order to ſee how, with the greateſt eaſe to the General Aſſembly, all dif- 
ficulties might be previouſly removed \, and in caſe that could not be convenient! 
brought to paſs, it was agreed that Slatius ſhould be gravely admoniſhed upon ſeveral 
matters, and required to promiſe amendment , in which caſe he might be admic- 
ted into the Suciety on the ſame foot with others, provided that every Member ſhould 
be at liberty to deal with him after ſuch manner as be in his diſcretion might think 
afeſt. 
ht M Miniſters at 1Falwick came likewiſe to the following reſolution : © In cafe it 
* ſhould happen that any of the Brethren who are to be diſperſed about the country, 
* to preach and adiiniſter to the reſpeAive Churches, ſhould ſuffer impriſonment, 

or any other hardſhips, on account of exerciling their Functions ; that then, 
their Wives and Children ſhould nevertheleſs be aſliſted out of the common ſtock, 
and ſhould enjoy the ſame part or portion which had been allotted to their Hul- 
bands or Fathers.

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Ax*Do 11. of their late Paſtors and Teachers, drawn up by Charles Rykwart, one of them, and 
1619. printed, to the end that it might ſerve for the ſame purpoſe among all the other Com- 
&Y > munities. T hey were told by this Letter, * What weighty motives and reaſons their 
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Miniſters had to a& ſtill as their Paſtors, notwithſtanding their deprivation, and 
not to ſuffer the care of their Flocks to be devolved upon any others that had 
been introduced into their places, That no promiſes of ceſſation or ſilence could re- 
leaſe them from their duty. That they who diſcharged the ſame could not be ac- 


* cuſed of raifing riots and tumults. That the diviſions in the Church could nor be 
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imputed to them. That they could not, with a good confcience, recommend the 
Contraremonſirants to their people, ſo long as they continued what they were, 
teaching dodrines prejudicial to the Honour of God, and derogatory to the Merits 
of our Saviour, obſtructing men in the ways of plety, driving ſome to deſpair, 
others to preſumption ; and in a word, whilſt they remained guilty of the ſchiſm, 
of the unchriſtian treatment of the Remon/trants, and of the violation of con- 
ſcience which was begun to be praQiſed ; nothing of which could be charged 
upon the Remonſtrants, during the time of the late Government. Then the Ler- 
ter went on to anſwer ſeveral objefions, viz, thoſe of heterodoxy, immorality, 
diſobedience to the Government, obſtinacy and treachery againſt their Country, 
and the pretence that nothing more was taught in the Church than what had been 
formerly taught and profeſſed. Then followed an exhortation, To adhere to the 
doarine of Truth, which they had taught in their Churches, and above all to 
promote piety 3 not to ſeek temporal things, under the pretence of things that were 
ſpiritual ; not to pretend the Bible, and to intend the Cuſhion ; not to creep into 
the Senate-houſe by the way of the Church, but chiefly toaſpire after future things, 
which are eternal; and to exerciſe patience, conſtancy, and perſeverance under 
ſufferings ; always depending on the care of providence. This Letter, which 


was writ at Walwick, bore date the 27th of September. 


But whilſt theſe Remon/{rants continued at the aforeſaid place, they were fur- 


prized by troubles which they did not ſuſpect. Their reſiding in that Village cauſed 
ſuch ſuſpicion in the States-General, that it was reſolved at their Aſſembly, on the 
goth of Augu/?, to write Letters to the commanding Officers in the Garriſon of Heuſ- 
den and Gerrrudenberg, to this effed. 
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The Effet of 


© Their High Mightineſſes having received certain notice, that there is a great con- 
courſe of people from Ho/and and other Provinces to the Villageof Walwick, where 


© the baniſhed Miniſters are now reſiding, with whom there 1s a daily correſpondence 


maintained and kept up, to the hurt and prejudice of the State, which ought to 
be timely obviated : lt is the pleaſure of their High Mightineſſes, that the next 
Sunday, and every Sunday for the future, as often as there happens to be any con- 
courſe of people, the ſaid commanding Officers ſhall diligently obſerve, and take 
an account of them, if they think it neceſſary. And after ſufficient information, 
they ſhall ſend a proper Officer, with a detachment of Soldiers, either horſe or foot, 
and cauſe them to ſtop ſuch of them who are moſt liable to ſuſpicion, as they are 
returning from W/alwick, as ſoon as ever they come within the juriſdiction of the 
United Provinces, and to examine and ſearch them for letters, or other papers of 
correſpondence and forthwith carry the (aid perſons and their papers either to 
Heuſden or Gertrudenberg, into an Inn, at their own charges, and there again in- 
quire, who they be, from whence they come, where they live, and what they 
did at Walwick ? Taking an account in writing of all theſe particulars, which 
they are to tranſmit to their High Mightineſles, and to expe& their further or- 
ders. As for the ordinary and mean people, they (hall only be aſked the ſame 
queſtions, and then diſmiſſed ; unleſs upon examination there ſhould appear cauſe 
of likewiſe detaining them, which is left to the diſcretion of the Officers. Other- 
wiſe they. need only admoniſh them to come there no more, and to hold no cor- 
reſpondence with the baniſhed Miniſters, on pain of being puniſhed according to 
the Placards ; and of this they are not to fail. 

Upon receiving theſe orders, the commanding Officers took care immediately to 


chat Letter. ſecure all the avenues z night and day they patroled in all the roads leading to WWal- 
wick, under pretence of preventing hay to be carried from Holand and Brabant, 
which had been prohibited by the States. All that came from Walwick were ſtrifaly 
examined, and their pockets ſearched for Letters ; nay, they proceeded fo far as to 
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alk whether they had ſeen the Minitters, and what they faid to them, On Sunday the A »* 
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11th of Auguſt they ſtopped a Waggon going from IValwick to Urrechr, and carried 1619 
the people that were 1n it to Heuſden.

Francis van Limborgh, Chriſtian Bekker, a Gentlewoman, and fome Burghers of 
Utrecht, After having ſearched and examined them, they detained Krmphuſen 1 
while at the Inn, but releaſed the reſt immediately, without diſcoverins the Letters 
which the Gentle woman had dexterouſly hid in her ſtays. The Ame evening 410 
ther Waggon was ſtopped by three horſemen, going from Henſden to Bardwick 
There they met with Samuel Prins, formerly Miniſter of Bardwick, the Wife of 
Grevius the deprived Miniſter of Henſden, and two Burahers of the ſame Town, 
Theſe were brought to an Inn, where they would have ſearched and bound them. 
in order to convey them to Gercrudenberg the fame night. But the two Burohers 
made their eſcape in the dark, after the Otficers had in vain attempted to bribe them, 
by offerins a reward, Then they would have perſwaded the Miniſter Prins to @() 
along with them to Gertrudenberg, but he refuled ; and the people of the plice 0p- 
poſing the deſign, he likewiſe found means to make his efcape during the diſoute, 
They would have purſued him, but the country-people refe {o faſt upon tnem, as 
to prevent their delign, and to afford him an opportuaity of eſcaping, and returning 
to Walwick. Arnoldus Neomapus, and Lucas Myolanus, late Miniſters of Berobams- 
bacht and Woubrug, travelling from Ganſoyne to I alwick, werz ſtopped at the very 
Ferry of the Maeſe in Brabant by the Soldiers of Henſden, and ſearched for Letters, 
And others of them had the contidence to itop Spenebovinus and Sylirs, deprived Mi- 
' niſters of Urrechs, and to extort money from them even in the corn fields before 
Walwick. Simon Goulart, tormerly Minifter of the Walloon Church at Amſterdam, 
was robbed in the road between Heuſden and Breda, The people of Henſd-n Were 
charged, if they Weir t0 IV alwick, [C0] ſay nothing more to the Remonſirants., tA 
only good night, or good morrow., Thus were the Remonſ{rants at IWalwick in the 
utmoſt difireſs, being perpetually ſurrounded with Soldiers and Spies, who were al- 
ways on the watch to intrap any of them, if they did but ſet their foot within the 
juri{diction of Ho#Zand, Many were of opinion, that they were not ſafz even ir 
[Walwick ; and that they might be ſeized upon, and carried away from thence, 
This induced fome of them to retire to Boi/leduc, and to relide there for 2 time : 
particularly Borrivs, Dwingl, and Pynakker, In the mean while there was a re- 
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port ſpread abroad through all the Provinces, that the Remon/trants, who were at/"*-4 fo -/ 
IWatiwick, had been obliged to promiſe upon oath to the Lord of that place, and to;;,7;,:9, 
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the Biſhop of Boiſleduc, that they would forbear preaching, and all other their Ec- Remon- 
cle(iaſtical furictions. This report was induſtriouſly propigited by ſome people o{firants. 
faſhion, with the addition of ſeveral remarkable circumſtances, which gave it an 
appearance of truth ; as that it was with a great deal of dithculty that ſome of the 
Remonſirants were brought to it : That ſome of them conſented with tears in their 
eyes: Ihatone of them ſaid weeping, If I had imagined this, I would rather bavs 

ay'd in my native country, and ſigned the Silencing At, From hence it was inferred, 
that the Remon/irants had not refuled to ſubſcribe the ſaid At, out of tenderneſs of 
conſcience, but out of obſtinacy and perverſeneſs. And upon this foundation they 
artfully built other accuſations, importing their holding a correſpondence with the 


enemies of thelr native country, But the Remonſtrants declared in print, that all Their 2:

theſe reports of their entering into any ſuch engagements in Brabant were mere 
{landers, which they ſuppoſed to have been raiſed by their adverſaries, to render 
them odlous to their people. They appealed likewiſe to the teſtimony of the Heers 
Krayeſtein, and Outgar Facobs, Burgomaſters of Dore and Horn, who had been at

« caſe they tranſgrefſed the laws, they mult be content to {uffer the penalties as 
« well 43 others. For which reaſon he exhorted them, not to hold meetings of the 
« common people. They might indeed aſſemble together, but then they muſt not

1 In other countries, where the Calviniſts or Reformed were Maſters, the Remon- 
{lrant Exiles could not find a fafe retreat, [Thomas Goſwinius, and Aſſuerus Mathis 
fs, formerly Miniſters at Kampen, and both of them of the number of thoſe who 
were cited to Dort, had deſired to be conveyed to Nerwenhuſe, in the County of Ben- 
them, with an intention of ſtaying there a while; but 'twas with difficulty that they | 
got leave for piſling a night or two there, Aﬀter which, notice was given to their 
Hoſt, by an Officer, on the part of the Count of Benihbem, that they muſt imme- 
diately depart from thence : and tho' they earneſtly preſt tor leave to ſtay a day or 
two longer, becauſe they expected ſome iriends from Kampen, it could not be ob- 
tained.

The Governor of Freden acquainted the Remonſtrants with this command of the 
Biſhop, his Sovereign; but told them at the ſame time, that it was occafioned by an 
application which the Heer 7obn van Dort, a Member of the States-General (who 
on account of an Eſtate he had in Munſter, was then preſent at the Diet of that Bi- 
ſhoprick ) made on behalf of their High Mightineſſes. Upon this order Gofwinius 
and Matthiſtus were forced to depart in the depth of winter, together with the 
Wife of the latter, who was come thither but a week before. At laſt they betook 
themſelves to the Town of Gro!, which at that time was under the obedience of the 
Archdukes, where they ſtay'd ſeveral months, Here thoſe who were at the helm 
in the United Netherlands had no influence nor authority. Beſides, it 1s thought by 
ſome, that they were not ſorry to {ee the Remonſirant Exiles take ſhelter in that Go- 
vernment, becauſe it gave an appearance of truth to the accuſations brought againſt 
them of correſponding with the Spaniards, and helped to juſtify the ſeverity of their 
proceedings againſt them. Bernerus Vezekius, Miniſter of Echtelr, and one of 
thoſe cited to Dort, who at the time of the general baniſhment was carried to 
Huſen in the land of Cleves, was not ſuffered to ſtay there neither, but obliged to 
retire to Walwick, 

It has been hinted already above, how thoſe Miniſters that were at Walwick 
maintained a correſpondence with their Brethren at Antwerp by letters and meſlages.

A/Juerius 
Matthiftus, and Thomas Goſwinius, acquainted the Brethren, by Letters, of their 
good inclinations and readineſs in promoting the editication of the churches. The 
reſt of the expelled or baniſhed Miniſters were either diſperſed abroad, or employed 
in the ſervice of the churches within the Provinces, or otherwiſe prevented from 
coming to the Aſſembly. 

Atthis Ecclefiaſtical mecting Uicenbogart, aſſiſted by Epiſcopins, was the Speaker; and 
Grevinkhovinus the Scribe; and the queſtion being put, it was then declared by all the 
Members prefent, * That they adhered tothe confe{ſions made, with relation to the con- The manimuu; 
« troverted Points, on the part of the Remonſtrants, in their ficlt remonſtrance, in the 1,979 
* conference at the Hague, at the Synod of Dorr, and in their common treatifes and 6crs of rhe 4/- 
« writings. And on the contrary, they declared that the opinions of the Contrare- 1779 covern- 
© mon(trants, concerning the ſame Points as ſpecified in the Canons or Do&rinal Ar nm = 
« ticles of the Synod of Dorrz, were unſcriptural, and the Canons illegal : and that 
the Churches of the Remonſ/{rants being caſt out by the Contraremonſtrants, had 
« juſt cauſe to abſtain from all ſpiritual communion with them, until ſuch time as 
© they ſhould make reparation for their unjuſt proceedings. 
Tt was likewiſe unanimouſly agreed and declared, * That the Churches ſhould be 74. rent 
miniſtred to, not only by Letter, but alſo vive voce, and by the adminiſtration of #2 7» ſu2- 
the Sacraments, either publickly or privately, according to their fituation and cir- c;,,,2.; wi.

It was likewiſe thought proper that Poppins, Carolus Niellins, and Corvinus, ſhould turn to che 
keep out of the ſeven Provinces, till the occafions of the Church ſhould otherwiſe _ ”" 
require; and that in the mean timethey ſhould ſerve the cauſe with their counſels and excu/ca ly 14: 
writings. It was further agreed, That the Brethren, who had any thing to propoſe 4% 
relating to their Adminiſtration, or any other thing to requeſt on their own account, 
ſhould not notifie the ſame to the whole Fraternity, but in private, and before three 
perſons, to be appointed for that purpoſe. For this were commiſſioned, Uitenbogarr, 
Fpiſcopius, and Grevinkhovins, After which all the Brethren appeared ſingly before 
thoſe Gentlemen in another room : Every one of them reſpeRtively, declared his 
adherance to the reſolution of returning into his native Country : But ſome ex- 
preſſed themſelves to this effe&; that they were willing to go wherever, and when- 
ever it ſhould be thought proper to ſend them : Others pray'd, That they might not be 
ſent preſently, but that a little time might be granted them to prepare themſelves and 
their families for the journey, Some were for chuſing particular places. Others 
again declared, That they did not care to ſerve in publick meetings, where probably 
there would be danger of reſiſtance againſt ſuch as ſhould come to diſturbthe Aſſembly, 
or otherwiſe: but that bowever they would be ready to ſerve in private meetings. All 
which propoſals being made by each of them apart, without the knowledge of any 
other, they almoſt all referred them to the judgment of the Aflembly, or of =

Six Dire#6r; This Committee was to confiſt of the {ix above-nawed perſons, who were excepted 
choſen. out of the number of thoſe appointed to go into the Dominions of the Srates ;, ro 
wit, Uitenbogart, Epiſcopins, Grevinkhovius, Poppins, Niellius, and Corvinus; but 
the direQion of the affairs of the Churches was lett ſolely to the three former, This 
Committee of fix had power however to call to their a{ti{tance fome or all of 
the Brethren reſiding at Antwerp, as often as they {ſhould think it necetary.

It was delibe- 
rated, whether any further ſteps ſhould be made 1a that affair, and agreed, That no- 
thing more ſhould be done in it as yet « For their opinion was, That they ought not 
ſo lightly to abanvon their native country, no2 to adviſe others among the Jithabi- 
tants to do the fame, till matters were come to extremicies, Neverthelets the 
Committee of Dire&ors were ordered ſeriouſly to conſider of thole propoſals, and 
either to proceed or not, as occaſion ſhould require ; and Ikewile to ſend a proper 
perſon thither for promoting that affair, if they judged it neceſſary. And tnce in 
that caſe it appeared neceſſary for ſeveral reaſons, that ſome confeſſion or declaration

4 Prep:ſa! of Upon the queſtion, whether it might not be for their advantage to unite with the 
wnirg wi9 Lutherans © 1t was agreed and reſolved, That it was beſ? for the Remonſtraut churches 
rans. to continue ar that time in their ſeparate ſtate, ana not to attenpr any union with 
the Lutherans : But that however they ought to avoid by all means the giving them 
any ſcandal or offence, and to embrace all occaſions for exhorting them to maintain 
chriſtian unity. It was not then judged adviſcible to make any further advances, or 
to treat about an union with them for the reaſons following : On the one hand, they 
obſerved the great apprehenſions ſome of the Lutherans within the ſeven Provinces 
were under, leaſt they ſhould ſuffer on account of the Remonſlrants, On the other 
hand, many of the Remon/trants were of opinion, that although they agreed 1n fun- 
damentals with thoſe of the Auſburg-Conteſſion, yer it was not likely that the moſt 
violent among the Lutherans, notwithitanding ſuch their agreement, particularly in 
the buſineſs of Predeſtination, would conſent at that juncture, when fortune frowned 
upon them, to ſuffer them to in{til] their other differing notions into their hearers, 
but look upon it as diſſolving the band of Unity and Brotherhood, And they

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thought, that 1n caſe they ſhould ſubmit ro a Coalition, by which they ſhouid be Ax*Do n 
excluded from profeſhing and teaching their opintons concerning other points, it 161g.

There was likewiſe a propoſal made in this Aﬀſembly for renewing their applica- 4 worion mag 
tion to the States-General, and his Excellency, in favour of their Churches in their/ [4-49 
native Country, in order to obtain the free exerciſe of their Religion, and a ſuſpen- ricion for c4e 
ſion of the Placards ; but it was thought proper to poſtpone it a little longer, till there exerci) 'f 
Remonſtrant Churches in the Provinces were better formed and eſtabliſhed; after _ 
which a fairer opportunity might poſlibly preſent. 

As for the Schools, it was agreed that (ince all the Schoolmaſters were required to 
ſign the Confeſſion and Catechiſm, and ſome allo the Canons of Dorr, which tended 
to implant Calviniſm in the Youth ; therefore thoſe of the Clergy that miniſtered 
in the Country, ſhould take care to warn Parents not to ſend their Children to 
Calviniſtical Maſters, but rather to let them be taught at home, or to a& in that 
matter according to the liberty that ſhould be granted to the Mennonites, or other 
Sects. 

As for thoſe of their perſwaſion who had ſigned the Ceſſation, but repented it, 4 Ry/olnrien 
the Aſſembly reſolved, that provided they made a proper recantation of what they $346,1.5, * 
had done, they might be admitted into the Brotherhood, and a& like other Mem- the A& of 
bers. But as for thoſe Subſcribers, concerning whom it was (aid, that they did them <fation: , 
bad offices with the people; that they likewiſe exhorted and inſtigated others among 
the Brethren to ſign the Ceſſation ; and that here and there they dilwaded people 
from holding ſeparate meetings, which were attended with danger; it was agreed they 
ſhould be admoniſhed and intreated to forbear, and ſeariouſly reprehended, where it 
ſhould be found neceſflary ; eſpecially if they could not give ſuch good reaſons for their 
proceedings as deſerved attention. This buſineſs was referred to the Committee at 
Antwerp, who were likewiſe inſtruQed to publiſh the reaſons why ſigning the afore- 
ſaid A& of Ceſſation or Silence could not be done with a good conſcience, 

As to the requeſt which the Profeſſor Conradus Yorſtius had preſented, in which Vorſtius 7; 

he defired to know upon what foot he ſtood with this Society, and whether pred gf 
might not be owned as a Member of it: after deliberating upon all circumſtances, $0cizy on cer- 
it was declared, * That his Reverence ſhould be acknowledged for a Member of the #4” Condi» 
« Society, and treated as ſuch as well as others, provided he would in all points con- 
* form himſelf to the common rules as they were, or afterwards ſhould be eſtabliſh- 
* ed; but not ſo, as that the Society ſhould be underſtood to take upon them to enter 
© into a juſtification of all his opinions diſtin& from thoſe that were litigated be- 
* tween the Remonſtrants and Contraremonſtrants. 

The caſe of Henry Slatius having been referred to the ſtanding Committee, he 
complained of it in a Letter dire&ed to the Aſſembly, and prayed to be heard in a 
full meeting. After his Letter had been read, he was called in, and heard as long 
as he deſired ; and then, with grave and ſerious counſels and exhortations, received 
into the Brotherhood on the like foot as others. But this favour could not be obtained 
for him, without great ſtruggling with thoſe who did by no means like his unſoci- 
able and untratable temper ; which was alſo the cauſe that he was never employed 
by the Aſſembly, or the DireRors, 1n any ſervice of the Church whatſoever, or in 
any Viſitation, or ColleQion, or the like. They ſuffered him, however, to enjoy 
his ſhare with the reſt ; and he got moreover the management of printing and pub- 
liſhing the Remon/trant Books and Writings, in which he behaved himſelt after fo 
ſtrange a manner, that they were forced to deprive him of that employment) 
which ſo much enraged him, that he fell into wicked counſels, and hatched that 
proje& which coſt 1nany ſo dear afterwards. But theſe matters belong to the year 
1623, 

7, this ſame Aſſembly at Aniwerp the Brethren came to certain Reſolutions, with 
reſpe& to Morals or Behaviour, which we find thus regiſtered : © Foraſmuch as the ce:ain ac. 
« Dodrine of Truth, for which we all of us ſuffer in common, is a Doctrine oc- _ ns 
« cording to godlineſs ; it is unanimouſly agreed, by the whole Brotherhood, that 1;;;»; F-4 
« every one of us will do his utmoſt endeavour to attain to true piety and holineſs, rals ha 
avoiding whatever may tend to give ſcandal : In particular, that each of us will 
ſtrive againſt all anger, violence, bitterneſs, and indecent expreſſions z all un- 
ſeemly carriage and behaviour, all exceſs in meats and drinks ; not only as far as

© concerns our own perſons, but all others on whom we can have any influence. 
« And whenever any man happens to tranſgreſs, the perſun who has knowledge of 
© it, ſhall firſt admoniſh him in a friendly manner, but yet very {crioully, in private ; 
« but if that be not ſufficient, and the offender will not regard ſuch an admonition, 
« he ſhall appear before the Brotherhood in general, in order to his amendment, or 
© elſe he ſhall be declared and accounted unworthy of this our Society.” Theſe arc 
the moſt remarkable things that happened, and were agreed upon at this meeting, 
where the foundation of the Remonſtrant Fraternity was laid. 

After the breaking up of this Aſſembly, the affairs of the Remonſtrants began to 
be reduced into order and method: They kept a conſtant mutual correſpondence 
within the Provinces with each other, and withour, with the (ix Dire&ors at 
Antwerp. They fent and received Letters, by which an account was given of all 
incidental difficulties, and counſel aſked and given in all matters ſubſervient to the 
ſecurity and encouragement of the Fraternity, or any of its Members; and this was 
often done under feigned or diverſified names, and in figurative ways of ſpeaking, 
ſometimes in the ſtile of Lawyers, at other times in that of Merchants. In thoſe 
Letters Amſterdam was called Salem 5 Leyden, Lions; —— Uitenbogart wag called 
Fohn van Meden ;, Epiſcopius, Simon the Overſeer ; Nicolas Grevinkbovius, Viftor 
van Houten ;, Charles Nielltus, Andrew of Cleves , Conradus Vorſlius, Theodorus 
Sylvius, or Thraſybulus \ Charles Rykwart, Andrew Coleman \, Bartholomew Prevoſt, 
Chriſtian Giſberts ; Paſchier ae Fine, Ryke vanden Ende , Samuel Lanſbergen, Si- 
mon van Waterdalen ;, Dwinglo, Brilleman ;, Adrian vanden Borre, Marinus vander 
Fonteine, or Freſhwater, 

To thoſe Miniſters who were to ſerve, or who aQually ferv'd within the ſeven 
Provinces, the following inſtructions, prepared and approved in the Aſſembly of 
Antwerp, were glven or ſent : 


Rules and Orders for the Miniſters who are to ſerve in the Provinces. 


HAT none preſume to preach but thoſe who are regularly ſent by the 
* Society ; and that notice hereof be ſeaſonably communicated to the 
* people for avoiding confuſion. 


[T. * That at the beginning the Miniſters endeavour to affociate to themſelves ſome 
* truſty perſons, as Overſeers and Deacons of the Church, who may ſerve them 
«< with their advice and aſſiſtance 1n all occurrences and exigencies. 


III. * That they uſe great circumſpetton at their firſt entrance, and addreſs them- 
« {elves to none but ſafe perſons and houſes. 


IV. * That they agree upon a certain token or ſignal, by which they who are 
* to be admitted into the Congregation may be diſtinguiſhed. | 


V. © That none be admitted anew into the Congregation, but with the previous 
knowledge and approbation of the Miniſter and Overſeers. 


VI. © Where the Congregation is too large, that it be divided into ſeveral parts; 
and for the preſervation of order, that thoſe of one part or diviſion do not intermix 


with thoſe of another.

VII. © That the Churches be exhorted to maintain a mutual correſpondence ; and 
to the end it may be done with ſafety, that the names of perſons and places be diſ- 


guiſed.

VIII. © That the ſcope of preaching be for the moſt part to confirm and ſtrengthen 
* the Congregations in piety, andagainſt perſecution; and to keep them from mixing or 
* joining with the Contraremonſ/trants, or other SeQs, chiefly becauſe they ſubvert 


* the foundations of piety, charity, and all chriſtian virtues.

XII. © That they earneſtly exhort their people not to diſcover the perſons ſent to 
« them. 


XIV. © That as ſoon as any one is like to be brought into trouble, or committed 


to priſon, notice be given by the Overſeers to the neareit Churches, and alſo to 
© the Committee itlelf. 


XV. © That they who are in one Town do frequently converſe with thoſe of 
another ; and in cafe of any conſiderable difficulty, that they conſult with the ad- 
jacent Churches, and, 1f there be occalion, with the Committee itſelf. 


XVI. <* That every week, or fortnight at the furtheſt, they tranſmit to the Com- 


mittee an account of the ſtate and circumſtances of the Churches in which they 
© {erve. 


XVII. © That they earneſtly exhort Parents not to fend their Children to the 
Schools of Calviniſtical Maſters, but much rather to teach them at home ; or elſe 
to at in that reſpe& as the Papi/ts and Mennonites do. That they above all things 
endeavour to edify their Churches by a good and ſober life, and demonſtrate both 


by word and deed, that they are true diſciples of Feſus Chriſt, and that they ought 
to be eſteemed as Confeſlors of his holy Truth, which is according to godlineſs,

In the mean while the Remonſtrants promoted their ſeparate meetings, and the 7h Remon- 
exerciſe of their religion, with great zeal, throughout the United Netherlands, and A kd 
eſpecially Holland, in towns and villages, in houſes and barns, in garrets and S—_ 
cellars, in fields and high-ways, in ſtreets and in gardens, in publick and in private, 
by day and by night, according to the opportunities of times and places, This was 
brought about for the moſt part without arms ; for the Remonſtrant Clergy were of 
opinion, that the weapons of their warfare were not carnal ; that religion was not 
to be propagated by outward force ; that they ought to tread in the paths of the Pri- 
mitive Chriſtians, whoſe arms were only Prayers and Tears ; and who, they ſaid, The wonderful 
had ſtopped the progreſs of their adverſaries, by their patience and conſtancy, #f#- A, 4 
blunted the edges of their Swords, quenched their Fires, baffled their EdiQs, and pu. 
ſo tired and diſpirited them by ſuffering, that being out of breath, and having exhauſt- 
ed all their magazines of cruelty, they became unwilling SpeRators of the Triumphs 
of Chriſt, till at laſt, thoſe very ſufferers, or their ſucceſſors, introduced and eſta- 
bliſhed the profeſſion of his Goſpel, even with their conſent and approbation. 

But tho? their Paſtors continually laboured to inſtill the Leſſons of patience and 
ſufferings into the hearts of the Remonſ{rant Communities, yet it ſometimes happen- 
ed, that ſome perſons yielded ſo far to humane frailty and paſſion, that they oppoſed 
ſuch who endeavoured to diſturb their Meetings by force ; but theſe ways of violence 
were always condemned, by ſhewing how contrary they were to the tenor of the 
Goſpel, which was the School of Patience and Charity. The Magiſtrates were no 
leſs zealous 1n ſuppreſſing their Meetings, and in putting the Laws in execution 
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at a loſs how to convid either the accuſed or ſuſpeted ; who therefore, notwith- 
ſtanding their tranſgreſſing the Placard, were fomerimes difcharged for want of prov. 
But to remedy this, endeavours were uſed to introduce and eftablifh an uncommon 
method of proceeding. The Court of Juſtice of HoY2nd came to a private Refolu- 
tion (a Reſolution which was carried fo fecretly, that the Counſellor Lancelot van 
Brederode knew nothing of it, and) to the following effet : 

* They reſolved and declared, that the Magiſtrates of the Towns in the open 
* Country, and of the Vilhges where ſuch Convenricles were fet up, inight ſam- 
* mon and call before them, ex officio, or at the warning of the reſpetive Ofticers, 
* all ſuch perſons who thould be found' in or near thoſe Conventicles, or reputed 
* upon good grounds to have been there, or ſhonid appear to have been going at that 
© time towards them from the towns, and might thereupon examine and hear them, 
* and oblige them to declare upon oath, whether they had been at, or were TOING IG 
* \uch private meetings. And that thoſe who ſhould refuſe to:do it, ſhould be ar- 
« reſted and detained at their own charges, till they had declared upon oath as afore- 
* {aid ; to the end that without any form of tryal, they might be treated according 
* to the direfions of the Placards made by the High and Mighty States agataſt ſuch 
* private Conventicles or Aﬀembhies. o 

This Reſolution paſt the 22d of September, and was the ſame day communicated 
by the Griffier or Secretary D1ik to the Committee of the, States, to ſerve 2s a 4di- 
rection to them, in cauſing the Placards againſt the Remonſtrants to be the more ef- 
fecually put in execution, The firſt trial of it was to be made at Ryrterdam, and 
afterwards it was to be put in execution 1n all other towns and places where it ſhould 
be approved of. | NE 

The Reſolution being agreed to by the Committee of the States, was ſent away 
privately, without any promulgation, by the Courts of Juſtice, to the reſpe&tive Ma- 
oiſtrates, Bailiffs, and Scouts, and in many places aQually put in practice. But the 
Remonſtrants having got a fight of it, called it an Inquiſition AF, and (hewed that it 
plainly ran counter to the liberties and privileges of the Provinces. 

There was no Town in Ho!land, where the Remonſtrants were fo ſtrong as in that 
of Rotterdam, nor where they exerted a greater zeal for their cauſe, or increaſed 
more, notwithſtanding all the endeavours made ufe of to ſuppreſs their Meetings, or 
to deter people from frequenting them. Upon the firſt day of September, being 
Sunday, there was an Aſſembly of about five thouſand of them, out of town, near 
a place called Zaffa. The Dykegrave of Scheeland went thither, with ſome of his 
attendants, when the Sermon was almoſt ended, and commanded the people to diſ- 
perſe, but without being regarded. The Wedneſday following ſome of the Burghers 
were Cited before the Judges on account of this meeting. One of thoſe who were 
ſummoned, namely Cornelius de Koperſlager would have proved, by two witneſles, 
that he was elſewhere at the ſame time ; but the Judges, conforming themſelves to 
the ſecret AQ above-mentioned, which was ſent them by the ſupreme Court of 
Holland, required that he ſhould take his oath, which he ſcrupling to do, was con- 
fined for the ſpace of three days, and then difmifled paying his fees. Lewis Por- 
cellis, a Painter, and another Burgher, refuſing to take the like oath, were detained 
the ſpace of five days, and then fined in the ſum of twenty-five Gilders, 

On the 23d of the ſame month there was a Meeting of a great number of the 
Remonſtrants of Rotterdam, 1n a field near Aralingen, wherethe Kermis or Fair was 
kept ; which pafling without any trouble or diſturbance, ſome of the Burghers ven- 
tured to hold one that very evening within the Town, There met about five hun- 
dred perſons, moſt of them men, in a ware-houfe on the other (ide of the Wine- 
brugg, inthe evening at nine of clock. But before the Sermon began, ſome Soldiers 
appeared, and broke 1n upon them, {wearing at and menacing thoſe towns-men whom 
they knew, taking a liſt of their names, endeavouring to diſperſe the Aſſembly, and to 
ſeize the Miniſter, and preſenting their arms againſt the hearers. Some Seamen who 
were preſent, and who did not underſtand ſuch kind of treatment, withſtood them ; 
and unpaving the Wine-ſtreer, pelted the Soldiers ſo violently with ſtones, that they 
wounded ſome, and put the reſt to flight ; upon which a whole company was ſent 

Out 
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out againſt them. Lhey fired with ball at the Meeting-houſe, and wounded a cer- Ax Dox. 
tain woman, but not mortally, This put the whole Town in an uproar, and it was 1619. 
late in the night e're the populace could be pacitied and diſperſed. This refiſtance, 4 
which was more human than chriſtian, not a little diſtreſied the moſt ſenfible among 
the Remonſlrants, and eſpecially the Viiniſters : For the minds of men became more 
and more imbittered, and the perſecution increaſed every day, and greater miſchief 
was {till apprehended ; the rather becauſe the Heer Frooſen, the above-mentioned 
Dykegrave of Scheeland, for retuling to diſturb thoſe Meetings, was obliged to quit 
his office. Add to this, that his place was filled with one whom they looked upon 
as their ſworn enemy, namely, one 7aceb Claaſon Dune, or Dune Claaſon, one of 
the new Burgomaſters, formerly a zealous Deacon or Elder of the Contraremon- 
firants Church, a Scale-maker by trade, and a man of mean ſubſtance ; they who 
put him 1n, judged that he would look out tharp after the tines, and uſe his beſt en- 
deavours to ſuppreſs the Conventicles. That their opinion was not vain appeared 
ſoon after. Thoſe of the Remon/?rant periwalion had held their meetings in a field 
without the town every Sunday, from the 1it of Sepremver, to the 13th of Oober, 
on which day this new Dykegrave arched out of town with ſome Soldiers for the 
firſt time, in order to diſturb them. The Scout's Deputy went likewiſe with the 
{ame deſign, but through a difterent gate, When they arrived at the place, the Ser- 
mon was juſt done, and the people ſeparating. They all made the beſt of their way, 
but ſome were ſtopped by the Soldiers, who examined them where they lived, and ' 
writ down their names, without doing them any harm at that time, or exacing the 
penalty of them ; inſoinuch that this expedition ſeemed only to have been with de- 
tizn to get ſume information of the circumſtances of the meeting, in order to their 
proceeding afterwards with greater violence againſt them. For the Dykegrave having 
learned, by his Spies, that the Remonſ{rants intended to go to their tield-meetins 
again the Stnday after, at Kroſewick near Jaffa, he gave notice the night before to 
two Companies, to hold themſelves in readineſs with their arms againſt the next day, 
He made choice of the Engliſh and Scots, who were looked upon to be moſt preju- 
diced againſt the Remonſlrants ;, for the French had acted hitherto with compaſlion 
and tenderneſs. He treated thoſe Soldiers the ſame evening with two barrels of beer, 
which they continued drinking all night, and with one more the next morning ; juſt, 
ſays Goulart, like the antient perfecutors, who were wont to make their Elephants 
drunk, that they might rage the more againſt the Chriſtians, They likewiſe kept 
the gites of the Town ſhut a good while that Sunday, till about eight of the clock; | 
by which means many of the Remnflrants were hindred from going out, fo that 
not above a thouſand, or a thouſand two hundred men, women and children ap- 
peared at the meeting; whereas the Sunday before they were almoſt thrice as ſtrong. 
About the end of the Sermon the two Companies which had drunk ſo hard the night 
before; and a third, commanded by the Dykegrave himſelf, marched out of the 
Town; one paſt through the Eaſt-gate, another through that which leads to Gouda , 
and the third along the Rorre, the river from which the Town derives its name. 
Upon their arrival the Sermon was immediately concluded with a Prayer, but the 2 meeting =: 
Pſalm omitted : and though they ſaw the Soldiers making up to them as faſt as Krolewict 
n iſturs d. 

they could, the people kept together ; ſome of them cry'd, Let us ſtand ſtil, what 
will they do tous £ We don't come here to fight, Their chief care was for their Mi- 
miſter, Albertus Huttenus, whom ſeven men were endeavouring to fave, by rowing 
him in a boat over the Retre, Againſt theſe the Soldiers diſcharged twelve Mul- 
quets, whilſt they were carrying him, and four more after he landed, but without 
touching him, or any of the boatmen, After the Miniſter had eſcaped, the Engliſh 
and Scotch Soldiers turned their rave agiinſt the Congregation, whom, having hemmed 
in on all ſides, they fired upon immediately, though they were without arms, and 
defenceleſs. They made above fifty ſhots at them, beſides others that could not be 
counted ; and then breaking into the midſt of the people, conſiſting of young and 
old, women and children, who were almoſt frighted to death, they fell to robbing 
and plundering them, juſt as if they had been the enemies of their country. All 
was fiſh that came to net ; cloaks, hats, riding: hoods, purſes, and whatever they 
could get. They dragged ſome women through the dirt by the hair of their heads 3 
ſome of them were ſhamefully ſtripped of their cloaths ; from ſome the rings were 
plucked from their fingers with ſuch violence, that the (kin came of, Iwo men 
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Ar Dow. were killed at the firſt onfet ; one of the Mm named Govert, a ropemaker by fade; 
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was ſhot through the body with a jagged | bullet, which | kewiſe wwunde: | a boy that 
{ood hehind. The man died of it in a few hours, leaving his Wife, who was preo- 
nant, and fix Children languiſhing 1n poverty. The other, an inhabitant of Schoneg- 
haven, was found dead in the field the next d: iy. Many were wounJed who were 
9 ic to hold their pe: ace, fearing leaſt they ſhould be { fined bc f1des, if A diſcovery had 
been made of their being at the meeting, One woman wag hot through the leg, 
and another died with the fright, A big-belly'd woman was treated {ov 11l, that ſhe 
miſcarry'd upon 1t, and preſently expired. One young woman ws abuſed by the 
Soldiers that the died. The chaſtity of ſeveral other women, both ſingle and war- 
ried, was violated, They threw two men into the water, whiere they kept them 
1 2ood while with their pikes. They beat and bruiſed ſeveral of the Burghers of 
Rotterdam. They hunted ſome that fled, for a mile or two together, They ex- 
torted ſums of mony, and promiſes of more than could be performed from divers 
perſons, whom they put in fear of their lives, by prefenting the points of their 
ſwords, or muzzels of their 9uns, to their breaſts, in the mean time the Dyke- 
Irave cotmitnanded two Burghers to carry the ropemaker, who had been mortally 
wounded, into the Town, threatning otherwiſe to {hoot thein immediately ; for 
which purpoſe he cauſed four Muſquets to be preſented at them. After this they 
vent to the houſe of a peaſint, where ſome young women had endeavoured to thel- 
ter themſelves, and there fell to plundering and carrying all away ; freſh-meat, bacon, 
hams, woollen, linnen, braſs and iron veſfels, and the Jike. Upon this the man of 
of the houſe, who had not been at the meeting, coming home, complained to the 
Dy kegrave of the violence that was done him : but inſtead of finding any redreſs, 
ſore of the Soldiers wounded him in- the head and ſhoulder. Another coun- 
trym2n coming home from the Town, was likewiſe aſlaulted, and wounded by 
the Soldiers. Some of the new Masiftrates and Miniſters of Rotterdam went up 
to the top of the ſteeple of the Great Church, and diverted themſelves with the 
fight of this tragical Scene without the Town, which ſome of thein viewed through 
PerſpeQive-Glafles. Others relate, that the new Miniſter, PererNewenrode, went 
before with his Perſpe&ive-Glaſs on the Tower, diſcovered the Remonſtrant meet- 
ing in the field, and ſhewed how the Dykegrave and the Soldiers were diſturbing the 
Aſlembly. 

At lait the Soldiers returned to town, bearing the ſtolen cloaths as plunder upon 
the ends of their Pikes, by way of ſhow and triumph ;_ boaſting that their ſpoils 
2mounted to the value of above fifteen hundred Gilders. 2 But this march and 
parzde ſeemed to ſome not ſo much to reſemble a viftory as a defeat of their op- 
preſſed country, And there was accordingly a great cry and murmuring throughout 
the 1 own. 

This diſturbance and perſecution made a great noiſe 5 every one ſpoke of it, as he 
or thoſe of his perſwaſion were affeted, Some of the Contraremonſtrants declared 
openly, that the Remon/{rants ought to be fo treated, to make them leave off their 
ſeparate meetings ; having drunk deeply of that maxim of William Teling, an oc- 
cational Miniſter At Rotterdam, and of others; namely, That the Government had 
a right, upon lome occaſions, to compel men to that which they declared to be 
anainſt their conſctences. Others who were related by conſanguinity, or attinity, 
or elſe united by the bands of friendſhip to the Remonſtrants, were of opinion, thar 
they were only to be attacked and overcome by the force of God's Word and Truth ; 
and that when this method had been uſed in vain, they ought to be left to themſelyes. 
Some who favoured the Remonſtrants called that place where they met, and had 
been ſo barbaroafly uſed, the Field of Bimod, and complained, azainſt ſuch 
kind of treatment, in a country where thoſe very people, who were fo ſeverely 
uſed, had had their ſhare in recovering by their arms the common liberties, among 
which, according to the fentiments and practice of all true Chriſtians, the ex- 
erciſe of their religion was comprized, as well as they who were endeavouring to de- 
prive them of 1t. It was a very ſtrange thing, as 2 one writes, that the leffer party 
ſhould perſecute and oppreſs thoſe who were far more numerous than themſelves, re- 
lying upon the countenance of the Prince, and the aſliſtance of foreign and mercenary 
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'Troops who even recetved the greateſt part of taeir pay from the very nerſons Ax'Do x. 
whom they perſecuted. ' Lhis cauſed a great conſternation among ſome an_e Is 1019. 
perſons; but the moſt zealous of the Remonſlrants were of opinion, that they VR 
ſhould at length overcome all theſe difficulties, and that deſpiſing ey ery thing 7 4t 
worldly men think valuable, and paſting by all human os they ought the 
fecond time to endeavour the redempt! on of the liberty of their conſciences, even 
with the peril of their lives. They remembered how the freedom of pre: aching tne 
Goſnel, after many troubles and perſecutions, was at laſt obtained in the former 
a2e, in France, Germany, and in their own country. Beltdes, they were perſwaded, 
that the free exerciſe of Reh1910n was as much their right, as that of others, clpe- 
cially of the Fews. For theſe reaſons, the Rotterdam Remonſirants ( after they to 
the number of at leaſt five hundred erſons, had attended the corpſe of the poor 
man who was murdered by the Soldiers, to the grave) went on with their Field- 
Meetings : And accordingly on the 27th ot V7ober, about two hundred of them i] 
aſſembled in a croſs-road near Kralingen, where there was preaching both in the ' 
fore and afternoon without any inconvenience or diſturbance. 
But it was reſolved to repretent to the Prince of Orange, by a deputation of five 
Burghers of their own, to wit ; William Viruly, Nicholas Rotshook, Reuwart Hugen 
van der Swiep, Lucas Ketkboven, and Adrian van Brakel, all that happen'd in the 
late affair, by a complaint and petition ſuited to that occaltion. They could get no 
Lawyer at this time who durſt draw up ſuch a writing in favour of them ; for l 
which reaſon the (aid five Burghers caſt lots which of them ſhould do it, and the 
lot fell upon YViruly, This man prepared a draught, and communicated it to the 
famous Counſellor Van den Andel, who {aid to him : No-body in the Hague would 
venture to draw up ſuch a Memorial, tho' he were ſure to pet a thouſand Giladers, 
but if you have courage enough to deliver it yourſelf, [ think it cannot do your 
cauſe any harm. Hereupon YViruly and his four friends went immediately to Court, 7he Remon- 
and de{ir'd audience of the Prince, to which they were preſently admitted, and his cur arg = 
Excellency read the Paper in their preſence. This happen'd on the laſt day of the p1an ro 24: 
month. They repreſented, * That the Placards iſſued againſt them, as hard and **9ce- 
* rigorous as they conceived them to be, ſeemed now to be mild and gentle ; > lince 
what was inflicted on them without any colour of law, was more terrible than , 
all rhe Penalties contained in thoſe Placards. Now, ſaid they, our enemies make 
no ſcruple of ſhooting us dead without any proceſs, or form of law, nor of 
abandoning us as a prey to the Soldiers. They begged his Princely Grace to con- 
fider how great a grievance this muſt needs be, and whether it was not the means 
of weakening and defolating their dear country? It was by thoſe methods 
thit the common. enemy lo{t thef2 Provinces, and it would, they ſaid, be 
impoſible to preſerve them by the ſame. They therefore prayed, That it his 
Excellency could not diſpoſe the minds of men to unity and concord, yet that 
he would, at leaſt, endeavour to bring them to ſome kind of temperament, and 
for that purpoſe give diretions, that they might enjoy the exerciſe of their 
Religion at their meetings, (as well as other ſeas) after ſuch manner as it ſhould 
be thought proper. In fine, they defired him to thew the ſame clemency at this 
time to the {ubjeAs and inhabitants of the land, as he had formerly done to its 
* enemies,* LIhis Memorial had no ſucceſs, nay, the Prince could not forbear 
owing thoſe who prelented it, the following Anſwer : F will by no means en- 75 Prince? 
DULe that the baniſhed NViniſiers ſhall ever return into theſe P2ovinces, ſince they 4%" 
£nDcavoured to turn ine out of thein, From hence we may perceive what it was 
that gave the Prince fo great an averſion to the cauſe of the Remonſtrants. But 
thoſe Miniſters, whom 1t concerned, folemnly proteſted, that they had never enter- 
tained any fuch thoughts, as tholc of which they were accuſed, and therefore be- 
lieved, that that Prince had been perſwaded to this by thoſe whole deſign 1t was to 
render thera odious to hun, At the fame time, a certain Burgher (who had at- 
tirmed in the Memorial, as a proof of his knowledge of thoſe matters, that he was 
preſent at the unhappy mecting of 796g" on the 2cth of Otfober) was obliged 
to pay a fine of five and twenty Gilders, This was deſigned to deterr people from 
preſenting the like petitions. Several of thoſe women that had loſt their riding-

Ax*D om. hoods or gowns on that occaſion, were forced to redeem them from the Dykegrave, 

1619. and ſome to pay a fine of fifty Gilders beſides. Others of the auditors both men and 

women, who were known, acculed and convided, efcaped with a fine of twenty 
five Gilders. 

On the 3d of November, the Remonſtrants of Rotterdam aſſembled to the num- 
ber of two thouſand in the road of Ommorden, They had likewiſe a Sermon 
13t the ſame time and place, but upon the Dykegrave of Scheeland's approaching 
them with a company of armed Soldiers, they betook themſelves ſ:aſonably to 
flight. Afterwards there was preaching ſeveral Sundays in a field out of town, 
and ſeveral times too they were hindered by the Soldiers. But when the rain 
ſeaſon came, it was thought adviſeable to put off their meeting till the froſt, 1n 

$ws! Minze the mean while Albertus Huttenus, who was formerly Miniſter of Buren, and who 
fer; baviſh'd. preached on the day of the great diſturbance, namely, the 20th of OXober, had 
rendered himſelf ſo obnoxious on that account, that he, together with Theodorus 
Bome and Nicolas Hartſooker, late Miniſters of Beneſkom and T/21/tein, was puh- 
lickly cited, by order of the States Genera], to appear at the aſſembly of their Hizh- 
Mightineſſes on the 2oth of November, and'there to ſign the Promiſe or At of 
Ceſlation, on pain of being otherwiſe bantthed the country. In the Letter, or Pla- 
card, whereby they were cited, they were charged, with Strolling about the 
country like Uagabonds, and preaching Hedge-Sermons, A phraſe, or manner 
of ſpeaking, which ſome of the Remonſlrants ſay, was borrowed from the Spa- 
niſh Placards : wherein the Sermons which the Proteſtants at the beginning of the 
Reformation were wont to preach In woods and thickets, were defcribed and prohi- 
bited by the very ſame words. Hartſooker, who had been ſummoned for the ſame 
purpoſe on the 11th and 21ſt of the fame month, by his Excellency as Count of 
T/ſelftein, appeared before the States, and upon his refuſing to ſubſcribe the afore- 
mentioned Ad or Promiſe, was declared to be baniſhed on the 214. Hrutrtenus and 
Bome who abſented themſelves were likewiſe baniſhed out of all the United Prg- 
vinces on the 27th. 

In this fituation of affairs ſeveral of the Remonſlrant Clergy who had ſigned the 
Ceſſation, began ta revoke their promiſe. Among the firſt of theſe we tind Henry 
Holthenus, formerly Miniſter of Waddinxvene. This man writ a Letter to the 
Committee of the States, on the 3d of September, about three weeks aſter his ſub- 
{cribing, in which he told them : * Lhat at the time of his ſubſcribing the At 
* he had not duly conſidered the matter, which occaſioned him great trouble of 
* mind, being convinced that what he had done was incompatible with the dut 
of a Chriſtian, and Miniſter of the Goſpel : He therefore begged thit he might be 
releaſed from the promiſe he had ſo rafhly made, aſſuring thei, that altho' he 
had retired out of his native country, he would not ceaſe praying for his So- 
vereigns, that God would open their eyes, to the end they might ſee the truth, 
and that a ſtop might be put to the oppreſiing of thoſe who maintained it, and 
the wrath of God averted from the land. 

On the 24th of the ſame month, Jobn Johnſon Bors, late Miniſter of Leyder- 


dorp, did, in like manner, revoke his ſubſcription by a letter to the ſaid Committee, 
of the following tenor : 
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6 F find, after further refletion, upon my figning the Ceſ/ation, that the promiſe 

* | thereby made, 1s contrary to what I bound myſelf by, above twenty nine 
years ago, to Chriſt and his Church when I was confirmed in the Miniſtry, For 
as husband and wife are bound to each other till death by the bands of wed- 
lock, ſo am I yet more ſtritly bound to Chriſt my Bridegroom.

Upon this Letter he was cited before the Court of Holand, in order to hear what 
he ſtood accuſed of, But by a ſecond Letter, he pray'd they would interpret his 
abſence in the moſt favourable manner, ſince it proceeded only from his apprehen- 
fions of involving himſelf in ſuch troubles, as he was not able to bear in his ad- 
vanced age. This was followed by his baniſhment. Holthenus was likewiſe cited, 
and afterwards obliged ro wander as an Exile in foreign countries 5 and upon his re- 
turn, to conceal himſelf like the reſt of his Brethren. At the beginning of Novem- | 
ber, Godfry Paludanus, formerly Miniſter of Grave, revoked his ſubſcription to'the 
Ad of Ceſfation, by a Letter he writ to the States-General. The Letter was 
communicated to his Excellency, who ordered him to be ſeized, in caſe he was 
found in Grave, but they could not meet with him. The like renunciation or 
revocation was alſo ſent by Renter Liſſelius, the deprived Miniſter of Houvelaken, to 
the Chancellor and Council of the Principality of Gelder, and County of Zur- 
ben, 
By theſe renunciations they brought themſelves in a manner into the like ſtate, 
and the ſame danger with thoſe who had been baniſhed out of the country. Li//elius 
was at firſt baniſhed only out of the Principality of Gelder, and County of Zurphen, 
for the Chancellor and Council did not think their commiſſion extended fo far as to 
expel him out of all the other Provinces, as regarding only thoſe who refuſed to 
ſign the A& of Ceſſation, But the States-General, on the 16th of December, de- The Srates- 
clared their meaning to be, that the Provinces had a right to treat thoſe of the Clergy anos | 
who ſhould re-call their ſubſcriptions, after the ſame manner as thoſe who refuſed to of the Pre- . 
ſubſcribe ; and they defired, and authorized the Judges of the ſaid Court to regu- OF. ,00, ie 
late themſelves accordingly. The reſt of the Subſcribers, who continued in the we cheir $46- 
country, made uſe of various methods : Some of them paſſed ſuddenly over to the/#/?f-nr: 
ſide of the Contraremonſtrants ; others made their advances by ſlow ſteps, endea- 
vouring to ingratiate themſelves by applauding their new friends, and railing at their 
old. Some could not fo well conceal their kindneſs for the Remon/trants, as not to 
excite ſuſpicions and jealouſies, that they ſtill favoured their cauſe ; this made the 
Government watch them narrowly. Some of them complained that they had often 
a ſpy or informer at their heels, who counted their words, marked their ſteps, and 
day and night obſerved all their a&ions; who employed a hundred eyes to fee whe- 
ther they went to any lick or dying friends, and there made uſe of a prayer, or 
word of exhortation : If they happened to drop an expreſſion at any time in favour S-veritics n/ed 
of the Remonſtrants opinions, they were preſently accuſed, ſeverely reprimanded, 99% #57 
reproached with being rioters, and raiſers of ſedition, and threatned with baniſh- 
ment, or worſe. They would not allow fome of them to dweili in the towns and 
villages to which they formerly belonged. Some were removed from one place to 
another, and at laſt appointed to go to a certain village, in which, *tis ſaid, there 
was nothing but ruines. Nanning Geeſteranus, Jate Miniſter of the Brill, was 
obliged to leave the town, notwithſtanding he had ſigned the Ceſſation ; where- 
upon having hired a houſe at Delft, in order to follow ſome trade or bulineſs there 
for his bread, they would not ler him ſtay there neither, for which reaſon the poor 
man was forced at laſt to ſettle in a village. Fugh Steur, formerly Miniſter at O/t- 
forn, had taken a houſe at the Bill, but he was forbid the Town. And tho? he 
complained to the higher powers, yet he and his family were ordered to quit the 
Town within twenty-four hours upon certain ſevere penalties. Robert Oudars, for- 


merly 
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Ax* Dow. merly Miniſter of Kape4e, being come to ſettle at Korterdam, was, for NaVINg 
1619- whiſpered ſome people in the ear (whom he accidentally met in the ſtreets) ſum- 
LS \ V moned to the Stadthouſe, ſhut up, and afterwards expelled the Town. That they 
would not ſuffer Danzel IV ztius, late Miniſter of Schonehoven, to reſide at Rotter- 
dam, has been already faid above. It 1s moreover related of that Gentleman, that 
tho' he complained to the Court of Juſtice of this uſage, he could not be heard : 
but that, on the contrary, the Secretary Duik reply'd, in a jeerins manner, 1/hacr 
would you have us do © Shall we go and beſiege Rotterdam for your ſake 2 The late 
Miniſter, Burgh/{cer, after having ſigned the AR of Ceſſation, was perſecuted and 
brought into a great deal of trouble, only for having prayed with a {ick man, as it 
is ſaid. Bernard la Faile, one of the late Minilters of the Hague, having aſſiſted 
ſome ſick people 1n their laſt hours, was ſummoned before the Committee of the 
States on the 19th of Fanuary following, and acquainted that he had done ill, and 
warned to forbear for the future ; and threatucd, that if he did not, other methods 
would be taken with him. 

Some of the Subſcribers not being able to ſubſilt on the ſmall penſions of two or 
three hundred Gilders, which were allowed thei, fell into great diſtreſs with their 
wives and children, by reaſon of the 11] treatment they met with on all hands : 
And it is even thought, that ſome of them revoked their ſubſcriptions, to the end 
that entering again into the ſervice of the Remonſtrants, they might enjoy their ſhare 
in the maintenance that was raiſed for the exiled Miniſters. 

The States ſoon became ſenfible, that notwithſtanding fo many of the Remon- 
ſtrant Clergy had ſubſcribed the Ceſlation, yet there ſtill remained enough of them 
to ſupply their ſeparate meetings, and keep them on foot, This induced them to 
treat the Subſcribers after a quite different manner than they did at the firſt, whilſt 
they were in hopes to have brought over all, or at leaſt the chief of the deprived 
Miniſters, by gentle methods. As therefore the States found themſelves diſappoint- 
ed in their expetations, ſo conſequently thoſe Gentlemen who had (igned the Ceſla- 
tion, and flattered themſelves with leading quiet and eaſy lives for the future, miſſed 
of their aim, when they percelved that their treatment was fo different from what 
they had hoped. But all theſe troubles, and the il] ufage which ſome of them met 
with, ſerved only to revive their antient friendſhip for the Remon/trants : lnſomuch 
that ſeveral of thoſe who made ſcruple of revoking their ſubſcriptions, gave never- 

Sem: of the theleſs all poſlible proofs, that their former Jove was not quite extinguiſhed. They 
p— ices privately exhorted the Members to conſtancy, inſtructed the 1gnorant, ſtrengthened 
af:2imn to the the wavering by their viſits and conferences met them in their Aſſemblies a-nights, 
| nee hl F and at all ſeaſons, and harboured thoſe Miniſters who came to preach contrary to 
' the Placards. And tho' this was looked upon to be contrary to the Ad of Ceſſation, 

yet they counted it a leſs crime to violate their engagement thus far, than to per- 

form it. They were likewiſe of opinion, that they were not bound to perform it 

further than it was conliſtent with the duties of charity and chriſtianity. With 

theſe arguments they overcame their reluQancy, and quieted their own conſciences. 

Even Henry Leo, formerly Miniſter of Bomme! Conc of the Thirteen Remonſtrant 

Divines who had been cited to Dorr ) and the firſt Subſcriber of the Ceſſation, 

{hewed at this time a great inclination to the Remonſtrants, and their cauſe. He 

writ a Letter, which I my ſelf have ſeen, and which bears date the 2oth of 

July, of this year, to Epiſcopius, and the reſt of the Exiles at IValwick, wherein 

he tells them of his having confirmed ſome in the opinions of the Remonſtrants ; 

4 Letter of and then he goes on, and fays, © 1 could wiſh my memory were in more eſteem 
i ON with you than it is commonly ſaid to be, For the more my reputation ſuffers, 
monſtrancs, * the more will our common cauſe ſuffer in the opinion of ſome.

* membrance of our antient fidelity, ſincerity, and familiarity. I live for the ſer- 

vice of God, for the ſervice of that Truth which we have defended, for the ſer- 
vice of your ſociety, and with an unchangeable love to your perfons. What I 
have done for Truth, for the Church, and for God, during this iny Ceſſation, God 
himſelf will one day ſhow; and our adverſaries too perhaps, ſooner than I could 
wiſh. But I ſhould be glad of ſome ſignal opportunity of convincing you how 
Iittle 
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little I diſapprove of your holy labours in my own mind. And I truſt the day Arx*Dow 
will come, which will effetually blot out of the minds of all impartial judges, 16:9. 
that ill-grounded ſuſpicion raifed to my prejudice. In the mean while I beg YOu WON 
to believe, that you and I have but one heart; and that I have devoted myſelf, 

and all that belongs to me, to your ſervice and intereſt. If you doubt of this, 

put me to what tryal you pleaſe. Farewel, my worthy Friends and Brethren, and 

« expe& me as ſoon as my Wie 18 a little better : and if 1 can do you any ſervice

The End of the Forty-ſeventh Book. 
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 JOERBR _S BY 25 OUT this time the Remonſirants very zealouſly promoted their 


- ſeparate meetings at Leyden, but found no little oppoſition on 
, 2 the partof the Magiſtrates. Between the 29th and 3oth of Au- 
C20 om? in the night, there was a meeting at the houſe of Charles 

W> 7oſten, a Butcher and an antient Burgher, who had done emt- 
XA yi nent ſervices during the fiege of this Town, in the year 1574. 
©) E748 TY This man prepared a box for colleQing the peoples alms, took 
| care of the money, and diſpoſed of part of it to the Miniſters. 
Being afterwards ſummoned before the Judges, and refuſing to confeſs who were at 
the meeting, the Scout demanded that he ſhould be puniſhed in the following manner : 
«* 'That he ſhould forfeit his place or ſtall in the Shambles, and be moreover baniſhed 
* outof the Town of Leyden, as alſo out of Rhineland, the Hague, and the diſtrids 
or juriſdiction thereof ; that he ſhould be condemned in a tine of a thouſand gold 
Reals; and further, in the penalty of fix hundred Gilders, as Author of the 
* meeting, Lenderof his houſe for it, and ColleAor of the money ; and laſtly, in 
* another penalty, or fine, of five and twenty Gilders, for refuſing to name the per- 
ſons preſent. 

The Judges having heard his defence, decreed, that on account of the accuſations 
brought againſt him, he ſhould pay firſt the ſam of thrice two hundred Gilders, 
and five and twenty more, each Gilder conſiſting of forty groots (or half-pence, ) be 
baniſhed from the Town and Liberty thereof for the ſpace of one year, and further 
puniſhed jt he ſhould return within that ſpace 5 and he was to leave the Town 
in twenty-four hours time. They alſo condemned him to pay the charges of his 

tryal, This ſentence was publiſhed againſt him from the Stadthouſe by the ſound 
of Bell, 

On the evening or night of the 11th of O7ober there was another meeting of the 
Remonſlrants, 1n "order? to hear a Sermon at the houſe of one Feremiabh Walrick, 
a Siik-weaver, on the Utrecit-Graft or Canal. Burt a certain woman, his neigh- 
bour, obſerving their deſign, called out, Neighbours, Iook about you, there is a 
Meeting going forward, The man hearing er make fuch an alarm, begged them to 
depart, which they did : however he was ſummoned before the Court of Juſtice, 
as one that had tranſgretled the Placard, The Scout demanded that he ſhould be 
Daniſht for the ſpace of twenty-five years, and ſentenced to pay 2 tine of a thouſand 
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gold Reals, and for contriving an unlawful aflembly, and lending his houſe for that A x* Do uv 
purpoſe twice two hundred Gilders, and twenty-tive Gilders more for refuſing to 1619. 
diſcover the parties concerned. But his Council maintained both by word of mouth 4 
and writing, that there having paſt no religious exerciſes at the ſaid meeting, he 
could not be guilty of violating the Placard, it being a known maxim in Law, 
That no man 1s obnox1ous to any penalty, but in proportion to his actual offence ; 
and that mere 1ntentions are not puniſhable, unleſs in the cafes of the greateſt cri- 
minals, fuch as Incendiaries, Conſpirators againſt the Government, and the like. 
They likewiſe pray'd that the accuſed perſon might have eight days time allowed 
him to make his defence ; but this was refuſed him. The cauſe being heard, both 
parties were ordered to withdraw, and then Walrick was called in by himſelf, and 
{tritly examined how the matter paſt at his houſe 2 Who they were that had bor- 
rowed It for preaching? Who were there ? How they came to know of ſuch a 
meeting? Why he let them in without any light? He replied, That he had not 
given any leave for any one to preach, and that he neither knew the people that de- 
fired 1t, nor thoſe who came thither. 'Ihen they aſked him, whether he would 
{wear tothe truth of what he had ſaid, and particularly that he did not know of 
the deſign of preaching 1n his houſe 2 He anſwered, that he muſt adviſe with his 
Council, before he could make any ſuch declaration. Then they ordered him to 
withdraw , and after he had ſtayed a while, the Chamber-keeper came and told 
him, he might go about his bulineſs, He went his way, and ſoon after the Bell 
rung, and the Sentence againſt him was read before the Stadthouſe, importing, Thar 
he was condenmed, firſt to pay a fine of two hundred Gilders for having lent his 
bouſe for a meeting place; and five and twenty Gilders beſides, for refuſing to tell 
who were there : Alſo that he had forfeited his right of Bureherſhip, and that he 
was expelled the Town of Leyden, Rhineland, rhe Hague, and juriſdifion thereof”; 
that be muſt accordingly quit the Town before Sun-ſer, and the ther places in twice 
twenty-four hours, without returning thither, on pain of further puniſhment ;, and, 
laſtly, that be muſt pay coſts. "This happened the 24th of Ofober. After which 
his goods were taken out of his houſe and fold by out-cry, in order to pay the 
above-mentioned fines. Ir is reported of this 3/alrick, that he was a perſon of a 
very ſober life and converſation, and did not adhere to the party of the Remonſtrants, 
as ſome did, out of a furious and blind zeal, but from choice and diſcretion, having 
carefully enquired into the controverted points, and examined them by the Word of 
God, the only rule of faith. 

At the ſame time the Miniſters and Overſcers of the Remon/trants of Leyden, 111 4 new reguls- 
order to keep their Meetings more private, divided that Town into twelve Wards, _—_— , 
through which they paſt in their turns, holding moderate Aſſemblies in each of rity in meering 
them, of which there were ſometimes three or four at once in an evening. By 9:*%*7: 
which means the whole Community enjoyed the benetit of preaching within the ſpace 
of a few days. 

After this, in the month of November, there was an humble Memorial and Pett- 7h: Remon- 
tion laid before the States of Holand, in the name of the Burghers and Inhabitants -— 0 
of Leyden, being of the Se& of the Remonſtrants; in which they prayed, That ſen: « Pericior 
they might be allowed the exerciſe of their religion privately, and in ſma# numbers. ey 
This Petition having been partly read, it was reſolved, * That nothing ſhould be wyicy i: r-- 
* done 11 it, nor any anſwer returned, but the paper handed back to thoſe who pre- /*## 

* ſented it ; and that thoſe who brought and promoted it, ſhould be feverely reprt- 
* manded, and required to a& according to the Law of the land. And behides, that 
* no more ſuch petitions ſhould be preſented or received in the Aſfembly, 

At Horn one Simon Salm, a principal Burgher, was in the month of September 
ſummoned before the Schepens by the Scout, and charged with having ſuffered the 
Remonſtrants to preach in his houſe : But the Scout could bring no proof of it. 
However, the Schepens were of opinion, that purſuant to the tenor of the fecret 
AQ of the Court, he ought to purge himſelf by oath ; or that otherwiſe he ſhould 
be deemed guilty. He refuſed to ſwear, alledging that he was not bound to accuſe 
himſelf; that this was contrary to all municipal laws, and even to natural reaſon. 
Nevertheleſs, they condemned him to pay a fine of four hundred and fifty Gilders 
whereas, according to the Placard, if the thing had been proved againſt him, he 
would not have incurred a greater penalty than the fine of two hundred G1Jders.

7a re6bed, 9% had valuable about them. The Soldiers forced the gold rivgs from off the people's 
fingers, by biting and cutting, if they did not come ealily. A few of the congre- 
gation hid themſelves behind a water-mill, thinking they thonld not be purſued thi- 
ther. But perceiving ſome Soldiers coming up to them with their muskets, they got 
into a boat, in hopes of paſſing over the water ; but the ice hindering them, they 
could not execute their deſign with ſufficient ſpeed ; fo that the Soldiers preſented their 
muskets at them as they lay in the midſt of the river. Upon which a certain perſon 
who was in the boat with his two ſons, cried out, For God's ſake don't fireupon us, 
and I will tell where we live. At the ſame time, the reſt of the people in the boat 
threw ſome of their purſes to the Soldiers, but all in vain. They fired upon them, 
and ſhot one of the ſons through the head, a young man of 22 years, who thereup- 
on fell dead into the water. The ſecond ſon had his cloaths ſhot through ; and they 
threatned to ſtab the father, already half dead with ſorrow. For a concluſion, they 
took up the corpſe of his ſon, and ſtript him of his girdle and purſe. The ſame 
day another perſon was ſhot dead, though he had not been at the meeting. Others 
were dangerouſly wounded, and ſeveral Houſe-keepers who were not concerned in 
the meeting, were miſerably beaten and abuſed. Ir 1srecorded by fome, that the Un- 
der-ſcout was fetched out of church for this expedition; and that having tiniſhed it, 
he haſtened back to participate of the Lord's-Supper, with hands defiled with blood 
and rapine, as if he had been doing God good fervice. But this happened, as others 
write, at another diſturbance. After which, the friends of the deceaſed young man 
who had been ſhot, endeavoured to inter his body at the uſual time, viz, on the 24 
or 3dday; but the Magiſtrates would not ſuffer it till the 5th day, in hopes that by 
that time the minds of the people being ſomewhat calmed and pacthied, the funeral 
might be performed with leſs noiſe and concourſe. But this ſtop feemed to irritate 
ther the more. Every one ſtrove to ſhew his aftecion to the deceaſed, and the 
cauſe for which he died, by following his corpſe; fo that there were about thirteen 
or fourteen hundred perſons preſent at the funeral, who tacitly upbraiced the Magi- 
{trates with thelr cruelty. (hc |

« ſtification, Further, that they had never given any direQions to their People to de- WW 
« fend themſelves by arms. That this could never be proved upon any of the Remon- 

* ſirants that ever fell into the hands of the Magiſtrates. That in caſe it had any 

* where happened that ſome of the Burghers, obſerving the covetous and blood-thirity 

« Soldiers marching to attack a naked, defenceleſs Aflembly with noiſe and clamour, 

« whilſt they were employed in hearing the word of God, and blocking up all the 

* avenues, in order to ſurround them ; in fuch caſe, if it had happened that ſoine of 

* them took up ſtones with deſtgn to make reſiſtance, 1n order to deliver their Wives 

* and Children from the hanJs of their Perſecutors ; they never commended ſuch 

* actions, which, perhaps, were ſome ſmall remainders of the old Calvini/tical prac- 

* tice in Brabant, Flanders, and elſewhere, which ſome could not fo ſoon exchange 

* for true chriſtian patience and meekneſs, though they were taught better, and 

* conſtantly exhorted to the practice of thoſe virtues. It was, they faid, no eaſy 

«< matter to ſteer right in the midſt of ſtorms. The Miniſters were indeed of opinion 

* that ſuch reliſtance was unlawful ; bur when they proceeded to forbid it, their 

* hearers ſometimes made anſwer: * The Calviniſts :hemſelves have ſet us ſuch an 

* example in the propagating their Refonnation ; they made uſe, not only of flones, 

« but of all kind of' weapons, not only to hinder their enemies from falling upon them, 

* but alſo in order to exerciſe all atts of hoſtility, and to become ſole maſters of every 

* thing, However, they faid, the Remonſirant Miniſters did not allow of ſuch ex- 

© cuſes; but declared, that the uſe of ſuch wrong methods by any in their commu- 

© nion, was very diſagreeable to them. 

Thus did both parties ſeek to juſtify themſelves after their own manner, andat the 
{ame time to promote their own particular views. Each of them made ufe of fuch 
means as were judged moſt ſubſervient to their ends. 

During this courſe of affairs, endeavours were uſed by ſome for bringing about a , z,j.,., «. 
Reformation of Officers in the country-towns and elſewhere. They had begun to morg rhe C:- 
touch upon this ſtring already, at the laſt meeting of the States of HoYand, where wv. geo 
it was reſolved on the 3 1ſt of July, That this matter ſhould be one Article of the vera! are 
Summons againſt next meeting ; for it was believed that ſuch a Reform might tend #744: 
to the honour of Ofhces, the ſervice of the Community, and ſecurity of the Govern- 
ment. The Remonſtrants thought the delign was to turn out every where all thoſe 
Bailiffs and Scouts who were of their per{waſton, or but ſuſpe&ed to favour it, in 
order to prevent all connivance at their private Aſſemblies. But the Government did 
not proceed fo far till the following year. However, the two Secretaries, Van Rugpe 
and Rakkanje, who were diſcovered to have been preſent at the forbidden meet- 
ings, were, on the 14th of O&ober, declared by the Lords Committees to have for- 
feited their places. After this, 7obn Dwinglo, Secretary of Flardingen, was, upon 
account of writing a certain letter, (the contents of which do not occur to me) taken 
into cuſtody, and quite diſcharged from his office on the laſt of November. The 
States of HoYand likewiſe commanded the Lord of Flardingen to put another proper 
perſon of the Reformed Chriſtian Religion \nto his place. | 

Yonker Otto van Sevender, Lord of Kennenburg, Bailift of the Bril, being com- 
plained of to the States by that town, and appearing in order to make his defence, 
was content at laſt, in compliance with the pleaſure of the States, to relign up his 
office, on condition they ſhould give him a teſtimonial of his good behaviour. He 
obtained accordingly ſuch an inſtrument on the 13th of December, wherein their 
Lordſhips the States of Holland declared, that he was diſcharged in the belt and moſt 
honourable manner ; and that his reſignation and ſubſequent diſcharge ſhould never 
be conſidered to his prejudice with reſpe&t to his quality, dignity, or reputation, 
Thus did this Gentleman, who in the bulineſs of religion was a favourer of the 
Kemonſirants, and could by no means be induced to diſturb their meetings, quit his 
Bailiffſhip, which he could not adminiſter according to the Placard with a fate con- 
ſcience. Upon this occaſion 1t was reſolved by the States, that there ſhould be Com- 
miſlioners appointed to examine into the behaviour of all kind of Officers in the 
towns and open country, and to take care that none but perſons that could be con- 
tided in ſhould be admitted, and particularly ſuch as were Profeſſors or Friends of the 
Reformed Religion, as being a matter of the utmoſt moment and concern to the Go- 

verniment. 
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A>*Do uw. vernment. For executing this reſolution, there were nominated two perſons of the 
i619, Ridderſchap, or Nobility, and one of the Deputies of each of the following rowns, 
LS VV to wit, Harlem, Delft, Leyden, Alkmaer and Horn, Jhe Heer Lot Hugenſon Gale 
having been already ſummoned before the Committee of the States (for what reaſon 
it does not appear, but probably 1t related to the diſturbing the Conventicles of the 
Remonſlrants) declared he was willing to refign his employinent, in which he had 
officiated ever fince the year 1595, on account of his age. Accordingly, they 
oave him an honourable diſmiſſtion the 14th of December, and on the 20th of the 
ſame month, William de Bont, Profeſlor of Law, was {worn into his place, to the 
great ſorrow of the Remonſlrants, who conſidered him as an 1mplacable enemy of 
their cauſe, and one who would leave nothing unattempted for tormenting them, 
by diſturbing their Meetings, and extorting ines, 

I could not well omit what I am now going to relate, namely, the fequel of miſ- 
fortunes and diſaſters which befel the family of the O!/d-nbarnevelts; the rather, be- 
cauſe the Conrraremonſtrants dated their happineſs from the ruin of that houſe, as the 
Remonſtrants on the other hand did their misfortunes ; upon which account it cannot be 
reputed as foreign to our eccleſiaſtical matters, fince 1t contributed 1n {oime. meaſure 
Th: Heers VE tg the promoting the ſeverities uſed againſt the latter of thoſe parties.

© wiſe order and determine.” The Lords of the Committee, who were preſent at 
the taking of this reſolution, were the Heers Van Duvenvorde, Vander Burgh of 
Dort, Meinderts of Harlem, Van Santen of Delfr, Brookhoven of Leyden, Witſen 
of Amſterdam, Flak of Gouda, and Bowman of ——2tRxSE<h>. Theſe ordered the Secre- 
tary Duik to conform himſelf to this refolution in ſummoning the Nobles, the Heer 
Van Duvenvorde undertaking and engaging to caule the faid reſolution to be ap- 
proved by the majority of them. 2? The Heer Yan Venehuſen (fon of Yonker 
Lancelot van Brederode, who was beheaded by the Spaniards after the ſiege of Har- 
lem in the year 1572.) Lord of Weſenberg, and Prelident of the Supreme Council, 
had married Adriana van Oldenbarnevelt, who died in the year 1501, and was Daugh- 
ter of the Advocate who was beheaded : 'The Heer Vander Myle, Son of the Heer 
Vander Myle, in his life-time Prefident of the Court of Holand, was married to 
Mary van Oldenbarnevelt, a Daughter likewiſe of the aforeſaid Advocate. 
On the 25th of the month, the Nobles of Holand and Weſt- Frieſland aſſembled 
at the Hague, after previous Summons. There appeared the Heers of Brederode, 
Mattheneſſe, Duvenvorde, Nontwick, Aſperen, Benthuſen, Schagen, Warmond, Sweet - 
en, Bookhorſt, Raphorſt, Marquette and Arſen Somerſdygke, The two laſt, Daniel de 
Hartain, Lord of Marquette, and Francis van Arſzn, Lord of Somerſdyke, were 
foreigners by birth, but upon their petition to the States of Holland, they had been 
naturalized, and afterwards called to the Meeting of the (aid States, to a& there in 
the ſame capacity as the reſt. Both of them were accounted violent enemies of the 
Advocate, and all who belonged to him. The Heers Opdam and Kronenburg were 
abſent, the former being hindered by ſickneſs. Ihe Heer Duvenvorde made the fol- 
lowing propoſition at this Meeting: 2 © Foraſmuch as the Heer Vander Myle, by 
* his departure without leave, and his tranſactions in foreign parts, has given juſt 
* cauſe to their High Mightineſſes the States-General to ſuſpend him from his place 
* or fſefhion in the Council of State, till he has cleared himſelf on that account; and 
* whereas he 1s ſo ſtrictly united to the intereſts of the late Mr. John van Oldenbar- 
* nevelt, by his alliance with the Family of that perſon, which induced the Lords of 
* the Committee to make ſ{cruple of ſummoning him to their Aſſembly; and whereas 
* alſo the Heer YVenehuſen, who 1s united by the like cloſe alliance, and by other 
* intereſts to the ſaid family, which ought indeed ro have admoniſhed and perſwaded 
* him not to deprive the Aflembly of their freedom of deliberation, by his unſeaſon.. 
able appearing among them, has declined withdrawing himſelf from thence, 
though delired to do it ; whereby not only great diſcontents have ariſen, but it may 
* likewiſe 
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© ſidered, whether 1t may not be proper that the Heers Van Venehuſen and Lan- 
* der Myle be both of them for a time left out of the ſummons of the Nobulity, till 
* it be again unanimoully reſolved (the aforeſaid cauſes ceaſing) to ſummon them 
* to the Aſſembly, with an exprels declaration of the ſaid Lords of the Committee. 
* that they do not intend thereby in any wiſe to intrench upon the rights of the No- 
* bility.” Accordingly, this affair being debated, it was reſolved in the firſt place, 
that thanks ſhould be returned to the Heer Van Duvenvuorde, for the care his Lord- 
ſhip had taken for preſerving the rights and fplendor of the Nobles ; and then it was 
declared by moſt of the Nobles, Thar zhe Heers Venehuſen and Vander Myle ought 
upon ſuch an occaſion to abſent themſelves of their own accord from the Aſſembly. But 
the Heers Van Mattheneſje, Van Benthuſen, and Van Schagen declared, That they 
ſaw no reaſon why thoſe two Noblemen ſhould be left out of the ſummons, at the pl-a- 
ſure of the Committee, The Heer Van Nortwick ſaid, * That the Heer Vander Myte 
- + ovght indeed to be excluded for a time; but as for the Heer Van Venebuſen, it was 
* {ufficient if he abſented himſelf only when any buſineſs (hould be treated of which 
* concerned the late Advocate.” The Heer Yan Warmond deſired time to conſider 
of it, as a matter of conſequence, and what ought to be maturely debated. How- 
ever, all the reſt declared, that no body had a right to concern himſelf with ſuch 
matters, beſides the Nobles themſelves only ; but being of opinion that there were 
good reaſons to paſs by thoſe Gentlemen without ſummoning, and that if ſuch a reſo- 
lution could be taken with unanimity, 1t would add greater weight to it, and give more 
content, the matter was agatn debated, and it wasagreed by moſt votes, That in re- 
* gard to the foregoing arguments, which appeared to be of moment, and for pre- 
« ſerving the rights of the Nobility 1nviolate, the Heers Van YVenebuſen and Vander 
s Myle ſhould not for the future, during a certain time, be ſummoned to the Afſem- 
< bly of the States, nor upon any other occafions relating to the Nobility, till the 
* aforeſaid reaſons ceaſing, 1t ſhould be agreed and reſolved by the unanimous votes 
* of the Nobles, to ſummon them again. The Heer Van Martheneſſe declared his ſub- 
miſhon to the majority, but the Heers Van Benthuſen and Warmond adhered to 
their firſt opinion. 'The Heers Van Aſperen and Marquette were deſired and impow- 
ered to communicate this reſolution to the aforeſaid Heers Yan Peneheuſen and Van- 
der Myle, in the moſt proper manner, and the Heer Duvenvords to caule it to be exe- 
cuted in the Committee of the States and elſewhere. 

It ſeem'd very ſtrange to ſome at this time, that the Heer Van Mattheneſſe, who 
was known to have been for a long time an open promoter of the caule of the Remon- 
ſirants, ſhould ſtill be continued, and not diſmiſſed from all concern 1n the publick 
affairs. But poſhibly the eminent ſervices which he had done his Country, and the 
credit of his Friends were the occaſion of this : It might likewiſe ſeem ſufficient, that 
his hands were tied by the ſuperior number of the reſt of the Nobility, who either 
really differed from him in their judgment, or elſe accommodated themſelves to the 
times, fo that he had not thepower of doing any thing for thoſe whoſe ruin he en- 
deavoured to prevent, 

Two days after the reſolution formed in prejudice of the Heers Van Venebuſen and 
Vander Myle, it was likewiſe agreed by the Lords of the Committee to propoſe to 
his Excellency the Prince of Orange, whether Lieutenant Houtveſter, fon of the late 
Advocate Oldenbarnevelt, ought not to be difmiſfed from his office, and another bet- 
ter qualify'd perſon advanced to his poſt, This was accordingly done by the Heers 
Van Santen and Dullard ;, to whom the Prince replied, that he would conſider of the 
matter, 

A few days after a letter was ſent from the States-General to the fupreme Court 
of Holland, bearing date the 11th of November, requiring them to take care that 
the Placards againſt Priming and Publiſhing Books, without a previous ſuperviſing and 
licenſe, might be ſtrifly put in execution. And the ſaid Court gave immediate di- 
recions for promulgating the aforeſaid Placards anew. | 

About this time endeavours were uſed by ſome people in the Hague to introduce 
Bogerman, one of the Miniſters of Leeuwarden, and late Preſident of the National 
Synod at Dort, into the Miniſtry there; and the matter was carried fo far, that = 
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Ax?Dow.the 11th of November, fome of the Conliltory of the Hague waited on the Lords 


of the Committee, and prayed that the ſaid Bogerman might be appointed a fifth 
Preacher, and favourable directions given. for that purpoſe, But the Committee an- 
{wered, that they would conſider of it, and deſired them not to proceed to a Call 
till further order ; adding, that in the mean time they would confult his Excellency 
about that affair, which did not prefs. What was done afterwards does not appear : 
but it is probable, that ſince the Call did not proceed, it was judged improper, and 
{o the delign was dropped. 

Hitherto nothing had been done againſt the Remonſ/trants at Gouda , for which 
reaſon his Excellency the Prince of Orange ſignified to the Lords of the Committee, 
in the month of December, that the Schepens of that Llown behaved themſelves 
very ll, not only by promoting diſcord and ſeparate meetings, but alſo by refuſing 
to put the laws in execution. Lhe Committee took this matter into their conſidera- 
tion on the 25th of the ſaid month, and declared, that in conſequence of the autho- 
rity formerly given to the Prince and them by the States, this affair ſhould be ex- 
pedited in ſuch a manner as was moſt for the publick tranquillity, and the peace of 
the Town. Upon which the direQion of the whole buſinets being left to his Excel- 
lency, Count Erneſt Caſimir of Naſſaw, the Preſident Krombonr, and the Counſellor 
Peter Kowenburs van Beloys were ſent to Gouda, with full power from the Prince 
and Lords of the Commitree. Theſe Gentlemen being come to Gouda, cauſed the 
Senate to meet in the Stadthouſe, on the Zoth of December, where they imparted 
to them their Commiſhion for changing the Magiſtrates of the faid Town. Afﬀeer 
which they ſent for every one of them ſingly to the Inn where they lodged, and dil- 
charged them from their ofhices, and among them the ſeven Schepens. Thus we 
find this change related in ſome of the Memoirs of thoſe times ; but the Heer John 
Adrianſon de Yong, Son-in-law of the late Burgomaſter de Lang, and one of the 
Schepens, has told me himſelf, that Count Erneſt and the other Gentlemen ſent 
for the Schepens to their Inn, cauſed them to come 1nto a room where lay ſome iron 
chains or ſhackles ( probably in order to terrify them, ) and there diſcharged them all 
from their oaths : That in the mean while the Soldiers were drawn out upon the 
Market-place and about the Stadthouſe ; and that the Burghers running thither from 


| all parts, began to murmur, inſomuch that high words paſt between them and the Sol- 


diers, and the Officers were forced to command, and drive their men back with blows, 
to keep them from falling upon the Burghers, ſome of whom cry'd out aloud, Theſe 
Rogues are come t1 turn out our Magiſtrates : He added, that the atoreſ11d Schepens told 
the Count, We are ſatisfied indeed that your Lordſhip does nothing without orders 
and inſtruftions ; but however we beg the favour of ſeeing them : And we the more 
inſiſt upon it, becauſe his Excellency the Prince promiſed us, at the time of the laſt 
change, that we ſhould never ſee the like proceedings again, Upon this the Count 
ſcemed to be a little embaraſſed, whether it was that he could produce no writ- 
ten orders, or that he did not think fit to ſhow them. But the Counſellor Krombour 
made the following reply : There might be ſome reaſon in what you ſay, if there had 
been none ſent but a Meſſenger and Chamber-keeper ;, but the caſe is different now his 
Lordihip is here himſelf. The Schepens anſwered, We know well enough that this 
1s bis Lordſhip, Count Erneſt ; bus we cannst tell what commiſſion he has, unleſs we 
ſee ir. But the Count, without taking any further notice of what was faid, went 
away with his company diredaly to the Stadthouſe, in order to chooſe new Magi- 
{trates, leaving the depoſed Schepens at the Inn, and telling them, as he went away, 
That as Gentlemen who had greater influence than the meaner citizens, he hoped they 
would do their beſt to keep the town in peace. My friend told me further, that when the 
depoſed Magiſtrates returned home, the Burghers, as they paſt through the crowd, 
ſhewed them great reſpe&, without ſo much as ſtirring their hats to their new Go- 
vernours, or even to Count Erneft, or the Counſellors Krombout and Kowenburgh - 
So general was their diſcontent at the Change; for thoſe new Magiſtrates were 
looked upon as rigid Contraremonſtrants , and 1t was apprehended they would put 
in execution, with the utmoſt ſeverity, all the Placards made againſt the Remon- 
{lrants, as indeed it afterwards came to paſs. Seven and twenty of the old Council 
were admitted into their offices again, and thirteen remained quite excluded ; amony 
whom were two of the new ones, whom the Prince had put in the laſt year, and 
the feven Schepens, who had been ſo favourable to the Remon/{rants. The Burgo- 

4 maſters, 
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Me Gilbert Albertſon and Fohn Flak, who according to the cuſtom of this Ax* Do. M- 
town, Were to continue two years in their office, were diſcharged the tame day, tho' 1519. 
they retained their places 1n the Council. EO RE 

After all theſe changes were made, Count Erneſt required the whole Magiſtracy 
to promiſe, That fo? the future they would never admit into vacant offices, any 
but fuch as they knew to be affected to the true chiſttan religton : And accord- 
ingly ſuch a promiſe was formally made. Thus happened the ſecond Revolution at 
Gouda, to which Grorins ſeems to allude, by ſaying, © That it appeared very 
. ſtrange to ſome people, and a thing of the utmoſt conſequence, that after the 
« General Revolution there {hould be particular and extraordinary changes in ſeveral 
« places, and Magiltrates appointed who had never been put in nomination, to the 
* manifelt contempt of the privileges of the lubjeR. 

About this time Paſchier de Fyne, one of the Revonſirans Miniſters, paſt the winter 
at Gouda, preaching to thoſe of his perſwaſton in little allemblies, and at ſeveral 
houſes. Happeninz to preach one day at a certain houſe, near one of the City 
Gates, and being diſturbed, he ventured to preach at the Gate, where a great num- 
ber of people of all forts were Tot together, and where a Pſalm was fung without 
any diſturbance. Afterwards, there being a zrcat froſt, he preached upon the ice, 
without the Lown, by day, ſtanding upon a ledge, with a horſe to draw it. 
Among his auditors, who were very numerous, it was obſerved there were ſeveral 
Soldiers. When Sermon was ended, he ordered a P/aim to be ſung ; and while the 
people were (inging, he rid away in the fledge. Such who favoured him moſt, fol- 
lowed him upon Scates quite to Waddinxvenc ; the reſt ſtayed, and ſung out the 
Pſalm. Upon this occaſion the Remonſtrants of Gouda were wont tv call him the 
little Ice-bird, when they talked of him, and were minded to conceal his name. 

In the mean while the Remon/trant Miniſters endeavoured to ſerve their churches Writings pub- 
not only by preaching, but likewiſe by publiſhing ſeveral books adapted to their pre- In: 
ſent circumſtances, to the defence and juſtification of their dodArines and condud ; 
as alſo to the refutation of the notions of the Contraremon/trants, and the Canons of 
the Synod of Dorr. Beſides the Vale, the Conſolation of the Remonitrant churches 
upon the baniſhment of their Paſtors, and the Letter to the Community of Utrecht, 
which have been mentioned above, the following pieces were ublithed' about this 
time; to wit, The unjuſt Cruelties of the Synod of Dort, and of thoſe who managed 
matters again be Remonltrants ; with 2 ſport Warning not to be over baſly in judg- 
ing of the opinions of thoſe people, or of what paſt in the Synod to their prejudice, 
without ſeeing their writings, which were ſhortly to be publiſhed, After this came out 
the Antidote, and further Explanation of the proper opinion of the National Synod 
which met at Dort, for che information of thoſe who might happen to read their 
Canons; tending chicfly to prove, that the Synodical Canons wanted a ſolid founda- 
tion, and, according to the opinion of the Remon/trants, were {tutfed with manifold 
ambiguities or equivocations. 'Theſe two books, which were compoled by Epiſco- 
pins, were afterwards publiſhed in ' Latzn, and the firſt of them in French. Be- 
fides theſe, there appeared reaſons for no? bolding any ſpiritual communion with the 
Contraremonſtrants of the Low-Countries, or joyning with them in the external afts 
of religion. This was the work of Uitenbogart, As alſo, An account of the Re- 
monſtrants a//embling togetber ;, or ſeveral reaſons why the people of that perſwaſion 
ought not to quit che ſeparate meetings, This was wilitten by Nicolas Grevink- 
bovius, There was alſo publiſhed, A ſhort Expoſition of the Five Points ;, and, 4 
Prayer to God in behalf of the afflicted and oppreſſed Churches in the United Pro- 
vinces, Laſtly, 4 Chriſtian Exhortation of the faithful Paſtors then in exile, to 
their diſtreſſed Flocks., Theſe and ſeveral other treatiſes and exhortations to perſe- 
verance, were, in thuſe times, but without the names of the Author or Printer, 
privately brought to the Preſs, and afterwards publiſhed, fold and diſtributed, not- 
withſtanding the danger of the times, the penalties ſet upon the like books by the 
Placards, and the ſtri& inquiries of ſome of the Scouts, which were ſometimes but 
too ſucceſsful. 

We find in the Poſtſcript of the Antidote, that the reaſons of its being publiſhed 
fo late were, becauſe it fell into wrong hands by miſtake, and becauſe the ſevere 
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An Dow. 1Nquiiition of Mother Salem ( by which was meant Amſterdam ) had in a manner 
i619, quite ſtifled it. Nicolas beeſikens, a Printer in that City, was taken up in the be- 
SM. 21nning of September for printing the ſaid book. The Scout ſeized upon two of the 
ſheets, with the ſignatures C and D; the two preceeding ones, A and B, havins 
been timely removed. One of the Schepens endeavoured to make him own, at his 
examination, that Rem Biſhop had brought the book to him, or at leaſt, that he had 
undertaken for the charge of printing : But the Printer profeſt that he was not at all 
concerned in it. Herenpon he was condemned by the Schepens, on the 18th of 
Ofober, to pay a fine of rwo hundred Gilders, beſides the coſts of his impriſon- 

ment and tryal. 

Before this, vis. about the time that the Canons of Dyrc were publiſhed, there 
appeared the book, called the Predeſtinated Thief, of which Henry Slatins was 
ſuppoſed to be the Author, This Ira was, as ſome judged, a witty Satire, 
which ſeverely handled the Contraremonſtrant dotrine about Predeſtination, as an 
error which laid a foundation for the perpetrating and perſiſting 1n all forts of im- 
picty : But thoſe: of the Clergy, who applied it to themnfelves, looked upon it as 4 
malicious calumny, which repreſented their opinions In too odious colours, and load- 
cd them with conſequences, which they did not admit of, 

The Þrifeſiy On the other (ide, the Profeſſor Daniel Heinſins, publithed a certain Homily,

nes Sermon, or Differtation, which he pronounced in the Acadeiny of Leyden on the 
ed Ele. text of St. Jbn, ch. xvij. v. 9. in which he treated about Elecrzon, andthe doarine 
(tion. of the Five controverted Points depending on it. It 1s affirmed by ſome, thar he 
pronounced It in the preſence of the Engliſh Ambaſtadour, Carlton, without once 
deſiring the company of the Heers Marthene/ſe and Vander Myle, whom he for- 
merly adored as gods (cfpecially the latter) and always invited to his publick Ora- 
tions ; being very ſenfible, that his manner of treating that ſubje& would not be 
grateful to them. He dedicated this little 'Tra&t, of which he did not print above 
forty or fifty copies, to the Lords the States-General. preſenting 1t to none but the 
Members of the ſaid States, and ſome of his ſ{tanch Friends, but not ſuffering it to 
be made more publick. » The learned Parlus Sarpins Servira ( commonly called 
Father Paul) fo renowned for his Hiſtory of the Counal of Trent, to whom alfo 
he ſent a copy, extolled it highly, { he b:ing of the opinion of the Dominicans in the 
bulineſs of Predeſtination) and declared, that he tound by his reading 1t, that the 
Author was well verſed in Theological matters. But one of the moſt learned 
among the Remonſtrants, who likewiſe got a (13ht of this book, expretfes his aſtoniſh- 
ment at the Author's mean and improper handling of his ſubject, aſluring us, * Thar 
© he did not fo much follow his reaſon and judgment as his patſhzons : That he often 
* repeated the ſame thing, only varying the expreſiions : I hat his ſtile was obſcure 
* and perplext : 'That he frequently wandered from Jus rext; and as often, with 1 
* poetical liberty and boldneſs, wreſted the holy Scriptures to his own private and 
* odd fancy, juſt as if he was handling the Fables of Owd: That he was guilty 
* of divers notorious miſtakes in treating upon his ſfubjea, and often wronged, or 

* miſrepreſented the Remonſtrants. 2 
In the Epiſtle dedicatory to the States, Heinfrus had faid among other things, 
That he had been all his lite-time a ſtrict lover of piety. Vpon which our Remon- 
ftrant aſked him, Whether it was an argument of virtue and piety to write ſuch 
verſes as the moſt impudent Bawd would hardly preſume to utter £ Or, whether it 
was Pirty io defame bis Collegues with verſes and prefaces dipped in gall 2 Or, 
whether it was Piety ts /it and drink bumpers with bis friend Baudius, and ſpend 
whole days ſotting in a Tavern s Or, whether he eſteemed ir an at of JItety :9 
take away the good name of thoſe Gentlemen, without whoſe aſſiflance he muſt have 
ſtarved ; or to ſhun the converſation of thoſe, whoſe Table and Kitchen he formerly 
thought bis greateſt happineſs. But perhaps, continued the fame Author, he might 
have loved Jpiety at that time, tho he did not much pratiice it, But he that pre- 
tended to love good, and yer did evil, could not fail of being an il! man, It was 
ſſrange, he ſaid, that Heinlius ſhould aſſert in bis Dedication, that Fo? (everal years 
he had had a great reverence fo? the holy Scriptiires ; whereas ir was well knows 
how he was uſed ts treat of ſacred matters, whilſt in the ſame book he publiſhed one 
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Hymn to Bacchus, and another to Chrilt \ thus joyning ſacred things with profane, An"Do. 
heavenly with deviliſh, God with Baal, Our Remonſtrant having thus ſcanned his 1619; 
Homily, concludes, that Ambition had conceived it, Calumnly had furniſhed mat- —Y — 
ter, Jgn0ance had given it tozn, the Joer had poliſhed it, the ©:ato2 pronounced 
it, and Covetoulneſs inſcribed it to the States-General, 
To the end thar this little Fract of Heinfres (which at this time was not to h- 
found among the Bookſellers) might not be common, the States granted him a Li- 
cenſe or Privilege, whereby it was forbidden to any one to print or fell it without 
leave of the Author ; and accordingly ſeveral years paſt before it was fully known : 
but now 1t 18 to be found among his Orations. 
About the ſame time certain Miniſters, whom the National Synod had commiC- 
ſioned to reviſe the abridged Ads of their Seſltons, namely, the Profetlor Polyan- 
der, and the Miniſters, Lydins, Feſtus, Vogelins, and Hillenius, were zealoutly ex- 
erting themſelves in that aftair, which at length they brought to an end. Upon 
which, appearing at the Aſſembly of the States-General on the 22d of November, 
they preſented a Memorial and Petition, of the following tenour :

another later: From thence it proceeded, that your High Mightinefl:s humble $:ater- Gere 

Servants met firſt at Amſterdam (that being the moſt corvenient place for many ** 
« of the Brethren) where they ſet about comparing the Hi/torical Relation with the 
« Journal and other authentick pieces of the Synod. 
* This work was then finiſhed ; but ſince D. Jobannes Bogermannus, the late 
Prefident of the aforeſaid National Synod, was not able to appear at the Meetins, 
on account of ſeveral impediments; and fince this affair required to be done wit! 
common conſent and ſubſcription, 1t was therefore thought proper to diſpatch a 
Member of our Body to the fad D. Bogermannus, in order to communicate what 
had been done to his Reverence, and to bring back his Animwadverſions and O\je- 
&ions (in caſe he made any) to the next Seſſion appointed here on the 5th inſtanr, 
to the end that they might be maturely conſidered ; which being done, we your 
High Mightineſles humble Servants immediately took care that a fair copy thereof 
ſhould be made, in order to be preſented to your Lordſhips; as alſo another, to 
© be laid up 1n the Archives of the Synod, for the uſe of the Church. 

* But the Brethren found to their ſorrow, that the tranſcribing took up much 
* more time than they could have wiſhed, Wherefore, to leſſen the expence, and 

to avoid being longer abſent from their churches, they thought tit to appoint 2 
{maller number of their body, who might wait upon your High Mightinelles 
with the pieces, when prepared ; to wit, the Journal of all that was tranſacted 
in the National Synod, which was there read and corrected ; as hkewiſe the H:- 
« ſtorical Relation of all that was diſcuſt in the ſaid Synud, in the preſence of the 
« Foreign Divines, together with the ſeveral pieces thereto belonging ; as we do 
* hereby preſent the ſame, hoping that our labours will be agreeable tro your Hip!: 
« Mightineſles. 

* And we beſeech your High MightinelJes, that the ſaid Hiſtorical Relation may, 
© 25 were the Canons, be forthwith publiſhed ; it being whar the whole National 
* Synod has thought proper, and what the whole world longs for ; beſides, both 
«* our friends and enemies will be diſguſted, in caſe the tranſaRions relating to the 
* Remonſlrants be not publiſhed, and will be ealily induced to fuſpet, that we arc 
* 2thamed of our proceedings againſt them : Our enemies at leaſt will probably 
« have a more plauſible pretence to flander us for ſuppreſiing, than for publiſhing 
* our Acts. 

« Moreover, if we ſhould forbear to do it, the Remonſtrants may lay hold of the 
* opportunity, and by publithing their writinge, prepoilefs the minds of the pzople : 
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A »* Do w. * which will occaſion us no little trouble to purge and clear ourlelves from all the 
1619. * calumnies and falſities with which they, getting the ſtart, will endeavour to load

« Laſtly, we humbly pray your High Mightineſles to give dire&tions where, and

The Commiſſtoners or Deputies having accordingly peruſed the Hiſtorical Rela- 
thoſe AS. t5on of the Acsof the National Synod, reported to the States, on the 23th, that it would 
be proper, That ſome harſh expreſſions inthe Preface ſhould be mollified ; that the Letters 
of the Foreigners ſhould be inſerted, and that the whole ſhould be figned by the States as 
The Reſolution well as by the Clergy.

ton thereupon. ut them into a better form and ſtile, to the end that having heard the report of their 
performance, their Lordſhips might come to ſuch a reſolution thereupon, as ſhould be 
found moſt for the ſervice of the publick. Aﬀter all theſe deliberations, the Acts of 

the Synod were at laſt ſent to the Preſs. 
Soon after the Eccleſiaſtical Reviſers of thoſe abridged Ads had preſented their 
Memorial to the States: General, the Deputies of the South, and North-Holland 
Synods, appeared 1n the Aflembly of the States of their Province, to whom they

* of Popery.. They prayed a ſpeedy anſwer to all thefe matters, for avoiding fur- 
ther charges. Aﬀter ſome debate, the Committee were ordered to make a report of 
the buſineſs referred to them, touching the deprived M:niſters, and the Luther; 
As to the firſt head they made anſwer, that they had it itil] under conſideration ; and 


as to the ſecond, that they had writ to the Officer at Bodeprave, to proceed aganl?}

the Lutherans, As to the other points, the ſame Members of the States, who wer: © 
appointed to examine the Synodical Ads, were impowercd to conlider of them, with 
directions to report their opimon to the Aſſembly ; and the Memorialiſts were ac- 
quainted, that they needed not wait any longer. 


Aﬀter this, the States of Holland and Weſt-Freeſland, on the 18th of December, 


entered upon the conſideration of the Memorial of the South and North. Hyllzand 
Synods, and came to the following Reſolutions upon each of the Articles.

« As to the buſineſs of raiſing the Stipends of the Miniſters in the little Towns, 72, 2: of 
and in the open Country, it 1s reſolved, That fince an inquiry 1s ordered to be + 44 
made by the Lords of the Committee, the ſaid Lords ſhall be exhorted ſpeedily to 
make their report about 1t, to the end that the fame may be conſidered, and the 
States may proczed therein as they ſhall ſee fitting. 

* As for thoſe deprived Miniſters, who have ligned the Act of Submiſhon, it is 
reſolved, that they may reſide where they are, 1n cale they perform what has 
been promiſed. But in caſe they tranſgreſs the ſaid Ac, then (hall the Maziftrates 
of the reſpective places be impowered and required to cauſe them to depart, 1t they 
find it for the ſervice of the Community fo to do. And as for the difobedient, or 
uncomplying Miniſters, who have been baniſhed out of the United Provinces, and 
yet return privately, in order to preach and teach, the utmoſt diligence ſhall be 
uſed to diſcover and apprehend them, and a reward ſhall be offered to thoſe who 
can bring them to juſtice : For which purpoſe application ſhall be made to the 
Generality. 

«* As for the Papiſts, the Placards that have been made againſt them ſhall remain 
in force, and the Magiſtrates and Officers be required ſtrialy to put them in execu-

* As for the profanation of the Lord's day, the Officers (hall cauſe the Ordinances 
made about it in the reſpe&tive towns and places, to be obſerved : And where there 
have been none made, they ſhall make ſome on purpoſe ; and, during the time of 
divine ſervice at leaſt, they ſhall cauſe all plavs, ſports and diverfions to ceafe, 
which tend to divert the common people from hearing the word of God. 

« As for Schools and Schoolmaſters, it is thought neceſlary that ſome diſtin&tion 
be made; to wit, that the Maſters of the great and publick Schools thall be 
obliged, in conſequence of the Eccleſiaſtical Conſtitution agreed upon at Dor, 
and received and approved here, to ſubſcribe the promiſes required thereby, in the 
preſence, and by order of the Magiſtrates of the place to whom the direQion of 
Schools 1s underſtood to belong. 
© And as for the leſſer Schools, it is left to the diſcretion of the reſpe&ive Magt- 
ſtrates to do therein as they (hall ſee occaſion 5 only the Maſters thall be required 
not to uſe unedifying books, or ſuch as are contrary to the dottrines of the Re- 


formed Churches. 


© It is moreover reſolved, that the Members deputed from this Aftembly to the 
States- General, ſhall earneſtly preſs that the Eccleliaſtical Conſtitution, formed at 
Dorr, may be eſtabliſhed every where, as it ſhall be particularly in Holland and 
IWeſt-Freeſland ;, to the end that ſome certain rule of diſcipline may be fixed for 
the government of the Church. 

* As for the Hiſtory of Emanuel van Mzteren, the States are of opinion, that lince 
the man is dead, and his work was never received nor approved by the Govern- 
ment, it will not be proper for them to meddle with 1t, nor to put the Publick to 
the charge and expence of CorreQors ; but to leave it as they find 1t. 
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« As for the places where there are Church-wardens, who take no care to provide 


© the Church with Bibles for divine Service, nor with Bread and Wine for the cele- 


© bration of the Lord's-Supper ; as alſo where there are any Overſeers of the Poor 
< who with-hold or conceal any part of the Alms, and beſtow it upon Jeſuits, Prieſts, 
© or their Commiſtoners, the Lords of the Committee ſhall be authoriſed to enquire 
« of the Memorialiits where ſuch things are done ; and being inforined thereof,to give 
* orders for the preventing ſuch abules, and obliging them to refund the monies that 
* have been thus miſapplied. 

« As for the preaching of the Lutherans at Bodegrave, it is reſolved, That the 
< Officer of the faid place ſhall be writ to once again, and directed to uſe all fitting 
* and convenient means to hinder the exerciſe of their religion in that village ; and 
« told, that if he does not, he himſelf thall be puniſhed for contempt of orders. 

The States having likewiſe obſerved what was further hinted at in the Synodical 
AQsof Sowh and North- Holland, with reſpe&to the Right of Patronaze, the Mar- 
rying within the Degrees therein ſpecified, as particularly with two Siſters, or with 
the Wife or Widow of the Brother of a deceaſed Wife, or the like, it was reſolved, 
as to the fir{t caſe, © That the rights and cuſtoms of the Nobles and Towns ſhould 
© be continued, as was allowed by the Ecclefiaſtical Conſtitution ; and means ſhould 
« be uſed to cauſe the ſame to be obſerved in all the Provinces. 

« And as for the buſineſs of forbidden degrees of Matrimony, 'twas reſolved, 
© 'That ſince it was a matter belonging to the cognizance of the Civil Magiſtrate, the 
* Synods (ſhould not be allowed to meddle therewith, but that it ſhould be left to the 
< Government; and laſtly, that the reſt of the aRs of the ſaid Synods of Norch and 
* South-Holland, which met in the current year, ſhould not be received, but that 
© things ſhould remain in ſatu quo.” 

It may be obſerved from all thoſe reſolutions, which were ſolemnly taken by the 
Statcs of this Province, what lengths they went at that time,and what large ſteps were 
made for obliging the Clergy ; but yet, they could not be prevailed upon to receive 
and confirm all their Synodical Decrees. 

At the ſame Aſſembly of the States of Holand it was propoſed by the Deputies 
of Harlem, © Whether thoſe perſons who were admitted into the Magiltracy in the 
« towns, but eſpecially ſuch as governed inthe open country, ought not to be obliged 
© to take an oath to adhere to the true Chriſtian Religion, fo as was profeſſed in this 
* Province ; and whether the reſpeQive privileges ſhould not be interpreted or con- 
* ſ{trued accordingly 2 But 1 don't find that this propoſal had any effect. During 
this Aſſembly they likewiſe deliberated about regulating the Jews who had ſettled in 
this country, and enjoyed great privileges 3 but it was not thought proper to diſtin- 
ouiſh them by any mark or badge, which ſeems to have been thething propoſed : Yet 
leave was given to the 'Towns to oblige them to live all together, and even to ſhut 
them up apart, if they pleaſed ; and it was reſolved, that each of the Members of 
the States might make ſuch Orders and By-laws 1n relation to the {41d Jews, as they 
judged molt for their own ſervice, as thoſe of Amſterdam had already done. 

! [t was about this time that the Engliſh Amballador Carlton acquainted the States- 
General, that Uitenbogart had addreſled the Steur 17umbal, the King's Agent at Bru/- 
ſels, in order to obtain his recommendation to his Maſter in favour of him ; to the 
end that he might paſs over to England to juſtify himſelf before his Majeſty, with 
reſpet to what had been laid to his charge. Upon this, it was agreed by the ſaid 
States, on the 24th of December, that the Ambaſlador ſhould have the 'Thauks of 
their High Mightineſles for having communicated this matter ; and that he ſhould be 
deſired to beg of his Majeſty, That the requeſt of him the ſaid Uitenbogart might be 
rejefled, and at the ſame time to paint bim in his proper colours, It was thought fit 
in like manner to fignify the ſame to their own Miniſter at the Court of England, 
and to order him to ule his utmoſt diligence to the fame purpoſe. Carlton being 
applied to by the Heers Fyzb and Goch, promiſed to do his belt to keep Uitenbogars 
out of England. The old man having been afterwards informed of the requeſt the 
States had made to the Engliſh Ambaſlador, complained to his Friends, 1bat it ſeemed 
as if they had a mind to worry him out of the world, This encrealed the 
tediouſneſs of his exile and troubles, he not knowing which way to turn himſelf. 
It 
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It was on this account that he writ to one of his Friends, * That he could not ima- Ax'D om 
* gine what moved the States to this, but that he was ſure they were much miſtaken 161g. 
« in the opinion they had of him. He was, however, reſolved to bear all with W 
« patience, truſting that God would not ſuffer him to fall into the hands of his ene- 
© mies, but rather (hame and confound them 1f they perhiſted in their deligns againſt 
« him.” 
But the Remonſtrants found themſelves in no leſs diſtreſs within the Provinces. 
They complained, That they were not only attacked by the plagues of external di- 
{turbances, and many kinds of vexations, but by the cunning treachery of Spies, 
who, in many places ſpread their nets, in order to betray them to greedy 
Scouts and hungry Bailifts. One of the ſlieſt of this vile fort of creatures, who at Rmarkai/e 
this time walked undiſcovered among them, was one Zames van Hekke, a Fleming of ——_ 
the town of Ghant, This man leaving Flanders, had formerly ſettled himſelf at mer. 
Middleburg in Zeland, where he aQed under ſuch a matk of holineſs, that he was 
appointed a Viſitor of the Sick, Having by this means inſinuated himſelf into the 
200d opinion of many, he ran into debt with ſeveral honeſt people, and when he had 
borrowed all he could, weut off with his booty. Removing afterwards to Harlem, 
he paſſed for a good Catholick among the Papi/ts, and play'd his part fo cunningly, thar 
he got to be recommended by them to their friends in Flanders, who helped him to 
a place in the Cuſtom-Houſe, where he ſhowed his dexterity in prying into the ma- ( 
nageiment of the Duzch Merchants, and diſcovering their goods; but being himſelf 
diſcovered, and becoming too remarkable, he was diſcharged. He then engaged him- 
{elf in the ſervice of the Biſhop and Popiſh Clergy in Brabant and Flanders, whom 
he ſerved as a Spy to dete& and inform againſt the private meetings of the Prote- 
/tants; till at laſt, being likewiſe become uſeleſs in that deteſtable trade, he returned 
into theſe parts, juſt about the time of the late Revolution in the Government of 
Holland, He immediately endeavoured to make his advantage of this, pretending 
to ſtrange things, in relation to a diſcovery of the intelligence and correſpondence of 
the impriſoned Advocate with the Spaniſh party, by means of his acquaintance among 
the Brabanders : but though he was ſent into that country, and promiſed mountains, 
nothing came of it. This was followed by the Placard of the 3d of Fuly, which 
gave the half of the fine or penalty to the Informer; and private aſſurances were 
given of large rewards to thoſe who could diſcover and cauſe to be apprehended, any 
of the baniſhed Miniſters returning into the United Provinces. This he thought a 
lucky jun&ure for him; and he began to act his part fo well, and to accommodate 
himſelf fo dextroufly to the humour of ſome great men, that they gave him a ſecret 
commiſſon to ſpy the motions of the Remonſfrants, Then he began to travel about 
the country, and putting on all manner of ſhapes, he pretended fometimes to be of 
that party, and every where endeavoured to get into their favour, Lo ſome indeed 
he owned himſelf a Contraremon/trant, but pretending he had feveral ſcruples, he 
deſired to be more fully inſtructed, giving them hopes of his coming over to the Re- 
monſirant party, and bringing many more with him. Sometimes too he pretended 
to pity them extreamly, and to be much affeted with the ſeverities that were put 
upon them. He went to I/alwick, in order to find out what Miniſters reſided there, 
by whom they were daily viſited, what meaſures were concerted with them; to ob- 
ſerve their going out and coming 1n, and to penetrate 1nto their deſigns, and their cor- 
reſpondences with the people 1n the United Provinces ;, 1n all which he carried himn- 
ſelf ſo flily, that ſome of theſai1d Miniſters received him into their houſes, and recom- 
mended him as a very honeſt man, He had the policy to make uſe of other perſons 
to carry on his wicked purpoſes in his abſence, and by their means to obtain acceſs 
to thoſe whom he would inſnare. He had even the artto make ſome men ſubſervient 
to his purpoſes, even without their knowledge or intent. Some he engaged in his 
plots by ſmall preſents, or great promiſes, and by other tricks. He was ſerviceable 
to ſeveral Scouts in prejudice to the Remonſtrants, in order to earn his part of the 
fines, and to profit himſelf by his trade of a Spy. He miſcarried, however, in one 
of his moſt cunning projets at Leyden, where he endeavoured to betray the Miniſter 
Bernard Dwinglo into the hands of the new Scout, Maſter //7;2m de Bout, It is ſaid 
that this Officer had ſworn he would ger Dwinglo into his clutches within the ſpace of 
fourteen days; and he was very near making his words good : For Van Hexke giv- 
ing out that he was a rich Merchant of Harlem, who having been firſt a Contrare- 
monſiranr,

1619. ſpe& the former were I ow wrong, and deſired to be better informed, he brought 
SS matters fo far by the alli{tznce of one Margaret, the Wife of Chriſtopher Hallinps, A 
Weaver, whole Coulin he pretended to be, that on the 29th of December, Dwinglo 

WEE vrevailed upon to preach At o houſe about ſix of the clock that night. But be- 

fore the ſermon was half finiſhed, the Scout was diſcovered to be 1n the houſe ; up- 

on which the candles were put out immediately, and the Miniſter endeavoured to 

eſcape by the back-door. But Yan Heike keeping cloſe to him, ſtood in his way, 
prefling and thronging as It he were frightened, to give the Scout time to come for- 

ward and ſeize him, But inother perſon taking the doc or oft the hinges, and this wretch 

being no longer able to hinder wy the Miniſter got out, and by the help of a lad- 

der pafſed over the: wall of a houſe that came into another ſtreet : But that houle, 

and ajl the paſſages of the ne:ghbourhood were not only beſet with Soldiers, but 
atually in poſteſhion of Koller the Under-Scout, and his followers. They had bro- 

ken the door open without kriocking : , ſo that as ſoonas ever Dwinelo came in at the 
window, the Under Scout, with ſeveral Soldiers, met him upon the Stairs, thruſt- 

ingat him with their Pikes and Swords, to prevent his coming down. $So that find- 

ins he could not efcape that way, he got out of the Garret- window, and at Iaſt hid 

himſelf behind a chimney, at the top of the houſe, from whence he could hear and 

ſee during the ſpace of an hour and half, how they hunted after him, and ſearched 

all the neighbourhood to diſcover him. All his Hearers were noted down, excepting 

this Sham-Merchant, wizom the Scout pailed by as a ſtranger, as if the Placard had 

not concerned him. After this, to prevent all ſuſpicion with thoſe whom he had thus 
betrayed, he pretended to ule his Intereſt at the Hazue, to the end that ſuch who had 
been diſcovered w1ight not be fined ; and they would perhaps have believed him, if 

upon his taking a journey thither, there had not occured fometiing which gave them 
occalion to doubt of his integrity. But in the mean while, they had heard ſo much 

of him from Harlem, that at his return they told him plainly what they took him to 

be. However, having recourſe to his uſual artifices, he boldly dented the charge ; 

but was caught in fo many different ſtories, thar at laſt he was forced to return to 

Harlem with ſhame an confulton, to the great grief of his Creditors, to whom he 

had promiſed the payment of ſever; il hundred Gilders which he propoſed to have gained 

by the ſuccels of this wicked ftratagem. Some months afterwards, Yan Hekke laid 

new ainbuſcades for the Remon/trants. Some people whom he h il craftily excited, 

defired that a time might be appointed for a religious Meeting at Leyden, and that 

they might have notice of it twenty-four, or at leaſt twelve hours be fore- hand, lince 

they expected ſome friends froin the Hague, who were very delirous of hearing 1 
ſermon. The Remonflrants luſpecting a fnake in the grals, made as if they would 

comply with their requeſt in order to ſee the event. Ihe ttme was accordingly agreed 

upon : The friends, to the number of three or four, came from the Hagne, but tind- 

1Ng no appearance or preparation for a Meeting, diſcovered their uncafinels at the 
diſappointment, LIhey then declared their wan. þ aa of travelling through all the 
Towns, that they might viſit the Brethren every where, Two of them pretended 

they were Bakers, and the third appeared to be a Soldier. This encreaſcd the jeatou- 

ſy ; but the ſureſt evidence of the plot was, that Van Hektk-, with a compariſon ot 

his, was obſerved to go into the Scout's houſe the fame day, and that the Under- 

Scout was preſently ſerit for thither ; though underſtanding there was nothing to be 

done, they parted without proceeding further, The Spy having now loſt all credit, 

was look'd askew upon by thoſe who had ſet him to work. There likewile fell in- 

to the hands of the Remonſtrants a certain Petition to the Prince of Orange, drawn 
Hts Memretat DP 0 his name by a Scrivener, 1n which he ſays very uncautioullv, * Thar by virtue 
«nd Peritcm * Of a certain Commiſſion from his Excellency ani the Court of Holland he had re- 
5 Sara, paired to #77, alwick and other places where the Kenonſtrant Miniſters held their 
—=* © private Aſlemblies, 1n order to diſcover and give an account of their proceedings 
* and deſigns ; to which purpoſe he had made uſe of the ailiſtance of ſeveral other 
* perſons, and expended the {um of five hundred Gilders and upwards; whereas the 
* Heer Arombour the Preſident, whom he had always informed of his projects, 
* had furniſhed him with no more than one hundred and fifty Gilders ; ſo that he 
* was {till 1n arrear for all the reſt, Wherefore he humbly prayed, that his Excel- 
* lency would pleaſe to give directions for paying him. And foraſmuch as it was in 
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« his power to do yet further {ervice by the help of his ſaid arrears, but was not able AD o x. 
« todo It at his ownexpence ; he prayed likewiſe that care might be taken about the 
« ſame.” This Petition was ſome time after publiſhed by one of the Remon rants, 
with a Warning to the Miniſters and others of their perſwaſion, to be upon their 
puard azainſt this Spy ; deſcribing him as plainly as poſlible by his age, ſtature, 
features and cloaths, and giving an account of his tricks and ſtratagems. They 
heard afterwards, that he was diſcharged by the Court as a uſeleſs fellow, In this 
Warning, which was writ by Dwinglo, though he concealed his name, it was hinted 
that there were more ſuch Spies lurking up and down the country, whom he hoped 
ſhortly to be able to give an account of. 

Whilſt the Remonſtrants found themſelves in ſuch diſtreſs, and encompaſſed with 
ſo many ditfculties and dangers on account of their holding forbidden meetings, 
through the ſnares and ambulhes which were laid for them, an4 the ſurpriſes of Þ..;- 
liffs and Scouts, ſome people, who had no leſs averſion to the doQrines and pro- 
ceedings of the Contraremonſtrants, were for introducinganother method, by which 
they propoſed more edihcation, and leſs danger to themſelves and others, From 
hence there aroſe in a ſhort time, a new Set, which is ſtill ſubliſting, under the 
name of the Prophets, or Rhynsburgers ;, the origin< and progreſs of which in Holland 
is now to be accounted for. 

In giving a compleat relation of this affair, I [hall not be able to confine it within A» Account of 
the limits of this year, bur muſt extend it a little further, making uſe, for the moſt - 5/40 | 
part, of the Memoirs of Paſchier de Fyne, a Remonſlrant Miniſter of good credit. v8 of "hong 
This Gentleman was an eye and ear-witneſs of matters, and begins his Hiſtory aſter Þurgers, Col- 
the following manner : * | ſhall treat fo ſincerely about the rife of this SeR, as to be "ao i 
< able to call God to witneſs, That I write nothing but what I my ſelf have ſeen or 
© heard, or certainly know to be truz. It I happen to err with reſpe& to any of the 
© circumſtances, it ſhall not be with deltgn. 

Ar Warmond near Leyden, upon the ſuſpenſion and deprivation of the Miniſter 
Chriſtian Sopingius, the Remonſtrants had ſeveral times held their religious Meet- 
ing in an Orchard, both before and after the publication of the Placard, whither 
alſo the people of that perſuaſion in Leyden were wont to repair, as was ſhown above : 
but the diſturbance that enſued, vitibly cooled the zeal of many, being territied 
with the penalties contained in the Placard. Neither could ſuch regulations be made 
at the beginning, whilſt the exiled Preachers were diſperſed in ſeveral places, as 
that the churches which defired it ſhould enjoy the benetir of divine ſervice every 
Sunday. This made ſeveral of the Members at Warmond uneaſy, who thus found 
themſelves deprived of the edifying labours of their Miniſters, In this ſtate of af- 
fairs it was propoſed to ſome of the Remon/irant Members of that place, * Whether 7 Propo/a 
« it were not adviſeable to meet ſometimes, in order to edify one another with the 294 2 ſome 
© truth, which was according to godlineſs, without the help of a Miniſter. "Twas Ys. 

* further propoſed, that one of their number ſhould read 4 chapter or two out of monſtranc 

* the Bible, and pray in the Aſſembly. Alſo, that if any perſon had any thing to cath 
« offer by way of exhortation, inſtruion or edification of others, he ſhould be 

* free to do it. To this, they who propoſed it, offered to contribute according to 

© their abilities. By this means they thought they ſhould not only be able to edif 

© each other, and keep the people together, but likewiſe ro ſecure the Miniſters 

* from many dangers, and deliver themſelves from diſturbances, and from the penal- 

« ties of the Placards.” This propoſition was immediately approved by thoſe of 
Warmond, as very uſeful in the ill poſture of their affairs, and was as ſoon put in 
execution. The chief of thoſe who adviſed this method and promoted it, were three 7» Brothers, 
brothers, Fohn, Adrian and Gilbert vander Kodde, Brothers to Guilielmus Coddeus, bn (a 
formerly Profeſſor of the Hebrew Tongue at Leyden; all which Brothers were good Gilbert Vans

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Ax*Dou. for having raiſed up ſuch perſons, who, upon the expulſion of their Paſtors, were 
1619. both able and willing to edify their Bretheren. None of the Remon/trants believed 
WYWMW a this time, that the aforeſaid three Brothers had any other views than what they dif- 
cloſed at the beginning; much leſs, that (rejeaing the method of preaching, as it 

had till then been praiſed among Chriſtians) they would endeavour to introduce 

this method as a neceſſary means of edification, or that they had formed any deſign 

among themſelves to eſtabliſh a new manner of celebrating the Sacraments of the 

Lord's Supper and Baptiſm, Nay, Paſchier de Fyne tells us in h1s Relation, That he 

did not believe that two of theſe Brothers, namely Zobn and Aarian, ever imagin- 

ed at firſt, that what they propoſed would have been carried fo far as it was after- 

wards, even in their life-time ; and that he had heard Adrian vander Kodde him- 

ſelf fay, That ſome, and even his own brother Gilbert, carried matters too far. But 

thus it often happens, and things ſeldom ſtop at beginnings, but almoſt always ex- 

ceed their intended bounds. Nor was It long before people began to ſuſpe& that 

The ſigning of there was more in the wind than was at firſt belteved. That Sopingius, the Pa-

moring thoſy 112 the Beruw, was what ſhocked and ſcandalized fome of the Members, and gave 

Afembliesr» opportunity to thoſe who endeavoured to form Meetings without Miniſters, to puſh 
on their defigns. Some think that this happened in Zuly, foon after. the promulga- 
tion of the Placard. But it is certain that Sypingizs being cited, together with other 
Miniſters, to appear before the Committee of the States, on the toth of Seprember, 
in order to fien the A of Silence, did not attend them, and that thereupon he, and 
others who refuſed, were once more ſolemnly cited, and on {lighting the citation, 
were baniſhed, as 13 faid above; ſo that his ſubſcribing muſt have happened later. 
And conſequently it ought not to be reckoned among the caules of the ſaid Aﬀſem- 
blies without Miniſters, in caſe they begun preſently after the firſt Placard, but 
only as ſomething which gave an occaſion of promoting them. 

Afterwards came out that rigorous Placard (to be mentioned 1n its proper place) 
by which the exiled Miniſters were forbidden to return into theſe Provinces, on pain 
of perpetual impriſonment; and a great ſum of money was offered as a reward to ſuch 
as could apprehend them, and the like mul or tine fet upon thoſe who ſhould pre- 
ſume to harbour or conceal them. It was then believed that none of them would 
be ſo bold as to venture home again. But when they, nevertheleſs, without valuing 
the danger, came back privately to ſerve the Churches which delired it by their Let- 
ters to the DireQors of the Brotherhood at Antwerp, it ſoon appeared what was the 
deſign of ſome of thoſe who held their Meetings without Miniſters. It fo hap-

bert vander © Who received and concealed him, into the like dangers, without the leaſt neceſſity. 
Kodde. © No body, he ſaid, could hear him preach without incurring ſevere penalties ; whereas 
| « there were other and ſafer methods of edifying the people.” Then he gave him 
an account of the method which had been already ufed at Warmond ; and lubjoyned, 
If you would take my advice, it ould be to go and learn ſome good trade, The Mi- 
niſter hearing ſuch language at the very firſt place to which he was ſent to. preach, 
and from an Elder too, who was formerly fo zealous a defender of the cauſe of the 
Remonſtrants, loſt all courage immediately ; and faid to the Miſter of the houſsz, 
who harboured him, * I have never been a burden to any man, neither will I be {a 
* now 1n this place, My coming hither was by order of the Dire&tors, and out of 
* love for this Church, with deſign to preach the truth ; otherwiſe I ſhould not 
* have been ſo raſh as to have run the riſque of a perpetual impriſonment, Since 


therefore 
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© therefore Gilbert vander Kodde has given me ſuch a [trange and harſh reception, 1 A n* Do u, 
« will take my leave of you.” Accordingly he went his way re infefa, and with- 1619. 
out once preaching at Warmond, But in the mean while a rumour was ſpread amony 
the people, that one of the baniſhed Miniſters was come to their town to miniſter 

to thei, and every one ſhowed his eagerneſs to hear him, All aſked who he was, 

and where ? But when they were informed of his ſudden departure, and the rea- 

ſon of it, this occationed much uneafineſs. Some of the Remonſtrants being maſters 

of families, declared, * That it did not belong to Gilhere vander Kodde to diſmils 

* the Miniſter : that having heard how Miniſters were returned to other places, they 

* were deſirous to have one at Warmond too : That they who durſt not hear him 

« for fear of the penalties, might ſtay away ; there were enough who did not value 

* the danger, and would run the hazard.” But Gilherr, upon this occalion, began vpn the De- 
to ſhow himſelf, and openly to maintain, that it was both needleſs and dangerous forf97we 

a Miniſter to come among them, at his own and others peril, in order to inſtruc Gilbert more 
the people ; whereas the people could teach and inſtru& one another, without atten 
prehending any miſchief. He laboured to create an averſion in the people, not only jgs. © 
to the hearing Sermons, but alſo to the perſons of the Miniſters themſelves, who, 

as he would make them believe, endeavoured to live in idlene(s by the ſweat of the 
Community. ; 

Some time after this, another Miniſter, named Walter van Warder, who had Walter van 
formerly officiated at Newkope, was likewiſe ſent to Warmond. This man began Onda " 
preach, and the people ſhowed an inclination to hear more from him ; but Gilbert Warmons 
vander Kodde abſented himſelf ; and being aſked why he did not come to the Meet- 
ing? he anſwered, © I do not approve of one man's ſtanding to preach and prate 
* what he pleaſes, when another, as well gifted as he, and who 1s preſent at the 
* ſame time, cannot be allowed to put in a word His Brother Fon, the above- 
mentioned Tonis Corneliſon, and others whom Gilbert had brought over to his opi- 7-a»ſa%7on, 
nion, ſpoke the ſame language. The Miniſter hearing of this, was inclined to © Sous 7 Tn

tify them, and (without conſulting with any of the other Brethren at Warmond ) 
ſaid, Is this the reaſon why they don't come to my Sermons £ Let them come freely, 
and let them ſpeak, if they have any thing to ſay, This was preſently communi- 
cated to Gilbert and his friends, who deſired that Walter, at the concluſion of his 
Sermon, ſhould fay to the congregation, If there be any body in this Aſſembly that 
has a mind to offer a word of exhorcation to the people, let bim ſpeak, Walter con- 
ſented, and promiſed he would repeat thoſe words as ſoon as he had done preaching, 
On the other hand the Koddens, and all their party, promiſed to come to the meet- 
ing : Bur before that time came, the Miniſter was attacked by fome of the chief of 
his Congregation on account of the ſtrange promiſe he had lately made, they al- 
ledging that he had gone too far, and he alerting that there was no inconvenience in 
the matter. Let them ſpeak too, (aid he, we ſhall then know what they can ſay. 
But he was anſwered by them 1n the following manner : * Dear Sir, you do not yet 
* know this Gzlberr aright ; neither are you ſo ſenſible as we are, what he and his 
« party mean by ſpeaking to the people. But though they ſhould mean never ſo 

well by their ſpeaking ; nay, tho* what they have to ſay were never fo good and 
edifying to the people, yet in our opinion, every thing ought to be done with or- 
der and decency, efpectally at ſuch a junQure as this. Should we here in War- 
mond only, endeavour to introduce ſuch methods as are praQifed in no other 
church among the Remon/trants £ We don't think it proper, by any means, to 
ſet ſuch a thing on foot here, without firſt conſulting the DireCtors of our frater- 
* nity. If they are deſirous for this once to fay any thing after divine ſervice 13 

ended, we will hear them patiently, But we cannot conſent you thould thus 
* give an invitation to others to ſpeak at the end of every Sermon.” The Miniſter 
was much affected with this diſcourſe : He eafily perceived that he had too rafhly 
engaged his word and that as he had no power to preach there, but only becaule 
he had been deſired by the people, he could not eſtabliſh a new and uncommon 
method among them, of his own head, and not only without, but contrary to the 
will of the principal Members. Wherefore judging it beſt to retract what he had 
ſaid, he went himſeli to Gzlbert and his friends before Sermon-time, to let them 
know that ſome of the Brethren of JVarmond had ſtarted objections againlt what he had 
promiſed, and begged that they would releaſe him forthat time from his engagement z 
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A*Don. which, had it been his own private concern, he ſhould not have ſcrupled to perform; 

1619. and that they would ſtill be fo kind as to come to the Meeting. The Kod lens iwere 

WHY no well pleafed at the retracting Is promiſe, and coming near the place where he 

was to preach, ſent him in word, that in caſe he would keep his promiſe, they 

would likewiſe perform theirs, and come to the Meeting. The Miniſter an- 

ſwered them, that the other Members of the Church did not think it advifeable, 

and therefore begged them to excuſe his retrating his promiſe, which was occaliun- 

ed by the counſel of the Brethren, who were better apprifed of the circumſtances 

of the people in that place than he could be. Upon this they all of them abſtained 

from coming into the Aſſembly, and went together 1nto a meadow, nor far from the 

place of preaching, where they fate, and paſt the time in diſcourſe, till divine ſervice 

was ended. Walter Corneliſon departing ſoon after, (for they did not ſuffer any one 

Miniſter to ſtay long in the ſame place, for fear of being known and taken up) he 

Paſchier de Was ſucceeded by Paſchier de Fyne, the late Miniſter of Tarsfelr, 'This Gentle. 

Yorks 7 man was preſently informed of the complaints of the Koddens, that Walter Corne- 

- liſon had not kept his word with them, and of their continuing to preſs for a liberty 

of ſpeaking in the Congregation. He was of opinion, that there was too much 

probability, that if this were not granted them, they would be tempted to ſeparate 

from the Church, and perhaps draw a great many more after them ; and the rather, 

becauſe they carefully laid hold of all opportunities of infinuating into the people's 

minds, that frequenting the other Remonſtrant Aflemblies might expoſe them to the 

penalties of the Placards, whereas their Meetings were free, This made him fear 

that the proceedings of theſe Koddens, and their ſeparate Aſlemblies, might in time 

roduce a new Set, He was therefore induced to conſult with ſome of the chief of 

the Members, to propoſe to them the inconveniencies he foreſaw in this buſineſs, 

and to ſuggeſt ſeveral expedients to be offered to the faid Avddens for their ſatisfa- 

ion (they being the main promoters of thele troubles) and for preventing the 

ſchiſm, which was otherwiſe like to happen. After ſeveral propoſals had been con- 

Gdered, the following was judged the moſt proper; * That the Koddens, and their 

His Propoſal * afſociates, ſhould not be allowed to ſpeak in the Meetings, in which divine ſervice 

pf rok 5a*< was performed by a Miniſter ; but that as foon as he had done, the people ſhould 

3. +h»-» By. * be aſſembled anew, and then that manner of edification, which was ſo much ex- 

ehers * tolled by the Kodaens, might be put in practice. Lat both ways ſhould be fol- 

* lowed by turns; and in order to prevent a {chifin, the Miniſter thould go himſelf 

* into the ſecond Meeting, and exhort his hearers to do the fame, when G1lherc,

with his Brothers, and the reſt of them, had any thing to propoſe for editication : 
by which condefcenſton *twas hoped they might remain united 1n chriſtian workhip, 
as Friends and Brethren.” Paſchier went hiinfelft with the propoſal to the 
Koddens, praying them to concur 1n this expedient till ſomething better could be 
aorecd on, and to hold their Meetings after this manner, for the preſervation of unity. 
Febn vander Kodde fpoke in the name of the reſt, and faid, * "This propoſal does 
* not appear to be much amiſs: But in cafe you thould preach either a whole day, 
* or in the morning only, after your way, we ſhould then be forced to wait till the 
* next day, or till the afternoon” Thar ts rrue, {aid Paſchiter, but I ſee no difficulty 
in that : for if you will chuſe one day, I will chuſe another : Or if you will pro- 
pheſy in the morning after your way, I will preach in the afterngon according to mine. 
« But the inconvenience which I apprehend, reply'd 7obn, does not conſiſt in that, 
* but in this : It might fo happen, that while you ſpent either a whole day, or a 
* forenoon 1n preaching alone, 1 being pretent at your Meeting, might have 
* ſomething to offer for the people's edification, and yet ſhould be obliged, accord- 
* 1ng to your method, to wait till the next day, or at leaſt tiil the afternoon, before 
© 1 could deliver it.” This Paſchter allowed might happen, but aſked wherein the 
inconvenience lay ? Why, ſays John, whar if I ſhould die in the mean while 2 That 
2s poſſible, reply*d the other, bz what then £ John reply*d, © If it ſhould happen 
* that I being in your Meeting, and having ſomething to fay for the editication of 
* the pcople, ſhould be obliged ro keep filence till the afternoon, and in the mean 
* time happen to die, I ſhould be afraid of being damn'd for not uttering what 
* I had received for editication.” Thus it appears to have been his opinion, 
That if he happened to be tn an affembly of Chyiſtians, he was bound to utter, 
without delay, Whatever the ſpirit ſhould ſuggeſt to him, Theſe people had a fancy, 
| that 
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that not only Paſchier de Fyne, but alſo the whole Church of Warmond were A x? Do » 
obliged to conform to that way of edifying which they had begun to introduce. 1619. 
The conſequence was, that the Koddens, with others who followed them, ſeparated SV 
themſelves from the Meetings of the Remon/trants, and fer up one of their own in 7 «hor oy 
private houſe in the town. They met once a month, upon a certain day, which + Remon- 
was the firſt Sunday after the new-moon, to the end that thoſe who lived in other *22* 
towns, at a diſtance from them, might come without notice, 

They obſerved the following method in their Afſembly : Firft, ſomebody among rhe 1chod 
them read ſeveral chapters out of the New Teſtament; then the Reader, or any rved in 
other perſon pray'd ; -and after the Prayer, it was afked, according to the Text in - mo 
1 Cor. xiv. 26. Whether any man in the Aſſembly had any prophecy or ſpiritual zift for 
the edification of the people £ Or whether any one had any dofrine, conſolation, or 
exhortation, that ſo he might bring it forth. Sometimes they made uſe of the very 
words of the aforeſaid Text of the Apoſtle. Upon which one or other of the com- 
pany aroſe, and read a Text or Sentence out of the Bible, which he had throughly 
meditated on before hand, and made a kind of Sermon, or Diſcourſe upon it, which 
laſted ſometimes an hour, or longer, This being ended, it was aſked again, whe- 
ther any body elſe had any thing to offer for the editication of the Aﬀembly 2 And 
then up ſtood another, who read and ſpoke as before, This man having done, aſked 
the ſame queſtion as the other had done; upon which a third man ſtood up : Nay, 

Paſchier ſays, that he himſelf had ſeen four of them preaching, or, as they (tiled 
it, propheſying one after another, and that it laſted from the evening till it was full 
day, the next morning 3 and that ſome fate and ſlept in the mean while fo heartily, 
that in the morning they knew as little of what had been ſaid as the evening before. 
He further ſays, that the Speakers were commonly the {ame perſons, though the 
invited, and gave every man free leave to propheſy. Theſe Speakers were Gilberr 
vander Kodde, with his Brothers, Fohn and Adrian, Antony Corneliſon, and one 
Tohn Batten of Leyden : And though ſome others might now and then put in a 
word, yet the above-mentioned perſons, or ſome of them were always of the num- 
ber of the monthly Holders-forth. 

In theſe Meetings they talked indeed of matters tending to edification ; but it was 

at the ſame time obſerved, that Gilhers vander Kodde, his Brother John, and An- 
thony Corneliſon, generally dire&ed their prophelyings or diſcourſes, to render the 
Remonſlrant Miniſters odious to the people, infinuating, that they were Vagabonds, 
full of idleneſs and vanity, and that like Drones, they only endeavoured to live upon 
the labours of the induſtrious Bees ; applying for this purpoſe ſeveral Texts of 
Scripture, out of the * Epiſtles to the Theſſalomans, in which St. Paul fays, When 
we were with you, this we commanded you, that if any would not work, neither 
ſhould they eat. For we bear that there are ſome which walk among you diſorderly, 
working not at all, but are buſy bodies. Now them that are ſuch we command, and 
exhort by our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, that with quietneſs they work, and eat their bread. 
And in another place, 2 That they (ludy to be quiet, and do their own buſineſs, and 
70 work with their own hands, — They talked very loudly of St. Paul's boaſting, 
that he had not been burdenſome to any of the Corinthians, but had earned his 
bread with his own hands ; inferring from thence, that the Remonſtrant Miniſters, 
who did not work, were 1dle fellows. Thus did they talk in moſt of their Afem- 
blics, which were held under pretence of prophelſying. Gilbert eſpecuully ex- 
erted all his zeal this way, and that with ſo much violence, that his own Brother 
Adrian was diſplealed at 1t. 

This railing at the Miniſters laſted a good winlle, till at length Facobus Barelier, The learned 
formerly Miniſter of Kralingen, but at that time an Inhabitant at Leyden, ſuffi- par rebgog 
ciently known by his learning and writings, undertook to cuntradit them in their their Aſſembly, 
Meetings, and to ſhow the unreaſonablenels of their proceedings. He went there- —_ 
fore, one Sunday, to the place of their Aſſemblies, and reading the ninth Chapter «f heir 0- 
of the firſt Epiſtle to the Corinthians, from the fourth, to the fourteenth verſe in-/f**- 
cluſive, he came, after a ſhort preamble, to the matter itſelf; and in the firſt 
place he ſpake © againſt thoſe who, poſſibly out of covetouſneſs, were inclined 
* to ſeparate from the Remonſirants, and to come hither, where they were not 
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Ax*Dow.* obliged to contribute any thing 3 exhorting them to take care that they were not 

1619. © jntangled in the ſnares of the wicked one. Secondly, He ſpoke againſt thoſe who 

SOV Ve pretended to be {(candalized at the generolity of others to the Miniſters, as if ir 
« tended to inrich them too much, or at leaſt to maintain ſome diforderly perſons 
« among them in 1dleneſs. He told them there was no danger of the former ; and as 
© tothe latter, ſuch diſorderly Miniſters deſerved indeed to be reproved, as men not 
« worthy to live of the Goſpel 3 but in the mean while they ought, be ſaid, to dif- 
« charge their conſciences to the others. Thirdly, For the inſtruftion of the ſiunple, 
* whom they endeavoured to perſwade, that a Paſtor ought not to take any recom- 
© pence for his ſervice, he ſhowed from the afore-mentioned text itſelf, what power 
« St. Paul had in this matter, namely, not only to eat and drink, but alſo to lead 
* about with him a Siſter, or Wite, at the charge of the churches ; and not only 
© he, but likewiſe the other Apoſtles, and. the Brethren of the Lord, and Cephas 
© or Peter; and he further ſhowed how he had made uſe of that power in other 
« Churches, burthening them, in order to eaſe that of the Corinthians, Moreover, 
« that the Apoſtle plainly and ſtrongly proves in this text, that even Natural Rea- 
« ſon, as well as the Divine Law, requires that all who labour ſhould be honourab] 
« rewarded, eſpecially ſuch who miniſter in ſpiritual things; which the ſame Apo- 
« ſtle confirms in the Text by Chriſt's expreſs command. To this he added the 
« practice both under the Old and New Teſtament, with relation to Prie/ts and 
« Miniſters, who were not only held in great eſteem, but ſupply'd with whatever 
© they wanted, Laſily, He aſked them whether they could produce any in{tance to 
* the contrary, and kindly adviſed them to weigh the matter ferioully, according to 
© the truth, without prejudging or condemning the innocent ; and to difcharse their 
« conſciences, rather inclining to the ſupport of the oppreſſed, and promoting the 
« preaching of the Goſpel, than ſeeking to diminiſh the charity which was due to 
* thoſe who endeavoured to ſerve the Lord ſincerely. 

This diſcourſe was not without ſucceſs, even then ; ſome of the Congregation de- 
claring that they had never ſeen this matter in fo clear a light. Adrian vender Kodde 
frankly owned at the ſame time to Paſchier de Fyne, that his Brother Gilbert had 
carried things too far; inſfomuch that by this ſhort paraphraſe, the outcry againſt 
the Miniſters taking wages was ſomewhat abated. | 

In the mean while Paſchier de Fyne remained at Warmond, and obſerving that the 
Koddens (ſhunned his Sermons, thought proper, for preventing a ſchiſm by rechim- 

Paſchier de ing thoſe people, 1f poſſible, to exhort his hearers to go ſometimes to this new Meet- 

tb Bron, ing, and even to go thither himſelf, not only to fee and hear, but to ſpeak among 

be ſemetimes them ; or. as they called it, to propheſy according to the meaſure of his gifts. The 
preſent intheir firſt time he went among them, he heard nothing new, ſave only that inſtead of

-»me; himſelf, One Sermon, preached by one Miniſter only, ſeveral perſons held forth by turns, 
He obſerved that their diſcourſes were well laboured, and committed to memory ; 
not infuſed into them after an extraordinary manner, as ſome of the (imple people 
endeavoured to perſwade each other, Od a certain time, having heard ſome of their 

tre. diſcourſes Sermons, or Propheſyings, he took his turn, and without naming any text, diſcourſed 

i” 0ppe/140n 19 upon the ſubjet of Propheſying. He owned and proved to them, that Chriſtians 

of Propheſy- are frequently commanded, in the word of God, to inſtruct, exhort and comfort one 

ing. another, to excite each other to chatity and good works, and to ſpeak of God and 
his wonderful works; and that all this, both might, and ought to be practiſed among 
Chriſtians on different occaſions. But as for the method in uſe among them, he 
thought it not very conducive to edification, it being hardly poſlible for a man to 
form right conceptions of three or four dilcourſes on different ſubje&s, each of them 
an hour long, as he had heard ſome, much lefs to retain or remember them. It was 
much more edifying, In his opinion, to hear a little good inſtruction at one time, 
and to obſerve and praiſe 1t well, than to be preſent at ſo many Sermons 1n one 
Jay or one night upon different ſubje&s, and to ſtuff and confound their memories 
with too great variety of matters. Dy this means, -Þe ſaid, one thing was apt to 
drive out another ; or people were lulled atleep ; or at leaſt fo tired, as to be tempt- 
ed to wiſh that the Prayer was ended, and the Auditory difuuſſed. At lealt he could 
no where find in Scripture that there was a neceſftity of praftiſing this particular 
way of edifying or propheſying ; or that another method of explaining or ex- 
pounding the word of God might not be uſed with equal edification, He gave his 
| reaſons 
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reafons for what he faid, and ſhow'd that, according to the bett of his apprehen- Ax*Do 
fion, the xivth chapter of the firſt Epiſtle to the Corinthions, upon which they 1619. 
founded their opinion, did not repreſent this method alone as of abſolute neceſlity. 

But before Paſchier could make an end of difcourſing or propheſying, up ſtood Jobn 4 Piſpure 4e- 
vander Kodde, and interrupting him, {aid, Paſchier, w1ll you pleaſe to hold your —— 
peace £ The other, being a little ſurprized, ſaid, I thought it was the cuſtom here Brothers, &c 
r0 permit every man firſt to make an end of propheſying, before another was allowed to be- 

in, That is true, ſaid John; but you w3ll find in 1 Cor. xiv. 30. If any thing be revealed 

to another that ſitteth by, let the firſt hold his peace, To this Paſchier made anſwer ; 
It is ſo expreſt indeed in that place : but what if ſomething ſhould be revealed to me, 
juſt as you are going to ſpeak s If you will underſtand that text in ſuch a ſenſe, as 
to allow of interrupting each other in the moſt material part of the diſcourſe, this 
propheſying will ſoon be changed into diſputing and wrangling, This was granted 
by Adrian vander Kodde, who ſaid, My Brother is miflaken there, I acknowledge 
that we ought to let every man finiſh bis diſcourſe, and then ſay what we think proper, 
But Paſchier turning himſelf to Fohn, ſaid, What revelation is that you have re- 
ceived, for the ſake of which you required me to be ſilent 2 He reply'd, © It is re- 
« yealed to me, that you are out in your arguments ; for you pretend to prove, that 
this way of propheſying, which Pau! preſcribes to the Corinthians, in the afore- 
cited text, was not enjoyned as neceſlary to be obſerved in all churches, in all 
times and places 3 but that the Apoſtle finding there were ſome abuſe in the min- 
ner of propheſying, and ſpeaking of ſtrange languages, endeavoured to remove 
that abuſe from among them. Whereas, on the contrary, I maintain that this 
way of propheſying, which the Apoſtle there propoſes to the Corinthians, is 
equally preſcribed to all Chriſtians, at all times, and in all places: and this [ 
prove, by the firſt verſe in this Epiſtle. For the Apoſtle, in that verſe, addreſſes 
himſelf to a// that in every place call upon the name of Jeſus Chriſt, our Lord - 
Conſequently whatever he ordains in this Epiſtle, concerns all Chriſtians, at all 
times, and in all places. Paſchier maintained on the contrary, That it did no: 
neceſſarily follow, when a ſalutation was adareſt to any perſons in the beginning of 
an Epiſile, that all that was contained in the Epiſtle, concerned every one of thoſe 
who happened to be then named : And this he proved by reaſons and examples. 

This Dialogue being ended, Antony Corneliſon, the Filherman, ſtood up, read 
a text out of the New Teſtament, and in the application fell upon the buſineſs 
of propheſying. This he recommended with great vehemence, and extolled with 
many encomiums. He faid publickly, That they made uſe of that way of propheſy- 
ing purſuant to the Apoſiles command, and even the command of God himſelf. Nay, 
his extravagant zeal made him burſt out into the following words : Whoever ſpeaks 
againſt this propheſying, will be puniſhed with everlaſting deſlruftion from the pre- 
ſence of the Lord, and the glory of bis power, when he ſhall come to be glorified in his 
Saints. Having finiſhed his ſpeech, Paſchier roſe again, and addreſſed himſelf to the 
Aflembly in theſe words : * Men and Brethren, I did not deſign to ſpeak any more 
« at preſent in this Meeting ; but I cannot forbear adding, that to pronounce ſuch an 
* unmerciful ſentence of eternal damnation againſt thoſe who diſapprove of this 
* your way of propheſying, as you juſt now heard from the mouth of Anrony Cor- 
« neliſon, favours of too great ſeverity. Methinks nobody in this Aſſembly, that 
* hears ſuch a haſty ſentence, ought to fit ſtill and fay Amen to it by his filence.” 
Upon this Antony ſtood up, and ſaid, I don't mean you. But Paſchier reply'd, You 
mean all that ſpeak againſt your propheſying ;, and I don't believe that the holy Scrj- 
pture pronounces damnation againſt any ſuch. Then Adrian vander Kodde, the moſt 
moderate of them all, ſaid, That he durſt not pronounce ſuch a judament againſt 
tboſe who oppoſed propheſying and that it could do no harm if” people admoniſhed one 
another in the ſpirit of love and meekneſs of the faults they committed, in fpeak- 
ing or otherwiſe : they might afterwards amend them, And thus the Aſlembly 
broke up. 

When they met again, Paſchier, with ſome of the Remonſtraut Church, appear- 
ed again in the Aſſembly, where he heard Adrian and young Fobn vender Kodde 
propheſy each in his turn, When they had done, he ſtood up and prexched upon 
x Cor. xiv. 1. on which occaſion he fell again upon the ſubje& of propheſying. Hs 
was ſucceeded by Gilbert vander Kodde, fo that there were four Sermotis or Ci 
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'Ax*Do». courſes that evening. Paſchzer did not directly oppoſe Propheſying in general, but 
1619. only the method uſcd by theſe people at 7Yarmond, and he earneſtly inſiſted, that it 
' was not neceſſary as they imagined. This ſort of diſcourſe ſoon became inſupporta- 
ble to them, ſo that they endeavoured to exclude him from their Meeting. This 
they neither could nor would do by force ; neither could they, with any juſtice, for- 
bid him, becauſe they had maintained that it was free for every perſon, of what ſe& 
ſoever, to come and ſpeak with equal liberty. They therefore took a round-about 
The Prophets way, and thought 1t adviſeable to change the time and place of their meeting, and 
eh, _ to go to Rynſburg, but without appointing a ſet tiine at firſt, to the end that it might 
Rynsburg. not be more known than they deſired. But Paſchier finding they 9iJ not meet any 
longer at the uſual time in Warmeond, and being {till deſirous of attending their Af- 
ſembly, and of holding communion with them as much as poſlible, in order to pre- 
vent a formal ſchiſm, writ a Letter to the X94dens, by conſent of the Remon/trants 
of that place, praying them to impart to him the time and place of meeting, ſince 
he was inclined to come and ſpeak to them for their edification : But no anſwer was 
returned for ſeveral weeks together. He therefore ſent for one by the ſame perſon 
who carried his letter to Gjlberr vander Kodde : But Gilbert, inſtead of returning 
an anſwer in writing, faid to the Meſſenger, * Aſk Paſchier, whether he be diſpoſed 
* to come to our Meeting as a Brother or as an Adverſary ? If as a Brother, he ſhall 
* know both the time and place of meeting. But if he come as an Adyerſary, we 
* do not think ourſelves bound to let him know either.” This anſwer appeared very 
ſtrange to Paſchier, and the other Remonſtrants, as not conſiſtent with the unlimited 
freedom of ſpeech, which they pretended to allow every body. He therefore ſent 
them word, * That he would come as a Chriſtian, who had likewiſe received ſome 
« talents from his Lord, in order to make ſome advantage of them : That when 
© he carne 1fto their Aſſembly, he would offer nothing but in the ſpirit of meekneſs : 
* neither would he ſay any thing but what he himſelf was convinced to be truth, 
* and ſuch as ſhould tend to edification.” 'To this there was no anſwer at all returned : 
and it was obſerved, that from this time forwards they ſeparated entirely from the 
Remonſirants, and endeavoured to aſlociate themſelves to thoſe only who adhered 
wholly to their opinions. Thus they continued to meet at Rynſburg, appointing 
the tirſt Sunday of every month, inſtead of the firſt after the new-moon, for that 
An account of pyrpoſe. From the place of their meeting they came to be called Ryn/burgers ; and 
al from their way of holding forth, Prophers. They were afterwards {tiled Collegiants, 
went by. from the Colleges or Societies which they eſtablithed in all places, where they could 
make a party. Having fixed their ſeparate Meeting at Rynſvurg, they likewiſe cele- 
brated the Lord's Supper together, and began to advance the notion of dipping or 
plunging, as the manner was among the Primitive Chriſtians in the hot countries of 
the E2ſt., Thus became the Plunging-baptiſm, as they called it, in praftice among 
them. They prevailed with ſome to ſuffer themſelves to be thus dipped all over in 
the very Tan-pits. They alſo uſed this kind of p/unging with people, who, upon 
their own confeſſion, had been before baptized by the Anabaprifts, in their old 
Their Opinion age, They rejeted Infant-baptiſm, as well as the Anabaptiſis, and with them 
of Intant maintained that no Chriſtian ought to bear the office of a Magiſtrate, or to wage 
aptiſm, the : 4 1 4 | 
Magiſtrates war. They uſed great liberty with refſpe& to ſome myſterious, incomprehenſible, 
___ and, as they thought, unneceſſary diſputes in religion 5 and would not be bound b 
I Pre. Confeſſions of Faith, either of the ancient or modern Churches. As for the do- 
deſtination. Qrine of Predeſtination, and the points relating to it, they ſtuck to the opinions of 
the Remonſtrants, which perhaps was the cauſe why they found their chief ſupport 
among the Members of that Sect. 
Some Men of Among thoſe who joyn'd them, and contributed very much to the increaſe of 
pony Zan their numbers, as well as their credit, was Richard Kamphuſen, late Miniſter of 
 Flemten, who ſince then has deſerved no ſmall praiſe among the beſt Chriſtians, by 
his ingenious Poems and Paraphraſes on the P/alms. "This man, though he was 
heard to ſay ſometimes, That he could not approve of their opinions and proceedings 
in all points, yet endeavoured all he could to promote their intereſt ; declaring, never- 
theleſs, * That all his a&ions and endeavours tended to the putting a ſtop to the 
« growth of Sedts and Parties, to the end there might no longer be any diſtin&ion 
* made between one Chriſtian and another. I do not mean, ſays he 1 ſomewhere, 
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* to ſeparate from the Remonſirants ;, as indeed I ſeparate from none, neither will A x "Dow: 
* liſt my ſelf abſolutely under any man's colours. He {ikewiſe owned, that the 1619. 
6 Remonſirants were the beſt, and moſt agreeable to him among all the Sets of this ON 
* Country.” Lhe other Prophets ſpoke the ſame language, vis. That they would 
not make a ſchiſm, nor join with any particular denomination of Chriſtians ; but they 
added, rhat thoſe who would not join with them were the ſebiſmaticks, 
T hey likewiſedrew very early 1nto thetr party the learned John Gee/teranus, formerly 
Miniſter of Alkmaer, whom we have had occaſion to ſpeak of in the forezoina books. 
He continued a while among them, and endeavoured to earn his bread by the trade of 
a Weaver. It 1s allo faid, that he conſented to be re- baptized by them. Yet it 1s 
not very probable that he ever ſpoke much among them ; (ince being much taken 
notice of on account of his particular opinions, and hunted after by the Government, 
he was obliged to keep himſelf very cloſe at Rynſburs, creeping from the garret of 
one houſe into another, through a hole 1n the party-wall, which was covered with 
a corn-fan, as often as he wrought x his loom, to prevent a ſurprize from his perſecu- 
tors, But 'tis certain that he very much approved of their way of propheſying, and 
promoted it all he could. This appears by a certain Letter he writ after he left Hol- 
land, to the elder Fohn vander Kodde, who had been ſome time his Hoſt, in which 
we meet with theſe words : The fourteenth Chapter of the firſt Epiſtle to the Corin- 
thians, and the method we have begun to put in execution, is Zealoufly recommended 
by me every where, though without naming you. Some imple well-meaning people Yin Boa? 
had a very higt opinion of the firſt Founders of this Se&, as thinking that God ane ond, 
work'd in them after an extraordinary manner 3 to which opinion ſome of thein of +42/s Bro. 
gave no little occalion. Paſchier de Fyne relates, that the younger Fohn vander 2" 
Kodde, boaſted to lim and others, That he had recciven the Izolp Ghoſt ta equal 
meaſure with the Apoſtles; infomuch, that when it deſceiided on him, the very houſe 
ſhook again. Their prayers were ſaid to be fumetimes very powerful. * 1s reported, 
that ſomething miraculous happened to this Fobn, at a time when he was travelling 
in a ſledge over the frozen lake of Harlem to Rynſburg ;, for it ſeemed as if the horſe 
ran his head againſt a wall three times together, at which the Waggoner was ex- 
tremely ſurprized. They tell us too of a voice of the Holy Gaoſt, which was heard 
at Rotterdam, when ſome of the Rynſburghians happened to be there. But Paſchier 
was of opinion, that John vander Kodde's brain was turned by too much faſting ; 
and as to the voice at Rarerdam, ſome ſpoke of 1t as of a premeditated chat and 
contrivance. 'Thele are things which ſhow how far mens paſſions may tranſport 
them, when they once let looſe the reins; but which however are not to be 1m- 
puted to the whole fraternity. 
After the death of the three Brothers ſo often mentioned, the Rynſburg Aſſembly 
was chiefly managed and promote by one Francis- Foachimſom Oudan, a Baker of 
that place, ſon-in-law of the old Fobn vander Kodde. This Francis was at firlt 2 
zealous ſtickler for the Remonſtrants, who laboured in the hotteſt times of their per- 
ſecution to colle& money for them, which was appropriated to the maintenance of 
the baniſhed Miniſters ; but he forſook them afterwards. 
Such was the riſe and progreſs of the Se& of Propheſyers, and thus they ſepa- 
rated from the Remon/trants; nor can it be denied by any impartial perſon, I remem- 
ber I have ſeen 4 Letter from Aſſuerns Matthiſius (whom the Prophets lookt upon 
to be very impartial ; that 1s, favourable to their cauſe; ) this Letter was writ to 
Paſchier de Fyne, after the reading of his relation, in which he ſays thus to him : 
© It never entered into my thoughts to affirm or believe, thit thoſe people, who, ac- 
* cording to your account, went oft from us even before the year 1620, holding 
' ſeparate meetings at Rynſburg, retuling to join in the common duties of religion, 
* and particularly in the participation of the Lord's Supper, could free themſelves 
* from the charge of {chiſm.* By which expreſſions he likewiſe confirms the truth 
of the hiſtory. But the Rynſburghers accuſed the Remonſtrants of going off from 
their own principles, eſtabliſhed on the liberty of Propheſying. And thev added, that #%-? 75:7 al- 
£piſcopius himſelf, in his book, entituled the Remonſtrant Divine, commended their » -\nfway 
way of Propheſying. Others on the contrary maintained, that the Remonſlrant 
never once intended to introduce ſuch a kind of propheſyimg, to the deſtruction of 
the miniſterial office : that ſuch liberty occaſioned much diſorder and confuſion in 
great Aﬀſemblies, eſpecially by reaſon of the litigiouſnels of conceited Cavillers, 
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who are commonly moſt forward to ſpeak ; that even 1n ſmall Afemblies, if they 
defired to be edified, none ought to be ſuffered to ſpeak, but ſuch as the ſociety 


judged to be the beſt qualitied for that purpoſe; to the end, that the liberty of hear- 


ing might be preſerved, as well as that of ſpeaking : The liberty of hearing, by ex- 
cluding thoſe who were not qualified to ſpeak with edification; and that of ſpeaking, 

vis, to ſuch who were inclined to hear ſuch particular perſons in the allemblics. 
They ſaid oi Epiſcopins, that his words were perverted contrary to his meaning, 
which was as diſtant from their opinton, as Eaſt from Weſt, This they faid appear- 
ed the more plainly trom a certain paper concerning propheſying, writ by his own 
hand ; out of which we ſhall not think It a trouble to copy what follows, which 
may ferve to let the Reader into the further knowledge of this affair. He ſays then, 


15: Opinion of © The neceflity of propheſying, that 1s, of the vromiſcuous explaining of the Scri- 
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© ptures by every private Member in the Congreoation, cannot be aflerted on any 
* folid grounds, We do not find it avy where ordained by Chriſt or his Apoſtles. 
© It is indeed inferred from the words in the xiiith of the Ats, and thoſe in the ivth 
© of Luke, that exhortations and invitations to offer a word of exhortation were 
« made by all without diſtinfion in the Ferwiſh Synagogues. But it is jultly aſked, 
* whether that practice was of the {ame nature with the propheſyings among Chri- 
/tians ? For tis certaln, that thoſe propheſyings were not common, but peculiar to 
« the Prophets only on whom the particular gift of propheſying was beſtowed. It 
* plainly appears from 1 Cor, xiv. | ws propbeſyings were in uſe, but they were not 
© of the ſame fort with thoſe which are now preſt upon us : for they were then 
© certain particular gifts, or extraordinary gracious revelations, which cach perſon 
* produced for the editication of the churches, as appears from the 3oth verſe of 
© that Chapter : If any thin be revealed to another that fitteth by, let the firſt hol 
* his peace. theſe were oilts which were not liable to tryal or examination : nor 
© docs the expreſſion, ler the orbers judge, imply the contrary ; for that imports no 
© more than an exhortation to others, to reflect with judgment on the things con- 
© tained in thoſe prophecies (as being periectly intelligible, whereas the tongues or 
© languages were not, and to make uſe of them to their advantage, as appears from 
C the 3 211t verſe : , {hat all may learn, and all may be comforted : The words which 
| follow, The ſpirits of the Prophets are ſubje& to the Prophets, are rightly ex- 
* plained by Eraſmus, 
* We no where read that fuch expofitions, as are cuſtomary among us, were 

© 1n uſe among the Apoſltles ; neither does reafon allow it to be probable : : For, 
* juſt, the nrophecies of the Apoſtles were divine oracles, not ſubje&t to the 
' 'udpments of others, as the modern ones muſt now be. Secondly, The judgments 
of all others were ſubject to thoſe of the Apoſtles. For which cauſe it 15 we 
© read, that the Apoſtles, and particularly Paul, often propheſied alone, and ſome- 
* times almoſt a whole night together. Yet propheſyings are not for theſe reaſons to 
* be accounted unlawful and dangerous ; for in themſelves they are lawful, and 
* may be uſeful. But, (1.) our expounding ought to be carefully diſtinguiſhed 
* from the propheſying which was in uſe in the time of the Apoſtles. For their 
* propheſying proceeded from certain extraordinary gifts, which (as well as others 
* of the fame fort) being alpired to by godly men, and true believers, (that 1s, be- 
* ing moſt humbly begged of God by them ) were granted for the editication of the 
* Church. Theſe were not ſubject to the inquiry of the auditors; neither were 
* they contradiftory, or differing from each other. For why? ls it poliible that 
* God {ſhould fend Propheſyings contrary to, or Inconſiſtent with one another ? 
© Should God reveal this to one man, and the contrary to another ? That be far 
* from him! And yct ſuch are our modern Propheſyings, (2.) It may be doubted, 
and that upon good grounds, whether ſuch an unlimited freedom of ſpeaking, 
which 1s now inliſted on, would not be often, and now in particular, very unpro- 
© fitable, and even hurtful: 1. Becauſe, it ſuch a cuſtom were introduced, we 
* ſhould be obliged to admit of endlels propheſyings and exhortations, for they would 
be multiphed in proportion to the largeneſs of the congregation. 2. Such dif- 
courſes would ſometimes be diame rically oppoſite to each other, and conſequently 
quite alienated from the doctrine of godlineſs. This, for inſtance, would happen, 
* 1t one who holds Predeſ!ination || hould begin to propheſy i in a Congregation of 
* Kemonſtrants ;, or if one who 1s 2g4in{t the uſe of the ſword, thould hold forth in 
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« eaſily produce the liberty of judging and condemning others, tho' the difcourſe be 1619. | 
« concerning matters riot neceſſary to ſalvation, from whence difputes and bitter re- — VN 
« fletions may ariſe, *Tis therefore fitteſt that ſuch propheſyings ſhould have no 

« place but among perteR, prudent, ptous, and moderate men z otherwiſe the dan- 

« ger is but too manifeſt. 4. Becauſe unlearned, conceited, and unqualitied perfons 

« may eaſily intrude themſelves, who will too often conſume the time, in propoſing 

6 tedious and pernicious things. 5. From ſuch a practice the comparing of perſons 

* may eaſily proceed; and by conſequence, envyings, jealouttes and animoſities. 

« 6. Add to this, that the practice was otherwiſe in the times of the Apoſtles : For 

« we read that they appointed Biſhops, Paſtors and Elders over the Churches, to the 

« end they might labour in the word, and feed the flock: And we generally find 

* that the office of teaching was committed to one only ; which 1s alſo the reaſon 

* why the Apoſtle requires that a Bithop {hould be apr to reach.” From hence 

plainly appears, what were the ſentiments of the Profetlor Epiſcopius, with re- 

ſpe& to thoſe Prophets of Rznſburg. But perhaps this account of the riſe of the 

Se of Prophets, with its conſequences, and the proper reiteFions, which it was nece{- 

fary to make, as it were, in one breath, has detained our Readers a little too long :

* under pretence of exerciſing the religion of thoſe, who, on account of their _—_ c 
* having preſented a certain Remonſtrance, are diſtinguiſhed by the appellation of z:/; of 
* Remonſlrants ;, and that notwithſtanding ſuch Conventicles and private Aſſemblies, 

* are likewiſe prohibited by the Imperial Laws, and ought to be ſeverely puniſhed : 
« Yet ſeveral turbulent perſons inhabiting this City of Urrechr, don't ſcruple to call, 
* hold, and frequent ſuch private Meetings and forbidden Conventicles a-nights, and 
«* at unſeaſonable times, to hear Sermons from the baniſhed Miniſters, and cotle&

« create and maintain perpetual diviſions, factions and troubles among the good 
« people of this Country, and ſtir them up to diſobedience againſt their lawful So- 
vereigns : Therefoze the Burgomaſters and Senate of this Town ſeriouily conft- 
dering the premiſes, and having nothing more at heart than the prefervation of the 
«* publick peace, and the obviating and preventing all further inconveniences, trou-

che Remon- ſemblies of the Remonſtrants in that City; accompanying the Burgomilte r Buth, 
ner Neo ( who, to the very day of the change in the Magiſtracy, behaved himſelf as a Fricnd 
to that Set) together with the Penſionary Salmins, and a great number of his Sol- 
diers carrying lanthorns and torches along the ſtreets, to oblerve the houſes where 
they ſuſpected there was, or would be any preaching 3 and fometimes allo ſearching 
the houſes, 10 order to ſeize the Miniſters, or any of the peopie who met. It hap- 
pened in the month of November, that notice was given of a certain Burgher's houle, 
where they ſuſpeRted there would be a meeting. Unron which the {2id houſe was 
ſurrounded with Soldiers that evening, the Count himſelf litting on horſe-back be- 
fore the door, whillt the Burgomaſter and Penſtonary ſearched it with lights from 
top to bottom, They were very near ſeizing the Miniſter, Iſaac Frederici, but he 
narrowly eſcaped by a gurret- window, and getting into the ſtreet, and running along 
in the dark, beat out three of his tecth 47a1nſt a poſt, and loſt his {lippers ; but he 
faved himfelf at laſt ina friend's houſe. In the mean while the Searche 2rs, or Diſtur- 
bers, found no more than eight or ten people about a table, who preten ded they fate 
at ſupper : z but there was one chair empty, in which they g ouſt the Miniſter had been 
fitting 3 and this ſingle ſuſpicion brought the Matter of the houfe into trouble. Ac- 
cordingly, he and one perſon more were committed to priſon, Lhegueſts that fate at 
table were obliged, each of them afterwards, to pay a tine of fifry Gilders, or to ſee 
their goods diſtrained and fold. And in order to obviate all connivance and evaſion 
of the Placard for the future, one Nicolas de Goyer (a fellow who had been baniſhed 
by a publick ſentence of the States: General, for railing a tumult againſt the former 
Governnent) was made Under-Scout of the City of Utrecht. 
franſattions The Remonſlrants in Gelderland (hewed great zeal, at. the fame time, in pro- 
iy ps: moting their concerns in that Province, Oa the firſt day of October a good num- 
ber of the Members of that communion, both men and women, fligned a certain 
7s Subftance agreement at Arnheim ;, the ſubſtance of which was as follows: * 1 That the Apoltle 
AL. * exhorted chriſtians ?9 mark chem which. cauſed diviſions and offences, contrary to 
fenced by acon- © the doftrine which they bad learned, and to avoid them, * And again, to conſider 
nag; no another, to provoke unto love, and to good works + not forſaking the aſſembling 
francs as © themſelves together. That they obſerved, with ſorrow, how their fatthtul Mint- 
Arnheim, * ſters were driven from them, on account of the preſcnt differences about the do- 
* qrines of £le&1ion and Repr obation : but that they likewiſe experienced the part!- 
* cular care which the great Shepherd, Chriſt Jeſus, had of them in theſe deplorable 
* times, by granting them other faithful ſhepherds, by whoſe means he endeavoured 
* to oather the diſperſed, to the end they might be exercited in their accuſtomed 
* divine worſhip, 1n all ſincerity, according to the pure and faving word of God, 
* for the advancing his honour, and promoting their own falvation. That they had 
already had ſome 700d experience of this, They therefore obliged themſelves to 
* each other, by the words of Truth, in licu of an Oath, not to difcover the times 
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and places of their allembling, fave only to Members of their own communion ' An*Dov 
* nor to do any thing to each other in thoſe reſpets, which might tend to their, or 1619. 
* the Miniſters prejudice ; to behave themſelves as fellow-members, and lovers of SO 
« peace and unity ; and mutually to aſlift 1n bearing each other's burdens, to the ut- 
< moſt of their power. But at the ſame time they declared, it was by no means 
« their intention, that their aſſembling for the worſhip of God, ſhould be made uſe 
«< of to the promoting any factions, tumults, or rebellions againſt the inferior 
or ſuperior Magiſtrate; but that 1t ſhould only be ſubſervient to the honour 'of 
< God, the edification of his Church, the comfort and refreſhment of their Con- 
* {ciences, and falvation of their Souls, Finally, they promiſed to joyn in ſup- 
« porting their Teachers, their Atſiſtants, and their Wives and Children, with all 
neceſlarics, to the utmoſt of their power, to ſtand by them in word and in deed, and 
© to do whatever the Chriſtian brotherhood, and God himſelf requires 1n Holy 
© Writ. 
'The Remonſtrants of Nimeguen met on the 24th of O&ober, Old Stile, out of the 
Town, and out of the Dominions of the States-General, within the Territories of the 
Duke of Cleves, in a wood, to perform divine fervice. They thought they had as 
much right to hold their religious meetings there as the Papiſts, who were allowed 
without any hindrance to go to Maſs at Huyſer and Kranenburg : but they found / ie: ing of 
themſelves miſtaken ; for Gerard Vervoort, and Pontian Singendonk, at that time —> rexel 
Zurgomaſters of the City, rode out with a party of horſe, which lay there in FIr- oorn, 
rifon, 1n order to diſturo the Meeting ; taking a cart with them, to put the Miniſter 
in, and fo to bring him away priſoner. Being come to the affembly, they heard 
the people linging Pſalms, but could find no Miniſter ;, for having had tncly notice, 
he had ſaved himſelf by itight. After ſome expreſlions of reproach and contempt had 
been liberally beſtowed on them, they took a liſt of the names of ſuch Burghers as 
they knew. Returning to the Lown, they cauſed the gates to be ſhut, and kept fo 
till late at night, and then they opened no more than the wickets of two of them. 
Through race all the men and women that had been at the Meeting paſt one by one, 
the Magiſtrates and a good number of the Soldiers under arms, making a lane for 
them. Every one that came in, and was known to be a Remonſtrant, whether he 
had been at the Meeting or not, was noted on the lift ; but they ſuffered the Papiſts, 
who came back from Maſs, to paſs by freely, ſaying, They ſmelt of boly water, and 
they bad nothing to do with them, The ſame evening, and all the next day, there 
was nothing but citing and apprehending thoſe whoſe names had been taken, in or- 
der to make them pay the fine. The Burghers appealed to their privileges, and to 
the tenour of the Placard, in which there was no mentton of meetings holden in 
places out of the States territories ; but it did not avail. 'Thoſe who had a mind to 
be diſcharged from prion, or cuſtudy, were forced to ranſom theniſelves with a fine 
of twenty-five Gilders. A Schipper of the Province of Holland, named Henry Otten, 
was obliged to pay the ſame, tho? he maintained that he was not under the diretion 
of the Magiſtrates of Nimeguen, 11 matters which happened out of their juriſdiction, 
Others were forced to buy oft their 1mpriſonment with the like ſum ; and ſome to 
pawn their cloaths and the furniture of their houſes at the Lumbart, in order to raiſe 
money for their difcharge. 
During the ſitting of the National Synod, and afterwards ( whilſt two of the 
Miniſters of Kampen, Matthiſmes and Goſtwinius, were detained at Dorr, together 
with the reſt of the cited Remon/trant Clergy, and the other two, Foſkule and Schor- 
lerus, were ſuſpended! from their miniſtry) the Remonſlrants of Kampen were al- 
lowed to meet there in the Great Church, In the mean while two Burghers, Jacob 
Gelinſon, and Peter Bzrents, whom we have mentioned in the foregoing book, of- 
ticiated in the Church as Readers. There they read, both on Sundays and week- 
days, certain chapters of the holy Scripture ; they alſo uſed the ordinary Prayers, 
and ſung Pſalms. In the mean while the Contraremon/lrants preached in the Church 
of the Friery. After this the National Synod defired the Magiſtrates of Aampen to 
put a ſtop to ſich racetings ; and accordingly they were prohibited, and all the 
churches, which had been uſed by the Remonſtrants, ſhut up. Upon this the 1n- 
habitants of that perſwaſton held their meetings out of the churches, for the tirſt 27 5.74 - 
time, 1n four feveral places; particularly they preached in an open place belonging 72% 47 
to the Cloiſters, TOY" 
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Arx»Dow. Itis likewiſe related by fome, that one Sunday the Sacrament was adminiſtered 
1619. 1n the publick ſtrects, and that the Placard of the States-General againſt the Remon- 
T5 tp, © firants was promulgated there the very ſame day. 1 Bauaart ſays, that the Remon- 
Supper a4mi- ſlrants at Kampen ( who were far the ſtronger party in that Town) were fo faQious 
niſtered in he 210d mutinous, that a Contraremonſtrant durſt not walk the ſtreets, and that they 
$rreet, | | | ; 
were afraid of being murdered in their beds ; infomuch, that the Prince of Orange 
was forced to fend thither the Colonel Nicolas Smel/nk, with three Companies of 
Soldiers. But Everhard Froſſule, one of the deprived Miniſters tells us, in certain 
Memoirs, that the accuſations of ſuch a writer, who had been fo often diſcovered to 
advance falſe or partzal ftories, ought not to be credited on his bare word, without 
proof ; for he could cafily ſhew the contrary of what the other aſlerted. * 17s cer- 
tain, faid he, that Baudart (who was wont to go from Liutphen, where he then off:- 
ciated, to Kampen, where he had formerly dwelt, firſt to make a ſchiſm, and then t9 
keep it alive) did, with the aſſiſtance of his party, artfully raiſe thoſe diſturbances, 
with defion to provoke his Excellency to ſend Soldiers into the Town, in order to uſ2 
force inſtead of arguments, which failed them, to baffle all oppoſition, and to carry 
every thing tn their minds. | 
After this, great endeavours were uſed to prevent the Remon/lrant meetings, and 
ſpies were every where employed to diſcover them; which occaſioned great diſcon- 
tents among the Burghers. This induced the Wardens of the Companies to call to- 
ether the Guilds, or Companies, of the Town, on the 16th of November, where, 
after having conſidered the ſtate of their aftairs, they agreed to preſent the following 
Petition to the Magiſtrates : 


Honourable, Wiſe, and Prudent Gentlemen, 


o nay i HE diſtreſſed Inhabitants of this Town of Kampen moit humbly repreſent 
the Guilds at « to your honours, by way of complaint, the deplorable ſtate of their juſt 


_—_ # * cauſe, 2s they have formerly ſeveral times repreſented it both by word of mouth 
rhe Remon- * and writing, without obtaining any relief or comfort hitherto : They therefore 
_ Bu- © once more befeech your Honours to look down with compaſſion on the condition 
© of this afflied Body, conliſting of ſo many of your Burghers, who have been al- 
* ways ready to pay fcot and lot, to keep watch and ward, and even to facritice 
© their lives and fortunes for the ſervice of your Honours. The Members of 
* this great and flouriſhing Community have been deprived firſt of their three Pa- 
« ſtors, and next of their three Churches, and all external exerciſe of their Religion 
© has been forbidden. All this have they ſuffered with patience, but not without 
* ſorrow of heart. But that which ſeems hardeſt of all is, that when they ſeek to 
* diſcharge their conſciences out of the publick churches, and according to the do- 
© Arine of Chriſt, to render to their Governors whatever belongs to them, not neg- 
* ſecing at the ſame time to render to God the things that are his; and when for 
« this purpoſe they ſometimes endeavour to meet together to hear his holy word with 
© the utmoſt privacy, one while 1n this corner, another while in that, they are 
© not allowed even ſo ſmall a liberty as this 1s; but being betrayed by ſpies, are 
* hindred and diſturbed by a military force, juſt as if they were fallen again into 
the times of the Spaniards, This brings them into danger of more inconvenien- 
© cies. To prevent which, they humbly befeech your Honours to reſtrain that vile 
practice of informing, in which they find many ſuffer themſelves to be employed. 
This is throwing oil into the fire, 1t occalions great animoſlities ; and it might 
eaſily happen, that a Burgher meeting ſuch an Informer, might treat him fo 
roughly, that both of them would have reaſon to repent tt, 
* We beg therefore that your Honours would pleaſe to fence againſt this evil. 
It is likewiſe the moſt humble requeſt of us all, that ſetting bounds to your dif- 
© pleaſure againſt us, you would vouchſate to revoke the ſtrict prohibitions of our 
© private Meetings. We beſecch you to reflect how ſeverely our Chriſtian Ance- 
© ſtors were oppreſſed by the Spaniſ2 tyranny, who, notwithſtanding, fti]] went on with 
© their religious allembites, without being terrified at the effuſion of the blood of 
* ſo many good people; and who, when the Placarcs made by men were obj=Qed 
© ayainſt them, anſwered, I nat in the bufinels of retigion they ought not to re- 
«© pard 
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« oard them, nor any humane puniſhments, tho* they extended even to death. And Ax* Do 
« the reaſon they gave was this: We muſt obey God rather than men, We jultly 2 

« complain, that fuch times are returned upon us, All our Chriſtian Aſſemblies ar OV 
© forbidden. We have formerly prayed for ſome indulgence, but hitherto in vain. 

* We beg it once more by this Petition, with the utmoſt humility. Allow us only 

« to ſerve God in peace; if it may not be publickly, let it be as privately as you 

« pleaſe. But if you will not conſent to either, we may not forbear to hold our rc- 

© ligious Meetings, tho” the certain conſequence were to be corporal puniſhment, yea 

* even temporal death, For this is our juſtification ſtill, Je muſt obey God rather 

« :han men, To this we walt for your Chriſtian anſwer. | 


vur Honours humble Servants, the Wardens of the Guilds, in the name of 
all the Burghbers and Inhahitants whom theſe may concern. 


This Petition had no effet, as the ſubſequent rigorous proceedings have evinced. 

This ſame month the DireQtors of the Remon/!ranr- fraternity writ the followins 
circular Letter to all the Churches of their perſwaſion within the United Provinces, 
tending to quicken their zeal, and to ſtir them up to liberality,

Chriſt to fall heavy on us, does likewiſe cauſe our comtort to overilow through the 
{ame Chriſt Feſus ;, for he fills us with an inward joy 1n the midft of our ſuffer- 
* 10gs, by the teſtimony of a good conlcience, which witneſſeth that we undergo 
« theſe oppreſſions, not as evil-doers, but as the ſervants of Chriſt, and for the ſake 
* of his Goſpel. Our hearts do not reproach us at all, fo far as concerns the cauſe 
« of our being oppreſſed, tho* we be otherwiſe poor ſinners in the ſight of God. 
Now foraſmuch as 1t has pleaſed him to commit to us the preaching of his Goſpel, 
we have uſed boldneſs, and freely dealt it out to you, not fallifying the word of 
God, to the ſeduftion of any man, but in all ſincerity warning you all againſt 
hurtful doQrines, which have been taught, and cagerly promoted by fome who 
ought to have acted otherwiſe : and this we have done, not with flattering words, 
or with deceit, or with a cloak of covetouſneſs, or as fecking praiſe of men, but 
* as labouring to pleafe God, and to be found faithful. God 1s our witneſs, and ye 
« alſo are our witneſles in this matter: For ye know how while we converſed 
* among you, we acted both towards you, and towards thoſe who oppoſed us; and 
* how we exhorted and comforted you by the doctrine of Chriſt, as a Father doth his 
« D0n, teſtifying to you, that ye ought to walk worthy of God,who has called you to 
his kingdom and glory. In this therefore our minds are eaſie, and we put our 
confidence in God, bearing the preſent croſs with patience and joy : And this our 
Joy 18 greater, and we are particularly comforted in theſe oppreſiions, becauſe we 
* daily hear and fee, that what has befallen us turns to the benefit of the Goſpel 3 
that many of the Brethren being confirmed by our 11l treatment and exile, are 
thereby grown abundantly more bold in preaching the word of God; and that 
you do not only preſerve a kind remembrance of us who are torn from you, with 
reſpe to the body, but whoare preſent in heart, being deſirous to fee us ; but like- 
* wile that adhering to the truth which has been preached to you, ſtedfaſtly con- 
* feſling the ſame, and forſaking thoſe who have occaſioned {chiſms, diviſions, and 
* deplorable diſturbances in the Church of Chriſt, you zealouſly exerciſe your re- 
* ligton 1n ſeparate meetings, without ſuffering yourſelves to be deterred from it on any 
account. Theſe refle&tions comfort us in the higheſt degree under all our ſufferings. 
For now we live, fince you continue 1n the Lord, and fince you have not only done, 
and {t11l do all that we recommended to you, but have alſo ſurmounted all the ditt.- 
culties which ſtood in your way, and already either ſhown your liberality, or de- 
clared your good diſpoſitions towards thoſe who having been formerly your faith- 
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Ax*Dow.* fol Labourers, do even now under the Croſs, thew their readineſs, not only 
1619. * to preach the Goſpel of our Lord to you, but even to facrifice their own lives for 
you. You are willing to provide for their bodily wants, to the end that they may 
© receive {ome comfort under their ſufferings, and fo be the better enabled to apply 
* themſelves to the work of the Lord without anv hindrance, You do well, Bre- 
« thren and Siſters; and be aſſured that theſe your good deeds will be a ſweet-ſmelling 
* ſavour, an acceptable and well-plealing ſacrifice to God z and we truſt in the 
* Lord, that you will proceed in the good work you have begun, and abound in it 
* more and more. For tho' we do not defire your bounty (as God knows) and are 
* ready to ſuffer the want of all things for the love of Chriſt, and to learn to be con- 
* tented in the ſtate wherein we are, yet it is highly neceſlary that you ſhould go on 
* and be ſtirred up more and more in this your liberality. You know whit a juſt, 
* righteous, and godly cauſe it 1s for which your Paſtors {ufter, and for which you 
* yourſelves are oppretled. We ſutfer for the defence of the truth, which is according 
* to godlineſs, in oppolition to pernicious human doctrines; and for our refuſal to ceaſe 
© from the exerciſe of that religion which Chri/t has ordained. We have been forbidden 
© to preach to you the Golpel of ſalvation, and you to hear it ; but neither you nor 
© we can obey ſuch a prohibition, without diſpleaſing God and wounding our conſci- 
© ences. For this reaſon we are become the off ſcouring of our Country, and are con- 
* demn'd to paſs our lives in baniſhment. Do you now defire that we thould forſake 
* you, that we ſhould forbear preaching, and abandon you for a prey to thoſe who 
* ſeek to domineer over your conſciences ? Far be that from you ! Your ſouls hunger 
* and thirſt for the word of God, and you are zealous for the exerciſe of your religion, 
* without being terrify*d by Placards or the greateſt dangers, Well might we then be 
© cover'd with ſhame, and be judg'd unfaithful, it we were found negligent in the diſ- 
* charge of our funfions. You, and al! the churches in our native country, both 
* in the towns and villages through the ſeveral Provinces, muſt be {erv'd by the ad- 
* miniſtration of Holy Baptiſm, and of the Lord's Supper. Many who are diſperſed 
* here and there throughout the Provinces, who are forced to conceal themſelves, and 
© cannot compoſe any aſſemblies, mult be inſtructed, ſtrengthened and comforted. 
* Your righteous cauſe muſt be every where maintained and defended, and every 
* body invited to your communion, Many treatiſes ought to be writ in ſeveral lan- 
* guages, and publiſhed in defence of the truth, for confutation of the pernicious 
« doctrines of the Calvini/t s; for deteQting their unchriſtian proceedings, and in uſtiti- 
« cation of our condud ; as alſo for your daily edification, inſtruction and conſolation, 
* and then to be diſtributed among the people. This will employ many hands, and 
* conſiderable ſums of money will be requiſite, to the end that they and their fami- 
* lies may be provided with neceſfaries, and your good cauſe, which is alſo that of 
* Chriſt, promoted. And weare ſure, that none of you defire that what is neceſlary 
* for promoting the honour of Chriſt, for the nouriſhment of your ſouls, and for op- 
* poling the violation of conſcience thould be omitted for want of temporal means ; 
* and the rather, ſince therc 1s no want of labourers : For we proteſt to you in all fin- 
* cerity, that all thoſe Miniſters who have been banithed the country, or who re- 
* mainiyg in it, are now perſecuted, have devoted themſelves, none excepted, to Chri/? 
© for your ſervice, and are prepared to run all riſques with and for you, in the diſcharge 
© of their office. Now, the number of ſuch is, God be praiſed, conliderably great, 
© and yet not tov great for the work that lies before them : Neither ought we to hide 
* it from you, that this number {tl increaſes, and 1t 1s obſerv'd to be like to increaſe 
* more and more; foraſmuch as ſome perſons, both young and old, who for particular 
© reaſons were a little too haſty in ſigning the Act of Cellation, have revoked the 
* fame, and divers others intend todo the like ; all which, you will doubtleſs acknow- 
* ledge for faithful Paſtors, and will not letthem ſuffer want, either in their own per- 
* ſons, or families, for preaching the truths of Chriſt, and for having difcharged their 
* duty towards you ; nor will you ſutter them to forſake the work of the Lord on ac- 
* count of temporal inconveniences. If the contrary ſhould happen. it might cauſe 
your zeal to be call'd in queſtion ; to ſay no worſe. 1 1f we have ſown unto yort 
* ſpiritual things, ſays the Apoltle, is ir @ great thing if we ſhall reap your carnal 
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© live of the things of the Temple 2 And they which wait at the Altar, are par- Ax*Dos. 
« takers with the Altar 5 Even ſo hath the Lord ordained, that they which preach the 1619 
« Goſpel, ſhould live of the Goſpel. And again, » Let him that 5s taught, commiin:- ONO 
* cate unto him that teacheth in all pggod things, And the fame Apoltle ſtiles the 
© believing Gentiles, Debtors to the Saints at 7eruſalem ;, becauſe the Goſpel was de- 
« rived to the Gentiles from Judea. 2 For, ſays he, if the Gentiles have been mad s 
: partakers of their ſpiritual things, Their duty is alſo to miniſter unto them in carnal 
© things, How much more will this be true with regard to thoſe, who them(ſelyes 
« preach the Goſpel to us? This is likewile proper, to the end that they may watch 
« for your {ouls 3 with joy, and not with grief. This 1s the recetving a Prophet in 
« the name of a Propo:r, to which the Holy Feſus annexes a Treat reward. 'Fhis 
« 1s, +7o feed, to cloath, to lodge, and viſit Chrift. This liberality, as alſo that 
« to all the 5 poor, 1s tigaly recommended by the Apoſtles to each other, in order to 
« the exciting the churches tothe practice of it, And they were very diligent in the 
« exerciſe of ſuch charity, eſyecially St. Paul; and the churches of Achain and Ma- 
« cedonia, are likewiſe commmended for having acquitted themſelves well in that 
« matter. Nor can temporal goods be better beſtowed, than in ſuch works which we 
« know to be commanded by God, and to be acceptable tohim as the Apoſtle exprelsly 
« teſtifies when he ſays, 6 10 do good, and communicate, forget nor, for with ſuch ſacrifi- 
« ces God is well pleaſed. And in another place, He which ſowerh ſparinzly, ſhall reap 
« alſo ſparingly; and he which ſoweth bountifully ſhall rexp alſo bountifully. Every 
© man according as he purpoſeth in bis heart, ſo let him give, not grudgingly, or of 
« neceſſity, for God lyoverh a chearful giver, Ard to the end that no body ſhould 
« think that he himſelf might be reduced to ſtraits or neceſſity by ſuch liberality, 
« the Apoſtle ſubjoins, 7 God 7s able to make all grace to abound towards you ; 
« that ye always having all ſuſficiency in all things, may abound to every good work - 
« (as it is written, he hath diſperſed abroad, he hath given tg tV- poor, bis 
« riphteouſneſs remaineth for ever, Now he that miniſtreth feed t9 the ſower, 
« doth miniſler bread for your food, and muitiply your ſeed ſown, and increaſe the 
« fruits of your righteouſneſs / ) But in cafe there be any who has no orc t value 
« for ſuch temporal bleſſings, or 1s of opinion, that although God is ſufficiently 
« able to beſtow the fame upon him, yet he has not abfolutely promiſed in the New 
« Teſtament that he will do it; yet it 18no ſmill matter, that we by the liberal 
« diſtribution of our earthly goods, procure our own and other men's ſouls to be fed 
« and nouriſhed with the heavenly word : Add to this, that occaſion 1s hereby given 
« to the offering up thankſgivings to God. 8 For, ſays the Apoſtle inthe ſame Chapter,

Atcer the receipt of this letter, 
which bore date the 16th of November, 1 don't find that the faid 4n2b23:3/ts were 
further moleſted on account of their religion. But as for the Remon/trants within 
the ſeven Provinces, and particularly in Holland, there was not the lealt favour or for- 
bearance ſhewn towards them, but the Placard was put in execution, and the penalties 
exacted with ſo much r1gour, that ſome of them loſt ail courage, and began to think 
of forſiking their country, and of fettling themſelves elſewhere, Some of them 
caſt their eyes upon Holſtein, deligning, 1f they ſhould be allowed the free ex- 
erciſe of their religion there, to build a town on the river Exder. They knew that 
the Duke of that name was inclined to promote fuch a, project : whereupon ſome 
among them . found means to get an audience of him to that purpoſe. This Prince 
deliring nothing more, than by granting many privileges, to allure into his territories 
thoſe who had fo juſt cauſe to complain of the feverities of their own Sovereigns, to 
the end that his country might be the better peopled, and his trade increaſed, con- 
ceded to them a very ample Charter, for the free exerciſe of their religion in his 
dominions, 1n a certain place or diſtrict of land, where they might build a town, of 
which they themſelves ſhould be polleiled of the Civil Government.

Here he plainly owned, that: he agreed with the Remonſtrants in the 
buſineſs of Predeſtination, and the points relating to it, preſenting at the {ame time 
the ſubſtance of his confeſſion in writing, and challenging his adverſaries to diſpute 
the matter with him, But they refuſed toengage with him, declaring that this matter 
was already adjuſted by the Synod of Dorr, Upon this, without hearing whar de- 
He ir deprived fence he could make for himſelf, he was diſcharged from his office, and ordered to 
render, ' depart out of the Town and Juriſdiftion of Sedan, He complained to the Duke of 
City, Bonillon of the wronz which he conceived was done him ; but the Duke, who was 
married to a half (iſter of the Prince of Orange, returned him for anſwer, fy Scare 
is ſo ſtrifily united to that of Holland, and tio the Reformed churches of France, that 
it is not in my power to do otherwiſe, Thus was this poor man (who had not only 
lerved 
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ſerved the French, but alſo the German Congregation 1n Sedan tor the {pace of Axn*Doz, 
twelve years) reduced to a ſtate of banithinent, leaving behind him his Wife, who 1619. 
was near her labour ; and being burdened with the care of four Children, entirely © 
deſtitute of all means of ſubliſtence, he was obliged in the rigour of winter, and in 

the utmoſt diſtre!s and trouble to look out for another habitation, and other means 

of ſubſiſtence, He was deprived about the end of the laſt year, but did not depart, 

as I take it, till January 1620. 

This ſeverity appeared the more ſtrange to ſome, becauſe it was ſo contrary to the 
moderation and favour which the ſame Duke ſhow'd at that very time to his ſubjcas 
of the popiſh rel1gion, having ſignified in a certain declaration, which bore date 
the 23d of the faid month : That his intention was, as it had always been, to 
protect his ſubjects of the Romith religion in the free ererciſe thereof, after the 
ſame manner as they had till then enjoyd it, without allowing any alteration 0? 
obſtruction therein 5 it being his opinton, 41har no coercion vr violence ought to be 
uſed in matters of faith, ſince it was not the work of man, but the meer gift of 
God, who only had the power to reduce the minds of men, whenever it pleaſed bim, 
zo one and the ſame belief. Thus was liberty of conſcience allowed to the Papiſts, 
and at the ſame time refuſed to the Remon/trants ;, for not only this-Francis D'Or, but 
likewiſe Tilenus himſelf, who had loſt the favour of the Duke which he formerly Tilenn: 
enjoyed, was commanded to be gone in the rigour of winter, tho? at the fame time - «4 _ 
much afflited with the Gout. D'Or ſupported himſelf afterwards, by keeping a 
boarding-houſe at Paris, and teaching the French tongue to young gentlemen of 
Germany and the Low-Countries, who came to ſee that City. Tienus (ettled allo 
at Paris, and lived upon his own means. Soon after his arrival there, viz. in the 
month of April! he happened to fall into diſpute, at a country-ſeat near Orleans, 4 Piſpute be- 
with Johannes Camero, Profefior of Divinity at Saumur, about the manner of Con- _— 
verſion, or the Co-operation of the Grace of God with the will of man, in relation mero. 
to the heavenly Call, and all the points depending thereupon. Their diſpute was by 
word of mouth, and Ludovicus Capeilus, and Theophilus-Brachet Milterius, took 
down in writing what was {aid on elther fide. The diſpute laſted five days, and 
was afterwards printed, but not impartially, as Ti/enus complains. How far either 
of them was in the right, the Reader may judge from their own = works, as like- 
wiſe of their mutual views, and the arts reciprocally praiſed, to get the better of 
each other, 

Non long after Tilenzs writ a certain admonirion to the Scots, who were zealous Tilenus 
ſticklers for the Genevian diſcipline 5 from whence it may be obſerved, that he had aatacr Roan 
likewiſe quitted the opinion of Calvin, and thoſe of Geneva, in relation to church- che Scors 
government. Mis judgment was, * That thoſe Gentlemen had gone much too far, 

« through their violent paſſion, for making a total change in religion, by turning all 
© things upſide down. He added, that a certain furious zeal had fo blinded thoſe 
© people, that they perſwaded themſelves, the Church could not be reformed as it 
« ought to be, unleſs the whole form of her, as drawn and repreſented to us by the 
« writings of the molt pious Biſhops and Martyrs, were entirely defaced, and a new 
* one, unheard of in the primitive ages of chriſtianity, and unknown to all the Fa- 
« thers, being the creature of their own 1maginations, and drawn with their own 
« pencils, were introduced in its room. Accordingly they had, he ſaid, taken 
* away the ſeveral degrees of the Evangelical Miniſtry, and trampled under foot, 
* and as it were extirpated the antient polity of the Church, which was rather de- 
* formed than reformed.” 'He was more eſpecially difpleaſed at the carrying on of 
the Reformation in many places, by uproars and tumults, in fpite of the Civil Magi- 
{trate, In the ſaid Admonition to the Scots, he vehemently exclaims again(t their 
intemperateneſs 1n altering all things according to their fancics; and extols the Eng- 
lifh and German Reformation, brought about by the management of the Civil 
Powers, far above that of the Scots, He plainly owned, that he had forinerly 
fallen into the fame errors with the Scots ; but added, that he endeavoured to bring 
them to a better mind by his own example and arguments. * Such a Palino4ia, or 
* Recantation, he thought, was neither unbecoming nor diſhonourable, but rathec 
* generous and laudable, when it contributed to ſecure and confirm that molt valy-

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Ax"Dow.* able thing called Truth, As It was more falutary, ſo was 1t inore honouradle, 
1619. * he ſaid, to be overcome by truth, than to ſhoot the arrows of vanity and falſhood, 
WE which are always impotent and ineffeRual againſt the ſhield of truth.” Ar the 
end of the exhortation we find that ſpeech, part of which may be read in the Anno- 
tations on the firſt Volume of this Hiſtory ; after which follows this concluſion : 
« Lay aſide therefore this mad zeal, which cauſes the hardened minds of men to deſpiſe 
« ind reje& all admonitions, both divine and humane. Confider that your illuſtri- 
« ous King has long arms, as well as long-ſuffering ; and that the ring-leaders of 
* your ſedition, tho' they do ſo much miſchief with the {words of their pointed 
« tongues and pens, are in danger of being reach'd by the ſword of juſtice, which 
« God has girded him with ; and that as he can, fo he will uſe it againſt you, 
© if you try his patience any longer. Forbear this your bold behaviour, which is 
even fighting againſt God. Do not revive the remembrance of thoſe tumults 
* which your Fathers excited againſt your King, whilſt he yet lay in the cradle ; 
« and pretend not, by adding new diſobedience, to wipe off dirt with dirt : But 
« rather waſh out thoſe foul ſpots by your ready ſervices to your now aged 
« Prince. Ceaſe from diſturbing any longer the peace of your fellow citizens and 
© brethren, and from introducing the deceitful and villanous arts of the [eſuits, 
* whereby they evade the obedience due to Princes, into a church which makes 
© profeſſion of the Reformed religion. Forbear obſcuring the bright ſtars of the 
* Evangelical dorine with theſe clouds ; let the light ſhine in this Scorriſh darkneſs, 
* and confirm by your own example thoſe dodrines concerning obedience to Princes, 
« which you preach to the people ; for otherwiſe, inftead of declaring the word of 
* God from the pulpit, you give the congregation nothing but words of deceit. 
« Finally, receive this eye-ſalve of exhortation, which is admimiſter'd to you, not 
* only with a healing, but friendly hand ; receive it, I jay, with hearts full of 
© ſincerity, and void of ſedition. If it ſhould offend your eyes, remember that 
« Tobias could not obtain his fight, but through the ſmart and pricking of the gall 
« that was applied. 'Fhe Phylicians are wont to purge the bitter gall with bitter medi- 
* cines.* The fatal draught of ſweet milk cloſed the eyes of the flumbering Sifera 
* with an iron ſleep. This, if you pleaſe, may be a healing medicine for your 
« ſickneſs ; and whether you will or no, it ſhall be a publick teſtimony of my love 
© towards you. 
Ye Conzents 10 this Admonition he treats of the different orders of Miniſters both under the 
of the Ad. Law, and under the Goſpel ; and of the difference between ordinary and extraordi- 
monimon- nary Miniſtrations. He inquires whether Timorhy and Titus were only Evangeliſts. 
He treats about the indifferent uſe of the names of Biſhops and Prieſts, and of the 
diverſity of their offices in the Primitive Church, as alſo concerning Bez#'s opi- 
pion of a threefold Epiſcopacy. He maintains, that Eccleſiaſtical titles and dignities 
do not neceſſarily infer prideand a domineering temper. He conſiders the opinion of 
St. Jerom concerning Biſhops and Pre{byters, or Prieſts. He ſhows from the Reve- 
lations of St. Jobn, and the writings of St. Auſtin, that there was a diſtinion 
among the Clergy. He difcourſes about Lay-Elders ; about kneeling at the Lord's 
Table ; about the bringing the Holy Elements to ſick and dying perſons ; about ad- 
miniſtrins baptiſm at all times, and 1n all places, as necefſity requires; about the 
confirmation of perſons already baptized ; and laſtly, about the obſervation of feſti- 
val days. In all which points he juſtifies the pra&tce of the Engliſh Church, as moſt 
comformable to the inſtitutions and cuſtoms of the Primitive Chriſtians. This Ad- 
monition to the Scors, which was preſented by an Engliſhman, a friend of Tilenus, 
King James to James King of Great- Britain, was fo agreeable to him, that he ordered 1t to be 
he ET publiſhed in all haſte before the author could put the laſt hand to it 3 nay, what was 
tion 0 fe More, his Majeſty defired to ſee the man that writ it; and foon after invited him 
ned, ans over, by a very kind Letter, to England. Tilenus {et out accordingly for that 
mus {2:0 Eng. COUNtTY, intending, if he could meet with a fair opportunity, to diſcourſe with that 
land. Prince about the affairs of the Remonſtrants, and to juſtify all their proceedings, 
But ſome great men dillwaded him trom it, ſo that he durſt not venture upon it. 
He was received very graciouſly by the King, who of his own accord promifed him 
a penſion, if he would ſettle in that country, He returned moſt humble thanks to 
his Majeſty, and did not appear averſe to the embracing his offer, but begged leave 
to conſider of it till the end of the approaching winter, 'Thus Uztenbogart relates 
the

King's invitation, and only deſired time to ſettle his affairs. He opened his mind very 1619. 
freely to the King, concerning the doQttrine of Predeſtinarion, particularly when he © WV

waited on him at St. {hþeovalas, to take his leave, and return to France ; and when w:th ch- King 
his Majeſty talked with him there touching the opinion of thoſe who made Go 
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Author of Sin, he expreſſed himſelf in the following words : © This do&rine is fo P%.1

« horrible, that I am perſwaded that if there were a council of unclein Spirits afſ-m- 97 


« bled in Hell, and their Prince the Devil ſhould put the queſtion, either to all of 
« them in general, or to each in particular, in order to learn their opinion about the 
« moſt likely means of ſtirring up the hatred of men againſt God their maker ; nothins 
« could be invented by them more effefual to that end, or that conld put a grexter 
« affront upon the love of God for mankind, than that infamous decree of the late 
« Synod, and the deciſion of that deteſtable Formulary, by which the far grexter 
© part of human race are condemned to Hell, for no other reaſon but the meer 
« will of God, without any regard to fin; the neceſſity of finning, as well as of being 
« damned, being faſtened on them by that greatnail ofthe Decree before-mentioned. 
« For, if by laying hold on the opportunity of God's forbidding our firſt Parents to 
« eat the fruit of one only Tree, he found credit with them whillt they were as yet 
© good and innocent, and could perſwade them that tney were envy*d by God; how 
* much more eaſy would it be for him to make their poſterity hate the ſume God, 
« they being now defiled with fin, and having their minds poiſoned with ſuch horri- 
© ble blaſphemies with which that Decree abounds ? 

He writes, that the King approved of what he had ſaid, and that this his Mijefty's 
approbation induced him, 1ilenus, upon lis return to France, to conſent to the pub- 
liſhing of what he had writinthe French tongue, about rhe canſe and origin of moral evit. 
But before the publication, ſome of the French Divines finding themſelves wounded 
by the aforeſaid admonition through the des of the Scots, form'd a party againſt 
him. He tells us, that when they heard of his being invited to England, and of his 
preparing for that journey, they were tired with envy againſt him, tearing perhaps 8 
that the Genevian opinion about Predeſlination might loſe ground in Fn2land by his | 
means: Whereupon ſome of them uſed their utmoſt endeavours, and left no ſtone 
unturn'd to prevent his journey; by ſpreading reports with detign ro render him 
ſuſpe&ed of hereſy, and by that artifice they ſo prejudiced fome of the Engliſ Divines 2 parts 5, 
ag2inſt him, that they began to hate him, before they knew him. He was incapable /” — 
of weathering this ſtorm which his adverſaries had raiſed againtt him ; infomuch that tang, 
he found it adviſeable at laſt to break off all further correſpondence with King Fames ; 
for when the Engliſh Ambatilador at Paris, had orders to treat with him about his 
going over ; he returned him the following anſwer : That he would not deceive his 
Majeſty, for his conſcience would not ſuffer him to ſubſcribe the Canons of Dort ,, ſup- 
poling that the Kzng would not receive him upon any other terms, in that (ſituation 
of affairs. The Embaſlador communicated his anſwer to the King, but what hap- 
pened further, does not appear. He was likewiſe inform'd by ſome of his friends in 
Holland, that the Engliſh Ambaſlador, Carlcon, had been put upon writing to 
his Mijeſty; to rake heed of having to do with Tilenus, who was a dangerous per- 
ſon, and who, if be ſhould be ſuffered to come to England, might draw many to his 
party. But whether the States or the Clergy, put him upon it, does not appear. 
By this oppoſition, he was kept out of England, and the Remonſtrants loſt all hopes 
of ſerving themſelves of fo ſtout an advocate in that country, That treatiſe of his 
about tbe origin of evil, had been drawn up by him for the ſake of ſome friends, 4» a:comn of 
who were ſcandalized at his forſaking the aſſembly of the Reformed at Charenton, in hone, 
order to ſatisfy them of his proceedings. It apyeared in print the year following, lenus concern- 
ViS. 1621, into which T only enter on account of the connexion of thete mitters, 5.000018? 
In the Preface, he ſays, * That thoſe who were called Remonſtrants in Holland, 
* complained of the doctrines of thoſe of Geneva, becauſe they made God the 4r:hor 
* of ſin, but that the enemies of the faid Remonſtrants looked upon it as an abomi- 
* nable calumny invented to the prejudice of the church of Geneva. But, cont*- 
nues he, this little treatiſe will now convince thoſe who have eyes to {-e, whether 
there be not cauſe for complaining of ſuch opinions, and for ſeparating from ſuch 
aſſemblies, who after having ſeparated themletves from the Pope, and acculed him 
of arrogating to himſelf, what belonged only to God, have now the boldneſs to 
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Ax"Dom* imputeto God, what belongs only to the Devil; ſubjoining, that it was in vain 
1619. © to anſwer, that their declarations were quite contrary, and that they meant very 
SV Ve differently, for this was proteſting againſt a matter of fat. 

In the ſaid book, 1:enus inquires what were the opinions of the Heathen Philoſophers, 
the Jewiſ? Seas, leveral antzent Hereticks, the Libertines, Flaccius [llyricus, Luther, 
Zwinglius, Catuin, Martyr, Beza, Zanchius, and others, concerning the point in con- 
troverſy ; andin what terms the diſciples of thoſe DoQtors advanced the ſ1id doctrine at 
that time, He Iikewiſe repreſents the dodrine of the French churches, and that of Du 
Moulin, touching the fame. He examines the diſtintions and evaſtons made uſe of by 
the firſt Reformers to colour over, and ſet a gloſs upon that do&rine. He m1intains be- 
{1des, that the {41d dodrine makes God a diſſembler. Then follows the doQrine of 
the Holy Scriptures and of the Primitive Churches upon that point : and in the laſt 
place he produces general anſwers to thoſe texts of ſcripture, which, in his judgment, 
were mifapplied, in order to ſupport the dodrine of Geneva, He writes, that upon 
the publiſhing this treatiſe, the diſpleaſure of his adverſaries was extremely increaſed 
againſt him, but that he thought he had no reaſon, upon that account, to renent of 
ſo ſcaſonable a ſervice to the chnrch ; he likewiſe thought that his oppoſing ſuch 
doctrines, would not render him leſs agreeable to the King of Great- Britain ; knowing 
that the ſaid King, as an everlaſting memorial of his opinion thereupon, had made 
uſe of the following exprethons : We ought ro be careful, that like ſome of the Pu 
ritans, We do not make Ood the Autho? of Sin. 

But it 1s now time to return to the principal obje of this Hiſtory, the affairs of 
the Netherlands, It was the cuſtom of this country, as well as of others, to uther 
in the new-ycar with mirth and jollity, to wiſh one another all kind of happineſs, as 
likewiſe to ſend letters with the fame good wiſhes to ſuch as were abſent ; which 
were called New-years letters. 

Edvardus Poppius, one of the exiled Remonſ{rant miniſters, made ufe of this 

ALetr is cuſtom, in publiſhing an anonymous letter under the title of « conſolatory New-years 
<aotg ” F.gift, He endeavoured by the faid letter to comfort the churches of his perſuaſion, 
der the ti:1-of and to exhort them to perſeverance, addrefling himſelf to them in the name of the ex- 
: rn pelled Paſtors. Lhe introduction to this confolatory paper was founded upon the 
gift. — — Aforcſaid pratice, and contained a paraphraſe upon the Apoſtle's words : Rejorce in 
4m account of the Lord, In it, their teachers were perſonated as exhorting them to rejoice, not 
"oa with reſpet to any advantage that the New-year, through God's afliſtance, was like 
to bring to the Remonſtrant cauſe ; for they rather apprehended, as far as they could 

judge from ſome circumſtances of affairs, more rigorous Placards, and heavier per- 
ſecutions; but even with reſpe&t to their preſent ſufferings, which were very 

grievous, and future ones, which perhaps would be yet worſe : © It became, they 

« ſaid, {uffering Paſtors to exhort tacir ſuffering flocks to rejoice, 1n the ſame words 

« which St. Paul uſed, when, being a Priſoner at Rome, he writ to the Philippians, 

who were likewiſe perſecuted for the fake of Chriſt, and over whoſe head there 
* were yet greater perſecutions impending, They added, that they who writ, had 
* no reaſon not to rejoice, though deprived and baniſhed, becauſe they had behaved 
« themſelves faithfully in their miniſtry. For which reaſon, their minds were at 
« eaſe, and they had matter of rejoicing; foraſmuch as like chriſtians they ſuffered 
« for righteouſneſs ſake, and becauſe their ſteddy confeſſion,* and the crofs which 
« they bore on that account, had incouraged other Miniſters to preach the word of 
« truth, ſtrengthened the churches in the faith, and rendered them more ardent 
« 1n endeavouring at the pradtice of godlineſs. The Brothers and Siſters therefore, 
< to whom this Epiſtle was directed, rhey ſaid, ought to rejoice for the following 
« reaſons : Firſt, becauſe they were thereby informed that their Paſtors were through 
« God's grace, ſo ſtrong, ſo bold, and fo full of joy under their affiiftions. For tt 
© tended to the conſolation and ſalvation of the people, that the Pattors were com- 
« forted under oppreſſion, Secondly, becauſe in the preceding years, ſuch great mer- 
* cy was fhown to them above many others of the inhabitants of thoſe Provinces, as 
that not only the truth had been preached to them, but they had likewife em- 
© braced that ſaving dodrine which ſo highly tended to the advancing the honour of 
God and Chrift, and the promoting, of true piety. Here they deſcribed the doctrine 
of the Kemonſtrants, and refuted thar of the Contraremonſtrants, as lad down 7 the 
* Natt- 
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National Synod. Thirdly, beciule the truth which they had received, had been Ax%D 
brought to a tryal the two preceding years in the perſons of their Paſtors, in the 1619. 

« great I heatre of the Synod, 1n the preſence of both [nlanders and Foreigners, of a > 
« Biſhop, DoQors, Profellors, Divinesand Philoſophers, under the ſuperintendency 

« of thoſe who repreſented the ſupreme government of the Uniced Netherlands ; at 

« which time the Synod either durit not, or would not engage in any diſpute with 

« them. Fourthly, becauſe they having diſcharged their conſciences in ende VOuring 

« to compoſe the reigning diviſions, were caſt out and excommunicated by the Con- 
« traremonſlrants, who refuſed to be healed. The faid Contraremonſtrant; having 
« long endeavoured to fit alone, and to arrogite all power in the church to them- 
« ſelves, and being now maſters of the Synodical Chair, and inveſted with the an- 
« thority of the States, had breathed fire and flame againſt all thoſe who refited 
« them. They had cenſured, condemned, deprived, and excommunicated the Re- 
© monſtrants, The latter therefore ought no longer to defile them(clves with their 
« impurities. They themfelves had given the letter of divorce. Wherefore bein 
« now delivered from their human authority, with which they fo unjuſtly domi- 
« neered, they might ſhew they were a free people, though ſtill Servants of Chri/?, 
© and ſubje& to good order. Lhis afforded thein matter enough for reJoicing 1n the 
« midſt of their troubles, It was true indeed, that they were reſtrained from al 
« freedom of external worſMip. But they were injured, they ſaid, fince the exerciſe 
« of their religion was their juſt due : To obtain this, their anceſtors had poured 
< out their blood upon ſcaffolds, and ſuffered their bodies to be burnt to 
« aſhes at ſtakes. And the States General had formerly aſſerted and maintained 
« in their treaty at Cologn, that ſubjects of different opinions could not ſatisfy their 
« conſciences without the exerciſe of their religion. "They confefled that the Civil 
« Magiſtrate had the fole authority with reſpe& to the publick external affairs of the 
« church, to the ſacred edifices, and the maintenance of the Miniſters, and that it 
was in his power to admit one man, and exclude another ; bur added, that he 
« ought nevertheleſs to conſider that he had a Maſter in Heaven, and might not at- 
tempt any thing againſt truth and equity, This power of the Civil Magiſtrate had 
© been acually put in execution againſt the Remonſ{rants, and the Remon/trants had 
ſubmitted to it, and quitted the publick Temples of which they had been poſleiled, 
« In ſome places, they were many thouſands ſtronger than their adverſaries, notwith- 
« ſtanding which, they ſtood till, and ſaw their places of worſhip taken from them 
by a handful of people; and though they themſelves were natives, they inade way 
for ſtrangers. In this they had done extremely well, the whole world looked at 
« it with amazement, and 1t tended not a little to their praiſe. But as for their for- 
bearing the exerciſe of their religion in ſeparate meetings, becauſe the Government 
would have it ſo; this, zhey ſaid, would not only turn to their reproach, bur they 
* could not do It with a ſafe conſcience. For (ince this was a buſineſs betweerr God 
and their own fouls, they ought not to have any regard to the Placards or Statutes of 
Princes or Magiſtrates, though death itſelf, or any other corporal puniſhments were 
* to be the conſequence of their diſobedience. 'This was the language even of the 
Netherland Confeſſion \, to wit, That they ought not to faint, thourh the perſecution 
ſhould continue, Fifthly, they ſhould likewile rejoice in their {utferings, becauſe 
of the advantage there was 1n ſuffering, which always turned to the good of thoſe 
whom God loved; and becauſe it tended likewiſe to the propagation of the Goſpel. 
It was, they ſaid, the nature of divine truth, that being attacked, but not con- 
quered, nor extinguiſhed, 1t made the deeper impreilion on the hearts of men, It 
was the croſs and ſuffering which gave ſuch credit to the chriſtian religion, Op- 
prefſions ſerved likewiſe for trials, and trials if they ſucceeded, ended 1n rejoicings, 
Lukewarm chriſtians being awakened by the Croſs, were taught to raiſe up their 
feeble hands and knees, and to walk aright. To be thus oppreiled, was a token 
of the divine favour, and the recompenſe would be no leſs than the glories of H-3- 
ven, This adminiſtered matter of rejoicing. And for the increaſing of their joy, 
* they ſhould conlider, that Chrift the Lord called them to this combar, that he 
watched over them, that he heard their fighs and groans, and would not ſuffer 
them to be tempted beyond what they were able, To the end that their joy might 
be full, their patience ought to be ſo too. "They had already fuftered much ſcorn 
and contempt, and all kind of 1ll treatment by fines, 1wprifonments, and even 
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Aw Dow.* death itſelf, when their places of aſſembling were ſurrounded by armed troops. 
1619. © Theſe things had they patiently endured, without rendering evil for evil, or beins 
© their own avengers. This was owned to their praiſe. But they mult perſevere 
therein to the end, and 1mitate the example of their Lord and Saviour in all his 
converſation, without being prevailed upon by threats, or any other violent means, 
to hold religious communion with the Contraremonſtrants, who in all their tranſ- 
ations aimed at nothing elſe than the introducing a tyrannical authority over the 
conſciences of them and their poſterity, than which nothing could be more perni- 
cious both to their ſpiritual and temporal concerns. They {honld therefore take 
care, that their adverſaries did not make uſe of their luke-warmneſfs or fiinthearted- 
neſs, as means to attain to the accompliſhment of their ungodly purpoſes. They 
might uſe all the caution and prudence they could, to eſcape violence, provided 
they did not forſake the aſlembling themſelves together. Then world their la- 
bour not be vain in the Lord, Then would they be bleſt with the greater, ye1 
with an everlaſting reward. In this hope they ought to rejoice yet more, yea, 
always to rejoice in the Lord.” 


At the end of this letter there was added a New-years hymn to the ſame 
effe&, 
The Govern. On the 8th or gth of January, O. S. the Magiſtrates and Government of Kam- 
ene o Ram- pen in the Province of Over-7/el were changed. Baudar: tells us, thit the Ma- 
i di giſtrates of the ſaid town began to be fo pliable, during the fitting of the Synod of 
Dorc, as to promiſe all of them, that they would join 1n religions communion with 
the Contraremonſtrants, in caſe the Synod ſhould condemn the other party. But the 
event ſhewed that ſeveral of thoſe Magiſtrates dad not acquieſce in the eccleſiaſtical 
decrees, but adhered ſtill to the Remonſtrants, Hereupon 1t was fo ordered, rhat 
Count Erneſt of Naſſaw, and the Colonel Nicholas Smel/ing, rozether with the Heers 
van Goch and Buckburſt, did, in the name of the States-Gereraj, and of his Excel- 
lency the Prince of Orange, diſcharge five of the Magiſtrates, and twenty three of 
the Common Council, and as ſome of the antient Burghers relate, put ſeveral of the 
moſt zealous Contraremonſirants in their room, who had been recommended to rhe 
Count by the Clergy of that fide. Whilſt this was doing, the Stadthouſe was fur- 
rounded by the Soldiers. Some of the Members of the Council who were depoſed, 
believing that their credit or reputation was affe&ted by their diſcharge, the follow- 
ing Declaration was publiſhed for their ſatisfaction. 


LJPmn the ſcruples raiſed by ſome of the Yembers of the Council, as if their 
diſmilſion had rendered them infamous, his G2ace Count kraelt Caſimir 
of Nailaw, and the reſt of the Gentlemen deputed by the Staces, do hereby declare, 
that the diſmiſſion of thoſe perſons and other officers of the town of Kainpen, was 
intended merely to2 pxomoting the peace and unity of the (atv town, without any pe: 
jUDice to their particular rights o2 pavileges, o2 violation, and viminutioin of their 
good name and fame in any wiſe ; which ſhall be p2eferved to them entire and 
Unblemithed, 


In witneſs whereof, this Certificate is ſigned by his ſaid Grace Count Erneſt Cafi- 
mir, and the reſt of the Gentlemen commiſſioned by his Excellency the Prince of 
Orange, our Gracious Lord and Statholder ; at the Town-houſe of Kampen, the

By this change of the Magiſtrates at XKampen, affairs there immediately took a 
different turn, to the ſatisfaction of the Contraremon/trants, The new Governors 
ſtrove who ſhould pleaſe the Clergy moſt, as appeared by ſeveral of their proceedings. 
It 1s related, among other inſtances, that the Burgomaſters being ailembled ſoon after

At this time alſo endeavours were uſed to ſuppreſs the Meetings of the Lutherans, **rnt by the 
to which ſome of the Remon/trants had joined themſelves ; for which cauſe they paw, 
were ſeveral times forbidden to meet : However they aſſembled now and then by 
ſtealth. But againſt the Remonſtrants they proceeded with much more ſeverity, 
putting in {tri execution the Placard made concerning them, by diſturbing their 
Conventicles, and exacting fines and penalties, as we ſhall ſhow hereafter.

This Placard was renewed ſeveral times after. The Magiſtrates of the ſaid City 
likewiſe publiſhed a particular Placard againſt the Menni/ts or Anabaptiſts in the 
month of February of the preſent year, as alſo at other times, 

They began likewiſe at Leyden to prohibit the meetings of the Lutherans by The meecing; 
beat of drum ; and as ſome write, their meetings were not only forbidden at Dyrr, 4 #5 Lanties 
but thoſe of their perſwaſion were robbed, plundered, and balely abuſed. ” morabypoagy 

But I teturn to Ho/and, where we find the Contraremonſtrants, in the month of Efyden and 
Fanuary or February, mourning for the death of Walrave, the Heer van Brederode, .... 
on account of the ſeveral good qualities they diſcovered in him, and particularly his Brederode 
zeal for their cauſe, He was one of the States Commillioners at the National Synod 7/7 7 £## 
of Dsrt, where, as has been already ſhown, when the Remon/trants conplained, 
that ſufhcient time had not been allowed them to prepare their papers ; and aded, 
that the cold weather had hindred them, he farcaſtically objeGed to them, Thar 
certainly their brains had not been frozen, But about this time, which was not 
above a year after, his horſe fell under him on the ice, and he died of a gangrene, oc- 
calioned by the fall, at his houſe at Vianen, in the 25th year of his age. 

The Heer vander Myle, ſon-in-law of the Advocate Oldenbarnevelc,, who was The Heer van= 
excluded the Aſſembly of the Nobility, as has been mentioned above, fell now into oa ou - 
oreat troubles. The winter before, ſeveral extras ot letters writ by him to the 122» Goe- 
Heer van Langerak, Ambaſladour from the Staies to France, had been tranſmitted "<<: 
from the Generality to thoſe of HoZand, and read in their Aſſembly, relating to 
the State of theſe Provinces, the differences of Religion in the fame, and the perſon 
of his Excellency; who, as they ſaid, was 1ll uſed in thoſe papers. After ſome 
deliberation upon theſe matters, the States of Hoiland came to a reſolution, Thar 
the ſaid Heer vander Myle had meddled too far, and beyond what he ought, and 
had been guilty of a high miſdemeanor. And the Members who were deputed from 
their Aſſembly to that of the States-General, were ordered forthwith to carry back 
thoſe papers, and to afliſt the Deputies of the other Provinces in confadering what 
might be moſt proper for them to do upon that occaſion, with a due regard to the 

privileges 
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Ax*Dovw. privileges of Holland and 7Veſt-Freeſiand, and not to ſuffer any thing to be done in 
1619. the matter, till it had been reported and further confidered by them the States of the 
' faid Province. On the 16th of Fanrary the States-General came to the following 
reſolution concerning him 5 That he ſnould retire from the Hague, and ſtay in the 
Iſland of Gooree till further order, and in the mean ome be rendered capable of 
diſpoſing of, or mortgaging any part of” his eftate, This baniſhment occaſioned much 
ſorrow to many good Patriots, who thought he had deſerved a better fate His 
friends lamented his misfortunes, and ſhewed their concern for him. Eyven the Pro- 
4 have 5 feſſor Heinfins himſelf, tho" always a great adverſary to the Remonſtrants ( whoſe 
fs. Patron this Gentleman was) being mindful of the fivours he had received from 
bim, when he was one of the Curators of the Univerſity of Leyden, ſent him 2 
conſolatory Letter, aſſuring him that his old friend{hip was not. leſſened Ly the 
change in his fortune ; tranſmitting}to him at the fame time the following Epigramn, 
by which he teſtify'd what a loſs the ſaid Univerlity ſuffered in being deprived of 

his perſon.

Hir dnſwer, "The Heer wander Myle returning an anſwer to the ſaid Letter, repreſented to him, 
among other things, * That he did indeed believe there were ſome among the Pro- 
« feflors of Leyden, who ſtill remembered him (this Heinſius had faid to him in bis 
* Letter; ) foraſmuch as he had always endeavoured to ſerve men of merit, without 
* any regard to times or parties 3 but that he knew very well, that as there were 
* ſome who were not to be compared with him, Heinſ:us, with reſpe& to the 
« talents which God had beſtowed upon him, ſo neither were they like him in point 
© of gratitude; and that he even placed in that rank ſome, who, on account of their 
* profeſſion, were bound to adminiſter conſolation to him.* In the ſame Letter, 
which Hein/ius writ to the Heer vander Myle, he made mention of one that he 
had lately received from the famous Paulus Service, or Father Paul of Venice, and 
ſignified his joy, that ſo great a man had entertained ſuch favourable thoughts of the

From this Letter we may obſerve two things: The firſt is, thzt Father Pay! ad- 
hered to the opinions of the Dominicans and the Contraremonſirants in the bufineſs of 
Predeſlination , which 1s likewiſe ſufficiently obvious in his hiſtory of the Council 
of Trent, concerning which the Engliſh Divine Heylin writes, That the authority of 
Father Paul ( whatever credit he may deſerve in hiſtorical matters) ought not to be 
admitted in DoArinal Points, any further than it is ſupported by reaſon. In the next 
place we may obſerve from his Letter, what ll impreſſions Heinſirs ſeems to have 
made on him in prejudice of the Remonſirants, by treating them as people who 
ſided with the common enemy ; but the fallity of this charge has ſince appeared 
plainly enough. As for the reſt of his Letter, I leave it as I found it, and the 
Reader may judge of it as he pleaſes. 

In the mean while the Remonſtrants went on couragiouſly with their ſeparate 
tneetings. But on the jth of January ſeveral Miniſters and others appeared before 4 complaine 
the Committee of the States at the Hogue, heavily complaining againſt thoſe of 722" 5 | 
that Set at Haſerſwoude, Newkope, Norden, Waddinckſuene, and Arlandervene, j,1abiran; of 
accuſing them of divers bold and infolent aQions ; inſomuch that, as they (aid, rboſ- __ Vile 
of the true religion went in danger of their lives; the Remonſtrants baving ſeized _” 
upon the church at Waddinckſvene, where, tho* they did not preſume to preach, yet 
one of their Teachers paſt through the congregation, exhorting them as he wenc. 

Againſt theſe miſchietfs the Petitioners prayed thetr Lord{hips to apply ſome remedy. 
T'wo Gentlemen of the ſaid Committee were accordingly diſpatched away to the 
ſaid Villages, in order to inquire into the cauſes of theſe complaints ; who being re- 
turned, gave an account of their proceedings on the 22d of the faid month : Firſt, 
as to the opening of the Church at Waddinckſvene, of which we find no account 
entered upon the Books of the Committee. As for Newkope, they ſaid, that an 
Anabaptiſt had preached there, Concerning Norden, they declared, that all was 
well there, and that matters were right at Boſkope too, "That at Arlandervene there 
were ſome diſorders. That there was preaching to the Remonſtrants at Haſerſwoude, 
when they came thither, and that there was likewiſe a meeting of them at Ben- 
thuſen, 1 hat at Sgotermere and Seghwart, it was as bad as poſſible, there being hard- 
ly one honeſt Magiſtrate in thoſe Villages. Hereupon it was reſolved in the Com- 
mittee, that Deputies ſhould be ſent to change the Officers of thoſe places ; but thar 
firſt there ſhould be notice given to the Lords, or chief Otficers, tothe end that they 
might tranſmit to the Hague liſts of ſuch perſons whom they judged proper to be ad- 
mitted into the offices of thoſe that were to be diſcharged. The Bailiff of Newkope, 4 change of 
whoſe name was Thin, was diſcharged ; and the Heer John van Butenwegh, Heer ofeerrinrbue 
van Newkope, laid before the Committee the names of two perſons ; one of which 
was to be choſen into the offices of Bailiff and Scout; to wit, Henry Henſb-ke, who 
was Schoolmaſter and Sexton, and Reinier Roſebome; the former of whom was ac- 
cordingly choſen Bailiff and Scout, The Secretary, Cornelius Mattherſon was left 
in his office proviſionally ; but the Meſlenger of the Village was diſcharged, and 
Lambert Jacobs, a zealous Contraremonſtrant, put in his place ; and at the fame 


time 
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time a letter was ſent to the Lord of the village to give thei commiſſtons without 
prejudice to his right, and pro Pac vice only. And the Heers Francis vandey Borgh, 
and Abraham Dullart were deputed to make a further reformation 1n all the villages 
abovementioned. 

On the 5th of February, the Committee of the States came to a relolution : That 
ſince there was a necellity of making a change of ſo many Ofhcers and Magiſtrates in 
ſeveral places, the ſaid Officers ſhould be conſidered as ipſo facto diicharged, and their 
places filled up with others. Accordingly, the office of Scout of Sevenbuſen was 
conferred on the Heer Simon Muis van Holy, and Fohn Corneliſſon Wildevene was 
nade Secretary in the room of Nicolas Michelſon Bontebal, and Fohn WWolvarton was 
appointed Scout of Seghwart, On the 7th, the faid Committee writ to Mr, T/ex- 
bout van Vene, as Lord of Hoge-vene, that he ſhould rurn out his Othcer Gerard 
Abrianſon Outſhorn, and put in another, ſuch as he knew would be agreeable to 
them, or that otherwiſe they would appoint one for him, About the fame tine, as 
1 take it, Orro de Roy, Secretary of Maeſland-ſluice, was likewiſe diſcharged. 

This was the beginning of that great Change, or, as they ſtiled it, Reformation of 
Officers, not only of thoſe 1n villages and places in the country, but alſo in the 
towns and cities, 

The Lords of the Committee took likewiſe into conſideration the buſineſs of the 
Lutheran Meeting at Bodegrave, and what his Princely Grace of Orange had cauſed 
to be repreſented about it; and they agreed to let that matter remain in /tatre quo, by 
way of connivance, without puſhing any further the orders which the States had 
ſent to the Bailiff, But the ſeverities uſed againſt the Remonſtrants, increaſed more 
and more. 

How the meeting of the people of this perſwaſton was diſturbed at Leyden, on the 
29th of December laſt, and what endeavours were uſed to apprehend their Preacher 
Dwinglo, we have already ſhown. After thoſe occurrences, the Scout, Mr. WWilliam 
de Bont, ſummoned ſeveral of the Burghers, who had either deen at the diſperſed 
meeting, or were ſuſpe&ed on that occaſion, to appear before the Judges, on the 7th 
of January; namely, the two Notaries, Baldwin Hakkius, and Adrian Pats ;, as allo 
Chriflopher van Melſin, a Linnen-weaver in the Bogard ſizeg, at whoſe houſe the 
meeting was holden, Van Melſen was condemned to pay a tine of 200 Gilders on 
that account, and to be baniſhed by ſound of bell out of the city of Leyden and li- 
berties thereof, for the ſpace of one year, From this ſentence ſome concluded, that 
the ſaid van Melſen had no knowledge of the defign of rhe Scout, to furprize Dewwin- 
glo at his houſe, But one cannot clear that matter, unleſs one knew whether the fine 
were ever exated, or the man obliged to quit the town. But it was taken for 
oranted at that time, that his wife was the perſon who decoyed Dwingls and the 
Remonſtrants to his houſe, in order to bring them into trouble, On the ſame day, 
being the 7th of the month, Hakkins and Pats were buth of them condemaed in a 
tine of 25 Gilders, for the benefit of the Scout, and moreover declared to have for- 
feited their oftice of Notary, the faculties or inſtruments granted them for that pur- 
poſe being made void and of no effe& ; and laſtly, they were fſcatenced to pay the 


Fn account of Charges of their trials. The ſaid Notaries appealed from that fentence publickly pro-

nounced againſt them by found of bell, to the Court of Hulland, repreſenting by a 
Memorial : * That they had no intention to be at any forbidden meeting on the 29th 
«* of the laſt month, but were drawn 1n by the baſe artifices of the wife of Melſer ; 
« that they found themſelves much aggrieved by the ſentence prohibiting them to ex- 
« erciſe the profeſſion of a Notary, ſeeing that no other penalty was appointed by the 
© Placard, to be inflited upon thoſe who were preſent at ſuch meetings, belides a fine 
© of 25 Gilders. 'Ihat the words of the ſaid Placard relating to the forfeiture of 
offices, could only be extended to ſuch who preached, read, ſung, or adminiſtered 
* the Sicraments 1n ſuch meetings ; or elſe who lent or rented their houſes or other 
* places for the like purpoſes : Moreover, that the bulineſs of a Notary ought not 
* to be reckoned among the offices intended by the Placard, that being an employ. 
ment without any certain income ; all the profits ariſing from it, being obtained 
only by perſonal labour and diligence : neither was the oflice of Notary attainable 
or procurable by ſuch ways as others of which the Placard ſpeaks; foraſmuch as 
the States, in former times, never took away the faid office from any perſon upon 
whom 1t was once beſtowed, in order to confer it on another, but added as many 
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new ones to the number as they thought proper : I hat beſides, the ſaid oftice had A x*Do " 

no affinity with matters of religion, f1nce, 1n this country, even the States themſelves 

appointed Notaries who were of a different religion from that which was eſt1- 

bliſhed : Neither was 1t the intention of the States in iſſuing the (aid Placard, that 

o00d well-meaning people ſhould be allured by tricks to come to ſuch meetings, and 

« ſo be caught in a net: And laſtly, they repreſented, that they were not found at th: 

« meeting abovementioned ——,' For all which reaſons, they prayed the Court to 

orant them a power of appeal, and an inhibition to the inferiour Court of Leyden 

ſo far only as related to their being ſuſpended from the exercife of their aforemen- 

tioned office. But to this Memorial and Petition there was no anſwer returned 
on the 29th of February, but nibit was indorfed upon ir. B:1ing thus refuſed here. 

| they addreſſed themſelves anew to the High Court of Jultice, by way of apyeal 

2 from the diſmiſiton of their foregoing Memorial ; but neither could they obtain any 
other return here, fave another nþil., However, ſome months after, the Notary, Wh 

Piats, upon his repeated petitions, and certain promiſes unknown to me, procured f 

leave from the States to exerciſe his office again till further order. And, I think, 

Hakkius obtained the like permiſton. A few days after the publication of the ſen- 

tences againſt van Melſen, Hekkins and Pats, the Heer Paulus Stochius fell into 

much greater troubles. tHe was one of thoſe who were excluded the Senate or 

Council of Leyden in thc year 1618, and ſoon after, the office of decretary to the 

Orphan-hoſpital, which he had faithfully adminiſter'd for many years, was taken 

from him by the Burgomaſters by order of the Prince, and given to one Martin 

van Fpmont, who, 1n a little ttme, was turned out of it with 19nomiay, for havin 

broken open a certain cheſt of money, and robbed the orphans. After this, the 

new Scout of Leyden, Mr. Vill:am de Bont, who was eſteemed a mortal enemy of 

Stochius, got leave to enter his houſe, and ſearch his papers. Some think, that 7% ule of :he 

Stochins, a zealous promoter of the Remorſirants cauſe, was ſulpefed of gathering ny" ine 

money for the ule of their Miniſters. On the 13th of Fanuary, the tid Scout, and himſelf 

with two Schepens, Daniel! van Alphen and Adrian van Tethrode, attended by hy rr 

Under Scouts, and all the City-Serjeants, entered his houſe by day, where they tirſt 

ſearched his counting-houſe, and then the whole houſe from top to bottom z ordering 

all his trunks, cheſts and boxes to be 1mmediately unlocked, and threatening other« 

wiſe to force themopen; which orders he ſubmitted to. "They met with ſome papers 

and writings, which they took, though without medling with him at that time ; 

but at night the Scouts ſought for him in his houſe. He was then walking 

in the church, as 1s the cuſtom of the Burghers 1n a winter evening z and being met 

preſently after in the ſtreet, he was apprehended, and carried to the city priſon, 

Finding himſelf a priſoner, he let fall out of his pocket two letters from Rem Ez- 

bertſon Biſhop, the brother of Epiſcopius ; but the Scout being aware of it, took them 

up, and carried them to the Magiſtrates. They put him ar firſt into a naſty damp 

little room, full of dirt and ftench, near a lay-ſtall, and cauſed hun to be watched 

day and night by two of the Serjeants. The day after his impriſonment, the Com- 

mittee of the States having conſulted his Excellency about him, reſolved to ſend two 

of their body to Leyden, to encourage the Magiſtrates, and to give them their ad- 

vice, that ſo they might proceed 1n earneſt, and without any intermiſſion againſt 

Stochius, 1n order to oblige him to diſcover his accomplices and all their intrigues, 

and to report their opinion to the ſaid Committee, In the mean while it was aIVven 

out, that he was taken up for treaſon, or conſpiring again{t the Government, They 

watched him day and night, without fuftering any body to come nigh him. He re- 

preſented, that he was a Member of the Univerſity ; and after much intreaty and a 

cloſe continement of fix days, he was removed to the priſon of the Univerlity, where 

he was as ſtrictly guarded as before. He was at firſt examined by the Scout and i: i: exa- 

Schepens, and two of the Deputies of the Committee of the States ; vis. Francis 4 

van den Burzh and another, and afterwards by the ReQor Migniticus Reinerus 

Bontius, Brother of the Scout, and his Alleffors, in the preſence of two Commillio- 

ners of the Court, the Councellor Koawenburg, and the Griftier Pors. He was ex- 

amined upon ſeveral articles, namely, © Whether he had not oppoſed the calling a 

* National Synod ? Whether he had adviſed the deprived Magiſtrates of Nimeguer 

© to complain to the States-General 2 Whether he had not carried on a correſpon- 

* dence in ſeveral towns, in erder to colle& money for the uſe of the R--

Money , an: 1 laſtly, that he Stochius, was the chief cantriver and manager, But "of 


proteſted that he knew nothing of fuch an affociation or confederacy. They would 
not, however, believe him, but vehemently prefl:q him to teli all he was faid to 
know of it. They faid, tt was indeed a ſecret tothe world, but none to him, Durins 
his examination, he was often told, char his Excellency, and1all the Lords, were diſ- 
poſed to (Dew bim favour, but it was only upon condition that be would reveal the ſecret. 
bat / ſaid Pots, cannot the Lords draw the ſecret from you by any rind of queſtion £ 
Do not impoſe upon the Lords ; added he, but tell then all you know. On the other 
hand, he repeated his vroteſtati ons 1n the moſt ſolemn manner : Do you tate me, 
ſaid be, for '« Jew, a Lurk, cr a Heathen? I am a Chriſtian, by the 2race of God, 
who bave learnt and who reach my children what a dreadful thing it is ; for a man t9 
involve his own ſoul in eternal perdition : Should I be ſo wicked as to make ſuch a 
Declaration falſly * God forbid ! What he owned to be true in this charge brouzht 
againſt him, was, that without knowing of any other contributions, hehad in1:ed out of 
compaſſion, concerned hunſelf in a colle&ion of monies at Ley: len, tor the henefit of 

live perſons, whole zeal for the cauſe of the Remon/trants, had occaſioned their be- 
ing condemned to pay a thouſand and fifty Gilders; vis. three of them 200 Gilders 
each, for diſperſing the little trac called the Yale, or Farewell the fourth, 225 G'j- 
ders, for ſuffering a meeting at his houſe; and the fifth, 225 for an intention of 
lending his houſe for the ſame uſe. He further owned, that he had ſometimes ap- 
plied himſelf to, 2nd exhorted ſeveral perſons of all ranks, to afllt thoſe who were 
poor in paying their fines, and at the ſame time, to con(ider the wants of faine de- 
prived Miniſters, with thoſe of their wives and children, as he himſelf had been ex- 
horted by others to do the ſame. For this purpoſe, he had, with the knowledge of 
ſome of the Burghers whom he mentioned, prepared two liſts of names (one of which 
had been ſeized among his papers, and {aid before the Magiſtrates) out of which 
ſ-veral ſmaller liſts had been drawn, in order to make a colleftion of money for the 
aforementioned uſes; firſt, by the management of Jobn Peterſon van Oug/tzer, a Rope- 
maker, and Fobn Jobnſon, a Carpenter, and others joined with them ; and afterwards 
by the aſſiſtance of Gererude — the wife of the Miniſter Adrian vanden Porre, 
wo had made ſome colle&ions before, but who, by reaſon of her weakneſs, as being 
ready to lye in, could proceed no further; upon which ſeveral of the Remonſtrants 
cither carried their preſents (which ſome called loans) with their own hands, or elſe 
{ent them to her 1n papers or little ſealed boxes, whilſt ſhe was 1n that condition. 
This money being increaſed by ſmall ſums to the amount of 500 Gilders he re- 
ceived from her, and paid it to the late Scout Lot Gale, by way of compolition, pur- 
ſuant to an agreement which he had made with them for 600 Gilders, which was the 
tine for diſperting the Farewell, and 250 more for the aforeſaid intended meeting. Out 
of the ſame colledions he likewiſe paid Harper the Meſlenger with the Rod, and the 
colts of the trials amounting to 37 Gilders more, He confeſſed further, that in Arw- 
guſt laſt paſt, Rem Biſhop (as he ſuppoſed) had ſent 400 Gilders to vanden Borre on 
account of other charges ; for there was found on his bedſtead a memorandum of the 
place where that money was depolited for that uſe. The memorandum was partly 
of his, and partly of Borre's writing, Over it was writ, 4 memorandum concerning 
the 400 Gilders ſent for the Orphans of A. g. There was much diſpute about the 
meaning of the letters A. g. The Commiſſioners would have them agnfy Arminz- 
aenſche Gemeente, or the Arminian Church ; but Srochins explained it by Armege- 
drukten, or the oppreſſed Poor. They examined him alfo very ſtrictly about Rem 
Biſhop at firſt, whether he had not been concerned in making colletions 2 He 
anſwered, that he knew nothing of it, Then they asked him, wherber be did not 
fuſpe# ir? He replied, yes. To the queſtion, whether there had not been ſome 
colleions made at the defire of the Miniſters ? He faid, that Johannes Corvinus 
had writ one time in a letrer : IF the l{raclites he not pr ovided with food, we know 
not what merbod to take, He owned too, that Fobn Williamſon Uſlino, a zealous 
Remonſirant, who lived at Amſterdam, had been at the H; rue, Delft, and Rocterdam,

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to ſee what had been colle&ed ; and that he complained, that but little was brought A xD ow, 
in ; by. that he did not tell him the deponent, with whom and where he had been. 16519. 
There was likewiſe produced againſt Stociires One of the Letters which he dropt as AS 
they were leading him to priſon ; it was writ by Rem Biſhop, and they deſired he 

would explain it, The ſaid Letter, from which they promiſed themſelves great dif- 

coveries, ran thus :

< but there came a Letter for you from Nimeguen, which was forwarded to you.

© God, and falute you molt heartily.

At the bottom was added this Poſtſcript : 


* Things go pretty well here; God grant they may fo continue! The Fiſhery is 

© good in this foggy dark weather, Lhe Father of Facoh is a good Fiſherman. 
* Bring good wares to our market, they will, it feems, be welcome and yield 
* you profit, if they can but be diſpoſed of to the beſt advantage ; but it is 
* decreed not to deal with foreigners. 


This Letter occaſioned many queſtions. The Commiſſioners {aid, that Fiſh was 7%- Exanina- 
a cant-word for Money, and that all of it was writ in a figurative way, and that the ** 7% 
meaning was quite different from the expreſhtions; the rather, becauſe there was 
mention made in the Poſtſcript of the Fiſhery at Amſterdam, and of the Father of 
Faceh, of whom Biſhop had ſaid that he was a good Fiſherman, by which he was 
{ſuppoſed to mean Iſaacus Fredericus, who at that time preached there privately to 
the Remonſtrants. Stochius ſolemnly declared, that he had really received Fiſh from 
thence, and that there was no other meaning but what was expreſt. But this did 
not fatisfy, and they urged him to explain the Letter more fully. He told them he 
could not do it, and adhered to what he faid. They examined him further concern- 
ing another Letter which Epiſcopius had writ to him about drawing up a confeſſion, 
and endeavouring 2 cloſer union with the Lutherans. He owned that he had writ 
firſt to Epiſcopius about that matter, 1n hopes that if the Remonftrants could make 
a coalition with the moſt moderate Lutherans, the States would tolerate them fo 
united. They aſked him, whether he had not writ to Uzrenbogart too? He reply'd, 
he had not. Then they alked what maintenance the exiled Miniſters enjoy'd ? He 
anſwered, that it was reported that they recelvec, according to their reſpeRive cir- 
cumſtances and wants, from a hundred and fifty to four hundred Gilders at the moſt. 
They had likewiſe tound among his papers a certain Memorial concerning the Town 
of Szaden, its Situation, Magiſtrates, Clergy, Schools, and ſuch like matters. 
They aſked him whether he had drawn it up by himſelf, or whether he had con- 
ſulted any others? He ſaid he did it by himſelf, and for his own uſe, in order to 
know whither to betake himſelf, if he thould be forced to leave his native country. 
The Commiſſioners aſked whether he and Rem Biſhop had not endeavoured to carry 
away many families with them from Leyden and Amſterdam 2 He anſwered, No. 
Then they aſked him, if he had not given a copy of it to any body ? He owned, he

1619. ther, Afterwards he was aſked, whether he never had any d:icourſe with Rem Bi- 

— V Y ſhop about Staden © He ſaid, Yes, but that it was before the writing of that Memo- 

rial, and upon their mutual complainis of the rigid uſage of the Remonſlrants, as 

they thought ; and that they were uſed to (ay to one another, To wiat part of the 

world ſhall we betake ourſelves, if things go thus © That upon this occaſion they be- 

gan to talk about Sraden, but that neither of them liked the place, Hereupon he 

was aſked a great many other queſtions, to which he declared he could return no 

anſwer, as knowing nothing of them, He was prefled ſeveral times to ſay ſome- 

thing about Uitenhopgart, but he gave {uch anſwers as did not 1n the leaſt atte& him. 

They ſhowed him likewiſe a liſt of names, written by Rem 31/bop, and defired him 

to explain what it meant, He owned it to be Remw's hand, but fa1l he did not know 

the names. They would not allow him the uſe of pen and ink during this examina-

during his examination were ſtretched and magnified at fuch a rate, that a feather 

commonly weighed a pound with them ; and that they put numberleſs queſtions to 

him about matters, tranſaCtions, occurrences and diſcourſes, which had happened 

two, three, or more years paſt : That they would oblige him ſometimes to anſwer 

twenty times to the ſame queſtion, only to ſee whether his anſwers were uniforin, 

to the end, as he imagined, that they might catch and enſnare him ;, and that he was 

almoſt out of his wits, his brains being ſo continually working to diſcover their 1n- 

tentions, that he ſcarce ſlept three hours 1n four nights. He ſays, that they interro- 

gated him concerning a ſuppoſed correſpondence with the Archduke Albert, or thoſe 

of the Spaniſh party, to fiſh ſomething out of him, 1f pollible, to the prejudice of 

fre 3: +hrca» the depoſed Governours, but they could diſcover nothing, Lhat they threatened 

oe '"e him ſeveral times with the rack. That one time they made uſe of a feigned or coun- 

terfeit Letter, in order to oblige him to make ſome diſcovery. After he had been 

thus impriſoned for ſeveral weeks, or as ſome think, for three months, he was ſent 

for, and told by the Commiſſioners of the Court of Juſtice, the Heers Kowenburg 

A method uſed and Pots, with a ſtern countenance, and in the moſt poſitive terms, that they had a 

" _— Letter in their hands, ſhowing him one at the fame time, which they ſaid was writ 

by Godefridus Paludanus, late Miniſter of Grave, and gave an account, that he the 

ſaid Paludanus was one time at the houſe of Srochinus, who had at the fame time in- 

vited the Heers Fohn Iſnouts vander Neſſe, and Lawrence Hugens Gall, formerly 

Burgomaſters of the Town of Leyden ; that he had obliged them to taks an oath of 

ſecrely, with reſpe& to what he was going to diſcloſe to them, and that he had 

thereupon imparted to them divers matters relating to the State ; and tie Commil- 

ſioners told him, that tho' they were well fatistied of the truth of thele matters, 

as mentioned in the faid Letter, yet they defired to be informed of the ſme from 

his own mouth ; adviſing him to take care what he (41d, and to tell them nothing 

but the truth ; for it came from a higher hand, and it contained matters which might 

reach his and other mens lives, and of which they the Commitllioners were fully in- 

formed and allured. At the fame time Pots read to him ſome parazraphs of the faid 

Letter ; but Stochins cry'd out, as it was reading, *1ts falſe, *tis a ſham Letter, 1 

earneſtly beg and intreat that the writer of this Letter may be confronted with me, to 

$4 the end it may appear to be ſo. In the mean while the Commiſſioners inſiſted, that 

he ſhould own all that had paſt between him and the Gentlemen above-mentioned. 

There was no end of the queſtions they put to him ; but he continued denying, 
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tho) urged with terrible threats, and even told by one of the Examiners, "that none 
could ger the truth out of him {o well as the Executioner of Harlem. He foler nly 
vowed and proteſted, that he was unjuſtly accuſed, and, complained that they of- 
fered violence to his innocence, Notwithſtanding which, they ſeveral times renew? d 
their queſtioning and 1nquiring into the matters contained in that Letter. Bat 
when they could not tix any thing upon him from thence, they returned to the 
affair of colleting money for the uſe of the Remonſtrants, without laying a word 
more 0{ the Letter : Nay, the Heer Brogkboven, one of the Committee of the 
States, was heard to fay, We ourſelves did not believe the Letter, and had only a 
mind to bear what the accuſed perſon could ſay in his own defence. in the nan 
tine his impriſonment began to grow very tedious to him. His wie, Sopbia var 
Dilſen, who, with her ſeven {mall children, was ready to die with griet and forrow ; 
and who, after he had been long {hut up, could not ſpeak to him at 211, but in the 
preſence of the Scout or his Deputy, went to the Hague, hoping by the mer: of 
500d friends there, to get him diſcharged out of priſon; but few would hear ber, 
and fewer help her. The Heer Jacob van Brookboven, one of the Grand Cum- 
mittee, ſaid tro her, Tour huſband is too much upon the reſerve, He dyes not att 
ingenuoufly with us. He has been ſufficiently warned. He is the author of bis own 
deftiruftion, There were likewile freth orders given to admit no body to him. He, 
tinding himſelf like to continue there, and being urged and preſſed by the anguiſh 
of his impriſonment, reſolved at laſt, in order to extricate himſelf, to throw him- 
ſelf upon the mercy of the Prince of Orange, to whom, as Stadtholder, he ſent 
two petitions, begging pardon or forgiveneſs. Before he drew up theſe petitions, he 
begged that he might be allowed to adviſe with a Lawyer, and that they might be 
writ by another ; but the Scout {aid to him, Torr hand is good enough ; do it your- 
ſelf. He on the contrary thought that a man in ſuch circumſtances was rarely fit to 
repreſent his own caſe, But when he perceived that he could have no afliſtance, he

writ a petition with his own hand, in which he gave an account of his ſufferings, cauſes 2s 


confeſſing that he had drawn up the two lifts of names for making a colle&ion ; and 
that tho' he had done 1t out of pure compaſſion, yet it was a very rath aRion 
begging pardon for all his offences, not only for what he had done in relation to the 
colle&ing money, but alſo for the words he had id about his Excellency. Bur 
what thoſe words were, 1t does not appear ; only it 1s conjecured, that he had re- 
fti-&ed upon the proceedings of the Prince in the changes he made in the late Go- 
vernment. He was told after this, by the Heer Kowenburg, one of the perſons ap- 
pointed to judge his cauſe, That tbe Prince had read bis petition, but found fault 
with its being conceived in ſuch general terms, That as for what perſonally con- 
cerned his Excellency, it ſhould not be imputed to him; but that be, Stochius, mult 
be more explicit and open in other matters, becauſe the welfare of the State depend- 
edon it. The famous Mathematician Simon Stevin, who had inſtructed the Prince 
in that ſcience, and was much 1n his favour, was prevailed upon to intercede with 
his Excellency, in behalf of the prifoner, but was anſwered, He {hall want ng fa- 
vour, provided he will let us into the ſecret. Some more weeks being ſpent, with- 
out one ſtep taken for his relief, it was thought proper to preſent to the Prince the 
following Petition prepared by the Advocate, Nicolas U/ Dorgen, by W Rom he W 2% 
now privately aſliſted : 


To his Princely Excellency, 


P dune Stochins, at preſent confined in the priſon of the Univerficy of Leyden, 

* humbly repreſents, that about a month ago he the Petitioner cauſed to be 
laid before your Princely Excellency, a certain Memorial, in which he related all 
thoſe matters, touching which he has been examined, as far as he was concerned 
therein, or had been informed thereof; beſeeching and imploring the pardon of 
your Princely Excellency, for whatever he might have done amifs. Bur foraſmuch 
as nothing has yet been done with regard to the faid Memorial and Petition, to the 
great damage and hurt of his family and private concerns, by his having lain 
above thele two months in priſon; and whereas your Petitioner 15 not able ro inake 
any turther diſcoveries, befides what he has already declared : He begs therefore, 
with the deepeſt humility, that your Princely Excellency will thow \uch a regard 
to h1s aforeſaid Petition, and the ſubjeR thereof, as to caule him to be at length re- 
leated 
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AxDowm.* leaſed out of this {2d confinement z; which if you {hall vouchſafe ro do, he the ſaid 
1619, + Petitioner promiſes ro behave himſelf for the future, to the ſatisfation of your 
LV <« princely Excellency, and the worſhipful Magiſtrates of the Town of Leyden, as 
© becomes a good Burgher and Subject of the State to do, in conformity to the Pla- 

« card of their High Mightineſles the States-General of the United Provinces. 


To this Petition, which was preſented by the Heer Stevin, the Prince reply'd, 
that he would conſider of it, and let him know his pleaſure. The Counſellor 
Kowenburg was of opinion, that no notice ſhould be taken of the #11] Petition, till 
after the receſs or breaking up of the States, becauſe there were ſome among them 
who were for treating him with greater rigour, believing he could make much oreater 
diſcoveries, tho' he, Kowenburg, thought he had ated (incerely in the account he 
had given. The Prince had faid before, I will be his friend, but I have referred the 
matter to the Council, Afﬀteer this the Prince writ to the Council, and the Council 
to the Judges of the Univerſity, to have their opinion with reſpe&t to the above- 
mentioned Petition. After the expiration of three weeks more, the ſaid Judges re- 
turned their opinion to the advantage of the priſoner, and delivered it to the Prince 
by two of their body, the Refor Magnificus, and one of the Burgomaſters of that 
City. This was a great point gained, fince Stochins looked upon the ſaid ReFor 
Magnificus and the Scout, who were Brothers, as his greateſt enemies. As for the 
Scout, he hired a Chaiſe to the Hague, on purpoſe to prevent thoſe Deputies of the 
Univerſity, and to fruſtrate, if poilible, the Petition of Srochins, His wife, who 
on the 24th of March had obtained leave to have free acceſs to him and who ac- 
cordingly went as often as ſhe pleaſed, took frequent journeys to the Hague, to get 
his affair diſpatched before the Council, by the afliftance of ſome good friends ; but 
the death of the Heer Stevin, who had done her very good offices with the Prince, 
put a great ſtop to her endeavours, Thus ſome more weeks ran off, without ad- 
vancing any thing, and the obſtructions thrown in the way by his adverſaries, gave 
every day freſh trouble, infomuch that he writ to the Advocate, van Syrgen, on 
the 1oth of May : I ſhall remember begging of pardon. Ts this deſiring forgiveneſs ! 
To this afflition a freſh one was added, which went very near his heart, nimely, 
that many of the Remonſtrants ſpoke very hardly of him, becauſe he had diſcovered 
ſuch a number of people, who were concerned in the collettions of money above- 
mentioned : But the wiſeſt among them thought there was full as much reaſon to 
pity as to blame him, and that few men in his difticult circumſtances would have 
ſaid leſs than he. At laſt, after a deal of trouble, the defired pardon was obtained, 

He i; at lap and he releaſed on the 18th of May, after an imprifonment of eighteen weeks. 
diſcharged They told him that he was indeed pardoned, but however he muſt pay the Scout a 
o* Cobr” ”, fine of a thouſand Gilders, and above as much beſides for other coſts. He was like- 
a confiderable wiſe obliged to ſurrender himſelf prifoner, whenever the Judges of the Univerſity 
_ ſhould call upon him, on pain of being treated as a Criminal convict, Hereupon he 
was forced to mortgage the houſe in which. he dwelt, for the ſum of four thouſand 
Gilders, in the preſence of the Scout, and two of the Schepens. Such a puniſh- 
ment far exceeded the tenor of the Placard, as he thought; for nothing elfe had been 
charged, or proved upon him, fave only the collefing of moneys, which was pro- 
hibited by the Placard only upon the penalty of forfeiting three hundred Gilders, 
together with arbitrary corre&ion; which according to the laws ought, in his opi-

ported me thus in my innocency \ and that I have always enjoyed peace of mind to the

They were committed to priſon, and let lie there during the Narpeſl of ofthe Bs 
part of the winter without any fire, and for a while, ſhut up in the Jungeon, Nevyer- monttrants. 
theleſs they adhered to their refuſal, and were not diſcharged upon good bail till the 4 9ccownt of 
25th of March, after a confinement of c!ght, or, as ſome {iy , Eleven weeks, On the yeud 11 prog 
26th, the Scout ſummoned them to appear the next day at the meeting of the Bur- 
oomaſters and Schepens, and required them to anſwer by word of mouth to the de- 

mand of juſtice which he ſhould make. Lhe accuſed Burghers declared that ſuch a 
method of proceeding was unknown and unheard of, eſpecially in a criminal cauſe 
which was begun with 1mpriſonment, and conſiſted of fa&s objeted by the Scout, 
but denied by the perſons pans 'F and which, by conſequence, ought not to have 
been determined by form of correQion de plano, C 
coznizance of the cauſe. They were of opinion that they [ſhould have been cited 
three days before-hand, and that the Schepens were their proper judges; and that in 
order to their making a due and full yr" the Scout ought to have given in his 
accuſation in writing, allowing then 24 hours to return an anſwer likewife in 
writing. They therefore nrayed that their cauſe might be brought before the uſual 
Tribunal of the Schepens, purſuant to the Municipal Laws, Statutes, and Ocdinan- 
ces of the States of Holland, and the particular By-laws and Privileges of the town of 
Leyden , affirming, that ſuch laws, ordinances and privileges, could not be ſuper- 
ſee or diſpenſed with at the pleaſure of the Scout, and againſt the will of the par- 
ty, In order to ſurprize the good ſubjeds and citizens, without allowing them a rea- 
{onable time to make their defence; and that this ought not to be done, eſpecially under 
the form of correQaion ; for that form, they ſaid, had place only in the known tranC- 
preſſions of municipal laws, or the ordinances of the Magiſtrates, with reſpe& to 
denizen-ſhip, or freedom of their City, offices of their Militia, and other matters 
which concerned trade and merchandizing, but not in criminal accuſations relating 
to offences againlt the Placards of the States, with which they were charged. Such 
cauſes were always commenced and carried on, they (aid, in the Schepens Court, in 
the City of Leyden, by way of criminal charge, and not by form of corre&ion be- 
fore the Burgomalters and Schepens extraordinarily allembled, 1n order to be iſfuzd 
without the uſual form of law. In oppoelition to this, the Scout maintained, that 
they ought to anſwer immediately, and as in the caſe of correRion. Of the ſame 
opinion were the ]udges, the Burgomaſters and Schepens; who decreed, that the 
cited perſons ought to anſwer immediately , and produce what they could in juſtitica- 
tion of their cauſe. From this decree the Burghers appealed to the Court of Hol- 
land, but their appeal was there diſmiſled, with an indorſment of nibil upon it. 
'Then they petitioned the High Court for proviſion of juſtice, In the mean while 
the Scout gave them notice, notwithſtanding their appeal was not anſwered, that he 
would go on with the rial againſt them the next day. Lhe Burghers ap- 
peared, and inſiſted, that they were not bound to try their cauſe, whilſt the appeal 
was depending, and proteſted againſt his proceedings 4s null and void. 

On the part of the Scout it was alledged, that the cited perſons having not made 
any complaint againſt the nzþz/ or Jiſmiſſion of their appeal by the Court, the faid ap- 
peal was at an end, and that therefore they ougat to anſwer on paln of being deprived 
of the liberty of any future defence; as allo that their appeal was null or vacated, 
becauſe it had not been notified to him the ſaid Scout, They maintained the con- 
trary, with many arguments, but were nevertheleſs told by the Court that they 
muſt return an anſwer forthwith. They renewed their proteſt, atiirming, that their 

appeal was not vacated ; and adding, that it was not in their power to anfwer 1mme- 
diately, becauſe their documents and proofs, together with their petitions, were all 
before the High Court of Juſtice, to which they had appealed. Ihe Judges con- 
fidered this argument as a deſire of longer time, and appointed the 12th of the faid 
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month for hearing their cauſe, But in the mean while the Burghers had obtained a 
certificate, that their appeal was not nullified ; and accordingly, on the day appointed 
gave notice of it to the court, yet offering at the ſame time to recede from their (aid 
appeal, provided that the Scout would communicate to them the informations and 
other picces which he made uſe of in order to charge them, and allow them ſome 
time to return proper anſwers. But the Scout inſiſted upon the verbal orders juſt 
then given by the Court of anſwering forthwith, and ſaid, that they had not appealed 
from thoſe orders. They pleaded, that thoſe verbal orders were not entered upon 
the books, on purpoſe to prevent their appealing, and that therefore they adhered to 
their former appeal. However, the Judges declared that they muſt ſubmit to the 
aforeſaid orders, and give in their anſwer immediately ; and whatever the Burghers 
offered againſt it, was all in vain, "The Judges cauſed an oath to be adminiſtered to 
two of the aforeſaid Burghers, Gerard Tromper and Peter Paw, touching their con- 
cern In the ſaid colleHion ; but they ſ{crupled to anſwer upon their oaths, on account 
of the appeal and proteſt abovementioned. The Judges then proceeded to give ſen- 
tence, and declared Tromper guilty of making, or promoting a colle&ion of monies 
for the ſupport of the teachers of the Five Points in diſpute, and of having frequently 
contributed thereto himſelf; and they condemned him to pay a fine of 400 Gilders 
into the hands of the Scout 1n the ſpace of 24 hours ; requiring him within the ſame 
ſpace of time to depart and reſide out of the town and liberties of Leyden, till he ſhould 
obtain leave of the Judges to return, on pain of further puniſhment 1n caſe of tranſ(- 
orefſion. He was likewiſe condemned to pay all coſts. This ſentence was publiſhed 
from the Stadthouſe on the 13th of May, by found of bell. Oa the fame day, there 
were three other ſentences publiſhed in the ſame manner, upon the ſame account. 
Petey Paw was condemned likewiſe to pay the ſum of 3oo Gilders to the Scout, and 
150 more for the uſe of poor houſe-keepers, in the ſpace of 24 hours, or elſe to de- 
part the town: John Sebaſtianſon to pay Zoo Gilders, and moreover to be baniſhed 
out of Leyden and its liberties : Richard Sebaſtianſon, 150 Gilders for the Scout, and 
50 for poor houſe-keepers, within the ſame ſpace of time, or elſe to leave the town 
till he ſhould pay the faid fines. It was likewiſe about the ſame time, as I take it, 
that John Peterſon van Urtgeeſt, a Rope-maker, and Swan Lucas, his wife, were 
fined for the aforefaid colleions. But all theſe condemned pertons, conceiving them- 
ſelves to be injured, addreſſed again to the High Court of Juſtice, repreſenting the 
wrong which they preſumed was done them ; and once again petitioning for an inhi- 
bition to the inferior court, as 1n caſes of appeal, and further, that the Scout might 
be required, upon ſevere penalties, to reſcind all his former proceedings againſt them, 
with charge or damage ; and in caſe of diſobedience, they prayed a penal command 
and interdiction, to continue of force till the parties were heard, and a new fentence 
pronounced. This petition was, on the 23d of the ſaid month, diſmiſled or reje&ed 
with a nibil upon it. Upon this difmiſlion, the aforeſaid Burghers preſented to the 
ſame Court, a further or larger deduction and ſtate of their cafe, ſupported with freſh 
arguments, renewing their requeſt for a ſtop to be put till further information, and 
praying, that one of the honourable Members of the ſaid Court might be deputed 
to take that information, In their petition, which was too long to be here inſerted, 
they alledged among other things, * That although the matter in diſpute ſhould be 
* underſtood to be a caſe of correction, and ſuch as ought to be ſummarily deter- 
© mined, yct there was no 1nſtance of the refuſing an appeal in caſes exceeding cer- 
* tain little pecuniary fines. Thzs they endeavoured to prove by many precedents, and 
* added, That the ſevere ſentences which the Scout had obtained againſt them, with- 
* out ſuffering them to be heard 1n their own defence, exceeded the uſual terms or 
* limitations of correaion, as well with reſpect to the exorbitancy of the fines, as on 
* account of their being baniſhed the city within fo ſhort a ſpace of time. They 
* further ſubjoined, That what the Scout accuſed them of, was falſe ; to wit, that 
* they had colleQcd ſums of money, or contributed any themſelves for the keeping 
* up the diſpute about the well-known Five Points, which, they ſaid, had no other 
* foundation, but only that Peter Paw, one of the petitioners, had beſtowed a fmall 
* alms for God's fake, upon a poor woman in child-bed, the wife of Adrianus Bor- 
* ris, ſhe having no means of getting her bread, or ſupporting herſelf and young 
* children ; and that John and Richard Sebaſtianſon, two other petitioners, to whom 
« the 
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the aforeſaid poor woman had made known her wants, had applied to a few chari- Ax*Do ». 
table Burghers for their aſſiſtance. Gerard Tromper, and Fohn Peterſon and his 1619. 
wife, who were likewiſe ſome of the petitioners, had not made any colletion OV 
nor contribution contrary to the Placard, and were therefore troubled by the 
Scout without any manner of reaſon ; the firſt of them, Tromper, on pretence 
that in the month of May, 1619, ( which was long before the Placard of the 
* States-General ) ſomebody had brought a ſmall parcel, with a little money ſealed 
up in it, to his houſe, which he had afterwards paid to an unknown perſon by 
way of alms. And as for John Pererſon and his wife, tho' they had not meddled 
in the leaſt with colletions or contributions, yet the Scout, for all that, would 
have 1t, that they were concerned in raiſing contributions contrary to the meaning 
of the Placard; and upon theſe accounts, and for no other cauſe or reaſon in the 
world, the petitioners were thus rigorouſly treated, and their tryal hurried on by 
« the ſaid Scout, Wherefore they moſt humbly beſought their Lordſhips, the Mem- 
« bers of the High Court of Juſtice, to allow them to make a proper defence, an4 
« to grant them the delired inhibition, as 1n cafes of appeal, at leaſt after raking in- 
« formation, 

To this it was anſwered, on the 5th of Fine, by a marginal note on the fide of 
their petition; That the Petitioners muſt conform to the anſwer given them on the 
23d of May ; by which anſwer their petition was rejected, Thus ended this ſuit, 
which, according to the account I have ſeen ot it, ſtood Fobn Sebaſtianſon about three 
thouſand Gilders, and his Brother Richard two thouſand at leaſt, and the reſt of the 
Burgers in proportion. 

Such proceedings, fines and penalties, not a little diſtreſt the Remonſtrants. They 
complained that at this time the duties of mercy and charity were reputed as crimes ; 
and that the giving of alms, to which Chriſt promiſes heaven for a reward, was in 
Holland compenſated with priſons, mulas, and banithments. But the Contrare- 
monſtrants on the other hand urged, that this-could not be called giving of alms, but 
that it was rather a miſapplication of charity, and beſtowing money to keep up the 
faction. 

The above-mentioned Scout of Leyden had ſummoned three or four other Bur- 
ghers to appear before the Court of Juſtice of that Town, againſt the 26th of May, 
and ſent to them a copy of his information, In the faid information, Fobn Fobnſon 
Timmerman, and Jacob Royard, were charged with having encouraged two colle- 
&ions, the one for the ſupport of the exiled Remonſtrans Miniſters, and the other 
for the indemnifying ſeveral perſons who had been tined, either on account of the 
Remonſtrants meeting at their houſes, or elſe for diſperſing pamphlets relating to the 
Five controverted Points : For which the Scout claimed of each of them twice 
three hundred Gilders, and two hundred more, which amounted to eight hundred 
Gilders for each of their ſhares : and he further demanded, that they ſhould be de- 
prived of all places, oftices and advantages, in caſe they enjoyed any, and baniſhed 
the city, andall rhe liberties thereof for the ſpace of twenty-five years, Fobn Perer- 
ſon Dou, the City-Surveyor, was accuſed by tHe Scout, that at the time of the Na- 
tional Synod he had alliſted at a conference of the Remonſtrants at the houſe of the 
Miniſter Borr7vs, in deputing him the ſaid Borrivs to the Anti-Synod, holden b 
thoſe of that Se at Rutrerdams that he had joined in making three-colle&ions, one 
for anſwering the charges which might ariſe for ſending Meſſengers between Leyden 
and Dor: at the time of the Synod , the ſecond for paying the tines of the aforeſaid 
condemned perſons ; and the third, for the ſupport of the Remon/lrant Miniſters. 
The demand of the Scout upon this occaſion was, that Dou ſhould be ſentenced to 
pay a fine of thrice three hundred G1lders, and once two hundred, amounting in all 
to eleven hundred Gilders ; that he ſhould be declared to have forfeited his office, 
and be baniſhed for life out of the City of Leyden, and the liberties thereof ; as alſo 
from Rhineland, the Hague, and the juriſdiction of the fame; and laſtly, that he 
ſhould pay coſts and charges. Dov endeavoured by the means of friends to obtain 
the Prince's interpolition with the Magiſtrates of Leyden, in order to put a ſtop to 
the Scouts proſecution : But a certain Gentleman, who intereſted himſelf for them 
in this affair, and was much in favour with his Excellency, told one of the cited 
perſons, 1 ſhould have been able to do you more ſervice in caſe you had committed a 
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murder, than 1 can now that you have tranſgreſs'd theſe Placards, However, there 
was ſo much pains taken in the matter, that his Excellency, by his 1ntervening, cait 
a damp upon the Scouts proſecution againſt Dow and the others. This favour was 
ſhown to the ſaid Dor on account of his ſkill in Arithmetick and Geometry, and the 
Prince's love for thoſe noble ſciences, in which he employed a great part of his time, 
as his Mathematical Memoirs publiſhed in pure Dutch by the famous Srevins, ſuf- 
ficiently teſtify, 

We have already given an account of two letters writ by Rem Eghertſon Biſhop to 
Stochius, which were dropt by the Jatter as he was going to priſun; in one of 
which mention was made of ſending Fiſh, which was conſtrued to be gvhering 
Money for the benefit of the exiled Miniſters. Thoſe letters had been ſent to rhe 
Hague, and upon that it was reſolved to ſecure Rem, for it was believed that Srocbins 
at Leyden, and Biſbop at Amſterdam, had the chief management of thele colle&tons.

of what patled at the Synod of Dorr, and for the printed pieces he had communi- — 


cated to him on the ſame ſubjed&, giving him notice of the ſending ſome books that 
were bought for one of his friends. They met further with two Letters from Epiſ- 
copius to his brother Rem, and two Paſquinades : There was likewiſe ſome talk of 
a liſt of thirty or forty names writ by Bz/hop, as mentioned before in the buſineſs of 
Stochius. Some ſ{uſpefted that he had treated with the Magiſtrates of the Town of 
Sraden, in order to tranſplant ſome families thither, and that this was a liſt of their 
names. 

A few days after, 7obn Williamſon Bogart, one of the Schepens, was diſpatched 
away to Leyden and the Hague. It was judged that the deſign of his journey was to 
make inquiry after the accomplices or friends of Szochirs, and to give an account 
of the proceedings againſt Rem Biſhop. Then began ſome of the Remonſtrants of 
Amſterdam to tremble, fearing they ſhould be called to account about the colleRions 
of money, and that their Magiſtrates would follow the example of thoſe of Leyden. 
And accordingly three Burghers, whole names were Henry Ekelbome, Abraham An- 
roniſon, and Peter often, were called up, and examined about that matter. Ekel- 
bome confeſt that he had diſtributed one hundred Gilders to the poor on his own ac- 
count; half to the Orphans, and the other halt to certain Walloons - Upon which 
cne of the Magiſtrates faid, Vas ir not 5o Goulart's Walloons ? But he reply'd, I 
know not whoſe Walloons they were. Abraham Antoniſon being aſked, whether he 
had colleRted any money for the Remonſirants Made anſwer, I am not obliged to 
zell chat, nor any thing elſe to my own prejudice. If your Worſhips know any thing 
that I am guilty of, be pleaſed to declare and prove it, and deal with me accordingly. 
The Schepens ſaid, We know well enough what ſet you are of, it is therefore no 
ſlrange thing that you ſhould be ſuſpefed; tell us plainly how things are, The other 
reply'd, This is no legal way of proceeding, Some have brought themſelves to a 
flake, by ſaying more than was neceſſary , 1 know better things, The Schepen, who 
was the Chairman, was thereupon heard to fay, If yorr will not tell us all freely, 
we know how to make you do it, The other reply'd, Tour Worſnips may do accord- 
ing to your pleaſure, for I am at your diſcretion. And when one of the board aid, 
We are no tyrants, the Burgher corrected himſelt by ſaying, Let me then be under- 
food, that I am in your power; for as 1 am now befor? you, you have the power of 
rfing me as you think fit. The other Burgher, Peter Foft, was interrogated not only 
about the colle&ion, but likewiſe whether he had not been at any of the Kemon- 

flrant meetings? He deny'd both, and perfiſted in his denyal. When the Magi- 
ſtrates found they could get nothing more out of them, they let them go, upon pro- 
miſe of appearing whenever they were ordered.

Reaſon fo it ter, that the firit of them happened juſt upon the laſt day of the government of the 
abſent ing him- old Schepens ; from whence he concludes, that thoſe Gentlemen had 12 mind to ſhow 
ah their zeal, by ſetting on foot the citations againſt him before they went out of their 
ottice, and to loſe no time 1n doing a thing, the like of which had not happened in 
many years to a Burgher of that City. This Letter was writ in the ſame month 
by Rem Biſhop, to the Heer Abrabam Bome, who, ar the uſual change of the Mi- 
ciftrates of Amſterdam, was choſen again into the office of Schepen, and who had 
maintained a friendſhip with Rem for many years. In the ſaid Letter he tells him the 
rea{on at he did not appear when ſummoned before the Schepens, and afterwards 
when cited by ſound of bell, and why he ſtill ſcrupled the ſame. He repreſents to 
him how odious he was become to ſome people, meerly on account of the diffe- 
rences in religion, and the zeal he hid ſhewn 1n that reſpe&t, tho* without concern- 
ing himſelf in the leaſt about the Government, or any civil matters; how Stochins 
(19 whoſe hands they had found the ſtick with which he, Biſhop, was to be beaten ) 
hid been uſed at Leyden, and how himſelf had been cited defore the Schepens; how 
he intended to have appeared, and how his wife diſlwaded him ; and _aſtly, how he 
withdrew himſelf, upon which his papers had been feized and eximined. * By this, 
« be ſaid, 1t was clear how much the Magiitrates were nag againſt him. He 
* added, that in the ſearching and examining of his papers, they had not ſpared 
© the moſt nftgnticant, That they read over almoſt all his Letters, and that inſtead 
© of the Scout's making the fearci alone, or without the help of the Schepens, whoſe 
* office 1t was only to take cognizance af what palled, they, the Schepens, were 
< ten times more ſtri& than the Scout 1n this ſearch. And that whoever was 
« apprizcd of thele proceedings, and was not ſenſible to what they tended, muſt be 
« ſtark blind. He added, that one of the Schepens ( meaning Fohn Williamſon Bo- 

« gart) had the aſſurance to tell fome of his friends, {har Rem had deſerved, 

© account of the collection of moneys (a thing of which he was indecd lulpeted, 
© but not convicted) to be cut in quarters, ond each quarter to be fet on one of the 
* City-gates, fur an example to others. Upon which Rem aſks, Whether it was not 
£ lawful to 2void ſuch Judges, in hopes of being try'd before others who would be 
* more impartial 2* Hus meanin? was, that upon conſidering the wole matter, no- 
body ought to blame him for going out of the way. He fuljoyned, © "That in caſe 
* hecould find ſuch a Court of Schepens at Amſterdam, as he had known above ten, 
« eight, fix, four, nay even but three years before, he thould not ſcruple to 
« appear but that then he durſt not, becauſe he knew {fo well the temner of thoſe 
* who fate at the helm. And what was more, he had, he faid, been informed, 
* that ſome among the Magiſtrates, making ſome {cruple of citing 4 Burgher, upon 
* ſuch an account, others had offered in a *(arcaſtical or bantering manner to fetch 
* then a baſon of water, in which they might waſh their innocent hands ; as much 
* as to ſay, we are not afraid to take 1t all upon ourfelves, If this were true, he 
* ſaid, he did not retire without good reaſon,” In this ſane Letter he [| kewiſe en- 
deavoured to juſtify himſelf, with reſpe&t to the matters with which he ſuppoſed 
1 5://4f3- they deſigned to charge him, particularly the lift of names found among his papers, 
RR” ſaying, * He Joubted whether they had found ſuch a liſt or no and whether it was 
»4: accuſed. © not a trick to bring more good people into trouble, eſpecially lince the naimes pre- 
© tended to be contained in it, were ſo variouſly related, But ſuppoſing it to be true, 
ſaid he, was there any thing unlawful in that, unleſs it could be proved that an 
unlawful uſe was made of it? If they affirmed that he had made any ſuch uſe of 
© it, he deſired them to prove it, and then puniſh him conformably to the Placard 
* made againſt it. If no uſe at all had been made of the faid lift, there could cer- 
* tainly be no offence. Who could fy it was not a funeral lift ? Ir might have been 
* that which he had made for the burial of his child. It might have been a liſt of 
* ſome of his friends, that were wont to go tothe Remonſtrants Meeting at Abkoude, 
[t might likewiſe have been a litt of thoſe who he unagined would venture a fine 
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« of twenty-five Gilders to hear a Miniſter of their perſwafion, in caſe any fuch A "Do. 
* ſhould venture to come. Were theſe ſuch grievous crimes ? And ſuppole even 1619. 
« that he had made a liſt of people, whom he had a mind to ſtir up to the afliſtance WV Vo 
© of the diltrefled wives and children of the exiled Miniſters, as his enemies Pre 
© tended, was that a tranſgreſl1on of ſo heinous a nature, as that a Durgher de- 
« ſerv'd to be publickly cited by found of bell for it ? For a concluſion, he faid, 
© there were ſome Gentlemen among the then ruling Schepens, who were in 
« office in the year 1617, and who, when the fellows that had broken open and 
« plundered his houſe, were taken up, and brought before them, cried, They could 
* not joyn in puniſhing them, becauſe they did it on account of religion, {ince reli- 
« pion was a very tender thing : He therefore hoped that thoſe Gentlemen at leaſt 
« would ſhow that they really conſidered his caſe as a matter of religion, For 
* how could thoſe who fo favourably interpreted the breaking and plundering a 
* neighbour's houſe, out of hatred to his religion, which religion at the ſame 
« time, one of the houle-breakers, in effe&t, acknowledged he did not underſtand, 
« whillt he imputed to him an opinion which he abhorred ; thoſe who could 
« declare it as their judgment that ſuch plunderers might be diſcharged, becauſe 
« their ſtealing, and other criminal actions (which are forbidden by all religions) 
« proceeded from a miſtaken zeal; how could thoſe very Gentlemen, he faid, 
« Join in fo rigorouſly puniſhing a man, who, as they knew well enough, had 
wronged nobody, had lived honeſtly, was ready to aſſiſt his neighbours in | 
* their neceſſity, heard the word of God chearſully, and always ſpoke of it with 
« reverence, for no other reaſon in the world, but becauſe he was zealous for 
* what he conceived to be the truth ? This, he thought, was a zeal proceeding 
* from real religion, and from no other cauſe. And this he begged the Heer 
* Bome would put ſome of his ruling brethren in mind of.” 


In another letter which he writ to the Heer Bome, after the third citation, the 
25th of March, he alledged divers other reaſons for his abſenting himſelf, which 
for brevity ſake, I paſs by. He apprehended the partiality of ſome of the Magiſtrates, ;;, £,.r4:- 
and thought, © That there was no good to be expected from fuch Magiſtrates, as j»fificas/on. 
« were capable, one of them at leaſt, of ſaying in confidence to his friend : We wil 
« fall plumb upon them, that we may cruſh thoſe Arminians to pteces, ler it coſt what 
* it will, He {uid, he knew very well that they were ſufficiently inclined to do fo, 
« and that they did it to the utmoſt of their power. Tus appeared by the ſevere 
* Placards which they made from time to time. And he could ealily guels at the 
« reaſon why they were obliged to doit. But he would not ſuſpect this of his friend 
* the Heer Bzme, as knowing, or at leaſt hoping that he and many other Gentle- 
* men were ſufhcicntly inclined to ſuffer other feds to live in the land, and to ſhare 
© in that liberty of conſcience which they themſelves enjoyed. It ought, at leaſt, to 
* be ſo in this country, where religion had been ſo couragioully contended for, and 
* where his good old father Pome, and many others had ſuffered, and ventured ſo 
* much, in order to hear the word of God, in places where they thought 1t moſt 
© purely preached. Why then ſhould not the Remonſlrants enjoy the like liberty ? 
© For their fathers had both done and ſuffered more than thoſe who then promoted 
* the new perſecution of the Arminians, as they were called. He added, by way 
« of juſtification, That the Fiſh mentioned in his letter to Scochins, was really fuch, 
* and not money, as they ſuſpected ; for he had really bought a quarter of a hun- 
* dered weight of Srock-filh of one Adrian Facobs a Filhmonger, at the defire of S79- 
* chins, and had pur it on board a boat for his uſe. As for the fifhery which he 
* had ſaid, was carried on beſt in dark and foggy weather, it related to the private 
* weetings of the Remonſ/trants, but not to colle&ions of money, as ſome would 
© have had it underſtood. And as for his writing to Staden, at the requeſt of 
© Stochins, though it was true, yet he had not been treating with the Magittrates of 
thar town, to decoy thither the ſubjeRs of the States, as was reported. For though 
the Remonſlrants ſhould be forced to leave their country, they would not eabily 
* remove thither, if they had any regard to his advice. Hz complained, that they 
hunted after matter of accuſation againſt him, charging him with many things of 
* which he was entirely 12norant, But that he was ready to an{wer to every me 
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A" Dow. © he knew, and to inform their worſhips of the whole truth, 1n caſe they deſired it ; 
1619. but that he would by no means make mention of any perſon, againſt whom there 
LS IV V «© was no other accuſation, but either that of obeying what he thought the command 
of God, or of diſobeying the government in matters which were purely ecclelialti- 
cal or ſpiritual, and had no relation to civil affairs; 1n all which, God was to be 
obeyed rather than men, He had never concerned himſelf with any 1ll deſigns. 
But as for that religion which he conceived to be the true one, he acknowledged 
that he had been zealous for it, he had inquired into it, and hoped he did not efpouſe 
it blindly; of this he willingly diſcourſed at all times, and ſhould do it as long as 
he might be at liberty to doit 1n his native country ; he hoped he ſhould be able to 
give an account of it in due time, as he had never declined doing it betore Ma- 
oiſtrates, Miniſters or Elders. If now he ſhould be deprived of ſuch a liberty by a 
New Inquiſition in his own country, then would all the world be juſt alike to him, 
ſince all domineering Monks were one and the ſame, whether they wore black 
cowls, or grey ones. And if a man was become a flave, it was 3s well to be fo 
among ſtrangers, as among thoſe of his own country men, who eſteemed coercion 
in matters of faith, to be a vice in others, but a virtue in themſelves. As for 
two Paſquils or Lampoons, which were found in his compting-houſe, and with which 
they had a mind to charge him, he faid in his own defence, * That he proteſted be- 
fore God, that he was not the author of them, but that his manner was to copy 
out, and keep all ſatyrical papers, on what fide ſoever they were writ, provided 
they were compoſed with ſpirit ; and this he thought was not prohibited. He aſs 
related, for his further juſtification, in keeping out of the way, how one of the 
Schepens had endeavoured to make the Printer Bie/{kens own, when he was taken 
up, that Rem Biſhop had employed him to print the pampalet called the Anridore, 
or at leaſt, that he had engaged to ſee him paid, though there was no manner of 
truth in it. He never inclined to give his adverſaries, who lay in wait for him, 
ſuch a handle againſt him. He left others to be concerned in ſuch things. But 
as for ſhowing his love and charity to his diſtreſſed brethren, he looked upon that 
as a neceſJary virtue, and hoped that neither the gallows nor the wheel ſhould ever 
deter him from the exerciſe of it. Wherefore, though their worſhips thould not 
be able to convict him of doing it, yet was he determined not to forbear ſhowing 
kindneſs to his neighbour, even though there ſhould be more ſevere Placards in 
force againſt it ; but he would do it with no other view than for the ſapport of ſuch 
good men as were obliged to leave their country. This would enable him to 
appear before God with boldneſs at the laſt day, though he were on that 
account reputed a tranſgreſlor, and diſturber of the publick peace. This was 
only a peace to1ll men, and ſuch as good men Jooked upon with ſorrow R 
In the ſame letter he gave an anſwer to that advice of the Heer Bome to his wife, 
namely, that he, Biſhop, ſhould petition for ſafe conduR, in hopes that poſlibly the 
{pace of a fortnight or a month might be granted him; and faid, * 'That he believed 
* ſome were for allowing him ſo much time, but that they intended him no 209d 
by it 3 that as they had not matter ſufficient to proceed againſt him with the leaſt 
appearance of jultice, ſome would be glad to extort things by threats or otherwiſe, 
in order to charge him from his own confeſſion. And ſuppoling he were pre- 
vailed upon to own, that he had aftiſted the brethren in their diſtreſs, this would 
be imputed to him as a crime; or 1n caſe they urged him to confeſs whether he 
had excited others to fuch a good and chriſtian work, and who they were, this 
would tend to the bringing others into trouble, and perhaps even ſome of the 
Magiſtrates themſelves, who might afterwards with they had not inquired ſo 
ſtrictly into that matter : for thoſe Gentlemen who had ſhown their inclination 
to feed good men in neceſlity, were probably ſo nearly related to them, that they 
would not delire to fee them ſuffer with him. But poſlibly they expe&ed to fiſh 
ſomething more out of him, but there was nothing to be expe&ed ; and if people 
would ſqueeze an orange, in which there was but little juice, in order to force a 
oreat deal out of it, the effect would be, that the peel would indeed be bruized 
and broken to pieces, and yet, th:y would not get the more liquor for handling 
it ſo roughly. This would be a great hardſhip. Some of the Magiſtrates, be ſaid, 
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to him ; but inſtead of that, he was afterwards told, that he ought to defray 
the expences of thoſe impriſoned plunderers, who yet were ſuffered to eſcape 
without any puniſhment. They mult therefore allow him to believe that he 
was to expe no good from the Gentlemen who were then in the ſaddle. 
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There was no other citation after the writing of this letter. The Scout let the 
matter drop; however, Rem Biſ2op did not think fit to return to Amſterdam. He 
continued for a time in foreign parts ; reſiding firſt in Brabant, and afterwards in 
France. Where we will leave him till the next year, when there happened ſuch 
changes in the government of the aforeſaid city, as gave him hopes of meeting with 


leſs partiality, and more ctvility trom the Schepens ; which tempted him at laſt to 
venture to return, as we fhall ſhow hereafter.

which are related by the ReQor, Theodorus Schrevelius, for- 
merly one of the Magiſtrates of Harlem, but turned out, among 
| others, in the year 1618, * The Deputies of the Synod, ſays he, had recommended 
to the Brethren of the Claſs the Reformation of the Schools. Theſe Gentlemen, to- 

lil gether with the Elders of the Church, being ſupported by the Synodical authority, 
1 immediately defired leave of the Burgomaſters to vifit the Schools of this City, to 
cal] together the Schoolmaſters, and to inquire into their opinions relating to the Ar- 
ticles of Faith, and to try whether they were ſuthctently orthodox 1n thoſe dodrines 
which the Synod had approved and eſtabliſhed ; and, in ſhort, ro do whatever was 
neceſſary and uſeful towards the {aid Reformation, and for the editication of the 
Church. This was conſented to by the Burgomaſters, who on the 21t of Fanuary 
ſent orders to the Recor Schrevelius, and all the other Maſters of the Grammar- 
ſchools, to appear at three o' clock that afternoon before the Claths ſitting at the houſe 
called the Prince's Court, Accordingly they attended 1n a body, and the AA of Con- 
{ent and Submiſlion was read to them. After this the Prefident of the Claſlis began 
to alk, Whether che Refor and his Collegues, the reſt of the Schoolmaſters, could 
freely, and with a ſafe conſcience, ſign the ſame © The Refor delired time to con- 
fider of it, as having never received nor read any copy of thoſe Canons, which ac- 
cording to the (aid AR every Maſter was obliged to approve, and promiſe to main» 
j tain and inculcate on the Youth that were under his care. He added, that his judg- 
Hl ment was, that we ought much rather to treat the myſteries of” Predeſtination, and 
its dependencies, with reverence, than curionſly to pry into the ſame, or to handle them 

with impure hands , and that an bumble ignorance was much more excuſable than a 

Wi! raſh and preſumptions know!edge., Such an anſwer rendered him forthwith ſuſpected, 

| | and they began to queſtion his orthodoxy, with refpe&t to the eſtabliſhed doctrine, 
tho'

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tho' from his very youth he had conſtantly made profeſſion of the Reformed, or Con- AN*Do, 

traremonſirant perſwaſfion, However, as his requeſt was ſo highly reaſonable, they 1620. 

allowed him the ſpace of fix weeks to conſider of the matter; at the end of which -"Y — 
he again appeared before the Claſhs, and declared himſelf ready to give an account of 

his faith, and to ſubſcribe the Canons, But the Gentlemen of the Claſſis ſuſpeQing, 

as it ſeemed, that there was a ſnake in the grafs, or that he had ſome ſecret reſerva- 

tion in what he had offered, recommended this affair to the Confiſtory, which was then 
aſſembled, by whom being examined, whatever he could ſay, gave no fatisfaRion. 

He left no ſtone unturned, nay he offered violence to his own mind, as he himſelf 

writes, that he might avoid the diſgrace of being turned out; ſuch an influence 

upon him had his love for his ſcholars, his children, and the place of his nativity. 

But it was all in vain : no demonſtration of his innocence, no proteſtation of his 
orthodoxy, neither his paſt ſervices, nor the interceſſion of his friends, nor any 

prayers or entreaties could here avail. The third day after his caſe had been under 

the deliberation of the Conſiſtory, it was by them repreſented to theB urgomaſters ; 

who underſtanding that he had not fully ſatisfied the Conſiſtory, ſent for him to the 
Stadthouſe, where the Burgomaſters, who then preſided, pronounced the following 

ſentence. F0almuch as you have not given ſatisfaction to the Conſiſtory, and are 

not at p2eſent very acceptable to the people, being ſuſpected by ſome of the Members 

of the Church, on which account you are become incapable of doing much ſervice 

to the City z we have therefore thought fit to diſcharge you from your office, and / 
command you to depart to whatſoever place you pleaſe, Thus was Schrevelius turned 
out of his place of ReQor, which he had filled with great reputation for the ſpace of 
twenty-four years. He was much hated by ſome of the moſt violent Contraremon- 

ftrants, whilſt he was yet in the Magiſtracy, becauſe of his familiarity with certain 
perſons, whom they ſuſpeRted on the head of dorine, Somebody hid very much 
blackened him with the people by many falſe ſtories, giving out, among other things, 
that he having been one time in Brabant (which during the truce was permitted to 
every man) had deſerted to the enemies, entertaining a ſecret correſpondence with 
the Jeſuits, to the prejudice both of Church and State. He attempted to juſtify 
himſelf ſeveral times, but in vain. The adjacent German ocean had not water 
enough in it to waſh out all thoſe contumelious ſpots. Some accuſed him of hereſy ; 
ſome of hypocriſy ; others of apoſtacy, or of abandoning his religion : Others 
cry'd, that he pretended to be a Proteſtant, but that in his heart he was a Payiſt. 
But the Remon/trants were of opinion, that this averſion and hatred conceived againſt 
him, proceeded only from hence ; that he being in the government of Harlem, had 
joined with thoſe who oppoſed the ſchiſm or ſeparation, which was ſet on foot in that 
town, and elſewhere, and had endeavoured to give the force of a law to the reſ9o]u- 
tions taken for promoting the peace of the Church, He was kept at Harlem tive 
months after his deprivation, till Johannes Middlehovius, Miniſter of Lis, was put 
into his place. He then removed with his family to Leyden, where for a while he 
kept a ſort of boarding-ſchool, taking under his inſtruction the Sons of the Heers 
van Opdam and Schagen, and other perſons of quality, and principal Burghers, at 
their deſire; till being reconciled with the Miniſters of Harlem, and frequenting 
the eſtabliſht Church, he was afterwards called by the Magiſtrates of Leyden to 
the ReQorſhip of their ſchool; in which office having continued till the age of 
ſeventy years, he then reſigned it by their leave to his ſon Cornelius Schrevelius. 

At the fame time as Schrevelius was diſcharged from his ReRorſhip, his ConreQor, 
Viftor Rikkelſma, formerly Miniſter of Kralingen, and a Remonſtlrant, was like- 
wiſe condemned without a hearing, and diſmiſt on account of heterodoxy. After 
which the A B C maſter, or he that taught children to read, as inclining towards 


Popery, was likewiſe diſcharged, together with ſeveral Maſters who refuſed to ſign 
the AQ. 

On the firſt day of February of this year, there was a new Placard publithed in 
the name of the States-Ceneral againſt the Remonſirants, It was agreed on by the 


majority of votes, after long deliberation, and much diſpute among the Members, 
and the tenor was as follows :

* cOnfozn to that truly Chriſtian and Reformed religion, which was eſtabliſhed in 
* theſe ÞP2ovinces, and which has been lately ſettled and confirmed in the Matfonal 
* Synod of Dort, by the unifoun and unanimous agreement of the Deputies of 
* fo many eminent Refonued churches, which fo2 that purpoſe were met together ; 
* {o that the great uneafineſs ariſen ſome years ago in theſe P2ovinces, by the in- 
* troduction of certain new articles concerning the doctrine of Predeſtination and its 
* Dependencies, ought now to ceaſe, and be at an end, And whereas ſome of the 
* ſaid Miniſters were deſired and erho2ted, after their Depaivation, in caſe they

Againſt this Placard, the ſevereſt that had been hitherto promulgated in this land 
ſince the times of the Spaniards, the Remonſ{rants had a great deal to obje&, partly 
in relation to the arguments and accuſations on which it was founded, and partly on 
account of the orders, laws and penalties therein enacted, But the mention of ſome 
of thoſe books which were afterwards publiſhed by them, will give us an occaſion 
hereafter to take notice of thoſe obje&ions. Not long after the publication of this

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Placard, the Heer Lancelot van Brederode, a Councellor in the Court of Holland, A x* Dow 
was diſcharzed from his office, by reaſon of the ſuſpicions which the Government had 1620. 
entertained of his favouring the cauſe of the Remon/trants, and becauſe he wasunwilling | phage 
to 20 the lengths of his brethren or collegues, m their rigorous proceedings againſt :e diſplacing 
that ſet, It will not perhaps be unacceptable to the reader, to give him ſome more ib poet 
particular account of the reafons and occaſions of his diſmiſtion, together with ſome Brederode 
of the moſt remarkable circumftances briefly extracted out of his own memoirs. 
He became, he fays, in time extremely obnoxious to the molt zealous ringleaders 
of the Contraremonſirant party, by the moderate advices he gave in the Council, 
moſtly tending to gentleneſs and connivance to be uſed in matters of religion, ſome 
of which have been hinted at above inthe ALIVth book. But he did not ſtop there, 
for there very ſeldom happened any debates in the Council on the head of religion, 
wherein he was not found to differ from the reſt of the board, and his advice was 
little adapted to the courfe of thoſe times, It fell out, rhat the Magiſtrates of Gouda 
were heard before the Court of Holland; upon which occalion, Fobn YVlak, one of 
the Burgomaſters, was their ſpeaker, who prayed, that the Placards made againſt 
the Remonſtrants, might be a little qualified or ſoftened, with reſpe& to thoſe of that 
party in the ſaid town, foraſmuch as the ſtate of their town did not permit the execu- 
tion of them. But when that propoſition came to be debated, the Preſident of the 
Court defired the Heer Brederode « That according to an offer he had formerly made, 
he would not give his advice in caſes relatins to the executing of the Placards 
about religion, But Brederode replied, That in this caſe the queſtion was not abour 
the executing, but the qualifying or moderating of thoſe Placards, concerning which 
he had no ſcruples, After this, fome of the towns, I rhink, ſays Brederode, (from 
whoſe memoirs I copy this,) har they were the towns of Gouda and Schonehoven, 
petitioned, that the Court would lend their affiſtance towards the execution of the 
Placards among them, becauſe they did not find themſelves ſtrong enough to do it 
alone , and that the ſaid Court would grant them infiruments de non prejudicio, or 
aſſurances, that ſuch proceedings ſhould not prejudice their rights and privilepes, 
Upon which occaſion the Heer Brederode declared as his opinion, That the Pyvile: 
niun For, or 7ight of trying cauſes at home, or the not being obliged to bring them 
before any foreign tribunal, belonged not only to Magiſtrates, but likewiſe to every 
private ſubje& , inſomuch that the Magiſtrates had not the power to give up ſuch a 
privilege, ſo far as their Burghers were intereſted therein, Nevertheleſs the Court 
took upon themſelves the execution of the Placard ; and of three hundred that had been 
at a Remonſtrant meeting, but three or four perſons were ſummoned before them, 
committed to priſon, compelled to diſcover thoſe who had harboured the Miniſter, 
and to pay triple or quadruple fines befides. Then Brederode declared, 7 hat the 
Juriſdidion of the ſaid Court did not extend to the trying and determining cauſes in 
the firſt inſtance 5, but that if they did aſſume ſuch a power to themſelves, they ought 
not to proceed with ſuch connivance and partiality, and hazard the forfeiture of their 
offices, by exatting the fines fromthree or four only out of three or four hundred who were e- 
qually obnoxious, and that he had no mind to loſe his place on this account. The others 
asked him, herher he had a mind then to put the whole town into an uproar £ To which 
he anſwered, That the Court ought therefore to repreſent to their High Mightineſſes, 
the impratticability of putting thoſe Placards in execution, in order to procure a diſ- 
penſation from doing it, which diſpenſation it was not in their power to grant them- 
ſelves. He added, that the Court exceeded their bounds in the execution, and were 
zoo ſevere in ſeizing the perſons and doubling the fines of offenders , which no judges 
had a right to do. But this their rigour, was, in purſuance of that aforementioned 
ſecret reſolution of the Court, which he knew nothing of. 
[t likewiſe happened, that certain gifts or legacies were left to the church of the 
Remonſlrants, by the laſt wills and teſt1ments of ſome perfons, for the ſupport of 
the Miniſters ; which legacies, the ſaid Court declared to belong to thoſe of the 
eſtabliſhed Church. But Brederode was of opinion, Tha: if the Court thought that *Hilehaview 
ſuch legacies were void, or of none effef, then they ought to return to the uſe of the 79 wrials of 
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right heirs, purſuant to the law De Caducis toliciidis, and that in all caſes, the Church ftrant Mis 
had ng righs to them. niſters, who 
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Ax*Don.the AR of Ceflation, had afterwards changed thetr minds, and Dy letters which they 
1620. writ to the Lords of the Committee, fignitied, that they revoked their promiſes, 18 
do. Mt. being againſt their conſciences, Whereupon their Lord(hips of Holland had required 
the Court to cite or ſummon the ſaid Miniſters by a Proclamation, and to proceed 
againſt them criminally, to the end that with the reſt of their fraternity, they might 
be baniſhed the country. 'They had alſo mide ſeveral detaults already, and the Pro- 
curator, or Attorney-General, moved that their further defaults might be recorded, 
The Heer Lancelot van Hrederode, who was then fitting with the Counſellor Ryſz, 
ave it as his opinion ; That /ince their High Mightineſſes the States-General had 
already publiſhed a Placard in the beginning of February, by which all thoſe Miniſters 
who had revoked their ſubſcription of the Aft of Ceſſation, or who ſhould afterwards 
revoke the ſame, were expreſily placed in the fame rank with the exiled Remon- 
ſtrant Miniſters, there being a reward of 500 Gilders appointed for thoſe wyo could 
diſcover and apprehend any one of them, which Placard had been promulgated in thats 
Court, therefore the matter ought to reſt in ſtatu quo, or, as it was, but Roſa thought 
that the motion or requeſt of the Attorney-General ought to be complied with ; for 
which cauſe this affair was adjourned to the conſideration of a full Court, Accordingly 
it was brought before the Court, at which time the aforc{aid Heer Brederode declared, 
That ſince a ſentence of baniſhment had been already paſt upon the Remonſtrant 
Miniſters by the States-General, and approved by the Court, they could not be baniſhed 
a ſecond time, and conſequently could not be cited again, witDout annulling the afore- 
ſaid Placard, To which, he ſaid, might be further added, that they who were cited 
10 come and make their defence, were even thereby authorized 10 av the ſame, Bur, 
that on the other hand, in caſ: the requeſt of the Attorney-General were granted, 
they would become contumacious, and conſequently be deprived of all opportunity or 
means of defence; which being contrary both to equity and practice, it wouid be better 
zo put the matter as already decided, fnſfatu quo. Lhe Prelident having heard what 
he ſaid, reproached him with uling thefe arguments in favour of the Remonſtrant 
Miniſters. He replied, They will be neither the more nor the leſs criminal, whe- 
ther default be granted againſt them or not ;, I am likewiſe content it ſnould be granted, 
rovided it be in the name of the Court, aud not in the name of Commiſſaries, be- 
cauſe I look upon that as an abſurd thing. 

All this was immediately made known to the Lords of the Committee, who there- 
upon ſent for the Heer Krombout the Prefident, in order to be more fully informed of 
the mitter. The ſaid Gentleman told them ; That che Heer Þrederode had ſcrupled 
zo grant a default againſt the contumacious Miniſters, tothe doing of which, he was 
nevertheleſs obliged by the laws of the land, and the inſlruttions of the Court, which 
be bad ſworn to obey. It was then thought adviſeable to conſult his Excellency the 
Prince of Orange in this affair, and his opinion being agreed to by the Lords of the 
Committee, the Preſident Krombout was directed to require the Heer van Brederode 
to withdraw from the Council till ſuch time as his caſe ſhould be further conſidered 
and decided by the States of Holland. The fame day he was attended by the firſt 
Meſſenger, or Door-keeper, Kroke, and the following inſtrument of ſuſpenſion was 
delivered to him, 


'T ve Court of Holland having taken into conſideration the behaviour of the 
Deer Lancelot van Brederode on the 19th of this inſtant February, both at the 
Rolls and in the Counci-chamber, have reſolved, and they do hereby reſolve, that 
the ſafd Gentleman ſhall fozbear to come into this aſſembly, o2 to the Rolls afoze- 
ſaid, until the meeting of the honourable Lows the States of Holland, and till 
they ſhall ozder otherwiſe.

Againſt this, the fail Heer van Brederode petitioned the ſupreme Court for a 
Mandate, or power of appealing, having before ſet forth his grievance, namely, that 
he was never heard in his own defence. He had indeed been heard, be ſaid, when 

he

he give his advice, but not after the faid advice was imputed to him as a crime. Ax*D o w. 
And he 1nferted 1n his petition, the reaſons by which he pretended to juſtify himſelf, 1620. 
But his {aid petition was returned indorſed nzbil, which was as much as to ſay, that the W/O 
Court would not grantit. And when the States of Ho7and met in the month of March 
following, the Court deputed their Prefident, the aforeſaid Heer Krombour and the 

Heer Bar{4orp, to impeach the Heer van Brederode before them, which they did ac- 

cordingly on the 5th of that month, both verbally and in writing, 21VINg an account 

of all the opintons and advices which he the faid Brederode had offered in Court, 

with relation to the affairs of the Remonſtrants. But the other alledoed, that the 

diſcloling the advice of any particular member of that body, was a violation of the 

oath which every member had taken, He further alledged, that he had heard nothin 

of this accuſation againſt himſelf, ti}l he was a while after told of it by ſome of his 

friends. 'The aforementioned Deputies of the Court informed the States, at 

the fame time, of the Heer Brederode's petition to the High Court for the Wl 
power of appealing ; adding, Thar ſince all this bad been done by the Court in obe- j 
dience to the commands of their Sovereigns, they beſought them the States to take the 

whole matter into their con/ideration, and to af therein as they ſhould ſee fitting. 

Hereupon the States returned thanks to thoſe Gentlemen, and diſmiſſed them with 

a{ſurances that they would take the matter under deliberation, and come to a refolu- 

tion. The Nobles then declared that they were ready to maintain the authority of | 
the States, and of the Court too; but ſince the Heer Brederode was deputed thither | 
by the body of the Nobility, they were not willing to enter upon his affair in the ab- 
ſence of their Collegues. They therefore prayed that the conſideration of it might 
be delayed for two or three days, which was accordingly granted them, Matters being 
in this poſture, the Heer van Brederode applied himſelf to ſeveral Members of the 
States, and in particular to Francts van Aerſen, Lord of Somerſdyke, for leave to be 
heard m his own defence. Aerſen told him that this affair had been already con- 
{idered by the Lords of the Committee, in the preſence of his Excellency, of the 
Deputies of the Court, and of him the ſaid Aerſen, though no member of that Com- 
mittee and that it had been reſolved not to admit him to make his defence, fince they 
could expe nothing elle but to hear oftenfive language in the full aſſembly, Bre- 
derode on the other fide alledged, Thar he who was condemned withouz bearing, 
ought to be accounted innocent, and that their Lordſhips the States would do well tg 
bear him at leaſt, pro form\, and afterwards they might proceed as they thought fit ;, 
and finally, that he was content 19 make his defence in writing, and ſubmit it before 
hand to be viewed, in order to the expunging any ſcandalizing expreſſions. The 
Heer Aerſen asked him how much time he deſired for that purpoſe ? The other re- 
plied, till to morrow afternoon 5 It was then evening. Aerſen told him he would 
do his beſt for him ; but, on the contrary, he was the occaſion of the decifion of his 
caſe early the next morning by the States (as he, Brederode, was afterwards informed 
and of their refolutions being forthwith tranſmitted to the Court of Holland, 


and communicated by them to Brederode himſelf by noon. Their reſolution ran 
thus : 
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T DE buſineſs of the Counſelloz, Yr. Lancelot van Brederode, as it was repre: 
ſented to this Aſſembly on the 5th inſtant, by the ÞPyeſivent Kromhout, and 
the Counſellozs Roſa and Bartdorp, relating to his behaviour both at the Rolls and 
in the Court, contrary to the laws of the land, foz whicy he has been alrcady 
ſuſpended by the Court, being taken tato conſideration, it was generally agreed, 
that the (aid {uſpenſioir was juſt anÞ legal ; and that fozaſmuch as the perſon of 
the ſaid Brederode was like ta be of ns further uſc to the ſaiv Court, he ſhould be 


{ooked upon as diſmiſſed, any dep2ived of his ſtate and office of Counſello2 in the 
iald Court,

He was the natural ſon of the Heer Reinold van Brederode, Baron 
of Vyanen, Ameida, and other Lordſhips.

Soon after this, the Lords of the Committee of the States of Holland, upon an or- 
der which they received from the States-General, fſcnt a letter to all thoſe towns in 
which there were any Bookſellers trading to Frankfort-tair, to the end that the moſt 

Remonſtranteminent of thoſe Bookſellers might be timely warned, and prohibited the bringing 
mn Ha = any Remon/rant books into theſe Provinces, or the ſelling any ofthem, on pain of 
forfeiting the ſame, and of paying the tines preſcribed by the Placards. It ſeems they 
had received notice that the Remonſlrants were printing ſome Latin books, which 
they deſigned to fend to that Fair, and fo to diſperſe them. And accordingly, ſeve- 
ral Bookſellers were afterwards proſecuted in Holland for ſelling that ſort of books 
to foreigners at the Fair of Frankfort, 
The abridg: About the ſame time, the Abridgment of the Ads of the National Synod 
ney #*; lately hotden at Dort, being tranſlated into Latin, was printed and publiſhed, to the 
is publiſhed, great ſatisfaction of the Contraremonſirants, who reckoned that this work would 
juſtify their proceedings with and againſt the Remonſtrants, before the whole world, 
and thew the equity of their judgment. The Ads were publiſhed by authority of the 
States-General, with a Dedication to the Monarchs, Kings, Princes, Counts, Cities 
and Magiſtrates of Chriſtendom. The Preface to thoſe Ads, ſuppoſed to have been 
drawn up by Feflus Hommius, was addreſled to the Reformed churches, It contained 
an account of the riſe and/progreſs of the eccleſiaſtical differences in the Netherlands, 
for the healing of which, the Synod was principally called. The States likewiſe de- 
nengs ome puted the ſaid Hommins to carry copies of thoſe ARs to the King of Great Britain, 
with them ro to his ſon the Prince of WVales, and to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, by whom he 
England. was received with great marks of favour, as likewiſe by ſuch Biſhops and Divines 
who were addicted to the opinions of the Contraremonſtrants. Before he left England, 
the King richly defrayed the charge of his voyage, preſenting him, as 1t is ſaid, witty 
a gold cup and falver. Some relate, that the Profeſſor Daniel Heinſ1us, as late Se- 
cretary to the Commiſſioners deputed by the States to preſide at the ſaid Synod, 
would gladly have been fent on the ſame errand, but that Feſ/izes ſtood in his way, Be

« what tended to the diſadvantage of the R-monſtrants. That the partiality of the 
« compilers appeared very plain. Of this, there needed but one Roger inſtance; vis. 
« that of the buſineſs of Maccovins, which was tranſacted with fo much heat 
« 1n that Synod; and yet his name was not ſo much as mentioned, the caſe being 
© diſguiſed under the title of Carſa partieutaris Frilica, or the private Caſe of the Fri- 
« ſjians, Yer the ſaid caſe was of more importance than thoſe lies which Epiſcopius 
« was accuſed of, and with which ſo many pages of the ARs were filled ; or than the 
« Confeſ/rons of the two Brothers Geeſterani, which ſeemed to have been inſerted into 
the Ats without any occaſion, only to ſtigmatize the Remonſlrancs, that affair 
* having been entirely difculled by the Deputies of the Synod of Nor:h- Holand - 
« for which reaſon it could not be brought before the National Synod upon any juſt 
« pretence ; whereas that of Maccovins had been oſten mentioned in the ſaid Synod. 
T hat the "nccularine brought by Acronzus againſt the Remonſirant Miniſters of Kam- 
« pen, was twice inſerted into thoſe Ads, bur not one word was fad of the two-fold 
* anſwer which their Advocates had delivered to the Synod, no more thin of the 
* letters writ by the Magiſtrates and the Confiſtory of that town to the ſame Synod 
* in their detence. I hat the whole diſpute with Martinius of Bremen, which ran ſo 
high, that the Deputies of that city were upon the point of leaving the Synod, was 
« coloured over with the following words: There aroſe a diſpute between the Ne- 
« therland Profeſſors and the Divines of Bremen about divers queſtions relating to the 
« lufiration of the third and fourth Articles 3 And moreover about the uſe and abuſe 
« of Philoſophy, and Philoſophical terms in Theological differences. That all the pro- 
« ceedings of the Synod, after the departure of the foreigners, were entirely ſup- 
« prefled, though 1t was then only that the Ecclefraſtical Conſtitution (which hey ls 
« boured to introduce every where) and the Formularies of Subſcription were drawn 
« Up ; and that other matters, of at leaſt as great importance as the determination of 
c the Five Points, were agreed upon and ſettled. That all the papers which had been 
« 2iven in to the Synod, before and after the expulſion of the Remon/trants, a few 
, only excepted, were wholly leſt out of the ſaid Acts, That the Explanation which 
« they had made of the fr/t Article, and preſented to the Synod, was paſſed by in 
the Ads, only the Preface of it being mentioned. That as for the other large 
. Writings, in which the explanation and juſtification of their caſe was exhibited, 
there was not the leaſt notice taken of them, though the Synod had the fame rea- 
ſon to inſert thoſe pieces among their Ads, as to inſert the written advice and 
judement of Pareus or Du Moulin, That in like manner moſt of the ſpeeches 
and argumentations, both of the inland and foreign Members, as well for as againſt 
the controverted opinions, were paſt over in ſilence; and none but a few harangues 
inter{perſt among the Acts, which had no relation to the principal matters : From 
all which, it was eaſy to infer, that two faults were comraitted ; to wit, the dif- 
ouifing and falſification of the proceedings | in the Synod, and the diminution of the 
truth, by ſuppreſſing the principal pieces of the Remonſtrants. 
Theſe obſervations and reflexions upon the Synodical tranſations were followed 
not long after by a publication of the Acts and Writings of the Remon/trants, drawn 7h: 42:

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A »* Doy. cafions of writing and delivering every plece. Lhe ſecond part comprized only thoſe

LV Vof the Remonſtraents opinions touching the Five Articles, In the Dedication, which 


was inſcribed to all Chriſtian Univerſities and Churches, the Remon/trants (aid, 
© That the nature of Truth was ſuch, as that ſhe delighted to be ſeen naked, and 
« without any maſk or diſguiſe ; and that the nearer ſhe was viewed, the greater 
© love ſhe was wont to excite in the hearts of all good men. [hey added, that a 
« 00d conſcience carried ſuch contidence along with it, that like the Palm-tree, the 
* more it was oppreſled by the heavy welght of {lander, the more 1t lifted up itſelf; 
« and in order to ſhow the juſtice of its cauſe, dared freely challenge the whole 
© world to judge of it. For it could never be believed that men ſhould be fo unjult, 
« as to give no manner of credit to the plea of innocence, or that the times ſhould 
« be ſo extremely wicked, that truth, after having caſt oft the yoke of calumny 
and {lander, ſhould not finally triumph in the minds of 1mpartial men, who enter- 
© ed into the merits of her cauſe, * I was in confidence of this, zhey ſaid, that they 
* preſumed to dedicate theſe their papers 7o all chriſtian Univerſities and Churches, 
« begging them not to judge raſhly according to the ſentence of their adverſaries, 
© but to keep the other car open for them, 

After this Dedication there followed a large Preface to the Chriſtian Reader, con- 
taining many remarkable things. In the firſt place they treated of the diſputes and 

uarrels occafioned by religion; of their origin, indecency, and pernicious effes 
as alſo-of the cauſes which gave ſtrength to error, and rendered it incurable, promot- 
ing diſcord, and exciting hatred —— Then they proceeded to apply all this to the 
caſe of the Remon/trants, ſhewing wherein, as they thought, their adverſaries had 
wronged them, and tracing the Cauſe of the perſecution, There was alſo in- 
{:rted their apology, by which they endeavoured to juſtify themſelves againſt the 
Synodical Sentence that had been pronounced agunſt them ; and more eſpecially that 
part of it, in which they were pronounced © guilty, and were ſaid to have been 
* convicted of having corrupted the reformed religion; of having broken the 
* unity of the church ; of having given grievous ſcandal to the people, and ſhewn 
«* an intollerable obſtinacy.” But they, the Remonſ/{rants, maintained on the other 
hand, that it plainly appeared by their defence, that * the Synod of Dort had treat- 
< ed them juſt after the manner of thoſe Synods in former times, which had no 
© other view but to ſubdue and oppreſs their adverſaries 3 and that the ſentence pro- 
* nounced by the ſaid Synod, was ſuch as thoſe ſentences generally uſed to be, 
* which the ſtrongeſt party, after having made themſelves maſters of the Tribunal, 
* or Judgment-ſeat, thundered out againſt the weaker. Juſtly therefore, might 
« all the teſtimonies, as or ſentences related or paſt by adverſaries, be ſuſpe&ed 
« of partiality ; for it was hardly pollible, but that they muſt carry along with 
« them ſome 1] tinfture of the ſpring from which they proceeded. Where- 
« fore the world ought not to judge of them according to that judgment which the 
* Synod had paſt upon them; but they who had a mind to know them better, 
* would do well to hear what they could ſay for themſelves. 

They declared in what high eſteem they held the Chriſtian religion, and what 
they were ready to undergo for the ſame ; ſubjoyning, as their opinion, © That the 
* ſaid religion conliſted chiefly in practice, or 1n the obſervation of God's commands; 
* and that thoſe were the touch-ſtone by which the neceſlity of all doarinal points, 
* and all controverlies of religion could be try'd with the greateſt certainty and ad- 
* vantage, That whatever tended 1n its own nature to enervate or invalidate thoſe 
* commands, ought conſequently to be look'd upon as falſe ; whereas all other mat- 
© ters which were not contrary to them, might, in their opinion, be maintained on 
* either (ide, provided it were done with charity and prudence : But as for ſuch 
* nice and ſubtil queſtions, which neither promoted the ſalvation of thoſe that were 
* well verſed in them, nor retarded or obſtructed it in thoſe who knew nothing of 
* the matter, they wiſhed they were buried in the grave of oblivion; and that 
* chriſtianity might be brought back from the wide labyrinths and mazes of need- 
leſs diſputes, and embarraſſed fſubtilties, to the firſt and narrow bounds of a de- 
vout and pious {unplicity. For by ſuch queſtions an4 cavillings, godlineſs would 
in time be forgot, and charity, with thoſe truths which were plain and intelligible 
to all men, would be utterly loſt.” They ſaid, they had as great an averſion as 
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any to that [icentious way of talking raſhly of every thing, or of doubting of, or Ax"Doy. 
nfolently blaming every thing that did not pleaſe them, as tending to ſubvert and 
deſtroy truth, piety and charity: But then, on the other hand, they could not 
applaud thoſe who would not bear an inquiry into received doQrines or opinions, 
tho' but lately taken up and entertained, as if they might not in any caſe be called 
in queſtion, or contradifted. © They thought it fafeſt to fail in the middle, be- 


tween the doubtings of the Pyrzhonites, or Scepticks, on the one hand, and the 
boldneſs of the Fabricators of novel doArines on the other, as between two 
dangerous rocks. They were of opinion, that thoſe only were in the right way, 
who adhering firmly and ſteddily to thoſe things which alone are uſeful or neceſ(- 
ſary to ſalvation, and abandoning all ſuch as are vain and unnecefſiry, walked 
ſtrait forwards 1n the paths of piety, charity and forbearance, towards a glorious 
immortality. Such who happened to differ in their notions from others, they 
thought rather deſerved to be pitted, than to be hated or perſecuted. Yet were the 
for confining the diverſity of opinions within the bounds of modeſty. They de- 
teſted all thoſe divitions and ſeparations which proceeded from any other points, 
but ſuch as plainly appeared to all men to be neceſſary. They were aſtoniſhed, 
and very often grieved to ſee that the open works of the fleſh were not capable of 
breaking or diſſolving chriſtian unity ; and yet, that a few differences about ſmall 
and inſignificant things, afforded matter to the moſt abominable ſchiſms : fo far did 
mankind, by little and little, recede from, and forget the duties of charity, when 
they had not at heart the promoting of piety beyond all other things, but per- 
ſwaded themſelves that the honour of chriſtianity conſiſted chiefly in the right un- 
derſtanding of the ſenſe of certain articles of religion. How much better would 
it be, ſaid they, it the diſagreeing parties would contend about works of piety and 
holineſs ; and if every man would do his beſt to gain the prize of beneticence, 
of compaſſion, gentleneſs and meckneſs? —— They ſubjoyned, that they had 
thought fit to publiſh all the papers which had been drawn up during the fitting of 
the Synod, in order to ſhew what was their right opinion concerning the Five 
Points, and with what reaſons they had maintained the ſame : with what reaſons 
they aſſerted, that the perſons of whom the Synod was compoſed, were their 
(worn enemies : what were their reaſons for not conſenting to the method of treat- 
ing, wherewith the Synod endeavoured to en{nare them : what were thoſe things 
which they had objeted againſt in the Formularies of the Confe/fron and Cate- 
chiſm, and which they infiſted to have further conſidered ; and finally, to ſhow 
upon how weak arguments, thin diftintions, lean exceptions, poor expoſitions, 
and forced evaſions, the dodrine ſupported by the Synod was founded, They 
complained particularly, that they could not obtain any conference, which they 
ſtiled the Whet-ſtone of Truth, and the Anvil of Wits, They deſired, that their 
writings might be read and conſidered with impartiality, They delired no favour, 
but that of a fair and free judgment; for whoever was prejudiced either way, 
could never judge impartially, If it ſhould appear they had been wrong'd, all 
they deſired was, that they who thought fo would pray that God would not im- 
pute it for fin to their adverſaries, nor revenge it on their heads; and that he 
would vouchſafe to inſpire the Prince of Orange with Councils tending to mode- 
ration, to the end that neither he nor the Government might proſtitute their power 
and authority to the fatiating the 1mplacable bitterneſs of ſome Divines, or the 
promoting ſchiſmatical deſigns ; nor liſten to thoſe who were always wont to ſing 
that accurſed old ſong of hanging and burning ; the burden of which was, That 
a Heretick ought not to live, Such counſels as thoſe were extreamly prejudicial 
to the Commonwealth, whereas fuch as encouriged a moderate liberty, were on 
the other hand extreamly beneticial, 

After having fully and circumſtantially ſet forth theſe and the like conſiderations, 


they pray'd, by way of conclution, * That God, who was fo gracious and merci-

ful to humane race, would take pity of his oppreſſed church : that he would 


* vouchlafe to grant to chriſtendom liberty of conſcience, that pillar of all Civil

Governments ; and that he would fill the minds of his people, tired with long and 


numerous contentions, with an inclination to piety, holineſs, innocence, and be- 
nevolence. 
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Ax*Donm. Twas with ſuch an introduction that they endeavoured to ſtir up the Reader to 
1620. conſider attentively the ſubſequent Adis and Memorials. Theſe are the writin2s 
WY TV of which 1 Curcelleus teſtifies, that being publiſhed, they were praiſed and approved 
by ſo many learned men in Europe, infomuch that a certain very great man having 
ſeen them, declared, The Synod of Dort has indeed condemned the Remonſtrants, 
but the latter have triumphed over the former by their writings. The moſt part of 
| their papers were drawn up by the indefatigable pains of Epiſcopius, What was 
| writ by Carolus Niellins, Adrianus Borrius, and Gaſper Barleus, has been already 
ſhown in the proper place. The motto of this book upon the title page was, De- 
flrufto Fato, adferta Piztate , that is, Fate overturned, Piety eſtabliſhed. Some 
time after, the Treatiſe entitled the Antidote, of which we have ſpoken above in 
the XLVIIIth book, was tranſlated into Latin and printed, having been firſt confi- 
derably enlarged ; this was done for the information of foreigners. The aforeſaid 
Preface to the TranſaQtions of the Remonſ{rants complains likewife of the partia- 
lity and magiſterial temper of Peter du Moulin of Paris, which appeared in his book, 
called, Anatome Arminianiſmi, publiſhed not long before, This book was committed 
| to the preſs in the beginning of the year 1618, to the great ſurprize of thoſe who 
had been witneſles of the diſcretion and moderation he had formerly ſhown in ex- 
horting both the contending parties to peace ; in the doing which, one of his argu- 
ments was, That their differences were nst fundamental, Many were of opinion, 
that he ought not, at that time, by his private judgment, to have prevented the 
publick judgment of the Synod of Dyorr. Of that mind were many of the French 
Miniſters, and in particular thoſe of Paris; for which reafon Francis de Loberan, 
Sioneur de Montigny, Samuel Durand, and John Meſtrezat, Miniſters of the Re- 
ormed churches there, having been informed by the Bookſeller Pzcart, that their 
Collegue, Du Moulin, had put that book into his hands, in order to have lt printed, 
endeavoured to put a ſtop to it, apprehending that the publiſhing 1t at that time 
might occaſion ſome inconventencies; foraſmuch as he, anticipating the judgment of 
the Synod, which was not to fit til] the latter end of the faid year, 1518, did not 
only oppoſe the Contraremonſtrants in that book, but Iikewile all thoſe who main- 
tained the Supralapſarian Predeſtination ; and who alerted that the decrees of Gods 
preſcience extended themſelves even to the leaſt conſiderable events, But finding he 
did not regard their interpoſition, they obtained the following prohibition of the 
Synod aſſembled at Charenton, upon the repreſentation of the Conliſtory of Paris ; 
to wit, That no Miniſters, or other Members of the ſaid Synod, ſhould publiſh any 
Wl! books without the approbation of their Collegues, according to the poſitive dire- 
&ions of their church diſcipline. This reſolution paſt on the 14th of May, 1618, 
and was the cauſe that the ſaid Anatomy of Arminianiſm 1d not appear till after the 
breaking up of the Synod of Dyrr, in the year —-—

"They men- 
tioned ſome of his dodrines, which, as they thought, were either falſe, rigid, ab- 
ſurd, or even ſeditious, as may be ſeen at Jarge in their Letter. Finally, they pro- 
miſed him to anſwer his book, but without paying him in his own coin of caluinny 
and ſlander, wherein, they ſaid, they would by no means follow his example. 
"They deſigned to anatomize his Anatomy, but with more refpe&, and a better tem- 
per. There was likewiſe at the ſame time a little treatiſe publiſhed 1 Durch, with

Amongſt other things, too tedious to be here inſerted, this Treatiſe, as well as the 
Latin |.etter above-mentioned, ſets before his eyes the danger of the followin 

poſition, which he had advanced in his afore-mentioned Anatomy, viz. De who doeg 


not believe in Chaiſt, is not a child of God, and conſequently ts not entitled to the 
inheritance 02 poſſeſſion of tempozal 02 wozldly goods, let him be never ſo eminent 
i1 Lfvil virtues, According to this maxim, the Remonſtrants faid, the Crowns of 
France, Spain, and of other Popith kingdoms, belonged to the Huponots, or Con- 
traremonſlrants, for their Catechiſm taught, that the Papiſts really diſowned 
Chriif, Thus were the ſcepters of Princes to be wreſted out of their hands, and 
the Potentates of the world to be declared unlawful Poſleſſors of their kingdoms, 
unleſs they believed in Chriſt —— But the compleat refutation of the aforeſaid Ana- 
tomy was afterwards compoſed and publiſhed by Fobannes Arnoldus Corvinus. And 
even the Engliſh Divine, William Twiſs, who was for the doQrine of the Supralap- 


ſarian Predeſtination, drew his pen againſt it,

ſecured by the Scout. Afterwards he was conveyed by the Bailiff of the aforeſaid 
country, under a ſtrong guard of ſoldiers, to the Brill, and from thence, ſecurely 
pinioned, to the Hague, and there committed to priſon, The Remonſtrants ſay, 
that Goſwinus Butendyk waRhe firſt that ſpied him in a publick houſe, and ſtirred 
up the Scout to lay hold of Mm, aſluring him that he was a Remonſtrant preacher. 
And they add, that this information gained Brrendyk a Call to a living at Dorr ; but 
that his wife, who was daughter to that peaceable man Orro Tonſor, one of the 
Miniſters of Leyden, was fo troubled at this ation of his, that ſhe pined away, till 
ſhe died of grief. The impriſoned Miniſter was interrogated ſeveral times by ſome 
of the Counſellors and Judges of the Court of Holland, as well concerning his re- 
turn into this country, contrary to the prohibition of the Placard, as about what 
had paſt the year before in the Aſſembly of the Remonſtrant Clergy at Antwerp. 
But he maintained, that he ought not to be proceeded againſt by way of inquiſition, 
but by way of accuſation and proot ; proteſting at the ſame time, that nothing had 
been done by the Remon/trants in that city, to the prejudice of their native country. 
And when they would not be ſatisfied with this anſwer, but threatned him with a 
more ſevere examination, or with the rack, he told them plainly, * That if they 
« thought fit to make uſe of violent methods, he muſt be contented, and that he 
« had ſtill both fleth and bones that were capable of enduring a little for fo righteous a 
« cauſe as his; and he truſted that almighty God, who knew how conſcientiouſly 
« the Remonſtlrants ated, would ſtrengthen him with his holy ſpirit.” All this, 
and what they aſked him further about the colleting of money for promoting the 
cauſe of his party, and the manner of it; as alſo about the deſign of ſome of the 
Remonſlrants to go and ſettle at Staden, together with his behaviour under his exa- 
mination, during which he conſtantly avoided the accuſing any body, or diſcovering 
any thing which might give a handle for bringing his friends into trouble, he gives 
3n account of, in certain letters to the exiled Miniſters, who at that time refided at 
Antwerp ; for he found means to convey his letters to them, notwithſtanding they 
watched him ſo ſtrialy, as to allow none of his friends accets to him. His 1mpri- 
ſonment, and the courage with which he bore it, very much increaſed the zeal of the 
Remonſlrants, as well Miniſters as People; for the letters were communicated to 
them all. In one of theſe letters he ſays of himſelf, [har God had comforted him, 
and that he was ready, like a good ſoldier of Chriſt, to reſiſt even to blood, yea even 
to die for bis name ſake, But what truſt 1s there to be put in man ? "This very 
perſon

after under the weight of the croſs, fell by degrees into a ſcandalous life, into open 
profaneneſs, deſperate councils, and came at laſt to an unhappy end, as ſhill be ſhown 
19 its due place. 

On the 22d of April following, and whilſt this a2 Prins was ſtill under confine- 
ment, Johannes Grevius, late Miniſter of Heuſden, was likewiſe diſcovered, and 
brought priſoner to the Hague, He had travelled from Kampen, where he preached fe- 
veral weeks to the Remonſtrants 1n private, to Burick, the place of his nativity in the 
Duchy of Cleves, where his antient mother dwelt ; from thence to 1/eſet, which 
lies over againſt it; and laſtly to Emrick, to tranſact ſome family affairs, He 
thought hunſelf ſafe enough in theſe places, none of which were within the domi- 
nions of the States, but he found himſelf miſtaken. At the town of Weſel, he en- 
aged in a diſpute with the Miniſter Bernard Brands (who had married his Niece) 
about the doctrine of Predeſtination, as it had been eſtabliſhed at the Synod of Dor: ; 
and his arguing againſt it occalioned fo much hatred to him, that meaſures were 
taken to ſtop his mouth by other means than arguments. But his adverſaries having 
no power to do it at Veſel, in which there lay a Spaniſh Garrifon, and knowing that 
he was to go to Emrick, they diſpatched away one Godfrey Radt, a Burgher of Cleves, 
and formerly a Pupil of Gomazrus, with a letter before-hand ; and matters were fo 
contrived, by the aſliſtance of Conradus Marquinins, Miniſter of Emrick, that Gre- 
vius was apprehended Ly order of the Lieutenant-Colonel Uitenboven, who com- 
manded the garriſon of thit town for the States, and carried away to Cleves, where 
he was detainedin a publick-houſe, eight or ten Soldiers being ſet to guard him, till the 
Meſſenger, who was fent to the Hague about him, returned with orders for carrying 
him thither, which was done accordingly. He afterwards complained, that he had 
been baſely betrayed by thoſe who were formerly his chiefelt friends, but who being 
enraged at his free ſpeaking, were capable of revenging themſelves in ſo dreadful a 
manner for ſuch a ſmall matter upon a friend, who had been for many years together 
their ſchool-teilow, ard had lived with them under one and the ſame roof. They had 
preached up at Weſel, as he writes in one of his lets, the lawfulneſs of putting 
men to death for heretical opinions , which ſeemed on {t11] the more ſtrange, be- 


that preached ſuch a doQrine, as [ſerericks , and who, conſequently, might probably 
treat them in the Iike manner, Thus were they tranſported by their blind zeal be- 
yond the bounds of chriſtian love and charity, as the Remonſirants thought ; though 
others were of opinion, that this was the only way to ſuppreſs error, and to ſupport 
truth, Ofthe ſame mind were ſeveral of the Clergy of Holand : Even Ludovicus de 
Dieu, very famous for his learning, who, fince that time, has been eſteemed the 
mirrour of moderation and peaceableneſs, did not ſcruple to ſay, That it was not 
only lawful for all good chriſtians to inform againſt the Remonſtrants, but that it was 
even their duty to do it. And Henricus Swalmius had been heard to declare publickly 
from the pulpit at Delfr, that, be ſhould not make any ſeruple of conſcience to appre- 
hend ſuch @ preacher as that Grevius, and to deliver him into the hands of 


Juſtice. 


As Prins had been examined by ſome of the Counſellors of the Court, ſo was 
Grevius interrogated too; but it was by certain Commithoners whom the States Ge- 
neral appointed for that purpoſe ; ro wit, the Heer Vooght of the Province of Gelder- 
land, the Heer Muis van Holy of Holland, and the Heer Ploſe of Urrechi. The 
queſtions they put to him at ſeveral times, together with his anſwers, may be ſeen 
in certain memoirs under his own hand, to the following purport. |

Who came 

thither in my ſtead ? Anſwer, I knew not, Then they urged me extremel 

to tell, but I adhered to my firſt anſwer. 13. What meaſures I had taken about 

a colleion? Anſwer, none. 14. Who contributed any ſums of money ? Anſwer, 

| could not tell. I folemnly proteſt, as in the preſence of God, and with a 

Food conſcience, that I returned no other anſwers, neither were any other queſtions 

asked to the beſt of my remembrance, 


«* The next thing I was examined about, was the meeting at Antwerp; and 
1, When it was holden ? Anſwer, in the month of Oober. 
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2, How many were 
preſent ? Anſwer, moſt of the exiled Miniſters. 3. Who was Preſident, who 


« Aſſeſſor, who Scribe? Anſwer, Uirenbogarr, Epiſcopius, and Grevinkhovius. 
« 4 What was tranſaQed at the ſaid meeting ? Anſwer, they conſulted about ſerving 
« our churches, (which we thought our ſelves bound in conſcience to do;) they like- 
« wiſe agreed to recommend the making of a colle@ion ; and further, that thoſe 
« Gentlemen who had managed the Conference at the Hague, ſhould be deſired and 
« ordered to prepare certain writings in defence of the Remonſtrant opinions, and that 
« jn the mean time they ſhould be excuſed from diſcharging the duties of their office. 
« 5, How much of the colleGions was allotted to each Miniſter ? Anſwer, that matter 
«© was not yet entirely ſettled, becauſe it could not be known how far thoſe colleQtions 
« would go; but that if it were poſſible, they would allow every Miniſter three hun- 
« dred Gilders. 6. Who recelved theſe colletions ? Anſwer, I did not know. 
© 7, Who were the paymaſters ? Anſwer, no one certain perſon. 8, Whether Gre- 
« vinkhovius had not been appointed one of them ? Anſwer, I thought it would go 
« by turns. 9. Who printed our books for us ? Anſwer, I did not know, 10. Whether 
« the Remonſtrants had any Printing Preſs at Antwerp? Anſwer, I had been told that 
« they had one by connivance. 11. What arguments the Preſident and others had 
« uſed to induce us to venture back again into our country ? Anſwer, none ; for every 
« one of us thought himſelf bound in conſctence to do fo. Hereupon ſomebody faid, 
« Vezekius has owned ſeveral reaſons to us; ſuch as, that your people might grow 
«* lukewarm, and go over to the churches of the Contraremonſtrants, But I replied, 
« ] knew nothing of that, and ſaid no more. 

< Moreover, as | had ſaid to one of the Miniſters of J/eſel, in familiar diſcourſe, 
« that the Magiſtrates of Staden, and even the King of Denmark, would receive us, 
© and allow us liberty of conſcience, which that Miniſter ſignified to the States, I 
« was very much urged to tell, how I knew it, and when any ſuch offers were 


made ? | ſaid, I heard of it in our affembly at Anrwerp, and that the following 

reſolution was thereupon taken ; namely, That we could not, with a good conſci- 

ence, abandon our native country, nor excite others of rhe inhabitants to remove into 
« foreign lands, till both we and they had undergone the greateſt extremities. Then 
* they asked, which of us had been in Denmark ? I ſaid, I could not tell. Being again 
« asked, who was deputed thither ? I anſwered, there had been nobody ſent. 1 was 
* likewiſe asked, who it was that ſummoned the meeting at Antwerp 2 Anſwered, | 
« did not know. Who gave usnotice, and who delivered the ſummons to us ? An- 
* {wered, 1 knew nothing of it, nor had ſeen any ſummons art all, What did we 
« mean by removing from Walwick to Antwerp ? Anſwered, to make proviſion for 
© our ſettlements, They ſaid, Vezeking has given us other rexſons. Anſwered, that 
* may be, but I know nothing of the matter, I was not then at Walwick, I was 
* likewiſe examined about the Authors of the treatiſes, entituled, The Publick Worſhip 
* of the Contraremonitrants ; The Predeſtinated Thief; and the Antidote ; and where 
* thoſe books were printed 2 To which [ replied, I did not know. This is a ſhort 
* account of all that was asked me. And | ſolemnly declare, as in the preſence of 
* God, that I returned them no other anſwers, than what are here mentioned, and 
* thecontrary will never be made appear. 


From theſe memoirs of Grevius, it may be obſerved, that the Miniſter Vezekins 
had been likewiſe under confinement. But before we ſpeak of his umpriſonment, 
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and the furthcr proceedings 224inſt Grevins, It may De proper to acquaint our reader 
a . . . } a _ 

with what befel 4rſenins, formerly Miniſter of Blanrenham, on account of his hoſpt- 

tality. After Grevirs had owned, 1s has been related, that he had lodzed at the

houſe of the ſaid Arſenins at Kampen, 1t was Immediately notified to the Magiſtrates 
of that town, by order of their High Mighrinefles, and A4rſenirs being ſummoned to 
appear at the Stadthouſe before the Burgomatters on the 24t1 ©: April, O. S. was 
examined by Dr. Feits vander Elburg, as Deputy of the States General, touching his 
entertaining of Grevins, But he having conſidered how to act 1n this matter, ſo as 
neither to bring himſelf nor his neighbour, into trouble ; replied, that he was not 
obliged to anſwer ſuch queſtions ; and that if they h:d any thing to object againſt 
him, they ought to prove It, Unon which he was taken into cuſtody, and the night 
following he was watched by three of the town-ofticers, and the next day carried 
away to priſon under guard of a party of Soldiers; and fo narrowly watched by 
two Centinels, that neither his own wife, father, nor any of his friends conld come 
near him, ſving only that they let his father fpeak once to him, but it was in the 
preſence of two Burgomaſters and the Secretary ; yet coming the ſecond time, they 
preſented the wuzzels of their muſquets to him, and forced him to retire. Hts father 
netitioned the Magiſtrates that he might be releaſed upon bail; offering to give 2000 

Gilders ſecurity, and one man's perſon, which at Kampen, was never refufed for 
the worſt of malefators : but one of the Burgomaſters, who had formerly been a 
weaver, replied, If Barnevelt had been aiowed to give bait, he would have fared 
better than be did. Aﬀter three weeks impriforment, Arſenins was carricd to the 
Hague, ſhut up in the Goal there, examined about his harbouring of Grevires, and 
abour the private Mecting in the town of Kampen. Here being informed of what 
Grevins hid confeſſed relating to him, he writ to ſomebody, [hat he freely forgave 
him for it , but that he would undergo all things, rather than by his confeſſion bring 
any man into trouble, or diſcover any thing that might tend to the prejudice of the 
cauſe he was engaged in. Perliſting in this refolution, he was ſent dack 2gain to 
Kampen, on the 29th of May, O. S. where he was not heatd, till the 15th of Zune, 
Upon his examination, he owned that he had harboured Grevius ; but added, that he 
conceived it was no crime at that time, being done before the promulzation of the 
Placard. He was moreover accuſed of being concerned in eleven Meetings which 
had becn holden privately at Kampen, and fined for it, as the ringleader and mana- 
ger of every thing, in the fum of three thouſand three hundred Gilders. He ſolemnly 
proteſted on the other hand, that he knew nothing 1n the world of thoſe meetings, 
and that he was not preſent at any of them. They let him lie in priſon nevertheleſs 
till the 24th of July, O. S. and then the ſentence paſt upon him was, That 
be ſhould pay a fine of a thouſand gold Gilders, of 28 ftyvers to the Gilder, which 
amonnted to 1400 Carolus Gilders, all the coſts of his impriſonment, being about 30 
Gilders, and the expences of the Soldiers who condutted him to the Hague, amount- 
ing 19983 Gilders 10 Styvers, All which he was obliged to pay, before he was re- 
leaſed ; though according to the Piacard, which was not publiſhed till a fortnight 
after his harbouring of Grevius, no higher penalty was annexed to that offence, than 
the ſam of 30o Gilders. Beſides all this, he was order'd to ſtay in his own houſe as 
a priſon for the ſpace of a whole year, to be counted from the day of his releaſment. 
He preſſed very much for a copy ot this ſentence againſt him, but it was refuſed him 

The ſubſtance of it was, That he bad harboured Grevins, and had been privy to 
eleven prohibited Meetings, He bore this heavy burden with courage and conſtancy, 


writing concerning it, in one of his memorandums ; That God had vouchſafed to 


[lrengthen him in ſuch a manner as 10 bear it all with patience , which encouraned 


him to pray for his further grace and help, to the end that bearing this wrong with a 
chriſtian temper, and without the ſpirit of revenge, he might attain $0 everlaſling 
joy and conſolation in heaven ;, foraſmuch as he was ſatisfied in his conſcience, that 
bis harbouring of Grevius was no tranſereſſion againfl the laws of man, (there being 
none in force at that time) nor againſt thoſe of God. 

t happened afterwards, during the year of his confinement to his houſe, that a 
cart or waggon paſſing ſwiſtly by his door, he ran into the ſtreet to fave a child wich 
ſtood in the way, which a certain Burgomalter, who lived near him, obſerving, 
cried out to him 3 Tor have gone beyond the bounds of your confinement. The other 
repreſented to him in an humble manner, that he only did it to fave the child's 
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life, and that nothing but this accident had induced him to tranſgreſs, app 
the ſaid Burgomaſter hunſelf, who had ſe2n all that paſſed.

Put now the ſeries of our hiſtory requires us to give an account of the impriſon- þ,,.,,z:,-, 
ment of Vezekins, This gentleman, formerly Miniſter of Echrelt in Geldzrland, and againſt Vere» 
one of thoſe among the Remonſtront clergy who were cited to appear before the Synod RI 
of Dort, returning home from his baniſhkment on the third of May, would have tra- Minifter. = 
velled a foot to Amſterdam, by the way of Leyden acroſs the fens; but was met 
near Kude!ſtart by the Heer Brunink, Secretary of Enkbuſen, one of the perſons who 
ſat in judgment upon the Advocate Oldenbarnevelt, accompanied with Dr. Reynold 
Paw, one of the Schepens of Amſterdam, and fon to the Burgomaſter of the ſame 
name, who were riding in a wagzon to the Hague, Arriving 1n the village above- 
mentioned, and alighting at the inn where the Miniſter was, the Heer Brunink ſpied 
him, and ſaid, Bernherus Veztkius, 7s it you 2 I ſeize you in the name of the States- 
General, Tou know well enough what the order of their High Mightineſſes was, in 
relation to you. I hope we ſhall at length put an end to the troubles and uproars ex- 
cited by fuck as you, The Miniſter replied, that he knew of no uproars of his 
waking, and that he only defigned to go to Amſterdam, and begged that he might be 
{uttered to proceed on his journey. But Brunink cauſel the Scout to be called out of 
the church, for 1t was upon a ſunday that this happened, and commanded him in 
the name of the States, to ſecure the man, in order to his being carried to Amſterdam, 
adding, I, who give you theſe orders, am one of the members of the States-General. 
This zeal was the occalion, as ſome think, of raifing this young Gentleman to the 
polt of Counfſclior in the High Council at the Hague, an office ro which he had long 
aſpired. And I remember that when I was young myſelf, I often heard it (aid of 
him, vat it was an Arminian Miniſter who made Paw a Counſelor. The Scout told 
him that the village of Kudel/fare was under the juriſdiction of Meydrechr, and in 
the Biſhoprick of Urrechr, and that therefore the priſoner ought to be ſent thither, 
Zut when he underitood that he was a Miniſter, he ſhewed his concern for him b 
the tears 1n his eyes. Having brought him to Meyarechr, the Scout rode from thence 
to Urrechr, to learn what he ſhould do with him. In the mean time, they put iron 
tetters on his legs to prevent his eſcape. He attempted once to fecurz himſelf by 
light upon his being let looſe at the requeſt of the brother of the late Scout of 
Meydrecit, to which he ſuffered himſelf to be perſwaded by feveral perſons who 
vitited him, but having miſſed his way, he was overtaken and fettered again. 

Upon his arrival at Meydrecht, he was vifited by the Miniſter of thar place, who 
expretled his concern to ſee him in that condition ; but maintained, that hedid not 
{uffer innocently, nor as a martyr for the truth. But Vezzekins anſwered, That this 
muſt be left to the judgement of God, and that the chriſlian religion did not allow the 
oppreſſing or perſecuting any man, on account of his conſcience. Thereypon Ou- 
kope the Miniſter replied : 1Vhat then, is it not lawful to put Dereticks ts death 2 
Vezeckiusz The lawfulneſs of putting men to death for ereſy, can never be proved 
from the goſpel; and if it could, they ought firſt to be convicted of that crime. Oa- 
. pe; Tou ought to have ſubmitted your ſelf to the general opinion of the churches 
repreſented by the Synod of Dort. That Synod treated you very graciouſly, and would 
gladly have ſet you right, but you would not declare your doctrines. Vezekius 3 
[hat Synod would not hear us, but would confine the defence of our cauſe to certain 
queſtions upon whichthey pretended to interrogate us, We conſented to the juſtifying 
of our opinions purſuant to the tenor of our letters of citation \ that is to ſay, as well 
as we could, or judged neceſſary. And in caſe that were nat ſufficient, we ſhowed 
our readineſs to anſwer all queſtions that ſhould be put to us, thoug? they were a 
thouſand, But I beg you to ſpeak no more of this Synod, for you are ignorant of 
what paſſed there, Oukope ; I will pray to God for your converſion, VezcKkius 3 
And I exhort you not ſo much to regard your own eaſe and worldly advantage, as the 
diſcovery and knowledge of truth. 

After this, came orders that he ſhould be carried to Ucrecht; from whence he was 
immediately hurried to the Hague, and committed to priſon there. Then was it that 
one of thoſe who guarded him thither, being about to return to Urrecht, and taking 
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Lord be your conſolation \ you know how t9 comfort yourſelf better than Ican do. 


NH DV On the 7th of the ſame month he was examined, by order of the States-General, 


by the Heers Yoog hr, Muis, and Ploſe, with the Fiſcal and a Secretary. They cauſed 
him to fit down on a form, at the end of the table, acquainting him that they 1n- 
tended to put ſome queſtions to him. He deſired to be informed of the things that 
were laid to his charge ; upon which the Fiſcal ſaid, I am your accuſer, and you will 
know what you are accuſed of by the queſtions which the Commiſſtoners are about to aſk 


you, He then defired he might have a copy of the queſtions that were to be aſked 


him. Burt the Fiſcal told him, that this his requeſt was not conformable to the cu- 

ſtom of the court. The priſoner maintained the contrary, but was over-ruled, and 

commanded to anſwer forthwith, The whole examination, as he gave an account 

of itin a certain letter which he writ to the Managers of the Remonftrants affairs, 

who were then at Antwerp, would be too tedious to be here related; I ſhall there- 

fore only take notice of ſome of the moſt remarkable paſlages in it. To ſome of the 

queſtions he gave an immediate and categorical anſwer; as when they atked him his 

name, his age, and where he had been Miniſter ? He reply'd, Vezekivs, thirty-five 

years old, formerly the Miniſter of Echrels, When they aſkeJ him if he did not 

know that he was baniſhed the country 2 He anſwered, that he was not baniſhed as a 

malefa&tor, but for a matter of conſcience. To the queſtion, why he would ven- 

ture to return to Holland £ He reply'd, I have an annuity payable by the City of 
Enkhuſen, as is well known to the Secretary Brunink, who apprehended me; and 
even he himſelf was formerly wont to afſift me in receiving it, Upon this high words 
aroſe, and they cry'd out, *[is falſe that rhe Heer Brunink apprehended you, The 
other affirmed, that it was rirue. The Heer Muis ſaid, that it was a Waggoner, 
and that he had received the five hundred Gilders promiſed by the Placard. YVezz2- 

kins maintained, that the Waggoner had not earned the money, but that it belong'd 
to the Heer Brunink, Aſter this diſpute was over, they aſked him whether he hadany 

commiſſion or order to come into the country ? He anſwered, that he was not obliged 
to anſwer, and that their Lordſhips could not prove he had any. Then (aid the Heer 
Muis to him, you return nothing but evaſive an{wers ; thus did the Remonſtrants at 
at Dore : Upon which he fell into ſuch a piſton, that he ſcarce knew what he did, cry- 
ing out, Oh, Gentlemen, if I were but to tell you what trouble theſe creatures gave me 
at the Synod ;, it is hardly to be believed After they had long amnſed the States 
Commiſſoners, then it was nothing but Dies Diem docet, or, one day teaches another. 
At every turn this Gentleman had Dies Diem docer in his mouth 3 and as often as 
Vezekius returned ſuch an anſwer as was not plcafing to him, it wasalways Dies Diem 
docet. Upon which YVezetinus atked, Whether it were not expetted that a Clergy- 
man ſhould improve in learning ; or whether he could be as good a Divine at the ver 

beginning of his ſIudies, as when he had further exerciſed himſelf in the knowledge 
of the Scriptures ? Somedody reply'd, [hen muſt you be [ways doubting. The Mi- 
niſter ſaid, Ve ought not lightly to embrace any dgfirine, before we have fully in- 
quired into it. Whilſt we are young we aamit of opinions, which upon a further in- 
quiry into them we rejet, And I believe your Lordſhips yourſelves do now ſee and 
underſland matters much otherwiſe than you did ſometime ag9, To the queſtion : 
After what manner he came into this country 2 His anſwer was, By che ſafeſt, and 
the moſt private way I could, Then they aikzd him, With whom be had converſed 
in his journey £ But he replied, He was not obliged to accuſe any man, and therefore 
could not anſwer ſuch a queſtion, We will make you, (iid the Heer Vooghte, When 
you make me tell, ſaid the priſoner, then I can't help ic ;, but I bope that God will 
grant me ſlrength (as I beg it of him ) to ſuffer all chings, rather than be puilty of 
ſo baſe an action, The Heer Muzs (aid, Supo9ſe you ſhould ſee one man mur- 
der anether, would you nor be obliged to g1ve an information againſt him, in order to 
bring him to juſtice® To himYVezzkins anſwered, Thar this was a very different caſe, 
that as for murder, it was a great crime, and worthy of puniſhment; bur he was nor 
obliged to bring his neighbour into trouble for a good attion, for a work of charity. 
There were ſeveral queltions aſked him abour the Afſembly of the Remon/trane Mi- 
niſters at Antwerp, with reſpe& to the time, the place, and the buſineſs tranſaRted 
by them ; to all which he anſwered, what he thought he might ſafely tell, and no 
more. But at the fame time he proteſted, that nothing was reſolved or done by 
| l them, 
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them, to the prejudice of their country, but only what mizht conduce towards the A x* Do. 
propagation of truth. He was likewiſe examined about Sraden, and aſked whether 1620. 
the Remonſtrants had it not 1n their thoughts to go and ſettle there? He reply'd, he © V 
did not know ;, but it was not ſtrange in caſe they were ſo diſpoſed, ſince they mult 

live ſomewhere; and that it was probable they would ſettle there, where they 

might enjoy the moſt liberty, Then they aſked him, what arguments he had of- 

fered at Antwerp againſt drawing up a confeſſion 2 He aſked again, whether their 
Lordſhips did never debate or oppoſe any matters in their Aſſemblies? To which 

Vooght reply'd, We fit bere to examine you, and do you take upon you to interrogate 

us To which YVezekius reply'd, That one queſtion was ſometimes anſwered by ang- 

ther, He added, I produced ſome arguments indeed againſt a confeſſion \, yet I con- 

ſented to one proviſionally, tho" I declared I would not be bound to any, but only to the 

word of God. When they prelled him further to declare the reafons he then pro- 

duced ; he faid he thought that the opinions of the Remon/{rants had been full 
enough expreſt in the Conference of the Hague. And yet, cry'd the Heer Minis, | 1 
you would not be judged by that Conference. The priſoner reply'd, That the 
Remonſlrants were cited in order to propole their opinions in concert with each other, 
and to explain and defend the fame, but not be judged from their own writings ; 
for if ſo, there would have been no occaſion for citing them before the Synad. 
Muis interrupted this diſcourſe, by crying out, Dies Diem docet ;, enough of this, | 
we don't fit here to debate. After this the Commiſſioners urged him vehemently to (] 
give More ſatisfactory anſwers to their queſtions ; but he faid he could not give | 
them any fuller an{wers. Lhe Commiſſioners : Then we muſt take other meaſures. 
The priſoner : I muſ? be patient then ; but by God's help, I ſhall be incouraged and 
flrengthened to bear ail, Then they defired him to {ign what he had owned, and 
the Secretary had taken minutes of ; in order to which, they offered to read it to him 
firſt, He pray'd he might have the liberty of peruſing it himſelf, which was grant- 
ed. Then he read and {1gned it, believing that otherwiſe his expreſſions might be 
altered or wreſted to the worſt ſenſe; whereas, after his ſigning this confeſſion, 
there could be no other ſenſe or meaning trumpt up for his. The next day, which 
was the 8th of May, the priſoner YVezekius was ſent for again before the Commil- 
fioners, his examiners, who acquainted him by the mouth of the Heer YVooohr, that 
they had made a report to their High Mightineiles of all that he had confeſt to them, 
but that they were not ſatished with his anſwers, and had directed them the Com- 
miſſioners to aſk him, whether he would anſwer categorically, yea, or no, without 
any evaſions, to all ſuch queſtions as ſhould be put to him ? He reply'd, [ bave ſaid 
all I could with a ſafe conſcience, and beg your Lord|bips not to preſs me further, 
This anſwer was minuted by the Secretary, and YVezekius exhorted by the Commil- 
fioners to conlider well of what he did, leaſt he ſhould bring himſelf into further 
trouble ; for which, they ſaid, they ſhould be very forry. But upon his adhering 
to what he had ſaid, they made him ſign it, They then rung for the Goalor, and gave 
him ſtri& orders to change his quarters : Put him into the dungeon, they cry'd, and 
treat him with the juſtice that belongs to that place. As he was going away, he 
cry'd, 1 hope the Lord will not lay the wrong you do me, to your charge, And to 
the keeper of the priſon who adviſed him to do all he could, he reply'd, He would 
rather undergo the worſt uſage, than do what they required of him. Being come 
to the Goal, he quickly underſtood what was the juſtice of the place, which was, 
that he ſhouid not be allowed either a bed to lie on, or a chair to fit upon, but be 
forced to help himſelf with what he brought, and the ſtraw he found there, The 
food appointed for him was Poor-jack, Stock-fiſh, and now and then a little Had- 
dock. He begged that he might be allowed a bed ar his own charge; but it could 
not be. However, after much importunity he obtained at firſt two blankets and a 
pillow, and afterwards two more, and at laſt one pillow more, fo that he was by 
this means enabled to go to bed without his cloaths. They likewiſe brought him a 
cup of good beer with his mear. But the ſtench of the place, into which he was 
put, was ſo inſufferable, that he would have been ſuffocated, if the Gonlor had not 
taken pity on him, and brought him a little wormwood wine by night, and made 
a fire for him, burning incenſe, to dillipate and purify the Joathloine vapours. 
Having lain eight or nine days in this place, he was brought again before the Com- 
miiltoners, who required him to anſwer yes, or m9, to the queſtions they ſhould 
alk

Ax* Dow. aſk him. He pray'd that they would proze?d agunit him by accuſation and proof 
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uling the words of St. Pau/, when he ſtooJ before Felix, as they are recorded in 
the xxivth chapter of the As of the Apoſtles, v. 12& 13 ;, They neither found 
me in the temple diſputing with any man, neither raiſing uÞ the people, ——— neither 
can they prove the things whereof they now accuſe me, Shewing raorcover, that he 
was not obliged to accuſe himſelf, or any one elle; and that fince chriſtians were 
commanded to lay down their lives for their brethren, 1t was plain that tney ought 
not to bring them into trouble. He added, that according to ſome laws, a Clergy- 
man could not be comnelled, not even in a Court of Juſtice, to give his evidence 
a24inft any man, becauſe his office tended to ediacation, and not to deſtrufion ; to 
peace, and not to blood, Upon this they cried, you are no Clergyman, but 2 pri- 
vate perſon, He replied, that he was unjuſtly deprived of his miniſtry, by the Sy- 
nod ; that indeed the Civil Powers had a right of turning him out of the publick 
churches, and of taking away his ſtipend or allowance , but that he had 2 C4ll from 
God ; and that if they conſidered only his cxternal Call, he had been likewiſe called 
by his Congregation, by whom he was not yet diſcharged. At laſt they cauſed it 
to be entered, that his anſwer was, Thas rhe law did not bind bim to accuſe himſelf, 
or others. Then they threatned him again in a terrible manner, bat he returned no 
other anſwer but this, as they led him away to the Goal,

Pefore this he writ to his Wife, and ſiid, Salnute all our acquaintance, and parti- 
citlarly thoſe of Fichtelt, exhorting them to perſevere in the truths that have been 
made known to them, which I have already ſealed with my baniſhment, and now by 
theſe bands ; and which, if it ſhall pleaſe God, I am ready to ſeal even with my 
blood, In another Letter, bearing date the 31it, he writes to her, They aſk me 
abundance of queſtions about matters which I know nothing of \, or which, if | knew 
them, 1 ought not to reveal; for ſhould I be the author of bringing into trouble, thoſe 
who have done me all manner of good, 1 think verily it would break my heart, Gre- 
vius, as the Goalor tells me, is ſo concerned, that it 15s not to be expreſt which pro- 
ceeds much rather from the trouble into which he brought that good man Arſenius, 
than from his own impriſonment. He likewiſe trauſmitted to her, and, by her means, 
to the DireQors of the Remonſlrant Fraternity, a relation of all that had befallen 
him ſince he was taken up. The Dire@ors, 1n return, ſent ſeveral conſolatory Let- 
ters, with Declarations of the ſatisfa&tion they received from his diſcretion and pru- 
dence in his anſwering, and his courage and ſteddineſs in ſuffering ; informing him, 
at the ſame time, of the zeal his behaviour had kindled in the hearts both of the 
Paſtors and their Flocks, and exhorting him to perſeverance, alluring him that he 
{hould neither want their prayers, nor their defence of his 1nnocency, nor care for 
his wife and children. 

In the mean while the States-General, or the Deputies to the Generality, had drawn 
up and figned a ſentence againſt Grevius, on the 16th day of May, by which 
they condemned him to be carried to the private Work-houſe at Amſterdam, in order 
to be kept and uſed like other criminals in that place, during his whole life. The 
ſaid ſentence was not put in execution till the 4th day of the month following. 
That morning at break of day was Grevius conducted to Amſterdam, his forrowful 
wife having never been ſuffered to ſee him all the time of his impriſoment, nor was 
ihe then, but only as he went into the Waggon, and paſt by her ; but before he was 
70t the length of two or three ſtreets, the Waggon was over-turned, which gave 
the poor afflied woman an opportunity of bidding him once more adiev, The 
aforeſaid ſentence, which doomed him to ſpend the reſt of his life in the Work- 
houſe, appeared not long after, and was of the following tenor :

At the end of this ſentence, the States had cauſed to be printed and annexed the 
contents of a certain paper found in a baker's houſe at Leyden, which was ſent to 
Cornelius Geefteranus ;, and it was ſaid that when the ſaid paper was read to Grevius, 
he owned that he had received the like commiſſion. 'The Commiſion ran thus : 


Reverend, Learned, Pious and Prudems Brother in the Lord, Connelius Geefte- 
ranus 3 

q FOralmuct as your Reverence has teſtified your readineſs and inclination to return 

into the Provinces, for the ſervice of the Church of Chriſt, we the under-writ- 

ten, purſuant to the powers given unto us by the aſlembly of this place, do kindly 

* and brotherly beſeech and intreat your Reverence, in the name of the ſaid aſſembly, 

© to repair forthwith to the city of Leyden, to theend. ....... and there 

* to exerciſe thoſe gifts and talents, which the Lord has abundantly beſtowed on you, 

« with the utmoſt prudence and courage. For which purpoſe we 'do moſt earneſtly 

© beg of God to ſtrengthen you with his holy ſpirit, and to preſerve you from all 
© dangers.

The DireRors of the Remonſtrants having ſeen this AR printed in the above man- 
ner, complained in a letter to the States about the ſentence againſt Grevirs, that 
ſuch a chaſm, or gap, ſhould be left in their AA or Commiſſion, after the words 7 
MG oe 5 and that in the faid gap, the word aforementioned was omitted ; 
adding, that if the omiflion was willful, they had not had juſtice done them ; be- 
cauſe 1t ſeemed to have been deſigned to beget ſuſpicion in the minds of the good 
people ; as if the Diretors, by making that requeſt, without expreſſing the end or 
intention of their fo doing, had ſome vile end in view, ſuch as was neither decent 
nor chriſtian, the meaning of which was only known to the writers, and to the per- 
fons to whom the paper was addreſled. 
About the faine time when Grevius was carried to Amſterdam, in the week before 
Verekins ;- 1 Pirſunday, which fell out then on the 7th of Zune, Vezekius was very ſuddenly 
committed rs Conducted to Harlem, without the knowledge of his wife (who was continually im- 
py ung portuning and troubling the Government, in order to obtain ſome favour for her 
 husband in his confinement) and committed to the Raſp or Work-houſe. Here 
he was told by the Penfionary de Clarges on the part of the States-General, That he 
was condemned to raſp all days of bis life, unleſs he conſented to return more ſatiſ- 
factory anſwers t9 the queſtions demanded of him. And accordingly the _ 
: ore 
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fore Whitſunday, they {hewed him a letter from the States to the fame elle, and A »* Do» 
to give the greater efficacy to their threats, they carried him to the place where 1620. | 
the criminals were employed in raping logwood. But he let them ſee that nothing could bo VV 
terrify him, and that he was fully diſpoſed to ſubmit to that vile and cruel punifh - 
ment, Lhe Magiſtrates however thow'd him much compaſſion and civility, and 
would fain have moved him to give a little more ſatisfaction to the States-General. 
He then confidering the matter again in his own mind, was convinced, that in ſome 
cales, in which he had declared, he was not obliged to anſwer, he could lately lay, 
yes, Urno , as likewiſe that he conld confeſs ſome things without prejudice to any 
one. LIherctore that he might not be wanting to his own intereſt, as far as poſlible ; 
lie (ignified, that he was diſpoſed to give them further fatisfaQion 3, and accordingly, 
they examined him anew concerning his journey into theſe Provinces; and in the 
tirit place, how he went from Huſen to IWalwick, and afterwards from IWalwick 
into theſe Provinces again ? He replied, that in order to get his annuity at Entbu- 
ſen, he travelled from Huſen to Amſterdam, and nuned the inns where he had lodged 
incognito ;, adding, that after he had got his money, he travelled by night through 
Utrecht and Renento Echtelc, and departed thence the night following, without ſpeak- 
ing to any body, and that even his own children d1d not know of his cominz thither. 
Then he f1id, he returned to Walwick, by the way of L As tor his laſt coming 
into theſe Provinces, he acknowledged that he then paſt through Bojs-le-duc in his 
way to Rotterdam, from thence to the Hague, and to Leyden, and fo on foot to that 
place where the Heer Eruninx had unfortunately met with him. Being asked, with 
whom he had converſed in his way, he anſwered, with none. They asked him 
likewiſe, whether the Remonſ/tranrs had a Printing- preſs at Antwerp, and leave from 
the Arch-duke to publith books ? He replied, he had heard ſomething of the former, 
but nothing of the latter. As to the reſt of the queſtions, he made no other anſwer 
to them, than what he had betore given at the Hague, By this further account of 
his journey, which he give however without charging any man, he gave them fur- 
ther ſatisfation, or at Iealt, they pretended to be better ſatisfied, finding that they 
could not draw any thing more out of him voluntarily, and thinking perhaps, that it 
would be of no benetit to them to force 1t from him with raſping, as with the rack 
or torture. They put him into the beſt lodging of the Raſp-houſe, as his priſon, 
ſuffering him to go ſometunes into the yard and kitchin. But he did not long enjoy 
{o much liberty as that, for they {hut him up cloſer afterwards. The continual noiſe 
and clamour of the criminals committed to the ſame work-houſe, which he was 
odliged to hear every day, was fo tedious to him, and his head was fo diſordered by it, 
that he ſcarce knew ſometimes where he was. But cuſtom rendered that inconveni- 
ence leſs ſen{ible to him. Lhis his confinement to the Raſp-houſe extremely troubled 
the Remonſtrants, who could not learn at firſt in what manner he was treated, and 
who hearing nothing but bad news concerning him, {uſpeted yet worſe, eſpecially 
knowing how he had been threatened at the Hague, This inlaced the DireRors of 
their affairs, as ſoon as they had heard of his conſtancy, to falute and comfort 
him in the priſon, with the following letter.

* Image ; foraſmuch as it is written of him, that he was numbered with the tranſ- 

greſſors, being not only led forth with them, bur likewiſe ſuffering with taem the

in his afflictions, 1s the conſciouſneſs of his innocence. *Tis from this fountain

© effects among good people. It is hardly pollidie for us to expreſs how much the 


courage and conſtancy of your Reverence and your Fellow-priſoners in the Lord 
© have ſtrengthened thoſe of our order, 1s well as all our people ; and how greatly 
both our whole fraternity, and all the churches throughout the Provinces are 
heartened ; when they refl:& that neither you, nor your Fellow-prifoners in the 
« Lord, have diſcovered or done any thing, either during your bands, or in your 
« ſhameful and troubleſome quarters in the work-houſle, contrary to the honour of 
« the good cauſe, or againſt a good conſcience, It 1s Iikewiſe a very great 1nttance 
« of your love, that you are ready to {utter all extremities, rather than by impench- 
* ing, to involve any of your friends in trouble for the fake of well-doing. This 
« alone hath rendered the moſt timorous among us, ſtout and courageous, and has 
« paved the way in which we and all thoſe of our order, by the grace of God, de- 
© tipnto walk; we mean, in cale we ſhould hereafter happen to fall into tte hands

« thoſe of your Fellow-ſufferers in the Lord. No body now ſhifts off any burden 
« from himſelf, or endeavours to flip his neck out of the yoke, but we unantmoutly 
« reſolve, notwithſtanding the dangers wherewith we are threatened, to return into 
* our country; and accordingly, a confideradle number have fet out with that 
© d&fign. The brave exatnple, and Jaudable dehaviour of your felt and Fellaw-pri- 
© {oners in your bands have {ufficiently marked out the way, fo that we truſt, they 
* will all endeavour to tread in your ſteps, in caſe they are brought to the like trials. 
« Your Reverence and your Fellow-prifonersare indeed the firlt that have fallen into 
« thoſe bands and further inconveniences for the ſake of our 200d cauſe; but the Lord 
© has ſo manifeſted his power in your weaknels, that from thence have flowed 
« ſtrength and comfort to us all, and giory and honour to your ſelves in the church 
« of God, where your names are known and become famous. Go on then, thou 
« faithful ſervant of the King of Heaven, and fight manfully under his banner for 
* the known truth which was once delivered to the Saints, of which no further dif- 
© covery or revelation 1s to be expeQted 1nthe church of God, but only that judgment 
* which will be paſt conformably to 1t, at tne laſt day. Be not therefore offended, 
« though men ſtigmatize your ations with terms of ſcandal and reproach, Thoſe 
* who are maſters of the field, and who tyrannize over their adverſaries, give ſuch 
« names to things as they pleaſe, or as fuit their convenience ; often turning the 
* molt beautiful virtues into the moſt deformed vices; and on theother hand, calling 
© the moſt inhuman cruelties by the name of gentle treatment. But the nature of 
© things cannot be altered by the names which men beſtow on them, neither can the 
« eyes of an all-ſeeing God be blinded, who contemplates every thing as it is initſelf, 
* and according to truth, let men ſay what they will, Itis always good for any man 
« to preach heavenly truths ; 1t 1s therefore an evil that he ſhould be perſecuted on 
« that account, and ſo will it be deemed by the Lord that day when all creatures mult 
* {ubmit to his judgment. Be therefore courageous, thou faithful ſoldier of the 
© Lord of life! 'The cauſe for which you ſuffer, is the cauſe of divine truth, the 
« cauſe of Chri/t, the cauſe of God himſelf, the moſt noble of all cauſes in the world. 
« Conſider only the opinions maintained by thoſe who fo furiouſly perſecute us, and 
«* welgh in your mind the dorines which you have profeſled, taught and defended In 
* oppolition to them, and which you are fill ready to defend ; then will it appear 
« that you fight for the glory of the divine mercy t9 poor miſerable mortals ; for th: 
* rruth and univerſality of the merits of Jeſus Chriſt ;, for the ſincerity of God whe): 
« be calls men to faith, converſion and ſalvation ; for the power and majeſty of 1: 
* word; for the righteouſneſs of his judgments , and for the neceſſity of perſeverin; 
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Whilſt he was in priſon, he begged that he might be allowed the uſe of fomc 
books z but could not obrain that favour. He asked the Penfionary de Glarges, why 
they retuſed him the uſe of fuch books as were publickly fold in all ſhops, and hal 
never been prohibited? But the other replied, I am not bound to give you « 
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reaſon. Whereupon Vezerius f11d, rhat's atling arbitrarily and tyrannically. And A x* Do », 
when at another time he complained to Peter Olykan, one of the Schepens (who 1620. 
having ſome buſineſs in the Raſp-houſe, called upon him there) of his being fo un- WN DN 
kindly treated, and forced to itay in ſuch a place ; the Schepen anſwered him in theſe 
words : Tou and your Fellow Settaries maintain ſuch wicked do&rines, that you de- 
ſerve to be ſy uſed, for you deny, that Chriſt died fo2 all mankind. Upon which 
the priſoner, being much furprized at the 1gnorance of the man, thewed him that 
the very opinion, which he judged fo bad, was eſtabliſhed by the Synod of Dorc ;, 
and that he, Vezekins, had been baniſhed and caſt into priſon for holding the contrary. 
But this anſwer made no impreſſion on the Schepen, who left him immediately. 
Hitherto the Miniſter Prins had been contined by the Court to the priſon of the 
Hague, where they interrogated him now and then upon the old foot 5 but per- 
ceiving there was no hope of being tried according to the uſual forms of law, that is 
to ſay, by way of inditment, proof and defence; and fearing leaſt his cauſe might 
probably be decided, without giving him any further opportunity of juſtifying him- 
{elf, he thought fit to apply again to the Court; repreſenting, * That in reſpe& to ne pins 
« the crime which they pretended to charge him with, there were three particulars/-4s a writ- 
which deſerved to be conſidered : Firſt, His baniſhment : Secondly, The Placard + rgfee-maig 
« of the 3d of Jrly, 1519 : And Thirdly, Uhat of the 1ſt of February, of the cur- 5s jutifco:1i- 
« rent year, "That with reſpect to the two laft, (viz. the Placards) he had not been” 
guilty of any offence 3 not again(t the latter of the two, becauſe he had been taken 
up before the promulgation of it 5 nor even agunlt the former, he having folemnly 
proteſted to the [udges, that he had neither preached, nor been preſent at any 
meeting or conventicle ; and the contrary not having been proved againſt him, 
conſequently that he could not be accuſed of any other mitdemeanor than the vio- 
lation of the terms of his exile, by returning into the country without leave ; that 
this indeed was forbidden him on pain of being treated as a dilturber of the publick 
peace, but not on pain of perpetual impriſonment. Moreover, he begged them to refle& 
whether one fingle act of tranſgreſfling the terms of his baniſhment, inflicted on him 
only on account of religion andconlcience, deſerved to be reputed and punithed as a 
breach of the publick peace, with ſuch a kind of penalty as that of perpetual im- 
priſonment, or with other puniſhments, which came fo near to temporal death, and 
ſometimes perhaps exceeded it, He had been now near four months a priſoner, 
without being permitted to ſee either wife or children, which he thouzht was a 
ſufficient puniſhment for the crime he might be conceived to have committed, Ft- 
+ nally he admonithed the Judges of the {41d Court to conſider that they were in- 
truſted with the adminiitration of juſtice, not by men, but by God himſelf; which 
if they would lay to heart, he doubted not but they would diſcharge tlfeir con- 
ſciences, by infliting on him no heavier penalties than what he had already 
< undergone. 


This paper of his bore date the 15th of Zune ; ſoon after which he was conveyed #: is commit- 


to the Houſe of Correftion at Amſterdam, where, like Grevius, he was condemned to you yy = 
vaſs the relt of his lite. But the ſentence paſſed againſt him was never made publick, r:4:on a: 
no more than that againſt Vezekius. One of thoſe priſoners when he was firſt brought Amſterdam, 
into the ſaid Houſe of Correftion, was {corntully welcomed thither by the Keeper, 


and told, That ie might now be eaſy, for his food was provided for bim as long as 
be lived. 
The ſentence againft Grevinus above-mentioned was printed a little before the ze ircdur; 
bringing of Prins to Amſterdam; upon which the three Direftors of the affairs of #74: Remon-

of the articles on which the ſentence was founded, They ſhowed that ſeveral par- f«: ion of che 
ticulars were either wreited or miſconſ{trued, and others which made for the priſoner, 4 Grevi- 
were deſiznedly omitted ; 'T hat feveral things were untruly inſerted, 1n order to ren- us. 
der the Remonſtrants obnox1ous to all the churches of Chriſtendom, infinuating that 
they were ſo loole and uncertain in their doctrines, that they durſt not venture to 
publiſh a Confe//ron ; but that however they would one day undecetve the world of 
all theſe accuſations. In this Letter, which contained above twenty pages in writ- 
ing, they likewiſe took notice of the A Wi to be 1nfliced on Grevirs ; to wit, That

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Ax*Dow. he ſhould be conveyed to the privatz Houſe of Correction at Amiterdam, be kept there 
1620. his whole life-time, and be uſed like as the other criminals, Vpon which they ad- 
GN dreſſed their Lordſhips in the manner following : 


Their Remarks His private Houſe of CorreQtion is the School of Rogues and other tranfgre(- 
pocbing paniſe « fors of the Law ; hither are wont to be ſent the greateſt Rakes and De- 
mentr © - . . . s 

Vius. * bauchees, the moſt ſcandalous and difobedient Prodigals, who have ſquandered 


their own, and their parents eſtates, in order to be chaſtiſed, tamed, and reduced 
to better manners : But this is done with all imaginable privacy, to cover their 
diſgrace from the world ; whilſt it is at the fame time given out, that thoſe 
ſpend thrifts are gone to Grinea, or the Indies; nor have any till now been 
committed to this Houſe of Correaion for life, but only for a certain ſpace of 
time, or during pleaſure, and molt of them at the defire of their Parents, Guar- 
dians, or other friends : hither has that good man Grevins been conveyed. The 
crime for which this faithful Miniſter of Chrift Feſus 18 condemned to bear {ich a 
grievous and diſhonourable impriſonment all his life, 18 1n ſhort, according to the 
ſentence of your High Mightineſles, no more than this : That contrary ta your tim- 
pious prohibition of obeying God, he Jas preached His wow in theſe 192ovinces, 
and has joined in foreign lands with the reſt of his eriſed Brethren, in adviſing 
and reſolving how to ſerve the churches of the Remonſtrants jt his nate country; 
as alſo how to find means to alliff the dep2ived, baniſhed, and tmpoveriſht Clergy, 
by all lawful methods, during their extreme wants ; and laſfly, how to deſc! 
the divine truth, by writing againſt thoſe who blaſpheme and contradict jt, 
Item, becauſe he was p2eſent at a certain meeting, where it was only moved, oz 
mopoſed, whether the exiled Dinifiers ſhould not conſider about fcuring to 
themſelves a retreat to Staden o2 Denwark, and apply thither fo2 the free ex« 
ercile of religion, foz which £av a confeſſion of faith was to be prepared, Ag 
alſs whether a cloſer union with the Lutherans might not ve bzought about. Ana 
finally, becauſe he happened to ſay ſomething at Weſcl (in the Ouchp of Cleves, 
which is not within the Dominions of pour Yigh Vightineſles ) of the p2eſent religt- 
ous and civil Government of that Tountry (but what that was 1s not erp2eſt) viſ- 


agreeable to your ſigh Yightineiſes. Are theſe ſufficient reaſons for committing 
worthy Paſtors to a place that was ordained for the puniſhment of profane Var- 


lets, and making them end their days miſerably among Rogues and Thieves? [s 
the correction of vice become now a reward for virtue? Pardon us, High and 
Mighty Lords, if we, mourning with thoſe that mourn, as the Apoſtle exhorts 
us to do, and imagining ourſelves to be ſhut up with our worthy Fellow-labourers, 
now in priſon, find ourſelves obliged, by this Letter, addreſſed to your High 
Mightinefſes, humbly to remonſtrate to you, that we do not fee any juſtice in 
theſe your proceedings ; but on the contrary ſomething elſe, to which, in conſi- 
deration of that great ſtation, filled at preſent by your Lordſhips, we now forbear to 
give its true name ; earneſtly beſeeching your High Mightineſles, that by ſea- 
ſonably refleQing on theſe and the like proceedings, you would avert that wrath 
and indienation of God, which is due to ſuch injuſtice. 'The love we bear to our 
native Country, and the diſtreſſed Churches there, together with the FunRions 
we have for jd many years diſcharged among them, (to which we were lawfully 
called, and which we {till ought to perform tho' prohibited by your Lord(hips ) 
as well as the honour and good name of our innocent Collegues have excited, nay 
even compelled, us to apply to you 1n this manner. 

* There is nothing in this whole buſineſs, at which we are more ſurprized, than 
* to hear your High Mightineſles call it, preferring mercy to the rigour of juſtice. 
* We are fenlible, that your Lordfhips might have put the good man to death, it 
© you had pleaſed ; yet if you had, we ſhould, for our parts, have looked upon 
< It as much leſs rig9rous than the treatment he is now forced to undergo. For tho' 
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the advantages of life may ſometimes be great, yet in our opinion it would have 
been leſs grievous to him and others, both in a ſpiritual and temporal refpe&, as 
© alſo more honourable, to have bravely ſealed the truth with their blood, than in 
© this manner to be all their days buried alive ; for ſo 1t may be juſtly counted, it 
* the ſentence be effe&ually executed according to the tenor of it ; beſides, that the 


* Roſe would yield a much ſweeter ſavour, if cropt by the (word, than if ſuffered 
* thus 
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thus to wither in a Goal, The violent Calvinittical Zealots give out, that your A x*Dow, 
High Mightineſles make uſe of this method, to deprive our pious Brethren of the 1620. 
crown and glory of Martyrdom : But either your Lordſhips, or thoſe blind people, VV 
are extremely deceived in this matter ; for 1t is not the puniſhment, but the cauſe 
which makes a Martyr : All thoſe therefore who ſuffer in Chriſt's name, for 
bearing witneſs to the truth, are really Martyrs, let the manner of their ſuffering 
be what it will, Others ſuſpe& that your High Mightineſles purpolely forbear 
ſhedding blood, for fear of further troubles among the people, who calling to 
mind the late diſmal times, would very ill endure to ſee their fellow citizens thus 
uſed for religion and conſcience only. And perhaps fome among you perſwade 
yourſelves, that it 1s beſt to follow that rule 1n politicks, de collendis Morte Arcand 
Hereticis, that is, about putting Hereticks to death privately, and ſo to convey 
people out of the way, by impriſoning them in the private Houſe of Correttion, 
rather than cauſe them to die on a ſcaffold, leaſt the blood of Martyrs ſhould 
prove the ſeed of the Church. Burt we are apt to imagine, that the Mercy which 
your Lord{hips declared you were deſirous to prefer before 7uſtice, might conſiſt 
in your not putting Grevius to the hard labour of raſping wood, which, as we un- 
derſtand, the faithful Miniſter of Chrift Feſus, Mr. Bernerus Vezekius is forced to 
ſubmitro in the Work-houſe at Harlem, among Thieves and Rogues, to the end that 
this ſcripture, He was numbered among the tranſgreſſors, which was firſt fultilled 
in Chriſt, our head, may have its completion alſo in theſe his Members. And 
this pretended mercy 1s {aid to be founded on this, vis. That Grevius anſwered more 
poſitively to the queſtions demanded of him, than did the good and pious Vezekius, 
ſince the latter (according to the example of our Saviour, who when examined 
about his Diſciples, would not give his examiners any fatisfaQion ; of the Martyr 
St. Laurence, in the time of the Emperor Decius ; and of numberleſs others, who 
would not accuſe their fellow-chriſtians, in ſpite of the moſt terrible menaces) 
refuſed to name any of thoſe who had harboured him, who had accommodated 
him with a place to preach in, or had put any money into his hands by way of 
contribution ; the diſcovery of which and the like matters your High Mightineſſes 
ſeem reſolved to extort, by the ſlavery of raſping, as by a cruel rack, from thoſe 
tender bodies, which have handled nothing all their tine but books and papers, and 
are wholly unaccuſtomed to ſuch hard labour, or elſe to cauſe them miſerably to 
fink and periſh under the ſtripes of their Egyprian Taſkmaſters, 

* We are ſenſible that the deſign of your Lordſhips, by theſe extraordinary ſeve- 
rities, is to terrify the reſt of our brethren, and the good people under their care, 
and conſequently to hinder the former from returning into the country, and the 
latter from harbouring, or ſupplying them with neceſlaries; and we acknowledge 
that if ever God, by his righteous judgments, ſhould abandon this once free coun- 
try (in which liberty of conſcience ſeemed to have eſtabliſhed her throne ) to its 
enemies, and ſuffer tyranny to be planted here again, as a puniſhment for the con- 
temning and reje&ing his word, this might then be effected : But we hope better 
things from his goodneſs and mercy, and firmly truſt that he will yet open your 
eyes, and make your High Mightinefſes fenfible that ſuch proceedings as theſe 
do not tend to your peace, and that he will prepare you better for the day of 

our viſitation, At all adventures, we take leave humbly to acquaint your Lord- 
ſhips, that theſe ſeverities are not capable of diſcouraging the good men of our 
perſwaſion, whether they be Miniſters or others, at leaſt as far as we can find ; 
but that they rather wax bolder and bolder, being determined, in ſpite of all 
theſe terrors, to go on courageouſly 1n the work of the Lord. They daily con- 
fider with themſelves more and more, what a cloud of witnetſes ſurrounds them, 
to the end, that following their example, they may ſtedfaſtly run the race which 
is ſet before them. They look to the Author and Finiſher of their faith, Chri/# 
Zeſus, who for the joy that was ſet before him, endured the croſs, and deſpiſed 
the ſhame, and is now fit down at the right hand of the throne of God : And 
conſidering that he ſuffered ſuch contradiction of ſinners, they do not faint in their 
minds, bat lift up more and more their weak hands, and feeble knees. They 
have long found it true, by experience, that being enlightened, they are obliged 
to endure a great tight of atflition ; and they know, that being made a ſpeCtacle 
to the world by ſuch treatment, they fhall ſhare 1n the joys of thoſe who ae 
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been formerly uſed in like manner tor which reaſon they now rejoyce th: itthey are 
found worthy to ſuffer for Chriſt. Thoſe among us, who are free from bands, 

do yet ſuffer with them that are bound. They ſaffer with joy the ſpoiling and 
plunc dering of their goods, which 1s done upon pretence of levying the ines, know- 
ing that they have a better and more durable fubſtance in the heavens, 1Ihey 
do not thipk themſelves Exiles, whilſt the gates of heaven ftand open to them ; 
and when they return into that country from whence they were bamthed, they 
are ſure they do not a& contrary to the will and command of him, to whom belongs 
the earth and the fullneſs thereof, When they are ſ{c1zed and  \mpniloned, they 
g0 with chearful and erected countenances, ruſting | in him, who has ſaid, I will 
* never leave you, nor forſake you ; and declaring with confidence, The Lord is my 
belper, 1 will not fe ar what man can do unto me, Being brought before their judges 
and examiners, they are not careful how to aniwer, knowing that 27 ſhall be given 
to themin that horr, Thoſe Houſes of CorreRion ſhall be their Churches and Cells : 
their Churches, in order to inftrut the Criminals both by doQrine and example, 
and fo to ſet thoſe free, who are now tie flaves ot fin, and who by ſeeing them 
ſuffer ior well-doing, will perneps be prevailed on to reform thetr own wicked 
lives : they thall likewiſe be their Cells ; for when they ſhall be forbidden tv 
edify the Criminals, they ſhall there paſs their time in holy meditations : z and being 

void of all worldly cares, their minds ſhall rove free and unconfined in the vail 
ſpaces above, All this, and much more beltdes, yea, even death itſelf, tho* never 
ſo painful, {hal] they overcome, through him who ſtrengthens them, Chriſt Feſus 
* our Saviour, whom they wait for from the heavens, where their city and habi- 
tation is, who ſhall change their vile bodies, and make them like to his olorious 
body, According ro the powerful working, whereby he 18 able to ſubdue all things 
to himſelf, when he ſhall come to be honoured in his Saints. Ina word, they re- 
joyce when men revile them, when they perſecute them, and fpezk all man- 
ner of evil agunſt them falſely for- Chriſt's ſake; for great is their reward in 
heaven. 


Then followed the concluſion of the Letter, which ſpoke this language. 


* In the mean while we humbly beg your High Mightinelles to excuſe us, if we 
ſay that the people whom you thus cruelly perſecute, have neither tranſgrefſed 
againſt your Lordſhips, nor their Country. The former lawful adminiſtration re- 
CGied and eſteemed them, having found them trae a 1d faithful, diligent and careful 
in thetr Miniſtry ; nor have your High Mightineiles, nor the reſt 'of our preſent 
Governours, any other cauſe to complain of them, {five only that they do not 
obey you inthole things which are contrary tothe will of God. But ſince they were 
obliged either to purſue the dictates of their conſciences in theſe matters, or fin againft 
them, your Lordfhips cannot but know they were bound rather to obey God than 
you. They ſeek n AF ©: but liberty, and through liberty, truth: Liberty we 
lay, not that of the fleth, but of the ſ>irit; by which, truth now unjuſtly op- 
prelied and impriſoned, may freely hold up her head; and uling her own weapons, 
which are ſpiritual, may at length conquer and rivmph over all oppoſition. 
Whatever elſe they are accuſed of, and particularly thofe difhonourable and ſcan- 
dalous ſtories of their being Traitors to the Government; ſtories which have not 
* the leaſt colour of truth, but are calculated to exaſperate the vulgar againſt them ; 
are meer fables and calumnies invented by the father of lyes, and ſpread abroad by 
his inſtruments, 1n order to ruin the good and virtuous. 
* Your High Mightineſſes, with tubmiſtion be it ſpoken, cannot oppoſe ſuch Iau- 
dable and chriſtian purpoſes as theirs, without treading in the footſteps of thoſe ty- 
rannical Governors, fo much deteſted by your and their anceſtors, without doubly 
juſtifying the proceedings of thoſe againſt whom your Fathers took up arms. Your 
High Mightineſſes declare in your Placards, that this is no violntzon of conſcience, 
becauſe you do not directly drive any man 1nto the churches of the Contraremon- 
ftrants;, but this declaration is abſurd, and nobody will mind it, unleſs it be ſuch 
who hold that the command of Darirs to Daniel, of not praying tg God in the 
fpace of forty days, was no ſuch violation. Your Lordfhips think this is the way 
to fecure your Government 3 but it is the way to weaken and totally to overturn 


it, Take care, my Lords, and remember who it was that ſpeaking of his ſervants, 
3 * ſuch 
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« ſach as thoſe whom you hunt after, whom you ſeize, impriſon, and to work all Ax* Dow. 
their lives in the Houſe of Correaton, ſaid, He that touches you, touches the apple 1620. 
of mine eye. tj. FN 

Conſider, my Lords, that agrecably to the ſaying of the Apoſtle, it is juſt for God 

« to return oppreſſions for opprefiions, and reft and eafe to thoſe who are wronged, 

- It 1s reported that your High Mightinelles intend to proceed as you have heoun, to 

© inlarge the penalties of the Placards, and to chaſtize thoſe with ſcorpions, who 

« have hitherto been beaten with rods, Go on then, the army of God will endure it, 

« and poſſeſs their fouls 1n patience, till their deliverer comes, in order to wine 4- 

* way all tears from their eyes, and to defend their cauſe. He will do tt, he will 

« exert himſelf, and execute juſtice for the ſake of thoſe who being opprefled cry to 

* him for help. We bcleech your Lordſhips to pardon this our addrefs: it proceeds 

« from hearts full of ſincerity. If 1t meet with ſucceſs, it 1s well; if not, we have 

« done our duty, and fhall not fail to continue doing it, as long as we have the 

« power and means. May the Almighty God grant your Lordihips that wiſdom 

« which is from above, which 1s pure, peaceable, gentle, eaſv to be intreated, full 

« of mercy, and abounding in good fruits !

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The writing of this Letter was the occaſion, 2s fome think, that the ſentences 
avainſt Vezekins and Prins never appeared ; for the States were reſolved not to 
farniſh matter for ſuch letters and fuch monitors who, 1n the opinion of ſome, hand- 
led the wounds of thoſe times a little too roughly. 

Not long after, a certain Letter writ by the late Profeſfor Epiſcopius, to the Heer 
Paulus Stochius, and found among his papers when his houſe was ſearched, at the 
time of his impriſonment, was printed and publiſhed, with a Dedication to the 
States-General, drawn up by Daniel Heinſeus. The fame Letter was likewiſe pud- 
liſhed at Amſterdam, with notes upon it by a Contraremonſtrant, who, as it is thought, 
was Triglandins himſeit 5 to which was added, a certain difcourſe againſt the ſepa- 
rate meetings of the Remonſtrancs., The Publiſher and Annotators endeavoured to 
prove, from the contents of this Letter, that they, the Remon/lrants, were in the 
wrong in every caſe, pretending that they did not know what they believed ; and 
that not being as yet agreed in the fundamental articles of religion, they durſt not 
draw up any confeſſion ; nay, they charged them further with many heretical no- 
tions. But the Remon/trants, on the other (ide, thought that the ſenſe of the Let- 
ter was wreſted, and miſinterpreted, and that the drift of the Notes, or Comment 
upon it, was only to pre-occupy the minds of the Readers. Agaiaft the Preface 
Epiſcopius writ a Treatiſe, which he entitled, [he neceſſary defence of the Remon- 
{trants; and againſt the Comment, ſuppoſed to be writ by Triglandins, Uitenbo- 
gart publiſhed his Eccleſraſtical and Political Contra-diſcomſe;, both which were 
printed without the names of the authors 3 but the latter of them not till the year 
following. Without ſaying any thing of the contents of theſe Treatiſes, we hall 
communicate the Letter itſelf to our Reader, to the end that being free from all 
thoſe prejudices, which the accuſations and defence might beger in his mind, he may

< TN the midſt of divers other buſineſſes, avocations, and viſits of many of our 4 Letter of 
* worthy Friends, we have been informed by the Bearer of the good diſpoſi- $P:copius +» 
« tions of your Honour, and of thoſe who have at heart the common cauſe of our pu4ijh:4 5 
Lord 7eſus,as we truſt it is 3 asalſo of your opinion in particular, about the drawing '*? contrere: 
< up a found and good confeſlion, and the making a {triter union with the Lu- 
therans, to obviate by the former tae many various reproaches that are ſpread 
againſt us, and by the latrer, to procure to ourſelves a ſtrong ſupport, whereby 
we may be incouriged and protected 1n the promoting and ſetting up Aſſemblies in 
* ourdear Country. 
< [nanſwer to which, give me leave to tell you, that having all of us weighed, 
* bath now and many other times, the propoſition made by you, we look upon 1t as 
© a matter of oreat importance, and which may be attended with ill conſequences 
* for ſeveral reaſons, both eccleſiaſtical and civil, fuch as every one may ealily 
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conceive in his own mind. For firſt, we cannot think it praRicable, at this 
preſent jundure of time, becaule ſuch a Confe//ton ought to have the unanimous 
approbation of all the Remonſtrants, which cannot be procured without a General 
Aſemby, and an entire agreement and conſent of them all, when met ; which 
cannot be obtained without a mature and f(erious conſideration of all that may be 
offered pro & contra, 

* In the next place, we do not think it of fo much uſe and advantage as you, 
Gentlemen, perſwade yourſelves : For, to fay nothing of the common dangers 
that may reſult from the drawing up fo many and fo various Confe/rons, we are of 
opinion, that the ſaid form of Confeſron will be fo compoled, as to drive away 
many from our Communton, rather than bring them over to it. For in{tance, 
every one will obſerve what Article 1s leveled againſt his perſwaſion and particular 
opinion ; eſpecially the Lutherans, who are fo ſtiff in maintaining the vhiquiry 
of Chriſt's body, the neceſſity and efficacy of baptiſm, juſlification by faith, &c. 
that they, at leaſt thoſe who have the main direQon of affairs among them, will 
not ſuffer any thing to be inſerted in oppolition to theſe dodrines on any account 
whatever. And in caſe it be not done, many (incere and honeſt people will be as 
much offended on the other hand. Add to this, that if the leaſt tittle ſhould be 
omitted, or explained in a different manner from what it is uſed to be, the 

1uths of all men will be open againſt us ; and they will fay of us, that fuch 
and ſuch things are concealed under the ſame ; that we mean ſomething more than 
the Five Points, and that we atm at fubverting fuch and ſuch fundamental princi- 
ples ( for ſo they will call them } and at eſtabliſhing ſuch and ſuch heretical no- 
tions. 

* In the laſt place we think, that inſtead of procuring to ourſelves a ſupport by 
theſe means, we ſhould rather loſe it. For ſuppoſe that the Confeſſion ſhould be 
ſo drawn up, as to caſt a favourable eye towards thole of the Lutheran perſwaſion, 
and that they ſhould relith it, which 1s not very likely ; yet either their Churches, 
or the Princes of that Communion would, 1n all appearance, ſcruple to enter into 
any ſtrier union with us; partly, becauſe they would not be forward to draw 
upon themſelves the diſpleaſure of the States, by maintaining or ſupporting thoſe 
whom the ſud States look upon as their {worn enemies; and partly, becauſe they 
(hould thereby expoſe the churches of their own communion in theſe Provinces 
tothe danger of being ſuppreſt. And to fay all in one word, we are per{waded, 
that an alliance or union with the Lucherans, would be little better than the ex- 
changing one flavith yoke for another. | 

« All which conſiderations, and many more beſides, feem to us to be of ſo great 
moment, as to deſerve to be maturely weighed before we come to any reſolution. 
Yet to the end we might not ſeem 1inclinable to introduce an unbounded licentiouſ- 
neſs of reducing all things to doubt and uncertainty, according to every man's pri- 
vate inclination, we have been always of opinion, that every reaſonable and chri- 
ſtian man ought to be ſatisfied with this, vis. that in the buſineſs of the Five 
Points, we declare that we differ from the Contraremon/trants ; and that as for 
other matters, we refer to the harmony of the Confeſſions of the Reformed churches ; 
reſerving always to ourſelves the liberty of further conſidering them, and of of- 
fering our thoughts, at a proper time and place, upon ſuch matters as may deſerve 
to be correted an4 amended. In ſhort, that we endeavour to preſerve piety, 
and whatever may tend to promote it ; but that, as for other matters, which have 
little or no relation to it, we leave every one to his liberty, to form his opinion 
according to the beſt of his judgment 3 yer exhorting all to diſcourſe about thoſz 
matters with diſcretion. 

* In this we think we may be ſufficiently juſtited ; and we judge that this is the 
beſt and only means to ſecure ourſelves againlt all {lander, and to heal the wounds 
of Chriſtendom, which is now miſerably rent and divided.* But thusmuch by 
ay of advice.

* Yeſterday D. Spenehovinus, and Sp/zus, were brought hither from the Biſhoprick, 
* by a Meſſenger and two Soldiers, without having been allowed to tee their wives, 
« their relations, or friends, or to give them notice of their departure, Tyranny 
« runs high, and the meaſure of it 1s filling up apace. Who knows but that the 
« divine juſtice may quickly ſucceed in the room of patience, and vifit the authors of 
* ſo great oppreſſion ? — The reſt of the letter was about taking care of his books. 


The drawing up of a Confefhion, ſeemed, at the time when this letter was writ, 
not to be mack i in the thoughts of the Remonſtrants : but afterwards an opportunity 
offering itſelf to reſume the conſideration of this matter at their aſſembly in Antwerp, 
and they being likewiſe informed from all parts that the moſt violent among the 
Contraremonſtrants laboured nothing more, than to perſwade the people that they 
abounded fo with all kind of hereſies, that they durſt not declare their faith by any 
kind of confellion, it was refolved, in order to remove this (tone of oftence, no 
longer to delay the declaration of their opinions in ſuch a ſolemn and oublick 
manner. 
But it 1s high time that our Hiſtory ſhould return to give an account of the things 
that befel the Remonſtrans atlemblies, which never were holden with greater zeal, or 
oppoſed more furiouſly. The Court of Holland had publiſhed another Order on the 
7th of March, about the manner of proceeding againſt thoſe who violated the Pla- 
cards which regarded ſeparate meetings, bearing date the 3d of Fuly, 1619, and the 
11t of February following ; which Order, or A& of the ſaid Court, required : © That 75 054 of

0 their Oeputies, ſhould think fit to indict 02 p2occed againſt any perſon 011 AC- 

colint of his tranſgreſſing the fatd Placards, though they Had not found him at the 

meeting themſelves, but yet were able to p2ove that he had been there, they ſhould 

be at liberty to cite him befoze the Schepens and other officers of quſtice, and there 

cauſe him to be examined. Jf the accuſed perſon confefſed the fact, the (aid Sche- 

pets, 02 other Magiſtrates, ſhould preſently p2occed to pals ſentence upon him, and 

the pzoper were Dfficers to put the ſame immediately and punctually in execution: brit 

if he denied it, then, and in ſuch caſes, the judge ſhould p2oceed againſt him, as 
ſummarily and bziefly as was poſſible. And tn caſe any of the cited perſons de- 

clined anſwering categozically, that is to ſay, would netther confeſs no2 deny, 

they ſhould be ſecured as contemners and mockers of juſfice, untill they hab 
anſwered yea, 92 no, to what they were charged with. And if any ſhould be found 

among the Delinquents who were fo very poo2 as not to be able to pay their fines, 

the ſaid fines, 02 part of them, were ts be converted into other penalties, ſ(uch as, 

to2 inſtance, their being ted with bread and water fo2 a good number of days, ac- 

coding to the nature of the caſe, and circumſtances of the perſons. And as fo2 thofe 
offende2s who had fled, the Bailiff, Scout, Schepens and other Yagiſtrares, were 

to p20Ceed againſt them by citation, from etght days to eight days exactly, and after 

that, by the decreeing ſuch pains and penalties as ſhould be found p2oper. And 

the Court further required the Bailiff and Scout, together with their Deputies,

By the execution of this Ordinance, many Remonſtrants were diſcovered from time to 
time, upon the leaſt ſuſpicion of their having been at the meetings, and were obliged 
to pay the fines, It happened about the middle of this year, that a certain Burgher 
of Rotterdam, whoſe name was Adrian Facobſon van Brakel, a Dyer, was ſummoned 
before the Magiſtrates, by whom he was told, that he had been at a certain Remonſtrant 
meeting ; to which he anſwered, that if any man had ought to fay againſt him, he 
defired it might be proved, They ſaid, he muſt either own or deny it, or go to 
priſon, Being thus urged, he reſolved fince he had not been at that meeting, (and 
that he might not grieve his wife who was then with child, by T0INg to priſon) 
to deny the charge > whereupon he was forthwith diſmiſſed, But being ſum- 
moned again ſome time after, and charged with having been preſent at another 
meeting, he went another way to work. He could not deny it, for then it was 
true, and was afraid that they would have drawn him in to own fo much as might 
have tended to his prejudice, In this diſtreſs, a thought came into his head, which 
helped to extricate him out of it: © 1 was accuſed not long {ince, ſaid hero che Ma- 
« giſtrates, on the like occaſion, at which time, I laved mylſ-If from bands by de- 
« nyivg the thing that was laid to my charge, leaſt I ſhould havehazarded the health 
* of my wife, who was then big with child ; but now the poor woman has ſtrength 
* and courage enough to fee my imprifonment with dry eyes, I am firmly reſolved, 
« whatever compulſive methods your Worſhips may put in practice againſt me, nei- 
* ther to confeſs nor deny that which 1s laid to my charge. It ought to be proved 
« upon me.' The Schepens hearing him anſwer ſo boldy, were amazed, and or- 
dered him to withdraw ; when after ſome deliberation, he was called in again, and 
diſcharged upon his promiſing under his hand to appear whenever he ſhould be cited ; 
but they never ſent for him again. But 1n order to defeat the purpoſes of thoſe peo- 
ple, who were fo zealous for their cauſe as to chooſe rather to undergo all the in- 
conveniences of a priſon, than to accuſe themſelves or others; the Court, on the 15th 
of June, renewed the order lately mentioned, relating to the method of proceeding 
againſt the Remonſirants, and confirmed it with the following alteration : The 
omitted that clauſe, about confining or keeping in hold thoſe perfons who ſhould re- 
fuſe to anſwer peremptorily to fuch matters as ſhould be objeRted againſt them, and 
treativz them as conteimners of juſtice; and inſtead thereof, ordered © That the 
« Magittrates, proceeding againſt the Delinquents as ſummarily as potlible, and ſetting 
« alide all other proofs or indications of their having been at meetings, ſhould be im- 
« powered to tender them an oath, and oblige them to ſwear whether they had been 
© there or not ; and that in caſe they ſhould refuſe to purge themſelves by their oaths, 
the ſaid Magiſtrates might, without conſidering the informations and proofs, look 
upon their refufal to {wear, as a confellion, and thereupon proceed to tine then 
* purſuant to the Placards. 

But for the better inſtrution of the Remonſtrants how to at in ſuch a ſituation of 
aff:irs, whilſt their adverſaries were continually tealing them with examinations about 
their private meetings, either by Commiſhoners whom the Court of Holland dele- 
cated for that purpoſe, or by the Magiſtrates of towns and villages ; and for their 
information how to anſwer, when taken up and exunined ; one of the exiled Mini-

« arming the Magiſtrates againſt one's neighbour, without any necellity or obligation ;

« tudes of the Martyrs were wont in ſuch caſes as theſe, to refuſe anſwering at all. 
« and to endure all kinds of torments rather than diſcover either the Miniſters, Elders

ed at Ommorden, in the middle of the ſermon, by a viſit which the Dykegrave 
Dune made them, attended by three of his Officers, The people ſpying him, an 
not caring to be known, nor to have their names taken down, went out as faſt as 
they could z but Dune puriuing them more nimbly than the women could go, and 
overtaking them, about twenty of the men halted, and deſired him to return, ſince 
they had not committed any offence againſt him, or any other perſon. One of the 
City-ſerjeants advanced with his ſword upon one of the company, and made a paſs 
at him ; but he parrying the thruſt, the {word only went lanting throush his doublet. 
1 1en the Dykegrave himlelf drew, but the people fo pelted him with ſtones, that 
he was glad to ſhelter himſelf in a houſe, from whence he diſpatched one of his 
Serjeants to town for a party of Soldiers to ſecure his retreat. In the mean time 
the Remon/trant Miniſter went on with his ſermon, and the people heard him with- 
out further trouble. Forty French Soldiers were preſently ſent from Rorrerdam, 
who conduQed the Dykegrave back, being armed with nothing but ſwords. In the 
mean time the gates of the town were ſhut, and there aroſe ſuch murmuring among 
the people, as had like to have ended in blows. But ſome of the not prudent 
Burghers interpoling, and giving them good words, the turnult was appeaſed, and 
they all retired. The next Sunday the Remonſtrants met again out of town, and 
unmoleſted. The ſame week a rumour was ſpread among the people, that no more 
Soldiers would be employed to diſturb the meetings. This was contrived, as the Re- 
monſtrants believed, with deſign to decoy them out in greater numbers, and fo to 
fall upon them. Accordingly, on Saturday night ſeveral Soldiers were ſent out of 
town privately, and diſperſed 1n ſeveral places till the return of day, The Remon- 
ſirants knowing nothing of this, and hoping they might meet as quietly this Sunday, 
as they had done the laſt, went out in the afternoon, to the number of two thouſand, 
rendezvouſing on the clay-way at Scheebrook : But they were ſoon followed by the 
Under-Scout, Cornelius Gorter, (who for his cruelty, was nick-named the Duke of 
Alva) and by the Dykegrave Dune, both of them attended with Soldiers, The 
former marched out of the Delfi-gate, diretly after the Remon/trants, the latter 
made a tour another way. At the tirſt ſight of them the unarmed congregation dif- 
perſed, and the ſermon being almoſt ended, berook themſelves to flight ; bur they 
found themſelves in effe& ſurrounded. The Under-Scout, and his Soldiers, over- 
took ſome of the women, whom they ſtripped almoſt to their ſhifts. Three 
Burghers endeavouring to get into the town, were intercepted and attacked, They 
took from one of them, named Adrian Brakel, his cloak, and beat him with their 
naked ſwords, notwithſtanding that he called out to Gorrer, and (aid, Furbear this 
violence, and I will appear before a Court of Fuſtice. But they did not leave abuſing 
him till they ſpied other Burghers making off. Then the danger fell upon Jacob 
van Kouwenhoven, and Dammas Peſjer, two creditable Merchants, whoſe fathers 
had formerly been 1n the Government. They and their wives deſigned to have been 
at the meeting, but came too late; fo that before they could reach the place, they 
found themſclves unexpectedly 1n the midit of the flying multitude, and near them 
a certain Burgher named Zohn Hugen vander Sweep, who with his wife (big with 
child) had been at the ſermon. Retiring towards the Po{dervars, they came to a 
ditch, which the women and their maid-fervants not being able to croſs, fell into, ag 
did vander Steep, who getting over, made the beſt of his way to eſcape the Sol- 
diers : Kouwenhoven and Peſſer followed on foot at a diſtance, to fee how matters 
went. But two of the moſt advanced Soldiers having got a plank, caſt it over the 
ditch, and ran after them. Acuwenhoven and Peſſer obſerving this, endexvoured to 
prevent them. Lhere happencd to be ſoine young lads in the field with a hunting- 
pole, which Peſer bought of them, and being followed by Kouwenhoven, retreated 
further into the meadows, towards the women. The Soldiers purſued them 
thither, with pikes on their ſhoulders, and (words in their hands. Peſſer alked 
them what they wanted ? And at the fame tune offered them ſome money. But the 
Soldiers not minding their words nor proiniſes, fell upon then with great fiercenels, 
intending, as they themſelves owned afterwards, to have murdered thoſe two Bur- 
ghers. The Burghers ſ{ceing no other way of efczping, and being in the utmolt 
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A «© Dow. danger of their lives, prepared to defend themſelves. FYander Sweep laid hold of 
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the pointed end of one of the pikes, and held it lo faſt, that the Soldier who had 
puſht at him, could not draw it back. Upon which he made a paſs at him with his 
{word, and had run him through, if Pe//zr had not pur it by with his pole. Then 
Vander Sweep advancing, cloſed in with the Soldier, and being aflifted by Kowen- 
hyven, came to blows with hin, whilft the other Soldier turned all his fury againſt 
Peſſer, The firſt Soldier fell down, and they wounded him in the thigh with 1:8 
own pike. The women refolving not to ſtand 1dle, broke his arms, threw them 
into the water, and helpt to hold him. In the mean time, the ſecond Soldier defpe- 
rately {ct upon plunder, and foaming at the mouth with rage and malice, fell furi- 
ouſly on Peſſer ; hoping if he could but diſpatch him, to do what he pleaſed with 
the others. But that Gentleman, who had learned to fence, parried his thraſts with 
his pole, and retiring, kept him off continually ; this ſport laſted ſo long, that they 
traverſed a large field three times over, inſomuch that the Soldier was ſo harraſſed 
and battered, with the blows he received from the Burgher, that he could hardly ufe 
his ſword avy longer, which the other obſerving, preſſed him at every turn to 
put up, and to let him and his company depart quietly. But the Soldier, lik> one 
diſtracted, flew at him for the laft time, raifing his ſword, as if he intended to 
cleave his ſkull. But Peſſer preventing it with his pole, beit back the weapon of his 
adverſary ſo dexterouſly, that it fo wounded him on his head, as to deprive him 
both of ſtrength and courage. Thus was he forced to drop his weapon, and they 
brought him difarmed to his companion. Then were thoſe two Soldiers, who juſt 
before, like ravenous wolves, fell upon defenſteſs people, and moſt of them women 
too, driven like ſheep by one Burger, with nothing but a pole or ſt1ff in his hand, 
to the road that leads ro Delfr. Here they were met by the Under-Scour, and ten 
or twelve Soldiers, with their {words drawn, having juſt before left Brakel, whom 
we wentioned ahowve, The Burghers complained againſt the aforef41d two Soldiers, 
ard prayed the Officer to prote& them from further trouble ; adding, that if he had 
any thing to accuſe them of, they hoped they ſhould be allowed to defend themſelves 
according to law. The Soldiers, on the contrary, juſtified themſelves, and charged 
the Burghers with having offended in reſiſting them. The Scout refuſed to prote& 
thew, caliing them traytors, and leaving them as a prey to the Soldiers. Several of 
the women were plundered, and they began again to cut and hack the Burghers. 
Vander Sweep, by long begoing and 1ntreating, hardly hindred them from cutting 
off his wife's finger for the ſake of a_gold-ring, which they would have taken from 
her after having ftript her to her ſhift, but which, her hand being ſwelled, they 
could not get off. It it related, that when he called to one of the Soldiers, and 
warned him to take care what he did, becauſe his wife was with child, the fellow 
reply'd, ſnarlingly, Her finger is not with child, I bope. In the mean while Vander 
Sweep was again engaged with one of the Soldiers, who gave him two or three thruſts 
in his cloaths, which cauſed the Under-Scout to fall upon him too, who beat him 
with a cudgel till it broke ; ſo that the poor man was not only much bruiſed, but 
he ſpit blood for a whole week after. Peſſer was likewiſe wounded with a thruſt in his 
arm. He had beforehand put his purſe, which was full of money, upon his head 
under his hat, but receiving a great blow on his head, during the ſcuffle, both purſe 
and hat fell off, A certain Soldier who was ncar him, thowed by his countenance 
that he had a great mind to take it up, but was unwilling to ſtoop for fear of a blow, 
Pe/er obſerving the fellow's concern, faid to him, Take it up, Imake'you a preſ-nt of it, 
there is enough for you; and at the ſame time kickt it towards him with his foot. The Sol- 
dier taking it up, quickly ſhowed that the money was not 111 beſtowed, and that he re- 
ceived it rather as a bounty, than as a booty ; for he preſently oppoſed his own com- 
rades, and defended thoſe people whom he had before helped to ſubdue, warding off ſe- 
veral blows and thruſts from them, and ſhowing ſuch gratitude, by ſtanding between 
them and their enemies, that Peſſer and the reſt of the Remonſtrants, who were inthat 
place, were chiefly beholden to this their defender for their eſcape from the danger 
by which they were threatned, Many others of the {me congregation endeavour- 
ed to fave themſelves by flight at a turther diſtance trom the town ; but neither did 
thoſe eſcape the hands of the Dykegrave and his Soldiers, who were mate drunk, 
that they might have no mercy on the poor creatures, whom they fell upon, beating 
and ſtripping them to their very thirts. As foon as they had done plundering them, 
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they made a market 1n the very place, and {et their booty to (ale, They forced all Ax*D 
thoſe whom they plundered, to redeem their own cloaths ; but as they had left them 1620. 
no monev, the Dykegrave paſt his word to the Soldiers, at the ſame time com- — 


pelling the principal Burghers of the company to be his ſecurity, threatning them 


that if they made any ſcruple, he would throw them into priſon. This havin» 
paſt, all thoſe, who, aiter they nad been plundered, had ranſomed all 294iN, except- 
wg their money, rings and jewels, durſt not quit the Dykegrave, betore they ar- 
rived at the town, for fear of being ſtripped a ſecond time. It is related of others 
who were plundered, that they were forced to borrow cloaths of the country people, 
both men and women, to enable them to return home. 'The ſame day ones of 
the Burghers of Rotterdam, with his daughter, walking juſt out of town for 
pleaſure, and not deſigning to go to the meeting, was allaulted by the Soldiers, 
who took from him his cloak, his hat, and his purſe ; and from her, her {ilver 
ornaments and jewels. Several others that went out only to walk, were treated || 
after the ſaine manner. In the evening, juſt as it was duſk, the Soldiers who ar- "10 
tended the Under-Scout came back to town with their booty, and ſeveral of the 
plundered Burghers. This ſpectacle occationed great murmurings amons the people, 

as yet unaccuſtomed to ſuch kind of uſage, and the whole town was in danger of 

being involved in tumults and blood(he( ; infoinach, that all the Solliers who were 

quartered there, were obliged to ſtand to their arms the whole night. The reft of 

the Soldiers, who had been made uſe of by the Dykegrave Dune, ſtaid our of town 

till midnight, when they returned drunk as {wine with the money they hil taken 

from the aforeſaid Burghers. The next morning, by broid day, a Soldier forced 

himſelf into the houſe of Francts van Lanſbergen, formerly one of the Miniſters of 
Rotterdam, but who, after his deprivation, had taken his degree of Door of Phy- 

fick, and praRiſed that buſinels. The fellow being got into his houſe, made a great 
diſturbance there, affronting every body, beating and thruſting about his ſon, and 

his maid, calling the DoQtor himſelf traytor, and threatning to murder him. Others 

relate that this Soldier beat even the old man and his wife, and committed many 

other inſolenciesz and that he afterwards, the ſame day, abuſed divers other worthy 

citizens, of which the Magiſtrates took not the leaſt notice, nor was any puniſhment 

inflited on him for theſe crimes ; nay, on the contrary, whereas he was only a pri- 

vate Centinel till then, they rewarded him with a Halbert, and made him Serjeant 

to a Company. Some thought the Magiſtrates would not have concerned themſelves 

further with thoſe Burghers who had been thus plundered, for fear of further ex- 

aſperating the unquiet minds of the people, believing that the damage they had ſuffer- 

ed was a ſufficient puniſhment for their tranſgreſhing the Placards, and that it far out- 

weighed the fines and penalties which they had incurred. But the Magiſtrates were of 

another mind, who cauſed Vander Sweep to be taken up, obliging him to pay a fine of 
ſeventy-five Gilders, together with the fees of the priſon and other expences, not- 
withſtanding the loſs he and his wife had ſuſtained when they were plunder'd, and 

all the blows and wounds he had received. And when complaint was made to the 7% Remon 
Magiſtrates of the violences and injuries offered to the Burghers, fo far exceeding the Fane £9 
penalties of tne law ; they replied, [hat they could rake no cognitance of what the ill treatment 
Soldiers bad done to them, or any other of the Remonſtrants out of the crown. The 7,700” 
{ame anſwer was given to ſuch country people whoſe houſes the Soldiers had robbed, :he magi- 
under pretence of ſearching for &emon/irants. But thoſe of that perſwaſion on the/'#** 
other hand were ſenſible that the Soldiers did not march out of their own accord, but 

were led on by the Dykegrave and the Under-Scout. Pefer too, and his brother 
Kowenboven (for they had married two ſiſters) were proſecuted at law on the ſame 

account, They appeared, and after ſeveral argumeats and replies, which paſt between 

them and the Court, whereby they ſhowed that they had done nothing more than 

was neceſlary in their own defence z Peſſer was committed to the cuſtody of the Ser- 

Jeants, 1n order to be ſent to priſon. He having had no ſuſpicion of ſuch treatment, 

and being wholly unprepared, cried out, He was neither rogue nor thief to be treated 

mn ſuch a manner ;, and {o went and placed himſelf upon a bench againſt the wall, that 

he might not be ſurrounded, telling the Officers, that he adviſed them not to meddle 

with him. 'This occaſioned high words 1n the Court, till at length the Bailiff, Bald- 

win van Mulewyk, called out to the Othcers, and bid them lay ho!d on him, But they, 

inſtead of (cizing him, taking notice of his refolute countenance, and knowing with 
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Ax* Dow, whom they had to do, wept like children, whether out of fear or pity. Lay bold 
1620. gn that other then, cried the Bailiff, meaning Kouwenhoven, "This zentleman falling 
WON DV down in the ſcuttle, was dragged along the hall, where the Magiſtrates fat, from 
one end to the other by his legs, his head trailing on the ground all the way. In the 
mean time the people (moſt of them of the Remonſtranr perſwaſton) oathered toge= 
ther in great numbers 1n and about the Stadthouſe, in order to fee what became of the 
two Burghers abovenamed ; which ſo terrified the Magiſtrates, that divers of them ſoon 
dropt out one after another, and went away. Peſſer obſerving their fear, and being 
much troubled for the dragging of his brother-in-law after ſuch an unworthy man- 
ner, took hold of one of the Burgomaſters, named Nicolas Puke, who was a relation 
of his, as were {1x or ſeven others of the Magiſtrates then in the hall, and held him 
ſo faſt by the buttons of his waſtcoar, for he endeavoured to get away, that they 
came oft in his hand, and thus expoſtulated with him : Are you a Burgomaſter, 2 
protettor of your Burghers, and can you ſit by unconcerned and ſee one of them, and 
your kinſman too, treated in ſo vile @ manner £ The Burgomaſter ready to die with 
fear, anſwered, all pale and trembling ; Alas, Couſen, it is not I who uſe you thus, yore 
bring it on your ſelves, Peſſer replied, It is not enough that you do it not, you ought to 
oppoſe the perſecution, and ſhow that you are diſpleaſed at ir, In the mean time the 
concourſe of the Burghers from all parts to the Stadthouſe increaſed, as did likewiſe 
the terror of the Magittrates, who no longer kept their ſcats, but ran confuſedly 
together, till they could come to another reſolution, which was, to condemn Peſſer 
and Kouwenhoven, each of them in a pecuntary mul&, which, as ſome ſay, amounted 
to 250 Gilders, one hundred whereof were for the wounded Soldiers ; others ſay, 
it was no more than 75 Gilders, and that the Heer Puke paſt his word for the pay- 
ment. Then all the people finding that Kouwenhoven was come off as well as 
Peſſer, went home peaceably, and the dreaded ſtorm of threating diſcontents cleared 
up again. The two Soldiers were quartered jn a publick houſe, and well treated 
and provided with all neceſlaries by the care of the two laſt named Burghers, After 
they were cured, Pe//er happened to meet him that had been moſt wounded in a pri- 
vate place, where the fiſh-market 1s now kept, who came dire&ly up to him. Peſſer 
thought he had ſome 11] delign 1n his head, and that he would take this opportunity 
of revenging himſelf ; but the Soldier fell down at his feet, and embracing his legs, 
expreſſed himfelt to this effeA : Sir, if I had known what kind of people I was con- 
cerned with, I ſhould not have ſo behaved myſelf. I am hearrily ſorry that I endea- 
voured to do you any miſchief. I attempted to do you a miſchief, and you rewarded 
my wicked intentions with goodneſs and beneficence. I aimed at your life, and you 
preſented me with mine, when it was in your power to have taken it away. 
But believe me, Sir, I will never forget your favour; where I can, I will ſerve you, 
and will ever be ready to venture my life for you. Such a judgment did this honeſt Soldier 
paſs upon his own ations, and on that which befel him. [I have choſen to relate 
theſe tranſaQtons at Rorcerdam thus particularly, with all the principal circumſtances, 
to the end, that the reader obſerving the various motions and effe&s of zeal, on one (ide 
for promoting, on the other for preventing a deſign, may judge with himſelf what 
was mutually blameable or commendable, and how far it was lawful for a man to 
defend his life, or thoſe of his wife and friends, or how far he might difobey com- 
mands, which he in his conſcience thought unjuſt, 

The next Weaneſday, which was the 27th of May, the Remonſtrants in- 
tended to go again to the meeting out of town; but the Magiſtrates having been in- 
formed of it, cauſed the gates of the town to be ſhut. But the day after, great num- 
bers of them got out, and heard a ſermon without interruption ; and ſo they did on 

4 public Friday at ſeven in the morning. The atorefaid Wedneſday, being the 27th of May, 

:Lankſgivving. thoſe of Holand, and the reſt of the United-Provinces, celebrated a folemn faſt by the 
appointment of the States-General, ordering their ſubjets to return thanks to God 
for his mercy and goodneſs in preſerving the land fv long in peace and tranquility, 
and in the free exerciſe of the true Chriſtian religion; and to befeech him to 
reunite the minds of the people, that had been divided by the late diſputes and 
controverſies, l 

; Remon. The Remonſirants of Leyden were likewiſe very zealous in carrying on their meet- 

ſtrant mecr- 1088 out of the town, One Sunday being allembled at a certain place they called the 

oy ted Weyport, there came an Ofhcer, or Commiſtioner, from the Hapue, with the Fon 
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Bailiff of Rvzneland, and a Waggon full of Mulketeers, with intention to diſperſe A x* Dow: 
the people, and ſeize their Preacher. Being come to the place of their meeting, he 16209. 
who drove the Waggon, cry'd, Here is the neſt that we are ts take, But before 4 
they could alight, an old man went up to the Waggon, and laying hold with one 

hand on the horſes bridle, unbuttoned his breaſt with the other, and (aid to the Sol- 

diers, Fire here, for I am old enough to die, Ihis ſtout exprefſion, and the peoples 
ſurrounding the Waggon, diſarmed the men of all their courage, and ftruck ſuch a 

terrour into them, that they gave the people good words, and prayed them to excuſe 

their coming, for that they were only ſervants, who were obliged to obey their ſuperiors 
commands, aſſuring them they would never come again upon ſuch an errand, It is 


likewiſe related, that they delivered their arms to the aforeſaid Remonſtrants of Ley- 
den, who carried them a certain diſtance from the Waggon, and threw them down 
there ; and that the Soldiers further promiſed them, that they would not complain 
againſt, nor diſcover any perſon of the congregation, tho' they knew him never {a 
well. Upon which they marched awiy to the place where their arms had been 
carried, took them up, and fo rode to the town, where having forgot their late pro- 
miles, they took notice of ſome of the Remonſirants, 2s they returned home, ſeizing 
on them, in order to extort the fines, and even ſtopping fome, who had not been near 
the meeting. 'There 1s mention made of another diſturbance which happened at 
this time, without the gates of Leyden, concerning which, ſome who were eye-wit- 
nefles have informed me, that the Attorny-General and the Deputy-Bailiff comiag to 
the meeting, the people 1nmediately broke up, and went every one his way z but 
that thoſe who dwelt in the town, approaching to the gates, found them ſhut, even 
by day, and the draw-bridges up ; and that ten or twelve of the Remonſtrants having 
been apprehended the ſame evening, could not get free till they had paid a fine of 
fifty Gilders ; alſo that they who had not their money ready,were obliged to pay for 
every day's confinement one pound Flemiſh per man. Some of thoſe who had been 
at the meeting, not daring to return to the town, iled towards Delft, others towards 
the Hague and Rhineland, where they wandered about all night. Some of them 
coming the next day into the town, were ſpied or betrayed, and taken into 
cuſtody. 

Some time before, the Scout of Leyden entered the houſe of a certain baker, named 
Facob Beſemer, expeQing to ſurprize and apprehend one of the exiled Miniſters. But 
he ſought him 1a vain. Yet finding a ſuit of men's cloaths, and in one of the pockets the 
letter which the Diretors of the Remonſtrants had writ to Cornelius Geeſteranus, as 
has becn ſhown before, the Scout from thence concluded that B-ſemer had har- 
boured the Miniſter Geefferanus, and thereupon took him into cuſtody. But the 
man faid in his own defence, that the perſon they ſought for, had lodged with his 
wite's brother, who then lay in his chamber, but without his knowledge. His wife 
too, who had not lain 1n above a month, was ſummoned betore the Magiſtrates, 
and examined about that matter, and moreover charged with having been at a for- 
bidden mceting. She anſwered, that ſhe knew nothing of the firſt matter, and that if 
her brother had received the Miniſter, he ought to anſwer for it ; and as to the ſecond, 
that ſhe knew nothing of it neither ; adding, that her neighbours were ready to 
atteſt that ſhe was in child-bed at the ſame time. 'They inſiſted that ſhe ſhould 
purge herſelf by oath ; and upon her refuſal, ſhe was committed to the town priſon, 
there to remain till ſhe ſhould take her oath, and pay the charges of her impriſon- 
ment. When the Scout and two of the Schepens came to adminitter the oath to her, 
ſhe alked them, Whether they had not ſworn to maintain the Burghers in their pri- 
vileges? And if ſo, why they preſſed her, who had ſhown her inngcence, to ſwear in 
her own cauſe ? Aſter this, her huſbind, at her repeated initances, was diſcharged, 
upon giving bail for his appearance. 

AtVlardingen, a Schepen of the ſaid town having been at a forbidden mceting, was, 
on the 16th of May, deprived of his office by a decree of the Court of Ho#and, and 
another put 1nto his place. 

Ar Horn, matters were carried- with greater ſeverity againſt the Remon/{rants of 
that town, than formerly, The Placard of the 1ſt of February was promulgated 
there on the 14th of this month, by ſound of bell, and ſoon after put in execution. 
How it fared with about forty perſons, that had been at a meeting in the field of the 
Regulars, how they were fined, and how the matter was afterwards accommodated, 
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A x* Do »., we have ſhown above In our ALIVH book, Bit now the ſame bul - buſineſs was revive vel 
1620. in the month of Angrft, and the fines anew demanded, But as the Burghers did 
LY > not pay them very freely, the Sold ers Were made ile of to extort them from them.

according to the minds of the RE nance, Fohannes Arnoldus Rodingenus, 
formerly one of the Miniſters of Hor, and Rector likewiſe of the Lazin-fchooj, had 
aſter his depriv: ation, and ſigning the A& of Silence, been till permitted to hold the 
latter office. But now the Claiſs of Horn called upon him to ſubſcribe the Synodi- 
cal Canons, He replied, Thar in his opinion, they were contrary to the word of God, 
and could not be ſubſe eribed to, without con, demning all the churches of the Auſburg 
Confeſſion, to which churches a coalition bad former rly be -en offered, [his refuſal was 
attended with the lofs of his Re&orſhip. Thercupon he petitioned the Magiſtcates 
for leave to ſet up a private re but 1t could not be granted him. Being by this 
means reduced to the atmoſt d ſtreſs, he turned to the Remonſtrants, begging that he 
might be admitted into their fraternity. H-2 writ to them in a certain letter, That he 
was content to ſuffer perſecution again for preaching the Goſpel 7 in the United- Nether- 
lands, as he had done 28 years before in the country of Juliers. He not long after 
revoked by a letter which he ſent to the Committee of the States of Holand, the 

YTromiſe he had made of ceflation or filence, He was, he ſaid, deprived of his mi- 
niflerial JWN3108, for having embraced tie opinion of Melanthon, and being in Popes 
that alchough Melanthon had been thruſt out of the church by Calvin, be mMigir af 
leaſt have been tolerated in the febools, he had readily ſubſcribed to the FE of Ceſſa- 
tion, But thoſe hopes being entirely gone with his diſmiſſion from the government of 
the ſchool, be found his conſcience burdened with what h2 had done, ſince they would 
not ſuffer him to exerciſe his talent either in the church or ſchool. This obliged 
bim to revoke his aforementioned promiſe , begging that what he had done , might be 
conſtrued in the moſt favourable ſence ;, foraſmuch as he had notming more in view 
than the quieting his conſcience, and the diſcharging his duty in the beſt manner he 
was able, 

There were other Schoolmaſters turned out of their places at Horn, becauſe they 
refuſed to ſubſcribe the Articles of the Synod of Dorr ; and thole who were not in 
the ſervice of the town, were ablolutecly forbidden to keep ſchool there. Cornelius 
Zanſon, the Schoolmaſter of the O7phan-houſe, had before declined to go along with 
the children to church, or to teach them the Feidelberg Catechiſm. But that he 
m1ght not appear too (tiff, he had figaitied to the Burgomaſters, Thar he was willing 
enough to teach the children to read the ſaid Catechiſm, together with other books, 
but would not encourage them to get it by beart, as if it were part of the ſcripture. 
But this his offer was rejeded, and he diſmiſſed. Aﬀeer this, ie petitioned that he 
might be again received into the ſchool, offering that his brother, who was of the 
{e& of the Contraremonſtrants, thould each the Catechiſin to the chil. Iren, and lead 
them to church ; but this being alfo rcjedted, he endeavoured to get his bread by 
ſetting up a orivate {ſchool for the uſe of the Burghers children. It was upon this 
account that he was cited before the Magiſtrates on the 29th of June, and acquainted 
by them, That he muſt not preſume henceforwards to keep a fuel unleſs be would 
(ubſeribe the Canons of the National Synod, or the Af of Approbation, Put he 
{crupling to do it, was ' poſitively forbidden to exerciſe any inore the office or calling 
of a Schoolmaſter. T hereupon he aſked them, /Ybether they were going to introduce 
perſecution on account of conſcience * They replied, No, Then he aſked, Whether 
this was not ſuch a kind of perſecution © They made anſwer, 1c is your buf neſs to 
obey, and we expect you ſhould do ſo. Then he begged, that he might be allowed 
to finiſh the quarter, into which he was entered, with the children ; but they would 
not hear of it, Upon which he preſented a Memorial to the Senate, ſetting forth 
* That for the Face of ſeven years, he had ſerved the fchool of the Orphans with 

; * great 
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« great d ligence, and no leſs ſucceſs, and had kept the ſaid children under good A x, Do u. 
« diſcipline ; and that having been diſcharged on account of religion, he had endes- I 520, 
* youred to get his bread by keeping a private ſchool, but that their Worſhi ps, the Ns 
* Burgomaſters, would not ſuffer him to proceed. So that he was reduced to this 
© dilemma, either to leave off that too, or elle violate his conſcience, by figning the 
* Canons of the Synod, and turning hypocrite, He could not dothe latter, though 
© he ran the riſque of ſtarving with his family, or being burdenſome to his friends. 
* He therefore humbly prayed, that he might be nermitted to continue in his buſi- 
* neſs of teaching {chool, without being further urged to ſubſcribe againſt his conſci- 
* ence; nromiſing, that he would always behave like a g00d Burgher, and lover of 
© his country, and put up his praycrs to God for the preſervation of their perſons and 
© dionities. 

To this petition, the following anſwer was returned on the margin of it : The 
Senate approve of what the Burgomaſters have done in this affair, for reaſons beſt 
known to themſelves , and he is ordered to conform thereto, Thus was he obliged to 'l 
quit his ſchool. And yet there were, among ſeveral others, two Remonſtrant 1 
Schoolmaſters tolerated in that town, without being required to ſubſcribe. This made | 
ſome ſuſpect, that the only reaſon why the Magiſtrates of Horn had preſſed fo hard q 
upon this Cornelius Fanſon, in order to oblige him to {ubſcribe, was, becauſe the 
thought he was too buly in promoting the intereſts of his party, and fo took this 
method to force him to quit their town. But he ſta1d there 1n hopes of ſeeing better ( 
times. And accordingly, ſeveral of the principal Senators began ſoon after to ſhow 
their diſlike to theſe proceedings. But when they ſpoke of them to the reſt of their 
brethren, with defign to oppoſe the ſame, they were acculed by ſome to the Prince of 
Orange, and the States at the Hague, where they were repreſented as Arminians, 
and perſons not well-affeQed to the good caule,

Li oath. They who confelled the fat, or refuled t9 [wear, were condemned to pay 
"on" the fine. Cornelius Boor, a Carpenter, was obliged to pay fifty-feven 5 Cornelaus Quaſt 

| fifty-eight 5 which, with the charges he was at, amounted to about ninety Gilders. 

Wt One of thoſe who were ſummoned eſcaped paying the fine, by making the Mini- 
Wk ſter of the Village, whoſe name was Henry YVollenhoven, believe, that he would go 
HL00 to church to hear him ; but others of his perſwaſion abhorred fuck difſimulation. 
The aforeſaid Miniſter himſelf ſaid to one who complained of that rigorous extort- 
ing of fines, to which the Remonſtrants were ſubjeRed by the Placards, Let any of 
them but come to church, and I will take care they ſhall pay none of thoſe fines which 
have been ſet upon them. Another eſcaped the fine by pleading poverty, ſaying, 
That he had nothing in the world but an old woman and ten living children, In the 
ſame Village of Newkope, where I once dwelled the ſpace of eight years, ſome of 
the antient inhabitants acquainted me, that Cornelis van Wieringen, was, about the 
end of the ſummer of this year, taken into cuſtody by the Bailiff, whoſe name 
was Henſbeke, and ſtaked down to the floor with iron chains in the houſe of the 
ſaid Bailiff, for refuſing to own any thing againſt himſelf, or his friends, on account 
of a Remonſtrant meeting z but he being a very ſtrong man, made ſuch a rattling 
and diſturbance with his chains, that neither the Bailiff nor any of the family 
could ſleep for him. Whilſt he was thus impriſoned, his father, a very antient 
man, begged that he might ſometimes ſupply the place of his fon for a day, to the 
end that he might in the mean while go to his labour in the Fens. "This was de- 
nied him for a long time, at firſt, but afterwards allowed fometimes. It once hap- 
" l! pened that his brother Arzs interceding for him at the houſe of the Bailiff, the Meſ- 
M11 {enger of the Village, Lambert Facobſon, being there, inſulted him, and pointing to 
Mal a kettle of meat which hung over the fire, cry'd, We are the far, we ſwim upper- 
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moſt, But Aris returned him this anſwer : Do you ſwim uppermoſt 2 Then you are A x* Dow 


the ſcum, for that is above the fat, as you yourſelf can obſerve. But the Bailiff was 


ſo enraged at that repartee, that he threatened to throw both him and his brother  D/OV 


into a dungeoh. Art length Cornelius, after having been ſhut up the ſpace of two 
months, was, at the interceſſion of his brother Aris, diſcharged upon Paying a 
fine. 

At Sootermere, Waddinxvene, and other villages near the Fens, the fines were 
exaced of the Remonſtrants much after the fame manner, As alfo at Bleyſwick, 
where the Bailiff, who had formerly profeſied himſelf one of them, ſent the Sol- 
diers and Officers of juſtice ro extort from them the fines, which for the moſt part he 
could not make appear to belong to him. At Sevenbuſen, a village of Schieland, 
there dwelt three perſons, Nicolas Bontebal, formerly Secretary of that town, but 
turned out of his oftice; Adrian Hogevene, and Jacob Matroſe, who were all of 
them ſ{uſpeted by the Dykegrave of having been at a forbidden meeting. Upon 
this account he cited them to appear in 7zuly at Rotterdam, before the Schepens of 
that town, and the chief officers of Schzeland, They attended accordingly ; but 
the Dykegrave not being able to procure any evidence againſt them, endeavourcd to 
oet it out of the accuſed perſons themſelves, by inſiſting that they ſhould purge them- 
{clves by oath, purſuant to the ſecret Act of the Court, which upon this occaſion 
was publickly read. 'The three cited perſons, on the contrary, infilted upon their 
being tried purſuant to the tenor of the Placard, and pleaded that the Court of Hol- 
land had no authority to alter the manner of proceeding appointed by the States- 
General in their Placards; much lefs to introduce a new form, and to a& in ſuch a 
private manner. Bontebal {a1d, That nobody was bound by any Placard, AF or Or- 
dinance, till it was promulgated or publiſhed to the people by ſound of bell, to the end 
that all men might know how to behave, and govern themſelves. But the Magi- 
ſtrates taking no notice of theſe objections, the aforeſaid cited perſons urzed, that 
according to that very Aq, the Dykegrave ought at leaſt to produce probable reaſons 
for the charge he brought againſt them ; and prayed that their accuſ-r might be 
obliged to declare his realons. The Dykegrave reply'd, I give information of time 
and place, 1s not that a probable reaſon £ They required he ſhould prove his infor- 
mation. The Dykegrave inſiſted, 7haz they ſnould clear themſelves by oath. They 
then defired him to tell the time and place of their meeting. He anſwered, it was 
on Aſcenſion-day, and on the Faſt-day, which was kept the day before, in the wa 
that led to Gouda, otherwiſe called the Land-mark, Hogevene ſaid, that he could 
prove by one of the Schepens of Sevenhuſen there preſent, that he was not there 
about that time, 'The Dykegrave cry'd, Do not tell me of proofs , ſwear, and then 
you are free. But they perfiſting 1n their refuſal, were all three of them ordered to 
be committed, till they ſhould either own the fa, or clear themſelves upon oath. 
Hogevene, whole wife was juſt ready to lie in, begged that they would take bail for 
him; and Marroſe offered to give ten thouſand Gilders ſecurity for his appearance, 
if they would ſuffer him to go home; but all would not avail. The firſt night of 
their impriſonment Hogevene gave notice to the Dykegrave, that he was ready to 
ſubmit to the ſentence of the Schepens; notwithſtanding which they let him con- 
tinue with the reſt. After this, tize Dykegrave made an addition to his charge againſt 
them, and aggravated their crime, by giving information, that they had likewiſe been 
at a forbidden meeting onthe 26th of April, and at the ſame place as before. One of 
the cited perſons declared, upon the faith and troth of a man, that he had not been 
there. But the Dykegrave cry'd, [he rroth of a man as the lye or falſhood of a man ;, 
you muſt ſwear. And being apprehenſive that he might be miſtaken about rhe place 
of meeting, he infiited that they ſhould all ſwear, that they had not been there, nor 
at any other forbidden meeting, on any one of thoſe three days above-mentioned. 
The others declared, that the Dykegrave ought to abide by his tirſt charge, and not 
to accumulate one charge on another, complaining that he acted contrary to the laws. 
The Secretary, or Lown-clerk, being aſked about it in another chamber, reply'd, 
with a ſhrug of his ſhoulders, 1 own, chat if be proceeded according 10 law, be 
200u1d at after a different manner. One of the Schepens was ſo enraged at Bontebal, 
for the oppoſition he made, that he ſaid, He ought ro be thrown into a dungeon ;, and 
it was no matter if be lay there till be rotted. They would tain have perſwaded 
Matrcſe to own that he had been at the ſermon by chance, which if he would have 
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A x".Dow.taid, they promiſed to diſcharge him. But he had not forgot how one Chriſtopber 


CPS 


Simons, a Taylor of Sevenhuſen, had been treated on the like occalion, This man 
had confelled, that he was preſent, by chance, at a forbidden meeting ; upon 
which, even without any rryal, fome of the Sergeants were ſent to live at diferetion 
upon him, and it coſt him about one hundred and fifty Gilders before he could get 
rid of them, At Jalt, after much fſollicitation, they contented that the three pri- 
Ioners ſhould be heard once again, on the 4th of September - Then Hogevene pro- 
duced two certificates, to prove that he had not been at any meeting of the Remozn- 
ſirants on the 26th of April, as he was accuſed to have been, Burt they cried, No 
certificates will avail here, vou muſt ft wear, The other replied, IV here there are 
proofs, an oath is not neceſſary, But tinding that he could not come oft otherwiſe, 
he at length ſwore that he had not been at the afore-mentioned place of meeting on 
any of the three days. The Bailiff being thus diſappointed of his tine, cried, If 
you were not there, you were ſomewhere elſe. But the Magiſtrates would not allow 
of any further inquifition concerning hin. However they condemned him to pa 
all the coſts. He pleaded, that he was not liable to any other cofts, ſave thoſe of the 
firſt day of Iis impriſonment, after which he had offered to ſubmit to the ſentence 
of the Schepens. They told him that the ſentence was paſt, and that he muſt pay 
down every penny before he ſtirred from the Court. 'Then he begged they would 
allow him a little ttme, and offered to give in ſecurity. When this was likewiſe re- 
jected, the prifoner ſaid, 1 know not how to ſatisfy you then; a man may own what 
he knows nothing of, but he cannot pay money out of nothing. At hiſt the Town-clerk 
laid down the money, and Hogevene's brother-in-law, the old Scout of Sevenbyſen, 
was bouind for the reimburſment of it. Matroſe confefled that he had been at a Remon- 
ftrant meeting on the 27th of April, and the 26th of May, but not upon Aſcen/zon-day, 
not within the juriſdiction of Schieland, Thereupon he was condemned to pay a tine 
of twice twenty-five Gilders, beſides cofts, which amounted to little leſs than twenty 
more. Aﬀter this, when they required Pontebal to purge himſelf upon oath, he 
alked them the following queſtion : Suppoſe I had been ar a Conventicle at Gouda, 
or elſeryhere, upon one of the days above-mentioned, but out of the Dykegrave's ju- 
riſdiction, ought I to diſcloſe ſuch an aftion which was unknown to the Dykegrave or 
other officers of” Juſtice? I ſay, ought I to confeſs it here to my own prejudice © The 
Schepens reply'd, Ter, you ought to own it. The other thereupon ; If 1 muſt ac- 
cuſe myſelf then, I do acknewledoe, that I heard a piece of a ſermon in a forbidden 
meeting, on the 26th of April, but it was out of the juriſdidion of Schieland, The 
Dykegrave cry'd, In doing fo, you have incurred a fine of twenty-five Gilders ; but 
pray tell us who was there beſides 2 The other anſwered, I will rather ſuffer myſelf, 
than injure my neighbour, by betraying him. There you forfeit twenty-froe Gilders 
more, ſaid the Dykegrave; and then he went on to examine him, whether or no he 
had not been at a meeting the other two days? Bontebal confeſſed that he had, upon 
the Faſt-dzy, but not on Aſren/ion-day. That's twenty-five Gilders more, ſaid the 
Dykegrave ; but you muſt likewiſe tell who were there beſides. But Bontebal re- 
fuſed to charge any one elſe; and when he heard the Dykegrave crying out agatn, 
There you forfeit five and twenty Gilders more, he addreilcd himſelf to the Schepens 
in manner following : I leave it now to your I orſhips to confuder, whether if each 
of you were obliged, man by man, to diſcover, to your own damage, any matter, of 
which this Dykegrave, or any of the Scouts were ignorant, you would not think your- 
ſelves very hardly dealt with ; and accordingly to judge, what thoughts muſt paſs in 
my heart about the ſame. At laſt they pronounced the following ſentence againſt 
him ; to wit, That he ſhould pay twenty Gilders fo2 the firſt ſermon he had heard 
on the 26th of April; and twenty Gilders more fo2 refuſing to name aiy of his ac- 
complices. And mozeover twenty-five Gilders fo2 the uſe of the JÞPoo2, becauſe he 
had heard a ſermon on the Faſt-day ; and that the other twenty-five Gilders, which 
he had forfeited fo2 refuſing to name any body beſides, ſhould be remitted as a partt- 
cular favour ; and laſtly, that he ſhould pay all the coſts, Thus his having heard ” 
ſermon and half, ſtood him in above ninety-five Gilders, which he depolited 1imme- 
diately. ; | 
We have yet other accounts of the extortinz of fines from others of the inhabl- 
tants of Sevenhbuſen ;, particularly from one Cornelius Jacobſon, a Shoe-maker, who 


was kept almoſt three wecks in priſon, and to whom the Dykegrave, when he om 
| plained, 
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plained, reply'd in open Court, That they did not P2Leend £0 p2oceed there accowd- Ax'D ou, 
ing to law. But refie&ing on the words he had unadviſedly let fall, he inlifted that 1620, 
the ſaid Corne/ins ſhould take an oath, that he would not tell any body what he had — VN 
ſaid, 'The other refuſed to ſwear to any ſuch thing, but they would not let him 

go, till at laſt he gave his hand, that he would not divulge i: 20 every oody. 

The Placard of the States-General was put 1n execution with no leſs rigour out of Tranſa#'ons 
Holand, in all other places, where they could find, or ſeize any of the Remonſtrants. ring to Fe 
At Bommel, for inſtance, Wiiiam Remaut, late Chaplain to the French Regiments ſtrants in che 
which were in the States ſervice, who about this time had renounced the promiſe of 5” Pro 
ſilence to which he had ſubſcribed, and was about to leave the country on that ac- ue” 
count : his Gentleman, 1 fay, juſt as he was going into the Waggon, on the 10th 
of July, was ſeized by ſome Sojdiers, whom the Magiſtrates ſent to take him, and 
thrown into priſon, only upon a falſe information, and wrong ſuppoſition, that the 
Remonſtrants had holden a meeting at his houſe. But he got out of this trouble a 
ſhort while after. Ihere was a hole digged through the foundation of the priſon ; 
and all the account which the Remonſtrants give us of his efcape is, that the Lord 
delivered him by ftrange hands, without ſaying after what manner he was delivered, 

At Tiel there were between twenty and thirty perſons diſtrained upon, becauſe, knowing 
or believing that there was no evidence againft them, they refuſed to declare whe- 
ther they had heard the above-mentioned Remaur preach out of the (aid town or not. 
Charles Fiph, Lord of Sovlen, who was the Amprman or Governour, the Scout, 
Govert Ek, and the Magiltrates, with thetr Othcers and fome Soldiers belonging 
to Captain Henderſon, a Scotch-man, executed the orders of the Court with the ut- 
moſt rigour. "They took out of peoples houſes whatever they could meet with ; 
ſuch as their ſhop-goods, their houthold furniture, their wearing apparel, and even 
their beds, pillows, and the like. Coming to the houſe of one Herman Anſem, 
who had been accuſed, together with his wite and ſon, they took away three pewter 
diſhes : From Gerard Stek, who, with his daughter, had likewiſe been informed 
againſt, a ſack full of French barley, and a box of ſugar : From Lambert Herman. 
ſon, a Taylor, they extorted a bed, and ten diſhes out of his kitchen, who cry'd 
out to them, as they were loading their cart with the goods, I declare to you, as did 
Chriſtopherus Fabricius, (a Miniſter who preached in the time of perſecution at Anr- 
werp) that your bloody Placards will not avail you, when you come before the juſt tri- 
bunal of God. At the houſe of one Arr Hat they ſeized upon a piece of black 
kerſey. Henry de Verwer, whom they would have diſtrained upon, becauſe his 
wife had been accuſed, humbly begoed that they would not take any thing out of 
his houſe, becauſe he had a great many goods there belonging to other people, and 
promiſed that he would pay the fine demanded of him, within a fortnight : Upon 
which the Ampiman ſaid, I think the devil is in you Remonſtrants, that you cannot 
forbear runing out of town thus to the forbidden meetings. They took away a bed 
from John Williamſon, becauſe his wife was ſuſpeed. At one Kaſtens, they took 
two cuſhions, and two pillow-beds, They went to the houſe of one Lambers de 
WWever, in order to take away the bed upon which he and his wife and five children 
iy, for they had no other 5 whereupon the woman took her youngeſt child, and 
went and fate upon the bed, to hinder them from taking it away, but they made her 

ait it, She then offered to give one of her children as ſecurity for payment of the 
tine, but the Officers threw the child on the ſtraw, took the bed, and marched off. 
"Then the woman applied herſelf to the Amptman, infiſting upon her innocence :; 
and whatever he could ſiy to get any thing out of her, ſhe continued to affirm, 
thar ſhe had never heard the aforeſaid Minitlter Remaut preach ; and begged fo hard, 
and fo long, that the next day her bed was returned to her. 

They offered money to one Peter ven Bruſſel, at the ſign of the Crown, (a man in 
mean circumſtances) to induce him to confeſs, who were at the meeting befides him- 
{elf ; but he boldly anſwered the Scout, That he would betray no body, Whereupon 
they took away his bed too; but thoſe of his perſwaſion preſently bought him another. 
At the houſe of Herman Dirkſon, they broke open a cheſt, and took our of it a cloak, 
a table-cloath valued at 12 Gilders, an apron, four braſs cups, and a brals kettle. 
Ar the houſe of Richard van Dam and Gerard Krul, they ſtopt the wages of each 
of their men-ſervants; and at the ſign of the Peacock, the houſe of on van Segen, 
the wages of the maid-ſervant ; thoſe perſons having nothing elſe worth mat" 
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Ax*Dow. This treatment opened the mouths of fame of the Burghers of Tiel, and made them 
1620. ſpeak ſtrangely of thoſe to whom they 1mputed it, They cried, that they were 
SV WY thus uſed on account of religion, and by fuck as had been TUlty of worſe crimes, 
and who fcemed to have loſt all fence of juſtice. The Scout, who was fo ſevereagainſt 
them, had been guilty, as they fad, of two murders, and other crimes ; and a Cap- 
tain and Serjeant had both of them,committed ſeveral murders. But I have not been 
able to diſcover upon what fonndition of truth theſ: reproaches which mens 
ſafferings forced from them, were founded ; nor could I get the names of any 
more of thoſe Burghers whoſe goods and effects were thus diſtrained in thoſe 
times. Though it is very ſure that many more were perſecutz4 on the fame 

account. 

At Kampen, in the Province of Over-7/el, the Magiſtrates proceeded againſt the 
Remonſlrants upon the like foot, and kept a very watchful eye on the places where 
they ſuſpeted that theſe people neld their meetings, ſuch as barns and ſheep-folds. 
{t js fail that the Contraremonſtrants, upon a certain time, liſtened at a barn in which 
ſome theep were ſhut up, thinking the ſheep to be men and women, and the bel- 
weather happening juſt at the tame time to ſtir his Dell, they concluded that the Re- 
mmon{{ranc Deacons were gathering alms 3 whereupon the barn was preſfently beſer by 
the Soldiers, and the doors broken open, but not a man found init. The Remon- 
ftrants picafed at the diſappointment of their adverſaries; cried, [be Wolves had met 
with other kind of Sheep than hey expected. 

in Free/land, there occurred but little worth notice with regard to eccleſiaſtical 
matters at this time, Yet a certain Rector, or Maſter of the Grammar-ſchool at Har- 
lingen, was, about this time, turned out for refuling to ſubſcribe the Canons of the 
Synod of Doxr, And when he atked thoſe Miniſters who moit inſiſted upon his 
doing it, what power the church had to oblige him thereto, the Miniſter of Harlin-

However, when he afterwards underſtood that they were ready to paſs ſentence of 
death upon him, he was of opinion, that fuch a puniſhment was too ſevere, and en- 
deavoured to fave his life.

It 1s moreover thought that this Prince, I mean he of Orange, who was Hr advice to | 
ſo long balancing between both parties, did at length, by the advice of the Count, -+voqg _ 
put himſelf at the head of that of the Contraremonſtrants, ordering matters after- 
wards according to his good-Iiking ; by which means it was brought about, as ſoon ( 
as the National Synod was reſolved upon, that Bogerman, whom the Count contided 
In very much, and with whom he conſulted 1n all matters, was made the PreſtJent 
of the ſaid Synod. But before this, e'er things came to fo great a height, the ſaid 
Count had, as ſome ſay, much more moderate notions touching the religious con- 
troverlies, and endeavoured to prevent the {chiſm. And I have read in a certain 
Diary, on the firſt day of February, 1517, that the Heer Mombor, Counſellor of the 
Court of Gelderland, at that time, ſaid tro 7obannes Coitſius, and Fobannes Narſtus, 
Miniſters of Nimeguen and Bommel, who waited on him at Arnbeim ; * That he had 
* been in Freeſland, and had heard the Stadtholder, Count Wiliam, declare, how 
* much he was diſpleaſed at the proceedings of ſome of the Contraremon/trants, and 
« particularly of Hilenius, who when Dr, Wilbelmus Scephanus was called to Arn- 

* heim,employed all the arguments imaginable to diſſwade that gentleman from uling 

* any toleration or forbearance towards the Remon/!rants,” Nay, thatthe ſaid Count had 
declared further at that time, Thar the controverſy between the Remonſtrants and 
Contraremonſtrants was not of ſuch importance, but that both might be tolerated, 
and the Miniſters of either perſwaſion might ſerve one and the ſame church. This 
Prince was a fon of Count Fohbn the elder, and brother to Prince //Villiam of Oranze. 
He was born at Siegen, in the year 1560. The ſervices he had done to the United ni; great me- 
Netherlands, ani particularly the Province of Freeſland, were exceeding great ; eſpe- 
cially it 1s recorded to his praiſe, that at the time of the Leice/{rian fation, and 
other ſubſequent diflentions, he compoſed or prevented the differences among the 
people with {ingular goodneſs, prudence, temper and moderation ; that he had cauſed 
the military arts of the Anttents, both Greeks and Romans, to be enquired into by 
Everard van Reyd, and John UN Kornpur, (the former ſuthctently Known by his 
hiſtory, and the latter for his brave exyloits recorded in our chronicles) and to be 
put in practice, not only with reſpe& to the fortifying towns and camps, but likewiſe 

as to the marſhalling of armies, falling back, charging to the right and left, wheeling, 
cloling, and extending of ranks without breaking them ; by which pratices the means 
were found, (eſpecially when Prince Maurice, his couſin, followed his example} of 
obliging the Spaniards to retire, by winning vidorizs and the ſtrongeſt fortifications,

From theſe inſtru&ions, ſome inferred, that the States of Free/land had two thinss 
chiefly in view : firſt, To ſecure their privileges; and fecondly, To prevent the in- 
troduttion of the Eccleſtaftical Conſtitution ; leaſt the Clergy ſhould aſſume a greater 
authority than they had till then enjoyed.

We ſhall now give an account of ſoine other matters, which indeed do not ſtrialy 
relate to the affairs of the church, but which tended to the prejudice of the con- 
demned gentlemen (formerly mentioned,) who, in the ſentences paſt upon them, 
were likewiſe charged with the mal-alminiſtration of eccleſiaſtical matters.

A few weeks aſter the abovementioned declaration of the JuJges, in conſequence 
of which, the Penſionary de Haan and Uitenbogart, were both of them underſtood 
to be likewiſe guilty of high treaſon, the motion made againſt the Heer van Grogone- 
welt, Reinold van Oldenbarnevelc, of which, ſome mention has been made above, 
was reſumed and put in execution. It was agreed at the meeting of the States of 
Holland, on the 7th of Zuly, that it ought not to be endured by any means, that the fp qrepbinn 
eldeſt ſon of Oldenbarnevels ſhould remain in ſuch an office, as w is that of Fore/{-» of Hand 
of the Province of Holland; and that a Committee ſhould be appointed to wait on his 37" FP 
Excellency the Prince of Orange with the compliments of the States, and to beg Groonvclr. 
him to difpoſe of that office to ſome other qualified perſon ; as likewite of his poſt of 
Inſpetor of the Dykes of Delfiland (in which they heard he was contined without 
any oppoſition) to the end that it might be beſtowed upon ſoine good Patriot. This 
was followed by a refolution, which was on the 1oth of the f1id month communi- 
cated to him the Heer van Groonevelt, giving him notice, that he was diſmifed from 
both the offices abovementioned, Oa the 211t of the ſame month, he preſented a pe- 
tition to the States of HoYand, in which he prayed a revocation of the (aid reſolution, 
and that they would be pleaſed to intercede with his Excellency in his behalf; but his 
petition was rejedted, Wrillam van Oldenbarnevelt, Heer van Stoutenburg, the Ad- 
vocate's ſecond ſon, was now deprived of the government of bergen-op Zome, with 
which his Excellency himſelf had inveſted hun, even when the eccleſiaſtical diffe- 
rences were at the higheſt ; but he was allowed to diſpoſe of his office of Captain of 
Horſe, Thus were the fons made to partake of tneir father's puniſhment, without 
any accuſation brought againſt them, and without any other gu.lt than that of 
being deſcended from the Advocate, expreſly contrary to that divine oracle, which 
declares, that the ſon ſhall not bear the iniquity of his father, The Prince of Orange 
ſeemed likewiſe to have quite forgot the promiſe he made by Walers to the ſaid Ad- 
vocate, the night before he ſuffered, namely, that he would ſhow favour to the 
children, as long as they did not miſbehave themſelves, Thus was it underſtood 
by thoſe who thought themſelves wronged, and the opinion of their 1njurics 
awakened in them ſuch a fpirit of wrath and revenge, as afterwards brought them to 
their ruin.

The reformation of all kinds of Officers (as they called it) was ſet about in 
earnelt in the month of July. This was a work of great conſequence, and which 
extended its views towards matters of religion, in order to gct ſuch Bailiffs and 
Scouts choſen in ſome places, who thould not fcruple to hunt down the Remon- 


ſtrants, to diſturb their Conventicles, to trapan their Preachers, and to exa& the 


Fines with rigour, 

We have alrcady hinted, that this Reformation was touched upon by the Clergy 
of the Synod of Sourb-Holland the laſt year ; and the reſolution which the States 
of Holland came to in this maiter, has been mentioned 1n a former book. Grotius 
deſcribes the ſaid Reformation in the manner following 2 © A great many Scouts, 
« Secretaries, or lown-clerks, and other Ofitcers, who had ſerved their country 
© long and faithfully, were turned out of their places z not by form of juſtice, nor 
* for any apparent cauſes, but by {1mple orders or reſolutions of the States of Hol- 
* /and, and thoſe of uther Provinces z as likewiſe ſorne who held their offices from 
© particular or private Lords, who till now had never been hindered or forbidden to 
« put in and employ ſuch perſons as they thought fit, provided they were men that 
* had never been branded with any infamous character, ?*LI1s true indeed, that by 
«© this new and unheard of way of proceeding, they found means to ſtop the mouths 
* of many who ſtood gaping for preterment, and the projectors of theſe innovations 
© fancied that it wasthe way to ſtrengthen their party ; as fomeRomans ſecured them- 
« ſelves by putting Soldiers in poſleſlion of goods that belonged to other perſons. 
« But that this work gave great offence and ſcandal in foreign parts, and occaſioned 
© no leſs diſcontent at home ; and conſequently not only weakened the authority of 
«< the Government, but even endangercd the welfare of theſe Provinces, does not 

want much proof. 

But it will not be amiſs if we center deeper into the detail of this Reformation of 
Officers. For this purpoſe the States of Holland commiſſioned in the Southern parts 
of that Province, the Heer Francis van Aerſen, Lord of Somelſdyke (and when he 
was {cnt to Venice, the Heer van Raphorſt in his ſtead ) with one Gentleman from 
Anifterdam, Mr. John ten Grotenbuis, and one from Enkhuſen, Peter IV atiphſon 
Prot : And in the Northern part, Daniel de Haritain, Heer van Marquer, Mr. Giles 
ae Glareis, Heer van £ſleſmes, Penlionary of the Lown of Harlem, and Peter Fader, 
Burgomalter of the Town of Edam. "Theſe Gentlemen were directed to Inquire 
carefully, but ſummarily, into the behaviour of all Officers, to take an account of 
all, and make report of their procecdings to the fatd States of Hollznd, to the end 
tat their Lordſhips, conlidering of the whole matter, might diſcharge or continue 
them, according as they ſhould judge proper. Iihey were further impowered to in- 
quire Into the maintenance of Schoolmaſters, an to 'give orders that they ſhould be 
competently provided for by the towns, without being a charge to the publick, 
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Fuly. Hut before they came to the buſineſs, the Commilioners emnt 
work, together with the Deputies of Leyden and Alkmaer, waited 9:

the inquiries and injorinations ought, he ſaid, to be put into the hinls of the 
Grand Committee, wao might then odferve, which of the officers were charocd 
with male-adminiiſtration, or other heinous crimes, of whom a lift ſhould be: made 
and tranſmitted to the Court of Holland, to the end. that the Fifcal, or Attorney - 
General, might proceed againft them in ſuch manner as the ſaid Court ſhould dire; 
And as for otters, againit whom no fuch great complaints appeared, the confidera- 
tion of their caſes might be ſuſpended, and their future behaviour obſerved , lo as 
that, if they tranſgreffed 1n the leaſt, they might be then diſcharged, and fo 
punſhed for both offences at the ſime time; this would prevent the troubles 
and une.fiociles which ſuch great changes made at once might occaſion in the State. 
But as {or ſuch, who in thoſe factious times had been the mo{t buſy, and had over 

the greateſt offence by ſtirring up the people, or otherwiſe, and continued fo to do, 

they might be cited before the fa1d Committee, and ſummarily examined, touchins 

what they were accuſed of; and afterwards, if juſt cauſe ſhould appear, be imme- 
diately dilmilled from their employments; ſubmitting it nevertheleſs to the Aſſembly 

of the States, to a&t in this matter according as they judged, would moſt tend to 

the peace and benefit of the Jand, This was likewiſe the ſenſe of the Gentlemen 

who applied to the Prince, 1his advice of his Excellency having been reported to 

the Aſſembly, and afterwards debated, and put to the queition, many of the Mem- 

bers were of the ſame mind ; but no reſolution was taken thereupon, This was fol- 

lowed by a Letter from the Magiſtrates of the Hagre tothe States, complaining of the 
milbehaviourandneghgence of their Bailiff, Yonker William van Outſhorn, and praving 

thit the States would conlider of the matter, and diſmiſs that Gentlemin trom his office, 
which, they ſaid, would be for the publick good, both of Church and State. The ſame 

day the affair of the officers was conlidered. De Glarpis, Penſlionary of Harlem,

LS OY VV Nobles and the Towns of Dorr, Delft, Leyden, Gouda and Rotterdam, did a24in 
inſiſt, and poſitively too, that thoſe perſons ſhould firſt be heard. Fhey repre- 
ſented chat one of them, the Bailiff of the Hague, was not far off, and that havin 
waited on the Committee of the States that very day, he had requeſted, That he 
might only be heard, telling them, that be would not detain them lons, but imme- 
diately convince them, that the things with which he had been charged, were utterl 
falſe. But the other Members faid on the contrary, that in ſuch an affair as this the 
States ought tov proceed with vigour; and that they ought to ſhow courage in mak- 
inz examples of ſome ; and accordingly It was voted and reſolved, that the afore- 
mentioned three Bailiffs thould be diſcharged from their oftice. Upon this it was 
moved by the Nobles, in order to their proceeding with unanimity, that they ſhould 
firſt know the opinion of his Excellency the Prince of Orange ; but the other Mem- 
bers adhered to their own opinion, and the {1x Members above-mentioned were re- 
queſted to joyn with the reſt, But the Nobles declared, That they could not con- 
vemit any man unheard ; that the pzoceeding after ſuch a manner, was contrary ta 
the law of the land ; but nevertheleſs they were contented to be over-voted fo2 that 
time. The Deputies of Dorr declared, that for peace-ſake they would come into 
the ſame reſolution : Thoſe of Delfc, that their inſtrutions were, not to ſuffer 
themſelves to be over-voted : Thoſe of Leyden held with the Nobles : Thoſe of 
Gouda declared, that they adhered to their inſtructions: And thoſe of Rorterdam 
ſaid, they would not be too itiff, but comply with the reſt. Whereupon the dif- 
miſlion of the aforeſaid three Bailiffs, Schaap, Onr/ſhorn and Fakoth, was finally a- 
oreed to ; and notice given to the Committee of the States, to take care that this re- 
ſolution ſhould be put in execution after the moſt conventent manner, But when 
the Gentlemen of that Committee declined meddling with it, as a matter that had 
not been managed with all that regularity it ought, the Secretary was ordered to 
ſignify their diſmiſſion in the name of the States themſclves to the three perſons be- 
fore-mentioned ; as alſo to the Heer Suker, which he accordingly did the ſame day. 
The conſideration of the cafe of the other officers was put off tothe next Aſſembly of

__ about the end of this year, that Balrhaſar Lydius, one of the Miniſters of Dor, 
made a liſt of the names of thoſe officers, againſt whom any thing was to be obje&- 
ed; and that he was dire&ed by the Synod of South-Holland, which met at Gouda 
in the month of Augu/?, to delire of the Members of the Claſhs, that foraſmuch as 
it had been reſolved to reform all kinds of officers, they would take an account of 
the faults that any of their officers had been guilty of, and tranſmit them to him, 
promiſing that their informations ſhould be kept ſecret. This requeſt was made to 
the Brethren of the Claſlis in the beginning of September ; and it 1s thought by 
ſome, that the liſt was communicated to the States Commiſſioners ; but of this we 
have no certainty. 

After theſe tranſa&ions, namely, on the 17th of September, the informations and 
proofs againſt Frederict van Loſekat, Bailiff of Leesfelc, and Droſlart of the Alblaſſer 
and Krimpender diſtrids, were read in the Aſſembly of the States of Holland, as allo his 
repreſentations againſt the ſame, and his verbal defence was heard againſt ſome of 
the things laid to his charge.

They of Dorc joyned in the opi- 

nion ; adding only, that when this was done, the affair of an amneſty, or general 

pardon of all offences committed on both fides, during the diſputes and troubles, tho11d 

be taken into conſideration, 79 the end that the minds of the people might be compoſed, 

and the publick peace and tranquillity reſtored.

might look as 1f their former proceedings had been unjuſt; for which cauſe they the 

ſaid Deputies thought 1t moſt expedient, that the ſame Commilliners, who had 

taken the informations, ſhould lay before this Afﬀſerably an account of thoſe Of- 

ficers who were moſt obnoxious, and who could not well be continued in their 

employments without viſible prejudice to the State (how ſinall ſoever their num- 

ber were, and the ſmaller the better ) to the end that the States might come to ſuch 

© reſolutions in thelr caſe, as they thould ſee convenient.” 'The Deputies of Gor- 
kum, the Brill, Alkmaer, Horn, Enkhuſen, Edam, Monnikedam, Medenblik and Pur- 
merent, followed thoſe of Amſterdam. But for all this, the Aflembly came to no 
reſolution, and the matter was put off to another time. But on the 15th of March 
of the year enſuing (into which I only enter for the connexion of matters) the 
Commiſſioners above-mentioned made their report of ſuch ofhcers as they judged to 
be the greateſt offenders, and of the places where they had tranſgreſt ; delivering in 
writing the names of ſuch as in their opinion could not be continued in their othces 
without prejudice to the Government. Upon which the queſtion being put, the 
Nobles were of opinion, * That the aforeſaid Commiſhoners ſhould once more re- 
« viſe the liſt of officers which they had prepared, and diſtinguiſh particularly thoſe 
* who had been guilty of bribery, extortion, and other corruptions, and give a liſt 
* of them, together with the informations they had received againſt them, to the 
« Fiſcal, in order to their being proſecuted as the Government ſhould think fit, and 
« tothe end that it might appear which of the officers might receive a handſom re- 
* proof or reprimand, and fo be continued in their places upon promiſe of amend- 
* ment, and which of them deſerved to be forthwith diſcharged.” In this opinion the 
ſaid Nobles were followed by the Deputies of Dorr, Delft, Leyden, Schoneboven, and 
the Brill, But thoſe of Rorrerdam declared, {har they were not inſlrufted to con- 
[ent to the diſmiſſion of any man without hearing him; but that however, if the 
other Members of the Aſſembly were of opinion that the above mentioned of- 
ficers ought to be diſcharged from their employments, they would not oppoſe it. All 
the reſt of the Members declared, that they did not think it conſiſtent with the 
{afety of the land, to continue the perſons, whoſe names the Commiſſioners had 
121d before them, in the exerciſe of their offices. Then followed the reſolution, that 
all the aforeſaid officers, ſecretaries and others, mentioned in the lift. (hould be 
deemed as diſcharged from their employments. Laſtly the Ncbles and t1e Depu- 
ties of Delft and Leyden prayed, that their opinions might be entered into tae Jour-

[| etters were likewiſe {cnt to ſome, to admoniſh them to behave well in their re- 
ſpective poſts, to the end that the Government might not be obliged to take other 
meaſures, Thus were there twenty-eight perſons, either Scouts, Batlliffs, Secre- 
tarics, or Town-clerks, diſcharged on one day, in the month of January, 1621. 
But ſome reckon that the number of officers, who were, or had been turned out in 
the ſpice of ſome months within the Province of Holland, did not amount to much 
fewer than fifty, belides ſuch who finding themſelves ſuſpe&ed, did, of their own 
accord, timely reſign their offices. Some of thoſe who were diſcharged, were ac- 
cuſed of matters that had no relatton to the buſineſs of religion : Some who had 
ſided before with the Remonſtrants, joyned at this time with their adverſaries, and 
ſhewed ſo much zeal in putting the Placards in execution againſt their old friends, 
that their new ones thought them ſincere enough to be continued in their places. 
But it is ſaid of one only ; to wit, the Scout of Arlander-vene ; that he ſcorned to 
be a turn-coat, and yet wis fuftered to hold his office ; but whether this favour was 
ſhown him for his bluntneſs and plain-dealing, we dare not afhrm ; however, his 
anſwers to the Commilltoners are worthy of notice : *I was repreſented to him, 
that he muſt thencefor wards break off all correſpondence with the Remon/tranrs, and 
and 20 to church, if he expected to keep his place of Scout ; but when he told them 
plainly that he would not pay {o dear for 1t, ſome of the Gentlemen feemed to be 
much ſurprized, and ſaid to him, 1hat they had not expected that a man of his 
charafer, who did not ſeem ſo over-ſerupulous, either with regard to morals or prin- 
ciples, would have made any difficulty in a buſineſs of that nature : But the Scout: 
laying his hat upon his knee, returned this memorable anſwer with an emotion of

Thus not knowing 
what courſe to take, he thought of going to France, hoping to meet with ſome ſup- 
port or favour in that country, for the King had about two years before admitted him 
into the number of his Coſmographers, to the end thit he might makea deſcription of 
that kingdom. Here he endeavoured to get one years penlzon which was due to him 
from the King ; but met with more difficulties than he imagined. 

On the 11th of June, he hada conference with the Miniſters of the Reformed 
community of Paris, and defired to be admitted to the celebration of the Lord's ſup- 
per at Charenton ;, but they raiſed ſeveral fcruples againſt it, which very much 
arieved and afflicted him, who was already in great diſtreſs. In the mean time, he 
was attacked on the other hand by ſeveral DoQors of the Sorbonne, both with argu- 
ments and promiſes of being made a Profeſſor among them, in caſe he would come 
over to the Popiſb rehigion, Being thus rejeted by one party, and courted by ano- 
ther, he reſolved at length to throw himſelf into the arins of thoſe who had made 
ſuch advances towards him, and with whom he might conſequently tind the greateſt 
incouragement. Accordingly, on the 25th of June, he declared himſelf a member of

13 
to excommunicate and cut him off. The Heer van Langerak immediately notified 
this event to the Miniſter Peter du Moulin, who joined with that Ambailador in uſing 
his vtmoſt endeavours to bring him back, but 1b vain, He continually exclaimed 
azain{t the treatment he had met with, and eſpeclally his hard uſage, as he called 
it, from his own friends and relations. When he diſcourled of the thing itlelf, he 
ſaid, It was not ſo ſlrange a thing, ſince it was only returning to the antient, only, 
true, catholick church, diſuſed over the whole world, with which all the primitive 
fathers had held communion. He added, {har a good many more would follow his 
ſteps, without naming any body, He moreover complained of 11s pov erty and inabl- 
lity of maintaining his own family ; and at length owned that he had given his 
ſolemn word and promiſe to the gentlemen of the Sorbonne, 11 hopes of ſome prefer- 
ment, without having had any diſcourſe with the Jeſuits ; ſubjoining, that he durſ(t 
not ſtir out of Paris to fetch his wite and children, - for fear of the ſhame and re- 
proaches he ſhould meet with, but that his friends and patrons had engaged to get 
him recommended by the King to the States, in order to obtain their leave for his 
wife to follow him, and to bring his effeas with her. In the ſame letter, in which 
an account of theſe matters is given by the Amoatlador of the United Provinces, it is 
further ſaid, that Diu Moulin, and the faid Amballador, adviſed the endeavouring to 
hinder his wife and children from tollowing him, partly by the eatreaties of their 
relations, and partly by the promiſe of fome little alliſtance, They were in hopes, 
by this means, to bring him to a better mind. Ir 1s farther ſaid, in the fume letter, 
that this his apoſtacy occaſioned great ſcandal, eſpecially in the city of Paris, and much 
trouble to thoſe of the Reformed religion; and that Bertius himfelt was fo diſturbed 
in his mind u»on this occaſion, that he behaved like one who had loſt his ſenſes. 

We may fee a further account of his {tte and condition from what the learned 
Ruerus, who was at the ſame time at Paris, and converſed with him, f{ays of hin in 
a certain letter, which, with many hundreds more of the moſt learned perſons, both 
of the laſt and preſent age, 1s ſtill in my hands: * © The account of Bertins's Ruarus 
« apoſtacy, ſays he, 1 heard firſt from ſeveral perſons worthy of credit, but yeſterday 71 577 0 
« | learned it from his own mouth. He appeared to be in the utmoſt confulion; one 2txy. = 
* while as pale as death, another while all in a cold ſweat ; ſometimes trembling as 
* he went along, and ſometimes (is! ohing and weeplng, and could ſcarce utter an 
« thing but complaints of the unjult, unchriſtian, and cruel uſige, as he {tiled it, 
* of the Contraremonſtrants. However, | ſuſpe&, by ſome words that fell from him, 
* that he 1s not at all, or very little come oft from his former notions, and that he 
* has turned Papi/! for no other reaſon but to ret his pen{ton out of the King's coffers, 
* for which 1 know he had been piteouſly beoging and folliciting many weeks before, 
* but all im vain, It may be too, that they have given him hopes of enjoying ſome 
* advantages after which he had aſp ired ; as perceiving that be was capable of ſelling 
lots very / ſoul for gold, A few oe after, namely on the 24 of September, Bertius tr write; tg 
hinfelf writ a letter to the Committee of the States of Hy//2nd, in which, after 7 Commireee

leſtation. It is likewiſe related ot him, that he was heard to ſay, after his quitting 
the Reformed church, That he was the ſame man in ſubſlance, as before, When 
the news of his apoſtacy arrived in HoYand, it excited various emotions in the minds 
of the contending parties, The moſt violent Contraremonſtrants feemed to be pleaſed 
at his inconſtancy, and to take an occaſion from thence to reproach the Remonſtrants 
whith his crime. "They cried, It might plainly be ſzen by this event, what thoſe peo- 
ple would be at ;, that Popery lay concealed in their bearts : that their very doffrines 


paved the way for introducing it : that Bertius had led the dance, and Uitenbogart, 


Epiſcopins, Grevinkhovius, and the reſt of them would ſoon follow, 

At Amſterdam, one Nicolas Viſſcher, or Fiſher, a zealous church-man, and one who 
had ſeveral times exerciſed the office of Deacon and Elder 1n that city, publiſhed a 
ſatirical Print, which he called the Arminian Fools-cap. Init, Bertzus was repreſented 
with his beads in his hands, kneeling before the facrament, which is there called the 
bread-god of the Prieſts. In this poſture a fools-cap was ſet upon his head; by the 
emblem of inconſtancy, diſtingwiſhed by a weather- cock; by ſuperſtition, repreſente4 
by a monk with afs's cars; and by fooliſh avarice, laden with bags of money. Over 
his head hovered the ſpirit of error in the ſhape of an owl. Art a diſtance, he was 
ſeen receiving the wafer into his mouth, and walking along in proceſſion with 
the ſacrament. On the one fide lay his books, vis. his Propotitions concerning the 
apoſizcy of the Saints, his Deſcription of Germany, his Maps, and other papers. At 
the bottom of this print, certain doggrel verſes explained all the figures, and terrib| 
expoſed the Remonſtrants, But the Remonſtrants themfelves did not think that this 
apoſtacy of Bertivus ought to be 1mputed to them, as being altogether unconcerned in 
the matter. Uirenbozart having been informed by a letter from ſomebody, that Ry- 


ſens, one of the Contraremonſtrant Miniſters of the Hague, was glad of the opportu- 


nity of inſulting the Remon/trants upon the fall of Bercivs, returned this anſwer : 
* If Roſeus had any true charity in him, he would rather lament, than rejoice at the

* 6 but triumph over their adverſaries. And yet he knows well enough thart it is above 


« a year ago that Bertius forfook us, and joined himfelf to the Contraremonſtrants, 
whoſe churches he daily frequented, and of whom he begged to be received into 
« their communion. Conſequently he was not a Remonſirant, but a Contraremon- 
* ftrant, when he turned Papi/?. He did not pafs over to Popery from us, but fron 
* them, And indeed, they are much nearer to that religion than we. How many 
* Calviniſts have turned Papiſts formerly ? Roſerns himſelf has not yet been put to the 
« trial. He fits in his mother's lap, and is worſhipped like an 1dol. But it ever the 
* tables be turned, we ſhall ſee what he has in his belly too, ——— 

In another letter writ about this time by the fame Uitenbogart to the Advocate 
Nicholas van Sorgen, upon the ſame occaſion ; he fiys, * The proceedings of Bertius 
« cannot fail of giving great offence to many, But offences muſt come. The man 
* affected to be thought one of us, but we found he was not right, We have not 
* kept any correſpondence with him theſe feveral years. He avoided us, and we him.

they took of their flocks; that they deteſted the behaviour of Bertzvs ; that the Con- 1620. 
traremonſtrants of all men ought not to make ſuch a noiſe about his apoſtacy, ſince, 4 
according to their principles, he cou!d not forbear falling, neither could his fall bz 
prejudicial to him , that many others of the Clergy had formerly relapſed to Popery, 
but that it could not be from thence inferred, that all the reſt wou1d tollow ; neither 
was it any conſequence, that becauſe Bertins had apoſtatized, other Remon/trants 
ſhould tread in,his ſteps. The aforeſaid author likewiſe maintained, that the Con- 
traremonſtrants followed the example of the Papiſts, and that they had led Berrins by 
the hand, as it were, to Popery ; that ſeveral of their principles and practices agreed 
with thoſe of the Papiſts : as Firſt, 'That of Predeſtination, which agreed with the 
dodrine of the Dominicans. Secondly, Ihe holding of human inſtitutions and decrees. 
Thirdly, The partial condemning of all ſuch as differed from them. Fourrhly, The 
_ endeavouring to eſtabliſh a hierarchy, or ſpiritual dominion, And, Fifthly, The 

ſeeking to introduce coercion of conſcience, and the temporal puniſhments of. 
hereticks. 

Some time after, Bertivs obtained that reward, which it was thought he aimed at Bertius ;; 
in changing his religion. He was admitted Profeltor of Rhetorick, or Eloquence, in the 759 © 
Becodian college, and on the 24 of Ober, when he entered upon his office, he Paris © 
made a certain oration, 1n which he gave an account of the reaſons of his leaving Ley- 
den, and coming to Paris, and of the motives which inclined him to abandon the 
Proteſlant, and embrace the Popiſh religion. The chief arguments which he Dro- nfuge-wdhd

duced, and extolled very much, were, The antiquity of the Romiſh church ; the tha oceafion 


ſucceſſion of Biſhops, who bad always taught the ſame doftrin? , the conformity of that 

doctrine with the ſacred writings ,, the authority and ſanity of the fathers ; the 

novelty of the Reformed religion , the continual uſe of tradition in the church ; the 

blaſphemous dofrines and decrees of the Contraremonſtrants , the lies which the Cal- 

viniſts ſpread againſt che Members of the Catholick church; and his conferences with 

the moſt learned of that communion. Thus did Bertius endeavour to pleiſe 

his new maſters. 
In the preceding month of Augu/?, mention was made of his ſcandalous apoſtacy in 

the Synod of Sourh- Holland, holden at Gouda, and the Claſlis of Leyden ſignified to , $1.9 

the ſaid Synod, in the name of his friends, that they were indeed convinced that he South-[10!- 

had juſtly deſerved the moſt ſevere cenſures of the church by this his grievous fall ; = Ov,

mean while, a letter ſhould be {ent from this Synod to the church of Paris, to pray 

them to admoniſh him of his apoſtacy, and to (33nify their ſucceſs to the Synod ; to 

the end that as ſoon as the Synod were informed thereof, they might accordingly 

proceed, at the expiration of the ſaid three months, to excommunicate him, unleſs he 

ſhould give due fatisfation to the church, by ſigning the formulary of unity before- 

hand. Hereupon the Miniſters of the Reformed church of Paris, addrefſed them- 7% Reform» 

ſelves to him, uſing ſeveral arguments to induce him ro renounce his ſcandalous bo; 

apoſtacy, and to return into the boſom of the church. But their admonition was in ever bo 

vain, and they figniftied as much to the brethren in Hy/and. For which cauſe, the ge Sata 

church of Leyden proceeded to his excommunication, which they proclaimed and *# 

publiſhed on Eaſter-day, of the following year, at the time of the adminiſtration of 77.507 

the Lord's Supper, and in the preſence of the whole congregation.

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Ax Dow.and that ſuch leave had not as yet been granted them, But the Synod declared, that 
1620. ſince the aforeſ1id decree was founded upon the decreesof the National Synod, which 
LS / V had been publickly eſtabliſhed and confirmed by the ſupreme authority of the States- 
General, and fince his Princely Grace had concurred in ſupporting the faid decrees, 

the church of Buren ought to have executed the ſame without delay, and they were 

therefore ag31n required immediately to proceed thereto, Purſuant to this decree, 

the ſaid Hurtenus was publickly excommunicated in the church of Buren, This 

ſhe caſe o being done, the Synod of Gonda entered upon the con(tderatton of the-caſe of Vo/rus. 
Voſlus /5 The Deputies of the Synod who had been empowered, together with the Theologi- 
hs ned ef Cal Faculty of Leyden, to confer with him ; reported, that after the breaking up of 
Gouda the Synod of Leyden, they had conſulted the Prince of Orange about him, and that 
his Excellency was of opinion; That after the ſolemn deciſion of the National Synod, 

it was dangerous to diſpute with any perſon concerning the points which had been 

there apreed upon and eſtabliſhed \, that it would ſuffice to lay the Canons of the Synod 

before the ſaid Voſlius, and to admoniſh him to ſubſcribe them, t9 join himſelf again 

to the church, and to give ſatisfattion for his paſt behaviour, Aﬀteer this, they faid, 

they repaired to Leyden, where they cominunicated their inftructions to the Theolo- 

ical Faculty of that Univerſity, laying before them the LXXIVth article of the Nx- 

tional Synod, and the Declaration or Explanation of Yoſfrus, together with certain er- 

rors found in his writings, and extracted from thence. The Profeſſors defied copies 

of thoſe papers, in order to conſider of them, promiſing to tranſmit their opinion 
forthwith to them the faid Deputies z but afterwards, when they were ready, jointly 

with the Deputies to enter into a conference with Yoffrus, an order was ſent them 

from the Curators of the Univerſity to fordear doing it, and only to take an occation 

to diſcourſe with him in private, This order was communicated to the Deputies by 

Voſſius/5 the Profeilors, and by them to tne Synod; who thereupon reſolved to cite Vo//rus to 
— appear before them againſt the 12th of Avg? 11 the evening, in order to treat with 
che $ywd. him the day following, and to try whether matters might be ſo accommodated, as 
that the Church and Vous too might be mutually ſatisfied. Bur he, inftead of 

waiting upon them, conſulted with the Confiſtory of Leyden about it, who there- 

upon wrote to the Synod ; That for ſeveral weighty reaſuns, they had thought fit to 

treat the venerable Synod to allow that, in purſuance of the reſolutions taken by the 

Synod of Leyden concerning him. a trial might be made, wh2ther or no, by the inter- 

poſition of the Profeſſors of Divinity, and the Deputies of the Synod, they could not 

{6 far prevail on him, as to induce him to make ſatisfaftion to the church, Upon 

which, at the requeſt of the Counſellor vanden Honarr, the States Commiſſioner at 

this Synod, the matter was put off for the ſpace of two or three days. Thus we 

tind thoſe proceedings in relation to Yoſrus, entered upon the Journals of the afore- 

{aid Synod, But it is certain, that this delay, or adjournment, came from a higher 

hand ; for the ſaid Commilſſiener, vanden Honarr, his Collegue, and the Heer Gil- 

bers Hart, one of the Burgomaſters of the town of Gouda, having writ to the States 

of Holland about this buſineſs, it was agreed in that aſſembly, after reading their

At the fame tune, the Deputies of the 
and. Synod made a report of all that had paſt between them and the Profeſſor Cuners, 


purſuant to the direQions they had received from the foregoing Synod. He had 
been diſcourſed by them about the faults they had obſerved in the books he had 
publiſhed, and had replied, rhat in cafe they would give him a copy of what they 
had obſerved worthy of cenſure in his wrirings, he would further conlider of it, 
and give the church ſuch ſatisfaQtion, as they themſelves ſhould judge ſufficient. 
Their obſervations or obje&ions which were communicated to him in a letter, and 
his anſwers, were now laid before the Synod. The aflembly was much plealed with 
his further explanations, and civil anſwers. It was judged however proper, that for 
the further ſatisfation of the church, he ſhould, with the firſt opportumry, draw up 
1 ſhort paper, in order to corre& the chief of thoſe miſtakes which had been pointed 
it, and which he himſelf had owned, and then deliver 1t to the church of Ln, 

and 
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and to the Deputies of the Synod ; tothe endthat being read and approved by them, 
it might be forthwith publiſhed. 

This Synod took likewiſe into their con{ideration, the caſe of Johannes Narſtus, 
late Miniſter of Bommel, who of his own accord, had reſigned his Itving, without 
having been deprived by the church, or {igning the At of Ceſfation, and who, at 
that time, reſided at Kotrerdam, The Deputies of the Synod defired to know how 
they ſhould proceed tor the ſervice of the church, in regard to him, who, as they 
ſaid, was a dangerous perſon, and had always been a great ſtickler for the Remon- 
ftrant faction ? Upon this queſtion, it was agreed, that a letter ſhould be {nt to the 
Synod of Gelderland, defiring them, that they would forward the deprivation of the 
ſaid Johannes Narſius ; and moreover, that he might be adinoniſhed and excited, At 
the place where he then dwelt, to ſubſcribe the aforeſaid at, and that the church 
might proceed further againſt him, according to her rules and orders, 

The tenth Gravamen, which was Jaid before this Synod, was of the following im- 
port : * Whether ſome of the branches of the anſwer of the preceding Synod, to 
the firſt Gravamen, ought not to be more fully explained ; viz. thoſe which related 
to the manner of treating; T. Such as had forſaken the party of the R-monſtrants, 
and qualified themſelves to ſerve the church, 2. Thoſe Miniſters who had f12ned 
the A& of Ceilation, and nevertheleſs did not come to church, ſetting an ill ex- 
ample to others; and whether it might not be proper to apply to the States about 
them, foraſmuch as they had often declared, not only that they could come to 
church with a ſafe conſcience, but that they could likewiſe promete their ſalvation 
therein. 3. Thoſe Remonſtrant Confiltories, which till obſtinately perſiſted in 
their ſeparation. 4. Such of the people who ſt1]l adhered to the do&rine of the 
Five Points, and yet came to church to hear the true dotrine. 5. All thoſe Re- 
monſtrants 1 general, who, as 1t was reported, had entered into an aſſociation or 
engagement, to keep away from the church, and from the hearing of the word of 
God. And, 6. Ihe exiled Miniſters, who continued obſtinate and perverſe.

The reſolution taken by this Synod hereupon, was thus recorded in their books : 4re{o/urien o/ 


Fozalmuch as this Gravamen conſiſts of ſeveral bzanches, the Aﬀfembly decrees in 
manner following, As to the firſt point, That we ought to abide by what the 
Synod of Leyden has plainly enough determined concerning it ; but becauſe ſome 
have veſired a fuller t1terpetation of the wow qualified, the anſwer is, that the 
vaift, and meaning of the wows, fuiciently ſhow, that we are not thereby tounder: 
ſfand, as ſome perhaps may think, the Remonſtrant Miniſters wha have embraced 
the Founularies ;z but perions of quality, and creditable vocations, not before receiven 
into the communton of the church, but paivately admitted by the Remonſtrants : 
Pet [0 as that it 1s not to be underſtood, that any one ſhall be admitted to an ami- 
cable conference, unlets he declare that he is of the opinion of the church, whether 
he be otherwiſe qualitied o2 not. As to the ſecond branch ; it ts not judged conve- 
ntent tos apply to the States to? the interpoſition of their authozity in this matter ; 
fozalmuch as their Lowſhips have already odered, that they ſhall be diſplaced, in 
caſe they revoke o2 contradict their own ſubſcriptions. But ſuch perſons who ſetting 
an fl example to others, abſent themſelves fromour church and divine ſervice, thall 
ve £eeleſiaſtically admonihed ; and all endeavours ſhall be uſed to bring them thither 
by moderate and gentle methods, if it be poſſible, As ts the third bzanch, which is 
founded upon the reſolution of the Synod of Leyden, in the 78th article, it is a: 
greed, that rhe church ſhall not yet p2oceed to excommunication, but continue to 
admoniſh more ecclefiattico, Ag to the fourth bzanch, the Synod adheres to what 
[S already decreed by the Synod of Leyden, in relation to theſe perſons in the afo2e- 
laid 73th article. ut it being asked upon this occaſion, whether any of the Mem- 
bers of the Community, who are entirely in the opinion of the Remonſtrants, with 
retpect to the Five Points, and who veclare their intentions of adhering therets, but 
p2anile at the ſame time to be behave quietly and peaceably, ſhould be avmitted to the 
lacrament ? the anſwer of the Spnod is: That beſides that this queſtion is fuffict- 
entiy explained in the 74th article of the fozegoing Synod, if we attend to the 
diſtinction therejia made between obſtinate and tractable Members, fuch a thing 
ought by no means to be allowed; and it being put to the queſtion, the anſwer 


was, that no ſuch practice obtained in any Claſſis 02 Church, within the jurisviction 


of this Synod. 
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As to the tifth bzanch, it 19 agreed, that ti cats tuech pertoits are Members, the 
Church ought to pzoceed agatiift them with her cenfures, and to addzeſs the States 
to aſſiſt with their authozity. As to the hx'h, the Synod declares that £1 jb baniſh: 
ed VBiniſters, whether they were cited befoze the 12ational Dynan 92 not, are actit- 
ally cut off from the communion of the Church, by the verv feitence of the ſai 
Synod, and that they ought to be deemed as ercommunicaten vp vertite of that 
ſentence; and the rather, becauſe they were baniſhed out of the land by the 
11dgment of their Lowdſhips the States, and deny being eſtranged aid alte- 
nated from all communion with theſe pwovinces and churches. they are not citable 
here ; anv herethn are conp43ed all thoſe, who, tho' they were not baniſhed, have re- 
tired of their own acco2v. 

There was likewiſea Gravamen relating to the Schools about which it was agreed 
by the Sy nod, that their Deputies (hould a pply to the States for ſome fixed orders 
and regulations ; and notwithſtanding the States had already rejeted that article, 
the ſaid Deputics were inſtructed to renew their application on account of the De-

had not perhaps erpreſt the fame in waiting ; the Synod declared not only that 
ſuch ſubſcriptions ſhould be deemed null and void, but that the ſubſcribers were 
wozthy of cenſure, and that they ſhould be admoniſhed by the Ocputies of tze Sy- 
nod in conjunction with thoſe of the (aid Claſſis of Yort, to recede from their afoze- 
ſaid exceptions and conditions ; and in caſe they perſiſted therein, that the cenſures 


of the church ſhould be thundered againſt them. 
Such were the reſolutions of the Synod of Gouda about ſubſcribing, &5, which 


gave birth to many events, as ſhall be ſhown in the courſe of this ruſtory; Some 
other matters were likewiſe agreed upon at the ſame Synod, of which we {hill give 
a brief account. 

It appearing that ſeveral of the Clergy were remiſs in publickly expounding upon 
the Catechiſm, the Synod reſolved that there ſhould be one uniform method obſerved

There were ſeveral queſtions put about the baprizing of children; and among 

others, what ſnould be ame with thoſe Remonſtrants, who being witneſſes t9 the 

baptiſm of a child, either made no an(wer to the queſtions aſked them out of the 

form of baptiſm, or elſe turned them into ridicule £ 'The Synod declared, That the 

ſilence of ſuch witneſſes ſhould be deemed their conſent and appwbation. That 

thoſe ridiculers ſhould be rep2oved, and occaſionally admontſhed ; and in caſe they 

remained contumacious, complained of to the Civil Officer.

In a Gravamen concerning an univerſal form of marriage, which was to be in- 
ſiſted on, it was likewiſe propoled, TUhether the marriages of Remonſtrants ought 
to be confirmed by the Civil Yagiſtrates ; fozalmuch as the States had granten 
that pzivilege to the Anabapriſts and Papiſts only ; and becauſe ſome of the Magt- 
ſtrates had refuled to confirm ſuch marriages ? But the Synod conceiving this to 
be a matter merely political or civil, thought it moſt proper to leave it to the plea- 
ſure of the Civil Magiſtrate. 
In another Gravamen it was aſked, Hyw they were to be treated why apoſtatized, 
or turned to the Popith religion, eſpecially Members of a Conſiſtory, in ſuch places 
where it might be prejudicial to exerciſe the cenſures of the Church, by reaſon of the 
peoples being, unaccuſlomed thereto © Ihe Synod were of opinion in this caſe, That 
tho the people were unaccuſtomead to the diſcipline of the Church, yet this ought by 
no means to obſtrutt the exerciſe of it , but that ſuch perſons ſhould be proceeded 
againſt gradually, according to the Rules of the Church. 
Samuel Veltins, formerly Miniſter of Wichem in Gelderland, who had been de- 
prived on account of the Remon/irant opinions, after having reſided a while at Ley- 
den, endeavoured to be admitted by this Synod to a reconciliation to the Church ; 
declaring that he had looked more carefully into matters, and was diſpoſed to ſign the 
Canons. The Synod was of opinion, that he ought to give fatisfaQtion to the Sy- 
nod of Gelderland, and the Claflis and Church where he had formerly ſerved, they 
being the beſt judges of his affair > and added, that as ſoon as he had given this 
ſatisfaRtion, he was not only qualified for a Call, but that they ſhould be ready to 
promote 1t any where, provided nevertheleſs, that after he had made this fatisfaRion, 
he would undergo the trial of a year longer. In purſuance of this reſolution, he 
reconciled himſelf firſt with the Claſhs of Nimeguen, and in the next place with the 
Church of Leyden, and in the ſubſequent Synod of South-Holland he was recom- 
mended to the Clz:iiis to be promoted again to the Miniſtry, which happened, at 
length, by his Call to Arlandervene.

Dained by the Ftational Spnod of Dort, without the conſent of the Spnon, Lo 
1620. this addreſs, after ſome deliberation, it was anſwered, thit the States thanked them 
op ay-3.... the trouble they had taken, and likewiſe the Synod for their concern for the 
he States. peace and welfare of the land, defiring them to continue the fame, and adced, 
* That they, the States of that Province, ſhould not have ſcrupled to have received 
* the Eccleſiaſtical Conſtitution with ſome qualifications, if the re!t of the United 
* Provinces could have been prevailed upon to have done the like. But that being 
* impraCticable, and the Church being unable to ſubſilt withour ſome regulations, 
* the Allembly intended to embrace the fir{t opportunity of reviling the atoreſaid 
* conſtitution ; and they the Deputies might depend upon it, that when the States 
* entered upon that affair, they would communicate matters to the Brethren of the 
Synods or Churches of North and South-Holland” This anſwer was returned by 
word of mouth, it not being thought fit to give 1t in writing. Lhe States reſolved 
likewiſe, that their Commiſſioners at the Synod ſhould be exhorted to take care, nur 
to ſuffer any thing to be tranſacted there, in prejudice to what had been agreed upon 
in their Aſſembly, After this, 1t was further reſolved by the States, to ſignify to the 
Synod by their Commiſtioners, that they ſhould depute fone perſons to whom they 
the States might communicate ſuch correCtions and alterations as they thould think 
fit to make in the aforeſaid Kecleſtaſtical Conſtitution, It was likewife thought pro- 
per to recommend the fame to the Synod of North-HoYand, which was to ancet at 
Alkmaer, 

The Synod of Gorda being ſeparated, the Commiſſioners, the Heers Rochus van- 
den Honart, one of the Counſellors of the High-Court of Hyulland, and Gilbert 
Hari a Burgomaſter of Gonda, returned to the Aſſembly of the States on the 2 1ft 
of Auguſt, where they made a verbal report of all that had paſt in the Synod, pre- 
ſenting to the States at the fame time a Petition of the ſaid Synod, in which they 
prayed, that their expences, amounting to one thouſand four hundred fixty-two Gil- 
ders, beſides thoſe of the Commiſſioners, which came to three hundred more, might 
be defrayed by the publick, at leaſt for that time ;, both becauſe the Claſſes were not 
mn a condition to defray the ſame, and becauſe the matters there tranſatted, were, 
for the moſt part, the ſequel or conſequences of thoſe of the National Synod, The 
States having conlidered this Petition, reſolved that the expences of this Synod, and 
of that which was to meet at Alkmaer this year, ſhould be defrayed by the Pro- 
vince of Hyl/and ;, but that this ſhould be the laſt time, and that for the future no- 
thing of this nature ſhould be any more demanded. The States had once before 
granted the ſum of four hundred Gilders to thufe of the Claſlts of Leyden, at their 
requeſt, for their ſervice in ſupplying the vacancies made by the departure of the 
Remonſlrants, but declared that it was only for once, and not to be made a prece- 
dent of. 

Triglandius VWHhillt this Synod was fitting at Goude, Jacobus Triglandins, one of the Mini- 
mos M ſters of Amſterdam, who was then preſent as a correſpondent, on the part of the 
coming 16, Churches of North-Holland, preached before them in the Church of that town ; 
aifin4ion of and in his ſermon diſtinguiſhed between the revealed and ſecrer will of God, aft- 
_ "oy 1 firming, That according to the revealed will of God, ſome men were ſolemnly called ; 
Will, which but that according to his (ecret will, be had decreed, from all eternity, not to grant to 
| mak, "ne 1 thoſe ſo called, any of that grace which was neceſſary to faith and repentance. I his 
doctrine ſounded ſo harſh in the ears of ſome who were preſent, that it made them 
leave the Church, nor could they be prevailed upon to ſtay, notwithitanding he 1n- 
treated them. 

On the 25th of Auguſt the Synod of North- Holiand met at Alkmaer : their prin- 
cipal tranſa&tions may be ſeen in the following account extracted from their Syaodt- 
cal Regiſters.

As to the ſecond Gravamen of Alkmaer, about the ſtay of the ſuſpended and de- 
prived Mini{ters in PL1CES where they had formerly officiated, the Deputies of this Sy. 
nod declared, that they bad obtained the following mor r to their requeſt: , namely, 
That thoſe Miniſters, who behgued confor mably to the Act of OOO, might fla ; 
and the reſt, who preſume 24 to rranſereſs, r, might be immediately ſent away by the 
reſpeciive Mag iſtrates of 'the places where they abode. It was farther {11d, that the 
States General had ſufficiently provided again{t theſe caſ s by their publick Placards; 
which every Claſhs, which = with ſuch inconveniences, {hould labour to cauſe to 
be put in execution by the Civil Magiſtrates, 

The ſecond Gravamen of the Claſhs of Harlem, which related to the procuring of 
the Eccleltaltical Conſtitution to be eſtabliſhed, was of the following tenor : Foraſ- 
« much as it highly 1mports the church to get the aforeſaid Conſtitution to be ſettled, 
* and ſince that affair was indeed attempted at the meeting of the National Synod, 
« but nothing has been hitherto done therein ; 1t 1s queried, whether 1t ought 
* not to be conſidered, what were the cauſes which obſtructed the ſame, and how they 
* may be removed, to the end that we may at length attain to one uniform and 
« legal church eſtabliſhment.” In anſwer to this, as alſo to the ſecond of Enkbru- 
ſen, and the firſt of Zdam, the Commiſſoners, in purſuance of their inſtructions, 
declared, * Lhat the aforementioned Lords the States being taken up with the con- 
« {ideration of this affair, but not being able as yer to go through the ſame, intended 
« tocommunicate tothe churches of South and North Holland, whatever alterations 
« ſhould think proper to be made therein ; and that the brethren there allembled, 
« would do well to depute ſome perſons from among them, who might attend the 

* Otates at their preſent meeting, to recelve notice 'of ſuch alterations; for which 
« cauſe, the Synod ſhould leave the matter in ffatu quo, till after the States had com- 
© municated their proceedings to them, and done what they might further think 
* Proper. 

The Synod be! ng not a little embarraſſed, and weighing all the inconveniences on ei- 
ther (ide, refolved, © I hat, in conformity with the Synod of South Holand, ſoine per- 
* ſons ſhould be Jeputed out of the other four Claſles, together with their own Deputies, 
© 1n order to receive the {41d communication from the States 3 but that this deputation 
* ſhould be made by the Claſſes reſpeQively ; and the faid Deputies were to obſerve, 
* that their powers extended no farther than only to hear, without concluding, and 
© to make a report of all that paſt, to the aforeſaid Claſſes; for which purpoſe, 
«* they were likewiſe to be furniſhed with juſt credentials by their ſeveral Claſſes, 
© to the end they might give in their opinions at the approxching Synod, 

The third Gere of the Claſlis of Harlem, related to the curbing and re- 
flraining of Seftaries, and was as follows :

© Errors 0 fthe Arminians. and obilinately periu! qi therein?” To this the Synod anſwered 
in the allirmative, and that they ought to be proceeded againſt conformably to the di- 
rections given by the National Synod ; and whereas the Deputies of South Holland 
hid informed this Aſſemb! y of what had | been further ndoleed upon 1n that matter by 
the late Synods of Leyden and Gonda, it was agreed by this Synod, that the 73th 
article of that of Leyden, and the 63th of that of Gouds z, {hould be inſerted into their 
Acts, which was done accordingly, 

And as for cxcommunicating contumacious perſons, it was reſolved, That every 
church might proceed therein according 9 the own diſcretion, and mizht likewiſe take 
the advice of the Deputies along with them for their direfion. Thoſe of Alkmaer, 
alked, How they ſould proceed with a perſon, or ſeveral perſons, who having been 
good members of the eſtabliſhed church, had apoſtatized to the errors of the Armint- 
ans, but were returned to the boſom of the church, forſaking the ſaid errors £ And 
whether they were to be examined anew, in ſuch manner as if they had nzver been 
members of the church 2 The Synod anl wered, That it might ſuffice, if they teſtified 
their ſincerity in the buſmeſs of religion at the common viſitation, in the preſence of 
a Miniſter and an Elder, according tg the tenor of the As of the Synods of Leyden 
and Gouda, inſerted in the 1 3th article of this Synod. 

The Claſlis of Harlem acquainted the Synod, that the means which had been 
made ule of by them and the Conliftory, for reconciling Wilbelmus de Haſe, an antient 
Miniſter of their town, to the church, had been ineftetual 5 andprayed the advice of 
the Synod as to what was to be further done with him ? U; pon which the Synod mate 
anſwer ; That the Church and the Claſfrs ſhould treat bim on the old foot, after te 
moſt gentle manner, and that if they could not prevail upon him, they might call in 12 
Deputies of the Synod to their aſſiſtance, Lhe difference t they had with him, aroſc 
from the eccleſtaſtical quarrels which happened in the town of Harlzm, on account 
of the accuſed Miniſters Sprankbuſen and Funius, with whom he fided. They 
were of opinion, that he had given fcandal to the church, and they had been endea- 
vouring for ſeveral years to bring him to a confeſſion of his fault, but could never 
prevail ;, foraſmuch as, he ſaid, be was not convinced in his conſcience, of havin; 
done amiſs. 

At this Synod there was mention likewiſe made of preparing an hiſtorical account 
of the commotions of theſe churches, ſince the year 1600 and 1t was qzreed, that 
each Claſſis ſhould be exhorted to tranſmit to the Profeſſor Thyſrus and Fobn de Lact, 
one of the Elders of the church of L-y4en, to whom this work was recommended, 
the memoirs and notices of all that had oſt 1 1n their quarters upon this occaſion, But 
thoſe gentlemen ſcrupled to take this talk upon them, and notwithſtanding all the 


inſtances made to them, perſiſted in their refuſal, It was therefore though! proper 
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to let this matter {leep a little, till at Jength 1t was committed to the care of *Feſtus Hom- AND o ws. 
minus, and an order procured from the States to defray the charges. And then all the 5620. 


Claſſes were again extorted to furnith him with the neceſſary materials for ſuch a5) 
work.

At the end of the Synod of Alkmaer, the States Commiſſioners, the Heers IV ill;am 9Po"nted by 
Van Barſdorp, Counſellor in the Court of Hylland, and Cornelins Scapren, One "pooch gpr-l 
the Burgomaſters of the ſaid town, acquainted the Aſſembly with the following Or- 9 the troubles 
der : The Commiſſioners have recetved orders from the Lords the States, to notify to >> n_ 
this Aſſembly, that from henceforwards, all Claſfical Meetings are to be holden in the churcher, ſince 
principal towns which are Members of the Aſſembly of the States, in each of the Claſſes, "77 FO 
The like notification, as I take it, was made to the Synod of Gouda. About this 
ſme affair, the Magiſtrates of Delft had already had ſoine conteſt with their Claſlis in 
the month of March, and had ſignified to the States, that thoſe of the Claſlis of De!/+- 
land, did not care to hold their meetings any longer in their ſaid town of Dz!f#, but 
would hold them in ſome of the lefler towns, where they refuſed to admit the Deputies 
of Delfr, who were always wont to be preſent, Hereupon it was reſolved, to fend 
2 civil letter to the ſaid Claſhs, exhorting them to continue their Se{lions in the (aid 
town, till the Synod ſhould otherwiſe direQ, and the States approve. 

The buſineſs of the Eccle/taſtical Conſtitution, as prepared by tlie National Synod, 
which we have already ſpoken of above, was taken into conſideration by the States of 
Holland, at their Afſembly in the month of Zuly. It was agreed, that it was very 
fit and highly neceſlary to recetve the {ame ; but that before it were received, it would 
be proper to inſiſt at the Aſſembly of the States-General, that it ſhould be done by 
all the Provinces in general; or, 1f this could not be brought to bear, by reaſon of 
the ſcruples made by thoſe of Zeland and Freeſland, it ſhould, if poſlible, be intro- 
duced into the other Provinces, with their conſent; and in caſe this could not be 
done, that then the States of Holland might reviſe the (aid Conſtitution, and endea- 
vour to eſtabliſh 1t in the churches of their Province. After this, it was reſolved 
that the Eccleſiaſtical Conſtitution, aforementioned, ſhould be reviſed in this Aſſembly, 
and, if poſſible, be eſtabliſhed. For this purpoſe were appointed the Heers of Ben. Certain Mem- 
thuſen and Somelſdyk, and afterwards, inſtead of the latter, (he being ſent elſewhere)” ad nal 
the Heer van Opdam, together with the Deputies of Dore, Harlem, Leyden, Am-land ave com- 
fterdam, Rotterdam, Alkmaer, Horn, Enkhuſen, and the reſt of the towns that ſhould _— _ 
think fit to be preſent ; and they were ordered to confider of all the former reaſons, l 2afticalCone 
and of whatever elſe might be moved, and offer their correRions fingly, and lay them #2. 
before- the Aſſembly of the States. Lhey were likewiſe dire&ed to conſider, and 
report how, and in what manner, they might be moſt conveniently communicated to 
the ſeveral Courts of Juſtice, and to the Synods of Sourh and North Holland, fo as 
to prevent all diſputes. 

On the 21{t of Aupgr/?, the gentlemen to whom the reviſion and amendment of 75: Repore of 
the Eccleſiaſtical Conſtitution was referrel, made a report of what they had done, to or 
the States, who approved thereof, and ordered the Deputies of Harlem, to review the Reſutnrion of 
correions, and to draw them up fair, in order to be afterwards communicated *** $'4te- 
to the Courts, that ſo they might offer their opinion and advice to the States; after 4 
which the ſaid Conſtitution ſo amended was to be carried by certain Deputies to 
ſome of the Clergy appointed for that purpoſe by the Synods of S. and N. Hylland, 
who having received their remarks upon 1t, ſhould lay them before the faid States 
tothe end, that having ſeen, and maturely weighed the whole, they might come to 
ſuch reſolutions as they ſhould judge to be molt for the ſervice of the church and 
nation. | 

On the ſame day it was agreed, to give an 14, or declaration of the States, to 
the towns of Delft, Leyden, Gouda, Enkbuſen, and ſuch others as ſhould defire the 
lame, whereby they might be allowed to continue their former cuſtom reſpeRively 
if the diſtribution of their alms, without betty obliged to follow, or ſubmit to the 
rules of the Eccleſiaſtical Conſtitution 1n that matter. It was likewiſe reſolved, FIT 
{hat no A&s, or Decrees of a Synod, ſhould be of force, to bind any perſon, without [.1:,, that big

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Ax*Dow. On the 17th of Seprember, the States ordered that the aforeſaid Kccleliaſtical 
1629. Conſtitution, as corrected and amended according to tieir intention, ſhould be once more 
LT YVY reviſed by the Heer van Benthuſen, and the Deputies of Dort, Delfr, Leyden, Am- 
lerdam, and Alkmaer ;, and that they ſhould take care that all was in due form, and 
that as ſoon as it was thus reviſed, it ſhould be tranſmitted to the two Courts of 
[uſtice, who were to meet and conſider thereof, and when they had ſo done, to 1n- 
form the Statcs of their uniform opinions thereupon, to the end they might be heard 
concerning it. Afﬀter the corrected Conſtitution was thus tranſmitted to the ſaid 
Courts, it was the middle of December before they returned their opinion to the 
Aſſembly of the States; where, after it was reid, they were referred to the afore- 
mentioned Committce, who were dire&ed to conlider the advice of the faid Courts, 
and to report their opinion upon the whole matter, as foon as poſlible. Such 
care and deliberation was there uſed by the States of Holland in this weighty attair of 

the Conſtitution,

aoreed to by the States, after having taken and conſidered the opinion of the Courts 

thereupon.

During the tranſactions relating to the Kecleftaſtical Conſtitution, the Deputies of 
the Synods of So and North-Holland renewed their application to the States for the 
augmentation of the maintenance of the Country-Ulergy, which they had done di- 
vers times before, addirg reaſons for ſuch their application. Whereupon, aiter ſevera] The Mainte- 
deliberations on the 6th of December, the difference of four hundred (3ilders per NI)! pan 4 I 
in Souch- Holland, and of three hundred in Norch-Holand, was quite aboliſhed, and C!-rgy in Hol 
the Clergy of both the ſaid Diflricts put upon the foot of four hundred Gilders 1 _ 0M 
year by the States ; but oe was only ordered proviſionally, and until tne time that foor.

Ut it 15 NOW Ume to return to the affairs of the KemonſIrants. "The misfortunes Several Re- 
which befel them, and the prejudice they underwent by the impriſonment of their _ 
Miniſters, Prins, Grevius, and Vezekius, bore very heavily upon them ; but on wk :h:ir {u 
the other hand they got two others for the ſervice of their churches, namely, Da-/77ri9 of 
niel Wittins, and Hermannus Montanus, late Miniſters of Schoneboven and Lnonen 7: 
who revoked the promiſe of ceflation or filence which they had made to the Govern- 
ment. Wittius, on that occaſion, f{ienificd to the Committee of the States of ZH! 
land, * That after he had ſubſcribed the AR of Ceſlation, he was not treated 15 they, 
* the Committee had promiſed him, but that he met with juſt the contrary uſage : 
«* Foraſmuch as the Magiſtrates of Rotrerdam would not permit him to reſide in their 
* city, but without right or reaſon obliged him, his wife and children to depart from 
« thence z neither would they of Gouda allow him to come and ſettle there, not- 
« withitanding that he was born a Burgher of that town, That their Lordſhips, the 
* ſaid Committee, had not vouchlated, upon his complaint of theſe injurics, to 
« grant him their protection, or atliftance, as they were bound to do by vertue of 
their promiſe ; only one of their honourable board, whether in jeit or earneſt he 
* could not tell, had told him, Thar be ſhould ſue out a Mandate againſt the Magi- 
* ſlrates of Rotterdam. That this treatment, and other paſt occurrences had in- 
* duced him to enquire more ſtritly into the whole matter, and to examine whe- 
© ther what he had done was conſiſtent with the word of Cod and a good confſci- 
« ence} but he found it was not. That he could likewiſe well enough obſerve, that 
© the liberty he had ſtipulated would not be granted to him ; for which reafon hc 
* thought fit to diſcharge himſelf of the ſubſcription, which accordinely he did by 
« that letter; intending for the future to a& in the buſineſs of the Miniſtry, juſt as 
© his conſcience ſhould ſuggeſt to him. 

Montanus writ another Letter to the aforefaid Lords of the Committee, in which 
he acquainted them, * That he had figned the AR of Ceſlation upon certain condi- 
* tions, which at that tine he thought to be {ufiiciently conſiſtent with the peace of 
* his mind; but that having ſince more narrowly compared what he had done, with 
the word of God, and conſulted his own conſcience thereupon, he had learnt morc 
clearly than ever, not only the duty of every chriſtian man, but likewiſe the of- 
tice and obligation of a faithful Miniſter and Servant of the Lord Feſus ; the tide- 
lity and diligence which was required of thoſe who had once bound themſclves to 
God and his Church, to exerciſe the office of a Miniſter according to his word, 
not only in proſperity, but alſo in adverſity, and under the croſs : Infomuch that 
he daily found his conſcience more and more burdened with that heavy load of his 
ſublcription, and could not therefore any longer bear it, foraſmuch as it entirely 
deprived him of adting as he ought in the Miniſtry he once took upon himſelf; 
directly contrary to the admonition given by the Apoſtle to Archippus, and in 
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Ax*Dow. © him, to 4ll other Miniſters whatever ; Say 75 Archippus, tnhe beed to the miniſtry, 

1620. * which thou haſt received in the Lord, that thou fulfil it, Coloſ. iv, 179, And again 

WV >< to Timotby, the ſame Apoſtle ſays, Preach the word, be inſtant in ſeaſon, out of 
« ſeaſon ; reprove, rebuke, exhort with all long ſuffering and dofrine, 


Eqr the time 
© will come when they will not endure ſound dottrine , but after their own luſts ſhall 
« chey heap to themſelves teachers, having itching ears. And they ſhall turn away 
« their ears from the truth, and ſhall be turned unto fables, But watch thou in all 
« things, endure affliciions, do the work of an evangeiiſl, make full proof of thy 
« miniſiry, 2 Tun, iv. 2, 3, &c. For which caule, although ſome things com- 
« mon to all Chriſtians, and confiſltent enough with his duty as a preacher, were 
« allowed him by his fad ſubſcription, yet could he not, in regard of God, efcape 
« the reproach of having bound himſelf to be an unprofitable ſervant, and to 
« bury his talent in the earth, with refpet to many, and even the principal 
"| « fun&tions of a Miniſter, in caſe he fhould hold himſelf any Ionger obliged by his 
WR « former promiſes of Cellation, He trembled at the thoughts of thoſe expreſlions 
i « of our Lord, Caſt ye the unprofitable ſervant into onter darkneſs : there ſhall be 
« weeping and gnaſhing of teeth, Matth. xxv. 30. And thole of the Apoſtle : 
« Woe be unto me, if I preach not the Goſpel, He laid to his heart, he /2id, thoſe 
« exhortations of the ſame Apoſtle, 1n which he charges Miniſters to make a good

« that he could take no manner of reſt til] he had again obtained his entire liberty, 
« This favour he was in ſome meaſure inclined to have begg'd of their Lordſhips, but 
$ | « their laſt Placard had deprived him of all hopes of ſucceeding ; for which cauſe he 
M « found himſelf neceſſitated to make uſe of his right of revocation, which he had 
Fl | « ſtipulated, when he (igned the aforeſaid AQ, and therefore prayed that his name 
« might be ſtruck out of the liſt, He further intreated them to take it 1n good part, 
« {ince he did not do it in contempt of their authority, nor out of a litigious temper, 
« or diſaffeRion to the State, or the Eſtablithed Church, but only to free his foul 
«* from 2 burden which was tov heavy for him to dear, and 1n order to fulfill the obli- 
« gation of his office in all its parts, for the edification of the church of Chriſt. 
« He added, that their Lordſhips might well believe that it was the preſlure of his 
« conſcience which forced him to this retragation, con{idering the great inconvent- 
| | © encies and difficulties in which he was thereby about to invoive himſelf; not only 
« becauſe he ſhould be deprived of the enjoyment of his friends and relations, and 
« his dear country (in which he had been educated, and wherein he had always 
« behaved himſelf honeſtly) but alſo on account of the daily proſecutions carried 
« on againſt thoſe Miniſters, who were inclined to the faithful diſcharge of their 
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« conſciences. At the concluſion he begged their Lordihips to conlider once again of 
« thoſe ſubſcriptions and promiſes which had never before been exated of the Clergy 
« by any chriſtian Government, and to free their ſubje&s from them, wo were 
« dclirous to lead quiet and peaceable lives under their protection ; this being 2 mat- 
« ter which ought as much to affe& their Lordthips conſciences as thoſe of their 
« ſubjeRs; a matter of which their Lordſhips were to render an account to him 
« who was no reſpecer of perſons as well as they ; which therefore their Lordſhips 
* ought to weigh no leſs carcfully than any of their {ubjeds. 

This was the ſubſtance of Montanus his Letter of Revocation, bearing date the 
20th of Fune. By this renouncing of the Cellation, he and I/iztins expoſed them- 
ſclves to all that danger which attended the exiled Miniſters in cafe of their re- 
turning into the United Provinces, Some relate that an ill report of /Yirtins was 
very artfully ſpread at this time. Gerard Beukelſon van Santen, one of the Mem- 
bers of the Committee. of the States, gave out, that he was ro be made uſe of by 
themn to inform againſt the baniſhed Miniſters, and to deliver them into the hands 
of the States, for which purpoſe he was to go amongſt them, and to be well re- 
warded for ſuch a piece of ſervice : Thus did they endeavour to excite jcaloulies and 
diſtruſts among the Remon/?ranrs, But as this report had no foundation, ſo neither 
did it meet with any credit. 

Among the aforcſaid ſubſcribers to the At of Ce/ſation, there was likewiſe Mar 
cus Notheus, formerly Miniſter of Ophemert and Farik in Gelderland, This per- 
fon had ſettled at Tel, and got his living by teaching ſchool 5 but ns he abſented 
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himſelf from the churches of the Contraremonſ/trants, he was at laſt acquainted by Ax*Dow. 
the Magiſtrates, on the part of the Court of Geldzr/2nd, that he could no longer be 1620. 
allowed to teach, no not even little girls, nor to exerciſe any calling, nor ſo much & DOM 
as to ſtay in the town ; and upon his refuſing to comply with this prohibition, he 

was ordered to leave the town 1n April, upon which followed his retraRting the Pro- 

miſe of ceſſation. But ſome years after this, being (lighted by the Remon/trants, on 

account of his ſcandalous life, he ſhifted his fails, and upon figning the Canons of 

the National Synod, was made ReGor of the Grammar-ſchool at Bomme!, 

Another ſubſcriber to the Cellation, Perrus Aimilius, formerly Miniſter of Oudc- 
dorp near Alkmaer, had fixt at Embden, with the knowledge and conſent of the Ma- 
oiſtrates of that place 3 but he was ſcarce warm in the houſe, which he had there 
taken, when he was attackt by the Clergy, and particularly by Daniel- Bernhardus 
Filſhemius, one of the Members of the Synod of Dorc, and commanded by the 
Magiſtrates to leave the town, with his wife and children. 

Some other Miniſters who ſigned the A& of Ceſlation, and afterwards went over 0:5 0ccurs 
to the Contraremonſlrant party, were treated aſter a different manner : For Nicolaus 
Bodecherus, late one of the Miniſters of Alkmaer, who readily offered to ſubſcribe 
the Canons of the (ail Synod, prevailed ſo far with the States of HoJand, as to Pro- 
cure their orders to pay him a years wages by way of tryal, And Arnoldus Oſter- 
harn, formerly Miniſter of Nord:-aorp, obtained alſo of the (aid States the ſum of 
four hundred Gilders, for the ſupport of himſelf and wife, upon condition that he 
ſhould hold no correſpondence with the exiled Miniiters, nor receive any ſubſiſtence 
from them. 

Not long before Johannes Luce, late Schoolmaſter at Kapelle near Urrechi, was 
by the States of that Province commanded to leave the United Netherlands in the 
ſpace of eight days, for having preached at the {14 town of Kapelle, and refuſed to 
ſign the promiſe of Ceſlation, and ordered not to return, before they the (aid States 
were ſatisfied of his good diſpoſitions to do the fame, upon pain, if he tranſgrefſed 
this order, of being puniſhed as a diſturber of the publick peace, and made an ex- 
ample to others. 'This man was brother to Sin Luce Byſterus, formerly Miniſter 
of Ingen, who at this time officiated occaſionally among the Remonſtrant churches 
in Holland and elſewhere. 

There happened ſomething in the month of Seprember at Haſerſwoude, a Village 
between Leyden and Gouda, which may ſufficiently convince us how far a hatred 
ariſing from religious controverſies is capable of tranſporting men. Waligh Marten. 
ſon, an old man of threeſcore years, a good-natured creature, and of an honeſt con- 
verſation, who had long exerciſed the office of Viſiter of the ſick, and of Reader and 
Clerk in the ſaid Town, but by reaſon of his adhering to the opinion of the Re- 
monſtrants, was turned out ; this perlon having been obliged to go from Leyden, 
where he dwelt, to Gouda, for the diſpatch of ſome private affairs, intended to have 
returned home on foot, with one of his friends, on Sunday the 20th of September; 
but being come as far a Haſerwoude, was benighted there, Wherefore, the old 
man being tired, they were forced to lie 1n that village, and refolved to go the next 
morning to Leyden by water. Each of them lodged in a houſe apart, and IWaligh 
had ordered the boatman to knock him up at three o' clock. As he was going to- 
wards the boat, the boatman being at ſome diſtance before him, a certain perſon 
met him, whom he took for the boatman's ſervant, but who was really the Town- 
meſſenger, and his name Peter Merſelar, whom he aſked if he was ready to go? 

The other replied, Yes, bus I muſt ſpeak with one or two perſons ;, will you go along 
with me 2 IWaligh ſaid, that he muſt likewiſe call upon a friend ; and being come 
to the houſe where his fellow: traveller lodged, as he was going to knock, the Meſ- 
{enger laid hold on him with his left hand, and brandiſhing a Cymiter or Hanger with 
his right, cried out, Tou rogue, you are a Miniſler;, and then, without ſtaying for 
an anſwer, ſtruck him with ſuch fury, that he cat thorow the old man's hat and 
cap, and gave him a wound in his head of a finger's length. Nor did he ſtop there, 
but gave him three wounds 1n his left hand ; upon which he cried out murder, and 
with the pain and fright fell ro the ground, expeting nothing but death. The AC- 
ſatin ſnatching up his cloak, betook himſelf to flight. But as he ran away, the 
Bellman met him, by whom being diſcovered, he was taken up and put in priſon, 
but ſoon got out again by the intervention of ſome of the moſt zealous of his 
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Ax" Dow.party. The wounded man bein” drefled by a Surgeon, was carried to Leyden. His 
1620. fright and wounds together, threw him into ſuch a violent feaver, that for a week's 
LY Vtiime, his 'ife was deſpaired of, At the importunity of his wife and children, and 


to the end that the true circumſtances of this horrid fat might be known, he declared, 
during his ilInefs, upon his ſoul and falvation, inſtead of an oath, in the preſence of a 
Notary and other witneſſes, how the whole matter paſt between him and the Meſlen- 
ger who had aſſaulted him. But that it might not be any prejudice to the fellow, he 
charged his wife, and made her ſolemnly promiſe him, that though he ſhould die of 
thoſe wounds, ſhe would not proſecute him; fr, ſaid he, ir becomes a chriſtian to 
ſufjer with patience ; and any complaint, or proſecution, implies a thirſt after revenge, 
However, he recovered of his wounds, and became afterwards a Preacher among the 
Remonſtrants, in which office he aQed very edifyingly, and acquitted himſelf well, 
according to the meaſure of his knowledge and talents, 

Not long before, another perſon of the Remon/trant perſwaſion, one William Fohn- 
fon Oftayk, a Burgher of the Brill, fell into ſome troubles that were of a long conti- 
nuance. He who was a very curious and diligent man, had colleRted a great num- 
ber of traQs relating to the controverſy with the Remonſtrants, being all copied with 
his own hand, which he bound or tied together, 'This man having taken a journey 
the former year to WWalwick, and this ſummer another to Antwerp, to vilit the exiles, 
notice was taken of it, but I cannot tell with certainty, whether any thing of his ſe- 
cret copying of thoſe tracts was diſcovered. But the government ſuſpetting him, ſent 
on the 6th of September, the Bailiff, with the Town-meſlenger, and two of their at- 
tendants, to his father's houſe, where he dwelt at that time. Herethey ſearched his 
cloſet and all his papers, among which they found ſeveral Remon/trant pieces, ſome 
of which had been publiſhed 1n the time of the former Government, with the names 
of the authors and printers; others, fince the Placards made againſt the Remon/trants 
and their writings, both with and without names; as alfo ſeveral copies of the exa- 
minations and anſwers of the three impriſoned Miniſters at the Hague; to wit, Prins, 
Grevius and Vezekins ;, moreover ſeveral copies of Conſolatory Letters, and others, ei- 
ther writ to, or by the ſaid Miniſters ; and other pieces of ſmall importance, with 
certain ſpiritual Hymns upon the Ten Commandments, the Apoſtles Creed, and the 
Lord's Prayer ; a Latin Letter, and a computation of the charges of the aforeſaid im- 
priſoned Miniſters at the Hague. Upon this he was cited before the Magiſtrates, 
who charged him with correſponding with the exiled Miniſters, with carrying 
money to, and bringing money back again from Uitenbogart;, and 1n particular, they 
inſiſted to know how he came by all thoſe tra&s and papers which he had copicd. 
He replied, © I borrowed thoſe things from ſeveral perſons, Miniſters, and otters 
* ({ome of whom are unknown to me) at ſeveral times, in ſeveral places, and upon 
ſeveral occaſions, and copied them with my own hands, and bound them all in a 
* book for my own uſe and exerciſe in religion, without ever communicating the 
* ſame either to my brothers or ſiſters. In this, I have done nothing againſt the 
© Placards of the States-General, which have left us ſo much liberty, that none of 
the inhabitants ought to be moleſted, or examined about his opinions in matters of 
« religion, nor called to account for the exerciſe of it, by reading, praying, or ſinging 
* pſalms in his own family, provided it be done quietly and peaceably, and without 
* theconcourſe of any ſtrangers. For which reaſon I could not but think myſelf at 
* liberty in my father's houſe, and my own cloſet, to read and write what I pleaſed. 
* Could I have imagined that ſuch private places as thoſe had not been free, I thould 
* have been more upon my guard, But I truſted to the Placards of the States. In 
* them I find nothing that prohibits the reading, or keeping ſuch papers. 1 never 
* brought either letters, or money from any of the Miniſters, nor did I ever ſpeak 
* toUitenbogart, Indeed, as 1 was walking along the ſtreets of Rotterdam one time, 
* ſomebody thewed me the wife of Grevius, to whom, though F knew her not, 1 
* ſpoke out of mcer compaſſion, asking her after her buſband's welfare ; upon which 
* ſhe communicated to me a Conſolatory Letter, incloſing an account of ſume charges 
© he had been put to. But other people coming by, and the boat being ready to go 
* off, I brought thoſe papers away with me, not knowing how toreturn them to her. 
* The Latin Letter was put into my hand by an unknown perſon, as ] was watting at 
* Delft for the boat bound to Rotterdam ; but as I underſtand nothing but my mother 


* tongue, and the direQion of the (aid letter being in latin, and writ in a bad hand, 
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«< | could not tell to whom 1t was to be delivered ; and this 1s the reaſon why I k« 
« jt by me.” This anſwer did not fatisfy the Magiſtrates. Nevertheleſs the y tip 
him go, upon his ſolemn promiſe of attending wheney er bs y ſhould ſend for him 
and upon condition that if he refuſed, he ſhould be puniſhed in the fame manner as 
if he had confeſſed himſelf guilty. But he, diſtruſting the juſtice of thoſe Ma- 
oiſtrates, appealed to the Court at the Hapue, which ſent an order to the Bailiff of 
the Brill, to tranſmit thither what he had to ſay againſt this O/?dpke, tozether with 
the {tate of his caſe in writing. But Oftdyke being {ummoned before the Bailiff and 
the Magiſtrates, and hearing that there were ſome of the Officers of Juſtice att: 2nding 
them in the Stadthouſe, began to fear that their deſign was to ſet him faſt, and to 
treat him as Sztochius and other Remonſtrants had been. For which cauſe he durſt 
not appear, but lay concealed with a friend in the town, and afterwards eſcaped to 
Delft ; where, upon the application of the Bailiff of the Brill, he was {ei1zed and 1m- 
priſoned on the 6th of November, and on the gth, very {tritly examined touching 
the abovementioned matters ; but i in whatever manner the queſtions were pro- 
poſed, his anſwers were always found to agree. Lhe Scout of Delft, Richard wander 
Duſen, who was not as yet diſcharged, conſulted Mr. Deds1, a perſon learned in 
the law, who was afterwards appointed one of the Counſellors, and then made Preſt- 
dent of the Court of Holland, whether there was matter enough againſt him to brins 
him to a trial; but the other thought there was not ſufficient evidence, After this 
he wzs interrogated twice again, but nothing appeared againſt him ; notwithſtanding 
which, the young man was contined till the 13th of February of the following year ; 
when, after three months impriſonment, and giving bail to the value of 3000 Gil- 
ders for his appearance, whenever required, and paying all the charges and fees of 
the priſon, he was releaſed, and heard no more of the matter,

Uitenbogart being well aware of the drift and tendency of this diſcourſe, as myſte- 
rious and dark as it was, reply'd, © I am extremely pleaſed that their Highnelles 
* will tolerate us, or any others who are not of the Catholick religion ; but I can- 
* not comprehend this general overture made by your Honour, I do not fee how 
* what is propoſed can be pur in execution, without great prejudice to our country, 
* to which God and nature have bound me by the ſtrongeſt tyes, and the preferva- 
« tion and good of which I ought to ſeck to the utmoſt of my power in my ſtation, 
© This 1s therefore too tender a thing for me, a poor ſorrowful Exile, to meddle 
* with, Neither could we do any thing therein if we would.” The Chancellor re- 
plied, I was willing to propoſe theſe things to you in confidence and in general terms, 
that ſo you might he aſſured of the good diſpoſitions of my Principals, and their mode- 
ration in the buſineſs of religion, He likewiſe endeavoured to perſwade Uitenbogart 
to come and reſide at Bruſſels ; but the other replied, that his circumſtances would 
not permit him for many reaſons ; and that all he had to deſire of the Government, 
was only that he and his Fellow-miniſters might not be put to any trouble for re- 
{iding al Antwerp, 

Soon after this conference with the Chancellor, the Heer Gavarelles acquainted 
him, that their Highneſſes had been informed, that the Remon/trants kept private 
meetings In the City of Antwerp, and preached in an inn, or publick-houſe, at the 
ſign of the Hague, upon which they had given orders to cauſe them forthwith to 
leave the town , for which reaſon, if they were minded to ſtay, 1t would be neceſ- 
{ary that he ſhould 20 himſelf to Bruſſels, in order to ſatisfy their ſaid Highneſles of 
the truth of that matter. But this ſeemed to be only a ſtratagem to draw him to 
Bruſſels, that ſome of the great men there might diſcourſe with him, in order to 
the better compaſling their ends. Being arrived then at Bruſſels, he attended the 
afore-mentioned Chancellor Pekkius, to aſſure him that there had been no ſuch meer- 
ing of the Remonſtrants as was reported. Upon this occaſion the Chancellor deſired 
Uitenbozart to give him an account of the riſe of their religious differences in Hol- 
land, as alſo of the doQrines of the Remonſtrants, and how they had proceeded in 
their affairs. Uitenbogart, after having given him a brief relation of the whole, 
added, * That the Remonſtrants had aimed at nothing elſe but the preſervation of 
* their civil and religious rights : and that having taken ſhelter in Brabanr, they ſhould 
* never attempt any thing againſt the Government, but would, as long as they con- 
tinued there, behave themſelves like faithful ſubjeQs ; only praying that they 
might be allowed to live peaceably and quietly, without any moleſtation in point 
* of conſcience.* This conference was interrupted by the coming in of the Duke 
of Arſchot, upon which Uitenbopart left him with theſe expreſhions : * I beſeech 
you, my Lord, to let us once know, if it be poſlible, fairly and plainly the in- 
tentions of their Highneſles in relation to us; that is to ſay, whether they will 
permit us to live and dwell here without offering any violence to our conſctences, 
upon condition that we behave ourſelves as we ought, and carry on our own at- 
fairs without noiſe. I can eaſily perceive that we are only tolerated out of politi- 
cal views, and reaſons of ſtate, in hopes that we may be the inſtruments of raiſing 
commonions in Holland; but this is not to be expeQed from us : For which reaſon 
I fear that when the Government ſhall find that we cannot be brought into ſuch 
meaſures to their advantage, they may oblige us to quit the country at an unſea- 
ſonable jun&ure : We ſhould therefore be glad to know the pleaſure of their High- 
neſſes in time, to the end we may make proviſion accordingly.” The Chancellor 
thereupon bid him be of good cheer, and to wait for an anſwer, The next day the 
Marquis Spinola tent for him, and received him very kindly; and after ſome talk 
about the private meeting, which the Remonſtrants were reported to have held at 
Antwerp, he enquired concerning Prince Frederick-Henry, the Brother of the Prince

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Ax" Dow that, but am of opinion that his Excellency is no enemy to me in particular, and be- 
1620. lieve be would not be backward to aſfiſt us, if it was in his power, Tou do well to ſay, 
LY > if tt was in his power, ſubjoined the Marquis, prailing and extolling the Prince 
very wuch. Atter this he ſaid to Utenbogart, that the Penſionary Gavarelles had 
received an order by him from their Highneſles to ſettle a pention on him. Uizen- 
bogart made anſwer, that he returned his moſt humble thanks to his Excellency, 
ind by him to their Highneſles, and begged 1t might not be 1ll taken if he declined 
receiving any penſion from them, {ince he had refolved to refuſe it. Lo which $p;- 
nola replied, No, no, you deſerve it, and muſt not refuſe it ; the Penſionary will talk 
with you further about it. And at the ſame time he bid lum be eaſy as to his being 
permitted to ſtay at Antwerp with three or four more ot his affociates ; and as for 

the reſt. he would conſider what to do with them. 
in the month of Avgr/t following, he had notice that the Marquis 4? Qrevs, 
Envoy from Spain to Bruſſets, had ſent to ſpeak with him. He found fome pre- 
texts to avoid going to the Envoy that time > but being ſent for a ſecond time, he 
was forced to attend him. The Envoy taking him into his cloſet, ordered him to 
fir down by him, and ſaid, I only ſent for you, becauſe I bad a mind to ſee you, 
having heard a great deal to your praiſe, which made me wiſh you were a Catho- 
lick, becauſe you might do much ſervice to our church, 1his is all I have to ſay to 
you. He ſeemed to be very buſy at that time, and there were ſeveral perſons of 
quality waiting to ſpeak with him. Utenbogart gave him the foilowing anſwer : 
« [| hada mind to obey your Excellency's commands 1n ordering me to attend you 
© here, which was the only reafon of my coming. I molt humbly beg you, not 
© to take it ill, that I find myſelf obliged in conſcience, to declare to your Excel- 
* lency, that I can never change my religion, nor root out of my inind the love I 
« bear, and the duty I owe to my native country, though I have been fo 111 uſed 
« there, without deſerving it. Wherever I go, | alk no more of the government 
< under which | live, than liberty of confcience, I and all my brethren in this 
© country are reſolved to pay all the obedience conſiſtent with the will of God, to 
« their Highneſles, as long as we live under their protection, without giving them 
« the leaſt occaſion to apprehend any diſobedience, much leſs any factions or tumults 
* on our parts. 'The Marquis told him he was ſorry he could not talk with him 
any longer at that time, but that he hoped to find a better opportunity to diſcourſe 
more largely upon the ſame ſubjedt ; and fo with a clvil nod, and friendly counte- 
nance, diſmiſſed him. After this, being returned home to Antwerp, the Penfionary 
Gavarelles, or Javarella, made him a vifit at the place where he lodged; where 
having talked a little with him and his wife in the entry, without going into any 
room, about a little eſtate which he, Utenbogart, had in Brabant, and which had 
been ſeized and confiſcated before the 'Fruce, he endeavoured to thrult into his hands 
a pretty large paper-full of gold, as he judged by the glittering of it, one end of the 
paper being open. But Uitenbogart drawing his hand back, alked what that was, and 
what his Worſhip meant by offering it to him ? Gavarelles reply'd, 1 beg you to ac- 
cept it from their Highneſſes - it 1s nothing, nor is any thing intended by it, The 
Archduke will do more for you thanthis, He deſigns you the ſame, and even a greater 
ſtipend than you enjoyed at the Hague. At that ſpeech Uitenbopart was much di- 
A remarkable fturbed in his mind, and faid to him as follows: ©* Sr, I humbly thank his High- 
_—_— neſs for his favour, and am his dutiful ſervant. But do not take amiſs what I am 
uporz the effes * going to fay : Pray don't think it proceeds from pride or arrogance ; I am not in 
ft Mw « ſuch circumſtances as to behave myſelf infolently. 1 know well enough how the 
and Penſion. © preſents of Princes ought to be treated, eſpecially 1t no very weighty conſidera- 
« tions interfere. I am determined not to accept of one farthing from their High- 
* neſles, nor any penſion of what nature ſoever it be, ] have not earned it; I have 
« not rendered their Highneſfes the leaſt ſervice, neither can I do them any whatſo- 
«* ever. As long as I can procure, and be content with bread and water ( tho*, God 
« be thanked, 1t is not come to that yet) 1 will never receive one penny from any 
« foreign Prince. If your Honour be diſpoſed to do me or my wife a favour, help 
© us to the rent we juſt now ſpoke of; take off the confiſcation, and let the States of

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Upon this refuſal the Penſtonary went away with his preſent, telling him that he A x* Dow: 
was ſent upon this errand by the Marquis Spinola, and promiſing he would do his 1620. 
beſt about the eſtate which he claimed, and which amounted to no more than Vo 
twenty-five Gilders a year, This was obtained for him, and without any refle&ion, 
for it was known that many others, and even ſome of the great men of Holland, 
who were in the adminiſtration, had recetved the like favours, 

All this going forwards and backwards to Bruſſels, and his conferences with Pek- 
kius, Spinola, the Envoy of Spain, the Penfionary of Antwerp and others, to 
whom the neceſſity of his affairs forced him to apply, could not paſs ſo privately, 
but that it came to the knowledge of thoſe who put the worſt conſtruction upon it, 
and endeavoured to make thetr jealouſies, ſuſpicions and fictions, be received for 
truths by others. It was now currently reported among the vulgar in Holland, that he Fa!e Reports 
was turned Papiſt, that he marched along with the religious proceſſions, and bowed ra, Fl 
his knee to the altar. Nay it was told with great affurance in the Senates or Councils | 
of ſome of the Towns of this Province, that he had ſued to be made a Privy-coun- 
ſellor to the Archdukes, and that he had at length, after much pains, obtained his 
ſuit. They aid further, that he had been cloſeted by their Highneſſes, and no body 
admitted beſides him, upon which occaſion he had diſcovered all the ſecrets of his 
native country. 'The Miniſter Smoutius, being much exalted by his Call to Amſler- 
dam from his private condition, pretended to foretell, that Uitenbogarr would ſoon 
be made Field-chaplain to the Archduke, and attend him, upon the expiration of 
the truce, in the ſame manner as he had waited on the Prince of Oranze. Upon this 
a rumour was ſpread, that all the Remon/irant Miniſters reſiding in the Province of 
Brabant, would be declared enemies to their country. Uitenbogart had ſome He has ſome 
thoughts of retiring out of Brabant, in order to obviate thoſe ill reports as much as ow yp tag 
poſſible ; but his brethren at Antwerp could not be perſwaded to give their conſent Staden, :» 
to it, believing that if he went from thence, it would look as if he was for- 779% /u/pi- 
ſaking the good cauſe, and that the body of their brotherhood might by that means * 
be dillolved, or at leaſt looſened. Finding himſelf therefore in a manner abandon- 
ed, he could not think of leaving thoſe whoſe converſation and friendſhip were now 
become almoſt his fole comfort in this world ; add to this, that he could not well 
reſolve whither to retire. He had his eye at this time chiefly upon Stzaden, becauſe 
the Burgomaſters, and the reſt of the Magiſtrares, had invited him the March be- 
fore, by an obliging letter, in which they told him, That every church within their 
juriſdiction enjoyed its liberty, without offence o2 interruption, and that they liven 
in peace and friendſhip by a mutual toleration. They added, that they hoped he 
would bring foie of his friends along with him, who might find their own account 
in helping to aggrandize their little State. But Utzenbogart {aw well enough by this 
letter, and learnt by further accounts, that they of Staden did not ſpeak thus for 
his ſake only, but that their delign was to make uſe of him in order to allure a good 
number of the Remonſtrants out of the United Provinces, by his example, and 
thereby to promote the commerce and trade of their town. He therefore being ap- 
prehenſive that he ſhould be but an unwelcome gueſt to them, if he went without 
company, did not think it adviſable to run that riſque. After this, he endeavoured 
to know by ſome of his friends, whether he might be allowed to retire thither, and 
ſhelter himſelf under the protection of the Government of the ſaid town, in caſe he 
ſhould come alone, as ſoon as the truce with the Spaniards expired; and be at the 
ſame time aſſured, that no harm ſhould befall him in caſe the States ſhould reclaim 
him. But whether any anſwer was returned, does not appear to me. The Kings of

_ FS tice of preaching. This was come {lo far, that the auditories being ſo often moved 
Clergy atAnt- to laughter and meriment by the lying legends, ridiculous fables, jeſts and puns, 
at's which the Prieſt, like a Comedian, or rather Jack-pudding, caſt among them, could 
hardly be reduccd to ſilence and ſeriouſneſs with much thumping on the pulpit : So 
far were thoſe preachers from moving mens hearts by ſtrong and powerful arguments, 
and drawing tears from their eyes, by the force of exhortations to repentance. 'The 
chief preachers of this kind were, Father Gouda the Jeſui, Father Flavius, and 
Father Maximilianus; who needed not to have given place in all forts of extrava- 
24ncies to any of the Monks of the former ages; no, not even to the Maillards, 
the Menots, or the Baralettes, whoſe manner of preaching 1s fo well deſcribed b 
Henry Stephens, in his Apology for Herodotus, They wreſted and diſtorted the 
Scripture to ſerve the ends of ſuperſtition, either out of ſtupid ignorance, or baſe 
malice. The moſt ſottiſh fictions were diſguiſed with the varnith of probability. 
They always {ſtrove to tickle the itching ears of the people with ſomething new, and 
to invent things proper to create laughter : But they afte&ed above all to ſcourge 
the ſo called Hereticks ; ſuch as the Calvinifts, the Arminians, and other ſe&s of 
Proteſtants, whom they painted in the uglieſt colours, and deſcribed in ſuch lan- 
guage as 1s uſed by filh-wives. But indeed the Biſhop of that City endeavoured ſoon 
after to reforin this abuſe of preaching : for one of the Remonſtrants happening to 
ſay, that he was amazed to find ſuch mean preachers in ſo noble a city : He heard of 
it, and was ſo much affeted with 1t, that in order to remove the ſcandal, he obliged

diers; the Magiſtrates wanting either the will or power to reſtrain them. 
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At Leyden, about this time, the Remonſtrants held now and then ſome Convyen- 7% Remon- 
ticles out of the town; but the common people, who were moſtly Flemming s ang rants «r- 


Ialloons, ſoon found them out, and perſecuted them with throwing dirt and filth 


inſulted by the 
Rabble at 


and ſtones at them, and wounding ſeveral ; beſides taking from the men their cloaks, L<yden. 


and from the women their ridinghoods ; and they abuſed even ſume that were not at 
the meetings. | 

It happened one Sunday, being the eighth of November, that the Remonſtrants 
held a meeting not far from Leyden, on which occaſion Paſchier de Fyne preached 
to them. During ſermon, the Land-droſt Spruce went thither, attended with ſeveral 
horſemen ; but finding that he was not able to diſperſe the congregation, it being very 
numerous, and the people ſtanding firmly by one another, and perceiving that the 
ſermon was ended by their ſinging Pſalms, he even retired. Burt in the mean while 
ſome of the moſt zealous Conrraremonſ/rants ran to the bulwarks, and threw ſtones 
at the people as they returned into the town. Some of the women being very rude- 
ly treated by the Mob, as they were going to their own houſes, retired to a Baker's, 
one Joachim Fulfs, where two or three of them had left their veils, in order to 
fave themſelves from the claws and teeth of that many-headed beaſt. "The poor 
Baker was expoſed to the inſolencies from which he endeivoured to fecure thoſe 
diſtreſled women, His houſe was attacked and plundered by ſome young fellows, 
who were excited by others. "They broke all his windows, aid all his tools and in- 
{truments ; they tore his accompt-books to pieces, and threw his ſacks of meal and 
flower about the ſtreet ; and all this by day, and before the face of the Scout. One 
of the Remonſlrants, John Peterſon van Uitgeeft, went, during this riot, to the 
Heer Gerard Leenderſon, who dwelt hard by, and accoſted him after this manner : 
Sir, we bave taken an oath of fidelity to the Government, and obliged ourſelves tg 
Joint in ſuppreſſing all fatlions and tumults 1 command us now to put the ſame in exe- 
cution, now that they are plundering the houſe of our fellow-citizen, But nothing 
was done. And when afterwards the Biker applied to the Magiſtrates for an indem- 
nification of his loſſes, it was refuſed him ; becauſe he had ſuſſered the women tg 
depoſite their veils with him, as they went to the Meeting. Lhe following night, 
one Lupart, a Contraremonſtrant, who happened to be upon the watch at the Stadt- 
houſe, was heard to ſay to his companions, That it was very viſible that God was on 
their ſide, fince he even [lirred up the Mob and the Children, to put the laws in exe- 
eution againſt thoſe who tranſpreſſed them ; whilſt the Magiſtrates, whoſe duty it was, 
remained aſleep. Put the Remonſtrants thought that this Lupars had no caule to tind 
fault with the negligence of the Magiſtrates, who were active enough 1n diſturbing 
their Meetings, and in exaRing the fines and penalties by ſtrict inquiries, by putting 
them to their oaths, and ſubjecting them to private examinations. They obliged 
even the Night-watch to ſwear they would inform againſt all Conventicles of the Ke- 


monſtrants they were able to diſcover, and whoever fcrupled it was turned out of his 
place, 
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Anx'Dom. About the ſame time the Magiſtrates began again to think of inliſting certain 
1620. WWarders (tho' not under the ſane name, becauſe there had been ſuch a cry againſt 
them in the time of the former adminiſtration) partly to ſecure themſelves againſt 
the inſolence of the common people; and partly, to be the better enabled to put 

the Placards 1n execution. 

The Remonſlrants of Rotterdam had held their meetings almoſt every Sunday of 
the months of June and July in the open fields, tho' frequently abuſed, infulted 
and plundered by the Soldiers, On the 16th of Auguft, which was the Kermiſs, or 
Fair of that town, they met again in the fields, perſwading one another that the 
{aid Fair and Holy-day-time would procure them a little more freedom than uſual, 
or at leaſt that at ſuch a time of mirth and jollity the Officers would not mind them. 
But before their Preacher had done, the Dykegrave Dune, their old enemy, march- 
ed out to diſturb them, as faſt as he could, attended with a party of armed Soldiers, 
who purſued them, but could take none, Whereupon ſome of thoſe whom he ſaw, 
or fancied to have been there, were ſummoned before the Magiſtrates ; and ſuch of 
them as could nor, or would not purge themſelves upon oath, were condemned to 
pay the uſual fines. In the Fair-week the Under-Scout and his Followers diſturb- 
ed 2 certain meeting of the Remonſirants within the town, at the houſe of one Cor- 
nelius bet Hart, a Captain of an Eaft-India ſhip. Here the ſ1id Under-Scout dif- 
covered many of the congregation, who were all of them forced to pay the penalty 
of five and fifty Gilders apiece, and the owqer of the houſe two hundred. This in- 

| deed was conformable to the Placards, but that which followed was carried much 

he he A further, At the diſturbing of a Conventicle out of town, in the time of Autumn, 

that Pſwa. they were not ſatisfied with plundering and proſecuting the Remonſtrants as formerly, 

for vear $3 but ſome of the Soldiery, who were always at the Dykegrave's ſervice upon this 

furbed, and Occaſion, having diſcovered four young Maidens in a Boor's cellar, where they 

rea: Barari- thought to conceal themſelves, aiter having ſtripped them of all their cloaths, vio- 
' lated their chaſtity, and treated them in ſuch a manner, that ſome of them, accord- 
ing to the teſtimony of the Midwives, whoſe aſliſtance their parents were obliged to 
uſe afterwards, were rendered unfit for the ſtate of matrimony. The ſame Soldiers, 
as they were marching off with their booty, threw the milk or whey, which they 
found there, upon the poor Maids, by way of farewell : and they, not being able 
to return to town, were carried thither, where, in the ſpace of fix weeks, they all 
died; without any proſecution on the part of their parents, to prevent a noiſe, and 
in reſpe& to the honour of their daughters. Neither did the Magiſtrates themſelves, 
as the Remonſ{rants write, think fit to make any further inquiry into the matter, 
having been ſufficiently ſatisfied by the evidence of the Midwives, and otherwiſe, 
that this abominable and inhumane ation (the circumſtances whereof cannot be re- 
lated, as being too fcandalous and offenſive to chaſte ears) would be found to be but 
too true. 

It is likewiſe related, that the bitterneſs of mens minds was rifen to ſuch a pitch 
about this time, that a certain Conrraremonſtrant of the Town of Rotterdam, whoſe 
name was John Simonſon Das, a Schipper, that uſed to trade to Leyden, did, one day, 
when the Officers went to diſturb a Meeting, accompany the Soldiers, taking with 
him a loaden Muſket, and firing it at a venture among the people, out of a flamins 
zeal for his cauſe ; but whether he did any miſchief, I have not been able to learn. 
But notwithſtanding all this 11] treatment, the Remonſtrants continued their Field- 
meetings even to the month of December, at which time they aſſembled within the 
town, 1n private houſes, by night, or very early in the morning. On Chri/lnas- 
day they met and heard a ſermon at five in the morning, in a ware-houſe on the 
Haring-fieer, where ſix or ſeven hundred perſons were preſent, and after ſermon 
they fung the Hymn of Nunc dimittis without moleſtation. The fame day were 
ſeveral other Meetings in different houſes ; and among others, at the houle of 2 
certain Midwife in the Bagyne-ſireer ;, notice of which was given to the Under-Scout, 
who immediately repairing thither, broke up the meeting, exacted the penalty from 
ſome of the Burghers who were known to him, and made the man of the houſe 
pay the ſame ſum of two hundred Gilders, 

On the ſecond day of Chriſtmas the Remonſtrants aſſembled again about five in 
the morning in the Bane-ſtreer, to the number of a thouſand people, when and 


where they heard a ſermon without any diſturbance : But when they attempted t6 
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meet on the third day in the //ine-ſtreer, the Soldiers were ſent againſt them, who 
diſperſed them imm ediately. Such trouble, charges and dangers, Cid the Re- 
monſtrants in thoſe times expole themſelves to, 1n order to ſerve God in their own 
way. But zeal values no perils ; nay, it even rejoyces in ſufferings, They « 
raged each other to endure all things, hoping to overcome all in time, and by 
tience and perſeverance, to recover the freedom of religion, without which the 11nd 
itſelf could not ſubfiſt, But the greateſt fervency was obſerved in perſons of {mall 
fortunes, 1 thoſe who were leaſt infeed with covetouſneſs, and in the Poor, who 
had nothing to loſe. It was therefore propoſed by one of the Governors of the Ho 
for Old men, that ſuch of them as ſhould be diſcovered to frequent the Conven 
of the Remonſtrants, ſhould be whipped. 

Some people conſidering what hardſhips the Remon/trants at that time underwent, 
eſpecially thoſe of Rozrerdam, and other towns, where they were ſo irons in nom- 
ber, were aſtoniſhed that they did not make any greater refiftance for the ſecurity of 
their bodies and goods, Lheir encmies faid it was for want of power 3 but their 
friends reply*d, that conſidering the GErcumſtznces of thoſe times, and the (tare of 16 
fairs in the government, they were much ſtronger thin thoſe Necberlanders, wine took 
up arms againſt the King of Spazn in the year 1572 4 a Prince poſlefl:4 of ſo many 
gold and filver mines, and under whom the States of the ſeveral Provinces had hard- 
ly any other authority leſt them, beſides that of conſenting to raiſe taxes of which 
burdens the Remonfirants, and the other Sets that favoured them, bore rhe greare't 
ſhare, eſpecially in Holland, the moſt powerful of 5Il the other Provinces. But 
the patrons and deienders of that cauſe declared, that neither ftrength noe weakneſs 
were at all conhdered by them ; that they were governed by more noble principles ; 
to wit, thoſe of the chriſttan religion ; being perſwaded that the dodrines of truth 
were not to be propagated by violence : © Their only weapons, zhey ſaid, ought to 
* be patience and conſtancy ; their threatenings, tears z their refuge, prayers; flizht 
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* ought to be their on!!! defence; the chearful payment of the fines, their reſiſtance ; 
« and their yielding to their perſecutors, their chief victory However, tho? theſe 
were the grou:03 upon which they always went, yet was it hardly poſiible fo far to 
reſtrain the numerous congregations of the Remonſtrants, by exhortations to filence 
and forbearance, when 1njurics were offered them by adverſaries, much fewer in 
number than themſelves, but that narure would ſometimes rebel! arainſt principles, 
and produce either words or deeds, which could not bear the ſtri& touch-fone of the 
above-mentioned doftrines; by which they expoſed themſelves and their party t9 
oreat dangers. Of this ſome beginnings were ſeen on occation of the difturbins 


ſeveral of the Kemonſ/irant Conventicles, which were held this winter in the town of 


Gouda, The Remonſtrants having been forced to adjourn their out-of-rown meetinss, © 


| | ity one Sunday, remanfrmn 
being the 28th of November, and it ſucceeded fo well, that they pertormed their reli- M-ccings as 
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on account of the bad weather, they ventured to preach within the c 
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210us worſhip without any moleſtation. They repeated the experiment the following Gouda, 


Sunday, the Sth of December, in the ware-houſe of the late depoſed Burgoma- 
ſter, Facob Lonk, which ſtood behind two of his houſes uninhabited, and came 
out by a long alley into the Pepper-/Ireer. This was done without the knowiedoe 
of the ſaid Lonk, for the ware-houſe was open, and had no lock to it, and the meer- 
Ing was aypointed there without aſking his leave. Neither was this aillembly at- 
tended with any trouble, becauſe Antony Klntes, choſen Baiiiff and Scout in the 
ſtead of the Heer Richard Schaap, was but newly arrived at Gouda, and was not 
yet 1N 2 condition to diſturb the Remonſ{rants, "This man had been formerl y an At= 
torney at Dorrt, where he paſt for a great Remonſtrart ; but when he perceived that 
the wind was in their faces, he fell from them, which, it is thought, paved him the 
way to the Bailiff. ſhip of Gouda, 1n which office he acquitted himfelf after ſuch a 
mariner to his old friends, that they uſed to ſay of him, wherever be faſten, 
he makes his teeth meets, And he himſelf did not fcruple to lay, That before he 
had done, he would make all the Burghers, Strangers; and the Strangers, Burg heys, 
And accordingly he ſoon diſcovered his intention with reſpe&t to the Remon/trants, 
The Heer Lonk was ſoon apprifed, by the great number of footſteps impreſled upon 
the ſnow, round about his ware-houſe, that there had been a meeting holden in ir. 
Therefore to prevent the ſame for the _ and to avoid the damage that inight re- 
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Ax"D ow. ſult to himſelf, he cauſed a new door to be made to it, and put a padlock upon it, which 


1620, 


he locked with his own hands. Notwithſtanding this, the Remon/trants met there 


WNT again on the 13th of December, without the knowledge of the owner. They uſed a 


ſlight to get the door open, which it is thought they performed after this manner. 
One Govert van Menwen, who ſeemed to be a very zealous Remonſtranr, infomuch 
that he was intruſted with the care of appointing the meetings, but who, at the ſame 
time, kept a ſecret correſpondence with the new Bailiff, in order to betray them, had 
dextrouſly got poſſeſſion of the key. He knew that a certain Kemonſtrant Burgher, 
one Nicholas Krynen, had lived in the ware-houſe with his family, for ſome weeks 
whilſt his own houſe was repairing, and that fome of his goods were 1t{l there. 
Laying hold therefore of this opportunity, he borrowed the key, under pretence of 
fetching ſomething out ſor the uſe of the ſaid Krynen, But having got the key, he 
went immediately hzme, and in great haſte appointed a meeting 3 fo ordering matters, 
that part of the people were to come in preſently after noon at one door, and part at 
another; but before they were all come in, the back door was ſhut by the wind, 
ſo that one part of the people could not get in ; but at Jaft, by the afliitance of a 
neighbour, who lived next to the ware-houſe, they were likewiſe admitted. About 
2 or 3 o'clock in the afternoon, the Bailiff having received notice, as 15 ſuppoſed from 
van Meuwen, that the Remonſ/trants had a meeting there at that time, came, being 
attended by the commanding Officer, Monf. Greny, and a party of his Soldiers, in or- 
der to diſturb them. Theſe having beſet all the avenues, van Menuwen and Grenn, 
with a few more, paſſed into the yard by the back-way, but finding nobody there, 
they went into a neighbouring houſe, and enquired where was the meeting ? the 
people replied, they knew of none. But going round another way, they found the 
place, and heard a great noiſe of the people within. The Bathff rapping at the door 
ſeveral times, but not gaining admittance, commanded his men to force 1t open, 
'The Miniſter, Paſchier de Fyne, commonly called the Ice-bird, becaule of his having 
«preached the laſt winter upon the ice, obſcrving what was doing, and not being able 
to get out, came down from the pulpit, and endeavoured to hide himalelft among the 
crowd. In the mean while the door being forced, as ſome ſty, by the Batlifts men, 
or opened by the people within, as is affirmed by others, the Bailitt found a great 
number of men and women in the room, and commanded them 1n the name of the 
States to keep the peace, and to make no reſiſtance ; aſſuring them, {bar no #04y ſnould 
hurt them. But as he was ſecking for the Miniſter, one of the company ran at him 
with a ſharp inſtrument ; but his raſh zeal was prevented by another Kemonſtrant, 
whoſe name was John Krynen, by laying hold of his arm. It is moreover related, 
that the Bailiff ſtandins upon the threſhold of the ware-houſe, in order to take a liſt 
of the names of the congregation, one of them pulled him inwards, being aſliſted by 
others, inſomiuch that he was drawn in among them, and puſhed from one to another, 
till with much pains he extricated himſelf from among them, leaving his cloak behind, 
which one of his ſervants fetched out afterwards; in doing which, he heard {ome of the 
peoplecry, cut the cloak in pieces, tearthe cloakin pieces. And to the Bailiff himſelf, 
theyſaid,Come in if you dare ; let them come, if any of them have courage enough to attempt 
ic. Fiveof the forwardeſt of them, were immediately ſet dowa by the Bailiff; but as 
he would have proceeded in taking an account of them, the door was ſhut upon him, 
and the people within were heard to faſten and barricade it ; after which they fell a 
finging pſalms with a loud voice. Someof thoſe who were in the ware-houſe, threw 
their cloaks out of window, and others got out the ſame way, in hopes of eſcaping. 
It is likewiſe ſaid, that they preſſed ſo hard on the Bailiff, that he was oblige( to re- 
tire. It was at the ſame time propoſed by ſome, that they ſhould throw down an 014 
wall, by which he and his company were to paſs, and fo bury them all in the rub- 
biſh ; but others more wiſe and moderate, dill waded them from it, The Bailiff having 
got out into the Pepper-/{reer, where ſome of the Soldiers had been poſted upon 1 
bridge, he perceived ſuch a vaſt number of people together, that he was terrified, 
not knowing what they might attempt out of deſperation. He therefore thought it 
the ſafeſt way to give the Burghers good words, and exhort thein to peace and quiet- 
neſs. Upon which, one of them was heard to ſay, 1 know not whether you cams to 
murder us, or whether we ſhall murder you ;, but if that was your deſign, you had 
better 
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better have ſlaid at Dort. At the ſame time, the people were aſlembled in troops, AN*D0 », 
ſome of them upon the Gouw, others near the place where the Remonſlrants had met, 1620. 
and in divers other places thereabouts. Some of theſe cried, Help us to tones, give 
us ſome ſtones, Others, Knock them down, knock them down, po home, and fetch 

our arms. Yome perceiving 7 or G Soldiers marching over the Horn bridpe, with 
half-pikes in their hands, fired at them; but the Soldiers coming on boldly, forced 
their way through the crowd. Others called for ſtones again, and endeavoured to 
break up the ſtreet by the Fiſh bridge, but all in vain, they were fo [trongly pitched. 
Two other Soldiers following their Comrades, were ſeized by ſome of the Burohers, 
as was likewiſe a third, who took their arms from them, broke them in picces, and 
threw them away, and, as 1t1s ſaid, beat them with their own weapons. But others 
relate, that one of the Soldiers urged the two others to tire at the Burghers who 
ſtood on the bridge; upon which, they putting their matches to the cocks of their 
muſquets, and reſting their muſquets on their forks, made as it they would diſcharoc 
them; but a Burgher fell upon one of them, and taking hold of the muzzel of his gun, 
made him let go, and immediately carried it to the Fleer Hornby, who lived there- 
abouts, and was ſtanding at his door. The other two Soldiers were likewiſe pre- 
vented in their deſign. One Soldier was hurt in the face by a ſnow-ball, which one 
of the townlmen threw at him. Some of the Burzhers wives drew their huſbinds 
into their houſes, and endeavoured to quiet the commotion. In the mean while, 
the Bailiff found himfclt obliged to retire from the Pepper-ſtreer, and to let the Re- 
monflrants alone for this tune, there being no pollibility of diſperſing ſuch a number 
of people. Some {ay, that they unpaved the ſtreet with their knives, or other tools, 
and did ſo pelt him and the Soldiers, that they were not able to ſtand it, But there 
1s reaſon to doubt of that throwing of ſtones, ſince thoſe who were ſummoned before 
the Magiſtrates, to give an account of this day's uproar, did not make the leaſt men- 
tion of it : Be that as it will, yet this 1s certain, that the diſturbing of the Remon- 
firants 1n their religious worthip, and the tumult proceeding from it (by which the 
town was In danger of being turned into a bath of blood) ended without thedding any 
blood ; but the very noiſe and terror had tuch an effe& upon two women, who lay in, 
that they both died of it. 

The next day, the Magiſtrates viſited the ware-houſe, wherethe mecting had been 
held. After which, for ſeveral days, particularly the 18th and 19th of the month, 
divers perſons were {1mmoned before them, in order to teſtify all that they had ſeen 
and heard during the diſturbance. For this purpoſe, they ſent for two of the Scouts 
Othcers, one of the Lown Meſlengers, a Serjeant of the Soldiers, and ſeveral others 
both men and women, whoſe evidences, fo far as they agreed, ] have chieily made 
uſe of, in the relation of the ſaid diſturbance and the enſuing tumult. They atkel 
ſome of theſe witneſſes, whether they had been at the meeting, whom they had ſeen 
there, and who it was that uſually gave the Remonſtrants notice of holding ſuch like 
allemblies ? By this means 1t came out, that the Remonftrants had divided the town 
of Gouda, firſt into fixteen, and afterwards into eight parts, in order to miniſter to 
their people the more regularly: That one Perer Davidſon, who at that time went 
from houſe to houſe, teaching their children as a Schoolmaſter, had uſually taken an 
account of the people of that periwaſton in every houſe, and ſerved for a meſſenger 
to the deprived Miniſters ; going on all their errands abroad; and that when there 
was to be a meeting, it was he who gave notice of it, and called the people together : 
Moreover, that one Albers Renoldſon, and one Fobn Peterſon, who lived with him, 
had been employed for the ſame purpoſe, who were therefore {tiled by the people the 
dumb Bells ;, but that this method was diſuſed, every man giving his neighbour notice 
when there would be a meeting. 

On the 2oth of December, it being the Sunday before Chriſtmas, the Remonſtrants 
deſigned to hold a ineeting ; but it had no effeR, by the miſtake of the time which 
was differently notified to the people. In the afternoon of the ſame day, the Under- 
Scout, whoſe name was Kunedertuf, viſited the ware-houſe where it was thought 
they intended to have met; but as ſoon as he was gone, they preached near 1t in a 
Rope-walk, 

On the 224 of the ſame month, an Order was publiſhed from the Stadthouſe, the 
contents of which are differcatly related ; but it is ſuppoſed, that the d2fign of it was

This paſt 
without any diforder, Aiter Sermon, Poppins lignitied to Paſchier | Dy a note, that 
he had been carncit;y intreated by ſome of his fri icnds, to let them hear him their 
true Paſtor once more; and that he hoped he ſhould have as good luck that evening, 
as they had had three times together before : He was therefore inclined, he ſaid, to 
preach himſelf, but had not relolved upon any thing ; wherefore he begged him to 
be ready at all adventures, to the end, that if he ſhould uot think it a dviſeable to come, 

The preaching People might not meet 1n vain. At length, Poppins determined to preach, and the

coming, A preat number of them, a whole company, 5 1t 18 thoug't, I. 1 by their 
Commander Grenu, marched along the Haven ; another party, bv = Vy ocrjeant 
Brats, came by the Tenth- way, as It 1s called, all along the Forttiications. As they 
drew nearer with loud clamours, their muſquets loaded. their matches burning, and 
with torches in their hands, Poppins came down from thc place where he !tood, and 
thruſt in among the people, who at firſt ſtood {till, as tt they were refolved to abide 
the coming of the Soidiers. Grenu 1mmediately ranged his men, and belet the place 
of meeting, The inuſquets were fixed, and the matches faltened to the cocks; and 
then the cry was, Are you all ready © Immediately the word was given, to Fire, 
which was followed by a general diſcharge upon the congregation, and this was re- 
peated ſeveral times to the unſpeakable terror of the veople : , for it bein? i in the dark, 
every man thought his neighbour either killed or wounded 3 and expetecd the ſame 
fate himſelf. Upon this, they fled 1n great confuſion, cach running as his fear drove 
him. By this means, the people being ſpread abroad, their number appeared greater 
thin before 5 inſumuch that the Soldiers obſerving waat a multitude they had todeal 
with, were no leſs terrified on their (ide, and falling into diforder, began to fly whilſt 
no man purſued them. It 1s faid, that fome of the Burghers upon the approach of 
thele Soldiers, or as ſoon as they had diſcharged their Pieces at them, cried out, 
Fire, others retreated by the Rope-yard, and that many drew up together, both 
from the meeting and all parts of the town, and made a ſtand, ind that the y even 
unpaved a whole ſtreet, and aſſaulted their enemics with the ſtones: That the 1 OUT

ov eGod thanks that the muſquet-bills, which thoſe who dwelt on the other (ide of 
the Tel, heard to fly over ther houſes, had miſſed their marks; as alſo that thoſe 
who reſiſted, being exaſperated by the cruelty of their perſecutors, had neither {lain 
nor wounded any of them, The Burgomaſters at the ſ{aine time were ſo embarraſſed 
at theſe proceedings, and ſo apprehenſive that the whole town would be in- 


volved in the uproar, and much blood be ſhed, that they all retired to their houſes, 


where they endeavoured to {ecure themſelves as well as they could.

This aſſembly, and the tumult which attended it, has ſince occaſioned much dif- Poppius;, 
Bartholomens Nicolaus, one of the Contraremon/lrant Miniſters of Gouda, red on 
did not ſcruple to aftirin in print : That the late Miniſter Poppius, on the ſecond day of 


Chriſtmas, had, by his own proper fault, involved the whole city in blood and confu-

people had no other views in meeting together, than to be inſtructed and editied b 

the word of God : That alſo their Miniſter (meaning himſelf”) had reſolved upon 
that occaſion, ro have earneſtly exhorted them to peace, quietneſs, patience and 
meekneſs, and to the praCtice of all other chriſtian virtues : Conſequently, that ſuch 
a meeting could have no tendency to bloodſhed : That the world had ſeen at all 
other publick meetings of the Remonſlrants, which were not diſturbed, that the 
people came and went away peaceably, and the ſame would have happened there : 
That the diſturbing of them being put 1n execution after ſo unheard of a manner, 
as if it had been reſolved to treat the Burghers like common enemies, by ſending 
whole bands of Soldiers againſt them ; this had indeed been the occaſion that ſome 
of the congregation, who had not yet rightly learned the exerciſe of chriſtian pa= 
tience, had aQed as they did > whom, be ſaid, he was far from commending. 
Whoever took upon them to paint the Remonſtrants in odious colours, upon the 
account of thoſe late tumults, and charge them with ſelition, did them a great deal 
of wrong : For even the religious allemblies of the Apoſtles themſelves, were 
ſoinetimes attended with tumults: yet who would ſay their aſſemblies were riotous 
or {editious ? But if the adverſaries of the Remonſtrants were reſolved, without re- 
gard to reaſon, to charge them with this crime, they would then ſit down contented, 
and comfort themſelves with what Chrift had ſaid of himſelf, namely, that he was 
come to ſend a {word upon earth, and to fet one man at variance with 
another,” 


{he night after the abovementioned diſturbance, the Soldiers, who kept a ſtrid& $-veral Re- 
guard throughout the town, ſeized upon Albert Reiniers, as a {py. for coming ncar 
the Bailiff whilſt he was talking with the Commandant Grenu; and Herman Hupens, 


the maſter of the houſe near which the meeting was kept, and ſeveral others were 
ſecured on account of the tumult. Lhe next day, being Sunday, the Soldiers were 
poſted 1n all the ſtreets which led to the market-place, and in the church-yard, where 
likewiſe many of the Burghers were got rogether. A party of Soldiers, to the num- 
ber of twenty, being ordered to go their rounds in the day time, were followed and 
houted at by the boys. The ſonof a certain Maſon walking in the Stadthouſe 
about noon, was commanded by the Bailiff to depart ; but the young man ſaid to 
tin, We walked here many a tim? before you came, Upon which, he was taken 1n- 
to cuſtody, and ſhut up in the Schepens chamber for a while. Several of the

and diſcharged all offices as became good citizens, do humbly conceive that 
they have juſt cauſe, with all reſpe& and reverence, to repreſent to your Worſhips 
the great ſorrow and concern they lie under, 1n tinding themſelves reduced to ſuch a 
dilemma, as to be forced either to forbear totally, the exerciſe of their reli- 
gion, of the truth of which they are fully perſwaded 1n their hearts, and by that 
means bring down the wrath of God upon them, by acting againſt their conſciences; 
or elſe to incur the diſpleaſure of your Worſhips and the Government, by fre- 
quenting their religious Aſſemblies. But being as Chriſtians, convinced that they 
ought to obey God rather than men, how great and honourable ſoever ; and conſe- 
quently that they cannot omit the exerciſe of praying and preaching, and the ad- 
miniſtration of the holy Sacraments with a ſafe conſcience, they are determined to 
g0 on, and perſevere therein, in oppoſition to all Laws, Placards, Puniſhments 
and Executions, that can proceed from men, with the ſame courage and con- 
ſtancy as their Anceſtors underwent the cruel torments of the old Spaniſh Inquiſi- 
tion. And they are ready to ſuffer, they and their wives and children, even unto 
death, rather than to be deprived of the exerciſe of their religion, which the 

know to be the ſure way to everlaſting life. For this caule is It that they hold little 
aſſemblies, and fometimes great ones too, by reaſon of the great numbers of their 
people, as the Reformed thought themſelves in conſcience obliged to do in the time 
of the Spani/h Government. But as your petitioners, being ſtrengthened by the 
grace of God, hope they ſhall not faint, nor relax any thing of their holy zeal, 
as long as they have breath in their bodies, any more than their anceſtors ; fo 
likewiſe do they ſolemnly proteſt in the uprightneſs of their hearts, and in the 
preſence of an all-ſeeing God, that they abhor, and have an utter averſion to all 
rebellion and ſedition, and that they aim at nothing elſe but to enjoy liberty of 
con ſcience, and the exerciſe of religion, which is the gift of God to them, and 
which they ought not to be deprived of in their free native land. They humbly 
conceive your Worfhips will not deny that the dominion over conſcience appertains 
to God alone ; that religion can neither be planted nor extirpated by violence ; that 
from the very beginning of the Reformation, their High Mightimeſſes themſelves, as 
well as all the inhabitants of theſe lands, have always efteemed the obſtrufing a 
free exerciſe of religion, as perſecution for confcience-ſake ; that thoſe who aim at 
eſtabliſhing any religion by force, form heaven and often loſe their ſhare of the 
earih, as the Emperor Maximilian was uſed to ſay; that it is hard to fight 
againſt God, and dreadful to fall into his hands ; that all Hoanders, and in 
particular thoſe of Gouda, have a natural averſion and abhorrence for perſecu- 
tion; that according to the declarations of the States, and the opinion of the Ma- 
o1{trates of the 'Towns in this Province, the heavy wars ſupported by them, were 
not undertaken for the ſake of this or that veligion, but only for the liberty of con- 


ſcience in general, that the Petitioners, tho* very ſtrong and numerous, freely 


yielded thoſe churches which they had been poſſeſſed of from the very beginning 


«* of the Reformation, and always made uſe of for the exerciſe of their religion, 
* to the Contraremonſtrants, much lefs numerous than themſelves ; and that having 
* performed many other good ſervices for the Government, they have not deſerved 
* {uch rigorous treatment. They therefore exhort your Worſhips on the part of

God, and intreat and beſeech you, on their own part, that you would no longer 
L | © obſtruct 
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ob({tru& the exerciſe of their religion, either by the violence of the Soldiery, who Ax*Do 
live by the ſweat of the Burghers brows, or by any other methods. And in cafe 1620. 
this their requeſt ſhould not meet with a favourable reception from your Worſhips, WR 
but be rejected like the Petitions of the Nobles, which were preſented to the 
Ducheſs of Parma in the year 1566-7, they moſt ſolemnly proteſt in the preſence 
of the all-knowing God, of your Worſhips, and of the whole world, that all and 
ſingular of them, notwithſtanding their good diſpoſitions towards patience and for- 
bearance, yet not having in their power the hearts and hands of thoſe, who ac- 
cording to the example of the firſt Reformers, may be driven to take up arms in 
their own defence, are innocent of all the nuſchief which may enſue 3 and they 
aſſure themſelves that the blood which may happen to be ſpilt ( which God for- 
bid ) will not be required of them, but of thoſe who are th. occation of it. May 
God grant your Worſhips the wiſdom to prevent all fuch inconventencies, and 
make your adminiſtration acceptable to him,

Inſtead of ſubſcribing any names, the Burghers offer their attendance at 
the Stadthouſe in great numbers, but in a civil manner, in caſe they be 


informed that your Worſhips allow them ſo to do, 


[ cannot ſay, for certain, whether this Petition was delivered, or tranſinitted to 
the Magiſtrates of the town, fince Poppivus, who was there at that time, makes no 
mention of it in his Journal. However, I thought it proper to be inſerted here, 
becauſe we may learn from thence what opinion the Remon/trants of Gouda had of 
their prohibited Aſſemblies, as alſo their reſolution of continuing the ſame, what- 
ever the conſequences might be. 
Soon after this the Magiſtrates of Gouda took into con{ideration the cafe of thoſe 
perſons who were accuſed on account of the two latt diſturbed Meetings, and 
the tumults which followed thereupon. 'The Inn-keeper, Herman Hugen, after mu Ree 
. . © MONITYANnNTtS 
having been confined for the ſpace of a month, was, upon the proſecution of the 3.4 5c 
Bailiff before the Court of. Burgomaſters and Schepens, declared to be a 1/eleſ; City. 
Member of the Town, and as ſuch ordercd to quit it within the ſpace of twenty-four 
hours, and not to return thither, nor within the liberties thereof, unleſs with the 
knowledge and conſent of the Magiſtrates for the time being. He was likewiſe con- 
demned to pay the charges of his impriſonment and proſecution, in caſe he was able, 
In the ſentence which was pronounced againſt him on the 29th of Fanuary follow- 
ing, It is faid, Thar he was taken up on account of the riot committed the 24 day of 
Chriſtmas, without ſignifying what part he had aQed in it. Albers Reiniers, who 
had likewiſe been committed, was condemned to be baniſhed out of the territories 
of Holland and eſt-Freeſland for the ſpace of five years; to leave the town and its 
juriſdi&ion before ſun-ſet, and the reſt of the country within three days; and fur- 
ther, to pay all coſts, His fentence, which bore date rhe 3th of February of the 
following year, mentions the points in which 1t was underſtood that his crime confiſt- 
ed; to wit, That he not only had attempted to diſcover what the Bailiff and the 
Commander of the Soldiers were conſulting to do on the Yarket-place in the night 
of the 2d day of Chriitmas, during the tumult, in ower to reſtrain the Yectings 
of the Remonſtrants; but that there had been likewiſe found about him certain liſts 
of names, acconing to a certain Diviſion of the Town into Wards o2 Diſtricts, 
made to the end that people might thereby be inftouned of the ttme and place of 
meeting ; ſome of which were writ by Himſelf, and had been made uſe of fo?2 the 
lame purpoſe 2 That he having been accuſed ſome weeks before of being preſent at a 
(02btdden Conventicle, and denying it, and refuſing to purge himſelf npoi oath, 
02 to confeſs who were there beſides, had been condemned to pay the fine of twice 
twenty-five Gifders, and afterwards to be baniſhed; but that upon his p2omiſe ta 
bchave himſelf better fo2 the future, he was allowed to return. J2otwithſtanding 
which favour, be immediately writ a Letter to Poppius, erpreſting his (o2row fo?

Ml As for the reſt of the perſons who were apprehended on the ſame account, } 
have not been able to learn what was further done about them. But I ſhall now #0 
Avail 4 Gentleman og, to relate what happened to the quondam Burgomaſter Lonk, on account of the 
Wa 3s proſecuted Remonſtrant Meeting, on the 13th of the fame month of December, in his Ware-

Ih their mecting houſe. The Bailiff Klotes ſummoned him before the Court of the Burgomaſters and 
vi eaſe 94'** Schepens, where he challenged or claimed a fine of twice two hundred Gilders 
from him; to wit, two hundred Gilders, as the faid Bailiff affirmed, for fuffering a 

Meeting to be holden in his ware-houſe on the 13th of the faid month ; and two 

hundred more, becauſe they had made uſe of one of his houſes adjoyning thereto, 

in order to come at the ware-houſe the more conveniently. He infiſted likewiſe, 

that the Court ſhould infli& ſome arbitrary corre&ion on the ſaid Lonk, and oblige 

him to pay coſts, over and above the pecuniary muldts. Upon this enſue) a debate, 

or plea, which being very remarkable, deſerves to be more particularly related here. 

The cited Gentleman maintained that this cauſe ought not to have come in the firſt in- 

ſtance before this Court of Juſtice, but to have been firſt heard before the Schep2ns ; 

but this plea was over-ruled by the Court. LIhen he prayed to be heard by Coun- 

ci}, and that they would grant him a copy of the inſtruQtions or dire&ions of the 

Court of Holland, for proceeding againſt the Remonſtrants extraordinarily, and 

without obſerving the uſual forms and methods. The firſt of theſe requeſts was rc- 

fuſed, the latter granted him. When they came to the point, Lonk denied he had 

lent his ware-houſe, or any of his houſes for the purpoſes mentioned in the indid- 

WI ment againſt him ; and in caſe that one of them had been made uſe of by the Re- 
aha monſtirants for a thorow-fare to the place of their meeting, it was done, he ſaid, 
without cither his knowledge or conſent, which both he and his wife too were ready to 

declare upon oath. For this cauſe, be ſaid, that he had not incurred any penalty ; 

WI: for the Placards had none in their view, but ſuch as lent or hired their houſes for 

| ſuch purpoſes ; which was by no means applicable to others, whoſe houſes had 
WI IH been made uſe of without their knowledge and conſent, as was the preſent caſe. 
We This, be added, appeared by what he had done ; for as ſoon as he heard that the 

W Remonſtrants had preached there once, he got a lock, and put it upon the door with 
Wb-f his own hands, to prevent their meeting 1n. it again. Upon his faying thus, ſome 
of thoſe who ſate upon the bench concluded, zhar he confeſt he knew of the firſt 
Wii tk IH meeting, Accordingly, on the 29th of December, he was condemned proviſionally, 
ali, in purſuance of the Bailiff's challenge, to pay the tine of twice two hundred Gilders ; 
| but he appealed from this ſentence to the Court of Holand, by which the proceed- 
| ings of the Magiſtrate of Gouda were confirmed, and he himſelf condemned further 
to pay coſts. From them therefore he appealed to the ſupreme Council. Whillt 
his cauſe was thus depending, the aforeſaid Bailiff ſummoned him again before the 
Magiſtrates of Gouda, on account of his demand of arbitrary correQion ; which, as 
(RANG: well as that of coſts, was left in ftazu quo, by the firſt ſentence, till the end of the 
BUR OW cauſe. Here he prayed it might be adjourned for ſome days, to give him time to 
"BARE procure ſome witnefles on his behalf; for Nicolas Krynen, or his wife, of whom 
WW Govert van Meuwen had made uſe, in getting the ware-houſe opened, as has been 
Wi ſhown above, had declared, even at the very time that the meeting was diſcovered, 
h that the owner knew nothing of it ; being alſo ready to depoſe further, and freely 
to own, that the ſaid ware- houſe was opened by their own negle&, It is alſo thought 
that the Bailiff had got the wind of this; for when he ſummoned all the other 
| Burghers on each fide to give an account to the Court of what hadpaſt in relation to 
the aforeſaid meeting, he left theſe perſons at home. Neither would they grant the 
Burgomaſter Lonk any further time, as he had deſired, but condemned him to 

pay a fine of one hundred and fifty Gilders, beſides coſts. In the mean time he 

went on With his appeal to the ſupreme Court, with reſpe& to the four hundred 

(40 Remarkable Gilders which they had forced him to pay. This affair was long depending. The 
' I parifeuar? © principal arguments that were uſed by the Bailiff againſt Lonk were theſe : Thar his 
WP. 1 ji ware-bouſe, and the houſe that ſtood near it, were very conveniently ſituated for bold- 
ing thoſe forbidden meetings : That the Court of Fuſlice at Gouda having taken 

lawful coznizance of the condition of the ſaid ware-houſe, the very day after the 

meeting,

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meeting, did not find it like other ware-bouſes, but fitted up, and accommodated for AN*D 


uch Aſſemblies, to wit, provided with convenient ſeats, with rafters and pillars fur- 
niſhed here and there with nails or pins, together with a ſort of gallery on the eaſt- 
ſide, to which there was an aſcent by (tairs, and where there was alſy a place diſlin- 


guiſhed by a partition of a ſi; height for the Miniſter to lean on; on the north-/ide of 


the ware-houſe, there were likewiſe two great windows, through which they 
could get into a yard, that lay under the wall of the ware-bouſe, being very well 
frruated for conveying themſelves away in time of need For which cauſe it ought 
zo be ſuppoſed, that thoſe meetings were holden by the permiſſion of the owner, wh9, 
rogerber with his wife, children, and the reſt of bis relations, not a little favoured 
that ſect. 
On the other hand, Lonk maintained; © That it did by no means follow, that be- 
« cauſe ſuch a place was conventent to meet in, and was atuilly made uſe of for the 
« fame purpoſe, it was therefore done with his knowledge and conſent ; whereas, on the 
* contrary, it appeared that he had endeavoured to hinder it by putting on a lock : 
©* That the Remon/lrants had likewiſe viewed and made uſe of a ware-houſe belong- 
« ing to the Heer Richard Weſterhout, oneof the Schepens, who had been frequently 
« deputed- to the States of HoYand, but the owner had never been finzd for it, his 
« word having been taken that it was Jone without his knowledze or conſent ; as 
* was alſo the word of Facob Arynen, a Carpenter, whoſe barn had been uſed for the 
* ſame purpoſe. As for the conveniences which Alotes faid, had been made for the 
« the holding of ſuch a meeting, they had been there ever lince the year 1617, when 
* the ware-houſe was bought; nay, the planks upon which the people were ſuppoſed 
* to have fat, and the Miniſter to have ſtood, were fo old, that the Judges who had 
* ſeen them, and who had pailed this ſentence, durſt not venture to ſtind upon thew, 
« for fear of falling through upon the floor.” The truth of this apology, which was 
in a great meaſure ſo palpable, and which was offered to be confirmed upon oath, 
as it had been formerly offered, weighed ſo much with the Lords of the ſupreme 
Court, that at length they declared the Bailiff ro be in the wrong, and ordered that he 
ſhould refund the 400 Gilders, together with the 1ntereſt accruing from the day he 
had received that ſum. To prevent the effeR of this judgment, the ſaid Bailiff en- 
deavoured to prove that Lonk's wife had been at the meeting in the ware-houſz on 
the 13th of December, and conſequently, that the muſt have known of that matter, 
which ſhe had denied as well as her huſband. He took great pains to prove this, and 
produced two witneſſes for that purpoſe. But 1t1s (aid by ſome, with great aſſurance, 
that they were told bya very credible perſon (what we onght by n2 means to conceal 
here, leaving every man at the ſame time to juJge of the probability of it vis.) that 
he, the ſaid Bailiff, in order to get the better in this cauſe, hid prevailed upon two 
fellows living in Gouda, whom one evening he treated very freely at his houſe with 
drink, giving them great promiſes of a further reward and concealment of their names, 
to teſtify, betore one of the Schepens, whom he had deſignedly broughtto his houſe, 
that they ſaw the wife of Lonk preſent at the aforeſaid meeting. One of theſe wit- 
nefſes (who took upon him alſo to be the informer) was Govert van Menwen, who 
himſelf had ſummoned the meeting in queſtiun, and now had the confidence to de- 
poſe and lay, Did not [ ſee his wife £] myſelf led ber by the hand into the ware. 
houſe. The other witneſs. was one Fobn Niſſen, who, by the favour of the Bailiff, 
had lately obtained the office of Porter of the Potters-gate, or Setter of the Clock in 
the Tower, and who was ſtill in hopes of a better place; a fellow who had formerly 
been charged by the Bailiff himſelf with a ſtreet-robbery. 1t was about four years 
after the {aid meeting, that theſe witneſles were produced, not one word having been 
ſaid all the time before of this matter. But now the Bailiff gave notice to Lonk, of 
what his wife was charged with, ſignifying to bim, at the ſame time, that he did not 
defire to proceed againſt him with the utmoſt rigour, but was willing to make it up 
with him. Lonk being aſſured by his wife, that ſhe had not been there, cauſed 
Klotes to be told, that he thanked him for his meſſage, but as it was a thing of impor- 
tance, he muſt take a little time to conſider of it. Yet fearing that if his wife were 
tried by the Magiſtrates of Gouda, ſhe might be denied the right of appeal, - which 
would have been to his damage, he ſpeedily procured a Mandament of: Purgation 
from the Court of Holland, by which the Bailiff was cited before the ſaid Court, to 
2ive an account of what he had to ſay pug the woman, who was ready to purge 
| B b 2 her- 
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Ax*Dow.herſelf upon oath. Alotes endeavoured nevertheleſs to bring the cauſe before the 
Magiſtrates of Gouda, but not ſucceeding, he was forced to go to the Hague, where 
LW VV finding Lonk and his wife, he produced his witneſſes, and demanded that ſhe ſhould loſe 


both her fore-fingers, (which fingers are held up when an oath 1s taken) becauſe ſhe 
had offered to declare upon oath, that ſhe knew nothing of the meeting, whereas {he 
was convited of the contrary. On her part was ſhown, what ſhe had to obje& againſt 
the witneſſes and their depolitions, namely, that one of them was the informer, and 
conſequenrly could not be a witneſs in this caſe; and that the evidence of the other, 
ought not to be admitted, foraſmuch as he was an infamous perſon, and had been 
tried for a robbery. It was further ſaid, that the Bailiff had brought thoſe fellows 
to his houſe, and treated them with drink after candle-lighting, and the ſuſpicions a- 
riſing from thence, were hinted at. 

While the caſe was thus depending, Lonk was adviſed by his Council to take ano- 
ther way, in order to bring it to a concluſion ; for it had laſted from the year 162c 
to 1625, in which year 1 find myſelf engaged for the fake of conneRing the beginning 
and end of this relation. He therefore delired and obtained of the Court, that two of 
their Members ſhould be ſent privately to Gouda, at his charge, in order to view the 
place of meeting, and to exainine the witneſſes ſeparately, and fo todifcover the truth. 
'Thoſe Gentlemen being arrived at Gouda, dextrouſly ordered the witneſſes to be 
brought before them by a Meſſenger, the one not knowing what was doneto the other, 
and ſtritly examined them, firſt at their inn, and afterwards at the ware-houſe,or place 
of the meeting. They cauſed each of them apart, to ſhow the place where it was pre- 
tended the woman fat during the ſermon, and ſo the falſity of their evidence was diſ- 
covered, for one of them having ſhewed a certain place, and being carried away, 
and the other brought, he pointed to a different place, at a great diſtance from it. 
Thus was their teſtimony battled, the Bailiff ſhamed, and the man and his wife never 
more moleſted, The 400 Gilders were likewiſe returned, and the fine of 150 more 
diſcharged. And being ſummoned to the Hague, to anſwer the charges of the pro- 
ceſs, which amounted to a great ſum, he kept out of the way ſo much, and ſpun out 
the affair to ſuch a length, that his adverſary being quite tired, let it drop. It does 
not appear to me what became of the witneſſes, only that one of them, John Niſſen, 
fell into a lingering diſtemper through grief and vexation, of which, at laſt, he died: 
{[t is thought that he was impoſed upon by the other, having been ſhown a wo- 
man at the meeting, who was very like the wife of Lonk, both in ſtature and drefs. 
But the penalty which ought to have been 1nflited on the ſuborner of theſe witneſſes, 
was never exated, whether it was that he was too much countenanced by ſome of the 
Magiſtrates of the town, or that it did not ſufficiently appear to the Court that he had 
been tampering with the witneſles; for he was ſo wiſe as to give nothing under his hand; 
and had thoſe witneſſes charged him with it, there was cauſe enough to ſuſpe& their 
veracity, ſince their evidence had been found fo inconſiſtent. But the matter ſtanding 
thus, ſome thought it would have been hard for the government to have puniſhed the 
witneſſes, whilſt they were forced to let him, who, as they firmly believed, had 
ſuborned them, eſcape for want of ſuffictent proof, There happened ſeveral other 
things in and about the year 1620, (to which I now return) tending to the prejudice 
of the Remonſirants, the exa@ times whereof cannot be ſhown, for want of particu- 
lar memoirs, which however we ſhall make ſome mention of. 

Two young maidens of Rotterdam, having been ſuſpeRted of frequenting the pro- 
hibited meetings, were, without any proof, committed to priſon ; and yet for 
all that, were obliged, after they had made their innocency appear, to pay all char- 
oes, beſides the fees of the Turnkey. About the ſame time, one Orro van Soolen, the 
ſon of an eminent Burgher, who had never been at a meeting, nor intended to go, 
was committed to priſon, becauſe he would not clear himſelf upon oath. What they 
did more with him, and how he came off, we do not find mentioned. 


Proceedings a@ Some of the townſmen of the Brill, having been one day with their wives at a meet- 
gainſt ſeveral 


ing in the country, found the gates ſhut at their return, and could not get admitrance 


ſtrants at che 11 four days time, even though ſome of the women gave ſuck, and their children lay 
in the cradle at the ſame time, and though they offered to leave their rings and other 
valuable things as a pledge for the payment of their fines. 

Another time, after having diſturbed a Remonſirant meeting, the Miniſter 


having eſcaped them, by ſuddenly ſhifting his cloaths, they kept the gates wr for 
3 three 
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three days, and nobody was permitted to go out of the rown, unleſs he went up to An*D o ». 
the Stadthouſe to ask leave of the Magiſtrates. In the ſame town, they ſeveral times 1620. 
diſtrained the goods of the inhabitants that had been at the forbidden meetings, and WO 
ſold them publickly. One Martin Mantel, a Burgher of this town, ſpeaking to ſome 
body, in whom he thought he could confide, about the Synod of Dorr, called it iro- 
nically, as it was underſtood and reported to the Magiſtrates, the Divine Synod. 
For thus ſpeaking, he was forced to leave the town for the ſpace of eight weeks. 
He was afterwards ſent for back, as he imagined, to be more gently treated. Being 
returned, he was required to declare, whether he had ſpoke thoſe words in jeſt or 
earneſt 2 Upon his refuſing, they told him, that he muſt either ack God and the Go. 
vernment pardon, or leave the town in twenty four hours. He begged they 
would allow him a little longer time to ſettle his affairs, and they granted him 
two days. He petitioned for fix weeks, but could not obtain any longer reſpite. 
He cried, that they ought not to uſe in this manner a Burgher who had lived 49 
years among them, and who was allied to other Burghers ; but it was all in 
vain, Leonard N...,. one of the ſenior Schepens, who ſupplied the office 
of the Burgomaſters in their abſence ; cried, No more time, no more time, Well 
then, ſaid the other, May God deal with your ſoul, as you do with me ! This was ſaid 
in the afternoon, and before night, the Schepen was dead, being choaked with 
coughing, and having been well and dead in one hour. Some looked upon this as 
a puniſhinent juſtly inflifted on him by God, though at the ſame time, they were 
far from praiſing the warmth of the ſaid Martin Mantel, which they did not think 
to be conſiſtent with the temper of a chriſtian, but to favour too much of revenge. 
Another Burgher, one John de Fogel, finding that the Officers were going to diſtrain 
upon his goods (becauſe he was ſuſpeted to have been at a Remon/trant meeting) 
brought them to bis bed, ſaying, if you are reſolved to diſtrain, there, take that bed, 
it was ſold once before, in the time of the Duke of Alva, and for religion too. 

At Alkmaer, ſeveral of the Remonſirants were thrown into priſon on account of 
their fines, neither were the women themſelves ſpared, and even ſome who had not 
been at any mecting at all. One Thomas Adrianſon, a Dyer, was, after a tedious 11n- 
priſonment, obliged to pay a fine of 425 Gilders, only becauſe the Remonſtrants had 
talked of meeting at his houſe. 

At Leyden, a poor Cobler, who had been out of town, and was ſuſpe@ed to have 
been at a meeting, was taken up, but for want of proof againit him, was diſcharged ; 
however, he was forced to pay nine Gilders to the Jaylor, for opening and ſhutting 
thc priſon-door, and other expences. 

One William Viruly, a Painter, and Burgher of Rotterdam, a zealous Remonſtrant, 
brought himſelf into a great deal of trouble by his free ſpeeches in Zeland, not con- 
fidering where he was. Being arrived at Fluſhing, for the diſpatch of ſome bufineſs, 
he went and heard the Miniſter, Fuſius Larenus, preach a ſermon; in which, 
amongſt other things he ſaid, that, As a mariner, who neglefts the opportunity of 
wind and tide, is in danger of loſing the whole profit of his voyage ;, ſo a chriſtian 
who waſtes his days in vanity, when he comes to die, is diſappointed of ſalvation. 
'The ſame day, the ſaid Miniſter happend to go with company to Middelburg, and ſo 
did Viruly, and returning from thence together, they fell into diſcourſe with each other. 
The Painter faid, if Larenus ſhould preach ſuch doctrine in Holand, as he had heard 
from him that day at Fluſhing, he would certainly be taken for an Arminian. The 
Miniſter replied, that he always preached thus ; but his brother, who ſtood by, begun 
to revile the Remonſtrants, ſaying, that he knew all the Arminian Miniſters, and that 
they had not one man of conſcience or honeſty among them, The other replied, 
that he believed he knew them well enough, but in a good ſence, and eſpecially one 
of them, againſt whom this Zelander inveighed moſt, which was Nicolaus Grevink- 
bovius, with whom he had often converſed, and whom (as he raſhly expreſſed him- 
ſelf) he hoped to ſee in a week, and perhaps in three days time, Difputing and 
wrangling after this manner, they arrived at Fluſhing again, when the Zelander 
aſked, where Grevinkhovius was ? Praying Yiruly to tell him, becauſe it concerned the 
publick very much to know it. The other avoiding to anſwer him, and the Zelander 
threatening him, that he ſhould be compell'd todeclare it, they found themſelves within 
the town, where the gate was ſhut as ſoon as they entered. Yiruiy had hardly 
diſpoſed of his Portmanteau, in which were divers letters to the R-monſtrant Minifters 
(to 
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Woo. Ax Dom(to whoin he dehigned to deliver them at Antwerp) by putting it into the bands of 3 
Wl 16209 truſty friend, when he was ſummoned to appear before one of the Burgomaſters, 
bil | whoſe name was Moor, Jate in the evening. Here he met with his accuſer, the 
ſame Larenus, whom he had heard preach. He was charged with ſaying, I/hall ſee 
Greviokhovius this very night, And it was added, that talking of the Synod as he 
was coming back to Fluſing, he had treated 1t in 2 ſcanJalous manner. Viruly de- 
"ny nicd both one and the other. The Burgomaſter cried, Do not you hear the Miniſter 
[ ſay it © The Rotterdammer anſwered, [t is not true, for all that, Who are you? 
{aid the Burgomaſter. I ama chriſtian, repited the other. A chriſtian ! Achriflian 
cried the Burgomaſter, ſo we be all, but of what ſet are you? The Rotterdammer 
owned, he was of that perſwaſton which was called Arminian, or Remonſtrant. 
Then the converſation was turned into reproaches, and the Burgomaſter ſaid, Tien are 
you a rogue, @ raſcal, and a villain, Pack up your awls, and get you gone early to 
morrow morning, or elſe I will ſet you in a hole where neither the ſun nor moon ever 
{bined, Upon this, the Rotrerdammer made towards the door, which ſtood open, 
I fearing to be ſhut in. As he retired into the ſtreet, the Burgomaſter followed him 
to the threſhold, crying as loud as he could, Gert you gone you villain, or we will ſet 
the mob on your back, and ſend you a ſwimming, By good Juck, there was no body 
In the fircet ; for he had been kept till eleven, o* clock in the houſe. The next day, 
carly in the morning, came a Meſſenger to his lodgings, with orders, That the Rotter- 
dammer ſhould appear before the Magiſtrates at the Stadihouſe, But he had re- 
moved before, and was privately gone on board a ſhip bound for Antwerp, The 
Ml Meilenger returned to the houſe where he Jay, and told the hoſt that he ſhould ſuffer 
MR for it, if he denied him ; But the hoſt replied, he might freely fearch, for the man 
6 was gone. 
— From this account, the Reader may perceive how the minds of men were embir- 
[6 »be Remon= trred at that time, and how Grevinkhovius was aimed at thorow the fides of Virulp, 
WO firant Mis We likewiſe find in the memoirs, oraccounts, publiſhed this year by the Remonſtrancs, 
MME _ what diligence was uſed in other parts to ſeize the Miniſters of their perſwafion ; 
21l methods iinaginable being uſed to diſcover and apprehend them. The Heer Fra::- 
cis vander Burgh, deputed from Dort to the Committee of the States of HoZand, tra- 
velling from Delf7 to Rotterdam, thought he had ſeen one of the baniſhed Miniſters 
| in another waggon:; upon which he would have perſwaded the waggoner to 
| turn back, and ride after him, and fo earn the 500 Gilders by taking him. But 
| the other replied, He endeavoured toget bread for his wife and children in an honeſt 
Mg if way, and whilſt he was able ſo to do, he did not deſire to earn the recompence of a 
Judas. Afﬀeer this, the ſaid Gentleman being arrived at Rotterdam, and ſeeing a 
i Meſſenger that was riding from Dors to the Hague, he attempted to perſwade him to 
wi the ſ2me work ; and upon his declining it, threatened to have him turned out of his 
1 place. This made ſuch an impreſſion on the man, that he engaged, as ſoon as he 
Wil ſhould come to the Hague, to give an account to the Heer Muis the Scout of Dorr, 
j | of what he, the Heer vander Burg, thought he had ſeen in his way. However, after 
all this ſtir, there was no Miniſter to be found. 
Another time, a certainTaylor of Leyden. went to Newkope, to ſpeak with one of the 
inhabitants there, who thereupon was ſummoned before the Magiſtrates, and obliged 
my to ſwear, that it was not a Miniſter that came to him. 
Nj At Delft, they beſet the houſe of Dwingls, the Miniſter's father, in hopes of find- 
ing the ſon there, broke 1t open, and ſearched it, but in vain. 

At Utrecht, there came two perſons to be trimmed by a Barber ; one of them was 
a Maſon, and the other a baniſhed Miniſter. The Barber ſuſpe&ing the ſaid Mafon 
by ſome words that fell from him, to be a Miniſter, gave him a little ſcratch or 
mark on the cheek with his razor, and in (having his t1ead, left a little tuft of hat: 
upon it, the better to know him again ; after which, he went and accuſed them both 
to the Magiſtrates ; who, the next night, cauſed the Maſon to be ſeized, but miſhing 
the Miniſter, who was at another place, they ſoon found themſelves deceived, 

At Amersfort, the wife of Neranus, formerly Miniſter of that place, fell ſick of * 
mortal diſeaſe. This woman finding that ſhe ſhould die, begged with ſighs and tears 
that ſhe might but once ſee her huſband before her departure. The rumour of wital 
Al ſhe deſired, being ſpread about the town, ſtirred up ſome of the informers to look ou! 
(WATT very diligently for him: they watched all day about the houſe, and at night got "7x 
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ders to climb up to the windows, 1n order to peep in to the chamber where his wife Ax*Do » 
was expiring, and ſo to ſurpriſe him in the houſe of mourning ; but he was out of 1620. 
town, and did not hear of her 1lIneſs, or of the deſign of his enemies, till after her 4 VV 
death. 

Facomine Andrews, the wife of Charles Rykewart, formerly one of the Miniſters Rykewarr 
of Utrecht, being upon her death-bed, prayed by a Petition which was preſented to 5s 4enied 
the States of that Province, that her huſband might be allowed to afliſt her in her pany 4 of 
extremity ; but that requeſt was dented her. After this, when the found her ilIneſs 7 i» b-- 
increaſing, and that ſhe drew near her end, ſhe intreated them again to allow him to - Pogy 6g , 
be with her for the ſpace of ſeven or eight days only. Upon receiving this Petition, vey himſelf 
the Deputies of the States declared, that they pitied her cafe, and would willingly 310er 029m” 
have conſented to it, 1f 1t had been 1n their power ; but that it was a matter which 0 
muſt be laid before the Generality, and they would therefore forward her Petition to 
their High Mightineſlcs, But they refuſed to grant it ; and all the anſwer they re- 
turned was, Habeat patientiam ,, that 1s to ſay, Let ber have patience. She had it, 
and departed however in the prefence, and with the prayers of her ſorrowful huſ- 
band, who being hid in a baſket, was brought home by open day, valuing no dan- 
oer, and deſpiſing the puniſhment of a perpetual impriſonment, that he might render 
the laſt devoirs to his dear wife in her extremity. 

It is recorded by ſome, that the Magiſtrates of Horn obliged the wife of one of The Wiver of 
the exiled Miniſters to depart the town ; and at Kampen too, the wife of Nicolas ons 
Lachterop, formerly the Miniſter of Kampervene, together with her children, was /r: ar: 041: 
forced to quit that place. It was thought by ſome, that the Miniſters had too good®;* _ 
an opportunity of concealing themſelves in thoſe towns, by the means of their wives :hcir abvad, 
who continued to live there, which by turning them out, was taken away, 

One of the baniſhed Miniſters, Szmon Goulart of Geneva, formerly Preacher to 4 L:tter of 
the Walloon Church at Amſterdam, who then reſided at Calais, writ a long Letter to _ _= 
the Remonſtrants of the ſaid Church, bearing date the 2oth of Ofober, wherein he Walloon Re- 
exhorted them *© ſtedfaſtly to continue 1n the confeſlion of the truth, and not to GO 
« ſuffer themſelves, through hope or fear, to be miſled by its enemies the Contrare- IS wah 
* monſirants, He repreſented, that it was their duty to defend the good cauſe which 
« till then they had maintained, and not pulillanimouſly to joyn themſelves to its ad- 

« verſaries. And to the end they might not be miſled, he propoſed ſeveral things to 
« be conſidered by them : Firſt, It ought, he ſaid, to be obſerved, that the Contra- 
« remonſirants poſtponed the holy Scriptures, treading in the paths of the Papiſts, 
* who eſteemed the word of God to be obſcure and imperfe&, and added their own 
* traditions to it. For inſtead of expounding nothing but this in their churches, 
* they explained the Catechiſm of Geneva, drawn up by Calvin, in the Walloon con- 
« pregations; and that of Heidelberg, compoſed by Zachariah Urſinus, in the 
* Dutch, both which were no other than humane forms, which ought not to be of any 
© more eſteem than the books of the Maccabees, or other Apocryphal writings, 
© which they would not allow to be read in their churches to the people, tho' man 
© 500d things were contained in them. To theſe Catechiſms they added their own 
© Confeſſion of Faith, as if that contained in the Symbol of the Apoſtles was not 
« ſufficiently compleat 3 tho? the primitive chriſtian churches thought it perfe& 
© enough for the three firſt Centuries. And even St. Paul admitted a much ſhorter 
« confeſſion, as ſufficient to ſalvation, in his Epiſtle to the Romans, ch. x. v. 9. by 
* ſaying, If thou ſhalt confeſs with thy mouth the Lord Feſus, and ſhalt believe in 
© thine heart, that God hath raiſed bim from the dead, thou ſhalt be ſaved. Bat 
© now the Contraremonſtrants, he ſaid, ſpeak anotlier language. To their Care- 
© chiſms and Confeſ/tons they further add the Canons of their Synods. 'The Ma- 
C giſtrates muſt approve them, or they will not own their authority ; the Miniſters 
* muſt ſign them, or elſe they are to be depoſed ; and none who obje& againſt them, 
« can be received for Members of the Church. And yet theſe very Canons, how 
* 1nnocent ſoever they may appear, contain divers errors, of the ſame kind with 
* thoſe of the anticnt Prede/tinarian Hereticks, In the ſaid Canons we likewiſe dif- 
* cover a new hereſy of the Synodical men, in that moſt important point of Zuſt:- 
© fication ;, for they maintain, chat only Chriſt's obedience juſtifies, and not the gbe- 
* dience of chriſtians, conſiſting of faith which worketh by love. — But that which 
* deſerves obfervation with reſpe& to this matter, may be reduced to the four fol- 
* lowing

A 2 Do i. * lowing poſitions : Firlt, That we are juſtified both by faith and works, Second- 
1620. © ly, That we are juſtified by faith, and not by works. LIhirdly, That we are juſlified

© nor works, The firſt Poſition 18 true; for It agrees With the doctrine of St. Tames, 
« who lays, that faith without works is dead ; that faith 1s made perfe& by works, 
© and that we are juſtified thereby, and not by faith only 5 by which he means, that 
* aS 1men are not juſtitied by works without faith, fo neither are they juſtified by 
* faith without works. Thus there was really no contradiction between St, Paul! op- 
poling thole who maintained, that Men might be juſtified by the works of the law; 
« and St. James refuting thoſe who held, that Men might be juſtified without the 
* works of faith. Now if this f:r/l Poſition be true, the other three muſt be falſe. 
* "The ſecond was Luther's, who had the boldneſs to ſay, that the Epiſtle of St, Fames 
was a Letter of ſtraw or ſlubble;, in which he 18 followed by the Flaccians, the 
© worſt fort of Lutherans. The third was the opinion of the Scribes and Phariſees, 
* The fornrh 1s that of the Synodiſls and their adherents, Hence it proceeds, that 
the Contraremonſtrants, who deny that men are juſtified by good works, lay fo 
little ſtreſs upon good works, and care fo little to hear any mention made of them. 
For this cauſe was it, that ſuch a cry was raiſed againſt the Miniſter Maurois, 
when he firſt entered upon his Miniſtry at Amſterdam, for too much extollins the 
doflrine of good works, as it was thought, when he preached upon a certain text 
in the Epiſtle to Titus; infomuch that he was from that very time fuſpeted of Ar- 
minianiſm. Fer ſince, humanuy, gentleneſs, and other virtues, are vaniſhed to- 
octher with truth; and in their ſtead there appears nothing but notorious partia- 
lity, calumny, cruelty, pride, and other evils. Partiality keeps but one car open, 
for its own fide, and condemns the other unheard. Calumny charges the Remon- 
ftrants with all kind of errors; and fince the apoſtacy of Bertius, cries out that 
they are warping towards Popery. Cruelty and inhumanity produce Placards, and 
the diſturbing of their Meetings by force of Arms. Lhey pretend indeed that 
their party was formerly treated after the ſame manner ; but the Remonflrants an- 
{wer, that none of their churches ever ſuftcred what they are now obliged to en- 
dure. If ever any of their Miniſters were deprived, or the Members of their 
churches fined, it was not on account of their opinion, or becauſe they would not 
approve the doctrines of the Remonſtrants, but for rejeCting or violating a mutual 
tolcration and forbcarance, oppoſing the government, or making needleſs fepara- 
tions. Their pride and inſolence made them hate peace and unity, and to delight 
in quarrels, in the effuſion of blood, and of war, It was well known whar 
* language they uſed, when there was any talk of a truce : But how indeed could 
they hearken to any truce or peace with their enemies, when they would not pra- 
iſe forbcarance with their brethren? And ſtill, to this very hour, they reckon 
that all their happineſs depends on renewing the war, which it 1s 1mpoſſtble to 
carry on but by rapine, blood-ſhed, and ſuch like horrible means. Conſequently 
there is little reaſon, on account of the depravation of both doctrine and man- 
ners, for people to frequent their aſſemblies, or hold communion with them. 
* It were much better for thoſe who profeſs the truth, to be ſtrictly united together ; 
< and as they profeſs it, ſo likewiſe to adorn 1t by the practice of virtue and piety. 
« 'To this he proceeds to exhort them, and concludes with beſeeching God to in- 
« creaſe his grace in them more and more, to keep them in his holy protecion, 
« and to grant them the opportunity of ſerving him jointly, and of calling upon 
* him with liberty of conſcience, to his honour and glory, and their own common 
* comfort, 
Theſe Walloon Remonſtrants being too few in number to be miniſtered to alone, 
united aftcrwards, and remained one church with the Dutch Remonſ/lrants, 
About this time, or a very little before, thoſe of the Reformed religion in France, 
undertook ſomething againſt the Remonſlrants, which was attended with great con- 
4 National ſequences. A National Synod holden at Ale in the Cevennes, furnithed them with 
good of ve, proper occaſion. The King of France, as we have already ſhown, had forbidden 
Churches at: his Subjects of that religion to go to the National Synod of Dor, which extremely 
Ale: troubled and mortified Pecer du Moulin, Miniſter of the Reformed at Paris, who, 
with ſeveral others, had been deputed by the French Churches, and was preparing 
to 20 thither, where, as ſome write, he flattered himſelf he ſhould have gained 
much 
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much honour. But what he had been forbidden to do with his tongue, he after- An*Do ym, 
wards ef{f:&ed with his pen, by communicating his opinion in writing to the ſaid 1620: 
Synod, together with his Anatomy of Arminianiſm, which has likewiſe been men- Woe 
tioned above, But now endeavours were uſed to induce all the French churches to 
receive the Canons of the National Synod at Dorr, and at the {ame time to condemn 
the Remonſlrants, Lo compals this point, means were found to ſend Benedidus 
Turretinus, Miniſter and Profeſlor at Geneva, to the Synod at Ales, where he made 
4 motion to the prejudice of the Remonſtrants, His propoſal was, To con/ider of A. Propeſal of 
means for preventing thoſe errors which bad diſturbed the churches in the Nether- NN 
lands, from creeping into thoſe of France, The Preſident of the Synod, which was 
the aforelaid Du Moulin, immediately endeavoured to cauſe the ſaid motion to pals, 
andat the ſame time to ſecure his own Anatomy ; for by their approving the Carions of 
the Synod of Dort, the book ( which had difpleaſed ſome of his Fellow-miniſters, 
and which had been attacked by both parties, tho? for different reaſons) would have 
been put out of danger of being cenfured. For a certain Miniſter, one of the moſt 
cininent and learned in all France, had the courage to affert in this Synod, that there 
were Heretical opinions maintained 1n that book, and offered to prove it. But moſt 
of the Members leaving the {11d book to 1ts own fate, followed the judament of 
their Preſident, with reſpect to the motion made by Purretin ; and it was agreed by 
the whole Synod, * "That the ſaid motion was laudable, juſt and neceſlary ; that 1t The Reſolution 
tended to preſerve the Church's peace, to ſecure the orthodoxy and purity of 9, 74 Synod 
their religion, and more and more to cement their union with the Reformed © 
churches in other countries. vince the contagion, which reigned in the churches 
of the Reformed Netherlands, hal put them in mind of looking to them(clves, 
< *twas their duty, they thought, to follow their example, and prevent the diſtem- 
« per by the ſame methods which thoſe churches had uſed to expell it. The Na- 
© tional Synod holden at Dorz had been, and was {till, as they thought, an effeRual 
means to purify the church, and to root out the hereſies relating to Predeſtination, 
« and other fundamental articles which depended on that doarine. 

Upon this the ſaid Canons, after calling upon God by prayer, were read in a full 7» Canon: 
Aſſembly, and there was not a man that had courage enough to open his mouth , => pong 
againſt them. Lhe conſequence was, that they were all received, and unanimouſly rad, appro- 
approved and confirmed, as conformable both to the word of God, and to the Con- _ 406 /wors 
feſſron of the French churches, and as drawn up with great prudence and purity, and 
extremely well adapted to diſcover and confute the errors of the Arminians, The 
Synod moreover reſolved, that all the Miniſters and Elders, who were there af- 


{cmbled, ſhould ſeveraliy teſtify and wear, That they agreed to this doctrine, and 
would defend the (ame to the utmoſt of their power, and to their laſt breath, 

This oath, which was then taken, that 1s to ſay, on the 5th of October, by all 
the Members of the Synod of Ales, conſiſting of twenty-nine Miniſters, and twenty - 
tive Elders, was word for word as foilows :

This was that oath, which appeared ſo ſtrange to ſome, as ſoon 4s it was publick- 
ly divulged in prinr, that they made 1t a queſtion, whether the like had ever been 
exacted, or taken among chriſtians, ſince the days of the Apoſtles, Ir 1s (aid, that 
Du Moulin had drawn up the forin of this oath at Paris before he went to Ales, in 
order by this round-about way to avoid the cenſuring his book, as was ſaid above, 
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Ax-Dom. and that he upbraided ſome of the M-nibers of the Synod, who at firſt did not 
1620. reliſh this oath, as if their averſion to 1t was a ſuftcicor proof of their neterodoxy, 
LV Y Among thoſe, by whom this oath was taken and figned, there were ſeveral Mini- 
ſters of great learning and reputation ſuch as Nicolas Vignier, Miniſter of Plyis, the 
Scribe or Secretary of the Synod, Ezekiel Marmer, Chaplain to the Duke of Ryban, 
and Michael le Fauchenr, Miniſter of Montpelier, The famous David Blondel, 
who is ſaid by Mareſtus to have been one of the Scribes of this Synod, was not pre= 
ſent at the ſaid Aſſembly, nor deputed thither. Moreover, in order to give more 
The Oath is force to this agreement, ſubſcription and oath, and to bind the Reformed of the reſt 
PU of the Provinces of France, the Synod ordered, © That the article of agreement

nods and U. * tlonal Synod, and read in the Provincial Synods of France, and in the Uaiverſitics, 
niverſities. in order to be approved, ſworn to, and ſubſcribed by the Miniſters and Eiders 
* attending the ſaid Synods, and by the Profeſſors of the Univerſities ; as likewiſe 
* by all (uch who ſhould defire to be adinitted to the ſacred Minittry, or to any Aca- 
* demical Office. And in caſe any perſon {hould either wholly, or in part rcje& 
* the dodrine contained in the aforeſaid Synodical Canons, and eſtabliſhed by the 
* ſame, or ſhould refuſe to take the Oath of Conſent and Approbation, this Alſembly 
* decreed and orduned, that he ſhould not be received into the Miniſtry, nor any 
* office of the Schools. Ihe Synod moreover exhorted, by the bowels of God's 
* mercy, and by the blood of the covenant, all thoſe to whom the care of ſouls was 
* intruſted, to walk jointly in one and the ſame path, to forbear vain and curious 
* queſtions, or prying into the ſecret council of God, and not to exceed the bounds of his 
* word, but much rather to continue 1gnorant of hidden things, than ro let them- 
* ſelves into thoſe they were forbidden to meddle with : particularly they admonith- 
* ed them to dirc& the whole dodrine of Predeſtination tothe amendment of mens 
* lives, to the comforting of their conſ{ciences, and to the praQtice of piety ; to the 
* end that by this means all occaſion of contention being removed, the Reformed of 
« France might remain united 1n one bond of faith with their brethren of the Low-Corun- 
* tries, and other foreign churches, as being engaged with all of them in one and 
* the ſame warfare, hope in Chriſt Jeſus, their common Lord and Saviour ; to 
© whom, with the Father, attached by the ſame enemies, and called to the ſame 

* and his Holy Spirit, they aſcribed all honour and glory, for ever and ever. 

By this Decree they endeavoured to induce all the French Reformed churches to 
receive the Canons of Dorc, and by this new oath to 9ive them the force of a law. 
Itis ſaid by ſome, that this National Synod of Alez conliſted of perſons deputed from 
the French Provincial Synods; but that thoſe Deputies had not received any inſtru- 
ions or powers from their Principals, to agree to ſuch a reſolution, or to prepare 
and to eſtabliſh ſuch a kind of oath ; but that they did it by an uſurped authority. 
Accordingly there appeared afterwards many Reformed Miniſters in France, who were 
againſt this oath, and who were the occaſion of its being laid aſide, as ſhall be re- 
lated in its place, So that Du Moulin could not obtain his will in all points, no not 
even in the Synod where he preſided; in which, before it broke up, his indire& 
management, and the artifices he uſed to gain his end, were ſo much taken notice of, 
that he was gravely cenſured and reprimanded in the name of the Synod on 
that account. It was the cuſtom among the Reformed in France, in all Allemblies, 
whether great or ſmall, as ſoon as the buſineſs they met about was finiſhed, 
to exerciſe friendly reproofs or cenſures, with regard to the Miniſters and 
i\ders, and even the Preſident himſelf; which laſt cenſures generally ended in 
praiſes and thanks for his good ſervices in the m:inagement of the Synodical or Ec- 
clefiaſtical affairs, But it fell out quite otherwiſe here at the Synod of Alez - the 
4 On Meu- cenſure, which was pronounced by Laurence Brunier, Miniſter of the Church of 
4 own uh Uſez, Aﬀeflor of the Synod, againſt Du Moulin, laſted above two hours, in which 
Synodicel He was reproved for having aſſumed to himſelf a papal authority over his fellows, 
fed! with many other things of the ſame nature. But after this he met with much 
greater troubles, by failing under the diſpleaſure of the King of France, For being 
returned from Alez to Paris, he ſoon heard of the danger he was in, and was ad- 
* je i tn dif. Ved By his friends to fly immediately ; and accordingly he ſtaid bur one night in 
grove with he that city, concealing himſelf in a friend's houſe, and the next day made the belt 
ng. O? 
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of his way to Sedan, where he was received as Miniſter and Profeffor of Divinity. Ax"D o 
He had, as 1t 1s ſaid, drawn down the King's anger upon himſelf by his imprudence, L 620, 
2nd by meddling with matters that did not belong to his office. It is reported of VV 
him, that he had writ a letter privately to the King of Grear-Bricain, in order tg 

excite Iis Majeity to eipoule the cauſe of the Reformed in France ; and that aſter 

the ſaid King had read the letter, he threw It away with indignation ; but that on: of 

his domeſticks having taken it up, had handed about copies of ir, tijl at lengti, ofie 

of ther was fent to a Privy Counſeilor of France, by which means it came to the 
knowledge of that King, and was the caufe of his diſpleaſure again!t Du Moulin. 

Some ol the Remonſirants were of opinion, that there was fome myſtery of {tate Remarks on 
concealed under theſe proceedings at Ales, with relation to the Canons of Dorr, and 7" mon 
that the ſecret ſpring of all the motions was in Holand + That ſome of the Contra- of Alez. 
remonſlrants had firft fet this matter on foot by a correſpondence between the Re- 
formed of Geneva, and thoſe of France, not without privately concerting 1t with Dre 
Moulin and others : "That by thruſting the Canons of Dore down the throats of the 
French Clergy, and obliging them to {wear to the obſervation of them, they en- 
deavourcd to add ſtrength to their party, as had been already done in Holland, and at 
the ſame time to favour the deligns of the El:Ror Palatine, or new King of Bobe- 
mia, * For it looked as if there was a projed of a confederacy forming among thoſe 
of the Reformed religion, not only to ſubdue the little handful of the Remonſtranc 
party, but even ſome of the Members of that great body of the Romiſh Church from 
which the author of the Bohemian Trumpet, of whom we ſhall ſpeak hereafter, fan- 
cicd great things would follow. "Thus did they aim at a fort of Reformed monarchy ; 
and as they viewedall obje&s with a magnifying glaſs, the ſmalleſt finger, which pro- 
moted the work, appeared to be a powerful arm ; fo ealily do men cheat themiclves 
with vain hopes. 

After the ſeparation of the Synod of Alez, the Canon, or Decree, about approving 
the Canons of Dorr, was printed, together with the Synodical Oath, at Niſmes, in 
the French tongue, and afterwards publithed, to the great ſatisfation of the Contrare- 
mon{lrants of Holland, The ſaid paper was not only reprinted at Amſterdam, by 
leave of the Magiſtrates there, and difperſed every where, but it was likewiſe annexed 
afterwards to the Ads of the National Synod, which were publithed the following 
year in the Low-Dutch tongue, as it were toſhow that the churches of France, which 
were hindered from appearing at the Synod of Dorr, had nevertheleſs given their 
ſuffrages at Ales againſt the Remonſtrants, contirming the ſentence pronounced againſt 
them at Dort, by the approbation of the Canons of that Synod, and ſealing the ſame 
by their oaths. 

On the other hand, a vigorous Refutation of the decree and oath of Alez, was Uitenbogart 
publiſhed the following year by Uztenbogart ; entituled, An Advertiſement or Warn- = Ayexrer 
ing ; as was alſo another in the year 1662 1n French, by the learned [ilenus, under he Synod. 
the title of Remarks or Refiections, Both theſe treatiſes were almoſt the ſame in ſub- 
ſtauce, and that of Uitenbogarr, though it appeared firſt, was in a great meaſure a tran- 

{1ation only of the latter, [lenus maintained by divers arguments, * Thatthe oath Titenus': 2: 
* of Ales, was full of vanity, of fallity, of calumny, of 1mpliety, of imprudence, info- 7% 4c 
Ience, and temerity. The vanity of it appeared, os be ſaid, by its being ſuperflu- 2 
ous ; for there was no neceſlity of uſing the ſacred name of Gd in ſuch a manner, 
* although the dodrine of the Canons had been as true, as he eiteemed it falſe, For 
* what occaſion was there, to oblige themſelves by oath to maintain to their laſt 
* breath, any formulary of dodrine drawn up by men, who were neither Prophets, 
nor Apoſtles? It would have been much better, as well as ſafer, to have {hewn 
ſuch honour and deference, and to have taken ſuch an oath to the dorines 1mme- 
diately derived from God, according to the Precedent we find for it in the xth 
chapter of Nehemiah, than to thoſe of any men whatever ; eſpecially of ſuch men 
whoſe partiality and pailions were ſo well known, Had it been necellary to oblige 
a Miniſter to {wear to any thing, there was much more reaſon to make him {wear 
to the Canons contained in the Epiſtles of St. Pal, than to thoſe which were ham- 
mered out at Dore, It looked, be ſaid, as if the Proteſtants were endeavouring to 
* drive away herelies by oaths, as the Papi/ts did the devil by exorcitms. This 
Cc 2 * oath 
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A »* Dow.* oath had no other uſe, nor was it calculated for any other purpoſe, than to ſtifle 
1620. * the truth, and to make hypocrites or atheiſts of ſuch people, who out of fear of 
NV loſing their places or penſions, ſwear with their tongues, and fizn with their hands 
© the very contrary to what they believe in their hearts. 
* The falſity and calumny appeared by its being affirmed in the aforeſaid oath, that 
© thedefign of the Remonſtrants was to introduce Pelagianiſm ag1in ; whereas the 
* believ'd and taught juſt the oppoſite doQrines ; preaching againſt Manicheiſm, with- 
« outſo much as maintaining one lingle point vfthe dofrine of Pelagius. They be- 
* lieved and taught, That election depended on God, and not on Wan ; that men 
© ought to aſcribe to the grace of God, the beginning, the middle, and the end of e- 
© very good action ; that even regenerated perſons could neither think, will, no2dg 
© any good thing, no2 reſiſt any temptation to evil, without a pzevious and exciting, 
© aconſequent and co-operating grace, The Remon/trancs were alſo ready to aſſert 
* and prove four things upon tis head. 1. That in this controverſy, their d\Arine 
« entirely agreed with that of the primitive fathers, who wrote before Pelgius was 
* born. 2. That they did not maintain one ſingle point of thoſe Articles which the 
* Councils had condemned in Pelagius. 3. That the chief adverſaries of Pela« 
«* Rius, ſuch as St. Auſtin, Sr. Jerom, and others, in their writings againſt JPelagte 
* US, did not attack one opinion maintained by Arminius, or by his followers, 
* And 4. That the Synodical Gentlemen of Dort and Alez, openly oppoſed ſeveral 
* points which both the Fathers and Councils maintained, in relation to the buſin?ſs 
* Pelagtaniſm, 
© 'The impiety of this oath appeared from hence, becauſe thoſe horrible poſitions, 
* which were found in the books of the Czlviniſts, and of which, the Remonfrants 
* always complained, were not rejected by it ; as likewiſe from hence, in that ic pro- 
* poſed another rule of faith, beſides the word of God, though its exacers themſelves 
had before maintained, that it was imp1ous to lay down any other rule. 
* 'The imprudence, inſolence, and raſbneſs of it appeared, in its being ſo ſtri& and 
peremptory, as not to admit of any limitations or reſtriftions whatever, nor to 
allow any perſon to be diſcharged from it, though he ſhould happen to be better in- 
formed. He who had the leaſt knowledge of human infirmity in general, and of 
* his own in particular, could not be 1gnorant, that it had often happened, and might 
« again happen, that people who held one opinion to be good, wholeſome and true at 
* one time, were at another time convinced, that the very ſame opinion was evil, 
* falſe and pernicious; and that in ſuch a caſe, they could not but be very ſorry they 
* hadever promiſed and ſworn to maintain it to their lateſt breath ; putting themſelves 
* thereby in danger, either of being perjur'd, or of continuing in bondage to a lie, after 
© having ſhut uptheir way to truth, by a raſh and fooliſhoath. Thoſe very men who had 
© introduced this oath, cenſured the church of Rome for pretending to infalibilicy, but 
« didnot, he ſaid, obſerve that they themſelves, with leſs pretence, and greater pre- 
© ſumption, were guilty of the ſame fault which they reproved in that church. For 
« it was plainly inſinuated in the faid oath, that the churches which were repreſented 
* by the Synod of Dyr: could not err in making, nor thoſe which were repreſented by 
that of Alez (though confined to a much narrower compaſs) in ſwearing, and in 
* cauſing the (aid Canons to be {worn to. If all other ſe4s ſhould take a like 
« oath, would not ſuch a method effetually bar the door againſt all conferences 
© communications, and inſtructions in the buſineſs of religion ? 
© In this oath was likewiſe to be obſerved an intolerable preſumption ;, to wit, in 
© jtsinſinuating, that God could never beſtow greater light, nor raiſe up more lexrned 
men for the better inſtru&ing Chriſtians, than thoſe ſwearing Gentlemen at Ales ; 
© unleſs they would rather chuſe to own, that they had reſolved never to make the 
< leaſt conceſſion, and ever to oppoſe againſt all inſtruction and conviction too, the 
« brazen wall of their obſtinacy and ſtubborneſs, together with the ſhield of their 
« oath, and their anathema's or curſings, juſt as if God had revealed to them by his 
« raocle of Urim and Thummim, that, together with the Canons of Dorc, he had put 
© into their hands, and conſigned to them alone, the pledge of truth, and given them 
© the poſſeſſion of it under the title of an everlaſting gift” He further cenſured the 
levity and haſtineſs which they ſhowed, as he thought, in approving the ſaid Canons, 
it being done upon the bare reading of them, without any proper examination, 
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The ſame {zlenwus tells us in another * treatiſeFWhat it was the cuſtom of the French Ax Do. 
National Synod, before this time, always to ſen a depuration to their Kins, to re- 1620. 
new and inforce the proteſtations of ſubini{hton and obedience in the name of all the WOW 
churches; butthatthis of Ales, after a debate which laſted (ix or ſeven days, at length 
reſolved not to do it, to ſhow, as he adds, their reſentment for what the King 
had done at Bearne in Navarre, againſt their brethren, But he was of opinion 
that a deliberation only upon ſuch a matter, was open rebellion, accordins to the 
ſaying of Macianus to Veſpaſian : Qui deliberant deſciverunt ; that is, They who con- 
fult whether they jhall do their duty, are attually undutiful. 

A few days after theſe tranſaQtions at Ales, Louiſa de Coligny, Princeſs Downger Louiſa de 
of Oranpe, departed this life. She was a perſon of great wiſdom and virtue. The Borgny, | 
Remonſlrants had a great Iols in her, tor ſhe had always favoured them during the gee O- 
differences in the church, to the beſt of her power, and they flattered themſelves at 1*23*, dies. 
this time, that by her mediation in France, their affairs might take a better rurn, But 
her great worth requires that we ſhould be a little particular in commemorating the 
tranſaQions and adverſities of her lite. She was born in the year 1553, and bore her g,,, ,.,..... 
ſhare of the misfortunes of her family and friends, buth in and out of her native on her 175, 
country. Her father, Zaſper de Coiigny, Lord of Chaſtilon, Admiral of France, and 
one of the moſt eminent of the Reformed party in that kingdom, was murdered at 
the famous maſlacre of Paris on St. Bartholomew's day, in the year of our Lord 1572. 

At the ſame time ſhe loſt her tirſt huſband, Charles Seignor de Teligny, a very noble, 
brave and underſtanding Gentleman, who endeavouring to fave himſelf the ſame night, 
over the tops of the houſes, and having eſcaped various dangers, fell at laſt into the 

hands of Anjou's guards, by whom he was aſſaſlinated. Being thus become a widow 
in the 19th year of her age, ſhe fled firſt to Geneva, from thence to Ba/il, and at 
laſt to Bern in Swiſſerland, After the ſpace of eleven years, Prince Wiliam of Orange, 
who was become a Widdower by the death of his third Conſort, the Princeſs Char- 
lotta of Bourbon, married her at Antwerp in the year 15833, which marriage was 
followed by the birth of Prince Frederick- Henry, on the 29th of the enſuing Fa- 
nuary, Then fortune ſeemed to ſmile upon her, but thoſe ſiniles were ſoon turned 
into frowns, for on the 1oth of uly after, ſhe ſaw the Prince her huſband expiring 
in her arms, being ſhot by a certain Burgundian, to her unſpeakable forrow and 
affliion ; which, however, left her ſence enough to call upon God in fervent prayer, 
for patience. She afterwards reſided for a while in Zeland; but, in the year 1591, 
ſhe ſettled at the Hague, having an averſion to the town of Leyden, becauſe one of 
the Miniſters, named Peter Hackbuſe, had not ſcrupled to ſay publickly in one of 
his ſermons againſt the late Prince her Conſort : That he had been guilty of a preas 
offence by that French marriage of his, as likewiſe by the pomp and coſtly feaſtings at 
the baptiſm of his ſon ,, for which cauſe this judement had fallen upon him. Such a 
diſlike had ſome people at that time to his marrying a French woman ; which 
afforded an occaſion to his adverſaries of repreſenting his affetion to France in the 
moſt odious terns, by ſeeking to inſinuate, that his deſign was by that means to en- 
ſlave his native country. This Princeſs being ſettled at the Hague, the French church 
was founded there chiefly at her requeſt, and in reſpe& to the Ambaſſador of France, 
in the ſame year 1591, the eſtabliſhing and ſerving of which, was recommended to 
Uitenbogart, To him ſhe committed the inſtruRion of the Prince her ſon, not only ter great re 
in the fundamentals of the Chriſtian religion, but likewiſe in the Latin tongue ; who /2*# for Ui- 
taught him his Grammar and Syntaxis, and read to him lecures on ſome claſſick au- I 
thors, till the Heer Torſe arrived from France, and became his Preceptor and Go- 
vernor. From that time he had always a great eſteem for Uitenbogarr, who ſerved 
not only the Dutch but the French church too, chicfly in compliance with his Ma- 
ther's deſires. The Princeſs continued a conſtant and very attentive hearer of him, 
and communicant with him, even till the Eccleſiaſtical diſputes broke out into an 
open ſchiſm ;, when Prince Maurice leaving him, went off to the Cloyſter-church, 
calling him publickly, the enemy of God. All her diſcourſes and councils tended ta 
peace : and (he ſeemed extremely furpriſed, that when Uitenbogart preached up peace 

and moderation, he ſhould be ſo contemptuouſly treated for it, even by thoſe very 

perſons whom ſhe had heard praiſing the like ſermons of his, about twenty years be- 

fore. 
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fore. And when he adviſed with her, whether he thould not refign the office of 
Preacher to the French congregation 1n that Court (which he had accepted in a man- 
ner againſt his will) to the end that the Prince who ſhunned his ſermons, to hear the 
Contraremonſtrants, might not continue to go elſewhere ; ſhe intreated him not to 
quit the ſervice; and upon his faying, that he did not know whether he ſhould 
ever go into the pulpit again, for fear of diſpleaſing the Prince, and becauſe of the 
trouble which the I/ allzon Synod gave him, ſhe fell a weeping, and told him, that he 
ought to continue. And afterwards, when he replied, that he could not preach to 
the chairs and ſtools, ſhe returned this cordial anſwer; 1 and my ſon will hear you 
always, in ſpite of Synods, and in ſpite of every thing, if you continue to preach there. 
The fame language ſhe uled on other occaſions, and kept her word with him. And 
afterwards, when the ſtorms of religious quarrels grew more violent, and the 
threatening clouds, which had fallen upon others, were hanging over his head, her 
favour to him remained unchangeable, notwithſtanding the change of the times. A 
little before his departure, ſhe ſtill adviſed him to ſtay, and with her own hand writ 
him this ſhort note in the French tongue : We are fallen into ſuch times, that we can- 
not afſiſt one another, but with our prayers, 1 am not of the number of thoſe who ad- 
viſe you to retire till the ſtorm is blown over ,, on the contrary, I think you ought to 


ſtand it, though it ſhould fall upon you, which, hawever, I do by no means believe, 


She was afraid leaſt his flight ſhould be taken for guilt, and was defirous, that in cafe 
of need, he ſhould put himſelt under her proteQtion ; telling him, That ſhe would ſ2- 
cure him in her houſe, as far as ſhe could; and that ſhe would do it publickly, in the 
perſwaſion that no body would take him by force from thence. But on the day of his 
departure, ſhe writ to him thus: The wiſeſt of your friends, who ſee deepeſt into matters, 
are of opinion, that you ought tolie concealed for ſome days, during which time, a better 
Judgment may be made of things. In the mean while, I donot think you are in danger, ſince 
#he firſt fury is over, But ſoon after, when ſhe perceived how it went with the impriſoned 
Gentlemen, ſhe became more ſenſible of the danger he was in : then ſhe allowed his 
night to be neceſſary, and adviſed him to fly further off, and even to retire into France, 
She omitted nothing that could contribute to his preſervation or conſolation, and 
poured out her heart with a motherly tenderneſs in many letters, which ſhe writ to 
him with her own hand, of which ten or twelve are ſtill in my cuſtody. No lefs 
affecion did ſhe diſcover to the Advocate Oldenbarnevels, lamenting his death with 
publick and unfeigned tears, as having received of him, whilſt he was in the admi- 
niſtration of affairs, many good ſervices ; nay, ſhe did not ſcruple to fay, That Prince 
Maurice, her ſon Prince Henry, and the whole bouſe of Naſlaw, ought to look upon 
the Advocate as their father, on account of what he had done for them. 

At the latter end of April ſhe went for France, whether it was, as ſome think, 
becauſe ſhe could no longer bear to ſee the ſeverities which were at that time uſed a- 
oainſt the Remonſ{rants; or whether ſhe perceived that the preſent government, and 
the party of the Comtraremonſtrants looked upon her with an evil eye; for ſome of 
the zealots of that ſide had painted her in ſuch odious colours, that riding one day 
through Delft, ſhe was pelted by the mob with dirt and filthineſs, which they threw 
into her coach, calling her Arminian Whore. 

The laſt time ſhe went to France, ſtopping ſome days at Antwerp, with the 
Prince her ſon, Utzenbogart, who reſided there at that time, waited on her. He 
was very kindly received by both of them, eſpecially by her, who ſhowed her 
affeQion to him by her tears, with much piety exhorting him to patience and per- 
ſeverance ; thanking him for the good inſtruRions ſhe had received from him, and 
offering him all favour and civility, if he ſhould happen to arrive in France. Inthis 
conference with Uitenbogart, ſhe told him what the Heer Foſvergen had ſaid one 
time to her face ; to wit, Thar if her ſon did not take other counſels, he ſhould ne- 
wer come to the Government, in caſe of his Brother's demiſe. 

Having been a few months in France, ſhe fell ſick at Fontaine-bleau, being much 
perplexed at her ſon's journey to the Palatinare, infomuch that ſhe {aid to Srephanus 
Curcelleus, the Proteſtant Miniſter of Fontaine-bleau, who attended her in her 1linels, 
and from whoſe mouth I write this, That her ſon, who ſhe thought was in danger 018 
account of his affefion to the Remonſtrants, was ſent to his grave. But this acer 


concern was occaſioned rather by a motherly fear and tenderneſs, than any jult rea- 
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ſon ; for Prince Maurice had the preſervation of the Palatinate too much at heart, An?Do we 
to give way to any ſuch delign. During her illneſs, ſhe was viſited by the Queen, 1620. 
and ſeveral Princeſſes, as alſo by Fohn Armand de Pleſſs, at that time Biſhop of Vu 
Luſon and Almgner, or Chaplain, to the Queen-Mother, and afterwards Cardinal of . 

Ri bliew, This Bifhop, obſerving the aforenamed Miniſter Curcelleus, and a Lady 

who was a very zealous Proteſtant, ſtanding by her bed-fide, faid to the Princeſs, 

whether in jeſt or in earneſt 1s uncertain : Madame, P2ene3 garde a votre ame, 

car vous avez dvevir demons a vos cotez. That is to ſay, Madam, take care of your 

ſoul, for you have two evil ſpirits by your ſide. 

She departed this Iife with great tokens of piety, on the 9th of O&ober of this year, 

and in the 67th year of her age; and on the 24th of May following, was laid in that 
noble Tomb at Delfr, which the States-General of the United- Netherlands had 
cauſed to be ereGted in honour of her Conſort the brave Prince Wiliam of Orange. 
Her fame for piety, moderation, and a pacifick temper, was not eafily forgotten. 
The Ambaſſador 4e Boi//ifſe, whom we have had frequent occaſion tv mention 1n our 
former books ; called her, An incomparable Princeſs, and one who very much loved 
both France and the United-Provinces. Nay, even Bandart himſelf, as much a bi- 
gotted Contraremonſtrant 3s he was, yet teſtifies of this Remonſtrant Princeſs, That 
her piety, good nature, and civility, together with the reſt of her virtues, were ſuch, 
that every body that knew her, was compelled to love and honour her, Monſieur dr 
Pleſſis, ina certain letter which he writ to the Ambaſſador Buzenval, ſ1ys, That he 
could never ſpeak to her, nor of her, but she remembrance of her father, and of her 
huſband, flruck him to the heart; ſo freſh were the obligations which all men had to 
them, in his memory; but that he was yet more particularly affected with the objerua- 
tion of her awn virtues, wvich were ſo great, that they rendered that wrerched age 
unworthy of her. Her uſual motto, was, Adventat regnum tuuin, or, Thy king- 
gon come ; which words manifeſted her zeal for the promoting of God's king lom, 
and of truth, and are to be found on ſome of her p1Qures, 

We ſaid fomething above concerning the new King of Bohemia, and it may be 4 /y- 
neceſſary to ſay ſomething more of him here, becauſe the Conrraremonſlrants — 
theſe Provinces promiſed themſelves great matters from his ſucceſs, In Bobemia, andy... an i(1.at 
the neighbouring countries, the Romaniſls, who were there {tiled Su5 ung, ( becauſeend of rhe Bo- 
they adminiftred the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper, under one kind; to wit, _—_ - 
of bread only ) and the Evangelicks, or Proteſtants, who were ſtiled Sub utraque 
(becauſe they received in both kinds, viz. of bread and wine) had lired together 
many years in mutual peace and forbearance, during the reigns of Maximilian the 
ſecond, Rodolf the ſecond, and Matthias the firſt, all of them Emperors of Ger- 
many, avd Kings of Bohemia, But this peace was afterwards broken upon the Ele- 
dion of Ferdinand, the Archduke of Auſtria, to that Kingdom. The Proteſtant States 
of Bohemia complained, that they were debarred of that liberty of religion, which 
this King had ſworn to grant them, They were of opinion, that by the Royal Pa- 
tents ( for fo the King's Letters, by which the free exerciſe of both Religions or 
Perſwaſions was promiſed, were ſtiled) they were allowed to build places for their 
religious worſhip, even upon the lands of the church. This the Papiſts denied; and 
accordingly, either demoliſhed the churches of the Proteſtants fo built, or took them 
from them, From hence aroſe bitter quarrels, and from thoſe quarrels, tumults 
and at length that unhappy war, which coſt the whole Empire, and all the Prote- 
ſtant churches ſo dear. In the firſt place the States took up arms, and at Prague, 
more majorum, or, according to antient uſage, as they called it, threw the King's 
Commiſloners out of a window, about eighty foot from the ground, and then ap- 
pointed thirty Dire&ors for the management of publick affairs. Theſe Gentlemen 
Immediately baniſhed the Jeſuirs, whom they looked upon as the cauſe of all the 
divifions, out of Bohemia, Silefia, and Moravia, gave the neceflary orders in all mat- 
ters, and railed Soldiers for their defence, Thereupon the Emperor Matthias en- 
deavoured to curb them by force of arms, but dying in the mean while, King Fera;- 
nand endeavoured to gain the States of Bohemia by fair means ; writing to them, and 
promiſing thew, Thar he would maintain and confirm to them all their liberties and 
privileges, and obſerve inviolably all the laws of the kingdom, as well in relation to 
ſpiritual as temporal affairs. But thoſe States, not truſting ro the King's promiſes, 
were reſolved to try the chance of war, and reje&ing Ferdinand, who ſoon after 
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Ax*Dow.was eleQed Emperor, they choſe the Ele&or Palatine, Count * Frederick the tifth

1629. for their King. This matter ſeemed to have been long concerted, for it 1s faid, that

the Advocate Oldenharnevelt oppoſed 1t, when he was 1n the Miniſtry, nay, that he 
had been heard to prefage the diſmal event of 1t, with great concern. The EleQar 
Palatine had likewiſe been earneſtly diſſuaded from accepting the Crown of Bybe. 
mia, and fore-warned of the unhappy iſſue, by the EleQors of Mentz, Triers, Cologn, 
and Saxony, the Duke of Bavaria, and the Landgrave of Heſſe at Carſenellebgs en, 
Among thoſe who promoted or perſwaded this deſign, are counted Prince Mauricz 
and the Duke of Bznillon, and particularly his own Conſort the Ele&reſs; who, as it 
1s ſaid, made uſe of the following expreſſions to him : Had you the courage to court 
the daughter of a King, and have you not now the heart to accept of a crown 2 And 
of Prince Maurice, it is related, that hearing how a certain Nobleman at Heidelberoh 
had aſked ; Whether the Eleftor Palatine ought to be adviſed to accept of the crown 
of Bohemia ? He replied, I would have aſkedthat Gentleman, whether there was any 
green cloth to be bought at Aeidelbergh ? And when ſome body alked, for what uſe 2 
The Prince replied, 1o make caps for the beads of thoſe who aſked ſuch fooliſh 
Tueſtions. 

The EleQor having reſolved to 1mprove fo favourable an opportunity, accepted the 
crown which the Bohemians offered him, and went to Prague, the Capital of that 
Kingdom, where he and the EleGreſs were crowned with great pomp and ceremony. 
But his father-in-law, Fames, King of Great-Britain, an enemy of all wars, was 
much againſt his accepting the crown; ſaying, It was a raſh and too haſty reſolution, 


by King James proceeding from bad counſel, And he owned to his Parliament, that he had never con-

ſented to, nor approved of the buſineſs of Bohemia. It is, ſaid he, a diabolical opi- 
nion, that ſubjetls may rebel againſt their ſovereigns, for the ſake of religion. I 
cannot approve of it by any means, Chrilt came into the world is teach ſubjefts t1 
obey their Princes. TI have not ſu much knowledge of the laws of Bohemia, as ts 
judge whether the F.mperor has governed well or ill in that kingdom; and I may 
anſwer, who has made me a judge over you ? He ordered, that his ſon-in-law ſhould 
not be ſtiled Kmg in the publick prayers, but only Ele&or Palatine, And as for 
what was aſſerted by many, that the war was carried on in Bohemia on account of 
religion, he confuted them by the EleQor's own letters ; in which he declared, T4: 
the acceptation of the crown of Bohemia had no relation to matters of religion, but 
only to the right which the people of that country claimed of chuſing their King, The 
King added, It would grieve us if ſuch a reproach ſhould be caſt upon any of our com: 
munion, as that religion ſhould be made by them a pretext for depoſins other Kings, 
and depriving them of their crowns, We ſhould be very ſorry, if our own peopi: 
ſhould take ſuch notions into their heads, Let us not rob the Jeſuits of their wicked 
principles and pratlices in this matter, 

The new King, immediately after his coronation, ſignified in a publick 3Manifeſts, 
the reaſons that had induced him to accept of the crown, In it, he made mention of 
the buſineſs of religion with great moderation and caution, after the following man- 


- 7henew King's Ner ; * Now in theſe latter times, and among ſo many different opinions in matters 


* of faith and religion, it has been effeRually found, that according to the contents of 
« the holy ſcriptures, and agreeably to the moſt antiently eſtabliſhed principles ot 
« dorine, men will not be led, driven, or forced with reſpe& to conſcience ; and, 
« that whenever ſuch force, or coercion has been attempted, though in the moſt pri- 
« vate manner, it has always produced pernicious conſequences, and occaſioned great 
« revolutions in the moſt conſiderable kingdoms and provinces.* Then he went on to 
{how, that from ſuch coercion, and the conſequent perſecution, the war in Boberniz, 
and the change in the government had proceeded. As to liberty of religion, which lic 
declared he would grant to every body, he ſpoke of it in his Manifeſto, as follows : 
* We folemnly proteſt in the preſence of God, and the whole world, that we are 
firmly refolved, during our reign, not to moleſt, trouble, or hinder any 1n th: 
exerciſe of their formerly received religion, nor ſuffer them to be hindere 
or oppreſſed in the fame ; not excepting even thoſe of the Romiſh church, pro- 
vided they ſubmit to the laws and ſtatutes of the realm, and eſpecially if they vc- 
* have themſelves peaceably and without offence, agreeably to the contents ot t11e 
* royal letters or grants relating to the exercile of religion, 
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" Abribinius Scoultetus, formerly Chaplain to this Prince at Heidelbergh, who "7 Appt -*1 Me 


by his order followed him to Prague, where he exerciſed the {ame office, ſays, in 

; certain treatiſe intituled, Curriculum Vite, or, a Relation of the courſe of his life, that, 
1 King Frederick having promiſed liberty of conſcience to all the people of bis kin dom, 
(i rictly obſerved that promiſe as long as he was poſſeſJed of the crown ;, and that he 
did not keep any church for the exerciſe of his own religion, excepting that of the 
Caſtle, or Court, at Prague, which he purged of the Popiſh :dols, Sc. his purgatlon, 

or purification, was made at the preſs inſtances of the {11d { Ig ; who, ina 
ſermon wl hich he preached upon that account, in the Chapel belonging to the 
Court; faid, That ſuch images (which he called idols) ought not to be made, nor 
wor{hipped, nor the worſhip of them tolerated, This ſermon was after wards printed 
by him, and gave great offence, not only to thoſe Bohemians that were Papi/?s, but 
even to the Lutherans themſelves, who allowed the uſe of images. "The Divines of 
IV irtembergh, Tubing, and Leipſich, as alſo thoſe of Ments and Ingolltadt, drew thetr 
pens in the defence of images, but Schrultetus was vindicated by one Theophilus Mo- 
ſanus, Home have thought that this abolition of 1nages {hould not have been attempt- 
ed thus at the beginning of King Frederick's reign, and that they ought firſt to have 
been rooted out of the people's hearts, and then caſt out of their churches: ; as alſo, 
that this unſeaſonable zeal gave a check to the {41d King's affairs, and alienated the 
minds of many. But Schultetus was of opinion, That Thoſe who did not obey the 
commands of God for the extirpation of Idols, or who delayed it according to their fan- 
cies, were not ſincerely and heartily converted to God. And that ſuch was the will of 
God, was, he ſaid, acknowledged not only by the Divines of the Swiſs Confeſſion in 
France, rhe Low-Countries, England, and Swillerland ; who, as it is well known, be- 
gan :be Reformation of their eburches with the demolition of images; but even by 
many of the friends and followers of Luther himſelf”, ſuch. as Paulus Speratus, Jo- 
hannes Briſmannus, Johannes Polyander, Erhardus Snepſius, Johannes Brentius, Am- 
broſius Blaurerus ; as aiſo Nicolaus Paladius, Ambrofius Reydamius, Johannes Win- 
kelmannus, and other Divines of the ſame communion.

on which occaſion he maintained from the pulpit, that the aforefaid confederacy was ati;ance 


acceptable to God, for ſeveral reaſons, and among others, hecanſe all the Confede- 
rates were of one and the ſame perſwaſi on, foraſmuch as they all agreed in the fun- 
damental articles of faith, He meant only the Lutherans and Calviniſts, excluding 
both the Papiſts, Anabapriſts, and Arians. For they who engaged in this confederacy, 
were not Papiſts and Proteſtants, but Proteſtants only (though diſtinguiſhed by the 
denominations of Lutherans and Reformed) which had caſt off the yoke of the houſe 
of Auſtria, They were thoſe of the Proteſtant religion, who here {wore to allow the 
free exerciſe of religion to all the inhabitants of the confederate Provinces, being of 
the Auſourgh and Swiſs Confe//rons, and even to thoſe of the church of Rome t00. 
As for theſe laſt, they were elther forced to conſent to this confederacy, as was the 
Palatine of Hungary with many others ; orelſe they petitioned they might be left out of 
it, as did the Prelates in upper Auſtria : ; or they ſeparated themſelves entirely from 
the Proteſtants, as the Prelates, Towns, Nobles and Barons of the Roymiſp communion 
in the lower Avſ!ria, and ſme of thoſe of Bohemia Itſelf ; or laſtly, they were wholly 
paſt by, as were ſome of the Clergy in Hungaria, Bobemisa. Moravia, and Stlefra, 
as Biſhops had abandoned their Diocefes; as alſo the Anabaptiſts of Moravia, 
and the Arians of Tranſyluanta, of whom no notice was here taken any further than

In this and the following vears, another tragical ſcene of troubles was opened, in 
which the Proteſtants were the ſufferers. The proud Papacy made uſe of its antient 
weapons, force and vigzence, Many thouſands of the Reformed 1n Bohemia and the 
Palatinate, were compelled to ceaſe the exerciſe of their religion, and to turn Papiſts, 
or elſe to quit their native countries, and wander In exile. And the ſame perſecution 
extended itlelt not Jong after to other Provinces of Germany, The ſeverity of the 
(,0NqQUErors, inumated by the angry Ecclefiaiticks, knew no bounds nor meaſire; 
Here appeared the wonderful mutabllity of human affairs, which * a certtin Remo Great chay 
{lrant repreſented to the States of the United-Netherlands 1a the followins exorell "” Germany 
ons: © In Bobemia, and the confederated countries, the churches had been taken 2- 
* way from the Roman Catholicks ; but now, ſo it pleaſes Gol to give a turn to 
human affairs, they are reſtored, and thoſe who lately polleſled them, are exclule4 
At firſt the Jeſuits were {znt into exile, and now the diſciples of Calvin. Th: 
judginents of God are wonderful, and he has thought fit Dy the ſecret motions of 
11s providence, to blunt the rage and inſolence of fome Members of the Reformed 
churches, as they are called ; to the end, that whilſt they aſpire after the 9litter- 
ing ſcepters of Kings, and make ule of the vileſt methods to extend the bounds of 
their territories, they might not entirely degenerate from chriſtianity. Thoſe fo- 
reign Divines who afliſted at the Synod of Dore, contributed all that lay in their 
power towards the oppreſſion of the Remonſtrants ;, but hardly were they returned 
home, when the divine wrath overtook them. Lnhofe of the Palatinate are now 
drivenout of their own country; even he who led the dance in the aforeſ:id Synod, 
and who was one of the principal ators in that eccleſiaſtical farce, I mean, Abra- 
hamus Schultetnus, 'Fhole of the [Yetteravia, are harraſled ; they of Haſ/rz, mourn 
they of Swiſſerlend, are 1n terror ; and that Paſtor of Charenton, who nor lons 220, 
in his Anatomy, poured out the ſtreams of his rage upon the poor Remonſtrants, has 
been fince forced to fave himfelt by flight. God grant that the wrongs formerly 
done to the Remonſ{rants by their fellow-ſubjedts the Contraremonſtrants, and thoſe 
which they yet dally ſuffer from them, be not one day repaid thei in the like 
manner, and with the fame meaſure, by the publick enemies of their country, Ihe 
Pythapureans were wont to fay, That he who ſuffered the ſame injury be bad 401? 
to others, was juſtly uſed, with which agrees rhe divine frying of our Lord ; with

what meaſure ye mere, it ſpall be meaſured to you again, And thus alſo it is agreet- 


ble to the juſtice of God, to reward the oppreſlors with oppreſſions, and to comfort 
* thoſe who are aggrieved. 

This letter, which was writ this current year, became in ſome meaſure a true pre- 
di&ion of thoſe future events, which are ſomettnes obvious to ſagacious eyes, by their 
reflctions upon former expertences, and the uſual conſequences of certain ations. 
And we accordingly faw in the following years, that all the Counts of Na//jaw in the 
Wetteravia, were obliged to embrace either the PopiſÞ religion, orthe Contetlion of 
Aulburg, or ele to quit their country. Concerning thele matters, Carolus Niellings,

Thefe matters, tho? atzd 
in foreign countries, and for the moſt part, 1n the ſubſequent years, I have bricfly 
mentioned here, for connexion's ſake, and becauſe of the great relation they bore 
to our affairs. 
What liberties and privileges the Duke of Holſtein offered to the Remonſtrants of 
Holland, to draw them to the river Eyder, and induce them to build 4 new town 
there, has been already ſhown. This proje& had thus long remained without effeR, 
having been ſuſpended by the {11d Prince for a whole year; Peritaps, becauſe he found 
the Remonſtrants themſelves made but flow 1dvances towards aim; and beſides, it is 
the opinion of ſome, that he was kept back by the promifes which the States of the 
United-Netherlands made him, and the hopes they gave him, that they wonld en- 
deavour to procure for his brother the Bi\hoprick of Bremen, which the King of 
Denmark aimed at for his fon, But tinding now that they put him off with words, 
he at length came to another reſolution. For when the Heer van [Vedde, a very 
zealous promoter of the intereſts of the Remonſfrants, preſt the Duke, tho* without

© be paid for afterwards by the town, at realonable rates. For promoting Ship- 

© building, he obliged himſelf to favour the firlt Company that ſhoull ſet about 

© it, with great bargains for timber; he was moreover to grant two Fairs yearly to 

the town, together with Markets for Horſes and Kine, and one weekly market for 
Proviſions —- He alſo promiſed to build a Fort not far from the town, which was to 
© conſiſt of four Baſtions at leaſt, and to be well provided with men and artillery, 

* in order to oppoſe all ſhips of an enemy, and to ſecure the inhabitants from all in- 

4 copy of it* ſults and affronts.* The aforeſaid Heer van Weadde ſent a copy of this Grant, on the 
ew of 'Pe [ith of December to Uitenbogart at Antwerp, in order to be communicated to the 
WedderoUi-reſt of the Remonſtrants, that fo they might come to {ome reſolution thereupon. 
—— He thought, he ſaid, that this offer deſerved to be embraced for two reaſyns : Firſt, 
reaſons rending becauſe it would take off that reproach which had been caſt upon the Remonſtrants, 
OI as if they could not obtain liberty of conſcience any where, For the building of this 
Ju" town would ſecure many in the free exerciſe of religion, and at the ſame time furniſh 

them with opportunities of ſubſiſting themſelves and their families. The town would 

be a place of reſt to the wandring Refugees, and thoſe that could not live in their own 

country ;, where they might have ſchools for educating their children in the true re- 

ligion, Secondly, becauſe in his opinion there could be no better, nor more effettual 
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method thought of, to ſoften the rigour of the Placards, and the Perſecutions, than AN" Dow, 
to make a beginning of ſuch a town, Whatever the ſucceſs of the undertaking might. 4-4 bn 
be, ſuch a proje& could not but be beneficial; for in caſe the States [hauld moderate ne os 
their Placards, to prevent the retreat of ſo many people, the main point would be gained ; 

and if God ſhould be pleaſed to viſit the Provinces with the calamities of war on ac- 

count of the abridgment of liberty of conſcience, to puniſh them for the perſecutions 

raiſed there, by putting a ſtop to their proſperity, which was to be apprebended;, then 

many thouſands would be ſure of finding a ſafe and comfortable retreat in thoſe parts. 

For both which reaſons, he adviſed them not to neglett ſo fair an opportunity, but to 

lay bold on it. But foraſmuch as thoſe who were in bad circumſtances could do nothing, 

he recommended it to the conſideration of the baniſhed Miniſters, whether they would 

not think it proper to apply to their mofl truſty friends, and the moſt $ealous of their 
people ; to the end, that endeavours might be uſed in every town of Holland, and the 

other Provinces where the Remonſtrants were numerous, to induce one family at leaſt 

to take one piece of land of the third, and two of the fifth dimenſion, in order to cul- 

tivate and improve it, that ſo the number mentioned in the Duke's Grant might bz 
compleat. Such a beginning once made, the reſt would eaſily follow, The Duke's 
Chamberlain, Gebharr Hensbeke, repaired likewiſe to Antwerp, where, on the 28h of 
December, he entered into a conference with Uitenbogart and the other Dire&ors 

of the Remorſirants aftairs, about the Grant abovementioned, and gzve them a more 

full and particular account of the Duke's inclinations, and of the privileges he offered 

to them. After ſome deliberation, the following anſwer was, at his deſire, com- 
municated to him in writing. * The Remon/trant Miniſters refiding at Antwerp 7h» Reſolution 
* having ſeen a copy of the Grant graciouſly made to the Remon/lrant Reformed —— 
* Chriſtians by the moſt illuſtrious Prince Frederick, Duke of Holſtein, do blefs thereupon 
« God for having inſpired his Princely Grace with ſuch a chriſtian, and truly noble 

© ſpirit ; beſeeching his Divine Majeſty to ſtrengthen him more and more therein. 

« for his own glory, and for the defence of all ſuch as are oppretled on account of 

* holding the truth in righteouſneſs, and particularly of the Remon/trants, who have 

« been ſo miſerably, and unjuſtly perſecuted in the United Provinces Upon this 

« occaſion, they find themſelves obliged to pray to God for his princely perſon and 

* government, and to acknowledge theſe favours with the utmoſt humility and 

« dutifulneſs, as often as they ſhall have an opportunity, As for the terms men- 

« tioned in the ſaid Grant, they have ſeriouſly conlidered the ſame ; but fora{inuch as 

* theperſons, whom they ought to conſult, are far diſtant, and diſperſed every 

* where, and that it 1s impoſlible to tranſa& ſuch an affair in haſte ; they who 

« are at Antwerp, being but few in number, and moſt of them entirely incapable 

« of beginning ſuch a work, they cannot as yet come to any concluſion about it, 

« but think 1t proper to try how 1t will be reliſhed at home by ſome of the chief 

* among their party, and then to enter into ſuch meaſures, as ſhall prove moſt for 

* the benefit of the Remon/trant chriſtians, In the mean while they beg leave to 

* know of his princely Grace, whether he will allow any of the Remonſtrant Mi- 

© niſters, or others, (eſpecially thuſe who on account of the relizious controverſies 

* in Holland, have been deprived, tranſported, or baniſhed out of their native country) 

* freely to come into his doiminions, and to reſide 1n any of his fortitie4 rowns, in 

* order to enquire into all circumſtances, and by treating further with his Highnefs, 

* or with his Council, to be fully informed of his reſolutions in all points. For 

© it is not very probable, that the good people, tho? never {o grievoutly oppreſſed, 

* will readily quit their native country, to ſeek their fortunes in a foreign land, 

* and lay out their money there, without being previouſly appriſed of the ſtate of 

© affairs, and that by the teſtimony of their own country-inen, whoſe counſels they 

* will undoubtedly chuſe to follow. 

About this time there was publiſhed a book called, a Warning to the oppreſſed 
Churches with reſpef to the drawing up a Confeſſion, without the name of the Author, 
but ſuppoſed to be written by Fohannes Geeſteranus, formerly Miniſter of A/kmaer. 
He endeavoured to perſwade the people by this treatiſe, that the drawing up of a 
Confeſſion was both unneceſlary and unſcrintural, and inconſiſtent with true chriſtian 
Iiberty. On this occaſion the three Diretors of the Remon/trant body, namely, 
Uitenbogart, Epiſcopius, and Grevinkbovius wrote a certain letter to all the churches 
of their party, within the United Provinces, which they likewiſe printed, acquainting

Wi and comfort; ſince God who had delivered their anceſtors out of much greater rroubles 
iii} and diſtreſics, could likewiſe extricate them from their preſent perſecutions , to! 
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which reaſon they ought to put their truſt in the Almighty, pertorm his will, and An*Dom, 
patiently walt for his aſliſtance, 1620, 


Another Miniſter publiſhed a tract, which he called che irumper, the delign of dA 
which was toinfule zeal into the lukewarm, and courage into the dejeted and timo- 
rous. But this zealous man, whoſe name was Pecrus Engelrave, forgot his own 
leſſons, forſook the Remonſlrants, and went over to the Papiſts. There was like- 
wiſe printed a certain Irad, entituled, Shore and Chriſlian Remarks upon the Hymn 
compoſed by Bernardus Bujjchoff, at that time a Miniſter of Utrechc, containing a re- 
ſuration of his expolition of the verſes concerning Deadly Sin, mentioned in one of our 
former books. But the writer of theſe remarks 1s not named, Diedrick Kamphuſen, 
who had declined inſtructing the Kemonſtrants any longer with his tongue, yet drew 
his pen in their ſervice at this juncture, by writing and publiſhing, tho' without 
mentioning of his name, ſeveral Poems, which were as ingenious as nervous. 
Among others, his Vi&oria Victis, that is, the true Triumph of God, or the Beneſic 
of ſuffering - and the Shield of oppreſſed Conſciences, that is to ſay, a preſcription 
how every man ſhould behave 1n adverſity : As likewiſe the Poem intituled, God 
the Scripture-revenger, or (Comforter in Adverſity, being an Expoſition of ſome of the 
Pſalms; together with his Brotherly Unity, or, the Praiſe of Peace ;, being a para- 
phraſe of the 133d Pſalm. Beſides thefe ſmall tracts and pamphlets, there was ano- 
ther book committed to the preſs this year at Antwerp, and finiſhed the 21ſt of De- 
cember, which was very remarkable. It was writ by Uitenbogart, under this title, 
A free Examination of ſeveral Placards publiſhed theſe two laſl years in the United- 
Netherlands, againſt the chriſtian Inhabitants and Subjects of the States, commonly 
called Remonſtrants. .'l he copies of this book being ſent to Leyden, in order to be 
diſperſed from thence, fell partly into the hands of the Scout, who ſezied fo many 
of the ſheets, that the Printer was in doubt, whether it were adviſeable for him to 
meddle any more with it, But being informed how deſirous every body was to ſee 
It, he reprinted it, and found means to publiſh and diſperſe it. It appeared 
without the name of the Author, ſays the Preface, to the end the ſubjett of it might 
be the more carefully weighed. Various matters were diſcuſled in this book. It 
was divided into five parts. After a brief enumeration of all the Placards that had 
been publiſhed againſt the Remonſtrants, 1t treated 11 the firſt part of the Law-givers, 
or Placard-makers. Lhe writer ſhowed how much the preſent Members of the States- 
General differed from the former. He maintaincd that the proceedings of the Prince 
did not agree either with the leſlons of his father or his own promiſes. He men- 
tioned the degeneracy to be obſetved in the Committee of the States and Courts of 
judicature of Holland, and the great difterence there was between the behaviour of 
ſeveral of the new Magiſtrates, and that of their predeceſlors. The ſecond part 
treated of the accounts of matters of fat, mentioned in the Placards, and of the rea- 
fons upon which the Placards were founded. Here the author inquired into the 
accuſations of the Remonſlrants diſturbing the State, of their raiſing Warders, uſurping 
the ſovereignty, promoting fa&ions and editions among the people; of their broach- 
ing and propagating the five Articles, and encouraging heterodox Teachers. It 
was proved from all the treaties, that the promiſes mentioned in the faid Placards, 
of maintaining the Reformed religion with lives and fortunes, were never once made 2 
that the maintaining of religion and other Ireatics, mentioned in the Engliſh, was never 
meant in ſuch a ſenſcas w as pretended in the Placards ; that likewiſe no Government had 
a right to pledge the lives and fortunes of the ſubjeRs in matters of conſcience, without 
their previous inquiry and conſent. Lhe author further examined into what was 
{11d in one of the Placards touching the means made uſe of for compoling the trou- 
bles, particularly about the holding of National Synods, to the great charge of the 
lind, He diſcourled of their authority, their method of deciding controverſies, the 
novelty of ſeparate Meetings, and the obligation of a Synodical Oath. He enquired 
how lons the Contraremonſlrants had waited fora Synod; in what manner the K#- 
monſlrants were cited to juſtitic themſelves, and how the differences were examined 
Into in the fear of God, when at the fame time it was owned that this State wag 
bound to others by one common intereſt in the buſineſs ot religion ; whether people 
were obliged to ſubmit to the Synodical decrees; in what ſenſe the Remonſtrants had 
laid, that people oupht not to make a ſchiſm on account of the differences in point of 
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Ar"Dow dotrine; whether they the ſaid Remonſtrants were ſeditious and fattious ; whether 
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they harboured any ill deſigns, and endeavoured to miſlead the ſimple and ignorant, 
under pretence of the Reformed religion, and occaſioned diſturbances by holding Con- 
venticles ; who had rendered the Synod inefteQual and ridiculous, and how the Re- 
monſtrants had been treated there; who had beenguilty of plots and conſpiracies, and 
had opened a door to dangerous ſes. He endeavoured to ſhew that the contrivers of 
thoſe Placards, inſtead of obviating any inconveniences, introduced by their method 
of proceeding the worſt of all; as giving occaſion to hypocriſy and umpiety, the de- 
ſtruction of ſouls, the extindion of prophecy ; the diſcouragement of religion, and 
the increaſe of ſeQaries; the bringing in of tyranny and {lavery, jealouſies and 
diſtruſts; partiſhip, fa&tion, riots and tumults ; wars and divifions; falſe accuſations 
and injuries to innocent men 3 deſtruction of country and people, and all manner of 
evils. 'The third part treated particularly of the laſt Placard, bearing date the 14t of 
February of the current year, in relation to the. Remonſtrants coming diſguiſed into 
the land; the lawfulneſs of their being deprived ; their obſtinate refuſal of forbearing 
the exerciſe of their eccleſiaſtical funtions ; the banithment of their Clergy ; their 
return into their native country ; the revocation or recantation of thoſe who had ſizned 
the Ac of Ceſfation ; as alſo with relation to Students or Candidates. "The fourth 
part treated about the Laws or Orders enacted by the ſaid Placards ; about the views or 
deſigns in making them, and the injuſtice which the Remonſtrants thought they ob- 
ſerved therein; about the prohibition of - holding ſeparate meetings; about fre- 
quenting thoſe meetings ; about preaching in them ; about letting or lending 
places to meet in ; about entering into alloctations or engagements for that pur- 
poſe; about making colleQtons ; about harbouring Miniſters, and whatever elfe 
was forbidden by the faid Placards, After which, the author treated about 
the mulds and penalties appointed againſt the violaters of thoſe Placards; about 
the puniſhment to be infliged upon thoſe who ſummoned thoſe meetings ; about the 
perſons who refuſed to accuſe others ; about fuch as contributed to the promoting the 
doarine of the Remonſlrants ; about the reward offered to thoſe that ſhould inform 
againſt Miniſters or Candidates; about ſuch who diſperſed books, papers and writings 
among the people, or who excited others to the raiſing of money for the uſe of the 
Remonſlrants, or who received orharboured Miniſters; and laſtly, about ſuch Officers 
and Magiſtrates as were negligent in the execution of the Placards.In this book it was 
maintained, that the puniſhments mentioned inthe ſaid Placards, were both unjuſt and 
cruel; that virtue was punifhed and vicerewarded ; that thedeſlign was to exterminate 
the five Articles, in which there was nothing nrejitdicial, and to ſuppreſs the private 
Meetings, which had no tendency to faftion. Then followed ſome words of comfort 
and incouragement to thoſe who ſummoned meetings; to ſuch who lent their houſes 
for that purpoſe; to thoſe who managed the affiirs ; who came to the meetings ; who 
aſſiſted at collections 5 who ſheltered the Miniſters ; and finally to ſuch Officers who 
were men of moderation : To which was added, a diſlwafive againſt bringing any man 
into trouble ; together with a warning to accuſers and informers. There was likewiſe 
ſubjoined a ſhort account of the execution of the Placards againſt the Miniſters and 
Churches; and an enquiry whether the liberty of conſctence which the Placard prc- 
tended the people thould enjoy, was ſufficient. 

The fifth part examined the Placard which was made the 21(t of December, in the 
year 1618, about printing and publiſhing books. Here the author made mention of 
the preat licentiouſneſs formerly praiſed 1n that matter, when no reſtraint could be 
obtained, and ſhowed how partial this new order was to the prejudice of the Re- 
monſlrants, whoſe books could not be read, whilſt at the ſame time publick blaſphe- 
mies were ſuffered to paſs unpuniſhed : and he further maintained, that there 
was a great conformity between this Placard and thuſe of the Spaniards againſt he- 
retical books, This treatiſe Iikew1ſe contained many things, which tended to the 
juſtification of the Advocate Oldenbarnevelt, and the impriſoned Gentlemen the Heers 
Hyperbeets and Grotins, The concluſion of the whole was addreſſed to the States of 
the land, to the Prince of Orange, to the Committee of the States, to the Courts ot 
Juſtice, and to all the other Powers, in whoſe name the ſaid Placards were publiſhed ; 
and they were intreated, * To conſider all theſe matters more carefully, and ro aim at 
* the peace of the community, not in part, but in the general. Thoſe who wer? 
* perſecuted, were, be ſaid, a great and a good part of the Community, and they tic 
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Governors were bound to promote their eaſe and rang ul 


as conlidecrable, powerful, worthy and faithful to the common intereſt of their coun- 
try, 4s that bold and carnal ſraet, which had long fince contrived this diſmal tra- 
vedy, waich they now were acting ſo proudly and bloodily, to the end that they 
might dwell alone or have no rivals. — It was now high time for the 70Verninent to curb 
the pretended religion, or rather ambition, of thoſe people, who, tindins that their 
doctrines could not ſtand withour the ſupport of the temporal arm, preached up 
the perlecution of thoſe that refuſed to dance after their pipes, and who preſently 
brought into contempt thouſe Mapiſtrates that refuſed to be at their beck, as they did 
the late governinent ; and who, on the other hand, extolled to the heavens thoſe 
who would be ſubfervient to their purpoſes, promiſing them little lefs than crowns 
and ſcepters ——- Thoſe who deſired to be ſecure in the Government, ouvht not, 
be ſaid, to hearken to them, but have a watchful eye over their behaviour and 
1&10ns, and not to fancy, whatever they might pretend, that thoſe who would not 
be governed by Komiſb or Spaniſh laws, would be perſwaded to ſubmit to Enpliſh, 
Palatine, Heſſian, Swiſs, or Genevian rules, in the buſineſs of religion, - i 
the United Provinces there was no monarchy, nor any ſovereign power that could 
pretend to controul them all. They were ſo many free Republicks united to each 
other upon certain terms and conditions expreſted in their confederacy ; and the 
principal foundation, both of the freedom of each Province in pazticular, and of 
thatofthe whole body in general, was Liberty of Conſcience, and the defence of their 
Puvileges, Iwery Province, nay every City was entirely pollell:d of thoſe pri- 
vileges z and when they bound themſelves to each other, they always ſtipulated, 
that they ſhould be cntirely preſerved. The firſt pretences for their taking up arms, 
were, the eaſing themſelves of the heavy taxes, the maintaining their privileges, and 
the aſſerting liberty of conſcience. Put the taxes were ſince become much greater 
than when they took up arms to be delivered from them. "They bore them how- 
ever, and without complaining too, as long as they could : but for no other reaſon, 
but only to ſecure the two mentioned advantages, viz. Their Privileges, and free- 
dom of Conſcience. If thoſe who were perſecured, were obliged to bear the com- 
mon burdens as well as others, why then ſhould they not enjoy the civil and reli- 
210us privileges which others did ? eſpecially fince they were as jultly intituled to 
them, both by virtue of the Decrees of former Governments, and otherwiſe, as 
thoſe who pretended to lord it over God's heritage, If they thuuid be deprived of 
thoſe, what would remain? They were willing to ſuffer till the day of rejoicing 
came, for this was the leſſon their maſter had taught them, bur they might how- 
ever, and ought to complain, and cry out aloud, that they were unjuſtly uſed. 
They were not foreigners, but free, native Burghers, and inhabitants of the land ; 
they therefore thought they had a right to uſe ſuch freedom of ſpeech, eſpecially 
tinding themſelves thus hardly prefled. ——— If they were heard, and if this 
their defence produced any good, they ſhould be ready to bleſs God, and acknow- 
ledze the favour done them ; but it not, they would ſtill rejoice, that they had 
left to poſterity any thing which might ſerve to juſtific their innocence. The 
would therefore polle(s their ſouls in patience, and by God's grace perſiſt coura= 
7couſly 1n well-dotng, ſubmitting to ls pleaſure, and yielding to his power, in 
lirm hope of a happy deliverance, 

The Remonſlrants efteemed this book to be very well writ, and full of cogent rea- 


{ons ; but the Contraremonſlrants, who, by the way, never refuted it, have reproached 
them ſince with publickly {landering and reviling the ſupreme authority of the land, 
by this enquiry; out of which they collected ſeveral (harp words and expreſhions, 
But Uitenbopart alledged in defence of the author, without owning himfelt ro be the 
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perſon, © That it was writ during the firft heat ofthe unmercitul proſecutions; and that 


it was no ſuch {trange thing for a man on ſuch an occalion, to ſay all that could be faid 
with reaſon 1n defence of innocence, charged with faction, ſedition, and the like; the 
more, becauſe ſilence might in that cafe have paſt for confe{luon of guilt, to the 
everlaſting infamy of many honeſt men and their poſterity. 'The ticlt Chriſlans 
did the fame in the primitive tunes by their apologies; and fo did the Reformed 
of theſe Provinces, of France, and other countries, when they found them- 
{clvcs oppreſſed by the Placards of their deceived Rulers, He ſubjoined, That 
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many harp and violent expreſiions, which were to be met with here 1nd the ere 1 
that tr, did not proceed trom the quiver of thoſe whom they charged with them, 
but from that ofa certain perſon, who being imployed to carry it tothe preſs, and to 
correc it, had foiſted in ſuch things, as his own paſſions ſuggeſted to him 5 which, as 
ſoon as the book appeared, very much diſpleaſed the perſon by whom it was writ, 
who had very ſeriouſly ſhown his diflatisfaction on that account.” 'The perſon here 


ſpoken of, if I be not miſtaken, was Henricus Slatins, for he was the man whom 
the Remonſtrants made uſe of at that time to corre the books and papers which 


they publiſhed, and whom they were at laſt obliged to diſcharge from that office, 
becauſe of his frequent offending after the ſame manner. 


This year was alſo publiſhed, The Hiſtory of the Impriſonment, Confeſſion, Iaff 


Words, and deplorable Death of the Heer fokn van Oldenbarnevelt, XKnizht, Lord of 
Berkel, &c. late Advocate of Holland. It was chiefly colle&ed from his own letters, 
and the accounts given by his fervant Zohn Franken, Tt contained ſeveral very rc- 
markable things, even 1n relation to church-affairs, which in a great meaſure have 
been mentioned | In our foregoing books, 'The drift of the publiſher of this | hiſtory, 
was to {ave the man's honour, lince they could not ſave his life.

The Contraremonſlrants alſo publiſhed ſeveral pieces this ſame year 3 namely, 


Contrre. Heinſits, Triglandius, and others, of which we have ſaid ſomething above ; bei, les 
monſirants, which, there appeared likewiſe two in particular, on the ſame ide ; the one was 
intituled Miſpah treating about the uſe of State Holidays; and the other, The Bohe- 
mian Trumpet, printed at Amſterdam, by leave of the Burgomaſters. The Author, 
who ſtiles himſelf, Iren.eus Philalethins, was really Ewout Teelingh, the I reaſurer 
of Zeland (brother to William Teelingh, Miniſter of Middelburgh) and a great zealot 
for his own party. Uitenbopgart having read theſe two books, together with the 
Flying Poſt, and the Lame Poſt, which came out ſoon after, gave the following judg- 
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ment of them; © That the Author abuſing the holy ſcriptures, and wreſting the 


{ame beyond their true meaning, to his own perverſe and carnal paſſions, had mingled 
together and confounded fpiritual things and temporal, clean and unclean, ſacred and 
prophane. Ir was ſaid in the Miſpah, That the Papiſls had reaſon to be affraid 
(on account of the Faſt which was to be obſerved on the 2d of Seprember) and ta 
tremble like trees in a wood; for the Reformed had certainly ſome great aftair in 
hand, and were in expectation of ſome great bleſſing upon their church. The 
Author of the ſaid book, calls the late Advocate, The chief promoter of the do- 
meſlick troubles, And as for the Remonſtrants, he repreſcnts them as the diſfurbers 
of Church and State, who could not be prevailed upon by the Synod, which they 
themſelves had ſo much longed for, to recede from their errors; and as adverſaries, 
or common enemies, who endeavoured to feed the flames of the prefent dt- 
viſions. 
The writer of the Bohemian Trumpet expreſſed himſelf to this effet : © Thar it 
ſeemed, as if the Lord had certainly invited many Kings and Princes thither (that 
is, to Bobemia) to make a great facritice ; and that he did not at all queſtion but 
that God would take vengeance of the great violation of the publick faith, which 
both the one and the other beaſt, 2. 2. the Emperor and the Pope, had beet 2uilty 
of with regard to John Hs and Ferom of Prarue, in relation to the fafe condut 
for their appearance at the Council of Conſtance. 
c He repreſented the war in Bohemia, as a war which being waged againft the 
Pope, whom he calls the Antichriſt and the Man of Sin, could not ful of ſucceſs ; 
adding, that God had beſtowed upon the Elzefor Palatine luch a nodle kingdons 
as that of Bohemia, unexpectedly, and brought it home to him, as 1t were, whilſt 
he ſlept, by a neople who had a right to diſh ole of it ; and therefore, that 1t needed 
not to be doubted but that the Lord, who badentruſted him with thc keys of that 
kinzdom, would likewiſe eſtabliſh him upon that throne, which he himſelf had pre- 
pared for him, and fix him as a ſure nail upon which all the Reformed " FAG 
for the future might depend; and that on the contrary, he would caſt away his 
enemies, Juſt as a {trons man would caſt away a ſtone, and as the Prophet Iſaiah 
lays to the wicked Shebna, ch. xx1j. v. 18, Violently turn and toſs them like a ba! 
mmto @ large country,” But the ſudden misfortune and defcat of the new Kino, foon 
diſcovered the vanity of theſe conceived hopes. 
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The Iaſt year there. was publiſhed by Aert Meuris, a bookſeller at the "Pp 
Treatiſe in Latin, intituled, Straro- charatter , ſancitus ft fieillo Denrict 42 Naſſau, "mili.- 


tantis ſub cohort Bauritiz Principts Arauſionenſium — This book was about 
this time turned into Dutch, printed and diſperſed about the country, under the fol- 


lowing title, The View of the Domeſlick Troubles, under the ſeal of Henry of Naſſuw, 
a Soldier in the Guards of the Illuſtrious and Invincible Heroe, Maurice Prince of 
Ownnge, This Treatiſe was eſteemed to proceed from the quarter of the Contrare- 
monſtrants 5, for among the rules which the Author laid down as neceſlary to be ob- 
{crved for the preſervation of this State, he reckoned the Decrees of the Synod of Dor, 
which, as he thought, were ſo beneficial, that they could hardly de matched by thoſe of 
former Synods or Councils in many ages ; that Synod having conſiſted of fuch a num- 
ber of eminent perſons allembled from other countries far a near, whole credit was 
eftabliſhed not only by their learning, but Itkewife by their piety. He accuſed the 
Remozſlrants, of having, under the pretence of liberty, Iicentiouſly calumniated whom 
they pleaſed; of having ſown ſtrange and abſurd opinions and monſtrous dod@rines 
among the people, 1n order to detile the purity of the eſtabliſhed religion; and of do- 
INg 4 wotld of miſchief among the vulgar, who were 3s deſtitute of knowledze 15 re- 
li510n., But the book 1it{clf was an Addreſs to the States of the Lind ; and m ned 
three points chiefly ; as Firſt, The difadvantage of the Pruce : Secondly, The advan- 
tage and neceilnty of the War: And, Thirdly, The nece(lity of the country's being 
under the g0verninent of a f1ngle verſon; to which end it recommended the Prince of 
Orange. As for the Truce, the Author deſcribed it, as the conſequence and effe& of 
the domeſtick jurs thelVars, 35 the mother and nurſe of the 9 Dpineſs of thz land ; 
and the Prince of Orange, as the ſaviour of his country , to whom alone he imputed 
all that had happened in the late revolution of the government ; maintaining, that the 
State was even at that time in fo great danger, both from within and without, that it 
was become abſolutely necellary to inlarge the authority of the faid Prince, -—— 
Uttenbogart and other Remonſtrants, called that treatiſe a falſe, ſcandalous, fediti- 
ous, pernicious and dangerous book, aiming at the transferring the ſovereign power of 
the land from the States to the Stadtholder. They faid, that the publiſhing {auch 
pieces would never have been tolerated at Yenzce, in Swiſſerland, nor even at Geneva, 
or any other free Commonwealth 1n the world. There was alſo another book oub- 
liſhed, under the title of Spenola's Retrear, in which, by wreſting the Plilms of 
David, Prince Maurice and the States were made deities, and whar the ſcripture 
aſcribes to God, was applied to them. Beſides theſe, there appeared a fatyrical 
Print, or Picture, in which the Emperor was repreſented as an Engle {tript of its 
Feathers, and ſitting | in a Cage, and Spznola and others plaving upon a Fiddle ; thus 
publickly ridiculing the orcateſt Princes of Chriſtendom. This, and the like papers, 
were openly fold in ſhops; an extravagance, which, in ſome men's opinton, ought not 
to have been praQiled 10 any orderly and well 2overned State, even with reſpect to 
their greateſt enemies. But this inſolence was foon ſucceeded by ſhame and confu- 
ſion, when aff1irs took a turn ſo very different from what ſome had foolithly imagined, 
There likewiſe proceeded ſeveral pieces from the pens of ſome who paſſtonately fa- 
voured the Remonſtrants, in which much gall was mingled with the common bitter- 
neſs, to the great prejudice and dillatisfaction of thoſe whoſecauſe they took upon them 


to defend. "Buck were, The Dialogue between the Devil of Gant, and the Fool of 


Mechelen ; The Amſterdam News : ; as allo ſeveral Doleful Ditties : ; a libel about 
Divination; a Dialogue between Brutus and Holland ; a ballad called, The Complains 
of the Remonſtrants for the loſs of their Privileges ;, the Tales of Dunemeyer , and 
The Alarm, of which ſome account was given above.

-——-—- God has armed himſelf againſt you, he has ſtretched out his hand, he has 

bent his bow agatnſt you, 1n order to overthrow you, and to make you feel thoſe 

ſorrows and ſufferings which you have unjuſtly brought upon his people. Where- 

* fore looſen the bands of the Oppreſled, and diſcharge the Impriſoned; recall the 

* Exiles, aboliſh your Placards, and let not the memory of *em continue in the 

* Netherlands. Give glory to God, and liberty to his people. Humble yourſelves 

* before the Almighty ; meet his wrath, and afſwage it with your tears, and implore 

* his pardon, to the end he may be gracious both to you and us.*—— ln is ſecond 

addreſs he repreſented to the Contraremonſtrant Miniſters, who promoted the ſub-

* over men's conſclences, inſtruc every one in the ſpirit of meekneſs, receive in- 

* ſtrucions from others with the fame ſpirit, patiently bear with thoſe that differed 

* from them in opinion, and afliſt in procuring them the liberty of divine worſhip.” 

In the chird Addreſs, he exhorted the Remonſirant Clergy and their people, both 

men and women, with great earneſtneſs and various arguients, not to leave oft 

their ſeparate religious meetings, but to perſevere ſtedfaſtly in the exerciſe of their 

religion, 1n preaching, 1n hearing, and in a good life, without being territied at fines, 

His advice to 1mprifonments, or other methods of perſecution: * Let us not, ſaid he, fear the

the earth is the Lord's, and the fullneſs thereof. If they ſhut us up with thieves 

and vagabonds in work-houſes, or priſons, Heaven will be open to receive us. 

If they force us from the arms of our wives and children, we are bound to forfake 

them for the cauſe of Chriſt, and he will provide for them. If they {lay us, 

Chriſt will raiſe us up from the dead, and give us everlaſting life. But let us not 

ceaſe in all theſe ſufferings to put up hearty prayers to God, for all Magiſtrates both 

ſupreme and ſubordinate, who unjuſtly perſecute us with ſo much bitterneſs, tho' 

we have offended not againſt them, to the end that by their timely repentance they 

may prevent that terrible wrath which hangs over their heads. And you, my

Hitherto the DireQors of the Remonſtrant Society, namely, Uitenbogart, Eviſ- 

copins, and Grevinkbovius, rcliding, during the Iruce, at Antwerp, hid managed 

the common affairs within the Unzzed Provinces by letters and mellages ; but the 

end of the ſaid Truce, which happened in the month of April of the current year, 

involved them in new perplexities. They foreſaw that the approaching war would 

render their reſidence in that city (ſo near and convenient for them ) entircly uſeleſs, 

They therefore deliberated which way to bend their courſe, eſpecially Uitenbog art, Conſultation 

They talked of Sitaden, Holſtein, Sweden, Denmark, the Duchy of Cleves, Weſel, | Ponce rm 

Cologn and France, Put difficulties occurred to them every where. Uitenbogart him- | 1g wrt 

ſclf was moſt inclinable to ſeek a retreat in France, where he expeted to meet with w*rP, occa-

After this the Marquis of Qreva, the Spaniſp Miniſter in Flanders, hearing that he 

deſigned to retire into France, deſired he would come and ſee him at Bruſſels, where 

he made uſe ofmany arguments, and large promiſes, to induce him to ſtay in that coun- 

try ; to which he replied, * "That he returned his moſt humble thanks to their High- # Conferenss

The next day after thoſe ſeven Mini- "F 
ſters had conſidercd it, they propoſed their objeQtons to Epiſcopius, to which he 2ave 
ſuch anſwers as were entirely to their fatisfattion ; whereupon they returned him 
thanks for the pains he had taken, not doubting but the work would be found very 
uſeful to the promoting the common cauſe. Goulart, who was one of them, pro- 
fefled in particular, that he was extreamly well pleaſed to find that the Confe//ron 
contained ſo many matters relating to pradtice, or the exerciſe of chriſtian duty, 
which were not to be found in other Confe/rons ; believing that this would add a 
luſtre to the good cauſe in the opinion of all pious men. After this, thoſe ſeven 
Brethren declared their approbation in the preſence of the Dire&ors, who immedi- 
ately regiſtred the fame.

Great Prince of Finland, &c, 1s diſpoſed to grant to the Nerherlanders who have 
mind to fettle themſelves in his royal Majeſty's town of Gottemburgh , accordin 


Majeſty, in virtue whereof one Prieſt or Miniſter of their religion is allowed to re- 
pair to Sweden, in order to give his fad Majeſty an exact account of cheir religion ; 
in which Paſs they lind a clauſe importing, that, The {aid Prieſt or Miniſter ſo to be 
ſent, muſt not be one who has done any thing againſt the Government to which he 
belonged ; which (aid Paſs bore date from the Royal Caſtle at Stockbolm, the 1 2th 
of September, 1620, They therefore give thanks to God, (who, as the wiſe min 
ſays, holds the hearts of Kings in his hand, and turns them like the rivers of 
waters, according to his pleaſure) for having inſpired his royal Majeſty with theſe 
truly noble ſentiments, and they moſt heartily beſeech him to ſtrengthen more and 
more his Majeſty's royal mind in the fame and the faid Clergy think themſclyes 
bound, on account of the aforeſaid royal favour and bounty, always to recommend 
the welfare and happineſs of his Majeſty and his Government in their Prayers t9 
Almighty God, and to acknowledge moſt humbly and obedicntly in the Lord, this 
his royal goodneſs, upon all occaſions. 

«* But fince the greater part of thoſe Nerberlanders, who are deſirous to put them- 
ſelves under the protection of his Majeſty, by ſettling at the town of Gortemburgh, 
in order to ferve God with liberty of conſcience, are (as the aforementioned Heer 
Giles vander Eyke has declared, and as the {41d Clergy have been otherwile ap- 
priſed) of the Reformed religion, according to the per{waſion of thoſe, who, in the 
United Netherlands, are called Remonſtrants; they therefore moſt earneſtly defire, 
that in caſe they ſhould ſettle at Gorremburgh in the kingdom of Sweden, they may 
be moſt graciouſly allowed the exerciſe of the faid Chriſtian, Reformed, Remonſtrant 
religion in the ſaid town; and the aforeſaid Clergy, being all of them Teachers, 
Preachers, or Prieſts of the aforeſaid Chri/tian, Reformed, Remonſtrant religion, would 
by no means have omitted to ſend one or more of their body, with the faid Heer 
Giles vander Eyke, to his royal Majeity, to the ends and purpoſes mentioned in the 
Paſſport, and by virtue thereof, had it not been on account of the aforeſaid reſtrain- 
ing clauſe, or exception contained, in the ſaid Paſſport, to wit, Provided they bad not 
done any thing direfly againſt the Government. 

« For although none of the Remonſlrant Miniſters, whether they be thoſe who 
have reſided for a while in the City of Antwerp, or thoſe who now teach and preach 
the word of God in the United Provinces, are conſcious of having ever tranſgreiled 
againſt the Government of the ſaid Provinces, (their dear native country) either di- 
re&ly, or indire&ly, or of having had the leaſt thought of fo doing, (on which 2c- 
count they call God, the ſearcher of the heart and reins to witneſs) yet neverthelc(s 
they are apprehenfive, that in caſe his royal Majeſty of Sweden ſhould not be fairly 
and fully inſtructed of the true circumſtances of their affairs by the Amballadors of 
the States-General, or others reſiding at his court on their behalf, ſome inconvent- 
ences might befall thoſe that ſhould venture to come into the kingdom of Swede 
with ſuch a Paſs, by reafon of the treaties and agreement between his ſaid royal 
Majeſty of Sweden, and the High and Mighty Lords the States-General of the 
United Provinces. 

« For which cauſe, the aforementioned Clergy could not but think 1t proper, for 
their neceſlary juſtification, to defire = bac Heer Giles vander Eyke, moſt humbly 
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to acquaint and repreſent in their names to his ſaid royal Majeſty, that all the Re- 
* monſlrant Teachers and Miniſters, without exception, (amongit whom, there are 


WL OV VE ſome of forty, fifty, lixty, ſeventy years and upwards, who have likewiſe exercifed 


« their ſacred funQion, twenty, thirty, and more than forty years in divers famous 
« Cities and Univerſities) have been publickly and lawtully called, according to the 
© Statute and Ordinances of the State and Church, to their refyecive ecclefiiftical and 
« academical offices in their native land, with the entire knowledge and conſent of the ſu- 
«* preme and ſubordinate Civil Magittrates ; neither have they ever committed the 
* leaſt fault, or been gvilty of any kind of diſobedience againit any of the Laws, 
* Statutes, Orders, or Reſolutions of the {aid Magiſtrates; but in all things, without 
* exception, have behaved themſelves at all times, as ptous Miniſters and faithful 
* Subjeds ought to do, towards God and their lawful Sovereigns: And they chal- 
* Tenge any man to name any one Law, Statute, Ordinance, Command, Reſolution 
© or Direction ſignified to them by the ſupreme or ſubordinate Magiſtrates, who were 
© in the adminiſtration, till the month of 7rly, or Auguſt, of the year 1618, which 
© the {aid Prieſts or Miniſters ever oppoſed, or which they havenot ſtrictly obeyed ; 
« ſo far were they from attempting, or endeavouring to atteinpt any thing againit the 
« Government of their country, which on the contrary, they always lavouared to ſerve 
© to the beſt of their mean capacities, being ready to veiuure their lives and fortunes 
6 1n defence of it, 
© And of this their innocence, obedience to their lawful Governours, and faithful 
© ſervice rendered to their Country, all the aforeſaid Prieſts and Miniſters, and efpe- 
« cially thoſe who are moſt obnoxious to the preſent Government, and who have 
© alfo been the moſt blackened and miſrepreſented to his royal Majelty, are able to 
© produce ſuch certain teſtimonies, documents and evidences, in cafe of need, that they 
« by no means doubt, but that in caſe his ſaid Majeſty thould fee or hear them, he 
< wouid declare the (aid Prieſts or Miniiters innocent, and their adverfaries, or thoſe 
* whom their adverſaries have ſtirred up againſt them, to be meer calumntiators and 
* delamers, 
* If likewiſe the teſtimonies of all thoſe Magiſtrates, both ſupreme and ſubordinate, 
belonging to the Provinces of Holand and Weſt- Freeſland, of Utrecht, Over-Y//el, 
< and ſome parts of Gelderland ( whoſe adminiſtration wasaboliſhed1n the year 1618, 
* by the deprivation of ſo many of them, contrary to the Jaws, cuſtoms, and privileges 
* of the land) might be of any force (as without doubt they ought) they would all 
© of them give ample certificates, and freely declare how much they always approved 
© of theperſons and ſervice of the ſaid Miniſters, eſteeming them even as the beſt and 
* moſt faithful ſubje&s. Neither can their teſtimony, with the leaſt ſhidow of rea- 
* ſon, be rejected, foraſmuch as their adminiſtration was, beyond all controverſy or 
© diſpute, and even according to the confe{l1on of thoſe who ſucceeded them, lawful 
* and juſt; they were alſo the ſame Governors who had a very great, if not the 
« oreateſt part of the adminiſtration in their hands, when the States-General farſt 
© treated with his Majeſty ; and 1t was under their government that the aforeſaid 
Prieſts and Miniſters for many years together exerciſed their functions, and confe- 
« quently they could beſt judge of their tidelity and obedience. 
* But if it be objeQed, that the leſs credit is to be given to the teſtimony of thoſe 
« Gentlemen, becauſe they have been depoſed, and others put in poſſeſſion of their 
« places; we anſwer, that this was brought about by a civil faction among foie of the 
« oreat men (the cauſes and motives of which we delignedly paſs by now, in order 
« to give no offence) which faction however could not make the former government 
* null and void, nor prove that the allegtance and ſubje&ion which the Kemonſtrant 
«< Prieſts and Miniſters paid to them, as their lawful Governors, was not a true and 
« bounden duty ; to which may be likewife added, that when the New States of 
Holland and Weſt-Freeſiland approved of ſuchalterations as had been made in the Go- 
« vernment, and of that part which his Excellency the Prince of Orange had aQed in 
bringing them about ; they expreſsly and ſolemnly declared, that the depoſition or 
deprivation of the Magiſtrates was without any impeachment 79 thezr honour, good 
« name or fame, in any manner whatever , by which therefore their teſtimony in this 
© matter 1s yet more corroborated and confirmed. 
* And they, the ſaid Prieſts and Miniſters, have ſtill perſevered in the ſame allegi- 


* ance and obedience ſince the revolution that happened in the Government in the 
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© year 1618, with reſpe& to the new Magiſtrates, in all things conſiſtent with a Ax*Dow. 


* good conſcience, without ever having been juſtly charged with having tranſyreſſed 
* 1n any point againſt this new Government, 1t they mult be accounted the States of 
* the land. 

© But whereas theſe new Governors have deprived the aforementioned Prieſts or 
« Miniſters of the exerciſe of their lawfui funRions, at the inſtization of the Synod of 
* Dorr (which the ſaid Miniſters for good and valid reaſons do look upon as partial 
* and unlawful) and tranſported and baniſhed them out of the land, ſome, without 
© even declaring the reaſon, and others, becauſe they could not obey certain orders 
© ſent them by the States-General, with reſped to the exerciſe of their eccleſiaſtica} 
* functions, which orders were contrary to the word of God, and againit their con- 
* ſciences: And whereas they the ſaid Miniſters being driven out of their country, 
* could not wholly abandon the care of their flocks, which were intruſted to them by 
© the Lord Zeſus Chriſt, to the number of many thouſands, which they had, and (till 
have 1n.their native country ; and for that reaſon returned into the Provinces contrary 
to the orders of the ſaid Governors, with no other deſign than to viſit their diſtreſſed 
* flocks, and feed them with God's holy word, conformably to their former lawſat 
vocation (of which they could not be deprived by the unjuſt treatment of the Synod 
of Dort;) it is on this account that they are deſcribed by cruel and fevere Placards as 
diſturbers of the publick peace, as riotous, ſeditious and fatious perſons, tough 
they never concerned themſelves 1n any riots or tumults, nor fet up any faQtions, nor 
* were guilty of any things which might deſerve {uch appellations ; but always exer- 
* ciſed their functions, as it became chriſtians, giving to God what was his, and to 
their rulers, whatever belonged to them, and labouring inceſſantly with all zeal and 
carneſtneſs after peace and unity ; of all which his royal Majelty might be more 
fully ſatisfied, in caſe he would vouchſafe any of the poor exiles a more ample paſs, 
and a gracious audience. And in truth, if ſuch mens coming into their own country, 
and preaching there to their ſcattered and perſecuted flocks, and endeavouring to 
comfort them with the dodrine of godlineſs, without ever taking up arms, or uling 
the leaſt violence, or ſtirring up ſedition, ſhould be miſrepreſented as an offence againſt 
* the State, what muſt we then fay of the firſt Reformers 2 Eſpecially of thoſe in the 
Netherlands, who not only ſent their Miniſters every where contrary to the com- 
mands of the King of Spain, but even ſupported them by force of arms (which we 
never did, nor ever intended to do) whereupon that war 1mmediately enfued with 
the ſaid King, of which that very liberty of religion, whereof theſe new Governors 
' have deprived the Remonſtrants, was underſtood to be the foundation. 

And yet, if all this, and whatever elſe in conſequence thereof has been done by 
* the ſaid Remon/lrants, ſhould be underſtood by his royal Miajelty, as done diretly 
or otherwiſe, againſt rhe Government (as the preſent States-General, with whom 
his Majeſty 1s in alliance do underſtand the fame) im ſuch a cafe the Prieſts or Mti- 
niſters of the Remonſ/trant perſwafion, coming into Sweden to inform his Majeſty of 
© the principles of their religion, would not be ſufficiently ſecured by ſuch a 
* Pals. 

< Wherefore the ſaid Miniſters do earneſtly intreat the abovenamed Heer Gilzs 
* vander Fyke, moſt humbly to repreſent all this on their part to his fud royal Ma- 
© jeſty of Sweden, whom they likewiſe beſeech in the moſt ſubmiſſive manner, that 
he would vouchſafe to keep one ear open for the poor, banithed, oppretſed, and nerſe- 
cuted Remonſtrants, and not to give credit to thoſe who accuſe them with arte: pring 
any thing againſt their dear country ; but on the contrary, that he would be plezfed 
to grant a free, ſure, and abſolute Paſs for ſuch Prieits or Remonſ?rant Teachersand 
Miniſters, (to wit, one, two, or more, without exception) as the abovementioned 
eccleſiaſtical perſons ſhall think proper to ſend from among themlelves, into the 
kingdom of Sweden, in order to give his Majeſty ſome account of the religion of 
thoſe who may be inclined to leave the United Provinces, and come and ſettle in 
his kingdom in the town of Gotremburgh, and at the ſame time, fully and cxpreſsly 
to appriſe him of the whole ſtate of the affairs of the Remonſlranrs. And they 
doubt not but by the grace of God, his ſaid royal Majelty, after having favourably 
heard their whole relation, will be entirely ſatisfied in all points; and chearfully 
and graciouſly, out of his truly pious and chriſtian benevolence, allow them the de- 
* fired liberty of conſcience, and free exerciſe of their religion within the ſaid __

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A «x* Dow. * By which means alſo there will be lid a ſure and ſolid foundation for the ſuc- 
1621. * ceſsftully effe&ing his royal Mijelty*s heroick and laudable defign, of finiſhing and 
& VV «© peopling his new town of Gotrembrergh;, foraſmuch as it is not to be doubted, but 
that many of the inhabitants of the United- Netherlands, as foon as they ſhall under- 
{3nd that his Majeſty, upon a previous information of their condition, from the 
moutis of their own Mari Fers, has granted them the free exerciſe of their religion, 
in his faid town of Gotrtemburgh, will, to avoid the preſent violence offered to their 
con{cienccs in their own country, the rather repair thither; and it 1s to be hoped,

Some relate that the Dutch Ambaſladors were treated very roughly by the King's #2 j

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Ar? Do wm. be here mentioned. Boiſe ſaid, * That the Remonſtrants, who inclined to come 
1621. © and ſettle in France, might have the exerciſe of their religion 1n their own houſes, 
without being troubled upon that account ; but as for their holding ſeparate meet- 
ings, he feared that it would hardly be granted them ; and that in lus opinion it 
would be better to join with the Hugonots as far as poſlible, without making more 
rents : that they ought not entirely to abandon the hopes of being once more unt- 
ted with their adverſaries upon reaſonable conceſſions, and of returning 1nto their 
own country : that he himſelf, and many more moderate Carholicks, much lament- 
ed the diviſions among Chriſtians on account of religion, and that they had con- 
ceived ſome hopes, that through the Moderation which the Remonſtrants had ſhown 
in the late differences, much good would have accrued to Chriſtendom, 1n caſe mat- 
ters could have been ſettled upon ſuch a foot in HzYand, that notwithſtanding ſome 
differences with reſpe& to principles not relating to ſalvation, unity in worſhip 
might have been obferved, and mutual forbearance praiſed in their churches ; 
the French Hugonots might 1n that caſe have been brought to hearken to modera- 
tion, and the differing parties might by degrees have gone further, eſpecially in 
France, on account of the liberties which the Ga/lican churches had always en- 
« joyed, which rendered their dependance on the Pope lefs than that of others.” 
Uitenbogart reply*d, * That ſuch confiderations were laudable, but that there was 
< no moderation or temper to be expected from the Calviniſts or Hugonors. I hat 
* this was ſufficiently evident from their late behaviour, with reſpe& to the Remon- 
« ſlrants in Ho#and, whom they refuſed to tolerate 1n their ſcriptural, gentle, and 
* edifying doftrines, to the end they might promote their own pernicious notions, 
to which they had ſet their ſeals at the Synouds of Dort and Alez ; wheretore other 
meaſures mult be taken for obtzining the defired moderation, and healing of the 
diviftions both in France and Holand. As for the latter country, if the re-admil- 
ſion of the Remonſtrants could be brought to paſs, the exerciſe of their religion, 
diſtind& from that of the Calvini/?s, would follow at the ſame time ; for that could 
© Not be refuſed them with any juſtice. This being once obtained, they did not 
doubt but God would ſo bleſs and proſper them, that the churches of the Contra- 
remonſtrants would become empty, or at leaſt that the numbers of their adherents 
would much decreaſe. Or if it ſhould come to a union of the parties, with the 
repeal of the Decrees of the Synod of Dorr, the whole ſtrength and power of 
Calviniſm would then be broken. The Remonſtrants, he ſaid, would not ſhow 
theinſelves backward, 1f a union could be effected, ſo as that they might remain 
in full poſleſſion of the truth, with the liberty of teaching it, without condemn- 
ing ſuch different opinions as concerned not points necellary to falvation, which 
they judged to be but few. No union that might tend to the welfare of chriſtia- 
nity was to be made on any other foot, And as for France, it the King would be 
pleaſed to grant the Remonſtrants liberty of conſcience in his kingdom, ſeparately 
from the Hugonors, it would be, as he thought, the moſt proper method to curb 
them, and conſequently might pave the way to a further and more extenſive union : 
for 2s for the advantages that ſome expe&ed by gaining now and then a convert to 
\ the church of Rome, out of the whole body of the Hugonots, or even of the 
Remonſlrants, whom Bertins had lately forſaken, they would find themſelves 
much deceived ; for that would rather hinder than promote- the defired cure of 
ſchiſm ; ec{pectally when it were found that ſuch ſort of converſions, for the moſt 
part, proceeded from humane and worldly views, and not from pure motives of 
confcience. But 1n caſe there were a whole body of men making a publick pro- 
tell10n of moderation, ſeparate at firlt from the Hygonors, but which in time might 
draw many of the Huponots to them, and diſpoſe them to hear the truth preached 
without fo rigidly condemning all other doctrines, in ſuch a manner as might tend to 
the maintaining charity and good correſpondence in ſome meaſure even with the 
Church of Xe, this would give hopes, 1n time, of a cloſer union ; eſpecially 
* if the French Cathbolicks, in conſequence of the liberty of their church, would 
* likewiſe comply a little.” Boiſe heard Uttenbopart with attention, owning that 
there was a great deal of® reaſon in his remarks, and promiſing to conſider of them; 
but he did not think it adviſeable to make any ſuch propoſals at that time; and fo 
the matter reſted, 
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At another conference, which they had had before, Boi//iſe ſaid to Uitenbogart, Ax*Do ww 
that he was a good Catholick, and hoped to die in that religion, yet could not Nelp 1621. | 
lamenting the diviſions he obſerved among Chriſtians ; having ever been of opinion, bY 
that they ought to think of uniting ; but that he perceived the Reformed were too ria T- 
violent as well as the Romaniſts; and that ſince the Reformed would not tolerate the 
Remonſtrants, there was little proſpe& of their bearing with the Cacbolicks, Here- 
upon Urtenbogart repreſented to him, * That they differed not only about the cruch, 
« but alſo about the nece//try of the controverted points: And that if the Contrare- 
« monſtrants had not urged the affirmative, and theeſtablithment of their opinions with 
« ſo much warmth, the Remonſtrants had not fo (tifly held the negative, nor oppoſed 
« them with the ſame vigour. That the former went further yet, by railing their 
« dodrines to articles of faith, and endeavouring to compel the latter to preach and 
« teach the ſame dodrines as they did, tho? againſt their conſciences. It was preat 
« boldneſs, he ſaid, in Calvin, to venture the maintaining ſuch an abſurd opinion, 
« in oppoſition to all antiquity. St. Auſtin indeed, behind whom he ſought to ſhel- 
« ter himſelf, had aflerted ſomething like it, but had not carried matters near fo far. 
« Yet, notwithſtanding the credit St. Auſtin had, the Church never received his do- 
« &rine, but only determined the point of Grace, in oppoſition to Pelagius. But 
«© the Synod of Dorc had preſumed to eſtabliſh what had never been determined b 
« the Primitive Church ; and the Synod of Ales had cauſed the Decrees of Dort to 
« be ſworn to by an oath, which was very extraordinary, and till then unknown 
« among Proteſtants, But the Remonſtrants had yet another controverſy, added 
« Uitenbogart, with their adverſaries; that was, concerning the authority of the 
« Civil Magiſtrate in matters of religion. The Remonſlrants were not thoſe who 
ſought to eſtabliſh Imperium in Imperiv, or an Kecleſiaſtical power independent on 
the Political, as the Preſident Jeannzn had not Jong (ince affirmed to be the deſign 
of the Reformed in France : neither was it their principle, that Subjefs might take 
up arms againſt their Sovereigns, on account of religion; for which reaſon, if his 
Majeſty the King of France would be pleaſed to take the Remonſtrants under his 
< protection, he would ſoon tind that none of his ſubjets were more faithful than 
* they. 

Aker this, Uitenbogart having applied to the aforeſaid Preſident Feannin, to obtain 
leave for the Remonſtrants to come and ſettle in France, with liberty of conſcience, 
the Preſident told him as follows : * That the Chancellor, and the Council had di- 
«* rected him to fay, that if he, Uitenbogart, had a mind to retire to France, he 
ſhould be welcome, and aſſured of the King's prote&ion ; but as for the reſt of 
his party, he hoped they would be allowed to return freely into their native coun- 
try, conlidering what the King had deſired of the Dutch Ambaſſadors on their ac- 
count, and the incouragement they had given his Majeſty to expect it. The Pre- 
f:dent told him further, that the widow of Oldenhbarnevelc had ſent a Petition to 
the King, and Letters to ſome of the Lords of the Council, but that it was not 
« judged proper to move his Majeſty about her affair ; becauſe if the Stares ſhould 
« hear of it, ſhe might fare the worſe for ſeeking help from a foreign Prince ; for 
« which reaſon, he added, the faid Lords would keep her Petition and Letters nil a 
© better opportunity offered ; but that in the mean while, they would not ceaſe do- 
© ing her and him, and all their friends, the beſt offices in their power, 

The above-mentioned Preſident, Jeannin, endeavoured likewiſe, on that occaſion, 
to allure Uitenbogart to the Church of Rome, telling him, That he was farther in. 
ſirufted to ſay, chat if be would be reconciled to the King's religion, his Majeſty 
would receive him very graciouſly, and he ſhould live as he pleaſed. I tove you, 
added he, and ſ» we do all, believe it freely, The other begged that he would not 
ſpeak any more of that matter : 'The Preſident anſwered, Conſider it with your ſelf, 
you might be very happy with us, and do us great ſervices; but we wil not force you, 
we force no body. A few days after Uitenbogart waited on Monſieur 7eannin, to take 
his leave of him, who then ſaid, Thu may be aſſured, that the King wil do nothing 
with the States until he has procured redreſs for your people, eſpecially for the chil- 
dren of the late Advocate , this his Majeſty is fully reſolved upon. The Steur de 
Boiffiſe gave him the like hopes. But Uitenbogart continued to be of the ſame mind 
ſtill, and ſaid, He feared nothing of it would come to paſs, in caſe the States were 
once aſſured that the alliance would be ——_— with them. lo which ow: 19

GY” Whilſt Uitenbogart was thus negotiating at Paris, he received the news from Hol- 
pax land, that Grotius had eſcaped out of the Caſtle of Looveſtein in a cheſt, by the 
 g-aah-u contrivance of his wife ;, and hearing afterwards that he deſigned to come to that 
and come! 19 city, he delayed his departure, to the end he might ſee him firlt, He arrived at Paris 
"_ the night after the Ambailadors of the States had left it, accompanied with his bro- 
ther, William de Grote, and was received there with great demonſtrations of jay b 
all his friends, U itenbogart gave him a full account of all that he had been tranſa&- 
He approves of ing, and of the ſucceſs, He was extremely pleaſed with all his proceedings, eſpe- 
ares wolf ug cially with his offer of appearing in the Council, to jullify the cauſe of the Remon- 
Uirenbogart, {rants 1n the preſence of the States Ambaſladors, telling him, That ic would be of 
ret > ons & uſe to him, in order to his knowing how to a& in bis particular affair. He aid at 
the Remon- the ſame time to Uirenbogart, That he approved of every flep the Remonſtrants bad 
firant Canſe. H;rherto taken, and of all their writings, eſpecially that in which the Placards had 
been examined ;, and that he judged it neceſſary, at all adventures, to keep up, and 
adminiſter to the Remonſtrant Churches, as now ſeparated fromthe Eſtabliſhed Church - 
and that therefore the Direflors ſhould continue their care in theſe matters, he being 
of opinion more particularly, that their affairs would run to ruin, if Uitenbogart 
ſhould withdraw his belping hand. "This declaration of his atteQion to the cauſe of 
the Remonſtrants was very agreeable to Uitenbogart, and encouraged him to go on 
with zeal in maintaining the fame. On the 27th of April he left Paris, and began 
his journey towards Bruſſels and Antwerp. 

In the mean time Grotzus received a great many complements and congratulations 
upon his deliverance and arrival at Paris, by letters from all his abſent friends, and 
even from ſome whom he had never ſeen, but who eſteemed him for his great learn- 
ing. —— One of the firſt letters he received, was from the Heer Hoygerbeers, dated 
the 23d of March, and privately fent to him from Looveſtein, importing his thanks 
to God for his miraculous deliverance, intreating him, now at liberty, to remember 
Foſeph's bands, and beſceching God to take him under his further proteaion, and to 
guide and dire him for the honour of his own name, and for the good of the land. 

Benjamin Aubert, Lord of Maurier, Ambaſlador from the King of France to the 
States at the Hague, who had always loved him as a true friend, and had laboured 
for his releaſe, during his impriſonment, ſent him the following Letter, bearing date 
the 23th of March,

* cil, and hope they will not be wanting in whatever is due to your merit. I have 

* Writ moreover to my brother-in-law, the Steur Marbault, and begged him to wait 

* on you, to offer his ſervice, and my purſe, of which he has the keeping ; and } 

* dcfire you to ule 1t as freely as your own ; for by this I ſhall be convinced that you 

love me. | hope Franchemont will bring me back ſome news of you ; and that 

you will always believe, what I profeſs to you with the greateſt ſincerity, that |

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Grotius received the hike congratulatory letters tro the learned Johannes Wouweri- 
12s, of Antwerp ; from the fainous Jeluit Andreas Seottus,who added to his compliments 
an invitation to the Romiſp Church ; Irom Nicolaus Burgundins, ſufficiently known 
by his Latin poetry, and the Hiſtory ofthe Low-Corntries : and from George Michael 
Lingelſnemius, Counſellor of the Flector Palatine. From Holland, he was congra- 
tulated by his faithful friend Gerardus YVoſfrus;, by the brave Perrus Schriverins ; by 
the Heer vander Myle , from the place of his exile, the Iſland Gooree ; and by many 
more, too numerous to be here recited. But ſome of theſe letters were of a later 
date. Being come to Paris, and having conferred with U7tenhogart, as we have ſhown 
above, he received a letter from the Preſident Feannin, which had been dire&ed to 
him at Antwerp, in anſwer to one that he had writ to the {aid Prefident, Betides the 
marks of a ſincere affection, we find in the faid letter an honourable teſtimony of 
Grotins's inttocence, the tenor whereot 1s as follows : 


Famous Sir, 

Our letter has given me the greateſt pleaſure, by informing me of your delive- 
rance from your Joathſoime priſon, and undeſerved bondage, not by the con- 
nivance of the Government, but by the favour of fortune ; or, to ſpeak more truly, 
as well as chriſtianly, by the providence of the moſt High God, who always pow- 
erfully afliſts the innocent, Your continement was not occaſioned by any real crime, 
but only by the ir1endihip you bore to one of the honeſteſt of men, a man to whom 
your Republick was ſo highly obliged, and who having been overwhelmed with 
calumny and fictitious crimes, was cut oft by a no lefs than jewiſh malice and vio- 
lence. And leaſt he ſhould have appeared to be wrongfully condemned, in caſe he 
who was accuſed of treaſon, had been found to have no accomplices in a crime that 
could neither have been projeRted, nor well executed without accomplices, it was 
neceſlary to make others partakers of the ſame crime : the ſuſpicion of which, has 
involved his beſt friends 3 and ſince you were eſteemed the chief of them, neither 
the reputation of your paſt life, nor your piety, nor ftri&t obſervance of the laws, 
which you always pradtiſed, were able to ſecure you from that danger. Now have 
you happily obtained your liberty, and if you are inclined to come into this king- 
dom, whether it be for a time, or even to ſpend the remainder of your life, you 
ſhall find here a quiet azylum ; for we have a Prince upon the throne who loves 
juſtice and equity in the higheſt degree; and who has been informed by many cre- 
dible and worthy perſons, that the perverſe malice and injuſtice of your Judges, were 
the occaſion of your condemnation, Your many uncommon qualifications render 
you very acceptable to all ; I mean, that learning wherewith you are adorned, the 
civility of your deportment, and the innocence of your life. All theſe cannot fail 
of alluring many eminent perſons to contract a friend{hip with you, nor of inducing 
them to aſlifſt you 1n your misfortunes. T1, among others, though not of the firſt 
rate, will give place tonone in a faithful friendſhip, which I openly profeſs for you. 
The Heer Uitenbogart, your companion in exile and miſery, viſits me often. I 
have offered him every thing in my power towards alleviating his misfortunes, but 
he preſles more for advice than aſliſtance, and aims at nothing more than that he 
may ſpend the remainder of his lite filently and quietly in ſome town or other of 
this kingdom. | have told him that he needed not much doubt of that. It you 
will come to us, I promiſe you all aſſiſtance. 'The Miniſters of the States-General 
having now received an anſwer from our Court, are upon their departure. We 
have complained to them of their 11] uſage of you and your friends, and of their 
© having not only diſpoiled our ſubjeQs of their merchandizes, but likewiſe purſued 
« them like mortal enemies with violence and arms. They make us a great many 
« fair promiſes : 1t they keep their word with us, they ſhall have our friendſhip, a+ 

« ſoon as the alliance is renewed. Farewel], and love me always.

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Ax*Don. After this, Grotins largely repreſented his innocence to Meſlieurs de Boifftſe, de 


Vich, and the Preſident Jeannin, at Paris, 1n the abſence of the King and his Council, 


8nd lb withall declared his love to his native country, intreating thoſe Gentlemen to 
07: in France, their beſt endeavours with his Majeſty, to the end that he might preſerve that affeion 
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which both his father, and himſelf, had always born to Holland, and the reſt of 
the United Netherlands, and might have their peace and proſperity always at 
heart. 

He was very kindly received by all thoſe Gentlemen, who made him offers of their 
favour and friendſhip, telling him, that his love to his country would be very pleaſing 
to the King, who was defirous to give ſome tokens of his good will for thoſe Pro- 
vinces, in caſe they who had the adminiſtration of affairs there, behaved themſclves to- 
wards his Majeſty as they ought. 

Soon after this, the Heer van Langerak, the States Ambaſſador in France, writ 1 
certain letter to their High-Mightineſſes, in which we tind the following expreſſions : 
; [ think it my duty, to acquaint your High-Mightineſles, that Hugo Grotins 
© came hither ſome days ago, and having conferred with ſome of the Lords of the 
* King's Council, before their departure for Fountain-bleau, told them amoneſt other 
« things, That he had humbly aſked your High- Mightineſſes pardon for bis eſcape out of 
* priſon, and that for the future, he would always ſo behave himſelf in all his words, 
* ations, and converſation, as ſhould be ſatisfactory to your Lordſhips. To which 
* likewiſe, thoſe of the Council have told me that they exhorted him the ſaid 
* Grotius, very ſeriouſly, informing him, that the King would not ſuffer him otberwiſe 
© to abide in his dominions ;, but that if he would behave himſelf peaceably and quietly, 
* to the ſatisfafion of your Loraſhips, he ſhould be ſupported and protefled by bis 
* Majeſty. The copy of this letter, which paſt from hand to hand in Holand, and 
was inſerted in all the publick papers, as a ſingular piece of news, came at laſt to 
Grotius at Paris. He thought that ſome enemy had contrived this matter privately, 
and was much troubled at it, inſomuch that he writ to Du Maurier about it, telling 
him that he could never have expeQed ſuch treatment from one whoſe ill will he 
had never deferved. He wiſhed that ſuch a letter had proceeded from a declared enemy ; 
fince the dignity of the writer, who paſt for his friend, would make the lie, for {o 
he called it, paſs for truth. He was therefore of opinion, that the concern for his 
honour, which he valued above all earthly poſſeſſions, obliged him to contradi& 
theſe rumours; and that he was deprived of his privilege of being filent by one who 
was chiefly intereſted in his filence. For which cauſe he forthwith publiſhed a ſhort 
account in Latin and French, of all that had paſt in relation to him, ſince his arrival 
at Antwerp and at Paris; together with a copy of his letter to the States, as alſo his 
conference with the King's Council, mentioned above ; adding, * That the account con- 
* tained in this letter, was nothing leſs than the truth, and no better than a malicious 
* fiction; and declaring, he was fo far from doing any thing like it, that he could not 
* be induced fo to do, in the midlt of all his troubles and dangers ; but that he put 
© his truſt in God, and was fatisfied in his own conſcience, of the fincerity of his j1n- 
* tentions, and of the legality, or juſtice of his ations, as by God's alliftince he 
© ſhould clearly prove to all, who being deceived by falſe reports, were ignorant of 
* the truth. Neither had the King's Council exafted any promiſes or conditions of 

* him, being ſatisfied that he did not come into France with any other deſign than to 
* comport himſelf like a true and faithful ſubject of the King, aslong as he ſtaid there, 
* andeven to be as ſerviceable as poſſible to his native country, * He added, that he 
* could evince this, by the teſtimony of perſons of great credit.” In the aforeſaid 
Latin and French account, the name of the Heer van Langerak 1s not expreſſed ; but 
in the Preface to the Durch Tranſlation, which was likewiſe publiſhed, it is ſaid, that 
he, the ſaid Langerak, upon the publiſhing of this account, denied to ſome Gentle- 
men that he had ever writ ſuch a letter, but that he laboured afterwards to huſh up 
the matter, though in vain, After this, ſome did not fail to report that Grotings re- 
tired to France, under pretence indeed of religion, but in reality, with a deſign to 
{erve the enemies of his nation, or to attempt making a revolution in the Government. 
But he called God to witneſs to his innocence in theſe matters ; and his apology met 
with ſo much favour and kindneſs from the King and his Miniſters, that his Majeſty 
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not only permitted him to wait on him, and received him very graciouſly, but Ax»Do y. 
oranted him an honourable penſion, as ſhall be hereafter related. And not only ſo, 1621, 
but, at his deſire, the King was kind to other perſons who ſheltered themſelves in his VO 
Jominions on account of conſcience. It was likewiſe a great conſolation to him whilſt 

in France, that Prince Frederick- Henry, brother to the Prince of Orange, ſtill conti- 

nued his favours to him, as appeared not only by his making uſe of him in his particu- 

lar affairs, but alſo by the letter he writ him the following year, of which, as tran- 

{lated out of French, this 1s the ſubſtance or 1mport :

A few weeks before this, Grotius received another letter, which was very agreea- 
ble to him, coming from the Steur William de Vair, Biſhop of Lizieux, Keeper of 
the Seal, or Vice-Chancellor of France, ſufficiently known by the works he has pub- 
liſhed, for his learning, eloquence, and virtue; in which letter were found theſe ex- 
preſf1ons : 


' People of your quality and temper, think themſelves obliged with the 4nocher from 
* leaſt civilities. From the time that I firſt heard of you, I have always admired om = 
« your excellent wit and very uncommon learning ; and lince then, as much lamented of Lizieus. 
* your 1ll fortune and ſufferings for your great love to the liberty of your country, 
© and favour to thoſe who endeavourcd to reſtore truth there. 1 have endeavoured, 
© as far as the circumſtances of my ſtation, and the ſervice of the King my Maſter 
© allowed, to eafe your miſeries, and procure your deliverance. But it has pleaſed 
* God, that you ſhould owe 1t entirely to him, and not to any human interpo- 

* fition,'-—— The reſt was an exhortation to him to employ all thoſe talents, 
which God had beſtowed on him, in promoting that work, which without 
doubt, was moſt pleaſing to his Divine Majeſty, namely, the General Peace of 
Chriſtendom. This Letter was dated the 8th of Fzne, and the Biſhop died on the 7th 
of Auguſt following, having in his laſt Will left this very remarkable Leſtimony : 

I bave lived, and declare that I die in the communion of the Catholick, Apoſtolick 4 »-markat!s 
Roman Church, and in the participation of the interceſſion of the Glorious Virgin, and yo wg od. 
of all the Saints, and the Faithful that are living , having nevertheleſs always TO

A Letter from 
Voilius zo 
Grotius. 


About this time it was reported all over Holland, that Grotius was about to 
embrace Popery in France, which induced the learned Gerard Voſſins, in his 
congratulations upon his deliverance, to make ſome mention of it, writing to him as 
follows : 


Incomparable Sir, 


G I N the firſt place, I bleſs the immortal God for mollifying the long adverſities of 
theſe times, with the moſt acceptable benefit of your deliverance; which I 

© eſteem the oreater, becaule I Jurſt not expe& it upon any other terms than the 

© intervention of ſome foreign power, upon certain conditions, But my courage 
* failed me, as often as I reffeQed that there could hardly be propoſed any terms, by 

« which you might ſatisfy your own conſcience, and the deſire of the States at once. 

* But now it has pleaſed God that you are become your own maſter entirely, and 

* owe the advantage to none but him. That you are therefore the more obliged to 

« his Divine Goodneſs, I need not tell you. But ſince our life here upon earth ſeems 
* to be nothing but a continual warfare, you may eaſily obſerve how much you ought 
* to be on your guard, and to take care, that being graciouſly releaſed by God out of 
< thoſe corporal bands, you be not allured by the common enemy of mankind, into 
« a cloſer and viler priſon, I mean a ſpiritual one, by any carefſes whatever, } 
* ſpeak thus, becauſe your enemies have entertained ſuch hopes, as if they ſhould 
« quickly hear that you, like Bertius, have abjured all that is profeſſed by the Re- 
* formed churches, or that you have declared all thoſe to be Hereticks, who are not 
© in all points of the opinion of the Church of Rome. As for me, I am under no 
« apprehenſions of your a&ting thus, for I know your plety, and the ſteadineſs of 
© your mind, But alas! who can anſwer for men, when Solomon himſelf fell fo 
© ſhamefully ? Wherefore I beſeech God, not to ſuffer you to be drawn away from 
* the truth and a good conſcience, either by hopes or fear. And you, Sir, remem- 
© ber me likewiſe in your prayers, that neither by the deceits of ſome, nor the adula- 
* tions of others, I may ever do any thing inconſiſtent with the keeping a conſcience 
< yoid of offence, ——

tenor :

ou ; though indeed this 1s what I never doubted of. It is no leſs agreeable to 
me, that you aſſiſt me both with your prayers and counſels, to the end that I ſhould 
do nothing in the matter of religion, which might ſeem unworthy of me. But I, 
who have called upon God for his aſliſtance, defire you to be at eaſe in that matter. 
For if 1 had been capable of aQting againſt my conſcience, that terrible ſentence 
would not have been paſt upon me, neither had I needed to have undergone ſuch a 
tedious impriſonment. And even now, 1f I were inclined to paſs over from the weaker 
party, by which I have been fo barbarouſly uſed, to that which has more ſtrength 
* and reputation, many more temporal advantages offer themſelves to me here, than } 
© can ever expe@ in my own country. But I, who had courage enough to undergo 
* a priſon, can alſo bear with exile, poverty, and contempt, according to the examplc 
* of him who choſe rather to undergo the fame with the people of God, than to be 
* called the ſon of Pharoab's daughter. . As for you, Sir, 1 cannot admit of the leaſt 
© doubt in relation to your conſtancy. ——

ſtrants in their own country. At Rotterdam, in the month of January, they held 
their religious aſſemblies ſeveral times in the open ſtreets z among the reſt, at the end 
of the Lumbard-ſtlreer, without any diſturbance ; afterwards in February, in the fields 
agan 5 but for the moſt part, in a houſe upon the Bloomerſdyke. There was the (c- 
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vereſt winter this year that CVEr Was known by any then living, It began to freeze a x Do 
very vloiently at the end of Zanuary, and continued fo to do a whole fortnight with- 1621, 
out any adatement. The froſt turned all the waters into bridges, and the ice was {0 
thick, that people ventured on 1t with carts and horſes, even where they durſt not TO 
in the frolt of 1608, They rode from Free/land to the Fly, from the Fly to the T. >xel, 
and from the {exel to Wieringhen., The Norch-Sea was frozen over as far as the dentl1 
of eight and thirty fathom along the thore. The cold was fo fierce, that men could 
not bear 1t in the ftreets, or high-ways, inſomuch that many were frozen to death. 
On the 12th of February, the froſt began to abate a little, but it fill continued 
freezing with fair weather, till the 2oth, and then it began to thaw; but the ice was 
{o thick, that 1t continued in the water till the month of March. Thus the Truce 
with Spain, which began with a hard winter, expired with a much harder. 
Whilſt the abovementioned froſt laſted, and people could paſs the Mzeſe both on 
foot and horſeback, the Remon/ſrants of Rotterdam concerted a Meeting at Charlois, 
at which place Adrian Simons preached before about two thouſand perſons. They 
continued their meetings after this manner on the other ſide of the Mazſe, for a 
while, one of which was held near the Toll-houſe, and all without any obſtruction. 
On the 16th of February, they held another Meeting likewiſe out of town, at the 
houſe on the Bloomerſdyke ; but before the ſermon was half over, the Dykegrave 
Dune fel] upon them furiouſly with a number of Soldiers. They who could not 
{ave themſelves by a timely flight, were plundered. The women were ſtript even 
to their under-petticoats, and the men were robbed of their cloaks, and what money 
they had about them. TiheSoldters attacked them, as if they had had to do with 
the common enemy ; and fore were even dragged along the fields by the hair of their 
heads. 'T'wo Soldiers ſeized a young woman, one of which ſupported her body, 4 young ww- 
whilſt the other dragged her all uncovered, by the legs, along the rugged ice, juſt as 9; m_— 
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a ſledge is drawn, In fhort, they uſed the poor girl fo cruelly, that ſhe died of it A 
{oon after. But upon this diſturbance, the whole town was in confulion, as ſoon as 
the Soldiers returned, which they did by ſeveral gates. Some of the hotteſt among 
the Remon/irant Burghers, lofing all patience, fell upon the plunderers, and over- 
powering them, recovered ſome of the booty. This cauſed many to apprehend worſe 
conſequences, but the tumult was foon calmed, Alter this, the Remonſtrants met a- 
gain ſeveral times 1n the fields. 
On the 15th of February, there was a publick meeting at Newporc, about half a 144+1nge ar 
league's diſtance from Schoneboven, of the Remonſtrants belonging to buth thoſe —_— an 
towns; and Richard Bome, who came thither accidentally, preached before them. ye 
When ſermon was ended, they ſung the Jaſt verſe of the firſt Pſalm. 

On the 16th, 18th, 19th, and 22d days of the {aid month, John van Galen, for- 
merly Miniſter of Scboneboven, preached without that town, ſometimes before a 
{mall, and ſometimes betore a larger congregation ; ſo that in thoſe few days, not only 
all the Remon/trant Members, but many of their friends were preſent at the ſermons, 
But ſome few kept away from the Meetings, which could not be carried on fo pri- 
vately, but that they were diſcovered by their adverſaries, eſpecially the laſt of the 
22d, which was a very great one, conſidering the condition of the town. Upon 
this, the Bailiff, Roger Hupen, with his companions, and a pair of piſtols under his 
cloak, went out the next day in the evening, an Arminian-hunting, as they phraſed it 
in thoſe times. Yan Galen, who was well informed of it, defired preſently that 
ſome might follow him. He likewile cauſed warning to be given to the man of the 
houſe where the people were met, deſiring him at the ſame ttme to keep them toge= 
ther, till it could be ſeen which way the Bailift ſteer2d his courſe, The Bailiff went 
firſt to one of thoſe houſes where van Galen had preached defore, but hearing no ſtir 
there, he turned back, and after having walked through two or three ſtreets more, he 
went home, leaving the Sergeants and fome Informers to proceed without him. 
Van Galen being appriſed of this, and having ſet ſome perſons the about Bailitf's 
houſe, to watch his motions, went to the meeting, where he performed divine ſer- 
vice without any further trouble. After this, the Bailiff and the Commanding Office 
of the Soldiers which were quartered in that town, took care that good watch ſhould 
be kept every night, to look after and diſturb the Remon/trants, But the Remon- 
{rants ordered matters ſo well, that they watched a good while 1n vain ; they be- 
ing not a little favoured by the moon, which about the end of this month gave ſo

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AN"Dowm. much hght, as was {ufficient to prevent a ſurpriſe. About this time there happened 
iM 1621. to be ſome Commiſſioners at Schonehbgven, on the part of the States, in order to 
W106.

Wl ation at Was very unequally and partially laid, with reſpet to the new Members of the 
eg pg Senate, and thoſe which had been diſplaced. The old or diſcarded Senators, who 
”_ were moſtly of the Remonſtrant party, and rich, and whoſe means, conliſting 
chiefly of real eſtates, were ealily known, were rated very low ; whereas the new 
Magiſtrates, who were moſtly bare and poor, and whoſe debts, inſtead of rex} 
eſtates, were well enough known, were rated much higher than the former. This 
ſeemed very ſtrange to many. Some {aid that the new Governors had proſpered more 
| than the former. Others believed that the new ones, tho' greedy enough of gain, 
et could not have thus inriched themſelves in ſo thort a ſpace, but that being no 
feſs defirous of paſling for rich men, they were contented to purchaſe the name to 
W- their own damage. This was moſt probable ; and the difplaced Gentlemen were 
nll if) ſo wiſe, as not to complain of being taxed too low, becauſe they found their account 
in it. Thus each had what they wiſhed for, but the new ones comforted themſelves 
with the management of affairs, by which they were indemnitied in ſome meaſure 
from the loſs which their own pride had occaftoned. 
The Remon- At Horn, about the end of February, at a time when the new Tax of the 1cooth 
| mrrghg Penny was about to be laid, a Meeting of the Remonſfrants was diſturbed. This 
Horn. occaſioned great complaints, many people declaring openly, that they who bore the 
; common burdens, ought likewiſe to partake in the common liberty. At the change 
l of the Government in this Town, which happened upon a Good- Friday, the Bean- 
WLAN people, that is, they who drew Black-beans, and upon that account became the E!z- 
ors, were required by a Letter ſent them from the Prince of Orange, to chooſe no 
Magiſtrates but from among the Members of the Senate ; whereupon the ele&ton 
fell out in ſuch a manner, that even Offer: Barentſon himſelf, one of the old Burgo- 
maſters, was aſhamed of it. But ſomebody, to whom he complained of it, anſwered 
him, Tou have made Boors Bean-men, (or EleQors) and whom ſhould they chooſe 
but Boors 2 Of theſe new Governors, Yelius ſays in his Chronicle of Horn, that 
knowing nothing of the art of government, and being violent Contraremonſtrants, 
they were animated by the Clergy to great ſeverities againſt the other party, as 
ſoon as they came into the Magiſtracy. 'The Scout apprehended a certain Baker, 
and threw him into priſon, accuſing him that he had ſuffered a meeting in his houſe. 
He denied it, and tho' the proof againſt him was not clear, yet they would force 
mh, him to pay the fine, The priſoner himſelf had nothing ; and n caſe any one had 
KW: bai aſliſted him, he would have incurred the penalty for ſo doing. There was therefore 
* no way of procuring his diſcharge. When application was made to the Burgomaſter, 
Wh he referred the matter to the Scout, and the latter referred it to the former. This 
mW laſted for the ſpace of ſeven or eight weeks; fo that the poor man, not being able 
NVT'R! to go on with his trade for ſo long a time, was utterly ruined, 
AitY "0 After this they ſurprized a Meeting of the Remon/trants in the houſe of a certain 
| widow, and immediately quartered Soldiers upon her, without citing her before the 
Senate, as ſhe earneſtly de(ired them to do : But her requeſt was flighted, and they 
threatned her that the number of Soldiers thould be doubled the next day, in caſe 
\h ſhe would not pay the fine. Another woman died before the Scout could proceed to 
Wl! an inditment againſt her ; but her heirs, who had not been charged with any of- 
| fence, were compelled to pay the fine for her, Children of ten or twelve years were 
Cited before theſe new Magiſtrates ; but the conſideration, whether they (ſhould pay, 
or not, was ſuſpended or adjourned till they could receive dire&tons from the Hague, 
[ from whence they were informed, that fuch children were liable to be fined ; and 
} accordingly one of them was forced to pay the penalty on the 28th of May, by the 
| Soldiers. All this the Scout did, fays YVelius, by the advice of N, N, and the Mi- 
niſter N. By which ſome underſtand the Heers Orgar Facobſon, at that time 1 
Burgomaſter, and Olfert Barentſon, the Preſident of the Senate or Town-council, 
| | together with the Miniſter Rippertus Sixtus, And that they might imitate the 
Wolf method of perſecution uſed by the Papi/ts, the Scout, ſays the ſame Author, was 
(hl vB uſed to go to the Tavern with the Military Officers, whillt the Soldiers were 
RARE ſent about to extort the fines from the people. The Soldiers commiſſion was con- 
WONT tained 1n a little note, which the Scout ſigned with his own hand, and which ran 
(HORMNCANR thus : Cornetius

The ſaid Cornelins Zanſon, Tate Schoolmaſter of = 1oſpital, or Orphan-houſe,

be turned into money for their ſupport: The Scout ende: wvoured to terrify him with 
threats, till at length being tired with the charges, he withdrew the Soldiers. Some 
time after the Scout demanded that Cornelirs n night be obliged at leaſt to make 20 od 
what the Soldiers had ſpent on this occafion ; but the other would not ſubmit, and 
found means, by leading his poverty, to ſhift it off entirely. About the ſane time 
the Magiſtrates of the (21d town of Horn weredivided into two parties ; the one of 1y- 
derate, the other of Rigid, or Violent, Thoſe of tae former ſort were moſtly ſuch 
3s had been formerly in tlie Government ; the others were ſuch as had been newly 
choſen, and theſe had the majority of the Clergy on their fide, Each party endea- 
voured to ſtrengthen themſelves as much as they could, either by the choice of new 
Members of the Council, or by the diſpoſal of places, or otherwiſe, which ulually 
paſt with great violence and animoſity. This laſted tor the ſpace of three or four 
years, till at length the K7g74 got the whole power into ther hands, as we ſhall ſhow 
in the proper place. 

But in ſome other towns, 1n the months of April and May, the Remonſty, mts Comic 
met with great connivance with relation to their meetings. At Eafter their ach =—_—_ 
preached in the City of Leyden, almoſt without being reoarded, Dewing lo was ro(pedt 
known to be there, but not meddled with. At Urrechs the Remonſly nts all mbled ! 
once or twice a week, out of town, not being able to get convenient houſes wi thin : 
and neither the Preacher nor the Hearers were called to account for it. 1lrey wee 
at firſt a little timorouſly, and in fmall numbers, of about ſeventy or eighty at a 
time; afterwards they 1ncreaſed to one, or two handed: , and at length their con- 
oregntions {welled to three, four, and five hundred people, who ſuns p{alms, as 
well as heard ſermon. On* Aſcen/19n-day their al :embly was at Ieait a thouſand 
ſtrong, and it was not les about a ery after Whitſtmtide, One of the Ci ty Mi- 
ſte havin been aſked, why they let them go on thus ? Reply 'd, What would

After the ſame manner things paſt at Alkmazr, and with much quietneſs. 

At Rotterdam the Ke nonſlrants ſhowed great Z2al in the month of Zune, and with 
tolerable fuccels, 

At iVeſop too they begun to deſtir themſelves, and the meetings vilibly increaſed. 

Not a few who upon account of the late feverities durit not appear, ſhowed themſelves 
openly now, and joined with the multitude. Lhis feemed very ſtrange to many : 
they could not tell what to ſay, Some of the ROI EnEs were of opinion, that 
they ouzht to be the more upon their guard, and that this was a feint of their ene- 
mics to make them neglizent, and fo to turprize thoſe whom they could not c ome at 
BY any other ineth »d, Others conceived that the mediation of France m1! 
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ration. It 15 related, that two Elders of the Church of Urrechr. both of them 
rigid Contraremon!; ute, entring intv difcow ſe with his Excellency about _ DI1- 
vate concerns, happened to make fome mention of the Remonſfrant meetings, ſaying, 
that there was not ſufncient care taken to prevent them. The Prince iſked Whether 
they ever aſſembled with arms [hey anſwered in the neganve : Yhereupon the 
Prince reply'd, Why then do you trouble me with ſuch ſrivolous /lories ? Ie have 
other afſairs now upon our hands, which are of much greater importance. And 
when a certain Miniſter came to make ſome complaints to the ſaid Prince, his Excel-

About this time the Miniſters of the Biſhoprick 
rw wo yt of Uirecht, who had ſubſcribed the Ad of Ceſſation, preſented a Petition to the 
the At of States, praying the continuation of the Penſions that had been allowed them, But 
—_—_— the States declined giving an anſwer, til] they ſhould hear whether the Deputies of 
vince of U. the Synod had any thing to objc& againſt it. But having ſeen the approbation of 
LreCut. the ſaid Deputies, they ordered the Subſcribers of the Ceſfation to enter into an 
amicable conference with the Deputies, and to ſhow their inclination to {ubint to the 
judgment of the Reformed churches, to be docile and tractable, and to give ſome 
proofs of it at the approaching Provincial Synod ; granting each ot them at the ſame 
time the ſum of ſixty pounds Flemiſh, after the rare of forty groats, or twenty ſtyvers 
to the pound ; but it was once for all, and not to be a precedent. Thus they found 
that they were to expect no further help from the Government, unleſs they forſook 
the opinions of the Kemornſtrants, and ſubmitted themſelves to the direQtions of the 
Synod. 
4 change of At this time there was much diſcourſe of making a change among all kinds of 
Officer: in the Officers, upon the ſame foot as had been purſued in Holand, and this was foon put

Utrecht, in execution. The Yonkers Gerrard and Gilbert van Ryſenburgh, and David van 
Sulen van Natewiſh ;,, the firſt of whom was Marſhal of Abkoude, the ſecond of 
Femland, and the third of the Upper Quarter, were diſcharged from their employ- 
ments in Fly, and others advanced to their ſeveral poſts. This was followed with 
4 further reformation in the country towns and villages, at many of which the 
Scouts, Sccretaries, and other Officers were dif: led. The Memoirs which [ make 
uſe of, do not ſay when theſe alterations happened ; but I look upon them as the 
conſequences of that great Revolution which hajpencd 1a the year 1618. 


On the 11th of June, Iſaac Welfng, formerly Miniſter of Horn, fell into trou-

ras he '” bleat Gouda. This man having revoked his ſubſcription to the A& of Ceſlation, 


and refided for ſome time at Leyden, where he had done good ſervice among the 
Remonſtrants, went one day from thence to Gorda, to viſit his Aunt; but being 

ſeen by one Stermont, Miniſter of Haſerwoude, the houſe to which he went was 

preſently beſet with Soldiers, and he taken priſoner, and fo carried to the Stadthouſc. 

After which he was conveyed under a ſtrong guard to the Hapue, in order to be 

tried there, His impriſonment occaſioned much grief to the Remon/lrants, who 

loſt in him a well-gifted Teacher. But Facobus Triglandius, whohappened to be at 

the Hague when Welfng was brought thither priſoner, hearing the news whilſt 

he was at dinner with ſome of his friends, could not contain his ſatisfaction, but 

[rigland's cricd out in a tranſport of joy, God be praiſed that this Rogue is taken. If I bad 
— es known the news an bour ſooner, I would have ſent it to my wife; it would have been 
lng. the beſt ſhe ever heard in all ber life, If none of theſe fellows have yet worked in the 
Raſphouſe, ( or Bridewell) I will take care that this Welling ſhall.

Such news ns this will reliſh a rummer of wine. Upon which Triplandius and all 

the company drank heartily. Whilſt he was impriſoned at the Hagne, the Coun- 

ſcllor, Henry Roſa, ſaid to his wife 1n a paſſion, upon occaſion of her mentioning 
Utenbogarri, I wiſh I were to fit in judgment upon Uitenbogart and Epiſcopius, who 

ſ-nd others into the country to foment troubles and fattions, but keep ous of harm's 
way 
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Welſing was four times examined by ſome of the Judges, and found means to com- — * 
municate his examinations to his friends. He behaved himſelf very couragltoully, re- couragious 
{uling to own or confels any thing that might tend to another's prejudice ; and in the 94 2udene 


I-tters which he got to be conveyed out of the priſon, he aſlured his friends, that 
nobody ſhould be involved 1n the leaſt trouble through his fault, At his laſt exami- 
nation, Uitenbogart happen'd to be ſpoken of, One of his Examiners called him 2 
Troubler of the Land, and a Serpent, who bit or ſtung the States in their heels by his 
poiſonous Letters, and otherwiſe, Uztenbogart having underſtood this, writ again to 
Welling, and told him, that his brave and chriſtian behaviour had gtven the Dire&ors 
4n occalion of thanking God with tears; and that the temper, prudence, and good ar- 
2unents which he uſed in his defence, not only ferved as patterns to all the Remon- 
/!rants, but mult needs makea deep impreſſion on the hearts of his very Judges, and 


excite 1n their minds, pious reflections. Bur when his examination was laid before 
the States of Holand, and read in their Aſſembly, it was unanimouſly reſolved that 
the Placard, which had been made againſt ſuch offenders, ſhould be put in execution 


with reſpe& to him. Infomuch that he who had been excrcifing his Miniſtry con- 


trary to the Placard, had nothing to exped but a perpetual continement, In theſe me- 


lincholy circumſtances, his wife and his mother were permitted to vilit him ; who 


having diſcovered the means of freeing him from his 1mpriſoninent, gave notice of 1t 


tv Dwinglo, one of the Remon{lran; Miniſters, then at Leyden. Dwinglo prevailed 
upon Abraham Blanſard and William Partly, two Silk-weavers of that place, to bc 


allifting to him 1n this matter. He-diſpatched them both to the Hague, and quar- 
tered them in a publick houſe called the Helmer, at the North-end. Phere they 
found perſons who brought them 1n the night to the priſon, where two Ladders were 
raifed againſt the wall, by the help of which, they chmbed up to his room, which 


was a little chimber ufed by the Goaler's wife when (he lay in. Thus the priſoner - 74 14124774 
eſcaped the very day before he was to receive his ſentence, and went home to h1i-” 


wite and (ix children, where he returned thanks to God, and his good friends for his 
deliverance, This enterprize had been attempted twice 1n vain, but ſucceeded the 
third time. Blanſard and Partly, were each of them rewarded with a prefent of 50 
Gilders. Some were of opinion, that this deliverance of him was agreeable to his 
[udges, who were a little embarraſſed upon his account, he having been one of thoſe 
{x Miniſters, concerning whom the diſpute happened with the Heer Brederode, as 
may be ſeen above in the 5oth book. For it they had condemned him, whom they 
had negle&cd to banith, to a perpetuil impriſonment, purſuant to the lift Plicard, it 
would then have appeared plainly, that the Heer Brederode was in the right, 1n what 
he maintained, and conſequently that he was unjuſtly diſcarded. And 1t they had 
only bariſhed him, the Plicard would not have been executed, and the States would 
have been offended. But his eſcape delivered them from this dilemma. However, 
it is not to be doubted, but that they would have proceeded againſt him according to 
the tenor of the Placard, and condemned him to perpetual 1imyriſonment z for the re- 
ſulution of the States lately mentioned, hid that in view. The fame night that 
Welfing got out of priſon, which was the night between the 1ſt and 24 of Fuly, the

Remonſlrants had a Meeting at the houſe of one Ewour Adrianſon, a Whitſter, But 4 Remon- 


about one 0? clock, at midnight, the houſe was ſurrounded by the Watch of the town, 


rant Meern:

being about 100 in number, with the deſign of keeping all the congregation, and the difurbed 


Miniſter too, in the place of their meeting, till the Scout could come, who was not 
very forward to riſe. Ihe Remonſtrants being in this diſtreſs, were reſolved not to 
{tay for the coming of the Scout, bur to fally out all together, placing their Miniſter, 
Paſchier de Fyne, in the ſecond rank. But upon opening the door, in order to 1ſlue 
out, the Watch thruſt with their half-pikes againſt the defenceleſs Burghers, and 
wounded ſome of them ; crying, Stand, ſtand, or this ſhall go through your bodies. 
Thus were they forced to retreat into the houſe ; and the Watch finding themſclves 
not able to maſter a place where ſo many people were, ſent to the Stadthoule, dleviring 
the alliſtance of the Burghers who kept the guard there, but they refuſed it. Whilſt 
this pait, the Remonſtrants reſolved, without loſs of time, to attempt an efcape a ſe- 
cond time. Some of the men (the whole number of the Aſlembly being four times 
as ſtrong as thoſe that beſieged them) climbed to the top of the houſe, who, you {t 
rne

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Ax*Do ». the people within were endeavouring to force their way out, and the Watch ſtanding 
1621, ready with their arms to hinder them, rained down ſuch a ſhower of tiles and ſtones 
tdi. upon their heads, that the Watch were driven from the doors; upon which, thoſe 
within ruſhed out with all their might together, and difarmed as they were, preſled 
ſo hard upon the armed Watch, and with ſuch a ſhow of courage and relolutton, that 
their adverſaries finding ſo many more men than they expected, betook themſelves to 
their heels; ſome of them in the crowd were trampled under foot, and ſome threw 
down their weapons, begging for quarter and pardon. Accordingly, they were 
ſuffered to go away without any other harm than being diſarmed of their halt-pikes 
and ſwords, which were either broken, or thrown 1nto the water. Eight of thoſe 
Watchmen were wounded by the ſtones thrown down upon them. Some athrm, that 
they were not ordered to diſturb this Meeting, In this confuſton they had not been 
ble to diſcover who was at the Meeting, notwithſtanding the moon-light ; fo that the 
Scout had no opportunity to charge any one. But Ewour, the Whitſter, was con- 
demnecd to pay 200 Gilders, and banifhed the town betides, by found of bell, for the 
ſpace of {1x years, becauſe he had {ufftered the Remonſtrants to meet at his houſe. 
About this time, or ſoon after, Poppins deſcribed the condition of the Remonſtrant 
53, -4/ oft, Churches In a letter to Uitenbogart, after the following manner : {he Cauſe of Chriſt 
Remon-. orows and flouriſhes under perſecution, to the aſtoniſhment of many. The number of 
m—_ friends creaſes, and zeal ſhows itſelf on every fide ;, thouph in ſome laces, where 
the perſecution is hotteſt, the effefls of it do not appear ſo plainly as one could wiſh, 
Tranſadions f We have already ſhown how the DiredQors of the Remonſlrant affairs deputed two 
puntnambony: Miniſters, Carolus Niellins, and Wilbelmus Lomannns, to Holſtein, Theſe Gentlemen 
Holtein, arrived at Tonninghen, on the 27th of April. "The Duke being informed of it, imme» 
diately invited them by letters to come to Gorrorp, where he kept his Court, fending 
ro them his Chamberlain, the Heer Hensbeke, whom he ordered to be their con- 
ducor, and to lodge them in his own houſe. Oa the 4th or 5th ot May, they were 
ſent for to Court, and had an audience of the Duke. After preſenting their Cre- 
dentials, they delivered to him their metlage, conſiſting of four heads. The Fir/? 
was, * That they were come to return his Princely Grace their thanks for his g00d- 
« neſs and favour to the Remonſ{rants, and to beg the continuation of it. Secondly, 
« 'That they came to finiſh with him, the negotiations they had begun with the 
« Heer Hensbeck, as well in reſpe& to their ſettling 1n his territories, as to the exer- 
« ciſe of their religion, and the management of all their affairs, of which they gave 
« 3n account, defiring his concurrence. 1hirdly, That they were ſent to enquire 
whether the direction of their common attairs could be conventently managed trum 
thence. And, Forurthly and Laſtly, To givehis Princely Grace as tull and plain an 
account as they were able, of certain matters relating to their fraternity, in caſe he 
ſhould deſire the ſame. 

The Duke received them very obligingly, and ſaid, That whats he had done, was 
in compaſſion to the oppreſſed people. That he would conſider of what had been fur- 
ther propoſed, and take the advice of his other Counſellors; (tor he was at that time 
attended but by one of them, whoſe name was Poddewitt) and that in the mean time, 
they were at liberty to view the ſituation of his country. 

The deputed Remonſtrants having been informed, that the Ducheſs-Dowager, the 
Mother of the Duke, and Siſter to the King of Denmark, being a zealous Lutheran, 
was diſpleaſed, That her Son ſbould offer his proteftion to all kinds of unknown Sefts, 
for ſuch was the report; and perceiving it would be neceſſary to furniſh the Duke 
with ſome arguments on the part of the Remon/rants, in order to fatisfy this old Prin- 
ceſs, who lent her ear to the advice of the hotteſt and moſt violent of the Clergy ; 
they informed the Duke, that his Princely Grace needed not {cruple to take the K-- 
monſ/lrants under his proteQtion, foralmuch as the docrine, for which they were per- 
ſecuted, was the ſame that was contained in the Auſbrrgh-Confeſſton z adding, that 
the proteſling Princes, among whom he himſelf was a contiderable Member, had 
always declared, that they would be the defenders and prote&ors of the aforetaid 
Confeflion. Hereupon the Duke took occaſion to atk, Whether chey could not briefly 
draw up an account of thoſe points that were in diſpute between them and the Luthc- 
rans ? 1hey replied, * I. That they could eaſily do it, 1f 1t might be of any conſide- 
* rable uſe or advantagein this affair; but fincethey were but private perfons 1n that 
* refpect, they apprehended leaſt what they ſhould do therein, might be prejudicial ts 
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tnole woo had lent them, out who had not 7vet 'hem any In{tructions uUDun th a 
* head. 11. Lhat rhetr opintons had ſuthcieatly appeared by their writings, 12 which 
* the taings in queſtion were fer forth. II. That they, the Remonſtrants, approved 

Ot that Parmony of ihe Confeſſuns of all the Evangelical Churches, Which had been 
« pubiiſhel at Geneva, And, IV. That they themſelves had drawn up a full Con- 
« fe{110n of their Faith, and hoped to publich the ſame in a ſhort time. 

The Duke declared his fatisfaQion in this anſwer, and even ſhowed by the 
queſtions he put to the Remonſtrants, that he was no novice in theſe religious contro- 
verſies , aſking them further, /berher, mm the exerciſe of their religious wor(hip, they 
could not accommodate themſelves to the eccleſiaſtical ceremonies and uſages of bis 
country, fince this would be the way to endear them to the people 2 They rep!) ed, That 
they were not as yet ſufficiently acquainted with thoſe ceremonies, The Duke told 
them, 1hey were the ſame which they had ſeen exerciſed in his Chappel where they 
had been preſent the day before, The Remonſtrants acknowleged that they had ſzen 
nothing there that ſhocked them, but added, That there were ſome things in the Lu- 
theran Church which gave offence ;, ſuch as the Exoriſm, for inſlance. The Dake 
:nade an{wer, 1 don't approve of that any more than you. Otherwiſe, procee3ed they, 
we could not only come into thoſe ceremonies, but even bear with the diverſity of opi- 
nions; this being the view or end of our religion, to tolerate in charity all tbole who 
confeſs Chriſt Jefus, who agree in fundamentals, and lead a godly life, chouob bey 
happen to differ in matters that are not fundamental, I'he Duke declared, the defiza 
was laudable, and fo did thoſe about him, eſpecially his Privy Counſellor Poddewirs, 
being a very worthy, religious, and wiſe Gentleman, a perſon well verſed in theſe 
matters, of a ſound judgment, and very much inclined to moderation. 'The Remon- 
{rants ſubjoined, That there were ſome among them who ought not to be ſcandaliz2d, 
by being overloaded with ceremonies ;, but that mutual prudence and charity might in- 
duce people to make great advances towards each other. The Duke entirel y aporoved 
of this. 

As ſoon as he had been informed of the arrival of theſe Deputies, he fent an ex- 
preſs to Lunenburgh, where were his Ambaſſadors at the Dyet of the Circle of 7,92 
Saxony; ordering one of them, the Heer A7idins vander Lank, upon whoſe wiſtom 
and experience he depended very much, and without whoſe approbation he would 
do nothing of moment, to return immediately to Court. 'The Deputies of the Re- 
monſtrants having viewed 3ll the Countries, Towns, and Harbours belonging to the 
Duke of Holſtein, they delired to communicate ſome matters to his Highneſ:, before 
the Heer vander Lank, his chief Miniſter, was returned, and accordinz entered into 2 
conference with the Counſellor Poddewirz. They repreſented at large, the reaſona- 
bleneſs of their requeſt, and diſcourſed hun likewiſe about a School, and the liberty 
of Printing, with reſpe& to which the ſaid Counſellor made but little lcruple. ut 
the toleration of thoſe of other optntons being propoſed, he let them know, thit the 
Government would not eaſily be brought to tolerate people of the perſwaſion, char 
a Obriſtian ought not to exerciſe ihe office of a Magiſtrate, 

In the mean time the Duke's chief Miniſter, the Heer vander Lank, bein? arrived, 
they ſoon perceived that there would be nothing done 1n their buſineſs, without the 
knowledge and conſent of the old Ducheſs; for he tnmediately repaired ro Hnſ1m, 
where ſhe reſided, to conſult with her. As foon as he returned, the Duke allembled 
his whole Council, which confiſted of five Lords, of whom his Chancellour Ch-m- 
nitius (ſon of the famous Lutheran Divine Martinus Chemnitins ) was one, in order 
to deliberate upon the Propoſals of the Remonſ!rant Deputies. Theſe were likewiſe 
{ent for to Court, and the Counſellors vander Lank and Poddewitz coming out of the 
Council-Chamber, acquainted them, © "That there would beno dithculty in obtainin; 
* their requeſt, provided they would oblige themſelves to two conditions : The Firſt, 
© was, That in cafe the Remonſtrants ſhould be ſettled in Holftein, the Directors of 
* their affairs ſhould not concern themſelves with any other matters but ſuch as re- 
© lated to their ecclefialtical funtions, without having any hand in raiſing diſturbin- 
' ccs in their own country, or doing any thing beſides, which his Princely Grace 
* could not protec them 1n with a {ate conſcience. The Second was, I hat they (ſhould 
* promiſe, in return for this his favour and protection, ro aflift 11 1nproving his 
© country, The Deputies made anſwer, © Lhat as to the j3/t point, They did not 
* doubt, but that the treatment their party had met with, and the condemnations 
* thun- 
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neither would they ; and that it was owing to their peaceable principles, 
6 _ their adverſaries were become their maſters. They then delired to be informed 
© what their Lord! tips meant, by diſturbances ? And whether the Duke would tink 
«© them crimin: il, as often as their enemies, or thoſe who had the adminiſtrati 0 0 
« affairs 11 their country, {ſhould perſecute them by. letters or meſliges and repr: 
C them as criminal to him ?* The Lords replied, [hat they conld not be m Neſted # ih 
any thing which had happened before their condemnation , for that was a matte = al. 
ready determined, neit ther were they any longer under the ſame Juriſaittion, And one 
of the Lords added, * That it was well known their adverfaries had overturned the 
« foundation of the union among the Provinces.” The fame perſon had read Ulten- 
bogart's Free-Examination of the Placards, The Deputies defired to be informed, 
Ibethber the th ings which the Prince had underſtood from them to belong to the ofjic 
of the Direftors, would be reputed as crimes or of ences ? Lhe others replicd, The 
they did not look upon thoſe matters as political or civil, but as merely eccleſt, _ as 
appertaining to their Miniſterial Office, and tending to the defence of choſe Fr 
whic] they maintained ;, and that the Duke had only propoſed theſe conditions t6 them, 
tothe end that it might not ſeem as if be hzd promiſed an unlimited proteftion of the Re- 
monſtrants, in whatever they might attempt ;, whereas he only intended to prove thein, 
as far as reaſon and juſlice allowed. As for the reſt, the Duke, they faid, was conter!, 
that they ſmould promote and defend their cauſe ; and rois ſtipulation world not only 
be a ſulſicient ſecurity to them, but would likewiſ? ward off from the Duke als, 
obloquy and miſrepreſentations of their enemies, When the Remonſtrants hereupon 
endeavoured to ſhow, what pains had been taken by the preſent Governours of the 
United-Netherlands to deprive them of all refidence, and liberty in other countries, 
they were told, {hat the Duke would never deliver them into the power of their ene. 
mies, though it ſnould ve defired, but that he himſelf would be their judge, and treat 
them as bis own ſubjects; nay, that he would rather warn them, tothe end they miph! 
look to themſelves, than ſulſer any harm to be done them from thoſe parts, The Deputics 
reply*d to the ſecond condition; [hat their profeſſion would never ſuffer them t9 pro- 
miſe to induce their countrymen to leave their native land ; that this would be attended 
with many difficulties, and would indeed be impratticable 7 Foem : , that every ma! 
oug ht to be left at liberty i in that matter; but that, however, if any fouls Be diſpoſed, 
or obliged to come away, and ſhould ; lefire their advice, they would pive it, to tht 
bell of their judoments, "and rea; tily acknowl2dpe the favours of the Duke, WIenzver 
ever they had any opportunity to do it, Ilhis conference being interru; nted | DY the 
dinner which was ſerved up in that place, the Renenſfrgts Deputies alized the 
Duke's leave, and obtained, that they might draw up 1n writing all that had __ 02- 
tween his Counſellors and them, and put it into the hands of the Heer Hensbe! 
in order to be laid before his Council, and confidered by them ; that fo the intent of 
his Princcly Grace might be the better underſtood. The writings conliſted of J1X 
Articles, of which the Fifth concerned the Anabaptiſis; and this was the Article that 
occaſioned the greateſt difticulty. Lhe Duke told Hensbeke, that his Council vele- 
mently oppoſed his tolerating that ſed, and wilht the Remonſlr ants would not urge 
it ſo much ; bt added, that he might do ſomething by way of connivance. The D: 
puties acquainted the Duke by the ſaid Gentleman, that they did not elpoulc the 11- 
tereſts of the Anabapriſts, as approving their dodrines, or defiring to fee them pr: opt 
gated in his country, but becauſe they judged it to be a means of improving rade, and 
of promoting the building of the new lown upon the Zyder, in which thoſe e People 
might be uſeful; and conſequen tly, that what they propoſed, tended to advance ths 
defigns and views of his Princely Grace. Whillt thelc (1g were tranſacting wit 
the Council, and the Remonſſrants were made to hope that they {hould be difparchc q 
by the Duke, and carry back with them his orders in writing, the old Ducheſs ar- 
rived at Gotrorp, 1n order to accompany the Duke to Mel. That diy the Deputies 
could have no acceſs to him, and the next day being called to Court, in order to ſpeak 
with him, he acquainted them by his Secretary alter the Privy Counſellors had paſt 
ſeveral times between him and his mother, that by reaſon of the arrival of t1* 
Ducheſs, and his own ſudden journey to Kiel, he could not ſee them, as he {houts 
have been otherwiſe glad to do.

only a copy of what he had read to them out of the paper. The Secretary having 1n- 
form'd the Duke of it, got leave for them to tranſcribe it, provided they would promiſe 
to leave the Original at the Heer Hen/beke's houſe after his departure. As the Duke 
was juſt going away, he called for Henſveke, 2nd charged him to tell the Remon/trants, 
that he intended to have given them an audience, but that the time did not permit 
itz wherefore he wilhed them a good journey, and defired them to ſalute the Di- 
reors in his name. The Copy of the above-mentioned ſix Articles or Propolittons, 
and the Explanation, was of the following tenour :

* I. Hisſaid Princely Grace has granted, that the Direors who were at Antwerp 
may come and ſettle themſelves within his Territories and Towns, and order all 
matters, 11 ſuch manner as they have moſt humbly propoſed to him, And his 
ſaid Princely Grace does hereby take their perfons under his prote&ion, provided 
that they peaceably and quietly tranſaQ ſuch matters only which ſhall tend to the 
preſervation of their Soctety and Churches 1n their own country, and the defence 
of their religion, without intermeddling in any other matters which may render 
them juſtly obnoxtous to the cenfure of good and wiſe men. 


« IE. His ſaid Princely Grace does likewiſe grant liberty to the reſt of their Se 
or Per{waſion to come and ſettle in his dominions, and to meet and exerciſe their 


« religion 1n private. 


* Il]. They may carry on their reſpetive Trades and ManufaFures in the ſame 
manner as the re{t of his own ſubje&s, provided that they ſubmit to the ſame 
Taxes and Impoſts as others, purſuant to the general Laws of the land. 


* IV. And in cafe any ſhould defire to leave his territories, after hayins reſided 


' here a while, they ſhall be free to do it, and to g9 to other countries, without be- 


ing charged with Exiz-money on the faid account. 


* V. And foraſmuch as it is rumoured, that ſome other perſons, as well as the 


' Remonſlrants, are diſpoſed to retire from the Netherlands, and come and fettle in

The anſwer returned to theſe propoſals by the Secretary, in purſuance of the 
Duke's orders, was as follows : 


Dis P2incely Grace conſents that the Oirecto2s of the affairs of the Remon- 
ſtrants may come and ſettle in his domintons, and obliges himlelf to take them un- 
der his g2acious p2otection in all juſt and chaiſttan matters, and to defend then

IV. When people are ſettled together, they ought to agree as to the erternal er:

VI. The ſirth Article may ſtand as d2awn up, 


Niellius, one of the Remonſtrans Deputies, fays, in a certain Letter, that there 
were many reaſons to cultivate the good diſpoſitions of this Prince, by all proper 
methods ; adding, that the faid Duke was extreamly well inclined to yield to rea- 
ſon and truth, being young, and hardly arrived at the 24th year of his age : that 
oreat things might be expected of him, he being naturally of a ſweet temper, reli- 
oious, and of a ſober life, which was ſomething rare in thoſe parts : that he was 
much inclined to letters, and inflamed with ſuch a zeal for attrating the moſt fa- 
mous men to him, that he did not value at what price he purchaſed them. He tells 
us likewiſe, that he had obſerved, by divers tokens, that if that Prince could have 
followed his own inclinations, he would have granted the Remonſ/trants whatever 
they could have delired, eſpecially 1t he had been ſure, that Uitenbogart, Epiſco- 
pins, and Grevinkbovius, would have come and reſided in his country ; and above 
all, if they could have given him any hopes of gaining Grotius, for he was con- 
ſidered there as the wiſeſt and moſt learned man in the world. | 

Fhe two Remonſ{rant Deputies had fome converſation, during their abode in Hol- 
flein, with fome of the Clergy there, of whom they related, but without namins 
any particular perſon, that ſome of them declared, That they were not averſe to the 
admitting the Remonſtrants into zheir country, but feared they would bring here- 
tical notzons along with them, As allo that ſome took their part, but others 
were much diſſatisfied at their coming. And indeed the Duke himſelf had had 2 
oreat deal of trouble, and warm debates with ſome of the moſt violent of his Clergy, 
eſpecially with the Superintendant, or Provoſt, as he is there ſtiked, who was alſo 
his Chaplain, Him he at length commanded to draw up in writins his Reaſons 
againſt tolerating the Remonſtrants, This paper he laid before his Council, where 
contrary arguments were drawn up, and both of them coinmunicated to the Ducheſs 
Dowager. This Princeſs having read and conlidered them, replied, That if her 
ſon could improve his country by the eſtabliſhment of ſuch people as were deſcribed in 
thoſe papers, ſe ſould agree to it, and be well enough pleaſed. 

The next day after the Duke's departure, the Remon/lrant Deputies, Niellins and 
Lomannus, who had been lodged and defrayed at the houſe of the Chamberlain 
Henſveke for the {pace of three wecks, {ct out towards Holland, by the way of Tor- 
nmngen and Bremen, where Nefius waited on his old maſter, Matthias Martinius, 
and 
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and found him very well diſpoſed in favour of the Remonſfrants, From Premen AND o 
they travelled by land to Embden and Freeſland, and from thence to Amſterdam, 1621. 
where Lomannus arrived the 11th of June, but Nre//ius was detained at Harlingen & NL 
for ſome days by ficknels. After this they tranſmitted an account of all their Dro- 
ceedings to the DireQors at Antwerp, But they did not think it adviſable to g0 tO 1 
Holftein on the terns above-mentioned. Lhere were ſeveral things which kept them Reaſons again/ 
back. Moſt of the Towns of that Dukedom were entirely open, without Walls "Ire oBhay 
Gates, like Sparca of old, fo that any body might go in or out, by day and night. ” 
For which cauſe it was not ſafe abiding there. Beſtdes, the King of Denmark had 

oreat power in that country, and many of the Lowns were under his jurifli&ton, 

on which account he had preſided for above two years at the Dyet. It was likewiſe 

believed, that that King was endeavouring to unite more cloſely with the States of 

the Low-Countries, and that he kept a {tridt correſpendence with the Prince of Orange ; 
wherefore it was to be feared, that he might draw off the Duke his Nephew from 

the intereſts of the Remonſlrants, efpectally it defired by the ſaid States ; and thit 

perhaps the Duke might not have courage or conftancy enough to undertake their 

defence againſt ſuch powers as thoſe, Add to this, that it was not very eaſy to keep 

up their correſpondence from thence, with their friends in Holland; between which 

country and Holſtein, there was but little dealing ar this time, and that few letters 

went from thence to Hamburgh , tho' trom this laſt place to Holland, and other parts, 

there were regular Poſts eſtabliſhed. It was moreover apprehended, that the Kinz 

of Denmark, who was ailembling a great body of troops, and about to brei1k with 

the Emperor, might bring the war into Holffein, in which caſe the ſubje&s of the 

Duke would be involved, and bear a part 1n the common calimities. "There was yet 

another matter which made them very unealy ; to wit, that Article in the Conven- 

tion, in which mention was made of their improving the Duke's country, and of 

building a new Town on the Fyder, Lhey were of opinion that thoſe things were 

not in their power; that it did not become them to entice people out of their own 

country for their ſikes; and that it they went by themſelves, no body would fol- 

low them perhaps ; alſo that they being ſo few in number, would not be welcome, or 

not maintained there, eſpecially 1f the States-General ſhould complain againſt them 

for doing any thing towards promoting their own affairs. And in tine, if all the 
objeRions oboye named could have been anſwered and removed, and if no other dif- 

ficulty had remained but only how to get thither, they would not have known 

which way to ſteer their courſe 3 for to go thither by land through Weſtphalia was 

not ſife; they mult therefore have attempted the voyage by water, and have found 

out ſome French harbour for that purpoſe; but this would have been Ikewiſe full 

of danger, both from ſtorms and pirates, as well as from the accidental meeting of 

tie ſhips of war belonging to Holland and Zeland Theſe and ſuch like confidera- Conſulrarions 
tions troubled and diſquieted the DireQors to fuch a degree, that after ſeveral con- Moe nl 
ſultations, which way they {hould take, the ſcale, with refpet to Uienbogart and a: Aut werp, 
Epiſcopius, turned towards France. As for what relates to the negotiations of Uiten- 

bog art there in the ſpring of this year, we have ſpoken of 1t in the foregoing book. 

Before he returned to Antwerp, Epiſcopins, Grevinkbovins and Cupus, were departed 

for Cologn, where they arrived, not without much danger, on the 1cth of May. 

There they endeavoured to bz informed, whether they might obtain a ſccure retreat, 

either by connivance, or otherwiſe, in order to manage and Jire& the affairs of their 

body in the ſeven Provinces from thence. £Epiſcopins ſoon made himſelf known 

to Leonardus Marius vander GooZe, Regent of the Dutch College in Cologn, and a 

{mous Author among the Papiſts. This Gentleman thewed him many civilities, 

and preſented him with his Expolition of the five books of Moſes, which he had pub- 

liſhed that very year. However the laws and ordinances of this City againſt the Pro- 

teſtants were t09 ſevere and unalterable to tolerate the Remonſtrants, One of them 

was, That whoever ſhould abide there above the ſpace of fourteen days, muſt either 

declare bimſelf a Roman Catholick, or quit the town, And accordingly they were 

ordered to depart Þy a little note, which was as follows :

They lingercd there however, either by concealing themſelves, or privately 
obtaining leave, till the 22th of the ſame month, at which time, they ſet out 
to return to Brabant, and arrived fate at Antwerp on the 7th of Fuly, where 
they met with Uitenbogarr and Borrius, newly returned from France, The next 
day they fell to confulting about divers matters, and reſolved, before the war 
broke out again, to retire from Antwerp ; and being of opinion, that the old 
Dire&ors could not manage the affairs of the Remonſtrants as thev ought, at a 

Sore altera- greater diſtance, it was agreed, purſuant to the reſolution taken at their Ailembly 

mir per ar , the laſt February, that for the future, the diretion ſhould be carrie! on within 

the aireionof the United-Provinces. For which purpoſe, three new Directors were appointed, 

trirafair). jo conjuntion with Poppins, Corvinus, and Carolus Niellius, (who refided at that 
time within the Provinces, and who had acted ever tince the year 1619, as 
aliiſtants of the Directors, by virtue of a Commiſſion from the aforeſ11d Allzinbly) 
namely, Adrianus Borrins, Dominicus Sapma, and Henricus Fredericus. Dut Ui- 
tenbogart, Epiſcopius, and Grevin&bovins, who had hitherto the direQion of affurs, 
declared their readineſs to aſfiſt, if defired, with their counſels and 200d offices 
in any great emergence, and fignified that they never intended to feparate 
from the ſociety or brotherhood, nor to withdraw their ſhoulders from any 
burthen neceſlary for promoting the common good. For which cauſe, thcfe 
laſt mentioned were eſteemed and employed as foreign Directors ; and though 
reljding in other countries, they kept up a correſpondence with the domeſtick 
DireQors, being conſulted by them in matters which would bear any delay, 
on which occation, they tranſmitted their advice and opinion. Accordingly, 
in purſuance of this regulation, the old Directors writ to the new ones, exhort- 
ing them, and ſuggeſting reaſons to induce them the more freely to take this 
burden upon them, and they ſent letters likewiſe to incline the churches to ac- 
knowledge them as ſuch. But Corvinus retuſed to be concerned 1n the manage- 
ment of theſe affairs, retiring to Leyden, where he ſpent his time in drawing up 
an anſwer to the book of Du Moulin, intituled, The Anatomy of Arminianifm, of 
which we have ſpoken elſewhere. Sapma and Fredericus likewiſe declined being 
concerned 1n the ſaid management, alledging ſeveral reafons ; upon which, f9-- 
rius, Poppius, and Niellins, {crupled to embark alone in that work, They were 
of opinion, on the one hand, that the affairs of the Remonſtrants could not be 
carried on without order and direction ; and on the other, that they ought not 
to take upon themſelves alone, a burden that had been laid upon the other thre? 
Gentlemen, as well as on them, They therefore ſent circular Letters to all 
their fellow Miniſters round about, in order to learn their thoughts and advices 
in this matter. But much the greateſt part of them were for their taking this 
burden upon them ; which induced them at length to ſubmit, leaſt their common 
concerns {ſhould fall into confuſion, Uitenbogari, Epiſcopius, and Grevinkbhovius, 
were likewiſe continued as foreign Diretors, who accordingly communicated their 
advice to the others upon many occaſions. 

The Miniſter Slativs, who had not hitherto been employed in any ſervice 
of the Community, was become very uneaſy z and in a diſcourſe which he had 
with Uitenbogart ſome time before, complained grievouſly of the il} treatinent 
he received from the Remonſtrants, telling him, That be was drawing up 1s 
Defence; and accordingly, on the gth of ily, he preſented a Mcmorial to the 
Dirc&ors at Antwerp, which, together with complaints, contained his requeſt to 


be dilcharged from his engagements with the Remonſtrant fraternity, and to be 
jut- 
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furniſhed with a teſtimonial of his Itfe and qualifications ; unle! f3 the y, the w% Ax Dos F 
Diretors, would declare him to be uſeful and proper to be employed 1 IG21. 
promoting the common cauſe, and Iikewife actually imploy him in a FR ort time, WW 
in ſoine buſineſs or other, cithet in, or out of his native country, whereby 
he might be able to do ſome 200d, The Directors after having conſidered 
this his requeſt, did not think fit to diſcharge him. It is believed by ſome, 
that they knowing the temper of the man, were apprehenſive, that if they 
had diſmiſſed him, he would have preſently gone and ſubſc ribed the AR of 
Ceſſation, and returning into the Provinces, would have occaſioned much trouble 
and diſorder among the people. They told him therefore, thit” the brethren 
were of opinton, that the reaions by him alledged, were not ſutticient for autho- 
rizIng r hs. to diſcharss him ; neither did they judge 1t proper, conlideri 10g the 
danger to which he might ve expoſed, to commithon him to ſerve any of the 
churches in the Provinces or ſh here. But {ince he complained he had ſuffered 
damage on account of the bad payments for the books which he had ſent into the 
Provinces, and ſince the brethren, who re{ided within the Provinces, were main= 
| tained by the reſpe&ive churches, an advantage of which he was de prived, they 
allowed him 8o Gilders, over and above his penſion. And whereas the ſam of 
8c Gilders had been lent hun the Jaſt April out of the common cath, this debt 
was forgiven him ſoon after, in compaſtion to him, his wife and children, who had 
been reduced to great flraits. By theſ 2 and the like favours and preſents, they 
endeavoured to keep $lazins quiet, and within the bounds of his duty. Bat the (-- 
quel of affurs raught the Remonſtront afterwards, to their ſorrow, that all they 
gave him, was ſo much thrown into the fea, and that they had much better have 
taken him at his word, and diſcharzed him, when he deſired it, 

About this time, Uitenbooart, Epiſcopins, and Grevinimovins, we og leveral 
matters relating to the care and ſervice of the churches within the Provinces 

On the 3oth of July, the Heer Gavarel, Penſionary of Antwerp, came to make niſcon[s be- 
Uitenbogart a vilit, atking him, among other things, I hich be thounht moſt advanta- ay Sac thenk 
geous to the Arminians, the War, or the Truce by He replied, * He could not tell 3 of Antwerp, 
* that his friends had faid nothing to him on that ſubject ; thit he, Gavarel, oo Ultenoge 
* muſt not think that the people, whom he called Arminians, would give any © 
* opportunity to the common enemy to invade their native country, to the mu- 
* tual damage of the inhabitants ; eſpecially fince they were perſwaded they hd 
© no good to expet from the Spamards, and that they were not to be truſted. 
* He added, That neither he nor his brethren, could encourage people to rely 
* on them,” The Spaniſh Ambaſſador likewife acquainted the three perſons above- FIOPY 
named, that if they had a mind to attempt ſomething for their liberty, now FR Fife 
Was the time; f{ince thoſe Towns, which would contribute to their afli ance, copius az 
ſhould enjoy the free exerciſe of their religion. They received this meſſ1ge with irenbogart 
great tokens of anger and diſpleaſure, and told the Meſſenger, Thar there tas Brabant. 
not one ſingle man of their party, who would ſtir a finger for all the Woeety 
which the Spaniards offered them. The Ambail1\dor was no leſs diſpleaſed at 
the hearing of this reply. After this, they ſet one Father [ſemple to perfwade 
Uitenbogart and Epiſcopins to ſtay in Brabant , but they made anſwer, that 
they were obliged to be gone. Finally, the Chancellor Pekkins invited Uitenho- 
gart to Bruſſels, where he urged him again to ſtay, promiſing him he ſhould 
dwell there in ſafety, that he thould enjoy the free exerciſe of religion in his 
family, and even be allowed to admit a few friends, and that whatever he had 
ſuffered on that account in his own country, ſhould be made good to him ; and 
that for all this, the Government required nothing more of him, but only to 
labour, as occafion ſhould offer, for peace and the reuniting all the Provinces 
under one head, the King of Span but however with excluſion of the Spaniards 
from the Government, as being a nation whoſe temper did not fuit with that 
of the people of this country.

Town, but turned out for being a Remon/trant, and at that _ 
time wandering In exile) with a Letter, the ſuperſcription of 
which was; Lo Yonker Ocro Tengnapel, Marcus Gualtherus, 
Franko Geurts, and Lambert Roolofson. The Meſſenger carried the Letter to Franko 
Geurts, but Franko ſent it unopened to Vengnapel. This Gentleman brought it back 

again to him the next day, where it was opened in the preſence of Gualterus, who 
paſhing by accidentally, was called in to them. The contents of the Letter were an 
account of the wants of him the ſaid Schotlerus, and of his wife and children, who 
begged a little money to ſupply him 1n his exile and poverty, and deſired that they 

would hire a little houſe for his wife. In this was incloſed a note from Epiſcopius, 
containing his defire, that they would advance the ſum of one hundred Gilders to 
Schotlerus out of the money which he ſuppoſed to have been colle&ed at Kampen for 

the uſe of the Remon/lrants, The note was returned to the meſſenger, who was 

told that they had no money ; neither did they give him any. Tenenapel kept: 
Schotlerus's Letter, but taking his handkerchief out of his pocket as he was goins 
home, the Letter dropped out at the ſame time, and, as :1] luck would have it, 

fell into the hands of a woman, who being no friend to his party, carried it imme- 

diately to one Antony di Sain, father-in-law of her brother. Du Sain, a Wallgon, 

who by his zeal for the Contraremonſtrants had raiſed himſelt to the dignity of a 
Senator, gave the Letter to Dr. Wilbelmus Stephanus, one of the Miniſters, who 

laid it before the Conliſtory, and afterwards delivered 1t into the hands of Burgo- 

maſter Arent Slote, The Burgomaſter communicated it to a few Gentlemen, ſuch as 

were leaſt affected to the Remon/trant intereſt, but kept the contents thereof prt- 

vate, by reaſon of the abſence of the late Reor Gualrherus, who was molt obnoxt- 

ous to them, and who was gone to Vollenho, on account of the death of his wife's 
mother, with the delign of proceeding, after the funeral, to Swo/. But upon his 

return home, which happened on the 17th in the evening, the Senate met the ſame 

night, and all thoſe perſons, whoſe names were upon the letter, were ſent for up.

Then Slote alked him, Did not that perſon 

lately write to you yourſelf, to Franro Genris, to Tengnapel, and to Lambert Roolof- 

ſon £2 And did you not read that Letter at the houſe of the ſaid Franko Genrrs 2 

The accuſed perſon underſtanding what letter they meant, owned immediately that 

he had heard ſuch a letter read, but that 1t was curſorily, becauſe he was juſt then 

Gualrherus, golng away 1N haſte to his mother's funeral. At this confeſſion all the Gentlemen 
EIS of the Council cried out in a paſhon, Tou have wickedly forſworn yourſelf, baving 
forſwraring before called God to witneſs, that you know of n9 letters, and yet you now own that 
pimjell. nou knew of this, And atterwards it was given out, that he was publickly convid- 
«{ of perjury. Gualtherns on the other hand declared in his own vindication, that 

what he had ſo fhtly denied related only to the fecret intelligence and correſpondence 

with Scbotlerus, and other baniſhed Miniſters, of which he was 2t firſt accuſcd, 

"hat in this laſt ſenſe he knew of no letters, not even of that from Schorlerus him- 

{:If, which could not be ſtiled a Letter of correfpondence or buſineſs, but only a re- 

ueſt for afliftance, which Ikewiſe was not granted. At the ſame time, human weak- 

ils, and the dread and terror he was in through the ſtorming and threatning of ſome 

of the Magiſtrates ( as he afterwards owned ) induced him to beg that they would 

not treat him more ſeverely, nor lay upon him any heavier load, ſince he had been 

but too much burdened already. This was afterwards underitood, as 1t he had ac- 
knowledoed himſelf to have been perjured, and that he had alſ-ed pardon on that ac- 

count. Upon his being ordered to withdraw, Franko Genris, and Lambert Roolof- 

ſon, were interrogated in like manner. Franko owned he had read the Letter from 
Schotlerus, but Lambert denied he had feen it. Then they were ſeparated, and pur 

into two different rooms, and afterwards examined again three ſeveral times. The 

Council inſiſted upon knowing more, and required them to give an account of other 

letters. They were told that they muft own what correſpondence they kept with 

the Miniſters of their perſwaſion, reſiding 1n the enemies country ; we know it well 

enough, 'twas ſaid, but we muſt have it from your own mouths. 'The Council ad- 

dreſſed theraſelves in particular to Gualtherus, who they faid was let into the ſecret ; 

but all of thera proteſted, that they knew nothing of the matter. One of the Burgo- 

maſters ſaid, Tow intend to bring us back to Popery, and that is all you drive at. 

Others cried, The whole nation 1s at /lake;, and treated theſe Burghers as if they 

had been traytors, Whilſt Gualcherus was again withdrawn, and ftaid in one of the 

Offices, the Secretary, Facob Maler came to him, and demanded the keys of his 

deſk, in the name of the Council. He replied, That he had neither deſk nor key ; 

that the room where he ſtudied was open, and that neither his books nor papers were 

locked up. Upon which the Burgomaſters, Erneſt Keurbeck, and Lubbert van Har- 

denberg, attended with the Recorder or Secretary of the Town, and two or three 

11;s Papers are Oflicers, repaired to his houſe, and ſearched it. They threw all his Letters, Papers, 
EIT Writings and Memoirs, together with many printed Books in the Low- Dutch lan- 
guage, 1nto a chel{t, and ſo carried them to the Stadthouſe. During theſe proceedings, 

the Burghers began to gather together in the evening about the Stadrhouſe, and to 

ſhow their diſſatisfaction at the ſending for their fellow citizens at ſuch unſeaſonable 

tines, The Council ſent down the Burgomaſter Weegbwart, and the Heer Itrrorſum, 

Wio commanded the Soldiers in that town, with orders to Inquire what was their buſtnels,

detain above, "Ihe Burgomaſter ſaid, Ger yore home, they ſhall ſuffer no hurt, Then 
others replied, Ie won't 20, releaſe them, or we will fetch them our ſelves, This 
kind of language, which was none of the civiſeſt, made the Council begin to fear 
ſomewhat worſe : But *tis conceived their fear was greater than the danger, fince 
there 1s always a good diſtance between ſaying and doing ; and this was eſpecially 
truc with reſpe& to thoſe Burghers, who had not yet caſt off all reverence for their 
Governours ; and who, though animated by a ſudden event, yet upon a little refle- 
ion, cooled as faſt as they grew hot. Accordingly 1t appeared ſoon after, that 
thoſe very people ſuſfzred much greater hardſhips to be inflited on the aforeſaid 
Burghers, without any other ſhow of refentment, than by words and complaints. 
Yet thoſe bold ſpeeches had ſo much influence on the Council, at that time, that 
the three Burghers were ſuffered to return home, upon their ſolemn aſſurances of 
appearing as often as they ſhould be required, whom otherwiſe they intended to have 
committed to priſon. On the 19th of this month the aforeſaid Gualtherns, Otro 
Tengnagel, and Franko Geurts, were ſummoned again before the Council, where

Gualtherus was ordered to explain the meaning of Scborlerus his Letter, in which #7 examines 


they ſuppoſed great myſteries to be concealed under figurative expreſſions. He 
plicd, That he did not think himſelf obliged to explain another man's letter, But, 
{11d they, your name 7s 7n the ſuperſcription. That's none of my fault, replied he, 
the writer might as well have inſerted the name of any other man , nay, even of any 
of your IWWorſhips, Then they aſked him, Whether the four perſons, whoſe names 
were on the outſide of that Letter, were not Overſeers of the Remonſtrant Commu- 
nity at Kampen? He anſwered, No, for himſelf, and added, thar the reſt ought to an- 
ſwer for themſelves. They aſked, What Remonſtrant Miniſters bad been at Kampen, 
and preached there for ſome time paſt 2 He, perceiving they knew it already, owned 
he had ſpoken one time with Sapma, at the houſe of Franks Geurts; but that it was 
before the change of the Magiſtrates, when Count Erneſt of Naſſaw had required, 
that all that had paſt ſhould be forgot, and forgiven. Being further preſſed and 
threatned, he confeſled that he had once ſeen the Miniſter Paludanus at Tengnage!”s 
houſe ; and that he afterwards ſpoke to another, whoſe name he did not know, at 
another man's houſe, but without knowing whether any of thoſe Miniſters had 
lodged in thoſe houſes, much leſs whether they had preached there. They aſked 
him, IV hetber there had not been at Kampen a certain Miniſter of the Remonſtrants, 
whoſe name was Scioppius? He made anſwer, that he never knew any Miniſter of 
that name. This occaſioned a great debate between them and him ; and in order to 
convince him, they ſhowed him a copy of a certain, letter that he had writ to Ber- 
2215, and which they found among his papers, wherein was this expreſſion, Herer 
adbuc apud nos Scioppius runs ; that 1s to fay, Tour Sciopplas 7s ſtill here with us. 
Buroomaſter Slote atked him, whether that was not the name of that Miniſter ? 
And whether he had not been at Kampen to preach ? Gualtherus replied, that 
their Worſhips had miſunderſtood thoſe words, for that they were not meant of 
a man, but of a book writ by Caſper Scioppius againſt Scaliger. That Scioppirs 
was ſufficiently known, having formerly lived at Rome, and afterwards been of 
the Council at Milan, 'That it was a uſual thing in the Latin tongue to call a 
book by the name of its author, as he doubted not but the Heer S!;re knew well 
enough : For example, they who ſpoke in atm, were wont to ſay, I have your 
Virgil, or your Tacitus 5 and even in Low-Dutch, *ewas uſual to fay, I have 
your Meteren, meaning the Fliſtory of the Low-Countries, writ by this Author. 
Some of the Council ridiculed his anſwer, telling him, he knew how to ſet a 
gloſs upon his Iyes, and impoſe his falſe wares upon them. Others hearing thar 
Scioppius had been of the Council at Man, cried, We may fee now, with what 
people they conſort, with Papiſts, and the enemies of the Government. Final- 
ly, they endeavoured to get out of him, at what places the Remon/trants had 
holden their Mcetings in Kampen, and ſtill held them 9 His anſwer was, that he 
could give them no account. Some oftheſe queſtions were put to him three or four 
times, in order, as he thought, to inſnare and catch him in his own expreſſions, and 
{o to charge him with prevaricating. They would not diſmiſs him till he had given 
ſecurity not to ſtir out of town without leave of the Magiſtrates, for which his bro- 
ther-in-law, the quondam Burgomalter, Caſper ter Berzhorſt, became bound, Franks

Geurts was likewiſe examined the fame day. They faid to him, that there muſt 
needs be more letters addreſſed to the Remonſ{rant Community, exhortins them (as 


\—V MV they were well informed) to perſeverance, and uſing this for in argument, That 
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things would ſoon mend. Franko anſwered, that he knew nothing of ſuch letters : 
but this did not ſatisfy the Council : they made him withdraw three times, fetting a 
2uard upon him. He was even treated by ſome of the Council, as an abandoned 
wretch, At length they commanded him to produce the letter from Epiſcopins, in- 
cloſed in that of Schozlerus, and gave him a week to do it, As for Lambert Roolofoon, 
he was not only charged with having his name expreſted on the outlide of the letter, 
but likewiſe with being an Overſeer of the Remonſirants at Kampen, and a Maniger of 
their meetings in that town. He deſired to know his accuſer, and what evidence 
there was againſt him 5 but they rejeted this requeſt, and commanded him not to 
ſtir out of town without the knowledge of the Burgomaſters, obliging him to give 
bail for bis appearance. They afterwards ſentenced him to Pay a fine of 210 Gilders. 
Yonker Tenenapel, fared yet worſe thin he, The Burgomaſter Reinizer Ganſne 
Tengnagel, his own Uncle, together with ſome more of the Magiſtrates, prevailed ſo 
far on him, by their fair words and promiſes, as to make him confeſs that he had 
harbonured one of the baniſhed Miniſters for ſeveral days in his houſe, and that the 
Remonſlrants had likewlſe met there two or three times. He alſo named ſome of thoſe 
who had been preſent at the meetings. It 1s related that the ſaid Burgomaſter, after 
having wheedled his Nephew to make this confeſſion, returned into the Council- 
chamber with great tokens of ſatisfaction ; crying out, 1 have now heard and diſ- 
covered what I could not conceal, though it concerned my own father or brother, of ſuch 
importance is it. A wonderful change ! For this very man, who was then become 
Cuch a zealous Contraremonſtrant, had been as much on the other fide in the time of 
the late Government, and in the year 1615 had with no leſs zeal aflified in the ex- 
ecuting and maintaining the Decree of the States of Over-7/e!, for preſerving the 
peace of the Church. Upon this Confetlion of Yonker Tengnagel, the Magiſtrates 
thought fit to confine him to his own houſe for a while, till farther order, ſtriatly 
forbidding him to ſpeak or converſe with any body, our of his own family, and 
obliging him ſolemnly to proteſt, and even to ſwear, that he would not reveal to any 
body in the world, no not even to his own wife, either by word or writing, what had 
paſt between them and him, Moreover, they condemned him to pay a fine of 70c 
Gilders, within the ſpace of three days. He ſent his wife to them, ro beg that they 
would allow him a week's time fer raiſing that ſum. But the anſwer returned him 
was, that the fine ſhould be increaſed, 1t he did not pay it within the limited time. 
This continement to his houſe, laſted the ſpace of fourteen weeks ; and they fent an 
Officer to him at the beginning of 1t, to warn him that he ſhould obſerve his oath 1n- 
violably. Gualcherus, the Rector, who was not able to anſwer a large pecuniary muld, 
was treated after a different manner, Being fuminoned again on the 234 of the 
-. aforeſaid month of February, O. S. they examined him a-new about the beforemen- 
tioned matters, to which he replied as before. They faid to him, Take care we do 
not catch you in a lie, but conſider well what you do. Aﬀter fome recolleQion, it came 
into his wind, that he had ſeen the circular Letter which the Dire&ors of the Re- 
1onſtrant affairs had writ about publiſhing a Confeſ/ron of Faith, and which was 
afterwards printed. They atked him what it contained ? He repeated the contents of 
it. Then they cried, but where 1s the Letter? He ſaid, he could not tell. The 
Magiſtrates aſked, Whether he had it not ? He called God to witneſs that he knew 
not where it was, but believed that he had left it at the houſe of Franks Geurts. 
Upon that word, they ordered the Secretary Hogh/?raten, to produce and read the 
ſaid Letter, which was found among his papers. This was followed by a confuſed 
cry, attended with the moſt bitter expreſſions that their paſſion could ſuggeſt. There 
was nothing to be heard, bur, perjured wretich, you liar, and bloſphemer, who have 
ſo ſolemnly denied thg Letter, which Iay among your own papers. Somebody ſaid 
to him, Ic is a wonder that God does not inflict ſome judgement upon you for your blaſ- 
phemy. Gualtherus anſwered, I hope that God, who knows my heart, will judge me 
after another manner than you do, who ſeem to aim at nothing elſes but the ruin of 
te and mine, But he could not be heard, and none of all the Maziftrarcs (howed 
himſelf more violently againſt him, than the Burgomatter Tengnagel, who did nothing 
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but bawl, ſtamp, knock with his hamuner, and ſpit, as deteiting and abhorring him, 
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hus, 3s Unatbernus thought, he endeavoured to obviate all ſuſpicions of his havins Ax” Do \ 
any remains of kindneſs for his old friends the KRemonſtrants, Tor, ſaid he to the Gat. 
Recor, are the ſole cauſe of the faflions in this town, hy flirring up and exaſpe- SY 
rating the people againſt the Government, It was you that perveried my Nephew (tro 
Tengnagel : And it is you who endeavour to turn all things topſy turvy, The other 
finding that 1t was not a proper time to fay any thing in his own defence, kept filence. 
They cauſed him to withdraw, and immediately ordered four Mefſengers to convey 
him to priſon, where he was put into the Thieves-hole, and before the window of it. i: '« ſent 56 
was faſtened a wooden ſhutter, whereby they deprived him of the comfort both of I 
air and Iigat. And beſides this, they placed a Centinel at the door, to prevent all ac- T 

ceſs of his friends. On the third day after his commitment, the Heers Ry9ger wan 

Breda, and Martin Albertſon, together with the Secretary Hogh/traten, came to him 

thither, ſhewing him 1 ſheet of paper tull of queſtions, and moſt of them of the ſane

Becauſe I was 
pleaſed with the contents of it, and I hope there was no harm in it, foraſmuch as thz 
ſaid Union has been printed, and may be ſeen in the hiſtory of thoſe times, Oueſt, 

From whom did you procure copies of ſome of the reſolutions of the States of Holland 

relating to the ecclcliaſtical diſputes and differences, fence the year 1614? Anſw, I 

do not know whether I pot them from ſome friends in Holland, or elſewhere. Queſt, 

What fort of ſubſcription was that, which bappened in the year 1618, by which the 
Remonſtrants engaged themſelves to each other, to live and die in the defence of their 
opinions * And who was it that went about from houſe to houſe in order to get hands 

wire Anlw, Whilſt the Remonſtrants were ftill maſters of the publick churches, the 
Conſiftories, both old and new, gave the four Miniſters an honourable Certificate, at 

their deſire (as the Magiſtrates had done before ) and copies of the ſaid Certificate, 

or Teſtimonials, were offered to many Members of the Community, in order to bz ſigned 

by them too, in caſe they had no objeflion againſt it, and withall, they were de- 
fired to declare, that they were determined to adhere to the dofrines they bad re- 

ceived from their teachers. I ſaw the ſaid Certificate in the bands of the late John 
Corneliflon, Clerk of the higher Church, but know not that any boly carried it about 
from houſe to houſe. Quelt. What is become of the Seal of the Church 2 And whas is 

the meaning of certain jocoſe and familiar letters written t9 one Peter Pierce, a Book- 

ſeller at Amſterdam ? Anſw, I know nothing of that Seal; and as for the Letters, 

there is no harm in them. 

On the 11th day of his impriſonment, being the 5th of March, O. S. he was again 
examined upon the fore-going points; bur he refer'd them to what he had already ſaid, 
Afterwards, upon the fame day, the Heers Slore, Breda, and Maler, came to him in 
the priſon, and communicated to him a paper of the following tenor : That be ſhould nz ;; nine 
ſolemnly promiſe, not to ftir from his houſe, nor converſe witk any body, excepting thoſe * 9% ho? 
of his own family \ nor to ſpeak a word of what had paſt between the Magiſtrates 
and himſelf. He promiſed to comply with theſe terms, and his brother-1n-law 
Borghorſt, was bail for his performance. Before he was diſcharged from the priſon, 
thoſe Gentlemen who came to him, made the Goaler fetch ſeveral cans of wine to 
refreſh him, for what with grief and the bad accommodations he found there, he 
could hardly ſtand on his feet. But this civility was much cenſured by the reſt of 
their brethren of the Council, as if it had been a kind of juſtitication of Gualrbe- 
rus; and it is even faid, that they made them pay for the wine, by way of punith- 
ment. Burt it did not ſtop here. It had not ſufficiently appeared upon the examina- 
tion and confeſſon of Gualtberus, that he had tranſgreſſed the Placards of the States; 
and yet they who had puſhed on the matter thus far, were of opinion that there 
was {till ſomething more behind the curtain. In order to diſcover 1t, they made ule 
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Ax" Do ». of his papers and writings, which they had 1n their hands; but as moſt of them were 
1621. in Latin, and as there was ſcarce one 1n the Council who underltood that languaze, 
S&— Y'V they put thera into the hands of ſuch as they could trult to tranſlate them. Thoſe 
they made uſe upon this account, were Dr. Wilbelmus Stephanus, and Daniel Pipa- 

rel, both of them Miniſters, as 1t 1s thought. Theſe perſons examined all his pa- 

pers very narrowly, fiſhed out what they judged molt offenſive, tranſlating it into 
Cortainartic Dutch, and digeſting it into certain Articles ofaccuſation, which they preſented to the 
of accuſation Magiſtrates, Hereupon he was again cited before them, on the 24th of May, after 
hag reno having been at home above ſeven weeks 5 on which occaſion the Burgomiaſter Alberr 
' Hof (who before the change of the Government, was likewiſe a Remonſtrant) ac- 
coſted him after the following manner : ©* Iam very forry, Marcus, to be obliged to 
« ſpeak to you as | am about to do. | have had too good an opinion of you, never 
* imagining that you were ſuch a wicked and blaſphemous perſon. The Council 
* have peruſed your papers, and diſcovered by them, that you have embraced the 
* opinions of the Arians, Pelagians, Socmmans, and {uch like hereticks, all which 
© are contrary to the word of God, to the Catechiſm, and the Canons of the National 
* Synod of Dor, where tuch holy and learned men were aſſembled ; and further, 
© that you have treated with contempt their High Mightineſles the States-General, 
* his Excellency the Prince of Orange, and the Magiſtrates of this town. He was 
likewiſe charged with having drawn up a great many obje&ions or remarks upon the 
Catechiſm; whereas the Miniſters Thomas Goſwinius, and Foſkule, had only made 
ſome few obſervations thereupon. He was further charged with having entirely re- 
jected ſeveral things in the Catechiſm as falſe, and with having ſaid, That Abraham 
was not ſavev by faith in Chriſt, but that he Had only believed in God, That he had 
compared ſome of the modern Clergy with the Phariſezs, That upon another occa- 
ſion he had advanced, That nunder the pretext of religion, men often aimed at tem- 
poral rule, That he had examined two queſtions, Firſt, TUhether it was lawful 
under the new covenant to wage war on account of religion ? And, Secondly, 


Uithether religion were the foundation of the legal government in the Low-Countries? 
1 be ReQor Gualitherus obſerving what they aimed at, and having craved leave to ſpeak, 
ts defence, ſaid, * 1 am likewiſe forry to find myſelf treated with ſo much rigour, and fo much 
« pains taken to pick up accuſations againſt me. As for the Letter from Schorlerus, 
© which was the pretence of the tirſt trouble I received, there has been no crime fixt 
* upon me in relation to that. Now the Council fall upon me for papers and writings 
* drawn up for my own ule only, and not to the prejudice of any man ; papers which 
* | have neither communicated to any perſon, nor ever intended to make publick. 
* Among thoſe papers, there are ſome remarks and obſervations which | drew up in 
* writing, intending to have made uſe of them, when I was deputed as an Elder to 
* the Synod of Fo/enhoven, in the year 1618, in caſe of any debate about the points 
© 1n controverſy, Whatever things have been found among my papers relating to the 
* Catechiſm, are only fſoine private remarks of my own, with which I have not 
© troubled any body, And I hope it 1s not forbidden to make one's obſervations upon 
© that Formulary, or any other human writing, and to keep them for one's own uſe, 
Pur, ſaid one of the Magiſtrates, there are ſome things too in your papers againſt the 
Canons of the Synod of Dort. Io whom the ReQtor replied, © If that were never fo 
* true, yet they are only my own private thoughts and obſervations, for which I 
© ought not to be moleſted, even according to the Placard itſelf. He added, That 
© there were ſeveral things in his papers, which he himſelf did not agree to. There 
* were extras of {entences and expreſſions out of other books made only for inquiry 
© and exerciſe, ſome of which were writ down becauſe he liked them, and others for 
juſt the contrary reaſon, And in caſe there were ſome things repreſenting his own 
notions, it night be only a partial, not a full repreſentation. And again, if there 
were ſuch heretical and abominable principles to be found in his writings, as they, 
the Magiitrites, affirmed, (though he denied it) yet it was 2 matter which only 
concerned himſelf, to be anſwered for to God alone. For which reaſon, inſtead of 
treating him with fo much ſeverity, they ought, he faid, rather to take compaſſion 
on him. For if he was 19 an error, 1t was not wilfull, nor out of pride and con- 
ceitedneſs, Chriſtian charity would not allow any man to think the contrary, Be- 
lides, no man had, as yet, endeavoured to convince him of thoſe abominable errors, 

* as they were picaſcd to call them.” Some of the molt violent of the Council, made 
this 
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this ſpeech the fubje% of their mirth. Upon their charging him with ſome poſitions, Ax* Do. 
he defired ſeveral times that they would produce them under his own hand, 1621. 
and ſuffer him to read what he himſelf had writ, to the end that he might rus? 
explain his own words. As alſo that he might be confronted with thoſe | 
tranflators of the ſcraps and pieces out of his writings, which were obje&ed a- 
oainſt him, and which they either had not rightly underſtood, or elſe had unfairl 
wreſted, and explained contrary to his meaning ; and that this might be done in the 
preſence of 1mpartial people, and ſuch as underſtood Latzn, to the end that he might 
anſwer what was objected againſt him, and make his proper defence, But this requeſt, 
as reaſonable as 1t appeared, was abſolutely rejected. The box in which his papers 
had lain, ftood by them; but notwithſtanding all that he could urge, they would 
not produce one leat of Iis own hand-writing, how often ſoever he referred to it. 
They were afraid, as the ReQor thought, that he ſhould expoſe either the 19n0rance 
or partiality of the extractors and tran{Jators. This was, without diſpute, a dinge- 
rous way of proceeding, to pick four or tive words, or ſentences out of any man's 
papers, and call them his opinions, without taking ſufficient notice of what went be- 
fore, or followed, or with what views and deligns ſuch things were writ ; eſpecially 
when the extra&ts were made by partial men, and when the defign was not only to 
accuſe but to condemn the party concerned upon the ſole evidence of thoſe extradts. 
But whatever arguments Graltberus made uſe of 1n his juſtitication, they did not 
avail, Nothing was heard but, Toru are a liar, a rogue, a fattious and ſeditious fel- 
low, a vagabond, a lampoon-maker, and one that ſnail be puniſhed, as an example to 
others.

Soinetimes three or four of the Ma- 
piſtrates were upon him at once, and after having raved at him long enough, then it 
was, Well, what ſay you to this £ Why do not you anſwer 2 He replied, I have 
nothing to ſay at all, for I find plainly, that your worſhips are not diſpoſed by any 
means to admit any thing I can alledge in my juſtification, for which cauſe, it is in 
vain for me to ſpeak, Then they fell again upon the old queſtions, ſuch as, // hers 
were the Meetings kept, &c.—? He begged they would not teaze him thus with re- 
petitions of the ſame things, to which he had already anſwered thrice, before a full 
board, and twice beſides in priſon. The Heer Martin Albertſon, aſked him, WWhe- 
ther he would not own any of his faults, and particularly his having ſpoken con- 
zemptibly of the States and the Prince 2 He delired it might be proved upon him, and 
appealed again to his own hand-writing. One ot the ſimpleſt, or weakeſt among 
the Magiſtrates, cried out, now and then, O Marcus, Marcus ! O Marcus, Marcus ! 
At laſt, obſerving that the ſtorm grew fiercer and fiercer, and that more terrible 
threatenings were continually thundered out againſt him, his courage began to fail, 
and he to beſfeech them, that they would ſpare him for the ſake of his wife and chil- 
dren. 1 hope, taid he, that your Worſnips will nat take pleaſure in the ruin of my- 
ſelf and family, To which the Heer Albertſon replied, Ay, you Canary-bird, why did 
you then delight in ſeeking our deſtruttion, doing your utmoſt to turn every thing 
copſy turvy 2 But Gualtherus called God to witneſs, that fuch a thing never entered in- 
to histhoughts. Gerard Vene, and Lubbert van Hardenherg, cried, Do not you know 
how we were formerly created by your party © The ReQor made anſwer, That how 
true ſoever that were, yet it d1d not concern him. And now he experienced, that 
his ſubmiſſion had but the more exaſperated ſeveral of the Magiltrates, and that his 
begging and praying paſt with them for a confeſſion of his fault. And indeed we find 
that it is the nature of ſome people to reſpe& the courage and boldneſs of thoſe 
who ſtand upon their innocence, and to deſpiſe the humility of (uch whom they hate.

1; is no matter, 
1621. faid the Rector, I accept it with pattence and content, as a part of that croſs which 
UV my Saviour is pleaſed to lay upon me, They then obliged him to take the Urphede, 
that is to ſay, that ſolemn promiſe which they were antiently wont to exact irom peo- 
ple diſcharged out of priſon in that town, importing, {ar they would never ſzek 
to revenge the treatment they bad received, neither upon ive Magiſtrates, nor any of 
their officers. The Recor made the {ame promiſe, but added, That vengeance be- 
longed ,, God, and he would repay tt, and that it was a Very hard ſentence, but 
that ſuch a judgment would be one day followed by another, He intended to have {aid 
more, but at thoſe laſt words, the Gentlemen ran down ſtairs as fa't as they were 
able. Then he went out of the priſon, and one of the Lown-meſlengers attended 
him to the paſſage of the 7/el, over which he was preſently carried. From thence 
he travelled firſt to 7elmud?n, the next day to Stwartſlnice, and afterwards to Elburgh, 
a little town in Gelderland upon the Suder-ſee, where with the leave of the Magi- 
ſtrates he ſettled. In the mean time 1t was given out, {hat be was an Atheiſt ;, that 
be did not believe Chriſt to be the Son of God, or very God, that he denied the Re- 
furrefion of the Dead, and would nat al'ow of the two dacraments of Baptiſm, and 
the Lord's Supper, that he was the vile Heretick that ever was known; and 
that he bad been the more favourably uſed for the ſake of his wife and children ;, 
whereas many Hereticks bad been burnt at a ſtake, who had never maintained ſuch 
mmpious errors as he. And when they (1w that theſe reports hid not ſtrength enough 
to drive him out of Elburgh, and further from Kampen, the Miniſters of this laſt 
Town ſought for help from the Clatlis of Harderwick, who by a letter to the Ma- 
Tiſtrates of Elburgh, intreated them to oblige the late Rector Marcus Gualtherus, and 
Zohn de Vos, (formerly the Dutch Schoolmaſter of Kampen ) who were both of them 
reliding there, to ſubſcribe the Canons of the Synod of Dore, or elle to quit the town, 
But the Magiſtrates of Elburgh not hearkening to them, they found means to procure 
a letter from the ſupreme Court of Gelderland, requiring them to do it ; but this had 
no effe& neither ; whether it was that thoſe Magiſtrates would not allow that Court 
ſo much authority over them, or whether they evaded 1t lome other way. In the 
mean time Gualtherus applied to thoſe of Kampen, by his wife and letters, that he 
might have his papers and writings again, But it was refuſed, Then he prayed, 
that they would allow him copies of them, at his own expence, which being like- 
wiſe dented, he begged that they would only let him have the titles and indorſements 
of his ſaid papers. But this could not be granted neither, and the Burgomaſter 
Keurbech was at laſt reprimanded for preſuming to make ſuch a motion, at the de- 
fire of the ReQor's wite. "This prefiing for his own papers, and his endeavours of 
juſtifying himſelt as much as be could upon all occaſions, and Hying the blame upon 
the Magiſtrates, made thoſe Magiſtrates ſo unezſy, who ſite in judgment upon him, 
that inſtead of the ſentence, which they ſuppreiled, they publithed a declaration 4-

this, Daniel Pipard, one of the Miniſters of Kampen, who ſucceeded in the ReQor- 04: Pipard 


thip, atter the deprivation of Gualcherus, did, by order of the Magiſtrates, put out 
a Iittle treatiſe againſt hum, under the following title : A ſhore Repreſentation of the 
heretical and blaſphemous ſpirit of Marcus Gualtherus, extratted from his own 
papers ,, with @ brief” account of the true and wholſome dofArine from the holy word 
of God, in oppoſition toir. Some who had ſeen this book, or thoſe extracts, were 
of opinion, that the very papers of the Refor, without any mutilation or diſtor- 
Lon, ought to have been publiſhed, to the end that men might have judged of his 
crrors from his own words, fect in a fair and full light, and not from the explana- 
tions of his adverſaries, Gualtherus thinking that Pipard had moſt highly and ma- 
liciouſly wronged him, writ a ſhort Apology againſt the faid book, but kept it by 
hun, becauſe the Remonſtrants of Kampen, whom he had deſired to be at the charge 
ot printing it, failed him, either becauſe they wanted ability, or elſe perhaps be- 
cauſe they believed it would not convince his adverſaries, and that his friends did not 
want conviction, and that therefore they could make better uſe of their money in 
thoſe diſtreſſed times, Whilſt thoſe things were in agitation with the ReQor, Franks 
Geurts was not forgotten.

Whilſt he was thus confined, his wife peti- 
tioned that his Phyſician might be allowed to repair to him once a day, 1n order to 
the recovery of his health, he being ſtill indiſpoſed. "This was not only refuſed, 
but they would not permit her even to bring the medicines to him. After this his

Gilders, * harboured Miniſters : For all which offences, he was condemned to pay the ſum 
© of fix hundred Gilders, which he muſt anſwer before he ſtirred out of priſon, to- 
« octher with the charges.” 'The fees of the Gaoler amounted to fifty-two Gilders, 
and the reſt of the charges were not much leſs. After the reading of the Sentence, 
he ſaid, that all thoſe who had had a hand in it, would have enough to do, it they 
pretended to juſtify it, Lhen they exacted from him the Urphede, or uſual Pro- 
miſc, that he would not revenge himfelt upon the Magytrates for what they had 
done; which he readily yielded to ; and added further : I am a chriſtian, and bave 
learnt not to revenge myſelf, but to leave vengeance to God, to whom it belongs. But 
before he could tinith this ſpeech, the Gentlemen ran down ſtairs from him, as if 
they had been driven, He was forced to pay the fix hundred Gilders before he 
ſtirred ; and when he came home, he found his wife ſick in bed with grief. Thus 
dear did it coſt Franko Geurts, and three other Burghers, only for having received

{ preſented '© juſtly dealt with ; giving an account of what they had ſuffered, only becauſe a Lt- 
*be Prince of ter had been writ to them, to beg their charity : and particularly ſetting forth, that 
Orange» they had been excluded from all commerce with their fellow-citizens, and put in 
danger of their lives too, by being denied the uſe of proper medicines; that large 
tines had been cxtorted from them, to the amount of ſixteen hundred Gilders, and 
more, and they themſelves baniſhed out of the land, without any legal proceſs or 
tryal, or being allowed to make a fair detence ; that in order to this, their houſes 
had been fearched, and all their papers and writings ſeized, upon a meer ſuſpicion, 
without any foundation ; and the evidences of their guilt (which could not appear 
any other way) had been endeavoured to be drawn out of their own mouths, or 
from their moſt ſecret papers, after the manner of the Inquiſition. They added, 
that the preſent Magiſtrates of the ſaid town treated the Burghers as if they were 
their ſlaves ; that one of the Military Officers quartered there had owned, That he 
durſt not have broken and ſent away any one of his Soldiers in ſuch a manner ; that 
ſome of the Magiſtrates of Kampen had threatened they would uſe the Remonſtrants 
yet worſe, ſo as that people thould talk of them and their government a hundred 
years to come ; and that they would not ſuffer any complaint of their proceedings, 
either to his Excellency, or the States, At the end of the ſaid Memorial, they be- 
ſought his Excellency and the States, that they would for the future reſtrain the 
like violent proceedings on account of religion and conſcience, and give order that 
the injured Burghers might have the money reſtored which had been extorted from 
them ; and that thoſe who had been banithed, might have leave to return to their 
own habitations, But this Memorial had no effec. 
In the mean time, 1t was obſerved in Holland, that the interpoſition of the King 
of France, 1n favour of the widow and children of the late Advocate Oldenbarne- 
velr, had little influence on the States, We have already mentioned the reprefenta- 


tions made to the States Ambaſſadors upon this occaſion at Paris, and how that King

For they believe that 1f I be nor 
compelled to fign the Canons of the National Synod, yet I ought at lealt to retrach 
ſome of thoſe things in my Hiſtory, and ſome of my Theſes. | perceive theic 
deſign is to render my labours in the ſervice of the church uſeleſs for the future. 
However, if I myſelf can diſcover any error, I ſhall not be aſhamed to retra& ir, 
But for theſe two years laſt paſt, they have endeavoured to render me ſuſpe&ed of 
error, without the leaſt proof, 1 know a perſon that 1s taking all the pains in the 
world to find out but one place miſquoted or miſapplied by me in my hiſtory, 
He knows the eaſineſs of my temper. For which cauſe, all his endeavours tend to 
make me own, that I have not uſed ſome of my materials as I ought. But if I 
did but once confeſs ſuch a thing, they would immediately report, that I had owned 
myſelfto have erred in my hiſtory ; and from thence it would be inferred, that no- 
body elſe ought to be moved or affe&ed with what I have written, ſince I myſelf 
do not pretend I have ſtritly adhered to truth in all points, which 1s the princi- 
pal law, and, as it were, the very ſoul of hiſtory. I ſee I ought to walk circum- 
ſpetly, and be well ſhod or booted, as the proverb ſays, to paſs through thorns and 
briars. In the mean time, I ſhall preſerve a good conſcience, in hopes of a favoura- 
ble iſſue, whether it be my good fortune to overcome evil by a ſteddy and conſtant 
virtue, or whether the merciful God ſhall otherwiſe provide for me. Though, to 
ſay the truth, I can hardly fee what better fortune I can expea, than what I at 
preſent enjoy ; 1f I have more regard to my own conventence, than to the good of 
the publick. Now am I not obliged to dance after other mens pipes, nor to walk 
in the tracks of other people. You know what you have formerly writ yourſelf ; 
That among the things which render this life happy, one of the chief is, not to be 
accountable to any man for the ſpending of our time. Now I enjoy this happineſs, 
and bleſling of God, to wit, that thoſe who would not ſuffer me to live at reſt, arc 
no longer troubleſome to me. He add: further, in the ſaid letter - Some, it ſeems, 
are not ſatisfied, that my writings muſt be approved by the Faculty of Divinity, be- 
fore their publication, but would much rather fee me entirely ceaſe from writing 
upon theological matters; to the end that my hiſtory (which they wiſh were buried 
in the grave of oblivion) might loſe all the reputation and credit it has gained in the 
world, Thus it 1s now no longer in my power to exerciſe myſelf in any thing but 
the ſtudy of eloquence, or of foreign hiſtory or philoſophy. Here indeed I have a 
large field to expatiate in ; but yet, the nearer I approach to old age, the more ar- 
dent defire and inclination I have towards thoſe ſtudies which tend to produce peace 
and unity in the church of Chrijt, However, ſince 1 am not allowed to do what } 
wiſh I might, I am content to turn my hand to what they will allow me to do. Where-

ſaid Committee by word of mouth, they had put the ſame into writing, and pre- 

ſented it to the States, on the 25th of that month, and forthwith communicated to 

the Claſſes what they had done in that matter; and that the Stares had thereupon 

come to the reſolution which they ſhould lay before the Synod. This was the ſame 
reſolution which the Lords the States had taken on the 26th of June, as has been 

above related. But the Commiſſioners of the States at this Synod, who were, Maſter 

William van Barſ4orp, a Counſellor at the Court of Holland, and Fobn Teyts, quondam 
Burgomaſter of Harlem, declared, that they had orders to lay the ſaid reſolution be- 

fore the Synod, and therefore they delired that due attention might be given to each 

article of it. After the reading, the Deputies of the Synod (being aſked by the Com- 
miſſioners) declared in the firſt place, © That their conſciences would not ſuffer 7he D-pu%s,

tions made therein z whereupon the Synod agreed that they could not accept that Con- 
ſlirution, and that conſequently they mult of neceſſity proceed to the ſecond point re- 
commended to them by the States, to wit, that in caſe they ſhould ſcrupte receiving 
the Conſtitution with the alterations, they ſhould prepare ſuch reaſons as were of 
importance, and founded in the word of God, and lay them before the Grand Com- 
mittee, For this cauſe it was agreed, that reaſons for refuſing ſhould be drawn un 
Synodaliter, and accordingly that notice ſhould be taken, as well of the reaſons with 
which the Deputies of both Synods had fortified their advice, as of thoſe prepared by 
the Synod of Rotterdam ;, and it was further reſolved, to hear what other arguments 
77 Sywa re of moment ſhould be offered by the Deputies of the Claſles, to the end that a Re- 
pag eV ah monſ/trance might be formed out of the whole, and preſented to the Grand Committee 
ſtrance of the States, After this, the reſolutions' of the refpeGive Claſſes upon the Grava- 
*rainff it. mina, which had been adjourned till the conſideration of the ſaid Conſtitution, were 
laid before the Synod. 

The firſt Gravamen of the Claſhs of Horn was as follows: TUhereas we have vcemw 
infowmed that the States of Holland have agreed upon a certain Plan of an 4 cl-!t- 
altical Conititution, which fs not a little prejudicial to the righis and paviioges of 
the Church ; it is p2opoſed as a matter highly neceſſary, that the churches veionoing 

to this Synod ſhould ſtedfaſtly adhere to that Fon of an vcclefiaſtical Units on 
which was agreed upon by the National Synod at Yort ; and that preſſing i11- 
ſfances be made to the ſatd States, that their Lowdſhips would be pleaſcd, fo2 the 
church's peace and tranquility, to app2ove and authozize the (aid Foun without any 
alteration, This Gravamen having been deliberated, 1t was reſolved, {har rhe 
Conſtitution, as altered and amended by the States, could not be agreed to, and ac- 
cepted by the Churches, for reaſons inſerted in the Remonſlrance of the Deputies, and 
laid before the Grand Committee of the ſaid States. Upon this reſolution, the com- 
miſizoners declared that they admitted 1t, without prejudice to the proceedings of the 
States, 

To the Gravamen of the Claſlis of Enkbrſen, namely, Whether it was in the 
power of any particular or Provincial Synod, to derogate from, or to alter any thing 
eflabliſhed by a National Synod 2 It was anſwered, No. 

Whilſt this Synod was fitting, the Members of it were informed by the Miniſters 
of Horn, that Johannes Redingenus (who before the Revolution had been one of the 
Miniſters of that Place) had revoked the promiſe he had made at the Synod of Edam, 
of ſubmitting to the A of Ceſſation, and that his fon, who was called to the Miniſtry 
in the village of Swagh by the Remonſtrants, had not yet ſubſcribed the faid AR, 
to the great prejudice of the true Reformed religion. To prevent ſuch practices, the 
Deputies of the Synod were ordered, 70 inform the Committee of the States thereof, to 
the end that their Lordſhips might cauſe the Placards to be put in execution againſt the 
latter. "That was as much as to ſay, zhar if be perſiſted in refuſing to ſubſcribe, he 
ſhould be baniſhed out of the land, like the reſt of the Remonſtrants. It does not ap- 
pear what was done thereupon ; only this 1s certain, that we find ſoon after both him 
and his father ſecretly miniſtring to the Remonſtrans churches, 

There was likewiſe a Gravamen offered on the behalf of the Claſhs of Alkmaer, to 
wit, That in ſeveral churches there was no uniform method obſerved in examining 
the parents and witneſſes at the Baptiſm of Children, as had been ordered by divers 
Synods. And it was asked, Whether ſuch 2 method ought not to be put in pratlice © 
The Synod anſwered in the affirmative ; and ordered, chat for the time to come, 
the viſitors and inſpefors of the Claſſes ſhould endeavour to put the ſame in practice 
for the future in all places, | ; | 

Treublet ar In the ſame year, ſomething happened in Free/land in relation to the Remonſtrants, 
Lee)” Which deſerves to be inſerted here, and to be deduced a little more remotely. How 
Hajo Lambertus, ard Petrus Hermannus Miniſters of Dokkum, had been deprived, we 

have already ſhown, as alſo upon what foot they were prepared to ſubfcribe the Syno- 

dical Canons, or the Formulary of Conſent. 'Vhis their deprivation occaſioned great 

I uneaſinels 
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together. The ſaid deprived Miniſters being inclined to ſuffer every thins, rather 


than to give the leaſt handle to unealineſs, had long concealed the occaſion of their VO 


deprivation; but being prelt by the frequent inſtances of many of the Members, and 
being told by ſome, that their (ilence made it ſuſpe&ed that they had either tauzht 
falſe doQrines, or led bad lives, they found themſelves at laſt obliged to Gifcover the 
whole truth. Upon which, many of the Members who were of their opinion, 1mme- 
diately abſented themſelves from the church ; for, ſaid they, if our ol4 Miniſters 
are not allowed to preach there any longer, nor adminiſter or partake of the Lord's 
Smpper, by reaſon of thoſe opinions which we hold in common with them ; neither may 
we come tothe ſermons, or the adminiſtration of the Sacrament by their adverſaries, 
without changing Onur own OpImions mm thoſe reſpetts But the new Miniſters, Vins- 
centius Jacobus and Fohannes Gerardus, having viſited the diſcontented perſons, and 
exhorted them to attend the Word and the Sacraments, and heard their Opinions 
about the dodrines in diſpute, {aid to them very poſitively, you may retain your opi- 
nions, and yet com? to church with a ſafe conſcience, Nay, they dented (to the a- 
mazement of all that heard them ſpeak 1t) with folded hands, and ſolemn odteſtations, 
that they either maintained or had promiſed to preach up ſuch a Prede/tination 2s 
the ſaid Members and their old Miniſters rejzRed ; adding, that they neither ſhould, 
nor would ever teach the ſame; and that they even abhorred and deteſted ſuch 2 
Predeſlination as imported ; that one man was abſolutely and immutably preordained 
0 ſalvation, and another to damnation, before the foundation of the world : and they 
further declared, that they bad never heard the word Unauoidably uſed with reſpe& to 
this matter, beſore they came to Dokkum, By theſe ſtronz renunciations on the one 
ſide, and peremptory declarations on the other fide, the new Miniſters brought back 
many tothe Church; butothers were filled with doubts about theſe matters, not being 
able to conceive how one man ſhould be turned out of his benetice for entertaining a 
certain opinion; and another, that held the very ſame, ſhould be called and admitted 
into his office. On which account, a good number of the Members reſolved to ad- 
dreſs themſelves to the Synod of the Friſzan churches afſembled at Sneke on the 30th 
of May, O. S. In the firit place they repreſented all that had happened to their old 
Miniſters, and what had paſt between them and the new ones ; together with the 
reaſons of their doubts and ſcruples. In the next, they prayed that the Synod would, 
for the ſatisfying and quieting their conſcitences, give them a plain anſwer to the 
four following queſtions: 


* Firſt, Whether God has decreed from all eternity to ſave or damn every man in Remarka!!: 


« particular by irreſiſtible or unavoidable means, the one by an irreſiſtible Faith ; 
* the other by an irrefiſtible Unbeliet ? 


* Secondly, Whether the {igning a form of ſubſcription, which was drawn up after 


* Commiltioners (who were deputed on the part of the States-General from the par- 
* ticular Provinces to the National Synod) and which was never ſigned in ſome of 
© the Provinces, as for inſtance, in Groninghen, the Ommelands, and ſome parts of 
* Holland, ought to be ſo ſtrifly and rigorouſly exatted here in Freeſland, in ſuch 2 
* manner as that nothing but a bare name 1s allowed to be ſubſcribed ; notwithſtand- 
* ing that the States of thisland have diſapproved and reje&ted the new Eccleſiaſtical 
* Conſtitution, with all that belongs to 1t, (excepting the dodrine, and matters re- 
* lating to do@rines) and conſequently the ſaid form of Subſcription too ? 


© Thirdly, What right have any Provincial Synods to diſxpprove and reject ſuch 
* Decrees and Canons of the National Synod, as do not pleaſe them, whillt in the 
mean time, by virtue of the order of the ſaid National Synod, they fo violently 
puſh on a certain Decree, becauſe it is agreeable to them, fo far as to deprive and 
turn out of their livings, honeſt and worthy Clergymen, who were never charged 
with any thing irregular, either as to their do&rine or morals, but only with re- 
ſped to this ſingle article? How can they exa& obedience in one point who have 
themſelves refuſed it in ſv many ? And when a Synod cenfures others on this ac- 
count, does it not at the ſame time cenſure and condemn it felt, as being much 
more guilty in the ſame reſpeR ?

« qrines if we are rightly informed, were rejeted by the National Synod) and that 
Jeſus Chriſt did not die for the fins of the whole world, but only for the fins of ſome 
particular perſons, direaly contrary to the anſwers to the 6th, gth, 10th, and 
37th queſtions of the Catechiſm, which was approved by the Synod ; and whereas 
nevertheleſs thoſe very perſons ſubſcribe the Formulary, as well as others, and 
by that means continue in the Miniſtry ; what ſort of conlcience mult they ufe 
who do fſach things? And how can you diſplace others for not coming up 1n all 
things to the opinions of the Synod, whole dodrines nevertheleſs were not rejected 
ſo peremptorily, nor treated with ſuch abhorrence by the Synod. 


At the end of this Memorial they added, thar chey muſt have ſatisfation up- 
on theſe queries before they could approve of the deprivation of their old Miniſters, 
or join themſelves to the new ones; and they prayed the Synod, 70 have ſome regard 
70 this their requeſt, they having nothing more in view than the healing and uniting 
the diſira&ed church as Dokkum , proteſting moreover in the preſence of God, and 
the Synod, that they meant no ill, neither againſt the State nor the Church but only 
aimed at diſcharzing their conſciences inthe conſtant profeſſion of thoſe ſaving truths 
which they had learnt from the word of God, and ſecuring their ſalvation. In teſti- 
mony of the truth of which, this Memorial was ſigned in the name of many others, 
But the Synod returned not a word in anſwer to this Memorial : whereupon it was 
printed and publiſhed with the title of a chriſtian and modeſt Memorial, but without 
the conſent or knowledge of thoſe who preſented it; in order to convince the world, 
as it was ſaid in the Preface to it, that the Synod acknowledged by their filence, that 
they themſelves were guilty of the dofrines and matters pointed at by the four Queries. 
In the ſame Preface it was likewiſe related how the new Miniſters of Dotkrn; 
I2bour'd in ſeaſon and out of ſeaſon, and left no ſtone unturned to vet the de- 
prived Miniſter Petrus Hermannus baniſhed out of the town, pretending that it 
would not otherwiſe be poſſible to keep the people 1n peace And that they had gained 
their point, fo far as to cauſe the ian uncited and unheard to be driven out of their 
town, and that the whole town of Dytkum well knew to whom they had chiefly 
applied, and what methods had been uſed to bring the fame about ; notwithſtanding 
which, the new Miniſters Iaying their hands to their hearts, had ſolemnly proteſted, 
That they had no ſhare in his baniſhment, and could have been contented had be ſtaid. 
'The Contraremonſtrants ſay, that this Perrus Hermannus afterwards embraced the 
dodrines eſtabliſhed by the Synod of Dorr, in moſt points, a few only excepted 
which were of {mall moment; but they do not ſpecify them. But others ſay, they 
did not do him juſtice, and that he was heard to fay upon his death-bed : I have 


yielded ail I could to the Contraremonſtrants, frrther I cannot go, nor have l 


altered my opinion. I am now, as I was in the beginning ; and I was in the beginning, 
as I am now. | 

After theſe deprivations and baniſhments, the Remon/trants of Dokkum kept their 
ſeparare Meetings, and were ſeveral times troubled on that account. In the mean 
time, the ignorance of the Contraremonſtrants was ſo great, that many of them aſcribed 
the dodrines eſtabliſhed by the National Synod to the Remonſtrants themſelves, 
blindly exclatming againſt them as Herericks, for that reaſon; inſomuch that a cer: 
tain Elder of the former, had the affurance to reproach one of the latter party at 
Dokkum, with being one of thoſe who adhered to the Supralapſarian Pygvelti 
nation. | 

Bur it is now time to return to the Remonſlrants of Holland, and to fee what befe! 
them on account of their forbidden Aſſemblies. At Gouda ſeveral perſons of that 
perſualion were brought into trouble this ſummer, upon ſuſpicion of their having 
frequented ſuch Meetings; and refuſing to purge themſelves upon oath, were fined, 
and the money levied by the publick ſale of their poor effets. And the Magiſtrates 
moreover ordained that two of the Scout's Serjcants ſhould be quartered on the con- 
demned perſons, and maintained by them for the ſpace of a fortnight, who were to

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cution upon a poor Burgher, who was uſed to earn his bread and ſubſiſt a wife and

ſix children by the labour of his hands ; which burden he bore with patience, tho WY 


wt without uſing thoſe lawful methods which were neceſſary for obtaining his right. 
At the ſame time it was given out by ſome violent people, that the Remonſirants of 
Gouda, were not ſo zealous for religion, but that they had a mind to be fingering 
the money and goods of their adverſaries the Contraremonſtrants, by breaking into their 
ſhops and warchouſes; beſtowing on them the titles of rogues, thieves and mutineers. 
All theſe things induced Edvardrs Poppins their Miniſter, in that ſituation of affairs, 
with the conſent of the Remonſ{rant Burghers, and in their name, to draw up a Me- 
morial, to be preſented to the Burgomatters of Gouda, the tenor of which was as 


follows : 


To the Worſhipful and Venerable the Hers Burgomaſters of the City of Gouda,

reſpeR, that they are extremely troubled to fee that the proſecutions ſet on foot a- 
24inſt them, in order to hinder the free exerciſe of their religion, do not only not 
ceaſe, as they hoped, but alſo that they increaſe continually, and become every 
day more ſevere. And that they having obſerved not long fince, that the goods and 
eftes of their fellow-citizens have been diſtrained and taken out of their houſes, ſome 
once, ſome twice, and publickly fold, in the fight of all the Citizens, either at 
the Stadthouſe or in the ſtreets. That now alſo, with the conſent of your Wor- 
ſhips, an honeſt and unblameable Burgher, who labours with his hands to maintain 
2 wife and hx children, has had two Officers fent to his houſe with orders to diet 
them for the ſpace of 14 days, and to allow each of them 12 ſtivers a day as long as 
they ſtay there : And that they are likewiſe Informed, that it is the intention of 
your Worlhips to proceed againlt all other Burghers, whom you ſhall judge to be e- 
qually obnoxious, upon the ſame foot ; and that after the expiration of the faid 14, 
days, you delign to proceed yet further againſt the aforeſaid Burgher. The Me- 
morialiſts cannot conceive how they have deſerved to be treated with ſo much ri- 
Jo0ur and ſeverity, ſeeing that they have always behaved themſelves hitherto like 
g00d Patriots and faithful Citizens, and never declined to bear their ſhare of the 
publick burdens. They acknowledge indeed, that they have not complied with 
the Placard publiſhed this preſent year about Religion, waich your Worlhips have 
been pleaſed to promulgate; but tiey know likewiſe that it is aflerted even in the 
Confeſſion of the Low-Country churches : That every man is obliged to join himſelf 
to that Aſſembly where there is any exerciſe of his Religion, altho* the ſovereign 
1Powers ſhould oppoſe the ſame by Laws and Placards ; and even tho' the doing 
* it were to be attended with death 92 any other puniſhment; that the Reformed 
© went on With the exerciſe of their religion, at the time of the Duke of Alvua's 
« tyrannical Government, in defiance of all Placards both of Emperors and Kings, and 
© in all their Petitions and Remonſtrances, always maintained that they were bound in 
« conſcience ſo to do ; and that the Reformed even of theſe preſent times endeavour to 
« eſtabliſh and ſupport their churches (with the knowledge and conſent of the States 
« themſelves) not only in Brabant, and Flanders, but likewiſe in Cologn, and other 
« cities where the inhabitants enjoy the priviledges of the Ewpire, notwithſtanding all 
© the Placards of the higher powers to the contrary; as alſo that their High Mighti- 
« neſles the States: General, at the treaty of Cologn, Anno 1579, and 11 their Placard 
© in the year 81, whereby they renounced and calt off the King of Spain's Sovereign- 
© ty over the Low-Countries, did declare, that the free exerciſe of Religion was ne- 
© ceſſary for the quieting men's conſciences. And, what is more than all, as being an 
© obligation on their conſciences, the Memorialilts aſlure themſelves, that they are 
* commanded by the moſt High God, and by the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, to perform his 
© holy ſervice by preaching the Word, adminiſtring the Sacraments, and by Praying, 
< notwithſtanding all the perſecutions and ſufferings that may befal them on this ac- 
* count, under glorious promiſes to thoſe who obey ſuch commands, and dreadful 
© threatnings againſt ſuch as negle& the ſame. Wherefore theſe Mcmorialiſts being 
© extremely ſorry to tind themſelves in {uch circumſtances, that by their dilobedience 
* they mult bring Cown upon ———_ eltner the wrath of God, or thetndignation of 
1 m 2 your 
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An*Dow.* your Worlhips, declare that they are bound rather to obey God than men, and 


that notbeing able in conſcience to conform tothe worthip of the Contraremonſtrants, 
and at the ſame time being aſſured that their Remon/trant religion (as it 18 now called) 
is more chriſtian, and more acceptable to God, they are obliged by God and their 
own conſciences to 29 on in the exerciſe of the ſame. And muſt they bs thus fe- 
verely treated on this account? 'The Memorialiſts take the liberty to tell your 
Worſhips plainly, that the religion of the Remonſtrants 1s no new thing in this 
City, no more than it is wicked or 1mpious. Ic1s nota new thing, for your Wor- 
ſhips know, that it has been publickly exerciſed here ever fince the beginning of 
the Reformation, or at leaſt for theſe forty years ; and that it has been not only 
maintained by the honourable Magiſtrates of this City, but allo by their Lordhips 
the States of Hy/and and IWeſt-freeſland, as well as by his Princely Excellency ; 
that almoſt all the Burghers of this City, and even ſome of your Worſhips too, 
have been inſtruted and educated from their youth up in this religion, and that a 
very great number of the inhabitants have for many years laſt paſt heartily em- 
braced, profeſſed, and adhered to the ſame; infomuch that this perſuaſion can by 
no means be charged with novelty in this place. Neither 1s1t wicked or 7mp10:s ; 
for it tends entirely to the magnifying the unmerited Grace of God in Chri/?, ac- 
cording to the rule of his word, and to the bringing men to faith in Coriſt Jeſus, 
and to obedience to his holy commands, 1n order to their inheriting the gractous 
promiſe of life eternal. The majority of your Worſhips have for many years 
heard, received, confeſſed, and defended the ſame dof@rine, and exercifed all the 
parts of divine worſhip with the Remonſtrants ; you have familiarly converfed with 
the Preachers and Teachers of that docrine, ſcen their behaviour, and been con- 
vinced how much they and their whole Community have laboured for peace, and 
what reverence and obedience they have always rendered to the worſhipful Magpi- 
ſtrates. Can your Worſhips after having taking counſel with your own conſci- 
ences in the preſence of God, affirm truly and knowingly, That the religion of the 
Remonſtrants is diſhonourable ts God and Chriſt, deſlru{ive of piety and the ſal- 
vation of men's ſouls, or even prejudicial to the State £ It you can, yet ought you 
to take pity of thoſe who have erred by embracing 1t, and to bring them back by 
gentle inſtrutions. But if not, muſt not your Worſhips give an account at the 
great Day of the Lord, why you have fo ſeverely dealt with your Burghers, who 
ſeck nothing elſe but to ſerve God according to his holy Will 2 As for the uſage 
the Remonſtrants have received from ſome people, and the reproaches they have 
been loaden with, as being fatious, ſeditious, and traiterous perſons ; as thoſe 
who do not aim at religion, but only endeavour to get into the ſhops and ware- 
houſes of the Contraremonſ/trants; and who conſequently have deſerved the above- 
mentioned treatment; all this they are content to dear for Chriſt's-ſake, and only 
pray that, in return of ſuch atrocious injuries, the authors may receive grace timely 
to repent, and avoid that puniſhment which God will infli& upon thoſe who rob 
the innocent of their 300d name and reputation. But with what ſhadow of reaſon 
or juſtice can the Remonſtrants be accuſed of faftion and edition 2 The Paſtors have 
always defended that do@rine which they believed 1n their conſciences to be moſt 
agreeable to the word of God, without knowing any perſon living from whom 
they could expet prote&ion. The Churches and the Memorialiſts too, have kept 
to the received truth and the exerciſe of their religion ; which is a ſ{ufticient proof 
that they are entirely averſe to all ſeditious and fatious prattices. Add to this, that 
notwithſtanding their perſuaſion has been fo long eſtabliſhed here, yet fince it 
pleaſed their Lordſhips the States and your Worſhips that they ſhould leave the 
publick churches, they ſubmitted, and contented themſelves with the exerciſe of 
religion in private both within and without the city. Nor 1s it their fault that ſome- 
times diſorders have happened by the diſturbances given to their aſſemblies. They 
have i1:d like defenceleſs ſheep from the Soldiers along the fields, high-ways, and 
ſtreets, and patiently undergone many injuries from their hands: they have ſcen 
with patience, but at the ſame time with ſorrow of heart, their own and their 
tellow-citizens goods diſtrained in their houſes, and publickly ſold, only for their 
having obeyed Gad : and the ſame patience and ſubmiſſion appears plainly in the 


* example of thoſe who at preſent are burdened with the quarrering the Magiltrates 
* Officers on them, for the ſame reaſon, In the mean while, the Memorialiſts freely 
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© own that they are made of ieth and blood as well as other men, and will not An* Do ». 
« pretend to excuſe any of the peoples extravagancies either in word or deed ; yet 1621. 
- they cannot promiſe that none of them giving place to their paſſions and affetions, WWW 
contrary to all tne inſtructions and exhortations of their teachers, and the example 
of others, will not do what ought not to be done. However, they think they 
have ſufhciently ſhown, that there can be no pretence for branding them with the 
mark of f{editiouſnels, or a rebellious ſpirit, As for that charge, that the Memo- 
- 114liſts ſeek to poſleſs themſelves of the goods or effects of their adverſaries, the 
nced not uſe any arguments in their own juſtification ; the thing ſpeaks itſelf, and 
proves their innocence : but they that accuſe them of this, would do well to re- 
fect on their own behaviour, and then they would ſoon find examples enough of 
fuch pradtices among themſelves. The Memorialiſts will not return any further 
anſwer to theſe and other injurious expreſ[ions daily calt in the teeth of the honeſt 
Burghers, ſuch as Rogues, Raſcals, Mutincers, and the like, knowing their inno- 
« cence, and truſting that your Worthips don't take them tor ſuch; fince it appears 
plainly enough, that they aim at nothing elſe but the exerciſe of their chriſtian 
religion, according to the teſtimony of their coniciences. Why then are they 
thus proceeded againſt 2 Your Worſhips will poſlibly reter the Memorialiſts to 
- the Placards of their High Mightineſles ; but then they will anſwer, and com- 
plain that they have not been treated according to the Placards, but according to 
ſecret inſtru&ions; purſuant to which, the parties accuſed are forced to purge 
- themſelves by their own corporal oaths ; tho! 1t be contrary to the law of nature, 
and all uſual laws, to be obliged to accuſe one's ſelf; nay, tho' it be what men 
are bound in conſcience not to do, when the exa&ting of ſuch an oath tends to the 
prejudice of their religion. They will complain too, that thoſe ſecret inſtructions 
are even exceeded ſeveral ways; fince without producing any probable reaſons, 
(which are required by the {aid inftrutions)) and in matters wherein the inſtru- 
ions are not mentioned, the oath 1s netwith{tanding exaced ; fince upon their re- 
faling to take the oath, the Magittrates proceed 1mmedaately to ſentence and con- 
demnation ; and laſtly, ſince they ſell the goods of the condemned perſons pub- 
lickly, and quarter their Officers in the houſes of the Burghers, of all which 
there 18 not one word expreſled in thoſe in{trutions, The Memorialiſts cannot 
imagine that your Worſhips ſhould draw remote conſequences from any expreſſions 
that are to be found in the Placards , or Secret Inſtructions, and found your pro- 
ceedings upon them, For it would be too {evere to hunt for matter of accuſation 
az:1inſt your Burghers, and not very confiftent with the nature of good Magi- 
ſtrates, whoſe praiſe 1t 1s to prefer mercy and gentleneſs to the rigour of the law; 
and who, upon occaſion, freely own that the end of laws 1s frequently more to 
terrify the people from offending, than to inflidt harſh puniſhments ; nay, who 
even ſometimes give them warning when there 1s any delign projected of putting 
1 Placard in execution againſt them, as happened more than once in this ver 
town, inthe time of the Spaniſp Tyranny. And if your Worſhips will be pleaſed 
to take example by other towns of this country, mn theſe calamitous times, 
the Memoriliſts flatter themſelves, that con{idering the circumſtances of this 
Town of Gouda, where the Remonſtrant religion has been publickly profeſſed and 
eſtabliſhed for ſo many years, and where liberty of conſcience has been always 
oranted, you will follow thg examples of thoſe who have been the moſt gentle, 
and give directions for ſuſpending the rigorous proceedings of the Ohcers. And 
tho' this City ſhould even become a pattern to all others, for moderation and gen- 
tleneſs, it ought not to appear ſtrange ; ſince almoſt all forts of men, and even the 
Contraremonſtrants themſelves, do allow. that the caſe of this City 1s different, as 
to this matter, from that of all others ; or that the Remonſtrants have a greater 
right to liberty here than others have. | 
« Gentlemen, the Memorialiſts are the ſervants of God, they fincerely labour to 
promote their own ſalvation, and conſequently prefer their religion to their lives; 
they are likewiſe Inhabitants and Burghers of this Town, to whom your Worlhips 
are bound by your oaths, to defend them like Shepherds, and even like Fathers, 
according to juſtice, and the rights and privileges of their Town, *T1s for this 
reaſon that they addreſs themſelves to your Worthips 1n this their diſtrels, and 
+ with all reverence beſeech your Worthips, that feriouſly weighing what 18 -]

© lence, but that faith 1s the gitt of God, and remembring the antient love of ths

« before vour eyes that great day of retribution, which will follow this tranſitory 
« life, when we ſhall all of us deſire to receive a gracious ſentence ; you will vouch- 
« {afe to be favourable to your Burghers, to free them from theſe heavy proſecu- 
« tions; and, if it be neceſlary, to 1nterpole on their behalf with the States and his 
« Excellency, that for the future they may freely, and without any moleſtation, 
© enjoy the exerciſe of their religion, from which they cannot ceaſe, without draw- 
« 1ng down upon themſelves and their country the indignation of almighty God. 
* In expeRation of which, the Memornaliſts wiſh your Worſhips wiſdom and Trace 
« from the moſt high God, through Zeſus Chriſt, Amen. 

This Memorial had no effec. But however there was nothing more done for 
ſeveral weeks againſt the Remonſtrant Conventicles, which continued to be holden 
out of the 'Town of Gorda, tho' they were not ſo numerous as the laſt year. 

In Auguſt following the Bailiff Klotes cited another of the Burghers, whoſe name 
was Peter Martinſon, a Say-weaver, before the Schepens, charging him with having 
been preſent at ſeveral meetings of the Remonſtrants ;, to wit, on the 28th of April, 
at, or near Kivirſhorn ;, on the 20th of Pune, near the Howf'; the 11th of Fuly, at 


J 
the Wilbems ;, and on the 18th of theſame month, near the ſaid Houf again : adding, 


that he had likewiſe, on the {aid 18th day, abuſed and threatned the 'Fown Officers, 
calling them a pack of rogues and ſcoundrels. Upon which accounts the Bailiff de- 
manded that he might be fined and puniſhed, Lhe Defendant prayed that he might 
be obliged to bring proof of what he accuſed him of, in relation to the Meetings, 
and denied that he had uſed any ſuch expreſſions againſt the Officers. On the con- 
trary, he ſaid, He had civilly ſaluted them, by putting off his hat, and bidding them 
good morrow, without ſaying more to them. * And he defied any body to prove that he 
had ſaid either better or worſe to them ;, {olemnly declaring further, That he ſhould 
be very ſorry to ſuffer for evil-doing, or evil-ſpeaking \, but as for any thing that might 
befall him for the ſake of truth and religion, he was determined to undergo it chear- 
fully. Some of the Magiſtrates cried, Teu repreſent 1s then as perſecutors of Chri- 
ſtians, The Bailiff ſaid, I will wave the buſineſs of your avuſing the Officers, but 
you muſt either own or deny the other charge, The other inſiſted upon proof, Upon 
the ſecond and third citation the Bailiff ſaid not one word of his ahuling the Of- 
ficers. In fine, the Detendant being denied the privilege of all further excuſes, apo- 
logies, and means of afſerting his rights, was 1n the firſt place condemned to pay 
four tines, of twenty-tive Gilders each, for having been at four ſeveral prohibited 
Meetings ; and four more for refuling to name others who were then preſent ; and 
for having abuſed the Officers, he was baniſhed the Town, and ordered to leave it 
in the ſpace of twenty-four hours, and forbidden ever to return without expreſs 
leave, on pain of further puniſhment. 'This ſentence was pronounced againſt him 
on the laſt day of Auguſt. 

At Rotterdam the zeal of the Remonſlrants was very much increaſed ſince their 
having been diſturbed (as we have ſhown above) in the month of February, and 


they proceeded with pretty good ſucceſs, tho' not without oppoſition. About the

had the burden of eight children upon her, were filled with Soldiers, becauſe, hav- 
ing been cited before the Magiſtrates, and charged with having been at a forbidden 
meeting, they did not appear, which they torbore to do, out of fear that they 
{hould be forced to ſwear, or be ſent to prifon, or made to pay what they ouzht not. 
But I do not tind how long thoſe troubleſome gueſts ſtaid with them, nor what they 
d1d, or ſuffered further : But it 1s only faid, that foon after the Remonſtrants begun 
again to aſlemble out of the town 1n great numbers. On the 25th of Fuly, upon 1 
Sunday, their out-of-town Meeting was diſturbed, For which cauſe they met again 
the next day, hoping they might then have proceeded without moleſtation, but they 
were diſturbed the ſecond time. Some write, that after this laſt diſturbance, re- 
turning into the town, they ſung a plalm, and heard a ſermon in the ſtreets at ten 
o' clock that night ; but this is not certain, Afterwards, on the Sunday which fol- 
lowed the day which the Papifts celebrate in memory of the Aſcenſion, as they call 
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It, 6, of Mary the Mother of our Lord, there was a Fair or free Market at Rotrer- A xn*Do ww, 
dam; and on that Sunday, being the 220 of the month, and the day following, the 1621: 
Remonſtrants held a Meeting out of the Town, without any interruption. There WV 
came neither Bailiff, nor Dy kegrave, nor Under: Scout, nor Soldiers to the Mect- 

ing, which was very numerous. Lhis incouraged them to mect again on Tueſday 

St. Bartholemew's day, famous tor the Pariſian Mailacre, And now a94in ſtained 

with blood) at which time they appointed a Meeting out of the 'Town, near Krof- 

wick, Hither repaired a great many ſtrangers, whom the Kermis or Fair had drawn 

to the City. Simon Luce Byſterus, formerly ] Miniſter at Ingen in the Betury, preach- 

cd there, and all went well. After ſermon was done, the congregation ſepar ated. 

Every man went his own way, Many returned to the City, and even the Preacher 
himſelf ; thinking, it ſeems, that among ſuch a confluence of people who were 

there, continually paſſing and repaſſing, he might get in undiſcovered, as had often 
happened. But he ventured too much, for he was watcncd at the Eaft-gate. He 

had been traced and betrayed, tho' he could never learn by whom; bec: auſe the Ma- 
giſtrates kept ſuch informations with the utmoſt lecrecy, to the end tat the ſervice 
of the informers might not be rendered incfte&ual for the future ; that ſort of men 
being for the moſt part ſuch as profeſled themſelves to be Remonftrants, and often 
attended their Mectings, However they ſ[trongly luſpected two perſons; the one 
was a laylor, It had been obſerved, that every tune this man had been at the 
meetings of the Remonſtrants, lome or others of the congregation were accuſed, 
cited and puniſhed. He had likewiſe been ſeen but a few diy s betore at tie Stadt- 
houſe, which much increaſed the {uſpictons conceived 192inſt him. Ihe other 
perſon who was 1n their eye, was a Soldier, who kept angling near the place of 
meeting, as if, under the pretence of thing, he had a nind to hear the {ſermon 
without being ſ{uſpe&ed by his Officers ; ſometimes he liſtened, and then angled 
again, till he” had viewed the Preacher ſufficiently, to remember his habit and fea- 
tures, after which he returned ſoftly to town, Some are of opinion, that the above- 
mentioned 'Taylor had concerted this treachery with the Soldier; but that does not 
appear to me. When the Miniſter By/tervs was come near the vato at the Eaſt-end, 
with a few of the congregation, whom he truſted in his company, he diſpatched 
two of them before, to ſee if all was fafe at the gate. The tirft of them heard a 
muttering 1n the Guard- -room, and from words that were dropped, inferred tha t they 
were looking out for the Preacher ; but before he could warn his comp: _ and 
he the Miniſter, who was juſt at their heels, out-ſprung the Porter of the £aff 
gate, with one of the Dykegrave's men, and paſſing by the firſt Burgher, cried, 
IWe muſt have that rogue there without a cloak, Upon that the tellow add: The Miniſter 
ately ſeized Byſterus with one hand, and with the other lifting up a dagger, faid, Byſterus 
Yield yourſelf priſoner, or this goes into your heart, The Porter, 2 violent Contraremon- _ 
flrant, laid hold on him too; and at the fame time ten or twelve Soldic ms turrounded 
him with their naked ſwords, and dragged him into the Guard-room, Phe Burgher 

who was along with him, unmediately informed the Remonſ{rants thereabouts of 

their Miniſters being ſeized, and 1n an inſtant the news of 1t was {pread over the 

whole town. Many of the inhabitants, and eſpecially of the Seamen that inclined 

to that ſe&, made towards the Ea/t-gate, where ſome of them, overcome with 

human frailty and paſhon, and lofing all patience, reſolved to try whether they 4 Twnult on 
could not get their Miniſter out of their hands. But thoſe of the Guard kept them mat ra of 
off a while, and ſcent to the Dykegrave Dune for help; tho' the Miniſter being vera! of che 
{cized within the gate, was not under his juri{diction, but the Bailiff”s of the town. —_ 
But the Soldiers were apprehenſive that 8, Bailiff, whoſe name was Mulewick, would 674 

not come fo readily to their afhiſtance as the Caid Dykegrave. 'The neople | in the 

mean time preſing hard upon the Guard, and pelting them with ſtones, put them 

to flight, and would cert: unly have releaſed the Miniſter, 1t Dune the Dykenr IVC 

had not arrived juſt at that time with a good number of Soldiers, and fallen upon 

them. Dune obſerving the Soldiers of the Guard retreating, atked them, w ith 

ſtern countenance, IV bo are you £ And upon their replying, IWe are Soldiers, vs 

cry'd, Show then that you are Soldiers, and fire upon the rabble, He was likewiſe 

heard to ſay, as he led on the reft of the Soldiers, If the townſmen come too near 

you, ſpare them not : : fire upon them, tho' twenty or thirty were to fall at one diſ- 
charge, As he faid, fo they dd. They preſently fired from all parts _ the

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A x*D o 1. Burghers w! th chewed, and conſequently impolfoned bullets. Some of the Contrare. 
1621. monſlrants that dwelt near the Eaſt-gate, the {cene of this bloody action, ani- 
GN mated the Soldiers, crying, Shoot without ſeruple , and ſnow yourſelves men, And 
others, What, are there no Soldiers to diſpatch theſ: Arm! nians ; ? Ihis made the 
Soldiers yet more bold, and they went to work fo rathly, that tney ſhot one of their 
own company dead. Aoainſt {ucha force as this, neither the Burghers n nor Syeamen 
were able to ſtand; the bullets went further, and d1d more execution than the 
ſtones, A oreatnumber of the Remonſtrants were grievoutly wounded, and {ome of 
them paid for their zeal with their lives. Barent Henrickſon, an honeſt, quier, 
and godly man, who h: ad ſerved his country the ſpace of twenty-two years as a 
Gunner, and was all over covered with wounds which he got in 1ts defence : ; and 
who now, that he might not be burdenſome to 1t, got his bread by the Iabour of 
his hands, was unfortunately {hot in the throar, and fall down dead upon the [pot. 
This poor man was only a ſpectator, and not an actor 1n the tragedy, A certain 
Burohcr New ly married, who out of curiofity went to ſee what the matter was, got 
A ſhot 11 [11s belly, of which he died the nioht tollowing. Adrian Fanjon, 1 young 
Seaman, came out of the Hoſpital, near his tather*s houſe, with both hands full 
of ſtones, to throw at the Soldiers. His mother ſccing him, ew out of the door, 
and caught hold of him, begging him to go away, and endeavouring to pull him 
into the houſe : ; but a crowd of people comms that way at the fame tune, he forced 
himſelf out of her hands, and ran towards the States W hart; ſhe retired home, but 
her {on ſtandins on the bulwark, was wounded with a mulk t {hot in his Ieg, "This 
happened about noon that tay, and the young man died the next morning 
early, It was a chewed bullet that was lodged in his leg, and the venom of it was 
ſo violent, that his head ſwelled, his whole body becam? black, broke out in great 
blains and blotches, and was nuffed up like a ſponge, LIhis {on was much lament- 
ed by his parents, being a very foder young man, and a true earner of his bread in 
[11s Either houſe, of an edifying converſation, and abounding with divers other 
eng391ng qualities {-1dom to be found in th x rough kind 0: P -ople belonging to the 
ſen, In the midi{t of this nojfe and contulion, x boy being frightened, endeavou red 
to hide himſelf under a bench in the porch of a houſe, but was nevertl eleſs ſhot 
in the ſhoulder, of which he died ſoon after. "This was tne blood that was {pilt 
on that day ;, and it 15 thought by ſome, that the whole town had been turned into 
a river of blood [, if the Soldiers nuſkets þ ad been as ready at tiring, as they them- 
{elves, animated others, were at diſcharging. A certain Soldier took a11n three 
times at a man who ſheltered himſelt in a p: Orch, priming h13 mulket each time, but 
mil (ſed fire as often, which gave the man an opportunity of ſaving himtelt by fight. 
Jut that which was yet more adv: 1ntageous to the people that were hemmed in on all 
parts, was the bravery of one among them, It 15 thought It was Adrian van Dyke, 
the late Secretary of Bleiſwaick, This man, not valuing the danger he exnyoſed 
hunfelf to, ran in among the thickeſt of the Soldiers, nd ſnatched their burnins 
matches from the cocks of their mutkets, doing it with ſo much dexter; ity and nim- 
vienels, that 1n a trice he got as inany matches 2s he could [ay on his arm, and carried 
them off into a houle, without any oppolition from the Soldiers, who ſtood ama- 
zcd at his boldneſs. In the mean time the Remonſtrants dilperied, and the tumult 
was appeaſed : to which it did not a little contribute, that the wiſeſt and moſt 
conſiderable of that party had no hand in the matter, being of opinion, That no 
perſecution on the account of religion ought to be with ood by force, nor truth pro- 
moted by arms. Otherwile it had been attended with much worſe coulequences, if 
all the Remonſtrants, far {uperior im number to the Contraremonſirants, had joined 
aganlt the garrifon, which at that time hardly conliſted of tour Companies, 
the Miniſter, who was the occation of all this tumult, and whom thoſe who 
g1arded him had bound and deprived of his purſe, his ane and every thing hc 
had in his pockets, was in the mean while hurried away by the Soldiers, not with- 
out kicks and thruſts, to the priſon in the Eaft-gate, and caſt into an empty thieve's 
hole, where he found nothing but foul ſtraw, fwarmins with all forts of vermin, 
and there carerally guarded and ſecured. At night they brouzht bim a little bread 
VOY and cheeſe, but he had no ſtomach to eating, The follow ing night he was Foes 
ts fame Þvi "to the * Hague. The Dykegrave Dune not darins to bring him tirough the toy 
-o che Hague, for tear of another tumulrt, cauſed the Eaſt-gate to be opened, and ouarding hin 
* With 
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that when he was out of town, he earneſtly begged he might be a little looſened, 


The Dykegrave took with him a party of Soldiers as far as Overſchie, but findings — WV 


no reſiſtance from the Remonſtrants, he ſent molt of them back, and went on 
with the reſt ; ſuffering the Miniſter to be affronted and abuſed in his preſence, 
during the journey, very unkindly, as well as contrary to all laws; for thoſe 
who are in the hands of juſtice, are under the prote&ion of juſtice, and ought to be 
defended from all irregular violence and infults. Being arrived at the Hague, he 
was clapt up in the iron chamber of the priſon there, The day after the tumult, 
the Magiſtrates of Rorcrerdam ſent one of their Meſſengers to the houſes of three 
perſons who had been killed upon that occaſion, forbidding the burial of the dead 
bodies, becauſe they themſelves would take careaboutit ; and inthe afternoon of the 
ſame day, came another Meſſenger with orders, that the corpſes ſhould be pre- 
pared for their interment that night. In the mean time, a great hole had been 
made in the Church-yard for putting them all in together, 'The body of the 
young married man was delivered to the perſons whom the Magiſtrates ſent to fetch 
it, and interred accordingly ; but the widow and parents of the other two, refuſed 
to open their doors. Upon this, the Magiſtrates ſent a freſh meſlage to thoſe 
houſes, that none ſhould preſume to meddle with the dead there, on pain of ar- 
bitrary puniſhment. They likewiſe placed Centinels before the doors, day and 
night, to prevent the bodies being removed. The guard was continucd at the 
doors, till the Under-Scout and his Officers, the Major with ſome of his Soldiers, 
and the Grave-makers, went on Friday night following to the ſaid houſes, and de- 
manded that the dead ſhould be delivered to them. Then the doors were opencd, 
and the bodies delivered ; but when ſome of the rejations attempted to follow them 
to the grave, the Major cried, If you follow, we will give you ſome bullets in your 
bellies, Afﬀter this, the friends of the dead were obliged ta pay twelve Gilders, 
and four Styvers for the charges of burying each corps. 'The Soldier, who had 
been ſhot in the tumult by miſtake, was buried the /Yedneſday of the ſame week, 
publickly, according to the military manner, being attended by the whole Com- 
pany, to which he belonged, with their Pikes trailed, their Muſquets reverſed, 
their Drums put in mourning, and ſeveral vollies of ſhot at the grave, The kin- 
dred of the deceaſed, and other zealous Remon/trants complained, that the Ma- 
v1ſtrates had not acted juſily and equitably with refpe& to the faid deceaſed. 
They were treated, they faid, like malefactors that died by the hands of the 
hangman, who were buried privately 1n the night, and thrown into any hole, 
They had not deſerved ſuch uſage. They had no 111 deftign againſt the Govern- 
ment. If any of them had endeavoured to releaſe their Paſtor, that was an afcion 
which the Contraremonſtrants would not only have praiſed in thoſe of their own 
party, but have regiſtered in their Martyrologies. Such a death was not diſho- 
nourable in itſelf, and ought to have been crowned with a decent funeral, as had 
been formerly practiſed tn that very town, with reſpe&t to others on the like 
occaſion. 

But others were of a different opinion, and thought many things might be 
alledged againſt thoſe complaints; and that whether the Remonſtrants were juitly 
dealt with or not, yet the Magiſtrates had acted very prudently with reſpe& to 
the burial of the bodies. For a publick interment of three ſuch corpſes in one 
day, attended not only by all the relations exaſperated at what had happened, but 
by many hundreds of people of the ſame ſe&, bewailing the blood that had been 
{hed as they imagined, for the ſake of truth, was liable to the utmoſt danger 
of new diſorders and tumults. All which, they f{aid, was prudently obviated, 
and the great concourſe of people prevented by a private interment. Such dit- 
courſes blunted the edge of revenge, gave time to paſſion to cool, and afforded 
the wiſer ſort of the Remonſtrants a freſh opportunity of inſtilling into the com- 
"mon people of their perſualion, the duty of patience under ſufferings, which their 
preachers daily taught them. | | | 

At the ſame time came to this town thres Commiſſioners from the High Court of 


Tuſtice at the Hague, to examine into what had happened, on account of the ſeizing 
n © 
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An Dow. of Byſkerus, Theſe Gentlemen approved of the proceedings of the Magiſtrates, the 
1621. Dykegrave and the Soldiers. It was further reſolved too, that all ſuch who ap- 
a peared in the {treets at the time of apprehending the Miniſter, and attempted to re- 
leaſe him, {ſhould be cited before the Magiſtrates, and puniſhed by them. Flizaberh 
Fobnſon, the mother of Adrian, who had been thot, was ſummoned to appear at the 
Sradthouſe the Friday following. She being lick with ſorrow, anſwered the Meſſen- 
oer, that ſhe would not come, unleſs they ſhould fetch her with a fledge. But when 
they ſent one for her, {he went thither on foot couragiouſly, in coinpany of two of 
her friends.. There was ſhe kept the whole day without being heard, and at niaht 
led away to priſon by the Under-Scout, where ſhe was detained for the ſpace of ten 
days without deing allowed to fee any of her friends and relations, Afterwards, ſhe 
was accuſed before the Schepens of having put ſtones into the hands of her fon ; 
and crying, Purghers [land by us, She denied both tacle things, They produced 
one witneſs againſt her, namely, one de Haſe, a looſe liver, who, about two years 
before, had been committed to prifon for ſome miſdemeanors, but was then become 2a 
zealous Contraremonſtranc, On the other hand, tive perſons teſtified before a Public 
Notary, in favour of the woman, that ſhe had done her utmoſt to hinder her fon 
from running into the throng at the Eaſt-gare, when the Miniſter was apprehended, 
Burt at this time, the evidence of thoſe tive did not equiponderate that of one [ingle 
and infamous fellow. And fo ſhe was remanded back to priſon, In the mean time, 
her mother was ſeized with a fit of the palſie, and being very 11, begoed ſhe might 
ſee her once before ſhe died, and her huſband offered to remain in priſon for her, till 
her return. But both were refuſed, nor was her huſband ſuffered to ſee, or {peak to 
her in three weeks time. At laſt, the poor diſconſolate woman, after lying four 
wecks in priſon, was releaſed, no other fault being found in her, but that, perhaps, 
ſhe had ſpoken a little too boldly on account of the ſeverity of the Magiſtrates, which 
had coſt her fo dearly. I hey made her pay all the charges of opening and ſhutting 
the priſon, and the like, which amounted to 1 2 G11ders. fFohn Charles, who kept a 
publick houſe, and had been tormerly a Captain of the Militia, went into the {treet 
on that unhappy Tueſday, with a ſhort Hanger in his hand; but a certain Burga- 
maſter meeting him, took that weapon from him. Hereupon he was cited before the 
Mzsiſtrates, confiried and very ſtritly watched, and no body allowed to come near 
him. He was charged with a delign of murdering one of the Magiſtrates, but 
nothing of it was proved. After an examination of him, and Inquiry into 
the mitter, he was baniſhed the town for the ſpace of fix months, on pain of being 
more rigorouſly uſed, in caſe he returned, during that time; and he was moreover 
ſemenced to pay 50 Gilders for a fine. | Theſe procellcs obliged a great many 
priſoners to conceal their wounds, not daring to make uſe of Contraremonſtrant Sur- 
cons, leaſt the Magiſtrates coming to know it, ſhould proſecute them too, though 
{ome of them had been only lookers on. 

In the midft of theſe diſmal circumſtances, the Remon/trants of Rotterdam did not 
quite loſe thetr courage, but on the Thurſday, which was the ſecond day after the 
late misfortune, they went to a meeting out of town, in conſiderable numbers, and 
without any oppoſition. 

i'd. Inthe mean while the Miniſter By/terus lay cloſely confined in the priſon of the 
Haoue, where he was examined ſeveral times by ſome of the Judges of the Court, as 
alſo in full Council, touching matters relating to his Miniſtry among the Remon- 
flrants, and particularly as to the Meetings on the 10th and 1 8th of September. All the 
Queſtions and Anſwers would be too tedious to be particular]yrecited : wherefore we 
ſhall only take notice of the moſt remarkable circumſtances. They inſiſted upon be- 
ing told where he lodged at Rotterdam, and at whoſe houſes; but he refuſed to con-

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them for ſuch. Then, (aid they, why do you return into the land, contrary to their \ DO 


orders, to preach here £ The Priſoner replied, For conſcience-ſake, which lyoks frr- 
ther than the commands of men, They atked him at whoſe requeſt he had done this? 
To which he replied, that he had received a requeſt in writing ſigned by Uitenbogart 
and others, to that end. Lhen they aſked, whether Uitenbogarr and thoſe others, had 
power to ſend Miniſters into this country ? By/terus anſwered, They did not aſſume 
any authority of ſo doing, but that it was at the deſire of the churches. This occa- 
ſioned a great deal of debate about the Ca// of a Miniſter ; and the Magiſtrates declired 
ſuch a call to be unlawful, as derogating from the diſcipline of the church. Byſterus 
allowed, * That their church might indeed make ſuch laws as ſhe thought fit for her 
* own Members, but that as for ſuch who were not of her body, ſhe had nothing to 
« do to determine concerning the lawfulneſs of their Miniſtry, as if none were law- 
* ful Miniſters but thoſe whom ſhe ſhould call ; adding, that he was not indeed a 
* Miniſter of their churches, but that he was notwithſtanding the Miniſter of others, 
* who called him to their ſervice. 

When they returned to queſtioning him again, in relation to thoſe who had har- 
boured him, he perſiſted in his refuſal to anſwer ; and upon their threatening to take 
another courſe with him 1f he continued in his obſtinacy, he (aid, Then I muſt endure 
it, and yet I ſhall not ſatisfy you in that point, Then they began to try another me- 
thod, and aſked him whether he would confeſs, in cafe they ſhould promiſe to keep 
his counſel, and to do no harm to thoſe that hid entertained him ? He returned, I 
can hardly believe it : If you are in earneſt why do you deſire to know it « The Ma- 
oiſtrates : We defire to know it, to the end we may win over thoſe perſons by gentle- 
neſs to the church, and qualify them to be re-admitted into the Government, The 
Miniſter : I look upon thoſe perſons to be ſuch as do not aim at the Magiſtracy ;, and 
as for bringing them t9 the church, the only way is to convince them by reaſon. 
The further queſtioning and anſwering, was bricfly as foliows. Queſtion: I/ bo 
ſent you, being here in this country, to Rotterdam ? Anſwer: I cannot name the per- 
ſons, Queſt. Did you then calculate your ſermons for flirring up the people againſt 
their Governours ? Anſw. No, by no means , my only aim was to recommend piety. 
Queſt. Whar ſucceſs did you expe&, and what had you in view £ Anſw, I was in hopes 
that the Government would have inclined to milder counſels, and my view was to 
pleaſe God. Queſt. What was it you and your aſſociates deſired to obtain 8 Anfſw, 
The liberty of preaching without moleſtation. Queſt. Where did you propoſe to have 
that liberty? Anſw. That was indifferent to us, provided we could but have it, 
Queſt. What name, or title, would you be diſtinguiſhed by 2 Anſw, We ſhall never 
diſpute about that ;, the Government may call us what they think fit. Queſt. Who 
are your Elders and Deacons, and how do you order your colleftions £ Anſw, I know 
nothing of that. Queſt. Who are the Direfors of your Aſſemblies, and who does ap- 
point your preaching 2 Are they rich or poor £ Anſw. They ſeem to be ordinary Burgh- 
ers, and I know nothing more of them, Queſt. Where aid you intend to lodge, 
when you returned from preaching out of town, and was taken priſoner © Anſw, Ar 
my own lodging. Queſt. Where was that £ Anſw. 1 beg your pardon for that, L[ 
ſhall not bring my Hoſt into trouble. 

They cauſed him to withdraw, and after ſome deliberation, he was called in, and 
acquainted, that the board was not ſatisfied with his anſwers, bur would be told 
where he had lodged. He adhered to his former anſwer, and perliſted in refulingro 
name any body. They told him, that his Judges were relolved '0 know it, and bad 
him conſider. Some cried, Why do you raiſe ſuch tumults about matters which yore 
Remonſtrants yourſelves own do not affef men's ſalvation s Ihe Minſter replied, 
* That they unjuſtly reproached them with cauſing any tumul's or diſturbances. 
* 'That indeed they had judged that ſome of the abſtruſe ſpeculations of the too rigid 
© Contraremonſtrants about Predeſlination, were not neceſſary to ſalvation ;, but as for 
* the docrines of the Remonſtrants with reſpe&t to thar point, they had always 
© maintained, and ſtill did, that cthey were neceſſury. Do you then think, (aid lome- 
body, That the dofrine of the eſtabliſhed Church is not ſufficient for ſalvation 8 
He replied, That the dodrine of Predeſtination, as then eſtabliſhed, was prejudicial to

whether he had received any money from the Archduke ? By/terus replied, That be 
did not know what Uitenbogart had done at Bruſlels ; nor whether he had been there, 
or not; at leaſt, he believed he had not received any money there, Vrom that 
queſtion, it may be concluded, what thoughts thoſe who aſked it, hal of Uitenhogare, 
And accordingly, the Heer van Marquette, had been heard to {ty about the ſame 
time, That the land had not, at preſent, a greater enemy than Uitendogart z and that 
the Government ought not to ſcruple the laying out 5 or 6000 Gilders to get rid of 
him ;, and that he knew bow to bring it about, wherever be (Uitenbogart) was, 
When that queſtion, and the ſpeech of the ſaid Marquerte, came to the ears of U;- 
renbozart, he writ to a certain Gentleman as follows : © I appear in publick ; fo 
« that it is caly enough to know where I am. 1 d1d not go to Brufzls upon any 
« other account, than to vindicate our brotherhood from ſeveral lies and flanders 
« which had been reported to our prejudice, with deſign to force us to leave Antwerp, 
« And as for the receiving any preſents from the common enemy, not only iny hands 
« but my heart too are free from 1t. 

To what the Heer Marquette had ſaid of him, he thus replied, © With ſuch alarms 

and troubles, am I forced to ſtruggle in my old age; fo thatthe Lord knows how 

tedious it is to me; having often abhorred myſelf for not ſtaying in the Hague, that 

I might ſhare in the fare of the Lord Advocate, or the Heers Hyogerbeers and Gro- 

tins, I was ſufficiently inclined ſo to do, but the providence of God, and the 

counſel of friends, have otherwiſe diſpoſed of me. 

Whilſt By/terus continued thus in the priſon of the Hague, he frequently peti- 
tioned for pen and ink, and his wife, Iſabe//a van Hattem, tor acceſs to hin, but in 
vain. When he was taken, he had ſtrange cloaths on, which he had borrowed of 
his Hoſt at Rotrerdam ;, whoſe name (for now it can be no prejudice to declare it) 
was Ryke Adrianſon van Mugen, and who endeavoured to conceal him by that means, 
and to make him paſs for any thing rather than a Miniſter. But afterwards, his wife 
endeavoured to ſend him his own black cloaths, partly becauſe the others did not ſuit 
his charaQer, and partly becauſe they were too thin and cold for him at that ſeaſon. 
But ſhe was not ſuffered to do it. However, upon her preſenting herſelf ſeveral 
times at the door of the Chamber were the Judges met, with her hutband's cloaths in 
her hands, and continually renewing her requeſt, they at laſt received the cloaths 
from her, in order to be delivered from her 1mportunity 3 but at the ſame time, they 
gave the Goaler orders not to let him uſe them; who therefore laid them by. In 
order to help him to writing materials, that he might correſpond with his friends, his 
wife made uſe of the ſervant of a certain Count, who was 1mprifoned ina room above 
her huſband, and afterwards of another perſon, who waited on him. But whatever 
vicuals, fruits, or other refreſhments the ſent, they were all carefully vifited and 
ſearched for letters. After he had Jain three weeks in priſon, his wife by long 
petitioning, got leave to ſee and ſpeak to him once, on condition 1t ſhould be in the 
preſence of the Attorney-General. Some time after that, his daughter, a little girl of 
{ix or ſeven years of age, was ſuffered to ſpend a day with him ; and at Jaſt, his 
wite was admitted to come to him in the iron-chamber alone, firſt putting off her 
vell ; becauſe, by the means of a veil, another Miniſter had made his eſcape, as ſhall 
be ſhown 1n the ſequel of this hiſtory. 

On the 20th of September, the Heer Duik, the Penſionary, made a report to the 
States of Holland at their meeting, that one of the baniſhed Miniſters, who hid been 
apprehended at Rotterdam, was a Priſoner 1n the Hague, as alſo one Rev/rus, a Stu- 
dent, or Candidate for the Miniſtry, of whom we ſhall have occaſion to ſpeak here- 
after ; both of them, he ſaid, of the Arminian fattion, who had refuſed. to give an 
account of the places where they had lodged and preached, and of the correſpondence 
they had kept. Upon this report, 1t was agreed and reſolved by the Nobles and the 
Towns : That a letter ſhould be ſent to the Court of Holland, to require them to 
detain the ſaid perſons till they ſhould make a particular Confeſſion ; and, in caſe of 
retuſal, to commit them to the Wozkhouſe, and make them rap (06nd; FRO 
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the Court, notwithſtanding this order of the States, went no further than to threaten 
them. 

On the 23d of the ſame month, the States were informed, that the Remonſlrant 
Miniſter V2zekzus, had dextrouſly made his eſcape from Harlem, and S2pma, another 
of the {ame ſe, from Amſterdam ; and they were moreovet moved to conſider, how 
that kind of people ſhould be diſpoſed of for the future, in order to their belng ſafely 
kept; that ſo the authority of the Government might be preſerved, and be no longer 
made the ſubject of ridicule and contempt. Hereupon it was concluded and reſolved 
by the States of Ho#and, That ſuch of them as were app2chended fo? the future, 
ſhould be committed to the Caſtle of Looveſtein, and ſtrictly guarded there, without 
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any acceſs to them, and with as little charge as poſſible to the tand, Purſuant to Byſterus 2; 


this Reſolution, and the Placard, the Miniſter By/?erus was ſentenced on the 6th of 224914 ts

OXober by the Court, to a perpetual impriſonment in the ſaid Caſtle; and on thep former =: 
-th, he was conducted thither. His wife underſtanding that he was to be carrieq -29v<ficin 


away in the night, petitioned the Preſident XKrombout, for leave to ſce him but once 
before he went. Lhe Preſident aſked her, who had told her that he was to go ? but 
ſhe held her peace 3 upon which he fatly refuſed to grant her requeſt. However, 
ſhe went with two other women, and the Goaler's brother-in-law (all of them beins 
Remonſtrants) to the priſon, being reſolved to wait the bringing him out from thence. 
About two of the clock 1n the night, came the Attorney-General and his Officers to 
fetch the Priſoner. 'I he poor woman crowded in with them, and was not hindered, 
whether it was becauſe of her being far gone with child, or becauſe they fearing 
ſome deſign of reſcuing him, had a mind to detain her there. The three other wo- 
men were kept out, and the Goaler's brother ſecured. As the Priſoner was paſling 
by the place where his wife walted for him; ſhealked him, Whither are they carrying 
you 2 He replied, 19 Looveſtein. The Attorney being angry, ſaid to him, Why 4p 
you tell ber £ The other, Why ſhould I not 2 His wife obſerving that they hurried 
him away, cried, Pray let me give him a little money firſt: The Attorney, He has 
no occaſion for money. She thought to follow him, but being weak, ſhe could hard] 
0; yet they ſtopped her, and kept her the reſt of the night in the priſon. The 
next day they let her go to her lodging, and the Goaler brought her huſband's 
cloaths, which had been fo long detained from him. In the mean time, the At- 
torney conveyed the Miniſter on board a ſhip, bound to Looveſtein, where he ar- 
rived the 8th of October. This was the firſt of the Remonſtrant Miniſters who 
ſuffered impriſonment in that caſtle, where he continued, not much leſs than ten 
years, At firſt, he was ufed tolerably well, with reſpe& to his diet, but about 
tive or ſix weeks aſter his arrival there, upon the death of the Governor's wife, 
he was treated ſo indifferently, that even ſome of the Soldiers themſelves took pity 
on him, and gave an account to his wife (who had ſettled at Gorkum, that ſhe 
might be ſo much the nearer to him} that he had hardly enough to keep him alive, 
at leaſt, not of wholeſome food ; adviſing her to aflift him ſometimes. His dinner 
conſiſted of two broiled Herrings, ſo naſty and filthy, that he could hardly eat two 
bits of them, and beſides this, they gave him a diſh of thin peaſe-porridge, which 
was almoſt nothing but water. It often happened that this fort of porridge was ſpilt 
in bringing up the dirty ſtairs to him, in which caſe, they would ſweep 1t into the 
diſh again, and fo ſet it before him, At ſupper he was obliged to take up with a 
cake of Buck- wheat, unleavened and without any butter, in which, griſtles, and the 
rind and bones of bacon had been baked ; infomuch that the Soldiers themſelyes 
would not touch it, if he left any of it ; no noreven a certain Magpy that was kept 
by them in the hall. After Chriſtmas, his wife being delivered, and intending to T0 
to the Hague to ſolicit for leave to ſee him in his priſon, ſhe went firſt to Looveſtein 
covered with a long veil on account of the cold. Being arrived there, ſhe {pied her 
huſband looking out of window, and told him ſhe was going to the Hague, and for 
what purpoſe. But a Soldier coming up with her, ſoon put a ſtop to the converſa- 
tion, and took away her veil. Whereupon ſhe went and complained to the Go- 
vernor, and prevailed fo far as to get 1t reſtored, His brother-in-law being returned 
from the Indies, went to Looveſtein with a Burgher of Gorkum, in order to viſit him > 
but inſtead of being admitted, the Burgher had his cloak taken from him, and they 
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ſuffering any acceſs to them, till they gave full ſatisfaction to the ſafo Court, But Aw"D 04 
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Arx"Do ». were both detained a whole night, the Soldiers making merry all the while at their 
1621. coſt ; neither could they procure their diſcharge till they had paid a certain ſum of 
money for their liberty. His wife went to the Hague, as the had promiſed him, and 

petitioned for leave that ſhe and her children might be with him in the priſon ; 

but it was refuſed. She however, like the Widow in the Goſpel, importuned 

the States ſo Jong, till they did her juſtice, by granting her leave in the month 

of March of the following year, to viſit him once a week, for the ſpace of fix 

Hirwife is months.

\hereupon they drew back, and ſhut the door. They hid the Miniſter in a place pare 
where he was well ſecured, The like convenience was found for fifteen or fixteen Amfterdam- 
perſons. Some were concealed in the cellar, others on the tops of the houſes. Thus 

they prepared themſelves with patience for the coming of the Scout. At laſt, the 

two Under-Scouts, Flatsfat and de Haan appeared, to whom the door was opened. 

Thee ſearching for the Miniſter and the Hearcrs, could not find the former, but 
diſcovered about twenty of the latter, and took a liſt of their names. This diſtur- 

b:nce laſted from half an hour paſt ten till between two and three in the morning. 

About one o* clock the Remonſirants who were within, heard the people without cry, 

they have got the Preacher. but believed they had laid hold on the wrong man, 
knowing how well they had fecured him. Thoſe without thought that the Mini- 

iter who had preached there was taken as he endeavoured to eſcape over the tops of 

the houſes. But it was the abovementioned Sapma, who hearing that the Meeting 

was diſturbed, came in company of I/aacus Fredericus, formerly Miniſter of Urrechr, 

and ſtood at foine diſtance to ſee how matters went. Buta woman of Horn, ſtanding 

at a door, diſcovered him by the light of the moon, which, to his great misfortune, 

was then near the full. This woman being a very violent Contraremonſtrant, not only 

called out to her husband, rhere goes Sapma who married us, but ſhew'd him to 

a Skipper, a furious enemy to the Remonſtrants, whom the rumour of the diſtur- 

bance had brought into the ſtreet, and he gave an account of it to one of the Under- 

Scouts or their officers. They ran preſently to the bridge over which Sapma was 

leaning. Fredericus made his efcapez but Sapma was ſo near-lighted, that percetving 

no danger,he fell into the hands of the officers, by whom he was apprehended, pimioned, 

and carried away, too late lamenting his imprudence. The Scout's ofticers brought Jar any £ 
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AND ou. him to the houſe waere their fellows were employed in taking the mames of the Re- 
1621. monſirants, Who ſecing him there, were much concerned, for he was 1n great 
SY V eſteem among them, on account of his good life, edifying preaching, conſtant labour 
and zeal. He himſelf could not forbear ſhedding ſome tears, but recovering himſelf, 
faid, 1 do not weep through concern for my being taken, but rather out of joy, that I 
am found worthy to ſuffer this for the ſake of Chriſt's name, being ready to ſhed my 
blood this very moment for the truth, Elizabeth Philips, the wite of Rem Biſhop, 
who was likewiſe at the Meeting, obſerving him thus bound, and fitting upon a 
bench in the hall, moved with compaſſion, turned herſelf toone of the Under-Scouts, 
and faid as follows : Sir, inthe time of the Popith Perſecution, they uſed t9 commend 
thoſe officers moſt, who dealt civilly with the people who were taken up for their reli. 
ligion. How can you pinion this poor Miniſter, juſt as if he were a thief or a mur- 
derer ? I cannot bear it, let him looſe, he will not run from you ,, 1 will be his bail. 
This interpoſition met with fo much favour, that they untied his arms, which was 
happy for him, as well as feveral others, for under pretence of uling his handkerchief, 
he found means to convey a certain paper of 1mportance, which he had not time et- 
ther to tear or hide, under the cuſhion he ſat upon, where it remaiged ſome days after, 
till the maid of the houſe found 1t accidentally as ſhe cleaned the houte, and delivered 
it to thoſe whom 1t concerned. It was a Iift of the names of ſome of the molt conl1- 
derable Remon/trants, and of the ſuns by them contributed towards the ſupport of 
the baniſhed Miniſters, and well was it for them that it did not fall into the hands 
of the Scout, which if it had, all of them would have been brought into trouble 
for their bounty, which had been fo ſeverely prohibited by the Placard. About two 
of the clock after midnight he was'carried to the priſon under the Stadthouſe called 
the Bogyen, being handcuft with ah tron Pater Nofter, as 1t18s termed, and guarded by 
the two Under-Scouts. As he went along he ſuffered many affronts from the mob, 
One of the watchmen who followed him with a company of rugged fellows armed 
with pikes, ſticks and ſtaves, called out jeeringly to his fellows : Methinks we look like 
the ſoldiers that togk our Saviour, Upon which the priſoner ſaid to one of the 
Under-Scouts: Do you hear, Sir, what they ſay How does the truth break out ſyme- 
times fromthe mouths of the moſt ignorant ! The Scout ſhook his head, and ſhrugged 
up his ſhoulders. Being come to the priſon, he was ſhut up in a narrow hole, or 
{krait dungeon, after his pockets had been firſt ſearched, and eyery thing valuable 
taken from him, together with ſome papers of {mall importance. He wis examined 
by the Schepens, as he himſelf writes in ſome letters, four or five times during 
his impriſonment. Butin the Confeſſton-book of the priſoners of Amſterdam, we do 
not find that any thins more 1s recorded than an account of two examinations ; and it 
looks as if the Magiſtrates in thoſe times d1d not think fit to preſerve the memory of 
mis fot Exa- More. The day after his impriſonment, as ſoon as the morning-ſervice was over, it 
»;n8:im. being ſunday, he was examined for the firſt time before the Schepens Bome and 
Haringkarſpel, The Heer Bome asked him very ſternly, how he durſt be fo bold 
as to come into the city contrary to the will and pleaſure of the Magiſtrates, and to 
occalion ſuch riots and tumults there ? He replied, That God had emboldened him t9 
do it; and that it was the ſame God and Lord who had endued the firſt Reformers in 
this country, with courage to att contrary to the will and pleaſure of the Magiſtrates. 
That theRemonſtrants raiſed no tumnults, but rather thoſe, who hindered them by vio- 
lence frompreaching according totheir conſciences, and in purſuance of that liberty which 
:hey had earned with the hazard of their lives and eftates, And when he declined an- 
{wering to other queſtions, which he could not well reſolve without accuſing h's 
friends, the ſaid Schepens ſaid to him, you are bound totell us the truth. But the priſoner 
maintained, That people were not bound to diſcover the truth at all times ; but that on 
the contrary, it was often their duty to conceal it with reſpe& to divers matters, 4s 
Chriſt and his Apoſtles had done. The Magiſtrates thought this was a ſtrange an- 
ſwer, and aſked him, whether he believed that Chrift did not always ſpeak the truth - 
He own'd he did believe it, but ſhewed at the ſame time from ſeveral texts of Scrip- 
ture, that Chrift had ſeveral times concealed the truth concerning which he was ex- 
amined : And your Worſhips, added he, cannot but know that the Martyrs did ihe 
ſame, if you ever read their hiſtory, One of the Schepens anſwered, 1 have re94 
the book of Martyrs better, and ofiner than you, adding, you are a raſcal, a v97% 
bond, and arioter, To this kind of uſage he only replyed, The ſervant is not greater 
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his maſter. Iowe my Lord and Maſter Jeſus Chriſt the [uf], ering of a hundred times A x*Do u, 
more for bis ſake, but the Schepen mocked at that anſwer, calling him hypocrite, 1621. 
but telling him that his rogueries were ſufficiently known for all that. Upon this = 
he replied, 7har neither he who ſaid that to him, nor any other man in the world 
could ever prove ſuch things againſt him, Then they threatned to make him f1ng 4- We jerend Une 
nother ſong. On the Tue/day tollowing in the morning, he was brought again to the 164 
Schepen's chamber: As he entered, one of the Magiſtrates cried, there's the bird, 
there's be that is thering-leader of ai the rioters, In the firſt place they aſked him 
how long he had been at Amſterdam £ Whillt he was conſidering, one of them ſaid, 
this felow is like the thieves, he is now ſtudying for a clever lie. But he replied, 
no, Gentlemen, I am conſidering, in order to avoid lying. Ay, ay, faid one of the 
Schepens, you are one who hold, that men are not obliged to ſpeak truth always, and 
that Chriſt himſelf did nor ſpeak it always. The other anſwered, your Worſhips miſ- 
underſtood me, for I never intended to ſay that it was lawful to tell lies, nor that 
Chriſt ever did ſo in any manners, God forbid I ſhould ! But what I meant, and ſaid | 
was, That men may conceal ſome truths, and that they are oftentimes obliged fo 
todo, And when, after having thus explained himſelf, he refuſed to declare the 
places where he had been harboured, and where he had nreached, and likewiſe his 
hearers, ſome of the Magiſtrates cried out, we will know it, you umpudent fellow, 
tho* we ſhould force it out of you by therack, end tear you limb from limb. IWe ſhall nos 
uſe you, ſaid the Scout Grotenhuſe (who was preſent at the beginning) like honeſt 
men; don't imagine it, but like rogues and raſcals as you are, TI hope, (aid the priſo- 
ner, and ſhall pray to (9d, that your Worſhips may have better thoughts of me ;, but if 
that cannot be, yet that he would enable me to undergo all things rather than t9 bring 
my neighbour into trouble. God did not give me a tongue and mouth for ſuch pur- 
poſes. Upon this ſpeech, the Scout threatned him anew, Gent/emen, faid he to 
the Schepens, he ſpears very boldly and faucily now; but the he will not anſwer to you, 
T ſhall cauſe him to be racked till be brings it all out, Then they ordered him to his 
dungeon again, where being very faint and dejeted that morning, he betook himſelf 
to God and Chriſt, and with tears prayed for aſſiſtance. God preſently heard him too, 
as he writes, and veſtowed on him the heart of a liom., This fame day about noon, 
he was broughtinto the Rack-chamber, where he found foine of the Schepens with 
the Scout de Haan. Lhey then aſked him, but in a milder and more gentle manner Hs bird fue 
than before, whether he had conſidered further of the matter? He replyed, that he 7 
was {ti} in the fame mind, but hoped that their Worſhips had thought better of it, 
than to urge him further about 1t, This occaſioned freſh debates about the obliga- 
tion of ſpeaking truth at all times, but they ſpoke with more temper. Before he 
was diſmiſſed, he begged they would let him have the book of Martyrs, as he had 
deſired before, together with his New- Teſtament and Pfalm-book, which the Keeper 
of the priſon had taken from him, But they would not hearken to him. One of the 
Schepens aſked him ſarcaſtically : How near do you think yourſelf to a Martyr 2 Gentle- 
men, (1d the priſoner, 7hoſe who oppreſſed and perſecuted men to the death, never ac- 
counted them Martyrs , but the Lord knows that we ſuffer for his ſake, for the ſake of 
the truth, and for well-doing;, be will judge whether we be Martyrs or not. 

The whole relation of this queſtioningand anſwering, and of all that paſt at his exa- 
minattons the priſoner writ down upon ſcraps of paper, which, when the reſt of his 
things were taken {rom him, were not diſcovered, or at leaſt were left with him, and 
which he found means to convey to his friends. 

On a Saturday, the fourth day of September, he was again brought into the Rack- 
chamber, and further examined; an account whereof 1s regiſter'd in the Conteſſhion- 
book of the priſoners of the city of Amſterdam, as follows :

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Thus far from the Conteſhion-book. But in the account which Sapma himſelf 
has publiſhed, we hind ſome things more fully expreſſed, To his aſſertion : That 
people are not bound at all times, and in all caſes, to tell the truth, he ſubjoine: 


Not, Gentlemen, that I would ſay that men may lye to the Magiſtrates ;, but for all 9"4* 


that, I look upon it to be a leſſer fin to tell ſome untruths, than to bring one's innocent 
neighbour into danger of his life, by owning the truth ,, and he quoted the example 
of the Ez yptian Midwives. AnJ1 when the Schepen FYerdoos replied, There was 
only the command of a mortal King, but here of the immortal God, who forbids us 
to lye. Sapma made an{wer ; God did forbid lying as much in the caſe of the Exyn. 
tian Midwives as in any other, but in their caſe the command of the King ex- 
tended to the hurt of their innocent neighbours, and to the murder of harmleſs in- 
fants ; which the Midwives could not poſſibly prevent, without telling ſome untruths. 
But I bope your Worſhips will not drive us to the like ſhifts, Among other things the 
Scout alked him, l/hy rhe Remonſtrants came to preach in theſe parts 2 whereas 
they had formerly faid, that all che diſputes about the Five Joints were nat worth 
the ſcrapings or parings of one's Nails, and owned that men might be ſaved by the 
doftrines of the Conttaremanſtrants. $4pma replied, © Firſt, That he never knew 
« that fuch a thing was athrmed f1mply and ablolutely by any of the Remonſtrants : 
< That he himſelf had never made lo little of that controverſy : That he believed 
« the Contraremon/lrants might indeed be {ſaved 1n their doctrine, provided it did 
© not infiuence their lives ; but that otherwiſe he could not comprehend how a 
« godly lite could fpring from fuch opinions, = 

« Secondly, That the Contraremonſtrants had lately carried their notions much 
* higher than formerly, and had maintained, as dodrines of the church, much 
© more dangerous notions than thoſe which they allerted at the Conference at the 
« Hapue, that they had turned their ſpeculations into necetlary Articles of Faith, — 

* Thirdly, He aſked the Scout, fince the Calvinifts agree that the differences be- 
* tween them and the Lutherans are very (mall, (having frequently offered them 
* the Brotherhood, and allowed that they may be ſaved 1n their opinions) why then 
* do they gather churches among the Lutherans, and even chaſe them away from 
* ſome places where they were ſettled?” To thele quettions and arguinentsno anſwer 
was returned. But Sapma having reckoned among the dangerous opinions, that which 
aſſerts; That Chriſt did not die for all men, but only for ſuch whom God had decreed 
to ſave : The Scout oppoſed him with great warinth, ſaying, © Would you then 
© have us believe, that Chriſt died for thoſe, who, he foreknew, would never reap 
* any advantage by his death ; ſuch as the Indians, who never heard of him, or 
© his goſpel? It the DireQors of the Indian Companies, ſaid Sapma, do not be- 
« heve the laſt, namely, that Chri/t died even for the Indians, they at&t very im- 
« prudently in ſending Miniſters into thoſe parts ; and the Miniſters whom they 
« ſend mult be fo far Arminians (as you call them) or elſe they muſt go and preach 
* lyes to the poor people, by extorting them to believe in Feſus Chrift, as dying 
« for them, which neverthelel(s they the (aid Miniſters themlelves do not believe, 
* But we need not {ail fo fir for examples ; let us ſtop at taoſe, to whom the goſpel 
© was preached, as Judas for inftince.—* Whar, {a1d the Scout, do you then be- 
lieve that Chriſt died for that impious wretch too ? He replied, He did believe it ; 
and that Jadas would be dann'd for not believing in our Saviour. [ believe [9 too, 
ſaid the Scout, Then you believe, continued tne Prifoner, that Judas was obliged to 
believe in Jeſus Chriſt ar the hazard of h1s ſalvation 9 Which proves, among other 
things, that Chriſt was his Saviour, and ſhould die for bim too. his conſequence 
the Scout could not but allow. And yer, laid tae other, your people hold that Chriſt 
did not die for Judas : So that according to your notion, Judas was obliged to believe, 
and ſhall be damned for not believing that which was not true, Ihe Schepen, Simon 
vander Doos, put another queſtion to him, deliring hun to anſwer plainly, and pro- 
miſed that he himſelf would anſwer as freely ro anv queſtion he thould propoſe. 
The queſtion he put was this : If God ſhould think fit to deliver any perſons lying 
entirely in a ſtate of blindneſs, ſuch as Papilts, Jews or Lurks, out of their blind- 
neſs, by bringing them firſt to the common knowledge of the goſpel, and afterwards 
by degrees to an entire Apoſtolical knowledge , faith and prattice , would ſuch perſons 
be able to reſiſt the ſame t The Feuoprr 200 He thought they could. Then, _

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AN%Dow. the Scout, Men muſt be more powerful than God, Ihe Miniſter anſwered, © Thar 
1621, © djd not follow; but that it would indeed follow, in cafe God fhoull make ufe 
-®\ pq © of force to compel men, without allowing any interpoſition of their will, If 
Buekicd dhe #0 © this were the meaning of the Schepen, he Sapma did then agree, that men could 
ag 77g c not rel1it {uch a will of God; but he denied tat, according to the lenle of the 
« Goſpel, God ever diſcovered any will or intention to produce faith, or converſion 
« thus forcibly in the minds of men.” Have we then, {aid the Schepen, a free-wilt 
to believe and to be converted when we pleaſe 2 The Priſoner : No, but all men have 
a power of hindring their own belief' and converſion; for in order to a man's believing, 
two wills are required ; God muſt be willing to beſtow on him faith, and he muſt be 
willing to exerciſe it. But as for unbelief, the (Will, or rather Ulnwill of men, is ſuf- 

ficient for that purpoſe. I cannot but think again, \11d the Schepen, that accordin 
to what you affirm, men muſt be more powerful than God. Sapma alked him, Whe- 
ther he did not believe that many things happened in the world; ſuch as murder, 
adultery, and other fins, contrary to the will of God © Or whether he was of opinion, 
that whatever happened in the world, came to paſs according to the will of God 2? 
Here the Schepen did not well know what anlwer to make; but the Scout took up 
the cudgels, and ſaid, Who ts ſo wicked as to maintain ſuch an opinion ? IWhat God 
orbids, he wills not that men ſhould do, as for inſtance, the Maſſacre of the infant; 
by Herod at Bethlehem. Now then, (aid the Miniſter, I ſer the Schepen's concluſion or 
inference againſt that of the Scout : [t was not the will of God that either Hergd, 
or any man living beſides, ſhould murder the imnocents at Betnjehem ; and yet Herod 
( as the Scout allows) did put them all to death : Conſequently ( according to the ren- 
fſoning of the Schepen) Herod was flronger, or more powerful than God, Here both 
Schepen and Scout cried, That does not follow, for God permitted it, Do not your 
Iorſhips now perceive, {aid the Pritoner, that you anſwer for me e I alſy ſaid, that 

zt did not follow, But how dyes God permit, or ſuffer fin © Does he will it, or is it 
his pleaſure that it ſhould happen 4 No, by no means, for he ftrifly forbids it, But 
nevertheleſs, he does not think fit to hinder it by force or viglence + This, in like 
manner, 1 hold, that God permits men to withſtand his will, which indeed he forbids 

ſtriftly enough ;, but for all that does not reſlrain them by force from doing it. 

To this Sapma ſubjoined a larger explanation of the difference between the will 
of God, when he ablolutely wills any thing, as at the creation, when he (aid, Les 
there be light; and when he wills any thing 10 which 1t 1s necetlary that man's 
free obedience ſhould intervene, as 1n the cafe of faith and repentance. 

On the following Saturday, the Tith of September, the Priſoner was again 
brought before the Magiſtrates at the Stadthoufe. 'The Scout ſhowed a certain 
Paper which he had received from the Hague, direfting a further inquiry into ſome 
points, which produced the ſubſequent queſtions and anſwers :

Said : He believed they were not there ; 02 if they were, that they would not ſtay 
there ; becauſe our common country being engaged again in open war with the 
Spaniards, he could not imagine that they would continue with the enemies of the

At this laſt examination thoſe Gentlemen ſhewed a great deal of kindne(s to the 
Priſoner, not obſcurely hinting that they were at a loſs what to do with him, and 
wiſhing him above a hundred leagues off. He replied, That he returned them thanks 
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for their rndeſerved kindneſs towards him : that what he ſuffered was but a trifle, An*Dow, 
the Lord Fefus and bis truth being worth a thouſand times more to him ; but he in- 1621. 
treated them to take pity on themſelves, and not to offer any violence to their con- YON 
ſciences. They told him, that rhey had no power in the matter ;, that the whole 
bench of Schepens muſt judge of his caſe : And laſtly, they referred him to the Pla- 
card which lay there before them, The Priſoner returned; Thar be defired no more 
than that their Worſhips ſhould diſcharge their own conſciences + and as for the Pla- 
card, that there were many more which were not executed with tbe utmoſt rigour, pro- 
ducing ſeveral examples which he had ſeen within two or three days ;, namely, that 
ſeveral Whores, Thieves and Adulterers who had married and bedded with three 
ſeveral women, had been pardoned and diſcharged, The Gentlemen ſhrugged up 
their ſhoulders, and owned it to be true. *T's the old game, {41d Sapma, all fort of 
offenders find mercy and forgiveneſs, excepting Hereticks t But here it deſerves to be 
confedered, that thoſe who have perſecuted others as Hereticks, have been almoſt 
always the worſt Hereticks themſelves, The Scout defired to know, what ablurd 
doctrines he pretended to lay at the door of the Contraremonſtrants £ I ſhall name 45rd Di. 
but two at preſent, (11d he, but they are the moſt abſurd in the world + The firſt is, {0 0 
That all the inhabitants of this country, tho* they be not appointed to ſalvation, monttcancs. 
are bound, on pain of fozfeiting ſalvation, to believe what the Contraremonſtrants 
datiy teil the people not to be true namely, that Chaiſt died fo2 them, The 
ſecond thing ts, That all thole who in their infancy have been bapttzed into the ſa 
cailed Retozmed Church are lure to be ſaved, whatever kind of lives they {cad, At 
leaſf this is agreeable to their Fozmulary of baptilin, and the doctrines thep hold ; 
to wit, that Chiſt died fo2 all fuch ; and that none of thole, (2 whom he died, can 
be damned. 

'The next Thurſday, which was the 16th of the month, the Magiſtrates cauſed 
Sapma to be brought again, whilſt they were fitting at the Stadthoule, 1n order to 
his ſpeaking with his wite and fiſter in the preſence of the 5cout, and one of the 
Schepens. Being come up, he preſented to them a certain Merrorial for his juſti- 
fication, together with a Catena Saiutts ;, that 1s to lay, a Connection or Chain of 
the doarine of falvation, according to the notions of the Remonſtrants; which the 
Scout, believing 1t could not be conſiſtently framed according to their principles, 
had defired of him. 'Thereupon, inftead of {peaking with his wife and fifter (for 
winch purpoſe he was brought up) he tell into a warm debate with the pretiding 
Schepen, Ryotert Ernſt, who treated him with the language of Mutineer, Rogue, 
Raſcal, Renegade and Murderer, The Prifoner replied, He knew whom he bad 
faithfully ſerved, and before whoſe Tribunal he was ready to appear that very hour 
with him the Schepen ; who ought likewiſe to conſider that be muſt give an account 
of ſuch uſage at the great day, The Schepen made anſwer, That he was no leſs 
ready to appear, and to give an account, &c, After this they fell into a new debate 
about matters of doqrine, much to the ſame effect as before, On this occaſion it 
was ſaid, That the Magiſtrates wiſhed he had never fallen into their hands, Ay, 
Gentlemen, {aid Sapma, Pilate too was troubled about our Saviour, but be had a mind 
70 remain Cxſar's friend. To this the Scout replied, All compariſons are odious. 
The other : Such compariſons are inſtruffive. The Scout : We will not be compared 
by you to Pilate, The Priſoner : Tour Worſhips ſhould not then tread in his ſteps. 
Tou are apt to ſay, theſe matters are not in your power, and that you cannot af other- 
wiſe than you do. I doubt, that like Pilate, you only waſh your hands, and in the 
mean time join in the condemnation of Chriſt, Then ſaid they, Do you compare your- 
ſelF with Chriſt £ He replied ; Yes, Gentlemen, ſo far as I ſuffer as a chriſtian, Sche- 
pen : Tou like Chriſt !

Neither Pilate nor the Jews looked upon Chriſt to be what he was, 
otherwiſe, as is is written, they would not have crucified the Low of glow, Aiter 
this, the Priſoner begged he might be permitted to {peak to his wite and faſter by 
themſelves, but it could not be granted ; and that his little boy, which ſtood in- 
nocently by hun, cap in hand, might be with him ſometimes, which was allow- 
ed, He further prayed that he might be a little more at large in his priſon, for the 
greater freedom of breathing; but that was refufed him. Finally, they ſent him 
back to his dungeon, hardly ſuffering him to bid his wife and fiſter adieu fo ſtri& 
were the Scout's Officers with him. He took his little boy in his hand, bur the 
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| Officers forced him away, not Caffe ring thes hild to go into tha it place, tc ling "rm 
that it was not granted him. The Me morial which he addreſſed to the Scout, Bur- 
pomaſters and Schepe ns of Amſterdam, contained a large juſtification of the condut of 
himſelf, and the reſt of the cited perſons at the Synod of Dort, with an account of the 
treatment they h' ad received from the Synodicil Fathers, He repreſented the reaſons 
why thole cite: 1 perſons refuſed to ſubſcribe the At or Promiſe of Ceſſation 5 main- 
taining, that their proceedings d1d not at all tend to (edition, and making uſe of the 
very words of the Preface to the Reformed Martyrology. He likewiſe juſtified him- 
{ſelf in relation to what had been 1a1d to his charge on acconnt of the riot and tumult 
at Horn, on the 10th of March in the year 1619, moſt earneſtly beſeeching thei 
no longer to entertain any ſuch ſuſpicion of his being a ſeditious and factious verſon : 
and on the contrary, to be perſwaded, that there were no better inſtruments Cthouph 
be {aid 1t) at leaſt none that took more pains to prevent the 2004 people, who (by 
reaſon of the ſevere Placards, and yet more rigorous exccution of them, were 
orievoully harrafled and tormented 1n ſeveral vlaces, and who were almoſt ready to to 
caſt off all patience) from raiſing any riots or tumults, or from enleavouring to revenzc 
themſelves on their oppreſiors, than the Remonſlrant Miniſters, who came to preach 
privately inthe land; nay, that he, Sapma, could folemnly dechre for himſelf with 
2 fate conſcience, as in the preſence of God, that one of the chiet motives of his return- 
inz with ſo much danger into theſe Provinces, was to help to diſpole the people of 
his pertwaſion, according to his poor ability, tro true chriſtian patience, and by all 
poſlibl: means to hinder them from oppoſing their rulers by violence on account of the 
injuſtice which they conceived had been done them contrary to the liberty of their 
conſciences. He therefore belought them after the moſt humble and reſpetful man 
ner, and in the name of Chri/t, that their Worthips would no longer make him the 
object of their re Aentment. People talk, very much, (11d he, of the faith of the 911 
Reformed churches, for which the Martyrs bave ſhed their blood ;, but what article 
has been more clearly, openly, and ſledfaſlly contended for by chew; and even ſealed 
with their blood, than this, viz. That no man ought to be forced in matters of conſcr- 
gence, or that no kind of violence oup Þt to be uſed either by mpriſonins, Durtime men 
to death, or baniſhing them on account of relipion © 

Oliver Barentſon, formerly Burgomatſter, and arthat time cldelt Schepen of Hyrn,came 
to Amſterdam on purpoſe to accuſe the Priſoner about the tumult abovementioned, on 
which account ſeven perſons had loſt their lives. This had occalioned ſeveralof the moſt 
violent among the Schepens to inveigh againſt him not only when alone, but in the 
preſence of his wife, telling her, that hep huſband was a villain, and a murderer 0! 
{even inen. But Sapma having juſtified himſelf 1n the Memorial abovementioned, 
with reſpet to that affur, they were ſilenced, and the Schepen who had born 
hardeſt upon him, began to treat him very cvilly, and to teſtify his concern for 
him. 1his etcouraged him again. He writ in one of the four letters, which were 
afterwards printed, that he had returned thanks to God in his priſon, for the grace 
and afliftance he ha afforded him, by which means his confinement appeared to be 
nothing to him. * My dear friends, ſaid he, | have made the ballaince of my ac- 
© count. Whereas I have been near two years in theſe Provinces, and every where 
* in frights and apprehenf1ons, inſomuch that I durſt not nreach at all in ſome 
. places, i in others, ſcarce ſtir a foot, nay, hardly cough or breathe; now Iam quite 
© free, and can ſing every day to the Lord with ſo much joy and cx cultation, that 

the very heavens pa Wagh therewith, to which theſe bands afford me new w and fre- 

quent occaſion : I exhort, 1 teach, I comfort my fellow priſoners, without fearins 

the Scout or the Soldiers on that account 5 + whom the Son makes free, be ſhall be 

free indeed; * and ſhall be heir with the ſon of the free-woman, | 

In the mean time, his wife, Margaret Ulbes, omitted nothing that could tend c _ 

to his refreſhmerit or enlargement, She repreſented to the Courts of Juſtice, by 
petition, that her huſbind was not committed for any villainous ation, but mere y 
on account of religion; and that therefore there was no reaſon why he ſhould not 
hive acceſs to her huſband, begging thitſhe might be allowed to viſit hin eve ry day 3

As foon a5 he thought x 
he had the moſt favourable opportunity, he clapt on his wife's veil, and out he fal 
lied with his ſiſter, leaving his wife in his place, who wiltfully eyed them as Ions 
as ſhe could, and then walked ſoftly about the room, as had been concerted between 
them, divided all the time between hope and a thouſand fears. In the mean while 
the Keeper's wife (an old cunning woman, whom the Priſoner apprehended moſt of 
all, for fear ſhe ſhould pry too narrowly into his female atone) went before, ant 
opened the gate for them, little thinking whom (Ic Ict out. As they went out, the 
counterfeit woman hcld her handkerchief up to her wouth and eyes, as 1f ſhe had 

cen weeping, and the Goaler's wife ſaid ſomething to comfort her, to which the (ifter 
replied, making her believe that her brother's wife could not (peak for oriet and 
tooth-ach together. Sapma has ſince declared, that his confuſion and franſpurt were 
never ſy great, neitter when he was taken, nor 1n any other emergency of his life. 
as when he heard the priſon doors ſhut after him 5 and that he ſud to himſelf, Hyw 
graciouſly has God led me by the hand, without any let or hindrance, knocking If my 
fetters, and bringing me to breathe apain inthis free alr ! Amuſed with fuch thoughts, 
and hardly feehng the ground under him, he was obliged, though too tall for a wo- 
man's dreſs, and bending as much as poſlible, to walk tnorouph ſeveral ſtreets, and 
paſs by many peopte before he could reach the place to which he was bound. His 
wife remained in his room for fome time ; on which occaſion he writ to certain of his 
friends, That having left his dear ſpouſe behind, he remained /tul above balf im- 
priſoned, She afterwards ſent a petition to the Magiſtrates, praying that {he might 
be releaſed. Dut they were much offended at her {1ying In that petition, Chat hey 
buſband bad eſcaped by the bleſſing of (God. Upon which, the preſented afecond Peti- 
tion, 1n which the ſaid, She did not think ſhe had tranſt reſjed their WWorſhips orders, 
This was immecviately torn in pieces on that account. However, on the 29th of Sep- 
tember, a week after her huſh ind's deliverance, ſhe was releaſed and (et entircly tree 
by order of the Schepens, to the preat joy of her huthind and friends, who commend- 
ing her fidelity, faid of her, that ſhe was more faithful than Michal to David, when 
he eſcaped out of the hands of Sarl ; for ſhe only made an image in the likeneſs of 
her huſband, put it into his bed, and covered it with cloaths; but this womin cover- 
ing her huſband with her own cloaths, helped hum out of his priſon, and ſtaid in his 
place. Soon after this, the letters of Sapma, out of which we have taken this account 
for the moſt part, were publiſhed with the following title : The ſorrowfil Impriſyn- 
ment, and joyful Deliverance of Dominicus Sapma, Mini/ler of the Holy Goſpel ty 
the Remonſtrant churches under perſecution, The writers of that perſuaſion declare, 
that his impriſonment excited a great zeal among their people, when they came to 
hear how he had behaved during his bands. lt 1s related to his honour, and for the 
imitation of others, that he would not anſwer toany of thoſe queſtions in which it 
was proper for him to be filent 5 that by his whole condut both 1n word and deed, 
he ſhowed his ſteddy mind, his prudence, his courage and patience; that he did not 
value any threats of rack or torture; that he puzzled the molt learned of his 
Judges by his arguments, and loftened the hearts of the moſt violent among them. 
Atter his deliverance, he miniſtered to the Remon/lrants with the like zeal as betore, 
to the vreat ſatisfaction of all that heard his learned diſcourſes. 

Two days before Dapma's elcape, Vezekins faved himſelf out of the Work-houſe Vezckius | 
at Harlem, by the negligence of his Keepers: At the firlt hz was very clolcty con: peape ow 4

tioned the Magiſtrates for a little firing, butit was dented him ; and he was told, that 


leave muſt come from the higher powers for that purpoſe. Lhey would not allow 
him ſo much as the uſe of pen, ink and paper, which he earneſtly prefled for, if it 
were only to enable him to paſs the tune away. His wife, Faſperina de Remey, who 
ſettled at Harlem, for the ſake of her huſband, had with much 1mportunity, and run- 
ning to and fro, got leave to ſee him twice a week; but about the nuddle of this 
ſummer, the Burgomaſters gave order that ſhe ſhould be admitted to him but once a 
fortnight, Yet hearing that the two Miniſters who were committed to the Work 
houſe at Amſterdam, had obtained a little more liberty than betore, ſhe addreſſed her- 
{cif to the States-General, praying, that the like favour might be granted to her 
huſband too, and that her little children might be allowed acceſs to him twice every 
week. The States referred her to the Burgomaſters and Magiltrates of the town of 
Harlem, leaving it to them to do as they thould think fit. Upon her application to 
the ſaid Burgomaſters, they not only granted her leave to fee hun, with her children 
twice a week, as ſhe had delired, but allowed him foinetimes to come out of his 
room, for the air. Having thus got more liberty, he frequently made uſe of it in 
walking in the court, and in the apartment of one of the Governors ; which, at laſt, 
furnithed him with the means of eſcaping. For being one day in the (aid apartment, 
he met by chance with an old ruſty key, which had been formerly dropt or loſt. 
He took it up, ſaying to hinſelf, who knows but it may fit the lock of the gate ; he 
made trial of it too, as ſoon as he had the conventence, and found it fitted exactly, 
\Whereupon, laying hold of the firſt opportunity, he opened the door and paſt out, no 
man percelving him, and fo in the duik of the evening, took ſhelter in a truſty friend's 
houſe, As ſoon as he was milled in the Workhouſe, the Magiſtrates ſent for his 
wife, and would have obliged her to tell them how he came by a key, but ſhe not 
g1ving them a ſatisfactory account, was herſelf committed to the fame Workhouſe in 
her huſband's ſtead, where ſhe continued tive days, till her maid, who daily brough: 
the youngclt of her tive children to beſuckled by her, fell into a cellar, and was dange- 
rouſly wounded, when, upon the 1nterceſlion of eight of her neighbours, ſhe was releale 
upon bail, under a pronufe of appearing and ſubmitting to a trial, whenever the VMa- 
giſtrates ſhould order. "This eſcape of Yezekins, who had been full tixteen months in 
priſon, vis, one month at the Hague, and fifteen at Harlem, was very agreeable to 
the Remonſlrants at Hyrn, and in other places where he afterwards preached, on ac- 
count of his good gifts and pious behaviour. I return now to the two impriſoned Mi- 
niſters Grevirs and Prins, who were kept in the Workhouſe at 4Am/terdam, and whoſe 
deliverance followed foon after, I hey had been treated very rigorouſly for a while. 


even whillt it was cleaning. During the laſt hard an4 long winter, he humbly peti- 


Grevius awd The Governors of the ſaid houſe, who were Cornelius Schellinger, a Sugar-baker, 
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and ſenior Deacon, Peter Dirkſon Emaus, Matthew fohnſon Egh, and Facob Fa 
cobſon Zew, and the Keeper wita others who aſſiſted him, ſhowed themſelves 
very ready, and no leſs ingenious in torimenting thoſe Miniſters, They tired them with 
continually jecring, flouting, vexing and threatening them, They would hardly ſuffer 
their wives and children to come near them in a month or ſix weeks time. Jn the 
long winter evenings, they were debarred the light of lamps or candles, and all uſc 
of pen and ink. 'The benefit of fire, which was not denied to any of the criminals 
in the houſe, was withheld from thei for a fortnight, on account of a filly trifling 
complaint 3 and they were threatened to be made to rafp or put to hard labour. 
They were not allowed to read ſuch books as they liked beſt, and were particularly 
denied the uſe of thoſe writ by Arminius, YVorſtius, or any other of the Remonſtrants 
upon any of the points in controverſy, or any thing relating to Prede/tinacion. But 
this uſage, as it is thought, was unknown to the Magiſtrates, who were looked upon 
to be more moderate than to give ſuch diretions. During theſe ſeverities, Grevius 
obtained leave to peruſe ſome law-books, and applied himſelf again to that ſtudy, of 
which he had laid the foundation in his youth. On this occaſion, he put together 
{me thoughts about the uſe of the Rack or Torture, ſhewing the harm and danger of 
it; which he afterwards publiſhed, and the book was judged by the belt Lawyers to 
be a learned and elaborate piece. It was compriſed in two parts : In the Fir/?, he re- 
[utcd thoſe arguments that were wont to be produced in defence of that cruel wore”

Sapma ard o-ropes, which they let down into the inner-court of th: workhouſe, But before 
Ow they could come thus far, they met with ſeveral obſtacles and difficulties, which 
ſcemed plainly to ſuggeſt to them, that their plot was defeated, that the hope of their 
vain and ridiculous aitcuage was vaniſhed in tinoak, and every way to a ood i/lue 
precluded. There was that night luch a dreadful barking of dogs all round upon the 
noiſe of the ladders and other tackle brought through the {treets, ſuch a —_ on 
paſſengers came in their way, fuch a ſtrict and careful watch was kept, and the car- 
rying of the neceſſary inſtruments proved fo troubleſome at 1 tedious, that one would 
have thought any man in his ſenſes would have defifted from {> dangerous an attempt. 
But they went on, notwithſtanding all theſe diſcouragements ; inſomuch that their 
ſieddy zeal and invincible courage in contending with ſo many accidents cannot be 
enough admired. "The ladders being now raiſed, and the ropes caſt over the roof, 
the deſcent from which looked like the precipice of a mountain; it happened that 
whilſt ſome of the men where getting down as faſt as they could, to open the doors 
of the rooms where the priſoners lay, and others were fittins upon the roof, one of 
the neighbours came out with a drawn ſword to attack thoſ: who ſtood by the ladders 
in the ſtreet, bawling out as loud as he could : Alarm, The thieves are endeavour- 
ing to fleal away the poors money-cheſt in the alms- houſe, (this was juſt by the Work- 
houſe, and 1s now a Latin: {chool) and, added he, they are now breaking thro the 
7ron-gates, The others did all ny could to top his mouth, gave hin good words, 
2nd were forced at laſt to own the whole truth to him. The man ſtood as it he 
had been thunder-ſtruck, left oft crying, looked a little at the work, and then wiſhing 
them good ſucceſs, but in ſuch foul language as the mob are uſed to utter, retired 
into his houſe, One of the criminals belonging to the Work-houſe, who was a little 
touched 1n his brains, raved and cried out ſeveral times, whilſt this affair was in ag1- 
| tation

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that his voice was heard on the other ſide of the canal, where ſome of the Remon- 
/lrants were keeping watch, But within 1t was elther not heard, or not regarded, 
becauſe this madman was wont to cry out fo at other times. In the mean while the 
1dventurers got 1n, opened tie chamber doors, and fetched out Grevins and Prins, 
whom they cauſed to mount the rope-ladders and coine down by the wooden ones, 
which were fixed againſt the outer wall. After they were got down, they were ſti]] 
obliged to open a gate, of which they had procured a key. With them eſcaped two 
or three other perſons; one of them was a Jeſuit of Brufjels, named Levinus Wyuters 
who was committed in the monta of April, of the foregoing year, there to continue 
til] further order of the Schepens ; but his crime was not mentioned in his ſentence : 
ihe others were of that ſort of people who wanted a further reformation, to be a 
700d as they ſhould have been. For the ſake of this Jeſuir ſome Burghers of th 
church of Rome had faithfully aſſiſted the Remonſtrants, Thus were the above- 
1n2med Minitters delivered from their diſmal confinement, from whence they imme- 
diately repaired to ſome of their own perſuation, They were foon miſſed in the 
morning, but the doors and locks were found falt every where, and no fign nor 
token of any breaking in. However on the outſide of the wall were found two 
11dders, which the managers of the work hid left there, for fear of being diſcovered 
or ſtoped in their return home. 

A few days after this deliverance Grevius writ a certain letter to the Profeſlyr 
Conradus Vorſtius, in wiich he gave him an account of hus efcape, pouring out his 
heart to him inthe following manner :

* acknowledge the Divine help and ailiftance by which 1 have obtained my unex- 
* peded liberty. I knew well enough that the friends who are zealous for our per- 
* ſualion, were contriving ſomething, but yet when I confidered their whole ſcheme, 
« Icould not fee any proſpe& of ſucceſs; forthere appeared fo many obſtacles in their 
«* way, that I thought it not only difficult, but even impraQticable, whatever cunning, 
* or ſtrength, or dexterity they might employ. 50 that as often as I conſidered 
* of the means to -be uſed for my eſcape, and calt my eyes on thoſe high walls 
* which were to be aſcended and deſcended, my heart was chilled with the fear that 
* I ſhould never be able to go through it, and purchaſe my defired liberty with fo 
« orcat danger : For | aim by nature weak of body, and not ſtrong enough in my 


* mind to undertake heroick exploits; which cannot be executed without the great- * 


* eſt courage of the mind, and ſome ſtrength of the body too. But this defe&, this 
« puſillanitnity was turned into courage the very moment it was wanted; and I was 
* ſtrengthened by the Divine aſliſtance, to which 1 aſcribe entirely the glory of my 
* deliverance. I ſhould be very wicked and unthankful if 1 did otherwiſe, For it 
* was he alone, the all-powerſul God, the Father of mercies, who obviated and re- 
* moved all the impediments and difticulties which encompailled us that night on e- 
© very fide, He it was who hid from the eyes of thoſe brave heroes, every thing that 
© might have deprived them of the courage necellary to carry on this labour of love, 
© with zeal and fervour. It was he who added this ſtrength to my faltering mind 
© and body, inſomuch that I aſcended and deſcended that dangerous wall with an in- 
© credible agility, and almoſt without fear, or turning of my head, juſt as if I had 
* been ſupported and carried with wings.” After this he recites ſome of the circum- 
ftances of his deliverance, relating to the ſteddy zeal and courage of his friends who 
aſſiſted him in this exploit, as they have been already ſhown, and then goes on thus: 
* Do you not ſee, renowned Sir, how juſtly | impute to the Divine alli{tance our re- 
© leaſe from this (ad, diſmal, and diſhonourable prifon ? And now we are concealed 
* among our friends, who kindly and joyfully endeavour to {often our miſerics, {111

nay, ſome of them don't ſcruple ſaying, that we have eſcaped by the knowledge, or 
at leaſt the connivance of the Magiſtrates. But how falſe 18 this charze! *Tis not 
impollibie but there may be ſome among tnem, wao being more moderate in theſe 
matters, and not ſuch ſtrangers to reaſon, but inclined to gentle meaſures, reſtrain 
the violent paſſions of ſuch of ther fellow-ofitcers, who being of warm tempers, 
fancy that their church can't {tand but by the continual oppreſſion of our's. But of 
this we have no certainty; for hitherto there has not been the leaſt appearance of 
any connivance in our caſe. Could the bitter and pernicious counſels of the Clers 

but have prevailed, the harbouring of us would have been prohibited in the moſt 
publick manner, and upon the ſevereſt penalties. Whoever had received us, would 
have been liable to the penalty of baniſhment : large rewards would have been 
offered to {ſuch who would diſcover or betray our deltverers; all ſuſpe&ed houſes, 
nay, every corner, would have been narrowly {carched by the officers. But no- 
thing of this has happened yet, God be praiſed, and God grant that nothing like it 
may happen hereaſter! Oh would but the Government of our Country grow 
daily more and more moderate! O would they but thut their ears again{t thoſe 
wicked whiſpers of the Clergy, and ſuffter-us to ſhelter our ſelves 1n fome private and 
{afe corner of the world, fo as not to fall again into the hands of thoſe, who make 


our troubles and miſeries their greateſt pleaſure! O Tempora ! O Mores ! Thar 
thoſe ſhould be compelled to lurk in holes and corners, who ought to be high 
honoured, who ought to be ſet upon a hill, that they way give light to every body | 
God foroive this ungrateful age, and thoſe blind people, by whoſe zeal, not to 
call it impiety, ſuch merit and innocence as your's have been oppreliled. 
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When Uitenbogart and Epiſcopinus, who were at that time in France, heard of the 
eſcape of the abovementioned priſoners, they expreiled themſelves thus, in a certain 
letter which they writ to the DireAorsof the Remonſtrant affairs within the Provinces, 
We bleſs God for this ſo unexpeRed a deliverance of our worthy Collegues ; firſt 
of Welſing, next of Vezetius and Sapma, and now lately of Grevins and Prins. 


Theſe are are fo many initances of God's fingular providence over our chriſtian cauſe, 
as well as great demonſtrations of the love of the inſtruments, eſpecially in the laſt

caſe; of thoſe we ſay, who not valuing their own lives, have been willing to lay

them down for the brethren; for which they are juſtly iftituled not only to the 
- thanks of thoſe brethren, by whoſe hands they were delivered, but toour's, and to 
thoſe of the whole brotherhood, We firmly hope they will be rewarded for the

The Kemonſtrants, who were wont to put up thetr prayers to God at their Meetings 


Thavbſe;vin;or their impriſoned Miniſters, and for the Heer Hygerbeets (as likewiſe for Grotinus,

whilſt he was a priſoner in the caſtle of Looveſtein) aſſembled ſeveral days and in 
different places, 1n order to return God thanks for this late deliverance, Prins like- 
wiſe preached a thankſgiving-ſermon at Amſterdam, in the month of November on 
this occaſion, and, 1f I miſtake not, was followed by Grevins, After this, Grevius 
was deſired to ſerve the Remonſtrant ſociety in that city, where he frequently preached 
for ſeveral months, being very acceptable to the people. Prins was em loyed for 
ſome time at Rotterdam, but it laſted not long, by reafon of his ſcandalous life, and 
irregular converſation, of which there ſoon appeared ſeveral inſtances. Grevirs de- 
parted for Germany the next year, in order to breathe a little more freely, he having 
been long confined, and obliged to ſhelter himſelf in cloſe places in Holland, He re- 
ſided ſome time in Holſtein, and at Hamburg, where in the beginning of the year 
1624, he publiſhed his book about the Rack, and dedicated it to the Duke of Hol/tein. 
But ſoon after this, as he was travelling to Spires, he was miſſed, and was never 
more heard of, whether it were, that he died ſuddenly on the way at ſome obſcure 
place or other, or whether he fell by the hands of thieves and murderers on the road. 
His loſs was greatly Iamented by the Remonſtrants, (who had long in vain expe&ed 


his return) on account of his excellent learning, piety, ſweet temper, good beha- 
Viour, and other virtues.

fined and baniſhed, freely entertained the Remon/{rans Miniſters, and lent her houſe 
for the place of meeting ; which at that time met with no diſturbance. It was 
thought that the Magittrates of this town, and thoſe of Alkmaer, bezun to wink at 
theſe proceedings.

When we gave an account of the impriſonment of Byſlerus above, we made ſome 
mention of that of a Student of Divinity, who likewiſe fell into the hands of his Per - 
ſ:cutors, The name of this perſon was Gerardus Ruſius, born at Alkmaer, who Gerardus

He replied in the affirmative, Why 
did he not then appear. He {a1d, Becauſe he feared he ſhould have met withthe ſame 
?rouble which bad then befallen um? He was further asked, 1f he had not preached

1621. They cried, Anſwer yes or no. He: I cannot return ſuch a categorical anſwer,

He: I have regard in this matter to the conſequences , for though I 
ſbould clear my ſelf by pleading not guilty as to this particular matter, yet 1 ſhouldnos 
be able to avoid accuſing my ſelf as to other things which I ſhould ſcruple denying.

That ſince his return to this country, he bad been ſyme weeks at Amfſter- 
dam, and had publickly converſed there ; and laſtly, that his deſign was to have tra- 
velled to Caen in Normandy. Finally, they asked him, Whether be acknowledoed 
the Magiſtrates who were ſet over all the towns at the late Revolution, to be lawful 2 
His an{werto this queſtion was very remarkable : I am not, faid he, capable of jude- 
N7, ſince I know not the Conſiitutions of all the LOwngs, nor why they be that are 
choſen into the Mogiſtracy; but J am ready to ſubmit to, and obey them in all mat- 
ters not contrary to the laws ot God, as much as ii they were the moſt lawftil in the 
wow, This is what was moſt remarkible in his anſwers, as far as has come to my 
knowledge. Having continued foine weeks longer 1n priſon, he was at liſt condem- 
ned to pay all the charges, and baniſhed out of HoYand, Zeland and Utrecht, Tt could 
not be proved, it ſeems, that he had preached fince the promulgation of the Placards ; 
by which means, 'tis thought, he eſcaped the penalty of perperual impriſonment, 
Adrian Si- The Remonſtrants had had much trouble for ſome time pait with Adrian Stmonſon, 
PR formerly Miniſter at Chariots, on the other ſide of the Maeſe.

Governnens, Some iy, that the Lords taking his requeſt into their confideration, exated hard 
conditionsof him, namely, [har be ſhould diſcover the places where be bad preached, 
and the people that had heard him; that he ſhould grve an account of the method of 
the Remonitrant coe&rons, and how, and by whom the ſame were managed: Which 
if he would conſent to do, his petition, they faid, ſhould be granted. Icould never learn 
thathe complied with theſe terms preicribed him by the States Committee; but this 1s 
certain, that on the 25th of September, his defired liberty was granted him, and that 
after having ſubſcribed the Cellition, he withdrew himſelf by degrees from the Re- 
monſlrants, from whom he received the laſt quarter of his ſalary, notwithſtanding 
that he blackened the Fraternity and their Dire@ors in all places, and threatened what 
he would do more, in caſe they with-held his uſual allowance. He likewiſe writ a 
ſhort Apology, and publiſhed it the year following, in which he reproached the Re- 
mon{lrants with his being hated by their chief Managers, becauſe he had difſuaded 
then {from proceeding tonold their dangerous Field- meetings, and becauſe he encou- 
Taged the people to petition for liberty.

At this time an attempt was made at Gouda to exclude all thoſe who dillented 
from the Eſtabliſhed Church from all the Civil Oftices, tho' never fo inconliderable

Poppius therefore being aware of the pains which this man took to bring over thc 
Remonſtrants, whom the Bailiff ſent to him, found himſelf obliged to  erabr

done by any perſonal conferences, he made uſe of his pen; and in a letter, dated Poppius | 
the 24th of Ottober, he oravely repreſented to the ſaid Bartholemens, how dan- _ 
gerous ſuch a prattice was, as well to him as to thoſe who had recourle to him ot accours 
this 4ccount ; ſetting fore him, at the ſainc time, the chief arguments that hin- 


dered the Remonſtrants from all ſpiritual communion with their adverſarics In their

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AD o ». religious worthip; Becauſe, {11d he, they, the Contraremonltrants, have greatly ſinned 
1621. againſt the law of charity, the only true charaferiſtic of a chriſtian, and againſt the 
LV truth which is according to godlineſs. He added, the Remonſirants were grievoully 
harrailed, and with all the good temper and patience which they exerciſed, could not 
obtain leave to ſerve God in peace, and without fear, at any time, nor in any place, 
« This ſort of treatment, ſaid he, your party either look upon to be chriſtian 
« or not. If the former, *tis plain that your churches are by no means the affemm- 
© blies of the Diſciples of Chriſt, who ſerve God under the banner of love, and 
< who inftru& the weak and the wandercrs 1n the ſpirit of meekneſs, and then the 
« reaſon why our people ſeparate from you 1s plain and evident. But it the latter, 
« you cannot help owning, that they who thus act, commit a great fin, For which 
« cauſe thoſe people ought to be ſeriouſly reproved, and this evil reformed and quite 
© removed, before you invite them to the communion of your church. Whereas, 
* on the contrary, theſe violent proceedings are excuſed and juſtified in your books, 
« and otherwiſe ; and not only ſo, but ſome of your order, here and there, animate 
« the Government againſt the oppreſſed from the pulpit. At Gouda, for inſtance, 
« the zcal of the Burgomaſters and Schepens, who patled fentence upon the poor 
« Remonſtrants, and of the Bailiff and his Deputies, who executed the {aid ſen- 
© tence, was extolled publickly by the Clergy of that town; and thoſe Gentlemen 
* were received as worthy gueſts at the Lord's Table. Did ever any of you ad- 
* moniſh or blame them in your viſitations, for their harſh uſage of the Remon- 
« ftrants? Have they ever acknowledged this fault, and promiſed amendinent ? 
© It is well known too, that at Rotterdam the Dykegrave Dune was the laſt fuminer 
© choſen and confirmed in the office of Elder. 

« 'Then he endeavoured to obviate the reproaches of faction, by faying, Your 
charging the Remonſlrants with the crunes of fa&tion and fſedition, 1s without 
any manner of ground ; for their Paſtors have declared to the Magiſtrates, that 
they cannot in conſcience ceaſe from preaching the word of God, nor the people 
from hearing them ; the Miniſters in their ſermons have begged, intreated, exhort- 
ed, and admoniſhed their hearers to chriſtian patience under ſufferings, and the 
pcople have pradticed accordingly, having undergone what you know. It is no. 
ſtrange thing, if among ſuch great numbers ſome who were ſo much provoked, 
were guilty of exceſſes; we have ſeen and heard much more of the Reformed or 
Contraremonſtrants in former times. 'They the Remonſtrants, tho' many in num- 
ber, have often ſubmitted to the Scout or his Deputy, attended only with two or 
three Sergeants : 'They have ſuffered their Miniſters to be dragged away from 
them : They have ſecn their goods diſtrained and ſold before their faces without: 
reſiſtance : 'They let themſelves be thrown into dungeons, and fed with bread and 
water, and treated with ſuch other ſeverities as I don't care to repeat, What ap- 
pearance of faction or ſedition 1s there 1n all this behaviour ? *I's the liberty of 
ſerving God that we aim at, and nothing more. He will likewiſe gractouſly look 
upon our att1&ions, and bring us out of Egypt. — 

In relation to doctrine, which was the ſecond reaſon why the Remonſirants could 
not, as he thought, hold any church-communion with the Contraremonſtrants, we 
tind what follows in his aforeſaid Letter, © It would be too tedious to ſhow the 
« force of this reaſon, I ſhall only fay, that I do in my conſcience believe, that 
« your dodrine, as It was eſtabliſhed by the Synod of Dore, and declared there to 

be abſolutely necetſary, and ſubſcribed by you accordingly; (the varniſhes given 
to it before the people, render 1t {ti}] worle)) I ſay, I believe that your dodcrine 
does, in the very nature and conſtitution of it, if rightly underſtood, open a door 
on one hand to preſumption, and on the other to diſpair ; two evils incompatible 
with all religion ; and conſequently if men live accordingly (tho many of your 
people don't underſtand it, and therefore do not live accordingly) they can never 
attain to {alvation. In what ſenle I and others have formerly ſaid, That ſal- 
vation did not depend on theſe controverted points, has been frequently ſhown by us : 

Your Doctors at that time diſowned what they have now eſtabliſhed; fo far were 

they then from maintaining thele opinions to be neceſſary. Do but read the Con- 

ference at the Hague, and the Tranſactions of the Synod of Gelderland. 

He further f{aid, that he was ready, whilſt at liberty, in cafe he would cor- 


reſpond with hun, to anſwer him ſincerely, and to inform him of the truth, At

« der to be puniſhed with a perpetual impriſonment, or ſomewhat worſe perhaps, by 
« thole who are not ſure of living one hour longer themſelves. Such a Ounil [hment 
« have I not deferved, nor am | worth ſuch a price. 

To the Magiſtrates he thus addrefted himſelf : © Your predecetlors in the times 
« ofthe Spaniſh Placards, were wont to give notice themſelves to their Burghers, that 
* they might efcape the execution of them : ; but you have promiſed a reward of 800 
* Gilders to ſuch as ſhall betray me, and deliver me into your hands. However, 
* could I but be inſtrumental in procuring freedom of confcience to your citizens, or 
* any benefit in the way of falvation, I would readily deliver myfelf up to you, to 
« pratify your deſires, and to let you do with my body what you aim at, and what 
* God (hall permit you to do, 

'This fame letter contained hkewife many fcrious inftrutions and exhortations re- 
Iating to chriſtian doQrine and practice, He warned the church againſt temptations 
and ſedudtions; he beſought them to perſeverein well doing, and to be fervent in ſoirit; 
thoſe who were cool or but lukewarm among them, he endeavoured to {fir up to zeal, 
to honour their Lord and Miſter by a publick confeſſton ; to join with the congrega- 
tion in their common ſupplications ; to exerciſe works of love and charity, and to 
{trenzthen the weak by their good examples. We may be prudent, he (aid, provided 
that our prudence be chriſtian, and do not interfere with the (implictty that ought to 
be practiſed in the obedience due to the commands of Chriſt, Thote who were about 
to what their party out of fear, he exhorted to turn back ; and all others, to let their 
I:2ht ſhine, ſo as that their picty and holineſs mizht appear 1 all their words and 
deeds.

Court would relieve her, exc. Hereupon ſhe obtained a Mandate, whereby the 11d 
Court required the | Magiſtrates of Gouda, by a Meſſenger ſent on purpoſe, tO 2ppear 
upon Aa certain day at the Harue, before the Preſident and Council, in order to ſee 
their fentence either annulled, or reformed and corrected according to juſtice, 1h cafe 
it ſhould appear neceſlary and cither to maintain, or recede from 1t, as counc!l thould 
adviſe 5 and they were further ordered to give a copy of their ſentence to the 
wife of Poppius, that ſhe might make uſe of it according to law. This Mundate, 
which bore date the 9th of December, was notified to the ſaid Magiſtrates oa the 14th 
of the ſame month, who put oft the conſideration of it to the 20th. After this, the 
Magiſtrates cauſed a copy of the ſentence againſt Poppins, his wite and children, to be 
delivered to the wife, and there the matter reſted, the not being in a condition to car-

Againſt which, Poppius oppoſed a reply, which he calied, 4 Repreſentation 
pius, ro _ of the great and projs miſtakes of Bartholemeus Nicolaus, with a poſtſcript to the 
by —_ Remonſtrant church at Gouda. This book was printed the following year, and It 
ſerved to expoſe the ignorance, the impudence, the infincerity and bitterneis of that 
Clergyman, 1b his own very words. The Poſtſcript contained a warning againſt the 
ſaid Bartholemens, and ſuch as he, with an exhortation to the ſaid church to perſeve- 
Tance, to a renunciation of the world, to piety, moderation and prudence. 

But this connexion of matters has carried me too far out of my way ; we {hall now 
return to the events that happened the laſt November and ſomewhat earlier, About 
this time, the complaints of Johannes Tajo, Miniſter of Newporc,againtt the boldnel: 
of the Remonſtrants prevailed fo far, that two Commithoners of the Court, to w! 
the Counſellor Roſa and another, were deputed to the faid rown, to inquire Into he : 
matter, Theſe Gentlemen appeared at the Church on Sunday the 211t of November, 
at the time of divine ſervice, where there were not above eight or nine perſons beſides 
the Miniſter : fo little affe&tion had the people of that lace for the Contrarems- 
ſtrant party, Then they went away to Schoneboven, from whence they fent for 1: 
veral of the inhabitants of Newporr, one after another, and reprimanded them fe verely, 
requiring likewiſe the Scout to ſu:nmon them before him, and odlige 1 the! 1 to

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this, there were four more cited, one of whom was accuſed of harbouring a Miniſter, A x* Dow 
the others of colleding money for the benefit of that ſe. But I do not find any 1621, 
mention of what was done with them. WWW 
A little while before, Fohannes Rodingenns the younger, of Gouda, where he 
aſliſted in miniſtring to the Remonſtrants, was in great danger of being taken. 
At Amſterdam, the treatment of the Remonſtrants was much more gentle than at 
Gouda. Fohn ten Grotenhuſen made a compoſition with the Remonftrants for the 
fines they had torfeited on account of the forbidden meeting that had been diſturbed 
when Sapma was taken, for the ſum of five hundred Gilders, as well in refye& to 
the hearers whom he found there, as the houſe at which they met. Whereas a more 
rig1d Scout, 1f he had been inclined to put them to their oaths, and make them con- 
fels the reſt of their accomplices, would have extorted above 1200 Gilders, including 
the fine upon the houſe. There were likewiſe ſome among the Magiſtrates of 41:- 
ſterdam, at this time, who endeavoured to promote more mild and gentle counſels, 
This determined Rem Biſhop, the brother of Epiſcopins (who had retired out of the rem p;9c07 
land the year before, as we have ſhown 1n one of our former books, and who had been 7turns ro Am- 
thrice ſummon'd to appear by ſound of bell)to return to his native place, where being am 
arrived the 1ſt of June this year, he was publickly welcomed by divers of his friends, 
3nd among the reſt, by Peter de Flaming van Oud:ſhorn, one of the ruling Burgo- 
maſters, and by Abrabam Bome, Vice-Prelident of the Schepens, whom he waited on 
at their reſpe&tive houſes, and who made no {cruple of converling with him in the 
moſt publick places. Soon after this he went upon the Exchange, and tranſaQed his 
concerns as formerly, to the great ſurprize of many, and to the diflatisf1Rion of ſome. 
Envy could not endure this long without opening her mouth againſt him. It was 
quickly carried to the Hague by one Bremer, a great bigot among the Contraremon- 
{irants. He reported, * That Rem Biſhop was come back to Amſterdam, and went 
« freely about the city z not ſcrupling ton2me thoſe with whom he converſed, and ad- 
« ding, that the Arminians were on that occaſion become very inſolent.* Upan this, 
a letter came from the Hague to the chief Scout Grotenhuſen, requiring him to 
maintain the rights of the Counts of Holand againſt the ſaid Rem Biſhop. This 
was a freſh alarm to him ; fo that he lay out of his lodgings that night, and forbore 
zoing to the Exchange the next day. 
In the mean while the Scout endeavoured to procure from his Predeceſſor the 
late Scout Verdoos, the inſtruments and papers relating to the former proſecution a- 
g2inſt him ; but nothing had been done fince the citing him in. In the end of a cer- 
tain letter from the States Committee to the Burgomaſters about other affairs, there 
was mention made again of Rem Biſhop. Aﬀter this, he was met accidentally by the 
Scout, waiting for Schepen Bome, who had ſent for him to be preſent at a certain a- 


greement or bargain. The Scout accoſted him, bad him welcome to town, went 
y into a Tavern where they ſat and diſcourſed of their old acquaintance, and preſented 
z his ſervice to him in a glaſs of' wine, giving him a hint at the ſame time that he was 
a {et on to trouble him, and that he ſhould ſend for him. At the ſame time ſeveral 
t other Gentlemen came into the chamber, vis.

fuſe conferring with the "Remonſtrants. Thoſe were to have been people of equal 

learning and experience, and of equal numbers too; yet they did not think fit to 
accept the invitation. Rolandus : We don't come here to defend the Synod's pro- 
ceedings ; there is no occalion for ſo doing; neither do we come to diſpute with 
you. Rem: 1am much ſurprized that you ſhould deal with me in fuch an uncom- 
mon way, and preſs me ſo hard to appear before the Conliltory, when there are {© 
many others of the ſame opinion with me, whom you let alone. This gives me 
ſtrange thoughts. It looks as 1f I were to be treated after an extraordinary 
manner in all points. "This likewiſe makes me the more ſcrupulous, fearing leaft 
ſomething extraordinary (hould befal me. And why do you preſs me fo hard juſt 
now, in this matter, and all at once, whereas in the ſpace of four years you 
never came near me ?

the Penſionary De Glargis came to examine hun about ſundry matters, by order of 
the Magiſtrates. He told him that the Burgomaſters were very furry, and dilpleated 
that he was at the forbidden meeting of Friday laſt; that they had ny better 
things from hum, on account of the | great favours which not long betore he had re- 
ceived from them as their Exhibittoner, and which he might have enjoyed yet 
longer, 1f he himſelf had pleaſed, 'Fhat he had writ to them the {aid Burgomaſters 
from Straſburg, and aſſured them, that he would behave like an honeſt Burgher, 
Kr 2 and 
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and good Chriſtian ; but that he had not kept his word, having been found at 4 
Conventicle. which was ſet up for no other end or purpoſe, but to diſturb the peace 
and repoſe of the land. But the point, he the Penftonary, inftired chieity upon, and 
which he thought ſufficient to convince the Remonſlrants of diſobedience and ſedi 
tion, was this : They could not preten1 that the Placards were againft thelr con- 
ſciences, fince they were thereby permitted to enjoy their own opinions, with re- 
{pe& to theſe and other eccleſiaſtical differences, and to inſtruct and exerciſe their 
familics accordingly. He concluded with requiring him to give an account of thoſe 
who were preſent at the {aid Meeting, as alſo of the name of the Miniſter, The 
Priſoner having begged liberty of ſpeeca, replied to him after the following man- 
ner : © The Aﬀtembly, at which I was pretertt, was not deſigned to excite tumults 
© and riots, but much rather to prevent and quell them. For we were exhortcd by 
« the Miniſter, and inutually exhorted each other, to Nay alide all our private pal- 
« fjons, all hatred, envy and bitterneſs ; and even to be reconciled, in our hearts 
« at leaſt, to thoſe with whom we have hitherto had ſuch great diſputes, and who 
« {t;]| continue to haraſs and diſtreſs us. We were turther admoniſhed to ſubmit 
« ourſelves in all obedience, peaceablenefs and cheartulneſs, to ſuch Magiſtrates 
« whom it has pleaſed God to {et over us; and 1n ſhort, to endeavour {6 to dilcharge 
© 0ur conlciences towards God, as in the mean while not to forget the duties we 
« owe to our neighbour, And fuch kind of arguments have hitherto had more 
© influence on us, than all the violence and fury of Soldiers could ever have. 
c Againſt the Placards of my Lords the States, I oppole a greater Placard of a 
« 1nuch more powerful Lord, who forbids us to forbear alfembling ourſelves. And 
[ apncal to the true meaning of the States Placards, which are properly levelled 
againſt ſeditious and riotous perſons; but | am none of thofke. And as for the 
liberty allowed us by the Placard, and which you 1o much boaſt of, it is in rea- 
lity no liberty at all, but a ſnare and a compulſion upon us to commit fin, F 
{ach a liberty docs indeed allow me to think by mylecli that truth is on my fide ; 
but truth ought to be confelled in the Aflemblies, even 11 purſuance of the rules 
preſcribed by the Nerhberland-Confeſfion : If then 1 am pertwaded that the truth 
is on iny fide, I aim obliged to protels it before the Congregation, and contequent- 
ly 1 muſt do one of theſe two things : 1 muſt either follow my own opinion in 
this reſpect or not; if I follow my opinion, 1 tranſgrefs the Placard which for- 
bids theſe Aflemblies; if I forbear, I {in agauift my own conlcetence. Let me 
therefore do what I can, I cannot come oft without tran{ereſhtion, unleſs the Pla- 
card be a little ſoftened. And ſuppoſing that thele meetings do not tend to uproar 
or tumults, but much rather to obviate and ſupprels them, I leave you to judge 
whether 1 have deſerved, only for being there preſent, to be fo thamefully dragged 
away, and led between two Thiet-catchers, in the fight of great crowds .of 
* people, and committed to the Work-houſe or Bridewell like a publick Malefator, 
< with expreſs orders that none of my friends ſhould be admitted to me,” I corld 
eafuly anſwer all theſe arguments of your's, cry'd the Penfionary, but I am not come 
hither to diſpute ;, tell me only what people were at the Meeting, and the name of your 
Miniſter. The Prifoner replied : As for the firſt queſtion, the Scout can give you 4 
better anſwer than I, for be took more notice of thoſe preſent. As for the ſecond, | 
beg you would not preſs me, for I cannot anſwer you without prejudice to my conſcience. 
The Penfionary atked, Why £ The other fad, Becauſe I ſhou!d be the occaſion of 
bringing him into trouble, who has ſo faithfully adminiſtred to me in ſpiritual matters. 
That would be as bad almoſt, as with Judas, to betray my maſter. Beſidrs, the very 
diſcovering of the perſon may poſſibly be @ prejudice to the town, in caſe the Magi- 
flrates ſhould deprive the people of @ Teacher, that inſlils ſuch chriſtian leſſons of 
peace and ſubmiſſion into the minds of the Burghers. If he be ſo good a man, why 
are you aſhamed to name him, {aid the Penlionary ? T faould not be aſhamed to name 
him, anſwered the Priſoner, if” bis annocency could protett him from a priſon. 'The 
Penfionary : Tou are bound to tell me thetruth. Ihe Priſoner : Yes, if I could 4s 
it without prejudice to my neighbour, Then the Penſionary bad him confider of the 
matter, and fo left him, 'I'wo days after he was carried before the Burzomaſters at 
the Stadthoule, where the Heer Yoche propoled to him almoſt the ſame queſtions

(wered, That the Reformed had nevertheleſs always eſteemed ſuch Confeſſions neceſ- 
ſary ; andthe firſt Chriſtians bad drawnup ayymbolum or Creed for their Confeſſion, 
excluſive of ſcripture-words, | he other : 1 do not reject Lonfeſſions, I only maintain that 
they are nut neceſſary, becauſe we havethe Scripture ſelf beforeus: And as for the Sy m- 
bolum, or Apoſtics Creed, (as it 1 commonly called ) if” you read the laſt chapters of the 
Goſpels, you will find the grounds of it there, almoſt verhatin; and if you add the beginning 
of the faid Goſpels, together with the Afts, you have the whole Creed. After this, 
there paſled other diſcourſes much to the fume purpole with what had been before, 
as related above. At length ſome body faid to hun, Your only aim 15 to ſtir up ſedi- 
tion, and to pet the Government into your own hands, To which the Priſoner rc 
plied, [can anſwer for myſelf, and believe it of others, that they have no ſuch thing 
in view. Had it been otherwiſe, I [ould never have jayned myſelf to them ;, or a! 
leaſt, have immediately left them as ſoon as ever I diſcovered their defign, Aﬀte 
wards the Mariftrates conferred together, and at laſt the Purgomalter {aid to him 
in the name of the reſt of the Magiſtrates, IF the Gentlemen were diſpoſed to be a: 
ſevere upon you as they are warranted by the Placard, they might oblige you to pay th

He is diſmnifſed: Hereupon he was diſcharged from his impriſoninent, giving his hand, and en

About this time the Remonſlrants held mectings at Rotterdam, to the number of -:. " JOGEEY 
two thouſand at once, both in, and out of the town, which vaſt with ſome ſort of ftrants = 
connivance 5 and the rather, becauſe the Soldiers had been drawn out of this and all pig hoache 
the other towns of Holland and Urrecht, to lerve againſt the common enemy, the Jam. 
Spaniards. Se were of opinion that the Remonſtrants ought to have laid hold on 
this opportunity to make the Government ſenſible in 700d earneſt, that their Subjeds 
would no more ve thus harralled and tormented with Soldiers on acconnt of their (>. 
ParatC Meetings. And accordingly, {ome of the M 191[trates at Rytterdam. (roudga, 
and other places, where the Remonftrants were molt in number, were in no ſmall 1cr- 
plexity, fearing leaſt the people, who were tired with their Foverniment, ſhould vive 
them a lift from off the ſaddle, and reſtore the depoſed Vaziftrates. But there % 0 
not one who ſtirred either hand or foot, or that took any other advantage of this op- 
portunity, fave only as to the holding of meetings ; in which the Remonſlrants uſed 
the greater liberty, as knowing they had no longer reifon to apprehend any violent 
diſturbances, or the being robbed and ſtripped by Soldiers. At Urrecht they enjoyed Aud inU. 
no leſs freedom from diſturbance, but feared they thould Pay for 1t at the return of *r<chr. 
the Garrifon. There were in this Biſhoprick, or Province, ſeveral of the Miniſters 
of that perſ[waſion, who had ſigned the Af of Cellation, in hopes that their {tipends 
would have been continued, but who, findins that their pay was ſtopt, or came in 
very heavily, addrefled themlclves to their old friends the Kemonſlrants, Olterins to 
revoke their promiſe of ſilence, provided they might be received ao in into the bro- 
therhood, and be maintained. But theſe were for the moſt Dart a fort of people who 
had no other way of ſubliſting, and who would 7ladly have lived frce from dinzer, 
if they could have done better : belides, they would havebzen of no other uſe, than 
to have increaſed the burden winch Iay fo heavy on the Community, which at the 
{ime time, could not expe&t much edification from their lives or doctrines, by reaſon 
of their unfitneſs and 111 behaviour. On which accounts, thoſe who had the di- 
rection of the Remonſlrant affairs, could not refolve to admit them, They excuſed 
it with the lowneſs of their ſtock, and were of opinion too, that they were rather 
obliged to take care of the old Miniſters who had born the heat and burden of the 
day, who from the very beginning had encountercd all dangers, and had laid out 
their labours freely in the fcrvice of the churches, than of new ones who offered 
their ſervice ſo late. But ſome of theſe not being able to dis nor delve, fourht after- 
wards for that aſſiſtance from the Contraremonſlrants, which they could not obtain 
from the other party, and ſublcrived rhe Canons of Dorc, in order to be re-admitted 
to the Miniſtry ; thus oaNINg tactr end at laſt. There were nevertheleſs ſome others, 
men of learning and piety, who having fizned the At of Cellition about two years 
before, had declared that they would freely ferve the Remonſtrants, in cafe there 
was any want of them, but that otherwiſe they would not be burdenſome to them. 
"Theſe ſtood upon a different foot 5 they were capable of doins more ſervice, and 
were accordingly made uſe of in time, preferably to the reſt. It 1s certain, that 
the burden of the R-monſtrant Fraternity was very heavy at this time; inſomuch, 77 e--4; 
that the Directors had juſt cauſe to ſeek the eaſe and convenience of the churches jn <arge: 1/4 
the admiſſion of new Miniſters, The common charge was ſo conſiderable, that Urtenbo- | -p—_gg 
fart wouldtake no other ſupport, but what his wife could afford him ; and Epiſcopins, were at. * 
Grevinkhovius, Lanſbergen, Corvinus, Cupus, Matthiſius, Montanus, and a few 
more, whoſe names do not occur to me, lived upon their own incomes, without beino 
1 burden to the brotherhood ; but there were {till about ſeventy of the Remonſlran: 
Miniſters, belides two widows, who were maintained by the publick. The unmarricd 
men received 200, the married 300 Gilders for themſelves, and for cach child 
25 Gilders yearly ; and the widows had each of them a hundred. This amountcd in 
the whole, for the preſent year only, to the ſum of twenty three thouſand, eight 
hundred and forty four Gilders 1n penſions only, beltdes other charges in the direction 
of affairs, in travelling and the like, Towards the ſupporting this expence, the 
Remonflrant churches of the reſpective towns contributed according to the follow- 
ins lift,

This revenue amounted for thus year, to the ſum of thirty one thouſand, two hun- 
dred and forty Gilders ; ſo that after the payment of the Penſions abovementioned, 
there ſtill remained in hand the ſum of ſeven thouſand, three hundred, and ninery fix 
Gilders, which was not ſufficient to defray all other expences, together with the old 
debts. The DircQors of the Remonſtrant affairs found themſelves 1n great perplexi- 
ties, for they ſaw their burdens likely to increaſe, and charities and contributions to 
decreaſe, through the ſituation of tunes, of men and of things. Many of the rich who 
were for the Remonſ/lrants, were nevertheleſs very backward ; for ſuch who were 
zealous among them, were but few. 'The poor helped to augment the burdens. The 
middling people, who were always the moſt generous, as well as the moſt zealous, 
were now ſcourged with three rods ; with heavy taxes, which preſled rather harder 
on them, in proportion to thetr little ſtocks, than on the rich ; with tines, which the 
chiefly forfeited ; and with want of trade, lollcs and diminution of gain. So that there 
was much more reaſon to commend them for what they had done, than to expect 
they ſhould do more, They were nevertheleſs exhorted to perſevere in this courſe, 
and to pray to God for better tuncs; for the general diſtreſs was very great at this 
jun&ture. The writer of the Chronicle of Horn, Dr. Velius, making mention of the 
miſcrics which at this tune reigned throughout the country, ſays, among other 
things, that he thought tit to expole the ſain more fully to the eye of the reader, to 
the end that by comparing the prefent unhappy ſtate of affairs with the felicit 
which theſe Provinces enjoyed before the revolution, it might be the better obſerved 
from thence, how foon and how ealily Almighty God can change a proſperous into 
3n adverſe condition, when the fins of 1en provoke him to do it. What he further 

the ill poſture {ays, is as follows. The Remonltrants Having been thus treated, as we have ſhown, 
TRY. the perſecution was revived agatnlt the Papiits {1 a moze violent manner than be- 
Netherlands.£022, Other (ects were vatly th2eatened, and rep2oached one while with this, ano- 
ther while with that crime, whillt the Magiſtrates, not over fozward to tmboil them- 

(cives with the Clergy, either would not, 02 durft not interpoſe.

1 the one hand ; on tye other, was the d2cad of the enemp. All men were ſenſible 

that the publick aftairs grew continually wozſe and wozle ; that at home there was 

no counſel, no management, 19 concern fa? the general good ; that their Governs?s 

were tgnNant, and the managers of the publick reveiucs tntaithful ; that every 
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man took care of himſelf, but little 02 none of his country : Jf they turned their AND © 4

£ycs towards toeigh countries, they law, that the States Uilics in Germany, thag' 


not pleacen with the behaviour of our Governo2s z that England was very wavering, 
thcir King ſuffering himſelf tobe led by the Minifters of Spain, juft as they pleaſed ; 
from whence p2oceeded fo ſtrange aconduct with regard to theſe 132ovinces, as ſcemen 
£0 poxenva rupture, Ft tho?t, they fotnd, that inftcad of all 1Punces having their 
eyes full upon us as tounerly, and thinking themſelves happy in our alliance, they 
110w began to look askew, and we could not with reaſon depend on the afſiſairce gf 
any of our Confederates, Jh the mean while, we had a powerful enemy to veal 
with, who loft no time, bur ſtudied day and night to gat advantages upon us. 
25» ptractes, and the little p2oviſton made againſt them, navigation and cominerce 
fell to Decay, as Well as the building of ſhips, the fiſheries, and all kind of traves 
and manufactures depending thereon ; fo that the ſubject coild hardly make any p2o- 
fit of þis calling; Add to this, that there was ſuch a ſcarcity and dearth of all p20- 
viſtone, as had not been known in the memory of man. Yet in the midf of theſe 
cfreumffances, the tares were raiſed much higher than befo2e 3 fo2 the thouſandth, 
the five hundredth, and the two hundredth peniy were levied within a ho2t ſpace of 
each other, together with a Joll-tar, and ſeveral other new inventions ; and all this 
not on» without reducing 92 lefſening the old biirdens, but even increaſing them, 
fo2 the moſt part, to the utmoſt. Jt was in reality nie than wis poſſible to be 
bom by the common people tinder {ich a decay of trade. Und the fadveſt circum: 
ſtance of ali was, that theſe numerous tares tended to nothing elie but the enriching 
ſome few perſons, whilſt the publick was not ſenſible of any benefit. The Commort- 
weaith was become a meer merchandtze, and whoever had {old any thing to the Go: 
vernment, 02 eariied any thing from tt, coun not come at the money, without bes 
ing faxcen, after long waiting and ſolficiting to diſcount twenty 02 more per Cent. 
fo: the benefit ofthole from whonn he received what was his die. Ione eſcaped this 
kind of b2zokerage 02 extotion, not evei the military Officers themlelves in recetving 
the payDue to their ſoldiers ; #92 which reacon their companies wanted halftheir comple: 
ments 2 all theſe miſchiefs came at laſt upon the nation, and conſequentiy upon rhe 
P00? conimon people. ÞJ fay nothing at preſent of the reſt of the numerous inven- 
tions fo2 pitlaging the publick, no2 of the bad occonomy of the State, whereby ma: 
tv hund2ed thouſand Gitzers were often vainly {ſquandered and fpeit to as little 
purpoſe as if they had been th2own tnto the fea. And though befldes what was 
pearly d2awn from the lubject (being above haif as much mo2e than was railed be: 
fore the truce) other very great ſums were taken up at high intereſt (even almoſt 
as mich tn four 62 five years, as the long war of fiſty years had coſt betoze ) yet ail 
would not do ; no ſums, how great ſoever, were ſuifficient to2 (uch a Government, 
All theſe grievances were further ticrealed by the failure of juſtice. Jf a man han a 
poceſs, 02 ſuit at law with another, his advertary being of the party of the pzeſent 
Miniſtry, he could never come at his right ; and ſome of the ſtrangeſt and moſt un: 
rinireous Decrees were p200uced (ſometimes though ignozance, and ſometimes 
though favour 02 p2egudice ) tyat were ever known, without any ſhame 02 concern, 
in the ſight of all the would. All thele things occaſioned the greateſt conſternatton and 
ejection imaginable in the minds of the people, infomuch that the Bona Immobilia, oz, 
real eſtates, which had always beto2e been at a very high p:tce, were fallen to a verp 
low one, nay there was nobody found to purchaſe them. The Miniſters, o2 thoſe 
who were at the head of affairs, were the onlp men that fared well, dividing all 
places and offices, like a common plunder among themſelves and their creatures, 
thounh nor without many conteſts and dilputes neither, each of them reckoning 
that he deſerved mo2e than his teſlow, 

Abour this time, the Heer Gerard vander Lane, one of the ſenior Burgomaſters of 
Harlem, but who had been put out of the Magiſtracy in the year 1618, drew up 2 
certain very remarkable diſcourſe, relating to the reſtoration of affairs both in Church 
and State, which 1 have thought fit to inſert here, and ſubinit it to the judgment of 
the reader. It was word for word as follows :

\s for what relates to Eccleſiaſtical matters, 1t muſt be owned, that the Popiſh 
11p10n comprehends a regular ſort of Worſhiy and Church-pgovernment, intro- 
duced foon after the times of the \poſtolical men, having an externaily fine and at- 
tracting 0h being adorned with ceremonies te ndin 7 to ftir up the common peop ole 
'0 Cevotion by d y At dA by night, {0 Well c contrived by many eminent perſons, an 
{0 lirmly c< mente 2] with ) ſuch trong rules and or (ers, that it is in vain for us to 
trouble ourſelves vith : We thoughts of dill ina s frame by our greateit efforts

we took equal care to reform our practice} and have Acqul ircd a peculiar worſhip bY 
Pol PUIAT TILA and factions, (which 1s w what we call the Reformed Religion) th 
ns back to the church from which we have ſeparated, without Una: 
— ble and dangers, It remains therefore that we take care that ſuch 
reoulations be made among the Clero py, that they may not go beyond the Dodrine

W' . mult not fitter ourſelves that we ſhall recover our liberties by lighting :; 
nor once 1magine, that as ſoon as we have made peace, or cven a truce with 
the King of Spain, we ſhall have no yoke at all about our necks. We inult put 

this fancy quite out of our heads z, this hope 1s quite deſtroyed, ILneperſon whom 
we have catruſted with the management of the, war, we mult likewiſe truſt with 
our lives and fortunes. We have weathered ſo many ſtorms, that we onght to 
become wiſe by our own experience, and to oppoſe, or at leaſt to take care that 
there be oppoſed as good order as morally ſpeaking can be thought of, again{t all 
foto fecn bis impending events. 

The Republick of the United-Countries conſiſts of ſeven Provinces, which have 

ol a of "Ys their pecutiat WHT, cuſtoms, views and intereſts ; among which th 
of Holland has hitherto excelled all the reſt-i in riches, power ind credit': and 4 
cordingly this Province contributes above half of what the other fix Provinces rail. 
towards carrying on the war. And 1t ought therefore to be well obſerved, 
has been already fully repreſented by the Heer Grating, that Holland, has, not 
withſtanding (ns; no more authority, ſuffrage or voice, in the College of the 
States-General than the meancft of all the Provinces. So that Holland by tie 
colluſion or holding together of the other Provinces 1s commonly over-voted, an 
con{cquently injured inthe buſineſs of the Finances or Revenue ( upon which all the 
wheels ot the government turn) devoured, conſumed, and exhauſted, and will 
Icngth be utterly ruined, ; 
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The remedy for which, (to ſay a great deal 
the dillolution of the {aid College of the States-General, which from a naalitiry 
Aſſembly, erected for certain weighty reaſons in the time of the Karl of I, -tcefter, 
is now become a permanent College : deputed from the whole body of the 
General throughout the Provinces z but which ought now, 
ty and important "_ to be ablolute ely diſlolved, 

« For {uch a College of the "AY General 1s a meer abſurdity, and a thing never 
heard of 1n any King L n, Fon ipality, or Republick, nor even till of late, in theſe 
Provinces. The beginnin 7 of it was indeed ſwee jo but i it left a bitrer taſte behind 3 
and the miſchievous nature oi it appears from hence, that it devoured its very foun- 
der 5 which ſome attentive perſons ſoreſaw at a great diſtance, 
ing of ; but, /ic erat in fatis. 

« 'This College likewiſe deprives ench of the Provinces of it's peculiar ſoverejonty 
and luſtre, as our anceſtors 1 were tutliclently capable of apprehending in the times 
of the [Emperor Charles the fifth, and King Philip, 'ca, even of the Duke of Alva 
binſelt, w ho Intended to have ere: ted theſe 36 to nds into a Kingdom or Mo- 
narchy , and yet ſome Provinces looking on the riches of Holand with acovetousc ve, 
will not cafily part from this form of Government : as finding that by over- voting 
they can make Hollen, 4 a itop-gap to upply all the wants and deficiences of the reſt

« 'Fhis permanent College, which 1s {tiled the Allembly of the States-General, di- 
veſts the Prince of all authority and luſtre ; and in particular renders fruitleſs, nay, 
entirely defeats all the tranſactions of a Council of State, a Colleve fv legally C- 
ſtabliſhed for the ſervice of rhe land, purſuant to the antient inſtitutions, forms, and 
cuſtoms of the Necherlands ; a College which was always kept up in the times of

our ſovereign Princes, and 1s {Lil] in force among thoſe ves. that are governed 
by the Arch-dukes, for the direction of the finances, and the affairs of the war 
and which by conſequence 1s moſt uſeful, and leaft vrejudicial to our country, Gc. 
Whercas on the other hand, the Colleze of the States-General (as matters have 
20ne this long while) has dilipated, confounded and ruined the publick revenues, 
and 1s become the womb of all kinds of abuſes, which are now come to ſuch a 
height, that they reach the ſkies, and quite dilhearten the inhabitants of the Pro- 
vinces from bringing 1n the daily growing taxes and impoſitions, extracted fromthe 
very ſweat and blood of the community, and which call for vengeance on the heads 
of thoſe beaſts and birds of prey. This 1snot bare ſpeculation, conje&ure, Or 1102 
f ination, but the ſincere and naked truth, 

* If theſe abuſes (which are ten times greater than they are here repreſented, and 
which would aſtoniſh the whole world if they were ſpecified) ſhould be inquired 
into and reformed, it would not be necetlary entirely to diſcard the Aſlembly of the 
States- General. By no means. We ſpeak only of what is illegal in the aforeſaid 
College, and the evil fruits that have from time to time ſyrung out of that bad 
foil, and which grow daily worle and worſe. 

The Aſſembly of the States-General is neceſf arily to be holden once a year during 
ie war, after the antient uſual manner, in purſuincs : of the ſucceſlive inſtruttions 
which cach Province {ſhall give 1ts Deputies, according to the exigency of : ifF2a1rs 
then occurring, or as many times oftner as there ſhall be occation, which ought 
to be notified by the Prince and Council of State and as ſoon as the dbulinels for 
which they are called is diſpatcat, they ſhould numediately ſeparate, Lhe Prince 
may appoint the place of mecting, ſomctuncs in one Province, and ſometimes in 
another.

« thit many feditious ſpirits artfully acted their parts oy them. The chief in- 
« Rioitors and r10g- »& pb of thoſe commotions, were, for the moſt part, renegade 

© Priefts and Monks of the Romiſh Church ; and other raſcally people, who ſet up for 
* Reformers of religion : there were indeed among thei foe honelt and well-mean- 
* ing men, but they were forced to ſwim down the ſtream with the numerous and 
© tumultuous mob, rhe molt {editious and fatious among whom would ſeem to be 
* the moſt zealous for the houſe of the Lord, And whercas the corruptions of the 
* Papacy were of various kinds, and ſince inſtead of the remedies expetted from the 
* Councils of Conſtance, Baſel, and finally that of Trent, the {aid corruptions (as it 
was generally thought) met with encouragement under hand, many good men be- 

« gan to Joath them, and ro look upon the abovementioned commotions with a fayour- 
* ableeye. This produceda Commonwealth anda change of religion, begun with 2 
« general Iconoclaſty, or demolition of 1mages in all the "churches, the violence of 
which, could not be prevented, either by the civil or military power of the Sove- 
« reign, becauſe many of the beſt Quality, out of compaſſion to the common peopic, 

* took occalion to pitronize them, leaſt the good as well asthe bad, the innocent as wel! 
« asthe guilty, ſhould be involved in a general deſtruction ; which the crucity and 
* oppreſlions of the Duke of Alva gave them but too much reaſon to apprehend, 
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* Thus this Reformation raiſed up its head, and carried all before 1t by populat 
* tumults, factions and force, notwithſtanding the oppoſition made by the then Civil 
* Powers : and the people at the inſtigation of their Miniſters, not only compelled 
* them to allow of publick preaching, but likewiſe to aboliſh Popery , and all Popiſh 
© worthip. 
« This then1s the original Call of the Miniſters, and their boaſted Apoſtolical {ſuc- 
ceſlzon, which they fo highly exrol, as an 1mmednre divine miſſtton, into which 
* nobody ought to fearch, nor to preſcribe them any laws ; for they have not hither 
* to produced any other token of their vocation and ſucceſlion, cither by ratracles, 
heavenly revelations, or any other documents or [Jetters-patent : > but expect th: It 
their ſimple or bare aſſertion ſhould paſs for ready money with every body : ; and 
* whoever dares contradict it (in ſuch places where they are the {ole Maſters) they 
halloo 
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© halloo the inob on hum, 1nitead of yielding him the means of conviction. And Ax 


* thzy make the common people believe that they, and they only, excluſive of all o- 
< thers, are the men to whom the Ark of the Lord is entruſted : ; and that they alone mal

«* right, by virtue of which every body beſides is debarred from the prexching of 
« it; and In I!tly, that 1f any other men ſhould preſume to touch this Ark, or theſe 
6 Anoraotes of the Lord. the divine vengeance would conſume then. 

'11s upon this foundation, that one Miniſter lays hands on another ; that the; 
ich aig nurſe up, and conlecrate one another to this day, walking in the ſhoes 
* they have ſtolen from the Rommiſb Church. "The Apoſtles and their true ſucceſlors 
* propagated the word of God, and converted the world by ſpilling their blood and 
« ſufferit ng martyrdom ; but theſ men have bravely advanced their defi; zns by force 
, 1nd worldly engines, We ali know what Iabour, trouble, and pains, theſe thus I rely 
« hatched, upſtart, anointed and conſecrated Prieſts have occaſioned to all civil Ma- 
« giſtrates, both inferior and ſuperior, from the very beginning of this unholy war, 
« til 1 now ; and what fations and diviſions they have occaſioned in the government 
« of this land, without any poſſibility of reducing them to any order ether by fair 
« or foul means. And what {159nifie all the 500d laws and regulations in the nolicy 
* of this State, it ſuch people as eſe can't be broughc under any diſcipline ? Theſe 
© Will have thei r {it gers in every thing, and by the help of the mob, and ſuch like 
« favourites of theirs (whom they {t; Ic the Lord's S people) turn and overturn accord-

© The occafion of all this ts, that moſt of them are ſprung from the ſcum an 
« off-ſcouring of the unpolifted and 1gnorant vulgar, who naturally hate all govern- 


« ment; andif, by accident , any of better manners, as well as quality, hapnen to be 
« admiited to the Minit! iy, wo endeavour to manage matters more regular! ly nd 
« decently, they are fo teat: :d, rorinented and cenſured by the others, that my mult 
« either rruckle to them, or lhoot the pit. For which cauſe, people of honour and 
* condition have an av erfion to the educating their children 1n the ſtudy of Divinity, 


« and mingling them with ſuch a Rappalle, 
* There can hardly beany other remedy preſcribed for the evils whit we have 
* mentioned, and upon wh ich one might much more enlarge, than that our Ciy1l 
6 Governouts, as chriitian Magiſtrates are 1n duty bound, ſhould, by and with ' the 
advice of the Prince of Orange, t take upon themſelves the care of religion, and ap- 
point firſt in the Province ot Holland three Curators, Superintendents or Biſhops, 
not adorned with Mitres and golden Croziers, but with virtues, with learning and 
reputation, who might take an oath of fidelity to the States, and in their name, 
and according to their infirudaions, might have the in{peaion of rhe Hives and do- 
arine of publick Church- Miniſters, 1n concert with the Magiſtrates of thoſe places 
where {uch Miniſters are ſettled and maintained, and who ye in the eletion of 
«* Miniſters might have a particular regard to their being perſons of piety, of temper,

The Fud of the Fift-fifth Book. 
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7 DG HIL ST the Remonſlrants were ſtruooling this year with fo 

5 many diſturbances, unpriſonments, and other incidental gric- 

Vances, as we have ſhown above; they were not a Iitle zea- 

lous in defending thetwfelves by writing, and making uſe of 

their pens to inform the world of their cauſe, and as far as pol 

fible to gain the people to their fide, being ſenſible that it was 

not fo caſy for the Government to hinder the difperling of writ- 

ten papers, or little printed trads, that paſſed privately from 

hand to hand, as to prevent preaching and teaching 1n great aflemblies. The States 
and the Magiſtrates endeavoured indeed to hinder theſe prafices by Placards and 
Ordinances; but no ſooner had they diſcovered and puniſhed one Printer or Book- 
ſeller, but another was found, who, out of love either to the cauſe which was de- 
tended, or to the advantage he made of it, had the courage to go on with the work. 
At tirlt moft of the Remonſtrant books and papers were printed at Antwerp by Abra- 
ham Verhoof, Henry Artſon, and Facob Seldenſlaugh. But when the DircQors of 
their affairs were retired from thence to France, they were forced to make uſe of 
the Preſs in theſe Provinces. And here, by reaton of the riſque that the Printers 
ran, every theet of their books ſtood them 1n nine or ten Gilders. Uitenbogart had 
the year before writ a Contra-diſcourſe, or Refutation of the Eccleſtaftical and Poli- 
tical Diſcourſe of 1riglandius, which the latter had drawn up againſt Epiſcopius his 
[.ctter to Stochins, This little tract was fſerit to Amſterdam to be printed by one 
George Veſelar of Antwerp, but he was ſeized with the whole 1mpreſtion, and com- 
mitted to priſon 1 January, where he lay till the 6th of March, at which 
time the books were declared to be forfeited, and the Printer was condemned by the 
Schepens to pay a tine of two hundred Gilders, beſides the charge of the proceſs, 
and the fees of his impriſonment, This ſame Yeſelar had likewiſe printed the Ht 
{tory of the Impriſonment and Death of Oldenbarnevelt, as allo other books in which 
the Remonſtrants had no ſhare. After this the Contra-diſcourſe was reprinted, and 
publiſhed without any name to 1t. The drift of 1t was to prove the neceſtity of the 
feparate meetings of the Remonſirants, and to anſwer rhe arguments of Triglandins 
againlt them, It was writ with a pen, which being not inſenlible of the wrongs in- 
dured by the Remonſtrants, did not at all ſpare their adverſaries the Contraremon- 
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ſtrants. The Author in the concluſion of his work, prayed, ©

* Migat perſevere | in. the confe{iton of the ſame in hs g0dlineſs, and fo with patience 
* wait for that deliverance which could only come from him.” * The Advertiſement. 
or Warning, againſt the Judgment, Szntence, and Oath of the National Synod of the, 
Reformed Churches of France, holden at Alex; (of which we have already treated in 
the L119 book) drawn up by Uitenbogart, was likewiſe printed. and publiſhed this, 
year: And,upon occalion of the Miſpab or Dialogue concerning the right uſe of 
Faſting- -days ; the Bohemian Irumpet ; the Elying Poſt, and the Lame Po/t, which 
Emwort Teiling, under 4 feigned name, had publiſhed the laſt year: Uitenbogart likes 
wiſe produced what he had drawn up relating to the Faſt that was obſerved in the 
month of April, 1619, previoue to the Synodical ſentence againſt the Remonſ{rants, 
and the condemnation of the impriſoned Gentlemen, That treatiſe h had thus long 
been kept back on account of certain reaſons and, impediments, but now he reviſed, 
and enlarged it with certain remarks on the aforeſaid book of Tiling, and publiſhed 
it under the title of Ahab's Faſt, In this tra& he endeavoured to ſhow the confor- 
mity of the April. Faſt to that of Abab, for a warning both to the government and the 
people ; to the former, that they ſhould not call any more ſuch faſts, but repent of 
thoſe they had already ſolemnized : to the latter, that they | {hould attend to, the occa- 
ſions of appointing faſts, to theend that they might not, either ignorantly, or know- 
ingly, involve their ſouls i in injuſtice and blood, by joining | in the obſervation of ſuch 
faſt- days. And, ſince the Author of the Miſpab, after the diſappearance of the Bobe- 
mian Trumpet, which had ſounded ſo [weetly. | in his cars, ſeemed to be in a terrible 
fright at the uncxpeded tidings which the Fhinz and the Lame Poſts had brought, 
2nd to be apprehenſive that ſome oreat evil was hanging over the nation; Utenbog art 
took this opportunity to enumerate ſome of its moſt crying ſins, to the end they 
might be amended, and the wrath of God thereby averted ; ſuggeſting likewiſe ſe- 
veral remcdies for preventing the heavy puniſhments which threatennd the land; 
The whole was calculated for the defence and juſtification of the Remon/?rant cauſe ; 
and it contained ſeveral things in praiſe of the beheaded TAs and the Heers Hy- 
gerbeets, Grotius, and Moorsbergen. This book was read with great eagerneſs, and 
the whole impreſſion quickly diſpoſed of. Some were of opinion, that the Rtile of 
it was a little too ſevere, and 1 riglandius called tironically, A Friendly Treatiſe, But 
Uitenbogart replied to this cenſure, in the following manner : © Is it poſſible, or 1n- 
* deed allowable, to write 1n a friendly manner of ſuch a bloody faſt as that was ? 
* You and your companions are wonderfully tender | You write as if your pens were 
* dipt in gall ; your ſermons always talt as if they had been ſteeped with wormwood, 
£ eſpecially thoſe you preached on this your faſt. If you do but inſert the word 
« friendly in thetitle pages of your books, you expe the whole contents ſhould paſs 
* for ſugar or honey, even though more bitter than ſoot. You ſtrike, wound, Tan 
* and impriſon, and uſe all kind of yiolence againſt good chriſtians, ſheltering Your - 
© {elves behind the Placards, and yet you would have them finile and ſpeak triendly 
* toyou, Our Lord forbids us to hate any man, and commands us to love and to do 
« well to all, even ta our enemies; and we endeavour through the ſtrenath of his 
* orace to put the ſame in practice on all accafions. But our I ord has not taught U3 
* to ſtroke abominable wickedneſſes with the fox's tail. 
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Frederick de Fry, one of the Burgomaſters of Amſterdam, had publiſhed in the 
ſ>ring of this year, 2 book againſt the Remonſtrants, under the al of, The Hiſtory, 
or a brief and true account of the riſe and progreſs of” the Feelefraftical Troubles in 
Holland, This was tranſlated and printed in the French language * He informed his 
reader in the Preface, that it was writ by one of the moſt learned and eminent men 
of our country 3 but that he had added to it a certain paper, prepared by the order 
of the National Synod, as alſo an Appendix, which he confell:d to be his own, Bur 
it was writ in ſuch a manner, that ſome body ſaid concerning it, If he who compoſed 
it, was one of the moſt learned men of our country, he certainly left his learnins at 
home :: ; or others who are his inferiours in learning, muſt have but a ſmall ſhare of 
it, But as to the ſubſtance of it, the Remonſ{trants were ot opinion, that there Was 
juſt cauſe to doubt, whether the ſpirit of lying and ſlandering, which had reigned for 
{ome years palt in theſe Provinces, had ever produced ſuch a libel. Blind zeal, and 
bitter partiality, they ſaid, had managed the pen, which molt fcandalouſly treated 
the Remonſlrants mn the Preface, railing at them, and calling them, Tbe in/lruments 
of Satan, the enemies of the Church of Chriſt, fattious Arminh 1ns, rurbalbet fellows, 
raging waves of the ſea caſting up their own ſhame; thoſe who endeavoured to make 
the faithful Teachers of the Reformed chriſtian religion, the doftrine of ſalvation, 
and the Chriſtian Maziſtrate ſufpetled, hated, and deteſted, by their ſedition aiſ- 
courſes, invenomed letters, and ſlanderous writings ; ſuch as rejoiced in the adver- 
fity of Chriſt”s church, and in the ſucceſſes of the hereditary enemies of our reli- 
gion and £01 Nrp, 

Uitenbog arr intending to anſwer this book, that he might not ſeem to fight with 
his own ſhadow, or azainlt an unknown >crſon, took it for granted, that the afore- 
{id Burgomaſter 4 Fry, was the Author, becauſe he had ſet his name to it, and had, 
as he himſelt pretended, contrary to the advice of many of his friends, inriched it with 
a Prefice, and enlarged It with a continuation. This refutation appeared in the 
month of September, with the following title, A Free Repreſentation of ail the fal- 
fſities, unfair Wreſlings, Calumnies, nd proſe Miſtakes diſcovered in the ſo called 
Hiſtory of Frederick Je Fry, Burgomaſler of the City of Amſterdam, relating to the 
Eccleſraſtical diſturbances in Holland ; drawn up in the form of a Dialos 12 between 
the ſaid Fry and the Repreſenter. Some of thoſe to whom the care of printing it was 
lefr, ſent copies thereof from Harlem and Leyden to all the Magiſtrates of Amſter- 
dam, to the Commilſioners of the Admiralty for the ſaid City, and particularly to 
the Governors of the Orphan-houſe, among whom de Fry was one. The Preface of 
the ſaid Free Repreſentation, WS ſubſcribed with the name of Nicolas Bonifacius, 
The reaſon why a copy of it was ſent to every one of thoſe Gentlemen, was to give 
them an opportunity to ju!ge of the truth, by hearing him that defended the Remon- 
{lrants, as well as him that accuſed them. Accordingly, it is believed, that ſeveral 
of thoſe Magiſtrates being better informed by the peruſal of ſuch books, began 1n 
time to acquire different notions of men and things ; which, by degrees, paved the 
way for introducing into their counſels, moderation, connivance, and roleration. 

We have already ; made mention of the writings which Poppins publiſhed this year, 
as alſo of the letters of Sapma. Befides theſe, there appeared a certain letter, intituled, 
A Diſſmaſive from Popery, and another explaiming the firſt and ſecond chapter of the 
Synodical Canons, but both without names ; alfo 4n Expoſition of the ninth chapter 
to the Romans, hy W. C. that is, Walter Corneliſon van WVarder, late Miniſter of 
Newkyove ;, and An In/lruftion to Pray riphtly, with an Explanation of the Lord's 
Prayer by Henricus Slatins ; but it contained, beſides many good thinzs, ſeveral 
matters which were ſo far From being approved by the Remonſtrants, that they dil- 
pleaſed them. But at laſt there was publiſhed about the end of this year, The Con- 
teſſio!n 02 Declaration of the Ooctrines of the Remonſtrants upon the p2incipal art#- 
cies of the Chaiſtian religion, in Low-Durch, It has been already ſhown how this 
» Confeſhon, being firft drawn up in Latin, had been peruſed and approved by all the 
Members of the F raternity. Aﬀter this, in the month of June, copies of it were ſent 
privately to the 1imprifoned Miniſters, as alſo to the Heer Hoperbeers at Looveftein, 
who all teſtified their ſatisfation.

After ſo o 
neral an al probation, It apPPeare : with an advert iſement at the end Of it, may Tino 
that for many reaſons it had been thought proper, to P ubliſh this work firſt in the 
Dutch tongue, but that it had been lonz before writ, 2nd ſhould foon be oubliſt hed in 
Latin. "This was notified, to the end, that nobody might give himſelf the trouble of 
tranſlating into Latin what Was itſelf 1 tranſlation Rot the Latin: for the Remnn- 
flrants de clared, they would not own for theirs what ſhould be tranſlated | Into other 
languages, and publiſhed without their knowle daz and conſent. Thoſe were wicked 
times, they ſaid, and it was a matter of great cenſd quence, by whom, and with what 
View any writings were tranſlated into other LON Tues, The Latin Impreſl 2N 4aÞp- 
peared accordingly the following year ; upon which occaſion the Meer Grotins writ 
to Epiſcopins, and told him, / bope [be Confeſſion will 4o 115 ſervice with re, oſonable 
people. And indeed I find a great meny perſons who are extremely ſatisfied with it | 
for which reaſon, I wiſh you would ſend me ſeveral copies, ts the end I may diftribute 
them to ſuch as I think worthy of them, This was the book which both the 
friends and enern1es of the Remonſlrants had ſo much defired to ſce, and which was 
read with an incredible eagernefs by them all, though with very difterent views 2nd 
deſigns. It gave full ſatisfaction to the Remonſtrant churches, and {everal of their ( 
acveofariet ſpoke favourably of tt, OWNING, that their doctrine was not ſo bad as is The reception 
had been repreſented. Nay 1t1s certain that Balchazar Lydius, preaching one day a TOY WT. 
Dort, ſaid, That if the Remonſtrants had declared themſelves thus about eipht or ten 
years before, there would never have been any diſſentions in th Vo Church, nor alter ation 16 
21 the State, Þut other Contraremonſlrants ſpoke a very I trerent lanzmoe. A cer- 
tain Miniſter at Arnbeim, {tiled this fame Confeſſion, A Source of all Hereſl jes ; and 
De Momboir of Geldaviend o4ve it the name of A Book FY {lruttive io the Nation. One 
Joon Tobnſon, A Bookſeller of Arnheim, was 1 woke upon for having fold ſome 
copies of it ; but he eſcaped being fined, becauſe he had been delired to procure them 
for the Miniſter abovementioned. 

In France, England, Denmark, Germany, and other places where the Reformation 
had obtained, many of their Divines praiſed 1t as an orthodox, ptous, and moderate 

work, calculated for the reſtoring peace to the church, Foachim Penſchelius, one of 
the Miniſters of Nuremberph, rand} ited it afterwards into Hiph-Dutch. Many of the 
Anabaptiſts at Amſterdam, at Horn, at Harlem, and elſewhere, been. after the DUb- 
tication of this Confe/ſion, to frequent the Meetings of the Remonſiranti 5, and tound 
much more {itisfaction in their ſermons than in thoſe of their own teachers. It 15 
related, that the demand for this book, which was printed at the charoe of the Fra- 
ternity, was fo great, that the whole impreſlion, to the number of 2200 coples, WIS 
bought up in the ſpace of a month, and that thereby was gained to the Community 
the ſum of 1700 Gilders; which | in ſome meaſure eaſed the burden that had lain fo 
heavy upon them. Hereupon nnmeditely followed a ſecond | Impreſhon. The Latin 
Edition was intruſted to a Bookſeller at Amſterdam, by whoſe means they had the 
better opportunity of tranſmitting and ſelling the copics in foreign countries, In the 
Preface of this Confeſſion, wich the Remonſlrants thought proper ſhould be always "IR 
inſeparably annexed to 1t, an account was given of four different opinions with refe- the Pre ce 
rence to the publication of Contetſons, Firſt, Of the opinion of thoſe who thought on. onfeſſi 
that no Confe//ron at all ought to be made, as being not only nt neceſ/ary, but even 
oa dangerous, and pernicious, In the Second place, Of thoſe who judged that 

all Confe/ſrons ought to be drawn up in pure Seriprure-terms. Thirdly, Of thoſe vo 
were for having them fo general, and brief, as not to contain any thing but what wa 
firatily neceſſary to be known and believed in order to ſalvation, And, Fourthly, o 
thoſe who thought that the declaration and explanation of the moſt minute difference 
oup ht to be fried Asto the two firſt opinions, it was obſerved, that the alfig 
upon which they were founded, did not ſo much relate to the hing itlelf, a5 to the 
abuſe of it. For which cauſe the Preface repreſented the true uſe and end of Con- 
feſſions, proving that they were not abſolutely neceſſary, but uſcful and lawful, and 
in ſoine fort requifite, Ag 11Nit the abuſe of them, three remedies were DIO} WP 
Firſt, Not to alcribe to Confcllions, or other þ emaleries of reltiz1on, an indiſputable 
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different from an unbounded licentiouſneſs, Secondly, Not to Jay an abſolute refirainr 
thereby on the conſclences, pens, and tongues of men. And, Thirdly, Never to con 

{ider them as ſuch pales or Iimits, within which all-ſ1ving Enowledge mull 

poſed to be included. With theſe reſtriftions, Confe//rons would neither be 

jul nor hurtful, but beneficial, and ſometimes in a fenſe, neceliary too. Thus 
would tlicy neither derogate from the authority of the Church on the one hand, no1 
infringe the liberty of particular Chriſtians on the other ; neither would they open a 
door for ſeparations. Not but that foine accidenta] abuſe might happen, againſt 
which, there ſhould be timely care taken, and remedies provided. After this, the 
Preface went on to ſhow the views and ends of the Kemon/irancs in ſetting forth thi: 
their Confelion: As Firſt, The ſatisfying the deftres and expetations of their 
friends. And, Secondly, Lhe better juſtifying the purity of their dodrines, and thei! 
Own innocency. The Preface further obferveq, that the Confe/ſrun was likewiſe 
{tiled an Explanation ;, becauſelt comprehended ſomewhat more than a bare Confeſſion, 
20 wit, a plun, full, and clear expotition of their opintons on moſt of the Articles of 
the Chriſtian Faith, for the refutation of ſome men's calumntes ; which was likewiſe 
the reaſon, among others, why the Confetlion was not drawn up 1n pure ſcripture- 
phraſes only, lzalt ſome (ſhould have fxid, that under that bark, or outhde, they en- 
deavoured to conceal bad opinions. Then the Preface ſhowed the nature of the ſaid 
Explanation + AS, Firſt, That it contained no ſubrilties, nor niceties. Secondly, That 
it extended itlelf not only to points that were fundamental and neceilary, bur allo to 
ſuch as were eminently good and uſeful. Thirdly, Phat therein were included ail 
things requiſite to the practice of religion; to which end the Five Pcints of contro- 
yerſy were more largely diſcuſlied, and the Canons of the Synod of Dor: refuted, 
Enmbly, That their Confeſtion d1d not anathematize, curſe, or damn thoſe of diff 
rent perſwaſions, Then followed an exhortation to peace, moderation aud for 
hcarance. 

The Confectlion, or Explanation itfelf, was divided into xxv chapters or feRions, at 
the end of which it was (aid, © * That it now appeared by this their Confe//ron, how 
« free they were from the hereſtes, ſchiſins, and pernicious doftrines which their ad- 
« yer{arics imputed to them ; that they did not revive, nor fet forth any of thoſe 
« errors which the primitive chriſtians or fathers rejeted or condemned ; that they 
« neither undermined nor weakened thoſe principles which the conſent and agreement 
« of the true univerſal} Chriſtian Church had once eſtabliſhed ; that they did not 
« boldly. and obitinately determine thoſe matters which were formerly left diſputa- 
« ble and undetermined, and which did not much contribute towards promoting the 
« olory of God, or the {alvation of men ; neither did they too nicely and curioully 
« pry into thoſe things which were not revealed to them, leaſt they thould wade too 
« deep into ſuch myſteries as the all-wife God had thought fit to conceal from them ; 

but that their chief care was to lay hold of, and maintain to the utmoſt of their 

power, that truth which was according to godlineſs, and which rended to preferve 
and promote mutual peace and unity among all chriſtians. This, they ſaid, was 
what they had been always endeavouring. As for indifferent things, they woul

not contend about them. And tor the deep and hidden matters, they received 
them with a faith void of curioſity, and never treated of them but ſparingly. As 
for unprofitable ſpeculations and vain ſubtilties, they did not make them the ſnbjz& 
of their ſtudy, And as for the obſervation of ceremonies, and {auch like indifferent 
things, they would not cenſure any on that account, provided that they did not of- 
fend the weak, and avoided all ſuperſtition. Laftly, they exerted their utmo!! 
care and diligence to hold faſt immoveably the things that were either nece{ary, 
or highly profitable to godlineſs and ſalvation; yet freely bearing with thole 
chriſtians, whoever they were, that differed from them in other inatcers, and de- 
firing to maintain unity with all the churches of their Lord Feſus Chrift, though 
in ſome matters they might think them miſtaken.”

It happened at Delfr that Johannes Spenebovius, who fc: cretly miniitered to the 
Remonſirant church of that town, died fad, denly of an apopleRick fit, on the evening 
of St. Peter and Paut's day, at the houſe of the Heer Peter Jooſt v an Ruven (torn 
ly one of the Senators of wad; bt but turned out upon the lite Revolution. ) Here 
the family was extremely embarraſſed for rhe re ifon mentioned above, not knowing 
what to do with the corpſe. Atter ſome deliberation, they put it into a wooden 
cheſt, and buricd it under a barn, in the backſide of the hoaſe. But this ſecret in- 
terinent was afterwards diſcovered through the timeroutneſs of a maid-fervant, 
being ordered to fetch fomcthing out of the ſaid barn, cried, I carr go there, the dead

Spenehovins, of whom Triglandins ia1d publickly in priat, the year before, thar 
he turned Lutheran in Ezft-freefland, and ſerved there as a Peacher; of which there 
was not one word true; for he had neither been in that Province, nor had any 
to du with the people of that ſet. He was born at Dorcmonr in Weſtphalis, in the 
year 1571, on the ſecond day of September. Having othciated as Miniſter at Lin- 
gen for lome years, upon Spinola's taking of that town, he was called to Urrechr, 
and inthe year 1619 deprived, as we have already ſhown, on account of the Remon- 
ſlrant dodrine, and baniſhed the country. Thofz who remember him, tell us 
he was of a ſtern countenance, bur very friendly in his ſpeech and behaviour, and of 
great learning and eloquence. 


Henricus Niellins died likewiſe in the month of Fune this year, after a lingrins

ſickneſs, at Rotrerdam, in the houfe of his mother-in law, Eva Janſon, widow of 


tobn Peſſer, at the bre w-houſe called the two white Iyons. This Gentleman, for- 
merly Miner of the French or Walon church of the ſud town, and a Papll 
of Arminius, was ſon of the old Carolus Nellins, Miniſter of the Frenchehurch 
at Weſel, Wh RT of that Carolus who was one of the cited Remonſtrants 
at Dore, frequently mentioned above, and at that time one of the Directors of thc 
affairs of the Remonſlrants within th beſe Provinces. The corpſe was brought by night 
to church, with the knowledge and confent, or at leaſt connivance, of the Burgo- 
maſter Puke, nephew to his wife, attended hy his brothers-1n-la w Richard and De- 
mas Peſſer, and ten or a dozen of his moſt truſty friends and neighbours, and burte d 
there. This was done with fo much ſecreſy, that no notice was taken of it a lor 
time, not till March of the following year, when ſomething of it was diſcovered Dy 
an accident the! happening, of which we {hill ive an account hereatter, a 
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But at preſent we muſt turn our eyes towards foreign attairs, as having had ſome 
affinity or relation to our own domeſtick jars, or as having ſomething remarkable 
or inſtructive 10 them. 

In Ho!/{cin they began to build a new city, which was called after the name of 


fted dt in Hol. the Duke, uM /lads. The chief projeor and promoter of this work, who 
(e1n bo built had likewiſe obtained a Patent for it, was the Heer W/iliam van den Hove, Lord of 
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IVedde, Weſter Wolde, Bellinck Welde, and Blyhbam, a-kin to the learned Grotius, 
This Gentleman had been a 200d while in Ho[tein upon the (aid account, travelling 
to and fro, and zealouſly endeavouring to ſettle matters, and to prepare this retreat 
and ſhelter for the Remonſlrants tired with tae nerſecution, He relided at Horn in 
the month of Angu/t and beginning of September, from. whence he privately diſpatch - 
ed many letters wo ſeveral towns, exhorting the people toavoid the preſſures they lay 
under, and to aflift in the bu ding of the city abovementioned. But his exhortations 
had at the lirſt no great ſucceſs, However he, who was reſolved to be not only an 
adviſer but 1 Promoter too of this work, induced, at his own great expence, and with 
the aſh{tance of a few others, ſeveral Carpenters, Maſons, and other artificers to 50 
Uther , aud cauſed his ſon Antony van den Hove to lay the firſt ſtone of the firlt new 
cif ice on the 24th of September, O. S, The place where this new city was built, 
called at firſt New-ford, was1n the diſtri& of Srapel bolm, a good league diftant from 
Tonninghen, near as far from Huſum, and three leagues from the ſa, between 
two rivers, the Fider and the ; - oy The firſt of theſe was about a kundred rods 
broad, ebbing and flowing with ſalt water, and of fuch a depth, that veſſels of a 
hundred tun could come laden up to the city : The other was not above ſixty rods 
broad, 1ts waters being freſh ; and both of them abounded with tith, There had 
>cen for a Jong time three {luces, to Ict the water of the Trene into the Eider, and 
thoſe dilcharges of water ſerved partly ſor a haven, and partly for ditches or moats 
to the city. The country round about was very fruitful and pleaſant, it was fitu- 
atc in a ſweet air, all fort of provittons were plentiful and cheap, and labour at a 


" fÞ ink . Ve ry low price. The firſt inhabitants, beſides the Heer IVWedde (who built a falt- 
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work and ſeveral houſes there) were Dr. Peter van Dam of Amersfort, and his brother 
William a lawyer ; the Heer Peter de Graaf of Amſterdam, brother to the Burgomaſter 
Jacob ae Graaf, Chriſltan Bekker, Henry Rutenſtein, Marcus Gualtherns, formerly 
RefQor of the Latin-ichool at Kampen, (and who was afterwards choſen Secretary of 
the {aid new town,) and thetwo brothers .... Schalkens of Rotterdam, whoſe ſiſter 
Grevinkbovius had married; and ſome others, who built houſes for themſelves, and 
[1uts or Cottages tor the workmen. The largeſt and fineſt houſe was built by the 
Heer de Graaf. The Duke granted great liberties and privileges to the Remon/ſrants, 
2s we have ſhown above in the XLVItlth book, allowing them to be governed after 
the Dutch way, and granting the free exerciſe of their reh121on in the nublick churci. 
The Lutherans were ra allowed their Meetings in the town, together with the 
gs) a many of whom came from Holland, though not fo much on account of 
is. perlecution, as With a view of private advantage. And the Duke for the 
nriching his country, and increaling his revenues by the proſperity of this 
—=_ prevailed fo far with the King of SPain, as to procure for its inhabitants 
the liberiy of trading to his dominions, with Dutcy-built ſhips, manned with Hot- 
landers. The violence of the Perſecution in the Low-Countries drove thither, in 
Lime, a great number of the States ſubjects, But what went moſt againſt the grain 
of thoſe Netberiunders, who were of an honelt and ſober temper, was, the irregular 
and 111 lives of the eople of Holſtein, with whom, notwithſtandingthey were always 
to deal and Converſe, Thoſe people ſeemed to be born for nothing elſe but to eat and 
to drink, and to make good cheer. Lheir feaſtings, their chriſtnings and mar- 
rj1azcs were brutiſh. To theſe all people of condition or credit were invited; and 4: 
they were about to fit down, the drums beat, and the trumpets ſounded, juſt as f 
they were golng to attack the enemy ; this ſumioned all the gueſts, and was the 
token of their welcome. The barrels they drunk out were expoſed before the doors 
of their houſesIike Gabions, and thoſe who were fo drunk, thatthey could neither ſtan! 
norgo, were led off, or carri2d away like wounded men in a battle or at a ſiege, Hz 
that departed the furtheſt from humanity on theſe occaſions, counted he had gained

Fecha of this town was the Heer Adolf van de Wael, Lord of Moor /bergen, who 


being baniſhed from his own country, did here repreſent the perſon of the Duke 
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of  Holl [/fein, But he naving quitted the office, the Hee van Wedde prevailed ſo far An'D OM; 
with that Prince as ro obtain leave that the town might _ gOverned by Burgomalters 1621, 
and Schepens. The firſt of this kind of Magiſtrates, « vho were at the helm in thoſe ©

Bekker, The Stadthouſe was built in the year ——— -andthic Church it 0 the year 162 4, 

at which time Madam Catharine of Moor bereen laid the firſt ſtone, Over the door of

Whilſt the firſt houſes were building, the Remonſ/rants were allowed to meet in the 
Chappel of the Caſtle at [onningen, where the Heer Fohn de Hane, Penſionary of 
Harlem, ſince preferred to the Duke's Council, and ſome other Hollanders were like- 
wile nermitted to inhabit. The firſt Remonſtrant Miniſters who ſerved the church 9 7 
of that new town, and who came thither of their own accord, in order to ſee the fity- py hp 
ation of affairs, were WVilhelmus Remont, Fohannes Grievitne; Petrus Enpgelraven, 
Robert Oudart, Harboldus Tombergius, Feremi ab Tykemaker and others : but if 1 
41M not miſtaken, Nicolaus Grevinkbovins was the firſt who was called as their ſettled 
Miniſter, which office hs took upon himſelt alone for a while, 'To him ſucceeded 
Gaſper Selkart, after whole death came Godefridus Paludanus, and next to him Cor- 
nelins Geeſteranus. Aﬀter him, for the {pace of 3 or 4 years, there were ſeveral o- 
thers ſent at the requelt of the Magiſtrates, by the Directors of the Fraternity in 
Holland, who having ſtaid out their appointed time, were now and then continued 
upon the delire of the faid Magiſtrates, and when they returned into theſe Provinces 
were called to the Miniſtry here. Theſe were Wilhelmus Byſterus, Iſaacus Ponta- 
nus, Chriſtian Hartſooker, Perrns Walſchardus, Bernardus Kok ( whodied at Frede- 
rickſtadt) Petrus de Renver, who was ſucceeded by Wilhelmus L,omanus, but onl 
proviſionally, and for fome months ; and laſtly by Dr. Adrian Kiebome, who at the 
time of my writing this, v7s. in the year 167C, 1s the Remonſ/rant Miniſte er of that 
place, receivinghis yearly ſtipend, as did his predeceſlors, out of the publick revenue 
of the town. But this new town, which like Sparra of old, and as molt of the _ 
towns of Holſtein, Sleſwick and Denmark, had neither walls nor fences, had not 77 "Wh - Fumeayry 
Treat a riſe and augmentation as ſome neople promiled themſelves, For many 0 Sod s 
the Remonſtrants of the Ne therlands obſerving that there was more danger in going 7 
thither, than in ſtaying, ſaid plainly : I 2 fle 4 for it once in the time of the Spaniſh 
Tyranny, but we will not fly again, Some found themſelves in ſo 200d a ſituation 
for carrying on their trade in their own country, that they reſolved ratherto venture 
all, than to ſtir. Others cried : We know what we are to ſuſſer here, but we know 
not what may befall us there. So that though they roſe up with deſign to go away, 
they fate down again, and took more time to confider of the matter. The land of 
their nativity had many charms with fome, and the company of their friends and re- 
lations was ſo dear, that they entirely bent their thoughts upon ſtaying ; feeding 
themſelves with unforeſeen hopes, and expecting a de eliverance, though they could 
not tell from what quarter it was Iike to come. Some few, who valued their liberty 
more than their country, and all its advantages, went to Hol/tein, and ſettled at 
Frederickſtads, but ſoon found themſelves ſurrounded with many troubles. In the 
firſt place they were involved 1n the deſtructive war between the I.mperor and the 
King of Denmark, which was attended with burden{ome incampments, contributions, 
and plundering; They were often overwhelmed with great inundations, whicl 
broke down their chargeable {Juces and water-dams; add to this, the unfortunat te 
dyking ofthe Megger-=2e, which often failing, and being every now and then waſh=- 
ed away, reduced feveral of the inhabitants, who were before men of ſubſtance, to 
poverty, or great inconveniences. It was indeed a raſh and 1unprudent undertaking 
of people, who in other reſpects, were not guilty of 11]-management, to venture upon 
banking or dyking ; whereas, though the charge was much greater there than in #o1- 
land, yet (though they luccee ded never fo 9 well) the land they drained or ſaved from 
the rage of the waters, was not worth rear {o much as that of this Province. But 
he chief cauſethat kept their new city from increaſing, was that which the founders 
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only put an end to the cauſe of the inhabitants flight, and conſequently a ſtop to the 
increaſe of the new town, but likewiſe occaſioned many of thera toreturn to Holland. 
And ſome think, that as the great ſeverities practiſed againſt the Remonſtrants, were 
one of the chief cauſes of the building of this town, ſo the building of ſuch a town 
was the main reaſon of the mitigation of thoſe ſeverities; to the end that the trade 
of theſe Provinces might not be carried away by exiles an] foreigners ; as had hap- 
pened to the too great damage of the publick, during the Spaniſh. Perſecutions. 

The aforementioned town of Frederickſtadr, conſiſts at preſent, for the moſt part, 
of the deſcendants of the firſt inhabitants, who expended their fortunes in the pur- 
chaſe of land and houſes, or otherwiſe, There are about —— houſes.

neſs, that whercas they. are under a reſtraint in almoſt all the towns of their native 
country, and excluded from any part of the adminiſtration, they are poſleiſed of one 
where thoſe of their perſuaſton are maſters of the Church and Stadtaouſe, and fill all 
the publick offices, at the ſame time tolerating other ſes. 

One end or view of the Remonſtrants in building this town was, that Dy Cconver- 
fing and dealing with the Lutherans of Germany, they might meet with an opportu- 
nity of making their cauſe and dodrine the better known in that far-extended nation, 
and thereby pave the way for a nearer friendſhip and union of minds with the moſt 
moderate ; being as It were already agreed with them in thoſe points in which they 
differed from the ſo called Calvini/ts. Before this, the Reformed had ſeveral times 
offered peace and: brotherhood to the Lutherans ; but now the condemning and per- 
_ ſecuting the Remonſlrants had {0 far cut oft all hopes of ſuch a wholſome union, that 
mz: of the 5). the Theological Faculty at Wittenburg in Saxony, publiſhed a book this year, under 
wod of 9 the title of : A Faithful WVarning to all the T.utheran Chriſtians in Bohemia, Mora- 
—_— ravia, Sileſia, and other countries thereunto belonging, carefully to abſtain from the 
(erve 10 im» oxponeous and Dighly pernicious Calviniſtical religion. In which book they endea- 
—_—_—— voured to expoſe the ſcandalous and fraudulent dealings, which, as they {aid, the 
Lutherans #- ("2]viniſts uſed, and had uſed for ſeveral years in offering ſpiritual fraternity ſo often 
rs os to the Lutherans, adding as follows: 

IV bat coodthereis to be expected from ſuch Brethren, may eaſily be gathered from the 

Synod of Dort, and their proceedings, The Calviniſts had ſeveral diſputes with the 
Arminians, particularly about the article of Grace or Fletion, in which the latter de- 
ended our opinion, and the former that of Calvin. In this controverſy the Calvi- 

- niſts at length ſbewed ſo much heat, that by a haſty decree of that Synod they con- 
denned the Arminians and their doctrines, without allowing them to make any de- 
fence, depriving them of the exerciſe of their religion, and baniſhing their moſt emi- 
nent Miniſters from their country for ever, IV asnot that a very brotherly proceeding 2 
If they thus treated ſuch who differed from them in little more than one article, 
viz. that of Ele&ion or Predeſtination, what muſt we expett who differ from them in 
ſo many £ Men af ſenſe may eaſily diſcover what they would be at. They labour now 
to get the Brachium ſ{culare, the civil Magiſtrate on their fide, and to bring ſuch as 
are of their opinions, into the beſt offices. If this ſucceeds, we ſhall ſoon ſee @ 
General Synod called in Germany, theſe of te Calviniſtical religion preſiding, and 
having the direfion of all aſſairs, judging them according to their own pleaſure, n0; 
once hearing us, or allowing us to fit in the ſame Synod, but, as was done at Dort, 
raſhly cenſuring our dottrine as falſe, hindering the exerciſe of it, and driving a- 
way the Lutheran Miniſters, and unleſs God prevents it, totally extirpating our 
religion, We conclude from all this, that their offers of fraternal communion are 10! 
ſincere, but are only deſigned as a feint, till they can gather flrenoth and courage 19 
poſſeſs themſelves of our churches. And if a Prince of their perſuaſion ſhould in time 
be raiſed to the Imperial Dignity, ſuch a ſpirit as they are of would be ſufficient t9 
involve us in blood and deſlruttion, and we poor Lutherans ſhould be butchered like 
ſheep by theſe our worthy Brethren : For with them "tis a principle of religion, that 
lDereticks ought to be rooted ought by force; and that none but the true religion 
{hould be tolerated in a well- governed State, as Calvin, Beza, and ſeveral others 
of their leaders maintain. From hence they will infer, that the Lutherans are _

were tound ſeveral of the Reformed Miniſters who ſcrupled to ſwear to the Cinons 


David Blondel, then Minitter at Hauden, and fince that time ProfeiTor of Eccle- _ oy 
fiaſtical Hiftory at Amflerdam, and Stephanus Curcellens, Miniſter at Amiens in PÞi- be Parks 
cardy, with leveral other Divines, reſolutely oppoſed the fame, Many of the Mem- 

bers of this Aſſembly judged this new oath fo ſtrange and unprecedented, that they The Oath of 
diſliked it extreamly ;, particularly becauſe the Canons of the Synod of Dore were Alczop2:ſc 
propoſed as fuch a Rule of Faith, as no man ought, in the leaſt, to recede or depart 

from, For this caule 1t was unanimouſly agreed in this Synod, that the confidera- 

tion of that affair ſhould be put oft to the next Provincial Synod of the followins 

year, againſt which time the Miniſters were to conlider of all things maturely, and 

to prepare ſome other Formulary of conlent, However, ſome were very zealous 

for the impoſition of the oath, 

There was likewiſe another Provincial Synod of the Reformed churches, holden 4 privinctat 
in the month of Zune this ſame year, at the Town of Die, in the Province of Day- 99194 a: Die 
phiny , where, as ſome write, they firſt treated of matters which were not to 9 ons ane 4 
found in their Bibles; and of wiuch Synod, the end was nothing better than the 
beginning. This ſeems to relate to fome deliberations about the war which then 
broke out. After this, the {aid Synod endeavourcd to put in execution the Decrees 
of the National Synod of Ales, with reſpe& to the ſwearins to the Cinons of 
Dort, and rejc&ing the doctrines of the Remonſtrants. "Thoſe Canons were accord- 
ingly ordered to be read, and then all the Members, one by one, were required to 
take the oath. Among the Members of this Synod there was one, named Fobn 71, oh of 
Balcet, a native of Pragelas, upon the frontiers of Piedmont, who in the year 16 4, Alez is taken 
bad been called to the church of Chocques in Dauphiny;, and in the year 1617, was - age? _ 
{ent by the ſaid Syaod to ſerve the Church in the ſaid Town of Prapelas ; in both wb. ave els 
which churches he had diſcharged his Miniſterial Oftice with editication, and with- #24 
out reproach, 'This man, by reafon of the great diſtance of his habitation, had 
heard but little of the dilputes in HoZand about the doctrine of Prede ination; but 
now obſerving ſomething of that matter read in the aforeſaid Canons, he was of 
opinion, that there were fome things which d1d not agree with the true and only rule 
of faith, the word of God; for which caule he refolved he would not be too haſty 
in taking the oath. Having therefore heard the Articles upon the firſt and ſecond 
of the famous Five Points read over curtorily ( for all that readins and ſwearins 
was performed mm one Afternoon-Seſſion)) he filently withdrew out of the Aflembly, 
and kept away during that detlion. In the mean time the 5ynod went on with the 
reading of the Articles, and the Oath was taken, and the ſubſcription complied with 
by all the Members then prelent, But ſome days after, when the Synod was about 
to break up, and the Ads were read, fomebody acquainted Monſtzur D' Erien, the 
Prefident of the {a1d Synod, that Baicet was not preſent when the Canons were 
rcad and {worn to. Lhereupon he was called by the Pretident, and ordered to ſub- 
ſcribe and {wear to the Canons, as well as the re{t of the Miniſters and Elders, 
Balcet declined it, and begged moſt carneſtly, © that he might be fo long indulged, 
* till he could tind means of attaining to a further knowledge of the Controverted 
* Points, and "of trying all by the only touch-ſtone, the word of God; tor 
he thought it was not reaſonable, in a cafe of fo great weight, and fo dangerous 
* conſequence, to rely on the opinion of another, and to {wear with one's eyes ſhut 
or hood winked. 'Th2oath, ſaid be, 1s as the fecal of a man's word ; for which 
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A x*Do w.* cauſe he ought to underſtand the matter well and clearly, before he conſents, 


« ſwears, ſigns and ſeals it with his mouth or hand, Wheretore, continzed he, | 


WWW « humbly intreat the Synod to grant me ſome delay, to the end I may mature- 
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« Iy conſider this thing, and try the dodrine of Dore by the word of Truth and 
« Life. 

Upon this he was ordered to withdraw out of the church where the Synod was 
held, and moſt of the Members were fo cnraged at his refuſal, that they were for 
depriving him forthwith of his Mmilſtry, contormably to the Decree of the Synod 
of Ales. But with much intreaty, and the mterpoſition of his friends, he to far 
provailed, as to get a month's reſpite, upon the following condition, namely, Thar 
be ſeouid promiſe upon oath not to ſay a word in favour of the doftrine of the Re- 
monſtrants within that time, neither publickly nor privately, And it was further or- 
dercd, that at the expiration of this month the two Miniſters of the churches of 
Gap and Ambrun, the S1eurs Colombiere and Conel, ſhould repair to Pragelas, and 
joyn them ſ-lves with the Glalſlis of Valcluſon, but at the charge of Balcet himſelt, in 
order to receive the oath of him; and that in caſe of his refuſal, they ſhould ſuſpend 
him till the next Synod: to all which Balcet ſubmitted without any oppolition, 
Thus he departed to his church, after having bought at Die the great Book of the 
Ads of the National Synod ot Dorr, as publiſhed by the Contraremonſirants, At 
Grenelle, in his way home, he borrowed Du Monlin's book, called Anatome Armini- 
aniſmi, not being able to meet with any of the Remonſtrants books 1n thoſe parts, 
From theſe two books he attained to a further knowledge of the controverſy, But 
he applied him chiefly to the reading and ftndying the holy Scriptures with great 
attention, earneſtly praying to God to enlighten his underſtanding 1n theſe unpor- 
tant points; and the more he advanced m peruſing and meditating on the Bible 
(that clear fountain of knowledge and of truth, from which the {ſtreams of divine 
wiſdom flow) the more averle was he to conſenting to the Canons of Dorr, and the 
oath exaced of him ; infomuch that he reſolved and concluded with himſelf, that it 
were much better for him to undergo cvery thing, to ſubmit to all the ecclefiaſtical 
cenſures, to the diſgrace and contempt of men, and to the reproaches of his bre- 
thren in the Miniſtry, than to condemn the Remonſtrants in the Low-Countries, 
without hearing what they could fay in their own defence ; and which was {till 
worſe, to {wear in fo ſolemn a manner, that he approved and would maintain a do- 
arine which he judged to be contrary to the word of God, The month which was 
granted him being now expired, the Claſſis of Valcluſon met immediately at Fene- 
fireles. 'Thither came the Miniſters Colombiere and Conel, depured by the Synod 
for that purpoſe, and Balcet was ſummoned before them. He attended accordingly, 
and was taken into another room, diltind& trom that of the Claſlis, by four of the 
Members. Here they entered into a diſcourſe with him about the two firſt points 
in diſpute, This laſted a whole morning ; and whilſt he was in a particular con- 
ference with them, ſeveral Members of that Aflembly, who had not been at the 
Synod of Die, ſubſcribed, and took the oath of Ales in another room, without 
hearing the diſcourſe of Balcet, or the report of the four Miniſters appointed to con- 
fer with him. After which he was exhorted and deſired likewiſe to ſubſcribe and 
{wear to the Decree of the aforeſaid National Synod, relating to the approbation of, 
and conſent to the Canons of Dort, and the condemnation of the doctrine of the 
Remonſlrants, purſuant to the orders of the Synod of Die. But this he flatly re- 
fuſed to do: Brethren, {aid he, don't preſs me to do it ; for I have now plainly 
found, and diſcover it daily more and more, that the Canons of the Synod of Dort 
are in many things diſagreeable to the word of God. For which reaſon I cannat ſign, 
nor ſeear to the approbation and maintenance of the ſaid Canons, The firſt Point of 
that deep controverſy, which relates to Predeſtination, ought, I think, to be ſuffered 
to reſt among the moſt profound and hidden myſteries of the great God, who has r#- 
ſerved the knowledge of thoſe matters to himſelf alone, which it is not permitted t0 
us perfectly to underſiand or fathom, For which reaſon we ought to take care not t0 
pry too far, like the men of Bethſhemiſh, into che Ark of the Lord ; nor to enquire 
too nicely into the eternal counſels of the living God, Such curioſity is no leſs dan- 
gerous than falſe and inſolent. 

The Claſtis tinding that he perſiſted in his refuſal, ſuſpended him from the Mi- 
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meet : forbidding hum behdes, with menaces of more grievous eccleſiaſtical cenſurcs, Ax® Do . 
to make any mention, either publickly or privately, of the dodcrine of the Reman- 1621. 
ftrants, They faid likewile, that all the other Reformed Synods of France, and all WNW 
the Miniſters and Profeſlors in Geneve and Germany of the func rel1210n, had taken 
the oath of Ales, without any oppolition. He, hearing the ſentence of ſuſpenſion, 
appealed to none but God, the Prince of Truth, and the Inſtitutor an4 Preſerver of 
all lawful Calls; "but he endeavoured however to ſhow, that he had juſt caule to 
complain of the Synod of Dze, and particularly of a great many Members of the 
Claſlis, who having not been preſent at the ſaid Synod, had, by raſhly takin» the 
oath and ſubſcribing, before they heard his defence and the explanation of [11s 
faith and opinions, tied up their own hands; inſornuch that they were not after- 
wards at liberty to give place to his arguments and juſtification, nor to clear him 
without perjuring themſelves, 

After this, returning home without the power of exerciſing his Miniſtry, he found 
himſelf deſpiſed and {lighted by every body. Soine of his relations, with whom 
he durit not diſcourſe of his opinions, nor of the objections he had to make aTainit 
the oath, on account of his promiſe, during the month's time allowed him by the 
Claſhs, appeared angry, and were {candaliz2d at his refuſal, and uſed all means to 
diſſwade him from his deſign, Hereupon he was obliged to lay before them his rea- 
ſons for refuſing to take an oath, which he judged fo unjuſt and unchriſtian, The Mi- 
niſters having heard what he had done, prefently calle4 together another Cliffis ar 
Feneſtrelles, to which Balces was fummoned, and charged more ſtrictly than before 
to obſerve their former orders; nay, they went fo far as to defire he would {wear 
before God, not to ſpeak at all about the docrine which had been condemned in the 
Synods of Dort and Ales, no not even with his family or kinsfolks, in his own ju- 
ſtification. Upon his refuſing to comply, or to ſuffer his lips to be ſealed un in 
ſuch a manner, the Claſlis proceeded, by their own authority, without any fur- 
ther dire&ions from the Synod, entirely to deprive him of his ecclefiaſtical oflice, 
and threatned him beſides with excommunication, it he preſumed to open his 
mouth in prejudice of their doctrine, Thus the poor man went back to his houſe 
diveſted of his charge, deprived cf his reputation, and deſpifed by his Collegues, 
who were then obſerved to thunder from their pulpits againſt the doQrines of the 
Remonſlrants ( which few of them underſtood) throughout all the valley, efpecial- 
ly at Pragelas, altering the ſtate of the queſtion, and giving hard names to the 
things they were not able any otherwiſe to anſwer. After ſome weeks, Balcer being 
apprized that there were many fick people at Pragelas, who ftood in need of com- 
fort, and longed for his converſation, ventured to go to fee them, as judging 
that the viſitation of the fick was an univerſal duty, which the meaneſt chrifti:n 
could not :refuſe to his neighbour. When this came to the ears of the Miniſters 
who were near him, they called together the Claſhs rhe third time at the ſame place : 
There the vilitation and conſolation of the fick was likewiſe forbidden him, tho' he 
had made uſe of none but the ordinary form ; and he was again required to take an 
oath, that he would not ſpeak againſt the Canons of Dor to any man in the world, 
on pain of excommunication. But he perſiſting in his refuſal, the Claſſis reſolved 
to proceed to aual excommunication ; which was accordingly figniticd to him, an 
they were juſt about to put in execution the firit part of it, namely, the promulga- 
tion of his name and tranſgreſtion from all the pulpits of the whole Claſs. Balcer, in 
the mean while, appealing in vain to the Synod againſt ihefe proceedings, and be- 
ing ſenſible what ſcandal it would occaſion, not only in his own church at Pragelas, 
and thereabout, but likewiſe among ſtrangers, by whom he had always been 
eſteemed and reſpeQed, reſolved to flee from this eccleſiaſtical ſtorm, and of his a: t7;gea /; 
own accord to retire to Gez near Geneva; and he petitioned the Clathis that they #76, in order 
would therefore put a ſtop to their intended excommunication. This was granted, +. ng 
After his departure the Claſhs began to proceed againſt thole whom he had brought ©0n. 
over to his opinions z to wit, his mother and his brothers ; particularly againſt his Proceedings 
eldeſt brother, Stephen Balcet, who having informed himlelt more fully concern- 48%"? 51; Re- 
ing the points in controverſy, by ſearching the Scriptures, had entirely embraced others of bi 
the docrines of the Remon/trants. "This man therefore was treated with the utmoſt C#urch, on a5 
ſeverity of their church-diſcipline, A certain widow of condition and her daugh- raed Reg 
ters, all of them virtuous, innocent Ne. plous perſons, and very diligent readers of iſm. 
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the Scriptures, ſhewed themſelves much more courageous than many men, who 
finted while theſe ſtood firm. Theſe Gentlewomen were fo bold as to approve and 
defend the opinion of their late Miniſter, in the buſinels of Predeſtination, patient- 
ly encountring all the troubles, cenfures and contridiction they met with from the 
Conſiſtories and Claſſes; till at length, when *twas tound that they-could not be 
brought oft from the opinions they had embraced, they were ſuſpended from the 
Communion for the ſpace of one whole year, their ſuſpenſion being publickly no- 
tified from the pulpit, one Sunday, In the preſence of the whole church. This 
ihey bore, as Balcer writes, with great patience, rejoycing and conforting them- 
{clves with the word of God. 

The next Summer Balcet proceeded to Paris, where he conferred with Grotius, 
Tilems and D'Or ; and from thence ro Roan, in which City he vifited Uztenbogarr 
and Epiſcopius, and gave them an account of what had befallen hum. He likewiſe 
Irew up in writing, at their defire, an account of the proceedings againſt him, to- 
rether with his deprivation, of which I have made uſe in this relation. He ſhew- 
>4 in all his conferences with the ſaid Miniſters, that he perfectly underſtood the caſe 
of the Remonſ/trants, From Roan he went to Calais to lee Samon Goulart, formerly 

)\ftor of the French-church at Amſterdam, who reſided there in his exile, bring- 
nz him letters from one of his brothers, who was likewiſe a Miniſter, and of the 
Remonſirant perſwaſtion. From thence he went to Holand, and {ta1d ſome weeks at 
Amſterdam, where he converſed ſeveral times with Nelhus, and attained to a fur- 
ther knowledge of the affairs of the Remonſtrants, being very curious in examining 
into all things. 'Thence he went by fea to Tonningen in Holſtein, where he met 
with YVorſtius, by whoſe converſation he afterwards declared he was extreamly edi- 
fied, Heallo viewed, in the fame country, the beginnings of the Town of Fre- 
derickſtade. In his return he viſiteJ Fobannes and Perrus Geeſterams, at Norden 
and at Kamphuſen, with whom he fell into diſcourſe about their ſingular notions 
relating to the liberty of Propheſying, and the exerciſe of Magiſtracy ; burhe found 
nothing capable of drawing him off from the Remonſtrant opinion. He preached 
twice at Utrecht, in the French tongue, to the Remonſtrants of that City, to their 
oreat edification and fatisfaction. He was ſeveral times oftered money to defray his 
eXpenccs in travelling, tirſt at Roan, and afterwards at Amſterdam and at Tonninpen, 
but he civilly refuſed all, chuling rather to {ubfiſt himſelf meanly, than to live at 
the expence of another, When he returned from Holland to France, Niellius writ 
to Uitenbogart and Epiſcopius in a certain letter, which he was delired to deliver : 
* 'Thit he and his brethren had found Baker, a true Nathaniel, who breathed no- 
< thing but piety nd zeal for promoting ſaving truth : That they were mightily 
« editicd with Is life and converlation ; Thar he was throughly verſed in the holy 
* Scriptures, and earneſtly endeavoured to find out truth ; and when he had dil- 
* coverct it, to live up to 1t : And laſtly, that they had not obſerved any thing 
* which could afford them an occaſion to doubt of his ſincerity and good conſcience.” 
He intended to return to his country and old congregation, in order to inſtru& his 
countrymen ; but whether he put his deſign in execution, or what he did further, 
I have not been able to learn. 

'This year France found itſelf engaged 1n a deplorable Civil War, between the 
King and thoſe of the Reformed religion in that kingdom. Bur before I make men- 
tion of this, I muſt give an account of fome matters relating to Grotins and Uiten- 
bogart. The latter, together with Epiſcopius, Cupus, Mr. Facob le Peric, a 
Lawyer of Utrecht, his faithful friend and aſſiſtant in his exile, and Fohn Uſzlink, 
4 zealous Remonſtrant, arrived the laft of Auguſt at Roan, He went with Epif- 
copins to Paris, 1n order to confer with Grotius about their common affairs. His 
defipn was to procure liberty of conſcience for the Remonſtrants in France, and thc 
King's further interpoſition for them in the Netherlands. He had been mformed, 
that the Court, or the King's Council, were much diffatisfied, that the promiſes 
made by the Dutch Amballadors, of an accommodation, had no effe&; but on the 
contrary, that the Remonſtrants in Holland were treated with as much rigour as ever, 
without any regard to the King's mediation, He further underſtood, that they of 
Charenton began to be alarmed at the neighbourhood of the Remonſtrants, as an- 
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Papiſts and Reformed. But he allured Uitenbogars, he was reſolved, neither to join Ax" Don; 
with the one nor the other. He had writ before to his brother-in-law, the Heer 1621. 
Ntcolas Reipersberg, upon the ſame head, as follows: © To thofe who talk to me Wd 
« about religion, I anſwer plainly, that | keep to thoſe churches of which 1 was a 
« Member before my impriſonment, Beſides, I take care both to give no offence 
« to thoſe of the Romiſb religion, and to keep a good correſpondence with ſuch of the

* declare themſelves to be of our opinion, Dr. Tilers is not backward in promoting 
« the cauſe, by publiſhing ſeveral very learned pieces. Pezireſcius, a Treat friend of 
© the Chancellor du Yair, 1s here at Paris, and keeps a good underſtanding with me, 
© but 1s nevertheleſs very zealous for his own religton. 

Upon Uenbogart's aſking him whether it were adviſeable for the Remon/lrants in 
the Low-Countries to go on with their ſeparate meetings, fince their affairs were ſo 
deſperate © © He replied, Yes, by all means. The Remonſtrants have ated prudent- 
* ly hitherto, and they ought to purſue the ſame meaſures, till their affairs require 
© different counſels: Adding, That thoſe who lived in the United Provinces, under 
* the preſent adminiſtration, were bound indeed to ſubmit to it in civil matters

Firſt, Becauſe the Remonſtrants came nearer to the Roman church 
than the others, particularly -in the buſineſs of Gyod works, and the obedience the 
were for paying to the Civil Magiſtrate, Secondly, Becauſe it would tend to break 
the faction and power of the Reformed, who, as they thought, aimed at dominion, in 
order to tyrannize over others, on pretence of religion. Thirdiy, Becauſe the Re- 
monſtrants had always been friends to France, and had kept their alliance with her. 

But others, be ſaid, though no bigots in matters of religion, were ag:in{t the li- 
berty propoſed, for different reaſons. Firſt, Becauſe they apprehended, that if the 
ſtrength of the Reformed were broke by the method abovementioned, they ſhoull 
not be able to oppofe or reſtrain the domineering of ſome of their own Clergy. Sz- 
condly, Becauſe the Romiſh church might be much prejudiced by a toleration of the 
Remonſtrants, becauſe they removed may of the ſtumbling-blocks which were to be 
found among the other Proteſtants, and were more moderate in ſeveral points. 
Thirdly, Becauſe it was incouraging a new ſchiſm, whereas they ought to endeavour 
to heal the old, and to promote true Catholiciſm, which Catholiciſm they thought 
ſhould extend 1tfelf to the admiſſion of all men, of what opinion ſoever, provided 
that they only held external communion with the Church. But the ſentiments of the 
latter, as Uitenbogart and Epiſcopms thought, were grounded rather on political than 
theological reaſons.. The Heer de Boiſe was of opinion, that the Remonſtrants in 
France ought to join with one of the two parties ; that is to ſay, either with the Pa- 
piſts, or the Reformed, There were likewiſe ſeveral of the Biſhops who oppoſed a 
toleration of the Remonſirants ; but the King being at that time out of Paris, there 
could no application be made to him. Grotzus adviſed Uztenbogart however to diſcourſe 
with the Preſident Jeannin and the'Steur de Boiffiſe, in hopes to learn from them 
ſomething that might ſerve to promote their intereſts. He firſt attended J-annin, and 
aſterwards Boi//iſe, and was well received by both, who aſſured him, © That the Re- 
* monſtrants might ſafely live in any part of France under the protedtion of the King, 
* The Preſident added, "That he would not have them quite deſpair of obtaining the 
© free exerciſe of their religion, but to prepare a petition to that effet, againſt the 
* King's return. | 

Boiſjiſe (aid among other things, * That the war would go on, and that the King 
* could do no more to prevent it, unleſs he laid his crown at the Huguengrs feet ; 
* adding, that the King did not fight againſt the religion, but the fation, | 

Soon after there happened a great tumult at Paris, when the news arrived that4grer ronul 
the Duke of Maine was {hot before Montaubon. Hereupon the mob aſſembled on af 7 
Sunday, being the 26th of September, believing that they ſhould be incouraged to fall 
upon the Reformed, The whole morning there were great numbers'ot them got to- 
ecther in the road which leads from Paris to Charenton, and in tae afternoon, m 

the 
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Ax Dowthe Reformed were returning from church, they began to quarrel, and even to aflult 
1621. {ome of them. The Duke of Monbazon, the Governor of the city, and the Magi- 
OY V ftrates, afhited by a good body of the Citizens, were not able to quell the riot, which 
increaſed as they came back, ſeveral being killed: on both (1des, and one houſe plyn- 
dered. A woman refuſing to kneel to an image of the Virgin Mary, and as ſome laid, 
{peaking very contemptuouſly of it, was cut in pieces, and her limbs carried about in 
The Church at triumph by the people. The church at Charenton was burnt down, and a genera} 
© narenton 7 \naſſacre apprehended ; but at vight, a ſtop was put to the tumult by the prudence 
l of the (41d Duke, and the Magiſtrates, who brouglit the Citizens under arms, chained 
and barricaded the ſtreets, and ſecured the gates of the city, Thus all was quiet ij 
morning, when the mob met again, and plundered another houſe in the ſuburb of 
St. Marcellus ; but a ſtop was ſoon put to further milchief, A ſearch was immedi- 
ately made after the ringleaders of this tumult, and two of the plunderers with ſome 
of the ſtolen goods being taken, and not able to efcape by reaſon the avenues to the 
ſtreets were ſecured, they were the ſame day hanged at the Greve, or place of exe- 
cution, with a paper on their heads, importing, That they were diſturbers of the pub. 
lick tranquillity : two more were whipped, and others ſent to the galleys. The Par- 
lament cauſed it likewiſe to be proclaimed by ſound of trumpet through all the ſtreets 
of Paris : * That nobody ſhould pzeſume, upon pain of death, to afſemble either by day 
© 02 night, without the oder of the ZDagiſtrates; no2 to abule o2 allault any perſon 
© on peetence of his being of a different religion ; but that every man ſhould tive 
© quietly aud peaceably, under the authoztty of the Kingand his Edics ; the interrupt- 
< tng thoſe of the Reformed religion in the exerciſe thereof was likewiſe fozbidden ; 
© fozalmuch as that High Court Had taken them under the King's pzofection aing 
« their own. 
But the Reformed were not ſatisfied with the puniſhment of fo few; and taking in- 
to their heads an odd fort of revenge, would not reſume their meetings at Cha- 
renton, for a long time, infomuch that there was no exerciſe of religion performed at 
that place for a full year. Concerning this, the Heer Grocius writ to ſomebody after- 
wards, * That though they had begun to work on the church at Charenton, yet 
* ſtill it remained unfinithed ; becauſe moſt of the Reformed had quitted Paris, not 
« fo much out of fear, as in order to cauſe the more noiſe out of the kingdom, as 
* ſome believed. io 1 
Soon after Monſ. Boif/iſe had a long conference with Uitenbogart about the de- 
plorable ſtate of France, telling him, That the Huguenots would not ſubmit, and that 
zhe Catholicks blew rhe coals. IIEY 
Uitenbogart finding that by reaſon of the King's abſence, there was nothing more 
for him to do at Parts, reſolved to return to Roan with Epiſcopius, and forthwith to 
ſettle himſelf there 5 to which end the Steur Feannin provided him with very ta- 
vourable recommendations to the Sieur de Ries, firſt Preſident of the Parliament of 
Normandy. But before he ſet out, he and Epiſcopius went, by the advice of Boiſe, 
to wait on Monſieur Silery, the Chancellor of France, in order to give an account 
who they were, and why they came there, and. to beg thatthey might be taken under 
the King's proteQion during their ſtay in his Majeſty's dominions, 
The Chancellor received them obligingly, telling them, That he bad heard much of 
them, and pitied their caſe, that he took them for honeſt men, and that they might 
reſt aſſured, they ſhould be as free in France, as he himſelf was in his,own houſe ; 
and that if the King bad been in town, he would poſſibly have ſhewn them mare fa- 
vour, He aſked their names, and why they choſe rather to live at Roan than at F- 
ris £ And having heard their reaſons, he approved them, and ſaid, That he wou! 5: 
their friend, and aſſiſt them in all be could. 
Uirenbo- Upon their return to Roan, Uitenbegart waited on the Preſident de Riez, with 
Monf. Jeannins's letter, who received him with ſingular friendſhip and humanity, 
Preſien de promiſing him all fecurity and proteQion; but he warned him to take heed of con- 
=_ concern: verſing with the French Reformed, as being a very fatious kind of people, and 2% 
union of Cþr;. viſed him to keep company with the Roman Catholicks as well as with others, At. 
fians. another conference, the Preſident ſhewed himſelf much inclined to a general coalition 

of chriſtians, wiſhing that it might be one day effketed. Uitenbogart replied, * I hat 

* ſuch a thing was indeed very defirable, but that matters were gone ſomewhat too 


* far. That Chriftians made up feveral great bodies, and that thoſe bodies differed 
* very 
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attempted among a few private perſons, it might eaſily be compaſſed. But what 
hope was there of ever uniting ſuch great bodies, at fo oreat a diſtince from each 
other ? It was not, be ſaid, to be done by bringing over one or two of the Cleroy 
to one's party ; this was of ſmall moment, and happened often on both {ides : bur 
the churches {till remained as before; they were not affe&ed by it ; which yet Was 
the thing chieily to be deſired and endeavoured. The Preſident made anſiver, That 
is true, and if King Henry the IVth had lived, he could have Tone A great wav. by 
his power and authority, The other, It is moſt certain that the (aid King meditated 
ſuch a union, and I have heard it from his mouth, when I had the honour +5 kiſs 
his hand n the year 1610; but power or force isnot able to do much in theſe caſes, 
for a union mult be entirely free, and cannot be brought about by violence, Be- 
ſides, the Eccleſtaſticks oppoſed it too much. The Preſidenr, Or had we now 2 
Clement the VIIIth, we might expe& ſome ſucceſs. That Pope did all th1* lay in 
his power towards the Church's peace. The other, He uſed Henry the TVth very 
rigidly for all that, and refufed to take off his excommunication till he could no lon- 
ger avoid 1t. ouch a deſign of procuring peace, is certainly to be commended, but 
the means muſt be ufed. We Remonſtrants were always inclined to it, and we 
thought the belt method would be, tg endeavour an agreement in thoſe nojn's, 
which ail allow to be neceſſary to ſalvation ; and to tolerate one another 11 the 
reſt, The Preſident, Thatis a good way, but our Clergy extend thoſe neceſſary 
points beyond all bounds, The cher, From thence ariles the difficulty. This is 
plain from the proceedings of Vi#r, who excommunicated the churches of Aſia, on 
account of the celebration of Eaſter, contrary tothe judament of the beſt and moſt 
antient churches. Then the Preſident aſked him, Whether he could not conform 
to the Roman Catholick worſhip, as the Apoſtle Par! did to the Fewiſh, when he 
with others went into the Temple, purifying himſelf, and offering, though the rites 
of the Zewiſ> church were aboliſhed by Chriſt £ Uitenbogart replied, The Jewilh 
ceremonies were in{titured by God, but not the Romiſv. Belides, the Tewiſh cere- 
monies, when Parl did this, were not yet aboliſhed, or prohibited, but were left 
indifferent as Jong as the Temple ſtood, and were therefore permitted for edifica- 
tion, though not as the means of juſtification. But thofe ceremonies which were 
commanded by God before the preaching of the Goſpel, and which, even after the 
coming of Chriſt, whilſt the Temple ſtood, were left indifferent, are now at laſt, 
ſince the deſtrucion of the Temple, and the abolition of Sacrifices, and the wl:ole 
ceremonial part of that religion, no longer indifterent, but entirely prohibited and 
unlawful. From whence 1t follows, that the ceremonies of the Romiſh church 
are much more unlawful, as having never been inſtituted by God at all. 

In the mean time the Civil war in France, between the King and the Reformed, 
was carried on with great fury, The occaſion of itis thus related. Some years before, 
the King had ſhewn a diſpolition to reſtore to the Clergy certain lands formerly be- 
longing to their ſoctettes in the Sovereignty of Berne, in the kinzdom of Navarre, 
but then united to the crown ; propoſing to ſupply the want of thoſe revenues ano- 
ther way. This was oppoſed by thoſe of the Reformed religion there ; but the King 
being the ſtrongeſt, carried his point, leaving to them however the free exerciſc of 
their religion. The Reformed throughout all France, being diſcontented at this,and 
at other little matters, met together at Roche, and fat there contrary to the King's 
command, who thought that ſuch an attempt as this was ſetting up an Imperium in 
Imperio, or one Government independant of another, in violation of the regal au- 


thority. However, the Aſſembly at Rochel, conſiſting moſtly of Miniſters, refuſed 


That if ſuch a coalition were Ax" Do 
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to ſeparate, but on the contrary, growing yet more bold, took upon them to make a **4"**- 


ſeal, and by the authority thereof, to grant Commiſhons for railing men, caſting Canon, 
{ending Deputies to foreign Countries and States, ſeizing upon the goods and lands of 
the Clergy, diſpoſing of Governments, and 1{[uing of orders to all thoſe of the Re- 
formed religion, to obey their Governours, and not the King's; as judging none quali- 
tied to diſcharge any truſt in the State, but ſuch as were ofthe religion, and would 
receive the commands of their Aſſembly. In the mean while, there having been a 
tumult raiſed againſt the Reformed at Lours, the King cauſed the oftenders to be pub- 
lickly puniſhed, at the fame time putting out a Declaration to ſatisfy them that he 
would maintain the Edids, but not endure the diſobedience of the Aſſembly at Rycbel. 
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And whereas thoſe of Roche! ſhowed no diſpolition to an accommodation, the King 
found himſelf obliged to raiſe forces in his kingdoin, Fits Majeity having reduced

ebellious, and guilty of treaſon inthe bigheſt degree. And, tothe end that the good 
mig ht be diſtinguiſhed from the bad, he commanded all his [uDjeas of the {aid religion, 
79 declare to the Preſident, Council, Bailiffs, and Seneſchals of the places where they 
reſided, their good affection to his Majeſty s ſervice, and that they renounced all cor- 
reſpon, lence wit th, or dependance on the ſaid Aſſembly at Rochel, or any other afſem- 
blies, afſuciations or confederacies holden without his Majeſly's expreſs permiſſion : 
and that they would j9in with him in oppoſing their proceedings. 

In ſome laces this was complied with by ſeveral. But the Miniſters generally 
ſcrupled it, even at Paris; and many, elther led by their example, or feized with 
ſear, retreated to Sedan, and other parts. The Heer (7rOHUus, the late Profeſlor T:- 
lenus, and Francis D 'Or, then dwelling at Paris, thought themſelves obliged to make 
the following declaration, 


J2 obedience to the King's declaration of the 27th of May, we the underwaitter 

bo ſolemnly paoteſt and declare, that we do fn no manner adhere to the Aſlein- 
blics hetd at Rochel, o2 ciſewhere in this kingdom, and fn the countries fubject ta 
his Bajeſty, without, and againſt his will ; and that we abho2 all infurrections of 
{ubjects againſt their Sovereigins, as being wholly contrary to the wozT of God, to 
which thoſe who take to themſelves the title of the Reformed churches, were always 
wont to appeal. And as we remata and perſevere in the communion of Proteſtants, 
{o {ikemiſe vo we freely rengunce all fellowſhip and cozreſpondence with thoſe who 
were (o bold as at the late J2ational Synod holden at Alez, f141 Otober 16520, to 
condemn us without hearing us, and to cut us off from them without taking con: 
ntzance of our cauſe, ſubjecting all the churches that call themſelves Reformed, ta g 
new doctrine firſt authenticated at a Synod holden at Dort in Holland, fn the 
vears 1618—199 and obliging thole perſons that are candidates fo2 any offices either 
it the Church 02 Univerſities, to wear to the p2ofeſſion of the ſaid doctrine. Where- 
fox we ſolemnly declare, that we cannot app2ove of ſuch reſolutions and p2ojects 
fowmed tn ſuch aſſemblies, whether eccleſiaſtical o2 civil. And we p2oteit, that as 
long as we remain fn this kingdom, we will continue true and faithful to his Ma- 
jeſty, without acknowledging any power upon earth beſides, as we are commainven 
by the King of Kings from heaven. Jn witneſs whereof, we have ſubſcribed this 
preſent vaper, without equivocation, 02 mental reſervation, in the ſincerity of otir 
hearts : P2aying, that we may have an Act, 02 Certificate, of this our compliance, 
confounably to the intention of his Majeſty,

For which cauſe the Government endeavoured to deprive thei 
of the power of oppoſing his Majeſty, and ail Mile-contents of thz hopes of receis- 
ing aſiiftance from them. He was therefore reſolved to make himfelt abſolute Ma- 
ſter of Rachel, and other towns, that he might not be ſhut out of them as often as his comttmarcmg,

people were of opinion, that the zealots of the Romiſh party, who puſhed on the France 
war by their advice and ailiſtance, had further views than the King, to theprejudice 

of the Reformed : they forcſaw that the King's reſentment increaling with his prof- 
perity, would tempt him to proceed further than he at firſt deſigned ; fince in ſuch 

caſes *tis no new thing for Princes to depart from their firſt ſchemes. They thoughr 

that the Reformed being abandoned by many of the moſt eminent of their party, 
divided by contentions among themſelves, weaken'd by diviſions, and unable to Dro- 

cure any aſli{tance from abroad, ought to fubmit to the King, and that any kind of 
peace, provided he left them the free exerciſe of their religion, was much ſafer and 
better than war, and the conſequences they had to fear. 

In the mean while the Aflembly at Rychel publithed a Manifeſto in the name of 7 1-:14 1576s 
the Reformed churches of France, in relation to the unjult perſecutions, which, as ® Manifeſto of 
they ſaid, were promoted by ſuch as were enemies to the State, as well as to their me 
religion; and in juſtification of their necellary and lawful detence. In the (1id Ma- td at Reo 
pifeſto they endeavoured to ſhew the contrivances of the Clergy, and particularlyof © 
the Jeſuits, for their deſtruQtion, and the means they uſed to bring it about ; the 
injuries done them from time to time, and their own complaints again!t them ; and 
eſpecially they repreſented the oppreſſion they ſuffered in Bearne and elſewhere, 
and the injuſtice of their being deprived of the cautionary towns; proteſting folemn- 
ly, that though they found themſelves obliged to take up arms in their own defence, 
yet they were reſolved to preſerve their allegiance and duty to the King inviolate. 

But in anſwer to this Manifeſto, there was a Warning or Exhortation to the AſJembiy 
at Rochel, publiſhed in the French tongue under the leigned name of Elinrus, which 
w3s a tranſpoſition of Tilenus. ln this writing the Author endeavoured to make the 
Aſſembly ſenſible, That there was no conformity between their proteſiations of duti- 
fulneſs to their Sovereign, and the ſequel of their ations, He was of opinion, chat 
they did not want knowled3e, but attention, as nat pretending to teach them what they 
did not know, but to remind them of what they did not think on, Then he earneſtly 
deſired them to conſider what commands God gives us from heaven for obeying thoſe 
under whoſe {1bjeion he has placed us here upon earth. Quoting ſuch * texts of 
Scripture, and adding ſuch reaſons and examples as ſerved his purpoſe ; elpecially 
the example of the patience and ſubmiſſion of the primitive chriſtians mentioned by 
+ Tertullian, * When, ſaid be, the Emperor YValentinian the younger, being per- 
© verted by his Arian mother, required the churches of Ambroſirs, the good Biſhop 
© choſe to ſacrifice his eſtate, his life and every thing, was contented to undergo im- 
« priſonment, or any other puniſhment, rather than to ſtir up the people in his detence, 
* which he could then have calily done. * If you will force me, ſaid be, I know nor 
* whatit is to reſiſt, When St. Gregory faid, that if he had been inclined to oppoſe 
* the Lombards, he could have driven them out of Italy, and there ſhould not have 
© remained either a King, a Duke, or an Earl of them in the 14nd, what a difterence

* after violated ; and though Danzel had great power and credit throughout the Pexſran 
c Monarchy, yet he never attempted to rebuild or maintain it by force; he uſed no

* They thought they had ſpared the King, and preferved the reſpe& due to his 
: authority, by only exclatming againſt his Countellors, and declarins them their e- 
* nemies; but this was condemning the judgment of their Sovereign, and cenſuring 
* the choice he made of his officers : this was honouring him in appearance, but 
: diſhonouring him in reality. Thus the ſoldiers of Pilate cloathed our Lord with 
ues and bowing the knee before him, ſaluted him King of the 7ews, but at 
© the ſame time crowned him with thorns, and ſpit in his face. After the molt fo- 
* lemn proteſtations of zeal and dutifulneſs to the King, they made themſelves Kings ; 
* they ſent commands to their Governours for fortifying their cities z they compelled 
* the people to pay taxes, and diſpoſed of the money as they thought fit; by which

« Jealt it happened to them as tothe Jews, who ſet themſelves ro build the tem pl 
* in the time of the Emperor 7ulzan, when their own work tell upon the heads of 
© the Archite&s, and involved them ina common deſtruction. 
* They inſiſted, that the King was obliged ftriatly, and from point to point to 
* perform and execute whatever his predeceſlor had granted them out of his pure 
grace and favour; but they did not ſufficiently reflect, that they were bound to pay 
bim all obedience, by virtue of divine, natural, and political [4 ws, i hey. ought 
« to remember, that no King was bound by the aQts of his predeceſſurs, no nur «< Ven 
by lus own laws z for it he were, he could not change, nor abrogate them accordi! Ng

* their own obſtinacy — But whether they were thus xi Larly through a princi- 
© ple of religion, or whether it was for fear of being de; urived of their maintenance, 
© hedid not pretend to determine, Let fince they could allow of the Mafs in the 
* time of the late King, which had been long banithed out of that country | the king-

« and multiply Atheiſm, which was 1 hundred times worſe; juit as Anarchy or 
« Democracy was much more to be dreaded and abhorred, than the greateit T'y- 
© Tranny. 
_ © Not only the Reformed, but ſome Roman Catholicks had complained, that the di- 
« re&ion of affairs was in the hands of the Prelates, of which he produced many ex- 
© amples to be met with inthe hiſtory of France, But they, Ko Reformed, had, be 
« ſaid, no leſs cauſe to ſtand upon their 2uard againſt the Miniſters in their Aſſem- 
« blies, than the Yenetians had to keen the Ecclefiaſtichs out of theirs. This was 
* the opinion of the moſt eminent of their party who met at Sarmnur inthe year 1611, 
© The zeal of ſome of that order was meer rage and fury, and their preſum! 1% on 
* their wiſdom was the molt dangerous folly. They could not be wiſe in reality, 
© becauſe they were too much fo 1n their own Miſes 4 Such violent ſpirits as thels 
* had ſetall Holand in a flame, and had cauſed their brethren, who could not ſubſcribe 
* to all their notions, to be fo treated, that the ſevereſt perſecutions which any of 
* the Proteſtants had ever ſuffered under the Romiſh Princes, not excepting the Pope 
© himfelf, were thereby juſtified — 
* In the concluſion he declared, that as he and otber Proteſtants on this (ide of the

hy ©03 to govern the wo2zld, —

Latin Poem 1ntituled Sylva, inſcribed to Franciſcus Thuanus, 
ſhowed, that the miſertes which he ad [uttered in prilon, had not extinguiſhed his AO 
poetical Hames, iS exhortations to religion, contained in this poem, were very re- #5 
markadle, and as tending to promote the defign ofthis Hiſtory, may deſerve tobe tran- 
flated and inſerted here. Having obſerved how the old Thuanus exerciſed himſelf 

in the ſtudy of the holy ſcriptures, he ſays to the young :

But now taking our leave of France, we ſhall give an account, for a concluſion 
of this book and year, of the ſtat: of the Remunſirant caule 1n Englamd, How thoſe 
opinions Were condemned by the Engliſh and Scortiſp Divines in the Synod at Dor, I 
have aiready related 1n its place. But it appears from the Hiſtory of the Five Articles, 
writ by the learned Dr. Heylen, Chaplain to King Charles II, and publiſhed 
at London in the year 1660, That this judgment was rather political, than ec- x: James 1, 
cleſiaſtical; and thar thoſe Divines, being deputed from the King, and not from the 7 England, 
churches of Great- Britain, were uſed by him as inſtruments for oppreſling the Res 7,,.7 
monſlrants, in favour of the Prince of Orange: It likewiſe appears, that the ſaid King, ſtranc opini« 
equally concerned for the perſon and power of Prince Maurice, had, for the ſame end, ”” 
made uſe of all his authority to bring about the National Synod by means of the 
States of Hy/fand; For it is well worth our obſervation, that,though his Majeſty, 
for reaſons of tate, was an enemy to the Remonſtrants, yet he did not however con- 
demn their doarines in his own mind; This appeared both then and fince from ſe- 
veral circumſtances ; ſuch as hisrejeQing the Articles of Lambeth, and his diſlike of 
the Calvini/lical dorine of Predeſtination at the Conference of Hampton-Conrt; and 
even from the inſtructions he gave to the Divines he ſent to Dorr, who were ordered, 
Not to oppoſe the Article about Univerſal Redemption \, a point as little agreeing with 
the notion of Abſolute Reprobation, and the whole train of conſequences flowing from 
Predeſtination, as fire with water, This was no lefs plain from his diſcourſe with 
* Tilenus, after the ſeparation of the ſaid Synod. It was moreover obſerved, that $-v-a! Eng- 
divers learned Divines, who openly declared againſt thoſe opinions of Calvin, were Ih B/Jb»ps 
by this King preferred to the epiſcopal dignity as well as others who embraced them, artnet 
Nay, in the very year 1619, 1o fatal to the Remonſtrants in Holland, Dr, Joby Calvin. 
Huzhſon, one of the Canons of Chriſt Church, an open enemy of the Calvini/ts, was 
preferred to the Biſhoprick of Oxford, and this preſent year 1621, the King made 
Dr. William Land Biſhop of St. Davids: Theſe two Clergymen were known to be 


no favourers of Calvin's opinion with regard to Predeſtination. Oi the hit, Heyl:: 
4 writes, that he was much diſpleaſed at the condemnation of the Five Points of the 
I Remonſtrants at Dort ; foreſeeing what 11] blood 1t was like to breed in the E:211/ 
s churches, and believing that by the judgment and determination of that Synodical 
w Aſſembly, the dorine of the Church of England was publickly ſtruck at, as her 
0 diſcipline was ſecretly undermined.

had cot demned. And thoſe Divines in England who adhercd to the doctrine of 
Calvin, being elevated at the 11] fortune of the Re monſtrants 1 in Holand, ſtuffed their 
ſermons continually with difputes about Predeftination \ but the more furious they 
were, the more did the King's zeal, which had exerted, and till did exert itſelf a- 
o24inft the Kemonſtrants, begin 9 cool. He looked back upon what was patled, and by 
that means grew More and more ſenſible of the preſent Janoer from he other party. 
le con idered with himſclf, ſays Heylin, or elle 1t was infinuated to him dy the 
Biſhops and other Divines about him, what an adverfary Calvin was to regal autho- 
rity, and how contrary the docarine of Predeſtination was to all the maxims of go- 
Articlsſent to verniment : He therefore judged 1t neceſſary to find out fome expedient for prevent- 
vorh rve Unis ins that miſchief. He had alrea dy ſent to doth the Univerſities, in the year 1619, 
oy certain Artic les, which were ſigned by him the 12th of January, to which he re- 
quired their conformity, the ſubſtance of which was as follows : 

That none ſhould pzeſume to advance 82 maintain any potnts of doctrine, 
reither from the vulpit, o2 in the {choots, ercept ſiich as were already p2oteilep in the 
Chliirch of England. 

That none ſhould be at{owed to preach 02 read lefures at Oxford 02 Cambridge, 
but thoſe only who entirely confozmed to the eſtabliſhed Church both as to her 
mori and piciviline. 

Und, laſtly, That the young Students of Otvinity ſhould be erhozted and res 
quircd to exerciſe themſelves tn ſich books as chiefly agreed with the acozementioned 
DOctriiie and Diſcipiing ; and crceiten to employ their time in reading the Fathers, 
Councils, Schoolmen, Ecclefialtical Hiſtories and Controverſies; ann not to dwell 
too log on the compenviums and ſummaries of Oivinity, n92 make them the 
A of their fudies- 

The defjzn of this laſt diredion feemed to have been to hinder the Students from 
meddling with Calvin's Inſlirutions and the like books. But as little or nothing was 
done to inforce theſe order rs, the doctrine of Predeftination became the uſual ſabjeR 
of all ſermons, lectures and diſputes. And after the Synod of Dorz had condemned 
the opinions of the Remonſtrants, and that in particular, relating to Univerſal redemp- 
tion by the death of Chriſt (which, as we have ſhown above, the King endeavoured 
7 Quin- to ſkreen) the Engliſh Calvinifts, who highly extolled the. condemnation of that 
bras rpms doctrine by the Sy! nod of Dyrr, not only treated of theſe controverſies with mucly 
þ:: in Eng- boldneſs, and without end or meaſure, both 1n their daily diſcourſes, and in the

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Qt EL HE vear 1622, of which we ſhall begin our account in this Ax Dow 
——& id Book. was very unfortunate to tie Remonſtrants ; particularly SA 3 
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WH : oY to thoſe of Rotterdam, where tney were more rigoroully treat- SevereProceed- 


ed than in other parts, and where endeavours were uſed by their PT 98 nſt 
enemies, either entirely to ſuppreſs thetr numerous Ail [emblics E wy "Ow 
or at leaſt to diſturb and featter them, in hopes, that it they 
could ſucceed there, the labour would be the lels elſewhere. 
People were compelled to accule themſelves by dint of tedious 
confinements, and after that, to ranſem themſelves with fines extorted with the 
utmoſt ſeverity. One Carneliiis Reinſyn, an Inn-kee per at the fien of the WWhite- 
Lilly, and Henry  Hermanſon, 4 Shocmaker, living on the Fiſher's dyke, vere both 
ſeized about the beginning of this year ; for the Dreciſe tune does not occur to me. 
The firſt of thoſe was cl; iroed with ſuffec ring a Remonſtrant Conventicle in his houſe; 
the ſecond, with having been at it, but without ſufficient or legal proof profluced 
againſt either of them, 'They were required to pur” themſelves upon oath, winch 
refull ng, they were continued 1n orion ſeveral weeks, Their friends and nelgt- 
ours preſented a Petition to the M | 6 in favour of them, ſhowing what pre- 
jadice their impriſonment had been to them, and that 1t was Cafficient puniſhment, 
of it they had been guilty of what hav y were accuſed of, 1nd begoing they might 
be releaſed upon bail ; or if that could not be accepted, that they might at leaſt be 
brought ro a tryal, to the end that they might be either acquitted or condemned, 
But it was all in vain; and they could not obtain a diſcharge without inet ot 
tae fines which were 121d Upon them. 

In the {pring of this year, Tman Klaaſon, a Blockmaker, dwelling in the Wane- 
ſtreet, was ſummoned betorc the ves rningee who required him either to own, or 
deny upon oath, whether he were > ovilty of tranſgreſling the Placards, of witch 
he had been acculcd, Refuling tc to Fr: It, "he was taken into cuſto dy; but a difmal 
Imprifonment of above two monrhs was not capable of making him accule himlelt, 
for he knew there was no evidence ag1inſt him. Then they tricd what they 
could do by fair means, tellins him with a thow of friendihip, The Magiſtrates are 
we informs 4 that forbi dden meetings have been often held it your houſe, Therefore 
confeſs it freely. They will treat you kindly and ctvilly, as they did a certain Burgber,

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ired to pay a fine of 200 Gilders, Now there was not one word of this true, and 


't was only {aid to wheedle the poor man into a confeſſion. The honeſt man giving

kewiſ: owned who had preached there, Upon this he was condemned in a 
2000 Gilders, in the forfeiture of his Burgherſhip, and his commiſton fox 
Telivering goods to the Eaſft-India Company. But not having wherewithal to raiſe 
:ch a ſum, and not being able to borrow it of others, he was forced to lie in priſon 
till long alter 1/birſuntide 5 nor was he diſcharged, but upon paying many hundreds 
of Gliders. 

{t happened too that the Scout being appriſed by an informer, that there was a 
| of the Remon/trants in ſome of the out-houſes belonging to 1Valcer Huigens 
at the Old-booft, immediately repaired thither, attended with his officers; but found 
only three or four perſons together, and among them one Ewour Marrenſon, a Skin- 
per with his wife, but ſaw no token of a Meeting. However he ſeized upon Mar- 
:enſyn, carrying him tirſt to the Croſs-keys, a pubdlick-houſe, and afterwards ſecuring 
him in the Stadthouſe till he had paid the fum ol 100 Gilders, including the fine ſet 
upon his wife, becauſe he would not ſwear nor accuſe any body. 

At the ſame timea certain Menift, or Anabaptift, who dwelt near the houſe of the 
ſ1dIValter Huigens was cited before the Magiſtrates, and atked whether he had never 
obſerved the Remonſtrants to meet thereabouts. Being ſurprized and terrified at 
their ſtri& enquiry, and being likewiſe of a tender conſcience, he owned, chat he 
had obſerved ſome ſuch thing, 'The Magiſtrates having drawa thus much out of him, 
went on, and alked, how many times aid they meet & was 11 a hundred times, was it 


Ffty, forty, twenty or ten times £ To the laſt queſtion of all, he anſwered, rhas bz 
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did no: know but it might be thereabouts. Upon this evidence [Tuigens WAS AJUN it: 
terrogated, and refuſing to charge himſelf, he was carried into another room, threaten- 
ed with the Rack, and at length condemned to pay a fine of 200 Gilders. But whillt 
he was endeavouring to raiſe the ſum, the faid tine was increaſed to half as much 
more. *Þis faid, that his houſe was ſearched, and that certain papers or letters 
were found there, by which his affe&tion to the Remon/irant cauſe was yet further 
diſcovered, Hereupon he was continued in priſon ſeveral weeks longer, and o- 
bliged, before he could obtain his liberty, to pay twice 200 Gilders, and all the 
charges of his confinement. 

But notwithſtanding all theſe oppreſſtons, the zeal of the Remonſ/trants was as vi- 
gorous as ever. Some of *em even thttered themſelves and their friends, that the 
ſoldiers would be no longer employed to diſtury them. For the Watch of the Bur-

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n ſome planks, and being ſtopt by the ſaid Watch, drew their {words and felt 
upon them, but were ſo well received, that one or two of them were mortally wound- 
ed. Whereupon the Military Officers complained of the Burghers to the Magiſtrates, 
but meeting with no redreſs, they applied themſelves to Prince Maurice, telling him 
among other things, chat they had always been ready io aſſiſt the Bailiff and Dykeprave 
azainſl the Arminians, and that the Burghers hated them for that reaſon, The 
Prince alked 'em whom they ſerved, and who had enliſted them, the town of Rotter- 
dam or he? They replied his Excellency. Upon which 'tis reported thar he ſaid, 
Then ſerve him who has commiſſioned you, and let the Burghers alone for the future ;, 
but 71 ft the Arminians artempr C0 preach im your Guard-rooms, chaſe "en from thenc?. 
The rumour of this inſpired the Remonſtrants with freſh courage. Oa the day of 
the firſt Leather-fair at Rotterdam, which was the ſecond of March, there was 2 meet 
ing in the evening, but as publick as 1t well could be, the doors of the place bein? 
open, and lanthorns hanging before them, with a great concourſe of perſons of all ranl: 
and conditions. After the reading ſome chapters as uſual, there was a ſermon, alms 
were collected in little bags with bells, and the whole concluded with fngins Pſalms 
{o loud, that the air rang again, This was reſented by the Magiſtrates as an intole- 
rable boldneſs. Great complaints were made at the Hague, from whence ſome Com: 
millioners were deputed to Rotterdam, to inquire Into the matter, 4nd to vive further 
orders concerning it. Counſellor Henry Roſa, one of the Commlitoners, cauted rhe 
ſoldiers to ſtand to their arms the following $#unday, being the 6th of March, and led 
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and diſperſed. Lhe Comm! \{[oners ſurmoned divers of the Buro ers efore them 

and taxed them with having been preſent at the forbidden Conventicles. $ 

theſe were perſons of tizure, luch as Mr, Anthony Williamſon vander Aa, his 

in-law, and others ; but there was little more done, belides their impriſonins ©

of his impriſonment, they ſet him free. | 
I was likewiſe at the fame time, that the Remon/irants of Rotterdam received fo 
oreat a blow as made aimoſlt all the congregations of that perſuaſion to tremble, "The 
Commiſſioners of the Court of Holland having conſidered of all the means proper 
to wound them 1n the molt ſenſible part, and to cool their zeal, agreed upon a ſud- 
den and unexpected vilitation of their houſes in ſeveral places at once, h: oping there- 
by to difcover ſomething that might anſwer their end ; whether this reſolution pro- 
ceeded from any cauſe of ſuſpicion given by the Remonfrants or taken by their 
adverſaries, Or from the informations green hem by ſome of their ſpies, 1 could 
never yet fully learn, But this 1s certain, that the R emonſtrants on their ide con- 
ceived violent wa, rating of one Adrian Simon 1, ies Miniſter of Charlois, who had 
apoſtatized from them, as has beenrelated, This man had! heen obſerved frequently

whether the diſcourſe was about affairs of the Church or State. Betides, they 
found his picure, drawn 1n the habit of a Captain, with feveral other tokens of his 
vanity. 
At the very ſame time the houſe of Gaſpar Selkarr, late Miniſter of 45b-nbrook was 

likewiſe ſearched at Rotterdam, but — found, of l1des hers little yok, in 
books, and Lanſbergen himſelf n: rrowly Hol, as ar to fl ft " Gol" one 
houſe to another, About the ſame time, to wit, on the 26th of March, the D: miotin 
of Rotterdam with ſome of the Magiſtrates came to the houſe of Cor ls Speering, 
wife of Johannes Narſius, late Miniſter of Salthow mel, and of the Remon/trant pat uty, 
in fearch of another Vin! ner of the ſame perſuation, whom they expetted to have 
jound there ; but thc cy t xt with none but Narſius himſelf, whom they ſeized 
inltead of the perſon they fought for, and carried priſoner to the Stadthoule, notwith- 
Itanding that he having reſigned his Miniſtry before the deprivation and ba- 
niſhment of his Prethren, and not being as yet baniſhed himſelf, thought they had no 
power to treat him thus, and the nes becauſe he had applicd himſelf to the ſtudy 
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an practice of phyſick, having taken his degree of Doctor in France. They likewiſe 
ſcized upon two cheſts of his books, but could not find any thing in them where- 
with to char2e him or others, But it farcd otherwiſe with the papers and almanacks 
of Wittins, which were immediately made uſe of to the prejudice of thoſe whole 
naines were found in them. Prefently after Eafter, the Commithoners ſummoned 
three of the principal Burghers of Rotterdam before them to the Stadthouſe, namely, 

Baldwin Krynen, Richard Johnſon Schildfink, and Chriſtian Fobnſon van Alphen, 

The charge againft Krynen was, according to the abovementioned notes of J/irting, 

that ke had harboured the ſaid IVittins, and ſuffered him to preach in his houſe: 

Upon this he was condemned to pay a tine of 600 Gilders, and to forfeit his Com- 

miſlion to deliver goods to the H2/t-India Company, but the debts he had to demand 

of that Company rendered this part of the ſentence inetfe&ual, Sechild/ink, accord- 

112 to the aforclaid notes, had been with IWricius, and delivered him ſome money. 

This coſt the donor 700 Gilders. Chriſtian Fobnſon, as appeared by the ſame notes, 

had likewiſe harboured WWirtins, and received from him ſome of the money that had 

been colleted for the benetit of the Remon/lrant cauſe. For this reaſon he was o0- 

bliged to pay a tine of 600 Gilders, and bamihed the town for the ſpace of four years. 

But all theſe perſons were told, that they ſhould be entirely diſcharged from the 

payment of the ſaid tines, upon condition they would give it under their hands, chat 

for the future they would not in the leaſt concern themſelves with the Remonſtrant 

Fatftion ( for fo was it calle; ) and further, that they would name and diſcover all thoſe 
whom they knew to have been formerly, or [till to be engaged in that intereſt, But 
they all rcfuling to make any ſuch promiſes, were obliged to anſwer their fines with- 
out delay, and to remain in cuſtody till they had paid the utmoſt farthing, The 
Commilloners likewiſe ſurnmoned before thei the two brothers Richard and Dam- 
mas Peſſer to the inn called the Keys in the market, requiring them to give an ac- 
count where Henricus Niel/ins their brother-in-law died, for 1t fcems that Wittins 
had mentioned ſomething of it in his notes, and queſtioning them whether they had 
noc entertained any of the baniſhed Miniſters 2 whether they themſelves had ever 
been at a Remonſlrant Conventicle, and received the Sacrament there, and in what 
bouſes ; and whether they had not contributed towards the ſupport of their Mini- 
ſters ? Dammas, one of the brothers, told them, th2y were not bound tg anſwer ſuch 
queſtions as thoſe , and that they the Commiſſioners being in @ publick houſe, where e- 
very man might come and ſpend his money, they could not own them in ſuch a place 
for lawful Fudges, The Counſellor Roſa, who was their Chairinan, ſhewed them 
his ſeal on the head of a little cane, and fd, he was ſent by the Court; adding, 
that they reprefented the higher powers, and that they Knew how to make them 
confels what they had a mind to learn from them. Dammas repiied, your Worſhips 
may dg what you pleaſe; but you ſhail never extort any thing from us, to the prejudice of 
ourſelves or our neighbours. Then the Commiſſioners ſtopt here, and preſled them 
no further ; whether it was, that they had nor ſufticient evidence againſt them, or whe- 
ther the ſturdy behaviourof thoſe men cooled their courage; or laſtly, whether the 
mediation of their friends warded oft the blow with which they were threatened. 

Ar the ſame time the mother-in-law of Hildebrand Peterſon, living at the {ipn of 
the three Kings, in the High-ſlreer, was charged from the notes of the ſaid Wirtins, 
with ſuffering him to preach 10 her houſe. Upon which ſhe was condemned 1a 4 
tine of 609 Gilders, aud obliged to pay it immediately, Maria Peters, dauphter 
of the quondam Burgomaſter Walenburgh, had harboured Wittius, according to his 
own papers, for which [he was fentenced to pay 3oo Gilders. Francis Tochemſon 
Oudan being conſcious to himfelf that he had paid conſiderable ſums of collected 
monics to Wittins, retired from tne town, and was therefore cited in vain. [t was 
laid to the charge of John Corneliſon, from the aforeſaid notes, that when Wzrtius 
werit from Rotterdam to Utrecht, he had carried his baggage after him ; for the Vi- 
niſters in thoſe times being forced to put on ſeveral diſguiſes, carried variety of them 
about with them. Upon this acculation he was ſeized, and put in priſon, where they 
lt him he a whole month without hearing him, till he had given good bail and ſo- 
Jemn promiſes for his appearance. But what followed thereupon has not occurred 
to me. Cornelius Fohnſon, a Compalſs-maker, was in ike manner ſummoned before 
the Magiſtrates 5 but upon giving his hand and word that he would attend them

The condemned perſon appealed from this fentence, firſt to both the Courts of 
Tuſticez where not being able to obtain any redrefs, ſhe preſented a petition to the 
States of Holland, in which ſhe complained of the injuſtice done her, in condemn- 
ins her upon the unknown memoirs or notes of a foreigner and an exile; and for 
natters too, Which if true, had been committed above a year before, She allo re- 
preſented that the ſaid ſentence was contrary to two eminent privileges that Count 
IVilliam of Hainalt haJ formerly granted to the city of Rotterdam : In one of which 
it was expreſly declared, That no Siranger or Foreigner ſnould be capable of bearing 
teſlimony againſt an Inbabitant or Burgber with reſpe to matters that had been tranſ- 
acled within the town, 

And the in other, That all fines or penalties incurred in that town, ſhould be exatted 
by the Bailiff within the ſpace of the year in which the offence had been committed ; 
otherwiſe the offender ſpould be free. 

But theſe appeals and petitions little availed, for the was ordered to acquieſce in the 
{entence which the aforementioned Schepens h ad pailed on her. 

[t 1s ſcarce poſlible to difcribe the diſtreſs and trouble in which the Remonſtrants 
were involved by the diſcovery that Wittinss notes had occationed; what diſcontent, 
coolneſs, alienation of affetions, repining and ſcandal it excited every where. All 

thoſe under whole roof, or at whoſe table he had been, or with whom he had con- 
verſed, trembled at the thoughts of it, not only at Rotterdam, where this man's 
notes where taken for full proof and conviction againſt any nerſon, in order to found 
a ſentence, but in other places too ; particularly at Vzrechr, where he had long Tot 
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relided, and often preached ; at Schoneboven, and at Nimeguen where he then was. 
The Dire&ors, Adrian van den Borre, Carolus Niellius, and Edvardus Poppins, writ 
to Uitenbogars concerning this matter, in a letter bearing date the 11th of April, as

© ruin, as far at leaſt as relates to their meeting together. It was a great fault in 


« this Vittins, not to ſay worſe of it. I am at the ſame time extremely incenſed a- 


« o11nſ{t fo great 1mprudence, and grieved to the very bottom of my heart, at this 
« difperſion of our people, and at the other 11] conſequences attending it. It looks as 

if, aſter having well eaten and drunk, we wilfully kicked down our troughs like 
the (wine, What occaſion was there for keeping memoirs of things tranſacted 
« within the Provinces, eſpecially for one who was never commiſtioned or defired to 
© do it, and who ought not to have done It but in mattters abſolutely neceſtary for 
« his direction, and that without mentioning perſons or places, and who ought even 
* then to have buried his notes ten fathom under ground ? For the future, a man 
* will not dare to truſt his neighbour, 

And indeed, the diſtruſt was ſo great, that many who were very hearty and 
2e2lous before, would not recelve any of the baniſhed Miniſters into their houſes, or 
vield them any aſſiſtance, fearing there might be more ſuch Journals or Memoirs

aſſemblies, and eſpecially thoſe where W1::tius appeared, not daring to truſt them- 
ſelves near him. Some thought the very wor{t of him. Others were indeed of opi- 
nion, that It was not his intention to betray ſo many worthy perſons as were by his 
means brought into trouble and danger, and thereby to ruin the Remonſtrant cauſe :; 
but yet they could not forbear ſuſpeQing that he had taken thoſe memoirs or notes, 
with defign to keep them, to the end that in caſe the Remonſirant fraternity 
ſhould be diflolved, he might thereby compell people to be his tributaries, or to con- 
tribute largely to his ſupport, for fear of his diſcovering them to the Government. 
But JVittins himſelf appealed to his own conſcience, and toGod, who knowing the 
heart of man, knew that nothing had moved him to 1t, but what he judged to be fit, 
proper and neceſſary, complaining that people meaſured his actions by the event. 
He endeavoured not only to excuſe the writing ſuch memoirs, but ſtifly aſſerted 
that there was nothing worthy of blame in that atfair; juſtifying his notes by the 
example of the Apoſtle Paul, who in his Epiltles, gives liſts of the cttef Members oi 
the churches, commending thoſe who were hoſpitable and who gladly entertained the 
brethren. Theſe excuſes, which 1 leave to the judgment of the reader, had ſo much 
weight with the common people at Nimegnen, that ſome of them juſtified him in 
what he had done, and caſt all the blame upon the Remonſtrants of Rotterdam, who 
by their raſhneſs and imprudence, had given occaſion to the ſearching of his houle, 
The Dire&ors van den Borre, Niellius and Poppius, finding that the principal and 
moſt intelligent of the Members at Nimepguen abſented themſelves from his ſermons, 
endeavoured to draw him from thence, writing to him, That the uneaſmmeſs and 1- 
verſion which his notes had occaſioned in the minds of the congregation, were not [0 
likely to be cured by reaſons and excuſes, as by a confeſſion of bis fault, and lengt?

dered him to withdraw, and calling him 1n again, demanded, that he ſhould giveit 
under his hand, not to concern himſelt any more with the affairs of the Remon- 
firants, and moreover to diſcover any others that ſhould do ſo; upon which con- 


ditions he was told, that he ſhould be diſmiſſed, without charge or trouble.

ſhowed himſelf yet more averſe to ſuch a promiſe, than to the taking of his oath ;

plained that it was all falſe with which he was accuſed, and refuſed to pay fo great 
a ſum.

One of the daughters of Cornelzus Welbogk, having been ſummoned ' before the 
aforementioned | Magiſtrates, did not appear ; but the Heer Hartop feld, her brother- 
in-law, attending them in her ſtead, took her cauſe in hand, and with great freedom 
of ſpeech repreſented to them the injuſtice of their proceedings. 

Adrian Corneliſſon, a Taylor, being accuſed of having concerned himſelf very 
much for ſome time paſt with the attairs of the Remonſtrants, and not appearing 
upon the ſummons, was cited again by ſound of bell; as alſo William Skalkens, 
was charged with having maintained intelligence and friendſhip with Wittins, and 
the brother-in-law of Grevinkbovins. Skalkens, had exchanged many letters with him. 

ut he did not think it proper to appear nor to defend himſelf at a time when 
the minds of men were in ſuch a ferment, but rather to retire for a while, till 
the ſtorm abated. Accordingly, he fet out for Frederick-/ladt in Holflein, at that 
time the refuge of the perſecuted Remonſtrants. 

What haj pened before this, on a certain Gunday, being the 1it of May, to two 
perſons of 400 perſwaſton, out of the town of Rotterdam, was perfe& violence : 
Jacob Corneliſon van Horn, a Joyner, going out of town in the afternoon, intended 
to walk to Breoge, and meering in his way with Fohn de Raedt, a Merchant of 
Rotterdam, the latter told him he was going to Omoorden. Us they were drawing 
near Bregge, the Dykegrave Dune, attended with eight of his followers, each having 
a piſtol in his hand, met them. Upon which, three of them ſurrounding Corneliſon, 
cried, Fe quick you Arminian, deliver your cloak : , and fo took it away from him 
by force. De Kaeat, being likewiſe attacked by three others of that gang, took his 
Jo under his arm, and refuſed to deliver it : ; upon which they pulled him down, 
and dragged him along the ground, Corneliſon addrefled himſelf to the Dykegrave, 
who knew him, and prayed him to order his cloak to be reſtored ; adding, If [have 
done any thing for which I deſerve to be fined, you know how to come by your money. 

ut the other would not hearken to him, Thus this Burgher was forced to undergo 
that affront, though he was able to declare upon oath, as he fince athrmed, that he 
neither was going to any Conventicle, nor knew of any that was held out of 
town 

About this time, fome part of the fines that had been raiſed upon the Remonſtrants, 
were ordered to be paid into the hands of the Deacons; who were fo ſtri& in the 
colle&ing of this kind of forced alins, that they would not abate a farthing of their 
quota, even though the Bailiff remitted the half of his out of compaſſion to the 
needy perſons upon whom they were laid, 

Thoſe proceedings on account of Y/ttins's Memoirs, lately mentioned, which tended 
ſo much to the viſible prejudice, and even to the ruin of whole famihes, occaſioned 
ſuch a delertion from the meetings of the Remonſtrants of Rotterdam, that for a long 
while there were no publick meetings held either in, or out of the ſaid town ; neither 
were the private meetings, which were now and then kept with great caution in the 
night, and atfſuch like unſeafonable times, frequented by any number of people, and 
they who appeared there, came with the utmoſt circumſpection for fear of being 
diſcovered. Nevertheleſs there were colleQions made by divers other churches, and 
diſtributed among the moſt neceſtitous of the inhabitants, who, as poor as they were, 

were obliged to pay the tines Jaid upon them, by reaſon of their names beings men- 
tioned in the Almanackof //ittizes. In the mean time, Narfius the Miniſter continued 
{till in priſon, where he lay two weeks before they either heard, or examined him. 
The only thing laid to his charge, and which was ſignified to him by the Counſellor 
Roſa, who _— Jed, was the (cling or diſperſing the Kemonſtrant books, particularly, 
the carrying and diſpoſing of their Synodical Aets in Latin, firſt at Frankfort, and 
afterwards 10 France and England.

in priſon, without hearing him any further, and without pronouncing any ſentence 2- 
galnſt him, though he daily preſſed for it by his wife, who had acceſs to him. "They 

often Dromiſed to make an end of his affair, and gave good words, but nothing fol- 
lowed, In the mean while, being quite tired with delays, he ſoug! it for an oppor- 
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care of the priſoners in her father's abſence, that he was projecting how to get out 1622. 
of this confinement. "Theſe words, which were ſpoke by him in earneſt, paſſed WY 
with her for jeſt or banter, But upon the 13th of Fune, when his wiſe, who was He maker his 
;pprized of his deſign, came to fee him, he put it in execution. The Goalor's {1Cape. 
Jaughter bringing up his dinner, he took the keys from her laughins, and in a ſport- 

m9 manner, locked her and his wite up together in his room, which ſhe ſuffered 

Him to do, without any oppoſition, expecting when he would open the door a94in, 

But he, without Iols of time, unlocked the other doors, and before any body was 

aware of it, or able to prevent 1t, got into the ſtreet, leaving the keys in the gate, 

and retiring into a friend's houſe, Being cited ſeveral times by ſound of bell, he 

did not think tit to appear, but acquainted the Commilſhoners, by his wife, that not 

daring to truſt to their Tribunal, he found himſelf obliged to abſcond ; that he cx- 

peed their ſentence however; or in caſe he was acquitted, he hoped they would 

reſtore to his wife what they had taken from him. Neither the one nor the other 

was granted at that time; they only returned a few of 15 papers, and would have 

had his wife pay the charges of his impriſonment. But afterwards they ſent to his 

wife the two cheſts of books, which had been taken out of his houſe when he 

was apprehended, A few days after his eſcape, about the beginning of Fuly, he 

was very near being taken 2741 at Maeſland, by the Scout of that place. But he 

ſaved himſelf by fight, leaving his cloxk-bagg behind him , which being ſeized, 

was afterwards carricd to the Haoue; but there was nothing in it that could occa- 

fron the leaſt trouble to any man, He afterwards travelled to Hamburg, Frederick- 

ſlaar, Kopenhagen and Dantick, where he relided feveral years, making more ac- 

count of Poetry than of Divinity; the ſtudy of which he at length entirely for-

During theſe proceedings at Rotterdam agunit the Remonſſrants, the Clergy of the 4 DiFirece 
Eſtabliſhed Church occaſioned ome trouble tothe Civil Magiſtrates, and the diſpute =—vouny = | 
at laſt ran very high ; the rile and progreſs of which we are now to relate.

And when any of the neceſſitous Clergy apply to the Government for re- 
lief, the anſwer is, The preſent poſture of affairs won't allow it ; and the publick 
burdens arc too great already, But I would fain aſk thoſe Gentlemen, added he, 
whether the ſtate of affairs will allow of their beſtowing places upon one another, tothe 
value of 1500 or 2000 Gilders a year, and more © And whether the preſent cir- 
cumſlances of the publick will bear, that ſome of them (I except always ſuch as are 
good among them) ſhould drink ſo many healths, and ſwallow ſo much wine, that they 
make themſelves more like irrational brutes than men, and are forced to be led, or 
carried home from the Tavern ? And whether the ſtate of affairs will allow of the 
erefling flatues of braſs, which coſt many thouſand Gilders, and even for ſuch who 
have merited nothing of the publick ;, nay, ſuch who were mere Libertines, and who 
made a jeſt of religion 2 Itell you, God will viſit the land for theſe things 3 he will 
remove the candleſtick of bis word, and bring a famine upon us, not of bunger for 
bread, nor of thirſt for drink, but of both hunger and thirſt after his word, The 
danger being ſo great, 1 am conſtrained to lift up my voice like a trumpet. Thus 
we find this ſermon entered almoſt verbatim in the Journal of the Senare of

” ſtatue was extreamly difagreeable to thoſe who hated his memory, and eſpecially 
his prudence and moderation in religious matters; particularly to fome bigotted Con- 
traremonſlrants, who ufcd all their intereſt with the Magiſtrates to prevent the ſet- 
ting up of this image; and indeed they prevailed fo far, that it would have been 
taken down again, 1f thoſe who were for retaining it, had not carried their point in 
the Senate by two votes only. Upon this the Clergy began to inveigh publickl 
ao1inſt the image. It was given out, that ſome of the funple people bowed the 
knee before it ; that they made a new Saint of Eraſmus ;, that his 1mage occaſioned 
(candal to weak minds, and might poſlhibly give encouragement to the Popiſh prafice 
of 1navc-worthip. But on the other hand, a nameleſs author drew up a Petition 
to the Burgomaſters, Schepens, and Senators of Rotterdam, on the behalf of Eraſ- 
», and printed it, In this Petition he complained of the hatred which the Clergy 
11d conceived againſt him; and begged they would (kreen him with their author1- 
ty; or, incaſe 1t could not be, that then they would bring the matter before the 
States of Holand; or it they would not meddle with 1t, then before a Provincial 
or National Synod. 

Some time after this, Henricus Holſinperus writ againſt the above-mentioned ſer- 
mon of Leuwinus, and entituled his book, Spongia Eraſm , or, an expunttion of the 
/tanders of Jacobus Leuwius 424in/? Deſiderius Eraſmus, lt contained a dialogue 
between Eraſmus and Leuwins, about the {ermon of the latter.

The Reſolution Hers, it was at laſt reſolved, That the Confiſtory of Rotterdam ſhould uſe their beſt 
\ Antena endeavours to inform the Members of the Community, during theſe uneaſineſſes, that 
the erecting ſuch Images was an indiſſerent thing, and had its political uſe, and that 
they ought not to be offended at it , much leſs ought they to break the unity of the 

Church, or forſake the ſame on that account , and moreover to do whatever their pru- 

dence ſhould ſuggeſt for compoſing the diflempered minds of the people : And that in 

caſe the ſaid Confiſtory ſnould not be able to remove thoſe difjiculties, the Claſſis of 

Rotterdam ſhould give their aſſiſtance jointly with the Deputies of the Synod, if ne- 

ceſſary : And further, that they ſhould ſeriouſly exhort the diſcontented Members t9 

fludy the peace of the Church, to ſubmit to good inſtrudions, and to behave them- 

ſelves with all due reſpec and reverence towards the Magiſtrates and Conſiſtory. 
After this the zealots, how much ſoever {candalized at it, were forced to bear 

with the Statue of this great man. Petrus Nienrode, who was then one of the 

Miniſters of Rotterdam, ſays in a certain letter writ upon his being ſuſpended to- 

octher with his Collegue, the aforeſaid Facobus Leuwius, on account of his con- 

tentious and terbulent humour : That they endeavoured, as far as was in their power, 
zo quiet and ſatisfy the people who were diſturbed at the erettion of the ſaid Imaze.

At the election of new Magi {trates, =__ 
which, according to antient cuſtom, was tn the month of Februar y, about 12d 1y-day, = 
there were three new Senators choſen; two of whom, to wit, Gerurt Dirkſon va Goverment 
Peuningen and Andrew Bikker, were profciſedly addicted to moderation in the bu- a7 Amit 

fineſs of religion, and the third, Dr. Nicolas Tulp, was looked upon to be ind:;Ferent, 
or between both, and conſequently not like to do them any harm. Lhe four Burgo- 
maſters choſen at the {ame time were 7 acob Poppen, Francis Henadrikſon Oren, 
Dr. Richard Bas, and Facob wan Nek, Theſe Gentlemen were eſteemed very di a 
creet, and averſe to perſecution ; eſpecially the firſt of them, of whom it 1s related, 
that when he was a Schepen, he dexterouſly delivered from priſon one of the R2- 
monſtrant Miniſters, before the reſt of his brethren knew any thing of the man. 
There were ſeveral others among the Schepens, who were believed to be enemics to 
all perſecution 1 in matters of religion. But as this change was grateful to the Remon-

[In ſome of the towns of Gelderland they met with little contradifion ; but at N;- 


meguen., where they had Meetings of 3 or 400 people at once, they were ſtrongly 
oppoſed. They preached on the 19th of Zanuary, O. S. being Saturday, in the e- 
vening, at the houſe of a certain Brewer, named Henry Albertſon. This Meeting 
was afterwards diſcovered. A certain woman who hid been there, was in her re- 
turn home met by another, a zealous Contraremonſtrant, near the place of preaching, 
and as {he wade uſe of a (taff, ſhe was the more ealily known, The faid woman, 
whoſe name was Gertrude Tellen, had likewiſe obſerved other Remonſ/lrants there- 
abouts, from whence ſhe gueſſed that they had been all of *emat a Meeting. She 
imparted her ſuſpicion to the Minifter Danzel Gyſe, who the next day inveighed ve- 
hemently from the pulpit againſt rhe remiſtneſs of the Magiſtrates, maintaining,

..... , that there ought to be but one religion tolerated, Hereupon, the following Monday

pear at the Stadthouſe, and each of them ſeparately examined. The woman ſuffered 
it to be drawn out of her, and owned 1mprudently, that ſhe had been at the Meet- 
ing, and where it was holden. Then her hutbind, who had been ſhut up in a di- 
{tin& room, being called 1n, and hearing whathis wife had confeſſed, owned likewiſe 
that he had partaken of a good ſermon, but added, that he did not know the houſe 
where he had been ; and how much foever they threatened him, he ſtill adhered to 
the ſame aſſertion. For which reaſon they committed him to a cloſer priſon, in order 
to extort 2 further confeſſion from him. Oa the 3oth of the ſame month, Henry 41- 
bertſon the Brewer, was ſummoned before the Magiſtrates, and charged with lending 
his houſe for the meeting of the Remonſtrants, He prayed he might know his accuſers, 
and that they might be obliged to produce their proof. But he was anſwered, char 
their Worlhips were ſufficiently ſatisfied of the matter of fa; wherefore he was 
nor 10 expect any further proof, but only to prepare himfelf lo pay the fines by law ap- 
pointed, leaſt a worſe thing ſnould befal bm. On the 16th of February he was con- 
demned to pay the mul& of 200 Giiders, and ſuſpended from the exerciſe of his trade 
till he ſhould give full fatisfaQtion in what was required of him; it being ordered 
that no Beer-notes ſhould be granted in his name at the Exciſe-office. No proteſta- 
tions agunlt this rigid ſentence, no humble petitions, no appeals to the Burgomaſters 
theraſelves, nor to the contents of the Placards could avail him ; he was forced to pay 
all the money, after an oppoſition of fifteen days, At the ſame time a girl of about 
12 or 13 years, whoſe name was Maria Brunes, was cited to the Stadthouſe, upon 
ſuſpicion that ſhe had been with her mother at the Meeting in the Brewer's houſe. 
They alked her where ſhe and her wotner had heen two or three days before in the 
evening? This they would nave obliged her to declare upon oath; nay they even 
threatened to whip her, if ſhe would not accuſe her mother, a diſconſolate widow, 
who had but lately loſt her huſband. But what ſhe anſwered, and how ſhe came off 
afterwards, I do not find ; nor what became of the lame woman accuſed by Ger- 
irude Tellen and her imprifoned huſband. 
Not long before this the Miniſter Fobn Smit van Aken had endeavoured to exal- 
perate the Magiſtrates of Nimeguen to exert the utmolt ſeverity againſt the Remon- 
ftrants, crying out from the pulpit, In vain do you expett the ſea tobe calmed, whil 
you ſuffer two or three curbulent people here to ruffle it with their breath. Oa the 
6th of March the Burgomaſter Arent Kelfken attended with the Town-officers, and 
ſome of the Watch went to the houſe of //ilbelmina van Wanray, widow to Gerard 
Beeſman (the brother of Chri//opher, a late Burgomaſter) in the evening, in hopes of 
diſturbing a private Meeting. He cauſed the door of the houſe to be broke open by 
the Town-ſmith, becauſe the faid widow did not open the door ſoon enough, and 
made his Officers in the mean while climb up to the windows through a neighbours 
houſe : Being got in, he ſearched the houſe from top to bottom, opened all the 
cloſets and cheſts, and prycd into every corner, but found none there, fave only the 
widow herſelf, and nothing looked like a Meeting except a few benches or ſeats in 
the garret. After this, the {aid Peeſman's widow was cited to appear before the Se- 
nate or Council of the town on the 27th of the ſame month; where being come, 
and refuſing either to purge herſelf upon oath, or to pay the tine demanded of her, 
ſhe was taken into cuſtody, together with another widow of ſeventy-five years of 


age, who had been accuſed of being preſent at a forbidden Conventicle. 'The for-

Some of 'em were taken out of their beds, and carricd to priſon, and before 
u-1g any reſolution paſt againſt them by the Schepens according to law, were threatened 
by the Burgomaſters to be put to the Rack, in order to their being obliged to con- 
feſs, and to accule themfclves and others. All of them almoſt who ha. been ſul- 
nedted, were condemned to pay their tines. Some were prohibited to follow their 
trades till they had paid. Several denied what they were accuſed of, and prayed to 
know who were the witneſſes, to the end they might refute or challenge them. But 
this covld not be obtained, and the Magiſtrates declared that the accuſe :d and con- 
demned perſons ſhoul.] pay their tines. In the mean while they got a petition to be 
preſented in their names to the Prince of Orange, then at Schenkenſchans, 1n which 
they ſet forth the unjuſt proceedings of the Viaoiltrates of this town againſt them ; 
and their complaints met with fo good fuccels, that by his authority and interpoſli- 
tion a ſtop was put to any further hardihips, After which, the Remon/trants had 
ſome reſt, and went on (ilently with their Meetings, 
The ftateofths There were ſeveral towns in HoYand, in which thoſe people found great inconve- 
wy niences, particularly Alkmaer, Horn, and Monikedam, In divers other places their 
Holland. Churches increaſed in numbers and zeal, At Horn, at the time when they admi- 
niſtered the holy Sacrament 1 10 the ſpring, there was an acceſ[1on of two and twenty 
Members at once, But they ſuffered {till at Leyden, at Gouda and elſewhere. On 
Aſcenſion- day, being the 5th of May, the Under-Scout went to the houfe of a certain 
Burgher of the ſid town, in order to diſturb a Meeting of the Remonſtrants, but 
found novody there, bclides the father and his children. The Remonſirents of 
Gouda tell us likewiſe of the violence uſed 1n entering the houſe of a certain widow 
with lighted torches, which endangered the firing the houſe ; and of the 11 treat- 
ment of the maid of the houſe, whom the Officers ordering to be filent, the Bailiff 
Klites cried, ram a handkerc bief into the whore's mouth, that ſhe may nat bawl 9. 
Proceedings a- At Schonehoven there lived one Tanneken Nawens, a woman of the Remon/trant 
Sono ke: perſuaſion, who got her living by keeping a French-ſchool. Among the Children 
Schoneho- that frequented her ſchool, there was a little girl which had a Paſquil, or Satire, upon 
mou the Contraremonſlrants, thar had been paſted up about 3 years before on the doors 
of all the churches at Gouda, She happened to ſhow it to ſome of the children of 
the Contraremonſtrant party. Theſe told their parents of it, and they the Ballift, 
Roger Hnigens, Hereupon the (aid Bailiff with the Schepens and Officers of the 
town went to the houſe of the Schoolmiſtreſs, They thruſt her and her mother 
out of doors, ſearched the houſe throughout, and on one of the ſhelves found the 
ſaid Paſquil, and carried it with them to the Stadrhouſe, whither 1t was agreed to 
{ſummon the woman by one of the Town-meſlengers. It was there propoled to her 
to anſwer the Magiſtrates upon oath. She refuſed that, but ſhewed herfelf diſpoſed 
to tell all ſhe knew relating to the Paſquil. The Migiſtrates were not thus fatisficd, 
but roſe, and left her (hurt up in a room nll the evening, at which time ſhe was car- 
ried to 4 publick-houſle, called the Fleece, where (he was fo ſtriftly guarded by two 
Meſſengers, that none of her neareſt kindred could have accels to her. Here the 
Meſlengers ſpent eight Gilders a day for above three weeks together, at her colt,

ſhe might not be obliged to {wear to any thing but the buſineſs of the Paſquil. The Ad 


Schepens conſented to her requeſt, But when the Bailiff would not allow her to 
take the oath, ſaying, he was ſure ſhe would forfwear her ſelf; ſhe declared ſhe 
knew nothing of the Paſquil, and offered to take her oath of it. 'Phis did not a- 
vail her, and ſhe was continued under contineinent, to her great damage. At length 
ſomebody came to her at the inn, or publick-houſe, where ſhe was kept, and ſud : 
I don't fee how you will pet out, for the Bailiff will ngt let you purge yourſelf upon 
oath; therefore I would adviſe you to make it up with þim. She tindins no other 
means to get free, took this advice, and paid 100 Gilders for a tins, and 200 for 
charges. Aﬀter fe was relealed, ſhe atked, Whether if any of her countrymen bad 
been taken and carried into Dunkirk by the common enemy, they would not have come 
off as cheap as ſhe ?

people of that perſuaſion, and all the pieces relating to that matter, Upon which 
they came to 7 reſolution on the 13th of the month, that the whole ſhould he re- 
ferred to the Grand Committee, 1n order to their conſidering 1t maturely, and piving 
their opinion at the next Aſſembly of the {aid States, to the end they might proceed 
therein as they ſhould fee fitting. But whether the States proceeded any further 
therein, does not appear to us. However the Court of Holland reviſed the ſecret 
Ordinance touching the manner of proceeding againſt the tranfzreſfors of the Placards, 
which as we have ſhown, were altered formerly more than once, and inade {ome ad- 
ditions to 1t ; and in order to prevent all evaltons and excuſe, dtd on the 15th of Fung 
eſtabliſh the ſame in the following manner, ;

firſt of which was taken to talk by Conradus YVorſlins, but to. little purpoſe. The 
Dire&ors apprehending that this inight prove the occalion of dtvitions, intreated 
Fpiſcopius to write upon that ſubject, and to weigh the arguments brought againlt the 
exerciſe of that office. Ihis was afterwards done, and the contrary opinton fo 
ſtrongly and fully eſtabliſhed, that moſt of thuſe who had taken up that notion, 
ſoon laid it down again, or kept it to themſelves, without troubling their auditors 
with difputes about 1t, or urging It as neceſſary, 

In the month of 7zy, one Abraham Antonts, a Remonſlrant of Amſterdam, whom 
we have had occafton to ſpeak of in our former books, expoſed himſelf to danger, and 
the city to a diſturbance, through his imprudence or want of thought, Having ſet 
1bout the building of a houſe at the corner of the WV armooſgracht, he muſt needs put 
{ome ornaments of [tons and mens heads upon it. The Carpenter adviſed the Stone- 
cutter to carve the head of the Advocate Barnevelr. The Stone cutter propoſed it to 
Antonis, who replied, I have noobjedtion againſt it ; and accordingly he delivered him 
2 Cut of Barnevelr, in order to make it. jt was ſoon finiſhed, and ſet in the place ap- 
pointed for it, and the reſemblance was luch, that every body knew it at the firſt (1ghe. 
A perſon who paſt by whilſt they were fixing it, cried, IWhar boldneſs is this 2 
Whereupon ſome that were paſſing by, ſtood fill, till they were joined by others, 
who fell firſt to murmuring, and from murmuring to throwing ſtones, ſo that the 
noſe of Barnevels was broke olf with one of the blows. Then was it high time to 
yield; fo that the head, which had given ſuch offence, was taken down, after it had 
ſtood about half a day. Upon this the people difperſed, and the tumult was com- 
poſed. But Abrabam Anton was ſummoned to appear before the Schepens on that 
account, and aſked by the Scout, whether he had cauſed the head of the late Advo- 
cate to be ſet on his houſe 5 He related how it happened, proteſting that it was 
not done with any ill intention 5 and that he ſhould have certainly forborn it, it 
he had once thought it would have given offence. Here it ſtopped, and no further 
trouble was given him on that account. 

In the mean time, great endeavours were uſed in France, to procure a toleration 
for the Remonſirants. Orotins had invited Uitenbogart, in the beginning of Fanuary 
of this year, to come from Roan to Paris for that purpoſe. The latter, after ſome 
confulcation with Epiſcopins and Crpus, undertook the journey. Beins arrived at 
Paris, Grotius together with Henus and D' Or, reviſed and conſidered the petition, 
which he, Uitenbogarrt, had drawn up, and on the 2oth of the ſaid month pre- 
ſented it to the Preſident Jeannin. This Gentleman thought it too long, and ad- 
viſed him to abridge it, which being done accordingly, it was delivered to him again 
on the 24th by Uztenhogart, being of the following tenor.

vpon the Remonflrant meetings, and to inform againſt them. Soon after this 
diſturbance, the Garriſon, which: was twenty companies \krong, returned to U irecht, 
and with them the fear which //F7crms's memoirs had occalioned.

940 to flouriſh. This Pots, 1n bis laſt journey with the Commilſioners of the Court 
of Holland from Rotterdam to the Hague, had happencd to hurt his leg againlt the 
axletree, as he was getting out of the wagoon, and though the wound was hcaled, 
he continued indiſpoſed. He afterwards grew better by t the uſe of 2 certain link, 
but ſuffered a relapſe by means of a ſudden fright. Lhey gave him fone medicines, 
adviſing him to endeavour to reft, but he could not; but rattling in his throat, and 
foaming at his mouth, he ſo alarmed the ſervant that watched with him, that 
he was forced to call up lis wife, who came and found him ſtruck with a dead palſie,

He was quite deprived of his ſenſes and judgment, as far as could 
be perceived, and ſo died on the ſecond day, having increaſed his ilInefs, as it was 
thought, by his own fears. The laft words he ſaid to his wife, and thoſe about 
him, were, Pray for me, I intreat you. The Remonſtrants left him and his behaviour 
to the judgment of God, rejoiced that his place was given to Francis Kreep, a Gen- 
tleman of great moderation and temper in the bulineſs of religion. 

On the 7th of July, being Thurſday, the Counſellors Roſa and Barsdorp cauſed the 
houſe in which the wife of the Miniſter Dwinglo liv'd, andin which they were inforin'd 
that Dwinglo himſelf was privately concealed, to be ſuddenly broke open carly in the 
morning, and ſearched from top to bottom, together with an adjoining houſe belonoing to 
one of the Romiſh perſuaſion, Dwingly himſelf eſcaped naked, but all his books and 
papers were ſeized, packed up, and ſent to the Hague, Among thoſe payers; there was 
nothing that could be made uſe of to the prejudice of others, but they met with a 
certain paper, in which many reaſons pro and con, relating tothe ſeeking a deliverance 
from perſecution, being weighed, he at length concluded, That the coercion fit 
matters of conſcience, which at that time obtained in Holland with refpec to the 
Remonſtrants, neither could no2 ought to be oppoſed by fozctble means, but rather 


bojn1 with chaiſtian patience, and the event referred to God, 
On the 24th of the ſaid month, the Scout of Harlem thought to have ſurprized 


and diſturbed a Remonſlrant meeting, at which Hermannus Montanus had been 
preaching ; but the congregati onwas juſt broke up, before he could get into the houſe, 
and Montanus eſcaped with great difficulty. 

On the 21ſt of September, being a faſt-day, there aroſe new troubles at Rotrer- 
dam, The Remonſtrants were aflembled in a certain barn in the Wine-ſtreer, for 
performing divine ſervice ; but information of their meeting being given by an 
antient Burgher, and a fon of the Bookſeller Wazſbergen, the Scout ani his Ofhcers 
went and diſturbed it. Two of the auditory were accuſed of throwing ſtones at the 
Officers, and ſeized on that account. After this diſperſion, the people met out of 
town, where they were not interrupted, and in the evening they met again in the 
ſame barn where they had been diſturbed in the morning. At night the Scouts 
windows were broken, but it was not known who did it. Hereupon the Scour, 
accompanied with ſome of the Magiſtrates, went to the Hague, to complain of the 
inſolence of the Remonſtrants, repreſenting it as a great riot; but as far as I cat learn, 
it had no further conſequences. 

In the Province of Over-Yſel, Johannes Meylin, late Miniſter of Genemuden, who 
had been deprived on account of Remonſtrantiſm, was in the month of February in 
great danger of being taken. As ſome of the Magiſtrates of Kampen were going in 
two waggons to Zwol about ſettling the exciſes, he met them on the way near a 
place called the Stoudyke, being on foot. One of the Gentlemen, who was in the 
hindmoſt waggon (whoſe name was Rooloſſon) called out to his companions in the 
other, There goes the heretick Meyling. Upon this they took one of the horſes out 
of the waggon, and rid after him ; but it being a great fog, they could not find kim. 
Then they ſent to Kampen for ſome Soldiers, who with ſome of the Town-officers 
marched out on horſeback, and after a long ſearch, laid hold on an unknown perſon, 
whom they tcok for a Miniſter, and brought back to Kampen, But the next day 
they were obliged to let go their priſoner, who was a Wooden-ſhoemaker dwelling 
near Zwol, They gave him ſome money, and a certificate that he was not taken up 
for any crime, but only by miſtake. After this, the faid Meylin was really appre- 
bended at Genemuden, in the month of Auguſt, having been diſcovered, and informed 
againſt by his ſucceſſor in that benefice, Lubbert Rhinevis. He was conveyed from 
thence to Kampen by a party of Soldiers, bound hand and foot in fo ſtrit a manner, 
that it was a moſt affeRing ſpeRacle. There he was ſhut up at firſt in a deep cellar 
under the Hague-port; notwithſtanding which, he ſung pſalms with ſuch an audible 
voice, that the people gathered about the place, and ſtopped to hear him, The 
Magiſtrates difpleaſed with this, ordered that he ſhould be removed up to the top 
of the priſon, out of the hearing of ſuch as paſſed by, Being there, fome of his 
friends found means to help him to a rope, of which he made 2 good uſe. For 
when the GoaJjer had brought him into a fore-room in order to pive him his ſupper, 


and was gone down to draw ſome drink, he laid hold of the opportanity : He = 
himfel 
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himſelf down by the rope, and being come to the ground, ran to the water-ſide, and A x* Dow, 
ſwam over the Canal. Asloon as he got to the ſuburbs, he hid himfelf in a Coal- 1622. 
yard, where putting off his cloaths, he crotſed the river 7-1, and got to Soovelingen, © 
From thence he ran ſtark-naked to a village called Grafhooft, where he crofled the 
river again, and got into the houle of a country fellow, who taking pity of him, oave 
him ſome cloaths, and carried him in his boat to the diſtri& of FoJenbove, Hz was 
ſoon miſſed by the Goalor returning to his room, and purſued, but in vain. That 
eſcape coſt his keeper very dear, he was firſt put under the ſame continement as Mep- 
ling, and after was turned out of his place. 

The rigour of theſe 1mpriſonments did the Remonſtrants in the main more 2004 
than hurt, for it awakened the zeal of ſome, which began to ſlumber, and kindled 
a freſh affeQion for the cauſe which the Government ſought to ſtifle, 

In Freeſland thoſe of the Clergy that fided with Bogerman (the late Preſident of 
the National Synod) had increaſed their party to ſuch a degree, as to become the 
majority of that body. Upon which they moved heaven and earth to 2et the Eccle- 
faſtical Conſtitution of the ſaid Synod eſtabliſhed in their Province; but the States 
oppoſed, and put a ſtop to their projet, infomuch that all their efforts proved vain. 
Their firſt attempt was to put in practice that part of the Conſtitution which related 
tothe choice of country Miniſters, But the States of Otero, Weſtergo, and the 
Sewenwolden, fenced againſt 1t by the following reſolution, 


Hereas the States of Ofſtergo, Weltergo, and Sevenwolden, beins met tore 


ther, have been informed, that endeavours are uſed t9 introdiice a different 00 
method of elefling Miniſters to ſerve in the country-vacancies, and that t99 of the lair, Wet 


together with the civil Officers called the Grietsluden, have attempted to put in pra- 1. mW 
lice a certain Synodical Reſolution relating thereto, and to make void, or ſuſpend no one 
the nomination and vocation of Miniſters, which have been hitherto uſed by the inha.1"** 17 he 
bitants of this land, conformably to their antient rights and privileges : The ſaid States nn. 
being deſirous to maintain and upbold their ſubje&s in the enjoyment of the ſaid pris 

vileges, and alſo roprevent the inconveniences which may hereafter ariſ» from hence, 

have decreed and ordained, that henceforwards the inhabitants of theſe countries ſhall 

regulate themſelves in the choice of Miniſters according to the antient cuſtoms, riphrs 

and privileges ;, and not ſuffer any perſon to concern themſelves therein, ſave only ſuch 

as pay ſecot and lot in the villages or places to which they belong, and are bouſekeep- 

ers and farmers, who ſhall not bowever be allowed to vote unleſs they be qualified ac- 

cording to the tenour of the Ordinance made in the year 1616. And the ſaid 

States do hereby expreſly aboliſh and make void the aforeſaid Synodical Reſolution; and 

ao moreover firiftly charge and require their Deputies forthwith to communicate and 

tranſmit this their order to the reſpective Grietsluden and other Officers, and to cauſe 

the ſame to be publiſhed in all ſuch places where it is uſual : For ſuch is their plea- 

ſure, 
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Done and decreed by the aforeſaid States, at the place of their General Afſembly in 
Leeuwarden, this 16th of April, 1622. 


But matters did not ſtop here ; the Synod of Freeland, or the greateſt part of that 
body, being afſembled at Balſwarr, ſet themſelves to oppoſe the Reſolution of the 
States of that Province, and to put in practice their new Eccleſiaſtical Conſtitution.

[t 1s recorded by ſome writers, that the Stadtholder, Count Erneſt of Nafſuw,

All which having been duly weighed in the Chamber of the Towns, the Deputies 


thereof not only ſind that this 15 of pernicious conſequence, in reſpect to the Government 
of this land, but likewiſe that the ſaid Reſolutions were occaſtoned by rumours and re- 
ports, which had no foundation, and were paſt without once hearing thoſe who are there- 
in accuſed, yea in a manner condemned, as if they had been legally convitted ; beſides, 
that preat offence has been given by the ſaid Reſolutions to the Churches of the Retorm- 
ed religion and all goo4 men both in and out of the Province , and on the other hand,

They the ſaid Deputies of the Towns do therefore declare, that they will have no = 
part in the afozeſaid Reſolutions of the refit of the Yembers of this State, but are 
of opinion that the Eccleſiaſtical Decrees ought to Have their tulf efficacy, fo? ce and 
according to the wow of God, and as has been formerly p2actiſed in an eſpectal man- 
ner in this ]2ovince, | 

And they do order and dire their Plenipotentiaries, in conjunction with the illy- 
ſirius and bigh-born Count Erneſt Caſimir of Naſſaw, Stadrbolder, purſuant to 
their inſlruftions in the buſineſs of Religion and of the Church ( which bas been una- 
nimouſly eſtabliſhed by the States of the land, and conjirmed by ſo many a#ls ) to ap- 
prove the good Eccieſtaft ical Decrees, as far as 1s neceſſary, and heartily to endea- 
vour, that the ſame may be eſſeftually practiſed to the honour of God, and edification 
of his Church, without waiting fo2 our uſual Deetings 02 Dicts; foraſmuch 25 
that has often occaſioned great Inconventences with regard to eccleſiaſtical matters, 
and beſides, has not been hitherto prattiſed by the Deputies of the Province them- 
ſelves. 

And as for the approbation of the Feelefraſtical Conſlumntion, which was unani- 
monly agreed upon by the Deputies of all the churches of the United-Netherlands at 
the landable Synod of Dort, holden und-r the authority of the States-General, accord- 
ing to the diretlions of their Principals, as well as according to antient ſage, the 
Deputies of the Towns do inſiſt upon their former reſolution, and are 0 "bin ion, that it 
is not only lawful for the Miniſters of God's word, but that1t 15 IiKewiſe their duty, 
by virtue of their othce, with all diligence to promote the approditton and execution 
of the aforeſaid Eeclefiiftical Conſtitution ; provided always that the Churches of 
theſe Provinces do, in the proſecution of this general Church-government, with 
due regard to editication, conform themictves to their own particular circumſtances, 
and the antient practice of the other Churches of the United-Provinces : and there- 
fore the proceedings of the Clergy in divers Fecleſtaſtical Aſſemblies ought rather to 
have been commended than condemned by the aforeſaid Reſolution of the 10th of July ; 
fince for the ſake of peace, and in order to come as near as Poſſible to the reſylution 
of the Heers the Deputies of Oltergo, Weltergo, &c. bearing date the 3oth of July, 
1619, they have often declared, asis is indeed notoriouſly tru2, that they were con- 
tented to obſerve the aforeſaid Eccleſiaſtical Conſtitution of the Synod of Dort, as far 
as it was conſiſtent with the Church- diſcipline formerly practiſed in this land ;, with 
which Declaration the ſaid Deputies of Oltergo, &c. were ſatisfied, So far there- 
fore were the ſaid Clergy from endeavouring to introduce ſchemes that were either im- 
pratticable, or contrary to the privileges of theſe countrizs, and conſequently from de- 
ſerving to be treated as diſl urbers of the publick peace. FM Wijith cauſe the Deputics 
of the Towis ds herevy commansy their Jlentpotentiaries, the Atiomey. General, 
and all the Baxriſtrates of the reſpective towns, not to concern themſelves with the 
afozeſaid Reſolutions, but oppoſing the fame, and all bich illegai proceedings, ta 
ſuppozt and maintain all faithtul Miniſters of ©9d's wow, and all the good Yem- 
bers and Patriots, together with all Eccleſiaſtical Uiiemblies, im their honour, 
dignity, fidelity, and juffly recovercd rights and puvileges, as the lane have beeir 
peaceably and edifyingty practiſed in this land, fince the Reformation, 

And foraſmuch as te Pleniporentiaries Or Deputies of the Diſtricts »f Olterzo, TC, 
have thought jit, on the aforeſaid 10th of July laſt paſt, without the knowledge of 
or communication with ihe Deputies of the towns, to aſſume to themfelves the abſo- 
lute deciſion of a certain Fccleſiaſtical caſe, relating Z the Call of Miniſters, and t9 
approve thereof, contrary ts the judament of the Clajjts of Lecuwarden, and without 
cauſing the matter to be examined into according to antient cuſtom, by the Deputies 
of the Synod, or by the Synod ;, but likewiſe to order the aforeſaid Claſſis to acknow- 
leage a certain Miniſter for Miniſter of Beikom, and at the fame time to oblige the 
Claſſis of the Sevenwolden to diſcharge him from his Church or Benefice, Therefore 
the Plenipotentiaries of the Towns find themſetves further engaped ty proteſt againſt 
ſuch a manner of proceeding, as being not only an innovation, of dangerous con- 
ſequence to the Government, but alſo contrary to all former uſage with reſpect to Church-

vailed, having palled by the majority of votes ; infomuch, that even at this day, 
56 years after it was firſt publiſhed, it 1s to be found among the printed Laws and 
Satutes of Freeſland, And tho! the three ſucceſſive Stadtholders after Count Erneſt, 
were bound by the initructions of the States, to maintain the Reformed religion, as 
c{tabliſhed by the National Synod, yet *twas, only with reſpef to the dofivine, and 
always with excluſion of the Eccleſiaſtical Conſtitution. What Grotius obſerves 
The Remarks COnCerning the rejedtion of the 1414 Conſtitution 1s worthy of our notice. He lays, 
* That the Canons of Dorr, in reſpect to the Government of the Church were ſo li- 
© able to exception, that not only many foreign Divines expreſſed their diſlike of 
* them, but almoſt all the Provinces refuſed to approve them, or at leaſt found 
© much therein, which, as tending to the diminution of the authority of the Civil Ma- 
« oiſtrate, wanted an amendment, and which was afually ſoamended, that It agreed 
© 1n ſubſtance with the proje& of the year 1591. 

« He wiſhes, that as their Lordſhips the States of theſe Provinces had done their 
* duty in that matter, they would likewiſe open their eyes further, and conſider 
* whether thoſe who had attempted in ſeveral inſtances to violate the authority of 
* their Lordſhips, had not alſo in ſome meaſure violated the honour of God, re- 
* membring that expreſſion formerly uſed by the Reformed to the King of Spain, 
© as Count of Holand: Moſt gracious Low, it belongs to you ta take cognizance

About this time, when ſo many of the Free/land Clergy were zealous for getting 
the abovementioned Conſtitution eſtabliſhed, a certain perſon, whoſe name is not 
known, drew up ſome Remarks upon it, which for the better information of the

« 'That from that time forwards, agreeably to the aforeſaid treaty, the eleQion 
of Paſtors, Vicars, ec, was —_— without any further violation of their right, 
in thoſe of the Community, fo qualified as above, as long as the Government of this 
country was veſted in the Emperor, or King of Spain. 

* That in Ike manner, at the beginning of the Reformation, and many years after, 
nobody pretended to contravert this privilege, or to maintain that it was prejudicial 
to the progreſsof the Goſpel ; inſomuch, that the ſaid privilege has continued in full 
force to this very time, in the open country, 

* Moreover, as the Emperor granted to the Jnhabitants, by the treaty of the year 
1539, relating to the aforementioned collations and ele&ions, the privilege of choo- 
ſing their own Paſtors, fo did his Imperial Majeſty expreſly declare, on the 4th of 
November of theſaid year, that he would not form any pretenſion, to the prejudice 
of the Fus patronatus, and the collations made by virtue thereof, by any privze 

erſons. 

b That the ſupreme Court of Juſtice of this Province did, in the year 1569, l11- 
dably maintain our rights and privileges againſt the Council of Trent, and the 
reſolution taken to promulgate its Decrees here, as may be feen inthe Regiiters of 
the Chancery. 

* That by this means the antient ufage of nominating and eleQing Paſtors, Vi- 
cars, &c. hath been obſerved, and the privilege of the people preſerved inviolable, 
even during the government of this Church by a Biſhop; as appears by the ſeveral 
nominations and ele&ions made and performed in thoſe times, 

« As for the Towns, the Emperor was pleaſed to declare in the aforementioned 
treaty of the year 1539, that they ſhould proceed according to their wonted 
praQice in the choice and nomination of their Paſtors, ec. either by a new and 
mutual agreement, or according to antient cuſtom, 

* Now as for the uſage and practice of the faid towns, it will appear by ſeveral let- 
ters of collation enrolled 1n Chancery, that from the moſt antient times ſuch collati- 
ons have been made by the Magiſtrates and Jurats of the Community, either alone, 
or, as it happened for the moſt part, in the preſence of the people, who were 
called together by toll of bell ; and even ſome with the concurrence of the Paſtor 
and other private perſons, having a right of voting ; but the feweſt of all by the 
people of the pariſhes only. 

« That this method was actually, and conſtantly practiſed during the governments 
of the Emperor and his fon King Philip; yea even after the eſtabliſhment of a Bi- 
ſhop at Leeuwarden, and to the end of the Epiſcopal Government. 

* That it cannot be proved, that any conſtant and uniform method has been ſettled 
or received by the States of this Province z and much lets that it has been the 
cuſtom of all towns, to exclude the Magiſtrates, oreven the whole Proteſtant com- 
munity, from the choice of Miniſters. | | | 
« Sincethen it appears from what has been ſaid avove, that the aforeſaid manner of 
chooſing Paſtors and Miniſters bothin town and country, 1s an antient and recovered 
privilege, which has been aſſerted and maintained in oppoſition to ſeveral uſurpa- 
tions; there is no ſhadow of reaſon, why the ſame ſhould be taken away at preſent 
from the good inhabitants and members of this Province z as indeed it could not, 
by the Decrees of the Synod of the Hague, in the year 1586, under the govern- 
ment of the Earl of Leiceſter.

Wh; 0 90S « niſters, 1s {ſcarce acknowledged ; as may more fully be made appear by the contents 
UB 84h G4 * of the ſaid articles. Whereas, on the contrary, by the aforeſaid treaty of the 


* veir 1539, the Miniſters who were called, were.obliged to ſue for a Placer, or 
Permilhon from the Civil Magiſtrate 5 which was not ſooner nor otherwiſe granted 
* than till they had produced ample teſtimonials of life and doftrine from the place 
© where they laſt refided. And moreover, upon their recctving the aforeſaid Placer, 
* they were obliged to take an oath to the Government. 

* 'This method and way of proceeding, was alſo couragiouſly maintained by the 
* abovementioned Court, even afterwards 1n the time of the Biſhop, as appears by 
* the numerous records remaining ſtill in Chancery. 

« And as for what relates particularly to the oath, itis athing which thoſe of Genevsz 
have likewiſe expreſsly eſtabliſhed, they having drawn up a particular form for their 
* Clergy to ſwear by, as 1s to. be ſeen in their Ecclefiaſtical- diſcipline: as alſo the 
* States of Zealand in their particular Church-difcipline, eſtabliſhed on the 17th of

* Thirdly, It 1s moreover to be noted, that by this new ſcheme of eccleſiaſtical W NN 

« polity, there 1s not the leaſt room left to the Civil Magiſtrate to appoint Minilters, 
* even in places where there 1s not any Confiltory ; but it is wholly left to the 
« Claſs; which 1s a manifeſt violation of the rights and privileges of the Province 
« in every Diſtr1a, and no leſs without a foundation in the word of God, as well as 
* contrary to the antient and uniform pradtice of other Princes and States, profeſling 
© the Reformed relig10n. 

* Beſides the abſurdity of ſucha Conſtitution, it might be ſhown by many inſtances, 
* how grolfsly the Claſles abuſe thetr authority in fending Miniſters to places where 2 
© timely call of them hath been neglected. 

* Fourihly, As very little power 1s left by this ſcheme to the Civil Magiſtrate, with 
« reſpe& to the calling and appointing of Miniſters ; fo likewiſe we find that it does 
not give them the lealt authority of degrading or depriving Miniſters, even for the 
moſt heinous crimes. Whereas, on the contrary, even in the time of Popery, it was 
* the cuſtom of this country, and fo maintained and afferted by the ſupreme Court of

* tothe Ordinance made thereupon, might, and uſually did, in the name of his Via- 

+ jeſty, revoke the Placer or Licence of thoſe Prieſts, who were found unfit, or 

* that behaved themſelves irrcgularly, and alfo fend orders to the Church, or ſuch 
\ | « as had the Jr Patronatus, to proceed to the choice and preſentation of others. 
* Nay even the Duke of Alve himſelf, when he perceived he could not carry his 
« point by introducing the Corncit of Trent in favour of the Biſhop, agreed 
« that Prieſts ſo incapacitated, might be deprived by the Biſhop and the Council 
« jointly. 

« Letit then be conſidered, whether the {null regard which is hereby ſhown to 
© the Civil Magiitrates, does not ſufficiently ſmell of Popery, nay, whether it does 
© not yet more infringe their authority. Eſpecially if we obſerve the diſtintion 
* hereby made between Miniſters and Elders, in relition to the ſuſpending or im-

« Fifihly, The Article of calling a National Synod every three years, tends like-

* Befides, what 1s added in the fame article, 1s ridiculous, vis. when the place 
© and time 1s to be conſidered, notice thereof ſhall be given to the Civil Magiſtrate, 
© tothe end, that the matters may be ſettled with his knowledge, and (if he pleaſes 
« to depute any body to the Ulaſhs) in the preſence of the perſons ſent by hira, For 
« this plainly ſhows, that even the Civil Powers, and much leſs their ſubſtitutes, 
are not allowed to concern themſelves with any thing elſe, fave only the time and 
* piace, any more than other Mzmders of the Clailes and Conliſtories; thar is to 
* tay, to ſpeak the plain truth, they are allowed to do no more than to ſit by, and

* Nintbly, It has been moreover {a1d, that the foreign Divines refuſed to give their 
judgment upon this occaſion. 

* Tenthly, That beſides all this, ſeveral Members of the Synod, particularly 
ſome 1ders of this Province, declined giving their conſent to this Conſtitution ; and 
much leſs 41d the States Deputies approve 1t. 

« Fleventhly, and Laſtly, It ought to be obſerved, that the Ecclefra/tical Con- 
ſtitution, which 18 now obtruded upon us, is the ſame which was made by the Na- 
tional Synod held at the Hague, in the year 1536, under the government of the 
Earl of Leiceſter, which the Provinces however oppoſed at that tune, and have 
ever fince refuled to conform to; and accordingly, it has never been Put in 
* practice, eſpecially not by the churches of this Province. Nay, the States of 
Zeland did in the year 1591, eſtabliſh a particular Church-government for the 
uſe of their own country ; and even the States of this Province have claimed t9 
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* themſelves the right of making orders with reſpect to feveral points of diſcipline, 
* as belonging to them, and 1s being practiſed by the Guvernment of Geneva

After the receiving this Remonſtrance, the bulinels of the Conſtitution was in- A x*D oh 
ſerted among the Articles to be con{tdered at the next meeting of the States, on the 1622. 
4th and 5th of Zwly, to the end that the Synodical remarks might be ſeriouſly exa- OV DV 
mined, and a concluſtton made of a work fo necellary to the tranquillity of the 
Church. 

The States of HoYand being accordingly aſſembled, it was agreed forthwith to enter 

upon the con{1deration of this Memorial or Petition of both Synods. Afterwards. D*l:leva:in; 
the (aid States did on the Zoth of Fulp, reviſe all that had been done about the Con- - Phe Aﬀenc- 
ſtitution, as alſv the Remonſtrance and the Remarks contained in it ; at which time it oder 
was reſolved, to refer the examination of the whole to a Committee, to be forthwith 149d concern- 
appointed. The perſons named for the faid Committee were two of the Nobles, to- fie. 
ether with the Deputies of Dorr, Harlem, Delft, Leyden, Amſlerdam, Alkmaer, 
Horn, and Enkbuſen ; befides two of the Supreme, and two of the Provincial Courts. 
Theſe were to report their own opinton, to the end the States might proceed as they 
ſhould judge proper. The meeting of this Committee was appointed to be in the 
middle of November ; but this affair went on very ſlowly, as will appear by the fe- 
quel. For the Laity and Clergy, were at too great a variance, to agree caſily in this 
matter. 

In the mean while, the latter finding they could not bring the whole Conſtitution 
to bear, endeavoured to put in praQtice a principal Article of it, namely, The Natia« 
nal Synod ſhall meet owinarily once tn three years, unleſs there ſhould be any ex: 
traowinary occaſion fo2 meeting {ooner. There were now three years run off ſince 
the celebration of the famous 5ynod of Dorr, and the Clergy who were ever fond of 
ſuch Aſſemblies, þy which their buſineſs was always promoted, ſaw well enough 
that ſuch a Synod would not come home to them of its own accord. Therefore 
ſome of them adviſed the Clatlis and Church of Dyrr, to petition their High- 
Mightineſſes for one, as inſtructed ſo to do by the laſt National Synod. To this end 
thoſe of the ſaid Clafſhs and Church, preſented the following Petition to the States-

been prevented, in cafe there had been a National Synod holden once in three or 
four yeary. And although the dodrine of truth was eſtabliſhed at the laſt Synod, 
and the errors of the Remon/trants, who had diſturbed the Church with their Five 
new Articles, were by God's good grace, expelled the publick churches, yet there 
are ſtill divers other matters relating to the churches of theſe Provinces, which were 
wont of old to be referred ad Synodum Nationalem, and which cannot be amend- 
ed but by a general concurrence of the National Synod.

© Beſides this, it is known to all the world, that the baniſhed Remonſtrants have 
publiſhed ſeveral writings, particularly their Anti-Synodalia, 1n which they endea- 
vour to refute the Az Synodi Nationalis aforementioned, though publiſhed by 
the expreſs order and authority of your High-Mightineſles z and not long fince their 
Confeſſion too ; as alſoa certain treatiſe intituled, The Nu#ities of the Synod of Dort, 
together with divers other books. 

* The thing itſelf, and the utmoſt neceſſity requires, that the churches in general 
(foraſmuch as they are all concerned therein) ſhould return fome foiid and well 
grounded anſwer to all theſe writings, to the end they may prevent the ſeduction 
of good and honeſt readers, into whoſe hands ſuch books may fall, and on the con- 
trary, to ſtrengthen them in the holy truth, and to bring back the miſſed and wan- 
dercrs into the right way ; and lkewife that the exceeding great charges, which 
your High-Mightineſſes were put to in the convoking aud celebrating the National 
Synod at Dort, may not be rendered entirely fruitleſs and unprofitable ;; nor the 
churches, by the long ſuſpenſion of a National Synod, fall again into extream 
difficulties and troubles (which God forbid) and fo occaſion the like or greater 
EXPENCES. 

* Wherefore your Petitioners do moſt humbly pray and beſeech your Hioh- 
Mightineſles, in the name of the Synods aforementioned, that you will be pleaſed 
to conſent, that there may be holden either in the; preſent, or at lateſt in the next 
year, a National Synod of the Reformed churches ; and that you will accordingly re- 
turn a favourable anſwer. In doing which, &c. 


This Petition, which the States- General took ad referendum, was conſidered at 


the mceting of the States of Holand on the 16th of July following, when it was a- 
greed, that it ſhould be made an article of the ſubſequent ſummons. But when it 
was taken into deliberation at the Aſſembly of September, many of the Members 
were of opinion, that the holding of the deſired National Synod was not neceſlary 
for which cauſe the final concluſion of this matter was ſtil] put off, They could 
not therefore obtain a conſent, and were forced to have patience. 


This ſame fummer, or a little more early, there happened ſomething to be ad- 


juſted with the Profeſlors of Divinity, and the Regent and Vice-regent of the Col- 
lege of Leyden, with reference to their ſubſcribing the Formulary of Conſent, as 
drawn up by the National Synod. Which being required to do by the Church of 
Leyden, they anſwered, * -'That they looked upon the dodrine contained in the faid

and to oppoſe the contrary ; that upon this account, they had bound up all the 
Formularies together in a book, and ſubſcribed them, to ſhow their good diſpoſition 
for ſupporting the purity of dodrine, and their conformity with the churches of 
this Province ; being likewiſe further reſolved to cauſe all thoſe who {hould be 
aſſociated to them for the future in the faculty of Divinity, to ſubſcribe the ſame 
Formulary ; and that they had agreed that the ſaid book,, and the ſubſcriptions 
therein made, ſhould be kept in their Archives, for the fatisfaRtion of all thoſe 


* who had a right to peruſe the ſame. But ſince the Formulary, which was drawn 
* up at the National Synod, did likewiſe contain a promiſe of ſubjeCtion to the Pro 
* vincial Synod, and ſince the States of Holand had put into the hands of the Pro- 
* feſlors, another A for the regulation of their condutt ; they had, they ſaid, by the 
* approbation of the Curators of the Univerſity, proviſionally ſigned a Formulary,

Holland, which met this ſummer at Gorkum, it was agreed, that the Profetlors them-

It was moreover alked : Whether a tamely flop ſhould not be put to the diſperſing churches. 
of certain new Catechiſms, which had been publiſhed by ſome of the churches; ſince 
ſuch kind of proceeding might in time occaſion new troubles in the church of God, 
even with reſpect to matters of Dottrine £ And whether it were not proper, upon this 
account, to preſcribe an uniform method of Catechiſm, to be uſed by all churches, ſince 
it was found, that in ſome places the Miniſters neglefted to catechiſe the children for 
want of ſuch a method, The opinion of the Synod was, that the Miniſters of Dor The Decree of 
were not liable to cenſure, becauſe the aforeſaid Compendium was publiſhed before the $yma of $ 
the reſolution of the Synod of Korrerdam. And further, that although it would be [79124 
a good thing to make uſe of one and the ſame method of catechiſing in all churches, © 
yet this Synod did not think 1t adviſeable at that time, to draw up a new Formulary, 
but to putit off till the next National Synod , in the mean time, keeping to the 66th 
Article of the Synod of Gouda. 
Upon another Gravamen, 1t was agreed, that the Deputies of the Synod of South- 
Holland, who had been at the National Synod of Dor, ſhould take care, chat copies 
of all that had beew reſolved at the ſaid National Synod, over and above all that 
bad been already printed and publiſhed, ſhould be communicated t9 the reſpeitive 
Claſſes. 
As to the buſineſs of Dancing, which was another Gravamen, the judoment of the 
Synod was, That thoſe Members of the church who uſed the ſame, onghe to be re- 
proved and cenſured for it, according to the Reſolution or Decree of the National Sy- 
nod of Dort, holden in the year 1578. 
There was alſo another point, which concerned the Remon/{rants, brought before the 
Synod, the tenour of which was, That ſince great patience and forbearance had been 
uſed with reſpett to the Remonſtrants, who nevertheleſs obſtinately perſiſted in their 
ſeparation, and did nothing but cry out againſt and ſlander the eſtabliſhed church, 
"was aſked, whether the church ought not to proceed eccleſtaſtically againſt them £2 
Upon this queſtion the Synod reſolved as follows: As forwhatr relates to the ob{tinate 
Remonſtrants, it #s agreed that a lonper time ſhall be yetallowsd them, and that the 
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church ſhall not raſhly proceed to extremities with them, but that in caſe it be found 
neceſſary in any particular churches to cenſure them, it ought not to be done without 
the advice of the Claſfis. 

What was done at this Synod with reference to the uneaſinefs occaſioned at Ryr- 
terdam on account of the braſs Statue of Eraſmus, has been already related. 

The Synod was likewiſe informed, that Arian Simonſon, a deprived and banifhed 
Remonſlrant Miniſter, had not only ſigned the Ac of Ceſſation, but alſo the For- 
mulary of Unity, and lived quietly and peaceably, doing his utmoſt endeavours, 
and with good ſucceſs to bring the Remonſtrants again to the communion of the 
church. Upon which the Synod teſtificd great joy, and agreed to readmit him, at 
his carneſt requeſt, to the Lord's-ſupper, on condition of his making his recantation 
before the Claſſis of Rotterdam; ordaining, that it ſhould be publiſhed both in the 
church of the ſaid town, and 1n that of Charlois, where he had formerly exerciſed 
the fun&tion of a Miniſter. 

At the Synod of North-Holland, which met 2t Amſterdam in the month of Auguſt, 
there was communicated a Ictter ſent from the Conſiſtory of Leyden to the Deputies 
of the Synod, ſetting forth, that Nicolaus Bodecherus, formerly Miniſter of Alkmaer, 
whom we have had frequent occalion to mention, had lived for ſome years 1n all 
quictneſs and godlineſs in the town of Leyden, and had diligently attended ſermons 
and academical lectures : and moreover, that he had been fo far wrought upon by 
amicable conferences with Profeſſors of Divinity in that Univerſity, that he was ready 
to ſubſcribe the Canons of the Synod of Dorr; praying, that he being reconciled to 
the churches of the Norch- Holland Synod, might be again admitted to the holy Com- 
munion; which requeſt was likewiſe corroborated by a letter from the Profellors to 
the ſaid Deputies. Upon this the Synodical Deputies declared, that they had writ 
to the Claſſes of Amſterdam and Alkmaer, whoſe anſwer was likewiſe communicated 
to the Synod, as alſo two other letters, one from the Conliſtory of Leyden, the o- 
ther from the 'Theological Profeſſors of the Univerſity of the ſaid town, to the Synod; 
in both which the former requeſt was repeated, and one of them incloſing a written 
recantation of the aforeſaid Bodecherus, declaring his ſorrow for what had fallen out 
between him and the Claſſes of Amſterdam and Alkmaer, which bad occaſioned ſome 
diſpleaſure againſt him, and ſignifying that he was alſo ready to ſign the Canons of 
the Synod of Dort, as ſcriptural; praying, that what had paſſed, might not be imputed 
to any ill deſign of his, but to the intemperance of the times ;, and that he might be 
reſtored tothe former reputation and credit he was in before the troubles in the Reformed 
churches. He prayed further, that this his recamtation might be communicated only 
to the Claſſis and Conſiſtory of Alkmaer, but not made publickly before the whole con- 
gregation. The Synod was not fatisfied, as may appear by the following Reſo- 
lution. 

The Synod, after mature deliberation in the fear of the Low, is of opinion, 
that the paper of Nicolaus Bodecherus, which was ſent to this Aſſembly, is ſo far 
from giving full ſatisfaction, that it has given none at all : And fozaſmuch as he the 
ſaid Bodecherus has grievouſly offended as well againſt the Oiſcipline as Doctrine 
of the Church, and hns thereby occaſioned great (ſcandal and ſozrow to the church of 
God; he ſhall theretoze be obliged perſonally to appear befoze the Claſſis of 
Alkmaer, aſſiſted by ſome of the Brethren of Amſterdam, where the Deputies of 
the Synod preſiding, a foam of recantation ſhall be dzawn up, in o2der to be publiſhey 
to the church of Alkmacr, fo2 removing the ſcanval there given, 

'Fhus far did thoſe Clergymen extend their reſentment and averſion towards a per- 
ſon who had humbled himſelf to fogreat a degree. Their only deſign was to expoſe 
him to the people, by as publick a recantation and confeſſion of his faults as poſlible. 
Neither the interceſſion that was made for him, nor the teſtimonials given him by 
the Miniſters and Profeſſors of Leyden, nor his own prayers and intreaties could 
avail him, nor even the tracts he publiſhed afterwards againſt the Confeſſion of the 
Remonſlrants, which ſeemed to be entirely calculated for fixing on them the charge 

of Sucinianiſm. There was no reconciliation to be had, but on their terms: they 
were reſolved to have their will of him, and two or three years more palt before he 
could be admitted, as we ſhall ſhow in the ſequel of this hiſtory. 

There was likewiſe a Gravamen brought in by the Claſlis of Horn, relating to the 
application to be made to the Remonſtrant Miniſters who had ſubſcribed = Ac of 

edience. 
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Obedience. But the Deputies of the Synod declared, That they could dy noxtbing in A x Dok. 
it, becauſe the Remonſtrants of the Northern Diſftrift had ngt complied with what they 1622. 
had figned: for they had recalled their ſubſcriptions, and prexched 494in in the forbid. — WW 
den Conventicles. The Synod therefore agreed, Ihr inſlances ſhould be made to the 
Magiſtrates of the reſpeftive towns, to put a ſtop to the Remonſtrant Conventicles, 

which were obſerved daily to increaſe, This tended to raiſe a new perſecution againſt 

the Remonſtrants, 

Report was likewiſe made to this Synod of all that had been done in relation to the 
Conſtitution, and the Memorial concerning it, which Ryſers had preſented to the 
Stares, was read in this Aſſembly, and the Deputies who had tranfated that affair, 
had the thanks of the Synod for their care and pains. 

[t was allo propoſed in a certain Gravamen of the Claſſis of Enkbuſen, Wherber 
2t might not be proper to apply to the States of Holland again, and earneſtly t9 preſs b 
that the Eccleſiaſtical Conſlitution apreed upon in the National Synod, and already r:- 8 
ceived by thoſe of North and South- Holland, mpor be eftabliſh:4 and authenticated 2 
And whether it were not neceſſary on that account, that thoſe lefſer Gravamina, which 
could bear a delay, ſhould be adjourned, the more eaſily tn obtain the eſtabliſhment of 
the Conflitution  Uhe Synods reply to this queſtion, was in the affirmative ; and 15 
the States Commmiſſioneas, the Counſellor Mr. William van Barſdorp, and the Burgo- 4 
maſter Frederick de Fry, acquainted the Synod, that the States had that aff iir under 
conſideration, 1t was agreed, with the conſent of the {aid Commillioners, that the 
Deputies of the Synod ſhould be inſtructed to defire their Lordfhips the States, that 
they would be pleaſed to communicate Wiat they had done therein, an1 to 
preſs that that buſineſs might at length be finally adjuſted, The f1id Synodical De- 
puties reported the endeavours they had uſed to procure 1 meeting of the National 
Synod, and how the Starcs-General had adjourned the conſideration thereof ; unon 
which it was reſolved, That every Claſfts ſhould bring in their reaſons for holding 
ſuch a Synod, and put them into the hands of the Deputtes, to the end they mipht hs 
tranſmiited to the Miniſters of Dort, and added to their own, for promoting ak 
fo highly neceſſary, Lhe hike refolution was, ] think, taken at the mectins 0 the 
South- Holland Synod. 

'The Claths of Harlem propoſed another CGravamen a5Aainſt a certain Sorcer-(s, or 
Fortune-tcller, who relided at L2yderdorp, to the fcandalizing and dJeludins of many 
people ; an ioftance of which had lately happencq at the fud town of Harlem : 
And 1t was afrecd UPON this head, That the Deputies ſhould be ordered LO apply [9 
the States, and to pray, that ſuch a Monſter ſhould not be ſuffered ts live, neither at 
Leyderdorp, 9r any otber place. 

In Zel2nd, the Clergy could not yet agree among themlelves about fizning the 
At or Formulary of Unity in the buſtuels of dodrine, which had bcea (crtled by the 
National Synod of Dyrr, aſter the departure of the foreign Divines. The areateſt 
part of the Clallis of Scbowen, or Lierickzee, (crupled the ſubſcribing, as did like- 
wiſe thoſe of Ter-evoſe. Some of the Claſlis of Schowen, inthe month of April of the 
preſent year, had drawn up the following Declaration, to induce the diflinting Men:

« dies about the order, asIit there ſtands, whereas in the country, ſuch a thing cannot 
© be done with any manner of fruit or edification ; but dviſim, that 1s to ſay, any 
© one of them ſingly, from whom the Miniſter, who has entertained ſuch ſcruples, 
« may have them ſolved to his fatisfaction ; except only in cafes where any of thoſe 
« bodics or colleges ſhall think fit to examine him upon any point of dodrine, for 
© then he will be obliged to render a reaſon of Þis faith, Upon which Declaration, 
© all the Miniſters deputed to the Synod of Ter-gooſe, conſented to ſubſcribe. 

« The Claſhs which met ordinarily on the 27th of 4pril, 1622, having heard, 
* and ſeriouſly conſidered of this report, were of opinion, that the ſame {houuld be an- 
* nexed to the Formulary, and conſequently that all the Clergy of the Claſlis then 
« preſent, ſhould fign the Formulary in the ſame ſenſe as that Synod of {er-gooſe had

Thus ſpake ſome of the Zeland Clerpy, in order to free their necks from the yoke 
of that Formulary, but they were far from obtaining their end. They were forced 
to tread in the paths of their brethren, and truckle under the Conſtitution, as framed 
at the National Synod. 

From Zeland let us now paſs over to England, where ſomething fell out this fum- z:-1-7-/ 
mer, wich much diſpleaſed fome of the Calviniſts, eſpecially the Contrar emonſtrants 1" 
of thele Provinces. 5 It happened on the 14th of April, being Palm-Sunday, that a 
certain Clergyman urcachitis at Oxford upon thele w otds, Let every ſoul be ſubjett to 
The bigher powers: among other poſitions, advanced the following, 1hat in caſe the 

[ing  ſhoul; 4 miſbehave himſelf, inferiour Mapiflrates bad a right to inform him vetter, 
and to correct or amend him, For the expla nation ofthis doarine, he made uſe ofthe 
words of the Emperor Trajan, which he ſpoke to the Captain of his Guards, Lake 
this ſword and if I reign well, draw it for me; if otherwiſe, againſt me, Tereupon 
this Preacher was ſummoned by Dr. Pierce, one of the Canons of Chri/i-Church, 
and at that time Vice-Chancellor, to appear at his Court, He wis then ordered to 
deliver a copy of his Sermon, which he did. The King having heard of this matter,

ASD o.fent for him up to London, where he was ſtrictly examined about his Sermon, and 


1622. askedhow he came to preach it ? He laid all the blame upon certain modern Divines of 

| the foreign churches, eſpecially on Parervs, Profeitor of Divinity at Heidelberg, who 

in his Expoſitions on the Epiſtle to the Romans, had advanced the ſame Theſes, and 

quoted likewiſe that paſſage of 1r4jan. Upon this Confeſſion, the King forgave the 

Miniſter his fault, he being a young Divine, who might cafily be miſled by ſucha 

famous writer. But his Majeſty ordered the ſaid book of Parers to be publickly 

burnt, not only in both the Univerſities of Oxford and Cambridge, but alfo at Lon- 

The Commen- ton, on a Sunday, at St, Pauls Croſs. Lhis ſentence was on the 6th of Zune put in 
ol, Agog exccution at Oxford, 1n ot. Mary's Church-yard, before a great number of the Scho- 
Epifle ro 6: Jars, in the preſence of the Vice-Chancellor, the Doctors, Lawyers, and Heads of Col- 
Romans, ® Jeges, and many others whom curioſity had drawn thither. At Zondon, the ſame

of King book was burnt on the 23d, as alfo at Cambridge, but the day is not named, But 


Jamesl. yejther did 1t ſtop here. The Univerſity of Oxford being deſirous to clear their 


whole body of the imputation, which the crime oft one Member had brought upon 
it, thought fit to cauſe an extract to be made of ſyume of the moſt {editions maxims 
and poſitions of that book, to be laid betore the Vice-Chancellor, and by him to be 
{ſubmitted to the judgment of the Univerſity. That being done, there was a Convo- 
cation or Aſſembly appointed on the 25th of 7une, or the 5th of July, N.S. (the 
very ſame day on which the cited Munifters of the Remon/trant party hd been ba- 
viſhed three years before) and at the {aid meeting, all thoſe Theſes or Poſitions were 
nnanimouſly condemned as falſe, ſedirious, impious, and tending to the deſlruftion 
of all civil government. Nor did the Univerſity think 1t fathcicat to caſt their eye 
on the paſt time, but they reſolved, as far as in rhe lay, to prevent the like abuſes in 
all future times 3 as may be feen from the following Decree, which they publithed 
in the Latin tongue, and which being tranſlated, runs thus : 


The Decree of the Univerſity of Oxford, condemning the following 'Theſes of cer- 
tain new Writers, whether 7eſuits, Puritans, or any other SeQaries whatever.

writers, uſual place, where they were aſſembled in great numbers on Tueſday the 25th of June, 
in the year of our Lord 1622, with an unanimous conſent and concurrence, reſolved 
and decreed, That the following Propoſitions or Articles, were not only contrary to 
the divine Canon or Rule of Scripture, to the Decrees of Councils, to the Writings of 
the Fathers, and to the Belief and Confeſſion of the primitive Church ; but likewiſe 


thathey lily threatened the deſtruction of the Royal authority. 


The Firſt Propoſition. 


The LBilſhops and Paſio2s,02 Teachers, may, and ought with the conſent of the 
Church, to deliver over to Satan all impious and unjuſt Yagiſtrates, until they re: 
pent, and are amended, 


The Cenſure of the (4id Propoſition. 


This Pwpoſition is falſe, impious, and deſtructive of ail good policy o2 civil go- 
vernment. 


The Second Propoſition. 


The Subjects, p20vided they be not paivate perſons, but inferiocur Bagiſtrates, 
may juſtly defend by foxce of arms, themſelves, the Commonwealth, and the true 
religion againſt their Governozs, tn the caſes following, 


1. In caſe the ſupreme Civil Magiſtrate degenerate into a Tyrant. 
2, Or if he attempt to oblige his ſubjects by force to idolatry or blaſphemy. 
2 3, Or

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3. Or if any atrocious orintolezable injuries be offered to the ſubje. 

4. Or if the fubjets cannot otherwiſe preſerve their lives, eſtates, or conſciences,

vantage. 

6. Obſerving always the temper and moderation of an unblameable defenſe, accord- 
ing to the laws of the land, 


The Cenſure of this Propoſition. 


This ]2opoſition is talle, ſeditious and deceitfully annered to the caſes o2 condi- 
tions abovementioned, under which lerpentine guile, any turbulent ſpirit may eaſily 
find a retreat, 


The Third Propoſition. 


It is not lawfull fo2 ſubjects, being meerly pivate perſons, and without a juſt 
call, to take up arms either fo? coercing a tyrant before the danger, o2 fox defending 
themſelves againſt him, although in danger, o2 fo2 revenging themſelves when the 
danger is over, provided they can be protefted by the ordinary and ſubaltern 
powers. 


The Cenſure of this Propoſition. 
- This Pzopolition advances falle maxims, frauds and lies, and is ſeditious. 


The Fourth Propoſition. 


It is lawful fo2 (ubjects, even though paivate perſons, to defend themſelves any 
their families againf a tyrant, in cale he falls upon them like a thief oz raviſher, 
uſing violence againſt them, and they cannot p2ocure the help of the oditary Ya- 
niſtrate, no2 eſcape the danger in any other manner ; as well as againſt any other 
robber 02 raviſher, being a paivate perſon. 


The Cenſure of this Propoſition, 
- This 192opoſition is falſe, impious and dangerous. 


Theſe and the like ]2opoſitions, by whatever {utho? aſſerted, the Univerſity of 
Oxford cenſures and condemns as falſe, tmptous, and ſeditious ; and it moxover 
teaches and maintains, accowding to the canon o2 rule of ſcripture, That the ſubje& 
ought not upon any account whatever, to reſiſt his Prince or King by force of arms, 
or any other violence 5 nor to take up arms for matters of religion, or any other 
cauſe, whether offenſively or defenſively againſt his ſovereign. 

Moreover, the famous Yeeting of the Convocation of Dactozs, and Maſters, re; 
gent and non-regent, have unanimouſly reſolved and decreed, together with all 
the Batchelozs of Law and Phyſick, to ſubſcribe the above-mentioned cenſure and 
condemnation. 

And it has been further reſolved by the ſaid famous Yeeting of the Convocation 
of Docto2s and Waiters, regent and non-regent, that every perſon who Call be 
p2omoted to any degree in what faculty ſoever, ſhall befoze his pxomotion and ad- 
miſſion, firſt own the truth of theſe cenſures, by ſubſcribing thereto ; and then at 
the ſame inſtant, and in his p2oper perſon, ſwear and pyofeſs, that he does not only 
at preſent condemn and deteſt from his heart, all the abovementioned Articles and 
DING; but that he will at all times hereatter, and fo2 ever deteſt and abhox 
the (ame, 


The ſaid Oath is as follows.

"The book of the Commentaries of David Parens upon the [Epiſtle of St. Pau! to 
the Romans, in which all theaforeſud falſe, wmpious, and feditious Propoſitions were 
111d down and defended by Parzus himſelf, was publickly burnt by the order and ayu- 
thority of all the Docors and Heads of Colleges and Hills, folemnly met together, 
1s alſo of the Profeſſors of the ſaid Univerſity of Oxford, on Thurſ4:y the 6th of 
Tune, 1622. 

in order for And for preventing \1ch like INConvenicnces as tie ayovementioned Preacher had 

rr lies of young OF OUgNt upon Mumſelt by this wrong application of his ſtudies, tne Aing commanded 

$1udents in that hisinſtructions, bearing date'the 18th of Fre 1616, thould be again read in all 

Divinity GChappels and Colleges, and proclaimed in the Market-places; in which among, other 
things, it was ordered, That al/ the young Students in Divinity ſDould exerciſe them- 
ſelves in ſuch books as moſtly agreed with the dyftrine and diſcipline of the Church of 
FKngland, and that they ſhoutd be encouraped to employ their tame in reading and me- 
ditating upon the Fathers, Councils, Schoolmen, Eccletiaitical Hiſtories and Contro- 
verlics, and nt to dwell too long upon the Compendiums of Divinity, nor to make 
them the foundation of their ſtudies, 

This Order brought ſuch a change about by degrees, that the name of Calvin, which 
was formerly in fo great reputatton, began to loſe credit, and the people ininding his 
arguments more than his poſitions, adl cred anore Cloſely to the dodrine of the Engplilh 
church than formerly. But 1t can hardly be expreſſed what diſcontent the burning 

of Pareus's book occaſioned among the Contraremonſtrants in Holland, The King, 
who before the burning of this book, was cried up as 2 ſecond Solomon for his proceed- 
1828 againſt the Kemonſtrants, was now as much cried down. Some ſaid, The De- 
fender of the Faith was turned into an Oppoſer of it. And Johannes Kloppenturzh, 
once of the Miniſters of Amſ/lerdam, diſcourling to a perſon (from whole mouth I 
write this) about the burning that book by the hands of the common n4ngman, did 
not (cruple to ſay, If the Kino be no Papilt, I doubt be is an Athcilt. But others 
vere of opinion, that the Univerlity of Oxford did even then, fo long before hand, 
forclee what wiſeries were Iike to befal both King and Kingdom, by the broachers of 
ſuch notions, and endeavoured timely to prevent the fame, They thought, 3f che 
uſe of ſuch exceptions and evaſiuns, as were diametrically contrary ts the rules of the 
fpoſile Paul, were permitted, no Kingdom nor State could be any longer. ſafe, chan 
whilſt thoſe who beld thoſe principles had not the power ts put them in Prattice.

particularly on account of his zeal and labours in promoting the intereſt of iis own 
ſea. But that which was a blemiſh to his reputation, in the or mInon of Tore; Was, 
that he ſhewed himſelf much more moderate at ſometimes than at others; and hoak 
much more with his ſuperiors, whoſe afiiftance he wanted, than with his equals Or 
inferiors, on whom he had no dependance ; that upon foe occafions he gave too 
much way to j<atoult :3 and ſuſpicions, and was too credulous in matters that regarded 
the conſciences of others; from whence procecded prejudices and wrong notions of men 
and things: and that he was fo ſtrait-Iaced in matters which he had once taken into his 
head, that the leaſt dev: _ irom them appeared to him to be falſe do@rine, hereſy 
and ſchiſm. He had always writ for, and ſtrengthened the party of the Contrare- 
monſtrauts by his writings, and on noſed tl the Remonſlrants as much, whom 1n a certain 
letter he calPd, L-h: armed ſoldiers, and ſuch who under the pretext of moderation 
and the liberty of | 1rophe ceying, were plotting and contriving to introduce into the 
churches an: (el 2091s of the United-Netherijands @ ſceptical kind of Divinity, which 
was never fixed, but enp, aged in a conſtant fearch after truth ; a Divinity cunninply 
compounded of the filth and mire of the Heathens, Schoolmen, and Samo 
Hereticks, 

Yet in the year 1614, he writ and addrefted to the Lutherans (who apreed with 
the Remonſ/trants in the buſineſs of the Five Pomncs ) a kind of Irenicum, or exhorta- 
tion to peace and unity, in which he exprefsly owned, that the [ane and Re- 
formed apreed in the fw ndamentals of the catholick ind ſaving faith. And then 
he went on to maintain, Thar people ought to bear with each ather in leſſer differences. 
But four _ after he forgot to ſhow the ſame moderation with reſpect to the do- 
&rine of the Remon{trants : For not being able to appear at the Seed of Dort, on 
account of his great age, he tranlmitted his opinion 1n writing, in which he con- 
demned them, and adviſed, That their dofirine ſhould be expelled the churches and 
pulpits. 

After the publication of the Decree of the Univerſity of Oxfordagainlt the opinions 
of the ſaid Pareus, the King of Great- Britain thought proper to iiſue certain orders 
againſt thoſe who too boldly engaged 1n the affair of the Fave points {0 warmly de- 
bated in the Low-Countries, He likewiſe cauſed certain inſtruQions to be drawn vs 
relating to the Clergy and their manner of preaching, in which idiom Lauda, at 
that time Biſhop of Sr. Davids, had a hand, The aid inſtruRions being approve! by 
his Majeſty, and ſigncd by him on the . 4th of Auguſt, were ſent to the Archbilhops 
of Canterbury and Tork, in order to be by them communicated to the Biſhops of their

The Partifans of Calvin in England were much offended at the promulgation of 


theſe royal inſtruQions, as 1f their tongues had been fo tied by them, that they could 
not preach the dodrines moſt neceſlary to ſalvation. 

At that time there were ſeveral treatiſes publiſhed in Latin, French and Dutch, p,k; 6ull:hc4 
in favour of the Remoxſirants. *T'was then that Fobannes Arnoldus Corvinus pub- this years 
liſhed his C2nſure or Refutation of Du Moulin's Anatomy of Arminianiſm, entituled, 
Petri Molinei novi Anatomici Mala Encheireſis ;, that 1s to fay, The bung ling Work of 
Peter du Moulin, the new Anatomiſt, This was looked upon by many as a very ner- 
vous and elaborate piece. And indeed, Corvinus having returned very privately from 
Antwerp to Leyden, had (hut himſelf up for the ſpace of fix or ſeven months in his own 
houſe as ina priſon, without being ſeen by his moſt truſty friends, to the end he 
might devote himſelf entirely to this work. And thus he continued till he had fully 
prepared it for the preſs, It was printed at Frankfort by the famous Bookſellor Ro- 
landus, under a borrowed name. Againſt this book the Profellor Waleus afterwards 
drew his pen, but ſeveral years paſt before his anſwer ſaw the light. 

The firſt and ſecond parts of the Nullizzes of the National Synod of Dor, of which 
mention 1s made in the Memorial of the Clergy for obtaining the ſaid Synod, drawn 
up by Pernardus Dwinglo, were likewiſe publiſhed, but without the Author's name, 
tozether with che Converſion of the Predeſiinated Thief, writ, as was {uppoled, by 
the abovementioned Corvinus. The repreſentation of the preat and notorious miſtakes 
of Bartholomzus Nicolaus, Miniſter of Gouda, by Edvardus Poppius, came out about 
the ſame time. Tilenus likewife publithed ſeveral tracts; vis. his Examination 9 
the Diſcourſe of Milliterius z his O5ſervarions and Reflefions upon the Decrees and 
the Oath of the Synod of Alez (but the latter of theſe was without his name ) as 
likewiſe his Annotations onthe Canons of the Synod of Dort, dedicated to the King 
of Great Britain, This book, as well as his other pieces, was writ with great learn- 
ing and exiraordinary wit and politeneſs : but as many thought, and even the Re- 
monſtrants themſelves, he handl=d the ſores of error a little too roughly. Yet the 
moſt judicious ſort read it with a great deal of pleaſure, on account of the many re- 
markable and uſeful arguments and exhortations which it contained, 

The Contraremonſlrants, whom 1t cruelly mauled, found nobody that cared to 
take up the cudgels, ſo that this piece was never anſwered. The rruth of the chriſtian 
Religion, which the Heer Grotius had compoſed in verſe about two years before in 
the Caſtle of Loove/tein, was likewiſe printed about the fame time, with a Preface or 
Advertiſement, which ſomebody among the Contraremonſtrants (he was thought to 
be Roſeus) had added to it, but which was fo far from being agreeable, that it was 
contrary to the delign of the book. But in the fecand edition, which came out the 
ſame year, the {41d Preface was omitted, This was that golden book, which on 
account of its nervous arguments, and ftrong refutations of Arbeiſm and Infidelity has 
been extolled by all Chriſtians in general, excepting a few hot-headed Conrraremon- 
ftrants, the contents of which were afterwards turned into Latin profe, by Grotius 
himſelf, at the defire of Monſ. Ferome Bignon, the King's Advocate in the Parlia- 
ment of Paris, and ſupported by notes and teſtimonies. Grotius about this time 
made an end of his Apology, (though, 2s he ſomewhere ſays) it was not ſo much his 
own Apology, as that of thoſe who in his name had the adminiſtration of the pub- 
lick affairs, for he could do no leſs than purſue his inſtructions. This was writ in 
the Low-Dutch language, and ſent to Holland, in the packet of Monl. Du Mauriey, 
the French Embaſſador, to prevent the danger of its being viſited. The care of the 
preſs was left to ſome of the Remonſtrants, without the knowledge of his relations. 
But there happened a misfortune to thoſe perſons who were printing 1t at Am/ter- 
dam, which put this book in the utmoſt danger of being diſcovered and fupprelit ; 
for notwithſtanding that they proceeded with the utmoſt circumſpetion, the Ma- 
oiſtrates got notice of its being under the preſs, and of the place where. But before 
the Scout came to ſearch for it, they had ſome ſhort warning of his deſign, and 
time enough to convey out of the way all that had been printed. But the Scout 
finding two preſſes and a great quantity of paper, this occaſioned fo much ſuſpicion, 
thathe made his Serjeants keep poſleſlion of the houſe a day anda hall ; when meeting 
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work, obſerving that the Printer was diſcovered, and fearing that he would be 
narrowly watched for the future, would fain have made uſe of another. But his 
covetouſneſs hindered him from ſeeing the danger in which he involved himſelf and 
them too, He was reſolved to 90 on with 1t alone, LThey could not get it out of 
his hands by fair means, much leſs durſt they uſe force, for fexr of provokins him 
to diſcover ſeveral perſons who were concerned 1n this affair. Whilſt things ſtood 
thus, he, without the knowledge of thoſz who fet him to work, went and found out 
another place, but very incommodious. But as he was carrying his preſs and types 
out of the houſe, the Scout and his followers came the ſecond tiine, about a week 
after the diſcovery, and ſeized the types, with paper to the value of 400 Gilders. 
The Printer eſcaped, but his brother, who lived next door to him, and in whoſe 
houſe were found ſeveral copics of Poppins's laſt book againſt Bartholomens Nicolaus, 
was appehended. Among thoſe copies there were two theets which belonged to Gro- 
tins's Apolee y. The Scout was informed that the four firſt ſheets were already printed 
off, By this management there was a ſtop put to the work at Amſterdam, but it was 
reſumed at Horn by another Printer, one Iſaac Williamſon. Yet it went on ſo lowly 
on account of all theſe obKrucions, that the Latin tranſlation printed at Parzs with 
the King's privilege, came out firſt, vas. In the month of O#ober, and the Durch 
not till November, The laſt Printer was ſutticiently known, fo that no time was loſt 
tn diſperſing and diſpoſing of this book. It was bought up and read with an uncom- 
mon ardour. Inthe ſpace of three or four weeks, there were 1500 copies ſold : and tho? 
the perſons who had the dircQion of the preſs had ſuffered a loſs of 550 Gilders by 
theſe miſchances, and were obliged toallow above double pay to the Printer and 
his incn, yet their was a profit of above 500 Gilders, which money was brought in- 
tothe common treaſury of the Remonſtrants, it being at that time very low. Great 
pains were taken 10 many of the towns of Holland, and fearch made among the Book- 
{cllers, to diſcover and ſeize this book, In the Hague they could find no more than 
ſeven copies, which fell into the hands of the Government. The Preſident of the 
Court of Juſtice, the Heer Krombort, carried one of them to the Prince of Oranpe, 
who was {o diſturbed atit, that he could cat nothing that day. A certain Bookſcl- 
ler of Amſlerdam, a zealous Remonſtrant, ferit a copy to every one of the Burgo- 
maſters and Schepens of that city by a Seaman, who pretended they came from Ryan, 
and they all received it without ſhowing any dilpleaſure. The Commiſſioners of the 
Admiralty for the {ame city received each of 'em the fame prefent. One of the 24. 
{udges, Arent Meinderſon of Harlem, contelledatthat time, That Holland had never 
before produced ſuch a man as the Advocate Oldenbarnevelt, who had never tranſ- 
oreſſed but once, to wit, when like Uzzah he laid bis hand upon the Ark of the Lord. 
Neither did that Gentleman, as his ſon affirms, ever conſent to the death of this oreat 
man. "The Remonſtrants ſaid of this book, that it had opened the eyes of many, whom 
n4rty-intereſt had ſo far blinded, that they never ſaw till then to the bottom of things. 
Theſe looked upon it as one of the noblett works of that great Author ; and confeſſed 
it Was very nervous, full of good ſenſe, and writ with much temper and diſcretion. 
In this Apology he gives the Remonſtrants the following teſtimonial, That he had 
been very well acquainted with ſeveral of the Remonſtrant Clergy, who as well as he, 
were forced to quit their country for the ſake of their religion, or elſe to prattice it in 
great privacy at the peril of perpetual impriſonment , and that he had found them to be 
men of piety, learning, and well aff, 2Fled to their Governours. 
The concluſion of the ſaid Apolop y is very oblervable and worthy to be recorded, 
beins expreſled in the following terms. 
« ..- Andnow having thus diſcharged my conſcience in what I owed myſelf, my 

* wife, children, and friends, for the information both of thoſe who are now living, 
« and ſuch who ſhall be born hereafter, I ſhall beſeech the moſt merciful Gad, gra- 
* cloufly to forgive all thoſe who have injured me and others; to defend my dear na- 
« tive country from all pernicious machinations and attempts againſt it, both foreign 
* and doweſtick ; to grant that his Ifxcellency may govern the State happily, and in 
* {uch manner as to merit the afte&ions of the people ; toimplant 1n the minds of men 
* thatdodrine which is according to godlineſs ; and to ſtrengthen me and others, who 
* ſuffer for the ſame, with his ſpirit, to the end that we may not only bear with 
* patience the Croſs with which he has honourcd us, but Iikewiſe improve it mor ; 
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* and more to the amendment of our lives; that fo at length being releaſed by hisin- A x" D OM: 
© finite mercy out of this vale of tears, we may partake of that glory which our Lord 1622. |

The whole work was divided 1nto twenty Chapters, the contents of which are now 
ſufficiently known to all the lovers of truth, 

The States-General, who found themſelves ſenſibly touched by that book, ſhewed <..... , 
their reſentments by a ſevere Placard, which they publiſhed againſt it on the 24th of pology irfi= 
November, in which they declared it to be a ſeditious, ſcandalous and infamous Libel; 277 provi 
forbidding the printing, felling, reading, or cauſing 1t tobe read or kept in any per- _ 
ſon's cuſtody, under the ſame penalties which had been formerly ordained in the Pla- 
cards againſt infamous Libels; and moreover declaring the Author puniſhable both 
in his perſon and eſtate, 1n all places and at all times, whenever he could be taken 
and ſecured, and excluding him from any benetit by preſcription or any length of time 
whatever. But with what juſtice this was done, we leave the impartial reader to 
judge, This is certain, that for the ſpace of 55 years ſince the publication of it, none 
of all thoſe againſt whom 1t was writ, have ventured to refute the reaſons and arou- 
ments he made uſe of ; and that now every one may ſafely peruſe, and all Book- 
ſellers freely vend it every where, even at the Hague, without any ſcruple, under 
the eyes of the Statcs themlcives. 

The abovementioned Placard was at that time promulgated by ſound of bell in all 

the towns except at Amſ/lerdam, and as ſome ſay, at Dore and Horn. But others 
aver, that it was likewiſe publiſhed at Amſterdam tome months after, though nov great 
pains were taken in ſuppreſling the book. The States ſent it to that city with another 
Placard relating to the Weſt- India Company, the latter of which was accordingly 
promulgated, but no notice then taken of that againſt Grozzus., One of the Burgo- 
maſters ſaid it ſhould be publiſhed in a few days; but it was thought he only aid it, 
leaſt the Remonſ{rants ſhould be too much elevated at the ſucceſs of the book : for itwas 
not believed that the Magiſtrates of this city were very forward to pay much reſpe& 
to Placards made by the authority ot the States-General, without the conſent of thoſe 
of Holland. Neither would they here tender to any of the Bookſellers that oath of 
Purgation, which by dire&ion from the Hague had been adminiſtred to thoſe of 
other towns, in order to diſcover the abovementioned book, and prevent the ſale of 
of itz and fo far were they from making a ſearch after it, that on the contrary, there 
was notice privately given to them to be upon their guard, for fear any ſuch ſearch 
ſhould be made, in conſequence of the orders ſent from the Hague. 

The Heer fobn de Haan, late Penſionary of Harlem, and at that time one of the 
Duke of Ho!fein's Counſellors, having read the Apology of Grotins, and afterwards 
ſcen the Placard abovementioned, athrmed in certain of his letters, That the origin js puts a; 
and ſpring of all the evils and changes in the government of theſe Provinces, was from the Heer 
Not ſuſfuctently expoſed in the ſaid Apology, and that the Author of it having been ſy ” _ 
provoked by this Placard, had double cauſe to ſpeak out, and to diſcover and lay open, m the ſubje? 
without diſguiſe, the matter, the authors and contrivers of that work, with all the of ty 
tricks and ſecrets; and eſpecially to tell the world who it was that had long before Gor dnfere. 
batched this plot, in order to arrive at greater, or unlimited.power, by the abolition 
of the rights and privileges of the land, and the oppreſſion of the moſt eminent, faith- 
ful, and antient Patriots. 

But to this Grotzus returned de Haan the following anſwer : I confeſs I have not 
faid all I could upon this ſubjef , I therefore beg you to contribute your ſnare towards 
the illuſtration of at, And again, 1n another letter: I bope in time to ſupply by my 
Hiſlory, what may be wanting for the explanation of my Apology. But the times 
will not ſuffer 1s at preſent to publiſp any more in France for many reaſons, which 
cannot all of them be expreſſed, but which your wiſdom and prudence, refle&ing on 
the circumſtances of the times, may partly gueſs at. 

Notwithſtanding the great favour which ſome of the French Lords thewed to 
Grotius, he met not witn the fatisfaQtion he expected in all points, but on the contrary, 
diſcovered matters which gave him great uneaſineſs. For the further explanation of 
this, we (hall tranſcribe from the journal of Uicenbogart ſome of the molt remarkable 
paſſages noted by him in the months of Auguſt, November and Decemver. Grotius 
being ill at Paris, 1n the firſt of theſe months, delired Uitenbogart to come to him, 
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preſied him to continue there, laying, that he was very melancholick; that he had 
-nobody there in whom be could conſtde ,, that the great men endeavonred to make tool.

On the 12th of O&ober, after he had publiſhed his Apylog y, herelated how he had been 
at Monſ. Feannin's, and had ſaid to him, I am we! ſettled here, but it ſeems to me, 
as if you were making up matters apain w10h Orange, and in fuch caſe I ſhall betake 
myſelf to the ſervice of ſome other Prince. lo which the Pretident repiied, [t is not 
Uh ihe Apology pleaſes * Tou have ſpoken plainly, and yer aiſcreetly. The Prince 
3s not like to do any thing for you. France cannot do much with that Governments. 
His Excellency bates France, and holds with Iwgland, Ir had therefore been more our 
rntereſt, in caſe the former Adminiſtration in tbe United-Netherlands bal continued. 
IWe would rather treat with Spain as all adventures, Fngland 7s well with Spain 
199, There is only a bare neutrality between France and Holland, hut no alliance. 
The alliance is expired, and therefore you may ſlay bere with ſafety. But Grotius 
told Uitenbopart he did not believe for all that, That France was znclined ty treat with 
Spain, but rather with Holland ; in which caſe there would be nothing to fear from 
Spain, But he added, {bat 7t was certain, tho! unleſs there ſhould be a ſudden Re- 
v0ution in Holland, France would treat either with Spain or Orange, according as 
he thould befl find ber acconnt. 

' On the 23d Grotins (11d again to Uitenhopart, that Monf. de Preaux was like to re- 
lizve du Maurier in the embaſſy to Holland, and rhat if he did, the Remonſtrants emrſt 
not hope for any redreſs in their affairs, the ſaid de Preaux being a creature of rhe 

Heer Aerilen. 

On the 2 5th (rotins related, that Monſ. de Chateannenf, the father of de Preaux, 
diſcourſing with hun, had (aid, That the Republick of Holland was founded on the 
Roman Carholick religion; that his Excellency onoht to be moved to take upon him- 

ſelf the ſupreme authority, and that France ought to ſuppors him in it; that be, 

Grotius, 9#ght to join with his Excellency, and that a way might be found out for that 
purpoſe , that people why put themſelves at the head of parties, often meant it for the 
beſl;, but when they found they could not bring their defions to bear, they ought to yield ty 
the flrongeft and that this was the caſe of the I ke of Mnyenne when be was at 

the bead of the Holy leapu?, To which Grotins fubjoined, [har this ou? ht to be figni- 
fied to their friends 11 Floliand. 

On the 3d of November, Grotins farl to Uitenbogart and Eviſcopius, that they 
ought to be careful not to promote any diviſions among the Hupgonots, leaſt the Pa pilts 
ſbould make an advantage of It 3 that they the Remonſtrants ſharld not ſuſſer them- 
ſelves to be made the tools of Stateſ-men, and that they mip hs carry on the cauſe of 
truth without cenſuring the opinions of others, He was Iikewiſe diſpoſed to ſet on 
foot 1 union with the Lutherans, and faid, That ihe Remonſtrants would not be able 
ro obtain any liberty in France ; that therefore it was not adauviſeable LO altempsr it any 
fur her ;, andthat the alliance with Holland would be renewed, On the 6th Gros 
related that the Chancellor and Jeannin had propoſed to reconcile the Prince of O- 
range to him, upon condition that the Heer Azr//en thould be put out of the Mini- 
{try, but that he had anſwered, That he could not conſent to it, unleſs the Remon- 
itrants were previouſly tolerated, and that this being done, he would confider what t9 
do further. On the 10th Uitenbogart was told by Growus, that Salmaſtus had (aid, 
That the Remonſtrants were not ſo acceptable tothe Government in France as formerly ; 
that the deſign of the Papilts had been tg draw them to Maſs, or elſe to make uſe of 
them for tools to create a ſchiſm among Proteſtants, and ſo to bring others to Maſs, 

Oa the 8th of December, Grotins ſaid, That the French had a bad opinion of Prince 
Henry; they thought be was not @ man of reſolution and courage, ſince be could 
ſuſſer his friends to be ſo ill treated, without flirring in their favour ; neither 4:4 
they value thoſe who bad been at the head of affairs in Holland, becauſe they had

tion his cauſing Perrus Cupus to preach on the 6th of November at Paris, and on * Y Y 
the 21ſt, John Balcet, form zerly Miniſter of Prapelas in Dauphiny, who in the Pre- 
ſence of Uitenbopart, Eviſcopins and others, made an exhortarion full of zeal and 
picty. From thence the {aid Balcer departed for his own country. 

We find moreover 1n the aforementioned Journal of Uitenbogart, a memorandum 
of a certain Dialogue between Grotins and the Chancellor of France, relating to the 
Remonſtrants. "The Chancellor aſked him, Whether that ſet incre. {ed i in Holland > 
To which the other replied aſtrmatively. It is then a wonder, {aid the Chancellor, 
That they will ſuſſer all that injury, Grotins anſwered, 1t ts becauſe the Spaniards 
ſhall not make any advantage of their domeſlick diviſions. The Chancellor faid, 
They are wiſe people. At the ſame conference, both the Chancellor and Feannin 
told him further, That mn caſe any Miniſter among the Reformed ſhould b2 deprived 
by the French Synods on account of theſe differences, and ſnould complain to the King*s 
Council of ſuch uſage, they would take him under their protettin. 

At this time it was a great ſurprize to many, that the Government ſhould venture 
to treat the Remonſ/rants fo rizoroully this year, whilſt the Garrifons were drawn out 
of the towns into the field, and even out of places where that party was the ſtronge(t, 
particularly at Rotterdam. But ſome were of opinion, that this was wholly owing 
to the 1mprudent zeal of ſome of the Magiſtrates, who were capable of timing it ſo 111, 
Others were fo ſuſpicious, that they fancied ſome of the great men pulled the ſtring 5: con/e- 
ſo hard, in order to cauſe it to break, and by ſtirring up ſ:dition and rebellion among 74'i0ns on the 
the people, to bring about another revolution, T here was likewiſe a rumour (pread afed yak > 
among the people for ſome months, that his Excellency the Prince of Orange in- tb: Remon- 
tended, as ſoon as the army ſeparated, to take a journey into Freeſland, in order to put ont 
the Government upon the foot of that in Hand, and to return home by Amſterdam, | 
where he would once more make a reform in the Government; by which means the 
Fecleſtaſtical Conſtitution, as ſettled by the Synod of Dorr, would obtain both in 
Freeſland and Holland, There were ſome too who believed that this projet was 
dropped, by the 111 ſucceſs of the Prince's deſign upon Antwerp or Flanders, which * 
had been deferted by the wind. And alas! things were now come to {uch a point, 
that ſome of the beſt Patriots trembled for the ſucceſs of their country's arms ; being 
apprehenſive, that contrary to the intentions of thoſe who paid for them, they might 
be turned againſt their own Jiberties. But others conſidered theſe jealoulics as the 
effects of the averſion and diſcontent which the ſmart of the Government's ſeverity 
had produced in men's minds. 

Under theſe circumſtances, many of the Remonſtrants turned their eyes towards 
Holftein, in order to find their caſe and reſt in the new built town of Frederick{tadc. 
The Iate Profeſlor Conradus Yorſtinus betook himſelf thither this ſuminer. He 

was quite tired with the irkſomneſs of a ſkulking life. At firſt, he kept himſelt Fonradus 
concealed for ſome time in the Province of Urrechr, at the houte called che Chappel, mb poſe 
or thereabouts ; and at another time, within the city of the faine name, in the curcd, azd « 
houſe of Dr. Peter van Dam, 1n continual fear of being ſpied, diſcovered, and appre- wy nw 
hended. It was g1ven out, that there was delign of {ſending him over to England, 
in order to deliver him into the hands of an unmetciful Judge, and to get him burnt 
in a pitch barrel, He was often hunted after, even by Count Erne/t himſelf, whilſt 
he commanded the Garriſon at Urrecht ; the houſes which were ſuſpeed of har 
bouring him, being beſet by Soldiers with their pieces loaden. Many nights was he 
forced to paſs without ſleep, to the end he might avoid a furprize ; and often was he 
obliged to ſeek a new ſhelter at very unſeaſonable hours. 

One time being at a loſs where to ſecure himſelf, a certain honeſt Popi/h Burgher 
was defired to take him in, becauſe the houſes of ſuch as were known to be Remon- 
firants were too narrowly watched. The man was ſufficiently inclined of himſelt 
to do it, but thought himſelf obliged to conſult his Father Confeſlor about 1t, who 
{tritly forbad him to receive a heretick who had writ ſo ſharply againſt the holy 
Reman church, whilſt he was yet a Profeilor at Steinforr. Aﬀter the Almanacks and 
Notes of Wittius had been ſeized, they made a ſtrict ſearch after him at the houſe

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A+"D ow called the Chappel, and at Urrechr, He was not far off from thence, and was at a 
1622. oreat loſs how to convey himſcit out of the Province, He had already made his 
Ray application, about the latter end of the laſt year, to the Duke of Holftein, by the 
'be Duke of Heer de Haan, for leave to come and ſettle in his dominions, on condition that he 
worn Yer and other Remon/ſrants might enjoy the exerciſe of their religion, and at the ſane 
Dub,pranſpcy, time ſent a ſhort apology or juſtification of himſelf, as to the buſineſs of hereſy, of 
which he was accuſed by the Contraremonſtrants, declaring, that he was of the opi- 

nion of the Kemonſtrants as publiſhed in their Confeflion ;, and that the things which 

his enemics were wont to lay to his charge, over and above what was contained in 

the ſaid Confeſſion, were either meer calummies, or, as far as true, were matters of 
Philoſophy, and not of Divinity, which by no means related to chriſtian faith, or the 

practice of piety, as he had often ſhown, and was ready to do ſo more at large. The 

Duke having feen his Apology, cauſed it to be examined by his chief Chamberlain, 

Airidins de Lange, and by his Superintendant and Chaplain, as well as by other Di- 

vines, who approved of the {aid Apology, Whereupon the Duke ordered de Haan 

to write to him, that his coming into Hol/fein would not only be agreeable to him, 

but that he would take hira into his ſervice as ſoon as he came, and graciouſly protet 

and maintain him, Beſides this, Yorftius received another invitation from the Count 

ray ton of Sreinfurt, IV illiam-Henry, who had ſuch a kindnefs for him, that he ſent a Gentle- 
Steinfurt. Man, together with Johannes Andreas Konerding, the Miniſter of Gronau, in a 
Calaſh to fetch him away, deſigning to make uſe of him again in the Church, not- 
withſtanding the ſentence paſt upon him by the Synod of Dyrr, as he had done by 

the ſaid Konerding hinlelt, whom he had preferred, notwithſtanding he was turned 

out of the Divinity-College at Leyden, for adhering to the doGrines of the Remon- 

ſlrants. But Yorſtins inclined rather to Hol//ein, and the more, becauſe his wife 

had an averſion to Steinfurt, where ſhe had a ſiſter ſo extreme partial and violent on 

account of the controverted points, that 1t was impoſlible to live in peace with her. 

71: travelr ts He therefore civilly excuſed himſelf to the Count, and fet out privately, firſt to Am- 
Hollteim. fferdam, where the famous Poet, Jooft vanden YVondel, harboured him ſeveral days, 
and then conducted him to Horn, trom whence he went by fea to Tonningen, in com- 

pany of Charles Rykewart and KRodoiphus van Syle, on the 4th of Fune. 'Fhis he 

did with the approbation of the Dire@ors of the Remonſlrant affairs. As foon as he 

arrived in Holſtein, he was received by the Duke and his Council with great marks 

of favour and kindneſs. About the fame time, Nicolaus Grevinkbouitus, one of the 

foreign DireQors of the Remonſtrants, came from Roan by fea to Hamburrhb, on the 

part of his Collegues, to take care of their intereſts in that country, and to pray the 

Duke to give a further explanation of ſome points that had been left undetermined at 

the laſt negotiation, and of others that had occurred fince; for which purpole, he 

was ordered to make uſe of the advice and athſtance of the Profeilor YVorſtins, Ac- 

cordingly, Grevinkbovins,after having conſulted him, drew up the following Memo- 

rial, which was preſented to the Duke, about the middle of une.

He was further made to hope that his allowance ſhould be ſhortly aug mented; and 
fince there was not yet any great conventence for his reſiding at the new town, the 
Duke ordered, that he ſhould lodge with the Heer de Haan, in the Caſtle of Tonnin- 
Ten, Here he flattered himſelt that he ſhould enjoy a little reſt after having been ſo 
long in an unſettled ſtate. But being exhauſted and weakened by the many troubles 
he had underoone, he was ſeized in the month of Seprember with a ficknels that te- 
came his laſt, and which within a few days, reduced him to a corpſe. The fame Vorſtius 
day which gave him cauſe to rejoice at the unexpected arrival o his wite, obliged him 599% 
to take to his bed by the increaſe of his bodily infirmities, which he had til] then 
diſſembled. He lay ill about ten days. His faithful friend, Dr. Perer van Dam, 
who had followed him from Utrecht, did whatever his art was capable of, or his

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love could ſuggeſt, with the utmoſt care and pains to give him cafe by his medicines. 


But it was all in vain. 'The diſtemper got the better of him, and the Patient at the

to mect death. He entirely laid aſide all worldly cares, and ſpent the reſt of his time 
in prayer and pious ejaculations, He was obſerved to ſpeak hardly any thing bur 
ſcripture-ſentences, with which he ſupported and comforted himſelf and his attending 
friends. It is not to be expreſſed what tokens of piety, holineſs, faith and ſubmiſiion 
appeared in this ſick and expiring Profeſſor ; how many, how zealous, and ardent 
his prayers were, with which he calle] upon God with his laſt breath ; how hand- 
{omely and kindly he addreſſed himſelf to ſuch as were about him, and exhorted 
them to their duty. He ſeveral times declared that he had no fcruples about any of 
his writings. As to the Confeſſion of the Remonſtrants, he {aid more than once, that 
he was entirely pleaſed and ſatisfied with it ; nay, that he had not one thought in his 
heart which did not entirely approve it ; and that if God had ſpared his life any 
longer, he would have declared the fame 1n a publick manner, to which he prayed 
and intreated thoſe who heard him, to bear witneſs. In his laſt diſcourſes he made 
frequent mention of the Reſurrefion of the Dead, ſupporting himfelf with the 
hope of it, and wiſhing that thoſe who had endeavoured to render him ſuſpeQed, not- 
withſtanding his many declarations to the contrary, might themſelves have heard 
his laſt confeſſion upon that fundamental Article of the Chriſtian Faith, and defiring 
that they would read to him once more the 24 chapter of the A&s of the Apoſtles, 
and the x5th of the 1ſt Epiſtle to the Corinthians, in which mention is made 
of the Reſurrefion, When he raifed himfelf for a little eaſe, on account of his 
illneſs, and Grevins the Miniſter would have laid him gently down again, he cried, 
Let me alone, that I may extricate my ſelf from this confinement, As his ſtrenzth 
declined, and his ſpeech began to fail him, fo that he could hardly be heard, he begged, 
with death in his face, that Ferboldus Tombergius, who was then preſent, would 
take from his mouth what he had a mind to teſtify with his lait breath, touching cer- 
tain Articles of the Chriſtian Faith, He ſpoke accordingly as long, as he was able, 
and Herboldus writ what he dictated, as follows. 


N the name of Gov the Low, who made Heaven and earth, that only Holp and 
Almighty Being, that King of kings, and Lozd of lows, who alone hath tm: 
mottality, and dwells in light inacceſſible, which no man hath ſeen, no? can ſee,

that it was Ius father, when he came privately to the houſe, for fear he ſhould blab 
it among his play-tellows, and bring him into trouble; and fo they always told 
him it was his couſin van Epe. He died at the age of thirty-cight years, having 
been born at Elburgh, in the year 1588, It 18 related of his father, that DEeing 
Upper-Scout of the faid town, he underwent a grievous perſecution in the time of 
the Spaniſh tyranny ; and that one night'there was a gibbet ere&ed to hang him the 
next day; but ſome of the Papiſts gave him timely warning, and fo he fled for it, 
The Remonſirants lamented this loſs, on account of the man's learning and other 
o00d qualities, cſteeming him one of their beſt Paſtors, He was of a very quict 
temper, not 1n the leaſt aſſuming or magiſterial, ſpending a great deal of his time in 
P1ous ineditations, and was a great lover of g00d and learned men, Whilſt he 
was at Waddinxvene he converſed daily with Yorſizus and Poppins, and maintained 2 
{tri friendſhip with them. His widow, who was a daughter of Albers Hartſooker 
(formerly one of the Burgomaſters at Kampen, but diſcharged at the time of the 
revolution 1n the government) was left with five ſmall children, the eldeſt being 
hardly eight years old; three of them were girls, and the others boys, who have 
both been Vaniſters among the Remonſtrants ; the eider, whoſe name was Arnold, 
at Gorkum, where he dicd 3 the younger, Albertus, at Rotterdam, where even to 


this hour, which 1s above half a century ſince the death of his father, he exerciſes 
the office of a Miſter.

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Ax*D on. provided that each would do the like in his turn, This was not judged proper by 
1622. his friends, and thereupon he left them. Some, who were of his kindred, were 
"oY angry with him, and (aid, that he was too ſtiff in many notions he had eſpouſed ; but 
he replied, 1527 he was not a ſervant of men, and would not be ſubjett to any human 
inſtitutions or cuſtoms, though never ſo antient, Afﬀter his baniſhment, he ſettled at 
Norden in Freeſland, where he got his bread by the labour of his hands, following the 
trade of a Weaver; a mean {ubliſtence indeed, but he was contented, and out of his 
poor gains, was Jiberal to thoſe who wanted. During the time that the plague raged 
there, {weeping away the inhabitants of whole ſtreets, he did not ſcruple to viſit 
the ſick, and even to aſſiſt in bringing the dead to their graves by night, when none 
could be found to render them thoſe laſt offices. On the 11th of Ozzober, O, S. he 
himfelf was viſited by the licknefs, and lay for ſeveral days 1n great agonies ; like a 
defenilets lamb, always patient, and reſigning himſelt to the will of God, but much 
concerned for the heaſth of his brother Perer, who would not leave him in this 
diſtreſs. On the third day, he calt his arms about his brother's neck, faying, My 
dear brother 1 And a little after, Do not be troubled. Being aſked how he did, he 
made anſwer, Every moments a ſiep nearer tomy end. Peing further aſked, Whether 
he wiſhed bis Ttme could be recalled © He replied, No. He called upon his brother, 
who with Diedrick Kamphuſen {tood by his bed fide, To be always exhborting others, 

for the coming of the Lord was at hand. 
Thus continuing in his ſenſes to his end, and breathing nothing but piety and 
meckne(s, he went out gently like a candle, on the 14th of the aboveſatd month, on 
a Monday, about three in the afternoon, having lived thirty five years, eleven months, 
and fifteen days ; for he was born the 8th of November, N. S. in the year 1586, at 
Alkmaer, He was buried the 16th with great lamentations of his friends. His 
only ſon, Everr, a child of great hopes, though not above ſix years old, was like- 
wiſe {natched away by the fame diſtemper, on the 24 of November, O. S. as alſo 
his widow, who being delivered the day before of a {till-born child, expired a few 
hours before her little ſon, She was a woman of great piety, underſtanding and 
WIETTf - courage, very uſetul to her hutband in his greateſt misfortunes, and bearing her 
WH ll lolles with equanimity and chriſtian bravery. During this diſmal jun&ure, when

But he declined their invi- 4 WV 
tation, not only becauſe he d14 not agree with them in many things, but alſo becauſe 
he thought many things were wanting 1n their church, His notions about the -fice 
of the Civil Magiſtrate, the uſe of the Sword, and concerning Var, which he held in 
common with the Anabapriſts, rendered him the more agreeable ro the Socinians ; 
for they at this time maintained with great zeal, the doctrine of the unlawfulneſs 
of ſelf-defence ; and there were {ſeveral of the Socinian Nobility, who during the war 
which the Turks made upon P»/and, allerted, That it was better to give up their 
country, and themſelves too, than to Defend either by violence, Whereupon ſome 
refuſcd to take up arms againlt the common enemy, and others ſuffered themſelves to 
be knocked on the head, rather than refiſt > which was the cauſe of the plundering 
Racovia, out of revenge. Some were of opinion, that the doQrine of ſuch NON-P2- 
fiftance, to which the abolition of Magiſtracy was naturally annexed, might occaſion 
many evils, if it got ground. Such a doctrine, they thought, would produce all 
kind of diſorder and confuſion, and would be attended with a boundleſs licentiouſ- 
neſs, and 4 deluge of all kind of villainy. People were enough convinced how hard 
it was to reſtrain the inſolence of wicked men, even in places where the laws were 
moſt ſevere ; but what would it be if the ſword of juſtice were quite laid aſide, and 
thereins of evil wholly let looſe.

he ſaved himſelf from the former, by {wimming over the Ley, being forced to leave 
all behind him, particularly his books, which were burnt publickly at Ypres, that 
for a longs time he preached by night eleven times together every fortnight, in 
different towns and places, infomuch that he had never lefs than eight and twent 
leagues to trave], in order to viſit the churches which were under perſecution ; that 
he wis called to Bruſſels in the year 1578, where he continued the {pace of (ix years, 
till thar City was ſurrendered to the Prince of Parma, when he faved himſelf in a 
Soldiers habit, fearing leaſt he ſhould be ſeized, notwithſtanding the capitulation : 
the ſame year he was called to Amſterdam, where his zeal againit thoſe that differed 
from him in religions matters, tranſported him, as fome thought, beyond all rules of 
chriſtian prudence. We have already ſpoken of his warmth againſt the Lutherans, 
Arminius, Vorſtins, and the Remonſtrants in general, in the former books. He was 
one of the firſt who brought the controverſy about Predeſtination into the pulpit. 
The Remonſtrants looked upon him as the moſt partial and violent of their enemies, 
and one of the principal authors of the (chiſm, who with a raſhneſs void of all thame, 
and a blunt way of {landering, like the old Monks, vomited from the pulpit every 
thins that made againſt them, whether true or falſe. They aid, he ſeemed to believe 
there were no meaſures to be obſerved with thoſe whom he counted erroneous, 
often ſtuffing whole ſermons with railings againſt fuch whom he ſtiled the old and 
the new Hereticks, and wandring from his text, to give vent to what paſlion ſug- 
ocſted to him ; with which he was frequently fo tranſported, that loſing his judg- 
ment, no ſenſe could be found in his words. And though it was ſometimes clearly 
proved to him that he charged his adverſaries wrongfully, yet nothing could put him 
out of countenance ; and though his lies were confuted, yet he would ſtart them 
anew, as if he had never heard of an anſwer to them, This was ſulhiciently oblerved 
by the more judicious part of his auditory ; yet had his tongue ſtrength enough to 
lead the common people by the ear, and to infuſe his partiality into the minds of the 
credulous multitude, After the publiſhing of thoſe ſevere Placards againlt the Re-

An" Dou.monſtrants, he endeavourcd with a Haming zeal to put them in execution, ſo far, that 
1622. heing one time at Kampen, where one of his ſons was a Miniſter, he himſelf informed 
= Mo the Magiſtrates of the places where the Remonſtrants had held their mectings, and 
hindered their further aflembling. Thus do the Remonflrants paint him. Beſides 
his ſtudy of Divinity, he diligently applied himſelf to the Mathematicks, particularly 
to Coſmography, the art of Navigation, and the making Maps and Ser-Charts, 
He was a great promoter of the trade to the Eaft-Indies, the firſt Ships having 
failed by his Charts and diretions, by which alſo other navigations were attempted, 
particularly that to Nova Zembla, in order to find out a ſhorter pa(laze by the North 
to the Indies , which attempt was fruſtrated by the ice. Before his death, he ſaw 
tive of his ſons advanced to the Miniſtry, And it 1 miſtake not, I remember to have 
heard, when I was young, that in his laſt ickneſs, he charged his children not to bury 
him in any church, but in the churchyard, and that he was accordingly interred 
at Amſterdam, in the yard of the South-Church, 
G. Velſius/'s About the latter cad of this year, but the exa& time 1 do not tind, Gerardus Vel- 
Dag. ſus, late Miniſter of Rakanye, who had been baniſhed on account of Remonſtrantiſ, 
was diſcovered and informed againit by one Pelr, the Miniſter of Schipluy, and ſeized 
at Delft - The wife of one 7obn Peterſon, a Sxil-maker, living at the terry on the 
way from Delft to Rotterdam, who happened to, be in his company at that time, was 
apprehended too, and forced to accompany him through the town, guarded by the 
Thief-catchers; which fo att:ed her, being an honeſt and modeſt woinan, and b! 
with child belides, that it cauſed her to miſcarry, and coſt the infant its life, The 
aforeſaid Miniſter was accuſed of colleGting money for the uſe of the Remonſtrant 
Clergy, and they would have made him own from whom he had received any 
for that purpoſe : but he refuſed to conlefs any thins which might bring others 
into trouble. The Scout moved the Court, that he ſhould be obliged to make a diſ-

The Domeſtick Di- 
reQors of their affairs, Vellins, Poppins and Borre were troubled at i rt. not bein? able 47:rer of rhe 
to gueſs from what corner ſuch a report aroſe. They writ to the Foreign Direfors, {57-5 Pire- 
Uitenbogart and Epiſcopins, about it in the following manner : * Many feed their bogirt and Ex 
* fancies with we know not what notions of a Deliverance, and they are ſo tull of it, 7 aqpcner ty 
© that they can't take any pleaſure in other matters. Which makes us apprehend, a 
« that as ſoon as they find their miſtake, many of them will be ſo diſheartened as to 
* forſake the cauſe. Therecannot happen, as we think, any thing more pernicious 
© to our good cauſe, than this vain hope of a Reſtoration, which fome have enter- 
© tained. We cannot oppoſe its cft:&s better, than by perſuading our people, where- 
«© ever we mect with an opportunity, to build on a more ſtable foundation, and 
© adviſing them to look up to God -—— And ſince, to our oreat ſorrow, reports are 
* ſpread among our people, of another fort of re-eſtabliſhment than what 1s ſuitable 
© toour vocation, It would be enough to involve us in the utmoſt peril, if (which 
© God forbid ! ) we ſhould fall into the hands of our adverſaries : for they would 
* charge us with things entirely unknown to us, of which we do not fee any proba- 
© bility, and to which we hive not the Jeaſt inclination. 
To this letter, bearing date the 26th of Oc7ober, the aforcſaid Foreign DireQors, 
Uitenbogart and Epiſcopins, returned an anſwer, bearing date from Paris, where they 
then were, the 24th of November, as follows : 
ES 'Che vain hope of a Deliverance, we think, is now entirely ceaſed ; Their anſwer, 
from whence we apprehend the very ſame conſequences as you do, wiſhing with 
* all our hearts that neither the peopic had taken this fancy 1nto their heads, nor 
© others encouraged them init. We are entircly innocent, and defire not to be in 
© the leaſt ſuſpeted of it, for it would be injurtons to us ; neither could we 1ma- 
« gine, when we ſometimes heard a diſtant rumour of it, that there was any probable, 
much leſs real foundation of it. However, we doubt not but God will ſend us a 
« Deliverance, that 1s to fay, that bis goodneſs and truth will not ſuffer our juſt cauſe 
« to miſcarry or to be oppreſſed, but that he will vouchſafe it more room and liberty 
© in our native country, 1t we, each in his proper ſtation, do our duty, and make 
* uſe ofourutmolt diligence, and all lawful means to promote it. But as for the 
* time or manner of ſuch a Deliverance, we can ſay nothing; nor would we feed 
« people's fancies with ſuch notions, but rather exhort every man, that laying aſide 
< all human dependencies, he would look up to God only, and wait for his afliſtance ; 
* and fetting his hand in the mean whileto the plough, go on without looking back, 
c throuzh thick and thin, forcing his way with the arms of righteouſneſs on the right 
© hand and on the left, through all obſtacles and impediments 5 expecting no other 
« deliverance, but ſuch as may tend to the prefervation and propagation of the truth 
* which is according togodlinels, and thereby to his everlaſting falvation. They who 
© expect any other, only decetve themſelves, and arive it back lometimes through 
© unbelicf ; whereas It is near us, 1f we put our truſt in the Lord, The Brethren 
* ſhould be every where exhortcd to ſuggeſt this to the people, tothe end that they 
* may not look fo long upon the carth, till at length they forgetto lift up their eyes 
© to heaven. If your Reverences think we could be of uſe herein, by any edifying 
« aqmonitions or advices, our endeavours ſhall not be wanting. They who have 
© filled the peoples heads with other notions, arc much to blame, eſpecially 1t they 
* be of ourorder. But we bclieve, as the faying is, That people have made a whole 
© book from one word, or clſe have underſtood that to be meant in a carnal ſenſe, 
© which was ſpoken in a ſpiritual, and fo for the moſt part have fed themſelves with 
* their own fancies; and that it would be very dithcult for them to find the authors 
* of theſe hopes, beyond their own 1l]-grounded opinions, In the mean while wo

eween Slatius diſpute with that Slatius whom they had been obliged to leave without employ ment, 

| ig aire by reaſon of his turbulent and untracable temper, as we have ſhown above. 

; The wrangling of this uneaſy perſon was extremely troubleſome to them at this 

time, and as a thorn in their foot, but ſerved afterwards as 1 proof of their innocence, 

on account of the dangerous deſigns he had conceived, and which ſoon begun to dif- 

cover themſelves; for where there 1s enmity, there can be no mutual intelligence as 

to ſecret counſels, dangerous undertakings, and bloody projets. The taking away 

from him, ſome time before, the direqion of the preſs, in relation to the advan- 

tages which attended the faid office (on account of his milbehaviour in that matter) 

ſtuck very much in his ſtomach; for to the want of the protit he added a complaint 

of damage ſuſtained, Add to this the loſs of ſome books, which happened at Leyden, if I 

miſtake not, and for which he vehemently inſiſted to be indemnified out of the 

common ſtock of the fraternity, though he had printed them at his own riſque of profit 

or loſs, and though the Brethren had no ſhare in the advantage he made of others. 

He now cried and writ, that he ought to be indemnifed for this lofs, and that the lofs 

he had ſuffered by other books was not ſutficiently made up to him. This exaſpe- 

rated him againſt the Dire&ors : He aſked more than they cither owed him, or were 

able to pay. Whatever they had given or lent him in his neceſſity, and had after- 

wards forgiven, to make him quiet, was now no more remembred. From aſking he 

proceeded to threatning. From ſeveral letters writ as well by him, as by the Di- 

; 1188 reQors themſelves concerning him, it may appear how he fell gradually from bad to

He delired that the Soctety, which, as he 

ſaid, made fo great profit at that time by printing books, having deprived him of that 

advantage, would diſpoſe cf ſuch coples as lay on his hands, at their own charge and 

hazard ; adding theſe expreſſions : [ hope you will not force me to do, what I ſhould 

be ſorry to do, In another letter, dated the 17th of Novemver, he told Uitenbogarr, 

that he had been invited to return into the Provinces : that he did not ſay what he 

would do, but it might happen, that neceſ}ity would oblige him to lay aſide reaſon, 

| He writ again to Uitenbogart on the 5th of Zanuary, in the following ſtrain : He ſaw 

well enough that, as they pretended, they could not aſſiſt him, and therefore he ſhould 

be obliged to return home, and ſet his hand tothe Plough : If ſuch a proceeding was 

not to their mind, they muſt excuſe him, and remember that he was compelled to it by 

neceſſity. But he ſaidno more, being fully determined to take the firſt opportunity of

V 
the truth any longer, that is the point on which the whole matter turns, Not that 
I would do it out of revenge, or out of diſlike to the good cauſe, but, as God knows. 
from meer want, to pay my debts, and to get bread for my wife and children, IT have 
been ill uſed on all hands, and deprived of the means of getting a penny; nay, 1 
have been a loſer of ſeveral bundred Gilders by books that are ſuffered to liz upon my 
hands It looks as if there were not one or two rich men in the land, able t9 
take off theſe copies. If matters are come to this paſs, it is hiph time t9 ſhift for my 
ſelf; and the rather, becauſe I can do nothing more, and ny body deſires my ſervice, 
For it ought to be remembered, that I have been ready both to a& and ſuſſer ſome- 
what for the cauſe, which I amnow forced, to my ſorrow, to forſake. | 

The laſt letter he writ to Uitenbogariand Epiſcopins, was dated from Antwerp, the 
17th of March, in which he uſed the following language. 

I was in hopes you would have endeavoured in time to make me eaſy, in reſpef to 
the loſſes, charges, and trouble I have undergone, and have put me in a way to pet a 7 
penny ;, but ſince I am deceived in all my hopes and expeftations, I am fyrced to weigh | 
anchor, and ſet ſail — IT ſeems as if heaven and earth were againſt me, [9 : 
that I know not which way to turn; and yet I muſt live, and pay my debts. The "8 
brethren cannot help me, you ſay, I muſt then look ont for my ſelf. On the 24th of 
the ſame month, he went from Antwerp to Holland, Grevinkbovius, who was then 
in that city, was of opinion, that ſince he had reſolved to go, it was his buſineſs to 
do it as ſoon as poſlible, for tear of being ſtopped by his creditors, who began to 
{ſmell his defign. After he was gone, Uttenvogart writ to Grotins thus : Slatius 75 
returned home, we ſhall bear what hurt or good he dnes there, It is tobe feared, hz 
will be worſe than Adrian Simons ar Rotterdain 5 bur rhe evil may chance to fall on 
his own head. And ſoon after, Grevinkhovins, 1n a letter he writ to Grotius, oxve 
this character of him, He has neither temper, nor manners; the falſeneſs, and un- 
thankfulneſs of this man towards his beſt friends is ſuch, that he ought to bluſh at the 
thoughts of it. He is now in Holland ; God grant be does not bring ſomebody or other 
Into trouble, Being in Holland, he ſpent ſome months in diſtilling, and in railing at 
the DireQors and others of the fraternity. He was a good while at Delft, in the 
houſe of an honeſt Burgher, who, after he had found him out, knew not how to 
getrid of him, fearing to anger him, leaſt he ſhould do ſome miſchief. He 9xveno 
trouble to the Home DireQtors till the 7uly following ; then they received a letter 
from him, which was none of the moſt agreeable. He bitterly inveighed againſt 
their tyranny, and infiſted that they ſhould forthwith tell him whether they woull 
hear what he had to ſay by word of mouth, and receive from him an account of the 
loſs which he had ſuffered by the practices of ſome of the Members of the Brother- 
hood, and by the negle& of the Directors, He railed at Poppirs extremely in this 
letter, who had told his wite ſome time betore, that he wiſhed, that he, Slatius, 
had left out ſome paſlages in his treatiſe intituled, Inſtru@ions for praying aright, 
which was otherwiſe acceptable to him ; becauſe he feared they might give offence, 
and hinder its being recommended in ſuch a manner as would have otherwiſe been 
done. The Home DireQors, Niellius, Poppins and Borre, returned for anſwer to 
his letter, that his caſe was not before them, but betore the Foreign DireRors; that 
they ought to hear the reaſons of thoſe whom he accuſed, as well as his ; and finally, 
that having no money, they were not in a capacity to aſhiſt him, They then writ 
to the Foreign DireQors on the 23th, acquainting them, that Slarirs would force 
them to give him a hearing, but that thoſe who knew iu1m, would not ſufter him to 
enter their houſes on any account whatever ; and that they themſelves ſcrupled to 
endanger their beſt friends (who ſometimes harboured them all three together, in 
order to treat jointly about their common affairs) by contiding in a perſon, in whom 
they could diſcover ſo few tokens of honeſty or humanity. They thought likewiſe, 
that if he had any juſt demands, his affairs ought to have been adjuſted at Antwerp, 
where he might have been heard without danger ; and not to have been reterred to 
the Home DireQors, who could not fo eaſily meet together, 
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Ax"Dom. Uitenbogart and Epiſcopius returned a large anſwer, bearing date the roth of 


Auguſt, in which they gave an account of all their proceedings with him ; parti- 
cularly what money they had furniſhed him with, when he pleaded poverty to 
them, as has been ſhown already ; adding, that they had allowed him more, on 
account of his wants, than was agreeable to many of the ſociety ; that they had 
often told him, that the Society was not bound to pay his debts; that he owned 
himſelf, that he had not been called to the dircRion of the preſs, but had intruded 
into it for the ſake of the advantage ; that ſome were of opinion too, that it had 
been very profitable to him, but that he had ſquandered 1t away again ; and that, 
at leaſt, the loſs as well as the gains ought to be his, havinz undertaken all at his 
own riſque. * We did not ſend him to you, adged they, but on the contrary, would 
* have perſuaded him not to go, in hopes of finding him bulineſs here, had it been in 
© our power. But he writ us word, that he mult and would return home; threaten- 
© ing us at the ſame time, that he would recant, in order, as we think, to extort 
© ſome money from us, believing that we were afraid to loſe him ; bur in this he 
© was iniſtaken, for we did not fear him, on our account. We faw plainly, that 
* he would do miſchief there ; but not being able to afliit him, we were obliged to 
* let him go. As for writing to him, we have no thoughts of doing it, ſince there 
« has paſt ſo much ſcribbling between us alrealy, We know not what to ſay more 
© to your Reverences, unlets it be that we are contented, nay, we even defire, in 
* caſe you think him in the right, and we have the means of doing it, to alliſt him ; 
« but if not, we are willing to ſignify it ro him in the mo#t proper manner, and re- 
* commend him to God, leaving him further to do what he will or can; for there 
* 1$no remedy. We pity the man, but much more the Society, which is plagued 
* with ſuch people. We are cxtremeiy ſorry too, that he has given you {o much 
© trouble, but you ſee that we our ſelves have had a ſufficient ſhare of it, though 
* we have made him all the advances imaginable, Neither are we yet clear of him, 
< but expe that he will ſpit all the venom againſt us that he can; eſpecially if he 
* proceeds in thoſe deſperate courſes with which he has threatened us. What ſhall 
* we do thei? Our defence mult be a good conſcience, and a reſolution of ſtanding 
* trial with him, 1t we can have juſtice done us, More is not in our power. 

 Grevinkbovius writ at the fame time to the Home DireQors,that they needed not 
to fear his threats, there being ways enough to curb his infolence, and to ſtop his 
mouth, being of opinion, that it was labour in vain, to pretend to ſatisfy him z and 
that though they ſhould relieve him one day, he would fall into thelike inconveniences 
the very next. But upon his writing threatening letters to the Home DireQors, im- 
porting, that he would cowplain to all the Remonſtrant churches, in caſe they either 
could not, or would not hejp him, they found it adviſeable to appoint a time and 
place to confer with him at Am/ferdam, He deferred meeting for above a week after 
the time, ſo that Zorre, who was one of the DireRors, was obliged to return to 
Leyden. Hither came S/atires to him, falling upon him, and treating him as if he 
would have torn him to pieces; keeping no meaſures in ſcolding, and menacing him, 
{1ying among other things, That they would force him to come to extremities with 
them, Borrius made anſwer, That it did nar become him to threaten the Brethren, 
as he had done the Dirediors, For if notwithſtanding their dealing equitably with 
him, and not requiring any thing that was unreaſonable of him, he would go and

He likewiſe deſired ready money 
for 400 copies of The Free Examination of the Placards, They repreſented to him, 
that it was iwpoſlible tor them to advance the money, nor having fo much in their 
hands as what was due to the Miniſters, who had always taken the greateſt pains, 
and undergone the moſt danger, After ſome words had paſt between them, he ſaid, 
at lait, That be muſt then apply tothe churches, in order to be aſſiſted by them, They 
replied, That it was not 1 their power to hinder bim, and wiſhed he might find bis 
account in ir, Thus parting from them without any money, which was what he de-

E now go on to give an account of the many and great troubles 
that befel the Remonſlrants in the year 1623, and which re- 
duced them to the utmoſt ſtraits. Some of their Miniſters loft 
all courage, and forſvok them ; others were taken and clapped 
up in priſon. Their enemies endeavoured to chargethem with 
2,,\\} a horrid conſpiracy, which did not only coft the guilty very 
XY dear, but likewiſe involved divers innocent pertons, and brought 


the whole cauſe into danger, diſgrace and fulpicion, through the violent proſecu- 
tions, and ſtrong jealoulies of ſoine of their governours, and the 12norance of par- 


tial and credulous people. 
The firſt misfortune which befel them this year, was the apoſtacy or defertion 
ol Thomas Goſwinius, formerly one of the Miniſters of Kampen, no unlcarned man, 


to the Synod of Dorr, He was grown weary of his long exile, or of the incon- 
veniences of abſconding, being of a weak and fickly conſtitution, and had entered 
into ſome conferences with the Contraremonſlrants of the {41d town, 'The Directors 
of the Remonſtrant affairs, Poppins, Nielius and Borre, as allo Grevinkbovius, 
endeavoured, as ſoon as they got the wind of it, to exhort him to conſtancy and 
perſeverance, by ſeveral letters, which they fent him upon that occaſion. 'They 
prayed and intreated him to conſider well of the matter and its conſequences, and 
to do nothing to the prejudice of truth, or to the diſhonour of their chriſtian cauſe. 
But his anſwer was very cold. He allo writ to ſome of his friends, that he was 
come lo far in his negotiations, that there was no retreating, without making a trya} 
of the event, and that he was in hopes of paving the way to unity for many, un- 
leſs they were too fond of ſeparations and diviſions. He addreſſed himſelf to the 
Clergy of Kampen, deliring that he might be allowed to come thither with ſafety, 
in order to diſcourſe with them 5 but they inſiſted upon a promiſe of church-com- 
munion with them. At firſt he was much difpleaſed with this their demand ; how- 
ever, he at length entred into a conference and further treaty with the Deputies of 
the Conſiſtory of Kampen, firſt at Harderwick, and afterwards at Elburgh, The

Goſwinius figned theſe Articles in the following terms :

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Ax*Dom. It is remarkable, that in this ſubſcription he promiſed to avoid naming MelanQhon, 
1622. The reaſon of their exafting this condition, was, as 1t 1$ thought, to prevent his 
ProPagating the opinions of the Remonſirants, under the pretence of defending thoſe 
of that great Divine : for the Remonſtrants maintained, tho' 1t was dented by the 
Contraremonſlrants, that this famous man agreed with them in the chiet of the con- 

troverted Points, 

Since then Goſwwinius continued to live at Kampen, but without engaging himſelf 
in the ſervice of the Church, and according to his promiſe, frequented the fermons 
of the eſtabliſhed Clergy 3 fo that his own party found themſelves tor ever deprived 
of his ſervices, tho', as ſome think, he {till believed them to be in the right. He 
was forced to comply thus far with his new friends, without which he could not 
have obtained leave to return into his own country, tho' other deprived and baniſh- 
ed Miniſters were allowed to come hoine only on fubſcribing and promiſing lilence, 

| without being tied to any terms, or preſlicd to $0 and hear the ſermons of their ad- 
verlaries. 

This loſs was very ſenſible to the Remonſirants, on account of the worth of the 
man, and the want of proper inſtruments ; but the troubles which betell them a 
few days after were much greater, 

Some miſun- Beſides the diſpute with Slatins, as related in the foregoing book, the Home Di- 
derſtanding a* raors of the Remonſtrant affairs found themſelves extremely embaraiſed by rea- 
mong the Re- Ko , ' ; 
monſtrants ſon of ſome quarrels which aroſe at Harlem, where Bernardus Diwinglo was ob- 
«; Harlem. truded on the Congregation by fome zealots, contrary to all order and diſcipline, as 
an aſliſtant to the {tated Preacher, who behaved hunſelf too magiſterially towards 
them. He took upon him to make new regulations, which were fo contrived, that 
all the power was devolved on hunfelt; tor he would not ſuffer that incidental con- 
troverſies ſhould be decided by the plurality of voices. He was of opinion, that 
all matters ſhould be adjuſted by way of accommodation; and that in caſe the 
parties could not agree, then they ſhould reter their diſpute to the umpirage of one 
fingle perſon, who had wiſdom and experience {ſufficient to put an end to it. For 
this purpoſe he always made ule of a perſon whom he could govern and influence 
as he pleaſed ;, it was an old man, the father of the learned Scrwverivs, who had 
never once been at the facrament, but a man of great wealth, and very generous in 
contributing towards the maintenance of the Miniſter and Poor; upon which the 
Miniſter did not ſcruple to propole that power ſhould be given to this great Patron 
to chuſe Overſeers of the Church, and to {end every three months to the Direfors 
for ſuch Miniſters as he thought fit, and that they the ſaid DireCtors ſhould be obliged 
to comply with his order. Theſe and the like extravagances occaſioned ſuch diſ- 
contents, diviſions, and alienation of minds among the peonle, that the three Home 
The Direfors, Diretors, Adrianus Borrivs, Carolus Nellius, and Edvardus Poppins, after having 
J—_— exchanged ſeveral letters, could find no other means of reſtoring peace, but by re- 
ellivs, rewn pairing thither 1n perſon, This happened at the beginning of January, in the 
po Harlem #9 ear 1623, upon which we are now entered, 'Thefe Gentlemen {taid ſeveral 
reflore Peace. weeks at Harlem, in the houſe of one Simon le Fevre, keeping themſelves as pri- 
vate as poſſible, and gave as good dire@tions for reftoring peace and unity as they 
were able, till the 211t of the {aid inonth, at which tune Borrirs took his leave of 
them, and went on foot to viſit his old congregation at Leyden, by which means he 
happily eſcaped the misfortune, which betell his Collegues, Poppius and Niel/ars, 
that very day, About noon the wite of [2 Fevre returning home, made a ſign to 
theſe two Miniſters through a broken pane of the window, as they were fitting by 
the fire and deliberating about their affairs, but without ſpeaking a word ; in the 
mean while, the Scout of Harlem, Cornelius van Teilingen, with his Under-Scout

The Letter itſelf ran as follows : 


My deareſt Wife, 


£ H1S Letter comes upon a fad errand to you and our dear childr

of your Mother, with the utmoſt griet, and forced 2 flood of tears from Your 
cyes, But I am wounded to my very foul tor your {ake particularly, 4s fore- 

ſeeing the miſerable condition to which your weak body will be reduced by {uch 
a blow. But, my deareſt Wite, put your truſt in almighty God, and learn from 
this Letter, without too much Ag Ry: and concern, the prelent (ituation of 
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my affairs. The hour 1s come, 1n which 1t has pleated God, the Father of our 
Lord Feſus Chriſt, to ſufter me to fall into the hands of the higher powers, and 
to make a priſon my habitation, thus diſcharging me from my Miniſtry, which 
till now I have zcalouily and faithfully exercifed according to his will, This 
v-ry day about noon, being Saturday the 21ſt of Fanuary, 1623, our good God 
thought fit to fill to me this bitter cup ; and not only to me, but alas! tro my 
worthy Brother, Carolus Niellius, The Scout of Harlem {eized us both at onc 
and the ſame time, and I was hurried away to prifon in my night-cap, my nizht 
zown and flippers, but put into ſuch a place as affords me a little room for walk- 
ins; and I am likewiſe provided againſt the cold, hoping moreover that 1 ſhall 
want nothing neceſſary for the body, either as to food or reſt, Our God, who is 
faithful, will, I truſt, cauſe me to find favour even in the prifon, as it happened 
to Joſeph; and tho* the furnace of iny mileries ſhould be made yet hotter, and 
my troubles more grievous, [ will ſay, The Lord's will be done. 1 am in the 
hands of the Gevernment, and am bound to bear with patience whatever they 
ſhall pleaſe to inflict, But, my deareſt, as ſoon as this news thall reach you, 
lift up your eyes towards heaven, and beg the afliſtance of the divine grace, to 
the end you may not faint through too much grict, nor tall again into convullions, 
or other ailments. 1 know you will not be able to moderate your grief at the 
firſt ; but, my dear, recover your {elt by degrees, and have a good heart. Let 
it comfort you a little that I am pretty well in my body, and entirely at reſt in 
my mind, being prepared to follow the Lord wherever he ſhall lead me. I have 
long {ince devoted both foul and body, my lite, and all that belongs to me, to 
Chriſt Feſus , and according to my poor capacity, and through the afliſtance of 
his undeſerved grace, promoted the truth which 15 according to godlineſs, I have 
had no other views, nor concerned my felt with any other buſineſs im theſe diſmal 
times, but have always walked in the way of my vocation. I therefore ſay with 
confidence, tho' my fleſh and my heart ſhould fail, yet God will be my ſupport, 
my comfort, and my ſtrength. Tho' confined to a priſon, I ſhall divert my felf 
in the heavenly regions; and my foul, which cannot be ſhut up within theſe nar- 
row walls, {hall range at large in that deſirable paradiſe. Am I ſeparated from man? 
My God, my Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, and the holy Angels will keep me company. 
Am I efteemed by men a criminal, and reckoned among the tranfgreifors ? 'The 
ſpirit of Chriſt Jeſus will unpreſs it on my heart, thar I am a child of God, and 
an heir of everlaſting lite, and will continually retrcth me with the living water 
of the divine grace. Muſt I now forbear preaching the Goſpel ? I will employ 
my felf day and night in prayers and fupplications, in holy meditations, and d1- 
ligent ſearching into the Scriptures. But alas, my deareſt! when I think upon 
you, and our dear children, the apprehenfions I have that you will grieve too 
much, break my very heart. But I conjure you to remember the providence 
and will of God, my ofhce, the lot which 1s appointed to the Saints in the Goſpe], 
and that which all faithful ſervants of Chrift have chiefly taſted, Put your truſt 
in the Lord, and be eaſy, leaſt you fall into greater troubles, and my impriſon- 
ment become more grievous by your futterings. Comfort your ſelves, and each 
other, with the word of God. Pray to the moſt high God, all of you, for me 
and 1ny Collegue, to the end that his name may be honoured by our Impriſon- 
ment, and that thefe our bands may tend to the promoting of the trath, My 
deareſt Wife, take care of our children, as far as your weak body will permir. 
Bring them up in the fear of God; ſanctity them to the Lord by inſtruction and 
example; make them practiſe meeknefs, humility, and all other chriſtian virtues; 
be to them both Father and Mother, as you have now and then been theſe ſeve- 
ral years, and the Lord will afliſt you. Reſign me to God and Chriſt, to whom 
| belong. 1 ſhall always ſtrive with God for you in my prayers. My dear 
Children, obey your weak and fickly Mother ; do not grieve her, but com- 
fort her both 11 word and deed; ſo the good God will bleſs you. Love God, 
and learn to walk in his fear. In caſe you, my deareſt Wite, ſhould petition 
the Lords for any favour in my behalf, and ſhould be refuſed, be not too much 
concerned ; ſhew your felt meek and humble in all cafes, and carry it civilly to 
every body. I haveas yet received no 11l treatment, I have fire and candle, and 
expcct a bed too; the Lord will take care of all other things for me. May the

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* {ame Lord and gractous Gad moderate your erief, ſtrengthen your weak body Ax*Do 
* grant you health, comfort you with his holy ſpirit, bleſs you and all our children. 1623, ;

FEDVARDUS PoPPIUs. 


The following Monday, which was the third day of his impriſonment, Poppius 
ſanciticd tothe Lord with fafting till night, ſpending his time, as he had done the 
day before, 1nreading the Bible and praying to God. In the evenins the Keeper's 
wife brought him a great eafy-chair., Both ſhe and her husband ſhewed him yreat 
kindneſs, bidding him aſk for whatever he wanted, as if he were at home. They 
provided him with fire and candle, with bed and bedding, and all that was neceſſary 
or convenient. However, they would not ſuffer any one to come near him, that 
having been ſtrialy forbidden by the Magiſtrates. 

On the Tueſdey, being tne 23d of the month, Poppius was viſited by the Scout 5 His ſrcond con+ 

who ſaid again to him, You ought to have lodged in a houſe which had an out-let Seema 
backwards, The Minifter replied, JWs could have made our eſcape eaſily enough, | damn 
you had pleafed. But "tis t09 late to ſpeak of that now. All that killing and {laying 
about fifty years ago proceeded from the higher Powers too, Did you apprehend us, 
Mr, Scout, for evil doers © If not, you ould remember that Government is eftabliſh- 
ed for the protection of the rood, and for the puniſhment of the bad, The Scout 
made no anſwer, but ſeemed to go away melancholy. In the mean while one of his 
ſons arrived at Harlem, as did his wife and eldeſt fon with ſome other friends, a few 
days after, defiring to ſpeak with him, but it could not be granted, One of the ſons 
of Niellius delired the like favour, but in vain. Of this Poppius being informed by 
the Keeper, he palled {9wſday 1n prayers and faſting. The fame day, being the 
26th of the moath, he writ to the church at Gouda, the following letter.

« thened to preach the Goſpel more ſtrenuoutly and abundantly ! Increaſe in {piritual 
« knowledge, and be truittul in all good works, Watch, and be ſ{tedfaſt in the faith. 

« Behave yourſelves like men ; be ſtrong. If ye continue inthe Lord, I ſhall live 
© and be comforted in my ſufferings. Ye know how I have improved my talent and 
* [aboured for your advantage. See that ye be my cro wn and my glory at the day of 
* Chriſt's coming. O fouliſh and blind world, which attempts to ſuppreſs by perſe- 
« cution that which lives, 1ncreaſes and flourithes by it; and which would make 
« them a reproach who glory in nothing more than that they are found worthy to

FEpvAaRrRDpuUus PoPPlUs. 


On the 28th of the fame month the Scout and Albert wander Mey, one of the 
Schepens, came to Poppins in priton, and entered into a friendly conterence about the 
Synod, and about the Clergy, both Remonſtrants and Contraremonſlrants. But, as 
he writes in his Memoirs, they cither d1d not care to hearken to him, or knew no- 
thing of the matter. The Scout likewiſe acquainted him with what the Magiſtrates 
of Gouda had publiſhed againft him. He on the other hand informed the Scout of 
the ſtate of his caſe ; to which the latter replied : That he had never heard any 0b- 
jefion apainſt bis life and converſation; that be bore him no perſonal ill will, and 
had much rather have taken a Jeſuit than him, 

The next day he obtained Icave again to write to his wife, who was ſtill at Har- 
lem; and the letter, being lirft ſhown to the Magiſtrates, was ſent accordingly to the 
amazement of many 5 it being word for word as follows : 


My deareſt Wife, 

6 H 1 news of your arrival, together with that of our ſon, has greatly rejoiced 
me ; butI am much better pleaſed to hear that the gracious Lord has been fo 
merciful to you, as to grant you a tolerable ſhire of health now at this ſad jundure 
of tine, and that he has ſtrengthened you inwardly, to bear with patience whatever 
* comes from his fatherly hand. I know it1s grievousto you, and acknowledge you have 
* reaſon to weep and lament; but having learnt in the ſchool of Chri/? to ſubmit your 
will to that of God, ſt bounds to your ſorrow, and fortify yourſelf with chriſttan 
patience. Te have need of patience (lays the Apoſtle in the xth chapter of his 
Fpiſtle ro the Hebrews, and the 36th and 37th verſes) that after ye have done the 
* will of God, ye may receive the promiſe, For yet a little while, and be that frall come, 
* will come, and will not tarry. Let us then chearfully drink of the cup he has prepared 
* for us, knowing that he will not lay upon us any greater burdens than we can _ 
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* but will cauſe all our ſufferings ro turn to our ſalvation by the help of Chriſt's Ax” Dom, 
Spirit, and the prayers of the faithful. Read diligently the holy Scriptures, which 1623. 
< are the only fountains of all comfort, and eſpecially the Epiſtles of St. Peter, Im. Wd 
« print likewiſe on your heart theſe words of the Prophet Malachi, chapter the third, 
« and verſes 16, 17, and 10. hen they that feared the Lord ſpake often one to 
« another, and the Lord hearkened and heard it, and a bock of remembrance was 
« written before him, for them that feared the Lord, and that thought upon his 
© name. And they ſhall be mine, ſaith the Lord of Hoſts, in that day when I make 
« up my jewels, and I will ſpare them as a man ſpareth his own ſon that ſerveth him, 
« Then ſhall ye return and diſcern between the rightequs and the wicked; between 
« bim that ſerveth God, and bimthat ſerveth himnot, RefleGing on this, I will (a 
«* with the holy Pſalmiſt: * 7 will bold my peace, and not open my mouth ;, thou Q 
* Lord wilt do well by me. My ſtrength ſhall be in filence and in hopes. My ſoul is 
* ſtill as formerly, humbled before God, and rejoices in his mercy, depending on 
* his aſſiſtance both in life and death; for which purpoſe this my apartment, as being 
« prapared for me by the Lord, 1s very advantageous to me, making my prayers 
* more fervent than ever, and ſtrong enough to pierce the clouds ; and purging my 
* heart of what may ſtill remain there diſpleaſfing to God. My body is in tolerable 
* health, God be praiſed, and I enjoy whatever 1s necelfary for it. If you and my 
* children could but have accels to me, I ſhould rejoice. The Scout, who has hither- 
* to been kind enough to me, and their Worſhips the Magiſtrates, will perhaps be pre- 
* vailed upon, and not be ſcandalized at a melancholy welcome and adieu. But if 
£ jt cannot be, let us put on the armour of patience, and pray for thoſe who have 
* thus ſeparated us. However it happens, this letter may tend to ſtrengthen you ; 
© and being informed that our ſon would tain write to me about a certain matter, my 
« advice 1s, that he ſhould purſue his deſign, whilſt he has an opportunity, to the 
« end that he may be in a capacity of entering upon bulineſs for a ſubliſtance. But 
« Jet all be done in the fear of the Lord. That little ſtock which remains to us 
« of our poverty, you will calily manage, as need requires, and I truſt that God 
« will provide for you and our children all that you want, 1 {hould be glad to 
© know whether our youngeſt daughter be cured of the wound in her head ; as alfo 
« whether ſhe and the reſt of the children do exerciſe themſelves in reading ; and 
« further how it 15 with our little boy, If youare permitted to anſwer this letter, write 
« to me about all theſe matters, and whatever elſe you judge proper. Be ſtrong in 
< the Lord through the power of his might, and bear with patience whatever God 
« ſhall be pleaſed to bring upon you. May the moſt high God, and Father of our Lord 
* Feſus Chriſt, bleſs you both in ſoul and body, comfort you and ſtrengthen you by 
« his ſpirit 5 may he prepare us and our children, with all others who deſire it, for 
* the inheriting his kingdom 3 may he glority his name both in my life and death , 
* may he preſerve our country, and grant that all of us may yet worſhip him in 
« peace and joy 5 may he likewiſe move the hearts of the Magiſtrates of this town, to 
« deal with me and my fellow-labourer, as ſhall be moſt pleafing to him, and moſt 
« beneficial to us! I ſalute you heartily. Salute all our children, together with 
the reſt of our friends and relations, particularly niece Ar:ana, and thole of your 
kindred. Exhort every one of them to walk in the fear of God, for the time 1s 
ſhort, and the Lord 1s at the door. And let them pray for me.

FpyarRDUsS PoOPPIUS. 


On the 2d of February, Poppius was heard the firſt time, and examined upon certain 
articles. The Magiſtrates met 1na room of the Keeper's houſe ; the Scout fate at the upper xr; :xan/.3 
end of the table, on one {ide was the Penſionary de Glarges, with the preſiding Schepens, *'% 
and on the other (ide five more of the Schepens. At the other end of the table there ſtood a 
chair, in whichthe priſoner was orderedto fit, and to put on his hat 3 this he reſpeatully 
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Ax*D ow. declined at firſt; but being civilly prefted by the Scout, and others of the Magiſtrates, 


he at length ſubmitted. The Articles or Queſtions, which were in writing, and, as 
is thovoht, tranſmitted ready drawn up from the Hague, were read one after another 
to the Priſoner by the Secretary, as were alſo his an{wers in his own words. The 
Magiſtrates ſhewed themſelves very civil to him, as did likewiſe the Penſionary, who 
interpoſed ſeveral times, and faid to him, We do not come here to inſnare you; and | 
ſhould be as ſorry as your ſelf, if any thing ſhould be done to aggrieve you. Before 
the Secretary began to read, the Penlionary required the Prifoner in the name of the 
Government and the Magiftracy, to ſpeak the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth. He replied, That he hoped he ſhould anſwer ſincerely to all points ; 
but in caſe any thing ſhould be aſked which the truth of God required him to conceal, 
be ſhould not anſwer to that. The other f11d, When ſuch things occur, it will be time 
enough to conſider. Then they proceeded to the reading of the Articles, concerning 
which, Poppins writes in his Journal, from whence | take this, Thar be could not 
remember all the Articles propoſed to him, nor the metbod, fince he chiefly attended to 
what he ſhould ſay himſelf, but that he would recapitulate as much as he could call to 
mind : which Inow mention, to the end that if any other order or method ſhould ap- 
pear in the Journal of the Schepens of the town of Harlem, the reader might not have 
reaſon to call my fidelity in queſtion with reſpe& to this relation, ſince I had no 
other memoirs to work upon, than thoſe which I found written with Poppius's own 
hand. 

The firſt queſtions aſked him, according to the manner of thoſe times, were, What 
was his naine ? Where he was born? How old was he? And what was now his 
occupation? He replied, Edvardus Poppius, born at Weſt-End, under the juriſdiction 
of Enkhuſen 5 of the age of forty fix years, and a Miniſter of Jeſus Chriſt and his 
Church. To the queſtion, Whether he was not one of the Conferents at the Hague, 
and afterwards one of thoſe who were cited before the Synod of Dore 2 He anſwered 
in the aftirmative, | 

Then they atked him, Whether he had not refuſed to ſabſcribe the AR of Ce/a- 
tion £ He made anſwer, [ offered my reaſons to their High Mightineſſes, why I could 
not in conſcience comply with what they required of me. 

Again they aſked him, whether he had not been tranſported out of the land on 
the 5th of July, 1619, by one of the States Meſſengers, and prohibited from ever 
returning without leave ? Heanſwered, Tes, 

Again, Where he had been fince that time 2 When he came back into the Provin- 
ces ? And where he reſided? He replied, That he bad been tranſported with ſome of 
the Brethren to Walwick ? That mm the winter following be removed from thence to 
Antwerp, and from thence, the next March, came to Gouda to viſit bis flock ;, where, 
and in ther parts of the land he had been ever ſince, excepting only thats in January, 
1621, he took a journey to Antwerp, to read the Remonſtrant Confeſhion, and ſtaid 
there the ſpace of fix weeks, To this anſwer he ſudjoined the reaſons that induced 
him to return into the land, which the Secretary took from his mouth as he dictated 
them. 

The firſt was the ſame he had before given to their High Mightineſſes, when he 
refuſed to (ign the A of Ceſlation; to wit, * That by obeying Chri/tin the vocation 
* wherein he had placed him, he might ſo employ the ſmall remainder of his life, 
« 25 to receive a gracious ſentence from him the Judge of quick and dead; for which 
© reaſon, being urged by his conſcience, he had ſo acted. Hzis ſecond reaſon was, 
« His following the ſpecial motions of his heart, after having fervently called upon 
* God in prayer, which made ſo deep impreſſions on him, that being in ſome mea- 
* {ure inclined to a& otherwiſe, he had often felt great remorſe; which judging to 
« proceed from God, he could not be any longer diſobedient to the heavenly call. 
* Thethird and laſt reaſon was, The earneſt requeſt of his Church, which had been 
« maintained and {upported near fifty years in the ſaid Town by the authority of 
* the States of Hyland, and of his Excellency the Prince of Orange, as alſo of the 
* Magiſtrates themſelves, in the exerciſe of the religion which he profeſled, To this 

* be added, That the Church of Gouda had fignitied to him, immediately after his 
* being diſcharged from his Miniſtry by the Synod of Dorr, that, Notwithſtanding 
* the Synodical ſentence, they ſtill eſteemed him their Paſtoz and Yiniſter, 4:4 
* fmally, That he could not be induced to a& otherwiſe by the Placards of their

profeſled the ſame dodrine for which he, Poppins, was then a ſufferer. And 
orcover, that Herman Herberts had never been cenſured by the Synod for the 
« {\me dodrines. He likewiſe took occaſion to ſay at this Conference, That the 
« Synod had condemned the Remonſlrants without hearing them 5 and that he could 
« {ay a great deal more of that Synod's tnjuſtice ; that many of the foreigners, tho* 
« bound to the Auſburgh-Confeſſion by their oaths, had condemned 1t at the Synod ; 
« that if the Remon/trants were allowed to do it, they could foon make at leaſt as 
conſiderable a Synod as their adverſaries; and that he was of opinion, that if he 
« might fairly ſtate both doctrines, their Worlhips themlelves wouid prefer that of 
« the Remon//rants to that of the National Synod, This Iaft affertion was rejeted 
« by ſome of the Magiſtrates with a ſmile, and approved by others, But the Prefi 
« dent of the Schepens ſaid, We do not come here to diſpute. iliey returne 
* to the Articles, and aſked the Priſoner, when he came into the Province 
when to Harlem 2 For what purpoſe ? And by whoſe direttions 2 He re 
That the laft time he came into the Province, was in the month of Viarch, 1625, in 
order to make up a difference that had happened between fome perſons, without di- 
reftions from any body, but yet at the defire of ſome Gentlemen of Harlem, with 
which be was made acquainted by others, He added, though { do not find it rec- 
corded, That the ſaid difference was about the exerciſe of religion, 

'To the queſtion, Whether he had preached, when, and where? Hts anſwer was, 
[ returned UG Gouda, with the intention of preaching (0) Wy CONgregartion there, a1! 
no where elſe. But as to my actual preaching in that town, contenting myſelf with 
its being known to our Lord Chriſt, and his Church, and being alſo ſen/1ble that your 
IW oz(h1 mY hold it for an offence, I beg I mayna be preſſed to diſcover it ,vut that inſtead 
of my being urged to accuſe myſelf, it may be proved upon me ; [ cannot oive any other 
anſwer to this queſtion, nor ought you, according to the Apoſtle's rule, x Tim, v. 19, 
tn admit of an accuſation againſt an Flder, unleſs from the month of two or three 
witneſſes. 

Upon this, the Penfionary maintained, that the Priſoner ought to give a poſitive 
anſwer, and that ſuch as he had made, could not be allowed : that indeed the pro- 
cecdings 0ugnht to be ſo in civii, but not in criminal caſcs : that there was I!keiyife a 
difference between the treatment of a Priſoner, and a man at liberty. That otherwiſe 
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Ax"Dox.no body could be put to the rack, and rhere would be no means left of diſcovering

the truth. Poppies faid, © As for the buſineſs of the rack, I ſubmit that wholly to 
* the Gentlemen of the Law, though 1 know that it took 1ts original from the crye} 
© treatment of ſlaves, and that there are whole kingdoms or ſtates, where they know 
* nothing of tortures. And as for my particular cafe, thouph your Worſhips look 
* upon what I have done to be criminal, I am ſatisfied of my being a Miniſter of the 
* living God and of Chriſt , that I can boaſt of the teſtimony of a good conſcience ; 
* that T have walked in all honeſty and ſimplicity ; that I have always obeyed both 
* the ſupreme and ſubordinate Magiſtrate, and am ſtill ready to abaſe myſelf even 
* to their footſteps. 

* The Penſionary made anſwer, That he knew indeed that there were ſome 
* countries, though but a few, in which the uſe of the rack was unknown, but that 
© however it was pradiſed in all ſtates which were governed by the civil law ; and 
© 35 for his obedience, he, the Priſoner, had no great reaſon to brag of that, ſince he 
© had already confeſled the violation of that Jaw by which he had been forbidden 
« to return into the land, The Priſoner replied, That he had already produced x 
* reaſon for ſuch diſobedience, viz. that having received a ſuperior command from 
* his Lord and Maſter Jeſus Chriſt, he found himfelf obliged to obey that above all 
© others. The Penſionary had aſſerted, That he, Popprus, had no right to apply to 
© himſelf the words of the Apoſtle ; for that he could not aflume to himſelf the titte 
* of aPreſbyter or Elder; having been deprived of his Eccleſiaſtical fun&ion, and, 
© as a private perſon, tranſported out of the Iand by order of the Lords the States. 
* The anſwer returned was, [hat the Synod had noright to deprive him of his Mi-

Upon which the preſiding Schepen broke off the dialogue, and ordered that they 
ſhould proceed in the examination, to which the Penſtonary added, * That the Pri- 
* ſoner muſt anſwer after another manner, and that he gave him this warning out of 
kindneſs, and to prevent his being brought into further trouble, T' this he only 
« replied, | muſt obey your Worſhips, and either do as you order, or undergo what 

© you {hall infli& upon me, as you ſhall always tind me ready, 
* Then they aſked him, Whether he had received any commiſſion or orders to

© preach, and from whom, and where it was ? He replied, That he had never had 


* any ſuch Commiſſion. Then they defired to know, Whether he had received any 
© maintenance out of the colle&ions wade in the United-Provinces, how much, and 
* from whom ? The Churches, replied he, have, according to the command of God, 
© ſupplied my wants by their liberality, allowing me yearly three hundred Gilders 
* for the ſupport of me and my wife, and twenty five Gilders for eachof my children. 
* But as for the hands through which it paſſed, I am forbidden by the law of charity, 
* which Chri/? hath preſcribed me, to diſcover that ; leaſt I ſhould do hurt to that 
© cauſe of his which I am now maintaining, and bring into trouble my neighbour 
* (for whom I am obliged to lay down my life, 1f neceflary) on account of what I 
know he has done conformably to Go1's commands , and finally, leſt I ſhould give

{o good a deed.” After this, he was aſked what method was obſerved about the 
collection and diſtribution of monies; but the Priſoner replied, That his conſcience 
would not ſuffer him to return any anſwer for the reaſons above, And here they put 
an end to the examination, becauſe the night came on. The Priſoner returning tv 
his room, thanked the Magiſtrates for the patience they had ſhown 1n hearing him, 
wiſhing that the Lord might bleſs them both in ſoul and body. The Penſfionary 
thanked him for his kind wiſhes, and the Preſident told him, That he himſelf ought 
0 take heed not to forfeit thoſe bleſſings by endeavouring to keep up and foment divi- 
frons in bis native counrry, He had no opportunity of juſtifving himſelf againſt that 
charge, becauſe the Magiſtrates ſeparated immediately, 
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The next day in the afternoon the examination was reſumed as before ; and Pop- A x* Do m. 
pins was alked, * Whether the deprived and baniſhed Miniſters had not entered into 1623. 
an aſſociation, how many there were of them, and what were their names > He 
repiied, That he knew of no other ſociety, fave what was mentioned in the letter 
< which Uitenbogart, Epiſcopius and Grevinkbovins had writ to their Hioh Mioh- 

tineſſes the States-General, from which letter their Worſhips might be better it 
formed, than by his thallow memory. But as to the number and names of them, 
his conlctence would not ſutfer him to reply, for the fake of Chriſt, and that he 
might not hurt his neighbour.” Upon this the Penfionary replied, with orcar 
ſeriouſneſs, that he thould not be urged to anſwer further than he thought {it that 
they would not preſcribe him any rules in that matter, but that however he muſt #- 
expe to receive laws afterwards; and that if he imagined to eicape fo, he would © 
find himſelf much miſtaken ; that the Magiſtrates had not charged him with thoſe 
things at random, but upon good information ; and laſtly, that he might give 
as fatistaory anſwers as others had done betore, without prejudicing any of his 
friends, {ince they were far enough out of the hands of the Government. * As for i 4yſwer. 
< the ſufferings which I am to expect, ſaid be, | have devoted both body and foul 
« to the Lord; I carry my lite in my hands for the fervice of my Maſter, Chriſt. ! 
The Penfionary objeQed to him 1n the tollowing terms: © The Lord, to whom 
« you ſay you have devoted your ſelf, 15 the fame Lord who has commanded YOu

I am fatistied You arc 
not one of thoſe; and it were to be withed that the reft were like you, At 
length, after much teaſing, Poppius fubjoyncd to the anſwer he had inade in the fol-

« they were unknown to him.” Lnhey ajked him further, where this Society re- 
ſided, or had reſided ? Poppius anſwered, That as there were many of them, he 
could not tell, Again: How many of them were made Direcors of the Socicty, 
and by whoſe commitſtion ? He faid, They might learn that from the letter afore- 
mentioned; but as for the Commiſſion, he xnew nothing of it. 

Again: Whether thole Directors were not Uitenbogarr, Epiſcopins, and Grevink- 
bovius ? He made anſwer, That he referred them to the foreſaid letter, They 
xlked him, where thoſe Gentlemen then lived ? He anſwered, 1s would be hard for 
bim to tell that, The Penſtonary ſaid, he knew it well enough. Poppins replied, 
They did nat live together ;, and finally, that as far as he knew, Uitenbovart and 
Epiſcopius were in France, and Grevinkhovius fill in Holſtein, He was atked yet 
further, Whether thoſe three Gentlemen d1d not give written Commiſſions to the 
reſt of the Miniſters, and ſend them with certain appointments to preach to the re- 
ſpe&ive congregations? The Prifoner replied, That he muſt flull refer them to the 
afore-mentioned letter, but that no Miniſter was ſure of one quarter's ſalary. "The 
Penfionary ſaid, that they mult needs have a certain eitabliſhed order among them, 
otherwiſe they would be all in confuſion.  Poppirs fa1d no more to that ; but as to 
the buſineſs of the Commiſſton, he added, That what they the Magiſtrates called [o, 
was nothing elſe but a requeſt or intreaty, which was not always complied with. 
The Penfionary made anſwer, that thoſe requelts were commands. 'Fhe Priſoner 
replied, That the requeſts of the Magiſtrates were indeed commands, but not thoſe 
of Miniſters : And that it was his opinion, Thar it did not belong to Miniſters to 
lord it over others, but that their office was to auide and lead the flock, and to take 
vains to ſhew the people the paths of ſalvation 5, that this was what be had been en- 
deavouring, as appeared by his (trait Gate, 1 ne Penftonary : You mean well; but 
Uitenbogart is not of the {ame mind; do you think he 1s 2 "The Priſoner : He is, for 
T found bim to be of ſingular humility, Ihe Pentionary ; He 1s then much altered ; 
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AxDo wn. I think I can prove the contrary out of his own books. Poppirs was likewife atked, 
1623. whether he did not know that the preaching of the Remonſtrants was contrary to 
LY the orders of the Government 2? He anſwered, He was very ſenſible of it ;, but thar 
he was likewiſe fully perſwaded in his heart, that the orders of their Lordſhips the 
States ran counter to ihe commanas of God and Chriſt ; and conſequently that the 
Remonſtrant Miniſters were obliged to obey God rather than men, 1 the queſtion ; 
Whether the ſociety meddled with civil matters 2 He anfwered, Not in the leaſt, as 
ar as I now. Bcing atked, Whether he was a Member of that fociety ? He an- 
{wered, Tes. But being again aſked concerning the colle&ion and diſtribution of 
the money, and the matters relating thereto; he referred himlelt to the anſwer he 
had returned the day before to the laſt article. To the queition ; Whether every 
Miniſter received yearly three hundred G1{ders for huntelf, and twenty-five for 
each child 2 He replied, Thar he bad anſwered it before, as far as it concerned 
himſelf. And to another queltion ; Whether they had not a General-Receiver ? 
That he could not tell, They likewiſe endeavoured to draw out of hin, what 
were the Stipends of Uitenbogart, Epiſcopius, and Grevinkhovius 2 And upon his 
{ſaying that they never had received any thing trom the churches, the Penſionary 
replied : Ihot Uitenbogart has an eſtate 1n right of his wife, and has ſome of his 
own too; yet | don't know that he receives the profits, and yet he mult live, 
Whence can he then be ſupplied 2 And this 1s much more the caſe of the other 
two. Poppius made anſwer, That be could not account for their way of living ;, but 
that nevertheleſs what he had ſaid was very true. The Pen{tonary objected againſt 
that, as follows : There 7s near a tun of gold collefled every year, and diſtributed in 
theſe Provinces, of which the remainder goes ro Unenbogart and others; and if 
Poppius word own the truth, he would agree with me, that a General-Receiver 
7s appointed for this ſervice ;, we are aſſured of it from the papers of ſome who are 
Members of the ſociety, who affirm, that through the ill mangement of the Commiſ- 
roners the colle&ions fall ſhort by many thouſands at Rotterdam, To this Poppius 
anſwered, That the Heer Penfionary was much miſtaken ;, that as for the papers he 
ſpoke of, he muſt leave them to their own weight ; but that the Members he hinted ac, 
were in a great error And that in caſe ſo much money were raiſed as be mentioned, 
Uitenbogart was not ſo diſagreeable, but that there would be more care taken for bis 
numerous family, whereas thro poverty be had been forced to ſell part of bis eſlate 
for his ſubſiſtence. Being then atked, whether the States had not promiſed him 2 
pention, in cate he would fign the Act of Cetfation 2? He replied, Rather chan bur- 
den my conſcience, I will ſtarve in @ dungeon, To the queſtions ; Whether all the 
Remonſtrant Congregations, doth in town 2n4 country, weretaxed, and how much; 
and in particular, what the quota of Harlem amounted to, and by whom 'twas 
collected 2 He anſwered, He did not know, He was further aſked, Whether ſome 
of their Miniſters d14 not teach the people, that they ought not to obey the preſent 
Government, in order the {ooner to procure a deliverance, tho? they fcrupled to fol- 
low fuch advice for the fake of their native country ? "The Priſoner anſwered, That 
he never heard that any of the Remonſtrant Minifters inſtilled ſuch things into the 
eoples minds, and that he abhorred ſuch doctrines from bis very heart, About the 
Collections he was again aſked, Whether the tines were paid out of them, as well 
4s the Miniſters ſalaries 2 Poppzus replied, He did not know that there was any par- 
ticular or certain method agreed upon by the churches in that reſpect, They would 
likewiſe have known of hun, whether their Congrezations did not maintain Cen- 
tinels, who kept watch at the places of their meeting, and what pay they allowed 
them ? But Poppirs anſwered, That be could not tell what other churches did ; but 

as for that of Gouda, he knew not that it was practiſed there. 
Theſe were the principal quelttons and anſwers, according to the account which 
Poppins kept of them, And now when the Magittrates were going to ſeparate, he 
His Exhorta. {ſtood up and addrefled them im the following ſpeech : The Þeathen Magiſtrates 
[4/-0n 94 *- were under ſome concern, when they had either bound, o2 ſcourge a Roman, 
Magiſtrates, as appears in the caſe of St, Paul. 1 hope theretoze that you, Oentiemen, will 
be pleaſed to take care in what manner you treat me, who am a Binilter of Jeſus 
Chriſt; who 109k upan Hon to be my Father, and who have a ſhare in the p2ivi: 
leges of the Txleſtial City IJ doubt not but that your TWorſhips have the ſame 
optnion 9k me 3 to2 which reaſon you ought to reflect, whether it be quſt to debar 
ne 
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me of the ule of pen, ink and payer, which J always uſed \o much, and to refy 
my wife (w99 1s fubvject to many tnfirmities ) and my childzen acceſs to m 
'The Penttonary 141d, that the reaton why the priſoners were debarred the uſs of WNW 
pen and ink, was becaule they fometimes diſperſed papers againtt the Government 
but fince he declared that his buſinets was writins and reading, his requeſt m1 
he fa1d, be taken into con\1deration; making, at the ſame time, as if he 
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know they were with-he1d trom him, After this, Poppizes told the Magitrates, * That 


« while they thought they did well in thus treating the Remonſtrants, they ought #971a5in, 
< to look to themielves; fince thoſe who put the Apoſtles to death, thought like- 
« wile that they did God good ſervice, 'They ſhould not depend fo much unon the 
« Synod, fince it was compoled of men, who had acted very particularly againſt the 
* Remonſirants, Neither ought they to have fo great rezard to the Placards of the 
« States, for they were not like the laws of the Medes and Perfians, which were 1m- 
* alterable, but were capable of deing changed and redreſſed ; which, if they 
« were, It would tend to the peace and tranquillity of the land ; fince the people of 
« his perſwaſion aimed at nothing more than the diſcharging their conſciences by 
* worſhipping God either 1n churches or houſes; and by fo doins, the Maviſtrates 
< would deprive thoſe, who they {aid had other views than thoſe of religion, of the 
< opportunity to execute their il] deſigns. He added, that he fo oreatly valued the 
« repoſe and weltare of his country, that he had much rather his whole life ſhould 
* be conſumed 1n mifery, than that his dear country ſhould ſuffer by his proſperity; 
« for he had children, which he defired might ſubfilt after him. | 

As he went out, he begged the Magiſtrates that tiey would judge of him 2s of 
a Miniſter of Chriſt, a Chuld of God, and one that had hope of eternal life. Upon 
which he heard the Prefident fay, Tour words are good, but your ations are not «on- 
ſiſtent with them. Lhe Keeper carried him back to priſon, where he thanked God 
for his grace, Thele things Poppivs recorded fome time after his examination, by 
the ſtrength of h1s memory, as ſoon as he could procure pen, ink and paper; for 
during the firſt four months of his impriſonment at Harlem, both he and Nielins 
were debarred the uſe of them, ſave only when the Magittrates gave them leave to 
write to their w1Ves, 

Now the Reader will expett I ſhould give him ſome account of the caſe of Niel- 
lizs, This Miniſter, as ſoon as he came into the prifon, threw his tabſe-book into 
the fire, becaule he had noted ſeveral matters thercin relating to the ſtate of the 
churches, which, 1t diſcovered, might have brought them into trouble; for mott 
of thole notes give an account either ot colleCtions of money, or of books thar had 
been difpoled of tor the benetit of the fraternity, He likewiſe writ ſeveral letters 
to his wife in the French tongue, by leave of the Mapiſtrates, which were delivered 
to her, tho' they were full of expreſſions, teltifying plainly and bluntly, after his 
manner, both his own and his brother's innocence and tranquillity of mind, But 
all rheſe letters, tho' trantlated into Dutch, and frequently copicd and read by many, 


have been Joſt in the courle of time, or at leaſt never fell into my hands, ex- 


cepting one {ingle letter, of which we {hall give fome account hereafter : and this 
is the cauſe why 1 have 1o little to ſay concerning the queſtions put to him, and the 
anſwers returned by him, in the firſt examination ; bur it is probable the queſtions 
were much the {ame as were put to Poppivs. Jn a certain letter, which he writ +, ach 
ſeveral years after, he ſays, that at the firit examination he quoted two remarkable #/z Paſſages 
paſlages, and objcaed them to the Magiſtrates, It ſeems they urged him with the hd —- 
authority of the Government, in order to make him diſcover what he knew re- t» he Mag:- 
lating to the adminiſtration to the Churches, to the management of Meetings, the 79 2 - 
buſineſs of Collections, and the names of the Elders and Deacons, which he thought &/ Examina« 
he was obliged to conceal, In order to ſupport his opinion, he quoted firſt a paſſ1ge 
borrowed trom the lite of Cyprian, Biſhop of Carthage, written by Pontius his Dea- 
con, in which 1t 1s related, that Parernus, one of the Magiſtrates of the ſaid City, 
hid aſked the imprifoned Bilhop, Where were the Elders who were reported to be in 
the City To which Cyprian replied, Tor have rightly and wiſely eſtabliſhed by your 
laws, that there ſhould be no ſuch perſons 25 Jnfouners ; conſequently it is not law- 
ful for me to betray them. You may ſeek them your ſelves, eſpecially ſince you are of 
opinion, that no man ſhould be his own accuſer. This ſame pailage was likewife 
made ule of by Fobannes Bedius, wito had miniſtered to a Church at (/ologn ſeveral 
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Ax Dow. years in private, whillt the Proteſtants were under perſecution there, upon the occa- 
1623. fion of his being asked, who were the Elders of the ſaid church. 
he ſecond pallage quoted by Ne/lins, was from the ſecond Apology of Fuſtin 
Martyr, which he writ to the Emperor Antoninnus, to the effeR following : Thoſe 
Princes or Magiſtrates who prefer their * opinion &r honour to truth, have juſt the 
fame authority as robbers ina deſart, Meaning, that they did not act by I2w but by 
force. 

Vhilft theſe two [mpriſoned Miniſters, Poppius and Nellius, were expeting the 
ſentence which was to be pailed againſt them after their examination, the perfon who 
had betrayed them, and who walked in the dark, was found out after the following 
manner. A certain Phyſician of the Romiſ? religion, heard accidentally, as he was 
{ſtanding in his own yard, his netghbour obn Fobnſon Foklet, a Spedtacle-maker, dif- 
courling with his wite about ſome money which he had brought home, and the 
woman faying, how came you by all this money ? a thouſand Gilders ! And where 
did you get it © lo which thehuſbind made anſwer, what need you care, as long as 
you have it © Go you only to market, and leave the reſl to me, But not ſatisfied with 
this, ſhe was ſtill more preſſing to know the matter ; till at length he laid to her, 
have you not heard that there are two of the Arminian Miniſters in priſon 2 Upon 
which the woman cried, I hope you were not the cauſe of it © He replied, that's no 
matter, They are nothing but a pack of rogues, who trouble the country, This was 
told again to ſome of the Remon/trancs, who were much ſurprized at 1t ; for the ſaid 
Foklet had ſhown himſelf very zealous for their cauſe, and was one of thoſe who 
helped the Miniſters Grevins and Prins to eſcape out of the work-houle at Amſterdam; 
which gave him great credit among the Remonſtrants, infomuch that they truſted 
him with every thing. He knew all the times and places of their meetings, and 
where their Miniſters were harboured, which furniſhed him with an opportunity of 
betraying Poppius and Niellius, out of covetouſneſs, and to the end he might get 
500 Gilders for each, T here was yet ſomething more that rendered him ſuſpected to 
the Remonſtrants ; one of their Meetings had been diſturbed not long before at Har- 
lem, in the houſe of the learned Perrys Sebriverinus, who had compounded with the 
Scout for the penalty of lending his houſe, and the forfeitures of all the hearers, with 
the ſum of 4co Gilders, and paid the money ; but who a few days after received 
a very remarkable piece of money, which he verily believed he had given the Scout, 
and which returned to him, through the hands of the {41d Fokler, This occaſioned 
a jealouſy, that he maintained a correſpondence with the Scout; but he diſſembled, 
and {hiftedit oft fo well, that thouzh he was ſuſpe&ed by ſome, he ſtill kept up his 
reputation with others ;, fo that what was hid from him by the one, he madea thift 
to tith out of the other, and to lay his nets fo craftily, that at Ieneth the Miniſters 
were taken in them, 

But after the ſeizing of Poppius and NieJius, as has been related above, there 
happened another warning, which well deſerves our attention, and which I former- 
ly heard from the mouth of the famous Miniſter Paſchier de Fyne himſelf. The 
ſaid Miniſter going one time to the Hague in the ſame waggon with a certain Burgo- 
maſter of Rotterdam (one who wasno enemy to the Remonſ/trants) was aſked, whe- 

ll. ther he was going thither to preach 2 The Miniſter, who knew the diſpoſition of the 
4/0) Magiſtrate, and therefore truſted him, replied with his wonted freedom, Yes, Sir, 

"wat we are both bound to the Hague, though upon a different errand \, for you go chither to 
make Placards, and I to break them; meaning his preaching 1n oppoſition to the 
laws. The other replied, ſake care what you do, and don't run into danger. Ad- 
ding, beſure to avoid Harlem, for all the Miniſters that £5 thither, will be certainly 
apprehended, The Magiſtrates of that town know all that paſſes there, to wit, where 
every Aſſembly is bolden, what Miniſters are, or con.? there, and who receives them. 
They are your own dogs that bite you. Paſchier delired to know the name of the 
perſon that betrayed them, but the Burgomaſter anſwered, I foall not tell you that 
The Miniſter faid, let me gueſi then, and if I gueſs wrong, cry it is not he; if right 
ſay nothing. And ſo without ſtaying for the others anſwer, he alked, zs it this man 
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| 1 WW or is it ſuch a one £ The other at every turn, faid No, till he came to Fobn Fohnſon 
4146488 Fokler, and then the Burgomaſter anſwered, [ have cold you enough, Thus that 
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man lo{t all his credit, and was afterwards looked upon by all men as a ſpy and a A x*Do mw: 
traitor, However he kept to the Remonſtrants ſill, and endervoured to juſtify him- 1623. 
{cif with the credulous part of them ; nay he could fo well diſguiſe himſelf, and play VV 
his part in ſuch a manner, that he was ſuſpected to have afterwards diſcovered two 0- 
ther Miniſters to the Government at Amſterdam, 
The news of the ſeizure of Poppires and Nie#lins ſoon reached Uitenhogart and E- 
piſcopins, who were both then at Paris; and it grieved them to the bottom of their 
ſouls, knowing what a loſs 1t was to the common cauſe. During this conſternation 
they reſolved, after ſome deliberation, to put pen to piper, and to write to the fol- 
lowing Miniſters, Adrianus Borrins, Iſaacus Fredericus, and Wilbelmus Loman- 
mSs. The letter which came to the hands of Borrius was as follows, 


Reverend good Friend, and Brother in the Lord, 

c A Few hours ago we received the melancholly news of the troubles that are 1, ,--;. 
come upon the two worthy men, and in their perſons upon the whole family, P7-izx Dir: 

We have no dirc& letters from them, which makes us wonder ; but we have 77 2907 

heard the news from another hand. We wiſh we had as good reafon to hope it «her» 

was falſe, as we have to iear its being true. Whilſt we exped the further cer- 

tainty of matters, we have thought fit to write you theſe haſty lines, not to fill | 

« the paper with many complaints (for what paper would be ſufficient for that pur- 

* poſe ?) butonly to beg of you four things : In the j7/t place, as ſoonas poſlible to "y 

inform us of this affiir, and whatever relates to it, both as to perſons and things. 

« Secondly, That neither you yourſelf, nor the reſt of our friends, may faint upon 

* this occalion, but nay remember the exhortation cf the Apoſtle, Be warchful, 

c ſtand fall inthe faith, behave yourſelves like men, and be ſtrong. Do all things in 

< love. And this other text : Be therefore ftedfaſt, immoveable, always abounding 

in the work of the Lord, foraſmnch as ye know that your labour is not in vain in 

* the Lord. Thirdly, That you would be pleaſed to comfort and ſtrengthen one ano- 

© ther by letters, and otherwiſe, to encourage thoſe who are hearty to perſevere, 

© and to ſtir un thoſe that are luke-warm ; labouring that all who have thus long con- 

« tinued upon the preſent foot, may be kept in order, atleaſt proviſionally, and ill 

© matters can be otherwiſe directed by common advice ; leaſt the good work which 

* has been begun, ſhould fall into diforder and confution, by fo great a blow ; con- 

fidering in the firſt place, that this 1s agreeable to the Lord whom we ſerve; that 

the nature of our affairs abſolutely requires it, and that no news can adminiſter fo 

* much comfort to thoſe brave heroes who now ſaffer. There are indeed fome 

matters in which the defizn of one man may differ from that of another 5 but we 

* think, with ſubmiſlion, that it 1s fit all thoſe things ſhould ſtand {b11, at leaſt for 

* the preſent, for the preſervation of the whole ; to which end, we wiſh you would 

© confer with ſome, and con(iderof what 1s proper to be done at this junQure ; in 

© order to which, we have writ to Iſaacus Fredericus and Lomannus almoſt accord- 

© ing to the tenour of this ; beſceching, for the ſake of Chrift, and Iis truth, that

this matter may be attended to. We would have writ to others, but the time will 
not permit. Fourthly and laſtly, That aiter having conſulted with each other, you

He ſaw himſelf, who before had lived in Ax*D o 
great ſplendor, ſuitable to the offices and employments he poſleſled, reduced to miſery 1623. 
and warit 5 and knowing no way of fubliſting, he fell from impatience and diſtruſt, WY 
to deſpair, and to a wicked reſolution of revenging himſelf upon him whom he con- 
ſidered as the caufe of his ruin: Lhat was the Prince of Orange, who had promiſed 
the Advocate betore his death, upon a Petition which the Miniſter Valleus had handed 
to him, That be would be kind to his children as long as they behaved themſelves well, 
But the Prince had not, as he thought, performed his word ; and therefore, beins 
rranfported with revenge, he laid all his ſufferings at the door of his Excellency and 
the new Government. He dreamt of nothing but revoluttons, and directed all his 
thoughts to ind out the means to compaſs his ends. He turned every ſtone, but was 
convinced that all would bein vain, unleſs he could firſt get the Prince diſpatched : 
1f he were but once out of the way, he fancied it would be an eaſy matter to change 
the government by furmounting all other obſtacles. Accordingly, he reſolved upon ' 
his death : and engaged in his defign certain perſons who either did not find their ac- | 
count 1n the prefent adminiſtration, or who, having been turned out of their places, 
could not digeit their loſfes, and therefore the more readily joined wirh him, pro- 
moting the conſpiracy by exciting others to come into it, and ſtudying methods to 
PUt It 1N EXCcution. 
Adrian van Dyke, late Secretary, or Lown-Clerk of Bleiſwick, David Korentwin 
der, who had been in the fame ſtation at Lerkel, Cors Janſon van Aiphen, Adrian 
vander Duſſzn, who had married the daughter of the late Elias van Oldenbarnevelr, 
Penfionary of Rotterdam, together with Henricus Slatins, the guondam Miniſter of 
Bleiſmick, and his brother-in-law Cornelius Gerritz van IWoorde, a Joiner of 
Rotterdam, are reckoned among the principal leaders, managers, and aſiiſtants of 
this buſineſs. And of thoſe who were privy to it, were John and Abraham Blan- 
fart, William Fanz Party, and others, whom we ſhall have occaſion to mention 
hereaſter. Some of the conſpirators, and ſuch as werc let into the ſecret, were per- 
fons of the Pobiſv religion ; particularly, vander Duſſen, and Koremwinder ; others 
were Remonſtrants or favourers of them. Stoutenburgh had long formed the deſign 
of changing the Government, and endeavoured to dire& matters to that end. For 
this purpoſe, he cauſed himſelf to be brought by David Korenwinder, about the end 
of the ſummer, 1n the year 1621, to Leyden, and to the houſe where his brother-in- 
law Bernardus Dwinglo lodged. Being come thither, he went alide with him ; they 
entered into a conference about the ſtate of the oppreiled churches of the Remon- y;; p,y94/47 
firents, and what iſſue or event they might hope for, Stoutenburgh told Dwinglo, * Dwinglo. 
that there were hopes of a ſpeedy deliverance, and of liberty of conſcience, by ſure 
and regular means, without bloodſhed, provided the churches themſelves would but 
be aſliſting, and endeavour to prevent the diforder and confufion that might ariſe 
from the mobs, till the deſign could be put in execution. He moreover deſired 
Dwinglo to prepare matters at Leyden, and to give him a liſt of the names of ſome 
of the Magiftrates that were turned out, with whom thoſe that were to be fent thi- 
ther might treat with fatety and confidence. 
In a certain relation it 1s afftirmed, that Scourenburgh ſhould fay to his brother 
Groonevelc, that Dwinglo anſwered to what he had propoled, That if other towns 
would beoin, there would be but little oppoſition there \, meaning in that of Leyden. 
But Dwinglo hunſelt, inan account which he lince publiſhed, folemnly proteſted, that n,.;,uig 4. 
it was all talſe, and explained the matter as follows, to wit, [has the ſaid Propoſal fuſs ts 0s cone 
ſurprized him very much, and that it appeared alſo to him entirely incredible and im-\r. uo, 
poſſible, nor being able to believe that he, Stoutenburgh, was in earneſt , that he fron hi: deſige 
therefore not only refuſed to be concerned in it, it veing foreign to his vacation, but 
did all that was in his power to diſſwade him from this attempt \, repreſenting to hint 
the many and great dangers which he foreſaw reſulting from thence, as well to thoſe 
who ſhould be engaged in it, as to thoſe who were by that means to be delivered 
jrom their perſecution, and even to tbe cauſe of ihe Remonſtrants wn general, toge- 
ther with the impoſſibility of bringing it about, particularly at Leyden; aſſuring him, 
bat be would find no man of judement in that town, who would embark in ſuch a pro- 
Jef, it not being quite forgot how way went at the time of the Leiceltrian wen.

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A xD oO Mm, He therefore intreated bim not to think any more of che matter, nor any lonrer to ad: 
1623. mit ſuch fancies, much leſs to infill them into others, or to deceive and miſlead honeſt 
SN people, and ſo expoſe them to the utmoſt dangers, He added, That Stoutenburgh 
adbered nevertheleſs to bis deſion, and endeavoured 19 aſſure him, « That the ſucceſs 
* was infallible, and the proje& ealſy to be put in execution 5 becauſe the Prince of 
* Orange himſelf, as Stadtholder, togetherwith the chicf of the Nobility, Gentry and 
Magiſtrates of the land, would themſelves proinote it, as not being ſatisfied at the 
late alterations ; that this affair might be eafily brought about by turning a very 
« few perſons out of the Government z that they needed only to lay aſide ſome of 
«* the moſt bitter and violent perſons 1n the preſent adminiſtration, who had been 
< moſt active in promoting the late Revolution, and had been the occaſion of all the 
« paſt troubles, to require of them an account of their proceedings, to put a ſtop 
© to the perſecution on account of religion, and, in a word, to reduce all matters to 
© the moderation and gentleneſs of the tormer and antient government ; that the 
* might alſo depend upon the aſli{tance of the neighbouring Princes and Allies : that 
* by doing thus, the Community would be reſtored to the former harmony, and the 
* Stite be better able to reſiſt its enemies. Therefore that which ſeemed the moſt 
neceſlary was, to guard againſt the infurretions of the common people (amons 
whom the violent Contraremonſtrants were the frongelt party) to the end that all 
* might pals without effuſion of blood, 

Thus did this Gentleman labour to perſuade the aforementioned Miniſter, that 
what he pretended, was both true and fealtble ; concluding, Thar in a (hors time, he 
ſhould hear more of it +, praying him to walt till then, and in the mean while, to kee 
all ſecret. Dwinglo, on the other hand, did all that in him lay, to demonſtrate to 
Sroutenburehb the improbability and impracticabllity of his ſcheme, and to bring him 
off from it, declining to undertake any thing of what he had defired. Here it ſtood 
for that time, tl] about ten or twelve days atter Dwinglo received a letter, written 
in a hand imitatins that of a woman, dated from Overſchze, and ſubſcribed Peter 
Haſlians ;, the contents of which were.

After ſome enquiry, Dwinglo diſcovered that this letter came from the Hague ; 
and gueſſed, as his brother K9orenwinder aſſured him afterwards, that Stoutenburg's 
was the inditer of it ; who, inſtead of a further overture of matters which he had 
promiſed, ſufficiently revoked by his letter what he had fad by word of mouth. 
For which reafon, he looked upon his paſt diſcourſe as proceeding from a diſtewpered 
and revengeful mind, to which he ought not lightly to give any credit, much leſs to 
reveal it, or to ſpread it; eſpecially having done his duty in endeavouring to dilluade 
him from ſuch an attempt, and being convinced that he was come to his reaſon again, 
lince he had declared he only did it to try him, and defired it might not be under- 
ſtood otherwiſe, nor any more words made of it. And here Dwinglo let the matter 
reſt, believing that nothins more would coine of it, neither could he, upon inquiring 
into the matter, diſcover that there was any thing on foot. Nevertheleſs the other 
perſevered in his deſign, chiefly ufing the ſervice of Korenwinder and van Dyke, In 
the fame year there was a rumour ſpread, that three or four hundred Boors belonging 
to the village of Haſerwoude, were to come to Leyden, or fome where thereabouts 3 
that the late Secretaries of Haſerwoude, Bleiſwick, Berkel, and other places, had re- 
ceived orders to raife a certain number of thoſe people, who were to be uſed ina cer- 
tain attempt, either at the Hague, or ſome other place ; but nobody knew what 
this attempt was to be, Dwinglo was informed of this at Leyden, by a certain 
Burgher, who had it from one of the inhabitants of Haſerwoude, But he looked 
upon it as an idletale, to which a wiſe man ought not ſo much as to hearken, "The 
Burgher too was of opinion, that ſuch reports might be dangerous 11 conſequence, and 
that the Government would take it very ill of thoſe who ſhould ſpread them, thougl 
they were never ſo falſe, if they came to their cars. To this Dw1inglo agreed, and con- 
cluded, that therefore every one ought to be warned againſt propagating ſuch ru- 
MOurs, 
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inours, The Burgher begged him to aſe 11s befT endeavours to put a ſtop to thei, A xD o »: 
for fear any good men (hould by that merns be brouzht into trouble. According ly, 1623. 
he writ about it to Gerrit van Tol, late Secretary of  Haſerwoude, and acquainted him Vu 
with what he had heard, exhorting him to tx ke care to extinguiſh ſuc h da \NPErous 

news. The other replied, it was a mere fiftion ; butthat he would however i Inquire 

into it, and do his utmoſt to obviate it, to the e1 ad that no troubles might ariſe from 

thence. Aﬀter this, Dwingly gave the fame hint to his brother-in- law Korenwinder, 

finding that he too was named among thoſe who were faid to be commiſſioned to 

raiſe the Boors. But he anſwered, There was nothing in it, and that care was 

taken to ſtop {uch reports, and therefore he 1ight be eaſy, This rumour therefore 

remained uncertain, and vanifned of 1tfelf, But afterwards Stoutenburgh projeted 

another attempt to raiſe a tumult in the town of Rytrerdam, whether it was to ſcize 

upon the Prince who was coming to that town on [11s return from a certain expedi- 

tion, or to do ſomething elſe for the recovery of the publick liberty, as it was then 

called.

This was the rough draught, about which Korenwinder conſulted at his houte 
at Berkel with van Dyke, in the end of December, deſiring him to put it in writing, 
which he undertook to do, and fent it him accordingly, by whom it was handed 0 
Stoutenburgh. They both read it, and afterwards burnt it. 'The introduttion to 
that writing contained the arguments for, and methods to be uſed in bringing about 
this projet, and many contumelious cxpre! {[10ns againſt the Prince. It's further con- 
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A <*Dok.tents were, ww 1t twenty perſons from ſeveral places (houtid be engaged in the attempt ; 
1623. that they ſhould all of them come to the Hapne, for that purpoſe, and be quartered 
SY in different places; that the ſum of five or fix thouſand Gilders at the leatt (hould 
be diſtributed among them ; and that thoſe who had the direCtion of the matter, 
ſhould not talk with more than two or three of them, and that having ſpoken with 
them, they ſhould ſtrike the: ſtroke at Reiſiick, and then fly for it. "Stow envurgb 
having read the whole proje&, told Korenwinder that it agreed for the moſt part 
with his ſentiment, and that he had communicated 1t to one perſon more, They were 
much at a loſs how to raiſe the neceſlary money. Lhe learned Perrus Seriverins, 
a diligent inquirer 1nto the truth of events, relates 1n the appendix to his Antient 
Batavia, that Sroutenbrurgh having ſucked in an 1mplacable hatred againſt the Prince, 
on account of his father's death, had frequently preſied and urged his brother, the 
Heer van Groonevelt, to join with him in his wicked projet b;, murdering the {11d 
Prince ; and that although the faid Gentleman could not be prevailed upon to ap- 
prove of the aſſiſlination, yet he went fo far as to furniſh him the means of doing it. 
And it may be inferred from the ſentence afterwards pronounced againſt the ſaid 
Groonevelt, that he was drawn 1n very unwillingly : That Adrian vanaer Duſſen, 
had undertaken about the beginning of December, to raiſe fix thouſand Gilders, pro- 
vided that Groonevele would be bound with him for the repayment of 1t : that Stow 
rtenburgh and Koremwinder had defired him to do it, and that it was eaſy for him to 
obſerve from the diſcourſes of his brother, of vander Dufſjen and Korenwinder, 
what uſe the money was to be applied to, lince they ſaid to one another, Hz mru/? be 
diſpatch '2d, or made away with, meaning the Prince of Orange ; and that upon his 
20108 away, one of them {aid to him, Tot are always going away when we talk of 
this matter: 3/0 u had better ſlay : and further, that after being long 1mportuned, he 
conſented at laſt to ſign as ſecurity, provided they would indemnity him for fo duing ;

After this he received leveral letters, ſeemingly writ in a woman's hand, ſome of 
which were ſigned by Stoutenburgh, and foie without any name, in which he 
blamed him for being ſo flow in furniſhing van Dyke with money ;, of which, he ſaid, 
van Dyke himſelf complained. In the mean while they fought for p-rſons proper 
to exccute the delign ; for which end van Dyke lent to one fobn Blanſard, a Silk- 
weaver at Leyden ( who tor fome time before had been made uſe of by the Remon- 4% 
flrants as a Froponent or Condidate for the VI niſtry, and had preached privately 
to ſeveral Congregations ) ſignifying to him by a letter, bearing dare the 19th 
of January, that he ſhould come to h1m at his houſe in Bleiſwick. He came ac- 
cordingly the next day, and van Dyke hinted to him, that there was lomething in 
agitation, for the advantage of the Kemonſtrants ;, Ucliring he would be ready to give 
a helping hand to it, and ſeeming to infinuate as 1f it was the releaſfins the two 
Miniſters, Poppius and Nietlavs, as they ſhould bz carried from Harlem to the Haoue. 
But afterwards van Dyke bringing hun on his way as he returned on the 234 of the 
ſame month, and paſling by the houſe of the Miniſter of the town, faid to him, 
That fellow may not live there long \, upon which the other atked, What is then a 
doing 2 Whereupon van Dyke obliging hun to make ſolemn proteſtations of filence, 
diſcovercd to him the dehgn againſt the Prince, and intreated him to ſpeak to his 
brother, Abraham Blanſard, about it, in order to engage him in it, as well as 
himſelf; together with {ix or {even perſons more, promiling that every one of them 
{ſhould have two or three hundred Gilders for his thare 3 and bidding him conſider 
of it till the next day, which was Friday, He promiſed he would diſcourſe his 
brother about it. Accordingly, he told his brother, the next day, what van Dyke 
had propoſed, adding, that he muſt get ſome people together, bur did not tell him 
that it was for any other enterprize than reſcuing the impriſoned Miniſters at Har- 
lem : But he could not help dilcovering the whole plot to William Parthy, a Walloon 
of Reny 1n the Province of Arras, who likewile got his living by {ilk-weavins at 
Leyden. His brother made an{wer, If van Dyke will find che money, I will be at 
his ſervice. On Friday, fohn Blanſard returnel to Bleiſwick, to acquaint van 
Dyke that his brother was willing to engage in the Plot, 4nd to lift men too, Pro- 
vided he were furnithed with money for that purpoſe, Fan Dyke went the next day 
along with them to Leyden, where he gave to the laid John tifteen Double-Piſtoles, 
and one or two fingle ones, telling him that he preſented them to him for his pains, 
and at the ſame time gave hum about as much for his brother, befides fix tines ten 
or eleven for {fix other perfons, whom he was to invite, and brins into the 
undertaking. Of this money, which in the whole amounted to about a hundred 
Double-Piſtoles, he, Blanſard, gave half to his brother, keeping the reſt for him- 
ſelf. He aſked van Dyke, by whole order he did this 2 The other replied, Ir muſt 
be ſo, and it is apreed upon by ſome perſons, but named no body. Ar noon the two 
brothers dined with van Dyke at his inn, who then centred into foine diſcourſe with 
Abraham about the project, endeavouring to perſwade hun, together with William 
Parthy, and one man more of Rotterdam, to make the atterapt with fire-arms. 

In another account of this conſpiracy 1t 1s ſaid, thar van Dyke getting drank while 
at dinner, {poke out more plainly than betore, and told Abrabam Blanſart that the de- 
fign was againlt the Prince of Orange, ſaying, That they muſt belp him out of the 
way, by ſhooting him through the head, And that Jobn Blanſart was reported to haveP*97«! 


. . . : - b : dea ling of 
{aid to his brother, when he gave hum the money, We will do nothing for it ; but Blantact and 
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Ax" Dow. ſpeak of it to none but Party, who will adviſe us how to keep out of danger. Yet 


he was perſwaded by van Dyke to go the ſame night along with him to the Hapue, 


WY SS where they arrived the noxt morning. Yan Dyke went to the houſe of Stoutenburgh, 


or Groonevelt, as the other thought, and returned to him in the afternoon half 
drunk, laying, The Gentlemen are very courag ious. If it goes on, you muſt come to me 
:0 a lodging which I will hire on purpoſe, in order to your being mad? uſe of in treating 
with the men we expect from Leyden, He then deſired him to accompany hum to 
Reiſwick, to view the ſituation of the place, and to conſider where they might beſt 
exccute the deljon, adding that he would carry hum from thence to Bleiſwick, where 
he would deliver him a Pocket-piſtol for his brother. The other excuſed himſelf, 
with the delion of returning to Leyden. At parting, van Dyke detired he would 
meet him at Sovrermeer the tollowing Thurſday, to inform him what progreſs his 
brother had made in liſting of men; and bid him tell him, that he, and the reſt of 
thoſe he engaged, {hould provide themſelves each with a good Hanger, and that he 
ſhould defire Parihy (to whom he either ſent or promiſed three more Piſtoles) when 
it came to the point, to communicate the delign to all his companions, to make the 
neceſſary diſpoſitions, and to caule thein to {wear to be true to each other ; adding, 
that this ought to be done among the Sand-hills, in a proper place. Fobn Blanſart 
returning that evening to Leyden, was informed by Parthy, that he had talked with 
his brother, and received irom him e1ght Double Piſtoles ; and they further 
aprecd, to ao nothing in that matter, but to over-reach van Dyke. In the mean 
while Abraham Blanſart had ſpoke to ſome other perſons; to wit, to .one Nicolas 
vander Stene, a Uhtmney-{weeper, Efers a Fuſtian-weaver, Gerrit a Taylor, and 
»Mne Giles Morcel, telling them of no more, but only that they were to joyn 1n re- 
leafing the two Miniſters unpritoned at Harlem; and, upen promiſing their afl- 
ſtance, he had given them ſome money ; to vander Stene ſcven or etght Piſtoles ; 
and to cach of the others, three or four, The Fuſtian-weaver aſked him, Whether 
there was not ſome buſineſs ty be done by them at the Hague ? To which Blanſart re- 
plied, That time would ſhyw it, Put we tind in another account, that Abrabam had 
diſcovered the delign upon the Prince to Gerrit Corneliſon, a Taylor, telling him, 
that {1x or ſeven perſons of Leyden would engage in it, and that he, Blanſarr, was 
to be one of the number, and that he would talk with him further about it. After 
this, Zobn Blanſart received a little note which van Dyke ſent him by tome body, to 
deſire him to meet him the next day, being the 1ft of February, at a certain pub- 
lick houſe 1n the Hague, But he ſent his brother Abraham in his ſtead, giving 
him to under{tand, that one of the anrolled perſons, William Parthy, was unwilling 
!0 20 0n with the deſign, and that another was ſick. Upon this van Dyke let him 
know, 1n harſh terms, that he was reſolved to proceed im that affair, and aſked him 
it he knew of no others, ſhewing himſelf much difpleafed that Blanſart could not 
think of any body clle, He would alfo have given him a Piſtol, to make uſe of 
ag4n{t the Prince, but he refuſed to take it. After having caten and drunk toge- 
ther, Blanſart took his leave of van Dyke (who made him promiſe to come to him 
again on Saturday the 4th of February) and returned to Leyden, Some days before, 
to wit, on the 26th of January, van Dyke had invited to his houſe one Cornelius 
Gerritſon, a Joiner, dwelling at Rotterdam, brother-in-law to Slatins, who had for- 
merly ſerved his country as a Soldier both by land and fea, To him he diſcovered 
what was 1n agitation, but talked at firſt about ſecuring the Prince, tho” afterwards 
he owned plainly, that the deſign was to murder him, deſiring him to engage in the 
affair, and promiling to come to Rotterdam, and talk with him further about it. 
From the ſentence pronounced afterwards againſt this Cornelius Gerryitſon, 1t 
ſeems that he talked three or four days after with van Dyke and Slatins at Rotterdam 
about this matter, when he promiſed both to engage 1n it himſelf, and to look out 


for others on the fame account ; but in the ſentence pronounced againſt van Dyke, 


it is faid, Cornelius promiſed his ſervice to the ſaid van Dyke, in their firſt confe- 
rence at Bleiſwick ;, and that he, van Dyke, ſtipulated with the ſaid Cornelius, not 
to mention him to any of thoſe whom he ſhould bring into the conſpiracy, which 
the other promiſed with an oath, and gave him his hand upon it. Moreover, that 
the ſid van Dyke aiſured him, that every one of thoſe whom he could engage, 
ihould have a hundred, or a hundred and fifty Gilders paid down to them ; and 
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when they came to the Hague, to put the del 
two or three hundred Gilders more a-picce. 

It 1s likewiſe related of Slatirvs, that coming at the ſame time to van Dyte's 
houſe, he found his brother-in-law there, who communicated the defion to him, 
and that he dilcourſed of it with the ſaid van Dyke, approvins it, and addins, Thar 


if be wanted people, he knew ſome that were fit for his purpoſe. But in the ſen 


tence pronounced againſt Slarzus, it is ſaid, that he had ſpoken divers times with” 


van Dyke about this affair, How he ſtood at this time with the Dire&ors of the 
Remonſtrant aftairs, may appear from me foregoing book, as alſo from his laſt con- 
ference with Poppirzs and Niefaus, and his complaints and threatnings, Now we 
{hall go on with h1s hiſtory, and trace him as far as we are able, in that murderous 
conſpiracy in which he embarked again{t the Prince. An empty purſe makes, as 
we may ſay, a brainjeſs head, This plainly appeared in the cafe of Slatirs, who 
{welling with rage and malice againſt the Directors, became yet more diſtempered, 
launching into a ſea of diſcontent, and withing for any wind or ſtorm that might 
be capable of producing a revolution in the Government, which yet often pailes 
from bad to worſe. He endeavoured to keep a correſpondence with the moſt un- 
eaſy of the people, ſuch who endeavourcd to bring their fellow-fubjes from mur- 
muring to mutiny, and trom thence to rebellion, makins uſe of his pen to ſtir up 
{ſedition; for which purpoſe he publiſhed the former furnner, under 2 ſham name, 
at the requeſt of van Dyke, a certain pamphlet, entituled, The liphted Torch, winich 
ſeemed to be calculated only for raiſing the Mob. This piece was printed at Cords, 
van Dyke furniſhing the money, to whoſe houſe a barrel (ifled with the COpIeS Was 
carried, and there buried in the ground, It is thought the defion was to diſperſe 
them among the people, in cale the project of Srourenburgh, to keep the Prince out, 
upon his taking the held laſt year, or to attack him at Rorrerdam, had ſucceeded. 
The weck before Chriſimas, Slatius went to Stoutenburgh's, where he [poke very 
ſlightingly of the Remonſtrant Society, and the miſmanagement of the Dire&ors, 
and hinted, that between that time and Eaſter, he had determined to withdraw 
himſelf from them, and to confider whether it were moſt convenient for him to 
ſtay in the Provinces, or to feck for his bread in forcizn countries, Stoutenbureh 
aſked, Whether be had fallen out with them ? He replicd, That be did not prefer 
bis private concerns before thoſe of the publick , but that the Direfors had not dealed 
well by him. The other ſaid, [Ve ought to fland by one another till better times, 

And upon Slatins's laying, that he did not ſee from what quarter this deliverance 
was like to come ;, the anfwer made by Stoutenburgh was, Leave that to others, 
who will take care and mind their hits, Afterwards having learnt from his brother- 
in-law the whole delton, as has been ſaid, he returned ten or eleven diys after to 
Bleiſwick, to preach there in the dark evenings. This he did without, and con- 
trary to the order of the Directors, who being ſenſible what manner of man he 
was, thought his Miniſtry ulelets ; but he valued neither order nor rules. Var 

Dyke difcourſing with him about this attempt, and faying that ſome great matter 
was In agitation, which he believed was like to ſucceed well, the other replicd, 
That great attempts were attended with great dangers ; inſomuch that men onobc 
above all, to have an eye to the concluſion, and carefully to conſider of a remedy for 
every thing, in caſe an obſtacle ſhould occur either at the beginning or end, To 
which van Dyke made anfwer : There is ſufficient care taken, You ought not tg Que- 
ſtion it, but to believe that all matters are [9 well concerted, that the very leaſt dife- 
ficulty or danger is provided againſt, I do not ſay this as having been told it by others, 
but of my own knowledge; for I do not believe any man ſo much as I have been wont 
to do. Nay, i zs already come ſo far, that I have inrolled people for a particular at- 
zempt ;, the [lorm wall fatt upon the bead of the Prince ;, there are already ſome thou- 

ſands of Gulders already collefied for that purpoſe. There are likewiſe preparations 
made in the cities and towns for a change of the Government, Upon which Slatins 
{aid again to him ; hen be ſhould be aſſured that there was a good deſign on foos 

for reſtoring the publick aſſairs, be himſelf would be ready at. all times t9 aſfiſt both 

in word and deed, And when van Dyke preſented him with two double gold Ryders

as he was going away, he received them thankfully, and promiſed to ſerve hun to 
the utmoſt. Soon after, to wit, on the 1ſt of February, van Dyke came to Ror- 


terdam, where he met Slatzus, and told hun the matter was fo far advanced, that 
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Arn Dow. he ſhould very ftortly hear ſomething. And upon the other's aſkins, whether it 
P-<5 4 was for the deliverance of the impriſoned Miniſters at Harlem 2 Van Dyke reylicd 
IP , - by 


"Jes, and for the deliverance of you, and of ſuch as you. Telling him plainly, that 
it was reſolved, 7 Kill the Prince, and praying him at the ſame time to give him 
leave to make uſe of a back-rovm in his houſe, in order to ſtow there the tire-arms 
that ſhould be neceſlary for that attempt, and make the further preparations, and to 
ſuffer the inlifted perſons to paſs and re-paſs. To all which Slatins conſented, being 

ber | | g 

{lo imbittered againſt the DireQors of the Remonflrant affairs on the account of 
He breatow the money he demanded of them, that he was heard by ſomebody to break out into 
"pvoy the following expreſſions: If I can but compaſs my end (without diſcovering what he 

meant) 1 ſha be then ſufficiently revenged of the Society, and ſhall ring thoſe that 
have injured me ſuch a peal, that they ſhall remember it as long as they live. Atthe 
{ame time his brother-in-law Cornelius Gerritſon, ſpent his time at Rotterdam in lift- 
ing men for the attempt, whillt Yan Dyke received by the hands of Korenwinder fix 
, ,. thouſand Gilders in three ſums, towards carrying on the defign. The firſt merſon 
pos. rochves, whom CGerritſon applied to, on the 1\t day of February, to come into the defign, was 
one Fobn Claſſon of the ſouth-country, Afterwards he ſpoke to one Herman Her- 
1:41s of Embden on the ſaid account, and in the next place, to Richard Lenederts of 
Katwick on the Rhine, all three of them Mariners, and living at Kotrerdam, His 
kinſnan Slatius uſed his endeavours to perſuade thoſe men to embark in this conſyi- 
racy. Each of them was 2sked, whether be would come into a ſcheme for the good 
of is country © Fobn Claſjon anſwered, that he was ready to engape tn 1t, provided 
it could be done without danger. Herman Hermans ſaid, he would come into it, if 
ii were a good deſign, They feemed to hint that it was a proje& for releafins the im- 
prifoncd Miniſters at Harlem. And Slatins told them, it was for a good cauſe, and 
there was no danger in it, Some relate that the matter was further explained ro'em 
afterwards, and that they were acquainted, zhar the Prince was to be diſpatched near 
Reiſwick 5 that ſome perſons wereto come from Leyden to execute the aefign, and that 
thoſe of Rotterdam were only to keep guard, in order to ſecure the others who did the 
work, and incaſe of need to come to their aſſiſtance ; or elſe to oppoſe ſuch ſuccours as 
might be brough for the relief of the Prince «that it was eaſy to be done; that the Prince 
would have but few about him, that he would be before the reſt of his company ; that 
there were at leaſt three or ſour hundred perſons engoged in this affair, and that every 
gne of them was to have 250 or 300 Gilders, of which they would ammediately receive 
part ar Rotterdam. Mention was alſo made of ſecuring the Prince, and*twas added, 
that it they could not carry him off, they would then ſhoot him. But the learned 

Peirus Schriverins athrms in his account of this plot, that the abovenamed three 

Mariners were never admitted into the ſecret of the mitter. 

From the fentence pronounced againſt Slatins it appears, that thoſe Seamen having 
been ſpoken to at firſt by Cornelius Gerritſon alone, and having conſented to the fa, 
hung off afterwards, and fcrupled going any further, becauſe they did not believe 
Gerri:ſon, but defired to be further ſatisfied by ſome body elſe, and to have a fuller 
account of the matter, Hereupon Van Dyke being at Rotterdam, prayed Slatius to 
talk with them, and hear what they had to ſay, and to try if he could not content 
them. Sy/atins ieemed unwilling at firſt, but was at length prevailed upon to do 1t, 
chiefly, becauſe the matter was now come ſo far, that there was no drawing back, 
without ſpoiling the whole plot, and hagzarding ſo many heads, Accordingly he 
ſpoke firlt with John Claſſon and Herman Hermans, in the preſence of Cornelius 
Gerritſon, and afterwards with all three together ; and here it was, as I take it, that 
he uſed ſome of the arguments abovementioned with *em, and endexvoured to re- 
move all the objetions they offered, by aſſuring them, * That what was to be done, 
* ſhould not be done by them, but by athers, their buſineſs being only to cover them 3 
and promiſing, that they ſhould each of *em receive 25 Gilders in hand; that if 
any of them muſcarried, there ſhould be a handſome proviſion for his wife and 
children ; that thoſe whoeſcaped with their lives, ſhould receive a g00d ſum of 
money, and have good places beſtowed on them belides, according to each man's 
circumſtances that one ſhould have a Captain's, and another a Licutenant's Com- 
miſſion 3 adding, thatit was the way to re-eſtablith their common cauſe, which 
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« the publick; as indeed it was a great riſque that he ran, even to propoſe the matter 


to them, and that there was no danger in the thing itſelf ; that it would be eaſy 
for them to make their eſcape; that he did not fce but that the delign was very 
fealiable, and he took it to be ſo ;, and laſtly, that ſuch ineaſures ſhould be taken in 
the Hague, where there would likewiſe be 4 great concourſe of people, that there 
would be no opportunity ot purſuing them.” With ſuch diſcourſes as theſe did he 
hcarten thoſe poor men, {o that they freely agreed to engage in the enterorize, and 
asked him for ſome money. Slatius put the firſt ſum of money into the hands of 
Cornelius Gerritſon on the part of Yau Dyke. Of which Gerritſon received at the 
ſame time ejghteen double Piitoles ior his own ſhare, and fifteen more for Herman 
Hermans, and the like {um for Richard Lenederts;, he likewiſe paid as much to 
Fohbn Klaſſyn \, which amounted to full 125 Gilders for cach of them. Notice: was 
alſo given them by Gerrirſon, to hold themſelves in a readineſs; and they were told 
they ſhould be informed when they were to ſet out for the Hagu?. Slatins further 
asked Herman Hermans whether he could ute a piſtol 2 The other replied, char be 
had never yet fired off a piſtol , upon which Slatius told him, 77 was no matter, and 
that be might defend himſelf with his other arms. Alter this, Yan Dyke went again 
to the Hapue, in order, as he told Slarirs, to obſerve how the deſizn might be con- 
trived and executed ; and when he came backto Rotrerdam, he ſaid, chat every thing 
was ſettled, He brought atthe ſame time a parcel of arms, which as we have al- 
ready ſ2id, Slarrnus towed for him in his houſe, to wit, half a dozen piſtols, among 
which was a {ma]l pocket-piſtol, which 1t was thought they defigned in particular to 
ſhoot the Prince with, together with ahand-hammer, all of them bound 1Þ1n a large 
cloth. But in another account 1t 18 ſaid, there were three piſtols with a musket and 
a hammer, and that he had borrowed them of Adrian vander Duſſen; that two of 
thoſe piſtols were inlaid with filver, and that they took out the Coats of Arms which 
were engraven on them, to prevent the piſtols being known again. Cornelius Ger- 
ritſon helpt to clean theſe arms, as did Slatins too, who at the delire of Van Dyke 
bought two piſtols more of one Abraham Walrterſon, x Sword-cutler. He received 
likewiſe from the ſaid Van Dyke four double piſtoles, and four or tive other o01d pieces 
at two or three times, and (ilver money beltdes, to pay for the aforementioned arms, 
and to anſwer other expences. Yan Dyke gave orders to Cornelius Gerritſyn to buy 
powder, and to S/ativs to buy a caſe for the arms. At that time Gerrir/on was taken 
up from morning to night in melting lead, and caſting bullets for the piſtols, at the 
houſe of Slatius, who furniſhed him with the moulds, and helped to make the bul- 
lets. Here alſo was the gunpowder dried, In the mean while Van Dyte went to 
Berkel and the Hague to inform Korenwinder and Stoucenburgh how matters went, 
and that the fellows they had hired for the aflatlination, would be at the Hue on 
Saturday, or at lateſt on Sunday the 4ti or 5th of February, in order to put the de- 
ſion in execution, Each of thoſe Gentlemen in particular rephed, iz was well, and ng 
time was to be loſt. Vo which Stoutenburgh added, it muſt be a little baſtened. 
From thence Van Dyke went to his houſe at Bleiſwick, where he ftayed a day or two. 
On Friday the 3d of Seprember he lignilied to Slatins by a note, that he intended to 
be the next aay al Rotterdam, and that in caſe he, or Cornelius Gerritſon, couid en- 
F386 ONE Or tWO MOT perſons in their delign, they ſhould do it. Thelatter was of 
opinion, that they ſhould treat with one Jerom Ewours, who hid great acquaintance 
amons the Skippers and Seamen, Upon which, Slarzus lent for the faid Jerom to his 
houſe, and asked him, if he knew any body that was willing to venture alittle £ The 
man named one John Faſſen, and unmediately went and fetched him to Slater, 
who asked him, whether he was willing to embark with ſome other perſons in an ex- 
ploit, who bad been promiſed a reward of 300 Gilders each, and afterwards to be 
promoted to offices and places according to their ſeveral circumſtances and conditions; 
promiſing him the ſum of 125 Gilders that very day. Upon this offer Fa/» pre- 
{ently a{lured him of his ſervice. And Ferom FEwguts {(hewed his diſpolition to en- 
gage, but ſaid, he would not take any money. Van Dyke being in the mean while 
arrived at Ratterdam, and acquainted dy Slatrrs with the enliſtins of theſe two men, 
talked of looking out for two more {ti]l, which being intimated to the two former, 
Ferom Ewouts and Fobn Faſſen, they brought him two in the afternoon of the ſame 
day, whoſc names were Peter fans Brook I John Engelen, Both of theſe Pro- 
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A»*Don. miſled Slarius their ſervice, without once asking on what account, and took the money 
1623. promiſed, as well as the other two. Van Dyke endeavoured to raiſe ſome men at 
WW Leyden, 1n the room of thoſe that were ſick, or unwilling to be concerned in this at- 
tempt ; for which purpoſe he ſaid to Fon Blanſarr, in a letter he writ him upon that 
occaſion, that altho* one was ill, and another backward, yet the buſineſs muſ? go on. 
That his brother ſhould ſee to get others in their room. That this affair could not fail 
of ſucceſs, at leaſt that he did not queſtion it, That the men he engaged ought to be at 
:be Hague on Saturday the 4th of February, at the inn or publick-houſe having the 
ſign of Gouda, And that he himſelf would be ibere on Sunday, and bring them ſome 
more money: Upon the receipt of this letter the two Blanſarts with William Parthy 
conſulted together on Treſday the 3d of the fame month about the matter, and the 
difficulties which occurred, and agreed, rar Abraham Blanſart and Parthy ſhould 
20 to the Hague, and make Van Dyke believe that they had got frue men more, and [6 
cheat him of the money for ſo many perſons. 

On Saturday the 4th of the month, Stourenburgh ordered Korenwinder to 
come to him at the Hapue, and in the mean time to enquire of Van Dyke, whether be 
had done every thing as he was direfed, and whether he was ready ? Accordingly 
Korenwinder invited Van Dyke to come over to him at Berkel on Sunday, but coming 
from Sootermere, and riding in his fledge to Lerkel, he mer him on the way, and 
delivered his own meſlage to him ; to which Yan Dyke replied, that be intended t9 
be that evening at the Hague with Stoutenburgh, and that the men were all of them 
ready, The other told him he had ated prudently, and fo they parted. Srouten> 
þrgh had faid before to Korenwinder, that the managers of this atlfair had agreed, 
that as ſgon as the Prince was dead, or in caſe af any tumul; at the Hague, notice 
ſhould be given ts the depoſed Scouts and Secretaries and others of the adjacent towns, 
tothe end they might come and bring along with 'em agood number of p-oplz, who 
might make a certain cry as a ſignal, and that there were at leaſt 200 perſons that 
were either at the Hague already, or would come at the firſt notice, in order to for- 
ward the Revolutimm. And accordingly Korenwinder had acquainted Sroutenburgh, 
that as ſoon as they heard that ſome of the inhabitants of the neighbouring villages 
marched to the Hague, they ſhould follow with a body of people, out of that di- 
{trit, Yan Dyke, as it 1s faid, had likewiſe given orders to ſeveral country-people 
to rendezvous at the Hague for the ſame purpoſe. Stoutenhurgh {41d moreover to Ky- 
renwinder, that ſome of the woſt needy of the inhabitants, who came to their aſli- 
ſtance, ſhould receive each of them 100 or 200 Gilers out of the confiſcated eſtates 
of others, in caſe they deſired it. It is further related, that Cornelins Gerrit{on did 
afterwards confeſs, that he had underſtood from Slarirs and Van Dyke, that it had 
been reſclved to make a thorough change in all the towns, and to ſecure ſyme of the 
Mariſtrates who had been the mo(t violent againſt the Remonſtrants, and that ſome 
of them ſhould be ſent after the Advacate, that the deſizn of the Remonſtrants was 
to turn out the Magiſtrates in all thetowns and villages; toatthe ſame method would 
be purſued every where, and that they would entangle them all as in a nes. But time has 
fince ſhown that theſe things were meer 1maginitions and uncertain conjequres, Of 
the ſame kind ſeem to be the reports of ſome of thole perſons who enderwoured to 
perſuade one another, 7har Prince Frederick-Henry had ſome knowledge of this de- 
fien, and that after the execuion of it, be wasto put himſelf at the head of the party, 
Nay, it is believed by ſome that Stoutenburgh had inſinuated to the two late Secre- 
taries, Van Dyke and Korenwinder, that this Revolution would be brought about with 
the knowledge and conſent of the principal Magiſtrates, and that Prince Hey was at 
the head of the party, and that it was this opinion which miſled them, and engaged 
them by degrees further and further in the plot. 

On the aforementioned Sarurday, Slatins gave notice to Cornelius Gerritſon, Her- 
man Hermans, Fobn Klaſſon and Richard Lenederts, (without doubt by order of 
Van Dyke, who was come again to Rotterdam, to give direRions about the departure 
of the hired men, and the carrying of the cheſt of arms ) that they ſhould repair to 
the Hague, to afliſt in the execution of the delign, of which they were to recelve 
there a more particular account from Yan Dyke, as indeed he the faid Yan Dyke {aid 
to Gerritſon the ſame day, that the buſineſs would ſoon come on, and that he andthe 
reſt ſhould therefore go to the Hague, and meet him there at the ſign of the Helmet, 


Cornelius Gerritſon likewiſe ordered the three Seamen abovementioned, by the dire- 
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being informed by his brother-in-law thatit was full of money, which was to be car- 
ried tothe Hague, he took five Rix Dollars out of it, and gave them to Ewouts, 
Then they locked the cheit in which the arms lay, and Slatirs corded it, before it 
was put into the cart, according to the orders of Yan Dyke, and recommended it to 
the care of Ferom Eworurs and his two companions. Each of them was dire&ed by 
Cornelius Gerritſon to buy him a ſword, to which Slatirs added, that they could 
not do without ſwords, in caſe of any attion, With the faid cheſt Van Dyke ſent a 
Jetter to Nicholas Damen, the landlord or hoſt at the Hebnet in the Hague, 1n which 
he told him, that he had ſent a box of writings and papers relating to a law-ſuit, and \& 
delired him upon that account to keep a room for him two or three days. At the ſame 
time he prefented Slatins with two double piſtoles, and one ſingle one, for the 
pains and charges he had been at 1n inliſting of the people, and providing the cheſt. 
In the mean while the filter of Slarzus had learnt from her huſband Cornelius Ger- 
71:ſon, the delign they were engaged in, and in which ſhe toreſaw fo much danger, 
that ſhe could not ceate lamenting day and night, ſaying, rhat it would be better they 
ſhould eat earth with the worms, But her huſband and brother always anſwered, 
thai there was no difficulty inthe thing, Nay, Slatins was fo blind, or Imprudent, 
in his wickedneſs and foolith hopes, that he little regarded the danger which threat- 
ned him, though the ſword of juſtice hung as It were but by a finsle thread over his 
head; inſomuch that this very evening, after he had diſpatched the cheſt with arms, 
he made a feaſt at his own houſe, to which he invited his brother and fiſter, with ſe- 
veral others, and made merry with them, ſ{iying, he hoped it would ſucceed; by which 
he meant the aforeſaid attempt, and thereupon drank to Gerritſon, who pledged him, 
as did others in the ſame company 

But *tis ſaid in another account, that they only drank to the good journey of Cor- 
nelius Gerritſon to the Hague, whither he was going next day with the reſt of the 
people. There were two other Remonſirant Miniſters mentioned at this time, who 
as managers and promoters of the conſpiracy were at the feaſt of Slatius, and who 
drank to its ſucceſs, but they were unjultly charged, as the ſequel of the ſtory will 
ſhow. At the fame treat was alſo Ferom Eworts, one of the three Seamen, who 4c: w::; 
was ordered to go along with the cheſt to the Hague; from whence it may beinferr'd uw '0 
either that 7erom let his companions go before with the cheſt, or elſe that the wag- tes 
oon let out ſo late from Rarrerdam, that ne might ſup with Slarius, and yet attend 
it afterwards, Supper being ended, Slarins gave his brother Gerritſon a dagger, 
which he begged of him ; but the {word which he wore, was lent him by Van Dyke. 
On Sunday the 5th of February, he went on foot from Rotterdam to Overſchie, to 
which place he had ſent the three Seamen before, where meeting each other at the 
publick-houſe near the ſtation of tne pailage-boat, they went on to the Hague to- 
octher, and arrived there in the aiternoon or evening, taking up their lodging at an 
11 on the Achterom. On the way they had ſome diſcourſe about the attempt upon 
which they were going, and Cornelius Gerritſon told them, they ſhould receive their 
orders as [yon as they came to the Hague, Ihe other four, John Faſſ2n and his 
companions, who had already brought the cheſt to the fign of the Helmer, took up 
their quarters on the Spup, at the ſign of Utrechr, The fame night he fought for Far 
Dyke at the Helmet, but could not meet with him then, nor till the next day at 
noon, when they dined together. Before dinner he received eight papers of him full 
of money, in each paper there were fifteen or {ixteen double ducats, or fome other 
201d ſpecics amounting to the like ſum, to be diſtributed among the people who were 
expected from Rotterdam. Accordingly he carried to cach of the three fellows who 
were quartered at the publick-houſe called the Sozze, one of the ſaid papers or parcels 
of money, as he did likewiſe to Ferom Ewouts, John Faſſen, Peter Fanſon, and John 
Engelen, charging them to keep together, and for himſelf he retained the etghth paper. 
In the mean time Yan Dyke writ to Jobn Blanſars to come to the Hague with his 
known friends, but he endeavoured fome days before to flip his neck out of the col- 


lar, and would have acquainted Van Dyke, that neither he nor his brother intended 
3 Nnn2 to 
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Arx'Do w.to be concerned in the attempt 5 but Parthy diſtwaded him from doing it ; ſaying, 
1623. That they ſhould milk the cow, as long as ſhe had any milk to give, and begging 
WY WW them to let him manage Van Dyke, In order to get more money from him. With 
this view, he and #brabang Blanſare went to the Hague, whilſt the other brother 

pretended ſickneſs ; but did not meet with Van Dyke that evening. On Sunday, 

Blanſart ſpoke with him at the Helmer ; they talked about money ; Yan Dyke pro- 

miſed to procure him ſome on Monday morning between eight and nine. Upon 

which, he and his companion went back to Leyden, but took care to return to him 

at the appointed time; telling him, that there were beſides them five other perſons 

come from Leyden to the Horne, where they had been two days, and would ſtay no 

longer. Van Dyke replied, That the people of Rotterdam were come too, and that 

they would do as wer as they. And he aſked Partby, whether he had courage and 

mlerſivod the matter arioht >? Parthy anſwered, That he underſtood the myſtery of it 
ſufficiently 5 but added, that this was the third day that they ſeven had been at the 

Hague, and that they could not live without money. Van Dyke : The money 1s ready. 

Parthv: Will you 20 and ſee the fre others £ They are tall as trees, and have hearts 

like lions. Then faid Van Dyke to him, Tow muſt carefully obſerve the Prince, and 

cloſe in with him between the ſtable and bis coach, Tou two muſt do it with one of 

ihe Rotterdammers. Tou muſt fire your piſtols at him, and not ir till the ſoul is out 

of his body. And as ſoon as you have done, make off. but keep together ;, no body 

will venture to ſeize you. They ſhowed themſelves willing and ready to do it; 

and Parthy ſaid, IVe will take care and dn the job efſeQually. Then Van Dyke 

aſked, Whether they were well armed © The other replied, That all ſeven of fwd 

bad ſwords ſo ſharp, t that they would ſplit a hair, Upon which, van Dyke drawing 

his, cried, I wiſh I were to be at the buſineſs myſelf; But Part by mide anſwer, No, 

10, We will not ſuſſer you to be there, we can dy well enough without you - adding, 

That their ſwords were broader chan bis. Here it was reſolved to ſtrike the blow 

the next day, being Treſday the {eventh of February, at Reiſwick, either as the 

Prince rid by the Inn, which was called the J/7:ſenberg, or before the ſtables at his 

"1118 coming out, or going into his coach. It was further agreed, that thoſe of Leyden, 
Wilt: namely, Abrabam l lanſart and Parthy, with one of the Rotterdammers, (hould 
LIZARIER make the firſt onſet ; and that the reſt, both of Leyden and Rotterdam, ould take 
| AHF are to prevent any body's coming to his aſliſtance, till the fa& was nerformed, and 
AM that then they ſhould all fly for it, as had been concerted. Upon this, Van Dyke 
again offered to Abraham Blanſart the little piſtol, and others, to the reſt of the 
L.exdeners, to execute their deſign with, but they would not take them ; ſaying, 
There would be no occaſion, ond that they had arms enough. 'To which olay Dyke 
made anſwer. It ts well, the matter is committed to your care, But In another ac- 
count, it is ſaid, that thoſe of Leyden were to make the attack with {harp knives or 
poinards, and that the others were to cover them with their fire-arms. After this, 
it was debated, whether all the people ſhould not rendezvous among the Sandhills, 
in oxder to their being fully informed of the deſign; and that they might have the 
ial l; better opportunity to conſult what meaſures to take : as alſo to the end they might 
ſwear fidelity, and hearten each other. Yan Dyke defired Parchy to make a ſpeech 
| to them ; who replied, / will confrder of ſomething that may be proper. And the 0- 
"0 ther gave him the little tract writ by Slatins, intituled, The Lighted Torch, to furniſh 
him with matter for his ſpeech. in the ſaid tra, of which I never ſaw but one 
| copy, there was hardly one line that did not favour of {edition, or tend to animate the 
nl! || people againſt the Prince of Orange ; repreſenting him as a cruel tyrant and perſecu- 
li tor, who with his accomplices, the new Governors, oppreſſed the people, trampled 
"F their liberty under his feet, and aimed at making himſelf abſolute 5 there was hardly 
any vice which was not imputed to him 1n the higheſt degree ; and at the end of the 
book, was a bitter exhortation addreſſed to the Hollanders, whom he called the 
antient Batavians, and to all ſeas, Kemonſtrants, Lutherans, Papiſts, Anabaptiſts, 
and even the Contraremonſtrants themſelves, adviſing them to fall upon the Prince 
Wiki). and his Courtiers; and atking laſt of all, whether they wanted a head or Jeader ? 
$.\ WW) He went on and ſaid, //hat head? Muſt You not truſt to your own hands for your 
mou! 3 defence 2 Let the body but once exert itſelf, there will ſoon appear a bead. Well then, 
brave Batavians, come forth and ſhow your ſelves. Fall on with courage and forti- 
tude, Show the terrible force of your arms. Cry along the ſ{reets, Liberty, Liberty, 


3 Liberty, 
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the blood-thirfly tygers, and chaſe them away, ſooner than the cock-crowing does the 
ſwift, flrong and raging lion,—— From theſe virulent expreſſions, It may be 
concluded, with what an evil ſpirit this Slarzrs was polleiſed and atuated, and how 
far he wandered from the paths of meekneſs and love, which the beſt chriſtian 
DoRors had always preached up and practiſed, as the only way to ſoften their perſc- 
cutors, toreſiit their violence, and overcome hatred. 
Parthy received that book, and Fan Dyke gave to Abraham Blanſart ſix little Pa- 
pers full of money, to diſtribute among lix of the men ; and a ſeventh to Parrh 
himſelf ; which altogether amounted to one hundred and fifty ſeven Piſtoles and a 
half ; and he preſented each of them belides with four Facobrus's, to encourage 
them, together with one of the Rotrerdammers, to fire firſt upon the Prince. After 
this, he invited them to dine with him at his lodgings, but they excuſed themſelves, 
and faid they were engaged to the other five of their companions (who were no 
where) and inſtead of attending the ſervice, they went among the Sandhills on the 
way to Scheveling, where they opened their papers of money, and put it all together 
in a handkerchief, After which, coining back to the Hague, and havins dined at the 
arms of Gorkum, they went in the afternoon to the Helmer, where not finding Var 
Dyke, taey returned the fame evening to [.eyden, and divided with Fohbn Blanſarr, 
all the money that was de{igned for ſeven, of which the Blanſarts had each fifty 
Piſtoles to his ſhare, and Parthy ſeven and fifty, becauſe he had received the leatt 
ſhare in the former dividend. Parthy ſaid to Zobn B/anſart, at the fame time, That 
the people of Rotterdam were already come to the Hague : That it looked as if they 
were mn good earneſt, and that therefore they (hould ſee what they had to do, Here- 
upon it was agreed, that Parthy and Abraham Blanſars ſhould go the Hapue again 
the next day ; with intention, as they afterwards (1d, to diſcover the Plot ; but they 
did not time it well, for others got the ſtart of them, Yan Dyke little thinkins how 
he hid been deceived by the Blanſarts and Parthy, went on Monday afternoon to the 
houſe of the Heer Groonevelr, where he met with Stourenburgh, whom he acquainted, 
that he had ſpent great part of the day in paying of money ; that all the engaged men 
had received ſome, and promiſed to be at their poſts the following day, and that they 
were brave fellows. Stoutenburgh fad, It is well, but ſeemed however dillatisfied 
that the buſineſs had not been done that day, He, or Korenwinder, had diſcovered 
the whole matter to Groonevelc, telling him, that Van Dyke was come to the Hazue, 
having with him fourteen or fifteen men, who were to do the job: that they had 
been picked up at Leyden, Rotterdam, and other places, and knew nothing of each 
other : that they were ready, and that the firſt opportunity would be the beſt : ad- 
ding, an account of the place where 1t was to be done, and how they were atfter- 
wards to make their eſcapes. Sroutenburgh difcourſing further with his brother 
Groonevelt of this affair, {aid to him, Be true to the canſe, for if I were ſo diſpoſed, 
I could make myſelf maſter of all your eſtate, He likewiſe told him, that Kors Jobn- 
ſon van Alphen had untertaken to bring about the change of the Government at 
Rotterdam, Gouda and Leyden ; that ſomebody at the Hague had fud, that he ve- 
rily believed, he could raile men enough for diſperſing and ſupprething the mob, but 
that it would be necellary to bring in three or four hundred men from the neigh- 
bouring places, Korenwinader 1s likewile {aid to have told Groonevelt, that the de- 
poſed Scouts and Secretaries would bring thither, the day after the blow was given, 
about three hundred Boors, and that the money which was to be difburlt on account 
of this attempt, ſhould be raiſed again by a colletion. Oa the ſame Monday, when 
every thing was prepared for the execution of this delign, Cornetivs Gerricſon difco- 
vered to the three Seamen, that it was to be done on Treſday, and in what manner 3; 
and obſerving that Herman Hermans ſtarted at it, and ſeemed to apprehend the con- 
ſequences, he endeavoured to hearten him ; and cried, What azls you © The deſign ts 
only to carry off the Prince. From whence it appears, that he endeavoured to make theſe 
people they had engaged, believe that there was no deſign againlt the Prince's hite ; 
and deſigned to draw them into it by letting them ſee thoſe of Leyden make the firſt 
attack z or perhaps the intent was to animate them by the ſpeech which Partiy was 
to make to them among the Sandhills, to enter entirely into the meaſures of the con- 
trivers and directors of this conſpiracy. In the mean while, van Dyke was informed 
by Cornelius Gerritſon, that the four laſt men whom Slatires had hired, and way 
1A 
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fn - Dow. had brought the cheſt to the Hague, were not to be found ; and he ordered the faid 


1623. Cornelius to ſeek for them. "Theſe four fellows, ferom Erwouts, 7ohn Faſjon, Peter 
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Brook, and John Engelen, were in the mean time making a diſcovery of thc conſpi- 
racy : which diſcovery 1s related two different ways. "Some {ay they had been in- 
formed of the ſecret of the plot, and that they had ſignified to ſome others of the 
Seamen in the Hagre (who had only been engaged to releaſe the impriſoned Miniſters 
at Harlem) that the delign was againſt the Prince, who were very much ſhocked at 
it, and ſaid they were not hired for any fuch attempt, but only to deliver the Mi- 
niſters : that pc would not be murderers of Princes, and that if that defign were 
not laid afide, they would diſcover it ; which Ferom and his companions hearing, and 
fearing to be involved in great trouble, they reſolved to prevent their a Tociates, 4 
leaving them in the publick houſe, went out in order to betr1y them. But there are 
ſeveral | improbabilities i in this relation, which are inconſiſtent with other circumſtan- 
ces before-mentioned. This induces me rather to follow the account of others, a- 
greeing with the common opinion, and to mention it here. 
The four Seamen above named, who were only engaged in a certain pretended de- 
ſign for the good of their country, and who were to know the particulars of it as 
ſoon as they arrived at the Hagne, had received in their Inn, by the hands of Cor- 
nelius Gerritſon, as hath been {a1d, fifteen or fixteen double Ryders, beſides their ear- 
neſt money, but without being et into the ſecret; being only told in general, that 
they muſt execute with courage what was to be done by them, and that they ſhould 
be informed of the whole matter the day following. The keeping them thus in the 
dark, occaſioned ſome fuſpicion in them. FJobn Faſſon was troubled at it, and repre- 
ſented to his companions, that there muſt be ſome wicked thing concealed under this 
ſecret attempt 5 and perhaps the generous preſents and bountiful promiſes which 
were made, helped to increaſe their jealouſy. It 1s likewiſe thought that they had 
obſerved ſomething in one of the Rorterdammers, which alarmed them, and cauſed. 
them to apprehend the utmoſt that could be feared. After ſome deliberation, they 
reſolved to diſcover the matter to the Prince, If the deſign was good, they thought 
his Highneſs might and ought to know of it, and then they might retain and deſerve 
the reward they had already received. According| y they repaired either all, or two 
of them, to the Court, but hearing that the Prince was gone to Reiſwick : ; they 
followed him thither, deſiring to ſpcak with his Excellency about matters of great 
importance. He ſent them word, that they might ſpeak to him as he came out of 
the ſtable ; they replied, that they muſt needs ſpeak with him immediately, Upon 
which, he came to them forthwith, and gave them a private audience. Fob Faſſor 
was their ſpeaker, and ſaid, That they four had been hired at Rotterdam to ſerve 
their country in a ſecret deſion ;, that each of them had received three hundred Gilders 
in hand ( which they ſhowed the Prince ;, ) that they were ſent to the Hague for the 
ſame purpoſe \ that they had brought a cheſt thither ; -__ Whether bis Excellency 
knew any thing of this deſign 2 The Prince replied, No, and examined him further 
about other circumſtances. I hey told him they knew of nothing more, ſave only that 
there were Seamen quartered at a certain publick houſe at the fign of the Sotje, in 
the little Achterom at the Hague, who had been engaged on the ſame account, and 
that they had carried a cheſt to the Helner, T he Prince not a little amazed and 
ſurpriſed at what they ſaid, ordered them to follow him, and come to him at Court 
by the way of Yoreburgh. He then rid in all haſte back to the Hague, and ſending 
for the Preſident and ſome of the Judges, acquainted them with what he had learned : 
and the diſcoverers gave fo exaQ an account of things, that the Fiſcal and the Officers 
of juſtice were 1mmediately ſent to ſurround the two Inns of the S9tze and Helmer, 
and to ſeize the perſons whom Fafſon and his companions had deſcribed. In the for- 
mer of thoſe Inns they ſurpriſed and took Cornelius Gerritſon, Herman Hermans, 
Fobn Klaſſon, and Richard Lenederts, Van Dyke was above ſtairs in the Helmer, 
when he heard that the Fiſcal was below, upon which he opened the cheſt, deſign- 
ing to take out the piſtols and Iide them under the bed; but not having time Cc- 
nouph, he left ſome of them in it, and threw the reſt upon the bed, and fo putting 
on his cloak, went down ſtairs, and out of the houſe in the preſence of the Officers; 
one of the ſervants ſaying, that he knew that Gentleman very well, and had known 
him many years, He being gone, they proceeded to ſearch the houſe, and found. 
the cheſt and the arms in the chamber. The hoſt, who had told them before, that 
he 
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he knew of no ſuch cheſt, was taken into cuſtody, and detained for a while. Yan Ax*Do 
Dyke went immedntely to the houſe of the widow of Oldenbarnevelt, where tho 1622. 
Heer van Stoutenburgh dwelt, acquainting him that their Plot was diſcovered, and — NO 
the Chelt with arms {e1zcd. The other alked him, whether there were any letters 

or papers in the Cheſt 2 And being anſwered, that there were none but his own 

books and papers, he ſaid to him, Make the beſt of your way then. Whcreupon he 

went out backwards, by the ſtable, and fo croſhng the downs or {and-hills, and 

paſling thro' Leydſe-dam, got to Bleiſwice, Immediately after came Korenwinder 

to Stoutenburgh, whom he found in the Stable much dejected, and was informed by 

him, that Van Dyke's Cheſt was ſeized, and the Plot diſcovered. He then bid him 

be gone, for he expecd his mother's houſe would be preſently beſet. Korenwindey 

made the beſt of his way, and Stoutenbureh went mmeditely to his brother Grog- 

nevelt, and informed him of all that had happened, cxhorting [11m to ily for it. 

How they fed, and with what different ſuccels {hall be ſhown hereafter, 

The four priſoners were interrogated the fame night by ſome of the Judocs, and 
the four informers were contronted with them. At firſt they would not own that 
they were engaged for any other buſineſs than to deliver the two Remonſtrant Mi- 
niſters that were wpriſoned at Hariem ; but being afterwards brought to the rack, 
the pain forced them to confeſs both the defizn upon the Prince, and the contrivers 
of it, However, others {ay that Cornelius Gerritſon, the brother-in-law of Slatius, 
was the only perſon tormented ; but fo violently, that he had like to have expired 
under it. Others again relate, that he immecuately confeſſed, but that they would 
have extorted more out of him than he knew. Thus miſcarried this accurſed de 
ſion before it could produce 1ts effects; a delign, which in the opinion of all under- 
{tanding perſons, was unpoſtible to have been executed by ſuch kind of people 4s 
were hircd to do 1t, and which was built upon tuch a looſe foundation, that it 
would probably have miſcarried moſt, 1t 1t had ſucceeded according to the with of 
the contrivers. "Their aim was to excite commotions by the death of the Prince, 
in hopcs that from thence would proceed a revolution in the Government. *T'was 
indced not to be doubted, but that fuch an event would have occalioned great 
troubles -in the State; but whether a change tor the better would have been the 
conſequence, was utterly uncertain ; nay, it was very provable that it would have 
been quite the reverſe, and that it would not only have been to the prejudice of the 
principal pertons among the Remonſtrants, but even of the body of them in vene- 
ral, 'The Mob would have riſen, as well as the Soldiery, at the Hague, and elfe- 
where, and the Aſlaſhns could have met with no ſhelter any where, Nor was 
there the leaſt appearance that any of the depoſed Magiſtrates, who would never 
uſe violent mcans to preſerve the Government 1n their hands, whilſt they lawfully 
polleſſed it, would have ſtirred to acquire it by unlawful methods : Yer they would 
have been reproached with all the ill conſequences, and in the places where the Re- 
monſlrants were the feweſt in number, fallen upon, plundered, and expelled tho 
country, if they had not ſuffered yet worle treatment, Or 1f they had refifted in 
the towns and places where the Remonſtrants were the ſtronger party, it would have 
been the beginning of a civil war, and mutual bloodihed ; of which the Spaniards, 
their common enemies, with whom they were then im war, and who were not (ar 
off, would have made their advantage, to tac inevitable deſtruction of both parties, 
who vexins and haraſlng cach other, would, by the lofs of their liberty, have 
been involved in the ſame miſerics : But the divine goodneſs averted that misfortune 
from our native country. 

Afeer this diſcovery of the Plot, the four ailcoverers were ſecured and kept in 
cuſtody in the Chateleny, and well treated, till a further Inquiry could be made 
into the buſineſs. In the mean time the Soldiers and Trained-bands were drawn 
out, and all the avenues and ways to the Hague ſtopped, in order to prevent the 
flight of the guilty, and for the apprehending thoſe that might be ſuſpected. "The 
next morning two of the Judges rode to Amflerdam, with an intention, as It was 
thought, of taking up Adrian vander Duſſen, but he was not to be found. 

The fame morning Abraham Blanſard and William Parthy {et out 4g41n from Leyden 
for the Hague, in order to diſcover the Plot, as they attirmed afterwards, by letter, 
or otherwiſe, but on the way they heard tne diſcovery had been already made 
whereupon they returned unmediatcly to Leyden, acquainted John Blanſard with 

it, 
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Arn"Dow.it, and all of them fled for it, Slatius too, as foon as he heard that his brotl;o; 
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law, Cornelis Gerritſon, Was taken, endeavourcd to eſcape the puniſhment he hag 
lo juſtly delerved, but it followed him cloſe at the heels, 
The next Wedneſday, being the Gta day of February, was ſolemnized a Faſt 
through all the Provinces, which had been appointed the 2117 of January before

iO beſeech God, that Pe would be graciouſly pleaſed 0 avert bis wrath ; to defeat the 
enemies of the States 5 fo to bleſs the arms of theſe Provinces, that it might not be in 
the power of the enemy to hurt them; but that the ſaid Provinces mioht be main- 
tained in the exerciſe of their relipion, intheir privilezes, and in compleat and per- 


felt welfare and proſperity.

trom the pulpit on the Remonſtrants, the Clergy endeavonring to faſten the 2111lt 
upon them at all adventures, and to ſtir up the people anainft them.

There were four perſons named in this Proclamation ; but the two laſt, to wit, 
Cornelins Geeſteranus formerly Miniſter of Hooghblackland, under the Claſſhs of 
Gorkum, ( but not of Gorkum it{clf, as the Court, through too much precipitation, 
had inſerted ) and Gerardus Velſius were as innocent as the two others, Van Dyke 
and Slatins, were guilty ; and yet the four prifoners had accuſed them, either thro? 
fear or extremity of torment, as ſome of them who had been at the laſt feaſt of 
Slatins, and had drunk to the fuccels of the conſpiracy. *F'was likewiſe reported 
of the {a1d Geeſteranns, that he was preſent in the Back-houſe of Slatins during 
the making of the bullets, and drying of the powder ; and accordingly his goods or 
eltedts, which were at Gouda, were ſeized upon, and detained ; but afterwards, 
wan Slatius was taken, his innocence appeared fo plainly, that they were releaſed and 
reltored ro his wite ; but he kept outof the way, and retired to Holſtein ; which he

houſe, as he did, Whillt he was there, Slativs went all of a {ud In out of 
town, without communicatins his intention to him, Geeſteranus, and returned 
two days after, keeping himſelt continually ſhut up 1n his cloſer, or bac k-room, 
and ſpending whole days in writing, leaving him the ſaid Geefteranzs to fit alone 
in a fore-room. 11s fort of life began to be very tedious to him, who durſt not 
20 abroad 1n the day-time, en account of the Placards againſt the baniſhed Mini- 
(ters. Thus he ſpent the tune all alone, whillt Slatins continued writins in 
another room, and whuilt his brother-in-law, Gerritſon, was makins of hor, and 
drying powder, as he afterwards underſtood ; till at laſt Slativs invited him, and 
defired he would come and g1ve his brother a pipe of tobacco. He went accord- 
ingly into the back-room, where he found Slativs writing ; who, to amuſe him, 
ſhowed him ſome pallages tranſlated from a book intituled, Officina Quercetani, 
tclling him that he had a detign to publiſh a tranflation of it out of hand, and 
hoped to make 1t worth his while, He added, that he had been preſented with 
two Piſtols, which he defigned to uſe againit the birds in ſummer. Whereunon 
he, Geeſteranus, antwered, {miling, That's a very fit work indeed for a baniſhed 
man, The other replicd, That be was in hopes of gaining more liberty by that 
tme, Then he aſked him, IVhy be was preparins powder and ſhot already ? 
Slatius ſ1il, He did it againſt the month of May, After this diſcourſe Geeſte- 
ranus retired into the parlour, where Slatzns his wife was, and where, to paſs 
away the time, he read the Tongue of Eraſnus, and the Life of Catherine de 
Medicis, tilt Statins returned to him at night, when he alked him, Whether be 
had flill more writing to diſpatch £ He told him, Yes.

* ſomuch inhis back-room ; inſfomuch that he removed into another houſe ; but

* monſ/lrant Miniſter, he did not think fit to ſtay there all night, leaſt he ould brin Je.

Court of Hol. examined all matters, be could not find that the petitioner was chargeable with any 
land, part of the plot ;, they the {aid Court declared, by an inſtrument under their feal, 
that they lovked upon the petitioner to be free and innocent of the ſaid plot 1, forbid- 
ding the Attorney-General, and all other Officers of Fuſtice to proſecute, or moleſt him 
on account of the ſame, This Declaration was made at the Hague on the 23d of Fuly, 
1625, and counter-figned E, Criep, which, tho? 1t fell out fo' much later, we have 
thought proper to iofert here, to ſhow how much they were miſtaken at that time, 
in inſerting this man's name in the Proclamation, and repreſenting him to he one of 
the principal contrivers of the plot, and fetting a reward of 4000 Gilders on his 
head, prohibiting all perſons to harbour or receive him, on pain of forfetting 1its 
and eſtate. 

As for Gerardus Velſi 74s, who was treated after the fame manner 1n the Proclama- 
tion, Uitenvogart ſays IN his Remarks upon Triglandus's ſecond Admonition, that be 
repreſented bis innocence to the Court in a certain Memorial, and that the Re -monſ trants 
having ſeen it, were obliged to efleem him innocent, till the contrary [*ould be made ap - 
pear, If ] could have met with that Memorial of his, I would have inſerted it in 
this place : but now all that I can athrm with any certainty, with relpedt to the ſud 
Velfus, who was fo heavily charged at this time, and who durſt no more ſhow 
himfelfthan Geeſteranus, being afraid of the rack as well as he, 1s, that he returned 
afterwards to Holland, and werit up and down freely, and publickly, in the fight of 
all the world, dwelling at Rotterdam without moleſtation, to the d2 Ly of his death 
But for the better underſtanding the whole aftair, I (hall add, that Geeſleranus after- 
wards related, that when he had taken his leave of Slatius that ſame Sarurday even- 
ing, and was going away, Yel/ius came in, and to the beſt of i remembrance, 
brought home a book to Slatius, and ſaid Hut little to him, without fo muci as (it- 
ting down; but how long he 44id, he could not tell. 

Beſides the putting outa Proclamation againſt Slatius and the three others above- 
mentioned, great diligence was ufed to apprehend the guilty or ſupected pertions. 
The Heers Groonevelt and Stoutenburgh were ſought for invain. Fourteen Officers took 
polleſhon of their houſes, and their effets were ſecured, On the gth of Fevruary 
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the Governour or I utor of Groonevelr's ſon was ſeized 3 but they could not extort Ax*D o ar 
any confeſſion of guilt from him, tho? they put him to the rack. 1623, 
The fon of Korenwinder, a youth ſcarce 20 years of age, was brought the ſame > 
day ina waggon to the Hague, by-the Fiſcal, They endeavoured to make him own 
by ſevere threats and queſtions, where his father was, but could get nothing out of 
him, whether it was that he did not know, or would not tell. It ſeemed to ſome to be 
a little hard, that the ſon ſhould be compelled to betray his own father. The Heer 
vander Myle, brother-in-law to the Heers Groonevelt and Stoutenburgh, who were fled, 
being conſcious of no guilt, did not ſtir a foot 5 but a meſſenger was ſent for him to 
Beverwick, from whence he was brought to the Hague between the 10th and 11th 
of February, He was kept 1n priſon for ſome days. And being afterwards examined 
about the plot, he juſtified himſeif to the (atisfaction of the Court, declaring that he 
always oppoled ſuch violent attempts, being of opinion, that the beſt remedy again(t 
their grievances, was pattence. Some relate that his brother Scoutenburgh and Sla- 
tius, whilit this plot was in agitation, coming to him one day at Beverwick, with 
tention of drawing him into their deſign, were treated fo roughly by him, that 
the former ſaid to the latter, Come let us be gone, he is a raſcal, Upon which they 
left him, without ſaying one word of what was doing; and well was it for him, 
that they did not, for 1t he had been let into the leaſt knowledge thereof, it would 
have coſt him lus life. Wheretore nothing appearing againſt him, they ſuffered him 
to teturn to Beverwick. Lhey likewiſe cauſed the Profeſlor Sylvins, or Bos, who | 
was now become an Advocate, and pleaded before the Court, to be ſecured in his 
own houſe; but afterwards, upon his making his innocence appear, he was diſcharged. 
The four Seaimen who had diicovercd the plot, and were thus long continued under _ 
confinement, were ſet at liberty on the 12th of this month. The States-General + rene

At Rotterdam was apprehended Abraham IV alters the Sword-cutler, on the roth 
of the ſame month, for ſelling piſtols to Slarzms;, but on the 17th he found means 
to eſcape by ſetting fire to his chamber-door, and then Ictting himſelf down from 
the top of the priſon to the bottom, with ropes made of his linnen ; fo that he went 
clear off through the crowd, whilſt the people were got together in great numbers 
to quench the ire ; for it hd extended itfelt from the top of the prifon to the ad- 
jacent Stadthouſe. The ſaid Sword-cutler endeavoured to (helter himſelf with ſeveral 
of his acquaintance, but they retufed to harbour him, to that ke found it very dith- 
cult to hide himſelf, 
About the fame time Nicolas Bontebal, late Secretary of Sevenhuſen, was appre- 
hended, and afterwards tried by the Judges of Schieland, at Rotrordam. Itis related 
by fome, that the Bailiff of Schi2land having {ecured all the patles by which he might 
make his efcape, cauſed him to be privately advertiſed, that 1t he were conſcious of 
any guilt he ſhould make the beſt of his way 3 hoping that this would induce him 
to fly, andthat his flight would be an argument of his guilt 3 but he would not bite 
at the bait, and fo ſtaid till he was taken.

Likewiſe that thoſe of the atozementioned Tollege o2 Society have writ ra ſame 
of their Hiniſters, whom they lent into this country, and acquainted them, har 
they were ſurprized to hear that any of the Clergy of their ſet thout4 maintain 
and teach, that their people ought not to defend their cauſe by force; ana that they 
have debated this potnt in thetr Aſſembly; and that although they well knew that ſuch 
force 02 reſiſtance could not well be put in pactice without hazarving the deffruciorn 
of the land, yet they Declared tt as their opinion, that their affairs could never be 
reſto2ed without fo2ce, and accodingly, that they rejected the notions of fome of their 
Brethren on this head, as pernicious to their cauſe, and favouring of Anabaptiſm, 
From whence, as likewile from what has been aiready diſcovered of the ho2rid and bar- 
barous plot, and from the very declarations and the machinations let on foot by the 
afo2ementtoned fugitive late Miniſters, and many others of the Arminian Society, 
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Ax"Do» it may be plainly and juſtly fnferred, that thoſe veople Have uſed all kind of cndoa: 

PI vours, ſfratagems and devices, not only again to diſturb the Government of theſe 
United-Netherlands both in Church and State, and to turn it upſide down, but 
ltkewile to deſtroy it utterly, by ſpilling the blood of their covntry-men, and burn; 
ing their hoſes ; 10 as that by thele inteſtine and domeſeick troubles, the enemy wtth- 
out, night the more calily aſſault the ſaid Þ2ovinces, Towns and places, accom- 
ing to his long-p2actiled wicked and tyrannical methods, and make himſelf maſter 
thereof, which God of his great goodneſs towards this land has pevented him 
irom doing fo2 above theſe fifty years laſt paſt, notwithſtanding the many ann 
great armies he has employed to2 that purpoſe. And whereas it his plainly ay- 
peared in the two faſt years, and fo2 a good while paſt, that ſeveral Arminian 
Preachers, toznerly baniſhed and tranſported out of the Vaited-Netherlands, have not 
[crupled to come back again (tnfomuch that there have been twenty-four of them 
at Utrecht at one and the lame time] and contrary to the Placarvs of their 
Vigh Mightineſies the States-Veneral, to converſe with the people in firange ha- 
bits and diſguiſes, in all the towns and places of the United-Provinces, and parts: 
cutarly inthis of Virecht 5 as allo to ſet up pzivate Yeetings, Conventicles any 
fo2bidden JIzeachings by Day and by night; whereby they da not only inffigate any 
ſtir up the good ſubjects of the laid States-General!, and eſpecially thoſe of the City, 
Town, and Country of Vrrecht tg continual uneaſineſs, factions, diviſions, and 
notozi0us diſobedience againlt their lawful Governours and Yagiſtrates, tut ng 
likewiſe (o far pervert them, that there are (which is to be highly famented) ſome 
perſons among this Arminan lect of {o baſe and wicked a temper, that fogetting 
their bounden viity to their God, as well as their natural love to their country any 
their neighbours (with whom they lived founerly ſo well any peaceably befo2c this 
Ariminlan faction ſtarted up ) they have at length been fo far rranſpoxted with Inalice, 
as to enter into an abominable and baſe conſpiracy againſt their country and the 
peace of all the good people thereof, and would not have failedto put tt in erccution, 
if the Almighty Lon aind God had not moſt graciouſly vouchſafed to yzrvent, and 
timely to diſcover it, Therctore, we do by theſe preſents, in purſuance of the (02- 
mer Placards of the atozementioned States-General, bearing Þate the 3D of July, 
1619, ald the iſt of February, 1620, as likewiſe of the reſolutions and interpre- 
tations, which have been lince taken and made thereupon, ſfrictſy and expe! Slp in- 
terdict and p20hivit ail and every one to appear at any of the afozementionen fo 
bidven Aſſemblies, Conventicles o2 Yeetings, whether in the City of Utrecht g2 any 
of the Towiis 02 Cillages within the P2ovince, under what pretext ſaever, o2 ta 
ſpcak 02 write any thing againſt the peace and welfare of this fand 92 the Govern: 
ment thereof, oi pain of ſuffering accoding to the penalties appointed by fomer 
Statutes, any ot being treated as diſturbers of the publick tranquility, aud farther 
ptniſhed acco2ving to the nature of their ofience. 

LUe further 02daii!, that none p2eſume to receive o2 bing jitotheir houſes, gar- 
dens, granartes, voats, ſhips, 02 to carry on their hoztes, waggons, carts 02 
ledges, either by land 02 water, 02 any otyerwile to harbour v2 conceal any of the 
afozeſatd baniſhed and trantpozted Viniſters, 02 any of the Candidates, Stuvents, 02 
other perſons that pzeſume to let up p2ohibited Yeetings, and to preach, teach, 02 
read in the ſame, 02to adminiſter the Sacraments, 02 finally to perfozm any other 
Cccleſiaſtical function 5 upon pain of being baniſhed out of this P2ovince, o2 everr 
puniſhed yet moze rigowully accowing to the natureof their crimes. Neither ſha 
they be allowed to picad preſcription, though of many years ſtanding, And fo2 the 
better diſcovery and appzehending of ſuch perſons, all thoſe who ſhall infoun again 
them, ſhall have a recompence 02 reward of 300 Carolus Gilders, which ſhall be 
paid thein out of the publick revenue, beſides a pardon fo2 their offence, itn caſe they 
have been guilty of any ; and their names ſhall {ikewtiſe be kept ſecret. Fo2 we ng 
unanimouſly judge all this tobe uſeful and neceſſary fo2 pzeventing all further conſye- 
racies and wicked machinations, as well as lo2 the preſervation of our bear country, 
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and all the nood inhabitants thereof. And to the endthat this Placarv may be Put: 
(tially obſerved tit a!f places, and that none may p2etend ignozance thereof, we 92-

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Preſident and Councils of Utrecht, and all other Officers, Juſticiartes and Wint-

And in the margin it was ſealed with the ſeal of the (aid States upon red wax. 


The Remonſtrants having (een and peruſed this Placard, and particularly thoſe ex- 
preſſions, by which it was fad, [hat they bad reſolved to defend their cauſe by force, 
and that they had plotted and contrived, zo diſturb the Government again, to over- 
rurn all, and to deſiroy Their country by fire and ſword ; and laſtly, chat four and twenty 
of their Miniflers had met in Utrecht ; they complained that the States had publiſhed 
the falſe inſinuations and calumnies of their adverſaries, for plain and notorious truths, 
and had thereby expoſed them to the reproaches of all people both within and with- 
out the Provinces. | 

And it has ſince appeared, both by their own apologies, and by the confellions of 
ſme of the principal conſpirators who had been taken, and the further examinations 
of Niellins and Poppins, (who, 1f there had been any truth in theſe matters, muſt 
needs have known It, being ſome of the Direftors of their affairs) that the Remon- 
ftrants were highly wronged. Nevertheleſs they were forced to bear the reproach. 
Ard the States of Freeſland, in a certain Placard which they publiſhed againſt the 


Remonſtrants, were afterwards {cen to copy after that of Utrecht, which rendered 
thein {till more odious to all that gave any credit to thoſe reports. 


The ſame day this Placard was promulgated at Utrecht, there was a ftri& ſearch Houſes ſearcht 


made after the plotters in feveral houſes at the Hague, Some think it was done at the Hague, 


with a view of taking one of the ſonsof the Advocate, but they found no body. Yet 
Van Dyke, the late Secretary of Bleiſwick, was found early the ſame morning at Ha- 
ſerwoude, habited Ike a Boor or Peaſant. He was dogged, and for the ſake of the 
four thouſand Gilders which had been ſet upon his head, diſcovered to the Bailiff of 
that place. He endeavoured to fave himſelf by leaping out of a high window, gettins 
over a hedge or two, and fſcating upon the frozen canal. But the ice being thin, 
yielded under him, and ſo he tel] into the hands of the {aid Bailiff and his Officers, 
Being thus taken, he ſent for his children and ſome of his relations, and owned to 
them, that he had defcrved death ; and obſerving that the Bailiff was diſpatching let- 
ters to the Hague concerning him, he cried, JVhat joyful news will this be for the 
Prince and others ! And indeed the bearer of the letter was ſo welcome to his Excel- 
lency, that he cauſed lifty Gilders to be given to him, and twenty to his compa- 
nion. "The Officers of Juſtice were immediately ſent with four waggons, and many 
attendants to fetch him up. He went very unwillingly to the Hague, fearing he 
ſhould not be tried by very favourable Judges, and {aid to the Bailiff : Tn have 
power of life and death, and are not bound to fend me thither ; exert your ſelf, and 
keep me here, Dut the Bailiff replied, Do not trouble your bead about that, I [ball 
take care of my rights I warrant you, He likewiſe confeiled his projet and deſign in 
the hearing of the Othicers of Juſtice ; who, together with the Bailiff, brought him 
to the priſon of the Hapue, the ſame evening about five o' the clock. He had been 
concealed in the houſe of Gerard Yan Tl, the late Secretary of Haſerwoude, and it 
is believed that van To's wife betrayed him to her brother, who was Miniſter of 
Schiedam. But whether he informed the Bailiff of him, or ſet any body elſe to do 
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AN"Dow,it, I cannot ſay with certainty. Yan Dyke being thus 
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| fallen into the hands of the 
Court, upon the firſt examination, freely owned the defjgn againſt the Prince's life ; 
but he was neverthelels put to the rack on the 14th of the fame month, to extort from 
him a fuller information ot the chief contrivers, adviſers, and ringleaders of this plot. 
But, as ſome write, he bore all the torment, as violent as it was, with an inflcxible 
mind, without anſwering any queſtions of the Judges ; though it is thought the re- 
membrance of 1t the next day, fo much affe&ed him, as to Dring him to a further 
confeſhton. What he then owned, was kept very ſecret ; but if 1t be fit to form a 
conjecture from the rumours of thoſe times, it related to a very oreat perſon, who 
was nevertheleſs very innocent of ſuch a defign ; for it is thought that Srourenburg 
had endeavoured to pertwade Yan Dyke and others, that the faid great man was at the 
bottom of the Plot. Lhe Judges {pent the whole morning, and ul paſt noon, in in- 
terrogating him, and ſoon after, by their order, the houſe of Van Beveren, Superin- 
tendant of the Mint in the Raem-ſtreer, was ſurrounded, and {tritly ſearched, but in 
vain, After this ſearch, the bell of the Stadthouſz was rung out in the evening, and, 
though contrary to the cuſtom of publiſhing Proclamations before noon, the follow- 
ing was then read, 


WV vercas ſince the JIwclamation which was iſtted by owecr of the Court of Hol - 

land on the 9th inſtant, giving an account of the diſcovery of a howid and 
deteitable Þlot agaimit the Government ; tit has appeared, that the ſollowing per- 
[os were likewile concerned in Pwomoting and carrying ojthelame; nainely, Rey- 
nier van Oldenbarnevelt, Lo of Groonevelt, William van Oldenbarnevelt, Low of 
Stoutenburgh ; Adrian vander Duſlen, ajt inhavitant of Rotterdam ; David Koren- 
winder, {ate Secretary of berkel ; Abraham Blancert ana John Blancert, both of 
them inhabitants of Leyden ; ail of whom have abſconded, aid are 19t to be found : 
Therefore the [atd Colirt do hereby give notice to all and ſingular, that whoever 
ſhail infomn againſt and dilcover the ſaid pertoiis, fo as that they may be taken alive 
and b2ought to juſtice, ſhall receive as a reward, with reſpect to the ſaid Reynier 
and William van Oldenbarnevelt, as alſo Adrian vander Duſſen, the ſum of five 
thouſand Carolus Gilders, fo2 each of thein ; fo2 Korenwinder, four thouſand, any 
fo2 Abraham and John Blancert, fix hund2ed Oilders each ; beſides which, if they 
whs diſcover them, happen to be of the number of their accomplices, they ail 
likewiſe have thetr parvons, And they da ſtrictly charge and require all thoſe who 
may chance to know where any of the abovementioned perſons lie concealed, imme- 
diately, and with the utmoſt ſecrecy to diſcover them to the chief Officer of that 
t£9wii 02 place 3 and all and ſingular are hereby pwohtbited to lodge, harbour, o2 tir 
any wiſe to hide the befoze-named perſons, upon the pat and penalty of fovfciting 
life and eſtate, in caſe they contravene thete oders, without any advantage of 
preſcription, of how long contintiance loever.

From this Proclamation 1t was then concluded, that Van Dyke had diſcloſed all the 
correſpondence he had maintained with the perſons therein mentioned. 

There was likewiſe a great ſtir made at Leyden about the conſpiracy, Parſus 
Stochius, formerly one of the Senate of that town, and Secretary of the Orphan- 
Chamber, but deprived of both his offices, was ſeized by the Scout, Maſter JV ill:am 
de Bont, on the 14th of February, in the evening, together with Gulielmus Coddeur, 
late Profellor of the Hebrew tongue, in the {hop of Govert Baſjon, a Bookſeller 5 but 
the laſt of them was diſcharged ſoon after, The ſame night, Jobn Peterſon Dow, 
the Geometrician, was taken out of his houſe, and put under continement. Szochius 
was ſtritly interrogated about the Plot, from ten o' the clock till midnight, and 
Dor from twelve till two in the morning ; but both of them continued ftedtaſtly in 
the proteſtation of their innocence. They had both been together on the 6th of Fe- 
bruary, at Sootermere, to buy ſome Fenny-grounds ; where the Proprictors of thoſe 
grounds hkewife met them ; but as this happened to be the very day when the Plot 
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was diſcovered at the Hague, and the {aid owners of the land belng guilty, or at leaſt Ax" Dow 
ſuſpe&ed to be fo, and being accordingly either taken up, or cone out of the way, 1623. 
Stochins and Dou were become likewiſe ſuſpeted, and the Magiſtrates were refolved 
to know what they did at Sogrermere that day with the faid perſons, Bur it appeared 
that their meeting was only about the purchaſe, and that nothing was ſaid concernins 
the Plot. There being then not the leaſt ſhadow or appearance of guilt in Dow, they 
Ict him lie in priſon nineteen days longer, to the 5th of March, without any further 
hearing or examination, when upon promile of preſenting hunſelf for a trial, at ſuch 
time as they the Mazittrates ſhould give him notice, and upon his giving two thou- 
ſand Gilders bail, he was releaſed ; and there it ſtopped. Stochins was forced to lie 
as long ; all the inſtances uſed in favour of him proving fruitleſs. But when Kyren- 
winder Was afterwards apprehended, and had declared upon the rack, that Stochinus 
was innocent, as not having had the leaſt knowledge of the conſpiracy, and the ſame 
being likewiſe confirmed by other priſoners, they tound at laſt how much they 
had been miſtaken in him. And yet, notwithſtanding all the interceſlion made by 
his friends, and all the pains they took with the Judges for his releaſement, he con- 
tinued in priſon till the fame 5th of May, on which day in the evening, both he, and 
Dou, were diſcharged, upon promiſe of appearing before the Court whenever they 
ſhould be ſummoned ; and upon bail given by Theodorus Schrevelins, late Recor of 
the Latin School at Harem, (dwelling then at Leyden) in the ſum of two thouſand 
Gilders ; and although Dor's innocence was clear enough, yet they obligel him to 
pay all the coſts. The diſgrace of this impriſonment was no ſmall trouble to him, 
as he fays, in certain of his memoirs, in ſuch a ſituation of tiines and things, and 
upon ſo odious an occaſion, as was that of the Plot, which all people abhorred. But 
he believed that it befel him, through the 11] will and partiality of the Scout, who 
perhaps ſuſpeQed that his reſentment of the ſevere uſage, and the impriſonment he 
ſuffered in the year 1620, on account of the collection of monies for the Remon- 
ſtrants, might have excited him to revenge, and {0 have drawn him into the Plot. 
During this his confinement, his children and iriends bearing freſh in memory what 
befel him upon receiving a letter from Rem Biſhop, were ſeized with fuch a dread, 
that haſtily examining all his papers, they committed to the flunes, without 
much deliberation, all that in any ſort related to the diſputes in church or ſtate, and 
in which, there was the leaſt mention of the affairs of the Kemonſtrants ; of which 
Stochins often complained afterwards, there having been many valuable pieces and 
accounts of paſt events utterly loſt through this t1morous prudence, 

It happened much about the ſame time, that the Scout Bone meeting the late 
Sub-regent and Proteſlor Caſpar Barlzus, in one of the ſtreets of Leyden, and obferv- 
ing a piece of paper hanging out of his pocket, laid hold on him, and took it away 
from him, to fee if it might not relate to the Plot ; but tinding nothing in it, fave 
only a few Latin verſes of his compoſition, and a letter from one of his friends of 
ſmall importance, he was aſhamed of his forwardnels, and let Barlerns go on his way 
without further trouble. | he poor man terrified to the Jaſt degree, upon his being 
thus accoſted at a time when nothing bur ſeizing, impriſoning, racking, and torturing 
was heard of, became guilty of ſuch weakneſs, that to pleaſe the Contraremonſtrants, 
and the more effeually to free himſelf from thoſe ſuſpicions which were conceived of 
him, he went three times to their churches. But the reflexion on this his behaviour 
threw him into a deep melancholly, which vitibly diſtempered his head; and coming 
afterwards to hunſelf, and remembring what he had done, he telt nothing that re- 
proached his conſcience more than his going to church ; being of opinion, that he 
had thereby given great ſcandal to many good and well-meaning people, as feeming 
by that action, contrary to his better knowledge, to approve of the doQrine and pro- 
ceedings of the Contraremonſtrants, whillt at the ſame time, his own conſcience con- 
demned them. During his trouble of mind, Uzrenbogart, who was in France when 
he heard of it, endeavoured to ſupport the diſconſolate man with kind and triendly 
letters, But it was the work of tune to bring him to a right ſenſe of things, and re- 
ſtore to him his wonted chearfullnels. 

In the mean while, the Heer Van Groonevelt was likewile apprehended, When 
his brother Stoutenburgh brought him the news that the Plot was diſcovered, and ad- 
viſed him to fly for it, his courage failed him, as thinking it 1mpoſitble to eſcape, and 
therefore he reſolved to ſtay at home and abide his deſtiny, But his wife, Anna 1eis-

Arx"Do uw. ſen, the [ ads of Brantzwyke, buoyed up his (inking ſpirits, mad by the arguments he 
1623. uſed, perſwaded him to en leavour the ſavir 12 him ſelf He retired tlicrefore e by nigh 
SV V tothe houſe of a Fiſherman at Scheveling, who had a kindneſs for him. The man 

adviſed him immediately to come aboard his Pink or Filher-boat, offering to carry 
him to Englond, Hamborongh, or any other parts where he might remain undiſco 
vered. But being afraid to venture himfelf in fuch a ſmall veſſel, he took an aikfog 
tunate reſolution, and went with his Gentleman and the Fiſher, i In whom he con- 
tided, along the Sea-coaſt on toot, to the next village, where they got a waggon, 
which brought thein to Sandford, and from thence to Lapperns, where they batted, 
and then went to Egmont ; at which place Groonevelt changed his cloaths, hoping to 
paſs diſguiſed in a Seaman's habit. It was a Treat overſight and want of courage, 
that he did not embark the firſt night at Scheveling, nee it would not have been 
eaſy to overtake him in the pathlefs fea, Whereas, inſtead of that, he went from 
thence to Perren, and from Petten, cauſed himfelt to be tranſported to the Hand of 
Texel, Þut not thinking himfelf ſafe there, he was ſet down on the Fly, defigning 
to 20 on board a ſhip. In the mean while 1t was reported at the Jagne, that 
he had been ſeen at Schevelinez upon which, the Fiſherman, who was kno vn to be 
his triend, became immediately ſuſpeted, and his wife betng taken un on the 16th 
of the month at the H{agre, was induced by threatenings to conteſs with whom her 
huſband was gone away. Thus they got the ſcent of him, and immediat thy DUr- 
ſued it. The Scout of ; ly having 1 kewiſe heard ſomething either from the Hague, 
or from ſome of his own Fly- landers. (who perhaps ſuſpected the unknown F1 lher- 
men) and knowing that tive thouſa: \d Gilders had been {et upon the head of the 
Heer Groonevelr, began to ſearch the Ifland for him on the 18th of Feoruary, and 
having got ſome information of him, found him at laſt fitting with the Fiſhermen, 
dreiled hike them in 2 Fiſher's coat, cap and boots, the Fiſherman that brought him, 
being aware Of the Scour's Cl ming, made his eſcape In time; but the Heer var 
75e Heer van Groonevelt was forced to ſurrender himſelf, and was the next day conveyed to the 
Groonevelt Hague under a [Irons Tuard, and committed tO prifon, His brother Stontrenpurg hp 
CO and Adrian vander DufJen, { faved themſelves with much dificulty ; the manner of

burgh with Stoutenburgh, after the diſcovery of the Plot, having, as it 1s thought, made his 
wks a, eſcape 1n a cheſt, in which he cauſed himſelf to be born out by two men, arrived pri- 
Flanders, yately at Rotrerdam, where he Jay concealed, tozether with vander Duſſen, ror the 
Ro_ Spa. ſpace of ten or ewelves d ys, at the houſe of a perſon who had been a Comedian, bur 
niſh ſervice, who lived at that time u; on his means, Here they {taid, waiting till the heat of the 
ſearch, and the ſiri& watch kept upon ſhips and other vellels, ſhould be over. At 
laſt they hired a ve{le] for a thouſand Gilders, agreeing with the Schi 'ipper or Maiter 
Facob Beltjes, that he ſhould take 1n a loading of cheeze for Weſel, and hide them 
and their ſervants under it. Others relate, that they diſguiſed themſelves in the 
habits of Sailors, and kept under the harches that they might not be ſeen, They 
laid 1na good tuck of proviſions, and as they pait by fome of the towns, they ſent for 
more refreſhments by the Schipper, or his man. Thus failing up the river aa!, 
they came to Nimmeouen, where they anchored for ſeveral hours, in the day time, 
and where the Schipper's man firſt {aw them in Sailor's habits without knowing them, 
He was made belicve thit they were Clergymen, and was preſented with a couple of 
Rixdollars, to hold his peace, Departing thence, they {topt at the Toll-houfe, nor 
{xr from the Sconfe or Fort of Schenk, either to pay toll, or on ſome other account. 
Stoutenburgh ſent his man on ſhore, either to fetch fomething, or, as ſame fav, to 
inform himſelf of the news, and whether there was any things faid concerning his 
maſter. Bu-tcoming into the Fort, he was preſently diſcovered dy ſome of the 
Garriſon, who had ſerved at Bergen-op-Some, when Stoutenbureh was Governor Ot 
that place. They aſked him what was become of his maſter ? He pretended, at firſt, 
that he could not tell, ſaying, that he had made his eſcape long ſince, and that he 
himſelf was looking after another place, But they were not fatisfied with this 
anſwer. They fecured him, and ſome of the Officers inſiſted that he ſhould conteſfs 
what was become of his maſter and upon his declining, they proceeded irom 
queſtions to threatnings, and the dread of the rack, had force enough to extort hs 
lecret from him. Thereupon ſome Soldiers were ſent in haſt to the (hip, but they cam 
too late : For Stourenburgh and vander Duſſen, with the maſter, klhing * pon the 
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river, and being full of fears and jealouties, leaſt any b' ody (hould diſcover them, be- A. 


G11, upon ; the man's not returning, to ſuſpe& the worſt, and that he beino topped, 
might through the violence of torments, be compelled to diſcover what he W ould 
otherwiſe have kept ſecret. They therefore were not 1dle, but with all expedition 
cauſed the Schipper to row them over to the oppoſite fide of the river, and land them

From hence, aiter a ſhort ſtay, they 
went to Bruſſ: ls, under a g0od convoy, and being arrived there, and tindins no op- 
portunity of retiring further, they petitioned the Arch-ducheſs Iſabella, the Govern- 
neſs of the Sp. aniſh Netherlan 4s, for leave to continue in that city under her DrO- 
tection, to whi hich ſhe iy exon 1he wife of Vander Duſſen, daughter of the late 
Elias Oldenh; arnevelt, Pentionary of the town of Rozrerdam, followed her huſhand to 
Bruſſels, and was a _ hclpmeet to him in his exile. But the Heer Sioutenh; 17.71 
was not fo happy. His Contort, IWalburs van Mernix, dauzhter of the late Heer var 
Aldeponde, refuſed to accompany him in his diſtreſs, either for want of love to his pe 
ſon, or out of hatred to his crimes, ſhewing her averſion very publickly | by repre- 
lenting both him and b1s practices (whict 1 were indeed very odious) in the worlt of 
colours, When it was known that he had ſheltered himſelf in Brabant, letters were 
writ to the Arch-duchels, praying her to deliver him up, but ſhe refuſed i it; on the 
contrary,ſhe took him and Vander Duſ/en, by a publick inſtrument, into her dies Tate 
protection. After this, he travelled to 1raly, ie through a great part of France, to 
wit, Provence, Languedoc ', and Guienne, Since then, returning to Bruſſel ls, he 
found bimſelt under a great dilemma : on the one hand, he ſued In vain by his 
friends for pardon, the times DeINg 4 little more ſettled 3 and on the other, he was 
tempted by the Spanzards (from whom he received a yearly penſion) with fair DrO- 
miſes, to ſerve 1n their army. 901ne of his friends, whom he conſulted on this oc- 
cafion by letters, adviſed him to try his fortune in ſo! ne foreiz2n war, without preju- 
dice to his country ; but he remained for a long time uncertain whi ch courſe to [teer. 
1] have ſeen one of his letters to a certain Gentleman, bearing date ſome month of 


the year 1626, in which he ſpeaks thus, 


© —-— Some ſhadow of hope is given me of returning into my native country, 
* but I fee but littleltkelyhood of 1t, 1 cannot exped to be younger, and yet my 
bulineſs has w_ been what does by no means agree with old age ; fo that if I 
would engage in any ſuch buſineſs, 1n order to live eaſy hereafter, now is the time, 
On the other hand, the actions of my lite father preſent themſelves to my memory, 
whole footſteps I would g gladly follow at a diſtance, for the good of my country. 
* But now my good inclinations are hindered, and time will not ſtay. I am in doub 
* what is moſt fit for me to do. I weigh my duty to my country (but not to the 
Government) 1n one fcale ; and the "eb I have met with here, in another.

Thus did he hang between two, not knowing which to chuſe, And at length he 
ſuffered himſelf to be ſo far tranſported by need and revenge ; finding likewife, that 
every door was {hut again(t his return home, thar after having embraced the Popiſh 
religion, he was {cen to mount on horfeb ack, with a Captain's Commillion, and to 
draw his {word againſt his native country, He rid afterwards into Antwerp, at the 
hcad of a troop of horſe, carrying a black ſtandard, with a dead man's head painted 
on it, and incompaſled with ſable trophies ; a fight not leſs uncommon than diſmal, 
and which occaſioned a great ES of y2ople. Thus did he conſume his days 
in the ſervice of the any: & to the great concern of his friends and relations, who 
preſerved their fidelity to ti icir country, by which, in time, they reaped _- more 
advantage. The ſhip which carried him, Was liters” "I I at Cohonk, enfc bans, and after- 
wards confiſcated with all its lading, Stoutenburs ys {crvant and rhe Schipper were 
ſent priſoners to the Hague, but what became of them alterwards, does not appear.

The very ſame day that Groonevels was leized in the [{[3nd called the Ely, the 
two Blanſarts WCre taken at Embden, and Parihy the night following, in the village 
near it, One might viſibly perceive, in their flight and apprehe nding, the great 
Power of an acculing confcic nce, which drove them hither and thither, never {uft- 
fcring them to reſt in any place, through the continual fear and diſtruſt it kept them 
in, which rendered ther ſuſpected to thole who had no jealouſy of them, and 
thereby diſcovered them to thoſe wito neither did, nor could have known ther, 
This moves me the rather to enter into the whole detail of this affair. —- Upon 
the diſcovery of the Plot, they had the luck to get out of Holand, and by the 
way of Follenho to ſhelter themſelves at Grolt which place being in the hands of 
the Spaniards, they were no longer w ithin the reach of the States. but their ter- 
rors would not ſuffer them to reſt, They were atraid leaft the Spaniards {hould 
take them priſoners, and oblige them to ranſom themſelves, becauſe * they were Hol- 
landers ;, to avoid which, they returned from Follenho, travellins from thenc 'e through 
Freeſland and Groninghen to Delfseil; where taking ſ11p, they were thrice driven 
back by contrary winds, without being able to reach the Knok; bur after a fourth 
attempt, they arrived there, and from thence 1n a waggon, went to Embden, ac- 
companied with a Schipper of Mendenblick, and got thither on the 17 h of Fe- 
bruary, N.S. in the evening, They lodged that night at the {ten of the Golden 
Helmet ,, and the next morning early, as Toon as the gates were open, they took 
another waggon, deſigning to go to Stickbuſen : but coming to Olderſinn, they 
were {e1zed with new terror. Th 1cy feared fallins i into the hands of Count Manſe 
I's Soldiers, who at this time were quartered 1n Eaſl- Freeſland, and who abuſed 
and plundered the people, and all that had the 1l-tortune to fall into their hands, 
after a barbarous and dreadful manner. They therctore made the Waggoner turn, 
and carry them back to Embden, and to another 1nn. 'The man according ly brought 
thein to another 1nn; but the Hoſt taking them for ſcoundrels, would not receive 
them ; for indeed they had but very mean habits on, the betts T to conceal them- 
{ely 'S, 'The Schipper who was with them, begged the Hoſt to let them lodge there, 
telling him they were eminent merchants, who had thus diſguiſed themſelv es, that 
they might t] the more cafily ſe through the Mansgfelders. Upon his ſaying ſo, they 
were ad Imitted, They detired frit, that they might ab142 there two or three days, 
that they might have a room to themſelves, 4 fre made, and breakfaſt prepared 3 
all which was done accordingly. 'The maſter of the houſe, whole turn 1t was to 
watch that day, went to the Stadthouſe, and returning zbout nine 1n the morning, 
talked with his gueſts, who excuſed their ill dre! les, which they had put on to 
elcape the Soldiers of Count Mansfel4, and delired he would prepare a handfom 
dinner, which he accordingly ordered his Cook to do. After this he returned to his 
watch, and came home again to dine, between cleven and twelve, when he heard 
that his gneſts were invited to dinner by lome body of the town, and ſhould not 
eat with him. This vexed the Hoſt : in the mean while a certain Burgher came and. 
told him, that his three gueſts had been with a Schipper who was ready to fail for 
Bayonne in France, and had aſked him whether he could ſet them on ſhore either at 
Calais or Dover offering to give him whatever he ſhould delire; and that the Schip- 
per having td them he could not, they had replied, [ey did not care if they were 
obliged to travel a hundred or two buadred miles - land, The Hot hearing all this, 
and reficting on their fearfulneſs and nconltancy, fancied they were guilty of 
{ome miſchief ; and having likewiſe read the Proclamation ot the gth of February, 
publiſhed by t the Court of Holland, (tor that of the 16th could not reach E __ 
ſo ſoon) he began to think that theſe men might perhaps be loine of the Plotter 
and that tl ere Was money to be got by them. 1s with theſe thoughts, he Cine 
down to dinner with his children ; during which, the Blanſarts and Parthy Came 
in, and delired to know their reckoning a8 ſoon as poſible, He roſe up, and a ked 
them why they had beſpoke a dinner, and then would not eat it, at a time when 
all proviſions were thrice as dear as uſually : ? They with dejected countenances re- 
plied, they could not help it, becaute tacy were invited elſewhere. Morcover, 
when their Landlord's ſon o. nem that the reckoning came to twent y- -{1x Stivers, 
they Were in 4uch « Iif order of mind, th: it they thought It was fo much tor each, and 
were about to pay it xccordinoly ; and whilſt they paid it, their hands were ob- 
lc at ſuch a rate, that they could not hold the money, fo great was 
their 
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their terror upon the Hoſt's aſking what was the occaſion of their going to England Ax"Do w. 
or France; to which alſo they made no anſwer, Their diſorder increaſed the 1623. 
ſuſpicion of the Hoſt ; inſomuch, that going out of his houſe bare-headed, he made WV 

a ſign to the Scout to go from his door, where he ſtood, into a neighbour's houſe, 

that he might not give any jealouly to the ſtrangers, where he charged 1M to take 

care of them, and carry taem belore the prefiding Burgomaſter; adding, That 

be did not queſtion but that they were ſome of thoſe who ſhould have aſſaſſinated the 

Prince of Orange, The Scout made ſome {cruple to do tt : whereupon the Hoſt ſaid, 

If you will not doit, and tell them that the Burgomaſler has a mind to ſpeak with 

them, I will go my ſelf to him. Then the Scout took heart, and walked forwards 

and backwards till the clock ſtruck one. In the mean while they obſerving that the 

Hoſt was gone out, aſked his fon whither he was gone without his hat. After- 

wards going out of the houſe, the Scout met them, and told them he muſt carry 

them before the Burgomatter. Two of them, namely Abraham Blanſart and IWil- | 
liam Parthy, made their eſcape immediately; and the third, Fohn Blanſarc made 

an{wer, that they were to ſtay at Embaen two or three days ſtill, and that they 

would wait on the Burgomaſter before they left the town, and ſo he retired to his | 
former inn, the Helmet, the firſt houſe he could get into. "Fhen the Hoſt, toge- 
ther with {ome of the Burghers, whom he had informed of the cauſe of his ſulpi- 

cion, dclircd the Scout to ſecure this fingle man, till further order, eſpecially {ince 

the two others were eſcaped, Accordingly, he ſet a guard upon him, and at two 

o clock, John wan Stappen, the commanding Officer at Groninghen, John Bakker, 
Meſlenger of the Province, and the Waggoner who had brought the three fugitives 

to Delfseil, arrived at Embden, being diſpatched thither by the Magiſtrates of 
Groninghen, to purſue them upon ſuſpicion, Lhe Hoſt accompanied them to the 

Helmet, where Fobn Blanſars had been ſecured, and he was immediately known 

by the Waggoner that brought him. The maſter of the houſe declared that he 

was come from Delfseil to his houſe, and he himlelt too confeiled that he was the 

perſon whom they ſought for. His brother Abraham was found at four of clock in 0:r conſps- 
the afternoon at the ſign of the town of Leyden in the Apple-market, lying in his 79/97 taken, 
cloaths on the bed. He being thus taken, cried out, and defired rhey would pray 

to God to have mercy on his ſyul. The third, to wit, Witkiam Parthy was taken the 
following night, betwecn the 18th and 19ti of the month, at a village called Bank- 

ſtede, lying on the Rype, by ſome Soldiers of Captain Erniruters, who had been 

ſent after him, and ſo he was brought back to Embden, Here they were kept in 

cuſtody till the 234, when they were put on board a thip and ſent to Amſterdam, 

As they were goinz on board, they complained heavily againit the Hoſt, as the 

author of their misfortune ; who hearing what they fſa1d, told them to their faces, 

that be was fully convinced he had thereby done good ſervice both t9 God, and to all 

the lovers of his pure and uncorrupted word; and that he had followed the diflates 


of his conſcience in that matter. Being arrived at Amfterdam, they were committed 
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to the priſon, then namcd the Fetters, where there was fuch a concourſe of people 
to ſee them, that in order to make an advantage of their curiolity, every perſon 
who was admiitcd to the fight of them, was obliged to pay a ſhilling to the Poor. 
From thence they were brought to the Hague. The Hoſt of Embden, who had 
informed againit them, being covetous of the twice {ix hundred Gilders, which 
were {ct upon the head of the two brothers, prayed a certain Gentleman, whoſe 
name I ſhall conceal, out of reſpe& to his poſterity, (he being then at the ſaid town, 
upon a commiſſion from the States) to receive the money at the Hague, and return 
it to him in Embden, which he accordingly undertook, and received it forthwith, 
but forgot to fend 1t him. The other writ to him ſome time after, but hearing no- 
thing from him, went himſelf to the Hague, and was told by the Gentleman that 
he could not yet get the money, and thus he was put off for a long while, At laft 
the ſaid Gentleman diced, upon which the Hoſt, or his Executors, came about 
five years after the three men had been taken, to fſollicit for his money; and dif- 
courling with a certain Gentleman about the matter, acquainted hum how it ſtood, 
and how the aforeſaid perſon had undertaken to procure htm the money, but that 
nothing came of it, begging him to ule his intereſt for the fame purpoſe, He did 
ſo, and was told by one who remembered it, that the ſaid money had been paid a 
great while bcfoxc. The books were thereupon ſearched, and it appeared that the

88 1623. thereupon writ to, and ordered to pay that money to whom it d1d of right belong, 
010” Luk WWw> hich was likewiſe done forthwith, and no noiſe made of 1t. 


On the 211t of February, from which day this digre{lion 1s to be dated, XAoren- 
winder, the late Secretary of Berkel, was apprehended at Over/kie, and with the 
perſon who had concealed him in his houſe, carried priſoner to the Hague. 

At Leyden, on the 24th, three Burghers were apprehenied, namely, Fobn Peter- 
ſon, a Weaver, Samuel de Plekker, and Gerard Corneliſon, Taylors, who to their 
misfortune, had heard fomethins of the Plot, but not diſcovered 1t, which coſt 
them dear. 

About this time, or a little later, fome of the chiet of the Remonſtrant Clergy, 

> who were in the land, met privately together at Amfterdam, to conlider what they 
had to do in this fituation of affairs, and likewiſe to prevent the great deſertion 
amons their party, which happened at this time, and winch they forefaw was like 
to be greater, in caſe they continued any longer ftlent under the accuſations of their 
1dverſaries, They were much at a loſs how to proceed, being at this time not 
ſufficiently appriſed of the true ſtate of the caſe, nor knowing whether any of their 
brethren were really guilty of the Plot or no. For they who were moſt ſtrongly 
charged, and proſecuted, were fled, and no body knew whither; ſo that it was 
;mpoſlible for them to inquire into the truth, 'To ftay for fuller information was 
dangerous ; and the {traits in which they found themſelves, would admit of no de- 
lay. For which reaſon it was judged neceſlary, by ſuch of the Clergy as were 
then preſent, to juſtify tnemielves, and to make their innocence, as far as poſlible, 
appear by a letter to be ſent to the ſeveral churches. Adrian vanden Borre, tormerly 
one of the Leyden Miniſters, was their Scribe; who ſetting pen to paper, drew up an 
Apology, which was immeditely printed, and diſperſed under the following title.

{tle of the Apoſtle Peter, ch. iv. v, 15, 16. Lei none off you ſuffer as a murderer, 
or athief, or as an evil doer, or as a buſy-body in other mens matters, Tet if any man 
ſuffer as achriſtian, let him not be aſnamed , but let him glorify God on this behalf. 

We ſhall lay the whole letter, without abridging or diminiſhing it, before the 
Reader, which was of the following tenour : 


Moſt dear and worthy Brothers and Siſters in the Lord Jeſus, the Saviour and Re- 


deemer of us all: 


T 1s impoſlible for us to expreſs how much our bodies were difordered, and 
« with how great ſorrow our minds were affected, when we heard firſt by the 
© common report, and afterwards by the Prochmatioa 1ſtued by the Court of Hol- 
* land, that certain perſons, bearings the name of Remonſtrants, had ſuffered them- 
« {elves to be {o far tranſported from the duty of true chriſtians, as to contrive an 
* abominable Conſpiracy againſt the welfare of our country, and (according to the 
«* rumours ſpread among the people, as 1s fpecttied in the faid Proclamation) againſt 
« the life of the Prince of Orange; infomuch that ſome of them had not ſcrupled 
© to hire other perſons with money to undertake ſo vile an attempt, But above all, 
< we were grieved, and as it were ſtruck to the heart with a mortal wound, tohear that 
* ſome pertons of our own order, whoſe bulineſs 1t was to inſtruc others in the 
* way to heaven, had preſumed to {tir up and advite the {aid hired perſons to at- 
«* tempt the ſame. Our very hearts fink within us, when we think of this, or 
« when we hear the leaſt mention made of 1t by others. Good God! 1t this ſhould 
* be true, what will become of us and our traternity? We have formerly wea- 
* thered many a ſtorm : 'The whole Government was combined againſt us; the 
ſtupid Vulgar hooted at us as villains and traytors, and we were purtued, hunted, 
ſeized and impriſoned by hungry and implacable officers. But we eſteem as no- 
thing all that has formerly befallen us, when we compare it with what has 
* happened to us of late, Hitherto our cauſe was a matter of 1ncer religion and 
2 « conſcience, 
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conſcience, and conſequently thoſe. who ſuffered with refpe& to their lives, for- A x* Dow. 


tunes, or honour, ſuffered not as evi] doers, but as chriſtians. But now on the 
contrary (in caſe theſe accuſations be true) the name and nature of our cauſe being 
altered, it may be truly ſaid of ſuch of us who have been guilty of this Plot, that 
they are puniſhed as ſeditious perſons, and as conlpirators againſt the Government, 
and the life of the Prince of Orange; and its not a little to be feared (though our 
rulers ought to a& with prudence, and we expet it from them) that whoever of 
us may happen to come into any trouble for the future, will (though unjuſtly) be 
treated as ſuch. If theſe accuſitions be true, our fame and our luſtre will be 
darkened, and our faces covered with confutton ; a thing more grievous than death 
itſelf, The name of the Remonſtrants will hereby acquire a ſpot or blemiſh, 
which nothing can ever efface. O carnal pafhons, what evil Counſellors 
are ye | 

« Now ſuppoſing it true, that ſome perſons reputed to be of our perſuaſion 
have engaged in ſuch a wicked delign, as the Proclamation and the concurring Re- 
ports have mentioned, it is no 1mplety or wickedneſs to doubt (as much as it is be- 
lieved) whether the Remonſtrant Minilters, named 1n the faid Proclamation or Re- 
ports, have joined with them, and joined too in ſuch a manner as thereby to deſerve 
the title of Contrivers and Inciters. We find ſometimes that our Governours arc im- 
poſed upon by the lies and flanders which our adverſaries ratfe againſt us, or by thoſe 
who hope to ingratiate or eſe themſelves by burthening us. The States of the Pro. 
vince of Utrechr poſitively aſſerted in their Placard of the 4th of F2b. 1623. that it had 
been propoſed at the meeting of the Remonſlrant Clergy, whether their cauſe might 
be maintained by force; and that it was reſolved in the affirmarive, And that the 
contrary opinion of thoſe who alerted. that it was not lawful for the Community 
to defend their cauſe by violence, was rejected, Common report further ſays in 
particular, that the Remonſtrants came to this refointion ina Synod which they eld 
at Harlem. 

« Notwithſtanding all which, we ſolemnly declare before God, who knows that 
we lye not, that we never heard the leaſt mention of ſuch a Meeting, or of any 
ſuch propoſal, made or debated therem, and yet lefs of their coming to ſuch a re- 
ſolution. And how is it credible, that fo many Miniſters, all of them Members 
of the ſame Society, and ſome among them, men of no mean reputation, either in 
the ſaid Society, or among the Churches, ſhould not have heard at all of ſuch an 
Aſſembly, Debates and Reſolutions, when thoſe tran{a&ttons were {o publick and noto- 
rious, as to come to the ears of the States of Utrecht themſelves? It 18not probable in 
the leaſt, That which 1s reported concerning a Synod at Harlem, is fo trifling, that 
we don't think it worth while to take any notice of fuch a filfe tale invented by 
vain and malicious perions, There was held at Harlem neither Synod, nor an 
thing like a Synod. Of the {fame ſtamp is the ſtory told to their Lordſhips, Thar 
there bad been four and twenty of the Remonſtrant Miniſters at one and the ſame 
time ar Utrecht. It is 1mpious to be In any ſort concerned in ſuch vile attemprs, 
but it is yet more impious to be a contriver and promoter of them. Yet we ouzht 
not to make worſe of any thing than it really 1s, nor load any man beyond reaſon, 
"Tis not impoſſible for an honeſt man by misfortune to hear ſfomethins which 
might tend to ſuch a deſign, and believing 1t to be but idle talk, to think no more 
about it. at the {ame time heartily abhorring the fa& itſelf, Another may hear, 
ſpeak of it 3 and oppoſe tt fincerely, though not fo earneſtly as he ought, becauſe 
he thinks it will never be attempted. A third may hear and heartily oppoſe it, 
and yet not think himfelf bound to run and inform the Government of it. Now 
all theſe may be in ſome meaſure confcious of the Jeſign, and yet no Contrivers 
and Managers, becauſe 1t is requilite towards conſtituting a perſon a Contriver and 
Manager, that he make the tirlt overture of any matter, or in cafe it be made by a- 
nother, that he promote or puſh on the ſane deſign, uling arguments, and giving 
advice how it may be brought about. This then is what the Minifters mention- 
ed in the Proclamation are accuſed of, What grounds or reaſons the Court hath 
for ſuch an accuſation we know not ; but as far as we canlearn, the ſame 1s found- 
ed upon the informations of ſome of the accomplices, or upon the confeſſions of 
the priſoners. But neither of theſe are fo certain, as to be entirely depended on. 
As to Informations, they may be given as well out of hatred againſt the perſon of 
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Ax"Dow.* any man, as out of love and delire of a promiſed orexpeRed recompence. *T's no

* new thing tv charge a man unjuſtly, out of meer hatred; nor is it leſs common for 
© the love of money, and the exceſſive deſire of pleaſing thoſe in power, and of Dre- 
« ferring one's ſelf ſo far to captivate the heart of a man as to make him bear falſe wire 
© neſs apain(t his neighbour, And ſuch falſe and {landerous informations are then 
«* wont to be moſt practiſed, when great men having a fpite againſt any particular per- 
© ſons, do as It were wiſh they would tranſgreſs, only to have a pretext of 
* proſecuting under a ſhow of juſtice thoſe whom they hate without a cauſe. 

« As for the Confe//rons of priſoners, they relate either to the perſons themſelves, 
© or to others; now theſe connot be acountel entirely certain either in the one caſe 
© or the other, lince they are extorted from thoſe that make them by torments or 
© the dread of them, For what will not a poor miſerable wretch confeſs, who either 
© feels the exceſſive pains of the rack, or has them ſet before his eyes, in order to be 
« releaſed from the ſenle or the terror of them ? It is not improperly ſaid by ſomebody, 
* that the Rack zs rather a trial of patience than of truth, 

* Etiam innocentes cogit Mentiri Dolor, ſays Seneca, Experience has taught us 
* by more than one inſtance, that ſome people, in order to be ſoon delivered from the 
« torture they cndured, by which their limbs were diſlocuted, and almoſt rent a- 
© {under, or even to avoid the undergoing of it, have ſought their comfort in a cer- 
© tain death, and earneſtly longed for it; and to that end have accuſed themſelves of 
« abominable ations, which afrerwards appeared either to have never been com- 
© mitted, or at leaſt not by them, but by others, with whom they never had the 
© Jeaſt concern, and whom they never knew, nor ſpoke to in all their lives. 

« 'That which happened ſome centuries ago, in the V/alloons country, near the 
« frontiers of France, may juſtly make all good men, eſpecially thoſe who fit as 
* judges on the lives of others, to at with caution and tenderneſs, and not rathly to 
© hurry thoſe who are accuſed or fuſpeted of ſome great crime, to the rack, and 
© then immediately condemn them upon the confeſſions made there ; or ſuſpe& o- 
« thers whom the pain or the terror of the torture has forced thein to accuſe. 

* 'They ought rather to proceed without paſſion or partiality, with a truly chriſtian 
* tenderneſs towards the perſons who have been taken up for, or accuſed or ſuſpeted 
* of any ll deſign, and always incline more to mercy than rigour. 
© There was aſtime when any perſons, eſpecially poor women, were eaſily ſuſpe&ed of 
© witchcraſt: Soine ſuch having been accuſed and apprehended, own'd the fa& thro? the 
© painsof the rack, and charg'd others, who were people of reputation and ſubſtance;and 
* theſe being taken up too, accuſed more of as good credit as themſelves. Now, as 
« the puniſhinent of this crime was, 7o ve burnt alive, and that part of the ſentence 
© was, confiſcation of their eſtates; the mouths of the judges watered at ſuch dainty 
* morcels, and they hunted about for more of the pretended accomplices; infomuch 
* that there daily enſued a dreadful butchery, and deſtruction of many good families. 
< The devil, who was a murderer from the beginning, played his part notably on this 
© occaſion. At length ſome of the accuſed perſons and their friends appealed to the 
« Parliament of Paris, where the whole matter being examined without paſſion or 
« prejudice, it was foon decreed, nor only that the appellants were innocent, but 
« likewiſe thoſe who had already been put to death in great numbers. And the ſen- 
« tences palled againſt them were ſolemnly reverſed and annulled. This indeed ſerved 
© to remove the infamy, and prevent the forfeiture of their eſtates, but it could not 
« bring to life again, thoſe who had been thus unjuſtly executed, nor free the judges 
« from the guilt of ſhedding ſo much innocent blood. 
« Of the ſame nature was that event which Godelmannus, a German Lawyer, 
« mentions in his book de Sagis & Lamijs, being to this effe&. A certain Hang- 
« man having committed a barbarous murder, or ſome ſuch abominable crime, ano- 
« ther perſon was accuſed of it, and being apprehended (though he dented the fact) 
« he was put to the torture, where he was ſogreivouſly tormented by the very wretch 
« that had done the deed, that contrary to truth and his own conſcience the poor 
© man owned himſelf guilty, and afterwards ſuffered a cruel death on that ac- 
© count. Time afterwards diſcovered his innocence, but the man had already loſt 
his life. 
* And as for the accuſing of other men, it is yet more eaſy to be conceived, that 
* they who are put to the rack, or threatned with it, though conſcious of the ve, 
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will byall means endeavour to get free, and to extenuate their crime, which is Anx* Dow? 


beſt done by declaring, that they were excited to It, or ſet on by eminent perſons,

and eſpecially by their Paſtors, who ought to have taken more care of their ſouls ; WW 


and when they know yet further, that their Judges have no great affeQion for them, 
whetherthey be Miniſters or others, they will the ſooner charge them with crimes, 
to the end they may find the more credit and favour with the Judges. The more 
a guilty man confetles, the more he pleaſes his Judges, and conſequently the leſs he 
will be tormented, and perhaps he may expe&t a milder death. ls it then to be 
wondered at, that fuch men expatiate in their accuſations againſt others? 'The ac- 
culing of others 18 no prejudice to the accuſer, nay, it tends to his eaſe. 1s it then 
{trange that theſe miſerable creatures ſhould ſeek for eaſe 1n the midſt of grievous 
torments? If a man can go fo far, as to accuſe himſelf unjuſtly of capitzl crimes, 
only to eſcape the pain oi the rack, who can wonder that he ſhould accuſe another 
with the like view ? te who chooſes to accuſe himſelf of a capital crime, will not 
be very tender of the life of another, 

* We have a diſinal account of what happened during the troubles in Norrb-Hol- 
land, under Sanoy's Government. Certain beggars or vagrants havinz been taken 
up in that diſtrict, were charged with the deſign of ſetting tire to towns and places, 
in fivour of the Spaniards, and in order to put all in confuſion. 'The violence ot 
their torments forced thera to own the crime. Being aſked who were their ac- 
complices, or rather, who had fet them on, and hired them to commit the fa&, and 
being likewiſe promiſed, that it they would confeſs, their own lives ſhould be 
oranted them, they were brought ſo far by the powertiul motives of fearand hope, 
as toname certain rich and eminent inhabitants of that quarter, who were Roman 
Catholicks, 1n which they were eaſily credited ; after which confeſſion however, 
the aforeſaid beggars, contrary to promiſe, were burnt alive. The accuſcd perſons 
heartily and truly denicd the fat ; but were put to certain unheard-of and barba- 
rous torments, to make them confeſs things of which they had never been guilty ; 
infomuch that one of them died upon the rack. But the truth at length prevailed, 
and it appeared that thoſe Papi/ts were innocent, and that they had been unjuſtly 
put to all thoſe grievous torments, as well as thoſe poor men, who had before pe- 
riſhed in the flames. 

« From hence you may eaſily judge how little dependance there 1s on the confeſ- 
ſions of tormented, or even threatened perſons. If then the Judges have no ſtronger 
arguments, nor clearer proofs of the matters we are now mentioning, than the 
confeſſions of the priſoners, extorted from them after ſuch a manner, or the infor- 
mations of their accomplices upon promiſe of pardon, the fame ought not to be 
eaſily believed ; much leſs ought fuch ſevere proceedings to be founded thereon. 
For all which reaſons, their Worthips the Judgesought to take care not to make 
themſelves guilty in the {ight of God of miſerably rending and tearing the bodies, 
and ſhedding the blood of innocent men- Matters may paſs well enough here; 
but this is not ſufficient. For as the lives of men are dear and precious, he that is 
the Judge of all Judges will not fo ealily paſs the matter by, but will require a new 
account from thoſe who are guilty, at the Great Day. 

* We findin the hiſtory of France, that in the reign of Charles the IXth, Orleans 
being belieged by the Duke of Griſe on the part of the King, a certain Gentleman, 
whoſe name was Poltror, a Hugonot or Catviniſt, came treacheroutly behind the 
Duke's back, and ſhot him with a piſtol, in ſuch manner «s that he ſoon after died. 
Poltrot riding away, and being far advanced, thuught himſelf out of danger, and 
alighted from his horſe for ſome refreſhment. In the mean while, he was over- 
taken by thoſe who purſued him, and apprehended, Being put to the rack, he 
confeiſed amongſt other things, that Theodore Beza, a famous Miniiter of Geneva, 
who was then in the camp of the Prore/tants, had adviſed him to this aflaſtination : 
Beza has accordingly heen often reproached with it by his adverſaries, on account 
of that confeſlion ; infomuch, that a certain 7Feſuic writes, thar Poltrot Plenus 
"5e3ae, that is to ſay, being full of Beza, or inſpired and animated by him, murder- 
ed that excellent Prince, And yet Beza declares, that be never knew that man, 
that be never ſaw nor ſpoke to him in all his life, 

« Such another inſtance we had about two years fince, inthe caſe of Nicolas Spore, 
who is ſtill a priſoner in the work-houſe at Harlem: This man being tortured, 
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© accuſed D., U tenbogart « of having written the book entituled, The Myrnin -AIArm, 


and it was believed ar that time by nis Judges ; but they have been ſince convinced 


that the man told an a All this being well weighed, may ſuffice to mike 


all 200d and conſcientious people ſuſpend their opimon 2 little, and not raſhly and 


haſtily give credit to ail that 1s extorted trom priſoners, either Dy pain, or the 


dread of It. 

* But ſuppoſing the Judges ſhould have other and irreiragable proofs, not only that 
this attempt was concerted by the priſoners, who have owned themſelves ou'lty, 
but that even ſome Miniſters, calling themſelves by the name of Remon/trants (and 
particuiarly thoſe three who are 'deferibe 1 in the Proclamation) knowing, or 
being informed thereof, did not only not oppoſe 1t heartily, nor blame the con- 
trivers of it, but on the contrary, encouraged and animated the poor people to my 
it on, (the matter has very remote conſequences, and therefore every Fw we 
ſtance of it ought to be throughly weigh'd, and every thing ſet in its due | oht)in 
ſuch a caſe we nelther will nor can ſay any thing towa irds the leſlening the anita 
or in excuſe and juſtification of the perfons, but muſt hold our peace, 2nd lay 
our hands on our mouths, 

« The fat was fo odious, abominable, and ſcandalous, that the very mentioning 
of it is ſufficient to make every good man tremble. No greater reproach could 
ever have befallen the body of the Remonſtrants, than that there ſhould be found 
and endured among their Teachers any fuch men as wouid tet on others to con- 
ſpire againſt the Government, and join in hiring a parcel of baſe and vile fellows, 
to be murderers of Princes, and that many of note and quality ( as fame fays ) 
throughout the land ſhould be conſcious and gu; ity of it, However, thoſe who 
are at the head of affairs in this Stare mizlht be put in mind, and defired to con- 
fider, whether they have not, by their tevere and rigorous proceedings, in fome 
inealure provoked the people to make tuch violent efforts, in caſe any ſuch have 
been inade ?- tho” indeed no body ought to lay hold on ſuch occaſions, nor can they 
be juſtified 1n fo doing. 

6 We will not go about to deſcribe here, what fort of treatment the former Ma- 
oiſtrates met withal ; againit whom, among other things, it was obje&ed as a 
Treat and Cap! tal crime, that they would have made Innovations In religion, be- 

caule £ they required the Profeſſors of it to exerciſe a mutual Toleration and For- 
bearance, ard that tooin deep and mylitertous matters, which not one man in a 
thouſand ever underſtood, and with reſpect to wiucl there 1145 never been an 
la wful deciſion or determination made 1n the chriſtian church ; as ifthe tolerating 
ſuch matters, in order tokeep men together, and to prevent fcandal and a dread- 
ful ſchiſt, were an overturning of relizion, and could give any juſt cauſe of com- 
plaint tothe orthodox church. But matters having been brought to this paſs, that in- 
{tead of treating the inhaditants who had been faithful patriots, mildly and gently, 
in order to make them the better digeſt the new Goverament and ſubmit to it (to 
which liberty « of conſcience would have mightily contributed) they have not only 
deprived the Remonſlrant Miniſters of their benetices, rodbed them of their main=- 
tenance, and turaed their wives and children out of Joors, becaute they refuſed ta 
abjure the quiet and peaceable exerciſe of their ofhice, renounce the propagation and 
promuleation of truth, even in matters in which ay agree With the Lutherans 
(to whom notw ithſtanding the diver{ity of opintons, they always offercd peace and 
brotherhood) and with the Auſburgh confellion, under which the Catviniſts 1 To! 
Garmany ſhelter themſelves, 1n order to enjoy publickly the advantage of the Re- 
ligious Pacification, and to which the Doctors of Divinity at Heidelbergh are 0- 
bliged to {wear when they are promoted z we tay, they havenot only treated them 
thus, but have cruelly chaſed them out of their native country. All their reli- 
glous Meetings have been forbidden upon very ſevere penalties, which have Iike- 
wiſe been inflicted on ſuch who were taken or appretiended 3 not to mention the 
abandoning them tothe mercy of military men, who treated them like people that 
ſurrendered at diſcretion, or that were found in a city taken by ſtorm, by plun- 
dering and [tripping men, women, and children, and when they di {turbed any 
Conventicle, by firing among the innocent neople, who fled like ſcattered ſheep, 
infomuch that ſome have been {hot dead, others wounded, and ſeveral virtuous 
women have periſhed by their wicked treatment. When the Oihcers or Scuuts 
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hive not Tufficient evidence again{t people, they compe al them: 4 ,accuſet! the et Oh Ax*Dow:; 
by rigorous and tedious im prifonments, ANY plague them with extravagant fines, 1523. 
Aisfranchiſements, prohibitions of trading, deprivation of all honourable or - profitable SN 
"laces, and by ruining them with exlle. Some houſes in which Meetings have 

been hold ien, have been pulled down ; others 1n which the Remonſtrants have 

ſheltered th emſe lves as they returned home (from ſerving God) to avoid the fury 

and inſults of the mob, have been ftormed and plun; ered, and all ſuch as have 

ſhown us the leaſt tavour or kindneſs, have been for that very reaſon oporefſed and 

trampled under foot; and all this has been done in a country, the inhabitants of 

© which took up arms on account of their reliz1ous and civil rights. Notwithſ{tand- 

« jng all theſe hardſhips, the Remonſtrants are oppreiled with taxes 2s much as the 

« reſt of the ſubjeas. 11s true, they leave them their lives, but what lipnities 
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* life to a good and pious man, when you roo him at the fame time ofall that is dear 
« and valuable in life, to wit, the free and uninterrupted exerciſe of his _— 
The Remonſtrants have preſented many humble petittons, toany of which, 11 if the! 
Governours had returned any favourable anſwer, by granting them a limited op 
dom in the exerciſe of their relig1on, their authority would have been more firmly 
« eſtabliſhed, and thoſe who perhaps covered their ambition or revense under a cloak 
« © : reli9!0n, would ha wo been deprived of their pretences, and expoled to the eyes of 
* the world. Lhey, the Remonſlrants, ha e lis! 1ed and g zroaned ſuffi ently, 4nd ſhed 
aSit were tears of blood for ſeveral years, wy yet their oppreſtions continue; their faith- 
« ful ſhepherds are ſt:i] taken up and impriſoned, as we {awlately at Harlem, in the 
« caſe of thoſe two eminent and godly men, D. Carols Niellius, and D. Edvardus 
« Poppins ; and fome of their Miniiters are condemaed to perpetual imorifonment. 
And all this has happened to 'em, belides the ſhame, contempt, ridicule, infults, 
« and bitter lampoons and ballads, to which they are obnoxious in all places. And 
© what is the moſt mortifying circumſtance of all, is, that ſuch vile uſage does not 
« proceed from the ſtup!1 vulgar only, but chiefly and more outragiouſly, from thoſe 

of the Court and Houſhold of the Prince of Orange, who take all occaſions to ſhow 
* their hatred andanimolity azainlt them; as we could prove by many Inſtances, and 

among the reſt, one which *onght never to be forgotten, Oamely, that 11npious 
« and inſolent at of Yonker Villiam of Naſſaw, the natural ſon of the faid Prince, 

who at ſeveral times, and 1n publick as well as private places, has drunk Damna- 
* 7i0nto the Arminians, and obliged others to do the ſame. 

* Now we leave all mankind, and even the Judges themſelves to refle&, whether 
it be ſtrange, that the natives of this country, whole anceſtors ventured every thing 
tor its welfare, having been ſo long and fo ſeverely harraſted, are at laſt reduced to 
impatience, and by impatience to a deſire of revenge, and thro revenge and 2 longing 
after liberty, hurried to the laſt extremities; inſomnch, tat they attempt things which 
« are by no means confiltent with the religion of a Chriſtian. It 1s really a very dit- 

ficult matter, and requires a fingular ſtrength of mind to endure great and laiting 
< miſery and heavy preflures without guiit, And on the other hand, 'tis very agree- 

able with the temper of mankind, to beimpatient under perſecutions for the ſake of 
conſcience, and to be full of reſentment for juries and wronzs; and being tranl- 
ported to indignation and revenge, to reſolve to commit cruel and Unjuttitia ble aGi- 
ons. Worldly men, and fuch as only confult fleſh and blood, would call this 
* courage and bravery ; but it 1s nothing but carnal bra very, and diabolic 11 Courage? 
which, call itby as folta name as you pleaſe, or paint it with what colours fo- 
« ever, 1s by no means agreeable to chriſtianity, nor becoming its profetlors. The 
© nobleſt  vIGOry is whit we gain over ourſetves, by fubduing our own paſſions. 'The 
* fruits of the chriſtian religion, and the duty of Every | g00d chriſtian are, that by the 
« orace of God and the ſpirit of Chriſt Teſus, we ih ad {urmount human, or rather 
« fleſhly, inclinations and motions, and that we ſhould even mortit y and crucify thei. 
« The arms of thoſe chriſtians who are not protected by the Magiſtrate, are not 
« mulkets, piſtols, daggers, or other carnal weapons ; but prayers, tears, patience, 
© humility, mecknels, and gentleneſs ; and thus ought they to wait in lence and | 111 

« hope for the Lord's aſliftance from heaven. They are bound to obey not only 
thoſe Rulers who are juſt and kind to them, but even fuch as are froward and cruel, 
but yet no farther than 1s conſiſtant with their Wy to God and their own conſct- 


ences, And when the Civil Magiſtrate commands or forbids any thing which they 
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judge contrary thereto, they mult riot oppole it by bodily torce, but dy patiently 
be Irinz and undergoing th oo orievances which are brought UPON the mM og doin 
their duty, rememberins that God calls them to ſufferings, that it is his pleafurc 
they ſhould partake of the Croſs of C! wriſt, and that they ought to lay it on 
tlieir hanilcts; and not caſt it off by undecoming means.

ſhall they, We do with our whole hearts abominate, and have an inward dete- 
{tation of all plots and conſpiracies againſt the State, of all violence and blood- 
ſhed. Nobody ought to bear another's blame, but every man his own. We 
muſt not be charged with what others have propofed and contrived without our 
knowledge, and againſt the opinion and {tecdfaſt purpote of our hearts. Our 
cauſe 1s chriſtian, holy, and good, and has no communication with ſuch unholy 
councils and devices; whereftore the blame of them cannot be laid upon us. 
Our ſociety 18 not united by the bands of unrighteouſneſs, but by thoſe of faith, 
by the conteſtion and reward of truth, which 1s according to godlineſs. Nor 
does it affe& us if there be {ome that creep in amonglt us, abufing and profaning 
their office and confeſſion, Not every man who has tie goſpel 1n his mouth, has 
the power of it in his heart, which confiſtz mn that true faith that overcomes the 
world, From hence it proceeds, that carnal thoughts often prevail, and inſtigate 
profcilors of the goſpel to all kinds of wickednets. In great bodies, good and

[tis 1noreover certain, and appears by hts ſentence, that in difcourfing ſometimes with 
his brother Slarius and Van Dye, avout the attempt againſt the Prince, he had ſaid, 
That he would not be one of the perſons that ſhould attack him ;, and that they replied, 
That he ſhould not flrike the ſtroke, but that is ſhould be done by ſome perſons of 
Leyden, who would have all the honour to themſelves, and that he and others from 
Rotterdain ſhould keep guard in the mean time, Fez was quartered upon the ſcaffold, 
and his quarters ſet upon glbvets, at the four corners of the Hague, and his head 
upon a ſtake in the GaYows-field. The bodies of the three Mariners were carried

conſpiracies, ——- And a Committee conliſting of the Heers van Brederode and 
Duvenvorde, together with the Deputies of Dort, Harlem, Delft. Leyden, Amſterdam, 
Alkmaer, Horn, and Enkhuſen, and the Great Penſtonary were appointed t9 notify this 
Reſolution to his Excellency ; which being done accordingly, his Excellency returned 
thanks for the great care they took of him ; but deſired ſome time to confider whe- 
ther he ſhould make uſe of a party of his own Horſe, or raiſe new Guards, and how 
many, and under what Othcers, 

On the 15th of March, it was likewiſe propoſed to be confidered in the Aſſembly 
of the States of Holland, that, Since it appeared by the letters of the Heer van Stou- 
tenburgh and Adrian vander Duſilen, chat they endeavoured to keep up a correſpon- 
dence in theſe Provinces, and to get returns of money from hence, notwithſtanding 
they had been proved 19 be the ringleaders and managers of the horrible conſpiracy 
againſt his Excellency and the Government, and that they had fled for the ſame 
whether it might not be proper to obuiate theſe prattices by a Placard, and ftrifly to 
prohibit the writing any letters to them, or receiving any from them, or holding any 
kind of correſpondence with them, Whereupon it was a7reed, that it was fitting fo 
to do; and nut only to forbid all correſpondence with them, but alſo with any of 
their accomplices that were fled, provided it were done by conſent of the ſupreme 
Court of Juſtice, and in the name of the States-General. In purſuance of this refolu- 
tion, the Penſionary drew up ſuch 1 fort of Placard, and tranſmitred it to the {ad 
Court to be examined, and in order to their inſerting the names of the reſt of the 
plotters, This Placard occaſioned much debate, and it was long expected, bur never 
appeared. A few days before, Slatins being betrayed by the unealine(s of his own 75: Remon- 
Suilty conſcience, fell into the hands of thoſe, who neither ſought for him at ES 
nor knew him when they had him, but only kept him till he ſhould be known. (bs wot, 
Flying away, he diſguiſed himfelt in the habit of a Boor or Peaſant, with an old 5 #7 ater 
ſlouching hat over his eyes, to prevent his being ſeen and known. Thus did he paſs ma 
through Amſterdam about a week atter the Plot was found out; from thence he 
went to Harlingen, in North-Holland, and fo by fea to Leeuwarden in Freeſland, 
and from thence to Groninghen, deſigning to take his way over the Moors to Linger < 
but being come on foot to a village called Rolde not far trom Kogwerden, he went 
into a publick houſe, and called for ſome drink, In the ſame place he met ſome 
Soldiers, together with the Quarter-maſter ///h;am Blaw, fon of Quirinus Blaw, the 
Governor of the town of Kogwerden, an old Soldier, who was expecting 4 convoy of 
money which camethat way from Gronznghen. As they were all fitting by the fire, 
the Soldiers talked about the long ſtay of the convoy. One ſaid, perhaps it was 
taken ; another, that it ran no riſque, ſince it was impoliible the enemy could know 
any thing of it; and a third, that it might eafily be betrayed by a py. Slatius 
hearing this dialogue, and knowing his own condition, was fo pricked and tormented 
by his conſcience, that although he had otherwiſe courage enough, he was fo frighted, 
that he reſolved to make the beſt of his way from them. And fo he did; tor whiltt 
the Soldiers and their Officer went out to look after the convoy, Slatus paid his 
reckoning, and went out, leaving his Can of beer behind ; fo raſhly and imprudently 
did his fear make him a&, The Officer returning into the houſe, preſently mitt the 
man with the Boor's jacket, and obſerved his Can ſtill full. Thereupon alking after 
him, and being told that he had paid for it, and was gone, he began to {uſpe& whe- 
ther he might not be one of the enemies ſpies. He purſued him with a couple of 
his Soldiers, and ſoon overtook him, carrying a loat of Rye-bread, in which he had

AxDo». ſtuck his money, the loaf being wrapt up in a dirty cloth, under his arm. Being 
1623. aſked the cauſe of his ſudden departure, and whither he was bound, he anſwered

them after ſuch a manner, as ſtill increaſed their ſuſpicion. Upon which, the Oth- 
cer obliged him to go back to the ſame inn, which he did very unwillingly, Ag 
they were going, he was alked who he was, and what buſineſs he followed ? He 
replied, he was an Oculiſt, and that his name was Maſter John Hermans, but 
begged they would let him go, being forced to fly for a duel he had fought near 
Amflerdam. Upon which the Officer ſaid, Since you are a murderer, there is the 
more reaſonto detain you;, it is nt my cuſtom to let ſuch criminals eſcaps, Then they 
carried him before the Governor of Ao-werden, who likewiſe examined him, but 
got little out of him, Whilſt he was ſecured there, he begged the wife of one of 
the Soldiers to favour his eſcape, offering a good ſum of money, but in vain. In 
the mean while the Governor writ to Amſterdam, to know whether there was any 
ſuch Oculiſt belonging to that city ? And whether he had killed a man ? But he 
could learn nothing about him. Upon this, their jealouſy of him increaſed ; and 
as the country rung with the noiſe of the Plot, they began to think he was one of 
the conſpirators, and even that it might be Slarius himſelf, upon whoſe head four 
thouſand Gilders were ſet. They reſolved therefore to ſend him to Holland, The 
Quarter-maſter Blaw carried him tirſt to Swol, where he went to bed fick, and 
turned his face to the wall, that he might not be known, Whoever ſpoke to him, 
received but an indifterent anfwer ; nay, and when people of note alked him any 

ucſtion, his anſwer was, I/Vhas have you to do to examine me, or why am I 
obliged to anſwer £ You are not my proper fudges. When I come to Holland, I ſhall 
be but too well known, At Swol they put him on board a ſhip, bound to Amſterdam, 
where he arrived the 12th of March, and the very fame day was drawn to the life in 
Boor's cloaths, and graven upon-copper by Nicolas Fansz Fiſher, who immediatel 
publiſhed a Print of him, with an inſcription in doggrel verſe, ſcindalouſly refl:Qing 
upon the Remonſtrants, as 1f they had been the authors of the conſpiracy. "The next 
day he was brought to the Hague, and impriſoned, being ſoon known there, as well 
as at Amſlerdam, He was of a melancholly temper, pale faced, with black hair and 
eye-brows. Whilſt he was 1n priſon he fell very ſick, infomuch that it was thought 
by ſome, that he had poiſoned himſelt, but growing better afterwards, that ſuſpicion 
vaniſhed. Thus the running from his beer, brought him into this condition, and 
oave afterwards a handle to the good fellows when any one was in haſte to be 
gone from the Tavern, to cry, as they do to this day, Do no: be like Slatins, and 
leave your liquor behind, But he had been yet leſs unhappy, if there had not re- 
mained a yet viler remembrance of him.

debated, and the queſtion pur, ut was agreed and reſolved, That betfoze any anſwer 
were returned to the Jetition of Iſaacus Fredericus, one of the Deputies of each 
of the P2ovinces then pzeſent, ſhould be appointed and jmpowered to reviſe the 
ſaid Act of Ceilation, and repozt their opinion to their Dinh Yinhtineſſes concern- 
ing the ſame, But before this was fully ſettled, Fredericus was to well appriſcd 
of the innocence of h1s brethren, and met with ſo many difficulties in the promiſe 
of ceſſation or ſilence, that he, not Jong after, revoked his petition and offer, by 
4 letter to their High Mightineſles, 

Rudolphus van Syl, formerly his Collegue in the Miniſtry at Utrecht, preſented 
the like petition to the States, which at firſt tney demurred too, but at length 
oranted, "This Gentleman complained fince, 1n a certain letter, that he had ſub- 
ſcribed againſt his conſcience, being in a manner compelled to it; that his Croſs 
{fate much heavier upon hm, after ſubſcribing, than ever 1t did before ; and that he 
was deprived of all maintenance, having lived a great while without any buhineſs, 
becauſe of the great diſlike which fome of the Remonſtrants ſhewed to his havins 
ſibſcribed. Fo which he added, That the Contrarcmonſitrants had made bim preat 
promiſes, and offered to ſupport bim very handſomely, in caſe be would oblige himſelf 
to come over to their church , but that he was refolved, with his family, rather to 
ſuffer the greateſt extremities, than to g1ve any more offence, "This declaration 
brought people into a better opinion of him. They took compaition of his miſer- 
able ſtate, for they looked upon him to be a good-natured man, but a little timo- 
rous ; belides, 1t was known that he had met with ſtrong temptations from his 
nearcſt relations. Notwithſtanding which, he afterwards recalled his promiſe of 
ceſſation, and continued to preach among the Remonſtrants as long as he lived, 

Abour the fame time too, Chriſ/t:zanus Sopingins, formerly Miniſter of Warmond, 
ſioned the AQ of Ceſlation; and ſo did, after hin, Everhardus Foſkule, one of the 
quondam Miniſters of Kampen, who had not preached among the Remonſlrants, 
nor received any ſtipend at all from them. 'Ihe ſame path was trod by {ſeveral 
others, whoſe names do not occur to me. 

But now the Ad of Cellation having been reviſed by fome of the Members of 
the States-General, was altercd or inlarzed atter the tollowing manner :

The three Miniſters Gerardus Livius, Fobannes Coitfrus, and Henricus Le- 

and the Con- flerus, who had been formerly deprived, and who having fubſcrided the Act of Cella- 
frm tion, were allowed to livein town, did on this occaſion reconcile themſelves with ti: 

Contraremonſlrants, Thoſe of the Remonſtrant party were of opinion, that the agree- 

ment which they entered into, and which was afterwards ſtiled, zhe Convention of 

 Nimguen, proceeded from worldly views, and love to external peace, reit, 

caſe, and honour. But theſe Miniſters proteſted quite the contrary, and one ot 

them, namely Livins, gave an account of the whole tranfaction, by way of juſtt- 

fication of what had been done, in a letter bearing date the 2d of April, O. 5, 

* They had been long tired, be ſaid, with the diſagreement among their own party. 

« Moſt of the people were influenced more by human paſſions and prejudices than by 

« the knowledge of the differences, and regarded perſons more than things, The 

< town of Nimeguen being a frontier-place, ſtood in need of unity, in cafe it ſnould 

« ever be attacked by the enemy. For attaining to which, an occaſion had oftered, 

firſt at a confercnce between Lefierus and the Miniſter Smertius, into which Co27/2us 
« afterwards and the Miniſter Leo entered, and at laſt all three of them met feveral 

times with the three other Miniſters of Nimeguen, at the houſe of the Lown-Secre- 

* tary Ameldonk Coits, where they received ſuch explanations of their feruples and 
* obje&ions, that they thought it adviſeable to make yet further advances, in order to 

quiet, if poſſible, the people of the ſaid town, without including any others in their 
agreement. Their negotiation at the beginning turned upon the rejefing the ta- 


* mous Ten Poſitions on the partof the Contraremonſtrants, and the ſubſcribing the 
I Canons 
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* Canons of the National Synod of Dorr, on the other fide ; provided that Livius, A x*D ow. 
* Leflerus and Coirſius might be allowed to conſtrue them by the writings of Melan. 1623: 
* bon and Bullinger, Hereupon tollowed a meeting of the Deputies of the Synod abr lied 

of Gelderland, with whom the three atorementioned deprived Miniſters had a con« 
ference both by word of mouth and in writing ſeveral days together, in the preſence 
of the old and new Conliſtory, among whom were all thre Burgomaſters and other 

Members of the M3giltracy ; at which conterence they propoſed their objeRions 
againſt the Vith and AVth Canons, and received ſuch explanations as ſatisfied 
them ; inſomuch, that they declared that if matters had been thus treated at the be- 
ginning of the ſeparation, the evil would not, as they 1magined, have ſpread any 
further. For in the fir{t place the conſequences drawn from the ſaid Canons were 
entirely rejeted by them, the Contraremonſtrants, who ſaid that they deteſted 
them 1n the higheſt degree, and owned that they could not be holden without giv- 
ing tae greateſt offence to the churches. And as for what related to the particular 
doarines of Calvin, Beza, Piſcator, and ſuch as they, upon thoſe ſubje&s, they 
did not undertake to juſtity them, for they were not of the ſame mind, neither 
did they teach or preach ſo. And when they, the deprived Miniſters, quoted the 
Expoſitions of Bullinger upon leveral pallages of Scripture, as for inſtancethe text 
ol Matthew xitj, 10. anſwer was made, that they approved of ſuch expoſitions, 
and that they might be freely embraced by others. Nay even both the paſlages 
out of the Canons made upon the Firſt Article were allowed by them in Bullinger's 
{cnſe, by which means, added he, the contents of thoſe Canons were enervated 
« and rendered ineffectual, and ſo were all the reſt. 

* 'Then the ſaid Miniſters reje&ed and declared their abhorrence 1n general and par- 
ticular of all the Ten Poſitions, not only in relation to the expreſſions, but even 
with refpe& to the ſubſtance and meaning of them. The Canons, they {aid, ought 
to be {o expounded, that none of thoſe Poſitions might be drawn from them. From 
whence the deprived Miniſters underſtood that it followed, that the Canons which 
ſeemed to ſupport the ſaid poſitions were likewiſe rejeted. 'Then the other Mini- 
© ſters, agreed that thoſe Canons which ſeemed to be ſomewhat dark, might and 
ought to be interpreted by others that were more clear and plain, provided they 
© treated of the ſame matters. 
_ © Afteralltheſe things had been largely diſcuſſed, the A& of Agreement was drawn 
* up, and laid before the deprived Miniſters ; who thereupon engaged themſelves to 
ſubſcribe the Canons, according to the aforementioned explanations, at ſuch time 
< as they ſhould be re-admitted to the Miniſtry. 

Thus does Livius relate the negotiation at Nimeguen ; ſubjoyning, that he and 
his brethren were incited to this agreement, by a ſincere and hearty diſpoſition to- 
wards the reſtoration of peace, being perſuaded that truth and the dodrine of piety 
would not be hurt by ſuch their proceedings, and that the deteſtable undertaking of 
Slatius and his accomplices (of which alſo they heard that the two good men impri- 
ſoned at Harlem had ſome knowledge) had given ſuch a blow to their cauſe, that it 
was hish time to ſeek for peace, 1f ſo beit could be obtained in confiſtence with a 
good conſcience. 

This Convention or A& of Agreement was mutually figned on the 7th oi March, 
O. S. as were the next day ſome other Articles as good and neceſlary for the re-eſt1- 
bliſhment of peace. We ſhall here inſert both thoſe Ads, to the end that our reader 
may fairly judge of them, and obſerve clearly how far the written Convention agree 
with the oral Declarations, as related ia the letter of Livius, Thoſe Acts were ver- 
batim as follows : 


Oraſmuch as after a verbal Conference between this Aſſembly and D. Gerardus 

Livius, D. Johannes Coitfius, end D. Henricus Leflerus, about ſubſcribing the C2- 
nons, it bas ſo happened, that their Reverences bave declared themſelves fuly ſatts- 
fied with the Explanations made by this Aſſembly, both by word of mouth, and in wric- 
ing, touching their ſcruples and objetions againſt the ſaid Canons, and ready to re- 
cerve the ſame, and that if they could be aſſured of the liberty of doing it in ſuc, F 
ſenſe,they [rould make little or no ſcruple of [igning them as ſcriptural ; ſynifying, tat 
7o that end it would be very agreeable to them, if the ſum and ſubſtance of ſuc? expi- 
nations were committed to writing, anda communicated to them, and afterwards 
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Ax"Do ws. kept by this Aſſembly, tothe endthat a proper report of the whole tranſattion mis Pt be mads 
1623- to the Synod : Wherefore as the chief of their objeftions turned upon the Vith and 
GOV VDV YV th Canon om the Firſt Article, from whence, as they thought, it ſeemed to fol- 
low, that the cauſe 02 guilt of tnbeltef and of eternal pervition, was not in man 
Himſelf, but in the irreſiſtible decree of God; 79 which they added, that there ap- 
peared a contradiftion between the XVib Canon made upon the faid Firit Article, ant 
»me of the other Canons upon the Second, Third and Fourth Articles 5 that it like- 
wiſe ſezmed to be ſtrange; that in caſe the aforeſaid VIith and XV/th Canons continued 
in force, it ſhould be nevertheleſs advanced, that God earneſtly calls thoſe to faith 
and repentance to whom he ſends his word; that many will be damned for their 
unbelief and hardneſs of heart ; that by virtue of fuch decrees, man1s not laid under 
the unavoidable neceſſity of being damned ; that 1t 1s not the purpoſe of God to ag- 
oravate the damnation of many, by calling them to the participation of his grace in 
Chrift, infomuch, that it would be better for them at the day of judgment, had they 
never heard his word preached ; that there1s no rejeQion of children of believers, bhe- 
ing yet in the wombs of their mothers, or dying 1n theirinfancy ; as the ſaid XV: 
Article imports, %c. And this Aſſembly plainly perceiving that theſe objeftions were 
made with an eye upon the Ten well-known Poſitions rejetted by the Synod of Gelder- 
[znd, Anno 1618, and by the National Synod of Dorr, Anno, 1619, as not being 
the doftrine of the Reformed churches, they have thought jit to declare, for the quieting 
che minds of the ſaidD. Gerardus Livius, D. Henricus Leilerus, and D. Johannes Coit- 
fius, and do hereby declare, that the ſaid Ten Poſitions were truly and ſincerely v2- 
jefted and deteſled by the Reformed churches, as appears by the Acts of the Provin- 
cial and National Synods, and remain fo [lil, And feraſmuch as the Canons which 
were drawn up and received by the ſaid churches have nothing contradiftory in them, 
it ought to be underſiood, that none of the aforeſaid Poſitions can juſtly be deduced oy 
inferred, inthe ſenſe they have been rejected by the ſaid Synods and that the Canons 
ou ht to he ſo underſtood, that when one of them ſhall appear ſomewhat more obſcure, 
it ought to be explained and confirued by another being clearer and treating of the {ams 
matters; as for inflance, whereas it appears to the ſaid Brethren, that it is ſaid in 
the Vith Canon, that God's decree 1s the cauſe of the unbelicf of many men, as it is 
aiſo the cauſe of faith in believers: Inrhe Vih Canon on the contrary it ts plainly ſaid, 
that the cauſe of unbelief, as well as of all other fins, 1s by no means to be imputed 
to God, but to man only. As alſo whereas it is ſaid in the XVith Canon, Art, x. 
that God will damn thoſe who arereprobated, for their unbelief as well as for all o- 
ther fins 3 and this appeers obſcure to the ſaid Brethren, ſince the Reprobated are not 
:o believe that Chriſt died for them, it being maintainedin the 24d Article of the VI1Ilth 
Canon, that it is by the entirely free council, and gracious will of God the Father, 
that the enlivening force of the precious death of his Son 1s extended to all the Ele&, 
in order to indue them alone with juſtifying faith, and thereby 1infallibly to bring them 
to ſalvation , ec. This is therefore to be underſtood conſiſtently with the III Canon, and 
tbe 2d Article, where it is ſaid thatthe death of the Son of God 1s of infinite merit and 
value, and abundantly ſufficient to attone for the ſins of the whole world; and ac- 
cording to the contents of the I1Id Canon, Art. 1: and the Vihb Canon, Art. 2; in 
which we are taught, that God does fo cauſe his word to be preached, that men are 
called to Repentance ( which 1s brought to paſs by preaching the law that is common 
to all men, as being the guide to Chri/?) and to Faith.Cwhich only belongs to ſouls 
humbled and mortifyed by the law ;,) for as none can believe, ſo neither can he be 
exhorted to ſuch a faith in Chrift, as to be perſuaded that his fins are forgiven for the 
ſake of the ſufferings and death of Chrif?, and that heſhall inherit eternal life, as long 
as he lives under bondage to fin, without repentance. And agazn, that all who truly 
repent of their {ins according to God, and not according to the world, through the law, 
and are ſenſible of the burden of them, ought to fly to Chrift as propoſed to them in 
the Goſpel, ought to believe in him, and conſequently may and muſt be exhorted 
to faith in Chri/! ; and this exhortation js not in vain to ſuch, but is efteQual to the 
end for which it 1s deſigned; fo that the decree of God is very conſiſteat with the 


means propoſed for ctteQing it. 
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As a token that the reverend Brethren are ſatisfied by this Explanation with reſpe& AD 0. 
to the ſcruples they had entertained againſt the Canons, and that they will be ready 1623. 
to ſubſcribe the ſame, at a proper time and place, they bave hereunto ſet their  N 
hands.

That the preſent Miniſters of this Town declare with the utmoſt ſincerity and 
integrity thetr abhowence, abomination and deteffation of the Fen known Propoſli- 
tions, and accowingly that they vo reject them fn the whole, and in all their parts, 
not only with reſpec to the manner of erprefſing them, but alſo in relation to the 
ſubſtance and ſenſe of them ; as was fownerly done at the Synod of Gelderland, jn 
the year 1610. 


[1I,, That the late Yiniſters pomile to ſubſcribe the Canors of the Synod of Dort, 
but to pzopole them neverthcleſs to their people in fucha manner as Melan&thon an 


Bullinger have done in their writings, which are mutuaily underſtood to agree with 
the ſaid Canons. 


IV. Jn caſe unity can be eſtabliſhed on fuch a foot, each fide ſhould endeavour to 
ſfrengthen and confirm the ſame by carefully inſtructing the people, and uſing their beft 
endeavours to take away and fuppeſs all party-names, and all occaſions of calunint- 
ating one another, and employ all pzoper means, to the end that the minds which 


have been hitherto alienated trom each other, may be now the more firinly any ſtroig- 
ly cemented together. 


V. That in oder to pzomote ſuch unity tn the maſk p2oper manner, endeavottrs

1623. lation; from whence it appeared plainly enough that the abovementioned three 
SN Miniſters, begging pardon for all that had paſſed, went over entirely to the Conrra- 
remonſlrant party, and obliged themſelves, as much as any of the Clergy on that fide, 
to ſubſcribe to all the Canons of the National Synod of Dore. * Lis true, the faid AQ 
of Reconciliation was not worded much to the ſatisfaction of thoſe Miniſters, fo that 
they cavilled aboutit 5; but being already embarked by their ſigning the Conventzon, 
they were forced to ſubmit to all the reſt, and conſent that the inſtrument abovemen- 
tioned ſhould be read from the pulpit one Sunday in their preſence, whilft they fate 
with other Miniſters and Elders bare-headed, as did alſo the Magiſtrates, the Conſt- 
ſtory, and the whole Congregation, whilſt it was publiſhing. "The faid A& ran 
thus. 
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The Ac of Reconciliation of the three depzived Miniſters of Nimeguen, dawn tif

[J/ Hereas uw is well known to this chriflian Community, that Gerardus Livius, 

Henricus Leflzrus, and Johannes Coitſius, being perverted by the corruption of 
the times, have approved of the doArines contained inthe Five Points, which have 
occaſioned ſo many diſputes , and that through human infirmity they have conmitte# 
ſeveral offences againſt divers of the worſhipful Magiſtrates and the Conſiſtory of this 
wown ; for which offences they the ſaid three Miniſters were deprived of their Eccle- 
faſtical funfions by the Provincial Synod of Gelderlind, holden at Arnheim, 1519. 
Therefore, theſe are now on the contrary to gue notice to the church of Chriſt, r12ar 
he aforeſaid Brethren, upon the explanations made by way of anſwer to their ſcruples, 
bave acknowledged and teſtified under their hands, that they do not only hold the 
Contefſion of faith of the Nerberland-churches and the Catechiſm of Heidelberg to 
be conformable to the word of God; but that they do likewiſe receive the Canons 
of the National Synod of Dor: for ſcriptural, and are ready, like all other Miniſters, 
to fisnand ſubſcribe in a proper manner and at a due time, the ſaid Confeſſion, Ca- 
rechiſm, and Canons, whenever they ſhall be called to the Miniſtry ; as alſo that 
they are entirely reconciled to the worſhipful Council, and the preſent Conſiſtory of 
this Town, as repreſenting the whole Community, notwithſtanding all that has pailed 
either by word of mouth, or in writing ; acknowledging their forrow for the fame, 
and deſiring that all offences may be conſumed in the tire of love 5 and accordingly, 
they are bereby admitted and accounted Reconciled Brethren, and Members of the 
Reformed Church of Chriſt. And they have further promiſed, that they will bhence- 
forward be conſtantly preſent at church, and at the approaching feſtival of Faſter, 
partake of the Lord's Supper with the chriſtian Community, uſing all poſſible diligence 
to bring others thither too, as they have teſtified by their own venerable preſence , 
7n conſequence of which the Chriſtian Community 2s hereby exhorted and intreated, to 
72J8ice for theſe their Brethren, as they have formerly mourned, and to live in all 
brotherly love with them their ſaid Brethren, and to converſe with them to the glory 
cf God, and to the edification of the Church. 


The Remonſtrants of Holland having ſoon after procured a copy of this AA, were 
much troubled and diſpleaſed at it, and endeavoured to bring them back. Some of 
their Clergy being allembled at Amſterdam, cauſed Adrian van den Borre to write 
them the following letter in their name. 


Dear tellow-Labourers, 


c ]* is hardly poſlible for us to expreſs how much we were ſurprized to hear 0 
your being reconciled to the Contraremonſtrants upon certain terms and condl- 

* tions. 'The firſt news we received of it, was attended with ſuch circumſtances as 
* made it ſeem as if you had obtained ſome liberty of diſperſing the ſaving truth, 1 
* {uch manner as might have made us hope and expe& ſome good 3 if the juncure 
« of time had not cauſed us on the other hand to deſpair of it. For when we con- 
© ſidered that this agreement was made at a time when we were unde ri: greateſt ter- 
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ror and conſternation, as being every where fuſpe&ed to be guilty, or at leaſt to Ay*D o w.

be conſcious of the known conſpiracy, on which account we were accuſed of bein 
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a/7afſinators of Princes, and were become the maledi&ion or curſe of the whole —V 
world ; for this cauſe 1t could by no means enter into our imaginations, that 
the Contraremonſtrants would at ſuch a junCure abate any thing of their uſual pre- 
tences, or allow you to ſtipulate any advantages on the behalf of truth, 'Tis well 
known, that fear and dejeQion are but indifferent counfellors, which the Contrare- 
mon/rants having likewiſe well confidered; have readily laid hold of a junRure ſo 
* {caſonable for them, and ſo unſeaſonable for you, 

* As ſoon as we got light of the Agreement, we immediately obſerved that it was 
« very artificially contrived; that you were hampered and bound, but they (by rea- 
* {on that all matters wereleft to the deciſion of a Synod) were free, and could always 
© extricate themſelves with honour and credit. We likewiſe remarked, that their 
« form of reje&ing the Ten famous Poſitions, was not drawn up bona fide, but was 
« mixed with ambiguities, as appears by theſe expreſſions, in the whole, andin every 
* part compared with the whole, Alſo, as was done in the Synod of Gelderland, in 
the year 1618, as not being the doffrine of the Reformed churches. It may like- 
wile be ſuſpected, that the explainins of one Canon by another, 1s either inſnarins 
or impertinent, and nothing to the purpoſe 5 inſnaring, when in comparing the 
VIth Canon upon the F:r/t Article with the Vth, it 1s faid, that God's decree is 
the cauſe of unbelief'in many, as it ts of belief in others. As alſo in ſubjoyning 
the word Guzlr, or Fault, to the word Cauſe, with reſpe& to God, who though he 
be a Cauſe, yet as he 1s a ſupreme and independent Lord, cannot be {aid to be in 
the wrong, or guilty of any fault. And again, 1n comparing the XVth Canon on 
the Fr1/t Article, and the VIIIth on the Second, with the 111d on the Fir/?, and the 
Vrh on the Second, where they endeavour to obviate your objedtion, by a double 
Vocation or Call, firſt, through the Law to Repentance ;, and ſecondly, through the 
Goſpel to Faith, Whereas, according to their opinion, the Fir? Call is as unpro- 
fitable as the Second, without the grace flowing from the decree of eledtion, 
© It is allo manifeſtly 7-pertinent and nothing to the purpoſe; for inſtance, the 
comparing the aforementioned VI[Ith Canon on the Second Article wit hthe Third, 
foraſmuch as the former ſpeaks of the council and deflign of God, mn relation to 
thoſe for whom Chriſt was to die, but the latter of the value and ſufticiency of 
Chriſt's death conſidered 1n it ſelfabſtratly from the deſign of God ; to fay nothing 
of the abſurdity of the propoſition which precedes this explanation, to wit, :/4c 
the church does not advance or maintain any thing contradittcry. Conlider like- 
wile, that at firſt ſight they ſeem indeed to grant you ſomething, by ſaying, thar 
< yore may inſtru the people according to the principles of Melan@hon and Bullinger, 
© as expreſſed in their writings ;, but then on the other hand they expe&, that by 
< your receiving the Canons as ſcriptural, and teaching them in the ſenſe of thoſe 
« Divines, and acknowledging at the ſame time, that the faid Divines do agree 1 
* ſubſtance with the Canons, you do 1n reality get nothing more than that wWhl/? you 
« pretend to be Contraremonſtrants in opinion, you att! like Remonſtrants n pracrzce ; 
© as indeed moſt of the preſent Contraremonſtrants themſelves do. 
© But though all this had been got over without difticulty or fcruple, yet we con- 
© ceived, that ſuch an Agreemens would laſt no longer than your own lives, and 
* that your people being thereby allured into the church, whilſt the Conrrarens:- 
« flrants keep in their own hands all the promotions to benefices and ſchools, 
« poſterity would fall into, and remain in thick darkneſs, and a deplorable 1lz- 
© very. 

* However, as theſe things did not appear ſo plain to every body, there happene.! 
* ſeveral debates and arguments among us and other Brethren 3 and we were under 
© apprehenſions, that not only the common people, but even ſome of our own order, 
* might be enticed and deceived by the faid A, on account of the artifices and ſnarcs 
* made uſe of init. Yet when afterwards the Inſtrument of Recantation came to our 
* hands, which having doubtleſs been ſeen by you, before it was read from the pul- 
* pitin your preſence, and to which your conſent was teſtified by your heads being unco- 
« yered,then we ſaw plainly into the bottom of the bulineſs, and had no occatfion to tear 
© that any who ſaw it as well as we would be miſled, butrather that many, being quite 
© tir'd with the difficulties they met with, and following the examplei you have {et 'ery, 
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might thro* 1gnorance proceed to an open delertion of our Contetlion. If it had not been 
for this recantation, we might with ſome reaſon have reported every where, that you 
{till continued to be on our ſide; and you on your part, might have contirmed the 
people in their adherence to the doQrine of the Remonſtrants, But by this recantation 
you have plainly departed from this doctrine, acknowledging yourſelves miſtaken, 
and that you have been altogether in the wrong, taking to yourſelves and laying 
on the body of the Remonſtrants the blame of all the ſcruples and difficulties that 
have been made; whilſt at the ſame time you have entirely juſtified the Contra- 
remonſlrants in their impious opinions, and all their unchriſtian proceedings. Dear 
Brethren, how came you thus to apoſtatize ? Is then the truth, for which you 
have undergone fo much ſhame and contempt, for the honour and love of which 
you have ſuffered yourſelves to be turned out of your benetices, and deprived of 
your ſtipends ; for which you have led ſuch wretched lives for almoſt thele five 
years, is it now turned into a lie ? Have you, upon a turther inquiry into the mat- 
ter, diſcovercd good and ſubſtantial arguments, ſufficient to countenance your change 
of opinion? In the name of Chriſt Feſtes, communicate the fame to us. The pre- 
ſent circumſtances of our affairs are not ſo ſweet and charming, as not to tempt 
us to get out of them, if we could do it with a good conſcience. It is neither am- 
bition, nor obſtinacy, nor any other carnal paſhon which has made us to perſevere 
till now, and to undergo all theſe dilmal inconveniences, but the pure dictates of 
our conſciences. "this, the Lord knows, who ſees and hears all things, and from 
whom we can hide nothing. But if it has fo happened, that you have not been in- 
duced by any good and godly reaſons, but only by human irailty, fear and de- 
je4ion, being 1:d away by the conſideration of the troubleſome times, in which we 
live : ah, Brethren, give glory to God, and return. Think within yourſelves how 
much you have cauſed us, and all thoſe who love peace and truth, to grieve and 
lament, and what offence you have thereby given to others. There are fome who 
being tired with theſe troubles, have only waited for your example, who having 
gained their deſire, and believing they can ſhelter themſelves behind ſuch a breaſt- 
work, will readily follow your ſteps. We are already informed of five of the late 
Miniſters in the Bifhoprick of Utrecht, who having made a previous application to 
the Deputies of the Synod, have thereupon been received. And what 1s molt re- 
markable in their agreement, is, Thar they declare they have no more ſcruples nor 
objefions in relation to the Canons, but do entirely acquieſce therein, receiving them 
with a ſafe conſcience, rejefting the errors which are ſligmatized by the ſaid Canons, 
and that (mind the exprefſion) with the utmoſt ſincerity, and without any mental 
reſervation, 92 particular explanation, Obſerve, how thoſe who have every 
thing now to their mind, urge and tempt people, when they find how things are 
going. Trizlandius, wn his obſervations upon our Memorial, glories ſufficiently 
in your change; exhorting us to come back again to his church ; as, ſays he, The 
three late Miniſters of Nimeguen have done, who have thereby ſet a good example, 
renouncing the doctrines of the Remonſtrants about the famous Five Articles, and 
embracing thoſe of the Reformed churches, as explained and eſtabliſhed in all parts 
and points by rhe National Synod of Dozt , and who have propoſed to uſe their ut- 
moſi endeavours to bring over others. 
* Thus have you ſigned a Carte-blanche to your adverſaries, But in cafe you have 
been brought thus far by the motives and inſtigations of conſcience, we have no- 
thing more to ſay, knowing, that men are bound to follow the dictates of confci- 
ence, without having any regard to the judgment of the world. But it it be 
otherwiſe with you, 1f you are ſti]] of the ſame opinion as formerly, and intend to 
perſevere therein, conlider well whether you ought not to contels it before men. 
And how can you do 1t with fincerity, whilſt this agreement and recantation {ub- 
fiſt 2 Perhaps you w1ll reply, that you made all theſe advances, 1n order to. put an 
end to the feparation, of which you were tired : thus far it 1s well, But is fepara- 
tion to be avoided by departing from, and making a faerifice of truth ? And by 
joining yourſelves to ſuch a church, which having often offered peace to others, 
rotwithſtanding their diſagreeing in theſe and other points, yet when they thought 
themſelvesthe maſters, refuſed the ſame to their fellow-ſubjeds, fellow-citizens, and 
{ellow-labourers, who defired nothing but peace, and without convicting them of

« Conlider further too, how you will like it, when they, our enemies, ſhall or 
preſs us and ours more and more, and that you yourſelves, upon this or that occa- 
« {ion, ſhall be forced to pronounce ſentence againſt us. 

« And {uppoſe nothing of this ſhould happen, but on the contrary, that you ſhould 
* be preferred and exalted to ſome eminent 1{tation, or that you ſhould not be watched 
* or ſpicd, or that they {ſhould not be obliged to confine yourſelves to preach in the 
: ſtile ot Melanftbon or Bullinger ; and laſtly, that you ſhould never be obliged to join 

* 1n any condemnation of us, yet what if your own conſctences ſhould accufe you for 
* what you have done ? Would not that be an evil great enough ? But be it how it 
* will, we can by no means comprehend, how you chat wereas much of the Remoz- 

* from perſuaſion as any of us, could in the ſpace of a few days, Qrafz per ſaltum 
mo per raptum, or all at once, become tight Contraremonſtrants, which has been 
Y divartbobdl fatd of you oublickly, and 1n print by a noted perſon or that party. 

* But not to enlarge upon ſuch an odtous ſubjet, we will Jraw towards a conclu- 
ſion, beſeeching you in the name of the great Saviour of the world, that you will 
« ſtill hold for truth what you have formerly, as well as we, believed in YOUT 
« hearts and confeſſed with your mouths; and that you will give fuch glory to 
« Chriſt, and to his holy word, as to break through all human ties and binds for 
« the ſake of it, Come back, at leaſt fo far Prethren, as not to ſuffer that men 
« ſhould accuſe you of holding any opinions or dodrines before the world, different 
« from what you hold betore God. Would you not bz aſhamed to own, that you 
« were overcome by fear or cowardiſe, or any other human infirmittes? Set before 
« your eyes the example of 1/aac Frederickſon, who not long ago, being moved with 
fear, petitioned the States: General to allow hin to return 1nto the lod, offering 
to deſiſt from preaching and all other eccleſiaſtical fungions z and yet afterwards, 
throuzh pure remorſe of conſcience, d1d not fcruple by a contrary petition to re- 
voke his former, not regarding the releatment of the Government, which he had 
reaſon enough to expe& from ſuch a proceeding. Make them therefore rejoice 
whom you have made forrowſul by your defertion, and raiſe up thoſe whom you 
have thereby cauſed to fall, or weakened. Though our affairs are in a bad con- 
dition at the preſent, yet are they not quite deſperate 3 had we but adhered to 
each other in a uniform Confe//ron of the truth, we might have tired out our op- 
preſſors by patience and perſeverance, notwith ſtanding theſe late troubles fallen upon 
as. For the Lord, the God of 1/rael, and the Prince of peace, 15 till living 5 he 
will not forſake thoſe who profeſs his truth, but bleſs them with his faving pe -3Ce, 
Our Saviour Chrift confirmed thoſe truths which you have contſelled, with his 
moſt precious blood. He is invincible. How much ſoever his truth is opprelled, 
and under what pretence ſoever, it will nevertheleſs triumph at laſt, Let us there- 
fore adhere to the profeſſion of it, that when he comes, he may tind us ſo doing, 
* And although we were to ſuffer much more than we have done, for the ſake of it, 
* yet ſhall we have this ſweet ſatisfaRion in our hearts, that we have defended the 
* divine and ſaving truth, and that we have and do ſaffer for the ſame. Yet a little 
* while, and he that ſhall coine, will come. Lord Feſus come quickly ! "Tak: in 


* good part this our Epiſtle, as proceeding from fincere and well-meaning hearts.

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This the Lord knows, Brethren, who fees and penetrates into all things, and 
whoſe proteQion, care, conſolation and guidance, we recommend you. T 
« Gaſper Barleus, who, upon the breaking out of the Plot, was fo terrified, that 
he ſeveral times frequented the aſlemblies of the Contraremonſtranrs, fell afterwards 
into a deep melancholy, ſo far as to be in a manner deprived of his underſtandino 
and now that he 1s come to himſelf again, nothing burdens his conſcience more 
than his having made that ſtep, as having given offence to many good men, b 
ſeeming to countenance and approve of the proceedings and opinions of this xy 
remonſlrants, neither of which he could do with a {afe conſcience.

Put this letter availed nothing. They went on, and conformed yet more to the 
humours of the Contraremonſirants, to the great trouble of thoſe who were perſwaded 
that they were ſtill as much Remonſtrants in their hearts as ever, and that they ated 
contrary to their own conſciences. When Gratius, who was in France, got notice 
of the abovementioned accommodation, or reconciliation, he was much diſturbed at 
it, not being able to imagine how they could come in to it. Uirenbogart and Epiſco- 
pius pronounced it a ſcandalous agreement; but perceiving that this matter nad been 
upon the anvil long before the plot, and that the ſeal of the Communion or hot 
S1crament had been affixed to 1t, they were of opinion that nothins more was h 
to be done. Beſides, Adrian van den Borre writ to them, and acquainted them, that 
this Convention of Nimeguen was not like to do the cauſe ſo much miſchief as Was 
apprehended, neither would 1t be imitated but by ſuch as, fainting under the difi- 
culties they met with, loſt their courage, and yielded to their conquerors. However 
thoſe men carried a great many of their people along with them to church ; but the 
reſt kept together, and ſhewed an abhorrence of ſuch an agreement. , 

A few days after the ſigning the aforeſaid agreement, Henricus Meilingius, for- 
merly Miniſter of Arnheim, writ a letter to the Court of Gelderland, deſiring to be

U Pon this declaration and ſubſcription, together with ſolemn aſſurances of di- 
ligently frequenting the church, and of receiving the Holy Sacrament UPON 
the tirſt, and all other opportunities, 1n token of unity in dodrine, and of bringing 
others to conformity, as far as they could, the beforementioned Remonſtlrant Mi- 
niſters were admitted and received into the church, as reconciled to the true Re- 
formed dodrine, 4nd their caſe, as tO the reſt, was recommended to the Provincial 
Synod; and the Deputies of the ſaid Synod have promiſed, at their requeſt, to join 
in the diſpatch of it.

From theſe Atts it may be obſerved, that theſe Clergymen of the Biſhoprick of 
Utrecht, could not be admitted on the foot of the Convention of Nimeguen, but 
were forced to go yet further, and declare that they acquieſced entirely 1n the dodrine 
of the Reformed, that 1s to ſay, the Contraremonſtrant church, without baving any 
manner of ſcruple or objeftion againſt any points of the faid doftrine ; and beſides, 
that they rejefled all that was rejetted by the National Synod of Dort, and received 
whatſoever was eſtabliſhed by the ſaid Synod, promiſing to ſubſcribe the Confeſſion, 
Catechiſm, a»4 Synodical Canons, wichour any mental reſervation, or private in- 
Terpreration, 

Not long aſter, the Remonſlrants publiſhed a certain treatiſe entituled, The Nime- 
guen Convention, or refleftions on the union berwean the Deputies of the Synod of 
Gelderland, and 7be deprived Miniſters of Nimeguen, with a compariſon between 
tne doctrines contained in the Ten Poſicions of Gelderland, and thoſe of the Synod of 
Dor ;, and further, an oppoſition of the doQrines of Melan&bon and bullinger on the 
one hand, and thoſe of the aforeſaid Synod on the other, for a warning as well to 
the 
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Remonſlrant Clergy, as to their flocks, who had been infaared, as the author tiled Aw D 04: 
it, or might be attacked by ſuch a deceitful Agreement. On the title page was quoted 1623. 
the 24th verſe of the xth chapter of the Epiſtle to the Hebrews. LV Sg 

In this treatiſe the writer endeavoured to ſhow, that the Agreement contained di- 
vers things that were fallacious and equivocal, that the Ten Poſitions were not bond 
fide rejeed, being in reality conformable to the dodrines of the Synodical Canons ; 
that the dodrine of Melanhon, that eminent perſon, that Schoolmaſter of Germany, 
that ſhining light of the Reformation, with whom Bullinger alſo agreed, and which 
they had the aſſurance to maintain agreed in ſubſtance with the Canons of Doxr, 
was entirely contrary 3 infomuch, that 1t might be juſtly maintained, that fire and 
water, light and darkneſs, yea and no, might as well unite together, as docrines ſo dia- 
metrically oppolite to each other z that it was not to be doubted but that thoſe perſons 
knew better than what they ſa1d ; that David Pareus had indeed done the utmoſt 
to varniſh over the dodrine of Abſolute Predeſtination, and the matters relating to 1t, 
and to make 1t paſs for the dodrine of the Reformed churches, but yet was not ſo 
bold as to cover his own notions with the name of Melan&hon, but on the contrary 
plainly owned, that Flacires 1fzricus was more orthodox in thoſe points than his ad- 
verfary, that 1s, Melan&hon, againſt whom, the former had writ. That likewiſe 
before this, Adrian Smorur had been ſenſible that the opintons of the Contraremon- 
flrants did by no means agree with thoſe of Me lan&hon, whom hetherefore ranked 
among the Pelagian Hereticks, either whole or half. 

The Remonſlrant party looked upon this book to be learnedly and nervouſly writ- 
ten, and thanked the author for the Warnings therein contained. It appeared then, 
as moſt other writings, without a name, but the Author of it was Bartholomens Pre- 
voſlins, formerly Miniſter of Freſewick, otherwiſe called The Ford, a very learned 
Divine, who afterwards, 1n the time of peace and liberty, diſcharged the office of a 
Miniſter among the Remonſtrants at Amſterdam with great applauſe, and who conti- 
nued to officiate among them ſeveral years after he had loſt his ſight, by the ſtrength 
of his memory, and by caufing others to read to him thoſe notes and papers which he 
had writ whilſt he enjoyed the uſe of his eyes. 

Soon after the publication of this book, two of the abovementioned Miniſters of 7wo of 5+ | 
Utrecht, namely, Wilbelminus Ridderſback and Aſſuerus Johannis, renounced and re- —_— 
voked the Agreement they had made. They complained, that it had been propoſed to 
them, that they muſt entirely reje& all the opinions of the Remonſtrants, and con- 
form in all points to thoſe of the Contraremonſtrants, which their conſciences would 
not ſuffer them to do ;, and that they had been treated very uncivilly and unchri- 
ſtianly. They added, that they had never met with ſuch people in their lives, 
and that they could not ſufficiently thank God that they were got rid of them, and 
would much rather beg their bread, than be obliged to hold ſuch communion with 
the Contraremonſtrants. 

As for the reſt of the reconciled Miniſters of the faid Province, Uitenbogart and 
Epiſcopius ſpeak of them 1n a letter to van den Borre, after the following manner, 
IWe have not. loſt much by thoſe perſons, but the ſcandal they have given is preat. 
They only preach, that they may eat, Thus the God which many worſhip, ws their belly, 
Butthis connexion of matters, which could not eafily be ſeparated, has carried me 
2 little too far ; I ſhall theretore return to others that fell out earlier, and recount 
how the firſt news of the diſcovered conſpiracy reached the ears of the two Foreign 
Direcors, the aforenamed Uirenboparst and Epiſcopius whilſt in France ; how they 
were afflied at it, and what they writ thereupon to van den Borre, and others 0: 
their perſuaſion, within the Provinces ; together with the counſels they ſuggeſted 
upon the ſubſequent events and troubles. For theſe things being extracted out 0 
their private letters, which they writ to their moft truſty friends, and which are ſtil! 
in being, plainly diſcover their moſt ſecret thoughts, which ought to be known, 1n 
or der to penetrate into, and fathom the very bottom of theſe events, andſo to diſcover 
the truth in its {ſimplicity and nakedneſs, which ſome out of partiality endeavour to 
diſguiſe. 

'The firſt letter which they writ to van den Borre about this time, bore date the 
2th of March, and was as follows : 
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1623. Reverend and Dear Collegue, and Worthy Friend, 
EV SU þ HE extreme ſorrow and dejeQton, occaſioned by the diſmal news brouzht to 
A letter of Ui iv hich grows daily worſe and worſe, 
cenbogart us out of our native country, which grows daily worſe and worſe, and 
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whereof we do not as yet ſee any end, 1s the reaſon why we did not ſooner 
return an anſwer to yours of the 21ſt of February, And now that we are about 
to ſpeak, we are dumb, and know not where to begin, nor where to end. Who 
could ever imagine that any man that 1s accounted one of us, ſhould fo far tranſ- 
orcſs ? Good God ! Is this bearing Chriſt's Croſs with patience, and expeRing 
either no temporal deliverance at all, or by none but lawful means, as has 
been always the profeſſion of our fraternity in general 2 O how well do we know 
that you, and thoſe two good men who ſuffer that grievous confinement at Har- 
lem, to ſay nothing of ſo many thouſand other pious ſouls, are innocent of this 
abominable deſign ! And yet all of us together ſhall be obliged, for the fake of ſome, 
to bear this burden, though we were innocence itſelf, neither will reaſon or juſtice 
be heard, eſpecially by them who look upon this as the taireſt opportunity inthe 
world, to do what they have long delired, namely, to trample under foot, and ut- 
terly deſtroy us. You rightly term the accomplices of this vile ation, violent 
and carnal men, and juſtly add, that impatience, revengefuineſs, ambition, and 
temerity have been their privy counſellors! We fee very plainly, that our ruin is 
unavoidable, though we cannot yet be ſufficiently ſenſible of all the dangers with 
which we are threatened both at home and abroad, For allot us, even the very 
beſt among us, and thoſe that are as innocent of any ſuch attempt as a child newly 
born, are devoted to the like treatment, and ſtink in all men's noſtrils, nay, we 
are become the very off-ſcouring, of the world. A fea of troubles overwhelms us, 
and we are made as a threſhing-floor. 

«* But notwithſtanding all this, we freely own, that the innocence of the good 
ought to be made known, and the defence of the body in general undertaken. 
But we cannot tell how to ſet about it, becauſe we are 1gnorant of the true ſtate of 
affairs. Nobody writes to us; all that we hear comes to us through the hands of 
ſuch who with usno good, and others are quite ſilent. We had prepared ſomething, 
but keep it back, becauſe, as fame ſays, every day more and more appears, which 
puts a new, and a more ugly faceon our cauſe. There 1s one matter in particular, 
which bears hardeſt of all upon us, and which we beg moſt heartily, yea, and 
conjure you in the name of Chriſt Feſus our Lord, may be cleared up, and placed 
in a true light as ſoon as poſiible. You were pleaſed to acquaint us, that it was re- 
ported of our impriſoned Brethren at Harlem, that they too were conſcious of this 
buſineſs, but that however they had oppoſed the carrying it on, and that you were 
of opinion that this was (aid only to render them odious, fince, contrary to their 
temper, they had not ſaid one word of it toa third perſon, And fo we underſtood 
it. But beſides that the Placard of Urrechr ſpeaks poſitively of certain Meetings 
holden we know not where, at which it was debated and refolved to aſlcrt our cauſe 
by forceof arms, (though we cannot believe it) it 1s now ſtrongly reported from 
4 certain letter writ to ſomebody here (but not to us) that the two 1mpriſoned 
Brethren have owned, that in a certain Town (either Urrechr or Harlem ) there 
was a Meeting held in their preſence, and that it was there concluded by the plu- 
rality of votes, though the ſaid two brethren were of a different opinion, Now 
notwithſtanding that we never heard before of any ſuch Meeting, and yet 
leſs, that any ſuch matters were debated in it, and carried by a majority of 
voices, and that we do not believe that Slatins, who was fo well known, would 
have been admitted at any ſuch Mectings (and conſequently do by no means ima- 
gine that it was true, or that the aforementioned Brethren ever knew of it) yet 
that poſitive aſſertion contained in the Placard does fo affe& us, that we dare nof 
undertake the defence of the common cauſe, as long as we have no account at alt 
of the truth or falſity of this. lt is therefore the moſt earneſt requeſt of all of us, 
that without loſs of time we may be ſatisfied about it, the common cauſe, as well as 
we ourſelves, being ſo much concerned therein,

« bliged to do nothing more 1n it, till weare better informed, As for the change, you 
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ſy you obſerve in the countenances of all men, and the great dangers in which fo Yd 
« many good men find themſelves, and the deſperate condition of our affairs, we be- 
« lieve it as much as if we {awit. We and the reſt of your friends here, are exceed- 
ingly troubled, and know not which way to turn us. For, as you rightly oblerve, 
« jfthe Almighty will {mite us down, who ſhall raiſe us? If he will ſcatter us, who 
« ſhall keep us together 2? Let us bow ourſelves under his mighty hand, He will 
look upon the innocence of the innocent, and grant them {ſuch a deliverance as to 
him ſhall ſeem mcet. He 1s able to do it, whenever he pleaſes. 'To weep, to 
lament, to 13h, to fait, and to pray to the Lord, is now our bounden duty, and 
to cry, be gracious t9 us thou Chriſt our King; take thy own cauſe in hand, and 
help the innocent who fear thee, change this fearful darkneſs into a pleaſant ſun- 
© ſhine. Lord God, be thou our comfort , ſhew us thelight of thy countenance, and 
« we ſhall be preſerved. Our ſouls are overwhelmed with ſorrow, Our fingers are 
{tif, we can write no more, we long for an anſwer to this, as a fiſh for water, 
* Odear brother and friend, and all you that fear the Lord, comfort yourſelves in 
* God, whom we pray, that he would preſerve you as the apple of his eye, and 


« ſtrengthen you, We falute you heartily in him, being your faithful, but forrow- 
« ful fellow-labourers and fervants.

On the marg1n of the letter there was added, We bep to be informed of the true 
fate of the caſe of Geeſteranus and Velſius, ſo grievouſly charged by the firſt letter of 
the Court, and of what other news is ſtirring in the Provinces. Be pleaſed like- 
wiſe to let us know how it ſtands with our two Brethren at Harlem. 

[hey writ on the 24th of March to Dominicus Sapme almoſt to the fame purpoſe 
x3 they had done to van den Borre exhorting him beſides to concur with the 
{ai14 van den Borre in promoting the Meetings of ſome of the Miniſters, or 
the fetti1zg the common affairs. * 'The more the terror of ſome men is, ſaid they, wa tt; 
* and the greater the diſperſion of the churches 1s every where, the more ought they »!* '* S4p- 
« to whom God has granted the ſame courage, as to you (and we doubt not but there © 
are more ſuch, though but few, whoare not only couragious, but fincere and pru- 

t dent ) the more cheartfully we fay, ought they to ſtand, as the Prophet phraſes it, 
© inthe breach, leſt the Lord ſhould entirely break down our fences, yea, leſt he ſhould 
* be induced to overwhelm us with his wrath, and utterly conſume us. We know 
« very well, that men ought not to expoſe themſelves to great and viſible danger 
* by making too much haſte, but that all opportunities ſould be choſen with pru- 
« dence ; and on the other hand, we are ſenſible, that we ought not to ſtay till all 
© opportunities are loſt, 

Some of the Remonſtrant Clergy having aſſembled in the month of March, and 
van den Borre having writ to Epiſcopius and Uitenbogart on the 23d of that month, 
and given them a further account of the ſtate of affairs, informing them particu- 
Jarly that ſome of the Brethren endeavoured to ſubſcribe the A& of Ceſſation, they 
returned ananſwer on the 4th of April, in a letter that was very cop.ous, and in which, 
among other things, theſe expreſſions were found,

© God do ſome good. 'The refuſals and reaſons of the brother mentioned in 4er- 

* your's, conclude nothing - Has not all been done that could be conveniently, 

to reſtrain Slatius and ſome others, not necelſary to be named here, in other 

« faults which have nothing in common with this horrible attempt? We know it, 

« and fo do you, as alſo the two good men in bands at Harlem, But ſome people 

« think nothing well done but what they do themſelves, We therefore beg thoſe 

* Brethren for Chri{'s ſake not to complain, but to put their hands to the plough 

- with you and others, in order to ſupport the cauſe, to reduce ſuch as are gone 

* aſtray, to heal the wounded, to raiſe up the fallen, as bzcomes good ſhepherds ; 


* rather 
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« rather than to give offence by their inconſtancy and inſtability, to render their 
« faithful labours unneceſiary, to expoſe themſelves to contempt, and to make us 
« ſuſpect that ſuch arguments are rather pretences and occaſions ſought for ſeparation, 
* than juſt and important cauſes. They who thus run to the ſigning the Ceſlation, 
* bethey who they will, we can no more commend than prevent, but muſt declare, 
* that whoever do fo, do amiſs, They talk of a Placard that 1s upon the anvil, 
* by which this and Yother perſon will be preſſed a new to ſubſcribe : but there is 
* no ſuch Placard yet, Does it become the Miniſters of Chriſt to ilec before they be 
* purſued ? Beſides, perhaps a Placard may be occalioned, as you obſerve very 
« well, by this wavering of their's, in order to drive people where they them« 
« {e]Ives are deſirous to go. Is notthat a ſhame, and 1s It not bringing a rod not only 
«* upon their own, butupon all our backs? Again, ſhould they not firſt have known 
« the mind of the churches? If they will ſtand, ſhall their Paſtors fall? If the 
«* flocks will ſtay, ſhall their ſhepherds run ? Befides, what occaſion 1s there for 
« fioning? Do they, fince the diſcovery of the plot, think that to be evil, which 
* they looked upon to be good before, and for which they have ſuffered fo much? 
* Let them produce their reaſons, and when we have heard then, we will con- 
* ſider of them. Have they weathered out paſt dangers only in hopes of a ſpeedy 
« temporal deliverance, and with deſign to leave their company, if their expeRation 
© happened to fail ? 'This is all wrong, and entirely difterent from the intention of the 
« ſociety, whoſe views were only towards religion, the promoting of godlineſs, and 
« the fearch after eternal life, though without reje&ing a temporal deliverance, 
< whenever the Lord ſhould think fit to grant it by. lawful and juſt means; and this 
« was very politively declared at a full meeting of the Brethren at Antwerp, with 2 
* previous reprefentation of the numerons dangers that were to be encountered by us, 
* all for the ſike of Chrift Feſrs, to the end that by a ſeaſonable conlideration there- 
* of, we might not faint, nor be afraid when the time ſhould come. For it was nei- 
© ther done by conſtraint, nor yet in jelt. To conclude, is it lawful to abandon a 
* Society after ſuch a manner, and to run away upon the firſt approach of danger, 
* leaving our worthy Brethren of Harlem and Looveſtein to continue in their bands, 
* and others too, who at the beginning have born the greateſt burdens for the com- 
* mon cauſe, having loſt thetr honour, their goods and eſtates, and being become leſs 
* capable of making their peace on account of the ſervices done to the Society, 
© to remain in exile and miſery, helpleſs and comfortlefs, as to all humane means * 
« We are ſufficiently ſenſible, that thoſe who refuſe to ſign cannot extricate them- 
« {elves out of their difficulties; but this is their help and their comfort, that they 
© are ſupporting the cauſe of Chri/?, for which they ſuffer, as long as there is any 
* poſſibility of doing it. When whole churches fall away, temporize, decline to 
* hear their Miniſters, or lie under any kind of reſtraint, then are they obliged 
© not to ſubſcribe immediately to a free reſignation of their Miniſtry, but to depart, 
* or lie by for a while, in hopes that the churches may reſume their former zeal and 


© couraze, as ſoon as the ſtorm and the firſt terrors are paſt (as you tell us to our 
+ 


orcat ſatisfa&ion has happened in ſeveral places) and then fall to work again. Theſe, 
* and ſuch like arguments as theſe, we wiſh may be propoſed to the good Brethren, 
* that they may not hunt ſo greedily after a thing which is ſo unbecoming, ridicu- 
* lous, and prejudicial, and whereby they render themſelves not a little ſuſpe&ed to 
* their own pcople—— Let us take heart, fall down before the Lord, and truſt in 
* him. He is a wonderful artificer, and if he pleaſes can foon produce a great light 
« out of this thick darkneſs. 


They likewiſe writ to D. Sapma, in a letter bearing date the 24th of March, and 
12th of April, * That they did not exhort or adviſe others to what they themiclyes 
* would not moſt readily do ; and that they ſhould not ſpare their own perions, 
* whenever they could hazard them without tempting God, or when the common 
* fraternity ſhould be of opinion, and convince them, that it was necellary or might 
* be beneficlal. 

In another letter, directed to van den Borre, on the 7th of April, the abovemen- 
tioned Direfors of the Remonſtrants affairs, namely, Uitenbegart and Epiſcopius, 
complained of the reports that had been ſpread to their diſadvantage in France, con- 
cerning the Plot ; as alſo that the Placard of Urrecht was tranſlated into French, and

taking up arms ; and we hope to ring it ſoundly in ſome people's ears, when neceſſary. 
To inſert ſuch things in a publice Placard, and to found ſy ſevere a probibition there- 
upon, are tokens of great partiality and injuſtice, 

Theſe letters of the Foreign Directors, Uitenbegart and Epiſcopins, tended much 
to the raiſing the dejected minds of their feHlow-labourers in the Unired Provinces, and 
not only put a ſtop 1n ſome meaſure to their hurry of ſubſcribins the A of Cefla- 
tion, but made fuch an impreſſion on ſome of thoſe that had ſigned already, or were 
gone, that they foon aiterrcturned to thetr Miniſtry, 

It was about the ſame time that the Governor of Calais received a letter from 
Holland, by which he was informed, that the Remonſ/trants in France, and even 
thoſe of them that reſided 1n the ſaid town, were of the number of the contrivers and 
incouragers oi the Plot againſt the Government and Prince of Orange ; at which, he 
being very uneaſy, ordered that Simon Goulart, formerly Miniſter of the I/alloon 
Church at Amſterdam, who Jived at Calais with his family, ſhould quit that place; at 
which the Hugonors, or Reformed there, thewed great joy, But when worthy per- 
ſons, who believed he was wronged, took compaſhion on him, and repreſented to the 
Governor, that the Piot abovementioned, was the contrivance of a few revengeful 
perſons, and that it was unſeafonable to charge the Remonſtranty in general, and efpe- 
cially thoſe who refided in France, he ſubmitted to equity, and infiited no longer on 
his departure. But Goulart obſerving how ecalily they gave credit to ſuch accuſati- 
ons, and how little ſafety was to be expected in ſuch places, reſolved to ſtay there no 
longer. He writ to a certain friend, that 1f he had been as much maſter of the Durch, 
as of the French tongue, he would have gone to Holland, and like the reit of the de- 
prived Miniſters, have offered n1s fervice to the Remonſlrant churches ; but that 
fince there were ſo few of his countrymen that openly profeiled their doctrines in 
the Provinces, he thought his preaching might do him inuch more harm than them 
g00d. For which cauſe, he was doubtful for a wiite which way to turn himſelf. 
The fame letter contained an exhortation to perſeverance. People [hould not, ſays he, 
loſe their courage on account of all the troubles that have come upon the Remon- 
ſtrants, nor deſert their good cauſe, which bythe permijſun of God, was built upon greas 
and long trials, not in order to deſiroy them, as if he diſliked them, but to preſerve 
them, and to make them ſtand the proof, and to ſeparate their ſkum by the fire of per- 
ſecution, in caſe there were any. Afterwards, he betook himſelf to the Duchy of 
Holſtein, and ſettled at the new town called Frederick/'adr. 

About the ſame time, Daniel Ireſe!, formerly Chict Clerk of the States-General, 
who ſupyorted himſelf by merchandizing at Roan, was acculed by the Hugonots 
of that City, of having drunk, a little while before the diſcovery of the Plot, to the 
good ſucceſs of that wicked attempt; whereupon, finding out the perſon that accuſed 
him, he (ued him at law, and demanded reparation of the 1njury done him, by winch 
means the calumny ſoon vamiſhed. 

[n this conrfe of affairs, the Remon/trants within the Provinces did not forget them- 
ſelves; but ſome of their Clergy meeting together at Amſterdam, ſet unmediately 
about drawing up a petition to the Governinent, to repreſent their innocence with re- 
{pe to the conſpiracy, and pray for liberty of conſcience, and the external exerciſe 
of their religion. YVandz2n Borre, prepared a Craught of 1t, and as far as he was 
able, communicated it to thoſe who were abſent, to the end he might have their 
judgment about it. After it had been approved by every one, there were three coples 
ade of it, one of which was addrefled to the States of Holland, another to the 

tates-General, and a third to his Excellency the Prince of Orange, with the proper 
alteration of names and titles. Theſe copies were ſent to two women, without (1g- 
nilying whence they came, but they were earneſtly intreated to carry them as ſoon 
as poſhble, and to preſent them without delay. They arrived on the 27th of March 
at the Hague, where they conſulted with fome of the Remonſlrant party who 
were of opinion, that they ſhould take the opportunity of preſenting them to h1s E.x- 
cellency the next morning at ſeven o' the clock, when he went as uſual to his itables. 
But coming to Court about the time appointed, they were informed by one of the 
Halbardeers, that the Prince would go a hunting that morning, and not to me ”" 
wrles, 


printed at Parts, and tnat tne FHrg onors endeavoured to make their advantage of it inAx"Dow, 
prejudice to then tne [11d DireQors ; adding, We are now very eaſy in that matter, 
which at firſt fo muct alarmed 1s, We Mean, the wertended meening C0 conful; about WON 
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Arx"Dom.horſcs ; and he adviſed them not to preſent their petition as his xcellency went 
1623. out, but when he returned, which would beat ten or eleven of the clock, becauſe it 
was his way to give the Petitions at his going out, to one of his Pages, by which 
means they were ſometimes either forgot or ſuppreſſed. This Counſel was followed 
but whilſt they were ſtaying for the Prince, they delivered the duplicates of the 
{4id Petition, one to the Heer Magnus, Prefident of the States-General ; and the 
other, to the Heer Duik, Advocate or Penſtonary of Hzlland ; beg3ing the former to 
preſent his to the Generality ; and the latter, his to the States of Holland, which they 
both promiſed to do, and performed it. In the mean while, his Excellency came 
home a little ſooner than uſual, that 1s to fay, about nine o* the clock, and rid very 
{wiftly by the houſe where the women were walting tor him, towards the Court ; 
inſoruch, that they endeavouring to follow him, had but jult time enough to put 
the Petition into one of his Pages hands, who immediately delivered it to the Prince. 
No ſooner had the Prince got into his Chamber, and caſt his eye on the word Re- 
1mo1ſtrants, but the ſame Page who had recetved it, was ſent back pale and terrified 
in queſt of the woman that had preſented it, The woman ſiruck with the terror 
which ſhe obſerved in his countenance, and not comprehending the meanins of it, 
durſt not diſcover herſelf at firſt, but being incouraged by her companion, they bath 
apneared. They were ordered to come to the Court, where the Heer 7uninvs, the 
Prince's Secretary, came to them, and aſked them very courteouſly, Wh2:her they 
were the perſons who gave in the Petition © They faid, Ts, Then he proceeded to 
inquire, Whence came it £ They replied, Thas they knew not, but it had heen ſens 
them in a letter, by which they were defired to preſent it, He : Who are the Petitio- 
ners £ They: The innocent Remonitrant Miniſters, Thereupon he returned to the 
Prince, and ſo went backwards and forwards, afking every tune, ſomething or other 
about the Petition. He added, Tat it was not ſiened CON ary ti9 rhe manner of- 
Petitions, They replied, That in the ſaid Petition, it was offered to be liened, At 
[iſt, going back to the Prince once more, and returning to the women, he diſmifled 

them with thisanſwer : 


Is Erceilency ozwers me to tell you, that he believes there are a great many 
bwave and good Patriots, and true lovers of their country among the Remonſtrants, 
and that he will conſider the contents of the JIetition at a conventent time, 


! do not find, that the other copies of the Petition were read, or any reſolution taken 
1bout them, either by the Generality, or by the States of Holland ; but the Petition 
vas rejeted or {lighted as an anonymous paper. However, the Remonſ{rants pub- 
iſhed it ſoon aſter, to the end that it might be known by all that were curious. It 
was printed with the title of The Dumble Yemorial aid Petition of the baniſhed 
Remonſtrant clergy, to the Digh and Mighty Lows the States General, the 
oro 19zince of Orange, and the Noble and Mighty Lows the States of 

olland. 

__Wehave thought fit to inſert it here, for the importance of the matters of which it 
treats, following that copy which was preſented to the Prince, which ran thus :

1mpi0u3, ſcandalous and execradle, diametrically oppoſite to the vrinciples of the V/V 
chriſtian religion, and contrary to the duty of good fabje 3; and accordingly, by no 
means becoming Ulergymen, who ought to pacify exaſperated minds, an4 guide 
men 1n the way to heaven, Wherefore they the ſaid Petitioners, do deteſt and ab- 
hor ſuch prafices from the very buttom of their hearts, They could never have 
believed there were 1n their ſociety, perſons, who under the cloak of the profeſlion 
of heavenly truths, could have admitted ſuch curſed machinations into their hearts 
* without remorſe, much leſs that they could have ſuffered them to continue 
© there ; yea, to continue fo Jong till they approved them, and animated others to 
execute them : of all which, as they the Petitioners never had the leaſt cognizince, 
ſo neither will they to eternity have the leaſt ſhare or part therein ; no, nor even 
hold any kind of corre{pondence with fuch as either have, or ſhall be found guilty 
in that reſpet. That which firſt occaſioned the baniſhment of the Petitioners, and 
afterwards obliged them to return into thetr native country with ſo great peril of

< witneſs. They have conſtantly reje&ed all oppoſition and force, whatever hopes 
they might have of an alleviation, or even of a deliverance from their preſent ful. 
ferings ; "holding it foran infall! ble maxim, {hat it is not lawful for ſubjefts to 
oppoſe with any kind of force, the Government under which they live, upon any 
account whatſoever ;, as it has alſo been their conſtant opinion aſſerted and main- 
tained in their ſermons, prayers, and private diſcourſes ; that they ought not to ufe 
any carnal weapons, but that their only arms muſt be patience, prayers, tears, hu- 
mility, gentleneſs, long-ſuftering and kindneſs, and ul this in the belief and truſt 
* that, whilſt they do ſo, God will ſend them hel p out of his higheſt heavens, upon 
all emergences; and that whenever it ſhall leaſe his Divine Mhjz [ty to Jet them 
fall under any atftliGions or oppreſſions, even for well-doing (as it has happened to 
them for ſeveral years paſt, and ſtill happens daily) they ought not to ſeek to avert 
the ſame by any ſort of violence, but muſt take the burden on their ſhoulders till 
it ſhall pleaſe the Almighty to grant them eaſe and deſtverance, The Petitioners 
have always been enemies to violent counſels and deligns, and {hill continue fo to 
* be, having never been preſent or conſenting where any ſuch violent meaſures have 
been propoſed, much leſs reſolved upon ; nay, oy never had the leait informa- 
tion that any ſuch reſolution was taken by any other, The colle&ions of monies 
made here and there among the churches, have not been employed to any other 
« purpoſe, than to afliſt the Miniſters in their nece{lities, 5s the {11d churches think 
* themſelves bound to provide bodily ſuſtenance for thoſe who adminiſter {piritual 
«* food to them. And they the {aid Petitioners are well aſlured, that the raontes fo 
« diſtributed, were only employed in pious uſes, and by no means to the ſup- 
« port of any ſuch impious defigns, either directly or ndireatly, as has been in{:- 
* nuated, They have conſtantly entertained in their minds, a tixt and unalterabie 
« reſolution of promoting the chriſtian relig1on, both in pay BF of opinion, and

© holineſs of life and converſation, to the utmoſt of thoſe talents, wherewith Cod 
* has intruſted them. Ir 1s for this cauſe that they have not been tired with fo miuctt 
pains, nor ſcrupled the expoſing of themſelves to ſo many dangers to which chey 
< have been ſubject during theſe troubleſome times. Their deſign has not been to 
* raiſe up new ſeas, nor to weaken yet more the body of chriſtianity (which God 
help us !)

« eſteemed for their chriſtian moderation and peaceable temper by all choſe that love 
* piety, and mutual forbearance (as odious and ridiculous as thoſe things are repre- 
« ſented by ſome) in hopes that by this means, through God's aſſiſtance, many trou- 
+ bles might be obviated, and a ob and 50dly union and agreement eſtabliſhed

among chriſtians, To which their pious and juſt intentions (as they conceive 
them to be) nothing can be more oppoſite than the favouring any kind of Plots and 
State-factions, and eſpecially the aſfailinations of Princes; whereas they have never 
endeavourcd to deprels or bend men's minds towards the earth, but to elevate them 
to heaven, and to the hope of a happy unmortality, as becomes the ſervants of 
our Lord 7efus Chriſt,and faithful publiſhers of the Goſpel. 

* This being fo,as in truth it1s, 1t there have been mixed with them any wrathful 
and revengetul perions, ſuch as have ſuffered themſelves to be tranſported by the 
violence of their carnal paſhons, fo far as to be the promoters or adviſers of ſuch 
odious and deteſtible extravagances, neither they, the ſaid Petitioners, who have 
been innocent and 1gnorant of it, nor their cauſe, which (as they truſt) is good, and 
never afforded any fuel or incouragement to ſuch attempts, can with the leaſt ap- 
pearance of jultice or reaſon be charged or accuſed on that account. Among all 
ſects, orders and conditions of men in this world, good and bad are mingled together, 
nor can the latter bediſtinguithed from the former, fave only by the omniſcient God, 
till they diſcover themſelves by their wicked aRions ; and when they do fo, ſurely 
their guilt ought not to be imputed to the good. Among the few followersof the 
Lord 7eſzs, there was found one who was even of his family, and fate with him at 


* table, who was a covetous perſon, a thief and a traytor ; notwithſtanding which, 


% 


the others were not accounted the leſs faithful, nor was the wickedneſs of their 
fellow-ſcrvant ever imputed to them, neither did it involve them in infamy or 
diſhonour. The ſame Lord hath plainly foretold, that there will be thoſe art the 
laſt day, who, although they have propheſied, and even caſt out devils in his 
name, ſhall nevertheleſs be rejected by him as evil-doers, and reckoned among the 
workers of iniquity. It then there ſhall be found at that day, even among the 
Prophets and Workers of miracles, who lived in the moſt happy times of the dawn 
of chriſtianity, wicked and ungodly men, can a perſon of your Excellency's wiſdom 
and judgment, think 1t ſtrange, that among people of far leſs gifts and talents, in 
an age fo corrupt, and which 1s tending towards the end of all things, there ſhould 
be met with, covetous, revengeful, and factious people ? 

* It does not become the God of Gods, who 1s the Fudgz of all the earth, to ſuffer 
his wrath to fall indifferently on the innocent and guilty. Your Excellency, who 
in your ftation and juriſdiction, are, as 1t were, God's Vicegerent and Miniſter, 
it you follow his example, w1ll not therefore pour out your vengeance upon the in- 
nocent Petitioners, and their guiltleſs Flocks, who not having had the leaſt ſhare in, 
or knowledge of this vile conſpiracy, .neither did, nor will, by the grace of God, 
{cek, or endeavour at any thing more, than the innocent exerciſe of their religion. 
Every one ought to bear his own burden, and not another's. Now it thoſe who 
are guilty, ought to bear their own burden and puniſhment, it is but juſt rhat the 
innocent ſhould be free. What thoſe men, being puft up and blinded by their 
paſſions, have attempted, is contrary both to the ſentiments of your Petitioners 
hearts, and to the confeſſion of their mouths and pens ; and accordingly, being 
merely perſonal, or not extended heyond the perſons of thoſe guilty men, they, 
and their feditious, deſtruttive and bloody defigns, ought no more to be counted 
among, or alcribed to the body of the Remon/trants, than the Traytor Judas, and 
his treacherous actions, among, or to the Apoſtles of our Lord. As now the indip- 
nation of your Excellency 1s great and juſt againſt thoſe men, let your mercy and 
J00dneſs be yet greater to your innocent Petitioners, and their diſtreſI:d churches. 
May your Excellency have compaſſhon on them, as upon ſuch who are brought 
into trouble only for the ſake of their religion, and for worthipping God after their 
own way, as they have ſuftictently teſtified above theſe four years laſt paſt, in the 
midſt of ſo many preſlures, and 1n the fight of heaven and earth, by their patience 
and reſignation. Let the ations of factious perſons and plotters againſt the State 
be puniſhed as rigidly as you pleaſe, but ſpare thoſe which proceed from religion 
and conſcience. Theſe are diſmal times ; many {ad revolutions have come to paſs 
in divers parts of chriſtendom ; our common enemtes unite againſt us, and preſs 
more and more upon our country, endeavouring to devour all 1ts inhabitants 


* without diſtin&ion, The taxes are daily increaſed, and the Petitioners and their Peo- 
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ple bear their part in the burden as well as any others. Let your Excellency a ,-Do 


vouchſate then to indulge in the matter of conſcience only, them, whoſe anceſtors, 
or they themſelves, or both, have hitherto behaved fo faithfully in defence of their 
country, and are {till ready to venture their All on that account > What benefit is 
it to them to live under the proteCtion of your Excellency, if they may not obtain 
that which is {weeteſt and moſt agreeable to all good and godly men, namely, the 
free and uninterrupted exerciſe of their religion. The Petitioners do not {eck the 
{ſame liberty which thoſe who are of the eſtabliſhed religion enjoy. Lhe utmoſt 
that they delire, 1s only, that the harraſhing, fining, and baniſhing, and ſuch like 
treatment, for the ſake ot religion, may ceaſe ; they the ſaid Petitioners being all of 
them ready molt folemnly to promiſe all fidelity to your Fxcellency, and to the 
Governors of the land. And, on the other hand, they will be contented, that the 
Civil Magittrates ſhall regulate their aſſemblies in ſuch manner as 1ay be molt a- 
grecable to the preſervation of their authority, and peace of the State, provided only 
they be tolerated in the quiet exerciſe of their religion. 'Thus will all matter and 
pretence tor diſcontents, which, as every one knows, often produce dreadful and 
dangerous inconveniences, bz removed, worldly and carnal men will be de- 
prived of all ſupport and incouragement, in contriving any thing for the future 
again{t the welfare of the land; and they the Petitloners will have cauſe to re- 
Joice at the mildnefs of your Excellency's government, and to pray to God for the 
proſperity and happineſs thereof with double ardour. O what exulting voices of 
thankſgiving would then aſcend to heaven ! How full would all hearts be of 
new love and affection! But if the. fame {everity as formerly be continued a- 
gain{t them for the ſake of ſome few offenders (among(t which, the man whom 
the ſupreme Court of Juſtice in Holland has declared the principal, was never em- 
ployed by order of our ſocicty in any eccleſtaſtical funA&ion, and he long (ince gave 
us to underſtand that he would not engage any further 1n the fervice of the Re- 
mon{trant churches, though we ſhould obtain the free exerciſe ot our rel:gton) or 
1f, as 1t 18 reported, and as {cems to be confirmed by the Placard of Uzrechr, they 
are to be uſed {ti]] more rigorouſly, the conſequence will be, that the Petitioners 
and their Flocks, will be more gricvouſly opprefled and kept under, without any 
fault of theirs, and be obliged to worſhip God, with great fear, care, and concern 
(for 1t 18 neither conſiſtent with the word of God, nor with the confeſlion of any 
let, entirely to ceaſe meeting ) and their aflemblies may perhaps here and there be 
deferted by ſome, through the dread of reproach, contempt, ſhame, or worldly 
loſes ; but however, the diſcontents will remain, ſince even thoſe who ſhall leave 
them, will only do It out of temporal views, but their hearts, which cannot be 
altered by any feverities, will remain the ſame, and will not be brought to an entire 
and internal ſatisfaction by any ſuch methods ; belides, that it 1s to be apprehended 
that ſome of the moit wealthy among thei, finding no hopes of mitigation, will 
di{pofe of their eſtates, in order to leave the country. 

* Let not your Excellency then give any credit or countenance to certain violent 
perſons, whether Miniſters or others, who being animated by a wrong zcal, loving 
none but thoſe of their own ſect, and eſteeming themſelves the only people of 
God, are for carrying all matters to ſuch extremities, as may prove fatal to the 
land. There 15 nothing more noceſ[ary to the welfare of a State, nor any greater 
ſecurity for the perſon of a Prince than the hearty affed&ions of the ſubjeRs towards 
him, and towards one another. But how little reaſon 1s there to expe a lincere 
affection in thoſe who are robbed of their deareſt and moſt valued goods, who are 
deprived of liberty of conſcience, which has coſt ſo much blood and treaſure to 
preſerve ? Force and external violence, ſtrong caſtles and garriſons may coerce the 
body, but cannot move men's hearts to love. Magnum ſatellitium amor L9ve 
's the belt life-guard, The beſt caſtles and the ſtrongeſt garriſons, are thoſe 
which are built and quartered in the hearts of the ſubje&; for theſe, whatever 
happens, will keep firm pollcſſion there. | 

* Your Excellency will be pleaſed to conſider, that your Petitioners make this de- 
claration and requeſt, as if they appeared with all humility in the prelence of your 
Princely Grace ; which they had rather do, and which they hereby offer to do,

High Mightineſſes the States-General, and to their noble Tordivips the 
States of Holland and Welſt-Freeſland. 


— other papers, or trads ſince publiſhed by the Remonſirants, it is ſaid in further 
-bings tending JUſtification of them, that thoſe who frequented their Meetings during the moſt vio- 
70 remove the [ent times of their perſecutions, and who daily heard their ſermons, could bear theny 
por hag witneſs, that they often endeavoured to inſinuate into their minds, that it was Gay 
/rom the 604 who transferred government from one hand to another ; that it was he who gave 
dow? oor ſome Þ2inces in his mercy, and others in his wrath; and that obedience ought tobe 
pteldednot only to the gentle, butto the froward; and laſtly that thaſe who div otherwiſe, 

reſiſted the odinance of Hod. Theyſadded likewife, :h27 alcbs* ſome of their Clergy ſbould 

be found ts have concerned themſelves in the Plot (which did not however appear of any 

beſides Slatius, who had long before declared himſelf their open enemy) yet this would 

no more afſe& the Remonſtrants in general, than the deſign of turning Prince Maurice 

out of the government (which had alſo been brought about if Oldenbarnevelt had nos 

hindered it ) affefed the Calviniſts or Reformed in general; on than 4id the attempt 

of James Folkmar, one of the Elders of the Church of Leyden, andothers who were be- 

headed there, for conſpiring againſt the Government. And that the Remonſtrants 

aetefted the Plot , whereas the Retormed of thoſe times bad the confidence to juſtify 

that ation, and to affirm that thoſe people were unjuſtly executed. | 

And ſince then, the famous Daniel Tilenns tells us, in a certain treatiſe publiſhed 

by him, That it was to be ſuſpeRed, that ſome of thoſe who had engaged in the con- 

ſpiracy, had ſucked their venom out of the books which were writ and publiſhed at Ge- 

eva, and particularly from the writings of Calvin, who in his Comment on the 

Vith of Daniel, ſays, that the Princes and Potentates of the earth diveſt them- 

felves of their authority, as often as they lift up their hands againſt God; nay, 

that they are not worthy of being eſteemed men + and that we onght rather to ſpit in 

their faces, than topay them any obedience, If then, purſues Tilenus, ſuch perſons 

ought not to be counted in the number of men, an ignorant or an impatient perſon, 

who could not bear the perſecution, might eaſily perſuade himſelf, that Calvin would 

not have condemned an attempt to remove the authors of the perſecution out of the 

number of men. Such a one might likewiſe have heard what many perſons of note 

and learning, and even ſome in Ho!land had owned, that Beza kept the picture of 

Poltrot (who aſſaſſinated the Ouke of Guiſe) in his Study, and ſhowed it as the 

picture of a bzave hero, and a true martyr, fo2 having diſpatched the man who was 

the ſcourge of his bzethren ; and the book of Bezz, relating to the rights of the Civil 
Magiſtrate over his Subje&s, publiſhed preſently after the Pariſian Maſſacre, under 

the name of the Univerſity of Magdeburgh, together with that about Funins Brutus 

and others, were as well calculated for a Dutch Ravaillac, as the book of Mariane 

for a French one. Without going fo tar inqueſt of ſuch catechiſms, you need only 

take the ſpeech made by one of the Deputies of the Aſlembly at Roche! (which was 

printed in Ho//and, in the year 1623.) in order to vindicate the Hygon9ts arming a- 

gainſt their King ; who among other things ſays, rhar he who enaued the pri- 

mitive chriſtians with faith and patience under their perſecutions, did now put wea- 

pons into their hands, and inſpired them with ſo much courage and ſtrenoth, that he 


made nſe of 'em to break the heads of Kings and Princes. 
And 
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Andindeedall things conftdered, the defign againſt the Prince of Urange m 
in ſome meaſure be aſcribed to the rigour of the Contraremonſtrants, fince Dy de- 


priving the Remonſtrants of the exerciſe of their religion, they deprived them ar the 


ſame time of the means of being inſtructed in their duty, and of being diverted from 


ſuch attempts as impatience might prompt them to, Moreover, Utitenbopart relates, 


in a certain refutation : Thar there were ſome among the Remonſtrant Miniſters, who 


( without ever dreaming of ſuch a deſign, but only obſerving how much men are in- 


clined to revenge, when they think they have ſuffered ſome very great wrong ) writ 
long before tothe children of the late Advocate Oldenbarnevelt, and with great ſeri- 
ouſneſs exborted them not to meditate vengeance on account of their father's death, bus 
to leave the matter to God, This exhortation was thought to have been made by 
Uitenbogart himſelf, 

But to return to the above-recited Petition ; ſome were of opinion, that the Re- 

:onſlrants had been too haſty in preſcuting it ; that they ought to have ſtayed till 

the criminal procetles againſt Groonevels, Van Dyke, Korenwinder, Slatius and 0- 
thers had been ended and put in execution, and till the promulgation of that Placard 
wherewith they were threatened ; fince they might have then acquired a greater light 
into things, and perhaps more matter for juſtifying themſelves, and for deſiring li- 
berty of conſcience. But others on the contrary thought, that the diſtreſs and diſ- 
perſion of their churches, and the diſpair and jealouſtes which reigned among them, 
demanded the utmoſt haſte ; that pernaps this petition might have contributed to the 
{ſtopping of the Placard which was as yet an embrio ; that a longer ſilence would on- 
ly have turned to their diſadvantage, and that 1t they ſhould afterwards have gotten 
oreater light into things, the way would ſtill have been open to addreſs themſelves 
to the Government with a ſecond petition. | 

In the mean time the affair of the perſons that were taken up and 1mpriſoned for 
the plot, gave the Government a great deal of work, The Heer Groonevelr ſhewed 
much courage during his confinement, and readily confeiled all he knew of the con- 
ſpiracy, as has been related above ; wheretore ke was not put to the rack, as were 
Van Dyke and Korenwinder, whoſe confe(lions likewiſe (as far as we know of them 
agreed with what we have already noted concerning them. The widow of O/den- 
harnevelt took the affair of her two Sons ſo much to heart, that it ſeemed at firlt to 
have turned her head, fince for a while ſhe refuſed all fultenance, expeQing nothing 
leſs than the total deſtruction of her family. But recovering by degrees, and being 
a/tTured that her ſon Stoutenburgb was got ſafe to Bruſſels, all her concern was for the 
elder brother, whoſe 1mpriſonmenr atYi&ed her beyond expreſſion. In this extremity 
the was adviſed together with her daughter-in-law (no leſs atlited for her huſband 
than ſhe for her fon) to apply to the Prince, and to petition him for mercy, who as 
Stadtholder had alone the power of granting it. They therefore deſired and obtained 
an audience of his Excellency ; when, accompanied with his little ſon, they threw 
themſelves at his leet, and in the deepelt humility employed all the arguments which 
the tenderneſs of a mother, and of a faithful wife could ſuggeſt, mingling therewith 
tears, ſighs, and groans, and whatever was capable to excite compaſſion. The 


oave them no great hopes, but told them, that he would do all he could for their 
ſakes, but that the caſe of the Heer van Groonevelt was depending before the Court, 
and conſequently out of his power : which ſuihciently implied, that Ins Excellency 
would leave him to the mercy of his Judges. 

It is related by ſome, that the Prince in the dialogue with the wite of the late Ad- 
vocate ſhould ſay to her, Why did you not intercede for your busband, as you now 49 
for your ſon ? And that ſhe returned him an anſwer, which was indeed honeſt and 
plain, but very remarkable, and perhaps included more thin {he herſelf thought, 
My husband, faid (he, was innocent, but my ſon is not ſo. But we don't find that the 
Prince made any reply. Some write that his ſorrowtul mother, wife and children, 


threw themſelves ſeveral times at the Prince's feet, but all in vain. Lhis occaſioned c,y;4eractons 
much talk : ſome were ot op1nton that thoſe who had the Prince's ear, ought to have 97% Prince's 


ſuggeſted to him, whether, notwithſtanding that the deſign was horrid, and could 
»ot be excuſed, it had not been better to have pardoned this ill-advited and unhappy Gen- 
tleman, 
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eſpecially having formerly ſhewn mercy to ſo many and ſuch great criminals. And 
at the ſame time, whether it were neceſſary for the good of the State, upon which the 
ſeverities werenow grounded, to puniſh with the extremity of the law, a deſign which 
(though inexcuſable) had had no effec as yet, and in which this man was not fo 
deeply engaged as the other conſpirators ; eſpectally (ince his Excellency might have 
obſerved how graciouſly God had ſpared his own life ; poſſibly to give him an op- 
portunity to ſhow his Princely peneroſity (which he had witheld from the father) 
to the fon, whom as he himſelf complained, worldly men, purſuing max1ms not 
only inconſiſtent with chriſtianity, but alſo with the laws of all governments, had in- 
cenſed and ſtirred up by their wicked counſels, to revenge the injuries done to his 
father and family. They ſaid moreover, that nothing won men's hearts ſo much as 
undeſerved favours, and that Princes could in no caſe gtve better proofs of their bra- 
very and magnanimity than by fparing thoſe who had trangreſled againft them ; that 
all hiſtories both antient and modern agreed, that the greateſt heroes were of the 
moſt gracious and forgiving temper, and that reſentment and vengeance in the minds 
of great men were ſure ſigns of ungenerous and cowardly diſpoſitions. 

But others thought that ſuch a deſign was too vile and deteſtibleto admit of ſuch 
arguments; that nothing but ſeverity could deter others from the like attempts ; 
that the project had its birth in the family of the Barnevelr's, and ought therefore to 
be puniſhed in the ſame ; and that indeed if Srourenburgh, who was the moſt cul- 
pable, could have been taken, Groonevels might have been pardoned, as lefs guilty ; 
but that ſince matters were otherwiſe, there was no room for mercy. The law 
was therefore ſuffered to take place, 2nd he was condemned, together with the late 
Secretaties Korenwinder and Van Dyke, to be beheaded, as guilty of the crime of 
high-treaſon, andall theireſtates were declared confiſcated. The fentences, which may be 
ſeenin Baudart's Memoirs, contained no other confeſlions than what have been men- 
tioned abovein the account of the plot. But ſome have obſerved, with reſpeQto the fen- 
tence againſt Groonevelt in particular, that that Gentleman ſpake very dubitouily and 
uncertainly in moſt matters about which he was examined, not knowing oftentimes 
by whom this or that was ſaid, nor where nor when it happened, and that he had 
no more thana ſaperticial knowledge of the defign, without being fully informed how 
it was to be put in execution. In almoſt every line of the ſentence 1t was {aid, that 
the thing was done either at his houſe, or at his brother's; and that his brother, or 
Korenwinder, or Van Dyke, had ſaid this, or that, or other thing \ inſomuch, that 
itplainly enough appeared, that he had not been very forward in this affair, but was 
drawn in almoſt whether he would or no by his brother and other iriends, to Jend 
his credit for raiſing money, without concerning himſelf any further, leaving his 
brother and others to go on with the buſineſs. 

However his Judges were of opinion, that what he had done in advancing of money 
and in concealing what he knew of the matter, deſerved puniſhment, to the end 1t 
might be an example and terror to others. On the 28th of March, the day on 
which the Petition of the Kemonſ{rants was preſented, notice was given to him, as 
alſo to Korenwinder and Van Dyke, that they muſt die the next day, and according- 
ly ſome Miniſters were ſent to them in the priſon, to prepare them for death, and 
to ſtrengthen and comfort them; to whom they readily gave attention, teſtitying 
much ſorrow for their crimes. The mother, wife, and little ſon of Groonevelr 
were permitted to come to him on the laſt night, or very early that morning on which 
he was to dye. 

They found him lying on a bed, where with the moſt moving embraces, and moſt 
forrowful kifles, that it 1s poſſible to conceive, with floods of tears, and deep ſighs and 
broken fobs, they took a fatal leave of him, as grievous to him perhaps as death tlelf, 
which was to ſeparate the huſband and wife, the mother and ſon, till the reſur- 
reftion from the dead to everlaſting life ſhould bring them together again. tlere 
their reciprocal ſorrow ſeemed to burſt their hearts aſunder upon which he being 
melted with the lamentations of his ſpouſe, ſaid to her, My deareſt, what a ſorrowful 
widow are you g0ing to be £ Upon which her grief vaniſhed for a moment, and g1v- 
Ing place to the greatneſs of her ſoul, ſhe replied, My deareſt, in return of all my rou- 
bles, do me the honour of dying like a Gentleman. In the remainder of their conte- 
rence, ſhe endeavoured to give him the laſt proofs of her love, and as much as her 
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orict ſtopt her utterance, her afteton prompted her to ſay ſomething that might tend a x" Do 


to comfort and encourage him ; but the jaylor obliged her to depart, ſaying, The 

priſoner muſt [leep. Thus ſhe was forced to quit him: and ſince there was no more 

to be done, ſhe and his mother, recommending him to God, went weeping away, 

and the next morning early retired to Delft, that they might be the further off, upon 

this melancholly occaſion : but the doleful reſentment of their misfortunes attended 

them wherever they went. Fan Dyke was at the fame time viſited by his daughter, 
his wife being ſick, and not able to come and take her laſt farewel of him. He ap- 
peared very couragious and well prepared for death; he alſo gave a memorable proof 
of a chriſtian temper, ſaying to his daughter, at the ſame time he was ſo near his 
end, I have been told that Van Tol was the perſon who betrayed me ; but let him 
know, I don't believe it, and that if it be true, 1 forgive him, and that I would ra- 
ther have died than have uſed him ſo. "Chis his daughter told her mother after- 
wards, and ſhe repeated it to 2 certain Miniſter, from whoſe mouth I have it. From 
hence it was ſuſpected that the faid Yan To! had ſome knowledge of this plot, and 
that Van Dye would not difcover him. The ſame Miniſter told me further, that 
being a Preacher about the ſame time. among the Remonſtrants at the Hague, Van 
To! meeting him one day, aſked him if he might not come and hear him 2 The Mi- 
niſter conſulted the late Burgomaſter Yan Dunezx, at whoſe houſe he was often uſed 
to preach, about this matter. Yan Dunen replied, let him come ;, if the man has done 
amiſs, he may be brought to repentance. Wherenpon he attended the ſermons ſome- 
times, till the hearers were uneaſy and begun to ſay, that ſuch a man, who had not 
only had a ſhare 1n the plot, but hkewiſe betrayed his friend, ought not to be truſted. 
'The Miniſter informing him afterwards of what fome of the people (aid againſt him, 
he ſighed deeply and anſwered, 2: was nor ſo bad as they ſaid; but he fell into a 1an- 
ouiſhing condition, of which he died. 

When the fatal day, the 29th of March, was come, (that I may proceed to the 
account of the execution of the three condemned Gentlemen) two Companies of Sol- 
diers were ordered to inarch from Delft to the Hague, who, together with the Guards 
of his Excellency were ranged about the ſcaftold, About ten in the mornins the 
priſoners were carried to the Court to hear their ſentence, in order to their being 
conducted to the place of execution. The Heer van Groenevelt was not tied or pi- 
nioned, but walked in his ufuil dreſs, with his hat and cloak on, and his {word by 
his fide, a favour which it 1s thought the Prince had granted him upon the intercet- 
ſion of his wife and mother. He ſhewed great reſolution ; and obſerving in the 
rooms of the Court a great many Gentlemen at the windows, and ſuppoling his Ex- 
cellency was among them, he put oft his hat, and madea very low bow, as he did 
likewiſe to thoſe of his acquaintance 1n paſling by, He preſerved the fame courage 
whilſt he heard the ſentence pronounced againſt him. Whilſt it was reading, or 
preſently after, Yan Dyke was aſked, Whether be did not apree, that all that was 
expreſſed in the ſentence, had been owned by him 2 V'o which he made anſwer, yes, 
and a great deal more than what is there mentioned, which I therefore deſire may be 
mnſerted, and communicated to all the world, But he was interrupted, and he and 
Korenwinder were carried back to priſon, whillt Groonevelt in the habit juſt now 
mentioned, marched boldly to the place of execution. Monnting the ſcaffold, he did 
not bewray the leaſt ſign of diforder, but did every thing with all the coolnels and 
indifference imaginable : he put off his cloak and {word, took his hat and toſled it 
to his Gentleman, threw his cravat and ruffles on the ground, and then unbuttoning 
his coat and waſtcoat, he pulled them off with the help of his ſervant (not fuftering 
the Executioner to touch him) and fo went and kneeled down before the ſand, aiter 


having ſpoken theſe few words to the people : Revenge and evil connſels b20ught 
me hither. If IT have offended any man, FJ beſeech him fo2 Chriſt's fake to fo2gtve 
me, Then praying and kneeling, not towards the Square, ( as 1s the cuſtom) but to- 
wards the ſtreet called the Kneuterdyke, where his father's houſe was, he put a red 
velvet cap on his head and was heard to fay ſoftly, whilſt he pulled it over tus eyes, 
Good God, what bave I been, and what am I now 2 Then folding his hands togerner, 
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he cried Patience, and ſcarce had he ſaid that word, but the Executioner of Harlem #510997 


drew out his ſword, and at one blow ſeparated his head from his body. His fer- 
vint ſtopt the blood with ſand, covered the body with his cloak, and drew 1t on one 
{1 of the ſcaffold. After this, the Lieutenant Criminal and his Ofticers on horte- 
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1623- Scaffold, he turned his weeping eyes towards the corpſe of the Heer Van Groone- 
LY YL vel, and then towards the {(pectators, to whom he ſpake thus : Fr/tly, ſays the Apoſtle 
Paul, Let him that flandeth, take heed leaſt he fall t 414 Þoly Job has likewiſe ſaid, 

with no leſs reaſon, thar, Ban dunketh up unrighteouſneſs as the carth mMinks 
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water. Both theſe ſayings have I found to be true by my own experience. I herefor: 
I precerve my juſt reward, Pray then my dear fellow citizens, pray the Almiebty 
God that he would pardon my fins, And, if 1 have offended any of you, forvive Ms 
in like manner. Some of the {peQtators cried, Yes. yes, Then he was heard to fay 
further, If any among you have injured me, I forgive them with all my heart. 
Afſiſt me with a chriſtian prayer, and then I ſhall reſion myſelf to the will of God. 
Then kneeling down, and calling upon God for mercy, the Executioner of Dorr 
Korenwin* hood winked him, and fo ſtruck off his head. Afﬀter Korenwinder's death. Van Dybe 
der ſuffer; & - * » \ 3 ef 
N was brought forth, not only pinioned, but chained to one of the Officers, on account 
of his known courage and reſolution. When he came upon the Scaftold, four of 
the Piſtols that he had delivercd to thoſe who were appointed to ſhoot the Prince, 
were laid upon an anvil, and beaten to pieces before his face. Then he declared his 
ſorrow and repentance to the ſpectators, in the following words : [ have prievorſly 
rranſgreſſed againſt God, my Country, and his Excellency the Prince of Orange, and 
I am heartily ſorry for it 5, I therfore beg to be forgiven, I alſo forgive every one 
that has wronged me : And I beſeech you good people, live in peace and charity with 
each other, and unite againſt the common enemy the Kins of Spain. Take care of 
further diviſions. Finally, kneeling before the ſand, and ſending up a prayer to 
God, he expected the blow from the Executioner of Harlem, which ſevered his head 
from his body. After which, the bodies of Koreniwinder and Van Dyke were laid 
upon a Butcher's block, and quartered by the Executioners, their bowels buried under 
the Scaffold, the quarters thrown into a cart, and fixed upon Gibets ſet uy at the four 
corners of the Hague, for an example to others; and the two heads were fixed on 
itakes by thoſe of the Joiner and Seamen, who had been put to death before, It is 
related by ſome, that the Executioners, whilſt they were cutting up the body of Ko- 
renwinder, who was very corpulent, took out a great deal of fat, but found little in 
that of Van Dyke, who was a lean man. Afterwards, the body of the Heer Var 
Groonevelt was wrapt up In black cloath, and born to his houſe by four of the Go- 
vernment's Melilengers, followed by his ſervant who carried his maſter's cloaths. He 
was buried the next night in the Court-chappel, and in his father's grave, but pri- 
vately. None of ail that had been engaged in the conſpiracy and ſufferel for it, were 
more lamented than this Gentlewan ; he being known to be a perſon of a good tein- 
per, and loved and eſteemed by every body, and being the leaſt guilty of all the 
plotters. It 1s Iikewiſe even faid, that Prince Maurice and others, wiſhed that his 
brother Stoutenburgh, who was always more obnoxious, had been taken. He died 
in the flower of his age, being . . . . . , years old, "The ſecond day after the 
execution, there was ſoinething moved at the Aﬀembly of the States of Holland,

OY There was nothing done upon this Petition, and IVel/ing continued to conceal him- 
ſelf, preaching to the Remonſtrants 1n private, till in the ſucceeding times of liberty, 
he again publickly exerciſed his office among the people of that communion in the 
{aid town, without ever being troubled any more about the conſpiracy. 

Bernardus Dwinglo was likewiſe fallen under the ſuſpicion of the Government, 
as may be ſeen by the following Proclamation againſt him,

Dwinglo having ſeen this Proclamation, was of opinion, notwithſtanding he aſſured 
his friends that he was not conſcious of any evil, that it was high time for him to be 
gone ; for he obſerved how eaſily any charge was admitted againſt the Remonſlrant 

fe Teaves the Miniſters. He therefore fled his country, where, without fear of priſon or torture, he 
CORTE waited to ſee whether any thing could be charged upon him by his adverſaries. He 
afterwards writ a certain Declaration in his own defence, to the following purport.

© men, that there never was the leaſt overture or propoſal made to me of the Plot

« Holland (dilcovered in February laſt of the current year 1523,) either by word of 
« mouth, by letter, by figns, or in any other manner whatever ; neither had I ever 
« the leaſt conjecture or ſuſpicion thereof ; neither can it ever appear before juſt and 
« impartial judges, that I bave had the leaft knowledge of that deſign; much lefs 

« that I ever promoted or encouraged that or any other conſpiracy, or joined in pro- 
« moting, it againſt the ſaid Prince and Government ; but that I am accuſed thereof 
« with the higheit injuſtice and untruth, eſpecially ſince the Court of Holland itſelf 
« never durſt charge me with the ſame. And I am hereupon prepared to attend the 
« Juſt judgment of God, who trieth the reins, and who will reveal the ſecrets of all 
« mens hearts : I am likewiſe ready to make appear what I have advanced before all 
« impartial judges, againſt whom there is no juſt cauſe of ſuſpicion, and to purge

But in the year following he publiſhed his Apology, conſiſting of forty four ©, 544!1%; ; 
ſheets, and containing many remarkable things, which in a great mcaſure, as far as f#rtb-rjuſ/f- 
they gave any light to the hiſtory, have been interwoven with this work ; and as the [ar C000 
matter may require, ſhall {till be inferted in the ſequel]. He abode at firſt in Holſtein, 
and afterwards at Gluckſtadr, where he preached to a congregation of Dutch Remon- 
firants for the ſpace of full twenty years, till in proceſs of tine, returning to Holland 
with a very advantageous teſtimonial under the hands of the Council or Magiſtrates 
of that town, he fat down at Harlem, where he dwelt ſeveral years, even to the end 
of his life, peaceable and unmoleſted, well reſpe&ted by every one, and without be- 
ing proſecuted on account of the conſpiracy. 

About this time, andnot long after the Petition of the Remonſtrants, the Miniſter 
Tſaacus Fredericus revoked that Petition which he had preſented for leave to ſub- 
ſcribe the A& of Ceſſation, as has been mentioned in the foregoing books, For 
which purpoſe he ſent the following paper to the Lords the States-General,

Clergyman for the future ; he has thought fit to acquaint your Lordſhips, with great 
reſpe&, that he cannot conſent to burden his conſcience any longer with fuch pro- 
miſes ; but that he adheres to the ſaid Memorial which the Remon/trans Miniiters 
preſented lately in their common name to your High-Mightineſles, to the Prince 
of Orange, and to their Lordſhips the States of Holland , waiting as well as the 
other Petitioners for ſuch anſwer as you {hall pleaſe to give. Beſceching God, 
that he would inſpire your High-Mightineſles with fuch thoughts, that they, 
who aim at nothing elſe but to live under your protection, dutifully and peaceadly, 
may be permitted freely ſo to do, without oppreſlion of their confciences, Which 


doing, Cc, 
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Fhis letter was thought to be extorted from him by the meer motion of his own 


23. conſcience; for having conſidered matters more thoroughly, he was perſuaded that 
he ought not to forſake the Remonſirants (of whoſe innocence in relation to the plot 


ie was then convinced) in this their need, and want of faithful Paſtors. He re- 


turned to his former Miniſtry, preaching with great zeal, and comforting and ſtreng- 
thening the churches to the beſt of his power, whereby, as ſome thought, he edi- 
fied them more than he had before ſcandalized and offended them by his timorouſ- 
neſs and deſire of ſubſcribing the A& of Cellation. 


We have already related how Slatius was taken and brought to the Hague. Being 


in priſon there, He preſently caſt about to find ſome way to eſcape the rack, and to 
fpin out, or 1t poſtible, to fave his Iife : For which end, being examined concerning 
the Plot, he not only confeiled all that he himſelf had done, and miſdone, but ſtu-

died to make ſuch an{wers as he thought would be acceptable to his Judges, pretend- 
ing that he was ready to diſcover many myſteries or ſecrets of the Remonſirants, pro- 
vided they would grant him this Iife. Being thereupon allowed pen, ink and paper, 
he ſet himſelf to write againſt the Remonſlrants, and he was encouraged the more to 
do it, in hopes of a pardon, with which he was flattered, in caſe he could do the 
o0vernment good ſervice to the prejudice of that party. Fohn Blanſart was likewiſe 
allowed the ſame privilege, which he made uſe of to charge the wite of Dwinglo 
and Iſaac Welſing with the crime of impurity, a crime which is hard to beproved at 
any time, and which was never proved at all 1n this cafe, concluding what he writ 
11pon that head 1n the following terms : Noble Sirs, Would you know more of me 2 
I will inform your Lordſhips of what I know, be it what it will, Moſt excellent and 
gracious Lords, I beſeech you once again moſt humbly to take my caſe into your con- 
/ideration, and to repreſent it in the moſt favourable manner to his Excellency, as 
trrſt your Lordſhips will do. And if your Lord(hips defire to know any things more, I 
wall omit nothing that I am able to do.

Such kind of applications to their Judges, made ſome people give leſscredit to their 
confeſ[ions; for they thought the words of men, who plainly ſhowed their readineſs 
in proſtituting their pens to the prejudice of the Remonſtrants, and who endeavoured 
to ſave themſelves at the expence of the honour and reputation of others; were not 
much to be depended on. 

Bt now the ſequel of affairs requires us to look back to the two impriſoned Mi- 
niſters, Nzellius and Poppius, touching whom we have been thus long (ilent, becauſe 
they were ſuffered to lie ſtill at Harlem, without being either heard or further exa- 
mined (ince the firſt time, on the ſecond and third of February of this current year, 
tl! now. 

It had been rumoured inthe mean while, that they had owned their being pre- 
ſent at a certain Mecting of the Miniſters, where 1t was reſolved by a majority of 

votes, though without their concurrence, that the cauſe of the Remonſtrants ought to 
be defended by force ; and that they had likewiſe been informed of the Plot againſt 
his Excellency. But they had been 1mpriſoned ſeveral weeks, even till the beginning 
of March, before they received the news that the plot was diſcovered, and conſe- 
quently that there had been any ſuch deſign. There was ſuch a ſtri& watch kept 
over them, that in all this time they could not receive any letter that informed them 
what wasdoing abroad, nor write one word to their friends without conſent of the 
Scout. Wherefore nobody knew what judgment to make of the reports of their con-

out being able to know the truth of the matter. They aſked the Goaler whether there 
was any conſpiracy diſcovered, and who were charged with it ? But he durſt not 
anſwer them, MNiellius even offered him a Rixdoller to buy them a Courant, for 
{o the printed news-papers were called, but could not obtain that fayour neither.

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Thus did they continue in doubts and uncertainties, till the Scout himſelf brought Niel- Ax"D o », 
lins aletter, which a certain Gentleman of his acquaintance had writ to him by which 1623. 
he attained to ſome knowledge of the circumſtances of the Plot ; which pierced him Vo 
to the heart, well imagining what 111 conſequences ſuch a prepoſterous proceeding 
would be attended with. Afterwards news came that S/2tius was taken ; and though 
the Goaler would give no account of it, yet Nzellins heard it from other prijoners, to 
whom their friends had imparted it, and who ſubjoined, that he and Poppins would 
appear yet more guilty than S/arzrs, becauſe they had projeted the whole ſcheme 
of the conſpiracy. About this time ſome of the Magiſtrates endeavoured to render 
their impriſonment more grievous to them than it had been before. NViellins com- 
plained, in a certain letter, that all the Schepens were either very bitter and partial a- 
24inſt them, or elſe men of low degree, and of little knowledge; inſomuch, that 
they either durſt not, or could not oppoſe the moſt violent among the reſt of their 
Brethren, though they were never fo much inclined to do it. ihe Burgomaſter 
YVooght and the Penſlionary de Glarges ruled all. The Goaler was forbidden a-new to 
let them receive any thing from their friends : and both of them obſerved by his 
countenance, that he was extremely embarraſſed about them. Some of the Magi- 
ſtrates were for taking away from their keeper the keys of their chambers, and for 
conveying all their food to them through a hole. But it was prevented at firſt by 
the weakneſs or indiſpolition of Niellius, who then kept his bed, and could not ſtir 
out of it ; fo much was he affeQed at the news of the Plot. This rigorous treat- 
ment was afterwards remitted at the inſtances of the Scout himſelf, who though he 
was their proſecutor, ſhewed them more favour (as they themſelves teſtified) than 
all the Magiſtrates together. [hen was Nze!lires (whom the Remonſtrants looked upon 
as one of tbe boldeſt and moſt reſolute among them) heard to break out into theſe 
fad complaints : I am difjolved, ſaid he, into tears, when I think of the grievous re- 
proach and 6dions blot which this affair has brought upon our good cauſe. I am ſenſible 
enough that a good conſcience is ſufficient before God, but it is by no means ſo with 
reſpec tomen, in whoſe ſight we ought to be free from all appearance and ſuſpicion 
of evil, which yet the moſt innocent and holy man, even our Lord and Saviour, could 
not eſcape. We are likewiſe fallen into the hands of ſuch people who I know deſire 
nothing ſo much as to ſee us both accuſed and made accomplices of the ſame crime, and 
who will uſe all means imaginable to bring it abort, 
A little while after, the Goaler let fall ſome expreſhions, by which Nie/irs under-7,,c,,,0 7. 
ſtood that there were two Commiſiioners coming from the Court at the Hagrie to the Corrr 


| 


Harlem, with powers to examine him and Poppirs in the ſtricteſt manner. This'”” I 
was done accordingly at firſt by the Counſellors William van Barſdorp ard Reinier mine them. 
van Perſyne, together with the Scout and Schepens of Harlem, on the 12th, 13th, 

12th and x9th days of April. I ſhould willingly have inſerted hereall that wasalked 

and anſwered, as recorded in the {aid Schepen's journal; but fince their examinations 

were not always taken 1n writing at that time, and were belides never entered into 

the book, but only filed, and no copies being to be procured, I find myſelf obliged 

to make uſe of what has been communicated to me from the memoirs of the priſoners 
themſelves, or what I have met with in ſeveral pieces relating to thoſe times, both 

in manuſcript and print. Before the examination, the Goaler came to Nie/ius and 

told him, he was afraid they would put him and his brother Poppins to the rack 25. G45; 
that he looked upon them both to be good men ; that he had indeed been forbid to" 
ſuffer them to ſpeak to each other, but that 1f they defired it, he would give them 

an opportunity of coming together that night, at his own riſque. Some write that it 

was the Goaler's wife who made them this offer, but ir may be that both did 

{o at different times. Nie//ins defired a little time to conſider of it, and declined the 
propoſition, anſwering, I have nothing to ſay to Poppius; re# bim only I deſire b: 

would pray to God for me, as I will do for him. He faid further to the Goaler, 1 am 
determined not to declare any thing that may bring others into trouble, on acount of 

the exerciſe of religion; but whatever may relate to the Government, or civilmatters, 

that T will frankly confeſs. Tell my Collegue to remember it. This the Goaler under- 

took, and performed it. Some are of opinion, that this motion was made to them 

by order of the Magiſtrates, and that if they had met, there would have been ſpies 

{ct to hear what they ſhould have faid to one another, Being drought to examina-7% awe ex 
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Ax Dow. tion, the old queſtions were put to them again, Bartholomew Veer, one of the Schepens, 
1623 alking Nzzllivzs whether he had not deen a Miniſter at Uzrecht, he replicd, Tes, Sir, and 
vn you know how often you have delivered me packets when you came thither in a Fare-ſhip, 
(from which alſo he had his name) upon which account I uſed to preſent you with a 

glaſs of beer. To the reſt of the queſtions, of the ſame nature as the former ones, 

the ſame fort of anſwer was returned, After this, they were long and ſtrialy inter- 

rogated, and each of them ſeparately, about that Aiſembly or Meeting w here it had 

been reſolved, that the cauſe of the Remonftrants might be defended by force of 

arims, as was faid 1n the Placard of Utreche, But they folemnly declared and pro- 

teſted that they knew of no ſuch Meeting in the world; that there were no Meert- 

ings of the Clergy in which they had nor preſided as DireQors ; from whence they 

certainly concluded that there was not any Meeting of ſuch a nature holden without 

their participation. 'Then the Magiſtrates proceeded to examine them about the bu- 

fineſs of the Plot, preſiing it home upon them feverally, and telling them, that it 

was well known they had been concerned in it, and theretore they thould not deny 

Mean: 4/-a9 it, But when they both utterly denied it, and with {trong aſleverations, the Ma- 
chad -infi. giftrates made uſe of a ſtratagem, which, as Mellius ſays ſomewhere, was more po- 
fron lIitick than chriſtian ;, for they named divers of the Remon/trant Miniſters, who 
they ſaid, were 1n cuſtody, together with all their papers, among which were ſome 

Jetters, as they affirmed, writ by the priſoners, whereby they would be fully con- 

vited of having likewife had a hand in the ſame plot ; uſing further ſuch other arts 

4s the Magiſtrates are wont to praQtiſe in dangerous times, 1n order to come to a per- 

fet knowledge of matters. Lhey told them, among other things, that the conſpi- 

rators had diſcovered all, and impeached them in particular, That Slatius had 

ſaid, that all the Remonſtrant Clergy in general were conſcious of the deſign, except- 

ins Borrius, Sapma, and Prins. That the Miniſters Geeſteranus and Gerardus 

Veifius had been taken, who alſo owned ihe matter. That Dwinglo and all his pa- 

pers were ſeized, and that divers things relating to the Plot were found therein, and 

amongſt them certain articles, in which the ſaid Dwinglo confeſſed that be knew of 

the Plot, The Commitltoners, in confirmation of what they had advanced, pro- 

duced and read to the priſoners, all the ſaid letters, to their great aſtoniſhment, for 

indeed they were all forged. They prefled them then to own likewiſe, that they 

were conſcious of the ſame crimes ; but it would not do, for they perſiſted in fo- 

lemnly declaring their innocence and ignorance. Nzeilius was asked, whether he had 

not lately exchanged letters with Slatins about the plot 2 To which he anſwered, / 

have indeed correſponded with that perſon, but never on any ſuch account, The 
Commiſſioners ſaid, take care what you ſay, for ihe Magiſtrates have in their hands 

ſome of the letters which you writ to Slatius, by which it appears plain enough that 

1b bolducſ; you were concerned in that afſair. Whereupon Nieltius, with his uſual freedom, burſt 
£14742 out 10to the following expreſiions : How! Gentlemen do you fit here, in order to 
1” learnthe truth of me ;, and do you endeavour to do it by charging me with untruths ? 
If it be ſo, that you have found one of my letters in the hands of Slatius, then yore 

will be ſufficiently convinced, that I am none of his friend, and that he durſt not truſt 

me with ſuch ſecrets, One'of the Commillioners being (hock'd at the liberty he took, ſaid 

to him, D. Niel, how can you ſpeak ſo confidently, and with ſo little reſpet ? Your 

Collegue JPDOppius treats us with much more manners and civility, To whom Nz:- 

ellius returned this remarkable anſwer : That may be, Gentlemen ;, 1 confeſs my Col- 

legue excels me in many virtues and god qualities, eſpecially in friendlineſs and ci- 

vility; but we do between us what the good Samaritan did, he pours oyl tanto your 

wounds, and J pour wine. It 15 related of Poppius, that when the Magiſtrates in 

2 paſſion fcornfully reproached him, that che doftrine of the Remonſtrants was falſe 

and faftious ; that all their proceedings were calculated for exciting rebellion and ſe- 

dition, aſſaſſmations of Princes, and the ruin of Church and State, in order to their 
extricating themſelves from their pretended oppreſſions and perſecutions, and that he 

and Niellius and all the reſt of the Remonſtrant Clergy were guilty of the intended 

Poppius murder, he endeavoured to jultify himſelf, by meeckly aſſerting, * That the do- 
99244,” © Arine which they termed falſe and fa#ionus, was the pure truth, and ſuggeſted 
cs  * to men ſtronginducements towards godlineſs, and ſuch as highly tended to promote 
* the honour of God's holy name : Adding, that he ſolemnly proteſted, as in the 


* preſence of God, that he had not the leaſt knowledge of the aforclaid unchriſtian 
2 attempt 
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attempt, nor of the ſcheme projeted for that purpoſe, nor of the money colle&ed ANn"D o ws 
on that account 3 nor of any other propoſals, deſigns or plots, tending to that end. 1923- 
There were indeed ſeveral flying rumours now and then ſpread about the country, i_ 
the uſual produdts of ſuch diſinal times, but he could never diſcover in them either 
truth or probability. That he had heard particularly in the year laſt paſt a reyort 
among the people, that there were hopes of ſome ſeaſonable deliverance, but with- 
out knowing whether there were any foundation for it. That he had been frequently 
troubled at the faine, imagining that ſuch a cry might be very prejudicial to holy 
* truth, and ſuch as profeſſed it, That he had looked upon the ſaid report as fabulous 
and pernicious, and laboured to convince others of his opinion ; exhorting them to 
chriſtian patience and true piety, and to contentment with that liberty which they 
enjoyed in fone places by connivance of the government ; and laſtly, that he had pray'd 
to God, that the means which were uſed by any for the deliverance of the Re- 
monfirants, contrary to his divine will, might not be blefſed by him. 
All this he declared to the Magiſtrates, with ſolemn proteſtations that he ſpike no- 
thing but truth, ard that he no otherwiſe expreſſed himſelf in his prayers before the 
arcat Majeſty of God, when he opencd his mind to him. But the Judges told him, 
they had reaſon to think otherwiſe. Niellius writes in a certain letter, which was 
privately conveyed out of priſon at the fame time, That in the examination afore- 
mentioned, no lies nor tricks bad been ſpared, whereby to charge them with the leaſt 
knowledge of the conſpiracy z that he bad often wept and lamemed bitterly in his 
heart, to ſee what impudent lies were uſed wittingly to force him to ſay ſomething 
ro bis own diſadvantage. But that God was with bim and his Collegue, and that 
alchough they had not ſeen nor ſpoken to one another ſince their impriſonment, yet 
both their anſwers apreed topetber in above one hundred Articles, in ſuch a manner, 
that there was not the leaſt difference in the ſubſtance of things. It is likewiſe aid, 
that the Commiſſioners obſerving the ſame, faid to Niellins, you and Poppins ſpeak 
out of one mouth, To which the other replied, that may eafily happen, for when OR 
you examine us about the ſame matter, we cannot avoid, if we ſpeak truth, to anſwer ment obſerved 
alike ;, and by that our innocence ſufficiently appears. The Magiſtrates cried, you OY OP 
have converſed with Poppins the laſt night, and that's the reaſon you apree [9 well. Sm , 
The Goalzr or his wife have brought you by one another, The Miniſter : It was 
offered to me, but I refuſed. The Magiſtrates, Don't deny ir, for Poppius has freely 
owned it. The Miniſter: that is impoſſible, for I have not ſeen bim once ſince he 
was brought into the priſon, In the like manner they treated Poppius, telling him 
that Niellivzs had ownedall. But he made them the ſame anſwer. Upon this, they 
called the Goaler, and reprimanded him ſeverely for letting them come together, 
telling him too, that they had confeſſed it. But he replied, that if they haJ, they 
told a great Ilye. 
This 1s the main of what was diſcourſed proand con on the 12th and 13th of April, and 
It may be too, on the 18th and 19th of the ſaid month, (of which laſt diy ſome- 
thing more will be {aid) for I cannot juſt aſſign each examination exaRly to its pro- 
per day. Onthe 15th of the ſame month Poppius being called before the Senate, 
the Scout, two of the Schepens and the Penſionary, he acquainted them, that he was 
ready to glve a fuller anſwer to ſomeof the Articles upon which he had been inter- 
rogated, Accordingly he was ordered to do it in writins, and paper was given him 
for that purpoſe, only they took account of what they gave him. Ona the 19th, 
a day of which NMellius uſed to ſay, he ſhould remember it, if he were to live a 
hundred years, both the priſoners were brought again before the Senate and Sche- 
pens. They were urged to confeſs, who they were that had harboured and affiſte4 
them and otbers upon their return from their baniſhment 2 Together with other mat- 
ters relating to their Miniſterial funQions. They were likewiſe prelled anew about 
the buſineſs of the plot. The Magiſtrates told them, they had plain proofs of their 
knowing ſomething of that affair, but they reſolved to have it out of their own 
mouths, and that if they refuſed to do it voluntarily, they would fetch it out by the oj 
rack ; acquainting them at the ſame time, that they had given the Scout leave to tor- /-4 45 7+ 
ture them, Lhen they gave them time to conſider, till the afternoon, and ordered © 
the Goaler to keep them faſting, in all appearance as 1f they were to be put to the 
rack that night. gone relate that the Goaler's wife having told Nie#zwus before, TOP 
2 adpes 
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Ax*Dow. Judges had forbidden to give them any food that diy, he replied, here is no harm 
1623- i#n that, we can faſt one day at leaſt, Not underſtanding, or not believing what 
SV 'V ſeemed to be reſolved againſt them, till the 900d woman made him ſenſible that ſuch 
a faſt was the forerunner of the rack, with which he was threatened the ſame even- 
ing. This noon was ſpent by the priſoners in fervent prayer to God, which they 
poured out to him in their fad neceſſity and great diſtreſs. Poppirs addrefled him- 
ſelf to God in a prayer, which was found among his papers aiter his death, and 

publiſhed in the manner following. 


A prayer of & Lord, almighty and everlaſting God, moſt gracious and heavenly Father, the 
xt ttoed Father of iny Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chri/! ; | have now nothing more to 
TOE expect, than to be ſuddenly called away, /and delivered up to the Executioner, to 
be tormented with intolerable pains, and to be bereaved of the right uſe of m 
* limbs. Seized with theſe apprehenſions, loaden with this diſtreſs both as to ſou 1 
and body, reduced to this mortal anxiety, I proſtrate myſelf, O heavenly Father ! 
© at the feet of thy divine Majeſty. I pour out my heart before thee, 1 ſigh, I call, 
| cry unto thee. O my Lord, my God ! hear my voice, look down from the throne 
of thy grace, and be merciful to me thy poor ſervant! I cannot return any other 
© anſwer to my Judges with truth, but what I have already made. Why then 
© ſhould I be put to tortures? Thou haſt relieved my foul from everlaſting torments, 
© deliver me likewiſe from this dreadſu] evil. Thou holdeft the hearts of all men 
in thy hand, and canſt turn them as ſeems good unto thee. incline the hearts of 
the Judges, that they may give credit to my words, and confeſs my innocence. 
Make them remember, that they have a Lord above them -in the heavens, to the 
© end that out of reverence to thy great Majeſty, and for fear of a furure judgment, 
« at which they mult appear as well as I, they may deſift from theirdefign, and may not, 
by torturing me in my innocence, compel me to (in againſt thee. Raiſe up a Gamalie! 
* among them, who may oppoſe their wicked counſels, If it ſhould be thy pleaſure 
* for the ſake of mine, or their or both our fins to permit me to be thus ill-treated 
« by them ; thou art the God, who preſervedſt Danze! in the den of lions, and his 
* friends in the fiery furnace. Thy power 1s not leflened, nor thy arm ſhortened. 
* 'Thou canſt likewiſe ſhew a fign upon me too, that the Judges may perceive that 
* thou art my God, and owneft me for a defender of the truth. But 1 dor't pre- 
+ ſumeto alk it, being conſcious how unworthy I am that thy name ſhould be thus 
« plorified in me. But this one thing I beg of thee, to ſtrengthen me under my ſaf- 
« ferings, that faint not, bur ſubmit myſelf in all things to him that will one day 
judge every man righteouſly that I may not accuſe myſelf through pain, againſt or 
© contrary to truth, left the Judges {nould take occaſion from thence to hold me guil- 
* ty ofthis wicked projet, and with others to cut me off from the earth as an evil 
« doer by a ſhameful death. That would cerainly tend to the blaſpheming of thy 
« facred truth which I profeſs. Suffer not the Iabours of my Miniſtry, which has 
© been ſanQified to the editication of thy church, to be rendered unprofitable by ſuch 
« my ſcandalous death. I am not fo terrified at the tear of dying; but I quake and 
« tremble, when I conſider, that I, who was formerly ready, and ſtill am to 1a 
* down my life in defence of the truth, and: for the confirmation of the oppreſſed 
* churches, ſhould now by my death, and going out of the world as a malefaQor, 
* open the mouths of all men to blaſpheme, and become a ſtumbling-block and 
* ſtone of offence to thoſe whom I endeavoured to build up by my zeal. If it be poſ- 
« ſible, my Lord and my God, let this hour paſs. But it it be thy divine will that 
* 1 ſhould receive fo bitter a cup from thy hand, here am [thy ſervant, do unto me 
* as ſeems good in thy ſight, Butif this muſt happen unto me, let my wife, my 
« children and my church, judge of me, - ] beſeech thee, by the words and works 
« which they have formerly both ſeen and heard of me, and fully perſuade them- 
© ſelves, that it is not my own wickedneſs, but that of the times which has brought 
© me to this ſhameful death. Burt above all, aſſure me by the teſtimony of thy 
holy ſpirit, that 1 ſhall not be Iooked upon by thee my God as an evil-doer, nor be 
excluded from thy holy kingdom; and may I recommend my foul to thee ina 
« firm belief that death ſhall not ſeparate me from thy love. This I moſt humbly 
« delire, for this cauſe 1 ſtretch forth my hands, and lift up my heart to heaven; yet 
3 hoping 
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hoping that they will deliver me from fo ſhameful an end. M: 
alſo, O heavenly Father ! appear before my Judges, and by their ſc: 
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men, Let it be known that 1] bear this preſent croſs, and whatever. elſe they ſhall Vo 


lay upon me, like a chriſtian, and thy fervant, in the defence of thi truth, and for 
the zeal I have ſhown 1n the propagation of it ; that fo the croſs ] bear, may tend to 
the benetit of thy flock, to my own ſalvation, and 1n all caſes to thy honour and 
S10ry. 
\ Be pleaſed likewiſe to ſhew the ſame compailion to 1ny colleoue, involved in the 
{ume unhappy circumitances, Hear my prayer, and the prayers Of all the faithful 
who cry unto thee for me, Let their and my Prayers be {prinkled with the blood 
of thine only Son, alcend up to thy mercy ſeat, and be accepted by thee. Let them 
prevail with thee, to the end that forziving all my fins, thou maye{t [trengthen me 
with thy holy ſpirit, to the end I may live holy in thy fight, in hope of a bleſſed 
relurrection and that thou mayſt, with thy tatherly help, ſupport me in my miſeries, 
which 1 am threatened with, and give me an opportunity to praiſe thy holy name 
for one more gracious deliverance, ! / 
In ke manner did Nellie endeavour to fortify himfelf againſt the torments where- 
with he was threatened. © He hoped, as he writ in a certain letter, to unders 
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with patience thro' the gractous afſiftance of God ; for he faw well enough that if he 
had owned any thing, even the ſmalleſt matter in the world, it would have heen 
only a ſpur, and given ttem a handle to draw more and more out of him, and that 
« although he ſhould have accuſed himfelt falſly, it would have been impollible to 
« eſcape or leſlen the rigour of his Judges. Wherefore he ſhould not conſider ſuch a 
« ſuffering as a trial of truth, but as a cruel treatment inflited on him out of mere 
« hatred of truth. But he durſt not fay whether he ſhould be able to bring his reſolu- 
« tivn, to bear, becauſe he did not yet know what it was to be put to the rack ; but he 

knew well enough that he teared the torture more than death, and taat, with 
« St, Peter, he could not foreſee what he might be reduced to; but ſtill he hoped 
© the beſt from God's fatherly aſhiſtance and mercy.” 

Whilit they were expecting the 11tue, with theſe and the like refletions, they 
were brought again before the Commailttoners in the afternoon. The hangman, or 
executioner, food at the chamber-door with a ſack under his arm, in which were the 
inſtruments or tools, tor torturing people. ſt does not appear whether they were 
called in together, or one ater the other, but both of them were very roughly ac- 
coſted by the Commillioners, like perſons that were eſteemed guilty of the Plot, and 
that were to be treated fo for the future, The demand of diſcoverins who had har- 
boured and ſupported them, and the queſtions relating to the exerciſe of their 
funcion,were again renewed, and they were pretſed to own theſe things, and all that 
the Judges ſaid they knew ot the conſpiracy, being threatened that what they wilfull 
concealed, ſhould be otherwile extorted by pain ; for which purpoſe, they ſaid, the 
rack was at hand, and the hangman at the door, Niellius inliſted very much to be 
informed, what arguments or proofs of guilt, they bad againſt him, offering to juſtify 
himſelf, and to ſhow the innocency ot them both. He was anſwered, that there 
were proofs enough to put him to the rack, but that they were not obliged to pro- 
duce them, it being ſutiicient that the Judges were apprized of them, He replied, 
That it was contrary to law and reaſon to torture them, without informing them of 
the accuſations brought againſt them, or allowing them to defend themſelves ; and 
moreover, that they ought to be aſſured of a reparation for the lyſs of their limbs by 
the torture, in caſe it ſhould at laſt appear that they were innocent. As for Poppius, 
it is related of him, that he was 1n as great a conſternation at their menaces, and at the 
the fight of the execurioner, efpectally when the Scout was ordered to call him 1n, as 
if he had been aQually delivered to be tormented ; and that taking this advantage, 
they continually urged him to diſcover ſomething, whereby they might treat him 
48 one guilty of the conſpiracy 3 all which ſo terrified him, that he trembled at the 
apprehenſion of thoſe intolerable pains, which he found no means of avoiding. But: 
no threats from without, nor terrors from within, were powerful enough to induce 
either him or Nzellius to diſcover, what they thought charity and love to their neigh- 
bour obliged them to conceal ; namely, 1/ho had harboured, or ſupported them. 
Or to make them confeſs any grele relating to the Plot, ubilft they knew themſelves en- 
rirely annocent,

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that he begged leave, and obtained 1t, to make a prayer firſt, upon which he called upon 
God with a loud voice, and great fervency, for ſtrength andaſiſtance. But when all 
hopes of eſcape ſeemed to diſappear, there came unexpected eaſe ; for after they had 
both of them continued in the anguiſh and ſorrow of death till ſix of the clock at night, 
the Magiſtrates and Judges broke up, and the Scout came to tell them the next day, 
that the cxamination was at anend, and that they had certainly been tortured, 1f the 
ſaid Magiſtrates had not looked upon them as honeſt men. They were likewiſe in- 
formed afterwards, from a good hand, that the two Counſellors of the Court, oppoſed 
their being tortured, and that nobody was more averſe to ſuch cruelty than the Scout 
himſclf, And after this was over, not only the faid Scout, but the Penſionary de 
Glarpes aſſured them in private, how much they rejoiced to find that they appeared 
to be free from any ſhare in the conſpiracy. Both the Counſellors Barſdorp and Per- 
{pn, and likewiſe all the Schepens of Harlem pliinly declared their innocency to the 
orcateſt perſons, and aſſured the priſoners themſelves, that they were glad of ir. 
Nielins and Poppins haviag weathered fo ſevere a tryal, and ſuch hard threat 

nings of torture, which in equity were a kind of putting to the rack, they returned 
thanks to God for having heard their cries and prayers, for preſerving them from 
being tormented, and reſcuing them from the jaws of death, not ſuffering their 


Judges to commit fo great a wickedneſs agatnit two innocent men. About the ſunc 


Niellius nds time, Nielins writ a letter from the prifon, to one of his friends, in which he endea-

irom thepriſon. 


vourecd to ſhow by many arguments, That the great ſcandal which the conſpiracy 
had occaſioned, ought not to be made a pretence for any man's forſaking the known truth; 
and that the goodneſs or badneſs of the cauſe of the Remonſtrants was not to be judy - 
ed of by ſuch ways. And this very letter was forwarded by the permiſſion of the 
Magiſtrate or Scout, to the great wonder of him that writ it. He writ another 
very long letter, but privately, and upon bits and ſcraps of paper torn out of his bible 
and other books; in which letter he gave a very particular and circumſtantial ac- 
count of all that had befallen him and his fellow-priſoner ; and of what perfons and 
things they had moſt preiled him to give an account of. This letter he got conveyed 
out of priſon with great trouble and charges, unknown to the Goaler. It palled then 
from hand to hand among the Remonſtrants, but has fince been mitlaid or loft thro? 
length of time, inſfomuch that though I have made ftrict enquiry after it, I could 
never find it, to my great ſorrow, becauſe it having been fo very exac in the account 
of time, of men, and things, it might have contributed to the unfolding more clearly 
and diſtin&ly many things which then befel them. | 

But after having proceeded thus far in this hiſtory, there fell into my hands by 
inecer chance, a letter which Ni-ius writ near two years afterwards, to Uitenboparr 
in French, in which finding ſome hints of what happened to him and Poppins about 
the Plot at this time, I cannot forbear communicating it to the reader, foraſmuch as 
it tends to the {urther illuſtration and confirmation of what has been above related. 
'The contents of it are to the following purpoſe, © —- I belteve that your fervent 


« prayers, and thoſe which all other good men have put up for us, have helped to for- 


« tify us in that ſad and diſmal condition we were in. For although our conſciences 
« made useaſy, and filled our hearts with truſt and dependance on the mercy of our 
« oreat God, through 7eſis Chriſt our Lord, yet was it not our wiſdom or g00d- 
« nefs that preſerved us from this abyſs of death, but the particular favour, and fa- 
« therly providence of God, which prevented us from coming into any place, and 
« falling into any company where our innocent ears might have been the occaſion 
« of our dying a ſhameiul death, although we had not given the leaſt credit to what 
« we heard, but looked upon all as dreams or 1dle tales, or although we had ſet our- 
« ſelves againſt it with heart and mouth ; for all that would not have helped, nor 
© excuſed us with the Judges, who were fo deſirous to find, or make us guilty, if 
* they could have met with the leaſt appearance or probabiltty whereon to found an 
* accuſation And although they had not had any probable foundation, yer 
* would they (in caſe we had heard or known any thing) have eaſily drawn the 
* matter out of our own mouths ; eſpecially ſince we have lain here about three 
* months, without having received any news of what paſs'd, and ſince the Judges 
* made a full uſe of the privilege granted them by Plato, namely, to lie as much 
as 
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* aS they pleaſed {02 the publick noo), For we were told by them, that Cornelins Ant Dom, 
« Geeſteranus, Velſius and Dwinplo were ſeized, with all their papers; and we were 1623. 
« prefled to the utmoſt to declare what diſcourſes we ever had with them either by "aa 
« word of mouth or writing 5 infomuch that we thought we could not do better, nor 
* at more ſafely, than frankly to confeſs whatever our weak memories could ſup- 
« peſt, that we had ever writ or ſpoke, or had learned from the letters of thoſe ima- 
« ginary priſoners, or from any report or hear-ſay concerning them > believing that 
* they had already told all they knew of us, or were able to lay. It was therefore 
* a {ingular mercy of our good God {o to have ſet a guard on our ears, that they 
© never happened to hear any thing that might have proved fatal to us, whether we 
* approved or rejected the ſame. And it was no lefs a providence, that we always 
© had an abhorrence of all violent, (editions, or bloody counſels. 
* I perſuade myſelf too, that I ſhould not have been very much afraid of a vio- 

« lent death, provided | had ſuffered it for a good and holy cauſe, and ſuch a 
« one as I in my own conſcience was fatisfied to be right ; but to die a ſhameful 
« death, for a cauſe which ] deteſted in my heart, that would have ſeemed ver 
« hard to me, May God preſerve all good men from ſuch misfortunes ! It grieved 
« us very much at that time, to find every thing ſtudiouſly concealed, or endeavoured 
« to be concealed trom us, which related to publick affairs; and yet in the mean 
« while ſuffered to be brought to the worſt of criminals in the priſon, who were 
« permitted to diſcourſe about it to each other ; from whence we could only vet a 
« confuſed knowledge of ſome great miſchief that was deteRed, and of ſome terri- 
< ble puniſhments to be inflicted, as they ſaid, upon the Arminians, and likewiſe of 
« what death we were to die, as well as the reſt. Yet thus much we could perceive, 
« that we were to be puniſhed as ring-leaders, and ſuch as had contrived the whole 
* deſign, and had furniſhed the money for it. In caſe thoſe people had held their 
'© tongues, or if care had been taken to remove either them or us, we ſhould not 
© have been 1n any concern till the day of our examination. Whereas, by this, 

though we were.not let into the knowledge of the particulars, they put us into a 
continual dread, and frighted and troubled us by expreſſions that were general and 
without any connexion, inſomuch that we could hardly comprehend the ſequel 
of the ſtory, nor make any thing of it. Neither durſt we own that we had un- 
* derſtood or heard any thing of the matter, becauſe our Judges did not think fit 


* that we ſhould know any thing, to the end that what they thought we knew before, 
* might be the better diſcovered 
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Whilſt Nie/ins and Popprus exerted themſelves at Harlem, to make their inno- 
cence appear, Slatius took as much pains at the Hague to increaſe his crimes, and 
heap fin upon fin, by his writing againſt the Remon/trants; in hopes that by charg- 
ing others be might juſtify himſelf, or at leaſt that he might obtain pardon for his 
offence, He then writ what he called A plain Repreſentation, in which be painted aus write 
the Remonſirants in the molt odious colours, accuſing them of many crimes, and i Gacion 
exhorting every one to depart from them. However, what he had moſt in view by 
writing he leaſt attained to, vis. the ſaving of his life. He entertained nevertheleſs 
ſuch hopes from ſome kind words and promiſes of the Judges (which tended to no- 
thing elſe but to draw out of him more and more, and to make his pen the ſharper) 
that he did not believe that he ſhould die. 

'The two Blanſarts and Parthy, ( who through fear of torture, had likewiſe con- 
ſeſſed ſeveral things, which they afterwards recanted ) thought they ſhould be par- 
doned too; perliſting in their proteſtations, that they never deſigned to murder the 
Prince, but had only conſented to it, in order to pet as inuch money as they could, 
and then to cheat Yan Dyke by diſcovering the Plot ; but that others had got the ſtart 
of them. They were in hopes, that the will or intention of diſcovering would have been 
accepted forthe deed, and that the Court would have interceded with the Prince in favour 
of them, and obtain'd their pardon ; Jobn Blanſart eſpecially, flattered himſelf with 
that hope. This man ſhewed how far the love of a temporal life (which all men muſt 
Joſe once) and the delire of preſerving it, will carry one. In a certain letter which 
he writ to the Judges, he tells them, Whar your Lordſhips deſire of me, I am ready 
to perform. My Lords, I make bold to ſuggeſt to you, whether, if I were at liberty, 
I could not bring many of the Remonſtrants co church £ God granting me grace, ! 
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AND o M, would 4g my utmoſt for that purpoſe. He alſo writ to Feſius Hommins at {.epden ir 
1623. the fame ſtrain, and ſent ſome of his friends ſeveral times to him, Praying that be 
WY YV would intercede for him, in order to his being ſet at liberty. He added, That he 
would reconcile himſelf to the church of God (meaning that of the Contraremonſtrants) 
and bring cuer many hundreds with him, But that he offered violence to his con- 
ſcience, by promiſing to promote what he really believed to be falfe, and to onpoſe 
what he no leſs judged to be true, only for the {aving of his Jife, the lat ations of 
his life have plainly evinced, * Tis thought that the Judges fed him, as well as S1z- 
tius, with hopes of a pardon. But be that as 1t will, "ts very Certain, that neither 
he, nor Slatius, nor Parthy, believed they ſhould die, but were ſtrongly perfyaded 
that they ({hould ſoon be ſet at liberty ; even fo far, that they prayed that they mighe 
have better cloaths and clean linnen, to the end they might return home as decently 
as poſhible, whica they counted they (hould do forthwith ; talking fv confidently a- 
bout it, that their wives and relations, when they were admitted to the ſpecch of 
them, begin to think their brains were turned, by reaſon oi the many troubles they 
had undergone. And the Prelident Krom-out, about the ſame time, ſeverely repri- 
manded the wife of Slatirs, for endeavouring to undecelve her hutbind in that reſpe&, 
ſhe having aſſured hiw, that ſhe ſaw no likelihood of fiving his life : And that this 
was not a random conjectures, appeared within a few day, or rather hours, when he 
with the two Blanſarts and Parthy, received notice on the 4th of May, that they 
muſt die the next day, and were accordingly exhorted to prepare for it; a DIece of 
news which was the more ſurprizing, as bcing {o Intle expeted. 

'Fhe Judges hereupon ordered ſome Miniſters to attend and comfort them in the 
priſon ; but they yielded them little or no attention. Sl/atzus treated them rouzhly 
and inlolently. When they would have diſcourſed with him the laſt nghe of his 
life about confeſlion of ſin, repentance, and preparation for death, Slarirs put them 
off, with ſaying, that he knew all thoſe things, and perbaps better than they ; that 
they were not fit perſons to difcourſe with him, fince according to their principles, 
God willed evil, nay, he even foxced men to commit it, Zur as for other matters, 
he was ready to talk with them, if they deſired it. Thus did he endeavour to ſpend 
moſt of the night in arguing with thoſe Miniſters about Prede/lination, God's bein 
the Author of evil, and the like. He likewiſe undertook to prove, that it was lam: 
ful to aſſaſſinate a tyrant t$ a moſt dangerous poſition, which has been always con- 
demned by the beſt 94} Finding himſelf decetved in his expeQations, and thar 
although he had eſcaped the rack by writing againſt the Remonſ/{rants, he could nor 
eſcape death, he ſtood in ſo much fear of him who can caſt both foul and body into 
hell, that he endeavoured to ditburden his conſcience by a written recantation of all 

1-e method he that he had faid to the prejudice of that party. He hid that paper in a quill, an 

ſed for del- that quill in his mouth ; and as he was going to recetve fentence of death, on the 5h 

cxntation to of May, his arms being pinioned, and both his hinds ned faſt together, he con- 

vis wif before veyed it into his wife's mouth, when {he caie to take her laſt farewell of him. She

| feeling the quill in her mouth, conveyed it dexteroully from thence with her hang- 

kerchief, under pretence of wiping the tears from her eyes and face. I have fince 

heard the Miniſter Paſchier de Fyne ſay, that having preached the day before at the 

Hague, and prayed to God that he would be gracious, and grant to Slatirs and the 

three other condemned perſons repentance and a ſincere ſorrow for their ſins before 

they died ; he ſaw and read the ſaid paper rolled up in the quill, the fame day, or 

at night. Ir fell afterwards into the hands of Adrian van den Borre, from whom it 

palled to Bartholomeus Provoſtius, from whole OWn mouth I write this, and who 

comparing it with other papers or letters of the {aid Slatins, found it ex1Qtly to agree. 


The ſaid paper runs thus : 
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His Recanta- I The underwritten acknowledge, that I have drawn up, and publiſhed a certain 
1101, paper againſt the body of the Remonſtrants, and their cauſe ;, but 1 do now openly 
declare, that I did the ſame out of the apprehenſions of being ill-uſed, and put to the 

rack , as alſo by ſo doing to try whether by ſuch means 1 could obtain from the preſent 
Government any kindneſs, compaſſion, or mercy \ and whether, like good phyſicians, they 

choſe rather to remove the diſeaſe than the diſeaſed, But I have found them full of 

deceit, knavery, wickedneſs, and tyranny, nay, to be ſuch men as ought never to be 

truſted ; inſomuch, that 1 look upon them for certain to be a ſort of people, who thro 

their 
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their ignorance, as well as malice, are determined to uſe no other methods but thoſe of Ax" Dow: 
ſeverity. deſigning firſt to extirpate the Remonſtrants, and afterwards all other ſets, 10227. 
Il berefore I recommend it to all people timely to take care of themſelves, and to de- NN 
part out of theſe Provinces. I likewiſe beſeech all men, both high and low, before 

whom it may be reſolved to lay my writings againſt the Remonſtrants, not ro look 

Hpon them any otherwiſe than as rings publiſhed CONryary to truth, and drawn up by 

me for the reaſons mentioned above ; F/ being My 0P1mon, that it is lawful 0 Aivert 

cruel tyrants from their violent proceedings, either by good arguments or by imPofins 

on them. This is what I write freely, and of my own accord, begging all Remon- 

{trints fo foraive what I have done, as having done it to the end that by my example 

( wwh0 never expeted my life ) I might ſhow to allthe world, that thereis not the Leaſt 

good to be hoped or expected from ſuch wicked Governours.

HENRICUSSLATIUS. 


In this paper there have been three things obſerved : Firſ?, the diſcovery of his 
own {hame, with refpeR to his lying and fraudulent writings. Secondly, the vindi- 
cation of the Kemonſtrants, ſo unjuſtly charge) in them. And, Thirdly, hisimplaca- 
ble malice againſt the Government, and the Magiſtrates, now that he had no lonzer 
hope of eſcaping. It was alſo thought very odd by ſome, that he ſhould offer to ſay, 
that he never expetied his life. Whereas he had entertain'd but a little before ſuch 
great hopes of eſcaping death. Fobn Blanſart had likewiſe found out means about 
the ſame time to convey a Recantation to his wife, written in his own hand ; but one 
of the Officers took it away from her as ſhe took her leave of hit in the priſon, 
{o that the contents were never known. 

When all the four prifoners came to receive ſentence of death from the Judges at Slatius, the 
the Court, Slatius appeared with a countenance that ſeemed to have more of anger 449% wr age 
in it, than of grief or remorſe, looking fiercely upon his Judges. Daring the read- ke ts 
ing of the ſentence, he was heard to anſwer with a loud voice to ſeveral of the Ar- #7 9 424%. 
ticles, that is not true, I never owned that, And to others he replied, I did not 
own it in ſuch a manner, The fudges have ad4ed or omitted juſt what they pleaſed. 
Tois is no juſtice, but tyranny. And when he heard it affirmed, thar Cornelius 
Geefteranus and Gerardus Velſius were at rhe dinner in his houſe, before the departure 
of his brother in-law Cornelius Gerritſon, and that they there drank to his good jour- 
ney, he cried out in a paſlion, that is not true. Ididnot own that, nor are the 
guilty of it. They knew nothing of the matter. He was likewiſe obſerved to ſay, 
whilſt his ſentence was reading, a great deal of this is falſe, After the reading of 
the ſentence, his Treatiſe entituled The lighted Torch, was ordered to be torn in 
pieces before his face, as a {editious Libel. 

Joon Blanſart heard his condemnation with ſome ſhew of grief, but without 
ſhedding a tear, Fle looked with a freſh countenance, and faid not one ſingle word 
after the ſentence was pronounced again{t him, but ſtood as if he was not at all con- 
cerned. He was likewiſe obſerved to bow his body, as if he faluted the Judges. 
His brother Abraham looked pale and wan, when he appeared before the Judges ; but 
ſeemed however to be of good courage. Whilſt his ſentence was reading he appeared 
ſometimes to mutter againſt it. He aſked twice, wherber his body might be buried ? 
Which the Grither or Secretary conſented to. William Parthy had got drunk this 
morning in the priſon. David la Faille, fon of the antient Miniſter Abrabam la Faille 
a Druggiſt, and brother-in-law tothe Keeper, heard him fay to one of the Elanſarrs, 
come Friend, take one glaſs more. Whilſt his ſentence was reading at the Court, his 
tongue being perhaps ſet a going by the drink, he was heard ſeveral times to ſay, 
that is not true. As the Grifter would have proceeded in reading, he cried, don'r 
go on, for I did not confeſs any ſuch thing. The Griffier made anſwer, I read it as 
it ſtands in the paper, He ſaid, you muſt not read it as it ſtands there, but you ought 
to bave writ what I confeſſed, and juſt as I confeſſed it, and no otherwiſe, There- 
upon the Fiſcal reproved him for interrupting the Griflier, but could not make him 
hold his DEaCcc, He went on and {a1d, [t concerns me, and will you nor let me ſpeak for 
my ſelf ? May the Judges put any one to death, behead or break him on the 
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10g & =*Dox wheel, and inſert what they pleaſe in the ſentence © There are things in it which I 
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1623. never owned, When he heard 1t ſaid in the ſentence, that he had not diſcloſed the 
LV Plot to the Government, nor the deſign which he pretended to have had of deceiving 
Van Dyke, nor had ſignified any thing about it, and that theretore he was condemned 

to be beheaded, he faid again, I ſee plainly enough that you have no mercy on me, tho? 


T intended to have ſhown the Prince and you mercy, if I had had time enough to haye 


RAS | diſcovered the buſineſs. Others relate, that he faid thus: The Judges are ſatisfied in 


their conſciences that I did not defien to put it in execution, and yet they condemn 
me to die. They have neither mercy nor compaſſion. 1 myſelf have pity on the Prince 
and the Fudges who condemn me 10 death, who with great ſeverity extorted from me 
what I confeſſed, and ſet it down otherwiſe than I ſpoke it, Then they interrupted 
him, and he, with the reſt, was led to execution, In their ſentences it was expreſt, 
that they were guilty of high-treaſon, and upon that account condemned to be be- 
headed, and their eſtates confiſcated. But the body of Slatins was to be laid on a 
wheel, and his head to be ſet upon a ſtake. The crimes contained in the ſeveral ſen- 
tences have been already mentioned in the account we gave above of the Plot, fo 
that 1 don't think it neceſſary to inſert them here verbatim, as * Baudart has done in 
his Memoirs. But as for thoſe Articles with reſpe& to which the priſoners com. 
plained, either that they had not owned them art all, or not in the manner therein 
mentioned, I cou'd never be informed about them ; which may be the cauſe per- 
haps, that through ignorance I have charged them with ſome things in the aforeſaid 
relation, extracted from the ſentences, which did not happen juſt in that manner, and 
which therefore, if they were not alive, they themſelves would contradict. But 
it was impoſſible for me in ſome caſes to relate matters otherwiſe, having no other 
materials than what the ſentences themſelves ſupplied me with. However, I am ſure 
that no wrong has been done them either by my account, or by the ſaid ſentences, 
as to the the principal points in which their crimes conſiſted. 

In the ſentence againſt ob Blanſart, mention was made of Adrian van den Borre, 
Uitenbogart, Epiſcopius and Grevinkhovius ;, and it was added, that the firſt of them 
had inſtructed him in divinity, in order to qualify him for a Preacher; that Uicen- 
bogart had adviſed him to exerciſe the function of a Miniſter, notwithſtanding the 
Placard, and that he had been examined at Antwerp by the ſaid Uitenbogare, Fpiſ- 
copins, and Grevinhovius. The names of the three laſt occur likewiſe in the ſen- 
tence of Slatius, without their being charged with any crime; yet it troubled them 
when they heard of it. They believed that what Blanſarc had ſaid of them, had no 
relation to the Plot, but that it had been reſolved to inſert their names in the ſen- 
tences, not for their honour, but to bring them upon the ſtage at all adventures; b 
which it plainly enough appeared, huw they would have been uſed, if there had 
been the leaſt handle againſt them, And accordingly, Utitenbogart writ in a certain 
letter, that he did not remember he had ever adviſed Blanſart to proceed in the ſtudy 
of divinity ;, that he never was acquainted with him, to the beſt of bis knowledge, 
in Holland, and had not ſpoken with him above once or twice, and that it was rather 
by way of reproof than otherwiſe. 

It is related of this Blanſarz, that at firſt, when moſt of the Miniſters were de- 
prived and baniſhed, and were ſtill in Brabant, he ſometimes preached in the Pro-

ih vinces ; but that the Kemon/trants being tired of him year after year, had often ex- 


horted him to betake himſelf to his trade, which was that of a filk-weaver, in order 
to eaſe the ſociety, who did not ftand in need of his ſervice, and that he got his fa- 
lary a long time without doing any thing for it. 

But now let us take a view of the end of the four condemned perſons. Slatins 
was the firſt of them, who after having received ſentence on the 5th of May, was 
conducted from the Court to the ſcaffold, Here he appeared between two Officers 
of Juſtice, his hands being tied to theirs, and ſecured likewiſe by a rope between his 
legs, with'ſuch an undaunted reſolution, as if he had caſt off all fear of death : and 

Slatius's 1a? eurning to the ſpeators, he addreſſed them in the following words : Honeſt and good 
Burghers, bere you ſee Henricus Slatius, after whom there has been ſuch a cry, 
who has been ſo much hunted after and perſecuted, and for whoſe blood they have 
ſo much thirſted, Though you ſee me in this Spaniſh dreſs ( for he was in dark gooſ-

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green cloaths, with a high-crowned-hat on his head, and a ruff about his neck) yer Ax* Do w. 
my heart was never Spaniſh nor Teſuitical. 7 was never ſuch a vile wWretch which IG2 3 
will appear by my ſentence, [I always endeavoured after moderation ; but thoſe whoa WINS 
ought to have been the Miniſlers of peace, have miſguided you. *Tis true, that I bave 
been drawn into this affair, and what I have done amiſs therein, I truſ! the good 
God will forgive me ;, but be aſſured, and remember I foretold it, ſome great jude- 
ment hangs over this land, At theſe words ſome of the people cried, we hope nor, 
others ſaid, you ought to be cut in quarters, Ihe Miniſter Lamocthius (to whom he 
refuſed to liſten ) had aſked him, wherher he ſhould pray with him on, the ſcaffold 2 
To which he replied, no, I will pray by myſelf. But nobody could obſerve or hear 
that he prayed for himſelf in his laſt minutes, though he had torbidden the Miniſter 
to do it for him. And yet 1t 1s ſcarce to be velieved, that he lhould not have called 
upon God fecretly or in his thoughts, either at the priſon, or at the jnſtant of his 
execution ; eſpecially ſince he ſhowed fo much remorſe of contcience as to recant that 
falſe account he had writ of the Remonſtrants, as has been already related. We dare 
not therefore advance, as ſome have done, that he would not pray at ail and that 
this was a token of bis heart's being hardened lite that of Pharaoh ; thinking 1t al- 
ways ſafeſt to put the moſt favourable conſtrution on a thing which way be under- 
ſtood in difterent ſenſes; provided 1t can be done without any man's detriment. 
Drawing near the ſand, before which he was to kneel, he caft away his hat andruff, 
and was going to bind a foul handkerchief before his eyes ; but the Executioner offer- 
ing him one that was clean, he accepted of it. Waereupon kneeling down, and lift- rr: a» 51; 
ing his hands towards his head with an intention to thruſt up part of the handker- 02701917 ar 
chicf that hung down his face, the Executioner, taking it for a (ig, with one blow cut Am 
off his head, and at the ſame time his right hand, and almoſt his left, which hung 
but by a piece of {kin. 

After him John Blanſart aſcended the ſcaffold. He had all along rejeted the 
a{liſtance of the Contraremonſtranc Miniſters, and would not ſuffer them to approach 
him now at the hour of death; ſhewing thus to the whole world how tar diſtant he 
was from that church, to which he had offered to go over, and carry hundreds 
with him. However, turning himſelf towards the people, he made the following 
ſneech : Gentlemen, both known and unknown, 1s there any of you bere whom I have 
offended either in thought, word, or deed, 1 bep he would forgive me, Whereupon 
many of the ſpeQators cried, yes, yes, Then he went on thus, Let no man think 
that I was ever a traytor, or ever endeavoured to dg the Prince of Orange any harm, 
or conſented that others ſhould doit, I beg every one of you to believe me, as the: 
are my dying words. T ſpall not trouble you with other mattters;, I confeſs I knew of 
the deſign, and that I received one hundred and ſjifty ſeven Double Piſloles of the 
Secretary of Blciſwick, which I divided with my brother, and with Parthy ; but our 
intention was to have cheated the Secretary. Atter having ſaid thus, he kneeled and 
prayed, beſeeching God to pardon his fins, and concluding with, Lord into thy 
hands I commend my ſpirit. And fo he waited for the blow which ſevered his head 
from his body. 

His brother Abraham Blanſart appearing on the ſcaffold after him, ſpoke to the 
people as follows: IWWorthy Burghers! I have @ wife and froe ſmall children, I en- 
rreat you not to reproach them with this, Whereupon ſeveral cried, No, no, Then 
purſuing his ſpeech, he {aid, 1 did not intend to do the Prince any injury ; weendea- 
voured to deceive Van Dyke, having made him believe that theve were ſeven of us 
n the Hague ready to ſtrike the blow, though there was nobody but Parthy and my- 
fel. We divided the money between us three, and 1 and Parthy came as far as the 
bouſe Ven Deil, in order to diſcloſe the Plot > but nearing that it was found out al- 
ready, we turned back, and fled for it. After this he prayed by himſelf, in thele 
words, Lord God, heavenly Father, thou who art the Saviour of all men, as 1 be- 
lieve, thou knoweſt that I have always behaved myſelf well from my youth up, as many 
of the inhabitants of Leyden here preſent can teſlify. One of the Viſiters of the 
fick who attended, hearing him ſpeak thus, interrupted him, without ſlaying tor what 
followed, and faid, 1: is nor now a proper time for you to boaſt before the Lord God, 
but rather to bumble yourſelf under bis almighty hand, and confeſs your fins, Then 
Blanſari made an end of his prayer, calling upon God for mercy, and endeavouring 
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Ax"Do . to reconcile himſelf to men 5; ſaying to the ſpeQators, after he had ended his prayer, 


If I have offended any of you, I intreat you to forgive me, Tou promiſe it, do you 


YR pt 2 Upon which many cried, yes. Aﬀter this, he prepared himſelf for the blow, 


which paſſed thorough his neck. Whilſt he was ſpeaking to the people, there broke 
vreat branch off one of the trees that grew by the Y7verbergh, over-1gainſt the Scaf. 
fold, by reaſon of the great number of people hanging upon it, who fell upon thoſe 
that ſtood under, and killed one old woman, and wounded divers others, 

[Immediately after him, came William Parchy, drunk, or pretty much diſauiſed in: 
liquor, on the Scaftold, and ſpoke more than all the other three. He declared, that 
he intended no harm to the Prince; and made 1 long diſcourſe to ſkew how he and 
the Blanſarts deſigned to have trick'd Yan Dyke ;, adding, that he looked upon the 
thing as impraQicable, and dehieved Slazius was too cunning to adviſe his brother-in- 
law the Joiner, to embark in ſuch a delign ; that he had believed, that not oniy he 
but thoſe who were to have come from Rotterdam, would have ated Juit like him 
and the Blanſarts, whoſe defign was no other than to get fo much money; bur that 
he began to ſuſpe& ſomethinz more, when he ſaw one of them who came from 
thence, with a dagger In lis girdle, and ſuch shaſtly looks, which he took for no 
g00d (1gn ; he added, that the ſame perſon gave him a little book (this was the 
Lighted Torci) in order to furniſh him with matter to ncourage the Plotters, who 
were to meet among the Sand-tulls ; but that he burnt the book without reading it ; 
and that afterwards retiring into the ſtable, he prayed to God three times to grant him 
the wiſdom to diſcover this delign , but that he did it not however. [ beſeech you, 
continued he, mind my laſt words (for it is now no time to lie) I was upon the way 
with Abraham Blanſart to diſcover the conſpiracy, but, others had done it before us; 
for which reaſon we found it neceſſary to get out of the way as faſt as we could. Iwas 
always againſt the thing, as may appear by my drinking his Excellency's health with 
the Blanfarts ar the Hague. Tou believe me, do not you ? Some of the people cried, 
Yes, yes. T told onelie, added he, and the Fudpes knew it to be fo, and yet they in- 
ſerted it in the ſentence, After this, he aſked pardon of the people, and took his 
leave of one of the Officers, who was his country-man, giving him a kils, Odfſervinz 
the bodies of the other three criminals lying on the Scaffold covered, he aſked if thoſe 
were his companions, faying, Pray let me fee them, But he was told, that ſuch a 
thing was not uſual. He defired it the ſecond time, but was again denied. 'There- 
upon kneeling down, he prayed with great boldneſs, and then 21ving the ſignal for 
the ſword, he received his death. 

Thus ended VWilkam fans Parthy, a Wallzon, born at Reny, in the Province of 
Arras, and a Stlk-Weaver of Leyden, formerly a very rough and diſorderly perſon, 
and a contemner of all things ſacred and prophane ; infomuch that the Minitter van 
den Borre was wont to fay of him, {hat he took him for an Atheiſt + however, he 
called upon God for mercy at the end of his life. "Thus died likewiſe the two bro- 
thers Blan/arts, who had better teſtimony of their paſt lives, and who, as well as 
Parthy, inliſted to their laſt breath, that they never intended to kill the Prince ; but 
nevertheleſs owned that they knew of the delign, took the money, promiſed their 


 alliſftance, and kept the matter ſzcret ; yet deſigning by a double treachery to have 


accuſed and brought Van Dyke, and others who truſted them, into trouble ; fo far 
had poverty and the love of money tranſported them. 

Such allo was the exit of Slatins, a Zelander, born at Ofterland, a village in the 
Iſland of Duveland, of whom Epiſcopins writes in a certain letter, That be ſremed 
to have died as he lived; but that however he hoped, that by the ſincerity of his re- 
pentance, he had obtained pardon from God, as likewiſe all thoſe who ſuffered with 
him, And in another letter, O Slatius! how long haſt thou heen a torment t9 our So- 
ciety © What trouble and expence haſt thou brought upon us, as long as thou haſt been 
among us £ Muſt we now inherit this bloody {lain from thee £ He was a perſon that 
did not want ſenſe, and other good talents; he had a quick thought, and a valuable 
tongue ; a ſatirical ſtile, and was not unlearned 1n Divinity, and other ſciences ; but 
with all theſe uſetul giits, there were mingled many ill qualities, which much over- 
balanced the good ; for he was very 1l|-natured, litigious, and contentious, 2s tre- 
quently appeared both by his mouth and pen. He was therefore much more in- 
clined to 11] practices, than to kind and friendly ations; and ſeemed to be made r4- 
ther for ſtirring up and fomenting animoſities, than for promoting peace and unity, 


Which 
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winch was the occaſion that he not only frequently attacked the Contraremonſ/lrants Ax *Dows- 


with ink made of mere gall and foot ; but that he at laſt gave no quarter even to thoſe 1623. 


of his own perſuaſion, as has been reprelented above; thus becoming a thorn in the OV 


{ides of the fraternity, whom at length, by the Plot, which through his means was 
ſo unjuſtly aſcribed to them, he almvuſt wounded to the heart. There were not 
wanting, before it came to this, good counſellors, who often and carneſtly exhort- 
ed him to the exerciſe of patience, and to the keeping a curb on his paſſions. | Neither 
had he ever returned into the Provinces, 1f he had not rather followed his own incli- 
nations (thcugh as he pretended he was forced by poverty) than the advice of ſome 
of the Remonſtrants, Thus breaking through ajl order and regularity, he tell into 
perverſe ways and counſels, and at length came to a ſhameful end. The Lord (fays 
Uitenbogart in a certain treatiſe!) may have been gracious to him ;, yet thoſe who ſur- 
vive him, ought to takes warning by his example. 

He was counted to be the Author not only of the Predeflinated Thief, but of 
the treatiſe entituled, Dire@ons for praying well, and ſeveral other books and papers 
which ſmelt of ſedition, and were privately printed without the knowledge of the 
Remonſirants, by whom they were renounced and deteſted as foon as they appeared. 
Of this kind was, {he Chriſtal Mirror, The Morning Alarm, and The Lighted Torch, 
all of them arrows that came out of his quiver ; add to theſe the Memorial he drew 
up in priſon, of which we ſhall have occaſion to ſpeak hereafter, 

The two Blanſarts and Parthy were buried at the Hague, in a place called the 
Sak, on the (ide of, or behind the great Church. The body of Slatius was laid 
upon a wheel near the Gallows without the Hague, near the bodies of the three Sea- 
men, his hand nailed to the wheel, and head placed upon a ſtake. 

His Widow, who had been very ſtrictly examined by thoſe of the Court of Hol. 
land about her huſband's behaviour and manner of life, not being able to endure that 
his head and body ſhould be thus expoſed to rot upon a ſtake and a wheel, went to 
the place in the night between the 11th and 12th of May, and with a more than fe- 
male courage, afliſted by ſome friends, took down his body with her own hands from 
the wheel, and his head from off the ſtake; as alfo twoof the quarters and the heads 
of their brother-in-law the Joiner Cornelins Gerritſon, and of David Korenwinder, 
which were laid together 1n a fir-cottin, and buried near the Gee/t-burg, pretty deep 
in the earth. But a country-fellow plowing the ground there about four days after, 
came at laſt cloſe to the place, where treading on one (ide of the plough, his foot 
ſunk into the earth, whereupon looking more narrowly, he obfcrved that the earth 
had beeri turned up, which made him fancy that ſomebody might have buried ſome 
ſtolen goods there. This induced him to fall 2 digging. Thus he diſcovered what 
he d1d not feck, which made him run almoſt frighted out of his wits, to the Hague, 
where he gave an account of what had befallen him. They preſently gave directions 
concerning this accident, and ſent the Hangman to the place, who brought the 
bodics with the heads and quarters again to the gallows-field, and fixed every thin: 
in its place as before. The Widow who was thus diſappointed of her deſign, did 
not ſtop there : She made uſe of the darkneſs of another night, fet her hands once 
a9ain to work, and got her huſband the ſecond time from the wheel and the ſtake, 
and coverins him up, got him into a boat, and notwithſtanding the great ſtench of 
his carcaſe, carried him through Leyden to WVarmond, where the buried him in a 
certain orchard, behind a great houſe. There he lay without ever being purſued or 
diſcovered, and probably will lie there till the reſurrection of the dead, 
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After the execution of all theſe perſons abovementioned, there appeared from $S:-»4a/our 


timeto time divers Satires and Lampoons, moſtly calculated to expoſe the Remon-

ſlrants, to faſten on them the guilt of the Plot, and to repreſent thera as aſlaſſinators monſtrants. 


of Princes. In the pictures which were every where fold, there was not only to be 
ſeen the ſcaffold, and the beheading of the Joyner, of the Seamen, of the Heer var 
Groonevelt, of the late Secretaries, as alſo of Slatius, the Blanſarts and of Parthy, 
the quartering of the bodies, the wheels, the gibbets and ſtakes upon which they 
were placed; butin ſome of them were alſo added the pictures of Corn-lwus Geeſlera. 
nus, Dwinzlo and Velſius, to thoſe of Stoutenburgh, Van Dyke, SIatius, 1nd other 
principal contrivers and managers of the Plot, In the explanation under the pj- 
ures, thoſe that were executed, were ”_ Arminian Traytors, There were likewiſc 
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Ax*Dovw. ſeen the namesof the abovementioned Geeſteranus, Dwinglo, and Vel/ius. And in ſome of 

1623. the Prints the whole body of the Remonſtrants were charged with this wicked de- 
lign, and repreſented as enemies to their country, and friends to Spain, This was 
done particularly under the piure which repreſented the finding the body of Slatins 
after it was taken from the wheel, and 1ts being carried thither again. But the vileſt 
of all thoſe prints was, a large ſnake rolled together circularly, with its head ſepa- 
rated from the body : upon the head was repreſented the beheaded Advocate Olden. 
barnevelt. and on the body, which lay at a little diſtance, ſtood the piures of his 
two ſons Groonevelt and Stoutenburgb, and next after them, Slatins, Korenwinder, 
Van Dyke, Cornelius Gerritſon, Adrian vander Duſſen, Cornelius Geeſleranus, Ge- 
rardus Velſius, and laſtly, Parthy with the two Planſarts, At the end of the ſnakes 
tail aypeared a hand holding a rod, and a label near 1t with theſe words, every evil 
bears its own puniſhment, On one (ide within the circle ſtood an Orange«tree, ſur- 
rounded with the feven arrows of unity, defended by faith and juſtice, and en- 
lishtened with the rays of the divine afſfiftance. Oa the other (ide, lay a tree broke 
frum the root, on the boughs of which hung ſeveral bags of gold ; this was called 
the Arminian tree, Deceit or Fraud lay at the foot of the tree. The head of the 
ſnake vomited out a great heap of money. In the profile appeared the Hague, to- 
gether with the gibbets, the wheels and ſtakes, with the heads and quarters of the 
executcd perſons : over the picture was the following inſcription : The pictures of the 
principal Conſpirators, ſtanding upon the body of the headleſs Arminian Serpent. At 
the bottom weredogegrel rhimes or verſes, in which both the guilty and innocent were 
ſeverely ſtigmatized, among other things 1mporting that the ſ{e& of the Remonſ/lrants 
had been gathering venom {fo long, till it became a ſerpent, and that the ſaid ſe& 
was the poifon of the old ſerpent. This ſcandalous print was publiſhed at 
Utrecht by the Bookſeller John Amelisz. All thefe prints being diſperſed 
over the country, and hung up 1n all ſhops, brought the Remonſtrants into 
orext contempt with many, Thus the hatred that had been conceived againſt 
them grew daily greater and greater, and they were never mentioned but as people 
who had laid aſide all fear of God, and love of their country. 

| T0 0 os [Tnthe mean while the Scout of Harlem, Cornelius van Teilingen, endeavoured to 
makes bis de.

General againſt the holding of Remonſtrans Meetings, without making any mention 
of the Plot) namely, zhat they ſhould be condemned as ſeditious and fattious perſons, 
to he puniſhed with death, or at leaſt to be perpetually impriſoned, and to pay all 
charges. But at the ſame time certain women attended the Schepens, and before 
{entence was pronounced, beggcd in their preſence, that they the Schepens would

/viech to, And (aid before the Court, andin the hearing of many witneſſes : We beg their Wor- 

Schepons, ſhips to deal graciouſly with us, and to do by us, as they themſelves would be dealt 
by, in caſe any ſhould endeavour to puniſh them for regarding more the commands of 
God, than the laws and Placards of men, namely, im propagating ibe dottrine of 
truth which is according to godlineſs. We are not conſcious of any other tranſpreſ- 
fron but this, for which we ſhould ſtand in need of their favour, But for this we 
neither aſk, nor want any favour, But we deſire, that in caſe we can be in the 
leaſt convitted of having had any ſnare or knowledge in, or of any ſeditious counſels 
apainſl our country, or againſt the moſt illuſtrious Prince of Ocange, we may be pu- 
niſhed without mercy, in the ſevereſt manner, and even worſe than the Scout has de- 
manded, for an example to all men. But their Wor(hips have ſufficiently percetved 
our innocence by the late examination. 

Upon this tree ſpeech, which Poppins likewiſe confirmed and ſubſcribed to, the 
Magiſtrates were filent. Yet the Miniſter Triz/andius had the aſſurance to aftirm 
ſoon after in print, that he had beard from creditable perſons, that there were ſuch 
proofs of guilt againſt them, as would have juſtified the p utting them to the

Atter the denunciation of this ſentence, they thanked God by themſelves, that he 
had made appear both by the demand of the Scout, and the aioreſaid fentence, in 
purſuance thereof, that as they were really innocent of the Plot which was diſco- 
vered, ſo they were conſidered as ſuch by their Judges too ; and moreover, becauſe 
it appeared plainly by the ſaid ſentence, that they were condemned to a perpetual pri- 
ſon only for the profe{i1on and propagation of that docrine, which they believed in 
their conſciences to be the ſaving truth, and for the zeal they ſhowed in the mini- 
ſtration of the ſame, In the Thankſgiving which Poppins offered on this occaſion to 
God, and which was afterwards publithed, we find theſe expreſiions : 


* © moſt gracious God, let not theſe and ſuch Iike aQions done by our Rulers, 
« promoted by many of the Clergy, and approved by the people, let them not be 
* Jaid to the charge of the whole nation, leaſt the fireof thy wrath break out ag4inſt 
* us, and we be confumed, Humble thoſe who have been guilty, under thy mighty 
* hand, and in particular make the Judges who paſled this fentence upon us, con- 
« (ider with themſelves, whether they know what fort of dodrines they were which 
« we profeiled, and what docrines we oppoſed , andit they do, Jet them further 
* conlider, whether they bz ſatisfied in their conſciences, that we maintain untruths 
* not to be endured, and whether they will be able to give an account of that heav

* ſentence which they pronounced againſt us, before thee the Judge of quick and 
© dead, who art no reipecter of perſons. 

On the ſame day that this ſentence was pronounced againſt them, they were al- 
lowed to come together, and likewife to ſee their wives and caildren, Some others 
of their friends were likewiſe permitted to come and viſit them, but only in the pre- 
{ence of the Scout. Amongſt others my late father and two other men that went 
from Amfſſerdam on purpoſe, were perimuted accels to them; and I remember I have 
often heard him relate, that Nzellus, as they talked of the Plot, uſed theſe expreflions : 
I'was not ſurprized at Slatius's being engaged in ſuch matters, but that Dwinglo 
{hould concern himſelf, I could never bave believed. I ſhould rather have imagined, 
that the mountains were capable of removing themſelves, than that ſuch a man ſhould 
fad into ſucha crime, for 1 always took him for a good man, Nor would I ever have 
believed it of himy if they had not ſhewn me his confeſſion under bis own hand. My 
jather (aid further, that hearing Nie/us ſpeak in fuch a manner, he was ſurprized, 
and replied to him, How could you fee ſuch a thing as the confeſſion of Dwinglo, 
fince he was never taken up 2 Whereupon Nie/ins turning to the Scout, aſked him, 
what that meant, and what it then was which they bad ſhown to him and his Collegue 2 
'To which he replied, that was nothing but a flratagem, and that he the faid Scout 
added, that there were many whg to this hour believea them puilty of the Plot, Ni- 
eilins then alked him, Bur, Sir, what do you think of us £ Lo which he frankly an- 
{wered, If we had not found letters about you, when we took you, by which you an- 
ſwered Slatius upon his threatnins the Society ,, or had you burnt the letters as you 
attempied to do, you would have been ſuſpected by us; but now we are ſatisfied of 
your innocence in that point. 

Between the 14th and 15th of May, at three of the clock, the Fiſcal Kinſchor 
cauſed them ro go into a covered waggon, in which he was ordered to carry them 
to Looveſicin , but he went with them firſt to the Hapne, ſhewing them all the 
way great civility, friendlineſs, pity, and compaſhon. He ſuffered them to fit un- 
bound, or at leaſt looſened their bands as ſoon as they were out of town, and aſked 
which of them was Nie/ius, having heard before of his honeſt bluntnels and freedom 
of ſpeech. And accordingly, when the other had made himfelt known to him, he 
was very much pleaſed with his company. It happened that Nellivs, being re- 
frethed by the open air, which he had not enjoyed in a long time, and the tine wea- 
ther of thatday, began to fiag a Pſalm, upon which Poppins being ſurprized, faid tg 
him, ell brother, have you courage enough to ſing ſtill ? But the other made anſwer, 
what, world you not bave me ſing upon ſuch a charming day, in the middle of May, 
when allthe birds warble ſo ſweetly, and when I enjoy the open air after ſo many 
mont?s confinement ! Permit me to praiſe God with ſpiritual Hymns. At the begin-

The diſcourſe fell at laft upon Slatius, and the 

Fifcal told them, that he complained extremely againſt the Judges, having {aid, 

that they had baſely deceived him , for they bad fed him with Popes 0 of pardon in 

caſe be would endeavour to merit it, by ſerving his country to the prejudice of the 
Remonſtrants, and yet after all they condenned him to die, But that he added, rhe 

Fudges bave deceived me, and 1 have cheated them again, having told them a par - 

cel of lies, meaning the Memorial which he drew up in priſon. During theſe and 

other diſcourſes (of which they kept no account) taey arrived at the Hagus, about 

ten in the forenvon, and were both of them ſecured in the 1ron- chamber : , Where 

they remained about ten days, till the 25th of May, when 1n the night of that day 

the aforeſaid Fiſcal came to fetch them. He brought them to the (hip, ſuffering 

them to walk by him unbound, where he treated them very kindly and friendly, ll 

they arrived at Looveſtein 1n the afternoon, and there he took his leave of them in 7h:y arrive zt 
the ſame civil manner he had ufed them all along, aſſuring them that their conver- 529ebcin:

It was for the fame reafon 

that they refuſed to drink any during their 1mpriſonment at Harlem, knowing that 

the jaylors are wont to ſeek their advantage, and to rail: the reckoning much | aigher, 

by which it would ſeem as if they had drunk all that was brought to 2ccount, The 
Governour of the Caſtle in which they were impriſoned, ſuffered them to lie in 

one chamber together, which continued for the ſpace of nine weeks, till their wives 

were permitted to come and converſe with them, At firſt they were allowed, upon 
their humble ſupplication to the States of Holland, to fee their hu{binds once a 

month and no more, provided that the Governour ſhould take care, that under the 
pretence of this acceſs, nothing were one to the prejudice of taeir 1m prifon- 
ment, or againit the : Government.

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Mor long before this the number of the Remontrant priſoners at Looveſtein had 
ncreaſed by the addition of the Miniſter Pavlas Lindenins, who was apprehended 
at Kompen. It is faid of this man, who before the revolution had been the Paſtor 
4900/1 in the Biſhoprick of Urrec br, that he had lain (ck at his brother Nicholas's 
e ſpace of ſeveral weeks, in the laſt Autrmn; and that his father 70-

Ne was g01ng to Amſterdam, heard of his ſon's lincfs. and was begged

mid Ile of May ON 4 certain night to the priſon c called the I il fangk, watch was a 
place where they were wont to confine the Treatelt maletactors, even thoſe who 
had been euiity of ca ital crimes, There he tound two of the Magiſtrates, namely, 
the Burgomaſters Cardin and Rutenbergh, with the Secretary and Hangman 
with a bundle of great rods and therack, ſo that every thing ſeemed ready for ſcours- 
Ing and torturing him. Under this terror, at the (1ght - of thoſe tormenting inſtru- 
_— the poor man was feverely exanined not only about the d lef19n of his Coming 
to Kan pen, but likewiſe about the bufineſs of the pl: >t, with which he was charged 
without the appear; ow of any proot againſt him. They required him then to con- 
iels, He anfwe: he could confeſs nothing, being intiocent and 1gnorant of the 
whole, in.otter, Un: n this refuſal the Maoiſtrates fell to threatning him with the 
rack, and ſhewed him the Executioner who ſtood ready to {trip and | whip him. He 
thinking 
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thinking they were 1n earnelt, began himſelf to unbutton his doublet, preparing Ax, D © 


for the torture, and praying to God to furniſh him with ſtrength, to the end

that his innocence might thereby appear : he then turned himſelf to the Magiſtrates, WW Ng 


and ſaid, Gentlemen, [ beſcech you take care what you do; do not deprive me of the 
uſe of my limbs, for I am entirely innocenr, Then the Burgomaſter Hardenburg, 


ſhewed him the uppermolt ring and pulley, telling him, Look there, ſo long muſt you 
be firetched out, LEreating him fo harthly beſides, that he was afterwards uſed to 
ſay, that he never met with any man in his life, among all the Magiſtrates he ever 
had to do with, that ſhewed leſs juſtice and more bitterneſs, than did that Burgo- 
maſter. DBut this their threatening him with the executioner and torments, with 
whipping, racking, ſtretching, was all in vain : he perliſted with oreat conſtancy 
in teſtifying his innocence, and 1t caine to the very point, when the Magiltrates, 
finding no (ign or token of guilt, durſt not proceed any farther in that kind of ex3- 
mination, and therefore ſaw fit to remand him to priſon, 

After this, the Magiſtrates went again to the States-General, and gave them to 
underſtand, That they had uſed their utmoſt endeavours in examining Lindenius, 
particularly with reſped to the Confeſſions of Slatius and John Blanſard ; that they 
had committed to writing, and ſent all that he had anſwered thereup on, without bein 
able to get any thing more out of Þim, Lhe States having heard his Confeſſion, and 
finding o0 guilt therein, with reſpect to the Plot, thanked the Burgomaſters and Ma- 
oiſtcates of the town of Aampen, ior the pains and trouble they had taken ; and ſub- 
joined, that fince they had nothing more to lay to the charge of the Priſoner at this 
time, nor could give them any fartazer account about him, they left it to their 
Worſhips to proceed with him as they ſhould judge moſt proper for the ſervice of 
the land. Nevertheleſs, upon the tenth ot June following, the Heer T-gnapal, 
who was deputed by the Province of Over-7/el, to the Aﬀſembly of the States-Ge- 
neral, propoſed what thoſe of Aampen ought to do about the Arminian Miniſter 
whom they had ſeized and impriſoned in their town, and whoſe confeſlion they had 
tranſmitted to their High-Mightinefles. Upon this propoſition, after putting the 
queſtion, 1t was agreed, that the {aid Miniſter might be fent and carried to the Caſtle 
of Looveſtein, in order to be ſafely ſhut up and ſecured there as other Miniſters had 
been. Accordingly, the Burgomalters and Magiſtrates of the town of Xampen con- 


demned the abovementioned Lindenins to perpetual impriſonment, and cauſed him #z 5: ſent ts 
to be conveyed to Looveſtein, where he arrived on the 27th of Zune, N, $. They b99v<ltcins 


lodged him there in a place called the Green-Chamber, which looked towards the 
windows of the chamber where Simon Luce Byſterus was kept. This man ſet his 
windows open to fee whether Lindenius would not look out of his, and percelving 
that he did, they talked together, But they had not done fo long, before By/terus 
obferved that the windows of Lindenins were {hut and nailed up. Thus were the 
deprived of that ſatisfa&ion. Preſently after, the Goaler came up to Byſterrs, and 
reprimanded him in the name of the Governor, for having diſcourſed with 
Lindenius ; threatening, that his windows thould be likewiſe faſtened if he did not 
forbear. As the Remonſlrants had very much lamented the impriſonment of Lins 
denius, {o it was a matter of joy to them, that his innocence, as well as that of Ni- 
ellius and Poppins, 1n relation to the conſpiracy, had appeared fo plainly to the Ma- 
oiſtrates. This was, they faid, like pouring a littie oyl into the wounds which had 
ſmarted fo long; and they hoped that the priſon of thoſe Miniſters, would 
be as it were a pulpit to their churches and all good men ; and that by their means 
the brotherhood, which almoſt ſtunk in the noſtrils of all :nen, would regain theis 
former credit. 

The Clothworker, Ard Dirkſon, in whoſe ſhop Lindenius was ſeized, was like- 
wiſe apprehended at the ſame time, and committed to the ſame priſon as the other, 
but at a diſtance from him, and where he could hardly live tor vermin, he beins 
accuſed of having harboured a Remonſiront Miniſter, contrary to the prohibition of 
the Placard, It was ſaid in his excuſe, rhat he did not fo much as know Lindenius 
when he came into his ſhop, and that he could not turn a ſtranger out of it ; and 
laſtly, that he could not offend againſt the Placard without hearing a man ſpeak, 
without knowingwho he was, and without giving him any room in his houſe, Whilſt 
he lay in priſon, it was obſerved that he could converſe with his wife ſometimes from 
a certain window which looked upon the town-wall: to hinder that converſation 
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A Dow. they ſent the Town-joyner, who made a ſhutter within-hde and nailed it cloſe too. 
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Thus was he obliged to lie altogether 1n the dark, without enjoying either light or 
1ir, He made his complaint to the Magiſtrates, that if they continued to ſhut hin 
up thus, he ſhould be devoured by the vermin, not being able to rid himſelf of them 
in the dark; adding, that they ought to have allowed him a ſack into which he might 
have crept for ſhelter againſt that inconvenience. They let him lie there ſeventeen 
or eighteen weeks, during the beſt ſeaſon of his trade, to the great prejudice of his 
family, and at laſt ſentenced him to pay a fine of a thouſand Gilders, and all the 
charge of his impriſonment. It was repreſented to the Magiſtrates in favour of him, 
that if he had even defignedly harboured a Remonſtrant Miniſter, he could not have 
forſeited above 300 Gilders according to the Placard, and that this long 1mnpriſon- 
ment with the charges of 1t, had in all Iikelyhood coſt him that ſum already. But 
the anſwer they returned was, That they valued no Þtacarvs, and would do as 
they thought fit in their own Town. Some of 'em replied, that the Placard ſpoke 
indeed of 2300 Gilders, but it likewiſe allowed of Arbitrary Puniſhment, But others 
maintained, that arbitrary correction ought never according to juſtice to exceed the 
petalty appointed by law. But no interpoſition nor after-compylaints availed any 
thing ; they would not ſuffer him to come out of prifon before he had paid the thou- 
ſxnd Gilders and all the charges belides, 'The payment of ſuch 4 great fum of mo- 
1ey added to the loſs of his cuſtomers, occaſioned by the ceſlition of his manutacory 
during his long confinement, reduced him to the greateſt inconventences, and to the 
very brink of poverty ; inſvmuch, that he tound himlſelt obliged under theſe ſtraights 
to have recourſe to others of his perſuaſion, and to entreat them, after ſuch irre- 
trievable damage, to aſliſt him by ſome means or other : but what befell him after- 
wards, and how far his friends a{hifſted him, does not appear to us, any farther, than 
that the Miniſter Sapma took his cauſe in hand, and gave him recommendations to 
other Miniſters, deſiring them to afford him all poſtible help and advice as an honeſt 
man and faithful brother, fince not only chriſtian but even human and natural equity 
and reaſon required the ſame. 

But after the relation of theſe conneted and interwoven events, we muſt return 
to give an account of the things which happened in Holland, Whilſt they pro- 
ceeded at the Hague with ſuch ſeverity againſt thoſe who were either guilty or had 
had the leaft knowledge of the conſpiracy, inſomuch that all thoſe who tell into the 
hands of the Government, to the number of eleven, were put to death, there lay like- 
wiſe in priſon a certain eccleliaſtical perſon, named Michael van Ophonue, Prior of 
the Dominicans or Preaching Monks in Anzwerp. This man had had a Paſs granted 
him for the diſpatch of his own private affairs, but abuſed it, by tampering with the 
Baron of Keſſel, at that time Governour of Heuſden \ which Town with the Caſtles 
and Fortifications he endeavoured by large promiſes to perſuade him to deliver up to 
the Archduchels, or to the Spaniards : But the Baron remaining faithful, ſeized upon 
the Prior, and ſent him prifoner to the Hague, Whillt he was there, he was ingreat 
danger of being put to death for a crime which was very remote from the buſineſs of 


K.}. of Great 2 Clergy man. But James King of Great Britain, who at this time was a favourer 
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of the Spaniſh party, endeavouring to match his ſon the Prince of Wales with the 
davghter of their King, endeavoured by a letter which he writ to the States-General 
on the 16th of April, to get him diſcharged, and commanded his Ambaſſador, upon 
delivery of the ſaid letter, to recommend the matter by word of mouth. To this 
end the Ambaſlador made a long ſpeech at the Aﬀembly of their High Mighti- 
neſſes on the 9th of May, maintaining with many words, © 'That the Prior had en- 
* o7ged inthis buſineſs more through the wickedneſs of one Godfrey de Hoornes, a ba- 
« ſtard kinſman of the ſaid Baron van Keſſel, who made him believe that the Baron 
* would readily hearken to that piece of treachery than from his own inclination ;and 
« accordingly, that he was rather betrayed by another, than a traytor himſelf; that 
© he had always been an honeſt man, of a ſweet diſpoſition, and had done many 
« 500d offices to the ſubjeQs of this State. The Ambaſſador ſubjoined, that he did 


© not pretend to pronounce him altogether innocent, but only begged their Lordſhips 


&

to) make a difference between thoſe evil ations which had their riſe from the con- 
trivance and villany of the firſt projector, and thoſe which proceeded from the im- 
providence and inconſiderateneſs of another perſon that was drawnin; between the 
malice of the deceiver and the unhappinefs of one that was deceived. Ifthere was 
: not 
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* not room for an entire juſtification, yet there was room ſufficient, he ſaid, for A x*Do4. 
«* mercy and forgiveneſs, eſpecially at the interceſſion of his King, who was the 1623. 
* beſt friend and confederate of the State, as well as their neareſt neighbour. And WY 
turning to the Deputies of Holland, who at that time preceeded in the Allembly, 
he declared he was particularly inſtructed to beg of *em, ſince the matter depended 
chiefly on them, the faid Prior being impriſoned in a Town of their juriſdiction, 
* Thatthey would not ſuffer this old man to be expoſed upon a bloody ſcaffold, 
* but that, for the ſake of his Majeſty, they would ſend him ſafe and ſound to his 
« own people. He further ſaid, that 1f they were inclined to make an example of 
* him, only for preventing the like attempts, the danger he had run, and fear he had 
© been put into, might be looked upon as a ſuticient puniſhment for him, and no leſs 
terror to others, The States had likewiſe made examples enough, in the firſt place, 
of thoſe traytors, who about the end of the Truce had formed a deſign againſt the 
Town of Tilemont ; and fince then, there had been ſeveral inſtances of their ſeve- 
rity upon thoſe who endeavoured to bring about a revolution in the Government : 
And as they had given the world a ſufficient number of rigorous exainples, and 
ſome very freſh ones, reaſon required that they {hould likewiſe ſhew ſome of mercy 
* and goodneſs. For though men were of different Nations, different Governments, 
and different Religions yet their nature was but one, and ſuch as was inclinable to 
ſpare the effuſion of humane blood. The ſpilling of blood was a very difagree- 
able ſpeacle, and the countries that were as it were watered with it, produced no 
* other ſruits, but thoſe of bitterneſs, hatred, and averſion. In caſe, continued be, 
you ſhould hear ſome who have tender ſentiments for their fellow-citizens crying 
out, What will you put our own people to death, and ſpare ſtrangers ? Thoſe men 
ſhould be informed, that all puniſhments ought to be proportioned to the nature 
of the crimes: That the treaſon of a Subje@ againſt his Prince, of a Burgher or 
other inhabitant, againſt his own city or country, or of any other perſon whatever, 
2gainft the Government, or Governors to whom he is in ſubje&ton, very far ex- 
ceeds 1n wickedneſs, any projed or violent attempt of one enemy againſt another 
in a foreign land 3 inſomuch, that one of theſe crimes may be entituled to a much 
more honourable interceſſion for mercy than the other. 
To this propoſal it was anſwered, That the States had always highly regarded the in- 
terpoſition of his Majeſty, and {hould continue fo to do ; but that this was a buli- 
neſs of great conſequence, and could not be permitted to paſs unpuniſhed. How- 
ever, ſoon after this, the Lieutenant-Colonel Grenul, Governour of Tſendyke, tell into 
an ambuſh which the Spainards had laid for him, under pretence of making an at- 
tempt upon Grevelngen, and his impriſonment procured the releaſe of the Prior, who 
was afterwards made Biſhop of Bois-le-Duc, and at laſt of Antwerp. 

Aﬀter this there was a day of faſting, prayer, and thankſsiving kept throughout , 7y if proy- 
the United-Netherlands, upon the 31{t of May. In the Proclamation for keeping the © 9-7 109n%/- 
ſaid day, the States ordered, Thar the people ſhould return thanks and praiſes tothe -* hag. 
Lord God, for that he had graciouſly vouchſafed to diſcover that abominable and bay- the conſpiracy 
barous conſpiracy againſt the perſon of his Excellency the Prince of Orange ond the 
Government of the United-Netherlands, by which it was intended to bring about a 
revolution in the State, and a ſubverſion of the true chriſtian religion, whereby 
the land was preſerved from tumults and inſurrefions, for which they ought 
eſpecially to return thanks and praiſe to God, and aſcribe the Glory to him + Moreover, 
they ſhould ardently beſeech his divine Majeſly, that he would be pleaſed for the fu- 
zure to preſerve and take into his protettion, the perſon of his Princely Excellency 
and the Government of theſe Provinces, together with the true chriſtian religion 3 
and for this purpoſe to obviate and defeat all counſels, attempts, and conſpiracies, 
both within and without, which might be undertaken to their prejudice, and to the 
depriving them of their trade and welfare. 

This ſolemn day of faſting and thankſgiving was very much abuſed by the molt 
violent of the Contraremonſtrant Miniſters to the prejudice of the Remonſtrants. ihe 
pulpits reſounded in almoſt all towns and villages with nothing but railings, the preach 
aRed the part of trumpeters, in order to excite people of all degrees againſt them, and 
to animate them to a ſharper perſecution, belching out nothing elſe but heavy accu 
ſations, and loading then with the titles of murderers, aſlaſlinators of Princes, villains, 
and betrayers of their country, laying theguilt of a few upon the moſt innocent, and 
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Ax*Dowm.charging the whole body of thoſe people, according to the contents of the Pla- 
1523. card of Uerechi. Thus did moſt of the Clergy (a few good, pious, and gentle Mi- 
"2" RR excepted) behave themfelves throughout the whole country, particularly” 
{uch ſort of people as Triglandins and Smoutius at Amſterdam, Roſeus at the Hague, 
with their abettors and followers, Such preaching could have no tendency to inſtruct, 
but to imbitter the minds of men, and the Remonſtrants looked upon itto be the vileſt 
and moſt pernicious kind of flander; becauſe a flanderer who ſpeaks to one or few per- 
ſons, docs much lefs miſchief than another who harangues to hundreds or thouſands 
at once, in a church or any other great allembly ; for thus one wicked tongue poi- 
ſors many, and one flanderer makes many others, [r was likewife about ths time, 
A or 4 little ſooner, that the aforeſaid {riplandins, one of the Miniſters at Am/terdam, 
ods wy writ and publiſhed, An Admonition to all of the fe& ofthe Remonſirants, tending to 
ook again? bring them to the communion and unity of the publick Refyrmed churches, 1n this 
- allow gg 9h writing he not only diſputed about thoſe docrines that were in controverſy, but like- 
»»ſwcred 5y Wiſe charged their Miniſters in general with having reſolved by a majority ot votes, 
Vitenbogalt. tg make uſe of violent tnethods in defence of their cauſe: alledging farther, that it 
was plain, by the ſequei, that they thus deſigned to have defended their cauſe by 
force of arins. That they never dented the Plot ; that it was wrong to call 11 que- 
{tion rhe confeſlions of the priſoners 5 that the foundations of the Plot had been 
laid above three vears before; that many of them could and muſt have known of 
that wicked project ; that the Remon/lrants had no reaſon to complain of perſecution 
on account of religion and conſcience , that the proceedings of the governinent agun{t 
"them were juſt ; that they the faid Remonſ/irants thought, but without reaſon, that 
their whole body ought not to be charged with the actions of ſome few among 'em, 
The chief view cf his book was to retute that Conſolatory Letter which the Remon- 
/#znt Clergy had writ to their churches, and publiſhed after thediſcovery of the Plot. 
Tothis his Admonition were likewiſe ſubjoined ſhort remarks upon the humble Me- 
morial which they had preſented to the States-General and Prince of Orange in the 
month of March laſt. This he likewiſe endeavoured to refute, oppoſing the pro- 
teſtations of their innocence, and the requeſt they made for freedom in the exerciſe of 
ter religion. 

When the Profeſſor Epiſcopius had received and ſeen at Paris this book of Tris- 
l[andins, he writ to his brother Rem Biſbsp concerning it 1n the following manner : 
How inſolently does this Goliah appear again upon the ſage, now be ſees that be 
cannot be contradieded, and that he has the field to himſelf, now whilſt the ſcaf- 
folds, wheels, and flakes, are'yet warm with the blood of ſome of thoſe who called 
themſelves his adverſaries ! *Tis the beſt time to fall upon a tree with axes and 
hatchers, whilſt it lies under foot, and to make thoſe beg for mercy againſt whoſe breaſts 
we hold a dagrer or piſtol, But let bim inſult, be will pofrbly meet with his match 
before it be long, and get a blow from the ſling of one ov other of thoſe who he thinks 
are not now to be feared. There is no want of the untried armour of Saul ; the 
old fling and the ſhepherds-ſtaff, which kave been now ſo long in uſe, will eaſily fell 
him to the ground, and his own beſt friends will lament he took the field ſo early, and 
hraved us ſo un{eaſonably. 

Afterwards Uitenbogart writ a Refutation of this book with the following title : 
A faithful Repreſentation of the frauds and falſhogds concealed under the Admonition 
»/ Tacobiis Criglandius 7 che Chriſtians of the Remonſtrant /e&. This treatiſe 
contained a large defence of the Remonſtrants againlt what Triglandius had accuſed 
them of in relation to their doarines; and upon account of the conſpiracy z 
there were ſome remarks too upon thoſe he had made againſt the Memorial of the 
Remonſtrants; and at the cloſe, there was an addrefs to him, in which he deſired him 
not to uſe the Romiſh Inquiſitorial Prattice, in order to ſuppreſs the aforeſaid Fairh- 
ful Repreſentation, In the next place he beſought him, to condeſcend to leave off 
contradictions and flanders, his wounding men's reputations, and perſecuting their 
perſons, and to give place to truth and juſtice. At the end of 'the book there was 
an addreſs to the Remonſtrant Teachers and their Flocks, in which he earneſtly ex- 
horted them to patience and perſeverance, befeeching them in the name of the 
Lord Jeſus, that, They would not fam under thoſe heavy imputations and terrible 
ſcandals, now that Triglandius was endeauvouring to bring them gver to his church, 

magining 
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imagining he had them at the greateſt diſadvantage, becauſe all mouths and throats A xD o x. 
were opened wide againſt them, Juſt as if they intended to devour them on account 1623- 
of a plot, of which they were imnocent, and which they deteſied as much, nay, more 

than he did, with which nevertheleſs he endeavoured to ſully their good, honeſt, and 
chriftian charaffer._—_— Then followed ſeveral remarks and arguments by which 

he recommended perſeverance, and at the end he diſcourſed about the peace of the 
church after a particular manner: This Triglandius, ſays he, recommends to youthe 

peace of Jeruſalem, and ſo do we, bur not of that Jeruſalem which is founded in 

blood, nwr are we for that ſort of peace which tends only to confirm and ſirengthen a 

party at the expence and oppreſſion of others, rill hey ſwallow up all, and then pre- 
ſeribes laws to others, according to their pleaſure, and which in reality, turns all 
Chriſtendom into a ſchool of war, a place of military exerciſe, and a bath of blood, 

by animating one againſt another, on pretence of religion, and under the cover of the 
church, by which every one means his own , but we ſeek for that peace which is men- 

tioned in the Memorial ;, that peace, for inſlance, by which poor Chriſtendom 

(that God help us ! has been rent into ſo many pieces, to the preat diſhonour and 
prejudice of the chriſtian religion, and truz piety ) may be no longer divided, and 

by which all unneceſſary diſputes, and ſuch as deſtroy true godlineſs, being rerrenched, 
nobody who adheres to neceſſary truths, and ſeeks to ſerve and pleaſe God and 
Chriſt, may be excluded from the communion of the Church; to the end thers 

may be but one Body diſtinguiſhed by chriſtian moderation, peace and accommg- 
dation. Ob ! that the Lord would grant, that by ſuch means the many troubles a- 

mong Chriſtians might be removed, and a good chriſtian unity, acceptable ro God, 

might be eſtabliſhed among all men. This its the eruſalem to which we wj 
bappineſs, this the peace we ſhould ſo gladly ſee promoted within ber walls and 
palaces, This is that peace of Chriſt which we labour after for the ſake of what ſort of 


our brethren and friends, and "tis chiefly for this peace that we bave been? mote

The Remonſtrants having ſeen that book of Uicenbogarr, were of opinion, that 
the refutation it contained was ſtrong and nervous; and judged that lies and falfities 
would be obliged to give place to the truth, and the accuſations, to the demonſtra- 
tion of their innocence, It likewiſe ſtrengthened the reſolutions of many, and 
made them continue faithful to their cauſe, and patiently to wait for a good exit from 
the hand of God. 
We have hinted above how three Burghers were taken up upon the account of 
the plot, namely, Fobr Peterſon, a Linnen-weaver, Samuel Plekker, a Silk-weaver, 
and Gerret Cornelifon, a Taylor. Theſe perſons continued in cuſtody till the month 
of June, before they were brought to their tryals. It 1s related of them, that the 
were put to death, becauſe they knew ſomething 1n general concerning the Plot, 
and for ſome idle tales that they had heard, but were ſo far from believing, that 
they even deſpiſed and contradited them. The Magiſtrates of that place treated 
the abovenamed Jobn Peterſon very roughly, a man noted for the honeſty of his 
dealing and converſation ainong all underſtanding people, who gave him as good 
a character as any perſon within the city of Leyden, though he was of a melan- 
choly and reſerved temper. In the year 1620, when he was taken up and im- 
priſoned for colleting monies for the Remonſtrant Miniſters, the Magiſtrates of 
the ſaid Town, knowing he could not bear a folitary life, allowed his ſon to keep 
him company ; but being taken up again in the month of February, ina very ſevere _ 
winter, he was thruſt into the deepeſt and darkeſt dungeon, where none but ="+ hr jo 
thieves uſed to be kept, and where for ſome weeks he had not a chair to cer:ain 5n4s. 
fit on, and was almoſt devoured with lice and other vermin. In this folitary __ f Ley- 
place, ſtruggling with cold, vexation, and other inconveniences, the poor man «* 5+ </e+ 
was almoſt conſumed with melancholy, by refleQing upon the loſs and ruin of his ”** 
trade, and his daughter-in-law being likewiſe obliged to leave his houſe and go a- 
ſide, becauſe the Scout pretended that ſhe too had heard ſomething of the Plot, and 
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An Wo endeavoured to get her into his hands. He was likewiſe ſeverely tormented upon 


£23 , the rack, in ſuch manner, that his wite found one of his ſhirts all covered with 
* VV lood ; the y further attacked him with promiſes of impunity, and full aſſurances 
of mercy, it he would conteſs. Being thus preſſed, he owned ſeveral things he 
had heard Jon Blanſart and others ſpeak of, relating to the ſeizing of certain 
Towns, and part icularly that of Leyden, as alſo to the delign againſt the Prince of 
Orange. !n the lentence paſt upon him, it 1s related, that the Miniſter Dwingls 
had told him, that he had heard from his brother-1 in-law MAorenwinder, that 
there were Towns of which the Remsn/{rants propoſed to make themſelves 
maſters, asking him, 7obn Peterſon, whether there were no probability of do- 
102 ſomething at Leyden too? To which the other replied, there was no man- 
ner of hopes there, ſubjoining this reaſon : If we could not bold our own, when 
we were lawfully poſſeſſed both of the civil and military power, what can we pre- 
tend to do now He added, that he had heard Abraham Blanſart and William 
Parthy ſay, that Dwinglo had given them orders to ſpeak to ſome J/alloons and 
Frenchmen belonging to the Meeting, that in caſe any thing was to be done, 
they ſhould be ready. But Diwinglo my 's in his Apology, that he was 
well allured, that the faid Zobn Peterſon, having been ſeveral times ſtria! 
examined, and not without grievous threatnings, concerning him, had not charged 
him in the leaſt; but that what had been faid of him in the ſentence, was ex- 
torted from Peterſon by the rack, who was told by the Magiſtrates, that he muſt 
own it, if he had a mind to fave himſelf from farther torture ; that likewiſe he 
the ſaid 7obn Peterſon had afterwards complained to ſome people while in priſon, 
againſt thoſe that forced him to accuſe Dwinglo in ſuch a manner, and Dwinglo 
mimfclf was of opinion, that it was the more eaſily extorted from him, becauſe he 
knew he was out of their reach, being in a foreign country. pane adds farther, 
that he never held any ſuch diſcourſe with Zohbn Peterſon, and that perbape he 
might, through the diſorder he was in, aſcribe to him, what he had heard from 
others ; the rather, becauſe 1n a ſecret confeſſion, writ by his own hand, and con- 
veyed out of priſon, he concluded with theſe words : This is the main of what has 
bappened, ſo far as my memory, which is much confounded, can recollect, And 
in another particular letter, which he writ, *tis ſaid, 1/hat I beard from Chriſto- 
pher Johnſon, I zold 7o John Blanſart, but not to Plekker : but, bowever, 1 was 
under confuſion when I ſaid what I did, Drwoinglo gives an account in his Apo- 
logy of certain diſcourſes that paſſed between him and Fobn Peterſon; they are 
too long to be repeated here, but they ſhew the contrary of what he had been 
charged with. He likewiſe Aatly denies, that he ever gave Abraham Blanſart and. 
Parihy any directions about ſpeaking to any Il/alloons and Frenchmen, &c. ſaying, 
he never had the leaft thought of it, and thinks that 7obn Peterſon, in the great 
diſturbance of his mind, occaſioned by the teaſing of the examiners, and ſharpneſs 
of the pains he endured, named one man for another, and imputed that to Dwinglo, 
which Van Dyke, Slatius, or ſomebody elſe had done ; ſubjoining, that Blanſart 
_ and Parthy having lain ten weeks together in priſon at the Hague, and fohn Pe- 
rerſonin Leyden at the {aine time ; yet it was not ſaid, in their ſeveral confeſlions 
or ſentences, that they ever had any direions from him, to ſpeak to any IValloons 
or Frenchmen for the purpoſes abovementioned ; notwithſtanding the Scout of Ley- 
den daily pailed from thence to the Hague, in order to learn what informa- 
tions the Court of Holland had procured by examinations or tortures againſt the 
priſoner of Leyden, That the Scout likewiſe brought to the Hague, Samuet 
Plekker, Gerrit Corneliſon, and Nicholas vander Steen ; all of them "taken up at 
Leyden ; that they were under examination of the Court ſeveral days, and con- 
fronted againſt the Blanſarts and Parthy, but not the leaſt mention was made of 
any ſuch "dire&ion given to the ſaid Blanſarts, As for the attempt upon the per- 
{on of his Excellency, 7obn Peterſon confeſſed, that he heard Jobn Blanſars ſay, 
that the Prince muſ! be removed, and that bis buſineſs would ſoon be done. But 
that he replied thereupon, Thar i would be deteſlable ro undertake ſuch an atlion ; 
that it was mere madneſs, and therefore be ſhould not meddle with tt : . concluding, 
you will only bring yourſelf into trouble, John, do not burn your fingers with it, Be- 
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ing alked by the Judges, whether he had not heard that Prince Henry would ſet A xD o »; 
himſelf at the head of the Remon{!rants © He replied, he had heard of ſuch a thing. 1623, 
Being aſked again, whether he and others had not talked a good while about the Ide 
revolution, that was to be brought about in the Government ? He ſaid, Tes, but 
we looked upon it to be idle diſcourſe. We likewile lind in the ſentence of death, pro- 
nounced againſt the faid John Pererſon, on the 21it of Pune, that he ſaid in his 
defence, That he did not lock upon the deſipn againſt Leyden, as pratticable ; 
that he named the aſſaſſmation of his Princely Excellency, a deteſtable aftion, which 
be did not approve of, and that he admoniſhed John Blanfart not to concern him- 
ſelf in ut, ſaying, if he did, he would burn his fingers, Nevertheleſs, becauſe 
he did not diſcover this deſign to the Government, or give the leaſt notice of it, 
the Magiſtrates of Leyden, having firſt conſulted with the Grand Committee of 
the States of Ho//and ( whole advice was likewiſe taken in relation to the ſentence 
apgainlt the other two priſoners ) declared him guilty of High-treaſon, condem- 
ning him to be brought upon the Plain of Graveſtein, and there to be behead- 
ed. His dead body was ordered to be privately interred, but all his eſtate, to 
ſuch a ſum as 18 allowed by the privileges of the Town of Leyden, was declared 
conhiſcated. "The things that were Jaid ro the charge of Samuel Plekker, may be 
{cen 1n the ſentence pronounced againlt him the ſame day. But whether the mat- 
ters therein contained were extorted from him by the Rack, has not appeared ſo clear- 
ly to me: but 1 have ſeen 1 Conteſlion, which he writ in the priſon, and handed to 
ſome of his friends, in which he faid, that John Blanſart havins diſcourſed with 
him in O&oher 1621, with relation to the delign of ſeizing upon ſome Towns, 
he did not know what to think of it, whether it were true or falſe; but declared 
hewould not be concerned in it, And that in March 1522, Blanſart having ſaid 
there was good hope tor the KRemonſirants, Prince Henry being on their (ide ; 
and that it was propoled to murder the Prince of Orange, one evening as he was 
going to {ze his miſtreſs; he FPlexker, was extremely furprized, and returned for 
anſwer, that it was a deieſtable thing, adding, that be had reſolved ſeveral times 
to have diſcovered their deſipn, but knew not how to get acceſs to the Prince, 
fearing his Excellency would give him a bad reception, as if he came to dy him 
ſome miſchief : Adding, that he likewiſe foreſaw danger 1n the diſcovery, in 
caſe his name were not concealed , or 1t he fhould not be able to make out all 
that he conteiled ; that be lizewife had entertained ſome hopes from ſome fore- 
g0INg events, that it could not be put 1n execution ; and that therefore he had 
forborn diſcovering it. 1 hat John Blanſart {1d to him the laſt Summer, that they 
had good hopes apain of recovering their liberty ; that Prince Henry had been with 
the Society a day or two before (by which he meant, as it ſeems, Stoutenburgh 
nd ſome of his gang 5) aſturing them, that as foon as the body ſhould begin to move, 
he would join them as their head 5 and if they did rheir duty, would bring 3000 
{oldiers with him, and regulate all matters : Ihit it was likewiſe reſolved, that 
Van Dyke and Korenwinder (ſhould bring ſome people to the Hague, to ſecure ſome 
of the great men there, and carry them in waggons to Gouda ; but when matters 
were quite compoſed, thoſe Gentlemen ſhould be releated again, Whereupon he the 
{aid Plekker made anſwer, That he ſhould be heartily g!ad to ſee that the Remon- 
ſtrants enjoyed the liberty of their religion as well as the reft of the inhabitants 
of the land; and that the Provinces might be well defended againſt the common 
enemy 5 but that be could not ſee that theſe were the proper means of attain- 
ng ſuch ends, but that they rater tended to the deſtruction of rhe nation, lo 
this, Blanſart replied, that ſufficient care was taken about it ; tor he had been 1n- 
formed, that the Sieur Maurier, Amballador from France, had promiſed the $So- 
ciety on the part of his Majeſty, to a(l1ft their country with eleven thouſand men 
in caſe of need ; and that the ſaid Ambaſlador was gone to France on purpoſe to 1n- 
form the King of all that had paſſed. Some days after, Blanſarc had further told 
him, that Prince Henry's Governour was travelling about the country, to take an 
account of the principal perſons engaged 1n this affair ; but that he made anſwer, 
He did not believe a word of all thoſe matters, but looked upon them as idle tales ; 
adding, that the Remonſtrams fed themſelves with vain hopes —- Theſe were 
the principal heads of his confethon, under which, the following words were welt

Ax*D o m. this 1s in ſhort all T know of the matter, and which I bave freely confeſſed upon pro- 
1623. miſe of impunity. 

From this confeſſion we may obſerve with what vain and 1ll grounded rumours 
theſe conſpirators endeavoured to engage each other. From hence likewiſe it ap- 
pears, what knowledge this Plekker had of the Plot. In the ſentence of death which 
followed thereupon, 1t 1s likewiſe mentioned, that Plzkker had faid in juſtification 
of himſelf, char he had always an abhorrence of the deſign againſt his Princely Ex- 
cellency, and utterly rejefted the ſame ;, that he likewiſe hoped it would never take 
effeft that he gave no credit to the revolution that was talked of}, telling Tohn 
Blanſart plainly, chat all was fition and banter, and hoping that all would end 
quietly. 

+1 O00" ſince he had not diſcovered theſe things to the Government, he was 
condemned to undergo the ſame puniſhment as John Peterſon, The ſame fate be- 
fe] Gerrit Corneliſon the Taylor, who was taken up at the ſame time ; but as for 
the charge againſt him, I haveno other Memoirs, than what occurs in his ſentence, 
by whichit appears, that what was deemed moſt criminal in him, conſiſted here- 
in, vis. That Abraham Blanſart had ſaid to him, that the cauſe of the Remonſtrants 
could never be re-eſtabliſhed till the Prince of Orange were made away with ; that 
he, Blanſart, had received orders to engage ſeven more perſons for the buſineſs of the 
aſſaſſination ; that there were ſix or ſeven people of Leyden who were ts be made 
uſe of for that purpoſe, of which number, he, the ſaid Blanſart, was to be one; and 
when they parted be ſaid, he would talk farther with him about it, The concealing 
theſe circumſtances coſt him his life, he being condemned to die by the ſword, as 
well as the other two. After ſentence of death was paſſed, oh Peterſon proteſted 
to his laſt, in a moſt ſolemn manner, to the Miniſter Ludovicus de Dieu, who was 
ſent to comfort him, thar he was not conſcious of his being guitty of any wicked Je- 
{ign, and that therefore it was a great ſeverity, that ſo hard a ſentence ſhould be 
levell:d againſt him for the bare knowledge of a crime. But the ſaid Miniſter af- 
ſured him, he had deſerved death, for having concealed this matter, more than if 
he had commited ſeven aftual murders. 

On the 21ſt of June theſe three priſoners were, after the reading of their ſen- 
tences, brought one by one to the Plain of Graveſiein, which 1s the place of 
execution at Leyden, John Peterſon was the firſt who appeared upon the ſcaffold. 
He ſhewed great concern for his fins. The Miniſter Feſtus Hommius prayed by 
him ; after which, he took leave of the ſpeQators, and gave his hand to each of the 
Miniſters that ſtood on the ſcaffold ; upon which the Executioner put a cap over 
his eyes, pulled his ſhirt down his ſhoulders, cauſed him to kneel down, and with 
one blow ſtruck of his head. Samuel Plekker following him, came on the ſcaffold 
naked to the waſte; where, after having taken leave, he kneeled down, prayed by 
himſelf, and like the other, being hood- winked, received the fatal ſtroke. He had 
tormerly been a man of a good life, well verſed in ſcripture, and had ſerved the Remon- 
flrants tor a ſhort time, officiating, in caſe of neceſſity, asa proponent or candidate for 
the Miniſtry, and preaching to them in ſeveral places. The Taylor, Gerrit Corne- 
/iſon, who was the laſt that aſcended the ſcaffold, begged forgiveneſs of all whom 
he might have offended, took his leave of all the ſpeQators, ſaluting them, and after 
the Miniſter Henricus Fabricius had prayed for him, and the Executioner had tied a 
handkerchief about his eyes, was beheaded like the reſt, Itis related of him, that 
he was of a very good temper and a virtuous man, but very ſimple, and thata little be- 
fore his death he ſaid, muft 1 then die only for what I bave heard His widow was 
likewiſe uſcd toſay, that when ſhe bad him adieu in priſon, he ſpoke to her thus - 
I am going to die, but I am not in the leaſt conſcious of any guilt, in the matter 
for which they put me to death, Their bodies were ſuffered to be buried privately. 

When the Profeilor Epiſcopius, who was at Paris, heard of the death of theſe 
people, he was moved at their misfortune, and wrote thus to his brother : There 75 
no end of ſhedding of blood; all that are taken muſt die without mercy. And whereas 
formerly the blood of ſo many murderers uſed to be ſpared, now they ſpill the blood of 
thoſe who had only the knowledge of a murder, never afually committed, but pro- 
jefaed by others, who were not able to bear the injury they conceived to have been 

offered them, This methinks is too rigorous, and cannot, in my opinion, be | aſtified 
by the laws of God, or hy any good reaſon, though I know that Princes, eſpecially ty-
